'Ihc  liill  VM  RparKly  inhabited,  nnd  corered  chiefly  hy  gardens;  Imt 
in  one  ipot  mu  a  piece  of  rough  ground  jagged  wiih  great  stones,  whkh^ 
hud  never  been  cultivated  tiincu  a  buidiHp  hnd  mined  tome  Iioiue*  there 
toRords  tho  end  of  the  tlurlcentb  century.  Just  ahore  tiie  edge  of  tliil 
broken  grotind  stood  a  igueer  little  sijuare  building,  looking  like  a  Irun- 
cntcd  towf  1'  roofed  in  vrich  llut^d  tiles,  and  dose  by  was  a  anmll  outhouse, 
appiaiviiily  built  up  cgaiiiiit  n  picoc  of  ruined  litono  wall.

bmue,  ■>  the  diuk  «u  gatboring,  uid  acot  bisuclf  on  tlie  iitrnw. 

A  great  temptaiion  bad  l«d  bold  of  Tewa's  mind ;  slie  would  go  and 
tmkr  that  olt]  inait  part  of  bcr  supper,  and  lalk  to  Idiu  a  little,  lie  vu 
iKri  doaT  like  Moitna  Ldaa,  and  besides  she  could  sa;  a  great  mauy  thiuga 
to  biin  that  it  wai  no  aw  to  about  at  Monna  Lisa  who  knew  tliem  nlrcadjr.

'     tripped  downstairs  with  a  mii»d  full  of  deep  dcnigna,  and  first  asking 
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with  an  inAoccot  look  wli&t  that  noise  QfuUiing  had  beCD,  iritliout  wailEns 
for  nn  answer,  knit  bcr  brow  niih  n  pcnonptory  itir,  »omeihmg  liko  a 
kitten  trying  10  be  fornitdubit-,  unil  w-iit  ibe  old  wonian  ujisUins;  iJju 
cluMO  to  cftt  her  mippcr  down  hdoiv.  In  thrrr  iiiimiti's  Ti«ui,  with  her 
luulern  in  uiie  bund  and  a  wooJeii  l>owi  cf  macaroui  in  iho  oib*r,  wa»

When  Tilo  hiiJ  6r»l  fotiinj  tliii  liomc  for  Tewn,  on  his  rottira  from 
Kome,  moi-e  tlinu  a  year  «nil  a  lialf  ii^n,  lit-  liml  acti'd,  liu  pcnuaded 
himself,  wnnfJj-  nnd<T  thn  comiminl  itiipM^ii  on  Iiim  by  lii*  own  kiitdtlneM 
after  ihi?  unlucky  iaciiit-nl  whtcli  liad  mndu  foolish  lilil«  Team  iinngino 
l)ini  to  bo  har  hiubnii<1.  U  wna  tiiii'  that  llic  kintlnow  was  DianifcAled 
totnird*  a  pretty  tni»liug  thing  nhoiii  it  wat  irnjioMibtu  Ui  bo  notr  nith- 
out  filing  iiidined  to  caress  and  pet  her;  but  il  was  not  lens  tros  tliAt 
Tito  had  morcDiciitK  of  kindncM  townriU  her  apart  from  any  conlem- 
p!a[«d  gain  to  liiniaelf.  Otherwise,  oliamiing  as  her  prtllinew  and 
priutic  wcTc  in  a  laxy  moment,  he  might  havo  prtliirrtd  to  ha  free  from 
lii^r;  for  he  was  not  in  love  Tvilh  Tessa — ho  was  iii  loce  for  the  fiisl  linie 
in  his  life  with  an  i;ntircly  diUcrcnt  woitinn,  whom  he  waa  not  simply 
inclined  to  iJiowit  Kireaiies  oa,  but  wliosi^  jni'iieuoc  pceucssfd  him  eo 
Hint  the  idropit;  nwrcp  of  her  long  trcnws  ncross  his  cl.cck  swint^d  to 
vibrate  thi'ough  the  hcur^.  AH  iht-  young  ideal  panion  he  had  in 
hini  had  hecn  Hiirrcd  by  Itoniok,  nnd  bii  fibro  was  too  6nc,  his  intel- 
lect loo  bright,  for  him  to  be  tempted  into  the  habits  of  a  guMis  pica- 
imrc-M^c-kirr.  Itut  he  had  spun  a  web  about  himself  and  Tc>Qa,  which 
he  felt  iiic;ipnble  of  breaking  :  in  the  first  momenta  aAer  ll^e  niiinio 
ninrriage  he  hn<l  been  piouiptfd  to  leave  htr  under  an  illusion  by  & 
distinct  calculation  of  liis  own  pofaible  need,  but  since  that  critical 
moment  it  seemed  to  liitn  that  tlic  web  lixil  gone  on  spinning  in  spite  of 
bim,  bko  a  growth  over  which  lie  had  no  power.  Tim  elements  of 
kindness  and  self-induIg^ncc  are  hard  to  disiinguiah  in  a  soil  nature 
like  Tito's ;  and  tlic  aiinoyatiou  he  had  felt  under  Twaa's  pursuit  of  hiia 
on  the  day  of  his  bclroihal,  the  thorough  intention  of  revealing  ihc 
truth  to  her  with  whiih  he  set  out  to  fullil  bis  pronme  of  seeing  bcr 
again,  were  a  siifficienily  strong  argument  to  him  that  in  uliimaleljr 
Jntving  Tuna  under  her  illusion,  and  providing  a  home  for  her,  he  had 
been  overcome  by  his  own  kindness.  And  in  tlicac  days  of  his  Gmt 
devotion  to  Itomula  be  needed  a  ieir-jUBtiryiii;;  argtuueiit.  }Ie  bad  learned 
lo  be  glad  that  «ho  wjis  deceived  about  some  tilings.  But  every  Strang  feeling 
makes  to  itself  a  cuniiuionce  of  its  own — has  its  own  piety;  just  as  much 
as  the  feeling  of  the  son  towards  the  mother  which  will  sumetiiurs 
survive  amid  the  worst  fumes  of  depravation;  and  Tito  coitld  not  yet  be 
easy  in  committing  a  secret  oflencc  against  his  wedded  love.

Tor  Tito  Iiad 
thfiougbtjr  frigbtcatxl  Ti-iwi  iiilo  .tilcnco  nbniiC  the  circiiiuBtAnc«B  of  tlicir 
mATTUge,  \iy  Iclti:^  her  thnt  ir«lic  bruko  ihnt  silcuce  die  H'uuld  ncwr  aco 
biiD  agaia ;  ai>d  Umoa  Lim'*  ilt^iifucioi  wbich  made  ii  impoEuble  to  ray 
a&jlbing  to  iwr  wlilionl  some  ]>i'ein«ditation,  Imd  saved  Tmu  from  any 
iiicaiitiuui  ivvclntion  to  hcTf  oicb  aa  lind  run  vS'  bpr  (ongno  in  Uilkinf; 
with  lUUIjwwrro.  An<l  br  a  long  wliilc  Tito*»  viMts  woro  bo  rar«,  lli^it 
ii  Mi'ui«(I  Ufc*iy  ttiougti  he  took  jiiuro'^yfl  betwwii  tliciu.  They  Vfcio 
prT>ni|itrd  chiefly  by  the  drwrc  to  tu-c  that  all  thing*  were  going  on  well 
with  Ti-Hsa;  aod  though  be  always  found  his  visit  jilcamnter  tli&u  tlio 
prospect  of  it — always  felt  anew  tlie  churm  of  that  pretty  ignorant  loving- 
naaa  and  tntrt — be  had  not  yet  any  real  need  nf  it.  llut  he  was  detcr- 
nined,  if  |>oislb]L-,  (oprCKrvo  the  sirajitidty  on  wlitch  ibuuhurm  rlrptndQil ; 
to  kc«p  Tc«a  a  gonnine  conuidtnit,  and  not  place  the  small  lit-Id-llowrr 
among  oocditJonn  that  would  rob  it  of  its  grave.  Uu  would  hnvo  becu 
shocked  to  k-c  ho-  in  tim  dr«ts  of  any  other  rank  thnn  her  own  ;  iho 
piquancy  of  her  talk  would  be  all  gone  if  things  began  to  h;ive  nov  rela- 
tioau  for  hrr,  if  her  world  became  wider,  her  plraaurcR  ku  childish ;  and 
th«  •qiiuTd-1tk«  enjoynifrnt  of  niita  at  discretion  marked  the  alandard  of 
the  hixnries  bo  provided  for  her.  By  this  means,  'Hto  tavcd  Testa's 
chann  from  being  sullied  ;  and  be  also,  by  a  conronicnt  coincidence, 
csrod  himself  from  aggravatiog  expenses  that  were  already  rather  impor- 
tttMtA  to  a  man  wh«we  money  was  all  rrijuired  for  hiti  avowtd  babita 
ofBfe. 

This,  in  bri'-f,  liad  been  the  hinlorj-  of  Tito's  relation  to  Tt«M  up  to  a 
vary  it«cnt  day.  It  is  true  that  once  or  twice  before  Bordo'a  death,  the 
MOM  ibal  there  wn*  Tc«a  up  the  hill,  with  whom  it  was  possible  to  pa«s 
an  hoar  ngre<4bly,  Itad  been  an  inducement  to  him  to  escape  from  a  little 
WMrfneas  t>f  tltc  old  mnn,  when,  for  lack  of  any  positive  engagement,  he 
night  oihtTwise  bare  borne  the  wcirincM  pnliiintly  and  shared  Uomola'a 
Imrtkn.

"  Wlml  wjii  of  face  hna  lie  J  "  raUl  Tito,  hia  heart  begiiitiiiig  lo  btat 
etrai)gc!r.  He  was  sa  hatialed  by  the  thought  cf  Balduaarro,  that  it  vrn« 
already  he  whom  he  snw  in  iningination  silting  on  the  straw  not  many 
yiird»  from  him.     "  Fetch  your  elool,  my  Tv»sn,  aud  nit  un  it." 

"  Shall  j'fiu  not  forgive  mc?  "  she  said,  iiinidiy,  moving  from  his  knoo. 

"  VfH,  1  will  not  be  nngrj' — only  sit  down,  tind  toll  mo  what  sort  of  old 
man  ihi*  it." 

"  I  CiUi't  think  how  to  tell  yoa:  he  is  not  like  my  uleplittlicr,  Nofii,  or 
anybody.  IIib  face  is  yellow,  and  lie  haa  deep  marka  in  h;  nnd  his  liair 
li  while,  hilt  ihc-re  is  none  pn  the  top  of  hia  hcnd :  nnd  hi*  ej'cnrowN  ats 
libck,  and  he  louki)  fK'm  iindcT  them  at  me,  und  Miys,  '  Poor  ihipg  I'  10 
■lie,  aa  if  he-  thought  I  wa»  beaten  its  1  used  to  he;  nnd  ihiit  itecm*  nt  it  ho 
conldii'i  bo  in  his  right  mind,  doesn't  it  ?  Aud  t  a^ked  him  his  namo 
once,  but  he  couldn't  Ifll  it  me:  yet  everjliody  has  a  n.-ime, — is  it  not 
true?  Ami  he  has  a  book  now,  nnd  keeps  looking  at  it  ever  so  long,  as  if 
ho  were  a  /kk/jv.  But  I  ih'iiU  he  is  not  saying  pniyers,  fur  hid  lips  never 
move ; — ah,  you  arc  nngrj-  with  me,  or  is  it  because  you  arc  sorry  for  iba 
old  man?" 

Tito'a  cyw  were  elill  fixed  on  Tessa;  but  he  had  ceased  to  sec  her, 
and  was  only  soelng  the  objects  hr-r  words  snpgcKled.  It  vim  this  abneut 
glance  which  frightened  her,  and  she  could  not  help  gning  to  kneel  at  liis

condiiiona  of  fear  und  stippre«iJou  that  wtre  marring  hit  life.  Destiny  bad 
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bronglit  within  his  reach  an  opportunitj  of  retrieving  that  moment  on  ths 
Eleps  of  tlie  Duomo,  when  the  Past  had  grasped  him  with  Jiving  quivering 
hands,  and  he  had  disowned  it.     A  few  steps,  and  he  might  be  face  to 
face  with  hid  father,  with  no  wilneKS  by ;  he  miglit  seek  forgiveness  and 
reconciliation  ;  and  there  was  money  now,  from  tlie  Kile  of  the  library,  to 
enable  them  to  leave  Florence  without  disclosure,  nnil  go  into  Soutlirm 
Italy,  where,  under  the  probable  French  nile,  he  had  already  laid  a 
fuundnlion  for  patronage.     Komola  need  never  know  the  whole  tnith,  for 
flic  could  have  no  certain  mi-ans  of  identify  irig  that  prisoner  in  the  Duomo 
with  Baldassarre,  or  of  learning  what  Imd  taken  place  on  the  steps,  except 
from  Bnldassarre  himself ;  and  if  bis  J^ither  forgave,  he  would  also  consent 
to  bury,  that  oflenco.     But  with  this  possibility  of  relief,  by  an  easy 
tpring,  from  present  evil,  there  rose  the  otlier  possibility,  that  the  fierce- 
hearted  man  might  refuse  to  be  propitiated.     Well — and  if  he  did,  things 
Toald  only  be  aa  they  had  been  before ;  for  there  would  be  no  tcitnds  by. 
It  was  not  repenfance  with  a  white  sheet  i-ound  it  and  taper  in  hand,  con- 
fessing its  hated  sin  in  the  eyc3  of  men,  that  Tito  was  preparing  for  :  it 
"M  a  repentance  that  would  make  all  things  pleasant  again,  and  keep  all 
past  unplca.°ant  things  secret.     And  Tito's  soft- hearted ness,  hia  indispou- 
lion  to  feel  himself  in  harsh  relations  with  any  creature,  was  in  strong 
sctivity  towards  his  fathtr,  now  hia  fatlier  was  brotight  near  to  him.     It 
would  be  a  stale  of  ease  that  his  nature  could  not  but  desire,  if  that  poi- 
sonous hatred  in  Baldassarre's  glance  could  be  rephtced  by  something  of 
llic  old    affcclion   and    complacency.      Tito   longed    to    have   his   world 
cnce  .again  completely  cu si i ion ed  with  good-will,  and  longed  for  it  the 
ffl'Tf  tagerly  bicauae  of  H-h;it  he  liaii  jiifit  sulTercd  fi'iira  the  cnllisinn  with 
iUiHila.      It  was  not  diiliciilt  to  him  to  smile  pleadingly  on  tliose  whom 
iie  liad  injured,  and  oiler  to  do  ihciu  nuith  kiiidiv  s.i ;  aud  no  quickucss  of 
aiclltct  co'.iM  tell   Iiim  exactly  tlic  Ixisto  of  that  honey  on  the  lips  of  the 
"iJHrtd.     The  opporLuiiily  was  there,  and  il  rai.-icd  an  inclinalion  whitli 
Wmtd  in  the   calcul.ititig  activity  of  hia   tlumght.      He  started  U]i,  and 
Ki-ppcd   towards   the   door;   but   'I'cssji's  crj',  as   she   dropped   licr  beads, 
f'UstJ  him  from  his  absorjition.      Ife  turned  and  taid, 

"  My  Tossa,  get  me  a  lantern ;  and  don't  cry,  little  pigeon,  I  am  not 
angry," 

Tlipy  went  down  the  ftaii-H,  and  Tessa  was  going  to  shout  the  need  of  llie 
•iiiilira  in  -Monna  Lisa'n  ear,  when  Tito,  who  had  opened   the  door,  said, 
'  St.nv,  Tiissa— no,  I  want  no  lantern  :  go  upstairs  agaiu,  and  keep  qnict, 
'"nil  i^iy  nothing  to  Monna  Lisa." 

hi  half  il  minute  he  stood  before  the  closed  door  of  the  otithouse,  where 
iWni'ioii  w;ls  shining  while  on  the  idd  paintless  wood. 

In  this  last  decisive  moment,  Tito  tell  a  tremor  upon  him — a  sudden 
'Winclive  shrinking  from  a  possible  tigiT-glance,  a  possible  tigcr-Icap, 
ut  why  should  he,  a  young  man,  be  afraid  of  an  old  one  ?  a  young  man

B&lda^arre  was  not  a^Ieop,  Them  wm  o  utitwrc  opening  high  in  tlie 
wiillji  of  ihn  hovel,  ihroiigli  which  the  niooiihoatiia  sent  in  a  slivain  of  pal« 
light  ;  itnd  if  Tito  could  havo  inokcd  thraii^li  the  opnning,  he  would  have 
Bccn  hh  Jnlhrr  Kcnicd  on  the  ■Iran',  witli  «omir!hing  that  ahouc  like  a  irhtte 
■tar  in  hii  hand.  Balduuarre  iras  feeling  ihe  edge  of  his  poniard,  taking 
rdiige  in  Ihnt  tcnmlion  from  a  hopeless  blnnk  of  thought  that  aeeined  to 
lie  liko  a  great  gulf  bi^lwcen  hb  paasiun  and  ita  aim.  He  wiia  fn  one  of

lie  jmuimhI  agitin.    He  had  used  tba  dearest  and  stionj^t  words  he

But  he  found  it  the  less  dilTicuIt  (o  wait  patiently  for  the  return  of  hia 
honie-Iiappines*,  because  his  life  out  of  doors  was  more  and  more  interesting 
to  him.  A  cour.se  of  action  which  is  in  slrictness  a  slowly -prepared  out- 
growth  of  the  entire  character,  is  jet  almost  always  traceable  to  a 
single  impression  as  its  p<>int  of  apparent  origin;  and  since  that  moment 
in  the  Piazza  del  Diiomo,  when  Tito,  mounted  on  the  bales,  had  tasted  a 
keen  pleasure  in  the  consciousness  of  his  ability  to  tickle  the  ears  of  men 
with  any  [ilirases  that  pleased  them,  hia  inmgination  had  glanced  con- 
tinually towards  a  sort  of  political  activity  which  the  IrouUed  public  life 
of  Florence  was  likiJy  enough  to  find  occasion  fi'r.  li'it  the  fresh  dread  of 
B.ildiissarre,  ivaked  in  the  same  moment,  had  lain  like  an  immovable 
TOtky  obslrnclion  across  that  path,  and  had  urged  him  into  the  sale  of  tho 
hhrary,  as  a  preparation  for  (he  possible  necessity  of  leaving  Florence,  at 
tlie  veiy  lime  when  he  was  beginning  to  feel  that  it  had  a  new  attraction 
for  liiin.  That  dread  ivas  nearly  removed  now  :  he  must  wear  his  armour 
Eiill,  he  must  prepare  himself  for  possible  demands  on  his  coolness  and 
ingenuity,  but  he  did  not  feel  obliged  to  take  the  inconvenient  step  of 
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Icnring  norence  and  «o«king  new  fortanni.    IIu  txther  li»j  rcAui-i)  Oit 
ofl«rcd  ntonnncnt — bud  towei  htm  into  defiance ;  and  an  old  rud  in  ft 

stranj^  jilacc,  witli  liU  memory  gpii«,  wjw  wwik  cnoiigb  to  be  dclicd. 

Titc'a  im[>licit  dcsurcs  woro  worlciiig  thnavnlvi-ii  out  now  in  verj  ex- 
jilicil  tlioughu.  Ab  the  freihirtss  of  young  paawoo  faded,  lifi:  tras  t»lting 
more  nnd  mora  decidedly  for  him  tlic  aspect  of  a  game  in  wbiuh  llwro  nu» 
an  ngreeaklo  mbgliitg  of  tktll  nod  cliabce. 

L     And  the  game  that  miglit  be  played  in  VIorcnre  prnniised  to  bo  mpid 

Bnd  exciting ;  it  vraa  a  pmi-  o{  n-voluliimary  and  j-jorty  struggle,  sure  to 

include  pli-oiy  <<f  that  uuavowed  action  in  which  briliinnt  ingentiity,  abl« 

to  i;et  rid  of  all  inconvenient  helidi  except  that  "  ging«r  i*  tint  in  the 

moTith,"  is  apt  to  see  ibe  path  of  superior  wiadoro. 

No  fonncr  wpre  liie  French  guesta  gone  than  Florence  was  aa  a^itatctl 
ax  a  colony  of  anta  wlicn  an  alarming  dudnw  hut  been  nnnoved,  and  tlic 
camp  has  (o  be  lepalted.  "  How  are  we  lo  raiao  tlie  money  for  the  FroDcfa 
king?  How  are  wo  to  mnnRgellie  war  with  those  obstinate Pi*an  rebel*? 
Above  all,  how  are  we  to  mend  our  plan  of  goveniiuent,  so  na  to  hit  on 
the  best  way  of  getting  our  magistrates  chosen  and  our  laws  roteJ?"  Till 
those  question*  were  well  answered  trade  wiw  in  danger  of  »tnnding  «till, 
and  that  large  body  of  the  working  men  who  were  not  coimled  as  ciliscos 
and  had  not  to  much  a*  n  vot«  to  servo  as  an  anodyne  to  their  utomaclu 
were  likely  to  get  impatient.     Sometliiug  must  be  done. 

And  firrt  the  great  brll  was  sounded,  to  call  the  citircn«  to  a  parlis- 
mont  in  the  Piazra  Jc'  Si^nuri  ;  and  when  the  crowd  waa  wedged  close, 
and  hemnicd  iu  by  armed  men  at  ail  ibc  oii(l«t«,  tho  Signoria  (or  Gon- 
falonipre  and  eight  I'iior*  for  the  time  bi'ing)  came  out  and  stood  by  the 
■lone  lloB  OB  tlie  platform  in  front  of  the  Old  Paliwe,  and  proposed  lUot 
twenty  chief  mw)  ofthn  city  idionld  have  dietatorinl  authority  given  ibcm, 
by  force  of  which  ihey  should  for  one  year  choose  all  magistrates,  and  net 
the  frntne  of  governraeut  in  order.  And  the  people  shouted  iheir  iw^cnl, 
nnd  ftit  llieaiselvti  the  elector*  of  lUc  Twenty.  This  kindof"  parliament" 
waa  a  very  old  Florcnline  fasliiou,  by  which  the  will  of  the  feiv  waa  mode 
to  seem  llio  choice  of  tlic  many. 

11i<^  iJioutSng  in  th»  Piazca  was  iocju  at  an  end,  hut  not  so  tlio  debating 
inside  Iho  pnlace :  wa«  Florence  to  have  a  Great  Council  a(tti  the 
Vcnftinn  modv,  where  all  the  tJlieiTf  of  government  might  Ijo  elected, 
and  all  hvn  voled  by  a  wide  number  of  citizens  of  a  certain  age  and  of 
ascertained  qualifications,  witliout  question  of  rank  or  party ;  or,  waa  it  I* 
be  goTernud  on  a  narrower  and  less  populur  scheme,  in  which  the  here* 
ditury  iuHuencc  of  good  fninilic*  would  I>e  1cm  odulteraltd  with  the  votes 
of  shopkeepers?  Doclers  of  law  disputed  day  after  day,  and  liir  on  into 
the  night ;  Meaacr  Pagolantonio  Soderini  alleged  excellent  reasons  on  the 
side  of  the  popular  scheme ;  Ktccser  Ouidontcmio  Vespucci  allied  reasons 
equally  excelJeul  on  the  side  of  a  more  aristflciaiio  form.  It  waa  « 
qtieslioD  of  boiled  or  rnii«t,  which  had  been  prejudged  by  iho  palates  of 
tho  disputants,  and  llie  excellent  arguing  might  have  been  protracted  a 
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long  vhile  withont  any  other  resalt  than  that  of  deferring  the  cooking. 
The  mojoritj  of  the  men  inside  the  palace,  having  power  already  in  their 
hands,  agreed  with  Vespnoci,  and  thought  change  should  he  moderate  ; 
the  majoritj  ontside  the  palace,  conscious  of  little  power  and  many 
grieranceB,  were  less  afraid  of  change. 

And  there  was  a  force  ontatde  the  palace  which  was  gradually  tending 
to  give  the  vagne  desires  of  that  majority  the  character  of  a  determinate 
vrill.  That  force  was  the  preaching  of  Savonarola.  Impelled  partly  hy 
the  spiritual  necesdty  that  was  laid  upon  him  to  guide  the  people,  and 
partly  by  the  prompting  of  public  men  who  could  get  no  measures 
carried  without  his  aid,  he  was  rapidly  passing  in  his  daily  sermons  from 
the  general  to  the  special — from  telling  his  hearers  that  they  must  postpone 
their  private  passions  snd  interests  to  the  public  good,  to  telling  them  pre- 
cisely what  sort  of  government  they  must  have  in  order  to  promote  that 
good — from  "  Choose  whatever  is  best  for  all "  to  "  Choose  the  Great 
Coundl,"  and  "  the  Great  Council  is  the  will  of  God." 

To  Savonarola  these  were  as  good  as  identical  propositions.  The 
Great  Council  waa  the  only  practicable  plan  for  giving  an  expression  to 
the  public  will  large  enough  to  conntemct  the  vitiating  influence  of  party 
interests ;  it  was  a  plan  that  would  make  honest  impartial  public  action 
■t  least  possible.  And  the  purer  the  government  of  Florence  could  be- 
come— the  more  secure  from  the  designs  of  men  who  saw  their  own 
adrautage  in  the  moral  debasement  of  their  fellows — the  nearer  would 
the  Florentine  people  approach  the  character  of  a  pure  community, 
worthy  to  lead  the  way  in  the  renovation  of  the  church  and  the  world. 
And  Fra  Girolamo's  mind  never  stopped  short  of  that  Kuhltmcet  end :  the 
ohjech  towards  which  he  felt  himself  working  had.  always  the  same 
moral  magnificence.  He  had  no  private  malice,  he  sought  no  petty  gra- 
tificatioa.  Even  in  the  last  terribli;  days,  when  ignominy,  torture,  and  the 
fear  of  torture,  had  laid  bare  every  liidden  weakness  of  liis  soul,  he  could 
say  to  his  importunate  judges,  "  Do  nnt  wonder  if  it  seems  to  you  that  I 
have  told  but  few  things ;   for  my  purposes  were  few  and  great,"* 


CHAPTER  rxXVI. 

AbIAUITE  discrowns  IlEnSBLF. 

It  was  more  than  three  weeks  before  the  contents  of  the  library  were  al 
packed  and  carried  away.  And  RomoJa,  instead  of  shutting  lier  eyes  and 
ears,  had  watched  the  process.  The  exhaustion  consequent  on  violent 
emotion  is  apt  to  bring  a  dreamy  disbelief  in  the  reality  of  its  cause ;  and 
in  the  evening,  when  the  workmen  were  gone,  Komola  took  her  hand-

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lamp,  and  vulked  slowly  rouod  aniongel  tho  oonfiudon  of  slrair  and 
vroodL-n  caica,  pnuaing  at  every  rncaot  pi^iusial,  nvtay  well-known  object 
liuO  prostraic,  with  a  wri  of  biui;r  dc^re  lo  auuro  Intrscir  thnt  ibcrc  wmi 
n  ciiIHciont  rtafCia  why  hci'  Iqtc  wvi  gone  aixl  the  world  waa  barren  fur 
lier.  And  Btlll,  lu  ihu  tveaings  iJiuie,  slie  went  nud  went  agnin;  no 
longer  to  iiKurc  htrsdf,  but  bccauuc  this  vivifying  of  piiia  and  d«*]xiir 
uboul  hw  liilhcr's  inemorj  wua  tbc  strongoi  life  lell  to  livr  sffeotifns. 
And  on  the  Soid  of  Ucccmb«r,  siie  knew  thnt  tlic  laxC  packngcs  were 
going.  Sh>i  ruu  to  the  loggia  kI  the  toj>  of  tliu  Loiue  lliut  ilie  might  not 
lose  the  l;iat  p^g  of  seeing  the  alow  whccU  more  ncron  lh«  bridge. 

UwiMuctouil/dBjjiind  ncnringdiuk.  Arno  mn  durk  snd  tluvcring; 
the  litlln  u-erc  luonniful ;  aud  Flor«DCa  with  iu  girdling  xtonc  towers  hnd 
thnt  KiKnt,  tonib>Uk»  look,  whiuh  unbrokL-ti  sbmlow  givva  to  a  city  teen 
froiu  above.  Saola  Croc>-\  where  her  father  lay,  was  dnrk  amidA  that 
(InrknMK,  und  slowly  crawling  over  the  bridge,  «nd  slowly  Viuiixliing  up 
the  iiiirrow  street,  was  tlio  white  load,  like  a  cruel,  ddi  be  rote  Fate  carrying 
iiwny  lier  futher's  life-long  hope  to  bury  it  iu  nn  unmarked  grave.  Bomola 
fi-li  leM  th.'tl  al)c  was  seeing  lliU  lici'selt'  tlian  ihut  her  faibci'  w.is  conscioua 
tit  it  ux  he  luy  buljilc^  under  the  impri.ioning  slont'S,  where  her  luuid 
could  not  reach  bis  lo  teil  liiiu  that  he  waa  not  alone, 

Sho  ttood  EtlU  even  after  the  load  had  disappenrcd,  liccdlem  of  the 
cold,  and  eoollied  by  the  gloom  ^vbidi  seemed  to  eovur  her  Uke  a 
nipnining  gnrnicnt  and  nhiil  out  the  discord  of  joy.  When  cuddeDlly  tbo 
great  belt  in  (be  palace  tower  rang  out  ii  mighty  i>cal:  not  tlie  hammer* 
sound  of  nlavni,  but  nn  agitated  ]H:al  of  triumph  ;  and  one  af)«r  aaoiber 
every  olticr  bell  in  every  other  toner  scorned  to  catch  iho  vibration  and 
join  the  cherus.  And  as  the  churuii  swelli'd  and  aweljed  till  the  air 
cecmeil  mndu  of  round;  little  Hara^,  vibruting  too,  on  if  the  nound  hnd 
ciiitght  firf,  burst  out  between  the  turrets  of  the  palace  and  on  thp 
girdling  lower*. 

Thfit  suddvn  clang,  that  leaping  light,  fell  on  Itomola  like  dunp . 
woimda.  They  were  the  triumjih  of  deniona  at  the  aucceas  of  htr 
huslxind's  treachery,  nnd  the  de.iolalion  of  bi-r  life.  Little  more  than 
three  weeks  ngo  she  bud  been  tnto-ticatcd  with  the  sound  of  those  Tery 
betlft;  and  in  tbu  gladneu  of  Florence  nbc  had  beard  a  prophecy  of  her 
own  giadnew.  Jiut  now  liie  general  joy  seemed  cruel  to  her ;  die  stood 
aloof  from  llial  common  life — tliut  Florence  whidi  was  flinging  out  ita 
loud  cxulinlion  to  Miin  the  cars  of  sorrow  and  lonelinrss.  She  could 
never  join  hands  with  gliidne.<a  ngnin,  but  only  with  tiiosc  whom  it  wm 
in  ibe  lutrd  nature  of  gladness  to  forget.  And  ia  her  bilterness  she  fell 
thnt  oj)  rejoicing  whs  mockery.  Men  shouted  picana  with  tbeir  Mmls  lull 
of  heaviness,  and  then  looked  in  their  tieighboimi'  faces  to  see  if  tliere 
was  really  *uch  a  thing  as  joy.  Itou)ola  bad  lost  her  belief  in  the  bnppinese 
she  Imd  once  lhtr»lod  for  :  it  wu«  a  hateful,  smiling,  soll-haudcd  tiling, 
with  a  narrow,  selQsb  heart. 

She  ntn  down  from  Ibo  loggia,  with  bvr  hands  pressed  «gninst  licr  cars, 
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and  was  hariTitig  across  the  ant«-chamber,  irhen  she  ^as  etartled  by 
unexpectedly  meeting  her  faiuband,  who  was  coining  to  seek  her. 

Uia  step  was  ehutic,  and  there  was  a  radiance  of  satisfaction  about  him 
not  quite  nsual. 

"What  I  the  noise  was  a  little  too  much  for  you?"  he  said;  for 
Romola,  as  she  started  at  the  sight  of  him,  bad  pressed  her  hands  nil  the 
closer  against  her  ears.  He  took  her  gently  by  the  wrist,  and  drew  her 
Arm  within  his,  leading  her  ioto  ihe  saloon  surrounded  with  the  dancing 
nymphs  and  fauns,  and  then  went  on  speaking  :  "  Florence  is  gone  quite 
mad  at  getting  its  Great  Council,  which  is  to  put  an  end  to  all  the  erils 
under  the  sun  ;  especially  to  the  vice  of  merriment  You  may  well  look 
fitnnned,  my  Romola,  and  you  are  cold.  You  must  not  stay  so  late 
under  that  windy  loggia  without  wrappings.  I  was  coming  to  tell  you 
that  I  am  suddenly  called  to  Some  about  some  learned  business  for 
Bernardo  Rucellai.  I  am  going  away  immediately,  for  I  am  to  join  my 
party  at  San  Ga^o  to-night,  that  we  may  start  early  in  the  morning.  I 
need  give  you  no  trouble  ;  I  have  had  my  packages  made  already.  It 
will  not  be  very  long  before  I  am  back  again." 

He  knew  he  had  nothing  to  expect  from  her  but  (juiet  endurance  of 
what  he  said  and  did.  He  could  not  even  venture  to  kiss  her  brow  this 
evening,  but  just  pressed  her  hand  to  his  lips,  and  lift  her.  Tito  felt  that 
Komola  was  a  more  unforgiving  woman  than  be  had  imagined  ;  her  love 
was  not  that  sweet  clinging  instinct,  stronger  than  all  judgments,  which, 
he  began  to  see  now,  made  the  great  charm  of  a  wife.  Still,  this  petrified 
coldness  was  better  than  a  passionate,  futile  oppouition.  Her  pride  and 
capability  of  seeing  where  resistance  was  iisclcsa  h.id  their  convenience. 

But  when  ihe  door  had  closed  on  Tito,  Romolii  lost  the  look  of  cold 
immobility  which  came  over  her  like  an  ineviliilile  fioet  ivlieiievcr  he 
approached  her.  Inwardly  she  was  very  f;ir  from  being  in  a  state  of  qnict 
rnJurance,  anil  the  days  Ih.tt  had  passed  since  the  scene  which  hud  divided 
her  from  Tito  had  been  days  of  active  planning  and  pripai'atiou  for  the 
fulfilment  of  a  puqiose. 

The  first  thing  she  did  now  was  to  call  old  Maso  (o  her. 

"  Maso,"  she  saiJ,  in  a  decided  lone,  "  ive  take  onr  jouvnoy  to-morrow 
morning.  ^Vc  shall  be  able  now  lo  overtake  that  first  ctnvoy  of  cloth, 
whilii  they  are  waiting  at  San  Picro.  Sec  about  the  two  mules  to-night, 
and  be  ready  to  set  off  with  them  at  hrciik  of  day,  and  wait  fur  nie  at 
Trespiano." 

She  meant  lo  take  M.'iso  with  her  as  far  as  Bologna,  and  then  send 
him  back  with  letters  to  her  godfather  and  Tilo,  telling  them  that  she  was 
gone  and  never  meanl  to  return.  She  had  planned  ber  departure  so  that 
its  Bccresy  might  he  jieriVet,  and  her  l>roken  love  and  life  he  hidden 
away  unstanned  by  vulgar  eyes.  Bernardo  del  Nero  had  been  al>sei)t  at 
bis  villa,  willing  to  escape  from  pulitical  suspiciona  to  his  favourite  occu- 
pation of  attending  to  hia  land,  and  she  had  paid  him  the  debt  wilhout  a 
p<.-rEODal  interview.     Ue  did  net  even  know  that  the  hbrary  was  sold,  and 
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va»  Ko'  to  coDJectare  that  some  sudden  pii^ce  cf  t.^<toi  fortune  haO  «na1>l«d 
Tito  to  raiM  thin  sum  of  mcmsy.  Muo  hnd  been  lAkcD  into  her  floa> 
lidenoeonly  so  I'ur  that  lie  knew  her  mteuded  Joutnejr  was  a  went;  and  to 
do  jiiHt  what  idle  told  him  WM  the  thing  he  cared  nirt  for  in  kb  withtrcd 
wintry  age. 

ItomolA  did  Dot  m<«n  to  go  to  bed  ibnt  niglit.  When  elio  had  fnttoned 
llie  door  tha  took  hcj'  taper  to  the  carved  and  punted  cheM  which  con- 
tainid  bw  wedding- cloihi-j.  Tlic  wliilo  silk  sod  gold  lay  ihrre,  tlic  long 
white  veil  and  ibe  circhrt  of  pLiirlii.  A  grtul  sob  rose  as  the  looked  at 
them  :  ihcjr  nocrnod  th<!  *hroiid  of  her  dead  happinen.  In  n  tinjr  gold  loop 
of  the  oirclet  n  sugar- jylum  hud  lodged — a  pink  hailHtone  from  the  showei- 
of  sweets !  Tito  had  detected  il  first,  und  Ixid  «aid  that  it  iJiould  alvaya 
retnnin  then?.  At  ccttnin  momenta — and  this  wu  one  of  them — BoDWlt 
wu  carrivd,  by  a  sudden  wave  t>t  memorj,  baok  again  into  the  tini«  of 
pertect  truat,  and  felt  again  tlie  preaoioe  of  (be  husbund  whose  love  mado 
the  world  as  fresli  and  wonderful  to  hn-  wi  to  n  little  child  thnt  sita  in 
MtUQeoB  among  the  sunny  flowers:  Iifuril  ihu  gentle  tonea  end  aaw  thv 
■nJt  vyps  wilhout  /iny  lir  in  them,  and  brmliied  over  again  that  large  freo- 
dom  of  the  toul  which  conica  from  the  fuill  thai  the  being  who  ia  nearest 
to  us  is  greater  tluin  ourselres.  And  in  thofn  brief  moments  the  leara 
always  tom:  the  woman's  loviDgnees  felt  aouielhing  akin  to  what  tlio 
borCBved  raotber  feds  when  the  tiny  Gngern  nxta  to  lie  wunn  on  her 
bosom,  and  yet  are  marble  to  her  lips  as  ehe  bunds  over  the  ailoot 
bed. 

But  there  was  tomelliing  else  lying  in  the  chett  besides  the  wcdding- 
clothes:  it  waa  something  dark  and  coarse,  rolled  up  in  a  close  bundle- 
She  turni.'d  avfay  her  eyes  from  tJie  white  and  gt^ld  to  the  dark  bundle, 
and  OS  her  bands  touchi^d  tlio  sergi',  her  leurt  began  to  be  oli«cked.  That 
coarse  roughness  recalled  her  fully  to  the  preiient,  fixiDi  which  love  and 
delight  wer«  gone.  She  uufaalened  the  thick  whiii;  cord  and  aprcnd  tbe 
bundle  out  on  the  Inbk.  It  was  the  grey  Bi;rge  dress  of  a  siitier  belong- 
ing lo  the  third  order  of  Si.  Frauuia,  living  in  tlio  world  but  aprcinlly 
devoted  to  deeds  of  piety — a  pcrsooage  whom  the  FlorentinM  were  accu»- 
tomcd  to  call  a  Piuzocbc-ra.  Somola  wii£  going  to  put  on  this  drees  u  a 
dii^iM,  and  rhc  deteriuincd  lo  put  it  on  at  once,  so  that,  if  she  needed 
sleep  before  tbe  mcirning,  .iln-  might  yiakr  up  in  perfect  readiness  to  bs 
ganu.  Shu  pat  oST  her  black  guruienl,  and  as  chc  thrust  her  soU  vhtlo 
arms  into  the  harsh  tlt^cvct  oi'  the  serge  niuuLle  and  felt  the  hard  girdle 
of  rope  liurt  her  fingers  as  tJie  tied  it,  she  courted  Ihosu  rud«  MOsUions : 
they  were  lu  keeping  wiih  her  new  scorn  of  tliat  ibiog  called  plcMuni 
which  made  men  bam; — that  dexterous  eontrivunce  for  sellisli  case,  that 
shrinking  from  endiirnnce  and  strain,  when  others  were  bowing  brncatli 
burdons  too  heavy  for  them,  which  now  made  one  image  willi  her 
husband. 

Then  she  gathered  her  long  hair  togellier,  drew  it  away  light  from 
her  Uac,  bound  it  in  a  grnit  hard  knot  at  the  back  of  her  licitd,  and

taking  &  aqiure  piece  of  bUok  ai!k,  tied  it  ia  the  feshion  of  a  kercbier  close 
acnMa  her  bead  and  under  her  chin ;  and  over  that  she  drew  the  cowl, 
^e  lifted  the  candle  to  the  mirror.  Surely  her  di^uiae  vould  be  com- 
plete to  any  4»ie  who  had  not  lired  very  near  to  her.  To  herself  she 
locked  strangely  like  her  brother  Dino :  the  full  oral  of  the  cbeek  had 
oalj  to  be  wasted;  the' eyes,  already  sad,  had  only  to  become  a  little 
■tmken.  Was  she  getting  more  like  him  in  anything  else  ?  Only  in  this, 
that  she  understood  now  how  men  could  be  prompted  to  rash  away  for 
erer  from  earthly  delights,  bow  they  could  be  prompted  to  dwell  on 
images  of  sorrow  rather  than  of  beauty  and  joy. 

But  sfae  did  not  linger  at  the  mirror ;  she  set  about  collecting  and 
packing  all  the  relics  of  her  father  and  mother  that  were  too  large  to  be 
earned  in  her  small  travelling  wallet.  They  were  alt  to  ba  put  in  the 
cheat  along  with  her  wed  ding- clothes,  and  the  chest  was  to  be  committed 
to  her  god&ther  when  she  was  safely  gone.  First  she  laid  in  the  portraits ; 
Aen  one  by  one  every  tittle  thing  that  had  a  saored  memory  clinging  to  it 
ns  put  into  her  wallet  or  into  the  chest. 

She  paused.  There  was  stilt  something  else  to  be  stript  away  from 
twr  belonging  to  that  past  on  which  she  was  going  to  turn  her  back  for 
eier.  She  put  her  thumb  and  her  forefinger  to  her  betrothal  ring ;  but 
iluy  rested  there,  withont  drawing  it  off.  Bomala's  mind  had  been  rush- 
ing with  an  impetuous  current  towards  this  act  for  which  she  was  pre- 
lariiLg:  the  act  of  quitting  s  husband  who  bad  disappointed  all  her  trust, 
iIm  set  of  breaking  an  outward  tie  that  no  longer  represented  the  inward 
bsnil  of  love.  But  that  force  of  outward  Eymbols  by  wlilch  our  active 
'iteiaknit  together  Boas  tomake  an  inexorable  externa!  identity  for  us,  not 
!■>  be  Bbaktn  by  our  wavenng  consciousness,  gave  a  strange  effect  to  this 
'irople  movement  towards  taking  off  her  ring — a  niovcmi^nt  which  whs  but 
"  small  sequence  of  her  onergttic  resolution.  It  brought  a  vjgue  but 
arrtaiing  sense  that  she  was  somehow  violently  rending  her  life  in  two: 
'palpitating  presentiment  that  the  strong  impulse  which  had  Beoiiied  to 
Kclude  doubt  and  make  her  path  clear  uiiglil  after  all  be  blindiicss,  and 
Inat  there  was  something  in  human  bonds  wliich  must  prevent  them  from 
I'ling  broktn  with  the  breaking  of  illusions. 

If  that  beloved  Tito  who  had  placed  the  betrothal  ring  <m  her  finfp.'r 
'tis  not  in  any  valid  sense  the  same  Tito  whom  she  had  ci-aacd  to  love, 
■itysliould  nho  return  to  bim  the  sign  of  their  union,  and  not  ralhtr 
Warn  if  as  a  memorial  7  And  lliia  act,  which  came  as  a  palpiiblc  domon- 
Mraijoii  of  her  own  and  his  identity,  had  a  power,  unc."{piaincd  tn  hersdf, 
if  ►liaking  Jiomola.  It  is  the  way  witli  half  the  truth  amidst  wliicli  we  live, 
"131  it  only  haunts  us  and  makes  dull  pulsations  that  are  never  born  into 
»5'inJ.  But  there  was  a  passionate  voice  ppeiiking  within  her  that  pre- 
Km\y  nullitied  all  such  mnilled  murmurs. 

''It cannot  be  I  I  cannot  be  subject  to  hiiu.  He  is  fals^t.  I  shrink 
'iwi  him.     I  despise  him  I  " 

bhc  snatched  the  riug  from  her  finger  and  laid  it  on  the  table  against 
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Uic  pen  with  which  she  meant  lo  wflt«.  Ag»\D  she  felt  tlmt  there  could  be 
no  law  for  h«r  hiit  the  low  of  h<T  dlfcctioiiit.  Tlmt  leailiirness  and  ktma 
follow-leeliiig  for  llio  nenr  «nd  ihe  loved  which  aio  the  mnin  oiitgtowlb  of 
the  iifliictjan«,  hnil  made  thp  religion  of  her  liCu :  llwy  had  ituido  li«r  jialU'iit 
in  Bpilo  of  iiAliii';il  impttuoaUj-;  Uicj-  would  liwru  eufiicei)  to  make  W 
hemic.  Uut  now  all  ibnt  slr«ngth  vna  goae,  cr,  rather,  it  wns  conrertod 
iRio  Ihe  fclreiigth  of  ivpuhtion.  She  had  recoiled  from  Tito  in  proportioii 
to  the  energy  of  that  young  belief  and  love  which  he  li»d  diM|>|x>micd, 
of  that  life-loHg  devo^on  lo  livr  fiitlier  iigiiiiwl  which  be  had  commiitc^l  an 
imyJccmub I c  offence.  And  now  it  seemed  as  if  nil  niotiro  hud  slippod 
nway  from  her,  except  die  iudignutioo  and  BCora  that  made  her  tc»r  hcntdi 
osuodcr  from  hint.  She  wo*  not  noting  nficr  nny  preaedent,  or  obeying 
nay  adopted  maximii.  Th«  j^rand  Hcverity  of  the  stoicjil  philotK>phy  in 
which  bor  Dither  hnd  taken  eara  to  instruct  her,  wtu  f.iiniliar  enough  lo 
hex  «t»  and  lips,  aud  its  lotly  spirit  had  raised  cerl;tin  eclioes  within  h«r; 
but  nhc  had  ne^-er  used  it,  never  needed  it  ns  a  rule  of  life.  She  had 
eiidurvd  and  forborne  because  she  loved:  maxiinB  which  toid  her  to  feel 
Ic(«,  imd  nnt  to  cling  close  l«t  the  onword  courw  of  great  Nature  ahoold 
jur  her,  bad  been  oa  powerless  ou  her  leuderueis  aa  they  hud  been  on  her 
fntlicr'*  yearning  for  Just  fnnie.  She  bail  appropriated  no  thnorie*:  Ao 
had  simply  f<.-lt  strong  in  the  etrengib  of  afruslion,  aud  life  without  thai 
energy  came  to  her  ns  ftn  entirely  now  problem. 

She  VTvt  going  to  aolvu  the  problem  in  a  way  that  Beum«d  to  bcr  very 
simple.  Her  mind  hnd  never  yet  bowed  to  any  obligation  apart  fnun 
^rconal  love  and  rcvcrcDcc;  nhn  had  no  Icecn  atufie  of  any  other  huraai) 
tielatioD^  and  all  she  had  to  obey  now  was  the  instinct  to  Mirer  heraok 
from  the  man  she  Invcd  no  longer. 

Yet  the  unswerving  re»oIiition  was  accomimuicd  with  conliotuilly 
Yarybig  pbasca  of  anguish.  And  now  that  the  active  preparation  for  her 
departure  waa  almost  liuiahed,  «bc  lingered :  tihc  delcnwd  writing  the 
irrevocable  word*  of  p.irting  from  all  hei-  little  world.  The  emociona  nf 
the  past  wecltB  seemed  to  rush  in  nRain  with  eniel  hurry,  and  take  posjic*- 
nion  oven  of  hi-r  limla,  S!ip  wji*  Roing  to  write  and  bor  hand  fi-ll.  Bitter 
teats  came  now  at  the  deiu^itm  wiiieh  had  blighted  her  young  yean: 
teair»  verj-  dilTercnt  from  the  »ob  of  remcnibitiiM  happinen  witli  which  Aa 
hail  looked  nt  the  circlet  of  pearl*  and  the  pink  haiUtone.  And  now  ah^ 
fclt  a  tingliiig  shano  nt  tiin  wonts  of  ignominy  *he  bad  cist  at  Tito— 
'•  Hare  yon  robbed  some  oiio  else  who  is  not  dond?"  To  have  bud  nii^ 
words  wrung  from  her— to  have  uttcrrd  tlicm  to  her  liUH^aud  wemed  a 
degradation  of  her  whole  lifr.  Ilnrd  speech  between  iiioi*  who  bare 
loved  i*  hidcDiu  Ea  the  memory,  like  ib«  sight  of  grcatnen  aud  bcaqty 
sunk  into  vice' and  ng*. 

That  hcurt-cuiting  comparison  of  the  present  with  the  paat  urged  itself 
upon  liomola  till  it  even  transformed  itself  into  wiel(.'iiL-d  Mnantions  :  bite 
seemed  benumbed  to  cverjtliiug  but  inward  throbbingm,  and  began  to  fed 
the  need  of  tome  hard  contnct.     blic  di-cw  lier  baud*  tight  along  tho  har»li 
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ihat  bnng  irom  li«r  waUt.  S]i«  iilartdl  to  Iicr  f««t  nnd  fdzcd 
the  rough' lid  of  ihi>c!iMt:  theravrasnolhing  else  togo  in?  No.  Sliecloscd 
tho  ltd,  pFcming  her  bnnd  upoa  tlie  rough  ctrving^,  and  locked  it. 

Th«ti  tlio  retnembeivd  thnt  At;  had  mill  lo  compleie  faer  «(iuipincitt  nii 
n  Pinzodicrn.  Tlw;  Urge  leather  ptirso  or  »cnrscll.i,  with  email  coin  in  it, 
bad  to  be  biutg  ca  the  cord  at  her  w.iiat  (licr  floriaa  and  itinitti  jcwclx, 
{■reacnta  from  her  goitfatbtr  nnd  eomin  Brigida,  vmo  safe!/  Eisuiicd 
wiibin  her  wrge  luantle)— nnd  OD  the  oUicr  wde  miiat  bang  thv  rosjirj-.  It 
did  not  occnr  to  liomola  as  iUte  liung  that  rosny  hy  her  aide  that  some- 
tiling  cbe  bcsidea  iIm  men  gnrb  would  pe.rliaps  be  necesKtrj'  to  couble  her 
to  [Kus  aa  A  HnEoclient,  and  that  hur  whole  iitr  and  cxprcaiion  witg  tu 
litUe  M  [tOMibte  ]i)(«  ibMC  of  n  cislcr  whose  ryctida  were  nucd  to  be  bent 
and  whow  lips  vcre  tiaed  to  mora  in  ail^iiL  iteration.  Her  iuexperieoce  pre- 
vented her  from  pielnring  ditt&nt  dcCailH,  nnd  it  hcljx'd  lii^r  proud  conrage 
in  iJinttin;^  out  any  fufeioJiDg  of  danger  oad  inAtilt.  Shu  Jid  iiut  know 
iholaD;  Flotvniin«  woman  hud  ever  done  exttctl/  wtint  she  wjut  going  lo  da: 
unlni>p]r  wivca  often  look  refuge  with  their  friends,  or  in  Oi«  oluti^er, 
aho  knew,  bnt  Iiotli  tliOM  coutso  woce  inipotciible  to  livr ;  iJic  hnd  invralcd 
n  1(4  for  hc^«clf— to  go  to  tlte  moat  learned  woaiftii  in  the  world,  CasKuidru 
Fcdcl«,  nt  Venice,  nnd  ink  hvr  hbw  an  iustructud  woman  c»iild  iiii|>port 
hcraclf  in  a  toady  life  there.  She  was  not  dntintod  by  the  pvnclieal 
difficulties  in  tlie  vnr  or  the  dark  uncertainty  nt  the  end.  Her  lile  could 
nercr  be  happy  any  more,  hut  it  must  nof,  could  not  be  ignohlo.  And 
by  a  pnthclia  mi.'ctuiie  of  childish  reiuanMt  with  her  tvoinan'a  truitd, 
ibe  pbiloaophj  which  liad  nothing  to  do  with  this  great  deciiirc  deed  of 
ItOT  had  its  pbcc  in  ber  imagination  of  the  future :  so  fur  la  she  con- 
ceived ber  solitary  loreleas  lii'c  ftt  all,  she  saw  it  animated  by  a  prond 
stoical  hproium,  and  by  an  inULitinct  but  siroog  purpose  of  labour,  thai 
she  might  be  wise  (nough  to  write  samctiiing  whicli  wontd  rcscuo  her 
btlier's  name  from  oUtvion.  A(l«r  all,  she  was  only  a  young  girl — thia 
|ioor  Romola,  who  had  fonnd  herself  at  the  end  of  bcr  joyit. 

There  were  other  things  yet  to  be  done.  There  was  a  jmall  key  in  a 
csikct  on  Iho  lablc — bat  now  liomoU  perceived  ihnt  her  taper  waa  dyin^ 
out,  nnd  slie  hod  forgotten  to  provide  ber^ilf  with  any  otlicr  light.  In  a 
ftw  moments  tb«  room  w»  in  total  darknots.  Fcelmg  her  way  to  the 
neircat  cb.iir,  she  sat  down  to  wait  for  the  morning. 

Her  purpose  In  leektug  the  key  had  cill«d  up  certain  memoiiea  whtcb 
liad  coroo  bock  upon  her  during  th<!  [hliI  irt-ek  with  the  new  viridncM 
tliat  remembered  irordi  always  hnvc  for  us  when  wu  have  k'arncd  to  give 
ihrm  n  now  meaning.  Since  the  shock  of  the  revelation  which  had 
M-MOed  to  divide  ber  for  ever  Irom  Tito<,  that  bst  interview  with  I)iun 
bad  never  he«n  for  many  hour*  together  out  of  ber  mind.  And  it 
•olieilcd  btr  all  ibe  more,  bcoaiue  while  its  remcmbcrrd  image*  premcd 

LDpon   ber  almost  Milh   the  tmpefious  force  of  acDsatitms,  lliey  raised 
■tn^griing  tboughu  which  rettstod  their  influence.    She  could  not  prevent 
bentlf  from  hearing  inwardly  the  dying  propbetio  voice  saying  again

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Biid  agwa,— "  Th«  msn  wbow  Taco  wax  a  tilauk  looied  thj  Uaiu]  uiil 
d«])arled ;  tatd  na  lie  went,  I  could  mc  Hiie  likcc,  luid  it  w*i  tltc  fncn  of  the 
Grvnt  TtTOpter  ....  And  tliou,  Komolii,  didsl  wring  tiiy  hands  tuul 
aeek  (br  vnter,  imd  thtrro  vru  none  ....  and  the  pkin  vos  tMiro  and 
M«ny  again,  and  iliou  wuat  nluue  in  tli«  midst  of  it.  And  Ihen  U  weeaiti 
that  the  ni^ht  felt,  And  I  taw  no  inore^"  She  could  not  pTerest  bsraclf 
frou)  dvrelliiig  willi  a  sort  of  agcDiiod  fascination  on  the  naaUd  &ct',  on 
the  strnining  gJi«  at  tho  crucifix ;  on  tin-  awe  which  had  compelled  her  to 
kneel ;  on  tlie  lut  broken  words  and  then  tii«  unbroken  ulcDC« — oo  all  ili« 
dctaili  of  the  denth-aconu,  which  had  icumcd  like  a  nuddcn  opcaing  into  a 
■ivorld  apart  from  thai  of  her  life-long  knowledge. 

Uiit  boi-  mind  n-na  TOiued  to  ix^istancc  of  inipiX'Mi&fls  that,  from  being 
oliviciu  phanloma,  sccm«d  to  foe  geltiog  solid  In  the  daylight.  Aa  ft 
cCrong  body  mruggleii  against  fumes  with  the  more  violeooo  when  tb«/ 
begin  to  be  stitiiiig,  a  stroug  soul  struggles  sgaiost  phantasies  with  nit  (be 
more  alarmed  ciicrgy  when  thejr  thrcalvn  to  govern  in  the  place  of 
thuught.  ^Vhat  hud  the  words  uf  tliat  vision  to  do  with  her  red  lorroirst 
Thai  filling  of  ceriuia  words  was  a  mere  clianee  ;  tlie  rest  was  all  vague 
—nay,  iboso  words  themselves  were  vsgue;  ihoy  wore  determined  by 
noifatng  but  her  brother's  meihoriea  and  beliu6i.  He  bc^lii:vcd  there  wna 
Bomething  falnl  in  pagan  learning ;  ho  believed  that  celibacy  was  more 
boly  than  mariiiigc ;  he  rc^niembered  their  borne,  and  all  the  obj««l*  !a 
the  library ;  and  of  these  threads  the  vision  was  woven.  What  reaaonablc 
warrant  could  she  have  had  for  believing  in  such  n  vininn  and  acting  on 
it?  None.  True  as  the  voice  of  foreboding  bod  proved,  Romol*  nw 
wilh  uoshakcD  conviction  tliat  lo  have  renounced  I'lto  in  obedience  to  a 
waming  like  thai,  would  have  bsL-n  meagre- hearted  (blly.  Her  trust  had 
been  doluHve,  but  >Jic  would  have  cliosen  over  again  to  have  acted  on  it 
rather  than  bi.'  a  creature  led  by  phaotomH  and  disjuinled  whispers  ta  a 
world  where  there  was  the  large  musio  of  reasonable  speech,  and  tlie 
wann  gnuip  of  living  hands. 

But  the  persislcnt  presence  of  these  memories,  linking  thomsclve*  in 
her  tmngination  with  ber  actual  lot,  gave  her  a  glimpse  of  understanding 
into  the  lives  which  hud  before  Iain  utterly  aloof  from  her  sympathy — 
the  lives  of  ihe  men  and  women  who  wci«  Ud  by  such  inward  images 
and  voices. 

"  If  they  were  only  a  little  rtronger  in  me,"  ahe  laid  to  bersdf,  "  I 
should  lose  the  sense  of  what  that  vision  really  wan,  and  take  it  for  a 
pivpliclic  light.

anow  in  her  mtDd,  and  gave  her  a  uew  «iitt«rhood  to  tliu  irasUid  fiice. 
ir  there  wurc  much  more  of  xach  cxpeiicnce  lut  bis  in  th«  world,  she 
wonld  like  lo  DDdentand  it — would  even  like  to  Imni  the  tliought* 
oT  men  who  sank  in  ecato^  bcferc  ihc  pictured  ngoiticH  of  martyrdoii). 
There  fceraed  to  be  eomclhlDg  mora  than  miidncM  in  tliAt  ra{)rcmc 
fellowship  with  laSknog.  The  cpriags  wor«  nil  dried  up  around  hor :  she 
wondered  whjt  other  vniteni  tliere  were  at  wliich  men  dnnU  and  fotiiul 
stranglh  in  the  desert.  And  thoso  moments  iu  tii«  Duomo  when  she 
had  BOl>b«^  witli  a  mjatcriotu  mingUng  of  rapture  nnd  pain,  while  Pra 
Cirolamo  offered  himgelf  a  willing  Kicriflco  for  the  people,  csme  bode  to 
her  as  if  t bey  bnd  been  n  traoficnt  tnnlc  of  Mmc  kucIi  fur-ofF  foiintaio. 
But  again  she  dmnk  from  iuipretakiiu  that  were  alluring  her  uilhin  the 
Bpben  of  viaioas  end  narrow  frare which  compollcd  men  to  otttrnga  natural 
afftctioim  ta  Dino  bud  done. 

Thi*  wa«  the  tangled  web  tbai  Romola  had  in  her  mirnl  as  tine  aat 
wtarj  in  th«  dwknew.  No  radiant  asgd  came  ocroes  the  gloom  with 
a  dcHT  Hniiage  for  her.  In  those  timva,  as  now,  there  wete  human  heinga 
who  Bwer  saw  sngcli  or  heard  pcrfictiy  clear  mcsngn.  Such  trtiih 
a*  came  to  them  waa  brought  ooBfusedly  in  the  voicea  and  deoHi  of  men 
not  at  all  like  the  terspbs  of  un&Uing  wing  and  piercing  vision — m«i 
who  bdicTcd  EklailiGa  aa  wdl  u  truths,  and  did  llie  wrong  n*  well  ni  the 
right.  The  belpiDg  hands  stretched  out  lo  Ihem  were  the  handa  >:i  m«n 
who  ttumbled  aitd  often  saw  dimly,  no  that  these  beinga  uiiriuted  \>y 
angi'U  had  no  other  cboiec  (ban  to  grasp  that  stumbling  giiidnncc  along 
the  path  of  rdiaooe  and  action  which  is  the  path  of  life,  or  ctee  to  pnunc 
ia  knelineee  and  diibclief,  which  ix  no  path,  but  the  arrest  of  inacliou 
and  death. 

And  M  Jtomola,  seeing  no  nty  ncrou  the  darknciu,  and  heavy  with 
ccaflici  that  cbai^icd  nothing,  sank  at  lu»t  to  sleep.

ROHOLA. 

Somols  put  the  letters,  along  with  tlie  crucifix,  within  (he  bosom  of 
her  mantle,  and  ibea  lelt  that  eTei^thing  was  done.  She  was  ready  now 
to  depart. 

ITo  one  was  stirring  in  tho  houac,  and  cie  went  almost  aa  quietly 
as  a  grey  phantom  down  the  stairs  and  into  tho  silent  street.  Her 
heart  was  palpitating  violently,  yet  site  enjoyed  the  sense  of  her  firm 
tread  on  the  broad  flags — of  the  swill  movement,  which  was  like  a 
chaiaed-np  resolution  set  fttx  at  Inst.  The  anxiety  to  carry  out  her  act, 
and  the  dread  of  nay  obstacle,  STcrlcd  soi-row;-and  ns  she  reached  the 
Ponte  Snhaconte,  she  felt  letia  that  Santa  Croce  was  in  her  sight  than  that 
the  yellow  strailc  of  moiTiing  which  parted  the  grey  was  getting  broader 
and  broader,  and  that,  unless  she  hastened  her  steps,  she  should  have  to 
encounter  &ceB.  Her  simplest  road  was  to  go  right  on  to  tho  Borgo 
Pinii,  and  then  along  by  the  wolla  to  the  Porta  S:in  Ga)lo,  from  which 
ehe  must  leave  the  city,  and  this  i-oad  carried  her  liy  tbc  VUzza  di  Santa 
Croce.

But  pmeBtlf  ibe  liglit  btirtt  IbrUi  vIUi  mAAxsk  Micngtfa,  and 
mre  thrown  acmes  the  road.  It  scem«d  that  tb«  na  wu  going  to 
utrajr  iImi  gnyaoK.  lli«  light  i>  pwbnpai  tioTor  felt  morv  strongly  u  a 
dirlne  preMoee  Uirr^og  sU  tboae  imu-ticulote  snisibiUtrea  whidt  are  wu 
drnpcst  life,  than  in  tbew  moment*  whan  it  matontMieottOy  awakdu 
ahadoinL  A  oertkin  awe  which  inevitably  ncoompanied  tliia 
morocotona  act  of  her  life  became  a  more  coiudoiu  olem«nt  in  Kmnola' 
Adiog  a  Mhfl  found  hormlf  in  th«  anddon  pravnce  of  the  impalpttblo 
golden  glory  and  the  Ion;;  shadow  of  henelf  that  waa  not  to  be  escaped. 
Hitherto  (ho  had  met  no  one  bat  an  occasional  cootadino  with  inulca^  and 
the  ciatiy  lurningd  of  tlie  road  on  tbe  level  prevented  her  from  mving 
thitt  Miuo  •KAx  not  rery  Ar  ahetid  «f  her.  But  when  ahe  had  paaed 
Pietn  and  wua  on  rising  ground,  she  lifted  up  tbe  lianging  roof  of 
cowl  and  looked  eagerly  before  her. 

The  cowl  wuh  droppi-d  again  itninedinlcly.  She  had  aeen,  not  Mi 
bwl  —  two  monlu,  who  were  nppixTai;biug  within  a  few  yaida  of 
The  edge  of  hw  cowl  mnkinj  a  pcnt-honsc  on  hor  brow  had  abut  out 
objects  above  iho  level  of  her  eyes,  and  for  tlie  l:iBt  few  moincnU  ahe  bad 
been  looking  nt  niithing  but  the  brighlnesi  on  tlici  path  and  at  her  own 
abadow,  tall  and  ebrouded  like  i>  drend  «pectre.

Her  (Usgiiise  made  her  eipccinlly  diilikc  to 
encounter  monkn:  thty  might  expect  some  pious  pttssworda  of  which  five 
knew  nothing,  and  «hc  walked  along  with  ii  cnrefut  appearance  of  un- 
coDidoutuexii  till  &he  had  seen  the  fkirts  of  the  block  niantlca  paas  by  her. 
The  encounter  hud  made  ber  hcui't  bunt  diiiii(;reeiibly,  for  Bomola  had  an 
uneaainest  in  her  roligioua  disguiee,  a  (hamc  at  ibis  itudied  eoncoalnieni, 
which  wiia  mode  mnxi  diattnct  by  n  cpcciAl  effort  to  appear  uncoi 
oader  aolual  glances. 

Hut  ibo  black  skirts  wonld  be  gone  the  faster  because  they  were 
down   hill;    and   seeing  n   greut  flat  atone  iigiiinut  a  cypress  that 
from  ji  projecting  green  bank,  she  yielded  to  the  denire  whtcli  the  slight 
ahock  bad  given  her,  to  sit  down  and  rest. 

She  turned  her  back  on  Florence,  not  meaning  to  look  nt  it  till  the 
monks  were  <inite  out  cf  tight ;  nnd  raising  tlie  edge  of  her  eowl  again 
when  she  had  ixnti-d  ht.-rsc!f,  she  discurnud  Maso  and  the  mules  at  s 
distance  where  it  was  not  hcipclesit  for  bc-r  to  overtake  them,  as  the  old 
man  would  probnbly  linger  in  expectation  of  her. 

Ifeanwhtle  she  might  pauae  a  little.     Shu  wan  free  and  alone. 
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BI.  Victor  ITcoo's  novel,  Les  Miftrabla,  has  put,  tor  the  moment,  a  new 
gliMS  on  H  very  old  topi.:.  This  topic  if  Society.  What  are  the  fuDciiona 
and  duties  of  Bociety  ?  How  ought  it  to  discharge  them  7  In  what 
particulars  does  it  fuil  to  do  eo  7  Every  otie  who  ia  hi  hU  accjuainted 
with  the  contemporary  history  of  France  knows  the  ardour  with  which 
thete  questions  bare  been  debated  there  for  many  years,  and  the  slriinge, 
and  at  times  incredibly  extravagant,  forms  into  wliich  dilTerent  speculaiors 
have  thrown  their  conclusions.  Definite  schemes  of  this  character  are 
aeldom  if  ever  put  before  the  public  at  the  present  day,  at  all  events  in  our 
own  coantij  ;  but  the  spirit  which  prompted  their  construction  is  so  far 
from  being  extinct,  that  it  operates  more  widely  than  ever ;  and  as  those 
who  are  under  its  influence  generally  keep  their  enthu«asm  on  this  side 
of  extravagance,  and  are  undoubtedly  actuated  by  genuine  benevolence, 
there  ia  every  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  progress  of  time  they  may 
come  to  exercise  a  most  powerful  influence  over  the  thoughts  and  actions 
of  the  nation  at  large.  It  is  thus  important  to  try  to  get  clear  notions  about 
the  principles  of  a  controveray  which  may  at  any  moment  be  invested 
with  immedi^e  practical  importance. 

In  all  BQch  inquiries  the  best  evidence  is  commonly  to  bo  found  in  the 

ordinaiy  usage   of  words.      The  common  use  of  the  word    "  society  " 

implies  that  those  who  use  it  suppose  that  mankind  forms  a  vast  body 

corporate,  the  special  function  of  which  ia  to  promote  to  the  utmost  the 

happiness  of  each  of  its  iudividunl  members  in  every  possible  way,  and 

that  if  any  one's  lot  in  the  world  does  not  correspond  to  his  reasonable 

desires,  "  society  "   must   be  to  blame  if  the  particular  person  himself  is 

not.     The  question,  What  desires  are  reasonable?  ia  one  on  which  few 

writers  care  to  be  distinct.     Generally  speaking,  they  appear  to  think  that 

Bociety  is  to  blame  if  an  able-bodied  man,  ready  and  willing  to  work,  has 

no  work,  or  if  he  ia  not  paid  a  sufficient  sum  to  maintain  himself  and  his 

fimily  in  that  degree  of  comfort   to  which   the   average  members  of  his 

claw  are  accustomed.     They  would  also  hold  for  the  most  part  that  the 

*ish  to  have  some  d^;ree  of  instruction — as  much  at  least  as  will  enable 

a  nan  to  use  common  opportunities  of  obtaining  and  improving  this  degree 

of  comfort — is  a  reasonable  demre.     They  would  generally  add  that  it  ia 

reasocable  for  a  man  to  wish  to  be  provided  with  a  suitable  sphere  for  the 

eswcise  of  any  special  talents  which  he  may  possess,  and  that  "  society  " 

ought  to  be  BO  organized  as  to  provide  people  with  such  spheres,  or  at 

least  with  the  opportunity  of  reaching  them,  without  efforts  which  most 

men  would  be  imabie  to  make,  and  good  fortune  which  ng  one  can  be 

nue  of  commanding. 
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Probnbly  the  lUt  of  dctircs  whioli  would  be  ooosldcnd  naMaaUe  If 
Oiou  nbo  lake  tlie  view  or  society  ju»t  ioiJicfiUid  might  be,  to  «>m« 
extent,  colftrgeH,  but  lhci»(!  wbicli  liavu  beta  muulioned  arc  Kufltckully 
Coni]irebcn!uv<:  lu  illuelrato  liie  llieoiy  in  question.  If  EUch  deair«i  arc 
not  reasonable,  none  ai'c.  If  tlicy  nrc  rriuoiiabic,  nnil  if  there  in  n  body 
ddled  aodcty,  which  la  uiiJor  the  obligation  of  making  arraugcmeitta  W 
Ktkfy.  iheni,  ita  duties  arc  »nffici«illy  wide  .and  important. 

'[iicrc  sK  nbiinilunt  evidence  to  show  lliat  this  rlew  of  eociety  and  ila 
fuociions  is,  ill  iiuiiit  of  fact,  takca  by  ti  Inign  number  of  jicrMiis,  Th« 
constant  use  of  jncli  cxjitcsaiona  on  "  social  injmticc,"  "  louial  duty,'' 
"  (ocinl  evil,"  provea  tbul  people  consider  that  "  society" — wbalevcr  Oiat 
nay  be — b.-w  a  cod«  of  liws  whidi  nay  be  good  or  bad,  and  that  these 
luws  ore  Honietitncs  enforced  in  an  uajuiit  or  j^rliul  manner  ;  that  it  liaA 
duties  which  may  be  neglected,  and  that  the  neglect  of  ihoMi  duties  pro- 
diicct  bad  rciults,  fur  wltiub  it  may  prnperly  tie  blamed.  Tliui  ve  coa- 
■tontly  hear  it  said  that  eodcty  has  no  riijlil  to  peruiit  a  child  lo  grow  np 
in  ignonuice,  and  then  to  puninli  it  fur  tliu  crime*  which  it  may  commit  in 
consequence;  that  society  is  extremely  unjutt  lo  able  men  who  bare  to 
lead  lives  of  obircurily,  whilst  pcrtons  of  much  inferior  ability  nae  to 
t-mincncu ;  tliiit  if  socivty  leads  people  lo  form  an  exorbitant  estimate  of 
the  Imjioitance  of  ivcnlih  and  luxnry,  and  lo  deters  men  (vom  marrying 
young,  it  ought  lo  be  bluuied  for  the  consequences  which  follow  to  fomat« 
virtue,  aud  may  be  reproached  with  !  neons  is  tenoy  and  hypocriiiy  if  it 
attaches  severe  penalties  to  all  liipM-s  from  it. 

Such  is  the  view  of  iho  nature  uf  society  wbicli  the  common  use  of 
hmguage  implies,  nod  the  ninut  important  questions  which  It  suggcstd  ii^ 
wboilicr  or  not  it  is  true.  Is  there  any  such  great  body  corporate  ait  iba 
common  language  Upon  the  subject  suggests?  If  so,  what  h  its  constitu- 
tion? AVhat  are  its  hiws?  Where  ore  tb<7  recorded?  Uow  arc,  and 
how  ought  ibey  to  be  administered  f 

The  annwer  to  the  first  que*lion  in  obvious.  The  word  "  sociehr" 
no  precise  meaning  at  all.  It  is  a  mere  abstraction,  and  eveD  aa  bA' 
abstraction,  i«  much  less  definite  than  many  oilier  abstract  words,  such,  for 
example,  as  Church  or  Katiun.  TIktc  is  a  much  nearer  approach  to  a 
meanbg  in  the  nHCrtion  that  the  English  nation  aula  unjustly,  than  jn 
tlie  avcrlion  that  society  is  to  blame  fur  crime  and  fully,  though  neither 
of  the  two  exprcnions  i«  really  precise.  On  the  other  hand,  the  state- 
ment thnt  ihu  City  of  London  has  eeilain  rigliig  by  charter,  or  tbnt 
Tiiuity  College,  Cambridge,  is  the  patron  of  such  a  living,  is  precim.  Tlw 
City  of  London  and  Trinity  College  arc  abslract  terms,  but  the  meaning 
«f  them  is  fixed  witli  jierfect  accuraty.  The  City  of  London  mean*,  ia 
some  casM,  the  I.ofd  Maynr,  the  Aldermen,  and  the  Court  of  Common 
Council.  In  others,  it  means  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the  Aldermen  only. 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  means  sometimes  the  Master  and  Fellows, 
aoniclimcs  the  Jliistcr  and  the  Senior  Fellows,  sometimes  the  Master  alone; 
but  tli«  Iruo  sense  of  the  expression,  whatever  it  may  be,  in  any  paiticolur 
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cue,  am  alwayn  be  ansigncd  with  complete  accuracy,  and  thcrorore  a 
perfectly  iDtelligiblc  meaniag  cnn  always  be  aaaigaed  to  propoaitiona  into 
Khich  it  is  iatroduced. 

With  the  word  "  society  "  the  case  in  difTercnt.     It  cannot  be  defined 
at  all,  aod  thererore,  a  certain  degree  of  obscurity  will  always  rem^a  in 
erefy  proposition  into  which  it  is  introduced.     It  does   not,  however, 
follow  that  the  word  is  unmeaning  because  it  is  indefinite.     Abstract 
words  of  this  kind  are  in  the  nature  of  guesses  at  truth.     They  are  the 
means  hy  which  pcopic  give  shape  to  the  vegue  conjectures  and  impres- 
sions which  come  into  their  mind,  and  are  the  first  steps  towards  solid 
Icnowledge  of  the  subject  matter  to  which  they  refer.     This  ts  probably 
true  of  all  words  whatever,  if  they  are  examined  with  sufficient  strictness. 
Every  one  rnws  the  word  "  I "  with  perfect  confidence,  and  with  a  most 
Tivid  Qotjou  of  his  own  meaning,  but  probably  no  one  knows  precisely 
what  are  the  limits  of  his  own  meaning :  what  is  the  precise  point  at 
nhich   he   draws  the  line  between  himself  and   the  circijm stances  by 
which  he  is  surrounded.      So  again,  every  one  who  has  occasion  to  do  so, 
talks  of  "  electricity,"  and  there  is  a  large  and  most  important  class  of 
tcienlific  facts,  which  it  would  be  icupossible  to  investigate  at  all  withoat 
the  nse  of  that  word  ;  yet  no  one  knows  precisely  what  it  means.     The 
asugnment  of  a  precise  signiScation  to  it  will  be  the  crowning  achieve- 
meat  of  the  science  wliich  is  concerned  with  the  subject.     Thus,  the  Cict 
ibst  the  word  "  society  "  is  continually  used,  and  that  no  precise  meaning 
can  be  attached  to  it,  is  not  an  argument  against  its  use,  but  a  reason  for 
Irying  to  ascertain  what  it  ought  to  mean,  by  inquiring  whether  there 
are  any  facts  to  the  description  of  which  it  might  be  conveniently  re- 
ftrJclcJ. 

In  the  first  place,  Society  is  a  noun  of  multitude,  denoting  men. 
Nouns  of  multitude  relating  to  men  generally  denote  all  the  persona  who 
are  connecteJ  together  by  some  relation  common  to  ihcm  all.  For 
txample,  the  word  "  family  "  denotes  cither  the  members  of  the  saran 
IiorisL-hold,  or  the  descendants  of  the  same  ancestors.  "  Nation  "  repre- 
senta  the  stibjtcts  of  the  same  sovereign.  "  Cliurch  "  denotes  all  the 
persons  who  stand  to  each  other  in  certain  religious  relations;  and  there 
ate  many  other  words  of  the  sauie  kind.  In  order  to  ascertain  precisely, 
or  appro.timatcly,  the  meaning  of  any  one  of  them,  it  is  necessary  to 
ascertain  specifically  what  arc  the  relations  which  ihcy  assert  to  e.^ist 
l*tween  those  to  whom  they  apply.  For  example,  docs  the  woid 
'■thu7ch"  imply  that  all  the  persnns  whom  it  includes  hold  the  same 
rtligioua  opinions,  or  that  they  join  in  the  same  worship,  or  th,it  they  are 
undtr  the  same  spiritual  govei-nment,  or  that  they  arc  animated  by  the 
same  sentiments  on  religion  ?  When  we  speak  of  a  nation  including  the 
subjects  of  the  same  sovereign,  in  what  sense  do  we  use  the  word 
'■  sovereign  ? "  Do  the  Austrian  dominions  form  one  nation  1  Is  a 
fiircigner  reaidenl  in  London — is  a  foreigner  doviiciled  in  London — is  a 
French  Canadian — is  a  native  of  the  Ionian  Islands,  a  member  of  iho 
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EnglUh  nalioo  7  Wht^n  wc  rfr-ak  af  a  Hiiuily  ni  tbo  mcmbcn  wmH 
BU»e  liounehotd,  or  the  i]cs;eii(Lunl«  vl  common  noMttton,  vrbei-e  dt  n 
drnw  the  line  ia  either  caw  ?  Is  a  visitor,  stu^fag  in  my  hi>UM,  n  mvmbur 
of  my  fnadly,  or  a  lodger,  or  one  wlio  Iiolh  bciards  nnil  loiljiio  with  nieT 
Ir  iuj  son  i>t  a  boftrilitig'sdiool,  a  meiuber  of  my  rai»iI/T  Woutd  Iio 
ttaab  to  he  a  m«nbi^  of  tny  family  if  he  were  vent  to  a  ittaraMtoryl 
h  a  rnati'a  married  liatigliter  a  member  of  UU  fuiuily  7  Sup|ioM  abe  aad 
hn  liiiibani]  lire  iti  hin  bouier,  doet  that  makcnny  iliScrcncc  t  How  i« 
Jf  ibey  pay  for  tlivlr  board  and  lodging?  If  common  dutcenl  from  ll 
■ame  aoceator  is  ilie  tfct,  wIktc  dncit  it  ktiip  before  wc  get  rither  to  Moil 
or  Adam  ?  U  tlio  di-auenl,  in  lioili  :ii.'ilt:  and  fi^nule  lines,  or  in  Soatt 
oulj,  and  wltich  7  Such  qucMtiong  as  thmo  alwny*  nriw:  vhcn  the  wonb 
which  HUggcst  them  are  put  to  any  definite  utic,  and  it  is  only  when  they 
have  been  carefully  and  consittrntly  solved,  that  we  Iiave  ootiotu 
which  are  prccitc,  and  urliit:h  may  be  tuvful  if  lliu  antwnn  are  judiciouf. 
As  to  thvir  iniili,  DotiDna  of  this  kind  cannot  be  said  lo  be  either  Iru4  or 
TalK,  Men  can  use  vmrds  in  whutercr  mouc  thr^y  phnM,  tK>  long  as  they 
U9S  ihem  coiisislenlly ;  tlio  proposiiioDs  into  which  they  form  lliem  may  be 
equally  true,  but  tinlcM  they  itri;  judiciously  frnmi^  it  is  almost  impoMbla 
to  aaa  tliem  cunMi>l«iitly,  and  ilier  are  6ure  to  mislead  tboae  who  lue 
them  olhcnvite. 

'Die  (juuitioiis  HU^[«3tcd  by  the  word  "  society  "  are  of  the  name  kt 
ait  those  suggested  by  the  vordH  church,  nation,  and  family.  Society  msjr 
be  defined  aa  the  name  of  men  oousidered  in  tlicir  social  Ti-iutionx  lo  eacb 
other;  and  this  suggests  the  qucatJon,  wticihcr  th«reiisny  clamof  r«]atioc« 
between  men  wliicli  may  be  dialinguiiilied  from  other*  by  tlie  cpicliei 
"social,"  aud  what  is  the  common  property  in  virtue  of  which  ih*y 
defervc  that  name  7  This  questicm  is  to  be  uuiivered  by  reference  to  the 
common  luw  of  Inngunge.  It  wdiiKI  be  dc«Tibed  «■  fl  Kicial  duly  lo 
intlruct  tiM  ignorant,  to  relieve  distrrn!!,  in  a  word,  to  cultivaio  philnn- 
thiopy.  People  nliio  rr('(|ueni]y  oMcrt  on  the  one  Iinnd,  and  deny  on  the 
ptlitr,  thill  it  is  a  social  duly  in  everj-  man  lo  spend  a  proportiwx  of  his 
means,  nguUted  by  tbo  common  opinion  on  the  gnbjcct,  on  hia  style  cf 
living.  For  example,  if  a  great  nobleman  dressed  lihe  u  groom,  be  wetild 
be  said  to  n^leet  a  social  duly.  If  h«  lived  much  lets  spl«ndidly,  nnd 
pre  far  fewer  and  Icca  handiamc  enlvrtuinmenis  than  i>  n«tial  with 
pecaoiu  in  his  rniik.  of  life,  it  would  be  nasci'lcd  by  some  pontons,  and 
e^erly  denied  by  others,  that  ho  failoil  tu  perform  what  society  bad  a 
light  lo  expect  of  him;  but  these  who  nffirmed  nud  thona  who  denied 
the  obllgutitin  would  bolh  admit  that  it  wus  a  cjnestion  of  social  duty 
whether  or  not  such  expcnam  ought  to  be  inciirrml.  Tliese  arc  bix>ad  aud 
familiar  examples  of  what  peivplc  do  mcflu  when  ihey  sprak  of  Hocial  dutiw. 

Il  is  equally  ea»y  lo  gi»-o  broad  ilhiatraiiona  of  what  iheydo  not  meao. 
No  oue  would  say  ihat  to  abeiain  from  breaking  the  Ten  CominnndmcnU 
is  a  social  duly.  They  would  describe  ihe  obligations  which  they  impoK 
as  ndigious,  moral,  or  legal,  according  to  circumstances.     Tct  dutka  do 
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not  need  to  be  »ocu]  tiMsuw  ihey  liappen  oIm  to  ba  id^iont,  moral,  and 
ercD  li^l.  For  example,  ab«lintfnce  from  profane  sweuHng  iv  d  1<^I 
(lutjr  (ihuMgli  it  ia  ncvi-r  Gtirorccd) ;  it  in  nlw  a  irligious  and  a  moral 
duly,  and,  under  particular  drcumBiaucos,  it  U  a  wiciul  dul/  aUo.  It  U 
»  legnl  dutj*,  bvcftUK  tbcrn  is  an  Act  nt' Parliament  irhich  infiicta  p«tutUiai 
oa  al)  |M-noa3  mho  profaavly  cane  mid  Hwwir.  It  in  a  mligioua  and  m 
■nonl  diiljr  because  il  ia  ci^oined  by  Divine  comniand  und  by  calublialied 
niund  ruU-i,  and  ibc  (pbcrc  of  tncli  of  these  obligntioiii  in  nrU'ly  co-cxtri»iTe, 
for  the  Act  lurbiJa  "  pro&De  cumng  and  anreariiig  "  in  perfectly  guounil 
tcmu,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  ihnc  the  rcJigioua  and  moral  nhligntioD 
would  not  only  reach  the  caas  ef  anouriug  io  pcivutc  CDuveiHaiion,  but 
ftlao  the  caac  of  a  man  iwcaiing  to  bini*clf,  or  in  the  company  of  prntona 
wbo  could  not  be  eillier  offeadcd  ci  imprrated  by  hiit  buj-uage.  WiUi 
regard  to  tocial  dnty,  the  case  is  difTcmtt.  No  one  u-ouid  my  that  a  man 
who  aware  to  liimsc^  or  In  a  private  room,  where  no  one  could  bear 
bhu,  oommiitvd  any  aocial  oS'^nc«,  and  il  might  be  contended  with 
oomidvrable  force  lliat  profane  Kwcuruig  in  tlie  company  of  penKiaa  who 
did  not  dislike  attd  conld  not  be  ii^ured  by  it,  was  no  breach  of  aocial 
duly,  though  it  wuuld  be  both  a  rcligiotia  and  alao  a  moml  offence. 
It  might,  on  the  otli«r  hand,  be  Kiid  that  every  one  h  under  a  aocial 
obSgalion  to  mako  bt«  conrcrration  as  bencficinl  nn  pofsiblr  to  his  company, 
ibough  heiaoot  under  any  rirtigioua,  legal,  or  moral  obti^ticn  lu  thai  effect. 

From  tlii*  and  other  itloatraliona  of  the  aarno  kind  (which  might  be 
multiplied  to  any  extent),  a  twofold  infrrcncu  may  be  drawn  as  to  the 
•pecific  nature  of  the  tocial  relationii.  In  the  fint  place,  they  are  founded 
on  tbe  benevolent  part  of  human  nature,  and,  in  the  rccond  pbce  (which 
ia  a  cooaequtnoe  of  l}i!n),  tbuy  are,  for  t)ie  mutt  part,  positive.  This 
aappUea  Ui*  distinction  between  them,  and  moral  and  religions  duties. 
Kiiigioiis,  moral,  and  l«gn)  duli«t  arA  always  enforced  by  comuiaiids;  tliey 
■m  Ibr  Hie  moat  part  negatire,  and  arc  fcjundi-d  partly  on  finr,  paitly 
OD  respect  Ibr  rapcriora,  and  partly  on  all  the  vnriona  feelings  which  are 
includud  under  the  word  telf-inlercat,  whcB  that  word  ia  used  in  ica 
widest  unw.  so  a*  to  apply  not  merely  to  the  wii<h  to  obtain  external 
Mlisfarll-n.  but  also  to  the  wish,  which  every  one  ought  to  feel,  lo  see  bis 
own  character  developed  upon  as  large  and  good  a  Kale  us  powiible. 

ThcM  obaerraliom  on  the  nature  of  social  duly  make  it  possible  lo 
■ariga  a  meaning  to  the  word  "  society  "  siitBcicntly  definite  for  practical 
pmpoaea.  Society  means  men  viewed  in  those  relations  to  each  other 
wliJeli  are  lbnnd«d  upon  the  benevolent  sentiments.  This  mode  of  using 
tbfl  word  ia  perfectly  ootudstcnt  with  its  gouiuou  employment  in  a  much 
narrower  aense.  Society  is  oflo-i  uocd  to  mean  n  Mnull  port  of  mankind 
Hninwd  to  be  dialinguiidicd  from  the  rest  of  il  by  the  circumstance  that 
ibow  who  beloi^  to  it  are  more  thnn  nsiially  dependent  upon,  or  devoI« 
a  KTsater  part  than  usual  of  their  time,  ur  employ  themselvM  more 
ikiiruQy  io  communicating  together,  merely  for  the  mko  of  the  pleasure 
irhich  that  pursuit  gtvca  them.     For  example,  a  man  ia  said  to  be  in  society

when  lie  tormi  one  of  a  tm.-iU  numl>cr  of  people  vrliO  habittull;  invil«^ 
each  other  lo  pariitB  of  diflcrcnl  kinds,  which  are  suppoicd  to  be  anpcrioor 
to  All  other  pjurtioi  of  the  tnmc  kind,  cither  bjr  reason  of  the  rank,  the 
nrnnnera,  tlie  fuahion,  oi-  some  otli«r  qu»lUy  of  the  guests.    The  WMd  ia 
this  cate  U  \iK(]  in  ils  proper  mimc,  though  the  application  of  it  ii  ooofined. 
The  *'  eooietj  "  referred  to  b  a  boiljr  of  people  who  coinmnnicaile  Idgelber 
ftw  the  Bake  of  planning  thenMclvc*  anJ  each  other.     TIk!  primnry  obj«ct 
of  thejr  nsKKiialioa  in  the  production  of  pUonire,  tliough  a  mau  Oi»y,  hikI, 
no  doubt,  ofUn  docs,  wish  to  fomi  a  meiubcr  of  it  for  other  ttttnom  ;  btit 
thi^  jilcimirci,  and  not  the  collutcral  objccti   (»uch  as  amUticn,  or  tlie. 
trniiMclibi)  of  buaincKs),  ia  the  foundation  on  which  the  system  rests.    A  ! 
man  who  win  iiiviicti  to  ouch  parlies  mt-ix-ly  as  a  mark  of  rrjqicct  du 
lo  liis  olCcial  liigiiicy  would  hardly  be  con^iideicd  asa  member  of  "  society.*! 
During  one  part  of  his  rrign,  William  IV.  used  to  be  aatd  to  be  "  out  < 
socii-tj ; "  and  absurd  as  the  phraae  both  seemed  and  was,  the  manner  in^ 
which  llio  word  "  society  "  was  used  in  it  was  petfcctly  correct.    The  other 
members  of  the  body  in  queatiuii  ceased,  for  the  time  bein^,  to  rcoeive 
him  into  their  houacx,  or  lo  go  to  hia  comt,  as  a  matter  of  pleasure. 
They  acted,  or  rothi-r  jirofi^ised  lo  act,  as  a  nialli-r  of  duly  ;  iJicy  obeyed 
hi«  commnndti  n»  kiog,  inKtcad  of  acncpling  hit  invilalion. 

When  the  word  in  un;d  in  its  wider  boiso,  it  would  be  oonTCiuont  to 
apply  it  in  the  same  manner,  and  (o  denote  by  it  the  aggregate  of  lhc«e 
relations  between  men  which  arise  from  the  benevolent  sentiments  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  Otheis.     If  this  were  done  conwstenily,  it  would  become 
easy  to  alUx  a  clear  meaning  to  a  variety  of  esprcwions  which  arc  at 
present  made  Hie  occasion  of  a  girat  deal  of  vagttc  dcctamaiion,  and  to 
arrive  at  some  conclnuon  ns  to  the  degree  of  truth  which  thorn  cxpres- 
Mons  a*  they  are  ~enei'atly  used  convey.   The  commonoit  and  most  impor- 
tant of  these  cxprwwons  arc  lliosc  which  linvc  been  alrvwiy  nienliooed. 
They  ore  tlie  jubUci'  mid  iujnalice  of  soclciy,  the  duty  of  society,  ilie  ei-ilsj 
of  socii^ly.     Assuming  ihnt  ihe  word  «nci<'ty  i^  to  be  used  in  the  sense  justl 
assigned,  the  phrases  justice  and  injustice  of  society,  or  (whiuh  ia  tl)aj 
same  thing)  socIhI  juviico  or  injtititicc,  will  mean  the  partiality  or  im> 
partiality  with  which  men,  ui  such  of  llieir  rdations  na  spring  from  IheJ 
benevolent  feeling",  apply  lltoir  rules  upon  iho  subject  which,  if  gcneiallyj 
acti-d  on,  would,  under  the  existing  circumstances  of  the  human  race, 
generally  [irodiice   the   greatest  amount  of  happiness.     This  phraw  b 
unavoidably  complicated  ond  diflicuU,  but  the  thought  which  il  exprcucs 
is,  in  reality,  simple  tcougli,  when  it  is  a  lilile  expanded.     8om«  of  the  ^. 
lebtions  in   which   people  stand  to   each  other  arise   from   feelings  e4^| 
benevolence.      For  example,  meeting  a  ujun  in  a  milway  carriage,  I  hi^in^^ 
to  talk  to  liim  for  the  sake  of  the  mutual  plcjiimrc  which  we  sliall  both 
derive  from  conversation.     Tliia  creales  a  reluiion,  namely  the  relation  of 
two  persons  <^iigu^ed  in  cainal  conversslion,  and  as  this  relation  grows 
out  of  the  bcncTotent  feelings.  It  is  a  suciul  relation.     Now,  tberc  an  a 
variety  of  rules,  well  understood  by  mankind  in  general,  by  the  genenl 
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^BCTvancc  oT  wliiah  a  maximum  of  jilcsauiv  to  boUi  pnrUcs  taay  gtatnWy 
be  obtainMl  in  Ui«  coorte  of  a  casual  conv«t«nt!cD.  If  I  observe  theiw  rnlu 
tlinmgliooit,  I  do  aooini  jiwlice  to  tlic  prru>ii  to  wtiom  1  talk.  If  I  do  not 
obBerrc  iliein,  I  oommil  a  broncli  of  tlie  ruK-s,  uiid  so  commit  aoocial  inja.illt^. 

TUU  Lc  a  trifling  cxampln ;  oth«ra  of  mitcb  gienter  iraportnnco  uIII 
m'litjr  occur  u>  the  miod.  For  example,  tliero  arc  suflicieotly  wcll-knoiro 
nilc«  by  wliidi  pcopto  coiiM,  if  lliej  pleased,  greatly  diminish  nparljr 
crmr  knonn  form  of  sutVcring  b/  dimitiiaibiaj;  ilA  oaiuci,  KUcfa  u  ignonincr, 
vior,  and  extreme  poveny.  Stidi  rutct  may  intelligibly  be  Mtil  to  impose 
■ociiil  dutic*.  Tbvir  jiartiiit  application  would  aiQuiiiit  to  locial  injuttiec, 
and  ibe  objeota  tonaid  which  iticy  might  bo  directed  may  be  appropriately 
caUvd  MGtal  ertli,  that  is,  evi!«  wliidi  the  exoroioo  of  the  bencvolvat 
■entimeuia  would  diminish,  or  poaaibly  abolish. 

Tliti*  Kpoalting  brwtiSly.  it  may  bn  aaid  that  tho  gcneml  ntcaniog  of  the 
jilmacs  uiMler  coasiduntioti  ia  to  asavrt  that  tliu  porsuna  to  whom  tlicy 
are  applied  arc  not  no  benovoltnt  ns  ibe  interests  of  the  world  at  largo 
wonlil  luquirc  llivni  to  be;  and  ttie  (lucitioa  whi-thcr,on  tlic  whole,  Kociety 
otD  fairly  b«  described  in  the  Ungiiago  wbich  ia  m  oAen  applied  to  it, 
raolvra  itaclrinlo  thu  further  qtU'Jtion,whclbcr  the  bcnevnlrnt  xrntiineiila 
bold  as  lat^  m  [Jace  oiid  perTorni  as  grejit  a  [laTl  in  tifu  aa  lliey  ought. 
In  ottiw  worda,  Jiow  mnch  benurolcacc  ought  tbiro  tc  be  in  the  world  ? 
How  mucli  ia  tlwre  ? 

Of  tfacio  two  (piolions  tlie  first  may  apptar  to  be  absiiril.  It  mny 
nem  like  )k»king  how  much  health,  or  how  much  long  life  ought  than 
lo  be  in  tbe  worM,  quealion*  which  would  gcucrully  bo  tbortly  answered 
by  Ktying,  the  mora  tho  belt«r.  For  aume  practical  purposes  this  ia  do 
doubt  ijuile  tni«.  U'bcu  there  )■  any  speoilio  thing  to  bo  done,  any 
dislrcM  to  be  remedied,  auy  evil  to  be  avoided,  any  mistake  to  be  act 
right,  it  would,  of  eounc,  be  in  the  Innt  degrvc  nb.iiiril  to  Rtop  to  conaider 
whciher  benevolcnoe  bad  not  gooe  far  enongli,  and  whether  it  waa  not 
desirable  to  let  matters  alone,  on  ih«  ground  that  there  van  already  as 
grvat  an  amount  of  bencrolence  aiid  happineiis  in  the  world  aa  was 
dcainkbte  (or  iIk  human  dco.  -I'hcrc  are,  however,  other  practical  pur- 
pOM*  bnadca  tboan  which  hare  tlie  diminution  of  suflV-ring  for  their 
object,  and  in  relation  lo  ibcMt  tho  lueetion,  how  much  benevolence  thcr« 
ought  to  be  in  the  world,  is  anything  but  idle.  It  is,  for  example,  a  mimt 
impoctant  ahjviA  tlut  men  iilwiitO  not  be  lliireaaonably  dia^liiilied  with 
llMmactvea,  their  pnnmita,  or  the  world  in  wlii^h  th«y  live;  that  they 
■bould  Dot  allow  tbemielvea  to  bo  frightened  by  chimATaB  on  tho  ono 
hud,  or  ID  neglect  real  daogera  on  the  other;  in  a  word,  that  they  slioultl 
go  about  their  common  vocaiionn  with  a  qiiiot  mind  and  with  a  settled 
comcimce^  These  objecta  are  deeply  involved  In  the  question,  how  much 
baneroletiiOe  tbert  oaght  to  be  in  the  world,  for  it  ta  conoejvablij  tlmt 
amnten  might  be  given  to  it  which  would  make  it  a  crime  to  bo  comfort- 
able. Indeed,  such  auawen  ofteo  arc  given,  and  the  prcacnt  qu«tioii  Ik 
vb«tbcr  or  not  tbey  aro  true.

The  meaning  of  Uie  qneilioa,  bow  tnucfc  beoerolcnce  tli«re  ouglit  to 
I  in  the  norltl,  ia,  wIiaI  propontoa  of  hamao  ASkira  vooM  bo  tnaiwctrd 
uixlrr  tlio  direct  ini]iionce  of  tho  boDerolcnt  BratimRDU,  if  human  iiOWire 
wetc  ao  ooodocted  u  to  produce  a  rouimuv  of  bainan  hsppiitCM,  taking 
the  word  in  its  largest  maxK-,  uid  Um  6nt  point  to  be  noticed  ii  that  no 
definite  answer  tv  lli«  question  U  poatdble.  The  qnaatify  of  liappincm 
which  can  1>o  obtatiMd  for  numkiml  is  a  tncrs  iufttt«r  of  conJ4«tni«,  iwl 
rvcn  for  conjecture  tliere  are  hardly  anjr  raoMHublc  groutuLii.  It  is 
absnrd  to  set  up  on  ideal  Muidard  of  bapiNOOM  as  iba  ri^hl  of  mankind, 
aikd  i]i«n  to  debit  the  want  «f  beoeirotenoe  with  the  deficiency.  For 
auglit  vo  know,  th«  highest  pitch  of  pei^«cIion  that  could  poaubly  ha 
attained  in  tli«  different  arrangenients  of  li&,  would  leare  a  vmt  doal  of 
W»lcli«dne«t  still  existing,  and  m^t  not  only  hui  to  provide  people  wilh 
any  exaltvd  objects  of  desire,  but  miglit  disckiM!  to  them  the  fact  that  no 
sudi  objects  existed,  and  so  stamp  human  aSurs  with  in«Sabl«  littlcnea* 
and  insuSerablc  tedium.  It  appears,  bowerer,  that  cTcn  if  the  attain- 
ment by  mankind  of  the  utnioet  possible  tmoont  of  happiness  be  aasuiaed, 
an  imnuniM  proportion,  pcrhnps  the  great  bulk  of  it,  would  arise  from 
other  sources  than  beu«voli-nce.  At  least,  if  this  wer«  not  so,  human  Ulr, 
M  it  ihon  stood,  vrould  differ  fiom  its  precctit  conditinn  not  ni«rely  tii 
drgrco,  but  in  kind.  Tlie  sphere  of  benevolence  in  the  preaeut  day  is 
asaignabla  in  geoeral  trrmSi  thon^  not  specifically.  It  bnx  two  gnMt 
function*  :  fint,  it  ia  tlie  natural  instrumntt  for  making  most  of  the  rela- 
tiuns  pleasant  in  which  peopio  stand  to  each  other.  Lore  between  the 
sexes,  or  bctwi-cn  rrhitiona,  ftiendship  in  sU  its  ehnpea,  kindly  feeling  be> 
twecn  cuperiom  and  inferiors,  arc  all  forms  of  benevolence-  Secondly,  it  u 
one  of  the  influrnci!*  by  which  criU  which  odrait  of  it  are  either  remedied 
or  mitigated,  and,  in  this  department  it  is  suicidal,  for  it  constantly  tend* 
to  sitpencdc  the  uec«i<sity  for  its  own  existence.  Should  suffering  ever  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum,  benevolence  would  have  deprived  ilnelf  of  one  of 
its  two  grent  funotions,  and  would  be  ralrietcd  to  that  drpnrtmont  in 
whifh  it  procures  direct  satisfaction,  not  only  for  its  object,  but  also  for  it* 
subject.  It  is  thtu  clear  thst  hnmnn  life  ii  not  based  upon  bnwTolencc- 
It  in  not  the  foundation,  but  a  part  of  the  supentructure,  and  a  part 
which  owca  its  present  prominence  and  importance  to  the  imperfection  of 
the  building.  It  is  not,  andcunnotbe  thefoodof  man,  except  to  n  limited 
extent.  In  one  of  its  funetion*,  it  is  nothing  iBon  thsa  a  medicine  which 
our  present  infirmities  render  indupenKtbte. 

Uencc  may  be  inferred  part  of  the  answer  to  the  qm6tat — ^how  much 
benevolence  ought  there  to  be  in  the  world  ?  There  ooght  to  be  as  much 
IK  is  wttiiled  to  sweeten  certain  relations  of  life,  and  to  slop  certain  leaks; 
but  what  are  the  relations  to  which  benevolence  is  thus  to  be  applied  f 
They  are  the  great  constituent  elements  of  life,  the  motive  powen  by 
which  tlic  system  is  worked.  It  would  be  an  abuse  of  trrms  to  dcaeribe 
these  {lowers  as  benevolent :  they  are  duurc*  staking  their  own  mtislac- 
tlon  without  reference  lo  anytliing  «Ise;  such  are  the  desire  to  live,  ibe 
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desire  to  act  (which  is  another  form  of  the  same  thing),  nil  the  personnl 
individual  desires  by  which  the  great  mass  of  all  the  afiairs  of  life  are  set 
on  foot  and  carried  out — in  a  wort),  the  self-regarding  passions  in  all  thi^ir 
difFerent  shapes.  Out  of  these  passions,  and  out  of  the  various  restraints 
which  are  enforced  by  them,  by  religion,  and  morality,  spring  all  the 
gnat  inatitullons  which  play  the  chief  share  in  human  life — nations, 
cliiircbc^,  governments,  armaments,  and  the  like,  Kecarriug  to  the 
definition  of  society  given  aboTe  (that  it  is  the  name  of  men  as  they  stand 
related  to  each  other  by  the  benevolent  affections),  it  will  appear  that 
society  itself  is  but  a  part  of  a  whole ;  that  it  is  not,  as  many  people  seem 
to  suppose,  the  foundation  out  of  which  religion,  law,  science,  and  govern- 
ment fipring,  but  something  dependent  upon,  springing  out  of,  and  limited 
by  these  things,  both  in  its  powers  and  in  its  objects.  Its  function  ia  to 
do  so  much  of  what  they  leave  undone  aa  will  not  interfere  with  their 
being  efficiently  conducted.  The  great  functions  of  life  mtiat  be  Carried 
on  vigorously,  whatever  happens,  and  before  anything  else  is  provided  for. 
Whatever  else  tbey  are  to  be,  meu  must  be  men,  and  active  ones,  and  they 
must,  in  a  very  large  sense  of  the  words,  be  just  before  they  are  generous: 
that  is,  they  must  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  ploughing  and  aowing,  buy- 
ing and  selling,  making  and  executing  laws,  and  a  thousand  other  occupa- 
tioi^a  as  old  as  the  race  itself,  must  all  be  set  going  and  kept  going  at  full 
ipeed,  and  notwithstanding  the  vast  amount  of  individual  hardship  and 
wretchedneaa  which  they  may  produce  before  benevolence  comes  in  to  set 
things  to  rights.  A  man  must  live,  and  must  have  been  living  to  some 
purpose,  and  must  also  have  fallen  ill  in  the  course  of  his  living  before  he 
tends  for  the  doctor,  nud  if  the  doctor  ia  a  wise  msm  he  will  bear  in  mind 
the  fi»ct  that  the  best  he  can  ever  hope  to  do  for  his  patitnt  is  lo  remit  him 
lo  the  baker  and  butcher. 

A  man  uho  has  once  succeeded  in  fully  grasping  the  essentially 
relative  and  dependent  character  of  benevolence,  will  find  it  comparatively 
easy  to  deal  with  the  second  of  the  two  questions  stated  above  :  "  Ib 
there  as  much  benevolence  as  there  ouglit  to  be?  "  In  one  sense  of  the 
word  "ought,"  of  course  there  is  not.  Of  course  it  is  true  that  the 
amount  of  kind  feeling  which  exists  in  any  given  nation,  certainly  in  this 
nation,  is  nut  great  enough  at  any  given  time  to  stop  all  the  leaks  which 
are  produced  by  the  play  of  those  great  permanent  passions  by  which  life 
ia  carried  on.  This,  however,  is  a  mere  commonphice,  and  answers  the 
cjuestion  in  one  sense,  and  that  a  sense  in  which  no  one  would  think  of 
asking  it.  It  may  bear  u  totally  different  sense,  and  require  a  totally 
different  answer,  for  it  may  be  me^nt  to  ask  whether  people  who  live,  as 
busy  and  prosperous  men  usually  do  live  in  this  country,  are,  as  a  general 
rule,  open  to  blame  for  the  course  which  they  take  in  regard  to  bene- 
volence. Ought  they  to  be  in  the  main  content  with  the  course  which 
they  usually  take  with  regard  to  it,  or  ought  they  so  far  lo  change  their 
ordinary  way  of  life  as  to  make  the  specific  relief  of  distress  a  fur  more 
prominent  object  than  they  do  at  present?      This  is  a  queition  which  fre- 
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(jiicntly  forces  itm.-If  upon  tliinklng  men  irheii  they  read  of  tho  miaei;  in 
^vliicU  considerable  cinaso  of  the  popiilalinn  are  involTcd,  and  of  tJie 
efforts  which  are  being  made  for  the  relief  of  it. 

In  order  to  answer  it  consistently  with  the  principles  stated  above, 
it  is  necessary  to  describe  in  general  terms  the  conduct  vhich,  as  a  rule, 
would  be  pursued  by  members  of  the  class  in  question.  A  proeperotia 
Englishman  ja,  generally  speaking,  a  busy,  and  not  an  nnlciiid  man. 
Sujiposing  him  to  be  a  man  of  average  Iiealth  and  strengtb,  he  tunally 
ppcnds  the  whole  of  his  working  day  on  his  busini'ss,  whatever  tliat  may 
be,  and  it  may  be  assunicd  that  few  such  men  eould  be  expected,  reason- 
able regard  being  had  to  their  health  and  efficiency,  to  make  a  veiy 
material  increase  eitlier  in  the  length  or  in  the  number  of  their  workmg 
days.  Of  this  time  the  whole,  or  nearly  the  whole,  is  syslematically 
directed,  exceptions  excepted,  to  ihe  personal  objects  of  the  man  himself  and 
those  of  his  family ;  the  merchant  tries  to  make  money,  the  professional 
man  Bti-uggles  for  success,  and  reputation  as  well ;  and  the  politician  for 
distinction  and  power.  In  addition  to  this,  most  men  so  situated  woold 
give  a  certain  amount  of  personal  time  and  trouble,  more  or  less,  to 
charitable  objects,  and  almost  every  one  would  give  money ;  as  mnch, 
probably,  as  would  not  interfere  with  his  settled  plans  and  special  olijecta 
in  life.  Probably  there  are  very  few  people  who  live  altogether  on  a 
cheaper  scale,  or  follow  lens  expensive  anmsements,  than  they  would  if 
there  were  neither  poverty  nor  vice  in  the  world.  Waiving,  however,  all 
questions  of  the  positive  amount  of  time  and  money  devoted  to  anch 
objects,  what  is  to  be  said  of  the  general  principle?  Taking  into  account 
the  Gicts  with  which  we  are  all  familiar  about  the  wretchedness  and 
degradation  of  considerable  sections  of  the  community,  is  this  way  of  life 
justifiable,  or  ought  those  w!ia  adopt  it  to  make  considerable  changes  in 
their  way  of  life  for  the  express  purpose  of  devoting  themselves  systematic- 
ally to  benevolent  objects.  The  practical  nnitwer  to  this  question  is  not 
likely  to  be  doubtful.  In  fact,  it  is  already  answered  in  the  QC^tive  by 
the  existence  of  that  uniform  practice,  the  propriety  of  which  it  calls  in 
question.  But  ought  it ;  tliat  is,  is  it  for  the  general  good  that  it  should 
be  so  answered?  The  principles  explained  above  appear  to  show  that 
it  ought.  The  general  good  is  composed  of  the  good  of  all  the  memben 
who  go  to  make  it  upj  and  if  it  be  tioie  that  the  individual  desires  supply 
the  framework,  or  rathet  supply  the  material,  out  of  which  the  framework 
of  nations  and  all  other  bodies  of  men  are  made,  it  inevitably  follows  that 
the  principal  part  of  each  individual  person's  life  must  be  occupied  by 
efforts  to  satisfy  those  desires,  and  that  his  efibrta  to  satisfy  the  benevoloit 
desires  must  be  exceptional  and  occasional. 

It  may  appear  needless  to  take  the  trouble  to  explain  the  theoretical 
grounds  of  a  proposition  which  is  gi'nerally  accepted  unconsciously  and  BS  a 
matter  of  course,  but  it  is  one  of  vast  practical  importance,  for  it  exposes 
the  fallacy  of  the  view  of  society  which  is  described  at  the  banning  of 
this  essay,  a  view  as  comnion  aa  it  is  fallacious,  and  which  has  more 
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than  once  caused  prcnt  culamitica  when  it  lisn  been  cnthimiftstictill/ 
enibnced.  Thi«  view,  as  hm  hont  sIiowti  from  ihe  phraseologj-  of  tho« 
who  bold  it,  iippcftni  to  be  tbat  biiiunn  «odc^ — uung  the  word  not  at  It 
haa  been  UMd  Oironghout  tbc  body  of  lbt>  tatay  for  ineii  oonxidered  in 
certain  rebtwait,  but  lu  the  namo  for  the  nggn'gnte  of  nil  the  rrJaUoiu  in 
wbtch  ro«D  Ktood  to  ciich  other — ii  it  vast  coipomtion  wliicli  ouglit  to  ^«« 
every  oa«  n  faiir  dianc«  of  obtuiniftg  Httisfaciiun  for  all  his  n^Miubte 
ilcsirQi,  eupccially  iku  desire  of  beuig  instructed  and  of  mikintnining  Iiini- 
Hlf  and  his  &t))iljr  in  eoiDfort  by  employ  ram  l»  suitable  to  hU  natural 
capacity.  T1i«  aniwcr  to  ibii  is  that  llic  liirgn'  part,  indeed  tb«  Inrgrst 
&nd  mMt  imporlttiil  part  of  ll>e  lifi;  of  erciy  Itumaii  being,  is  occupied,  bt 
&ct,  uid  with  nn  iryc  to  ihc  general  interest  oti^bt  to  be  occupied,  bjr 

ividOBl  purmiiu,  ibat  w«  cun  Icll  nolbing  of  the  ultimate  objects  fot 
nankind  exiUs,  or  of  tbc  d<'j|{:rec  of  bappinets  which  they  may  bo 
nlMnMldy  capable  of  attaining,  but  that  in  any  state  of  thinga  eufficieufly 
lik«  ottr  own  for  us  to  be  able  to  reason  or  even  to  lliinic  about  it,  bcne- 
Tolenco  must  be  iIm  a<ljective,  and  the  eelf-regaidii)g  paesions  and  dcsii«s 
tlw  mbatsntive,  part  of  our  nacuro. 

Tbe  practical  tnlVrcnovs  from  thrsc  two  views  of  tbc  nature  and 
fitDC^ODs  of  society  (wbicli  may  be  called  itilliout  oflence  the  locialixt  and 
tfae  individualist)  would  not  difTtr  much  in  any  pnrticuliir  case,  rmduee, 
Cor  example,  an  ignorant  and  vicious  ebild,  and  Loth  ibe  sucitilUt  and  llie 
individRslist  would  agree  thnt  it  is  an  object  of  grcut  importance  that  it 
ritoold  be  properly  iau;;ht  to  cam  its  living  and  do  lis  duly.  Yet  ibey 
would  say  so  on  very  dilTcretit  grounds.  The  one  would  say  the  child  it 
Him  victhn  of  a  social  wrong.  Society  ought  not  to  bare  IcH  it  in  ibis 
■tale.  It  is  its  duly  to  save  it  from  that  ntnle,  and  it'  it  docs  not  do  do  i( 
muM  tluuk  itself  for  ihc  oonscfiuvtiei's.  The  other  would  content  himself 
wtth  saying,  here  is  an  evil  which  can  be  remedied,  or  at  any  rate  :tl!e- 
viated.  I^et  m  do  so  accordingly.  But  he  would  n6t  invent  luiy  abntraction 
liir  llie  sake  of  bying  the  tdaiue  upon  it.  'Dje  impuriance  of  this  is  that 
tic«  iho  abslractioD  "  society  "  alwiiyw  couk-s  to  be  idvulificd  with 
who  are  well  oif  in  the  worlJ,  and  who  are  aceoidiiigly  supposed 
s  profited  by  the  iniquitous  arrnngeinents  which  "  society  "  Is  sup- 
to  have  made ;  and  ihii  would  be  true,  or  at  Icuttl  intelligible,  if  thoso 
buU  this  view  could  get  over  ihe  preliii>in.-try  ditliculiy  of  sliowirig 
wbal  particular  conuitntion  of  things  tJify  und^Teliiud  by  the  word 
"wMOttjl"  on  what  grounds  tbey  formed  their  eoiicrplion ;  and  when, 
Imw,  Bad  by  whom,  that  model  had  been  debased  so  as  to  produce  tbe  bud 

Its  wbicli  excite  their  iiidignattoo.  Till  lh<y  can  do  that,  they  must 
itent  lo  take  the  world  as  tbcy  find  it,  to  assume  that  it  will  reaiatn 
tially  wfaal  it  is,  and  to  use  such  means  a*  it  aCTords  for  ibo  remedy 
or  allcYtalioci  of  its  misfortUDca  aa  the  opportunity  for  doing  so  arise*. 
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Tut  notions  mterUined  in  Fng1»n<!  rnippcting  irregnliir  cavaliy  rt«  '•nrj 
■ngm.  A  confbM^  pU-ture,  mmpounilcd  o?  ihe  andent  SojthUn,  Ui« 
Anb  of  Ui«  At»n,  the  Comaclc,  and  tlie  DAshibiuouk,  riito  up  in  the 
mind.  According  to  the  popular  idea,  the  Indian  irregular  hoiseinnn  i*  a 
•ort  of  mounted  bAndit,  rrody  to  lerre  ui,  "^  ■'  ^  luiule  worth  hit  wlii)#, 
and  M  long  as  he  i*  purmiltcd  to  do  so  In  HU  own  it»y  and  willi 
anlBoient  ISoonce.     This  opinion  is  vtry  fnr  removed  from  tlifi  truth. 

ItTCguUr  cavalry  diftVr  Trom  ri^hr  cavalry,*  in  huring  a  amaUor 
nmnber  of  ofBccn ;  nnd  in  tha  fact  that  the  former  proridc  their  own 
liorius,  anns,f  and  tiniform,  and  receive  a  liigher  rate  of  pay  aooordingly, 
Vfhilc  rv^lar  aivalry  nrc  treated  in  tha  mnwi  manner  lu  English  dragoona, 
except  that  they  draw  no  ralioiui  for  thtwuBelTM.  Il  doea  not  fullor, 
however,  that  an  irrrgular  caTalr7  nginicnt  it  a  motley,  ill-mounted 
rabble.  Th«  hones  and  amit  must  be  approved  of  by  the  <)Qminandio| 
officer,  who  also  chfii)sr«  .^  uniform  to  irhich  the  corps  is  obliged  Ui  adhere. 
The  nicu  arc  iiubjected  to  pr«tty  nearly  the  tune  drill  and  discipline 
u  their  fellows  in  the  regnlar  service,  though  perhaps  the  syateiu  ii 
carried  on  in  n  sonH'wh:it  looser  manner.  The  olBcen  of  the  former 
branch  am  for  in  nMnibiT,  but  then  they  are  generally  young,  plckH 
men,  and  posseiis  many  oppoi'tunities  of  distinction  denied  to  tlicir  follows 
in  a  regular  ri'gimvnt.  Th<d  following  is  the  complement  of  English 
ofRciTs:  Commandant,  s(»:ond  in  oonimaDd,  adjutant,  asnslant-suig«(iii. 
Besides  lli«  above,  two  or  three  "  doing>duty  offioera  "  are  now  appointed 
to  each  corps. 

The  uniform  of  the  irregular  cavalry  is  ordinarily  aa  foJIowa,  colour 
a&d  lace  varying  according  to  the  &ncy  of  the  respective  commandants: 
A  long  tunic  of  cloth,  a  scarf  round  the  waist,  a  turban,  breeches  of  a  sort 
of  drill,  and  dyed  tome  light  colour,  and  long  jack-booDu  Eadi  maa 
carries  a  tulwnr,^  as  well  as  eitlter  a  carabine  or  lance,  beside*  aomc4tmes 
on  the  day  of  battle,  pistol  and  dagg^.  In  the  matter  of  flinging  the 
tulwar,  a  useful  hint  is  affbrdi'd  to  our  dragoon  officers.  It  is  siupended 
ftvm  the  waistbelt  by  a  couple  of  simps  only  two  or  three  inches  long. 
Thus  fastened,  it  miilccs  none  of  that  jingling  which  betraya  the  move- 
meats  of  European  cavalty  from  so  great  a-distancc,  neither  is  the  raxor-

like  edge  of  tbe  tuWnr,  the  blade  of  which  is  cncnecJ  in  a  ehcnih  of  wooil 
and  leather,  injured  by  con^itnot  banging  about.  The  pay  of  a  private 
trooper  is  36/.  a  year,  out  of  which  he  ha,i  to  fiud  and  keep  a  horse,  arnia, 
and  uniform,  beaidos  feeding  himself. 

^lofit  irr^TiIar  corps,  whether  infantry  or  cavahy,  have  been  called  into 
esistence  by  one  of  two  exigencies :  hostilities  necessitated  a  sudden  increase 
of  troops,  or  else  a  corps  for  a  particular  service,  or  to  garrison  a  newly 
conquered  district,  was  required.  When  this  want  occurred,  some  smart 
officer  was  told  to  raise  a  regiment.  Men  whose  only  means  of  liveli- 
hood lies  between  the  alternative  of  war  or  rapine,  abound  througbont 
India;  consequently,  recruits  already  more  than  half-trained  to  the  pro- 
fesnon  of  arms  soou  flocked  to  hie  standard.  A  few  weeks,  in  cases  of 
emergency,  are  deemed  sufficient  for  driU  and  organization  ;  the  regiment 
is  then  employed  at  once.  Generally,  the  firat  comni!indant  gives  his 
Dame  to  the  corps;  and  occasionally  an  officer  is  allowed  to  raise  a 
complete  little  force  of  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery,  all  to  serve  under 
his  own  immediate  command.  This  was  the  case  with  Rattray  during 
the  late  mutiny. 

As  the  readiest  means  of  giving  a  clear  idea  of  what  irregular  cavalry 
are,  we  purpose  taking  a  particular  re^ment,  and  presenting  the  reader 
with  a  short  sketch  of  its  exploilA  against  the  mutineers.  The  corps  we 
select  is  Cureton's  regiment  of  Mooltanee  cavalry.*  The  men  composing 
this  rf^iment  are  remarkable  for  certain  peculiarities,  yet  these  do  not  so 
much  divorce  them  from  the  remainder  of  thi'ir  brunch  of  the  service,  but 
what  their  histoty  may  present  a  tolerably  accurate  delineation  of  the 
whole. 

The  Mooltacees  are  a  wild  tribe,  residing  in  the  cily  of  Moollan  and 
that  portion  of  the  ttans-Indus  country  called  the  DL'rnjai.  A  wild, 
barren,  desolate  district  this  last,  but  they  regard  it  with  feelings  of 
the  most  devoted  attachment.  With  the  Mooitanees,  ivho  are  of  pure 
Pathan  blood,  '\  and  very  proud  of  it  too,  are  mingled  many  Boloochee 
lamiliea,  who  have  in  course  of  time  come  to  be  frequently  known  by 
the.  same  uame,  and  indeed  to  share  most  of  the  Moolianee'a  good  qualities. 
He  is  remarkable  for  gallantry,  truth  fulness,  love  of  home,  and  a  chivahoits 
sense  of  honour.  As  brave  as  the  Patban  of  Afghanistan,  coinage  is 
not,  as  with  the  latter,  obscured  by  treachery  and  ferocity.  Splendid 
swordsmen,  horsemen  whom  no  exertion  can  weaiy,  soldiers  whom  no 
odds  can  appal,  subjects  whom  no  temptation  can  withdraw  fi'om  their 
allegiance,  unsurpassed  either  in  the  charge,  the  pursuit,  or  the  scouting 
party,  and  hating  the  Sikhs  most  intensely — the  value  of  the  Muoltances 
to  the  Punjaub  Government  is  great.  Unfortunately,  the  tribe  is  a  small 
one,  numbering  no  more  than  2,500  fighting  men.     During  the  Sikh

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rebellion  of  1848-49,  they  formed  a  portion  of  tliat  force  by  meani  of 
which  Herbert  Edwardes  was  enabled  to  stem  Moolraj's  pr<^rcaa.  In 
1807,  tlic  outbreak  of  tbe  Indiim  mutiny  found  Heriiert  Edwarde^— 
tbcn  Lieutenant- Colonel  Herbert  Edivardes,  C.B. — commis&oner  of 
Pcnbawur.  That  station  wns  in  n  very  critical  poution.  The  garrison 
was  eonipused  almost  entirely  of  doubtful  or  disaffected  native  ■oldiei'S, 
to  keep  ivliom  in  order  there  was  but  a  small  number  of  English  troops, 
whilst  succour  from  elsewhere  was  hopeless.  In  the  midst  of  these  diffi- 
culties, Herbert  Edwardca  betliouglit  liim  of  his  gallant  comrades  of  tbe 
second  Sikh  war,  and  summoned  them  to  his  assistance.  Spite  of  the 
apparently  dciipcrate  state  of  our  afiairn,  and  disr^arding  every  induce- 
ment of  nmbition,  all  the  ties  of  race  and  of  religion,  they  at  once 
responded  to  the  appeal.  On  tbe  20th  of  May,  Herbert  Edwardn'i 
letter  reached  Delira  Ishmoel  Khan,  their  principal  city  ;  and  on  the  1st 
of  June,  Gholam  llussan  Khiiu,  together  with  other  chiefs  and  their 
followers,  aniounting  to  SOO  horsemen,  appeared  in  arms  at  Peshawur. 
They  were  thus  the  very  first  natives  in  the  Punjaub  who  espoused  our 
cuuBc.  Whilst  nt  that  elation  they  did  good  service  against  the  mutinous 
sepoys,  who  soon  broke  into  open  rcvclt,  and  were,  to  use  the  grim 
term  of  the  day,  almost  all  accounted  for.  When  at  last  the  security  of 
our  northern  frontier  was  rc-estjiblished,  and  the  Slooltanees  were  no 
longer  required  nt  Peshawur,  Ghohini  Huxsan  Khan  and  his  kinsfolk 
petitioned  to  bu  allowed  lo  form  a  regiment  of  COU  troopers  for  service  in 
llindooston.  'ihcir  request  was  granted;  and  at  Lahore,  early  in  January, 
1858,  the  regiment  was  raised.  The  appointment  of  commandant  wa* 
given  to  Cnplain  Charles  Cureton,  an  irregular  cavalry  officer  of  some 
experience.  The  other  officers  were  Lieutenant  Dixon,  second  in  com- 
mand ;  Lieutenant  Williams,  adjutant;  Lieutenant  GoRiing  and  Lieutenant 
It.  M.  Smith,  doing  duty  ;  Assistant-surgeon  Baillie,  medical  officer, 
Gholam  Hus-san  Khan,  the  man  of  highest  rank  and  influence  in  th« 
tribe,  was  appuinted  native  commandant,  and  the  other  chiefs  were  mads 
unlive  officers.  The  regiment  consisted  of  five  troops  of  Mooltanee 
I'alhnna,  and  one  of  Klooltanee  lielooehees,  each  troop  numbering  one 
hundred  aibres.  A  large  proportion  of  the  men  had  been  employed  M 
fmntter  police,  and  many  had  served  as  auxiliaries  to  the  British  in  tbe 
second  Sikh  war.  This  circunialnnce,  combined  with  their  national  habits 
and  tastes,  rendered  them  the  best  posnible  material  for  a  body  of  l^ht 
eiivaliy. 

Cureton  only  stayed  at  Lahore  the  short  time  required  to  enibody  tlis 
rgiment,  and  on  the  14th  January  started  with  it  for  Uoorkee,  the  men 
taking  with  them  a  promise  from  Sir  John  Lawrence  that  iheir  absence 
from  ihc  Punjaub  shouid  not  exceed  a  year.  Troops  were  urgently 
required  in  the  field,  so  drill  and  marching  hud  to  proceed  leather.  A 
motley,  wild-looking  crew  had  Cmeion  to  deal  with:  men  with  ao  ardent 
n  love  of  home,  and  so  great  repugnance  to  drill  and  discipline,  that  they 
were  now  for  the  first  time  taking  regtdar  eetvice  :  proud,  fierce  worrion. 
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l>ul  ioibunl  will)  lUc  most  chlralrous  Rotioni  of  llildity,  nnd  cnpn1>1e  of 
Hit  grmiMt  Jtltoclitntifl  to  ihcir  lenders.  The  tnak  of  xcquiriug  iitflui-ncu 
wttli  tbcMC  viU  Buldien  of  forluni-,  of  controlling  nnd  directing  ilicir 
impulmve  Dalar«s  wai  difficult  It  was,  hoH'orvr,  one  to  wliicli  Cuplaiii 
Curctcm  wH  fnlljr  «(]iuit.  Expvri«noi'd,  iQilL-futignbli-,  coiirlcouK  yet  limi, 
ard  poMessii^  the  Uvt  to  adapt  ueaiiA  to  tHAteriuld,  Curv^ion  did  credit  to 
Sir  JuJm  Lavrcncc'ii  cbuicc.  lie  had  iipiN'iirdii  of  GOO  finrt-rttto  swordsmen 
and  splendid  boncmen,  wery  m;in,  Iioivevcr,  armt-d  iind  dollied  accoiding 
to  bis  individtud  fiinojr,  nod  quite  tmaciuniiitcd  nilb  drill  or  discipline. 
Tbwe  be  was  called  on  to  orgaoiM  and  )«ad  into  tliu  fu-ld,  without  tliu 
driajr  of  A  Any.  Under  nicb  eir<;uniKtaiie«»,  bo  made  no  allempt  to  got 
|]M.-ni  into  order,  nocording  to  ibe  i>ip<.'clay  notion  of  the  term.  He  knew 
tbdt  to  ro-otit  saeb  ti  b«l«rog«ncouA  maw  would  not  only  doinand  (imo 
trbi^  could  not  be  aflbrd^d,  but  would  Kubntitute  for  their  own  mode  of 
figbting  an  imperfectly  anderatood  Byst«tn,  more  cateuUttcd  to  liampcr  tlina 
to  nid  tliem  in  live  day  of  tri*!.  He  thcrcforft  determined  not  to  do  too 
tuucli.  Ah  to  drvKi  and  unm — wbicb  lallvr  conKislL-d  of  tword,  nialcli- 
locfc  or  IsMie,  fnntol,  nnd  dn^cgrr — he  coiifineil' him  self  to  cniifing  their 
cloibea  to  be  dyed  kbakee,  or  mud-colour,  and  uddiug  a  few  Engliidi 
cambiaes.

£Ktp1iiW^  h«  CDilenP0«T«d  to  put  himself  in  llic  pniiiiion  of  their  khan. 
He  inilicted  but  few  |>uniidini*nls,  but  when  be  <liil  punish  it  wiia  done 
with  grent  tevcrity.  His  great  diiliculty  wan  to  OTercome  their  honor 
bf  pTcn  t]»t  eltrmeniary  drill  which  be  taught  ibem.  Indeed,  it  sccm«d  u 
if  bis  eflarta  were  to  bo  ovonbroivn  on  the  very  tbrediold  ;  for  ivhen  he 
eod^Toiired  (o  form  ibcm  into  two  r.iuks,  iheir  pride  took  the  alarm. 
and  not  a  man  would  go  into  tl^e  rear  rnnh.  At  length  they  nrmngcd 
nmong  tfaRiudrcs  that  it  ahould  be  ounipowd  of  nicn  of  inffrior  position 
and  (antily.  After  a  march  of  270  milci,  the  Mooltanccs  arrived  at 
Uoorkee,  whicli  ia  jiilitnted  about  70  miles  to  the  *oiilb-i^5t  of  Umbulla. 
Tbuy  were  (mthwiih  incorporated  in  the  force  anembled  there  under  the 
coBinuuid  of  Brigndivr  Gencml  Jonm,  and  destined  to  opi^nite  ngninxt  tbo 
nb«b  in  ICohilctind.  It  vita  compoaed,  bcndes  the  Mooltanees,  of  a  balta- 
timof  tbc  COib  liiflcn,  lit  I'unjaub  lufantry,  1st  Sikh  Inliuitry,  17lh 
I*iuijsub  Infantiy,  and  Au»tin'«  Field  Buttery,  and  on  the  17lb  April 
optiu-d  the  eamja^  by  crceudng  On:  Gnngra  near  Hurdwar.

Wkoorcthoic  dark  Iiorsemen  T  Arc  ihcy 
iHBliDocn,  or  toyat  loldiert  of  Ibc  Queen's  T    To  ooe  fresh  from  England  it 
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would  be  UttEcull,  al  (lie  Cm  gknc«,  lo  decide  thi«  quc*tioa.  On  looking 
tnorc  Atcmlivcly,  iiovrtivrr,  hv  wculd  pRroctre  a  UlUu  la  Itunt  of  ibc  line  a 
small  IcBot  o(  liurt«iijcu  vibuui,  iu  ofiiu  of  lurbaus  nnd  woiRUtbxirl*,  in  spiu 
of  Ori«ntiil -looking  tunic,  long  bmrdu,  and  nrnrtby  coinpl«iuot)8,  h«  would 
disuorer  to  be  the  Englbb  officers  of  Curcton's  MoolUotcu  Carulr}-.  Tirnt 
olSoen,  IU  well  lut  Uirir  men,  cngerly  wntcli  tbe  eunflict  vrbicb  is  being 
carried  on  in  the  adjoining  jungl«,  tietening  to  ibc  (Kntii  nnd  «liout« 
wliidi  mark  ibe  pngrcn  of  t}ie  fray.  Tlie  dlu  of  batlle  becomes  louder 
and  louder,  and  soou  in  tbe  distance  on*  ta  two  wounded  rcbdiii  break 
from  the  jungle,  ilrsgging  tUemselves  pAluruU)'  along  In  ibe  dlreotioo  of 
ihe  vill;ig",  Iu  :e  I''-w  minutes  a  score  of  fiigiiivci  follow,  and  *bortljF 
after  a  Ur;ge  body  of  ilic  cncniy'»  artillery,  cavalry  and  ijifiuitry,  num- 
bering Home  1,C00  men,  in  orderly  ictreat,  appear  in  tbe  cpcn  nfuice  aboiU 
balf  B  mile  from  the  Britiidi  cavaliy.  Ou  catcbing  sigbt  of  the  foe,  tbe 
cdBcen  take  post  in  front  of  the  line,  while  tbe  haughty  rathon*  ihcy 
lead,  with  eycH  flaoliinj;  from  t'xcitinntnt,  raise  their  bands  l«tni(di 
heftvco,  muttering  rapidly,  "  Allali,  AlUU  Aekbar!"  Tbe  next  insUnt 
the  quict-Ioolcing,  nlightly  built  English  oSicor,  tboir  Under,  givet  tlve 
word  to  draw  Hwordu  and  charge.  Onward*,  lilu:  a  torrent,  ru»h  tbe 
gallant  band,  of&ccre,  both  native  and  English,  in  front ;  wbil«  the  ux 
kettle-drummer*  beat  their  dniiii:r  with  energy.*  As  the  line  fipprmchM 
the  enemy,  somo  three  or  lour  of  tlie  MooJtanees,  anxiou*  to  gain  the 
approbation  of  their  ofllccra,  rush  to  tli«  front  and  plunge  into  (he  faoBtile 
ranks,  A  second  after,  their  comrades  arc  vith  them.  The  enemy, 
meanwhile,  finding  flight  impoiuible,  kLind  at  bay,  fire  a  scattet«d  volley, 
draw  tlieir  swordii,  and  with  tullen  desperation  await  the  onwi.  Vot  a 
few  moments  nothing  is  tn  be  mode  out  but  a  nnrging,  ahitling  crowd  of 
mingtcd  boniemen  and  iufaulry  engaged  in  mortal  combat,  for  in  llK«e 
days  quarter  wn«  unheard  cf.  Swords,  hayoncli,  and  lance-headB  gleam 
in  the  sun,  groans  and  curses  rise  up  to  heaien,  wlule  hei'e  and  (here a 
ligure  sinking  nniidit  the  wave4  of  this  human  sea,  showE  that  totne  brave 
Moolianee,  some  base  rebel  baa  fought  hiti  lost  fight.  Tbe  nioct  lenidc 
blowa  arc  given  and  received.  One  rebel's  licad  i«  severed  from  his  body 
by  a  light  sweep  from  a  Muuttimee  luibrc,  while  the  Britieli  leader'*  hone 
>■  cut  u!mo>t  liicially  in  two  by  a  mutineer- 

Tbe  Eugliili  ofiiecrn,  ted  by  their  ardour  into  the  thiekrat  of  the  enemy's 
rnnksaro  inKime  in«tnnce»  surrounded.  Using  thrar  revolvers  willid<«dly 
efTeel,  (Iiey  succeed  in  defending  tbemselves  until  a  cry  being  raised 
ih;)l  iheir  Iradcm  arc  in  danger,  numbers  of  the  Moollanccs  rush  to  llnir 
aid,  unxioua  to  avoid  the  detp  difgrnce  wliieli  aeeoiding  to  Oriental  notion* 
they  would  incur,  slioiild  niiy  of  them  be  slain.  Down  go  (ho  rebels  in 
scori!*,  but  (bey  are  utiineroua  and  doipernte,  while  tlic  Muoltanccs  are

fiing  llieniKlTcs  l«  llie  ground  wilh  them  in  a  dnttli  Miracle.  Alter  a 
while  individtuU  become  etpamted  from  ilie  uiaM,  and  nuiucrons  Bingle 
cDinbaU  tiikc  place.  Bjr  tnu»  and  two*  th<;  cornhnlnntii  fall  on  every  ndo, 
tiU  at  length  the  rebels,  luTing  Ibe  ground  ttrewed  with  their  dead,  flee 
in  all  direction*,  tbc  vietore  punning  them. 

General  Jonee,  af\er  crotning  rbo  river,  advanced  boldly  yet  with 
caution  into  the  fbrut  which  iihirtcd  it»  b.iiik.  He  bad  not  proceeded 
more  tbau  four  milen,  wlitn  Ins  udvouciid  giuuO  fell  iu  wiili  dm  enemy 
ftrongty  poit^^  in  a  thick  jungle,  near  a  p^acc  called  Uhngm^Gwallii.    Tbe 

of  line  utillcry  and  60tb  Riilci^  together  with  a  charge  niiulo  by  Ueu- 
GmliDg  si  the  head  of  a  troop  of  Mooltaneee,  soon  co&ipcII«d  him 
it.  The  general  now  mndc  mm:  cf  Curelon'H  regiment,  which, 
by  Aottin's  Field  Battery,  churged  the  rebelo  whenever  they 
atlampteti  to  farm.  The  retreat  icon  became  a  rout,  tbc  fugitivca  itban* 
doaing  tbcir  camp  equipage  and  guna,  ca&ltng  away  their  arini,  and  even 
ihtowing  oOT  ibeir  olotbcti  to  facilitate  cM-jipi;.  Tbc  MoolUiacca  followed 
thrm  for  Ronic  mile*,  cutting  up  a  large  nunibcr  and  capturing  four  gunn. 
On  tills  occaiiion  Lieutcnruit  G<»!ing  killed  eight  mm  with  liiii  revolver, 
ereiy  otbor  man  in  the  regjment  dUpoaliig  of  three  at  li'oat,  Tbo  naiivea 
mrf  thuil  the  ^ilrita  of  tbc  dtsul  ulill  haunt  the  Kccne,  and  that  tlieir  gTc>una 
nay  be  hean)  in  the  night.  Tlie  loss  of  tlie  regiment  wiu — killed,  one 
trooper  and  e«i«  bor«ei  wounded,  tixtccn  of  u!l  nink«,  and  niiK-tit-n  boisea. 

The  moraing  after  tbc  action  at  Bliag*.:e«wutla,  Caprnin  Curctou  having 
nufta  to  think  that  ibe  rebdt  defeated  on  the  previuua  day  were  concealed 
in  Bome  ihidi  jtingl«  to  the  north  of  Niijeejabad,  t^nt  out  Jcmadur  Rmiim 
Buluh  Kban,  and  forty  troopcn,  to  patrol  in  thnt  direction.  Whilat 
carrying  out  this  dniy,  £mam  Buksli  received  iafomiatiou  from  villager*, 
that  come  mile*  oflT,  in  a  fort  called  Kbole,  wiut  n  rebel  Nnwnb  nnd  five 
bnndred  foQowrra.  With  happy  audacity,  the  jemodai-  ]jromplly  marched 
to  the  fort,  ami  tnTTOunding  it,  summoned  the  gnrrison  to  nuiTcndcr  and 
gira  Dp  tlie  Nawab.  Ite  ibrtiatened  that  in  caae  bit  demand  wiu  not  eem- 
fUti  witli,  h«  would  put  every  soul  to  the  sword.  The  rebels,  imposed 
l^oB  by  bi>  bold  beariE^,  and  probably  diipiriled  by  ihe  rever*c  of  tbc 
l^caedlng  day,  abandoned  all  iden  of  flight  or  re&ifilance.  The  Nawiib 
CMKt  oat  >nd  gnve  himxelf  up,  wivi  diunned  and  placed  under  n  Ktrong 
tm  iiii  f  £mam  Bukah  tbi-n  entertd  (he  furt,  placed  a  gnird  at  the  gate, 
Ituned  vut  ibe  garruon,  fir*t  depriving  them  of  their  nnun,  and  then  sent 
iafciraiatioa  to  camp  of  the  brilliant  exploit  he  hml  ac!iic%'cd-  For  this 
iilhtng  deed,  Jeniadur  Eiuani  Buksh  Khan  received  the  third  cluaa  of 
(Order  of  Merit. 

In  Ihe  18th  April,  Gcii«t«l  Jonct  puibing  on  fint  to  Kujcejnbnd,  and 
tftrrwvda  to  the  fort  of  Fuliebgbur,  found  tbcm  both  abandoned  by  Ibo 
muaj,  who  bitd  left  behind  in  tlk«  two  plaoea  eight  giiQs,  bciidca  ammu-

nition  uiA  grain.     On  the  2I(t,  laring  li^  tliUtJiac  been  jraned  \>y  ft 
htary  guDH  and  n  Kinndron  of  llie  carabinwrg,  he  proce«d«d  to  altHck  • 
body  of  the  rvbcU  at  Kugccnah,  nmounting  to  10,000  mfiintry,  2,000 
cavalry,  and  1&  guns ;  nnil,  nfltr  a  Binnrt  action,  totally  derated  t)i«ai. 
I'lic  loM  of  th<!  n-bclR  on  tliit  occMuon  vn*  rstinutcd   at  SOO  kil]< 
beaidfH  wounded — amoug  tb«  foniicr  bdog  several  people  of  diatiactioH' 
and  all  tliHr  gtin*.     I'ho  I)riti*l)  Iom  wb*  but  alight.     11i«  sham  I 
Uoollance  cavulrv  took  in  tbiH  billtiant,  ncltconducicd  adair  vas  iin-' 
portant  and  diMingnislnil.     li  WMn»  la  liavc  been,  an  iiir  ng  ibey  w«d 
couconnsl,  tbtf  lurdt-st  fougbl  ofauy  ilii-y  have  been  yt-l  ragngud  in. 

Tlia  rfgirncml — of  wbich,  it  tvould  appear,  only  balf  tbo  nuniber  <k\ 
pteeail  with  tbe  commandunt,  tbo  remainder  being  probably  employ 
on  other  diili<!S  over  a  dilTciviit  part  of  tbc  field — was  posted  on  llie  IcA' 
of  ibe  line.  On  the  enemy's  eiivalry  ibrentcning  an  attack  in  tint  <iuartcr, 
Ciiplnin  Currtnn  wat  ordc-rc^  to  char^,  and,  aftci*  dispersing  them,  lo 
turn  Hie  right  of  ibc  rebel  infantry.  JvibI  as  be  received  lhi»  ot^er,  a 
young  geniloman  of  seventct-n  or  rigbtcin  rode  op  to  Cnpinin  Cureioo  ntul 
aNkcd  permiviion  lo  aceompnny  bim  as  a  volunteer-  Gbdly  acceding  to 
tli«  youth's  reqncut,  be  gnrc  the  word  to  ndrnnco  at  a  Irot.  When 
wilbiii  a  hundred  yards  of  the  foe,  the  Mooltanees  iiien-ascd  their  pace 
lo  a  g«!lop,  charged  and  diipcT«cd  (he  enrnlry,  cutting  up  niaoy  (noC, 
however,  without  loss  to  lIu-rnselvM)  and  capturing  ihrec  gnna.  IIcto 
Lieutenant  WilTinmiiV  horse  fell  under  bim,  rhe  rider  fortunately  eHCuping 
wilb  only  a  A-w  bruises.  Hero  iiIbo  the  young  volimieer  before  mra- 
tioneJ,  >vith  only  a  couple  of  Mooltnnecu  to  back  him,  attacked  a  kiwt  of 
the  rebcU,  and  tliough  the  Mvords  of  ibc  gallant  three  did  good  ejccciition, 
the  brave  bny  received  nome  very  «cvero  and  dangerous  wound*.  After 
the  ciptiire  of  the  guns  Curolon  crossed  a  nnllnb  (o  umall  rftriiw  or 
v-iileveoiirse)  for  itia  pTirp<i8e  of  alt.tckiiig  a  body  of  infantry  drawn  ap  in 
rear  of  it.  He  had  just  re-fomicd  the  i'egiin(-nt,  after  the  diK-rdei*  contc- 
(jncnt  on  pivwing  thin  nbslaele,  and  wa«  advancing  to  charge  Ibe  enemy, 
whfu  Lieulenimt  Gosling,  who  had  nliown  himself  n  good  Koldicr  boih  at 
111 iHgnee "«!!.■»  and  in  ih.it  Uny'n  figlil,  came  acroM  a  dinrnountcd  rebel 
trooper.  Gosling  unhesitiitiiigly  utt;icked  liim,  but  was  at  oace  bhot 
through  Ihe  chest  by  his  adver«ary.  Gosling's  dentb  was  soon  EtrcBged, 
the  enemy'*  infantry  bdng  i]iiiekly  dispwKcd  .ind  driven  off  the  Geld,  with 
the  loas  of  a  hundred  men. 

Nothing  now  rimaining  in  liis  immedi;ilo  front,  Ciirelon,  confident  of 
victory,  and  with  that  Imppy  instinct  tviiich  made  bim  to  excellent  a 
leader  of  irregular  cavalry,  determined  to  ascertain  the  rel>e]'»  line  <f 
relreat.  Sweeping  nl  n  rapid  pace  ncroia  ibe  plain,  in  icnr  of  the  enemy^ 
position,  lie  cut  up  niany  seallered  fugitives  aa  he  went,  TIic  Htn>l 
dooatance  is  like  n  rat  ;  when  compelled  to  light  be  will  rejust  to  the 
and  many  of  these  fiigitivca  fought  di^aperutely  ;  at  length,  on  mchinf 
n  iipot  about  five  millet  in  rear  of  the  enemy's  extreme  left,  be  perceived 
the  foo  ia  full  retreat,  while  immediately  in  ''rout  waa  a  party  of  cliielii 
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ibonnted  on  wc  elephants,  and  aurroundcd  by  caTolry  and  infantry.  To 
Bee,  to  charge,  to  defeat,  was  the  work  of  a  few  moments.  The  elephnnta 
were  captured,  the  chiera  kilied,  the  party  dispersed,  and  an  Engiish 
telegraph  Mgnaller  delivered.  This  man,  who  had  been  captured  some 
time  preriondy,  ond  been  taken  into  the  Held  in  order  that  he  might  be  a 
■pectatot  of  the  defeat  of  hia  countrymen,  was  rescued  by  Captain  Cureton 
At  great  personal  danger  to  himxelf. 

Scarcely  have  the  Tictora  time  to  congratulate  themaelvca  on  their 
■nccesa,  than  they  perceire  that  more  peril,  more  gloiy,  ia  in  atore  for  them. 
A  large  body  of  the  enemy  ia  discerned  approaching,  and  the  position 
of  the  little  band — they  do  not  exceed  200  aabrea — becomes  critical. 
Betreat,  howerer,  is  not  to  be  thought  of.  Cureton  withdraws  into  a 
grove  by  the  roadside,  and  there  awaits  the  arrival  of  the  rebels.  On 
come  the  doomed  men,  inspired  with  a  feeling  of  security  by  the  sight  of 
the  captured  elephants  witli  the  party,  which  they  consequently  deem  to 
be  composed  of  their  own  people.  Nearer  and  nearer  they  approach, 
hturying  to  avoid  the  bayonets  of  the  victorions  British  infantry  in  Iheic 
rear.  They  are  now  seen  to  amount  to  800  infantry,  .^00  cavalry,  and 
•ome  guns ;  and  Cureton,  aa  he  turna  from  them  to  gaze  on  his  own 
■canty  host,  feels  that  his  ia  a  desperate  venture.  On  come  the  rebels, 
«ad  the  grove,  containing  their  supposed  friends,  is  nlmost  reached. 
Stilt  not  a  aonad  issnes  from  the  trees,  not  a  greeting  strikes  the  ear, 
not  a  Kgnal  meets  the  eye.  Suddenly  n  clear  English  voice  rings  out 
the  word  "  Charge  I "  and  in  an  instant  the  Mooltiinees  are  in  the  midst 
of  the  pnnic-Btricken  foe.  Taken  by  surprise,  daunted  by  the  fury  of 
the  onset,  the  rebels  do  not  resist  long,  but  (k-e  in  all  direotions,  leaving 
npwarda  of  one  hundred  dt'ad  on  tlie  ground,  nnd  a  green  slandind 
and  Hcveral  guns  as  trophies.  Wiih  IhJs  fwit  of  arms  end  the  gallant 
deeds  of  Cureton  and  his  MooltaneoB  in  llio  .iclion  of  Nugci'nali.  They 
may  well  be  proud  of  tli.it  day  ;  for  to  defeat  cavalry  and  artillery,  then 
infantry,  then  again  cavalry,  artillcrv,  and  inOintry  conibinod,  in  the 
latter  case  contending  against  enormous  oJiIf,  wire  exploits  of  which 
even  a  veteran  corps  might  boaat,  JIow  much  more,  ihcn,  .a  young  regi- 
ment only  three  months  raised, and  engaged  tliit  flay  in  iis  second  aclion  1 

Lieutenants  Dixon,  Williams,  Sniilb,  and  Thomas  were  each  of  them 
in  the  course  of  the  day  engaged  in  single  combats  with  the  rebels. 
JemaJar  Emam  Bukah  Klian,  the  captor  of  Kliote,  similarly  dislinguishod 
himself.  lie  did  not,  however,  escape  without  receiving  two  sword-euls. 
The  total  loss  of  the  regiment  in  killed,  wounded,  and  missing  on  this 
occasion  was  one  English  officer,  one  volunteer,  three  native  officers,  three 
non-commissioned  officers,  twenty-llireo  troopers,  and  fifty-eight  horses. 

On  the  return  of  the  regiment  to  camp,  Ciiptaln  Cuietun  a?C('r(ained 
that  the  youth  who  had  accompanied  him  aa  a  volunteer,  and  whoso 
desperate  gallantry  had  procured  him  two  dangerous  woiuids,  wus  not,  as 
he  imagined,  a  British  officer,  but  a  student  of  the  Koorkee  Civil  Engineer 
CoUegc,  led  by  an  adventurous  spirit  to  follow  the  force  to  the  field.  A 
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strong  recomraendation  in  hia  &Your  having  been  made  by  Csptam 
Curcton,  and  backed  up  by  tlio  genernl,  Mr.  Hanna,  for  bucIi  wm  Ub 
name,  obtaiactl  an  ucaltached  commiaaion  na  the  reward  of  bis  intrepidity. 
Subsequently  he  was  appointed  to  do  duly  witli  the  1st  Fonjanb  Irre- 
gular Cavalry,  and  ia  now  adjutant  of  Fane's  Horee.  We  are  eoiry  to  add 
that  he  will  limp  to  hia  dying  day,  from  the  effect  of  the  irounds  received 
ot  Nogeenah, 

After  tliia  action  the  Mootlaneca  had  little  of  any  importance  to  do 
until  tlie  capture  of  Bareilly.  In  the  operations  which  led  to  this  remit 
they  did  good  service,  particularly  in  opening  communication  with  Lord 
Clyde,  ivho  was  attacking  the  place  from  one  aide,  while  General  Jonea 
VM  co-operating  with  him  iiom  the  other.  On  this  occauon  tney  fell  in 
with  several  Ghazees.  These  desperate  fanatics — men  who  tare  devoted 
themselves  to  death  in  destroying  the  infidels,  ani  have  prepared  them- 
selves for  that  holy  sacrifice  by  drinking  bhang  to  intoxication — attacked 
the  Moolranees  with  the  most  savage  resolution.  To  uae  the  words  of 
Captain  Cureton,  "  as  ihey  ruuhed  frantically  about,  more  like  mod  dogs 
than  anything  else,  they  were  very  difficult  to  kill."  In  some  instaiicei 
during  the  campaign,  they  actually  dismounted  and  cut  right  and  left, 
even  creeping  under  the  stomachs  of  tlidr  advcraariea'  horses,  in  their 
determination  to  iofltct  and  obtain  death.  In  their  rehgioua  msdnesa 
deatli  was  a  boon  above  all  price,  for  would  it  not  carry  them  straigla 
to  paradi.°c  7 

Information  being  received  that  the  garrison  left  in  Shahjehanpore 
by  Lord  Clyde  on  his  advance  was  hard  pressed,  and  had  been  compelled 
to  take  refuge  in  the  jail,  General  Jones,  with  a  consldei'ably  atigmented 
force,  waa  at  once  sent  out  to  effect  its  relief.  In  this  aucceaafial  operation, 
nawell  as  in  the  attack  on  the  British  forces  at  Shahjehanpore  on  the 
10th  May,  and  tlio  akirmiah  of  the  18th  of  the  same  month — at  the  latter 
the  commander-in-chief  himseH  being  present — the  Mooltanees  were  not 
serioualy  engaged.  Scarcely  a  day  passed,  however,  without  some  alight 
affair  taking  place  between  them  and  the  rebela.  In  the  skirmish  of  the 
18th,  Lord  Clyde,  ns  was  his  wont,  expoaed  himaelf  very  freely,  sad 
thereby  causi'd  the  Mooltanees  so  mucli  anxiety,  that  they  resolved  on 
trying  the  effect  of  a  petition.  Accordingly,  repairing  ja  a  body  to  tlie 
tent  of  their  commandant,  they  proceeded  to  open  their  hearts  to  him. 
With  great  earnestness,  they  spoke  of  llic  danger  the  Lord  Sahib  incurred, 
and  represented  that  if  anything  were  to  happen  to  him  not  a  man  in  the 
force  would  be  able  to  hold  up  his  head  afterwards.  They  be^ed, 
therefore,  that  Cureton  would,  on  their  hi'half,  petition  the  comoiander-iB- 
chief  to  lake  more  care  of  himself  for  the  future.  Cureton  pointed  out  to 
them  that  Lord  Clyde  was  the  chief,  and  could  not  be  dictated  to  as  to 
what  he  should  do.  This  explanation  by  no  means  satisfied  his  auditorji 
who,  much  cast  down,  lefl  his  presence  shaking  their  heads,  and  were 
greatly  relieved  when,  a  few  days  after,  the  commBader-in-chief  quitted 
the  eamp,  without  having  sualaJned  any  injury. 
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On  th*  24lh  tt»y,  Qeiwnl  Jonet '  cneouutexod  the  rebel  force*  at 
Bunu,  aud  complocejy  doftated  th«in.  Tlic  Rntiali  cavaIt}-— among 
wbom  vera  Cureloti'*  HoottiuuM^  togetbea-  with  Tomb's  troop  of  Ilursc 
AnIUcij — widiT  Brigadier  Hsgart,  formrtl  t!io  Wl.  The  ntmy  being 
rerj  XxoBg  in  tbb  arm,  ountinuully  ouiflitoked  and  tlumUmwI  (hnt 
poTtton  of  ili«  Iin«,  iDrarUbljr  retiring  wLcnever  Uic  brjgada  vtm  halted  to 
cDabI«  lli«  guuk  to  open  firt.  BrigMlier  Hagart'a  [ir«grt««  vw  tbiu  ixin- 
vdarmblj  iaipEdwi,  aad  sllenulel;  halting  tnd  advanciag,  be  guaed  but 
little  gTDiuid.  At  ki^tli,  aa  Ih*  brigade  wu  pturiflg  ■  1>^  P^^^  o^ 
■nan^-Ircee,  Curerton,  vtho  formed  tliu  cxlrcmc  IkA,  muldenlj'  reouved 
inUUfgeocs  from  his  flankers  Uiat  (JM  rebel  iiorse  were  charging  down  on 
lite  left  Auk  ol  hi*  rfigimmt.  Ilunifrdly  wheeling  up  the  led  tqiudron, 
vhidi,  thoagh  ukea  by  curpciM,  iMbaved  with  adiuintble  at««diae«,  be 
IimI  hardly  completed  the  moTsment,  when  the  mvtaj  wvre  upon  them. 
Tfae  rebel  chief,  with  xbout  Iweniy  (oikmcra— Ghazeu— m>^c  *ueh  n 
fanmi*  oiuct,  that  in  nn  iiutsct  tboy  b^  pierced  the  liiir-.  Tlie  regiment 
did  not  vai-uf  (M  en  tcubuit,  and  ulmoit  iii)mcdiiil<!  death  was  the  reward 
of  their  leneriljr.  Not  a  matiW  the  twenly-oi»  eaeoped,  but  ere  ihey  fell 
iUuj  hod  Mooowdcd  in  killing  oimI  woimding  Mvwal  of  the  Mooltaneea. 
The  chief,  who  vaa  comnundaot  of  the  whole  rebel  caralj^-,  quitted  thta 
tifc  Irogieolly.  A  young  Mooltooee  nuulc  n  stroke  at  him  wiA  hit  q>ear, 
and  Diiawd.  Dclemiaed  that  liia  prtry  aliould  not  escape,  ht  drq>p<:d 
the  &ithl0M  weapon,  and,  elneping  him  round  the  wniKt,  the  two  fiJl 
to  the  groiniHl  in  mortal  struggle.  Wlien  tlie  fight  v»x  over,  boih  were 
toaai  dead :  lite  Iroopeir  with  a  pistol  bullet  thruugli  ihe  body,  and  llie 
nbd  chief  with  n  dag^^e.r  in  his  chmt.  Mcnnlime,  the  slcadincas  and 
impMiBg  prcanMc  of  the  ftlooltaneM  bud  pn-rcnied  the  renuuRder  of  the 
rebJ*  tnm  making  any  vigoroaa  attack.  Theop,  amounting  to  between 
two  and  three  hundred,  had  fcJlowed  thi-ir  loader  with  sufBcieRt  gallantry 
tin  their  faorMfl  almoat  touched  thoee  of  their  adrerawk*.  They  then 
|mil«d  rfmrt  np;  luid,  allowing  thnir  leailnr  and  hia  bntve  followers  to 
nuh  olooe  on  the  n^d  to  death  and  paradtEe,  eomnwBced  firing  tbdr 
tmboMS  and  daahiag  their  lance*  at  tlie  foe.  No  sign  of  confnsion  or 
liar  ^ve  them  any  vaoontagement  to  diarge  homt-,  and  in  u  lew  roomentd 
^-^iietihjumshaTingheeiidispoaedoif—Curetonahoiited  "Charge!''  That 
weed  wot  Ihc  signal  for  tbo  rebeli  ta  By  at  the  utmo»t  ^teed  of  theii 
hiiiMa  As  they  pancd  the  mango-gTovc  they  wmd  JMned  by  nnother 
body  of  oqaol  ttrengtli,  wliich  had  mniuned  conceah^d  un  thu  farther  side. 
SooUaHog  over  ibe  country,  and  better  mounted  than  their  purauer*, 
dicy  BUin^eil  to  eocape  with  tfae  coniparatireiy  emuH  Ices  in  the  whole 
oftur  of  Iwcnty-iix  killed,  and  aboal  fiHy  w<<unded.  Hie  broken  remnanta 
ei  the  rebel  nrmy  were  pursued  for  some  diBtanee,  but  wiilicnt  mnch 
efltvt,  beyond  ih^r  being  prevented  rallying.  Little  worthy  of  note 
nmtttcd  dnrb^  the  renuining  few  days  the  oolutnn  continued  in  the 
tM.  The  objects  of  the  expedition  were  fully  carried  out,  but  the  enemy 
Dowhore  made  a  serioiu  rcotstance.    In  the  whole  of  thcee  opeTaiions  tlko 
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Uooltnncc*  toA  nn  Hctiv«  port.     A  fcvr  dnjs  nller  their  return  Um^  wor 
Sg)UB  despulcbed  as  part  of  *  force  under  Drigftdier  Taylor,  and 
a  prominent   jMirl  in    the   action  vrliich   tenuiualed   in   llie  captan; 
ShahabntL 

It :«  a  prrtty  ci'It-iI  itiea  among  mililary  men,  tlint  tlic  Oiinc 
eacnol  witli  ufficicucy  dlsclmrge  ihc  diiliea  of  light  caraliy,  in  the  proper^ 
AccDptAtion  of  the  term,  and  alio  fight  in  line.     A  pcrutul  of  an  account 
of  the  expltiiia  of  tlie  Mouliuiit^es,  and  of  tlic  above-qnotcd  paMngt-^ltir  it 
WM  through  this  regimtnt  that  Ciircton  cblainnl  inform&liaii— wo  hop* 
will  acrvc  to  dissipate  tliia  DotioQ. 

From  the  dat«  of  tlio  cnptttro  of  Shaliahnd  nnlil  th«  beginning  of 
October,  the  Alooltiuiees  remained  at  Sbalijehanpore.  I>uring  this  inlrrral 
of  comparative  inaclivily,  however,  pnrtic«  of  them  had  neTcnd  aliglit 
enconnleri  with  the  rvbcin  in  the  neiglibuurbood,  eiiubtiiihing  in  moat 
caacs  a  decided  superiority  as  swordsmen  over  their  oppotient*  Tha 
troop*  were  not  permitted  much  time  to  recruit  allcr  the  dangers  and 
fatigues  tliey  had  nndeigone.  The  rebels  having  bocomo  more  daring 
from  the  respite  they  had  received,  Sir  Tiiurima  Seatoii,  the  >(tocenor  of 
General  Joiiea  at  Shahjeh.inporc,  in  the  hrginning  of  October  mardwd 
■gaJnxt,  and  signally  defcnlcd  them.  On  thin  occasion  ihu  MooltaooM 
rendered  great  services  in  the  pursuit,  killing  about  one  hundred  of  lliS 
eiirray,  bcsidi'jt  wounding  olhrrii.  Of  thin  number  ni-ven  fell  benoith  tlia 
Mbre  of  one  of  Cureton'a  noD-oommlssiuned  officers. 

On  the  ISch  October,  1858,  the  Mooltanc^nt  again  took  the  field  wilb 
Brigadier  Troup's  column.  Tliat  officer  marched  from  ShahjdianporG  Car 
tJic  purpose  of  pressing  the  nbots  in  the  north  and  north-cut  of  Oudb, 
and  driving  lliem  in  the  direction  of  thnt  part  of  the  Terni,*  near  Borutcb, 
on  which  point  Eerernl  other  cohimns,  and  the  commander-in^duef 
himsolf  al  the  head  of  a  considerublc  body  of  troops,  were  conrcrginc. 

In  thii  caniputgn  the  filonltanrcs  were  net,  with  one  exception,  to 
hotly  eng,Tg«d  as  they  had  been  iu  the  preceding  one  ;  but  their  servicd 
aa  tcoutH  and  flankers  prated  invaluable.  It  was  a  ciuiou)  sight  On  the 
line  of  march  to  be!iL<ld  these  uild<lookiiig  horsemen  performing  the  dutioa 
of  rear-gunrd.  On  both  flanks,  riding  along  in  n  Tory  dtgn^i  nuinBer, 
might  be  aeen  couples  of  this  ragged  Irarder  caraJry,  supported  bj  a  dia- 
orderly- looking  clump  or  so,  from  amongst  whoM  ranks  a  Unco  wllL  lis 
bright-coloured  pennon  would  here  and  there  emerge.  Suddenly  a 
neilgbcit  or  n  b)nck  buck,  disturbed  in  its  lair  by  the  advnncnng  toldwifi 
makca  a  rush  aciosa  the  line  of  march.  Immediately  the  aaldier  di»- 
nppeara  in  the  huntor,  discipline  ia  thrown  to  the  winds,  spars  set  to  their 
horses,  and  a  doaen  or  twenty  eager  horsemen  duah  furiously  aAer  tbe 
game.

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In  lIuB,  vhicb  may  be  tenned  tlte  eecfind  catnpRign  in  Oudb,  the 
Uooltanees  were  eogaged  in  sereral  actions,  and  fuUy  muntaiucd  their 
fenn«r  repntadon.  We  pocs  over  the  afiairB  or  Mahad^nore,  Buasoolpore, 
ud  the  capture  of  Michowlie,  in  all  of  which  they  took  part,  aa  not  pre- 
■enting  anything  worthy  of  record.  From  UitbowJie,  which  was  t^cn 
tMNKMion  of  on  the  8tb  Norember,  the  force  proceeded  to  Allygnnge. 
On  the  march  to  that  place  a  desperate  rebel  tixioper  bid  himself  till  tho 
adranced  g^iard  reached  the  place  where  he  was  concealed,  when  he 
imbed  out,  and  being  well  mounted,  aucceeded  in  pasaing  them.  His 
intention  was  to  try  and  reach  tbe  head  of  ibe  column,  where  he  expected 
to  find  and  slay  some  officer  of  rank.  One  of  the  Mooltanees  gueaiing  bia 
object,  aet  spurs  to  his  boi'se  and  galloped  aAer  him.  Cureton,  who  was 
riding  in  front,  and  a  little  off  the  road,  bad  also  witnessed  tlie  procccd- 
iaga  of  tbe  Ghazec,  nad  hurried  in  pursuit,  hoping  to  be  able  to  cut  him 
off.  The  chase  waa  now  becoming  exciting.  In  advance,  in  tbe  direction 
of  tbe  column,  tode  tbe  rebel ;  a  little  behind,  and  on  one  ude,  dashed 
Cureton  at  tbe  top  of  bis  hoTw'a  speed  ;  while  directly  in  the  tear  boti/ 
qnirred  tbe  Mooltance.  The  matter  was,  bowover,  soon  terminated,  for 
JDit  as  Cureton  was  within  a  few  lengths  of  the  fanatic,  the  Mooltance 
took  a  deliberate  aim  with  Lis  carabine,  and  though  both  were  going  at 
racing  speed,  succeeded  in  putting  a  bullet  through  tbe  rebel's  heart. 
Coreton  arrived  just  as  the  desperado  fell  from  bis  borse,  and  only  in  time 
to  bear  bim  with  bis  dying  breath  thus  address  his  slayer — "Dogl  you 
hare  not  even  let  me  see  a  cursed  infidel's  face." 

On  tlie  let  December,  1858,  Truup  came  in  eight  of  Oie  enemy  under 
Prince  Feroze  Shah,  at  a  place  called  Bisiva.  Order  of  battle  was  promptly 
formed,  whtn,  on  a  largo  body  of  the  tiibtl  cav.alry  iliioafeniiig  liis  right, 
Troup  ordered  Cureton  to  advance  toivaida  thcni.  The  movement  had 
scarcely  conmienccd  ivLen,  led  by  Feroze  Siiiih  in  person,  the  hostile 
cavalry,  taking  the  initiative,  charged  'vvltli  the  greatest  determination  and 
in  excellent  order.  Putting  his  regiment  to  tbe  gallop,  Cureton  met  them 
galliintly,  and  after  a  few  minutes'  hard  fighting,  in  which  Eonic  tcirilic 
cutd  were  given,  tbe  rebels  Red,  pursued  by  tbe  Mooltanees  for  some 
distance.  This  was  perhaps  one  of  the  finest  inatiincca  of  tbe  shock  of 
cavalry  which  occurred  during  the  nmtiny.  Both  jarties  cliarging  home, 
fought  man  to  man  for  some  time  with  great  resolution,  the  rebelx,  who 
numbered  many  Gli.izecs  in  their  rauks,  not  giving  way  till  in  a  fair 
Etand-up  fight  they  had  both  received  and  inflicied  considerable  loss.  In 
the  charge  .and  puisuit,  the  jMooItances  had  about  twenty  men  killed  and 
wounded,  while  some  fifty  or  sixty  of  the  rebela  were  slain.  Among  the 
killed  in  the  Mooltanee  ranks  was  one  of  tbcir  bust  native  officers,  Jcmad^ir 
Mowladad  Khan,  son  of  Ressaldar  Iklabonicd  Khan,  also  belonging  to  the 
regiment.  On  tlie  termination  of  the  action  the  bereaved  father  was 
the  first  person  to  report  to  Captain  Cureton  the  death  of  his  gallant  sun. 
Of  the  rebels  every  chief  was  cither  killed  or  wounded. 

Some  days  after,  Isbmael  Khan,  one  of  the  rebel  cLicfa,  and  who  had 


bwD  shot  ihroiigb  tlie  b«e1  b;  *  revolver  *t  BUwa,  cnwe  and  nirreudercj 
bimtcir  fit  Die  hrad  of  liin  foDoirrr*.  He  Kiid  thnt  li«  bitd  licMi  in  arm* 
against  Uie  BfitlA  vm  aiuco  the  Mf loi-e  of  Odbl ;  but  tbat  iJoce  ha  bad 
bevQ  oppoacd to  tha M«oI lances,  ibf^y  and  ibnr  Mhib^nmtiunf  CureUn— 
hmd  d<'ue  liim  and  bla  Mk>n«n  more  Iiarin  tbno  all  tlie  tvnt.  He  drcJarcd 
ibat  tiiej  ncvrr  felt  mfe  night  pr  <ls)r,  and  llivrcrora  snmiidcred  ihMit- 
aelvM.  Wb<.ii  be  saw  CuKtou  b«  aak«d  lum  if  ho  vraa  Mti*fi<^  with  Iba 
nwnbor  be  and  bU  rrgimml  bnd  kilK-d.  "Tbrivi)  Itardly  a  bouoe  bi 
Koliilonnd,"  coulinuud  ibe  rebel  L-libf,  "  ivbtre  ifae  Muoluni-ei  bsTo  not 
caiMcd  grkf." 

A  few  vrcclcH  latur,  Co1mi«1  Dennis,  COtb.  Rlfitis  witK  neat  nartbwanl 
wiib  a  ttuall  force  lo  i3i<[irr«c  ibo  rcbcU  nbo  h»<I  lied  lo  tb«  outer  berdor 
oftboTrriu.  L!«ulcn:iiit  Di.TOTi,  w!tb  a  wcnk  Kjuadmn  of  Mooltancn^ 
necoRipauied  llio  ex[iedilion.  On  ono  occasion  Lieutenant  Dixon,  sup- 
ported hj  KJme  pclioe  cnvabv,  (bund  n  Inr^e  hbdj  td*  rvbd  infunttj  wi 
ivo  gana  drawn  np  in  bit  front ;  charging  down  upon  tl>om  >ie  dbn>ver(4 
aa  ho  apprvaobed,  tint  A  nullnb  iulrrvoni-d  betw««n  bim  nnd  the  tntmy, 
Tbo  rigbt  of  the  obstacla  woa  powvrlcea  lo  o1»ock  the  boiling  coumi^e  of 
the  Mooltaneca  and  tkvEr  gallant  leader.  Onward  thoj  avrerp  wiUi 
unavailing  ardour.  A  gnllant  attempt  to  croaa  was  made ;  bwt  tbe  enanf 
■nnintnincd  n  lif^nvy  En  on  tbu  xpot,  nnd  the  borte^  bKftme  miai^led  in 
tlie  (luicVsands :  DisoD  himself  was  aliot  througli  lite  left  sbonlder  and  his 
c3iai'g«T  killi'd,  vrhilo  men  and  homes  f<)l  inpidly  around  bim.  Sueceas 
buing  dcarl/  impomible,  u  retreat  waa  ordered.  Nulhing  like  a  panio 
howern-  enitied,  and  in  »pi(c  of  a  hot  fire  the  Mooltanees  carried  olF  nit 
their  woimdcd.  Tbns,  for  tlio  first  time  rinee  becoming  a  rtgiinnit,  did 
tliiT  .MoolUinecs  >TiiriT  a  repulse— -bat  not  a  dlslioiiou ruble  ooe^  Lirateitant 
Dixou  died  of  his  wound;  nnd  in  him  lior  Mnjeslj  lost  an  officer  of 
brilliant  promise. 

Wbfli  tbn  ^'gimcnt  was  embodied  on  tho  16tb  Jantiarr,  1858,  the 

I  ii-rm  of  absence  from  tlie  Punjaub  wiis  liinitcJ  lo  one  year,     llist  period 

tla'I  now  expifeil,  but  tlio  neccfities  of  the  Slntc  rcndowJ  ;ui  exl«naion 

[neceNuty,  and,  nt  ihv  rcqumt  of  Rir  Jolm  Lawrence,  ihe  bntrt-  and  lojal 

Uooltanees  continued  to  serve,  after  ibe  expirnlion  of  tbelr  m^gonunt, 

not  only  vriiboiit  murmuring,  but  with  cbciTfulnest. 

Nor  was  ihb  a  Jifrlit  sacrifice.  Fond  ai  is  ibe  Moolfanec  of  fighting, 
jret  even  this  taslo  is  rivnllod  by  the  ardent  attachment  lo  borne,  which 
is  one  of  his  pi-incipnl  chnntclcristlc^  Sfureover,  tbotc  who  were  land- 
buldcni  eufTered  considerable  inconreDtenec  and  no  little  Ioki,  by  tliis  delay 
in  iheir  rclurn  to  the  Punjiiub.  Imnglning  that  tbcy  would  only  b* 
rnway  for  twelvemonths,  HrcoiJing  to  ngreemenl,  ibey  bad  sub-let  or 
Hri-auged  abont  tbcir  limd  for  tbat  time  only.  Their  patience  was  not, 
however,  long  tried  j  for  at  tho  tnd  of  February,  1858,  tho  tebeUHHl 
being  now  almost  stamped  out,  tlie  difTcrt-nt  cclvimns  were  broken  up,  nnd 
the  Sloollancea  recdved  ibe  route.  One  regret  mixed  Itaclf  with  |)m  joy 
oiuscd  by  this  intclligenee,  and  thiit  waa  the  ihougbt  of  being  sepantcd

Aa  Hoon  ms  th«  ord<rr  for  iLe  loarcli  a'ttclieil  llieni,  tliiau  Muoli.inccs 
who  lud  loat  lui/  rekilioiut  or  connections  during  the  two  cuiuputt-iis 
«bt^iwd  leave  to  go  and  f^ich  ihcir  Lodiw.  It  had  bci^ii  the  ciutom 
wli«n  u)jr  nton  full  Tor  bi»  kioitblk  to  cmbnlin  tlio  bndj-,  and,  markiug  tbo 
^lot,  to  Inuy  ft  iu  u  iiiouni  or  hedge,  till  an  opportunity  occurred  of 
tnuu^orling  it  W  his  home.  They  now  baaleued  iu  every  directioD  to 
take  up  the  ootpMs,  and  bring  tliMn  to  Shohjdianpore,  nlicrc  lh«y  wor« 
to  rejoiu  tbe  regimtut.  Prom  ShiihjebaTii>or<9  the  MoollancuH  lunrcbni 
fin  Peabawor,  otrrying  vilh  them  n  loog  tntio  <if  cirt«,  Inden  with  cuffiim 
huiUmu^  their  decenwd  rdiiliutw.  Durinj;  u  short  holt  ut  Unibullnh,  a 
eotupUint  fvt  the  fim  lim«  was  nutde  agaiott  the  Moultaneea,  who  even 
daring  the  tcmpUttoa*  of  a  ciuupaign  hod  exhibited  th«  mo*t  txcniplory 
good  conduct.  Cooiintiing  their  Diiirdi,  they  passed  through  B»ivul  Piadoc, 
wltece  ft  Mtio-coniic  incident,  in  whtcb,  however,  the  comic  dccIdL'JIy  pre* 
domiDatcd,  occurred.  A  yc>uiij{  trouper  cauie  to  Captain  Cmx-ton  in  a 
gn»t  atato  of  excitement,  nod  thus  unfolded  his  grievance.  He  tuid  lliat 
oo  cxuDiDing  bi4  iiilher's  coiliu,  vbteb  hu  lutd  brought  vrith  bim  d-oiu 
HindooMas  va  »  carl,  he  had  fouud  it  empty.  It  apjieared  tluic  ibo 
dccea>c<rs  rr-iiuuti»  hud  (lipped  through  a  cTuck  in  tlic  bottom  of  ibo  colUn. 
Now  the  young  Iruopef  iiad  hired  th«  cnit  to  carry  his  (iiilivr'a  liody,  and, 
findiDg  that  nbwat,  tun  rude  >cn»e  of  justice  revalleil  at  hnviitg  to  ptiy  for 
•n  onlUIMed  cuntraet.  Cuicton,  houever,  e.x^jltiiued  U>  him  thai  uo  fatilt 
could  be  attributed  to  tho  diiver,  and  that  he  was  l><<uiid  to  pay  the  hire 
i^raed  upon.

Tlw  natire  oommandant,  Uholam  IIiiMan  Khau,  wai  inieed  to  the  r&nk  of 
Sirdar  Dahadur,  received  tho  third  otaM  Order  of  Merit  and  a  pecuuiaiy 
r««nrd,  nod  iru  fitrtbcr  appointed  rakecl,  or  nntivc  re^TcucntntiTe,  of  tho 
British  Govennncnt,  at  tlie  oouil  of  Oi«  Atnecr  of  Cabul.  One  reMildar 
(a  nuik  luuiireriD^  to  tlut  of  captain  of  cavalry)  wm  gi-antcd  the  rank  of 
Babadtur,  and  nitio  native  offioera,  nDa-coninii«ioned  olficcia  and  trooperst 
obtainad  the  third  daas  order  of  nieril.  The  rank  of  Sirdar  Bidiodur 
eanin  with  it  on  annuity  of  TSl.  a  year,  lutd  tliat  of  Bahadur  one  of  36'. 
sytar.

"  Any  hope  as  lo  what,  Bernard  7  " 

"  I  hardly  know  whether  a  man  ia  bound  to  take  a  Bingle  answer  on 
Buch  a  subject.  But  this  I  know,  that  if  a  man's  heart  is  concerned,  he  is 
not  very  willing  to  do  so." 

"When  that  answer  lias  been  given  honcslly  and  truly " 

"  Oh,  n.i  doubt.  I  don't  nt  iill  suppose  that  you  were  diahoneiit  or 
fJie  when  yon  rcinsed  lo  allow  liic  to  speiik  to  you."

rnnny.  It  bod  burdl/  occurred  to  btni  oh  pralHibIc  ibut  lii*  coiwin  would 
rtjeet  bo  dtgiblc  in  offer,  nnd  had  certainly  never  cccv.ncd  to  biiu  that 
be  would  Iiave  to  Kufll-r  niiylbiiig  from  (uob  Tcjcetion.  lie  IiaeI  cntcr- 
tahied  tuiDe  of  tbnt  finding  of  which  I»vers  spciik  when  tliey  declnrc  that 
ibtT'  ore  lUking  ibi^tr  nil  upou  iJie  baxnid  of  a  die.  It  liad  not  fecmed 
to  him  tfa»t  ho  WHS  KUting  nn}  tiling  m  bo  gently  told  liis  tale  of  Unguld 
lore,  lyiag  mi  tbc  turf  by  the  bu-ba.  lie  bud  not  regarded  tbu  puiui- 
bility  of  dwippoinHncnt,  of  sorrow,  und  of  a  deeply-vexed  mind.

be  might  not  impiohnbly  be  cidlcd  upon  to  Inltu.  Thai  very  day,  jatt 
befure  tbe  DtUcH  biid  come  iu,  bo  had  received  a  lecond  Ittlcr  Irom  hii 
darling  Amelia,  wriiLoi  very  closfly  npt>n  the  bed*  of  tliu  finL  Why 
liad  he  not  answeied  Iicr?  Was  he  ill?  Wjib  he  untrue?  No;  idie 
would  not  believe  that,  and  therefore  f<'!l  back  upon  the  probnbili^  of 
Ilia  illucM.

We  eotuUntly  i^ilk  o(  thv  ibou^htIeBuie»  of  youth.  I  do  not  know 
whether  we  miglit  not  more  approprialvly  ngkenk  of  it*  thoiightrulncM.  It 
in,  bowerer,  do  doabt,  tnie  that  thought  will  not  at  once  produce  wisdom. 
It  may  ii]mo«l  be  n  question  whether  cut-'h  wUdoni  n«  many  of  iix  have 
ia  oiumaiuruyeara  haa  ma  cuiiie  I'n.ai  the  dying  out  of  ilie  jiuwer  of 
trmplotinn,  rallicr  th;iii  as  tlic  rcaulta  of  thought  and  roolulion.  Slen, 
full  fledged  and  at  their  work,  are,  for  the  mOHl  part,  too  busy  <'ur  much 
tliOBght;  l>ut  bd«,4Mi  whom  th«  work  of  the  world  has  aot  yet  liillea 
wllb  all  iu  prrSHure, — Uwy  have  time  for  tliitikiog. 

And  lhu«  JE>hn  Eauoi  was  thoughlfiil.  They  wbn  knew  him  best 
Keoualed  liim  to  bo  a  g^ty,  good-hearted,  somewhat  reckleM  yuuiig  mau, 
open  to  tcniptatioit,  but  niau  upeu  to  good  impreieiou* ;  lu  to  whoui  no 
great  racMM  ctnUd  bo  pndicatvd,  but  of  whom  bi«  fri«adj|  might  fairly 
hope  that  lie  might  »o  live  at  to  briug  upon  tUem  no  diagiace  and 
not  macii  troahlc  Out,  above  all  thingf,  they  n'ould  huve  called  hliu 
llianghtl(««.  In  *u  calling  hini,  ihcy  judged  him  wrong.  lie  waa  cwf 
thinking, — thinking  mudt  of  the  world  us  it  appeared  to  him,  and  of 
loBiaatf  as  ho  appcoiod  to  the  world;  and  thinking,  alito,  cfthiags  beyond 
the  world.  What  was  to  be  hia  fate  heie  and  lio'eulier?  Lily  Italu 
wu  gone  from  htm,  aiul  Amt^lia  ICoper  wu»  hanging  ivund  hie  neck  liko 
k  BullDtone  I  What,  uiid«r  BUcb  circumstances,  waa  to  be  liia  fate  bert 
■nd  bcrvancr  T 

We  may  any  Ihatth^dinicutijcs  in  his  way  were  not  as  yet  vwy  greuv. 
As  tu  Lily,  indeed,  be  liad  no  room  for  hope ;  but,  then,  bis  love  for  Lily 
httil,  perbapn,  been  a  aontiiuent  rather  than  a  paiiaioti.  Mast  youitg  nieii 
have  in  go  through  that  dinppointmeul,  and  are  enabled  to  bi-ar  it  witli- 
out  tDacii  injury  to  their-  prospects  or  happiness.  And  io  atltr  life  tlio 
ransmbraDCC  of  such  lore  is  a  bleMii>g  rather  tliun  a  curi;e,  enabling  the 
poOMMOr  of  it  to  feel  that  in  tl»w  early  days  ihera  was  something  within 
hint  cf  which  hs  had  no  came  to  be  KsliaincJ.     I  do  ncit  pity  Julm  tannics 

much  in  regard  to  Lily  Dale.     And  tltcn,  as  to  Aniella  liupcr, ]iad  he 

sieved  but  a  tithe  of  that  lady's  experience  in  the  world,  or  i«>iscsi>ed  it 
^  qnilvr  of  her  aadadly,  surely  siieli  a.  dilHculty  a.\  that  need  not  bare 

tri:— 
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her  tliat  b«  wm  not  nioded  to  umrry  bcr  t  In  rcrjr  trntli  kc  bad  n«vgr 
premiiied  to  do  ho.  Ue  vos  ia  no  wajr  boiiud  to  bcr,  not  eT«n  bj'  lionour. 
Honour,  indeed,  wilb  «a^  m  her !  Hut  men  arr.  covurdi  before  wonHn 
antil  they  b««Miw  tf  nwta ;  and  uie  naty  dnpce,  till  of  a  niddm  Ukey 
reoegaice  lli«  loet  (hat  ii  is  |>leaanivr  to  bo  the  Tiotimi^r  than  the  victin), 
— nnd  H  nty.  Then:  nre  men,  indued,  vrlio  never  learu  the  lalter  Ifcn. 
Bat  though  th«  cwim  for  tmr  wan  no  Kligbt,  poor  John  Euan  wu 
thoroughly  niritid.  Little  things  whieh,  in  oonneetion  with  bo  deep  naorravr 
nahis,  it  is  alnwHt  ridicaloosto  meDl*cii,eddedta  hie  embariMnnents,  end 
niadv  on  escape  from  them  vecm  tubiw  tobeiiupossibkii  He  oould  not  return 
to  Lundon  irilboot  going  to  Burton  Crf*cent,  bccauic  tiie  dotlioe  were 
there,  and  bccaute  he  owed  to  Mn.  Koper  eome  small  sum  of  moo^  whidi 
on  his  r«tTin)  to  Lomdon  he  woold  not  Iutg  itnnKidiatvly  in  hie  pocket,  lie 
iiiust  tli«refore  meet  Amelia,  and  he  kuew  tiiM  be  bud  not  the  oourage  to 
tell  «  girl,  fac«  to  ftoe,  thnt  lie  did  not  love  her,  aAcr  be  Imd  onoo  been 
indvood  (o  mj  that  he  did  do  no.  Hu  boldest  conceptioD  did  not  go 
lieyond  tba  writing  of  a  ktler  in  nluch  he  woiild  rcnoinice  her,  and 
removing  btnudf  altogelbei  from  that  i^uaiter  of  the  town  in  whiuh  Barton 
Croeceot  WM  Ktualcd.  But  th«nabout  his  clothe*,  nnd  that  debt  of  liiaT 
And  what  if  Amdia  should  in  tlit!  meantime  ounie  donu  to  Guualwick  and 
cUim  him  ?  Could  he  in  hi«  mother's  pre«enco  declare  that  iho  bad  no  right 
to  lUHkc  Hiich  duim  I  The  dilliculties,  in  truth,  were  not  veiy  great,  but  tliejr 
VfcTD  too  heavy  for  that  poor  young  ekrk  from  tbo  Incomv-tax  Office. 

Tou  will  dechire  tliat  he  muni  Iiaru  li<.-eu  a  fool  and  a  eomrd.  Yet 
ho  eouM  read  and  understand  Shakiipearv.  lie  knew  much, — by  fu  too 
much, — of  llyroii'ii  poetry  by  heart.  He  wiw  a  deep  crilie,  oAcn  iriitoig 
down  Ilia  eriiicjiuiiii  in  a  leogtby  journal  wliich  ho  kept.  Ue  could  «ri(» 
quickly,  and  wtlh  undcnitanding;  and  I  uiiiy  declare  tliat  men  at  hi* 
office  had  already  ascertained  that  ho  was  no  fool.  He  knew  his  buainess, 
and  eould  do  it, — aa  many  men  failed  to  do  who  were  mueb  Icea  ftwliih 
bcfom  the  world.  And  as  to  that  matter  of  oovrardice,  he  would  hare 
Ihougbt  it  die  givatest  bleaaing  in  ibe  world  to  be  riiut  up  in  a  room  vith 
Croabie,  having  permianioD  to  light  with  him  till  one  of  ihem  abouU  faava 
been  brought  )>y  stress  of  buttle  to  give  up  liis  elaiin  to  Lily  Dale.  Eamn 
was  no  eoward.  He  feared  no  man  on  earth.  But  he  was  terribly  afraid 
of  Amelia  Roper- 
He  wandered  about  ibrougb  the  old  Manor  woods  very  ill  at  easfb 
The  poet  from  Giiestwick  went  out  nt  eercn,  and  he  miut  at  oooo  make 
lip  bin  mind  whetlier  er  no  lie  would  nrite  to  Amelia  on  that  d^.  He 
Diuftt  al&o  Buike  up  hi«  mind  as  to  wlint  lie  wotild  say  to  her.  Ue  felt 
thnt  be  oliould  at  leant  answer  bur  letter,  let  bin  answer  be  n^biit  it  might.

chapter  xv. 

The    Last    Day. 

Last  days  are  wretched  days ;  and  s*  arc  last  momenta  wretched  moments. 
It  u  not  the  fact  that  the  parting  is  coming  which  mnkgs  tlicsc  days  and 
moments  BO  wretched,  but  the  feeling  that  Bomething  special  is  expected 
from  them,  which  something  tlicy  always  fail  to  produce.

ptuaonnge.  Tberu  *hr.  reniitinml  till  the  very  tound  of  ibe  wheeti  no 
longer  I'eached  bur  ears,  strelcliing  her  eyea  in  the  directioo  they  had 
taken,  'i'hcn  she  tumtsl  round  elowly  uid  mode  bor  way  out  at  the 
churchyard  gate,  which  opened  on  to  the  road  doae  to  the  front  door  of  the 
Smsll  Houae. 

"I  should  lite  lo  puiiob  his  ii«vl,"  taid  Hopkin»,  the  gaiJeuer,  to 
himaeir,  oa  be  mw  the  gig  driven  sway  nnd  mw  Lily  ti-ip  nllcr  it,  that  «h« 
might  (cc  the  lust  of  liiui  whom  it  i-arried.  "  And  I  wouldn't  tfainlc 
nothing  of  doing  it ;  no  moi'e  1  woiildn'l,''  Hopkins  addod  in  his  eoliloqny. 
It  wax  gcnrniUy  thought  iibout  iliu  plaxe  that  Mian  Lily  wut  Hupkiat'< 
&vouriU:;  though  he  showed  it  cliiefly  by  BDubbtng  her  more  frequently 
than  he  antibbed  her  sister. 

Lily  bud  evidently  intended  to  return  home  throogb  lli«  front  door  ; 
but  i-hc  chnngi^d  her  purpute  before  the  reached  the  bouac,  Md  made  her 
nay  alowly  bock  through  the  oburohyord,  and  by  the  gate  of  the  Gmt 
Home,  nnd  by  thci  gnrden  at  the  back  of  it,  till  tlie  croeeed  the  little 
bridge.  But  uu  the  bridge  olic  rcitad  awhile,  leaning  agninat  the  raiting 
aa  she  bud  nfi^n  Irani  with  bim,  and  thinking  of  nil  that  had  p«Eaed  nuce 
that  July  diiy  ou  which  ehe  had  first  met  him.  On  no  apot  had  ho  to 
often  told  her  of  his  love  m  on  this,  and  nowhere  had  she  so  eagerly  twom 
to  him  that  she  would  be  his  own  dutiful  loving  wife.

Thcy^  npfiuv  fhua 
lime  to  time  in  new  ibrmK  bdiI  in  atrui^jr  gaihorvd  (broei  ng»  Awbile, 
and  then  di«  awAjr;  their  oomiagsnd  ibeir  goJng  biiiiig  eqottlljr  iuoxpli- 
cmUc,  or  at  IttM  BnexpUimNl. 

A  few  jrcora  n^  tho  gnratt*  broke  oat  aiKl^bly,  like  ■  new  pbgue, 
iuTeaicd  ibe  streeU  with  danger,  inleoied  Uie  wmmuatt/  with  luill'-*liitin«AaI 
apprelienHoiu,  and  diaappcand  without  leaving  »  hiot  to  atitJe  our 
bamUenatnt.  Viattx  aAar  winter  pasMd,  and  tlie  gitmiter  caiiM  not 
agun.  lie  was  do  more  heard  of  iban  Paul  Jones  or  tho  Utnck  DeftUi ; 
wiMR  anddonljr  no  pbca  wm  nJa  from  !ii«  oirocilies.  Tii«  long  suiomer 
tif^U  li*d  aiwrcalr  40d«d,  the  doora  of  tUt  muni  civiliztujj  BjiUbition  nt 
Bromptrai  were  iMt  jet  otoaed,  when  we  wuro  surfirluil  bjr  tha  ehqkI  incU- 
lB«nt  ruffisnism  that  aver  diigmcod  a  RinrlcGBlb  century.  Oiico  mon  the 
Kreota  of  Loadcpn  ar«  luiaife,  bj  day  or  ai^t.  Tbo  cpidctnio  Liu  oomo 
«pa«  oa  again,  and  we  are  juM  aa  unprcparod  and  aa  Iwlplew  as  before. 
Hie  dovtOT*  who  are  appoiotod  to  rq;nUie  our  BOiual  ajatem  &ra  tak«u  by 
antpriH,  and  tlie  public  diisid  baa  almort  bt-come  a  piinic. 

It  18  cvrtainlj  not  lo  incrcaae  the  panic  tliat  thia  papor  ia  written;  but 
rinqiljr  to  catpotuid  from  the  Upe  of  eriminalB  tbemselves,  and  for  tbo 
iaianamtiaa  of  boocat  men,  tbo  miMl  approved  and  nooewfnl  methods  of 
im^taxy  and  the  garotte.  The  subject  ia  not  a  pltMant  oo«,  and  I  l««l 
apologetic  far  tho  slang  that  I  miut  vrriie.  Ou  the  olber  hand, 
I  bav*  kaiBod  amongit  burgUtra  and  garoitera  in  my  phaon  miuis- 
tnttooa  may  be  naeful  at  a  time  like  this ;  and  for  the  rtat,  we  ahould 
Ttnamber  lliat  dread  majr  oncoarage  the  propagation  of  moral  a«  well  m 
{■bjaieal  dlaordeia.  To  icar  the  plague  ia  to  be  half  dead  of  it;  and 
by  the  tima  a  gang  of  dcepemdoea  have  intimiiUted  a  whole  city  they 
b»v«  bee«Bn«  to  other  rogoea  so  glariona  that  tb«y  arc  mirc  to  be  iinttHtad, 
and  imitated  by  biinglfaig  ruffiiae  more  dangeroiu  even  ibau  the  ortgtual 
inclilionart.  This  ha*  brcn  ihown  already  in  the  riac  and  progrcH  of 
tbo  gprotta  syitLin  of  robbi-T^.  At  first,  it  was  a  icieDtlllc  operalioD, 
abundantly  cranl,  but  not  abaolvtcly  mnnlcrotu;  the  intention  y<:M  nvilber 
to  kill  nor  to  ntaim.  The  aodadty  of  the  system,  ils  norrhy,  and  tkd 
difflooliy  of  giurding  ^jainM  it,  tcrnfiL-d  the  public;  and  this  terror  gave 
iIm  verj  beat  iMlimony  ibal  could  be  borne  to  the  merits  of  a  practice 
alnndy  too  inviting  to  crime.  Kc^uw  wjth  a  good  bean  for  sudi  work 
bol  IM  skill,  rudo  unhandy  villains,  took  up  the  trade,  and  now  it  M 
(wied  OB  with  a  ferocity  more  than  brutal. 

We  have  b«M)  tdd,  and  tho  statement  t*  curious  if  true,  that  th« 
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gitrott«r  Rnt  acquired  his  art  in  a  convict-ibip,  where  ker  Hajetty'a  jaitori 
practiiKil  it  on  h'm  oocaaiuoall/,  irhvnercT  he  bccunu  ray  aatnigcout. 
Fiitding  how  ciuily  he  wiw  mibtiucd  by  ihis  mctliod,  hdA  how  Ultle  It 
iiijure4  iiini  if  coolly  ai>plied,  the  courict  noli-d  the  trtclt,  with  an  tye  to 
busioMK  when  be  ihould  become  n  ticlci;4-or-Ii^ntc  mnn.  I'crbapt  it  ts 
bentUM  the  ItMOiw  they  liave  rccnvcd  were  aU  hi  their  own  sore  cost  that 
regukr  garotten  work  with  great  c«re.  Thtj  practi«c  npon  caeh  o(h«r 
ftvqucQlly  bcfurc  they  renture  into  the  street*— iio4  only  to  acqaire 
the  STt  of  garotting  in  otcft  pomble  position  sod  aititodei,  but  ih&t  ihey 
tnay  Icara  how  long  nod  wiili  what  degree  of  force  they  may  litig  thor 
victim'*  tliront  without  fndiingtring  hia  hfc  or  (criouily  injuring  bin. 
Tliey  conitort  io  companies  of  three — a  "  front  stall,"  &  "  back  rial!," 
■nd  a  "  niuty  man."  'J'hi-sc  dtaignations  arc  perfi-ctly  nigntlicnnt  of 
tbo  part  each  man  is  expected  to  piny.  The  "  niurty  rniui "  in,  of  courm, 
the  actual  op«rntor ;  and,  accordingly,  he  is  the  leader  in  all  enterprises^ 
and  liikat  a  larger  yhare  of  tlie  plunder, 

A  regular  gang  does  not  often  make  upecuUlirc  Tcntnrea.  They  call 
tliat  "throwing  a  chanco  away,"  meaning  that  they  run  extroordtitaiy 
riakfl.  Only  when  the  rogiK-x  arc  "bard  up,"  or  mndc  audacioiu  by 
driiik,  or  eacouroged  boyond  their  cooler  judgment  by  sncli  a  run  of 
Buocess  M  tJiey  have  adiieved  to  London  lately,  do  they  "  throw  a  chance 
away."  The  fnvntirilc  nit-lhod  it  to  Ht-lcct  a  promising  victim,  mark 
his  incomings  and  oiilgoings,  and  await  a  fair  cpporiunity  of  lime  oud 
place.  Uy  many  untiui>pect«d  meaiu,  ax  well  as  thoso  wliich  «e  oprn  to 
everybody,  they  get  to  know  that  mich  and  such  a  mnn  carrieii  a  good 
"stake"  about  with  him,  in  money,  watch,  jewellery,  &c.,  and  ihni  be k 
generally  to  be  found  walking  in  a  certain  direction  at  certain  msmom. 
Uc  is  marked.  Hme  and  place  orv  fixed  for  the  deed  ;  but  opportunity 
!>  nuver  forced.  If  ducceHs  appears  doublf\il  on  one  occaidon,  they  wait 
till  another  contos  round,  and  will  dog  one  man  for  night*  and  eren 
wrcki  together.  At  Inst  fortune  faTours  th«  unjuot,  and  the  thing  U  done. 
Tlio  "front  Btall"  walkn  a  few  yards  in  advance  of  the  prey  •  it  is  hu  duty 
(o  look  out  for  dangers  ahead.  The  "  back  otall "  conta  on  «t  «  itili 
further  distance  behind,  or  sometime*  in  the  cftiri^e-wsy — aloof,  but  at 
tbc  victim'*  Bide.  Immediately  in  his  rear  walks  the  "nasty  nuu," 
upproaching  ntarcr  nnd  nrnrer,  with  ftteps  which  )ceq>  time  with  ihoM 
of  him  whom  he  follows.  The  firxl  Ktall  lifb  hii  hut  Irom  bis  head  in 
token  that  all  i*  ch'Jir  beyond;  tlic  second  ttall  niakca  no  lugn  to  the 
contrary;  aud  then  the  third  ruffian,  coming  swiniy  up,  fling«his  right 
arm  round  tlic  victim,  striking  liim  smartly  on  the  forehead.  laatiBO- 
tirely  he  throws  bi:^  liead  hnck,  and  in  that  nioTemonl  loses  every  dbonee 
of  CHUpe.  His  tliroat  in  l\jlly  offered  to  his  OMailant,  who  instantly 
ombroceii  it  witli  his  Idl  arm,  the  bone  just  abov*  the  wrist  being  pressed 
agttiiut  tho  "  apple  "  of  the  throat.  At  the  same  moment  the  garoit«r, 
dropping  hi*  right  hand,  seixea  tlic  other'*  lofl  wriHt;  and  thus  supplied 
vilii  a  powerful  kver,  .draws  him  bade  upoti  his  breast  and  thera  hold* 
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tim,  "Ota  "vutj  aau^"  put  i>  done.  Bu  bmdsa  !■  bdplei*  from 
Hm  fint  noment,  and  ipeodily  beoomes  inwuible;  all  A<  hu  now  to 
do  k  to  ba  s  littla  maraibL  An  aKpnunoad  guotter  knowi  immedistalj 
lAnai.  hm  jny  ia  inaeiMibla  (or  m  he  boMta),  and  tlies  be  nlazea  hie 
■mbnM  aoHewhat;  but  if  lytnptami  of  neortaj  ehonld  fbUoir  too 
i^ndlj',  the  hag  ie  tii^tened  fbrthirith.  Mesawhile  the  itaUa  are  bnajr. 
Tbar  &at  ears  afier  the  vietiia  ia  aeiied  and  ■aftlj  held,  ia  to  take  off 
bia  bat  and  Adr  oomtade'i  too;  hats  awkwardlj  Idok  about  in  the 
acnSc^  and  it  ia  obriooalj  not  weD  &a  the  ganttet  to  leare  aoylhing 
that  ia  bia  on  the  fleld  of  Arife.  Thii  opentiou  ia  ai'ipiwl  to  the 
"  ftmt  atall,"  and  ia  pdiiyle  enough ;  but  bo  haa  Kwnetinwa  to  parform 
anothcK  and  a  &r  nion  onerooi  one.  Shonld  the"naat]r  man"  have  a 
"tnmble,"  or,  in  language  a  Httle  pUmer,  ihould  he  find  a  diifionllj  in 
**aaniringnp"  hia  iutgeot,  it  ia  the  du^  of  the  "fruit-Mall"  to  aanat 
him  hf  a  heavj  Uow,  gsierallf  delirond  juat  under  the  wuat  The 
aercwiog  np  ia  eaay  aAer  that,  and  then  die  aeoond  atall  prooeoda  to  lifle 
the  .Tigtim'a  pooketi.  Ibia  done,  the  gaiotter  afiowa  hia  iaaeaaible 
baiden  to  dh^  to  the  gnmnd,  oarefnllj  aTOidii^  a  fidl,  lert  that  ihouId 

I  onoe  allowed  a  thifd^  whom  I  yiiited  in  hia  cell,  to  garotte  me.  We 
bad  a  dear  nndentanding  that  I  waa  not  to  be  made  inienai^le ;  but  he 
eqlaiaed  that  it  waa  seceaaaiy  that  be  diould  aorew  me  hard  if  I  widied 
to  ajTerienoe  the  aeniation  of  the  garotted,  and  to  know  how  apeedily 
tba  toA  eould  be  dmie.  I  aobnutted  to  thia  view,  and  in  a  marrelloualj 
dxnt  period  found  that  I  bad  gone  through  almoit  all  that  the  "  naaty 
man  "  inflicts  in  an  ordinary  way.  The  operation  was  exactly  what  I  hare 
above  described  it ;  it  occupied  a  few  seconds  only ;  and  yet,  had  I  been 
held  a  few  seconde  longer,  I  moat  have  become  insenBible.  As  it  was,  I 
was  wholly  helpless,  and  my  throat  was  not  easy  again  for  several  weeka 
afterwards 

Although  this  is  the  most  approved  mode  of  garotting,  there  ore 
others— as  may  be  seen  from  the  police  reports  which  have  made  the  news- 
sheet  BO  hideous  lately ;  it  is  obvious,  moreover,  that  circumstances  must 
sometimes  oblige  the  best  r^;uliited  gangs  to  vary  their  tactics.  A  "  nasty 
man  "  will  sometimes  work  alone,  lying  in  wait  in  a  door-way,  or  at  a 
street  comer.  More  brutal  and  inexpert  thieves  press  the  fingers  of  both 
hands  into  the  victim's  throat;  others  use  a  short  stick,  which  is  passed 
serosa  the  throat  from  behind,  and  hauled  back  at  both  ends — a  plan 
seldom  adopted,  though,  and  one  that  is  of  no  avul  to  long-armed  ruffians. 
Another  set  of  thieves,  who  go  the  shorter  way  to  work  of  pouncing  on  the 
waybrer  and  stunning  him  with  a  blow,  are  not  garotters  at  all ;  and  are 
as  much  despised  by  regular  pisctitionera  as  both  parties  are  execrated  by 
everybody  else. 

Sometimes  garotters  select  largely  frequented  thorough&ree  for  their 
work,  trusting  in  that  cose  to  the  vety  boldness  of  their  guilt ;  but, 
aa  a  rule,  they  prefer  late  hours  and  lonely  ill-lighted  places.      They

Tbcir  rictia  ia  tbeb  thair  friend ;  and 
their  friend  k  inioxicslfid,  tbcj  are  aony  Ui  i»x ;  and  tlie  rtnnger  will 
be  good  Mioi^  to  pMa  on,  paritapi^  aa  oibcr>-Ue  the  potim  may  obaarv« 
tbrir  friend,  whidi  irould  be  awkward.  Or  iliey  pntend  that  be  baa  b«ea 
Ukeo  Buddenly  ill,  or  b  ia  a  fit ;  and  atartii^  off,  one  lo  fttefa  ■  ettb  aad 
anotfas  a  doctor,  tbc  rogues  msko  good  their  eac^io. 

WoDMd  are  aeldoii)  gxroited ;  aud  tbeir  exempiioo  ia  dtie,  perh^i^ 
Id  tome  laM  i^rk  of  tuuilj  and  grooraaa  feeling  which  ctod  a  garotter 
may  cheriab-  Hiere  are  other  aioiiTea,  to  b«  aure.  The  w^tappj 
ottatdfca  who  are  or  ahoinld  bu  the  tbierci'  virei^  roeenl  the  praclioe  of 
thia  oatrago  on  their  moe,  and  mmiy  of  thetn  hare  a  bitter  experienoe 
of  it;  for  when  ih«y  vieitd  their  lord*,  ihoae  roacala  aoRKtiinca  "sciew 
tbeni  tip  "  by  way  of  puniabinmi.  'llicn,  ngain,  woibcp  are  noro  diffienh 
10  d«al  witbi  and  more  adept  at  an  outcry,  llua  men;  ancb  of  tlien 
aa  oany  motiej  or  jcwek  worth  the  rick  of  penal  acrrilude,  m«  rareJy 
Ibund  alone  in  nnircijuetited  plaoce;  and  it  was  Adsia  and  not  Eve  who 
swallowed  the  core  of  the  apple.  The  poMwm  Adam  in  a  woman's  throat 
>■  so  unalt  that  it  is  difficult  to  choke  her  en  Ike  safest  principles  of  tbe 
gwtMtc,  Mtd  in  &ct  it  is  safest  altogether  to  allow  her  to  go  uunoleBted. 

GMOUert  deelan:  that  more  peijuiy  i*  oommittcd  in  oonvktlDg  then 
than  any  other  ohaa  of  nMtriaftow.  Tbey  admit  that  a  prosccator  may 
geaerally  swear  to  the  JdeMi^  of  ih«  "  ouUb"  with  a  aura  eooacieooe,  bni 
seldom  crncrer  to  ibo  "nasty  man,"  bt-causche  keeps  ont  of  sight  aa  much 
as  poisible  from  the  bcgliuiing,  and  at  the  moment  of  attack  is  always 
inviaiblo  to  the  suflerer.  Ptuaibly  there  u  some  truib  in  thi^  though  aot 
oDoiifth  to  add  mnch  lo  the  tin«a><tDes*  of  eocie^. 

Tliis  uueajsitiew  has  ht*a  much  inci^am-d  by  the  obacrralioa  that 
garotte  robberies,  numeroas  as  thc^  have  become  of  loU^  do  aet  cxhaiut 
tba  siMigics  of  our  more  despeiM*  enmisala.  Borglary  also  is  alarmiiigly 
Aeqaent;  and  for  that,  too,  there  t^pean  no  immediate  remedy  beyond 
tbs  courage  and  caatioa  which  ercry  man  may  exercise  in  his  own 
defcnoe.  In  aid  of  these,  a  liltte  information  may  be  uaelitl,  tf  not  exactly 
ngre<-ahle. 

Fint,  aa  to  the  burglar'a  tool*.  These  ate  mads  fcr  the  most  part,  like 
the  loolx  of  honei4  men,  in  Sheffield,  Birmingham,  and  WotTtxhamptoa. 
Tbe  simpler  appliauoes,  indeed,  iiich  aa  sfcdeton  keys,  a  rtigue  will  aowo- 
times  mskn  for  himself  in  the  intemila  of  bwaineas^  and  others  oome 
readily  enouf^h  to  hand  anywherei.  An  ordinary  sst  of  took  oompriass 
a  darkey,  or  anall  dark  lantern:  aileni  uiatchesi  a  wax  taper;  a  oeddy, 
'Life-prtw-rvcr;  a  large  pnining-kniil',  uid'u!  fur  cutting  panda  eittt;  a 
koife,  thin  and  pliant,  for  opening  windows  (by  iasrrtion  bvtweeo 

upper  and  tower  ssehea  «o  oe  to  push  back  the  ^ing  fasleniag) ; 
a  jemmy  or  small  erowhsr  about  twelve  inchoa  hmg,  and   xplayod   or 
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crow-fbotcd  Jit  one  end ;  ilcclclon  kvj*  or  rsriotu  inics  vritii  wanla  at 
«dt  end,  eUIcd  ■*  doHbto-«lKl«n ; "  wirrs  to  lid  lock-lumblcrs,  and  « 
ecnOw-bit.  TbU  U  ■  oomplete  «et  «f  ordinary  toola ;  and  tbey  arc 
HMudly  cuTied  in  an  honcat  comntcreiul- looking  kit  or  carpet-bog.  A 
oi|iiuliet  cDteriDg  on  baaintas  may  obtain  iho  whol«  budget,  Bw\y  lilted, 
for  about  fire  pound*,  it  i*  nitl. 

Bol  ordioarr  tools  are  for  ordinor}-  work  alon« ;  uid  tbe  iogennity 
which  proridM  i^^ainst  dwm  ku  be«o  promptly  mti.  At  oim  timv^  when 
our  boose*  and  treasures  were 
all  protedfd  by  old  -  EiahloDCfl 
warded  locks,  it  ww  thought  that 
tafoty  wft"  insond  if  only  lie  k«y 
was  a  wry  lag  oMl  The  strong- 
nwm  kay>  <if  that  jrariod  were  aiou- 
uroBS  mglan,  tortured  with  com> 
plox  wd*  or  ersry  eonoeivabio 
siMpe ;  and  yet  neitli^  the  weight 
nor  the  complexity  of  these  iDstru- 
ments  was  of  much  arail  igalotf 
the  Tcsources  «f  a  thit£  It  was 
wall  known  that  many  of  As  wnrJ^ 
wsra  mf  Mtttuna,  and  the  liou«o- 
breaker  ously  aToidcd  the  trooble 
of  eof^ing  them  in  sll  their  Latri- 
csty.  The  aooocipanjiog  woodcut 
wiU  asMt  ns  to  dfsoribc  the  proei»(. 

llgare  I  i»  a  key  which  the  tbitf  cannot  obtain,  and  for  trhicli  ha 
has  to  find  ■  uibMimie.  To  accomplish  ltii«  he  provides  hinisc^lf  with  u 
Muady  made  tlant  key  of  tin,  one  side  of  whidi  is  ooveicd  with  a  layer 
of  rax.  Wards  b«inR  fiicd  obetrnctionit  in  these  lorks,  it  h  only  necee- 
lary  lo  insert  the  blank  nn<l  tiini  it  gently,  to  receire  an  imprtusion  ot 
limn  on  the  wax.  From  the  TOKp  of  the  intericir  thus  obtained  a  forged 
key  (flg.  3)  u  made  of  strong  flatt«nM  wire,  ft  will  be  seen  tliat  ihu 
copy  la  a  mnth  offipler  iDstrumeni  than  the  original,  but  it  is  equally 
dfrettni:  only  the  prettinew  and  the  pvttcnirion  of  thnso  hIiIs  and  slots 
in  llpue  1  sreloit.  Tbe  pick -I  nek,  figured  i,  is  of  a  dilTiTt^nl  character: 
it  acts  hj  working  round  outside  the  wards,  reaching  the  bolt  that  w»y. 
This  key  r«(|iiire9i  more  dcTierity  than  the  other;  but  it  rarely  fails  in 
the  bands  of  a  pmctiwd  thief. 

The  sDcecea  of  Indnvtry*!  chcralleni  with  warded  locks  brought  them 
into  disrepute  at  tei^th  ;  they  were  cj»liifrcd  from  nil  oiHccs  of  trust  in 
fiuraar  of  the  lever  or  tumbler  lock.  Even  for  these  inventions  a  pon- 
dsrooa  key  was  mod  :  didionerfy  had  nut  ypt  pr«roked  the  coastnio- 
lion  of  those  adniinibte  looks  which  throw  out  any  number  of  great  bolts 
with  the  smaDsst  cokeys.  But  thin  important  advantage  had  been  gained: 
the   thiefs  skeleton  keys  were  ilrain^d  to  no  d'e^X  in  llie  now  locks, 
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wlienever  they  were  well  niade,  witb  several  tumblera,  Still,  nvcaMom  vra* 
not  bnfflc^d  yet.  The  lockjiniilh  had  to  be  circumTontcd  by  froih  ineao^ 
and  they  were  »oon  disa-veted.  Tl.t-  jack-in-ihc-ho-x  was  iii»ailed[  a 
email  compact  articlo,  and  very  portthlc,  tli<;  »«t  of  which  wu  to  forat 
the  lock  ofi;  or  reiid  tlie  cnw  aufliuienlly  to  allow  its  boltt  to  be  dn' 
back. 

Into  the  keyhole  tbe  T  piece  (o)— «  Bcpuraie  part  of  the  inrtnuncnt— 
wna  iiuert4!d,  ujirigbt,  »o  that  on  taraiug  it  round  it  lay  biundly 


tlio  ki-yhote  (in  the  po«itiijn  It  lias  nliove),  forming  a  fulcrum  ibcrc  Tlio 
ahank  of  (lie  J  piecci  wan  then  fiit(.-<l  irilo  (h«  main  body  of  the  iiiatru- 
mcttt,  the  lower  tcrcw  of  wliich  ims  next  nilvimccd,  until  it  bit  into  tho 
door.  The  macliinu  wus  thus  rendered  quite  steady  and  linn,  and  nothing  ' 
remained  to  ho  doiiu  but  to  force  on  the  slruight  irun  tool  wbieh  is  Ken 
over  the  J  piece,  by  means  of  the  liirger  Bcrew.  Thi«  tool  wai  uIm  « 
fi'pamtc  [Mirt  of  the  iosirument,  and  vailed  in  dimensltins  according  to 
the  nice  of  the  keyliolo  at  which  it  had  to  ojierate.  Tlie  power  of  ibe 
inxtrument  WM  ivnittlois.  The  rather  Eiiiall  f^pecimen  from  which  our  en- 
graving is  made  is  capable  of  Ulling  three  tons  ;  and  it  is  Dot  mirpridog, 
therefore,  tluil  it  should  force  a  lock  off  in  a  very  few  monienti.  Thii 
invention  vox  met  by  a  eertuin  improvement  in  the  "  detector  lock  "  oT 
Mr.  Chubb.  Instead  of  the  back  plate  of  the  lock  being  of  one  sheet  of 
iron,  II  piece  wiis  cut  out  just  behind  the  keyhole,  and  its  place  61led  by  a 
sc^parate  small  plalc  ccniaining  the  pin  on  which  the  key  revolveJi.  Tliis 
second  pkle  was  kept  iii  position  by  a  few  slight  screws  only.  When  1)m 
lock  wax  lixed  upon  an  iron  safe,  the  inner  caw  of  the  door  had  aUo  a  fiibe  _ 
pin,  corresponding  in  powtion  with  that  of  the  lock.  The  object  of  nil  this  ■ 
is  ubvioua.  Upoa  the  application  of  any  such  instrument  as  the  jack-la- 
tbe>bos,  thn  &lic  plates  give  way,  and  it  is  of  no  more  u>e.  The  tumbltn 
ud  works  of  ^o  lock  Mti  above  the  level  of  tJic  keyhole,  and  oat  of  re 
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fiy-nnd-bjr  the  tue  of  locks  with  liug«  keya  wh  supunedcd  bj'  a  lystem 
of  Uirowing  the  bblu  ot  a  Mfe-Hoor  by  mciina  of  »  tiontUo,  «nd  secuiiog 
tfa««D  wilb  ft  anull  key.  The  juvk-iu-thv-box  ba<l  now  do  duuice  at  kU  ;  the 
keybole  wm  too  tmM  for  it  tji  irork  u|k>ii.  Driven  from  ihis  expedient,  ihe 
thicri  i>«xt  plan  iraa  («  drill  into  and  ibug  destroy  tb«  lock,  or  tiucli  partii 
of  it  iM  wotitd  give  occcn  to  the  bolu.  A  olcvvr  band  txjuld  accompligh 
this  with  an  ordinary  breast-drill  and  bow.  Saf»-iaakcr«  w«re  tberetore 
obligwi  10  protect  tbe  lock  with  a  ooveriog- plate  of  hardened  «teel.  Tliiii 
cuocvedMl  wvU  enough  till  *orae  bigoaioux  mind  liit  upan  a  mode  of  fixing 
tho  drill  to  the  lock  alUr  Uie  maancr  of  tbc  jnck-in-thc-box,  and  so  to 
work  it  with  gratt«r  en^u  and  rapidity.  lo  the  case  of  tliia  iuutrunicnt 
(wbieh  ta  reprc«cnteci  below)  tlio  f  piece  wn-t  neceuianty  v«ry  wnall,  lo  be 
iHXXMii&odated  lo  th«  reduced  arcii  of  tlie  keyhole,  but  it  sufficed  to  aObid 
a  good  Aitenun  for  the  drill. 


Thia  ixMchuM  was  good  in  it*  way,  but  it  was  not  good  enough.  Locks 
wliich  prot««l«d  tlie  one  covelcd  treasure  wer«  of  several  kinds,  and  thair 
viiaJ  parts  were  rariowily  situate;  k>  that  the  burglar  often  found  him- 
wlT  drilliiift  at  raodoni.  It  waa  desirable  to  bore  larger  bolen,  for  iheu 
m  dngle  one  migbi  suSice.  To  accomplisli  thin  end  a  really  fonnidable 
nachine  was  at  length  construoled — tho  complctcat  tool  in  the  burglar's 
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bndgct     In  an  oograving  below  it  In  sliowa  al  work,  «ad  n  gUnoe  U  the 
piocura  explAina  its  pnxxmes. 

Tbo  oestre  pin  and  ciuot  support  of  the  iiuwbuic  b  fixed  in  the  lce;r> 
bole;  while  Mreral  set-»cr«wn,  piuwing  through  ihu  friane  of  the  mMbiBa, 


serve  to  adjust  it.  Tha  drill  iuelf  is  worlc«d  by  a  lever  budk,  whiob 
ciia  bo  k-ngihened  by  movnble  arms  to  give  inciraKod  power.  The 
"  bilK,"  or  various  aixus,  will  maka  a  hole  of  half  au  inch  to  three  tnchea 
in  diameter ;  and  are  propelled  through  thiur  work  by  a  telf-ndjiuting 
slow -motioned  scruw  at  the  ratn  of  an  eighth  of  an  inch  of  prognos  (be 
oveiy  gixty  turne  of  the  l«»er ;  aud  that  win  be  handled  rapidly.  Of 
cuurse  the  lurgv  drills  of  this  machine  were  an  likely  to  have  ihair  edges 
turnird  upon  a  haril  vtccl  pbte  na  emallor  ones ;  but  than  waa  this 
dtfTrTCQCc  ID  the  burglar's  ftivoar — suppcaiag  the  larger  drills  to  have 
peoetrnted  an  outer  pbte  of  iron,  and  th«i  to  be  arrosurd,  or  evta 
dnniugr^d,  by  on  inner  ptato  of  steel,  it  would  utill  wnnr  itwny  the  overlying 
iroD  until  a  coDsiiictahle  surfiico  of  the  Larder  metal  lay  exposed ;  and  It 
was  posftiblc  to  break  that  up  with  a  punch,  and  so  proceed  till  the  loci; 
was  destroyed. 

To  mffi  thin  diilioulty,  Mr.  Chubb  patented  an  Improvemeiit,  con- 
sisting mainly  in  the  insertion  in  the  subitjvncn  of  tbo  outer  iron  plat« 
of  numerous  bimI  sctew-phiga;  these  vrcre  placed  m  cloudy  togwher  that 
the  larger  drills  could  not  avoid  them,  whils  the  smalls  ones  were  ntJB- 
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taeady  chucked  bf  Hm  inacr  luuiig  of  ttvul.  To  ibc  «uno  end,  otb«r 
romiftrtarew  kave  adopted  tlic  om  of  cMs-lMrdtiwd  iron,  witb  ctool  in 
platM  or  bus. 

Ws  have  now  deacnb«d  the  moM  fonnidAble  impletncJiM  of  ttnjng- 
box  breaking;  and  vr*  uq  happy  to  my  (lut  all  tlie  ibieT*  ingtamiiy 
fe<BM  l«  bare  been  exbsutted  upon  tbcm.  I'lia  box-iaaken,  toad  not  Uie 
box-breakcra,  Lavn  iho  adoaatagt:  al  pruWDt;  anil  now  tlie  bopu  and 
dream  of  Uic*«  buur  is  that  fonio  one  will  iovcul  a  diurnical  prcpitnitiou 
captble  of  Ervuirg  a  lock  awuy  or  connuming  aa  iron  iloor. 


Gcntl«*iHD  wIm  oijoj*  not  the  liuorj-  uT  u  ■trdng-box  arv  m  niiicli 
eoaecroed  in  Um  aru  of  burglary  na  thcM  who  do,  porhnps:  to  them  tlie 
iip«tatian  of  the  "  pand  emier,"  figured  above,  may  be  instructive.  Hov 
a  good  lock  upon  lui  ordiaarjr  ttmbtrdoor  suflioc*  to  pnrcnt  unUirnil  entry 
BBk«  liM  burglar  it  TioI«nt ;  but  violmc«  ia  noisy ;  and  noise  is  latal  to 
llnvjob;"  and  tln-ri-foze  ihH  burglar  proc««d«  upon  a  lyirtein  which  ho 
fiada  ivry  objeclioBitblu  when  pfaetiaed  oa  hioiaelf— ttw  silent  ■yctcni. 
lUb^  of  Ibnunf  a  door,  be  will  cat  one  of  lU  panrla  out.  Thta  oaed 
10  ba  BaaagMl  by  a  fine  saw  vrorktid  softly ;  but  a  quicker  and  qirieUr 
netbod  was  eatabliihfd  wbm  the  pand-cnltcr  wsi  inreuttd.  A  etteof 
■Mb  witli  ginilet  point  t*  tbruM  iaio  tile  centre  of  the  p«ii«L  Tlirongh 
thi*  Hiaa  elldea  a  crow-bar,  earning  at  one  extremity  a  abarp  cutting 
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tool)  which,  it  vill  bo  tccn,  tuny  be  ticy<iftc<il  to  more  at  itaj  desired 
ndioB.  Al  llie  lie»il  of  lie  stwu  ii  fiscd  a  doubk-»nned  lever  (dctacbcd, 
it  ftnn*  K  powerful  "  jcintny  ")  which  wotkn  the  whole  uncb  Inc.  In  a  few 
minutes  this  inslranicDt  will  make  ntx  apertiira  large  enough  to  admit  tbo 
burglar's  arm,  or  hit  whole  body  M-cn ;  and  tbt  door  ia  thtn  quickly 
UDliutuacd.  The  beat  wfegiLti'd  ia  to  have  the  door  lined  with  ■h^cl-iron, 
or  [liaidcd  with  uctul  stripii,  or  Ktuddcd  with  luiiU  irnrgtiWiy  dispuwd. 

If  it  bu  nuccawry  to  force  n  dtior,  however,  the  burglar  i«  nt  no  low; 
he  agnin  beoomu  mecluuticul,  and  produot^H  the  apparataa  figured  below. 
It  conwsts  of  a  stout  metal  arm  riveted  to  n  pintu  at  the  lower  end,  and 
having  a  worm  like  the  screw  of  a  pre»  workuig  tliroitgh  the  upper.  Shaip- 


pointcd  thmnb-screwB,  passing  through  each  comer  of  tb«  piste,  fix  tb* 
whole  ajipurutua  lo  the  door-jamb.  The  Hcrew  ia  then  workt^d  aa  shown 
in  cnir  engraving — a  stout  socket  plate  being  interposed  belwoca  the  «ad 
of  the  norm  and  the  face  of  the  door,  so  aji  to  obtain  n  good  btxrin^. 
Tliis  instniment  may  be  applied  lo  the  lock,  the  hinges,  or  wliereveT  k 
bolt  may  be  Gxed. 

A  lockud  door  is  obrioui^ly  no  difficulty  with  a  thief  provided  with 
■uch   apparatus,    but  if  the  master  of  the  houae  is  iiigeuious  enotigh, 
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harins  locked  Ui«  door,  lo  leave  the  ki^  in  it,  Uic  buiglor'a  operations 
arc  much  fiwililaU^  A  b«Iid'  adil  provaila  in  many  families  Uiat  to 
iMve  th«  key  ia  tbe  lock  b  to  b«r  Uie  cutnioce  or  piclu  anil  dccktona, 
uul  Tcrj  Inw  it  DL  But  in  such  a.  cum!  a  tliief  unci  nuttbcr  of  tbtte 
iutnuncnt*.  He  inircxluccs  iato  the  k«yholc  ft  siroog  and  ilendcr 
pair  at  ibtcefa,  tneHi  at  ire  hnvc  cngmred  berv,  au<l  Muxiug  tlie  extremity 


at  tbe  boiuefaoldei'i  k«/,  opens  ili«  door  thennTith  bjr  n  Mogle  tnrn  of  tlie 
wriH.  'riii*  ia  rviy  agroeable  V>  tlie  ihid^  but  pafticuhrljr  annoying  to 
iLa  booaeholdcr. 

Baring  luiw  dc8crib«d  tli«  ordinal/  and  cxlraordinAry  Utola  of  u 
iNUgUr,  let  n*  •««  bov  b«  irorku  liis  own  wiu.  It  it  prclty  well  under- 
Mood  Uial  h«  mMobi  break*  into  a  Iioudo  where  then;  is  nothing  to  be 
liB<l,  or  of  whicb  bo  knowH  nothing.  Guocrally,  thipres  lake  oarc  to  be 
well  infcmicd  od  both  pointn :  what  i«  to  be  had,  and  wh<T«  lo  havo  it. 
Thia  infbnnatioii  tbeygelin  many  ways;  oAcd  accidental,  but  oJleiicst  froin 
hswkcn,  who  ar«dl}ll^r  iheinw!v<4  thieves  in  disguise,  or  inuloni  who,  wliilo 
■ftsid  of  tbe  law  fbt  tlieir  own  aakes,  know  norewKin  tvhy  they  should  not 
"pal  a  ftNBd  up  lo  a  good  ibing."  A  hou*c  chrM-n  for  plundiriDg  it  aaid 
to  be  "  iilanted."  The  burglars  have  learned  how  maay  pcupli!  live  ia  it, 
and  wben  and  in  wbal  roonia  diejr  retire  h>  aleep.  Night' liglita,  burned 
a*  a  waning  that  aomobody  is  awnkc  and  Mirring,  never  deceive  a  thief; 
k  ftw  oigbta'  walchiiig  dis»v«ia  ibo  pretence,  which  tbenccforaanl  is  of 
CoaiM  deapiMfl.  If  it  be  necvmary  lo  wutdi  a  bouM  in  ai>]er  to  karu  thia 
Or  otber  particulartt  ibo  work  i«  done  nt  all  hoars,  and  by  various  pcnions. 
Tbe  honaebrraken'  wives  and  cbUdren,  maybe,  lake  thdr  turn  during  the 
day  ;  at  nigbl,  iba  iDCO  tbeinielrt*  watch.  On  such  oucaaious  they  olWn 
w  "revenublea,"  or  ooala  which  may  be  worn  iuaide  out;  one  side 
hting  of*  bright,  the  otbur  ofa  dark  colour.  The  use  of  this  g&rmeut  is 
obrioua.  ^Mold  the  watcher  find  himsolf  observed,  he  goes  into  some 
^■t  oomer  ia  llw  neigbbourhood,  turna  bis  coot,  exchanges  his  bat  for  a 
tmp,  and  retanw  to  bis  post  another  man  to  all  appenruiice ;  the  very 
ynbecmaii  knowa  him  not  again. 

We  will  suppose  a  buijlaiy  oompletdy  arranged,  niid  a.  diuk  gusty 
ttiglit  arrived  to  fnvour  iia  «xecutioQ;  bright  nights  are  never  chuf«[i 
IW  Jucb  mtcrprisea.  After  dnukiiig  a  conisge  cup  togi-tlicr,  the  thievta 
Mart  away,  bat  Mt  ia  compaay.  There  an  unially  thrca  in  n  gang,  two 
to  tiilrr  the  house,  and  one  to  keep  watch  outside.  Euch  man  tukcs  his 
mm  rood  lo  ibo  h«u»e ;  and  ihould  any  one  of  ihein  be  wal<^hwl  or 
Ulow^d   by  the  police,  be  avoitti  tbe  plac*  of  rmdcsroua,  and  iba 
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"job"  it  off  for  tbe  niglit.  The  tools  nm  vilhcr  carried  by  odc  oT  tbs 
party  in  a  triivcIliDg'bng,  or,  more  tK-qumtly,  ihey  are  b«Kl«wed  ia 
utuJiitudinoua  pockats  nbouc  the  peraon.  Tburc  ia  no  dtfficull^  io  carry. 
rag  tli«  moat  eooj^x  and  IbrmidabU  apparatus  id  ihi*  waj,  for  audi  toola 
arc  maic  tu  (pponitc  into  manj  {)ieoea.  And  lb»  ikicvea  bav«  agreed 
upon  a  plan  of  ncljui  for  cvtiy  em«rgeney.  SomcttODM  the  moUo  of  Om 
cxppdiiion  is  "  tivtaj  mun  for  biaiwIT,"  in  whidi  CMe  eadt  ma)cc«  hui 
etcapc  as  best  be  can,  sboiJd  tbo  nllcmpt  fxil ;  but  oAcdct  it  i*  uodtntood 
ihut  tiivy  bIiuII  BliLitd  by  endi  other  Irom  firat  to  U»t. 

Tbo  f>olico  conatablc!  box  once  mom  pamnl  iIk  honaa  in  bii  yntxy 
round,  his  fooifaJl  wiuniis  far  away  down  ihu  street,  atid  now  the  burglar* 
commtooe  oporMiona.  If  ^oa  have  a  watoti-dog,  it  ih  drugged :  if  yon 
have  a  corrtiptibl>a  acrvant,  be  baa  beon  bribod,  perbap«.  A  mouM 
luu  beon  taken  of  your  botijc-key  hy  •ome  ianoewt-IuoUiig  vramon,  who 
has  got  into  tba  hall  for  u  taoiucnt  oa  pnjtcndcd  buiiiD««s,  and  the  door 
yields  iiislaatly  Io  Uie  coualcrfpit.  Or  piihai«i  yvxir  liouw  b  regularly 
broken  into  t  and  then:  are  vsriou*  way*  of  •ccompliahing  tbal  foat. 
"  Juinplog  a  crib,"  U  entrance  by  a  window  ;  "breaking  a  crib,"  foroiiig 
a  bade  duor;  ■'grating  a  erib,"  through  celkr  grailogti  "gvretii^  t 
crib,"  tlirough  tbd  roof  or  by  an  attic  window.  Entmneo  tbroqgh  Ibe 
roof  i*  sometimes  clererly  sTccted  (from  tlic  leads  of  an  empty  booae 
adjacent)  by  ineaim  of  lui  umbrella.  Fimt  a  few  klutt*  are  mnorcd,  tfaen 
a  eoiall  hole  is  muilc,  and  through  this  aperture  n  strong  spriDglcaa 
umbreUu  it  tlinuit,  auJ  shaken  open.  Again,  ib«  tbiercs  go  Io  work  npoa 
ibe  bolo  ill  the  roof,  which  they  widen  rapidly,  and  with  porftct  oen- 
fideuce,  since  ibe  debris  falls  ti(uselc»ly  into  the  umbrdk  pendent 
boMtlh. 

By  one  of  tbeao  meanii,  tlien,  the  burglars  hare  entered  the  hooM; 
nad  wbeu  they  are  dcturmined  to  come  iu,  it  in  almost  iinpoeaibl*  to  keep 
them  out!  and  once  within,  they  fall  to  work  rapidly  and  wntirliMljr 
At  one  time  bouiwbrcakers  held  lo  the  iiuper«tiiiaa  that  no  slMpcr  ematd 
awake,  and  no  waking  man  could  sec  tbcm,  if  they  carried  their  candle 
in  a  dead  nmn's  hand.  There  nre  no  such  supnuitions  now,  but  tlieresv 
Hilent  matches  and  india-rubber  golo abet— things  iitr  more  to  the  robber's 
purpose.  Or  bo  pulls  a  jviir  of  tliick  stocking*  over  bla  boots,  and  to 
woven  ubout  unheard  wiiiiin,  wliile  bis  confederate,  the  "  crow,"  keeps 
walch  without.  PUtc  is  the  bouscbrcuktr'a  deorcet  hope^moncy  ihdr 
fbndcit  aim ;  and  us  fur  (lie  funuer,  ihey  usually  know  exootly  where  to 
Iiiy  ibuir  linntis  upon  it.  It  wuuld  bi;  liir  tnfcr  tbnn  it  is  in  most  1k)U«o 
if  it  were  net  kept  olwayx  iu  one  place,  which  a  dislioQMt  tervant  ia  abla 
to  point  oi^t  years  ailvr  liis  extsitiuoe  is  forgi)itt.-ci  in  the  bouaebold  he 
bctniy*.  The  poiiccinan  again  poMcs  the  hotise  where  ihia  treasure  is 
being  sought,  but  nothuig  is  discoveri'd  to  Aim.  Ia  there  not*  "crow" 
outside  7  and  ts  not  that  a  wnry  bird,  who  faithfully  ugnal*  the  oon- 
uable's  approach,  to  that  bis  cuufederaio  may  put  out  the  light  and  be 
^oite  BtiU  for  «  vrhilv  ?     ICvvn  if  n  panel  hae  been  cut  from,  ttu  door,  and 
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the  ooDttahk,  in  pwadng,  turan  hU  iatitvrn  od  i1i«  very  >^^  dJaeorerj  ii 
by  na  mnra  oorUin;  for  tli«  panel  hu  been  r«[>laiOud  hj  •  ihMt  of 
gnuftiad  or  pcuntvil  paper  provided  for  that  purpoac.  The  sconl'i  atgiiitb 
are  anxiouiJ}'  <ib»«rvttil  b;  hi*  comi'tideA.  hy  a  cougli,  a  wliitUe,  n  vUtnp 
of  Um  fwt,  «r  bj  mewiiig  like  a  cat,  pi:ibHpa,  he  is  able  to  iaform  them 
inMBitt^,  whiia  ibcjrare  U  wnrk  in  one  room,  that  a  light  lua  been  Rruok 
in  aoollier  :  that  Ute  inmaM*  are  anjiuod,  in  &ct,  nnil  immediate  rMreat 
MBMWory.  Nor  da  the  burglars  venture  U>  Icnve  th«  house,  «veu  irh«n 
tbe  boo^  iancnrcd,  until  lliej'  arc  di^nalWd  lliat  the  va;'  ia  chair  for  an 
ttatfm.  Caha  are  cammouly  emploj'ed  in  great  opemuont  to  got  off  the 
thierea  and  their  plunder.  In  aueh  cajm*  tite  driven  are  not  Hriettg  con- 
bd«nUc  with  the  ihiaret,  and  donbtlam  n^aid  iheiBMlrea  aa  v«ry  in* 
noeenl  uieu.  They  do  uot  aak  for  pacticulara  of  thoM!  who  hir«  tiwra, 
bat  they  do  nik  auch  a  pricx^  for  ibuir  wd  as  pnta  their  int«lJigciMe  and 
their  diihOBeMy  bejrond  a  doubt.  The  cab-driTer  posses  through  the  atrect 
now  and  then  while  the  liuunibrciiken  arc  at  work,  or  wails  at  a  littl« 
distauM  till  til*  borglan  have  aignallcd  to  the  aoeut  that  they  are  r«adj, 
and  the  leout  aignal*  him.  As  won  aa  t)ie  thiuvM  r««ch  their  qiurtAia 
Hivj  change  th«ir  <Joth(«:  that  i«  tlm  finit  thing  to  bo  done.  The  n«st 
ta  b>  gel  rid  of  their  plunder;  than  which  nothing  b  eaaier  if  it  be  plate. 
J«w«la  alao  are  r«adtly  duipaMd  of,  but  not  ao  pioiilably  for  th«  Sieves  ; 
iIm  receiver  iiaa  always  tbe  be<t  of  ibo  bai^io,  which  has  to  be  repeated 
ihrongb  many  hands  after  his.  A  wounded  burglar  is  courted  at  onc^ 
if  po«tbl«,  l«  another  town,  where  he  is  aaid  to  have  met  with  an 
aooident.

When  house- 
breaken  are  disturbed,  and  bare  to  ubuidoo  their  plunder,  lliey  aay  lluit 
they  have  ■'  rang  ihotnsclvt*." 

A  quick  BucccBsion  of  dexterous  burglaries  occasionally  aatouiidiea 
■MDt  quwt  cotuUry  (own  :  the  opcmton  nrc  nlmott  alwnys  profFSsioDnl 
lUerc*  from  a  diaianoe.  They  come  provided  with  ample  iulbrmation, 
and  with  plan,  of  certain  house*,  perhaps,  in  their  pockets.  This 
knowledge  is  oAtn  obtained  front  vagabond  thi«vea  called  "  •neU-fenoen," 
tHut  nnge  the  oonatry  in  summer  time  as  hawkers,  ta  "poor  neadle- 
aakMi  out  of  work."  Fivm  (Iw  tdle^  diaolute  fellows  who  are  to  be 
bund  in  tsvery  village  they  gather  enough  information  about  this 
laiB-hMias^or  that  nanniaD,  to  promote  either  their  own  petty  «nterpriseii, 
or  Uman  uf  more  aoooinplishud  and  more  daring  villains.  They  make 
Mita  tf  «v«ry  "  good  crib "  they  have  become  fitmilinr  with,  and  on 
their  return  to  town  in  winuir  their  knowkdgfe  ta  at  tlw  service  of  any 

■  hoiurbreaki:r  who  will  let  them  "  stand  iu  "  far  a  small  share  of  its  pavflt& 
In  oouDtry  towna,  too,  ll>er«  arc  local  rnacals  who  arc  iu  fmjuent  corre- 
Spendatice  with  city  tbieres,  and  who  supply  them  with  the  knowIei)g« 
LBeeOMBiy  fvr  that  which  thvy  ar«  too  cowarilly,  or  lou  cnutious,  lo  commit 
Ihmnilrca. 
TlMmi  is  another  notable    chisa  of  criminalSi  called  "jiltcra,"  or

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"  boMl  lurkcrfL"  They  go  in  pain,  anil  work  in  tiro  wnys.  Sometimes 
tliej  ttay  far  twKttd  ilsyi  wA  thu  hotel  tliey  intend  to  YictimuK,  p«jr  tli«ir 
bill*  pucGtnally,  and  st«nl  evot^thing  porUblv  that  th^  can  lay  liamda  on. 
Occnsioimlly — but  faniy—»  waii«T  is  in  loflgne  wilfa  ^em,  and  Ibr  » 
coiinidi-ration  loirca  n  few  lolid  and  uitdul  article*  of  plate  in  tbetr  nj. 
The  other  metltod  ia  more  aiimmsry.  On«  of  ih«  "jiltcn"  ent«ra  tba 
hotel  in  llifi  <»-vning,  tskta  lus  soat,  and  orders  wime.  Tliia  druuk,  h« 
offers  a  good  fivo-pound  not«  in  pajnneaL  In  snuill  auburban  places 
tliia  will  proktbly  oblige  the  iiinl;c»p«r  to  go  »iuitiurs  for  change.  If  ao, 
Uie  light  tie  oatrics  is  waidied  by  tlie  "  jiltw  "  who  reinsina  withoul,  and 
wbo  is  that  giiidod  to  the  room  mheru  the  money  is  kvpl.  Signals  are 
exchanged  by  ih*  Aleves,  through  the  coflVe-room  window  j  and  wblto  die 
one  ong^M  mine  host  in  a  lively  "  ufiuhlu  "  conTCrsation.  tlic  other  slip* 
In  and  aecnrcs  the  cn>h-hox.  "  Uuirl  lurkerx  "  nro  provided  wilh  pick- 
lodta  and  o  "jummy"  in  thorough  burgUriotis  fashions,  and  tlaad  at 
Ikwthing. 

Jcwctli»«'  nhops  havo  grrnt  attraciious  for  thievcit,  and  are  very  pro- 
voking lo  ihcir  ingenuity.  One  clever  plan  is  managed  thus:  two  young 
wonaen,  or  a  young  Indj  and  n  yonng  gcntUman,  enter  a  jeweller's  shop, 
and  ask  to  ice  Hoinc  brooches,  rings,  and  so  on.  From  certain  pretty 
recnarka  and  jocose  obvttrvatioiis  it  soon  appcan  that  there  is  a  wedding 
in  the  wind,  nnd  that  there  stnnds  the  bridegroom,  or  th«  bride  herself. 
Th<!  jeweller,  though  ordiiiurily  cool  and  cuutiotu,  U  iitill  human,  and 
the  thought  of  a  wcdding-ordcr  plcnim  and  co»fuwn  him.  Ho  has  eye* 
for  the  bride,  or  The  bride's  sister,  as  well  as  fur  his  wares ;  but  the  briilo 
sees  only  th<.-m,  and  her  (ingen  are  busy  in  the  tnya.  Certain  things 
are  bought  and  pnid  lor ;  then  others  arc  lakvn  nj>,  sad  handled  with  such 
dexttriiy  that  of  two  itiuketH  txariiiued  one  remains  concealed  between 
the  thumb  and  Ihn  pnlni  till  aa  opportimity  occurs  of  dropjnng  it  into 
a  pocket,  or  between  the  I'tdds  of  a  panuml  hacigiog  half  open  fWMU  the 
left  hand.  Slealiiig  wedding-rings  iti  iliia  way  ia  called  "twisting  fcr 
fiiwniea;  "  stealing  diamond  rings,  "  twisting  for  sparks." 

W«  will  not  prolong  these  obscrvaiions,  which,  now  that  crifflo  la  «0 
aetive,  and  the  koijc  dork  nights  lutvc  come,  arc  timely  ut  any  rate.  But 
with  caution  there  Is  liule  danger,  especially  from  burghtrt.  Thate  mttl, 
who  infunii  themselves  so  accurulely  us  to  what  and  where  tliey  can  steal, 
venture  little  willingly ;  and  they  arc  careful  to  learn,  among  other  things^ 
whether  you  leave  your  bars  and  bolts  alone  to  protect  year  property. 
No  burglar  ventures  into  u  house  knowingly,  whore  there  in  a  wakeAll 
dog,  and  a  pair  of  londud  pistols  by  the  master's  hand.  lie  lina  onBcz 
prey  for  the  seeking,  and  he  veiy  much  prefers  it. 
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EiHJMm  naien  have  been  fiimiliariecJ  witli  tlie  (ceneral  frjilurcn  ft 
Waahingt*Q  b^  xhe  Ivttcra  uf  'I'om  Alonrc  nnd  Mr.  I>ickcns,  and  lately 
hj  th«  Tcrjr  aocantt«  pen  of  Mr.  AnihoDj:  Trollupe.  But,  bt^yond  ncimc 
acqunintatice  iritK  reaidrat  Roi.-iblrs  nnd  a  niiprrficlnl  inspection  of  build- 
ings sod  bareaux,  s  stranger  learns  little  of  «it!ier  place.  Tbe  vriter  of 
thb  brief  [Mper  bun  tiucn  a  rcnidrat  of  Wiiiihington  during  much  cf  tho 
[ml  fiA«n  monUis,  and  &n  involuoUry  sojourner  at  Kichmond  for  a 
period  of  five  we«Xa;  but  wilb  extraordtcioij  op)>ort(ioitii>«,  at  ntlitr 
place,  be  ia  ignorant  of  much  thnt  shotild  ioo«  be  known.  During  the 
nr  Richmond  bus  been  a  sealed  eily  to  the  outer  world,  and  our  only 
Account*  tberMf  hnvi!  been  obtained  from  fiigitivis  and  cnptivcu.  Mean- 
while, both  tilic*  have  grown  wondtrrfully-  Itichniond,  which  three  yenra 
ago  Ittd  probably  40,000  InhabitaiitH,  cannot  now  hare  luit  tlinn  80,000, 
Htd  Warfiington  has  tacmucd  in  almost  the  wtmc  ratio.  Land  in  and 
around  tho  latttr  city  has  improred  in  price  400  pet  cent.,  and  tlie  rent 
of  iliops  ha*  ndrnnccd  fnbniotisly.  Rut  the  new  inhsbit.inlH  aie  not  of 
tlie  olaaa  that  give  credit  to  either  eitj- — birds  of  passage  and  uf  prey, 
ourion  that  gorge  licnwdTcs  upon  the  common  ruin,  nnd  fly,  anrfcited, 
lo  th«ir  neata  and  dena. 

Washington  as  it  nscd  to  be,  and  Washington  ns  it  is,  aro  sorry 
contrtsU.  Wliile  tho  South  had  an  interest  in  tho  Ca^iitol,  its  dark 
bnaiies  and  its  fiery  gentlemen  inndu  the  sessions  of  Congress  gliiic  by 
laxurioonly.  Senators  and  representatives  rivalled  each  other  in  the 
^dcDdour  of  llior  evening  partii-i ;  the  levies  of  tbe  Pre»ident  would 
l»Teb«n  crodiiablc  to  a  court  j  gay  equipages  freciuented  the  "Avenue" 
of  aftemoonii,  and  thousands  ol  queenly  women  thronged  the  Capitol 
grounds  At  marine  bnnd  promenade*.  In  the  interval  between  the  sca- 
Bona,  WashingtOQ  paased  into  a  sotemn  slumber:  iia  carnTansary  hr>tels 
wvr*  descried,  save  by  occasional  wcddtug-psrtiej;  the  Hmall  army  of 
GoTcninent  derks  went  home  on  furlough ;  and  ttio  negro  Johns  sat, 
rnnns  and  silent,  upon  tliu  boxes  of  (heir  supernumenuy  hacks.  The  draw- 
ke^pa  on  the  Long  Bridge  lell  hi|  post  with  impunity  i  the  White  IIouso 
alablw  were  loclcvd;  and  tho  supple  little  pages  that  used  to  leap  at  tho 
«Vual«  of  a  senator  strolled  out  to  Kaloramo,  nnd  fished  for  perch.  The 
Iowa  was,  tn  scMlon,  a  model  of  republican  enterprise,  and,  out  of  scKUon, 
a  modol  of  npoUicui  simplicity.  Not  a  gun  deicmled  any  lnud  approouh 
to  tlie  city,  and  legislatora  grumbled  when  repairs  wore  demanded  for 
Foft  WasbiiigtOD,  a  Htlto  old  slicil,  twenty  miles  down  the  river. 

Th*  only  lirely  iooideDla  we«  those  of  the  pwiodieni  cnning  of 
Sinick  by  B^nmUtin  Thrc»b,  and  the  challenging  of  tlie 
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nononmbto  lipp  by  Colonel  Knox,  boUi  or  vbom  l»olc«d  out,  aA«r 
**  piibltntiing  afA*."  OccMiaDiUy,  Crib,  of  the  Tn-juniry  burtnu,  mmi  of 
the  «x-Yicc-Pfcald«nl,  waa  ili-lvcteJ  "  abetracting,"  nad  then  the  wy  ms 
com-iikcd;  or  I>«ah,  jitcior,  the  budsooM  pbonographcr  in  tb«  gnllery, 
TAn  ofTvriili  Oiedanghler  of  the  veoenble  Pbogj  on  the  floor,  irhich  nude 
glad  half  the  ii»w«paj>CT«  nnd  gomipt  in  thn  realm. 

WMblnglon,  In  tbow  iaya,  had  ita  odditi«a,  and  chief  of  ihwe  was 
"Bmii"  Hickmun,  a  prnfmtonal  pntiiotiM',  or,  in  the  elegant  phraieakigy 
of  the  place,  a  "  dtad  b«*l."  Tliis  worthy  waa  a  d«ecendant  of  a  flaa 
Oardina  flunilj',  but  he  had  mmk  into  the  condition  of  a  d«pa>dant  en 
MraDgcn  and  Congrfaa-men.  He  lounged  about  hotels,  at  timm  ebgaaity 
drvaMd,  at  others  nlinost  rag^d,  but  maintaining  through  all  mntatioB* 
&»  DUMDOrs  of  a  genllenijan.  lie  knew  WaahingtoD  aocaeiy  from  tli* 
d^B  of  Prvoidcnt  Juckson,  and  prcMrrtxl  in  bt«  retentiTO  mcmorj'  tha 
goanp  of  Cabinets  and  Congrc«s-m«n  since  tliat  linN.  ViMlor*  to  tli* 
Capitol  noQj'^'  introductions  to  him,  and  be  charged  tbcm  a  dollar  for 
the  honour.  Ho  drew  periodical  pittancea  from  aenalura,  and  boldlj 
hcggi-d  IcMUis  from  I'rMicti-ntn.  ^M 

The  "Hole  in  (he  Wall"  in  another  ■'remarkable  inMitiition."  Ifl 
jou  dcKcend  iVorn  the  Senatn  Cumber,  nnd  turn  sliarp  to  tbc  leR,  yoo 
trill  see,  after  procecdlDg  some  thirty  yards  through  a  narrow  aisle,  a 
aa^door  labe!!e<l,  "  for  Stnaton  Excfatietlif."  PftM  through,  ar.d 
yonr  progreat  will  be  barred  again  by  a  door  and  screen.  Beyond  tbeai^l 
li?)  a  (]untnt  little  room,  act  with  limch-tabli*^  and,  at  the  brtbor  md,  ai^H 
open  sideboard  dioplaya  rows  of  bottles.  The  dark  divinity  of  the  place 
bowa  Irigidly,  but  relasea  somewhat  when  you  rattle  tlie  silver  in  your 
ride-pocket,  "What  will  it  be,  nirT"  he  nays,  gravely,  and  mingles  a 
ctip  of  icy  «ireetiien  wltb  the  air  of  a  ehief  of  bureau.  What  leanlB 
night  this  A&icnn  diactooe  of  the  wcakncaaos  of  gnnoieaa  I  Wansad 
with  these  wines,  the  clarion  tenor  of  Clay  rang  through  lb«  balls  abov& 
,  Here  Webster,  Sewurd,  nnd  Iloiiglns  (the  greatest  topera  of  them  alt), 
I  loitered  and  "smiled"  in  tlie  heyday  of  tlieir  renown.  Did  this  imper- 
turbalile  Etliiop  ftel  no  qnolms  when  Wigfall  mndc  bin  mcRiornble  adiod, 
and  llreolcenridge,  for  the  last  time,  defied  the  Senate  f  Tfae  "Holei 
the  WhH,"  alas  I  turvivcs  the  Uniou  I 

Bcwdcs  thcae  indivlduni  ecotulricitSea  there  were  |>efierie 
{ndigcnous  to  Washington.  'Die  first  of  these  were  tbe  Warilfi 
domestics^  negroes  who  were  presumed  lo  liave  ■er\-ed  the  IiouatJMld  of 
the  grcnt  pntriot.  "Big  John"  hrndcd  the  lisl,  by  oommon  conaeat. 
According  to  tradition  ho  had  been  the  eonchmnn,  but  bo  prvarnted  no 
evidener*  of  the  fact  bt-yond  a  bend  of  white  wool,  nnd  «  slatement  that 
he  was  one  hundred  ami  twenty  years  of  age.  His  account  of  himodf 
pAHAcd  all  undiTslnnding  ;  Ijut  hix  lucidity  nt  (ho  sight  of  a  dime  »a« 
-wondi-rful  to  behold.  "  Charley  the  Gardener,"  who  livwJ  on  tfa« 
"Wand" — an  offshout  of  the  parent  city— preserved  snme  reeolledioDa 
of  bis  patron  that  attoiiTid«d  historiana.     He  was,  uevettlidess,  a  "my 
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bvouiitc  onliiiuitjr,  ttmngh  rtroDgljr  adiliotcd  (o  drinking  ;  iind  harujg

Ita  officials 
t,  for  tbe  niiurt  fart,  bnmnrt  and  tii|^li-mind«d.  Bnt  with  the  war 
nnomtoos  omlays  for  £i>od,  clothing,  ordiianoe,  abipa,  and  Inuia- 
partatioo,  and  the  fingeni  of  RTwry  third  man  in  America  itched  tor  a 
share  of  the  plniKl«r.  The  avaricious,  the  perjured,  the  pocuUttng, 
rallied  funhwiih,  and  tbe  war  and  nnvy  departments  were  pinord,  vtr- 
tnally,  in  a  state  of  dege.  Sentries  barred  admittance  to  public  uflice^ 
persooa]  apfilicstiont  to  Mordariaa  were  fmbidden,  and  the  <|ualilicstioas 
br  A  chief  of  boreau  were  dcafnem,  blindneai,  and  in  tangibility.  Every 
Slab:  In  tbe  Unton  wm  ra-prcsiaitcd  by  sharpers.  The  "  lobhjr "  rivalled 
tba  Brmy  in  ntunben.  No  threat  ooiUd  tatinudatc,  no  ucpomir«  abash, 
tbe  nnprincipled  "  pairiodi "  who  plundered  and  omdc  roerry  over  tb<i 
gcnetal  dimier.  A<lir^nlur«n  of  every  grade  intrigued  for  contiaiota, 
bttm  bntobon  who  hngglfvl  for  hide*,  tallow,  and  camp  ofiaJ,  to  Rierdiaat 
princM  wbo  bargained  fur  ^nboaia,  field -batteries,  and  monster  ordnance. 
Bubabnsn  cJanMiared  for  the  bodits  of  iIk  ahitn.  Invcnton  piled  the 
nwenni  gTT'iin't*  with  luotley  models  of  (enU,  knapsacln,  rifles,  and  pro- 
jectiles, fiuildi-n  hoped  lo  dii^wae  of  ibcir  rotten  treoivls,  and  ttalile- 
beapoB  to  sell  their  tpavined  na^  A  rogue  from  New  York  swindled 
a  sleatnoca,  a  regtia  &om  Ma— nhnsetta  in  shoes.  Pennsy Iranian*  tmide 
llicnMelrea  (nEkmoos  in  slioddy  Bpeoulalions,  and  Connecticut  mill-owners 
dealt  in  dani:igi-d  mudcele.  Ohio  drovers  fiateiied  itt>oo  emaciat«d  cattle, 
and  Illinois  factofa  throre  upon  mouldy  bread.  Jrws  of  a  bod  olaas 
]ieii|JtsI  the  itiopa  of  Penniylninian  Areniie,  and  auilera  that  sIkmiIiI  hare 
been  fai  the  Penitentiary  robbed  the  troops  of  their  paper  pay.    Boanty 
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Rnd  ctaim  ag«^tx,  bo  cnlle<l,  ict  up  offices  under  the  dtudow  of  ill* 
Trtaaxay,  and  dtented  the  wiiloir  and  the  orplutn.  Railmt)'  |if«tid«nta 
pnt  their  headii  together  iind  agreed  upon  n  concert  of  extortion.  Pliy- 
Bi«Miii,  catdung  the  isfection,  thi«v«d  in  medidncn,  and  high  ofiken 
of  State  enriched  Uirmalvcs  lit  the  «xpei»e  of  (he  country. 

"  Wilkrd'a"  snd  the  "Nutional,"  two  vast  bot('i^  pmentcd  strange 
•pectaclc^  of  sn  cveaing,  vLeu  their  halls  sad  "ordinariea"  nere  filled 
with  Holdit^ra  and  civilians.  Hem  yfa*  n  qiuul(mMirt«r  whiiporiiig  vith 
n  '■sn.in'"  wnggf-n-nuikor,  nnd  there  a  U«prescntatiTe  liateoiiig  lo  a 
lobbj-ist,  U'hcec  tongue  ran  oil  nnd  trino.  rrofumioiuil  iigmt*,  to  pro- 
cure  commisdons,  buttoit-huled  nevly-arrived  guests,  and  spracfl  volun- 
teer offioera  clustered  on  tho  sofon,  vrith  their  Bpurs  iu  t}ie  oir  and  a  ghus 
at  th«ir  Itps.  The  ban  were  thronged,  and  tobacco-smoke  rose  in  suffo- 
Mting  cloads  to  the  crliing. 

The  Oipitol  building  became,  for  a  time,  a  grand  barrack,  and  Fir* 
ZouaTes  held  wMion  in  the  halls  of  CongrefH.  Bakeries  were  bnilt  io  the 
cellar*,  aiid  hogaheada  of  pork  obstructed  the  mnrhle  porticoca  and  colon- 
nadtv.  PugilixtA  of  rival  rcgimpnta  pummelltd  tich  other  before  the 
Pretddent'ii  nianmoo.  and  drunken  wOdicre  were  dm^cd  lo  the  guaid- 
hmiflo  nl  the  heeU  of  lioncs.  The  pleawinltst  niiuiMona  in  the  city  were 
occupied  by  gamblere,  Lights  burned  at  iinwoaled  hour*,  to  show  where 
vice  wait  miTry-tnaking. 

Tlie  plain  cmmtry  g«it!<Tnaa,  who  had  fortuiloimly  been  placed  at  the 
head  of  oiTaint,  looked  rui-fulty  upon  these  exceRtes.  Honeot  hini-iulf,  he 
lacked  discrimination  to  detect  thr  chicanery  of  his  subordinate*,  a*  well 
a*  the  will  to  puoiali  it.  No  ruler  was  ever  eo  unfortunate  that  meant  so 
well.  Knaves  who  liatcned  to  his  anecdotes  picked  his  pockets  *a  th^ 
laughed,  Hia  witc  made  herself  unpopular  early  in  his  presidential 
canter,  nnd  hia  two  nearest  uicsocintcji  i»  tite  Cubloct  were  suxpcetcd  and 
incapable,  lie  attempted  to  conciliate  tlie  Itadleal  and  ConserratiTe,  and 
wan  tlie  aliultlecock  of  bulh.  He  distruUed  his  commander- in -diicf,  bul 
feared  to  irritate  those  that  Upheld  him.  He  proclaimed  eninncipA^on,  and 
his  doubts  <jf  its  legality  at  [he  s^tme  time ;  in  short,  he  exhibited  none  of 
tlic  main  elements  of  executive  iibility — promptnen,  dignity,  cooRstemey. 

But  the  awkwaid  figuro  of  llio  President  will  always  be  aasociBtcd 
with  wlml  is  plcniwirttest  and  best  iu  tlie  revolution.  He  made  meiriment 
vrlierevcT  ho  went.  The  mere  mention  of  his  name  at  one  time  bnmglit 
eonfidence  to  llie  eyes  of  soldierg,  aad  no  citizen  lurboured  n  doubting 
or  malidoos  thought  toward  hini.  I  was  riding  through  the  monumeot- 
grounda  at  daybreak  one  morning,  when  the  HOund  of  what  appeared  U> 
bo  filo-fiTing  drew  me  towards  the  bank  of  the  river.  A  small  sbelter- 
tent  stood  close  to  tbo  brink,  from  which  projected  (lie  long,  ralush  bam! 
of  a  repeat! ng'ri lie.  Thu  President  lutd  come  thus  early  from  his  bed 
to  mperintend  the  firing,  and  I  f^^und  him  upon  hisknee^  turning  the 
crank,  his  face  a-glow,  as  he  shouted  boyitilily  at  tlie  grand  nmlta 
atluiuud.      His  h.-it  lay  upon  the  ground,  his  watch  daa^d  froin  lu» 
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^Ritei ;   mi  \r1i«n  ho  bud  done,  ha  «houlcd  loudly,  flouoduied  ftcroM 
a  great  dildi,  knd  Mrod«  towatdd  die  cUj  at  s  trcmcndoqn  face. 

PiiLlic  amtueineala  that  bad  befora  laogubhed  in  W»bliiglu«  bccnms 
muncrotiK  luiil  prolibibk  ai  soon  at  tbe  atitfe  begad.  A  fin«  new  lb«atre 
was  opcn«cI  ;  Ixuiiis  of  "  serttuid«n  "  gnvo  ontcil9inm«Rt4  in  rariiMU  ball* ; 
tigbt-itipe  (Uncvn  pi^ormed  tn  tbc  |iubliv  atnutn;  lecturer*  h«ld  fortli 
U  the  Smilluoui»a  Intrtilul«i  anil  eijaefltriaD  purTonners  llounKhed  ui  tku 
public  aqiuuT*.  Drinking- hoiuwn,  or,  an  titc^  vkw  commotilj-  cnllc<t,  '*  ntm- 
miUs,"  sprang  up  m  every  corner  ;  tlie  sinita  at  niglil  wure  copies  of  tho 
{laytnarkd.  At'Clrllan's  prnvoal-ninrKtiul  rndcaTOurrii  in  v.iin  to  nhatc  tlip 
prcrrailiiig  ilitf urbaiK-ui.  Horacmeii  were  planted  al  crossings,  with  inslnie- 
tioiu  to  cut  doiTii  any  officer  or  wklicr  nho  rode  nt  a  gallop ;  the  ca»k«  or 
diaorderly  paMicnn*  ir«r«  nnplied  in  ibe  ttreets  ;  loiieriii;;  vultuiteera  were 
eotDpeDed  to  rdum  to  camp  or  go  to  prifion,  aticl  a  Gorn-nmrnt  dotcc- 
tiTC  bomu  vraa  orgatiii«d  to  appreliend  »pM.  trailoni,  aiid  Kwimlleni. 

He  b«ttlca  tbat  occurred  in  rapid  micccusion  clow  to  tlio  city  rcndcrwl 
Wadiiiigton  an  immcnwe  liotpiCal  depot,  and  there  have  been  at  one  time 
■■  truny  as  twenty  thoUKtud  sick  and  wouoded  witliin  ita  walls.  Alt  llio 
Tslncloi  in  tbc  city  have  keen  Heixed,  iii  cniorgcncy,  to  aervc  n»  amini- 
■  laiwwL  War-meetings  liavc  bei?n  bcld  in  the  Cnpitol  grounds:  the  balcony 
H^'' Witlard**  "  baa  blaz^'d  a  vrclconie  to  Korea  of  returned  cnptivcn,  and 
HHlady  of  the  President  !iaa  Lad  the  taste  to  hold  1>all9  and  !c\-ei-:j  in 
^M^  midst  of  rcTCrscs  a!nn>»l  appalling. 

I         Both  city  oimI  suburlm  have  been  wofuJIy  changed.     Itallwaj's  liave 

I  been  laid  ib  the  leading  strvelo,  and  the  rickety  piers  of  the  "T>ong 

Bridgo"  quircr  Iwiealh  llie  weight  of  trains  and  locomotives.     The  green 

ludgbta  of  AitingtoR  are  now  ctrctclies  of  yellow  clay  where  a  ecore  of 

forta  boko  in  the  ron.     The  fine  coUegw  at  Georgetown  arc  anrnali  or 

Ibo^lala  ;  the  aary  yard  is  crowded  wilii  masts  and  nueke-HtackH,  and 
military  roada  haw  been  cut  tlimngh  totid  rock  at  Chain-bridge  and  tlio 
Afucdnct.     The  toas  of  the  city  is  not  tliought  possible,  pcrhapi ;  for 
wetkiMB  pila  tfon*  npon  Ktonc  in  tli<^  "  Treasury  extension,"  and  are 
tnff  wiih  the  great  dome  of  the  Capilol.

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If  wc  now  turn  to  Biclimond,  hoperul  of  a  bigTicr  palriotictn,  the  w»H  j 
iriU  hiirdly  be  KoMzcd.  Howwcr  Kcnipuloun  on  lu  tliu  itnd  to  be  «Uala«d, 
the  metns  whereby  SeceMioo  waa  d«velc>ped  iten  not  such  At  iiupitftinl 
bisioty  will  «iitir«'ly  Applaud.  Ilimmion  wiim  biitd  in  atbnk,  uxi  pro-- 
Hinted  secretly.  Oflit:i.-r<  of  tbe  array  aai]  navy,  commaiideTB  oT  tarU  and  1 
nrwnnlii,  vivic  tampered  wi^Ji,  tiad  ihg  fint  «t«p  toward  devotion  to  tba  ' 
now  guveriiiticiit  mt  perjury  lo  tlie  old.  It  is  a  stmggle  of  iuUiTVKts 
olono,  fhiiiidcil  upon  rival  ambitions.  Each  it  tl]Ori>UgHly  aroiucd,  cucli 
p(.-rsuiidi-n  iliKir  tbat  it  ia  riglit,  cscli  hiu  vuirifiod  laigdy,  and  esdt 
invokes  for  its  cause  tiod,  ffi^cdom,  and  bunuiDity.  Itut  Uiere  i*  liltia 
in  l>ic  u-or-ery  of  "  Dniou''  upon  one  Hdc^  or  "  Stale  Suvurvigiily  "  on  tiiu 
oilier,  iliat  louchca  the  Bynipuiby  of  Dattona  apart.  Prendeot  Ijncoln 
and  I'ruiidiTiit  Dnvin  ari:  bigli-miitdcd,  amiablu  moc.  Iloth  ore,  I  boltorn, 
comiiiimicnnte  wilh  crlliodox  chiirditd,  and  LurdVDay  pmyerv  a«cen<l 
from  all  ibc  piilpila  in  ihu  tnnd  for  the  cxnitation  of  tho  od«  and  tfaqooafn-  i 
USD  of  the  other.  But  UiclunoQd  dty,  like  Waahington,  baa  ita  gambling 
houMes,  it*  aicws,  and  ita  lobbyin«ii.  Its  newtipapen  arc  Ml  of  grave 
charges  .igainsl  offican  uf  th«  army,  tbe  cabinet,  and  Congresx.  In  a 
joiirnnl  dnt.ed  May,  1BG2,  1  find  ihc  following  rcmnrki: — "Tha  curse  of 
tliis  war  iv  nviiricv.  Ita  advuDt  wnn  the  Mgiial  for  the  aohcHua  and  ploia 
of  monopolisM  and  cxtortiouera,  and  thoy  have  profiled  enorttoualj  by 
ibeir  opcmltoan.  No  chutii  of  the  community  ho*  Iwen  ahicldcd  from  their 
liCArileBB  and  unllmiied  exaetiona.  Hieir  own  Goronuacnt  is  consdegrod 
tbe  apcdnl  victim  for  thnir  ticeeing  nnd  swiudliog  optsniliona."  Tbn 
CUTM  «f  ofllciitl  corruption  w\ik}\  lisa  niarkvil  aloioat  all  popular  govera- 
monU  extends  North  and  ±>nuiii.  At  tho  South  the  pccuJstioit  lias  been 
luHS,  pcrhapii,  twcaune  ihcrt^  hngi  hcxu  Ium  lo  itMil. 

liichniond  is  beautifully  situated  at  an  angle  of  tbe  James  Riv«r, 
vrliicU  tumblea  above,  over  ledgi-j  of  flint  and  gninilu  and  aragnd 
niDiature  islands.  A  small  creek,  flowing  into  the  Jamea,  bi»ec(»  ibe 
town,  and  upon  tli«  elevaUid  ground  ndjnctut  it*  belter  resid^noes  and 
public  buildings  have  been  built.  Tu'«-fi(UiK  of  tbe  aiable  population  ani 
nc';jn>e»,  and  a  largo  nnmber  of  these  are  free.  Tli«  latter  are  niwdv 
diivioluie  and  idle,iUid  their  aeltlcinentii  in  the  auburba  contraat  wrctdiedly 
with  the  lui(idiu)in«  nuuidons  of  Ihc  dominant  whites.  Cougress  ineela 
in  tho  SC^te  Capitol.  I'lic  War  OIHcc  and  nio«l  of  the  other  Govcni. 
mcnt  vfliccs  aru  in  Krond  and  Franklin  Stret-l*.  Tbe  elerks  are  fcr  the 
mod  pnrt  Klarylattd  exiles,  and  ibc  dr^lcctivo  force  is  compot«d,  almoat  to 
a  maa,  of  members  of  the  disorganised  Baltimore  police. 

Richmond  bas  hocn  for  fifty  ycnn  a  brilliant  and  n  bad  city.  DuitBg 
niucli  of  that  time  it  was  the  political  centre  of  the  Soutli,  the  abode  of 
Ha  mott  Ikmous  orators,  jurista,  and  ftaiecnien,  nnd  the  chief  f«nt  of  its 
newxpapcT  press.  I'uhticnl  fvetin^  wai  nowhere  mo  intense.  Brawls  and 
homicide  vcie  common  antecedenla  to  its  elections  here,  and  duelling  ws« 
)iv<)aeiit  amongst  its  highert  residents.  Among  tlio  first  qualificattona  of 
its  CoDgrcs-mcn  were  a  keen  eye  and  a  stcndy  lund.     Few  Uicbnond 
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tilitOTB  Wve  not  pnawd  tbe  ord«*I  of  fire,  and  totae  Imtr  pniil  to  tho 
"code"  llie  &aka  of  tbcir  lircn.  "  IJnrbociKw  "  ond  monsUir  procoa* 
ufap»  vrrrc  features  or  its  campaigD*,  nod  iU"stiinip''  wu  mndi;  fAmoiM 
P^sach  fi-vtrrisb  diKpulnntn  no  I'nttick  ilenij-,  John  Randolph,  John  C. 
(^lIlloun,  Ilcnry  Cl»y,  and  other  ornton  powcrfot  enough  there,  though 
itcknowa  in  Englsad. 

Itichmond  was  lli'^  great  iduve-inarkct  wbenoe  nt^^rom  from  the  border 
dutrictM  were  fbnrardod  to  ilie  cotton  Suites.  London  wan  never  nioro 
eaveloped  ui  fo^  lliao  Eiciiraond  in  tcbncca-fnnicit.  It  wnx  n  trito 
aplMrism  tlicrc,  "  Chei^wr  to  indulge  llian  to  abstain."  Tli«  chaiu- 
gniig  b  Mill  reUined,  and  tfae  rtranger  i*  ahockt-d  hy  tlic  iipcclucic  of  iqiiaUd 
mca  breaking  Hodo  on  tlic  liigbmyi,  witb  iron  balls  manacled  to  th«ir  legs. 
BD^talJl/  was  always  great  in  liiclimond;  but  chKrit;  did  not  i:xtcnd  id 
opinion  ;  and  to  qn««li<in  lh«  legitimai.'j  of  any  dlntinetive  "  iniititulion  " 
of  the  {iImn!  irax  Dal  felony.  1'hc  lawn  did  not  merely  pruscribo  what 
one  niiM  not  di>,  but  what  he  must  not  v&j.  The  ladiea  were  vivadoua 
imd  nrdnntlf  parli«nn  ;  and  the  end  of  over}-  young  man's  ambition  wna  an 
eijriium  of  tDdoleuov — a  iboiwaud  acre*  by  tbii  "  Jeema"  Kinr,  and  a  hun- 
dred alAYM  to  mix  his  jnlfrps  and  till  liis  wheal  and  tobacco. 

The  etty  haa  now  witntswed  almott  nl!  itio  terrible  mtitations  of  dvil 
irtr.  With  cJoecd  doors  met  the  Convemlon  that  adopted  an  ordi- 
nance nf  Kccanon,  and  the  Norttmrn  phonograph  cm  llmt  reported  ila 
delibenUioos  were  tviora  to  secreay.  Then  came  the  pulliiig  duwn  of  tlio 
old  flag  and  the  liaimtiiig  of  tho  new.  Tho  (>ulf  IroopH,  who  liod  opened 
the  oontcat  ai  Fort  Sumpttr,  mardicd  into  town  with  the  palmetto,  the 
paiican,  and  tbo  pifie->ree  colours.  The  raililia  that  had  rallied  to  expel 
John  Brown's  motley  handful,  tnmcd  out  again  and  recruited.  A  aileiit 
donbtfitl  populace  lislt-ued  hereto  tlio  fnrma!  '*  iitangtiiiil "  of  Jefferson 
ftaris  and  Alexander  H.  Stqilicni.  Lon^  lines  of  soldtent  poured  through 
the  place  to  reodearoua  at  Winchester  and  Maniusu.  Hopefully  and 
gailjr  jiMsed  the  early  scene*  of  acecnion  ;  bnt  soon  tlic  war  rolled 
•oathwnrd,  and  tli«  Llood  of  Ihouasnds  of  woundod  men  was  seen  in  tho 
atoetia  of  the  **  sluidy  eity." 

Pint  among  the  great  pcnonogeH  of  Bichnioiid  is  the  President,  with 
Ids  ali^t  agile  iigure  and  intense  face.  He  ii<  a  little  grey,  a  tritlc 
h^gud  and  caraworo,  but  ms  fully  tipial  to  the  renpoiiMbililicH  of  his 
poM  oa  when,  sixteen  years  ago,  he  met  wiih  a  few  Miaoimppinni  the 
rinick  of  It  thouMnd  Uexican  lanoeni.  Ilia  manners  liavc  been  likened 
lo  Ihoma  of  Waahlngtoo,  (o  whose  pcaition,  inde«d,  hi»  own  very  much 
GOTTMpoada.  Like  the  great  chief,  ho  has  biyrti  mnligned  at  horn*  and 
auicattmd  abroad.  The  Itichmond  newspapers  have  called  him  incom* 
petcDt,  lukewarm,  and  hypocritical,  but  none  ha?o  been  more  modnt, 
pndoit,  or  devoted. 

The  Vlce-Prwident  goee  amblbg  between  hia  home  and  the  Capilot, 
bowed,  fbirmred,  and  hollow  of  eye  and  chi-ek— something  to  f«e  witli  a 
ihrfdw  and  t>cter  to  forget.     Ilii  position  in   Um  Governnient  is  a 
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negative  one,  and  he  romalns  alone  nc  Ii«nii3  mncb  of  tUe  time,  >p[xi- 
wmll^  WL-ary  of  the  war  ani  the  world.  Governor  Lctcltcr,  the  "  State 
exccutii'i',''  is  unpapitlar  with  all  fnctton*,  nnd  will  be  a  raliiable  subject 
for  foma  fntiin;  Ariitopliancs  of  iho  Sf>"ilhrrn  Con  fed  f  racy.  Hit  prc- 
AtoaaoT,  now  Gvueral  Ilpury  A.  WLw,  is  one  of  the  at'Xt  remorlatblij  mca 
of  the  olf .  The  John  llrown  raid  occurr«d  during  ht*  ftil ministration, 
and  he  rvtaincJ  hie  oiSce  until  the  old  aholitioout  and  his  men  were 
k  banged.  Governor  Wine  was  once  a  notorioiu  duelliKt ;  he  is  now  fjmoiu 
for  hi*  uxteroponuicouii  oratory.  Hix  career  in  the  field  Iim  been  geDcrnlly 
unfortunate  :  he  nvenges  hiniscirbj  delivering  political  harangues  to  hi) 
men  at  ert-ry  dresi  parade.  The  eldest  of  hin  mn<  wax  killed  at  Ilonnolce, 
in  a  gallant  but  rash  attempt  to  escape;  and  the  l<aa  has  very  mudi 
crabillercd  the  Ocncral's  licclining  years. 

General  Windec,  the  provosc-maraliaT,  ovcty  sojourner  In  the  diy 
know*  fall  well.  Grnoml  Butler  would  rejoice  in  the  pouotnon  of  m 
vigShint  an  officer.  Wliile  Wuahington  is  overrun  with  the  intriguing 
and  th.,-  disiflcclcd,  Eichinond  has  efim  for  every  whiapcr,  and  lh»TC  can 
come  no  Btrangor  to  the  city  whose  movements  are  not  iratched  and  lua 
miauon  understood.  To  General  Winder  the  whole  govvmnent  of  lh« 
city  !a  enlnuted.  To  lua  office  every  publican  and  boanltng-hooM 
ke^v  must  bring  daily  lists  and  descriptions  of  his  lodgiri.  Keepers 
of  lirery-nt^iLlt^a  muxt  return  the  name»  and  dvatiiiAtiun.-i  tif  all  who  pott 
the  city  limits.  Forty  detective  officers  go  and  omc  like  shftdowe  day 
and  night.  'Die  city  is  enclosed  with  double  line*  of  provost  nenlriei,  and 
tmliappy  is  he  who  stirs  abroad  after  the  benting  of  lalloo.  Offenders 
ore  marched,  singly,  htfore  the  pruvoal ;  he  aits  almnlutc  and  imper* 
tnrhahle,  i>rucl,  prompt,  and  ponilivc.  He  has  smalt,  searching  vytr,  ft 
bcdlicd  noH',  and  while  bristly  hair,  which  sugfesta  the  unappnxcfaahle 
porcupine.  He  adopt*  n  harsli  voice  with  jirisonere  of  war,  and  wtlh 
his  jualice  may  blend  just  a  little  rets  1  Jul  ton ;  for  his  brother  hat  loaig 
been  »hut  up  in  Fort  Warren  by  Federal  gaolerj. 

The  prisons  of  liiehmond  are  in  charge  of  the  provost •tnanhal  and 
tufl  depuli<».  They  were,  in  August  Inst,  nine  in  number,  of  which 
seven  were  military  and  two  civil.  The  captivea  numbered  at  tliat  time 
mors  than  7,000 ;  the  Slate  ]>ri«onet»  less  than  200.  Casllo  Godwin 
b  tbe  Baatile  of  Iticlimoud.  It  ia  an  abandoned  nr^ro  mart,  sitiiato 
on  a  low  piece  of  gruiind,  and  nppronclicd  by  atepG  descending  fi^>ni  Broad 
Street.  Natives  and  foreigners — (of  the  latter  class,  Gennani  particuUrly) 
— have  (iifTered  long  eonlinenicnt  here ;  and  some  have  gone  h*n«^ 
stated  on  their  colTms,  to  the  fair  grounds  north  of  the  city,  when* 
rope  and  rross-benm  s!imd  always.  The  ropo  is  aitaclied  to  Uieir  necks, 
tile  carl  driven  olT,  and  they  are  left  dangling,  llie  military  ptisona — of 
which  the  Libby  is  the  most  widt^ly  known — are  chietly  abandoned  tobacco* 
warehouses,  built  of  brick,  and  geiier.illy  large,  niry,  and  isolated.  Tlie 
b]oo<ly  "  nx  dnys'  battles "  that  redeemed  Kiclimond  and  ths  Soalh, 
crowded  them  with  bruised,  mangled,  and  lunatic  captive*,  for  whom  Ultls 
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^qttntian  vm  poe&ible.  Tlie  wountls  of  the  sufleren  remiuncd  un* 
Moiiebetl  nil  llu!  ni^ht  loiig,  and  Mme  mcu  wbo  were  bnl  scarred  lay 
iMg)ecl«d  liU  nuiriilicAtlon  cnaaed.  Ths  ftrered  tossed  throu^li  mnay 
haan  vrilli  lip*  a>ll>m«  Mid  muir/  longing  for  hom« ;  and  some  th.it  died 
Kiui>in«d  anboried  for  day's  in  horrible  conipnoiontliip  witli  tlic  living. 
AU  tufTurod  from  liungvr.  C<-iitagi<>us  di»ca»cs  appcnrcd.  Crint«s  b]'ok« 
OQt  aniODg  the  despairing  and  brutal.  Soeqq  gftiucd  wJlh  enrda  lud  dice; 
otbcn  robbed  tlic  bi:l[>leo  or  wlint  ihcy  tiii-tnwlv<x  conid  ivldom  keep. 
Wben,  afl«r  ifae  Jwstilo  Gorci-ninenta  ariiiiijjod  fur  iiu  exdmngc,  llic  sur- 
Tivon  wcro  aurcbud  in  beviu*  to  the  rivvr  luid  «inbnvk«t1,  Ui^y  huddled 
opiMi  U)c  open  d<xik,  ragged,  cutJ,  nnd  toiturod  with  .veniiin,  looUing 
wiotfuUy  for  ihc  expected  Inuuiport.  And  whi-a  at  l<^ngili  lliu  hull  of  the 
relief  cuiie  In  view,  with  »  bit  of  spnnglcd  tioLiietliiiig  tbnt  lluimt«d  on  Uie 
Hag-pole,  the  ciipi>Ic  fluog  up  liis  crutciici,  and  tlie  sioV  grew  irtrong  for 
a  little  whiUs 

The  obodition  of  the  rcttirnod  pviscnei's  excited  mucli  indignalJon  at 
tbc  Nmtb,  and  wilful  cruelty  wiis  ioipuled  lu  llic  Riclitnond  nuUioritiot. 
But  I  oo)  Bstisfied  ihitt  ihuy  only  Tailed  to  du  vliaC  they  could  nut  du, 
Tlicir  own  wounded  llUcd  the  cily,  engrosaiaj;  all  ulteullon,  and  thou* 
Bnds  of  Uivic  dead  covered  ttio  field  niconwhile.  The  fiurgeciuB  were 
Dot  DtUDcrou*,  and  thci'e  wen:  no  invdieinea.  The  best  uttt^ted  ca*v  o( 
niarder  wa»  that  ofa  Federal  soldier,  who  went  over  to  tliu  Coufaderaioa, 
nai,  beii%  tntintcd  with  dialuyalty,  dclibcnildy  »hot  cnc  of  bit  coun- 
tijmcn.  Ihe  priaoQcrs  irerc  generally  inKubcirdinuli.',  and  commonly 
Itoolod  PnnidcRt  Var'u  and  his  culuura,  in  and  out  of  prison. 

Tie  city  Ib  badly  fi>iiilicd,  and  will  uot  conipiiro  in  thiq  re^po^t  nillt 
WMluagtcn.  Spring,  Itichmond,  Ftiidi,  Church  and  Ltbby  Uillgi,  are 
oraicd  with  omall  earthworha,  aud  a  line  of  oliernale  bi'eaatwor]<,  Htaliin 
and  awanip,  encircles  the  north  and  entt  suburbs;  but  the  only  cnnsiderablo 
Ibrtiiiciitioiu  are  built  ao  clote  lo  thv  city  that  the  lonj^-ran^e  guiut  of  the 
Fodccala  could  «aHly  shell  out  the  inliabilanta.  AAcr  the  battles  of 
AVilUomibarg  and  Wett  Poiul,  piuiic  pr«v.Mled  in  the  cily.  The  ]i-g!>- 
Jative  bodtM  adjoorned  in  hnEte,  .ind  the  citizen*  removed  their  iirn-nnt* 
sad  hooarhotd  furniture.  Dauvillv,  a  railroad  tiUiige  ou  the  North 
Carnlinn  botder,  bad  been  ct'lccti'd  as  the  sent  of  government,  and  soma 
dlisiatcttsted  patriots  broached  the  burning  of  tlie  lowu.  liut  Furl  Darliug 
nfolacd  ibe  Fedeial  navy,  and  AfClellan  gave  over  his  cooimnnd  to 
•vamp  and  pealilctico. 

The  high  rate  of  food  and  clotliing  at  the  South  is  well  known ;  but 
in  Itichnoud  tbc  enormous  price"  demnndcd  for  nit  aiiicles  of  neccmty 
may  be  trace<l  to  the  speculations  of  thucficrs  a*  we^  as  to  tlie  univcnal 
■cardty.  Tlie  depreciatiou  of  currency  ha*  also  had  its  eiTcct;  hut  the 
Conb^rald  Government  compels  the  citixeni  to  receive  iiu  notes  at  |>ur. 
Tbc  itatentcnt  hu  been  fnKiuenlly  denied,  that  Fvdeiul  nolet,  or  "  groen- 
badu^"  are  al  premium  in  Uichtnond.  Thin  it,  however,  (rue ;  for  by 
the  lenm  cf  agnccnient  they  must  be  redeemed  in  any  event ;  while  (b« 
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ncrln  of  (lie  new  Goventmeut  are  oaly  to  be  redeemed  in  cam  of  suc- 
ccnful  rcrolutton.  fioota  w«r«  nM  at  three  nnd  fotirguinciu  a  ptura 
jretr  ago,  eoffev  M  five  abllltog*  «  pound,  tod  Mack  lea  at  tliirijr  eliiUing^ 
calico  at  two  tJiillingn  a  yard,  and  beef,  eggt,  vriao,  and  qittilaons 
lk[iion^w«t«  «iuiiUjr  dear.  Tnutemeii  An  tnr\aan\y  arrealed  bj  G«n«nil 
WiDder's  police  fur  cbargiiig  milkir  pricea ;  but  the  harpiee  coolinoe  to 
Ihrire,  and  frci^amtly  precede  Ihc  ngenis  or  Gorcrnoiciit  into  tlw  inte- 
rior, outbidding  tliem  with  the  &nnen  for  cattle,  gruln,  &&  Thed^ 
H  Alii  or  poor  and  berwTed  people,  many  of  them  roltiniary  exiles  fton 
Mnryliutd  and  the  Xordiem  iMnltr.  "Hie  people  of  Hampton,  who  sub- 
mitted to  have  their  beautiful  town  burned  rather  than  leave  it  to 
■hdt«r  their  cncmio,  arc  mippltcants  on  tho  Government  and  dcpenddit 
Upon  rlie  oitiMoia.  A  law  exiaU  6>rbiddii%  the  giving  of  cmploymmt  to 
tbrcignoni  that  have  not  toltca  the  oath  of  all<^iuicc,  and  nccesutous 
Btraugcn  haw  no  choice  but  (o  enlist  in  the  amies. 

Not  more  than  live  n^mcnts  hare  bem  at  any  time  qnortercd  in  Rich- 
mond ;  but  each  Slate  bun  a  rendexvuu*,  nliilbt^r  ull  parcels  and  roalti 
are  MDt,  and  elnigglere  collected.  Notwitlistanding  every  precntilioii, 
robbcricii  nnd  brawh  arc  freqacot;  nnd  the  numtxT  of  "nnfortunntca" 
b  iucrea«ed  to  a  dt^^ree  whicli  excltea  vtry  puinfitl  tvHeclIons. 

The  id]ene<s  and  bunncs*  oT  vrar  arc  inManccd,  on  the  one  hand,  by 
the  Iwlted  and  $purr<!d  braggart*  who  lounge  about  tliu  holcb — the  cloxd 
obops,  the  schools  that  Keep  peipetnal  holiday,  the  old  men  thnt  gather 
in  the  shady  eidc-woIkK  to  gosnp  ajid  bewail,  and  the  negro  women  that 
acrvmn  dolighledly  at  the  prab  of  music,  and  oAen,  ei'Oding  the  acntrica, 
eaoape  to  the  North,  that  terra  incc^ntta  of  tboir  dreoma :  oa  tlio  other, 
by  the  thouinnds  of  workmen  lliat  frame  oddly  •constructed  floating  bat- 
teries si  the  walcrftidy,  and  ftjrge  great  guns  at  the  Trod<gnr  works;  the 
nicdlity  of  tra II iiportntinn- teams  tbnt  rumble  over  the  bridges  and  GEc 
along  the  lumpiko  roads  ;  the  gangs  of  negro  men  that  are  marched  tinder 
giuird  to  wnrk  at  entrenchments  and  Gorcrnment  buildings;  ^c  rrgimvnta 
in  hoiueapxm  gray  and  "  butternut,"  that  trail  duatjly  throngh  the  hl^- 
strec^  to  swell  dislant  camps.  War  looks  at  you  fVom  hospital  churches 
and  through  the  bright  t^c*  of  fever;  it  thrills  yon  in  the  limp  of  cripples 
that  beg  at  the  wayside  ;  it  whispers  sadly  in  the  rustle  of  crape^  and 
shouts  its  diKontcnt  in  the  yell  of  newsboys.  Itichmond  also  is  a  Tciy 
altered  city.  But  it  comnut*  fai-ounibly  with  Wushinglon;  tt  is  under 
firmer  control,  nnd  its  scnnly  resoniccs  nro  used  to  bettor  advant^e. 
Washington  is  overrun  with  rogues,  spits,  and  demagogues ;  Richmond 
is  strictly  governed  by  rannial  law,  and  a  »ngle  supremo  will,  tliat  must 
not  be  gainsaycd,  Is  all-))erviiding.  If  pmceful  counsels  at  length  prevail, 
and  the  Potomac  becomes  a  dividing  line'  bttwccn  the  scctioDs,  Biohmond 
may  be  the  tirst  inland  city  of  the  South ;  but  Woshingten  will  scarcely 
be  I'etuiiied  as  the  seal  of  Federal  government.  Kellhcr  dty  can  bo 
commercially  great,  but  both  will  be  IJiincd  ua  bases  for  the  greatest 
armies  that  ever  met  in  the  shock  of  civil  war.

He  was  a  big,  commonplaco  young  man,  stnugbt-mindcd  and 
tender-hearted,  wiili  imnicna?  energy,  and  grcnt  good  ^iriti.  Ho  believed 
in  biaiaelf ;  indeed,  he  trit-d  so  hennily  and  consdeotjoiuly  to  do  what  ma 
right,  that  be  coutd  not  bcJp  knowing  more  or  IcfS  that  be  woa  ■  good 
rellow.  And  then  he  Ijad  a  bappy  knack  of  so^ng  one  «do  of  «  quettioB, 
und  baviiij;  once  di^ieriniDcd  tliat  so  and  to  was  the  thing  to  be  donc^  he 
could  do  to  and  »o  wilhout  one  doubt  or  compunction.  He  belonged  to 
tbo  school  of  aiblelic  Chi-istiaoity.

]«nii  Ihe  clieerTiil  <]i^TotH  Urv  nhc  lifti!  piclorcd  to  li<>m^.  U«r  mother 
wn«  very  kind,  vetj-  indllTcrent,  very  unhappy,  Elizabeth  ftttred.  ^w 
was  ill  loo,  ond  out  of  h«!th,  hut  wbc  hwc  gri-nt  s'lfTrring  with  wfitdTr- 
ful  patience  and  CMiManoy.  Tourneur  looked  haggard  and  worn.  Had 
he  b^iin  tn  diacoror  that  he  conld  not  nnderetand  hU  w!fc,  thnt  be  had 
nol  married  tbe  womun  hv  faiioled  he  knew  bo  well,  bnt  uine  (|iail« 
difTcrrnt  pcnKm?

Aurt  ihen  ihey  moaa 
and  bi'g  for  merey,  and  still  it  fall";  and  then  Hcream  out  with  horror, 
nnd  0*7  out  ior  death,  for  this  is  mor«  than  ihej-  can  bear — hut  alitl  it 
goes  on  falling,  I  have  rtad  lliia  aomewhtnv.  and  it  aeems  to  me  that 
thill  uppHcH  to  CaroIiDe  Touraeur,  aiWI  to  llw  terrible  life  which  had 
Ijegnn  for  Iier.

only  her  uliei-kn  fall  aw^y  and  her  oyea  glare  out  of  great  black  rings. 

Elly  came  borne  blooming  and  woll,  and  was  shocked  nnd  fri^tened

wiAmt  luring  once  thongbt  to,  or  wondered  dut  it  ahonld  be.  Teiy 
■Mm  ill  Hub  -gloomy  home,  &ough  ohe  did  not  know  it,  seemed 
brightened  «ad  dieered  by  her  coming  home.  Even  Mme.  Jacob 
Ifdented  a  little  when  she  heard  ToU-Ton  and  L«i-Loti'i  ahonts  ol 
lao^bter  one  diy  coming  throngh  the  open  window.  The  three  girls 
%tte  At  inA  in  A/a  giidtfiL  I  do  not  know  &»t  thc^  Wen  ddng  moeb 
good  rixcqit  to  themselTes.  It  Was  a  keen,  clear,  brillisnt  winter  morning, 
tnd  d»  Bob  oat  of  doors  pnt  out  the  Btnotildering  fires  vithin. 

l%e  Uttle  girls  were  langliing  and  working  with  all  their  hearts. 
KOj  mm  Uoghlng  too,  and  tearing  up  dried  old  plants  and  hea[dgg 
to^en  flower-pots  togettier.  Almost  happy,  almost  contented,  almost 
good..  .  .  And  there  is  tun/  a  worse  state  of  m!nd  than  this.  She 
was  idglilo^  as  she  laughed,  for  she  wsa  thinking  of  herself,  padng  nnind 
knd  rwmd  the  neglected  garden  ohce  not  so  loUg  ago;  then  she  thonght 
of  the  ohnrch  on  the  hill-top,  then  of  Will  Dampier,  and  then  of  John,  and 
ttten  the  oame  opon  a  long  wriggling  worm,  and  she  jdmped  away  and 
fogot  to  be  eetitimental.

It  was  all  ordained  for  the 
best,  he  sud  to  himself.  But  be  would  have  been  glad  to  know  her 
happy,  and  he  patted  her  cheek  and  went  into  his  study. 

Miss  Dampier's  letters  were  Etly'a  best  treasures:  how  eagerly  she 
took  them  from  Clementine's  hands,  how  she  tore  them  open  and  read 
them  once,  twice,  thrice.  No  novels  interest  people  so  much  as  their 
own — a  Stray  in  which  yon  have  ever  so  little  a  part  to  enact  thrills,  and 
excites,  and  amuses  to  the  very  last.

make  jok«  at  them,  to  rvmp  with  the  litlle  girls. 

One  day  she  found  her  letter  wuiiing  ou  the  hall-luhlc,  and  tore  it 
open  with  n  trembling  hope.  .  .  .  Aunt  Jctin  de»:ribGd  the  weather, 
the  pigity,  made  vuluable  remarks  on  the  dcwb  contained  lu  the  daily 
papers,  signed  hci'»c1f,  ever  her  afTectionnto  old  friend.  And  that  was 
all.  Was  not  that  enough?  EUy  asked  hei-aulf,  with  i>uch  a  oigh.  She  was 
reading  it  over  in  the  doorway  of  the  enllc-JL- manger,  bonnclod  and 
cloaked,  with  all  the  remains  of  the  mid-day  meal  ooDgealing  nnd  (Us- 
ordered  ou  the  tnble.

Kindly  tai  dimly  her  eyet 
t^ennl  mnd  raiilcil  M>m<'liQW  nt  tlio  girt,  out  of  t!ic  f»dod  bed,  out  of  n 
mywcry  of  pain,  of  grief,  nad  soUluUe. 

It  WM  n  myalcry  indctd,  which  Ivlixabelb,  (landing  Vsido  It,  COidd 
tiot  underalaDd,  though  she  lieraelf  had  liiin  no  klvly  iind  m  rmigncdly 
Dpon  a  coiich  of  yickm-M.  Agr,  nb«indi>nnicnt,  sevcmty  years  of  Ufc — how 
many  of  grief  and  trouble  ?*  Am  she  leaked  at  t]i«  dyiu;^,  iridilTiirvnt  face, 
•}i«  «tw  ih*t  tbqr  vr«re  nlmovt  «nded.  And  in  t1i«  inid&t  ofhor  pity  and 
Bliiifikiug  cooipABiioD  Elly  ihoQgbt  to  lienelf  tliut  kUu  would  cliangi:  nil 
with  the  nick  iroman,  at  tlmt  minut^  to  hnVQ  eodarod,  to  have  BiLrmoiinted 
•omudi. 

She  snt  nith  her  tiU  the  dim  twilight  cnmc  throogli  ihe  dirty  and 
patcbcd  Jinan  of  llio  windows.  Krea  oa  tili«  wuilcd  thtTo  h<T  thonglit* 
went  wandering,  and  thn  was  trying  to  pictiiri?  to  herself  fnces  nnd  tccnea 
that  she  could  not  see.  She  knew  that  th<3  shadows  were  creeping  round 
ahout  ihoac  wbum  she  loved,  as  quietly  an  they  wcrs  ritiog  hero  in  lliis 
urdid  room.

Was  ifiV 
etlU  «!il«i;](  and  drtam  ing  one  of  ibooe  t«mble  dreaina,  IVooi  wbicb.  ab  rau  I 
aho  niDgi  nwnko  7  In  lhi<  drnun  *he  beard  tbc  Piut^^r  mying,  "  II  a  bica 
dtfl  cboHM  k  Tous  dire,  BUzabutb,"  and  tben  be  seemed  to  |^  away  and  (o 
leave  |]i«m.  In  iliis  drpnm,  hnwiMcrod  and  trembling,  with  a  dmpcrattt 
effbn,  ebc  pulled  her  Iiaud  aivaj-,  uiid  mid,  ^  Wliat  docs  it  mean  T  Wherft 
is  Tiahj?  Why  do  j-ou  como,  John?  Why  don't  you  loare  mo  hi 
pence?"  And  tlicu  it  vaa  a  dream  no  longer,  but  a  tttith  and  m- 
TMilily,  when  John  began  to  upeak  in  his  Eiiniliar  way,  and  slic  bearJ

All  obottt  roae  a  Bpriog  in«ensi<  uf  li^^lit,  of  culotir,  of  perfume.  T!io 
country  fblka  were  at  work  in  the  fields  nnd  on  tlio  liilts.  T]i« 
Bgbt  diuae  bejctid  Ifac  cburch  spire,  beyond  tlic  cottagca  and  glowing 
Ireea.  Insido  tho  cottage,  through  the  lattice,  I  could  aee  aunt  Jean 
Bedding  over  ber  knitting. 

She  tbrew  down  her  needles  to  welcome  me.  Of  couiTe  I  was  going 
to  itajr  to  tea — and  I  mid  that  rtan  my  inlcnlian  in  coming.

Iw  A  recent  nnmbPT  of  tliis  KIngnxinc,  wo  took  occfcion  to  notice  tliij 
siii^lHr  mocusti  which  has  attended  n  practical  natuniliat  to  hb  effoiu  (o  j 
attrnct  TCilLin  the  Tnngo  of  hamtin  obscnrntton  th«  nntt  nnd  Nhj-nd 
crmtum),  uiid  «t  llie  same  time  to  point  out  Die  imporUnt  results  to 
agriculture  Vfhich  have  followed  from  a  thorough  invertigation  into  t]i« 
hnhit*  and  conxcqiicnt  uses  of  the  living  beings  wilb  wliich  we  are  «ur- 1 
rouDded.   'Wo  hnv<;  now  to  pna  to  a  cotliitrrnl  brnnch  of  tiic  mmc  Kubjcct,  I 
nud  to  cull  Btluntiun  to  ihe  wonJerAil  mtueum  of  Hluftcd  animals  irhidlj 
adoma  the  "Homo  of  a  Nnttimlifii,"  and  which  w  prepared  on  a  principlc'l 
eijiiall}-  Temarluibli;  for  boldness  ofcoiiceplion,  origiaalily  of  design,  the  Pto- 
niethean  fire  which  it  enables  a  skilful  opn-ntor  to  infuse  into  lilUeea  and 
flaccid  reniiiina,  and  iht  marrellous  micccss  with  which  it  bandlea  tfae  two 
mtM  tioiiblcKimc  dcpnrtnienti  of  tuxiderni}^,  namely,  the  extrcmilies  and^ 
the  naked  tik!n.    By  this  process  the  flowing  uiiduUticns  and 
of  tke  bare  okin  arc  rqiroduccd  as  they  existed  daring  iho  life  of  iho 
Bubjcct ;  to  the  ears  are  giren  their  originnl  exprcanTe  Toundneas  iritbont 
the  Ies«t  nymptnm  of  ibc  vrrtnkl<4  outline  which  they  umuilly  Bsmmc  in 
etiifll'd  animab;  the  nose  and  mtizzle  retain  their  pouting  fulcesa  wttboat 
requiting  to  be  ampiitatrd  and  irphiccd  by  wax,  gutta-percha,  or  other 
««ib»tnnec«,  and  the  imws  or  feet  present  itieir  natural  form  and  expnanoni : 
Moreover,  llicro  is  no  wire  or  woodwork  wilJiin  thi;  Hkin,  and  the  irdghtl 
of  u  prepart'd  aniinal  is  so  trilling  thnt  a  man  ctiiild  carry  away  a  cow  or 
two  on  bin  l>uck,  Uike  a  tiger  under  each  arm,  ttUug  half  a  dozen  uakd 
round  his  neck,  and  walk  off  with  liiii  load. 

Vtt   art-   all  familiar   with  stuffed   birds  and   beasts.      Some  cf  uil 
may  have  had   tlic  misforluno  to  »ee  aomc;   sprcini  pet  carried  off  byj 
death,  and  to  liave  sent  it  to  n  "  naturatist,"  to  be  stuffed.     And  tbe 
who  have  com^littc^d   this  alTcclionate  error  are  Mire  to  be  dissatisfied 
with  the  operator,  and  to  appreciate  the  infinite  dilTi-rencc  between  the 
•oft,  graceful   outltncs,  tlie   cxpreasdve   attitiidc-x,   ond   the  slock  gloasjrJ 
coat  of  their  formyr  iavouriie,  and  the  stiff,  gaunt,  dislori«d  form  of  th< 
■ttifrcd  skin,  with    its  round  staring  eyes,   iu  withered   eara,   lipa  andl 
Boslrila,  and  its   mummified    feet,    which    bear  no    more  mcmbboovl 
to  the  extremities    of  the  living    ci'eaturo  than    Yorick's  skull  to  thfle^ 
living  face.     Even  in  the  best  spcuimeits  that  hare  been  stuffed  in  thtt 
ordinary  manner,  the  frvt,  paws,  and  tail  are  at  least  sura  to  be  failnrct 
after  a  few  years  have  elapsed,  wJiilc  the  ears  and  all  paria  of  tlw  body 
vhcro  the  skin  is  devoid  of  covering,  become  more  and  in(>t«  sjinvelled  na 
time  pnasea  on.   It  is  true  tliat  defective  taxidenny  is  Dot  generalty  detected, 
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^mjilj  bccniuc  thtte  who  look  at  a  stufTed  lion,  e«gle,  Btaki,  or  croeodilfl 
■re  aot  suflickntlj-  ^miliar  wiili  llic  liviog  bringt  to  Bppr«ciat«  the  ^ort- 
coming*  nf  iho  prppntud  Rkin ;  l>ut  if  thej'  ivere  as  tborougbljr  acqunintod 
with  Ukwc  orentui«9  an  wiili  lli(.-ir  own  pert  do^,  cot,  or  bird,  they  would 
be  fqiuJIjr  ciipabk  of  coroprehcnding  llie  efl'eot  wliich  a  bodly  prepared 
Ain  baa  on  a  oatimliBt,  grating  on  hi«  mhid  like  fiUse  hormODieB  oa  tlie 
tnr  of  a  musicinn. 

Il  Lj  vTidtnit  tliat  the  fault  in  di-fectiva  taxidermy  is  twofold— iimtly, 
ignorance  on  th«  part  of  ihe  operator,  and,  trcondlj',  the  iosulBcJency  of 
tbe  method  wbioli  be  employ*.  Putting  awdi:  the  former  and  mora 
ttbriooa  causr,  tct  iw  s««  how  it  in  that  even  a  dog  or  cnt  cannot  bo 
awffcl  m  tlul  tlip  pri'psrcd  iikin  iJiall  look  exactly  like  the  creature 
while  instinct  with  life.  The  fact  is,  that  thu  preecnl  iiyiil*ni,  ns  generally 
employed,  in  ra<licaUy  fhltc,  and  can  but  produce  imperfect  resulla — ibe 
liun  being  arranged  while  moist  upon  an  innn*  ha*in  of  yielding  mhittancf, 
nich  oa  tow,  most,  bny.  &c.,  and  niifTered  to  dry  almost  at  random,  all 
msnipalalion  being  confined  to  iiin  exterior.  Now,  it  is  llw  properly  of 
noiat  (kin  to  contract  during  the  piccoH  of  desiccation,  and  should  lis 
tUckDCfls  be  in  tbe  least  imeqiial,  the  contraction  i«  unequal  too,  and  >o 
dra^  itself  out  of  ahnpc,  and  the  hair  and  feathera  out  of  their  Just  "ael." 
71m  only  method  by  which  an  artUt  can  cnxurc  a  luccciHful  runilt  ia  to 
iuep  tbo  ikin  untler  bU  conirol  during  the  whole  period  occupied  in 
drying',  and  lo  bo  able  to  reduce  a  wriakle  or  produce  a  protubtranci;  nt 
wiU.  He  e«n  tlina  nstoro  tbc  precise  aspect  of  the  being  under  hia 
banda  {  be  can  give  the  eziemtl  iudicaliona  of  swelling  muscle  or  hidden 
joint,  and  impait  to  a  mora  hollow  shell  of  skin  ihr  <^ncrgy  of  a  breathing 
creature  Sucb  examples  of  true  taxidermy  are  now  to  be  found  in 
Sir.  Watertou's  muMum,  and,  unfortunately,  in  no  other  place. 

Tbcfc  stands  Chanticleer,  proud  and  ddiant,  his  created  head  flung 
aside  as  if  tii4«ning  to  a  rirnl'n  cliallcngi-,  his  hacklea  bristling  round  his 
ootatretobed  neck,  and  his  armctl  lcg«  fim>ly  planted,  as  if  awaiting  tbe 
eoMt  of  bis  foe.  There  sits  tlic  pheasant,  glorious  in  tbu  full  ricbncM  of 
Stuplial  ]>liuaage,  ita  soft  sleek  outlincn  and  uodulnting  curves  contrasting 
beauiifuJly  with  the  Hory  action  displayed  by  the  champion  of  the  poultry- 
janL  Here  is  a  bam  owl,  fast  asle^,  not  sitting  on  n  branch,  as  is  the 
fioatom  of  mo«t  slequug  birds,  nor  tucking  lis  ht.id  under  its  feathers,  but 
ijamlfnc  bolt  upright,  its  leg*  itifT,  an  if  two  wooden  tkcwcrs  had  been 
llmut  np  them,  and  its  whole  aspect  irresistibly  reminding  tiio  spectator 
ef  a  doling  ost.  Now  bore  i*  an  example  whicli  shows  tlie  value  of 
imdarataRding  a  biid'ii  babiia  before  undertaking  to  ^tuff  its  !>lilii.  Few 
poaaoa  knew  tliat  the  owl  slept  in  this  odd  position  until  Mr.  Watcrton 
Iband  it  out,  and  baring  discovered  this  peculiar  trait  of  character,  he 
kaa  indelibly  impressed  it  upon  the  preserved  specimen. 

In  tho  museum  aro  more  than  Gre  hundred  ^ecimuns  preserved  by 
hand,  not  includii^  a  vast  number  of  crabs,  lobstcra.  insects,  and 
nrinns  otlicr  smaller  raeatnres ;  the  great  xoolqgial  raluc  of  the  collcc- 
Tou  Tn. — w.

Iiav«  iho  toucADS,  utting  tritli  thnir  nir  nf  Ncriou*  gravity,  and  tli«  per! 
Itlltctoiicnnct!!,  balancing  ibfmselvot  on  tbe  bnuichea  in  the  oddest  manner, 
the  bill  and  tail  upprwtching  each  Mhcr  benitatli  the  bougU.  Numbers! 
of  ]nrrota  and  parraki^i'lti  an?  displayed  in  all  tbe  tHUtndo  vrbicli  t))< 
mercurial  birdi  nssunX',  gprcnding  thoir  bonuliful  n-ingM  for  fligbt,  climbiagi 
up  till!  bonghN  wiili  thoir  hooked  beaks,  rufflioE  their  featliers,  and  koH\ 
roch  otlier  Itutily,  &nd,  in  fHct,  wanting  nothing  but  movement  to  iiecia 
gifted  wiiJi  iifu. 

I'hete  arc  the  lovely  hunrniing-birdu  polacd  on  «tcady  vriog,  liOTeriiig;. 
about  the  flowers,  or  srott-d  in  their  wee  neifit^  and  looUng  up  wiib  tJicii 
protty  nir  of  innocent  andacity  at  the  (iiipp»s«d  intruder.  Not  a  fialh« 
ja  DiiEnitig  or  out  of  plaL-o,  rot  a  speck  of  black  ia  lo  be  seen  on  lh« 
buminhrd  gorgctfi,  which  literally  bloKc  with  ruby,  emerald,  and  to; 
whCTi  the  sunbeams  shine  on  them.  The  woodpeckeni  are  haiJ  at  wort 
en  their  tree),  the  quail  trips  daintily  over  the  grass,  ami  the  warbl^ra 
nt  real  on  (he  branchcH,  or  fiultcr  their  plumngc  na  if  Med  with  ta^Agy 
their  nwn  mclodimw  carotfl. 

Tlie  great  toulacoiinara  snake  ilea  coiled  In  dreadful  folds,  bis  eyeBJ 
dully  gleaming  nndM'  their  broivK,  and  hij  bead  idly  reponing  on  the  pilloiT, 
Af  hi«  own  body.  Venomous  serpents  are  seen  lurking  aniid  the  foU: 
one  qnictly  iiloqiing,  another  drawing  bank  the  angry  head  in  readineaa  f<n' 
the  stroke,  tbe  forked  tongue  quivering  and  the  lhn.-KtenIng  fangs  erect, 
while  n  third  il  triiimphuntly  henring  ulF  n  fluttering  viotim  initsJawS) 
tbe  birds  aronnd  tlecin;;  in  dixmay. 

Tnming  from  the  fcalliercd  to  tbe  furred  reccs,  the  specimens  are 
quite  as  characleriiitic,  A  hngfi  nnt-bcar  prowls  along,  his  bushy  tail 
fiurled  orcr  hiB  back,  and  enveloping  him  in  n  torrent  of  hair,  and  hia  long 
tnoul  held  cloM  to  the  (rroiinci,  an  if  in  search  of  his  insect  prey.  A 
sloth  is  seen  ascending  a  hraneb,  clinging  firmly  with  nl!  itx  limbti,  Ktrctch- 
ing  out  iu  neck,  and  wcaiing  that  pectiliar,  pitiful,  wit>tl\il  look  so  chai 
teristic  of  the  creature.  The  wea»i-l  i*  M-wi,  not  aiuffcd  as  is  the  ciulonl' 
in  the  drjilors'  *hop«,  straight  and  long-backed  like  a  fiirred  liKird, 
with  arched  buck,  ri^curved  n<'ck,  and  liciid  drawn  nnake-tike  lo  tbs 
ahouMcrs,  juHt  as  the  little  creature  appears  when  suddenly  alarmod  and 
ready  to  jump  in  any  direction  at  a  niomcnt'a  notjce. 

PorbapB  the  apes  arc  th?  most  surprising  examples  of  Miccessfui- 
fmraiion.      Er<-iy  one  knows   how   utterly   iniiatia&ctoiy    in 
jnonkey,  with  its  fneo  shrivelled  out  of  all  tJiapc  and  expression 
looking  as  if  punched  out  of  nn  old  shoe,  its  vrithcrvd  fingers  like  kno' 
sticks  covered  with  scorched  parchment,  and  the  total  wantof  "sel"  in  iU 
Air — dcA^ls  which  incn-Afo  with  time,  nod  quite  ruin  the  real  raluo  ami, 
true  object  of  the  specimen. 

But  liere  is  a  yonng  rhinip,in;iee,  sitting  wit!i  a  negligently  eafty  air  oi 
■  eocoa-nnt,  and  conteinplating  the  Innditcnpc  with  the  air  of  profoi 
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wisJom  and  grotcaquc  iti«lanoh»l/  ar>  ojlm  ic{«n  in  tlie  fcir  tail-lew 
»pe*  lliAt  IisTo  bc«n  brongbt  to  UiU  GonntT;  in  a  living  suic.  Tbe  mouth 
and  lip*  potuMc  all  Uitt  w>ft  roundncu  of  life;  tho  cats  ntte,  and  foro- 
l)«id  ItBvs  regu&ed  tlicir  wont«d  contour;  aoi!  even  the  bar«  [iiUou  are  to 
|>erl«cl  ibat  tbu  little  vrriiilclr^  eauwd  bjr  thoir  half-elomd  tiUte,  u  the/ 
Jip  n4^gligcntlJ■  ou  the  Up,  are  rcproduopd  wiili  niarvullout  Udelit^. 

Get  the  crcaturo  bclweeii  j^ourtctf  luid  the  window,  and  yon  vill  :wc 
tUal  it  a  pwftatly  holloir,  to  hollow,  indeed,  ibat  tka  hands  and  faoe  are 
tmulticent  aa  iMtvr-pi^-r — even  to  tliu  very  linger-aail*.  Tbcrc  ia 
UUnlly  nothing  In  it  bat  air,  tbe  akin  boiag  bard  and  «laatic  a«  if 
mada  of  horn.  A  "  cbuck  "  under  the  c.liin,  and  off  tumblct  it<  )iMd,  to 
lis  to  allow  a  full  view  of  ibo  interior.  Lift  lUu  cristturc,  and  llii-  baud 
Uica  up  with  ita  Ii^Ui<!M,  lu  wbon  onq  taken  up  nn  ompty  ewer  thinking 
il  to  be  full  of  water, 

AlnMMt  onythii^  may  bu  done  irirh  the  akin  when  once  prc-pnr^^d  nl^vr 
Uita  laahiuin.  Should  il  be  atuffed  abroad,  it  may  be  eul  in  twenty  piece* 
liir  iho  conrenicDcu  of  packngn,  and  put  togtlher  again  without  a  murk  to 
betray  lh«!  jnncUoua.  See,  it  can  be  crumpliid  kelwevn  the  liiigere  and 
■qveeied  like  a  aponjic,  returning  tu  it*  original  shape  by  tlio  itmngu 
ehilio  Grmncai  which  the  skin  has  now  nttaiuoJ.  It  oan  be  [ikked  Up 
by  a  pindi  of  hnir  and  swung  about  wilbciit  damage.  Its  fur  can  be 
mnipfcd  and  pulled  about  until  it  sticks  out  in  ull  direclionK,  and  then 
replaced  with  a  fear  ttrokM  of  a  krusli.  It  may  be  kicked  dnwnUair*, 
or  dung  from  the  top  of  tbe  Monoiacnt,  nitliout  showing  a  sign  of  i!l-u«age. 
h  may  be  aqiwoiod  ilat  at  a  [laaGsie,  and  tvh«n  the  pnwnire  is  rcmoTrd, 
will  TcaaniK  tta  sluipe  irllli  llio  elsslicity  of  a  holkiw  india-rubber  balL 

llul  iKltvr  »4ill,  il  in  totally  iuipmious  to  insect  foes;  it  has  no 
unplenaaDt  atncll  anch  aa  is  Ibund  in  Hkius  siitiTud  after  the  ordinniy 
faihiim;  tliete  ia  no  horrid  nncnicnl  soap  to  endanger  the  aighl,  impair 

appetite,  and  lonien  the  leeth  of  the  opemtor ;  the  creutiirt^  stnnda 

jly  in  the  open  air,  with  a  simple  glaas  cover  to  keep  the  dual  off,  and 
is  no  need  of  ciunphnr  or  turpentine,  whoso  opprewve  vapours 
pcrrade  our  niuaeama,  and  gire  dir«l\il  headaches  to  tho  viaJlon.  Yon 
may  lake  at  randutn  uiy  of  llie  five  hundred  specimens,  say  a  bird,  put  it 
ia  a  liux  li.sei]i«r  with  Diotb-calen  furs,  featlitm,  and  blaukc^lH,  with  miit- 
carenid  imacta,  and  iril^i  a  pint  or  Iwu  of  Ui«  leriible  dernieete*— that 
■cour^  of  muoeDmi — piolilte,  »liarp-lo<]|hecl,  and  roradoua,  eapable  of 
denKirtng  a  caae-fuU  of  bird*  in  a  marvel loiisly  short  time,  and  knving 
no  rclin  of  lite  once  beautifui  innialea  except  sunic  wires  and  a  tittle 
tuw  clinging  to  ihain.  I'ut  tlie  cheat  aside  for  twenty  yeara,  and  vhtm  the 
aCGUnitihried  dtut  has  becu  bruslied  off,  tlic  bird  n-ill  be  found  bright  aud 
uninjured  as  when  it  was  BrU  placed  in  the  box. 

Id  fact,  the  apparttiLly  frail  and  perixhahle  skiu  has  been  rendered  eo 
itDpngtwhle  to  all  otdiitary  foes,  that  it  can  only  be  iiyiuvd  by  main 
iiroe,  fire,  or  water,  aiul  rrun  in  tho  latter  cnao  could  be  soon  rc-raodelled 
into  its  former  shape;.    To  all  appennnce,  indeed,  tlie  light  and  delicate 
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ftir  aud  down  arc  lik^-Iy  U  catlMt  the  edifice  of  stono  and  iron  in  nliicb  | 
the^  nr*  tii^Iivrrd,  nnd  to  be  u  more  enduring  memorial  of  their  prucrvccJ 
than  muiiuintMils  of  brass  or  ccnot-nplu  of  m&rblo.  it  will  be  >Mn  to<v] 
lliat  by  tiie  plan  of  cmployin.i;  the  mere  iikin,  tlie  whole  of  the  body  is  sefe] 
free  for  the  purpose*  of  the  anatomist :  no  slight  adrantage  in  Out  caw  < 
S  rare  or  choice  specimen. 

Such  are  the  resnlte,  btit  ulmt  of  th^  means?  Simple  in  the  extreme. 
The  tools  reqtlirpfl  hardly  deserve  the  name,  for  all  these  wondrous  efrcct* 
hnve  hten  produced  wiih  .1  penknife,  a  lump  of  wax,  Imlf-a-doien  needles, 
and  three  or  four  wooden  skewers.  The  process  is  so  cleanly  thst  it  can 
be  condiioled inn  drawing-room,  without  soiling  the  most  delicate  fumitarni 
and  we  have  had  the  pleiuiire  of  seeing  the  inrciilor  engn^ird  in  the  mani- 
pulation of  a  pheasaut,  just  as  a  lady  employs  her  fingers  on  llic  etabornte 
ectanglement  of  thread,  called  by  courtesy  hor  "  work." 

In  »impte  fact  the  modus  agendi  is  pure  modelling,  t)ie  skin  bnng 
used  as  the  mnlerinl,  nnd  reduced  by  art  to  the  plastic  state  of  soulplor's 
clny,  a  t«mporary  stufGiig  being  ouly  placeil  within  it  to  keep  the  skin 
moderately  dintended  during  the  progress  olits  drying.  The  obedience  of 
the  materiuL  to  the  touch  of  tlio  hand  is  almost  incredible ;  and  in  the 
CoUeelioD  may  be  bpmi  sevcrn!  specimens  that  hare  purpof«iy  been  dis- 
torted into  all  kinds  of  strange  sha])e8,  in  order  to  shirw  the  value  of  the 
procoss  in  the  band  of  a  master.  Frogit,  toads,  and  liznrdf!,  are  grotesquely 
transmuttd  into  caricatitrcs  of  the  human  form  ;  extraneous  joints,  limba, 
claws,  and  hornn,  sprout  from  unexpected  ptncea. 

Pcrhupa  the  most  striking  of  these  transformations  is  the  wvll-knovn 
nondescript,  wherein  the  natural  countenance  of  ilie  creature  ban  bet-n 
changed  with  sueh  furcible  and  telling  fidelity  into  tlie  fnec  of  a  quaint 
Bad  eoaeotric  but  genial-heArtcd  oM  man,  that  ranny  of  those  who  niit 
ihc  museum  leave  it  under  the  idea  that  they  have  been  contemphiting 
die  prepared  skin  of  a  "nalive,"  andoue  genltcmao,  on  seeing  an  engraving 
of  the  obj(.>ct,  took  it  for  a  portrait  of  the  operator,  and  thought  that 
Mr.Waterton  must  bo  a  very  odd-looking  pei'son,  Leasindimci)sioiia,but 
not  less  amnsing,  are  the  bixarre  forms,  wittily  ticketed  as  Cdiioer  xodiocni 
and  Diubolus  cuTuIeus,  two  ludicrous  combinations  of  hetcrc^caooiu  parts, 
belonging  to  all  kinds  of  creatures ;  and  the  various  odd  oompocitions  llist 
meet  the  ^e  are  nitidu  with  a  nmrvellou?  ingenuity  that  surpusm  even  lite 
far-&med  Japanese  mermuids  (of  whicii,  by  the  way,  we  hare  examined 
■overal),  nnd  bewilders  the  casual  visitor  to  such  an  extent,  tliat  lie  is  led 
to  doubt  whether  the  very  staircnw  may  not  be  a  deception.  Then 
objects  nre  only  manufiiclurcd  lor  the  purpose  of  allowing  llio  perfection 
to  which  the  arl  of  skin -modelling  can  be  brought,  and  the  plastic  nature 
of  the  material  placed  in  the  taxidermist's  hands. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  time  consumed  in  completinf;  one  of 
these  specimens — namelj',  seven  or  eight  weeks,  for  a  creature  as  Inive  as  a 
leopard — would  dc-bnr  prolei«ional  taxiderniists  from  employing  the  aystem. 
But  each  epeaimuu  only  requires  about  half  an  hour's  work  daily,  so  thu 
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ftlWr  iht  first  btart,  an  indttstrioas  operator  can  turu  out  as  numy  BpcciDJUUi 

u  under  ibe  prwcnt  system.   &[r.  Watvrton,  for  example,  ulways  hn«  Bom«l 

aluus  iu  band,  ia  different  itn^es  of  progr«u,  and  by  giring  »  fvw  niinutes' 

Inboor  to  «ach  >pecim«u  aererut  tinius  tlkily,  keeps  up  a  conitnnt  influx  of 

new  obj«c(i«  inio  bis  muaeum.     It  u  very  inletTBtui!;  to  watch  the  advance 

oTtlio  )kin  through  the  operation,  anil  to  aim;  hove  it  gmdiully  grows  from 

h  ««t  Bud  alnvoet  sbapeleM  inaas  into  a  form  appurently  instinct  with  lir<s 

Kind  eowgjTt  lilcc  «  lump  or  day  and«r  tho  Kulplor'a  hand ;  rtud  how  the 

*kin,  at  firvt  loooc  and  diiocid,  gradually  acquires  firmness  and  ptiudcity, 

I  tmtil  at  length  it  obeys  tho  slightest  touch  of  the  operator's  hand,  and 

E^vnuitM  eniJi  leather  or  hair  to  be  arranged  nooording  to  his  will. 

There  are  one  or  two  other  mod«8  of  taxidermy  wliicb  dt^cn'c  a 
|Ms«Rg  Da4io«.  In  one  loetliod,  for  example,  tbe  operator  removes  tlia 
Ain,  takes  a  cjMt  in  p1a»t«T-of- Paris  of  tho  "  ccorcbde,"  and  slni^hea  the 
'  i^o  over  tho  caat,  thus  ensuring  for  the  lime  tin  expot  co]^  of  ihc  original^ 
^Tet  even  this  pUn,  dospite  of  its  ingrauity,  u  but  partially  and  lempo-^ 
rarily  racccMdal ;  for  all  iikin  will  persist  in  conlrncting  ox  it  dries,  and  tho 
opetator  cannot  possibly  give  the  thousand  lilUe  elevatioaaanddi^presHious 
of  the  wAur  parte,  on  which  depends  so  much  of  the  true  exprtsHion. 

Another  moot  ingenious  plan  is  that  uhieh  liaa  been  eiiipbyed  by 
Pnfvaanr  Sokolor,  of  the  Imperial  Univrmity  of  Moscow.    By  this  proccsa, 
whicb  concisto  of  iujeeting  certain  prcaenauve  fluids  into  the  system,  lha| 
whole  vnbctanoE  a  rendered  impwrioiw  lo  decay,  »nd  even  tlic  oxpressioo  ' 
oflbe  featurea  b  so  perfectly  ruialued  thai  the  first  impreciion  of  a  spectator 
,  i*,  that  the  form  baa  bvm  modelled  in  wax.     Kven  the  natural  claaticity  of  J 
P  the  Heak  fa  partixUy  pnservtd,  and  if  it  be  pinched,  it  wilt  give  lo  the! 
pressuro  and  return  lo  the  original  form.     Muruover,  the  whole  orgauixa- 
lioa  remain*  to  unchanged   that  it  is  xtill  suituble  for  the  scaJpel  of  the  ' 
Mwloniist,  uiid  even  tlie  delicate  fibres  of  the  musoles  rel^iln  tlieir  organM 
JoD.     Mon-cltottt  aa  is  this  preparation,  it  is  still  fniilty  in  ihe  exireuii-l 
tica,  to  which  the  pre»vrviii|;  fluid  appean  not  always  to  Itnd  frco  accrs,  ' 
on  account  of  the  small  diameter  of  the  capillaries.    It  is,  however,  a  very 
■t  advanoc  on  all  former  systems  of  embalming,  and  as  its  cascntiol 
I  ore  only  the  work  o(  a  fuw  hour^  il  bids  fair  to  be  inviduable 
I  conparalive  anatomist't,  who  can  thu5  get  large  and  valuable  spocimcna 
I  dittunt  laudi  without  tiie  vast  outlay  to  spirits  and  grwit  connuupttua 
of  apace  thai  linrc  hitlierto  been  ncccioary. 

Take  it  all  b  all,  we  have  at  present  no  process  of  tastdenny  wbh^ 
ala  so  many  cxcelleacea  and  so  few  dcfocta  as  that  which  is  inveniacM 
riBul  practised  by  Mr.  Wat«Tton ;  and  after  a  cnri-ful  examiiuitioii  of  almc<t| 
evvry  inlerutlins  specimen  of  laxideriny  in  the  kingdom,  wo  cannot  but' 
think  that  a  judicious  combination  of  the  two  eystcm*  (however  opposite 
J  tbey  may  wem)  of  Mr.  Watcrtou  and  Ptofctctor  Sokolov,  would  be  of  J 
l%ifiniM  rnlue  to  iiciei>cc,  inasmuch  as  the  whole  of  tlic  croturc  would  bflj 
rnade  availalle  for  tlie  muaeum  or  the  diaaecTing-TOom.  I

Don't  you  remLiub<?r  what  iraditious  there  used  to  be  of  chests 
of  J>IdIc,  btiUcs  of  diamoods,  lacct  of  inettimuble  vatuo,  tent  out  of  tb« 
country  privately  by  the  old  Qut^cn,  to  enrich  cerlaiu  ivluttoiu  In 
M-ckJ-nb-rg  Str-l-t>?  Not  nil  tlie  treasure  went.  Non  omnu  moritur. 
A  [lOot  old  palsied  thing  al  raidiiighl  U  made  happy  somellmca  as  i^  lifts 
her  shaking  old  band  to  her  nose  Gliding  noiaelcMly  among  the  beds 
where  lie  tlie  pour  crcatureii  huddled  in  their  cbeerleea  dormitory,  I  bncy 
an  old  gboAt  with  n  snuff-box  that  does  not  crcuk.  "Tbero,  Goody,  lake  of 
my  ra|>}ieo.  Yuu  will  not  sncexe,  and  I  ehall  nut  say  '  God  bless  you.' 
But  you  wilt  think  kindly  of  old  Queen  Charlotte,  won't  you  T  Ahl  I  had 
a  niauy  tiouble*,  a  many  troubke.  I  was  a  prUoner  aiiuont  so  much  as 
you  ore.  I  hod  to  cat  boiled  muttou  ov«<ry  day  :  entix:  noiM,  1  nbomiiiatcd 
it.

vivacioua,  uiid  somcwliftt  silly;  vain,  gomipiii^',  and  oBtuutaliou*;  lardliig 
licr  talk  will)  scrapi.  of  Frctich,  often  qucatloDablc  in  their  idioto,  ftlvraya 
draidfiil  in  their  acet-ut;  i-xbibiitiig  her  acquaiuiancu  wilh  tilled  pcopio  lo 
prodigally  as  to  misc  a  imik,  wher«  it  did  not  wound  the  self-love  of  ihoae 
who  would  have  glveu  tkeirli--l\  hundx  to  be  able  to  rirn!  »ucli  oaten tation; 
telling  Biorlcs  with  tlic  air  of  a  wit,  and  demanding  attention  fioin  old  and 
young ;  ihii,  we  n-pcat,  wtt»  not  a  vcneralile  figure,  nor  did  any  one  speak 
of  Lady  Murgan  with  vencniuon.  But  this  waa  the  cutaide^—tlie  ma«k 
of  a  better  nature.

Mim  Jcwsbury,  with  ndmimblo  tact,  avoids  the 
Hpurious  enlhusiatm  oftho(w«  DoiveUiniM,  Atid  nowhere  altvmpta  to  paint 
black  oa  airaple  gray.  But  ehu  is  oAen  reticent,  and  occationallj  ingi-njoiu 
iu  defence.  Nothing  can  be  happier  than  ibis  defence  of  Ladj  Morgan'* 
"  snobbijihneSB :  " — "The  titles  and  equipngcji  of  hw  greot  Mquaintaoce 
were  lo  her  what  scalps  are  to  an  Indian  'brave,'  outward  and  viaiblcsga 
of  conqneit,  not  inherilance."  We  suspect,  however,  that  the  foUowiag 
musl  be  due  to  my  lady  herself: — "  In  early  girlhood  her  figure  wa*  tligli 
and  grnccful ;  tlicr*  was  little  or  no  njipearanco  of  tlic  eurraiure  which  in 
aflcr-lifu  became  apparent.  It  wn«  developed  by  llic  habil  of  leaning  on 
one  sidu  over  her  writing,  and  piaffing  an  the  liarp."  I'ho  only  parallel  lo 
ihia,  in  oiir  experience,  is  tlint  of  a  learned  lady  who  attribulod  Ui« 
"caal"  in  her  eye  lo  an  assiduous  sludy  of  Sanscrit.

It  is  so  easy  fcr  an  IrislitT0<mnn 
to  be  chnrmingt  And  tliis  young  Irishwoman  was  good-looking,  quick, 
impulsive,  not  irilltout  »  Elr«ak  of  gonitis,  desirous  of  pleasing  and  of  being 
pleased,  singing  Irish  songK,  playing  the  harp,  Irlling  droll  ttories,  umuslug 
•oeiety  by  li«r  vivacity  sind  vanity,  and  OTersliadowing  no  ono  by  any 
eounvnt  superiority :  she  alarmed  no  one  by  her  Imming  or  i)rciruadily ; 
diMresecd  no  one  by  her  clcveniess.  Her  talents  were  essenlially  social ; 
and  were  appteeiable  by  the  smalktit  intellects.  Hie  giy  little  Irish  heart 
WM  warmly  aficcUoaate  and  tympstbetic.  Nor  hod  she  the  failings  in 
cnpdnci  wbicfa  oflea  aeeonpany  the  Irish  heart;  underaralh  all  the 
nctnvsgaDce  ofnn  excitable  lomperamcnt,  iheie  was  lh«  solid  good  sense 
and  integrity  of  ber  English  mother,  t^  was  thoroughly  prudent  in  con- 
duct,  whatever  nhe  may  liave  been  in  rpeecli.  She  flirted  freely,  but  kepi 
out  of  Kcrepet.  She  drove  hard  bni'gnins  iviib  publishers,  but  linil  a 
wholeaoDM  horror  of  debt.  If  her  eslimnle  of  her  onii  worth  wait  high, 
iJie  had  tbe  eorrcoponding  virtue  of  independence  Living  at  n  lime  when 
tarn  umI  women  of  genius  were  eagerly  sought  by  the  great,  tu  replace  the 
Foob  and  Jesters  of  an  obsolete  fashion,  she  willingly  exchanged  her 
power  of  gralifying  llieni  for  llieir  power  of  gratifying  her;  but  slie  knew 
wbat  she  was  nlNiat.  Although  her  vanity  was  intenwly  gratified  by  the 
"  scnlpe  "  she  wore  at  ber  belt,  slie  never  suffered  tliis  gratification  to  ruin 
hev,  aa  it  did  Mooro  and  'ITicodoru  Hook,  for  exnnip!<r,  A  tlioroiighly 
worldly  wotnan,  die  was  ahio  worldlywlae.  In  reply  to  a  remark  about 
tbe  Whigt  never  having  done  anytliiiig  for  him,  Rloorc  conceitedly  told 
ber  ibai  h«  dined  constantly  at  Bowood,  and  was  lioiiled  by  Lord 
l.aa«lowne  as  an  equal ;  whereas  Macaulsy  got  n  place  of  three  ihoitsand 
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n  year,  but  wm  nvrtr  once  (uked  to  dinner.  Much  aa  LnJy  Morgan  )tk^ 
bdnjl  nuked  Ut  diuner,  eh«  would  have  pr«lerr«d  tha  plnco—awl  would 
have  got  it  too. 

It  is  not  «  Dolil«,  nur  SQ  ull«gutti?r  ndmimbU  life  wo  hun  hen 
oxhibiUd,  but  no  muiit  admire  the  prudence  uid  the  energy  witli  which 
ihi*  girl  linet  govt  out  m  a  goveroest  rather  than  eat  the  bread  oTdqiend* 
(oiee;  th«n  rcMlren  to  imiuco  Mim  Bumc}-,  and  get  taoiuy  bj  noreb  to 
relieru  bur  improvident  futUer;  and  does  not  allow  tlie  dattery  of  lodal 
and  literary  bucccm  to  vncrvntc  bar,  and  ouuo  her  to  rcbpw;  inla  idlonen, 
bvunuHv  ■lie  bus  the  fudle  luxuty  of  grail  bi>use«  open  lo  ber.  Kor  did 
ilie  pradcnt  Atim  Owenaon  become  lui  cxtmvngniit  Lady  UoTgna;  hor 
tjt!  wn*  iilwsjs  ateodiljr  Axed  on  esteiitialii,  aiuid  nil  the  glitter  orauecaa. 
This  iRiplicfl  Klrengih:  cl«tr  inuglit  into  the  facta  of  life,  and  i^eMlf  will 
to  act  up  to  Hueli  iniuglit.  Not  luuny  literary  men  and  wooico  wbo  lisTe 
been  lo  tempted,  have  come  out  eo  triumpliant. 

In  our  day  ah*  find*  no  rcndem.  Her  hooka,  if  now  fu«t  pri>ducod, 
would  aasuredly  excite  no  conuuolic>n  at  Aludie's;  lor  her  talenia  are  bj 
no  niduia  above  tho  Iin«.  [«  the  lenxon  of  her  being  nrglected  to  be 
sought  in  the  fact  of  our  public  bavin;;  reached  «  higher  HUigii  ofcuIturcT 
AgaiuKt  Kuch  n  aupiKiiiitioD  ihcro  Is  tli«  undoablod  popularity  of  many 
worlhleM  wcrka.  Moreover,  we  amy  remember  that  Lady  Uorgan  wna  n 
celebrated  wriior  in  daya  when  Bcolt,  Byron,  RIoorc,  Campbell,  Worda- 
worth,  Coleridge,  Shelley,  Kcata,  Lei^h  HuDt^  Oodwin,  Wilton,  and 
others  were  claimiDg  attention — namea  oort«inly  equal  lo  tbe  leading 
unniM  of  our  own  duy  ;  yet,  among  tlie  writer*  ofonr  owni  day,  abe  wnaU 
Dot  buld  eniintrnt  r^nk.  What  then  gaTc  hrr  eminence  T  Oiiportunjqr> 
UalteiU  tvet  fata  UbtUi.  Kcputntion — as  diatinguiihid  frooi  t«iB»— la 
delerniiued  by  opportunity.  Lady  Morgan  wrote  Irish  novek  at  a  tine 
when  Iriiili  qiicntiona  were  of  Miprvme  iatetcM  ;  xliu  wna  a  partisan,  and 
l^ined  the  pat'tisnn'H  reward.  She  wrote  about  Kr&uoe  at  a  time  whon 
France  WON  newly  reopcnnd  to  Kiig1i*hmcn,  nnd  about  Italy  befiire  luly 
waa  ovemin  by  lonriHbi.  If  >h»  wcrit  now  in  her  prime,  and  could  writa 
Biich  a  book  about  South  Ameiicn,  the  aneo^s  would  be  t)ie  aome.  It 
was  tbe  tempera],  not  the  inirinitic  value  of  her  bnok*,  whicli  ^ro  them 
aucceaa.  Oomparo  her  novela  nith  ihoDe  of  her  predecessor  Jaao  Ansten, 
then  Kcarcely  beard  of,  but  now  n'ougnJerd  aa  nccurc  of  inunortaliiy,  and 
the  difference  between  works  which  reflect  the  passing  moods  of  the  hour, 
and  worlcH  wbicli  rdlect  tbe  vtertinl  truth*  of  !ifu  and  ehoracter,  will  be 
contipicDouB.

BWdin  or  Lord  Duodrear^-,  die 
aix^ng  moufli',  or  the  chwi-pUjing  dog,  do  not,  it  U  true,  d«pl;r  nffcct 
OUT  luoral  culture;  but  If  tliey  gmtiiy  our  curiosity  they  are  worth  tlie 
shilling  paid  Tor  tliAt  amuiwincnt.  li  ti  thus  witli  much  tlint  piaae*  uudcr 
Ibc  rorm  of  lUeruture.  Wc  are  talisCcd  if  it  ha«  alioitoDod  tha  tedium  of 
a  railway  journey,  or  filled  nti  uRoccupiL-d  uvL-ning.  lu  aaijjning  a  wuik 
iu  true  chantaler  tli<:  cx\m  ixved  not  bo  ecvcrc  upon  ibc  author  lor  not 
having  don«  soni«lhiiig  higher.  Lady  Av<iU)/i  Stcitl  prvtenda  to  nothing 
mor«  than  the  leniponiry  excit«nieDl  of  our  curioaily.  It  clniou  no  after- 
thought. Ita  chnructRra  have  no  life ;  its  iiiddent-i  ni'C  not  nmply  viola- 
tions of  probability,  but  are  \vli!iout  that  eongrmty  which,  in  a  skilful 
ronumcc,  makes  tlie  improbublc  credible.  There  it  no  wit,  no  humour, 
no  pwisioii,  no  elocjuunee,  no  truth  of  deaeriplion.  But  there  is  the  skill 
which  corrits  a  story  through  a  Bteeplc-chasc  of  incidcntji,  and  nover  lets 
the  r^cr's  curiosity  flag.  By  artful  sijgg«siiotia  we  are  made  lo  btdien 
that  the  woman  whose  illneis,  death,  nnd  hurinl  sccni  authentically 
proved,  ia  8tlli  living  ia  Iriumpliatit  wick<»Iiii!Bs.  Who  wa$  buri^  iu  her 
name  ?  And  liow  wn.i  the  substitution  efTcctcd  ?  Here  in  one  myctcry. 
Thcu  for  another,  tlicru  \i  the  sudduu  disupiiearuneu  of  a  man  :  what  has 
become  oi'  iiim  ?  Is  he  dead — murdered  ?  If  so,  bow,  nnd  by  whom  T 
By  simply  hinting  These  iLiDgs,  and  by  never  allowing  the  render  to  be 
pn-fient  nt  ilie  scenes  thus  suggested,  the  author  a.  luiuter  of  our  ctiriotuly, 
and  cau  lake  hi*  own  lime  and  meaua  for  gratifying  it.  When  (ho  expla- 
nations of  these  myslcrice  arc  given,  it  is  true  timt  thiy  turn  out  abanirdlj 
incredible;  but  by  tliat  time  you  have  6insbed  ilie  book. 

Mri.  Halliburton's  Troubles  >i  a  book  ivliich  the  critical  rradcr  will 
place  even  below  /.nd;/  Aiiilley'a  Seti-tt,  havjtjj-  les*  btevary  merit,  and 
ineomparably  less  Ekill  in  riory- telling.  But  the  uncritical  reader  will 
not  take  it  up  without  amusement,  for  although  be  may  reoogoisB  the 
third-rale  material  of  the  circulating  library,  once  mere  served  up  m  a 
]>icturu  of  modern  life ;  although  he  may  remark  that  all  the  good  people 
iu-e" goody"  and  prosper  ut  the  end,  while  lliu  Iwid  people  are  utterly  bad, 
mid  fall  into  poverty  and  disgrace,  he  will,  nevertheless,  have  his  interoct 
exoiled  in  the  forluiica  of  the  virtuous  stniggliug  with  poverty,  and  in  the 
Nemesis  which  descend"  upon  the  vicious  by  their  own  ill-condnct.  With 
rapid  panoramic  toudi  the  writer  calls  up  many  objects  which  aStel  the 
emotions — fathci  s  and  dauglitera  dying  of  apoplexy  and  consumption — rich 
hard-hearted  meu  repentant  on  dLnth-beds — iirtisuna  gojng  to  ruin  by  drink 
and  love  of  finery— a  young  man  tried  for  the  murder  of  hi*  brother — nn 
Italian  governess  of  the  approved  melodramatic  type  (with  the  originality 
of  speaking  French  in  her  soliloquies) :  these  things  will  to  the  and  of  liiiie 
have  power  over  tlie  reader's  sympalliies ;  and  although  Mrs.  Wood  has 
displayed  neither  truth  nor  invention  in  her  treatment,  slic  haa  contrived 
to  create  an  interest  which  many  writers  of  more  preleQaieo  cannol  will) 
their  bcttei'  maUniul  effect. 
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Dr.  WHton^i  JPrt-Bi$taric  Man  u  n  trork  rich  in  sia^ralioQ,  aucl  con- 
talttiag  nnch  «xccll«il  iDtitoriiil,  but  very  inadei^uatcly  wmoglit  out.  Il 
ofi£n*  intcruiling  tradca  of  apcculutivn,  but  Icarc*  tli«  reader  to  Ao  «1idmI 
evivjlhing  ftx  biniMlf.  Hi*  ohject  ha«  been  to  portiny  naa  id  liis  nalu- 
ml  fbitc:,  uo)a(c(t  frcm  ibo  iufiuaiCM  of  oiviliiuttion,  "or  Mt  least  wh«i«  ho 
caa  bu  aboirn  (d  have  attaiDcd  laaturity,  expoeed  caiy  to  suob  indoenoM 
a*  arc  ibe  oS'tpiia^  of  but  own  prognw."  But  Or.  Wilton's  ideas  nan 
tu  bo  Bomcwhnt  coafuscd.  Ho  noirhcr*  drfinca  irluit  be  nwaas  by  oivi- 
lualioD  i  aai  ibe  puMage  jiul  quoted  implies  that  il  in  not  lite  oSkpring  i>f 
Bun'a  oma  progrcoi;  if  co,  it  mwt  biiv«  another  origin,  wid  that  he 
oowbere  rureaLi.  We  gather  Ovin  the  work  itaelf  that  be  contadere  toan 
Midanrtl  «it!i  certain  inatincta,  lucb  as  tliat  of  «p«och,  tool-mokJng, 
buildine,  boating,  &c^  and  tboae  «xLibil  iboniaelTes  eabjcct  lo  eertoiu 
external  conditioua,  iiivourable  ur  oibi!rirlii>.  Th«  lool-makiDg  ioMuicI, 
br  example,  cannoc  acbiuTe  conaideniblo  rcaulta  where  (lie  metals  arc 
unknown,  or  tbu  povrer  of  working  ibcm  baa  not  been  developed.  But 
if  a  nation  without  nictnlB  bo  brought  into  coaiact  with  a  nation  wkicb 
boa  alrcadj-  advanced  by  ineana  of  nietald  lo  n  dcrlain  Uoge,  Uicn  tbc 
iuAaeaem  of  tbo  more  ndi-nnoed  race  will  be  fdt  by  the  leas  advanced,  and 
wkea  many  ntoes  have  ikuB  oame  iu  contact,  ciriliution  apringe  (rem 
lilts  iltuminnlion  of  many  mindt.  Aa  a  ooottibaiion  to  the  phUoaephy 
of  the  aubject  Dr.  Wilsoa'a  work  ia  loo  ill-urganixcd  to  be  of  service^ 
Ilia  tlionghls  nander,  and  never  altapc  tbcmtelves  inio  di^tiniio  propo- 
■iliua.  What  he  bns  done  is  lo  collect  and  rougbty  cliusfy  material 
respecting  tlie  uts  and  habits  of  aavage  tribes  and  early  forms  of  ciriliia* 
tion.    In  iliiH  ropec4  the  volumes  are  of  great  interest. 

It  iadilTicuIt  to  charBcteriro  the  work  just  iaanod  by  Mr.  George  Borrow, 
wttliout  prdace  or  explanation  of  any  kind,  under  the  title  of  Wild  WaUt- 
Wb  are  dalHoas  whether  it  is  simply  a  recoixl  of  his  walks  througli 
Wales,  or  whether  he  Laa  mingled  a  quantity  of  very  mild  and  not  very 
aunuiug  flcttoD  with  acttial  v^cperionccs.  In  any  case  the  booJc  is  ex- 
tremsly  defective,  and  cmilaiu*  an  luipardonable  proportion  of  triviality 
and  self'glorificatiou.  Really  it  is  too  much  to  dcniaud  that  we  skotdd 
read  tlie  record  of  c^'cry  glaa  of  ale  whieli  Mr.  Borrow  drank — nnially 
«ilh  hi*  criticism  on  its  quality — or  be  patient  under  the  Aligning  triviality 
of "  I  paid  my  bill  and  departed,"  which  occura  inccstanlly ;  the  more 
•u  bccauac,  while  he  'u  carUiil  lo  inEbrm  ua  that  he  paid  the  bill,  he 
never  nncn  mentions  the  anwunt ;  tbo  detail  ho  records  is  nuperfluous, 
the  detail  lie  oniita  would  at  least  have  been  svrvii:eable  to  future  tra- 
vwllors .  Snatchea  uf  oommonplacc  convcriation, '  nad  intensely  proiaie 
translotioRa  of  1VcI«li  povmi,  nwcll  out  this  book,  and  render  it  rather 
ItresontD  reading.  Neverthelvw,  although  iia  defects  tax  the  paticnco  of 
the  tcodear,  tho  vrork  is  not  without  its  charm.  In  tliu  dntt  place  it  lias  the 
inalienable  interest  of  wt^f-doomttt.  A  sweet  breath  of  the  country 
tiiniB  over  it*  pi^ta.  In  tbu  next  |^aoe  then:  ia  a  grapliio  picture  of  tho 
Welsh  {>coi)lc  as  aceo  Irom  ihc  outside  by  ft  £eaial  pedestriaa.     Mr.

Borrow  appears  to  bavo  been  atuty  jiatr*  ititerested  in  Wvlib  litenliiro 
and  himaij,  and  thin  ntmbla  ibriuslica  him  wit})  «n  occtisiou  of  Iraming 
aometblug  of  Wuliib  actatry  tuid  peupk-.  lu  cnc  Tolmnc,  inttcul  of  tbr«e, 
the  work  might  haTo  been  Ut  attractive  guide-book  Ibr  pedeslriana. 

AnotlitT  uiid  very  difPaeat  guitle-book  is  tliat  to  Ui«  ChanatJ  Iiiau/U, 
hy  Dr.  ADsUid  ani!  L)r.  it.  G.  Ltttham.  It  is  got  np  with  ibc  (pleiitiouT  vt 
•  gill-book;  aod  ita  uutneroiui illuttrulions,  hy  P.  J.  NdAel,  dcaervc ipccii 
loeniion  among  those  of  tlie  beat  illiuiratcd  work*.  Dr.  Anslod  ba* 
trcftli'd  the  geology  and  pbjKiual  g«ugTapbjr  of  tbo  ialund*,  ai  well  a*  tli«ir 
geology  ttod  botany,  with  the  aasistitnce  of  wToral  frienda  in  thoae  depart- 
io«DM  whcro  his  xcivntiiic  bnowlcdgu  ilocw  not  enable  bint  to  spoik  with 
authority.  Tbeso  cbapter^  iboufjb  nut  very  inleivttiug  except  to  rtmden 
who  ooaterDplato  a  virat  to  the  iRbinds,  or  aro  already  reudenl  tbere,  are 
atuceeded  by  Dr.  Latlam'a  dubomta  account  of  the  Himoiy,  Andiv 
ology,  and  Lsngungo  of  the  islonils,  whicU  degerre  the  attoQUon  of  tlioM 
aven  who  have  no  thought  of  urcositig  the  obamtel.  It  i«  a  guide-book 
vihich  will  iiicieiuic  the  numbci'  of  tourists  in  the  dii'ectioQ  of  theifl 
iobutda. 

Mr.  Marth,  nii  Americat)  pliilulogijt  of  the  new  school  oT  philole^Jtai 
of  wlium  Mux  Milller  in  the  nioiit  brillinnt  profeasor,  bim  prodnced  a  solid 
and  readiiblu  book  iin  the  Oriyin  and  JlijtICTy  of  Ihe  Englifii  Lmt3vagt,tutd 
cf' the  t^arlg  l.ittiati'rf.  it  fmhoiiiti.  It  cmbmcos ibc  hiKtoiy  of  Dtnrly  four 
I  hundred  yean,  fn'in  the  comnenoeinenl  of  th«  reign  of  Ilrm^  III.  to  lJi« 
Inller'daya  of  KiiEnbotb.  In  thia  poiiod  our  Imtguag*  wan  first  denDloped 
M  Engliah;  it  paned  through  iu  elag«a  of  infancy  and  yoaih,  and 
culminated  iu  tho  manhood  of  Docon  and  Shakapcaro.  Tbo  tawgoo  of 
Sngland  had  then  attained  a  degree  of  development  fiilly  comnMnannto 
with  her  culture;  all  thiit  tlie  mind  thought,  tbo  language  could  cxpreiaL 
"The  luQguDge  no  louf^  showed/''  eays  Air.  Marsh,  "the  want  of  that 
alHucnoc  and  poU*b,  and  clcnrnon  and  force,  which  human  speeefa  caa 
acquire  only  by  long  use  as  the  medium  ef  written  compoailion  in  IIk 
I  varioUN  furmi  of  narmtiv^  IrnnginatiTr  and  dununiive  literatnro,  and  in 
modem  times  ut  least  by  tht*  further  aid  of  exposure  to  the  itimnlntiiig 
and  modifying  inllueitcei  of  tlic  biiitory  and  poetry,  and  phtkMa|ifay  nad 
granmiar,  and  Tocabulary  of  foreign  tongues." 

The  book  is,  of  couise,  mor«  philoJogioal  than  historical,  at  MtbetMal  ] 
but  these  aspects  are  by  no  ineona  neglected;  and  tnany  current  notiou 
«n  tt«tified.  For  example,  wc  rrud  tliut  in  the  "  hialuiy  of  Anglo-Homao 
England  tiv.  Gud  craaiparalirely  fow  traces  of  that  hostility  of  race  wbkh 
is  lo  common  between  a  conqiiprcd  and  a  conquering  people,  aod  I  think 
that  reupiit  English  writers"  [lie  might  have  added  French  and  U«nDnn) 
"havcrxaggen>tcdthercciprocHldi»tilicand  jcolouKy  of  the  Normuntutdof 
the  Anglo-Saxon.  A  jealousy  indeed  exislvd — for  the  causes  of  it  lie  too 
deep  in  human  nature  Id  be  rradicuted — nnd  ^ilvn  were  not  wanting  evi- 
doncee  of  its  ocuauouol  immifeaiation ;  but  the  civil  and  social  discords  wvna 
generally  more  the  results  of  the  conllicting  uit<TMla  and  symiutthta  of 
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ranks  and  cUises  ^miu  of  a  settled  animoalty  belwecn  tlie  hoEm^bM*!!  nad 
Uw  canuJtng." 

Tiiere  M  »  [uiasage  in  thU  work  on  Copyright  npd  PlnginriAn  vliidi 
oanm  to  peooliarly  within  the  prnrincc  o(  our  Survey  thitt  we  muU  nulice 
iL  Hr.  Mareh  trwea  tbe  on^n  «f  l!ie  iiltia  of  Hltfriiry  property  to  tlic 
DcooNHty  lor  protMtiDg  the  cnpitul  no<l  induairy  cngjiged  in  printing 
etUblishments,  "  The  protection  origiuatly  d&agncd  for  Uiu  bc^cvfit  ot'  tli« 
cipitnliat,  ihc  printer,  yieltlod  rettmiii  which  first  the  editors  of  clussical 
work*,  aod  linally  autliors  of  original  eomposition,  wuru  aUowtid  to  Kharo 
in  abont  that  wnall  proportion  which  ia  orditiuy  cM«s  tlte  proflta  of  tb« 
mitralill  bear  to  thoM  of  the  puUitlier;  aud  betioe  tlie  notion  of  a  right 
in  litoury  pmpvrty.  Tliia  has  givwi  birth  to  a  new  Mtate  in  modern 
Bodety — a  claas  of  men  who  live  by  literary  prodoetion,  whonu  motive 
for  Muthor*bip«oaiittii  nwialy  in  tlm  prcuniaiy  rewards  it  yields — rewardi 
whii^  can  b«  aecnnkl  to  th«ro  only  by  ihi>  authority  of  laws  n^cogiiixiag 
the  right  of  property  in  literary  warn^  and  punishing  tbe  infractiou  of 
that  right  ■•  in  other  cases  of  iaratiiuu  uf  property."  Notltiug  can  be 
clearer ;  and  we  thoiild  bo  gind  to  hear  what  iho  American  pirftt««  have 
to  say  on  the  other  tiide.  But  we  are  by  nu  intana  natinried  with  the  con- 
diMOu  Mr.  Mnr«h  draws  rc«pecting  I'lagiarism.  "  Tlint  llio  legal  title  of 
the  aathor,"  he  aays,  "  it  an  important  iugrcdiont  in  the  rucpcct  fnlt  for 
hia  proleasicaal  property,  is  proved  by  the  fact  chut  in  vases  whluh  th«  law 
dom  not  roach — na  in  rt^nrd  to  the  work*  of  ancient  or  foreign  writci's 
naproteotedby  an  international  copyright — the  odium  attached  to  plagiarism 
(1  lew  strongty  felt ;  nod  the  ootnmerciid  spirit  of  our  agu  in  tbia,  lu  well 
aa  in  other  ttiing«,  ta  much  less  (end«r  of  the  reputation  than  of  tbe  pune." 
Tliis  sardMin  nsti^  wc  conceive,  on  a  confunion  of  idvan.  No  odium  i5 
tiUaduHl  lobonowtag  from  tbe  ancients,  becaose  they  are  understood  to  be 
io  well  known  that  the  borrowed  goods  are  imnx^dialvly  recognized.  ''  If 
1  etaal  from  the  anciiiDt%"  nys  Lscon,  "  it  ia  cried  up  as  erudition;  U*  I 
Hfsl  from  the  tDoderaa  it  in  cried  dovra  no  plngisriKm."  When  the 
■nadvms  an  of  nnircmU  firnir,  no  odium  is  inuuriud  by  p!agiiirii«m ; 
Shakepnrv,  Scolt,  orDiokeusmayho  piilngcd  without  odium,  lliaugh  nut, 
perhapa,  viibout  oootampt.  It  wait  not  any  regnril  <br  the  purM:  of 
ProclMuka,  but  a  denre  for  justice,  whidi  made  the  opponents  of  Ma»hall 
[lall  dtclarv  he  had  appiopriatml  tlte  German  phynolagist's  dincorcry  of 
Seflei  Action.  Proobaaka  had  been  long  dead ;  bis  i>ecuniary  iutereMf^ 
were  in  no  re*p<ct  involred,  but  only  hi*  historioal  poiition.  The  uhiirge 
agaiBst  Maf«hall  Ilatl  we  belieTe  to  bare  be«u  unfounded ;  but  let  us 
samne  that  b«  liad  really  plagiarised,  and  that  instead  of  ri«aU]ig  from  a 
Ibroign  antfaor,  who  Iiad  no  copyright,  he  had  stolen  from  a  living 
ooaniattiot — would  the  odium  have  been  givater?  Only  ia  as  far  aa 
the  rvpotation  of  the  aoihor  stolen  froia  may  Itava  be«n  affected  by  ilio 
theft.  The  odium  attached  to  plH^arism  is  the  odium  excited  by  an 
aneinpl  to  impose  upon  our  admiiulion,  and  the  luonetary  value  of  the 
lUng  stolen  never  enters  into  oar  caiimatt-.

Effteti  of  tkt  Earth't  Knlalion.^—M.  FuiuaultV  beautiful  eX]NmincRt, 
which,  through  the  medium  of  k  pcndt^utn,  the  rotation  of  the  earth 
on  ila  nxis  may  bo  mid  U>  hare  been  reu<l«red  palpnblc  to  our  Miim, 
Iiu  hod  the  cficct  of  c&Uing  uttcntion  to  a  great  many  o(b«r  plwDOmena 
going  on  ou  ila  snrCice,  into  which  it  enters  on  a  modifying  cauw.  To 
Bay  nothing  of  ttiocc  great  and  gt-neml  fiicld  of  the  vbluten^a  of  il« 
figure,  aud  ihu  ttade  winds,  which  Newlon  and  Ifadley  cxplnincd  on  tJii« 
pnnciple,  wo  have  xccn  Uiu  plieuuuieiin  «f  Cyclones  reduci-d  to  a  de- 
pvudenco  ou  this  cause  combined  with  local  dinturbanoo*  of  Mn- 
poniturc;  and,  tracing  the  hluio  cause  into  it«  still  more  lociJ  and,  to  to 
apeak,  miniaturo  sphere  of  action,  it  is  recognixi-d  thnc  tho  inltuence  ol 
the  carib'n  rotiitiou  cannot  bo  Itft  out  of  consideration  iu  tins  aocuralu 
pointing  of  long-rnngu  artillery,  iniinnuch  as  in  a  Dight  of  livo  tnileiv 
occupying  25  aeoinds  of  time,  il  would  carry  a  projectile  pobled  nortli* 
words  about  45  f«et  to  llio  eant,  and  eonthwards  as  much  Ic  the  weal 
(i'.  t.  in  both  cntf*  townith  the  right  hand)  of  ita  line  of  fire. 

Pursuing  the  uctiin  of  this  cause  into  googruphicsl  in<|niric9i,  it  Itao 
been  argued  that  the  action  of  a  river  flowing  directly  nortliwards  or 
southwards,  or  indeed  in  any  direction  considerably  Inclined  to  the  parallel, 
cannot  be  njual  on  its  right  aud  luH  biiiikn;  and  that  in  rilher  case  (and 
indeed  ivliati-ver  be  the  direction  of  tlio  streani,  if  at  all  so  inclined)  in 
the  northern  hemisphere,  tlic  rotatory  motion  of  iIki  earth  will  hare  llie 
cflect  of  driving  the  water  against  the  right  bank  of  the  lirer,  and  thus 
caunng  it  to  exert  a  greater  crosirc  action  on  that  thnn  on  the  oppo«ilo 
side ;  and  viee  vtrsA  iu  the  southern  hemisphere ;  the  «l!vct,  in  both, 
being  more  powerful  tfae  lugher  the  hilitude ;  and  nil  on  tile  equalot-.  On 
tlic  other  linnd,  it  has  been  contended  that  allbongh,  theorelioally  speak- 
ing, tliis  Li  a  real  cause  (a  vara  causa),  yet  the  amount  of  erosion  tlicncic 
arising  must  be  far  too  samll  lo  produce  any  sensible  tendency  iu  rivers 
to  shill  their  coui-ses  to  the  right,  or  to  cat  away  their  right  faaaks 
jierccplibly  more  lliau  their  !cil;  and  iliis  opinion  seems  to  have  found 
currency  among  the  French  Academicians  whenever  the  sul'ject  haf  been 
discuMcd  at  the  meetings  of  the  luaiitule. 

Regarding  tlii«  question  as  one  of  fact  niLher  than  of  opinion, 
JI.  Von  Biicr,  in  na  elaborate  memoir  read  Iwroro  the  Imperial  Acadetny 
of  Pcterabiirg,  and  lately  published  iu  the  hulltlins  of  that  body,*  hiu 
brought  together  so  large  a  mnst  of  instances  drawn  from  obMir^-atioR  of 
the  courses  of  almost  all  the  rivers  of  any  note,  both  in  European  and 
A»i.-ilic  Ituxaixi,  as  to  jiutiiy  its  enunieralioit  ns  a  gtuerul  fratare  (not,  of 
cournc-,  without  local  exceptions,  owing  to  tho  naluial  ine<|ualities  of 
gnniiid)  ovci'  the  whole  of  tliat  viut  region,  that  tho  right  bank  of  a 
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rif«r  ia  higlier  anO  »t««per,  the  left  the  flatter  ftud  mrtK  alluvial  oae, 
snd  more  nibjccl  tn  inundation — tlie  law  being  *o  gmcnil  ihnt  over 
?a8t  tnoU  of  coontiy  it  niay  liu  [irnliclcd,  nlmost  without  riak  uf  fiiilut*, 
frocn  thij  oapoct  of  a  «tram  in  this  respect,  in  whicli  direction  it  run*. 
ll  <i«itn,-<!s  niouk  t}i*t  thin  fciicm!  tendency  had  already  been  noticed 
by  more  tli-in  oni?  geologist  cf  eminence,  without  any  su»i>icioti  of  iid 
caose.  Thus  even  m  long  ago  aa  1847,  Uajor  Wnngenheim  von  Qualon 
had  uinonncci)  it  as  a  gonerni  feature  of  t)ie  Russian  rivur  systi-iu,  in  ibo 
bun«tiiui  of  i1m!  Soeicty  of  Naturalists  of  Moscow;  nntl  bcjidt"  giving  the 
r«nil(  of  hit  own  obacnratioDit  in  the  region  to  the  south  and  west  of 
tbe  Ural  (wli«r«,  from  the  absence  of  any  conuderublc  mountnin  iiyitcm, 
and  tho  fCRcrnt  Uatnctn  cf  ihe  country,  the  action  of  thia  cauM  would 
be  liule  liable  to  be  matted  by  local  inequalities  of  n  geological  origin), 
cites  til*  Bttthorily  of  M.  Blodt.-  ai  Iinving  obxerved  the  Kune  thing  in 
•odtlient,  M.  liouiller  in  ctntt-nl,  nnd  Bnron  Wrajigell  iii  nortliem  Rusna; 
TaehichatachciF  in  ceiiti-al  Siberia ;  and  BIniriiu',  and  other  gcologiets  in 
tataiy  otber  {urta  of  Runia — adding  that  a  feature  so  unifomi  and 
pfevailtng  over  *o  Toxt  an  ext«nt  of  territory  mnst  evidently  bo  due  to 
•ome  uuiform  and  general  cause.  This  cause  lie  seeka  accordingly  in 
gvolo^cal  uphcavalit  and  didooatJons,  tbougli  evidently  at  a  Icps  to  perceive 
how  Rich  upliedirala  ehould  have  nfiecled  always  the  righe  bonk  of  the 
ri<rer,  withcnt  regard  (o  the  point  of  the  compaaa  towards  which  the 
water  fiowa. 

The  nme  canac  which  throws  the  water  of  a  river  preicrentinlly 
againrt  its  right  bank  most  act  of  course  tn  eveiy  caee  where  ihosscb 
of  matter  are  in  motion  along  definite  Unci  of  route,  and  iherrfprc  on 
rnlwayH,  whcrcTcr  there  is  a  double  line  of  rail  for  up  and  down  traffic, 
For  in  such,  Ibe  right-hand  rail  on  each  line  wilt  be  moat  worn,  and  in 
■Q  caaes  (he  thuigta  of  the  riyht-liand  whtcls  of  the  carriages  will 
■uScT  roost  by  abrasion,  and  a  greater  probnbilily  (ihough  in  a  very 
iligbt  ratio)  will  exist  of  running  off  the  ruil  to  the  right  tlian  to  the 
left  ado  of  the  line  of  Irave),  Mpecially  in  lines  running  due  oortU 
and  aoalh. 

S«gfr  at  Food. — In  the  Insl  nnreibfi'  of  liie  BritUh  and  Fortign  Mttiicai 
JttvietB  tlicre  is  on  intcreiiting  paper  on  "  Sugar  as  Food,  and  as  a  Pruduct 
tt  Hne  Organbsn."  In  alluding  to  the  a*n  of  sugar  in  nHiinting  nssimila- 
tioa,  the  reviewer  quotes  Mr.  Bridges  Adams,  who  says :  "  I  know  by 
cqMiunoo  Ihe  dilTerence  in  nutrition*  efi'ect  produced  by  tlin  lltih  of 
lit«d  cattle  on  a  march,  and  those  slain  in  a  condition  aii^ing  from  abun- 
dant food  and  healthy  escrciw.  In  n  former  case  nny  anioiint  rniglil  be 
Mteo  without  tlie  aatixTactiua  of  hunger,  wliilst  in  the  latter  a  smatl^T 
■naant  removed  Iiunger.  But  I  discovered  that  certain  other  food  cf  a 
different  i^ualiiy,  tnKh  ns  grape-sugar  and  fruit,  would  help  the  tired 
meat  to  nMiniiliiii.-,  and  tlius  lo  remove  hunger."  I'nddtngs  and  fruit  tiu^ 
are  not,  ihenriiMrc,  simply  Ibltcrits  of  tlie  palate,  but  digestive  agents; 
{ffotided  always  tkey  are  not  tlvemnlves  miule  of  rcbellioualy  indigtviible 
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material*,  wliich  in  Engtiali    coak«iy  is  too  frwpiADtlf  tli«  cue. 
rt-riewt-r    utludoa  Mi    iIib  fundnew  of  urtinan*  for  confeolionwy,  and  of 
patioDls  juM  diachargcd  from  tW  hotipital  tuiking  for  "awrcU"  ia  prg*—, 
ference  to  "good  (ubtUtntial  few),"  at  ucampliai  of  ii  correct  instiao^Hl 
T1i«i«  i»  no  doubt  thiit  in  children,  in  whom  tho  nNjuirammlx  of  growth 
eall  fcr  a  npid  and  tffficient  transform aiioa  of  food  iolo  ibaue,  tlie  demand 
for  awcetfl  is  very  imperiou*;  and  parNtt  shotild  niulerttaiid  that 
jam-pot  will  dimiiiisU  the  l>uicb#r'a  bill,  aud  iiict-oaae  ihe  amonntof  miir 
tinn  extracted  from  bnrf  and  mutton. 

Are  Iht  Ntrvet  Ei^ilarM  or  Conlrolltrs  ? — Owing  to  tlM  ex«e«tire  eoi 
ploxiiy  of  (he  vital  mRchaninu,  our  ingenuity  t>  aeverely  taxed  in  ever 
ntltnnpt  to  nrrivu  at  the  preoiae  fiiuction  of  each  organ  in  ita  relation  to 
olhvrs.  The  obKrvation  wliich  to-dajr  w-'enia  conoliuuve  may  beeonie 
diibioui  to-morKivr,  and  rejected  tho  day  after,  when  more  aecorate 
mpprimonta  revr-nl  the  aoiirce  of  fallacy.  Tbi*  being  ao,  we  hvar  with 
litlle  euri^Hse  ihHt  the  most  biilli&nt  physiologitt  of  tho  day,  Claude 
Bernard,  has  bcfn  led  to  doubt  tliu  tnitli  of  whut  Imi  been  conaidercd 
tiidubiiiilile  evcrr  uiice  the  nerrous  system  haa  been  (yatematically  iant- 
tlgatcd  :  namely,  (bat  nervea  avo  excilors,  their  functione  being  to  exoha 
the  activity  of  the  muscles  and  glands  to  which  th«y  art  digtribuled. 
lEiii  wgriU  arc  ihcw; — "May  it  not  be  that  w«  hare  formed  Uw  idea* 
relative  to  tli«  iullueace  of  nenrea  in  provoking  the  activity  of  organaf 
Inntcsid  of  bi»Dg  excitont,  norvcn  are  only  hridlet;  tlie  organ*  wboac  func- 
tional powtr  it  In  aomo  tort  Idio-organic  can  only  manifeet  tlutt  power 
at  the  moment  when  th«  nuiroiin  inlluencc  U  tntpatAoi].''  *  It  ia  oortain 
tbut  a  perfectly  quiescent  muscle  is  ilii-own  into  activity  by  »  MJmnlns 
applied  to  itf  ncrre.  M.  DcTnurd,  pcvhapf,  m«ian*  liii  rvniarlia  to 
only  to  glanda,  aince  be  makes  no  mention  of  tlio  activity  of  muaclca. 

So  imporlnnt  a  ijiieslion  t^nnol  be  raiiod  without  iuleroat  to 
phynolc^L     L«t  ns,  thert^fore,  oonaidor  lh«  incts  upon  whidi  it  ia 
^e  worcAioB  of  saliva  from  tlin  nub-maxilUiry  gtand  in,  at  every  onl 
knows,  interTnllttnt ;  and  it  only  takes  place  when  some  exciting  eanae^ 
direct  or  reflex,  stla  ibe  gland  in  action,  ccastDg  widi  tlie  ceKiatJon  of  tho 
exciting  «aum.    On  dividing  the  nervet,  thereby  doatroying  their  influence 
DB  th*  gtand,  tJuH  gland,  intitead  of  pituing  into  a  conilittiin  of  fuootional 
r^waa,  aa  vo  ahmild  expect  fi-ora  tho  absence  of  (ho  nervout  inlluioiic 
poMfea  Into  a  condition  of  prrmancnt  funoliooni  activity.    Thn  •earetion  . 
eontiiHiotu  instead  of  being  ialeraiitl«nt.     \Vfion  ih«  nerrea  oa  one 
wn  diTided,  and  thoac  on  iJie  other  idde  are  iiitnut,  the  (ecrctian  on 
divided  iiide  ia  coniitant,  drop  by  drop  ;  the  secretion  on  tho  other  side  ia 
only  proditcod  by  a  atimulua,  tuelt  tta  a  drop  of  vinegar  on  Uia  loj^uq 
or  the  sight  of  food. 

The  ol«ervation  ia  valuable;  but  «r«  boli«v«  tbs  MnolllMBit  drawa  bj 
M.  Bernard  ia  precipitate.     A  dintiactioii  muct  ba  drawn  b*tw«en  tbl 
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farmaliim  at  th«  (ccr«ti«o  in  tbu  gUnil,  and  lli«  diteharyt  nt  tli«  aecretJoii 
(root  tli«  gland.  No  on*,  now-a-dafB,  ^uppoMs  that  iba  glud  is  ind^blwl 
U>  iu  iK-rTM  fnT  llw  power  of  toToiing  t)i«  wcrplion;  ihal  goua  oa  In  tli« 
liwie  of  tiM  gbiMl  itidf ;  and  as  to  iho  dinoliargc— whici  «lon«  it  thought 
to  bo  tinder  Derrooa  faflucnea— wc  find  this  difTervnee:  in  tbe  gland 
deprived  of  it*  nmm  there  1«  a  coonlant  dribblo,  drop  by  drop,  cv<^ 
fillcin  or  Iwcnlj  taonKU ;  in  tlifl  gland  peMnsing  Eta  n«rTc«  tJinra  in 
a  duekarga  whanover  the  nerrM  mn  ■timnhitMl,  ud  tkb  ootnn  vrilb 
ft  gmh.     In  the  ana  com  there  is  no  discbarge,  la  tbc  other  thorn  is. 

Now  as  M.  Bernard  ba*  iiot  proved,  nor  atl«mpt«d  to  prove,  that  the 
■limoliis  or  a  nerve — dir«ct  or  re6ex— canae*  a  mpation  of  its  iafltwnoe, 
which  rcUxi-s  its  normal  <i>ate  of  control,  the  case  aetmia  to  prcoent  Ibclf 
ifani:  when  tbc  nerre  ii  quintorat,  or  nhtont,  the  gland  conlinties  loJ'orM 
its  secrelioo ;  wfaen  the  nerve  is  stimuklod  the  gland  liwharge*  its  s«cro- 
IMR  ;  wbm  Uh!  nore  in  abwoit  tlie  gland,  unable  lo  retain  its  secretion, 
lets  it  dribblo  us  fust  as  It  Ib  formed.  There  cnn  be  no  sort  of  doitbt  llist 
arrvr*  nd  ns  exnitors  upon  nxuKlcx ;  nnd  it  is  not  inie1ligibl«  bow  they 
can  act  a>  eontrollen,  when  perfectly  (juteaoent,  upon  glontU.  The  obscr* 
vathm  St.  Bcrnnid  bss  modn  is  of  valiw^  luid  may  lead  lo  some  iDortt 
precise  knowb^lge  of  the  a«t  of  diseharge ;  nmnwhile  we  will  oppose  his 
orptaaatlon  by  an  anslogons  cnso  in  which  ibu  pame  contrast  of  intci^ 
Riiltence  nnd  constancy  is  obserred.  In  animals  which  possen  a  gall- 
blttddttr,  the  discharge  of  bile  ia  int«nnltteut ;  but  Iu  animab  without  n 
gall-Uadder,  the  bile  dribbles  fiootiiitiotwly,  like  tho  saliva  from  a  sub- 
maxillary  gland  deprived  of  its  nerrea. 

Vftriability  of  Nttvkt.—Thc  aitcnlion  of  nutronoDieni  has  been  of  late 
draws  very  strongly  to  sonic  nituarfcable  instances  of  change  observed  in 
nliJMls  of  this  class— bodies  which,  from  thdr  probabte  rsmotenees, 
ifflmcnM  magnitude,  and  nnguUr  appearaace,  pooaeos  a  very  hlg)i  degree 
of  bttertai,  which  every  increoM  in  the  power  of  our  telescopes  lends  (o 
cnhaitce,  by  bringing  into  vi«w  new  and  unexpected  fMtnrvs  in  their 
fcrm  and  stmclurc.  Three  such  instjmws  of  chang«  of  sa  imcqulvooal 
tuturr  liaro  \tmt  olaorved  ;  the  one,  in  the  oa«c  of  McstieT*s  SOtli  Kcbiila 
(It.A.  IKh.  7bi.;  N.P.D.  112"  Sfl';  1880),  which  bns  been  rcpenledly 
obserred,  both  by  Sir  \Vm.  and  Sir  J.  Hcrsdiel,  as  a  highly  conipre«icd 
(btmlaT  cluster  of  c^tirani^y  ntinulc  slsrs,  and  which  was  seen,  on  the 
afght  of  Itlny  9,  1840,  by  Hr.  Pogson,  at  a  ronnd  nebula  (bis  lirlesoapa 
not  having  power  cnon^  to  resolve  it  into  atan),  but  wbSch,  within 
tveiro  days  after  that  dale  ()Iny  21i4),  had  entirely  dimppearcd  ns  a 
atboJa  or  cluster,  and  in  its  pliicc  a  single  bright  star  of  llie  sixth  or 
■evecilli  magnitndo  was  seen  by  Messrs.  Anwen  and  Lulbcr,  and  a  wed; 
afterwards  by  Mr.  Poguon  Iiimsdf.  On  the  lOih  of  Jnnv,  this  star  had 
aipin  disappeond,  and  tlie  clnttw  was  seen  in  its  old  place  as  usual. 
Tbe  Mcond  Uistonce  is  that  of  a  nebnta  discovered  in  18&2  by  Mr. 
ninil,  nnd  which  was  oiMcrved  in  its  proper  piooe  by  }iinisc]f  and 
nrrwal  other  olieurrers  in  18C&,  '56,  and  'M,  but  reported  to  be  mist- 
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kg  by  AI.  D'Arreat  in  October,  1861.  It  hu  amce  reappeared,  witb- 
out  change  of  pkce,  bnt  materially  fainter  than  when  first  diacovered. 
The  third  is  that  of  a  large  and  bright  nebula,  obeervcd  by  M.  Tempcl, 
at  Venice,  on  the  19th  October,  1659,  near  to  the  star  Merope,  in  the 
Pleiades,  a  part  of  the  heavens  so  continually  under  the  observation  of 
astronomera  that  it  would  have  been  impossible  such  an  object  should 
have  escaped  notice  had  it  before  existed.  M.  Schmidt,  in  particular, 
who  since  1841  had  bestowed  particular  attention  on  this  fine  group  of 
stars,  had  never  observed  it  previously,  but  between  February  5,  18G1, 
and  March  26,  1862,  saw  it  several  times.  So  recently  as  September  29 
of  the  present  year,  it  has  been  seen  by  M.  D' Arrest — bat  bo  very  faint  as 
to  be  hardly  distingoishahle — as  a  somewhat  brighter  ground  of  the  sky 
on  the  southern  than  on  the  northern  side  of  Merope,  though  still  visible 
to  M.  D'Arrest  with  a  telescope  of  lower  magnifymg  power. 

To  these  examples  we  are  now  enabled  to  add  a  fourth,  if  possible  still 
more  extraordinary.  By  a  letter  recently  received  from  Mr.  Eyre  B. 
Powell,  an  astronomer  resident  at  Madras,  to  whom  we  owe  many 
valuable  observations  of  double  stars,  and  computations  of  their  orbits,  we 
learn  that  while  engaged  in  making  a  series  of  microscopical  measures  of 
the  stars  in  the  great  nebula  surrounding  the  remarkable  variable  star  ,, 
ArgOs  (the  largest  and  finest  nebula  in  the  southern  hemisphere),  he  was 
led  to  notice  a  most  extraordinary  change  in  its  configuration.  Close 
adjoining  to  the  br^ht  star  Eta  (q)  is  a  very  singular  oval  vacuity,  quite 
devoidofnebula,  of  a  shape  somewhat  resembling  the  figure  8,  only  with  its 
two  compartments  communicating,  and  having  its  longer  axis  nearly  in  a 
meridian.  According  to  the  elaborate  delineation  made  by  Sir  John 
Herschel  during  his  residence  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  of  which  an 
engraving  is  published  in  the  "  Results  "  of  his  Cape  observations,  both 
ends  of  this  oval  were  then  (1835 — 1838)  completely  closed,  the  southern 
especially  being  bounded  by  a  strongly-marked  and  definite  outline,  aa  if 
cut  out  of  paper.  At  preseut,  this  oval,  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Powell, 
is  decidedly  open  at  the  south  end.  The  phenomenon,  thus  stated,  is 
perhaps  the  most  startling  thing  which  has  yet  occurred  in  sidereal 
astronomy,'  and,  coupled  with  the  capricious  variability  of  n  Argds  itself, 
is  calculated  to  open  a  field  for  the  wildest  speculation.  Should  the  effort 
now  in  progress  to  procure  the  erection  of  a  great  reflecting  telescope  at 
Melbourne  prove  successful,  the  further  observation  of  these  changes 
will  be  secured  in  a  way  leaving  nothing  to  desire.

IIAT  journey  of  Tilu's  to  Rome, 
which  liad  removtil  many  JifRcuIlics 
fivui  Bomola'i  dcpnrttiiC)  had  been 
resolved  on  quite  suddenly,  at  a  sup- 
pur,  duly  the  evening  befurc. 

Tito  had  set  out  towards  lliat  sup- 
per widi  agreeable  c^pmUtiona.  The 
meats  were  likely  to  be  delicate,  the 
wincfl  choice,  the  company  distin- 
gitUbedj  forthcpUccofcntcruiiinient 
ivas  the  Selva,or  OrW  dt'  Rucellw, 
or,  HJt  wc  should  My,  the  Bucdlui 
Gardens;  and  the  boat,  Bumurdo 
RuL'uUui,  vtUA  quite  a.  typical  FlorcQ- 
ttne  grandee.  Even  his  family  namo 
hiui  II  aigaificaiicc  which  U  prettily 
ayiubolic  ;  properly  andcratood,  it 
may  bring  before  ui  a  little  lichen, 
populiu-ly  named  orcelia  or  rocc<lta, 
wliich  gronri  (in  Uic  mcks  of  Greek  iileo  and  in  the  Cituaries;  aud  having 
druolc  a  great  deal  of  light  into  ita  Ultle  (terns  and  button-beada,  will, 
Boder  oorlain  drcumxtanccS)  give  it  out  again  ua  a  reddish  purple  dy^ 
ray  gntoful  to  the  eyea  of  men.  By  briogjng  the  excellent  Mccrvt  of 
this  dye,  called  oriettlo,  from  the  T^cvont  to  Flureaec,  a  certaiu  luerchaot, 
»ho  lired  nearly  a  hoodred  yean  before  our  BcmmJo's  time,  won  for 
Uuualf  and  his  ducendaot*  ranch  wealth,  and  the  pleafutilly^auggcKtivc 
Tofc.  yn. — xo.  38.  7 
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stimnme  of  Oriccllari,  or  RocccHnri,  wliich  on  Tuscan  tongues  speedily  be- 
cKm«  Bucelliii.  Aud  our  Bernardo,  wbo  standii  out  tnoru  prumiitnitly  thnn 
llio  rest  on  this  purple  background,  had  added  nil  Norte  of  drntinctJon  to  ihe 
ihintly  luuni!  :  ho  had  tmurted  ilie  sister  of  Lon^iun  di-'  Mc^dici,  and  had 
had  the  most  spl«ndid  wedding  in  the  memory  of  Florenlin«  upholstery ; 
lUid  for  thcM:  und  otlior  Tirtues  he  hud  beeu  sent  un  i-niboHiic*  to  France 
and  Venice,  tmd  had  been  chosen  GcnfaloDiere;  he  had  not  only  built  him- 
wlfa  finrpal.icc,  but  bnd  ti n in hcii  putting  thu  black  and  white  marble  fn^adc 
to  tlio  chur(.'li  of  Santa  Maria  Novella ;  be  had  planted  a  garden  with  rare 
trcc»,  and  had  mndc  it  claano  ground  by  n^cciving  within  it  th«  mcrtinga 
of  tlic  Platouic  Academy,  orphaned  by  the  deatli  of  Lorenzo;  he  had 
written  an  excellent,  learned  book,  of  a  new  topograpliiciil  sort,  about 
ancient  Home ;  he  had  OoUeetdd  antiquities ;  he  had  n  pure  Latinity.  The 
simplest  account  of  him,  one  Keen,  ruids  like  a  Inudulory  cpttapli,  at  the 
end  of  Yvhich  the  Greek  and  Ausonian  Muses  might  be  confidrntly 
requMltil  to  tear  their  hair,  and  Nature  to  deidat  from  any  second  attempt 
to  combine  so  many  virtues  with  one  sot  of  riacera. 

His  invitation  hud  bt-tn  conveyed  to  Tito  tliruugh  Lorenxo  Tomnkuoni, 
with  an  emphasis  which  would  hnv«  suggfsted  that  the  object  of  the 
gathering  wuh  poUticul,  even  if  the  public  qucationa  of  the  lime  had  hem 
kss  absorbing.  An  it  wa^  Tito  felt  sure  that  seme  party  purposes  were  to 
be  furthuri-d  by  the  excellenl  ilavours  of  stewed  SbIi  luid  old  Greek  trioc; 
for  Bernardo  UuccU&i  wiu  not  simply  an  inlliientinl  pcraoDSge,  he  WAS  oa« 
of  the  (Jcct  Twenty  who  for  three  weeks  had  held  the  reins  of  Florcnoe. 
This  assurance  put  Tito  in  the  best  spirits  na  he  loadc  his  way  to  tbe  Tia 
della  Sciiltt,  where  the  claftiic  gaiileu  was  lo  be  found :  witliout  it,  he  might 
have  had  soino  uneasy  speculation  as  to  whether  tlie  high  ccnnpany  he 
would  havn  the  honour  of  meeting  was  llkelj  to  be  dull  as  well  as 
distinguished;  for  he  had  had  experience  of  various  dull  suppers  eren  in  the 
Ituocllai  giirdenB,  and  especially  of  the  dull  pliilosofihic  sort,  wherein  ko  hoid 
Dot  only  bcrn  called  upon  to  accept  4>D  entire  a^emo  of  tbe  wunne 
(which  would  have  been  easy  to  him),  but  to  listen  to  an  cxpuntion  of  the 
same,  from  the  origin  of  tJiiogs  to  their  canpieie  npcuete  in  tiic  tmctale 
of  the  pbtloMplier  then  speaking. 

It  wjw  ft  dark  evening,  and  it  was  only  when  Tite  CKKsed  tlic  occnsiooal 
light  of  a  lamp  suspended  before  an  itimge  of  the  Virgin,  that  th«  ontUae 
of  his  figure  wiu  diitcrmible  enough  for  recognition.  At  sii«h  moments 
any  one  caring  to  watch  his  passage  from  one  of  tlieae  lighta  to  mothrr 
tnight  have  ohservKl  that  the  toU  and  graceful  personage  with  tho  mantle 
folded  round  him  was  followed  constantly  by  a  very  dilferviit  form, 
thick-set  and  elderly,  in  n  serge  tunic  and  felt  hat.  The  conjunction 
nu'ght  have  iieen  taken  for  mere  chance,  since  there  were  miny  passengers 
along  the  Btri?cts  at  this  hour.  But  when  Tito  stopped  at  the  gntc  of  tite 
Buceiki  ganleiis,  the  figure  behind  stoppctl  loo.  The  ijterielio,  or  smaller 
door  of  the  gate,  was  alicody  bdng  held  open  by  the  serrant,  who,  in  ihe 
distraction  of  attendipg  to  some  question,  had  not  yet  closed  it  since  the 
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last  airiml,  and  Tito  turned  in  rnpidly,  ginng  lib  nnins  to  the  •errant, 
and  pnaiing  on  between  tlie  vrergreeu  l>uiibcs  that  (Jione  like  nKiUl  iu  tbe 
torcblig^t    Tbe  ToUowct  turned  ia  too.

Tbo  KTvant  hccitated.  "  I  bnd  orOcn  to  admit  only  gucsta.  Are

"  Ni>,  friend,  I  am  not  a  nervont;  I  an  a  tcbolar." 

There  ar«  wea  to  whom  you  need  only  nay,  "  I  am  a  buffido,"  in  a 
certain  tone  or  qiuet  coiilidcnce,  and  thi-y  will  let  yon  pan.  The  poorttx 
gare  vay  at  onco,  Baldaasarre  eutu'ed,  and  heard  the  door  dosed  and 
chainod  behind  him,  as  he  too  disappiuired  among  the  shining  btiahcB. 

Tboae  rcidy  and  firm  answ^a  argued  a  great  change  in  Italdaiuam 
nncc  tlw  Iniit  meeting  liic«  to  face  with  Tito,  when  the  dagger  broke  ia 
tm.    The  change  had  declareil  icael/  in  a  alariUng  way. 

At  llie  moment  when  th«  shadow  of  Tito  passed  in  iroat  of  the  liorel 
aa  Iia  departed  homeward,  Baldawarre  was  sliiiu^  iu  that  itjiti:  of  ufter- 
tTMDor  known  to  every  ana  who  in  hubk  to  gruit  otitbui'^ts  of  passion :  a 
Btat«  in  which  physical  powcrkatoen  ie  sometimea  accoiupaiiied  by  an 
tso^AMoal  (acidity  of  tlionght,  aa  if  that  discngngcmait  of  excited  passion 
bad  carried  away  a  fLre-mist  and  left  clcaniesa  behind  it.  He  fdl  unable 
to  rise  and  walk  nway  just  yet ;  his  limbs  seemed  benumbed;  he  wna 
oold,aadhta  hand  sfaeok.  But  in  that  bodily  helplessness  he  sat  sur- 
mmded,  not  by  ibe  hahitnal  dimne^  and  vanifthiog  shadowa,  but  by  the 
dnr  image*  of  the  post :  he  w;ib  living  a^Iu  iu  on  uiibrokun  couno 
UKongll  that  life  which  fcem«d  n  bog  pr<ipariition  for  the  tanto  ofbittcr- 
D«H^  For  tome  minutes  he  was  too  tliorougLly  abiiorbed  by  the  imagra 
U  reflect  on  the  fact  that  he  mw  them,  and  note  the  fact  as  a  change. 
Bat  when  tliat  sudden  clcttmcis  liad  travelled  tlirough  the  diaiance,  aod 
OHDe  at  last  to  rest  on  the  aciNlc  just  gone  by,  he  felt  filly  where  he  was : 
ha  rvmnabcrcd  Klonna  Liu  and  Teua.  Ah  1  ht  then  wiui  tlic  myilcriona 
kiaband ;  he  who  had  another  wife  in  the  Via  dc'  Bardi.  It  waa  time 
to  pick  up  the  broken  di^er  and  go — go  and  leave  no  tract:  of  hinueli'; 
Ibr  lo  liide  hb  foeblenea  aeeiDed  the  thing  most  like  power  ihat  was  led  to 
hita.  lie  leaned  to  take  up  the  fragments  of  the  dagger ;  thr^u  he  turned 
towards  the  book  which  lay  open  at  his  side.  It  ww<  a  tine  hu-gu  mamt- 
loiptf  an  odd  volume  of  Paoaauiaa.  The  tuoouUght  was  upc^i  it,  and  he 
oould  (M  tlifl  taigo  lettera  at  the  head  of  the  page  ;

In  old  days  he  had  known  Pausaniaa  familiarly  j  yet  an  hour  or  two  ago 

■  bftd  been  looking  hopeI«»sly  at  that  pAgr,  and  it  had  tuggoitcd  no  more 

;  to  Jmn  than  if  the  lett«ni  bad  been  black  weatber-.marka  oo  a 
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waU ;  but  nt  this  momont  they  were  once  more  the  magic  agnu  ilmt 
OODJare  up  a  worli!.  That  moonbr^am  falling  on  the  lett«n  liitd  raised 
Uusenia  before  him,  and  its  stru^lc  against  the  Spnrtnn  oppressian.  He 
snatched  up  tlie  book,  but  tbc  light  wiis  too  pale  for  him  to  read  ftuther 
by.  No  matter  ;  he  knew  that  chapter  ;  he  n-jid  inwardly.  lie  saw  thft 
Btonitig  of  the  traitor  Arislocrales — atoned  by  a  wliole  people,  who  cast 
him  out  from  their  borders  to  lie  unburied,  and  ect  up  a  pillnr  with  verses 
upon  it,  telling  how  Time  had  brought  Lome  justice  to  the  unjiut.  The 
words  arose  within  him,  and  stirred  hinuuierable  vibrnticna  of  memory.  He 
forgot  that  he  was  old  :  he  could  almost  hnve  shouted.  The  light  was  come 
again,  mothi-r  of  knowledge  and  joy !  In  thai  exullation  bis  limbs  recovered 
their  gtreogtli ;  he  started  up  with  liis  broken  dagger  ami  book,  and  went 
out  under  the  broad  moonlight.  It  was  a  Di|>ping  ii'osty  air,  but  BaldAS- 
sarre  could  feel  no  chill — ho  only  felt  the  glow  of  conscious  power..  He 
walked  about  and  paused  on  at!  the  open  spots  of  that  high  ground,  and 
looked  dovra  on  the  domed  and  towered  city,  sleeping  darkly  undo'  its 
steeping  guardians,  the  mountains  ;  on  the  pale  gleam  t'f  the  river ;  od 
thcTalley  vanishing  towards  tlie  peaks  of  buow;  and  felt  himself  master 
of  them  all.  That  aense  of  mental  empire  which  belougt  to  us  all  in 
monieiita  of  exceptional  cleamew  was  intensified  for  him  by  the  long 
days  and  nights  in  which  memory  had  been  little  mor«  than  the  con- 
BciousneGB  of  something  gone.  That  city,  which  had  buen  a  weary 
labyrinth,  was  material  that  he  could  subdue  to  his  purposca  now :  hia 
mind  glanced  through  its  affairs  with  tiashiiig  conjecture  ;  he  was  once 
more  a  man  who  knew  cities,  whoso  sense  of  vision  was  instnicteil  with 
large  experience,  and  who  ftll  the  keen  delight  of  holding  all  things  in  the 
grasp  of  Iangu.^gc.  Names  !  ImngesI — his  mind  rushed  through  its  wealth 
without  pausing,  like  one  who  enters  on  a  great  inberilnnce- 

But  amidst  all  that  rushing  eagerness  tlieru  wag  one  end  presiding  in 
Baldassarre'fl  conscioustiesi, — a  dark  deity  in  the  inmost  cell,  who  only 
Bccxned  forgotten  while  his  hecatomb  waa  bebg  prepared.  And  when 
the  first  triumph  in  the  certainty  of  recovered  power  had  had  its  way, 
his  thoughts  centred  themselves  on  Tito.  That  fair  slippery  viper  could 
not  escape  him  now:  thanks  to  stniggling  justice,  the  heart  that  never 
quivered  with  tenderness  for  another  had  ita  sensitive  selGsJi  fibrei  tliat 
could  be  reached  by  the  sharp  point  of  anguish.  The  soul  thai  bowed  to 
no  right,  bowed  to  the  great  lord  of  mortals.  Pain. 

He  could  search  into  every  secret  of  Tito's  life  now :  b«  knsv  nans 
of  the  secrets  already,  and  the  failure  of  the  broken  dagger,  which  Memed 
like  frustration,  had  been  the  brgiuning  of  achievement.  Doubtless  that 
sadden  rage  had  shaken  away  the  obstruction  which  stifled  his  soiih 
Twice  before,  when  his  memory  had  pnrtiaUy  returned,  it  had  beeo  ia 
consequence  cf  sudden  exeiiattou :  once  when  he  had  had  to  defend  him- 
sdf  from  an  enraged  dog  ;  once  when  he  had  been  overtaken  by  (he  wares 
and  had  had  to  scramble  up  a  rock  to  save  himself. 

Yes,  but  if  this  time,  as  then,  the  light  were  to  die  out,  ani  the  dreary 
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incioiu  bUnk  come  back  sg&in  1  Tliis  time  tho  liglit  itsb  stronger  and 
ttaiiA'itu;  but  nlwt  teeunty  wsa  there  tliitt  Lerore  tlie  morrow  tlie  Aaik 
log  would  not  b«  round  lum  «gttin7  Even  the  Tear  seemed  like  the 
beginning  of  fMblcnen :  he  tbought  wttli  ot.irm  that  he  might  sink  the 
tmtti  for  (his  cxcitcci  ri^I  of  hU  on  the  hill,  which  was  expendhig  hli 
feroe;  and  after  $«ckiiig  anxiously  for  n  thdtcrcd  coraCT-  where  hQ  might 
lie  down,  he  nestled  at  last  against  a  heap  of  warm  gardcQ  straw,  and  m 
JUluleop. 

When  he  opened  his  eyea  again  it  was  daylight.  The  first  moments 
wrn;  filled  with  strange  bcwiUtinnent :  he  vras  n  miui  with  a  doubia 
idcDiity ;  to  which  had  he  awaked  7 — to  tho  life  of  dim-sighted  sensibilitiea 
like  the  md  heirwhip  of  some  fallen  greatness,  or  to  the  life  of  rccoYCTcd 
power  7  Sorely  the  last,  for  the  events  of  the  night  all  came  back  to 
him:  the  reoognitioii  of  the  piige  in  Puumnius,  the  crowding  rcKiirgence 
of  fiicls  and  names,  the  sudden  wide  prospect  which  had  given  him  such 
■  moment  a*  that  of  the  Micnnd  in  the  glorious  amaze  of  her  morning 
waking  on  the  mountain  lop.  IIo  took  up  the  book  again,  he  read,  be 
nancmbet^d  without  reading.  He  saw  a  name,  and  tlie  images  of  deeds 
nae  with  it;  ho  saw  tho  mention  of  n  deed,  and  ho  linked  it  with  a  name. 
There  w^^re  «torica  of  inexpiable  crimes,  but  ftories  also  of  guilt  that 
seemed  vaccessfuJ.  There  were  sanctuaries  for  swifl-footed  miscreants; 
baacneH  h^d  it*  armomr,  and  the  weapons  of  justice  sometimes  broke 
against  iL  What  then?  If  baseness  triumphed  everytvhcro  else,  if  it 
could  heap  to  itself  kll  the  good*  of  thi<  world,  and  even  hold  the  keys 
of  hell,  it  would  never  triumph  over  the  hatred  itself  nwnked.  It  cotild 
derbe  no  torture  that  would  seem  greater  than  the  torture  of  submitting 
10  its  amik.  Batdawarre  felt  tho  inde«tnictiblc  independent  force  of  a 
■a|wcnie  emotion,  which  knowi  no  terror,  and  asks  for  no  motive — which 
is  itietr  *B  ever-huming  motive,  consuming  all  other  desire,  And  new, 
in  this  momiftg  light,  when  the  amiurnncc  oame  again  that  the  fine  fibres 
of  UBOchUion  were  active  still,  and  that  his  recovered  lelf  had  not 
de|axt«(l,  all  hi*  gladncn  was  but  the  hope  of  vongennco. 

From  ihst  time  till  the  evening  on  which  we  have  seen  him  enter  the 
RaccUni  gnrdwn,  he  had  been  inccjKintly,  hut  cautiously,  inqniring  into 
Tito's  poution  and  all  his  circumHUnces,  and  tliere  was  hardly  a  day  on 
which  be  did  not  contrive  to  follow  his  movements.  But  he  wished  not  to 
arome  any  alarm  in  Tito :  he  wished  to  secure  a  moment  when  the  hated 
fiirourite  of  blind  fortune  was  at  tho  summit  of  confident  ea»e,  surroumli^d 
bj  chief  men  on  whonc  &vour  he  depended.  It  was  not  any  rctributivo 
payment  or  recognition  of  himself  for  his  own  behoof,  on  whiclt  Bal- 
ilaaMi  1 1 's  whole  soul  was  bent :  it  won  to  find  the  sharpest  edge  of  dis- 
gtac*  and  diane  by  which  a  selfish  smiler  could  be  pierced ;  it  was  to 
through  his  marrow  the  mont  sudden  shock  of  dread.  He  was 
MOlCBt  to  lie  hard,  and  live  stinledly — he  hud  spent  the  greater  port  of 
hiamniuaiog  money  in  baying  another  poniard  :  his  hunger  and  his  thirtt

mddrccring  himiN-lf  to  nny  one  whom  he  safrpvcted  oT  intimac]?  with  TElOy 
lett  >□  alarm  raised  in  Tilo'a  mind  nliouM  urge  }iim  either  to  flight, 
or  to  Bomo  oth«r  coimt^ntctiDg  m«uar«  whicb  haid-preitsed  ing'^mily 
might  dcvis«.  For  Ibix  nrtMon  h«  hud  ncrur  entered  NdWn  (hop,  which 
ba  obeemid  thnt  Tito  frcqncnled,  and  ho  Itad  tTimed  nside  to  amd 
meetiiig  Piero  di  Conaio. 

The  pOMbililj'  of  fnutralion  gave  added  eng^rDcw  to  his  dtaln  that 
the  grrnt  op[iorttuiity  he  notight  should  not  he  dcfrrrcd.  The  dttiro  was 
Mg«r  in  htm  on  Another  j^nnd  ;  he  trembled  leal  his  nicmor/  idiould 
go  again.  Wholliur  fi'om  thu  ngiUiting  im-^cnec  of  that  fmr,  or  Irotn 
aoRie  other  cauwo,  he  had  twice  felt,  a  sort  of  mental  dizeineas,  in  which 
the  invmrd  oeiuc  or  ironginatton  seemed  to  lie  losing  the  distinct  forois 
of  thii^.  Ouce  he  hod  attempted  to  enter  tlie  Palazxo  Vecchio  and 
main  lus  way  into  a  council -chnmbtr  where  'Hlo  was,  and  bad  failed.  But 
now  on  tliia  evening,  he  felt  that  his  occasion  was  mme^ 


CUAPTEB  XXXIX. 

A  SurPEtt  IS  THE  RUCELLAI  GARDESS. 

Ok  entering  the  liandaoioe  pavilion,  Tito's  quick  glance  soon  discerned  in 
the  »el(«tion  of  the  gaeMs  the  confinmitioa  of  his  conji.-ctiire  thnt  the 
object  of  llie  gntlicring  was  political,  tliotigh,  perhnps,  nothing  more  dlA- 
tioct  than  ihiit  plrengthening  of  party  which  comes  from  good-fcllowtbip. 
Good  dishes  and  good  wine  wctt  at  that  timo  believed  to  heighten  the 
ConscionrocK*  of  political  preferences,  and  in  the  iDGj>irvd  eawe  of  aftsr- 
Ripper  talk  it  wiu  nujipoMKl  that  people  ascertained  their  own  opinioiu 
with  a  clearness  iiuile  inacceaeible  to  uninvited  etomaclis.  Thtt  Florentine* 
were  a  sober  and  frugal  poople;  but  wherever  ni«i  have  gathered  wealth, 
Madonna  delta  GoaovigUa  and  San  Buonvtno  have  liad  iheir  woraliippen; 
and  tlie  Rncellai  were  among  the  few  Florentine  families  who  kqrt  a  great 
tabic  and  lived  Fpkndidly.  It  waa  not  probable  that  on  this  evening 
that  would  be  any  attempt  to  apply  high  philo«<^io  thcorits ;  and  then 
Qould  be  iu>  objeclioa  to  the  host  of  t^ato  looking  on,  or  even  to  the 
modeat  preMnce  of  the  cardinal  virtua  in  Iretco  roi  the  walla. 

Thai  bust  of  Plato  bad  been  long  osed  to  look  down  on  conviviali^  of 
a  more  tranaocndenBJ  eort,  for  it  bad  been  brought  from  Lorcnso's  villa 
after  his  death,  when  tlie  meetings  of  the  Platonic  Academy  bad  been 
tnnsferred  to  thciw  garden*.  EiipeciaUy  on  every  thirteenth  of  November, 
reputed  anniversary  of  Plato's  death,  it  bad  looked  from  ondor  limrel 
iMvea  at  a  pieked  company  of  wbohiTa  and  philocophcm,  who  met  to  eat 
and  diink  with  mod«ration,  and  to  discuss  and  admire,  perhapA  with  tesa 
moderation,  the  doctrines  of  tlie  great  maotei: — on  Pico  delln  Sliraudola, 
once  a  Quixotic  young  geniiUi  with  longr  curls,  aaionishod  at  bis 
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||i«ifii(<Hi>iilaiWiiDg  Rome  with  beterodox  Oiesca ;  aft«rwank  a  mon 
ImiiiUe  itiiiliMit,  iritb  a  cmisuuiiiig  punion  for  inwni'd  [irrTt'cltoii,  havlag 
00B)«  to  find  the  tiniveno  more  H«(«niB]iing  than  hia  own  clifTcriKsa: — vu 
luDOcent,  Uboriooa  HanUio  FidiKi,  picked  out  young  to  be  reiwed  as  a 
FliMDio  pbiloeopber,  and  f«d  od  PlAtonism  in  aU  [l«  tUigta  till  bis  mind 
«M  periiafs  a  little  polpy  from  tbu  too  exdnnro  diet  ^— on  Angelo  Poli- 
naso,  chief  IHenoy  goahuof  thai  Ttge,  a  born  fiot-t,  luiO  a  KJiotar  without 
dnJneai,  whoae  phtasw  hud  blood  in  tbctn  and  nrc  nlive  ttill : — or,  fiirlhet 
back,  00  Leon  Hatlidn  Alberti,  a  rerercnil  wfiior  wlxm  tbowi  tbrcu  were 
JVUBt  SBcl  of  a  mueli  f^randn  type  tfauti  they,  a  robuat,  nniv^nal  mind, 
•t  (mce  pneticBl  nnd  th^iorctic,  ArtiHt,  m.in  of  ac^euoe,  inventor,  poet  >— 
a&d  on  many  more  valiant  workers  whose  namvit  arc  not  rrgiiti-rRcl  wbcio 
emy  day  we  turn  the  leaf  to  rend  thcoi,  but  whom  laboura  make  a  [urt, 
tbongb  aa  unreoognind  pan,  of  oui  inberitanoe,  like  the  ploughing  and 
■owing  of  pnat  generattonH. 

Bi^ruanlo  Uucdlui  w«i  u  man  to  bold  n  distinguished  place  in  that 
Aadeny«vcn  bffore  be  becnmo  its  ho&t  and  jintroii.  He  wiin  utill  in  tlio 
ptune  of  liib,  not  more  than  four  and  forty,  with  a  (OiDOwhnt  haughty, 
«aatiou»Iy  dignified  presence;  oonscious  of  an  araaxingly  pure  Lntinity, 
but,  laya  Enann^  not  to  be  (xugbt  Mpenking  Lttin — no  word  of  Latin  to 
be  Bbeand  off  bim  by  the  tharpest  of  Teutons.  He  welcomed  Tilo  with 
more  mnri^fd  favour  tlioii  utiuul,  and  gare  him  a  pinw  binwcrn  Lnrenxo 
Toniabuoni  and  Giannosito  i'ncci,  bothof  theni  accomplished  young  ment- 
bcn  of  the  Modioeas  puty. 

.  Of  Goune  the  lallt  w>a  tbo  lightest  in  the  wort<{  while  the  bnua  bowl, 
died  with  acented  water,  wna  puiraing  round,  tbal  the  cotupnuy  might 
waeh  their  hands,  and  ringa  flaahed  on  wliite  tingcn  under  thu  wax-ligbu, 
and  there  wu  tlie  pleasant  fragrance  uf  frnh  white  domaak  newly  come 
Irom  France.  The  tone  of  remark  wna  a  very  oommnn  one  in  thoeo 
limea.  Some  one  asked  what  Diuitt-'s  pHttcm  old  Florentine  would  tUuk 
if  the  life  ooold  oome  into  him  agnin  iind<v  hiit  leathern  belt  And  bono 

^  doap,  and  be  could  ace  hItct  foika  on  the  tabled  And  it  was  agreed 
oa  all  bauds  that  the  bsbits  of  posterity  would  be  very  icurprt>ing  to 
■DCeaUrt^  if  anoeators  oould  only  kuow  them.     And  while  the  eilrer  forks 

L  wen  just  dallying  with  the  appetuiing  dclicacaeti  that  introduced  the  moi« 
askua  batineai  of  llie  supper— eucli  at  morseb  of  liver,  cooked  to  that 
AUjUMte  point  that  they  would  melt  iu  the  luouih — there  vaii  time  to 

,  adniira  the  designs  on  tlie  oiamellad  ailrcr  centres  of  the  bnust  service, 

Land  to  ftiy  aonietbiuf,  aaitstinl,  about  the  silver  dLdi  for  fon/etU',  a  mastcr- 

f  ylfiKinf  ftntnnir  FoUajtiolo, whom  patronixing  Popes  bud  seduced  from  Ids 

'aMlva  Ftoraaoe  la  more  gorgeoua  Home. 

"  Ah,  1  teneinber,"  nid  Nlocold  Kidolfi,  a  middle-aged  inao,  with  that 

tLiaaglignt    rase  of  nnaner  which,  seeming  to  claim  nothing,  is  really 

r  T^sfiil  OB  the  Uie-long  conacioanHM  of  ooninumding  nink — "  I  remember 
«ar  Antonio  getting  bitter  about  his  chiselling  and  «na«aelling  of  theto 
melal  ilungs,  and  taking  in  a  fury  to  pointing,  b«caiiac^  said  lie, '  the 
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srtiBt  wbo  puts  hla  work  into  gold  and  ulrer,  pnta  his  braioB  into  tlie 
melting-pot.' " 

"And  that  ie  not  unlikely  to  be  a  trae  foreboding  of  Antonio's,"  said 
Giannozzo  Pucd.  "  If  tliia  prettj  war  vritb  Pisa  goes  on,  and  the  revolt 
only  ipreads  a  little  to  onr  other  towns,  it  is  not  only  out  mlvei  dishes 
that  are  likely  to  go ;  I  doubt  whether  Antonio's  silver  aalnts  lonnd  the 
altar  of  San  Giovanni  will  not  some  day  Tanish  from  the  eyes  of  the 
&ithful  to  be  worshipped  more  devoutly  in  the  form  of  coin." 

"  The  Prate  is  preparing  os  for  that  already,"  said  Tomabuoni.  "  Ke 
is  telling  the  people  that  God  will  not  have  silver  cmcifixes  and  starving 
stomachs ;  and  that  the  church  is  best  adorned  with  the  gems  of  holiness 
and  the  fine  gold  of  brotherly  love." 

"  A  very  nseful  doctrine  of  war-finance,  as  many,  a  Condottiere  has 
fonnd,"  sud  Bernardo  Eucellai,  drily.  "But  politics  come  on  after  the 
confetti,  Lorenzo,  when  we  can  drink  wine  enough  to  wash  them  doirn ; 
they  are  too  solid  to  be  taken  with  roast  and  boiled," 

"  Yes,  indeed,"  said  Niccoli  Ridolfi.  "  Our  Luigi  Pulci  would  have 
said  this  delicate  boiled  kid  must  be  eaten  with  an  impartial  mind.  I  re- 
member one  day  at  Careggi,  when  Lnigi  was  in  his  rattling  vein,  he  was 
maintaining  that  nothing  perverted  the  palate  like  opinion.  'Opinion,' 
said  he, '  corrupts  the  saliva — that's  why  men  took  to  pepper.  Scepticism 
is  the  only  philosophy  that  doesn't  bring  a  tasto  in  the  mouth.'  '  Nay,'  says 
poor  Lorenzo  de'  Hedici,  'you  must  be  out  there,  Luigi.  Here  is  this 
untainted  sceptic,  M&tteo  Franco,  who  wants  hotter  sauce  than  any  of  ua.' 
'  Because  he  has  a  strong  opinion  of  imtsel/,'  flashes  out  Luigi,  '  which  is 
the  original  ^;g  of  all  other  opinion.  He  a  sceptic  ?  He  believes  in  the 
immortality  of  bis  own  verses.  He  is  such  a  logician  as  that  preaching 
friar  who  described  the  pavement  of  the  bottomless  pit.'  Poor  Luigi !  his 
mind  was  like  sharpest  steel  that  can  touch  nothing  without  cutting." 

"  And  yet  a  very  gentle-hearted  creature,"  said  Giannozzo  Pucci. 
"It  seemed  to  me  his  talk  was  a  mere  blowing  of  eoap-bubbtes.  What 
dithyrambs  he  went  into  about  eating  and  drinking  1  and  yet  he  wua 
as  temperate  as  a  butterfly." 

The  light  talk  and  the  solid  eatables  were  not  soon  at  an  end,  for 
after  the  roast  and  boiled  meats  came  the  indispensable  capon  and  game, 
and,  crowning  glory  of  a  well-spread  table,  a  peacock  cooked  according 
to  the  receipt  of  Apiciua  for  cooking  partridges,  namely,  with  the  feathers 
on,  but  not  plucked  afterwards,  as  that  gretU:  authority  ordered  concerning 
his  partridges;  on  the  contrary,  so  disposed  on  the  dish  that  it  might 
look  as  much  as  possibte  like  a  live  peacock  taking  its  unboiled  repose. 
Great  was  the  skill  required  in  that  confidential  servant  who  was  the 
official  carver,  re^ectfuUy  to  turn  the  clasMcal  though  insipid  bird  on  its 
back,  and  expose  the  plucked  breast  from  which  he  was  to  dispense 
a  delicate  slice  to  each  of  the  honourable  company,  unless  any  one  should 
be  of  so  independent  a  mind  as  to  decline  that  expensive  toughness  and 
prefer  the  vulgar  digestibility  of  capon. 
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Hndlf  ftoy  one  was  so  bold.  Tito  quoted  norace,  and  diHpmiicd  Us 
alioe  in  smnll  parliclcs  over  liU  platn ;  BerDsrdo  KuccHiii  made  a  learned 
olMcrratioii  about  ibu  auuieut  price  of  peacocks'  eggt,  but  did  not  pretend 
to  eat  lii«  slice ;  and  NiccolA  Kidoifi  held  a  moutbfal  on  his  fork  wliilu 
he  told  m  IWrourite  atory  of  Litigi  Piilci's,  about  a  man  of  Sicnn,  who, 
wantuig  to  give  a  <pleodid  cnlcrtainnieQt  at  jnodernte  expense,  bougbt  a 
wild  goo*,'!,  cut  off  its  beak  and  webbed  fvet,  and  boiled  it  in  its  fcathen^ 
to  paw  for  a  pe:a-heti. 

In  £ict,  Tcrjr  littl«  ptMcouk  was  eaten;  but  tliero  was  the  tatisTactioQ 
ofaitUBg  at  a  table  vrhero  peacock  yran  served  up  in  a  rcmiirkuble  manner, 
aad  of  knowing  tliat  luch  caprices  were  not  within  r«acb  of  any  but  those 
wbo  sapped  with  tlie  very  wealthiest  men.  And  it  nould  liuve  bees 
niabneai  to  apeak  aligbtingily  of  pvucuck's  llcxh,  or  any  other  venerable 
i&rtilution,  at  a  lime  n'ben  Fra  Girol.tmo  was  teaching  the  didturbing  doc- 
trine that  it  waa  Dot  iho  duty  of  tlie  rich  to  be  luxurioua  fnr  the  sake  of 
the  poor. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  cliill  obKUrity  that  atirroundcd  this  centre  of 
warmih,  aail  light,  and  gsToury  odours,  the  lonely  diaowued  man  was 
walking  in  gradually  narrowing  olrcuild.  Hi',  pausc^d  nmong  llie  trees,  and 
looked  in  al  the  windows,  which  made  brilliant  pictures  against  the  gloom. 
He  could  hear  tlui  Liugbt«r;  he  could  kv  Tito  gcsti  cub  ling  with  cnrelesa 
graoe,  aud  hear  lua  roicv,  now  alone,  now  mingling  iu  the  merry  cotifuaion 
of  interlacing  ijiceclieK.  Bnldusurr«'s  mind  was  highly  strung-  He  was 
preparing  buneelf  for  the  moment  when  be  could  win  hix  entrance  into 
thia  brilliant  company ;  and  be  had  a  savage  Eattsfuction  in  tlie  Eight  of 
Tito'a  eaay  gaiety,  which  seemed  to  be  preparing  the  unconscious  vic^m 
&r  more  cflcctirc  torture. 

But  the  men  aeated  among  the  branching  tapers  and  the  flaahlng  capA 
could  knownothii^ofthc  pale  fierce  fuce  Ibat  watched  theiu  from  without. 
The  light  can  be  a  curtain  as  well  na  the  diirkne^s. 

And  Ibu  talk  went  on  with  more  eagerness  as  it  became  less  dis< 
eonnected  and  trivial.  The  sense  of  citiiensbip  vras  jtisl  then  strongly 
feread  ercn  on  the  most  indiffcrrnt  mind).  What  the  over- mastering  Fra 
GtrolankO  waa  aaying  and  prompting  was  really  uppermost  in  the  thoughts 
of  every  one  at  table ;  and  before  tbu  st«wed  fisli  wa>  rcniovcd,  and  while 
tiie  bvourile  sweets  were  yet  to  come,  bis  name  rose  to  the  surface  of 
tKe  emvenation,  and,  in  apite  of  Uucellui's  prcvioiw  prohibition,  the  talk 
tffia  beeame  poUtieal.  At  lltst,  while  the  servants  remained  present,  it 
mu  men  gotwip  :  what  hod  been  done  in  the  I'ulaxzo  on  thin  first  day's 
TOling  §or  the  Great  Council ;  how  hot-ti'mpered  and  domineering  FraU' 
onco  Valori  was,  m  if  he  were  to  have  everything  his  own  way  by  right 
of  his  anstero  virtue;  and  how  it  was  clonr  to  everybody  who  heftrd 
SodcrJni's  apeeches  in  favour  of  the  Great  Councjl,  and  aUo  heard  tbe 
Frate'a  MrmoiM,  lliat  they  were  both  kneaded  in  the  aame  trough. 

"My  opinion  is,"  said  Niccoto  Ridolli,  "  that  the  Frale  haa  a  longer 
bead  for  public  nuUIen  tlian  Soderini  or  any  Piaynoiu  among  tliem :  you 
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xaay  dcfwnd  on  tt  that  Soderini  ia  Itu  moatli-|ueoe  mora  thaa  bo  U 
Sodctiiii's." 

"No,  NuMX>l&;  there  I  differ  (mm  jtn,"  uiil  Beinardo  BuoolU: 
"  the  Frate  hu  an  acat«  mind,  and  mdiljr  mm  nhat  wiU  aorvg  bia  wwn 
cnda;  but  it  in  not  likdy  that  Pi([tiUntoiuo  ScdtETuu,  wlio  bai  lead  long 
eEpericacc  of  aflain,  and  baa  ^MciaU;  atadicd  the  Vcovtioa  Coonctl, 
abould  be  moch  indebted  to  a  moak  tot  idcss  on  thu  aubjwit.  No,  do  : 
Soderiai  loada  tbe  cannon ;  thoagb,  I  grant  you,  Fra  Girobrao  brioga  the 
powder  and  lights  tbe  match.  He  is  tnaaier  «/  the  people,  and  the  people 
wn  gcttii^  iiMutcr  of  us.    Eooo  \" 

"WtU,"  nid  LoKOEO  Tornabuoni,  preeeotlj,  when  tbe  toom  vaa 
dear  of  arrant*,  aod  nothii^  but  wine  was  puwing  round,  "  wbctbar 
Soderini  is  indobCed  or  not,  tee  are  loilebled  tu  tbe  Fmic  for  ibe  general 
aBmcHtj'  which  liaa  gone  along  with  the  achcme  of  the  Council.  We  might 
have  dona  without  the  Uat  of  God  and  ihe  reloria  of  luontla  \mng  pawed 
by  a  majority  of  bluck  beuQ^i ;  biit  that  e-xccllenl  propoaition,  that  our 
KtL-ilic<!an  htAiia  tihoiild  be  allowi-d  lo  remain  comfortably  on  our&houlderB, 
and  that  ire  should  not  bo  obliged  to  band  over  our  property  in  lioes,  haa 
ray  wanu  approval,  and  it  is  my  belief  ihat  ootbing  but  the  Fratc'*  pn- 
domjannce  could  have  procured  that  fcr  uu.  And  you  may  rely  on  it  Uut 
Fl»  Girolamo  is  as  firm  an  a  ruuk  on  that  point  of  promoting  peace.  I 
huTo  hiul  an  interview  with  him.'' 

Tbi;re  was  a  munnur  of  surprise  and  ourioiuty  at  tbe  farlber  «u<l  of 
tho  tabic;  but  Bcraudo  Jtucclbu  fimply  nodded,  as  if  hu  >:ncw  wlut 
Tomabooni  had  to  say,  and  wihbed  luia  to  go  on. 

"Ta^"  proceeded  Tormibnooi,  "  1  have  been  lavourcd  with  ai>  inter- 
view in  (hii  Fiate's  own  cell,  ivhich,  let  me  tell  f  ou,  is  not  a  commoD 
favour ;  ibr  I  have  rctuon  to  believe  that  even  Fmneesco  Valori  reiy 
aeldom  aecs  him  in  private.  However,  1  think  be  shw  me  the  more 
wilUufrly  bccatise  1  wao  not  n  rcady-niado  follower,  but  hnd  to  be  con* 
vcj-tcd.  And,  for  tny  part,  I  ace  clearly  enough  that  the  only  safe  and 
wise  policy  tor  us  Mediceana  to  pursue  ia  to  throw  our  sirciiglh  into  the 
scale  of  the  Frute**  party.  We  are  not  strong  enongli  to  n^nkc  Itcad  on 
our  own  behah';  laA  if  tbe  Frale  and  the  popiUur  putty  were  upset, 
evciy  one  who  bears  mc  knows  perfectly  well  what  oibcr  paity  would  be 
uppermost  just  now  :  Ncrti,  AI1i<-rti,  I'azzi,  and  the  rest — Arraitiati,  as 
somebody  clirislened  tbcm  the  other  day — who,  instead  of  giving  u*  an 
amnesty,  would  be  inclined  to  lly  at  our  tbtoats  Uke  mad  dogs,  and  not  be 
satiified  till  they  bnd  banisbod  half  of  us." 

There  were  strong  inteijecuons  of  assent  to  this  last  sentenoc  of 
Tornabuoni'F,  m  he  paused  and  looked  round  a  moment. 

"  A  wine  disjiiumlation,"  he  went  on,  "  is  the  only  course  for  modcmte 
ntiODal  men  in  times  of  riolcnt  party  iccJiog.  I  need  hardly  tell  this 
compimy  what  are  ray  reitl  pohlical  attachments :  I  am  not  tbe  only  man 
here  who  baa  strong  pweooal  ties  to  the  banished  fiunily  ;  but,  apod  lh>m 
any  luch  ttca,  I  agree  with  my  mora  experienced  frieadiB,  who  mo  allowing 
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me  to  speak  for  them  in  their  pRoenw,  that  the  <miy  hsUag  and  peoedtU 
tUtn  of  tiling  far  Flotaiico  ia  tbo  pndominaDCw  of  lome  single  Ikmilj 
UterM.  This  theory  of  the  Fntto'a,  ibut  vro  ure  to  liave  a  popular 
gOTcmnwot,  ia  which  vvctj  tmd  i*  to  ■Irivc  only  for  tbo  geaerat  good, 
■nd  know  no  party  nnmcs,  i»  a  theory  tliat  may  do  for  aomc  isle  of  Cli*- 
ladbtD  Oolonbo'a  tindio^,  but  orill  Dcvcr  do  for  ottr  line  old  qtutntiionic 
Florence^  A  dtaoge  mtut  oome  befor«  long,  and  wilh  i>ati(noe  and  oautioa 
vc  hoTC  i:TCry  chnnec  of  determining  the  change  in  oar  faroor.  Ueanwhile, 
the  beat  thing  we  can  do  will  be  to  keep  the  Fr»U.''e  flag  flying,  for  if  uj 
edter  wen-  lo  be  hoisted  jatt  now  it  would  b«  n  bineic  ilag  for  iw." 

"  U'r  true,"  mill  Niccol&  Kidolfi,  in  a  curt  d««ivivi?  way.  "  What  you 
ny  ia  Ime,  Lorenxo.  For  my  own  port,  I  am  too  old  Ibr  anybody  to 
bcli«*c  that  I'n  cboagod  luy  feathers.  And  there  ara  oertaiu  of  txiir~- 
oar  old  Benutrdo  del  Ntro  for  one — whom  yoa  would  iwiwr  peroundc  to 
bcnow  another  tnsoi'a  riueld.  But  we  can  tie  slill,  like  aleepy  old  dogs; 
Bod  it'a  clear  enough  that  barking  would  be  of  no  uk  juat  nan.  Aa  for 
tki*  paalm- tinging  party,  who  Tot«  for  nothing  bnt  tbe  glory  or  God,  and 
want  to  make  beU«va  we  can  all  love  each  oUicr,  and  talk  an  if  vice  could 
ba  awcpt  out  with  a  beaoin  by  the  Ma^fieeot  Eight,  their  d.iy  will  not 
be  a  )oDg.one.  Attar  all  the  Ulk  or  Bcholan,  there  oro  but  two  aurts  of 
gorcnitncnt;  one  where  men  show  their  teeth  at  each  other,  and  one 
riiere  men  thow  tlietr  to«ignc«  otid  lick  the  feet  of  the  atronguit.  Theyll 
get  tJ>eir  Great  Council  finally  voted  to-morrow — that's  certain  cnongh— 
aad  tb^'U  think  they're  found  out  a  new  phui  uf  ^renuuent ;  but  as 
■tre  aa  tbere'a  a  buman  ekin  under  every  iucco  in  the  Council,  their  new 
plao  will  cod  like  evi-ry  other,  in  anurliug  or  iii  lickiug.  That's  my  view 
«f  thfaiga  an  a  plain  maa.  Not  that  I  consider  it  becoming  in  men  of 
funily  and  foUowing,  who  have  got  others  depending  on  their  coostanigr 
and  on  their  atiekiiig  to  tbeir  colotir*,  to  go  n-huntinj  with  a  fine  net  to 
«atch  rcaMna  in  tlie  air,  like  dootora  of  law.  I  eay  fr&nkly  dial,  aa  the 
bead  of  my  fiimily,  I  shall  be  true  to  tny  old  alliiinci?a  ;  and  I  hAV«  nc%-cr 
yet  Men  any  chaJk-maik  on  political  reaaona  to  t«U  me  wMcli  u  true  and 
wUch  is  iaW  My  friend  Bernardo  KnccJlni  here  is  n  ntnii  of  reasoni, 
I  know,  and  I've  no  obJMtion  to  anybody'e  fmding  fice-spim  reaaoas  for 
■w,  ao  that  they  don't  intcsftro  with  my  actions  ns  a  man  of  family  who 
lUM  &ith  to  k«cp  Willi  faia  ooonectiona.'* 

■*  If  that  ia  an  appeal  to  me,  Niccolo,"  mid  Bcmnrilo  Kucellai,  with  a 
(bnoal  dignity,  in  amnaiBg  conlrant  with  RidolQ'a  curt  and  pithy  eaae, 
"  I  may  tuke  this  ei^wtnility  of  saying,  that  while  my  wiahcs  ore  partly 
deUnninsd  by  fengnOanding  personal  relationa,  I  catmol  eiil«r  into  any 
poBli*e  aclieuiM  whh  persona  over  whoce  nctionii  I  have  no  oontrol.  I 
■lyaelf  might  be  content  with  a  restoration  of  the  old  order  of  things; 
but  with  inodi&Miona — with  important  modiflcationiL  And  the  cOiC  point 
on  which  I  wiih  to  d««lare  my  oonciurenoe  with  Lorenio  Tomabooai  ia, 
tliat  the  biBt  policy  to  be  pursued  by  our  friend*  in,  to  throw  the  woight 
of  their  iaicrcst  into  the  scale  of  tho  popiUar  parly.     For  myadf,  I  OOD- 
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dnoeod  to  DO  fnimuUtioD ;  nor  do  I  at  procnl  kro  tfae  pirtj  or  tbe 
scheme  tliui  comiuimds  m;  full  aswnt.  In  all  alike  there  U  crndity  and 
confusion  of  \4tm,  nnd  of  oU  tbu  tw«nt]r  men  vrho  ari!  my  coUuagues  in 
the  preataC  crisis,  [hero  is  not  ooe  with  whom  I  do  not  find  myself  in 
wi<U  diiugiveincnt." 

NiccoK)  ItidolA  shrugged  hti  ehouUIcrs,  and  left  it  to  some  one  dM  to 
take  up  tliu  hnYi.  As  thi;  wine  went  rotiiid  the  talk  became  more  and 
more  frank  and  lively,  -ind  the  desire  of  seTenkl  at  once  to  be  tlie  chief 
speuktT.  iLH  usual  caused  llie  company  to  brcnk  up  into  small  knots  of  two 
and  thrrc.  It  was  a  result  wliidi  liad  been  fdrcseen  by  Lorenio  Tonia- 
bnoni  and  Gknnczzo  Pucd,  and  i)iey  wete  amcing  the  iiret  to  turn  aMde 
from  tlic  high-road  of  general  Inik  and  enlcr  into  a  special  cnnvcriadon 
with  Tilo,  who  tut  between  tlic^m  ;  gradually  pusliiug  away  th^ir  teals, 
and  turning  tlicir  bucks  on  the  table  anil  wine. 

"  In  truth,  Melemn,"  Toruabuoni  was  saying  at  this  stage,  laying  one 
hosc-clad  leg  ncTosa  the  knee  of  the  other,  nnd  cnresaing  his  ancle,  "  I 
know  of  uo  maa  in  Florence  who  can  eerve  our  party  better  than  you. 
You  sec  what  most  of  our  friendu  are :  men  who  can  nn  more  hide  their 
prejudices  llian  u  dog  can  hide  the  natural  tone  of  his  bark,  or  elw  men 
ivhoflc  political  tie«  are  bo  noiorioux,  ihat  they  must  always  beohjects  of 
suspicion.  Giaimoxio  here,  and  I,  I  flatter  myself,  aie  able  to  oreroome 
that  suspicion  ;  we  hfive  tlmt  power  of  concealment  and  finesse,  witliout 
whici)  a  rational  cultivated  man,  instead  of  having  any  prerogative,  is 
really  at  n  disadvantage  compared  with  a  wild  buU  or  u  Havag«.  But, 
except  yournelf,  1  know  of  no  one  else  on  whom  we  could  rely  for  the 
necensBiy  discreiiun." 

"Yes,"  said  Giannoizo  Pucci,  laying  his  hand  on  Tito's  shoulder, 
"  the  fact  is,  Titn  mif>,  yon  can  help  us  belter  llian  if  you  were  UlysfCt 
himself,  for  1  am  convinced  that  Ulysses  often  made  himself  diss^reeable. 
To  manage  men  one  ought  to  have  a  sharp  mind  in  a  velvet  sbcath.  And 
there  ia  nut  a  soul  in  Florence  who  co;ild  undei-take  a  busluess  like 
this  journey  to  Komo,  for  example,  with  the  same  safely  that  you  can. 
There  is  your  scholarship,  which  may  alwa)'3  be  apretexl  for  such  journeys; 
and  what  ia  better,  there  ia  yovir  talent,  which  it  would  be  harder  to 
match  than  your  acholai-alnp.  Niocol-j  Macchiavelli  might  Iiave  done  for 
us  if  he  had  l>cen  on  our  ride,  but  hardly  so  well,  fie  ia  too  much  bitten 
with  notions,  nnd  has  not  yoiU'  power  of  fascination.  All  the  worse 
for  him.     He  has  lost  a  great  chance  in  life,  and  you  have  got  it." 

"  Yen,"  enid  Tornabuoni,  loMrering  hia  voice  lu  a  significaul  manner, 
"  yon  have  only  to  play  your  game  well,  SUlema,  and  tbe  fntni-e  belongs 
to  yoiL  For  the  Medici,  you  may  rely  upon  it,  will  keep  a.  foot  in  Borne 
OS  well  as  in  Florence,  and  the  time  may  not  be  far  oS  when 
will  be  able  to  make  a  finer  career  for  their  adherents  even  than  the 
did  in  old  days.  Wliy  shouldn't  you  take  orders  some  day  ?  Thera'a  ■  * 
cardinal's  hat  at  the  end  of  that  road,  and  you  vrould  not  be  the  first 
Greek  who  has  worn  that  oraument," 
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T!to  laugbeil  gatljr.  He  vras  too  bcuIc  not  to  mcnmro  Tornabuoni'il 
cxnggeniled  flntlery,  but  mill  iho  flattcrf  bnd  a  pleasnac  Huvuiir. 

"  Ity  joints  are  not  wi)  ttilf  jcl,"  he  E»td,  "  ttint  I  cito't  bo  induced  to 
run  without  such  ft  high  priio  m  that  I  think  Ihe  iacomc  oTna  abhry  or 
two  lidd  *io  ooQunendiun,'  nithoat  the  trouble  ofg^^ttingmylipad  shavei], 
iroald  mXidj  m«  at  pKwnt." 

"  I  was  act  joking,"  Mud  Tomnbuoni,  wilh  gmvo  aiinviiy  ;  •'  I  ihink 
a  Kholar  would  nlnaj-s  be  the  better  ofT  fur  biking  ordiT^.  But  we'll 
talk  of  lliat  another  time.  One  of  the  objects  to  be  first  borno  in  mlndt 
is  that  jou  should  win  the  confidence  of  the  men  who  hang  about  San 
Haroo;  that  ta  vtluit  GinnnozKo  and  I  shnll  do,  but  yoa  mny  cavry  it 
&rtber  than  wc  cao,  bccauMi  you  are  leM  observed.  In  tli^t  way  you  con 
get  ft  thorough  knowledge  of  their  doing*,  and  you  will  make  a  broader 
■creeu  fur  yonir  agency  on  our  side.  Nothing  of  course  can  be  done 
before  you  start  for  Rome,  because  this  bit  of  biisincas  between  Picro 
dc'  Ucdici  and  ihc  French  noblee  must  bo  oSocted  at  once.  I  mean  when 
jon  taate  hock,  of  course ;  I  need  Kty  no  mon:.  I  believe  you  could  make 
yooTMif  lb«  pet  votary  of  Snn  Marco,  if  yoa  liked ;  but  you  are  wise 
enoQgli  to  know  that  cfiective  diaiimulation  is  never  itnmodcmlc." 

"If  it  were  not  that  an  adhesion  to  the  popular  side  is  nece>aeary  to 
your  safely  aa  on  agent  of  our  party,  Tito  mio,"  suid  Giunnozxo  Fucci, 
who  wa«  more  fratonaal  and  less  patromciog  in  bis  mnnncra  than  Tonift- 
bnoDJ,  "  I  could  have  wiiihed  your  skill  to  have  been  employed  in 
another  way,  for  which  it  i»  •till  better  litted.  But  now  wo  must  look 
out  for  Bome  other  man  among  ua  who  will  manaqo  to  get  into  the 
CMiSAcncc  of  our  rwom  cncmicn,  the  Arrabbinti  ;  wc  need  to  know  thoir 
morements  more  than  those  of  the  Frate'a  party,  who  are  strong  enough 
to  pUkjr  above  board.  Still,  it  would  have  been  a  difKcult  thing  for  you, 
from  yoBT  knows  rtlatious  with  llio  Medici  a  little  while  back,  and  that  sort 
ef  kinrhip  yonrwifc  has  wilh  liemardo  del  Nero.  We  must  find  a  man  who 
baa  no  diMinguisked  connoctionH,  aud  who  haa  not  yet  taken  any  aide," 

Tito  wan  pushing  hi*  hair  back  automatically,  as  hia  manner  was,  and 
looking  riiaight  at  Pucci  with  a  scarcely  perceptible  emile  on  his  lip. 

"No  need  to  look  out  for  any  cni;  cUe,"  he  said  promptly,  "  I  can 
inaug*  tfaa  wholo  businesa  with  peifcct  case.  I  will  engage  to  niakc 
iBjwlf  the  ipecial  contidnnt  of  tliat  thick-headed  Dolfo  Spini,  and  know 
b  projects  before  he  knows  them  himwlf." 

Tito  addom  spoke  ao  confidently  of  his  own  powers,  hut  he  was  in 
n  itat*  of  naltation  at  tlic  sudden  opening  of  n  r.pw  path  brfore  him, 
where  fartuac  aoemed  to  hare  hung  higher  priies  than  any  he  bad  thought 
of  hitherto.  Ilithorto  he  had  aoen  aucoeu  only  in  the  form  of  favour;  it 
now  llatbeil  on  him  in  the  abape  of  power — of  such  power  as  is  potsibJa 
lo  tftlmt  witbont  trxditional  tie*,  and  without  belief*.  Each  party  that 
ihoi^t  of  him  aa  a  too]  might  become  dependent  on  him.  His  position 
aa  an  ali<it,  his  indiflWoce  lo  the  ideas  or  pr^yudicea  of  the  me-.i  amongst 
wImcb  lie  mo^■ed,  wen  aaddenly  tranaformed  into  adnutagev;  he  becoma 
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newly  consciptu  CuT  faia  own  adroltDess  in  the  [iT«i«iic«  of  a  gmao  that  lio  i 
inu  called  on  to  i>1ay.     And  all  the  mntivo  wliicti  night  have  iiiad«  Tilo 
shrink  froai  tliu  Uiple  deceit  that  can>«  before  bin  as  a  t«mptiDg  gsne, 
hid  bwn  •iowly  siTUiigliMt  in  him  hy  the  succeaure  fakitif  of  hia  life. 

OBTUrcsmakc  a  moral  tradiiiun  forourindiridBaladrCB,  aa  th«  life  of 
[DiUikiiid  nt  large  makes  a  moral  tradiiitin  for  (he  race ;  and  to  have  oace 
acl«d  greatly  M?«ma  to  make  a  tcasou  why  we  ahoold  altrraya  be  noble. 
But  Tilo  WA*  feeling  ibe  cETect  of  lui  oppoutc  tmdition:  hu  lutd  won  no 
meowm*  of  wlf-coDqucst  and  {>erfect  faitiifulnou  &otn  which  ho  ooold 
ban  ■  KOM  of  &lling. 

Tlie  triple  oolioquy  went  «n  with  growing  npirit  till  it  wa»  intemiptcd 
by  ft  call  from  the  table.  Probably  tlie  movement  came  from  the  listeoen 
in  the  party,  who  were  afrnid  Ipst  the  talkem  nhould  tire  themxclvra.  At 
all  «T«dIs  U  va>  i^revd  tliat  there  hud  been  «aough  gnvlly,  and  Bucellu 
had  jiut  orduecl  new  fLwks  of  Monte  puldano. 

"How  mNDy  minatrela  are  ihtire  among  us?"  he  eaid,  when  then 
had  been  a  gawnl  rallying  ronnd  the  table.  "  Mcltooa,  I  tliink  yoa 
ore  the  chief:  Uatleo  will  gire  you  tlm  iuie." 

"  Ah,  yea  1 "  aaid  Giannozio  Pticei,  "  lead  the  la*t  cborua  fnm 
PoUxiano'a  Oifeo,  that  you  have  found  such  an  excellent  measure  for,  and 
we  will  all  IJiU  in  : 

Cbucun  icgna,  o  Bnecn,  tc : 
Baceo,  Barco,  eti.'^  cvof !" 

The  wmnt  put  the  lule  into  Tito'd  hands,  and  then  awd  sometluilg 
in  &n  under-tone  to  hia  master.  A  little  subdued  queatjouing  and 
■nnwcring  went  on  between  them,  while  Tito  toiidied  tlie  lute  in  a  pre- 
luding way  to  (be  Etruin  of  the  chorus,  and  there  wa»  a  cooTuaioD  of 
apeoch  and  mnaical  humming  nil  round  the  table.  Bernardo  Rnodlat 
had  said,  '■  Wait  a  moment,  Melema; "  but  the  words  had  been  unheard 
by  Tito,  wbo  wa*  leaning  towards  Pucci,  and  tanging  low  to  htm  the 
phrases  of  the  Mnnad-chorua.  He  no^ced  nothing  uulil  the  busx  round 
tb«  lAble  auddeuily  ceased,  and  tbu  note*  of  his  own  voice,  with  its  soft 
low-toned  triumph,  "  £voi,  evo^  1  "  fell  in  startling  isolation. 

It  was  a  alrangi!  moment.  liinldasurrti  bad  moved  round  tlio  taUo  tUl 
he  was  opposite  Tito,  and  as  tlie  hum  oeaeed  there  might  be  seen  for  aa 
instant  BaldnsaarTc'ii  ^crcc  dorlc  cyca  bent  on  Tito's  bright  amiling 
Uiicousciouaness,  while  the  low  notes  of  triumph  dropped  (rom  hia  lips 
into  ^e  rilencc. 

Tilo  looked  up  with  a  alight  start,  and  his  lips  tumod  pale,  but  bo 
SMOMd  hardly  more  rouvcd  than  Giuunozzo  Pucci,  who  had  looked  up 
at  tbe  aanie  moment — or  even  than  severAi  oihtrs  round  tlie  tabic ;  for 
that  nlluw  d«ep-liued  face  witli  the  Iialri^d  iu  iu  eyes  seemed  a  terribto 
iqiparition  across  the  wax-lit  case  and  gai<;ty.  And  Tito  quickly  recovered 
aoonc  aelf-coinmaud.  "A  mad  old  nuui— be  looks  like  it — he  it  mad  I'' 
was  the  inatantanMUs  thought  that  brought  aome  oourage  with  it ;  for 
he  could  conj«otartt  no  iuword  duui^e  in  BoULastano  sinc«  ibcy  bad 
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m«t  befoce.  He  just  let  Lis  eyes  fall  and  laid  the  lute  on  the  table 
with  apparent  cut;  but  liiit  ^ngrnt  pinclitd  iitu  neck  of  tlic  liilo  liitrd 
while  be  ^vented  bia  bead  nod  Iuh  gbcce  sutCcii-ntly  to  look  with  an 
Air  of  quiet  iqifcal  towards  Dernardo  llucclUi,  who  mid  at  once, — 

"  Good  nuiD,  wlmt  is  your  buttnesftf  What  Is  the  important  dcclani> 
tioD  tliAt  yon  ham  to  make  ? '' 

"  Memer  Bcmnrdo  Uuceiliu,  I  widb  you  and  your  honotimble  fricoda 
to  kaow  in  what  >ort  of  company  you  nrc  ntCiiig.  There  is  a  traitor 
among  yon." 

There  WM  a  genanU  movement  of  alnnn.  Every  oae  present,  except 
Tito,  tboii^of  polidcal  danger,  and  not  of  private  iujury. 

Baldoaarre  began  to  speak  aa  if  ite  were  thoroughly  aasurod  of  irhal 
be  bad  to  ny ;  boi,  in  epite  of  hi«  lung  pn-punition  for  thi«  mmucat,  thtvc 
w>a  (be  tremor  of  over- mastering  excitement  in  Kis  voice.  Ilia  pa«eion 
rfiook  him.  He  went  on,  but  be  did  not  »ay  what  he  bad  ineimt  to  aay. 
Am  he  fixed  his  eya  on  Tito  again  the  passionate  trords  were  tike  blows — 
tfaoj  defied  pmneditatjon. 

"  There  ia  a  man  among  you  who  is  a  scoundrel,  a  liar,  a  robber.  I 
imt  n  father  to  him.  I  look  hiiu  from  bcggaiy  nhcn  be  waa  a  child.  I 
nand  bim,  I  cberiahed  him,  I  taught  biui,  1  made  him  a  scboLu-.  My 
hmd  bu  lain  hard  tJiat  hia  might  have  a  pillow.  And  he  left  me  in 
ahmry ;  be  soJd  the  gema  that  wore  mine,  and  when  I  came  again,  he 
dcDiedine^" 

Tbe  la«t  words  had  been  uttered  with  almost  convulsed  agitalioB,  and 
IkfclftMinri  pauaed,  trembling.  All  glances  were  turned  on  Tito,  who 
ma  DOW  loolcidg  smight  at  Qaldatanrre.  It  was  a  moment  of  desperation 
that  anniltilated  all  feeling  in  him,  except  tJie  determination  to  liik  nny- 
Ifaii^  for  the  chance  of  eacape.  And  ho  gathered  conlidaice  from  the 
agitaiicai  by  which  Buldassane  ww  evidently  sliaken.  He  had  o«ased  lo 
pimh  the  neck  of  the  lut«,  and  hskl  tlinut  hin  thuiuh^i  into  hit  belt,  while 
hit  lipa  had  begun  to  asHUinfl  *  alight  curl.  Ue  hod  never  yet  done  an 
act  of  murderoua  cruelty  even  to  th(!  amnllcat  animal  that  eould  uitcr  a 
cij,  but  at  that  moment  he  wooid  bavo  been  capable  of  treading  the 
breath  Jroiti  a  amlliog  child  tot  (be  aake  of  his  own  sufety. 

"  Wluit  does  tlii*  mean,  Malcraa?  "  eaid  Ikranrdo  kuceJki,  in  a  tone 
ofcautiona  atrrpriao.  lie,  oa  well  a«  ihv  rest  of  the  couijumy,  felt  relieved 
that  the  tenor  oi  the  aociuattoii  was  not  political. 

"  Mtaetir  Bemaido,"  aaid  Tito,  "  I  believe  this  man  is  mad.  I  did 
not  reeogaJM  him  the  first  time  he  eoccuutered  me  in  Florence,  but  I 
know  DOW  that  be  i*  the  acrrant  who  jraars  ago  acoompanied  mo  and  my 
■dofidve  Cither  lo  Greece,  and  waa  ilimiiiiMiiil  OD  account  of  miKdemciuion. 
Hi*  name  is  Jacopo  di  Xok.  Even  at  that  lime  I  believe  his  mind  was 
mhti^^l,  for,  witliout  any  reason,  he  had  conceived  a  strange  hatred 
tovarda  me;  and  now  I  am  oonvinccd  tliat  lie  ia  labouring  under  a  mania 
wUah  eaoaea  him  to  misUJie  hi*  identity.  Ho  luu  .liicudy  altempied  my 
HIb  dnee  ht  haa  been  in  Flomeei  and  I  am  in  oonMant  danger  from  bim. 
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Bui  he  is  an  object  of  pily  rather  tbnn  of  iDilignnUoD.  It  i*  ton  ccrtftia 
that  my  ftttlier  is  dead.  You  li»vo  only  my  won!  for  it ;  but  I  most  IeAV« 
it  to  your  judgment  bow  Cur  it  t«  prnlinbic  that  a  man  of  intellect  and 
learning  would  have  beoo  lurking  about  in  dark  ccrners  for  the  last  month 
with  thft  ptirjHite  of  .twoni noting  mc;  or  bow  far  it  is  probable  thnt,  if 
this  man  ^vt-re  my  second  father,  I  could  haye  Buy  motive  (or  deaying 
hini.  Tbiit  sloty  nboutEiiy  being  ri'scued  from  beggary,  is  the  vidon  of  a 
diseased  brain.  But  it  will  bo  a  Eslisfactioa  to  ine  at  least  if  you  wilt 
demnnd  from  him  proofs  of  his  identity,  lest  any  malignant  per»>n  slioold 
dioose  to  make  thia  mad  impeachment  n  reproach  to  mc." 

Tito  bnd  felt  more  and  more  confidence  aa  he  went  on :  tlie  lie  was  not 
SO  difficult  when  it  was  once  begun  ;  and  aa  tho  wonis  fitll  easily  from  his 
lipa,  tbi-y  giivi-  him  a  Beuie  of  power  such  aa  men  feel  when  they  hav« 
begun  a  muscular  tc^it  successfully.  In  tliis  way  he  acquired  boldnesi 
enough  to  end  with  a  challenge  for  proofs. 

Baldaiiaarre,  while  he  had  beeu  walking  in  the  gardens,  and  aAerwirda 
waiting  in  an  outer  room  cf  the  pavilion  with  tlic  servants,  had  been 
making  anew  the  dlgcet  of  the  evidence  he  would  bring  to  prove  hia 
identity  and  Tito's  baseness,  recalliug  tlie  description  and  history  of  hb 
gems,  and  n«iuring  himwlf  by  rapid  mental  glances  that  lie  could  attest 
Ilia  learning  and  liia  triivels.  It  might  be  partly  owing  to  tliia  nervoos 
Htrain  that  the  neir  shock  of  rngc  he  felt  as  Tito's  lie  fell  on  hia  ears 
brought  a  Htraiigc  bodily  effect  with  it :  a  cold  stream  seemed  to  rush 
ovor  him,  and  tlm  last  words  of  tlie  speech  seemed  to  be  drowned  by 
ringing  chimes.  Tbouglit  gftvc  way  lo  a  dizxy  horror,  as  if  the  auth 
were  alipping  away  from  luidtr  lum.  Every  one  in  the  room  was  looking 
at  bim  as  Tito  ended,  and  mw  thnt  the  eyes  which  h!id  had  such  fierce 
intcojuty  only  a  few  minuleii  before  had  a  vague  fear  in  tliem.  lie 
clutched  the  back  of  a  »3at,  and  was  silent. 

Hardly  any  evidence  could  have  been  more  in  favour  of  Tito'aonettioa. 

"  Surely  1  have  seen  tliis  man  before,  somewhere,"  said  Toraabfiooi. 

"  Certainly  you  have,"  said  Tito,  re.tdily,  in  a  low  tune.  "  He  is  the 
uoaped  prisoner  who  clutched  me  oa  the  steps  of  the  Duomo.  1  did  not 
reoognize  bim  then ;  he  looks  now  more  as  ho  used  to  do,  exoept  that  be 
hat  a  more  unmistakable  air  of  mad  imbecility." 

"  I  cast  no  doubl  on  your  word,  Mclcmo,"  mid  Bernardo  BoceHai,  vith 
cautious  gravity,  "  but  you  are  right  to  desire  some  positive  teat  of  the 
fact."  Then  turning  to  Baldasarre,  he  said,  "  If  you  arc  tlte  fem>a  you 
claim  to  be,  you  can  doubtless  give  some  description  of  the  gnu  which 
were  your  property.  I  myself  was  tlie  purchaser  of  more  than  one  gena 
from  Meoer  Tito — the  chief  rings,  I  believe,  in  his  collection.  One  of 
them  ia  a  fine  surd,  engraved  with  a  subject  from  Homer.  I^  as  yoa 
allege,  yon  ant  a  scholar,  and  the  rightful  owner  of  that  ring,  you  an 
doubtlcM  turn  to  the  noted  passage  in  Homer  from  wbicb  that  subject  il 
taken.  Do  you  accept  this  test,  Melema?  or  hare  you  anytliing  tQ  aOega 
■gdnat  ita  TiUidity  7    The  Jncopo  yoa  apeik  o(  w«  be  a  Mholar  1 " 
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It  wa*  a  fi'iufu]  critM  for  Tito.  If  lie  naid,  "  Yes,"  hia  quick  mind  tuM 
him  llmt  ha  would  Aakn  the  credibility'  of  his  ntor/ :  if  lie  nid,  "  No,"  1m 
riikud  everything:  on  Ui«  unctrUun  extent  of  BaldaitHtne's  imbecility. 
But  there  wa*  no  iMtiotublu  paum  before  be  Mid,  "No.  I  acct^pt  the  icrt.** 

Thcr*  WM  Ji  dead  silenca  whilo  Kitccllai  moTod  towards  the  ncem 
lAcn  Ibv  books  wero,  and  otatrn  bauk  wiib  ibe  line  Florentine  Hogner  iu 
fan  lani.  Bajdaww/rci  wliMt  fac  mu  aildiTs»e<I,  bnd  turned  bis  bead 
lowanli  the  cpeaLer,  and  Rncdbi  bullcfved  that  he  hiid  undtntnod  him. 
But  ha  cboM  to  repeu  wliot  he  had  (aid,  tbnt  tbcro  might  be  no  uislako 
aalotbe  teal. 

"  The  ring  I  possen,"  he  eaid, ''  is  a  fine  sard,  engraved  with  a  subject 
tnm  Homer.  There  was  no  other  at  alJ  ruwmbling  it  in  M<sser  Tito's 
collection.  Will  ycu  turn  to  (be  passagQ  in  ilomcr  &om  which  that  subject 
is  taken  t  Scat  youtwlf  here,"  he  added,  Inyin);  the  book  on  tho  tublti, 
and  pointing  to  hia  own  seat  while  h«  stood  beaide  it. 

Baidawwio  had  80  &r  ri^covemd  from  the  £nit  conAised  horror  pro- 
dnccd  by  the  scnaition  of  nuhiiig  coldacss  and  chiming  din  in  tb>!  ear*  aa 
to  be  partly  aware  of  what  maiaud  to  him;  he  wa«  awitrc  ttint  Mmclhing 
waa  being  d4n&onded  from  him  to  prove  his  ideality,  but  ba  fonn«d  no 
diaiiwt  idea  of  tfae  detaila.  The  ngbt  of  the  book  rPcoDcd  tlie  habitual 
loogiBg  V>d  biot  hope  lliat  be  could  read  and  understand,  aiid  be  niovud 
tow»rda  the  chair  imncdintcly.  Tlio  book  was  op«3i  before  liim,  and  he 
bent  his  bead  a  littlo  towards  it,  while  ircrybody  watclieJ  liim  eagerly. 
lie  turned  no  icnf.  Ills  eyes  wandered  oyer  the  pngvs  that  lay  bcloro 
hln,  and  Ata  fixed  on  Ibeu  with  a  •irainia^  ^aze.  This  Listed  for  livu 
or  thm  minntee  in  dead  silence.  Thon  he  lilted  bis  hands  to  each  Nilcof 
hi*  head,  nnd  eaid,  in  a  low  lone  of  despair,  "  I..0BI,  lott ! " 

There  waa  something  so  piteous  in  the  wandering  look  and  the  loir 
cry,  that  wliitc  they  confirmed  the  belief  in  hiit  incidDess  ihoy  raised  com- 
[■■non.  Nay,  ao  dt.ilinci  sometimes  ia  thn  workinfrrf  a  (loublu  cotmoion-i- 
iiMB  wilhin  ns,  lliat  Tito  himai-lf,  while  he  triumi>hod  in  the  appanriit 
nrificBtioa  of  hi*  lie,  wished  that  lie  had  never  made  tho  lie  ncwesxary  to 
lumelf — wiibcd  he  had  rtcogniied  his  fatlier  on  tli«  tUipi — wished  he  had 
goos  to  accfc  him— wished  e«rrything  hivd  been  dlflftrent.  But  he  had  bor- 
rowed thno  the  terrible  umitct  Falat^bood,  nod  the  loan  had  mounted  and 
■Dosntad  with  the  Jttn,  tOl  he  belonged  to  the  usurer,  body  and  soul. 

The  eompusMB  excited  in  all  the  witneSM's  wna  not  without  its  danger 
to  Tito ;  for  ooojecture  b  cenatantly  guided  by  feeling,  and  more  than  one 
person  mddGBty  conoeirod  that  this  m.tn  might  b.ir>:  been  n  scholar  and 
have  Io<rt  bis  ^Kuhics.  Oa  the  other  hari<l,  they  had  not  pre««tit  to  their 
minda  tlto  nottm  wbicfa  coold  htTO  led  Tito  to  tho  denial  of  his  benc- 
fiictor,  iDcl  haviag  no  iil-will  towards  him,  it  would  hare  been  difficult 
to  tfaon  16  btJtere  that  he  had  been  uttering  tK«  basket  of  lies.  And  llie 
eriglBally  common  type  of  Baldassarrc's  jxrnwn,  coanwueil  by  yearn  of 
haridilp,  told  as  a  conflrmnlion  of  Tito's  lie.  If  Baldaanarre,  to  begin 
vitfa,  could  hare  ntlcrod  jmcisc^y  tho  words  he  had  prttDcdilatod,  thoro 
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might  liiiTie  hem  «mi«(]|ing  in  the  form  of  faia  accnaotion  whidi  voulj 
bavo  givon  U  Uic  ftUmp  not  od^  of  Irae  cxpcruutoe  but  of  nwntA)  rdlue> 
mciii.  But  ihcre  bnd  been  no  null  tenimony  in  his  impulsive  kgitu«d 
vurd* ;  Diid  there  acemed  the  very  oppodic  Itsdraonjr  in  the  rugged  fooe 
ntii  the  cpnreo  hnnda  tbnt  tmublcd  braide  it,  atatiiliiig  out  in  atrong  cnn- 
iniat  in  the  midit  of  that  vclrL-t-uUd,  fiur-hondad  company.  Hia  next 
mOTsniciit,  while  )>c  vrnx  being  wMcbed  in  silence^  told  ngninit  him  loo. 
He  totilc  hii  houdj  froin  hi*  head,  and  felt  for  fomething  uDiIei  his  tunic 
Ercry  ons  giKiocd  wh.it  that  nioTetncnt  tiic&nt — guened  thnt  there  mu  a 
veapoD  at  lii«  side.  Glancea  wtre  interchanged;  and  Bernardo  Bucellu 
anid,  in  a  qtiirt  Ioqc,  touchbg  Bnldnuiure's  Ghoulder: — 

"  My  fritnd,  this  is  an  important  buainMa  cf  yours.  You  shall  hfiT9 
nil  juiiticr.     Follow  rae  into  n  private  room." 

Bulduaaarre  was  HliU  in  that  hulf-slunned  slate  in  which  he  ivas  suaccp- 
tibic  to  any  prompting,  in  the  txaia  way  as  nn  inacct,  tbut  Ibrtna  no 
coneeplion  of  what  tlie  pronipling  leads  to.  He  rose  from  bis  seat,  and 
foIlowT^d  Kiicellni  out  of  the  room. 

In  two  or  three  minutes  Ruci:lUi  came  baolc  i^ain,  and  said, — 

*'  Uq  is  aafo  tmder  lock  and  key.  Pinv  Pitii,  you  are  one  of  the 
Magajficent  Eight,  what  do  you  thiuk  of  our  sending  Maltha  to  tlic  pdiice 
for  a  couple  of  tbin-i,  who  may  escort  hitii  to  the  Stinche  7  *  If  ihtrre  IB 
any  danger  in  liiui,  a»  I  thiuk  there  \a,  he  will  be  safe  there  ;  and  ire  can 
inquire  about  him  to-morrow." 

Pitli  assiinted,  and  iho  oriier  waa  given. 

"  lie  is  cerbiinly  an  ill-looking  fellow,"  Kud  Torn&buoni.  "  And  yos 
fay  he  has  attempted  juur  life  ulreudy,  Melana  ?  '' 

And  tho  talk  turned  on  the  various  forniH  of  madness,  and  the  6crcc- 
DC8S  of  the  Eoutliern  blood.  If  the  SL-vda  of  conjecture  unliivoumbk  to 
Tito  hod  been  planted  in  the  mind  of  nny  one  present,  tliey  were  Iiardly 
strong  enough  to  grow  without  the  aid  of  much  diiylislit  and  ill-will.  The 
common- looking,  wild-eyed  old  man,  c!a<l  in  eerge,  niight  bavo  won  bdtof 
without  very  strong  evidence,  if  he  had  accuned  a  man  who  was  envied  and 
disliked.  As  it  was,  the  only  congruoua  and  probable  vi«w  of  the  can 
Bcemed  to  be  the  one  that  sent  the  unpleaEiBnt  accuser  tafcly  out  of  sight^ 
and  led  the  pleasant  seivicciible  Tito  ju«t  where  he  was  Iwfore. 

The  subject  gradually  lioiitud  nway,  and  gave  place  to  othcrn,  till  s 
\itavy  tramp,  and  eomolhing  like  the  struggling  of  a  man  who  wu«  biang 
drugged  away,  were  heard  outside.  Thu  sounds  soon  dietl  out,  and  the 
interruption  ectmed  to  make  the  last  hour's  conviviality  more  resolute  and 
vigorous.     Every  ouu  was  witling  to  forget  a  disagreeable  incident. 

Tito's  heart  was  palpitating,  and  the  wine  lasted  no  better  to  him  thaq 
fit  had  been  blood. 

To-iiigbt  he  had  paid  a  hoavier  price  than  er'ei  to  make  hims^f  aalic 
lie  did  not  like  the  priccj  and  yet  it  was  inevitable  tliat  he  should  bo  glai 
of  the  purchase. 
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And  after  all  h«  lod  the  nharxm.  He  was  tn  a  atate  of  escitenicnt  m 
nlilcK  nppmwiru  wnKitiona,  and  the  wrctclicd  conacUiusitcis  of  aomcthiiig 
baleful  but  irrevooable,  wi>ra  mingled  with  a  fe^liiig  of  trininph  wliicli 
MHned  to  uMtt  itidf  iw  tlic  f«c!in];  that  woulil  subsist  and  be  mnslcr  of 
the  morrow. 

And  it  wtu  i)uut«r.  For  on  the  monov,  as  wa  saw,  when  he  wu 
■bout  to  «tArt  nn  hif  missioD  to  Rome,  he  had  the  air  of  a  man  well 
catisficd  with  the  world.

Wazv  Romoln  tat  down  on  th«  Ktone  under  the  cyprcsn,  all  things  con- 
•pired  to  give  ber  ihe  seose  of  froudom  and  BoIiiuJe  :  her  escape  from  the 
aocuiloned  wall)  and  streets;  the  widening  distance  ^om  her  husband) 
who  was  by  (Jiis  lime  riding  towards  Siena,  while  every  hour  would  take 
ber  isrther  on  the  opposite  wny;  the  morning  stillncas;  the  great  dip  rf 
groood  on  tlie  roadside  making  a  gulf  belwevn  her  and  llie  sombre  calm 
of  tbs  nountains.  For  the  (ir^t  time  in  her  life  she  felt  alone  in  the 
presence  of  the  earth  and  iky,  with  no  human  presence  interposing  and 
making  a  law  for  her. 

I  Suddenly  a  voice  close  to  her  said, —

She  knew  the  voice  :  it  hud  vibriileil  throL:gli  her  more  tlinn  once 
befere;  and  because  she  knew  it,  she  did  not  turn  round  or  look  up.  Shir 
Mt  shaken  by  awe,  and  yet  inwardly  ivbelling  ngninst  the  aive.  It  was  one 
of  those  bladi-akirted  monks  who  was  daring  to  apeak  to  her,  and  inlerii^ie 
with  herpijvncyi  thnt  waa  all.  And  yet  she  was  sliakeu,  aa  if  that  destiny 

t  which  men  tbuoght  of  as  a  sceptred  deity  liad  come  to  her,  and  gruspcd  her 
with  fingers  of  AcsIl 

"  Yoa  arc  Seeing  from  Florence  in  disguise.     I  have  a  command  from 

•      God  to  stop  you.     You  are  not  pennilted  to  flee." 
BomoU'a  anger  at  tl>e  intrusion  inounlcd  higher  at  these  imperative 
wor^      She  weuld   not  turn   round   to   look   at   the   speaker,    whose 
exsmiaiag  gaxc  she  resented.     Sitting  quite  motionlesa,  slie  inid, — > 
"  WhMt  right  have  you  to  apeak  to  me,  or  to  hinder  me  ?  " 
"  The  right  of  a  messenger.     You  have  put  on  a  ndigious  garb,  nnd 
yoa  liaT«  ao  religious  purpose.     You  have  sought  ike  gui'b  as  a,  disguise. 
Bat  yon  were  not  suffered  to  pass  me  without  being  discerned.     It  was 
declared  to  rac  who  you  wer«  :  it  is  declared  to  me  tliat  you  ore  seeking 
to  WC^e  from  the  lot  God  has  kid  upon  you.     You  wish  your  tme 
name  and  your  true  place  in  life  to  be  hiddijn,  that  you  may  cboote  for 
yours^a  oew  name  and  a  new  place,  and  have  no  rule  but  your  own 
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will.  And  I  hnrc  a  canitnaad  to  call  you  back.  My  <Iauglit«r,  yon  itiiut 
rclurn  to  your  place." 

fiumob'a  mind  run  in  atronger  rebellion  witb  every  »eQt«iice.  Slie 
trai  tfa»  tnoi'4  dvtenDincd  not  to  show  any  sign  of  HubmisHon,  bccnnao 
lla-  <ioiiKciouiinviis  of  bviiig  inwardly  alukon  made  her  dri'iid  lent  die  hIiuuIJ 
fait  into  iirefaolutlon.     She  q>oke  with  more  irritalion  ihon  bvfor?. 

"  I  will  not  return.  I  acknowleclge  no  ti^  of  priusts  aud  tuonka  lo 
inlarl«n>  with  my  actions.     You  have  no  power  over  roc." 

"  I  know— I  know  you  have  been  bTought  up  in  scorn  or  obedience. 
But  it  is  not  the  poor  monk  wlio  claima  to  interfere  with  you  :  it  is  the 
truth  that  conimanda  you.  And  you  cannot  escape  it,  Eitlitr  you  must 
obey  it,  and  it  will  lend  you ;  or  you  mnst  disobey  it,  and  it  will  hang 
on  you  with  the  weight  of  a  chain  which  jou  will  drug  for  ever.  But 
you  will  obey  it,  my  dau^iter.  Your  <Ad  servant  will  return  to  you  with 
thcmulee:  my  companion  ia  gone  to  fetch  him;  and  you  will  go  back  to 
Florence." 

She  starled  up  with  nngtr  in  her  eyes,  and  faced  the  iipealter.  It  was 
Pra  Gtrolaino :  nhe  knew  that  well  enough  before.  She  was  nearly  aa 
tnit  as  he  wftg,  and  their  faces  were  alnioal  on  a  level.  She  had  started  up 
with  (Itfianl  words  ready  to  burst  from  her  lips,  but  they  felt  back  again 
without  nlterance.  She  hail  met  Fra  Girolamo'a  cnlm  glance,  and  the 
impresstdn  from  it  was  to  new  to  bcr,  that  her  anger  sank  ashamed  ta 
something  irTcle\-nnt. 

There  whm  nothing  transcendent  in  Savonarola's  face.  Tt  waa  not 
beautilbj.

Aa  the  anger  melted  from  Romola'g  mind,  it  had  giveti  place  tc  a  new 
presentiment  of  the  strength  there  might  be  in  aubmiE«ion,  if  this  man, 
at  whom  she  was  beginning  to  look  with  a  vague  reverence,  had  sotno 
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to  diow  L(T.  Dnt  ac — it  wa%  inipoasiUe ;  lie  eoold  not  know 
wliat  (k-lvnaiD«d  ber.  Yet  she  could  not  again  simply  nAisc  to  bo 
goided ;  »b«  wna  ooDBtiuncd  la  plead ;  nml  iu  li«r  new  need  to  ba 
icvcrcnl  wfailu  abo  rcnuttxl,  the  title  which  aho  hnd  never  given  kiin 
befbra  came  to  li«r  lips  without  forethonghti 

"  Mj  fitlier,  you  coiioot  know  the  reasons  which  compel  me  (o  go. 
Koo*  cam  koow  them  but  mjrself.  None  can  judge  for  ran.  I  haw  been 
(Irirco  by  gneat  bottow.    I  nm  resolved  to  go." 

"  I  luww  enough,  my  daughter :  my  mind  hna  been  so  far  illnminate J 
oonoeming  jnu,  that  I  Itnow  enough.  Yon  me  not  hnjipy  in  your  murriod 
life  I  but  I  am  not  a  oonfenor,  and  I  ae«k  la  know  nothing  that  should  be 
nserved  A>r  tbs  seal  of  conferaion.  I  have  a  divine  warrant  to  stop  yoa, 
wUah  doM  not  depend  on  Much  knoraUidge.  You  werr^  wumcd  by  a 
taeanga  Aon  keavco,  delirtred  in  my  presence — you  were  warned  buforfl 
marriage,  when  you  might  still  hav(!  luwl'ully  chonen  to  be  free  from  the 
taamage  botkL  But  yoa  ehoae  the  bond ;  s-dA  in  niifiilly  breaking  it — I 
speak  to  you  as  a  pagan,  if  the  holy  myatu-y  of  matrimony  is  not  sacred 
to  you — you  are  bnaking  k  pledge.  Of  what  wrongs  will  you  complain, 
my  dmghtcT,  when  yoa  younelf  are  committing  one  of  the  gn?ato8t 
WMOga  a  woman  and  a  citizen  can  be  guilty  of— withdrawing  in  secrecy 
wmA  disgaise  from  a  pledge  wliieh  you  have  given  in  the  face  of  God  and 
jtmr  feUow-men  7  Of  what  wrongs  wiil  you  complain,  when  you  your- 
mUmn  breskbig  the  simpleet  kw  that  lies  at  the  founJation  of  the  tmst 
vUek  bi»da  man  to  man— taiihfulnc^  to  the  spokm  wnrd  7  ThJA,  then, 
M  dia  wisdom  yoa  haw  gained  by  aeorning  the  mysleri^a  of  the  Church  7 — 
not  to  aee  the  bate  duty  of  integrity,  where  the  Church  would  have  taught 
yoa  lo  aee,  not  int«igrity  only,  but  religion." 

11m  blood  liad  ruahed  to  Romola'e  face,  and  she  shrnnk  ns  if  she  bad 
been  stricken.  "  I  would  not  have  pat  on  a  dinguise,"  »}ie  b<^n  ;  but 
■he  eooM  not  go  on, — she  was  loo  much  uhaken  by  the  su^ejtion  in 
tlie  Fnite'a  words  of  a  poscible  affinity  between  hrr  own  conduct  and 
Tho's. 

"  And  to  break  tlial  pledge  you  fly  from  Florence :  Florence,  where 
there  are  tbe  only  men  and  women  in  the  world  to  whom  you  owe  ths 
debt  of  ft  fcUow-citixcn." 

"  1  AoM  BOterhatc  quitted  Flor«ce,''«aid  Romola,  tremulously, "  aa 
lo^  U  dwre  wax  any  hope  of  my  tnll^lling  n  duly  to  mj  fiith«r  there." 

*  And  do  yoa  own  no  tie  but  that  of  a  child  to  her  father  in  the 
f  Toar  Ilfij  hat  been  spent  in  hlimlnrwi,  my  daughter.  Yon  have 
Gnd  with  tboM  wbo  sat  on  a  hill  aloof,  and  look  down  on  the  Kfb  of  their 
bllow-meR.  I  know  tbeir  vain  dii»:oitrs«.  It  is  of  what  ha»  bern  in  tho 
times  which  ibey  lill  with  their  own  fancied  wisdom,  ivliile  tliey  scort 
Uod*!!  work  in  (he  present  And  dotiblle>»  you  wctl-  taught  how  there 
wne  pagan  women  who  fall  what  it  waa  to  live  for  the  rppublic  ;  yet  you 
bsve  new  lelt  ibal  yoa,  a  Florentine  woman,  should  !iv«  for  Plorcnco. 
If  your  own  people  arc  wearing  a  yoke,  will  you  elip  ^ni  under  it. 
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inalcad  of  etniggUng  with  them  to  lighten  JtT  There  i*  hunger  »nil 
tnbery  id  our  streeta,  yet  you  say, '  1  citra  not;  I  have  my  own  sorrove; 
I  will  go  uwny,  tf  peradveiiture  I  cau  case  them.'  The  servnnia  of  Gnd 
kr«  etiii^Itng  after  a  law  of  justice,  peace,  and  chniily,  tlint  the  hun- 
dred thousand  eilixcns  among  i\'liom  you  were  horti  may  be  govcmi.-d 
riglileously  j  but  you  think  no  more  of  that  ihnn  if  you  were  n  bird,  that 
may  apread  ita  wiugs  uaA  Sy  whither  it  will  lu  eearch  of  food  to  its  liking. 
And  yet  you  have  siutrntMl  the  teaching  of  the  Cliurdi,  my  daughter.  Aa 
if  you,  a  wilful  wanderer,  following  your  own  blind  choice,  were  not 
below  the  humblest  Florentine  woman  who  !itretchc!i  forlh  her  hands  with 
Iier  own  people,  and  cravea  a  blessing  for  (hem;  and  feels  a  elow  aister- 
Ilood  with  the  neighbour  who  kneels  beside  her  und  is  not  of  her  own 
hlood;  and  tliinkt  of  the  mighty  purpow  that  God  hua  for  Fliirviiee; 
and  wnils  and  endures  beeauiu;  the  promised  work  is  great,  and  she  (rv\it 
herself  little." 

"  I  was  not  going  away  to  «aM  and  solf-iodulgence,"  aaid  Romolii, 
iwaing  her  head  again,  with  a  prompting  to  vindieate  beneU*.  "  I  wu 
going  away  to  hardship.     I  expect  no  joy  :  it  is  gone  from  my  Ufa." 

"  You  are  seeking  your  own  will,  my  daugliler.  You  are  seekiuf;  aoma 
gocid  otlier  ibim  the  Inw  you  urc  bound  to  obc^.  But  how  will  you  find 
good  ?  It  is  not  a  thing  of  choice  :  it  is  a  river  that  Hows  from  the  foot 
of  the  Invisible  Throne,  and  flows  by  the  path  of  obedienoe.  I  My  again, 
man  cannot  choose  liid  duties.  You  may  choose  to  forsake  your  dutiea, 
and  cliixtsc  not  to  have  the  soi-row  they  bring.  But  yuu  will  go  fortli ; 
and  wliat  will  you  find,  my  dauglitcr?  Borrow  without  duly — hitler 
bccbs,  and  no  bread  with  them." 

"  But  if  you  knew,"  said  Romola,  claxping  her  hands  and  pressing 
them  tight,  na  she  looked  pleadingly  at  Fru  Giiolamo;  "if  you  knew 
whnt  it  was  to  mo— bow  imposHiblc  it  seemed  lo  me  to  bear  it." 

"  My  daughter,"  he  said,  pointing  to  the  cord  round  ItomoU's  nock, 
"you  carry  Eomothing  within  your  maulle ;  draw  it  forth,  and  look  at  it." 

Komoln  gave  a  eUght  start,  but  her  impulse  now  was  to  do  juit  what 
Savonarola  Uild  her.  Her  setf-doubt  was  grapj-Jed  by  a  slrouger  will  aiid 
ft  BlfODger  conviction  than  her  own.  S!ie  drew  fcrtli  the  crucifix.  Still 
pointing  towards  it,  he  said, 

"  There,  my  daughter,  is  the  imago  of  a  Supreme  Offering,  made  by 
Supreme  Love,  because  the  need  of  man  wiia  great." 

He  paused,  and  she  beld  the  cruciiix  trembling — trumhling  under  a 
sudden  impression  of  the  wide  distance  between  her  preacnt  and  her  paat 
self.  What  a  length  of  road  she  had  travelled  through  since  she  firet  took 
that  crucifix  from  the  Frate*3  li.inds  I  Had  life  as  many  secrets  bdbrc  her 
Bill!  as  it  had  for  her  then,  in  her  young  blindness  ?  Ii  wa.^  a  thought 
'thai  lielped  all  ciliicr  subduing  influences;  and  at  the  sound  of  Fra 
Girolnmo's  voice  again,  Itomola,  with  a  quick  involuntary  movement, 
pressed  the  crucifix  against  her  mantle,  end  looked  at  him  with  more  nib* 
mission  than  before. 
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"  Conform  yoor  Sft  to  ttwt  imngo,  tiiy  dntiglitcr ;  mnlcc  jour  torrow 
an  ofTcring; :  and  wti<.-u  tlie  Gre  of  Divioe  cliarily  burus  willaii  jou,  nij  J  you 
bflujtd  the  De«d  of  your  fellow-  men  by  tlie  light  of  Uiut  Aiunu,  you  will  not 
c«U  your  olTitring  groiit.  youh»v«  t-jirricd  youtaelf  proudly,  as  one  who  held 
betwif  noi  of  common  blood  or  of  coniiiir,n  ihoughisi ;  but  yon  hnvo  been 
M  one  unborn  lo  tJie  truu  life  of  man.  Wliat  1  you  my  your  love  for  your 
liuber  no  longer  icils  you  to  stay  in  Florence  ?  'I'licn,  sinco  tbnt  lie  U 
mopped,  you  wv  wiilioul  a  law,  wiUiout  rdiglon:  you  are  no  better  lliao 
a  beMt  of  the  field  when  she  is  robbed  of  bar  young.  If  tlic  yearning  of  a 
fltihly  love  is  gone,  you  ure  wiiliout  love,  without  obligatiou.  Sec,  then, 
lay  dkughler,  how  you  nre  below  ihc  life  of  the  believer  who  worsbipi  tlitit 
image  of  the  Supreme  Offering,  and  feels  the  glow  of  a  common  life  wiUi 
iIm  kM  multitude  for  whom  tbnt  offciing  wms  made,  and  beholdn  the 
history  of  tlio  world  ua  the  hiiilory  of  a  great  redemption  in  which  he  is 
kimaelf «  feilow-workcr,  in  his  own  place  and  among  hia  oivn  people !  If 
yon  held  that  faith,  my  btloved  daughier,  you  would  not  he  a  nanderer 
flying  fnm  Buffering,  and  blindly  seeking  the  good  of  a  freedom  which  ii 
lavrlcauMai.  You  would  feel  that  Florence  was  the  home  of  your  soul  as 
well  u  your  birtliplaee,  becaunc  you  would  see  the  work  that  was  given 
you  to  do  there.  If  you  fonuthe  your  phme,  who  will  fill  it  ?  You  ought 
to  be  in  your  place  now,  helping  in  the  grtat  work  by  which  God  will 
purily  Florence,  and  raiae  Jt  to  be  the  guide  of  the  nations.  What !  the 
earth  ia  full  of  iniquity — full  of  groans — the  light  ia  itill  struggling  with  n 
migh^  dnrknesa,  and  you  say,  *1  cannot  bear  my  bonds;  I  will  hurst  them 
tmrnArr;  I  will  go  where  no  man  claims  me  7'  My  daughter,  every  bond 
of  your  life  ia  a  debt:  the  right  lies  in  the  payment  of  that  debt;  it  can  lie 
Bowhere  clae.  In  viun  will  you  wnnder  over  the  earth  ;  you  will  be 
mndaring  far  ever  away  from  the  right." 

Bomol*  was  inw.irdly  rtniggling  with  strong  forces:  tliat  Iniin«n>o 
pTfnmil  influenoe  of  Savouuruhi,  which  came  from  ihu  energy  of  his 
•BMions  and  belicGi;  and  her  consciousness,  surmounting  all  prejudice, 
that  bis  words  implied  a  higher  law  than  any  she  had  yet  obi'yed.  But 
ibe  naioUng  thougbU  were  not  yet  overborne. 

"How  then  could  Dino  be  right?   lie  bn>Ice  ties.   He  forsook  his  phoe." 

"That  *r*8  a  spedal  vocation.  He  was  constrained  to  depart,  else  ho 
oould  not  hare  attained  the  higher  life.  .It  would  have  been  stilled 
williin  him." 

"And  I  loo"  -  iiiid  Eomola,  riuaing  her  hands  to  her  brow,  and  sjicak- 
tag  in  a  looe  of  angnisb,  as  if  she  were  being  dragged  to  some  torture. 
"  Father,  you  may  he  wrong." 

"  Ask  your  conscience,  my  daughier.  Vou  Iiuve  no  vocation  such  ns 
Jour  brother  had.  You  are  a  vrifc.  You  «ek  to  break  your  ties  in  self- 
VriD  and  snger,  not  becauM  the  higher  life  ealls  u|>dr  you  to  renounce 
tlnai.  TIm)  higher  life  begins  for  us,  my  dauglilcr,  when  we  reuounoo 
■or  own  will  lo  bow  before  a  Divine  luw.  Tliat  seems  bard  to  you.  U 
U  the  portal  of  wisdom,  nod  freedom,  aod  bles>cdnc«s.  And  the  symbol  of 
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it  hnDgx  before  yon.  Tbnt  winJom  i«  thr  religion  of  die  ctom.  And  joa 
iliuid  st(«f  ft-om  it :  you  are  n  p«giiii ;  you  iiave  bei^u  tftugtit  to  tny, '  I  am 
as  ibe  nice  men  wlio  lived  bcfoni  lh«  time  nhcn  t)ic  Jeff  of  Naxarctb  was 
cruoilieil.'  And  Uiat  in  yonr  wiidom  I  To  be  as  ibe  ilMid  wlioou  ryca  ara 
cloMi],  and  whote  ear  is  desf  to  the  woHc  of  God  tlutt  baa  Iio«d  since  ibeiK 
time.  Whitt  biut  your  AnnH  wUdom  done  lor  you,  my  daughtert  it  bas 
left  you  witboul  a  huarl  for  tlie  nfltrlibouis  among  nbom  you  d««ll, 
without  care  for  ilto  great  work  by  which  Plcnoce  it  to  be  rcg^naxntcil 
nntl  tbe  world  msuie  holy;  it  hai  ]eii  yon  without  a  bliare  in  llie  DiTinQ 
lifo  which  qiifiKhcR  ihr  »rnse  of  iniScrintr  Srlt'  io  the  ankiura  of  an  vnt- 
growing  love.  And  now,  when  tlie  sword  hna  pierced  yonr  aoul,  you  tiay^ 
'  I  will  go  awny;  I  cnnnot  bcnr  my  •otrow.'  And  you  think  itoibii^  of 
tbe  sorrow  and  the  wrong  thai  are  within  the  wail§  of  the  city  whei-o  you 
dwell:  you  would  \tmn  your  [Jaec  empty,  when  it  ouf^ht  to  be  HiU^  with 
your  [lily  uml  your  labour.  If  there  i*  wic^icdnesa  in  lbs  streets,  jwu 
stqiH  shoiiU  Rhine  with  tha  light  of  purity:  if  there  a  a  cry  of  aaguiak, 
you,  my  dnughler.  bceauso  you  know  liie  meaning  of  the  try,  abouU  ba 
there  to  still  it.  My  beloved  dnugbter,  norrovr  baa  coiiie  to  tench  you  a 
new  worship ;  ihe  sign  of  It  Imngs  before  you." 

Komoln'a  mind  veaa  still  toro  by  oonfliec  8!ic  for^Miw  that  she  tbould 
obey  Savonarola  and  go  baek :  bU  words  had  cume  lu  licr  ui  if  they  wcro 
an  inlerprelation  of  that  rcvuUion  from  nrlf-iatiidied  <«m,  and  of  tbal  new 
ft-llowship  with  sulTcring,  which  hud  already  been  nwakiiued  in  ber.  Ilia 
Arrc«ling  voice  hnd  brought  n  new  rntidition  into  her  lif<;,  which  made  it 
tieem  iniposjible  to  her  tlmt  ti\ie  could  go  on  her  way  as  if  ftlie  liaid  not 
beard  it;  yet  ^e  shrank  as  one  who  (en  th«  pAth  slie  mitsl  lake,  but  eecs, 
too,  that  the  hot  lava  lies  t)tet«>  And  the  Inatlncttve  ihrinking  from  a 
return  to  her  husbtind  brought  doubt«.  She  turned  aw^  ber  eyeslroiii 
Pra  Girolnmo,  nnd  etood  for  a  minute  or  two  with  her  bandk  hMtgtng 
clasped  before  her,  like  a  pale  gtalne;  At  \aM  ehe  )ipok^  as  tf  iha  wcoda 
were  bein^  wrung  from  her,  stili  looUng  on  the  ground, 

*'  My  haeband  ....  he  is  not  .  .  ,  .  ny  love  la  gone  V 

"  SJy  dimghtcr,  there  is  the  bond  of  a  higher  love.  Kfarriage  is  not 
carnHl  only,  mode  for  seltiali  duUglit  See  what  that  ibaiight  leads  you 
to  !  it  lead*  you  to  wiuidf^  nwny  in  a  fahm  garb  from  all  the  obligations 
of  your  place  and  iiMine.  Tliai  would  not  bave  becin,  if  you  had  louwcd 
that  it  is  a  sacramcntnl  vow,  fi'oni  which  none  but  God  can  rsleaae  yoDi 
My  daughter,  yonr  life  is  not  as  a  grain  of  aand,  to  be  blovm  by  tbo 
winds ;  it  is  na  flesh  and  blood,  thnt  dies  if  it  be  sundered.  Your  bn»< 
band  U  not  a  mulefaclor?" 

Ronioln  Hushed  .-md  fitart«d.  "  ll«avei)  forbid  I  No;  I  acoiiM  him  of 
nothing."

Here  in  Florwoo  it 
ii  b«ginDiDS,  and  llic  eyes  of  fnilJi  behold  it,  And  it  may  be  our  bl«»ed- 
DQM  to  die  for  it :  to  die  di^ly  by  the  anici£jcioa  of  our  wlAab  will — to 
dn  at  last  by  ixying  our  bodies  on  lbs  aUar.  My  daughter,  you  ar«  a 
child  of  Florence;  fulfil  the  duti<-ti  of  that  great  inheriwnce.  Livs  for 
Ftor«no»^for  your  own  ppoplo,  whom  (rod  i«  pwparing  lo  bless  the  enrth.

Wli&  Savonarola  spuke  with  growing  intensity,  liia  arum  tijrhtly 
baAm  bim  Kill,  n«  ibey  hnd  Ix'Ait  from  tlic  fiihl,  but  hiit  face  alight 
aa  from  an  iuward  flame,  Itomola  felt  bersvlf  surrounded  and  jKuwoeM-d  by 
tlw  glow  of  bis  i>a«UL>uai(!  iaiih.  Thn  (.-hill  doubt*  all  melted  auay  ;  alia 
WM  MlbdiMd  tiy  tin:  arnac  of  nomciliin,^  iiniipRnkably  great  lo  whioh  she 
was  b<'ing  called  by  a  stroog  being  who  roused  a  new  strength  within 
horstJl     In  a  voice  Ibal  was  like  a  low,  prayerful  cry,  she  said — 

"  Fhtbcr,  I  will  be  guided.     Tcuch  me  I     1  will  go  back." 

Almost  iinconi^ously  she  tank  on  hvr  kueca.  Savonarola  stretched 
out  bis  bands  over  her;  but  koling  would  no  longor  pass  through  the 
chaioiel  of  s{ieech,  autl  he  was  ulent.

"  Rise,  luy  dnnght«-,'*  aaid  Fra  Girolnmo  at  l»st.  "  Your  servant  is 
wakine  not  far  off  with  the  mules.  It  is  ibne  tliat  I  fJioutd  go  onward 
tiO  Plonrvkci^ 

Romola  arose  from  her  knees.  That  difcnt  altitude  had  boon  a  sort 
cf  aaeram^nt  to  her,  confirming  the  state'  uf  yi-urning  passivity  on  whioh 
liw  had  newly  entered.  By  iho  one  act  nf  rcnonnring  hor  restilve  to  tiuit 
her  husband,  h«r  will  F^emed  so  utterly  bruised  that  nhe  felt  the  need  of 
dtre<Tli«n  eiron  in  small  things.  She  lifted  up  the  edge  of  her  cowl,  and 
saw  Mmo  and  the  second  Dominican  standing  wilb  their  hitr-k*  towards 
hef  on  the  edge  of  the  hill  aliout  tMi  yards  from  hiT;  but  she  looked  at 
BnoiuiTola  again  without  speaking,  as  if  the  order  lo  Miao  (o  turn  back 
nuatcoroe  from  him  and  not  from  her. 

*<  I  will  go  aixl  call  them,"  be  aaid,  answering  her  gtanoe  of  appeal ; 
"  and  I  will  recomm<^d  }-oii,  my  daughter,  lo  the  Brother  who  is  witli  me. 
Ten  iedn  to  put  yourself  under  guidance,  and  to  learn    that  wisdom 
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whiali  boa  been  Iiicherto  u  r<x>1ixhneas  to  you.  A  cltief  gate  of  th^t 
wi»]om  w  the  McrARient  of  eonEamioD.  Too  will  need  a  oonfenor,  mj 
(hagtiter,  aai  I  ivan  to  put  jroti  under  the  can  of  Frn  Salreslra,  one  n( 
the  brrthren  of  San  Haroo  io  whom  1  most  wofide."  < 

"  I  would  rather  hare  DO  guidanoe  but  yours,  father,"  »aid  Bomola, 
looking  anxious. 

"Hj  daughtor,  I  do  not  act  as  a  confeasor.  The  Toealion  1  have 
withdraw*  me  from  offices  that  would  force  me  into  frequent  contact  with 
the  laity,  and  intrrfer*  with  mv  special  duties." 

"Tlien  Bhiill  I  not  be  able  lo  speak  Io  yoa  in  private  T  if  I  waiet 

,  .  ,  if "  Komola  broke  off  from  rising  agitation.     She  felt  a  Ruddcn 

alarm  leet  her  new  strength  in  renuuciuiion  should  vanish  if  the  iainte- 
diale  personal  inftucnec  of  Savonarola  rnni&hed. 

"  My  daughter,  if  your  eoul  lias  ni^ed  of  tlie  word  in  private  from  my 
lipn,  yow  will  let  me  know  it  through  Frn  S/tlvcilro,  and  I  will  (c«  you  in 
llie  eacrisly  or  in  the  cliwir  of  San  Miirco.  And  I  wUI  tt&t  cease  to  watch 
ov<T  you.  I  will  insirtiet  my  brother  oonceming  yon,  ihnt  he  may  guide 
you  into  ihaC  path  of  labour  for  the  suffering  and  the  hungry  lo  which 
you  arc  called  as  a  daiighier  of  Florence  in  these  times  of  hard  ne«d.  I 
demrc  to  behold  you  among  tlie  fucbler  and  more  ignorant  Btslers  aa  the 
applo-tr4'«  among  the  trees  of  the  forest,  so  that  your  fniraess  and  all 
natural  gifts  may  be  but  as  a  lamp  through  which  the  DiTine  light  shines 
the  more  purely.     I  will  go  now  and  call  your  servant."' 

When  Maeo  had  been  sent  a  little  w;iy  in  advance,  Fra  Salrariro  came 
forward,  and  Savonarola  led  Romola  towards  him.  She  had  beliwelinid 
felt  an  inward  shrinking  from  a  new  guide  who  was  a  total  stnuigcr  to  hcrj 
but  lo  liHve  resisted  Savonarola's  advice  would  have  been  to  anuine  an 
attitude  of  independence  at  a  moment  wlien  nil  Iier  strength  must  be  drawn 
from  the  reuunciali('ii  of  independence.  And  the  whole  bent  of  her  mind 
now  was  towards  doing  what  wiis  jHiinful  rather  than  wlint  wna  cosy.  Sbo 
bowed  reverently  lo  Fra  Solveatro  before  looking  directly  at  huu;  but 
when  she  raised  her  bead  and  saw  Lim  fully,  her  reluctance  became  a 
palpitating  doubt.  Tiicre  are  men  whose  ]>resence  infuses  Inist  and 
reverence;  there  are  olhera  t<J  whom  we  h;ive  need  to  carry  our  trust  and 
reverence  ready  m.idc;  and  tlint  difference  flashod  on  Itomola  aa  she  censed 
to  have  Savonarola  before  her,  and  saw  in  hia  stead  Fra  Salveetro  Maruffl. 
It  was  not  that  there  was  anything  Dianiftslly  repulsive  in  Fm  Salvestra'a 
face  and  manner,  nny  air  of  hypocriny,  any  tinge  of  coarseness;  bis  face 
was  handsomer  than  Fra  C'iroliuno's,  bis  person  a  little  taller.  lie  was  llie 
long-accepted  confessor  of  many  among  the  chief  personages  in  FlorenoVi 
and  had  therefore  had  targe  experience  as  a  spiritual  director.  But  his 
face  had  ihe  vaciilatitig  ex|>ieasion  of  a  mind  unable  to  concentrate  itself 
strongly  in  the  channel  of  one  great  entotion  or  belief,  an  eapressleu  which 
is  fatal  to  inHuenco  over  an  ardent  nnture  like  Komola's.  Such  an 
Gxpresniou  is  not  ihc  slaniji  of  insincerity ;  it  is  the  stump  simply  of  a 
shallow  soul,  which  will  often  be  found  sincerely  striving  la  fill  a  high 
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rocatioa,  iiinom;!^  compoiring  iln  countcnnnce  to  the  ultcrance  of  aublims 
formulas,  but  finding  ilia  muiiclutt  twitcli  or  nAux  in  epiU)  of  belief,  tts  prose 
iiuista  on  coniintf  iiutcud  of  poetry  to  the  man  who  haa  riot  tbo  divine 
trtmy.  Fm  SalveBtro  had  a  peculiar  liability  lo  visions,  dupi-ndcnt 
apparenlly  on  a  coristitiitiou  given  lo  suiiiDnnibulism.  Suvonnrola  believed 
in  tJif  nupcnintiiral  chnrnctcr  of  thoae  viaionF,  nhile  Fra  Salvcstro  hiiu^olf 
bad  originallj'  rfBislfJ  sueh  an  interpretation  of  them,  and  had  uvea 
rebuked  Snriinnrola  for  his  prophetic  prenchiog.  Another  proof,  if  ono 
were  wanted,  tlial  the  relative  gruatneas  of  men  i«  not  to  be  gauged  by  their 
Imduicy  to  disbelieve  the  aupcrstilions  of  llieir  age.  For  of  thc*e  two 
lliere  can  be  no  tjuettion  which  was  the  great  timn  and  wliicli  the  tniiill. 

The  difference  belweeit  lliem  waa  uieanured  very^  accurately  by  tbu 
dhange  in  Romola'ii  feeling  ns  Fru  HiilvoAtro  begnn  to  nddress  her  in 
words  of  exhorlaiion  and  encouragement,  Afier  her  firat  augry  resintiKice 
vf  Savonarola  hai\  passed  away,  she  had  !c«t  nil  remeinbrnnce  of  the  oJd 
dread  lest  any  inlluenc'  should  drag  her  williiri  the  circle  of  fanaticism  and 
•our  isonki^di  piety.  But  now  again,  tlie  chill  breath  of  that  dread  stole 
orer  ber.  It  could  have  no  decisive  effect  agaiust  the  impetus  her  mind 
h»A  ju(t  received  ;  it  vas  only  like  the  closing  of  the  grey  clouda  over  tlic 
auoriae,  which  made  her  n-turniug  path  uionotouoiia  and  sombre. 

AacI  p«rhi|i)  of  all  sombre  paths  that  on  which  we  go  back  after  treadiog 
it  with  a  atrong  resolution  is  the  one  that  moat  severely  tests  the  fervour 
of  roounciation.  As  they  ic-entcred  the  city  gates  Ilie  light  Buow-flakca 
fell  about  tbcm,  and  as  the  grey  sister  walked  hastily  homeward  from  the 
FSana  di  Soa  Marco,  and  trod  the  bridge  again,  and  turned  in  at  the 
Ivge  door  in  the  Via  de'  Bordi,  her  fuotsleps  were  marked  darkly  on  tlic 
Ibin  carpet  of  iinow,  and  her  cowl  fell  laden  and  damp  about  her  face. 

Sh«  went  up  to  bor  room,  threw  off  her  serge,  dealMyed  the  parting 
lotten,  replaced  all  ber  preoious  trifles,  unbound  ber  hair,  aud  put  on 
Imt  asual  black  dress.  Inateiid  of  taking  a  long  exciting  journey,  she 
was  to  idl  down  in  her  uguuI  place.  The  snow  fell  against  tlie  window*, 
and  (he  waa  atone. 

She  felt  the  drcarinesa,  yet  ber  courage  was  high,  like  tliat  of  a 
seeker  who  ha  corae  on  new  signs  of  gold.  She  was  going  to  tliread 
life  by  a  &e«h  due.  She  bud  thrown  all  the  energy  of  ber  will  into 
ratnoeiation.  Tlie  empty  tabernacle  remained  locked,  and  she  placed 
Diao'i  eraofix  oulsde  it. 

Nodting  broke  thu  outward  monolony  of  ber  solitary  Iiome,  tilt  the 
night  canw  like  a  whita  gliost  at  the  windows.  Yet  it  waa  the  most 
OManorabk;  Chn«Uaa*>ev«  iu  her  life  Ui  Koinola,  this  of  1494.

Mt  ohjcct  in  lh»  pmoot  pnpT  is  to  try  luid  give  iho  rco<!*T  a  dc^lnitB 
notion  or  what  n  man-of-wnr  in  a:a  nn  orjranited  wliolp.  Autumn  loon, 
and  tha  AiJmiralty'a  improved  way  of  sending  our  fijtutdroni  to  pbcis 
wliicb  lliej  nrver  tmed  to  rutt,  Wrc  made  line-of-tmttletbips  nnd  fiigatcs 
eompantlJTely  &miliar  to  peoph's  eym.  But  perhnpf  th«re  u  no  sctne  of 
intcrat  which  so  )>nri[d«ni  «di1  putxlet  the  slrungvr  who  eonca  to  wee  it 
from  ciirioailj  »>  n  ship.  In  a  h(«]ntnl,  or  a  prison,  yon  ero  nl  all  evcnls 
JD  a  house  ;  tliere  Rre  gL-oCnil  laws  bclcnging  to  all  archilMtares  which 
f^idu  yoD  to  an  ond«TStnn<3iDg  or  the  plac«,  nnd  tltow  who  gornn  or 
adminiitcr  it  arc  ordbMry  deBUzona  of  f^rru  jfma,  Uk«  yoanM  But  ifl 
a  ship,  and  tspeciaUy  in  a  ship  of  war,  all  is  new.  The  [xraplc  an 
dTMsed  in  nn  unfntnilinr  (ty!c.  The  ohjcct*  about  are  ohjceta  of 
which  you  neither  know  the  use  nor  the  mutual  relation ;  and  when  onee 
inside,  &nd  Rioriiig  from  deck  to  deck,  yon  tooa  find  it  impotsjUc  to 
roneniber  jour  way,  and  resign  yourself  helpleady  to  tho  guide  who  baa 
been  nmigncd  lo  you.  A  few  ictn>ng  impreiHOiia  lay  hold  of  llw  mind. 
The  firat  is  probably  a  keen  sense  of  the  cleaiiliaesa  and  Deatneea  altiiined 
in  so  populous  and  busy  a  pbce.  The  *econd — which  fovma  itnolf  as  tbo 
eye  recovers  from  (he  utler  novelty  of  eveiylhing  around — is  a  djtilljtet, 
tboug'h  unintelligent  pcrc«ptioD  of  a  prevailing  law  nnd  order  in  dl  it 
ttta.  Every  class  of  objeota  has  a  look  of  hnng  in  its  own  fAMv.  No- 
body appears  to  be  boxy  or  id(«  wilbowl  knowing  why,  and  al)  tho  wheeit 
of  the  new  life  before  the  stran-er  are  dimly  seen  tu  be  turaitig  in 
harmony, — ns  of  cour^a  they  are. 

But  such  a  visit  to  a  nian-of'V.'ar  oa  our  imaj^iuiiry  straiij^  has  time 
for  does  not  give  liim  the  opportunity  of  studying  this  harmony,  or 
mdemaBding  how  it  is  brought  about.  lie  may  see  a  ship,  as  be  mm  a 
strange  town,  but  to  know  either  na  a  whole,  it  is  ncceiwaty  to  lire  thwR 
A  fJiip  has  a  HMral  lifb  of  iu  own  just  like  a  town,  and  this  one  oan  un- 
derstand only  by  sharing  il.  Let  mo  dravf  on  my  monovy  for  ifae  IIMMI9 
of  helping  ibo  reader  who  has,  or  even  who  has  not,  rLiiltd  a  nMui-of-war, 
to  know  what  that  life  is,  and  how  the  tnaiiy  denwnta  forming  it  oonibUi* 
to  produce  the  famous  and  formidatde  unity  which  it  their  remll. 

An  English  man-of-war  i»  cmphaticnlly  nn  English  microcom, — a 
luiiiiulure  Englund  in  n  world  of  its  own.  The  govemmcat  ia  a  limilod 
monarcliy  ;  for  though  the  capt.-un  exercised  a  degree  of  pcrwmal  power 
suoli  na  now-a-days  belongs  to  Continental  sovereigns  only,  he  does  itot 
exercise  it  unchecked  or  imconlrolled,  lie  cnn  do  notliing  without  tho 
nutboriiy  of  the  tliirty-niao  articlca  of  war ;  and  be  bas  baton  hii  eye« 
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the  constsfftt  fear  of  tho  Adinini!t;r,  whose  p&rJimnentaTy  rct^iuibUil; 
kc<^  them  qtutc  en  rapport  irich  pnMic  opinioR.  Hia  offioei*,  Un 
luiaioonicy  and  gentry  ^r  ihe  fioating  institiition,  c«iiitiluU  itnothpr 
pmcticoJ  chrck  upon  him,  nnd  bcjond  them  !i<a  hiii  propiv,  the  crew,  to 
whoM  feeling  abotit  himseir  no  cnptaio  can  afford  tA  be  indiflerenl.  It  ia 
difficult  enough  at  nil  lime*  to  man  cur  iihips  now ;  but  a  tboroi^ly 
unpopular  "  »kJppcr  "  cannot  man  s  ahip  .it  All ;  and  the  Admiralty  hun 
no  tetnptaitinn  lo  ajipnint  an  officer  whoae  vvwiel  miut  lie  HhoTt  of  hncils  fur 
montba  at  Sjjilbead  or  In  PtTmcoith  Sound.  Tlima  chcrlis,  oDe  way  and 
another,  cfltctunJIj'  limit  the  king  of  our  little  kingdom;  Intt  they  Irave 
him  as  much  power  lor  good  and  evii  sa  belongs  to  any  position  of 
OommAnd  in  modom  lifu,  <jaite  enough  power  to  requirv  all  the  taaui 
and  tem[«r  which  !■  commoBly  brought  to  the  discharge  of  its  duties. 
Not  only,  however,  is  the  goremwent  of  Fhghtnil  rciughly  copied  in  the 
goTenuuent  of  a  ship  of  war,  but  (lie  nioeit  important  elements  of 
Englixh  social  life  arc  rrprmentcd  on  board  her.  Tliere  in  a  chuplain  to 
ataod  for  the  chnreh.  There  are  marines  to  aland  for  the  army.  The 
higher  education  >>  carried  on  by  n  naviil  instructor ;  tlw  lower  by  a 
ahip'fl  9cl)M>!cnaater.  Medicine  has  its  snrgeons,  and  asaietant-surgeonft^ 
finance  its  pnvmnKtcr,  with  hij  vlafF — tcienee  has  the  mnaler,  who  bikei 
«bai^e  of  ihe  obserralions  and  log.  And  so  in  the  iDforior  ranks,  There 
JM  a  carpenter  with  hiw  Utllo  crew  of  carpenters — a  e&ilmakcr  witli  hi* 
Hnle  crew  of  sailuiakete — a  cook  wilh  his  subordinate  cook.  The  fine 
arta,  I  fear,  cannot  be  «aid  to  he  amply  repreBenled.  But  the  lavflc  »hip 
has  ita  hinJ,  and  cvny  chiw  of  ship  ils  fiddler, — sn  music  ia  not  for- 
gotten. And  op  and  down  a  crew,  ihero  are  sciltered  unlucky  and 
adventurous  profeaaotvof  all  kinds  of  .leeomptishmi-nts,— stroll iog  players, 
bsrbcrii,  and  ao  forth.  Thun,  n  line-of'baltle  ship,  which  it  as  poputoua 
aa  a  vUIago  (o  b^n  with,  ia  not  only  a  good-siied  piece  of  England,  but 
ia  A  UtlTe  "  working  mode! "  of  the  f  Id  country  herself.  And  I  »fi»h  the 
leader  to  teise  that  idea  of  it  as  a  wholi^,  before  I  proceed  lo  aaalyxe 
lh«  eenatmelion  and  to  de«cribe  tliu  workiug  of  tlie  tnAchSno. 

I  hare  said  that  the  ciptain  in  the  king  of  this  wandering  little 
RngUnd.  Tt  la  hia  Msuming  the  eommnnd  (whioli  he  doen  by  reading 
hia  commiffiioR  on  tlut  qtunler-dcck)— a  ccmtnand  tho  aymbol  of  which 
ia  the  loiag  pendant  alrcaming  ftom  the  highest  in:ul — that  ouniititntca  the 
rend  a  poUtical  unity.  Everybody  who  joins  her  entera  now  luto  a  new 
•erics  of  oonditiont.  Lu*l  wet-k  the  officent  wore  plain  olothei — "  mufti," 
— and  were  private  gentlemen,  enjoying  theiaiKlves  like  ctlicr  private 
gentlemen,  in  raHous  waya.  The  aeamed  were  ftvt  Briti^  aabjecU,  whk 
the  whol«  oeean  to  chooec  their  next  cniixing-ground  in,  after  upending 
th*  proceeds  of  llie  lart  vovagi-.  Now,  botli  dases  are  coinniitted  to  a 
Bjxwiltc  position  and  duties  in  H.M.S.,  and  have  romo  under  a  range 
of  obligatioiu  i|uit«  diflfercnt  from  these  of  clvilJanH.  The  ahip  bcgiai 
to  grtrw  into  a  complete  nau-of-war,  day  by  day,  according  to  the  kwa  of 
maa-of-war  grovtii ;  having  yuidtiud,  so  to  apeak,  from  the  Rioment  that 
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tht  opUuD'a  comininion  gave  her  moml  life.     ^Yhat  she  becomes  at  full 
growUi  will  ha  besl  Eoen  from  a  sketch  of  hcT  component  parta. 

lit  onlcr  lo  iiTidcTBliuiEl  n  mnn-of-wnr,  it  is  priioaiil^  neceoiftry  tv 
(jonKidcT  her  as  formed  of  atmiy  p»rU,  all  airangcd  logctlier  undor  ihc 
predomiDant  law  of  siibordi nation.  Thiw,  one  may  spoak  correctly  of  the 
"aptAin  and  officers,"  or  of  llio  "  officers  and  crew,"  or  of  the  *' seamen 
and  mariDOa,**  of  a  man-of-war.  But  all  sucli  bioud  divisioDB  rLVjuire  to  lio 
cubdivided;  and,  ia  reality,  the  whole  body  is  made  up  of  Etnnll  puti, 
■  oacb  of  which  ivaembica  the  otlitr,  as  far  as  tlie  principles  on  wUicU  it 
acts  are  ooucenicd,  and  each  of  which,  though  with  fitnctiDns  of  iis  own, 
is  related  t'O  all  the  other  parts.  Tnking  thu  crew,  for  exuiuplu — ttie 
"  m«ii,"  as  ibey  are  called,  when  spoken  of  as  distinct  from  the  officei'^— 
wc  find  tlieni  divided  by  grudes  not  less  iinporlant  thau  tlioee  which 
divide  ilie  officere  themselves.  There  arc  able  seamen,  or  "  A.  B.'a ; " 
ordinary  aeamen;  landamen ;  firsudass  boys;  »M:('nd'class  boys.  Tb« 
A.  U.  is  a  Bnished  seaman,  not  only  able  to  do  all  ihc  usual  work,  below 
and  aloft,  but  to  take  tlie  belca  and  the  l«ad.  The  ordiaary  aearaau 
is  a  leaa  qtmlified  man,  receiving  less  pay  ;  but  will  probably  rise  from 
that  to  the  higher  "  rating  "  by  and  by,  Tiie  liuidsman  is  employed  only 
ou  deck,  mid,  lor  the  most  ]>nrt,  at  mean  occupations,  like  Hwci'ping, 
and  dirty  work.  The  boys  rank  by  age  and  length  of  service,  rising 
from  grade  to  grade  But  if  the  mere  term  "  aeainaa "  would  Im- 
perfectly  describe  one  of  liio  "  men,"  so  iJie  mere  term  "  officer "  would 
equiJly  imperfectly  descrihe  one  of  the  officers.  Not  only  are  there 
the  oiiicers  proper,  from  captain  to  naval  cadet;  there  are  difler«nt 
daesoe  below  these.  There  arc  the  warrant-officers :  boatswain,  gtmncr, 
and  carpenter;  and  the  petty  officers:  quartermaster,  boatnwua'a  male, 
master- at-anns,  &c.  Tli<^e,  however,  are  not  all  the  grudeji  in  tlie  scheme. 
There  i>  a  Cfiptain  to  each  top ;  a  coxswain  to  each  boat ;  a  captain  of  the 
head ;  a  captain  of  the  adcr-giiiird.  Siihordinution,  thcrefurc,  iuterpcnc- 
tralei  tliQ  whole  body  social  of  a  mau-of-war;  it  docs  not  only  act 
broadly,  but  rainutdy;  nor  genernlly  only,  but  in  detail.  Subordinalion 
and  classilication  are,  in  fact,  Uie  t\s'o  gi'eat  principles  which  regulate 
everything  alloat.  Subordination  teaches  a  man  that  he  must  obey, — and 
lehom.  Claasification  teaches  him  houi  he  must  obey — and  wfiert.  I  will 
take  these  principles  in  succession,  and  describe  the  niaohiuery  by  wbicb 
they  work.  There  are  varieties  of  detail  according  lo  the  siic  of  v^sola; 
bat  what  I  now  say  must  be  understood  to  apply  to  tlie  typical  vessel — 
the  two-decker  line-of- battle  ship,  say  of  eighty  guns-  In  thiis  nuiking 
shipa, — it  may  be  premised, — llie  upp  r  deck,  ot  deck  on  which  you  are  in 
the  open  air,  does  not  count  A  two-decker  has  two  gun-dccka  below 
that — (he  iiiat'n.  and  lower  dock ;  a  three-decker,  three :  main,  midtlU,  and 
lower.  A  Irigate  (which  does  not  belong  to  the  linc-of-battlc  dasa)  has 
only  one — the  tii'iin.  "  Small  crafl"— corvettes,  brigs,  and  6o on — have, of 
Ci-ni'ge,  guna  on  the  upper  deck  only. 

The  corner-stone  il'  naval  suboiJinalion,  then,  is  tlie  autlioritj  of  tli« 
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ea{>(iun.  He  oommnads  th«  ship,  even  tliotigli  thcJ'e  should  be  an  ndmiml 
on  board  in  omtniuul  of  tbc  fleet ;  and  it  is  the  lifo  of  the  ehi[i,  ns  u  unit, 
viih  which  we  arc  now  concerned.  He  rcpreitiiits  ibe  Crown  ou  boiu'd 
llie  th'ip,  and  the  ship  herself  to  t)io  world  outside  her.  Ho  is  the 
depoeiUrjr  oT  ibc  Admiralty's  iaelrnoltoue  about  the  ship's  miMion,  and 
knows  wbj  ohc  i*  al  n  {nrlicular  place  Rt  n  partiaiJar  time.  Tbun,  s 
good  deal  ot  qviuu-politiol  and  quoai- diplomatic  work  i*  dou«  by  our 
naval  capUtioit.  They  an  in  intimate  communication  with  British 
miiuKten  and  Bntiati  coiisuU  on  cacli  Mation ;  and  »end  reports  home  on 
lh«  BtMc  or  ihingB  in  divturhcd  cmintrics.  Hrigandii^  in  the  neighbour- 
hood  of  PatTua;  Lvlianon  tribu-£ghls  near  Beyrout;  the  lut  maaaore  of 
Ae  King  of  Dahomey,  and  a  score  of  auch  etibjects,  are  Biiccenively 
lltenun  for  naval  eloquence.  Thus,  a  w«!I- em  ployed  naval  man  )iaa  eccn 
nore  of  the  world  iJihd  iiioet  peupit-.  He  may  Imve  iliiit^  witii  tho 
InMum  of  Muscnt;  dnncr^  with  ihc  Qucmi  of  Gi-ei?ce;  amolcGd  a  pipe 
vith  Ueheuiot  AH  ;  and  kis^d  Quceu  Poniaie.  Pafihiia,  European 
■yrvngm,  tlic  great  winc-merchnnts  of  one  town,  the  great  ailk-mrrcbnnls 
of  another,  ahovr  hiin  civiHlicB  of  which  the  variety  ia  not  llie  kuat 
amuati^  and  imitruetivc  feature.  When  he  returns  on  board  hia  ship, 
•fter  a  Tiait  to  tbc  slioro,  his  face  ia  watched  by  the  inferior  ofiicera  nod 
man  as  an  index  of  the  imporUmt  news  with  which  hie  mind  is  mipposed 
to  be  big.  At  nil  events,  he  knows  when  iIjc  ehip  is  to  aail, — a  matter  of 
mightj  ntooKnt  to  mcM-stcwiu'dK,  who  liave  bread  lo  order ;  and  gvntte- 
ni«n  wltoae  i^irts  are  in  the  hands  of  waahorwomcn  of  the  less  dviliied 
nee*  of  mankind.  No  wonder  tlmt  r>ur  captain — especially  nincc  naval 
ediMiation  is  still  capable  of  nmcb  iniprovcnient— occasjonally  '*  assumes 
A»  god,  affects  to  nod,"  and  so  fort)i.  Li  tucb  cases,  the  beat  thing  to 
be  bofied  is,  that  his  pomposity  will  take  the  turn  of  dcapntch -writing, 
Mid  Um  btuu[>ur  diachsrpe  itself  in  »  run  of  rlietonc.  When  tlna  ia  the 
case,  tbo  Admiralty  ia  safe,  for  it  need  not  rend  his  corrc»pon deuce, — 
iriuJe  tbe  sbip  is  snrr,  bccnuac  tlic  energy  that  might  become  tyrannical 
Auk  ■  vent  elsewhere. 

The  captain,  having  the  tiupmnc  functions  to  dlsoharge — hcing,  alto, 
ifao  tillimate  oourt  of  appeal  in  all  matters  of  discipline,  and  being,  o( 
coone,  req)C>ii*ibI«  primarily  for  the  «liip,  whoso  conrso  at  sen  he  traces 
day  by  day  on  the  cliart — does  not  undertake  those  more  ordinary  duties 
vlue)i6dl  to  the  lot  of  the  skipper  of  n  mere  ham  man.  Kor  example,  hn 
doM  not  "  oanjoa;"  that  is  to  say.  he  does  not  give  the  orders  while  the 
eomaieo  opcrstions  of  tlic  ship,  t-iekicg,  reding  topnaila,  &e.  &c.,  are  being 
gona  ifarengti.  This  devolves  (when  "all  hands"  are  at  work,  for  when 
**  dM  watch  "  auly  is  working,  then  the  "uflioer  of  the  wntch"  cirries  on] 
■poo  tbeoamnuuider;  or,  in  Irigates,  and  smaller  veaielf,  upon  the  first 
HonteiMnl.  If tliacaptaiD>Nkinginaman-of-war,sothecomnianderiapriina 
nioistcr,  grand  ruder,  or  other  analogous  functionary.  He  occupies  the 
inlemcdiale  rank  botwoon  captain  and  lieutenant — a  rank  in  which  oa« 
mail  90X0  •  definite  ttma,  tOoal,  bcfoi-e  being  eligible  to  a  eaplaincy,  and 
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bcjrond  which  mimy  nn  oBaer,  not  to  bv  eouiidercd  nnKMOcaaftil  in  Ui'e, 
never  rbea.  Tbe  commaDder  does  not,  like  the  capbun  or  admiral,  ibcm 
bj  fainwtif ;  liut  i>  the  lint  roan  In  the  wani-room  rocM,  which  ineludes 
UeueBimla,  master,  mariiie-officeTS,  naral  inatmctor,  chAploJn,  payroanler, 
and  all  the  *iirgcon«.  The  cnptain  occupying  t}i«  iipptr-d^ck  range  of 
oabint,  that  on  the  main-di-ck  fulls  to  line  lot  of  tlie  wanl-ruom.  And 
Imto  1st  nw  point  out  tJint  n  ahip  liaa  i»  [^cca  and  pouls  of  honour  like 
pafauM  wUok  do  not  float.  Contrary  to  the  nnalofty  of  tliu  hnman  nlmc- 
bire^  it  u  ill*  Mma  thai  t*  the  teat  of  dignity  in  Imt  Mnj<^sly's  riijps  and 
vciwl*  of  war,  aa  thoj  an*  called  in  the  Articlea.  The  wliok-  of  tho  uliip 
behind  (or  "  ahad  "  )  the  mam  (or  cratrc)  mart  partnkna  o.  a  su[>»ior 
]>r«*t^»— wbenee  the  expiessiou  "before  the  mast,"  to  aignify  the  con* 
dition  of  a  conmtoo  (enmiui.  Thn  (]iuirl«r-dcclc,  bounded  by  llio  main- 
unst  iuhI  the  poop,  may  tbits  justly  be  eoUed  Oie  tacivd  plucc  of  a  man* 
of-war.  Hirrc  the  otBccr  of  tho  watch  paoea,  in  harbour,  the  ttarhoard 
(t^ght-hacd)  ude ;  at  sea  the  vieathtr  Ait,  or  that  fivm  which  the  wind 
ia  trfowiiig;  while  his  inferior  olScer,  mib- lieu  tenant  or  midshipman, 
paees  the  !css  dignified  larboard  or  Im  mde,  in  a  pumlld  line  Ercty- 
boily,  on  coming  on  the  qitartcr-dedc,  tonchM  bia  cap  to  the  invif^hle 
authority  from  which  the  !>jjot  derirea  its  saiiotity;  and  it  i*,  in  fiiot,  the 
temple  of  twYnl  tradition— the  lacrarimn  or  laranwn  (albeit  irithoni 
iuisjros)  of  A  Queen's  sliip. 

The  mention  of  '•  offircr?  of  ihc  watch  "  brings  us  to  the  next  ^rade 
below  that  of  coniinandfir,  tlie  grade  ol  lientimant.  There  are  five  or  aix 
lieutenanta  in  a  line-of-battle  fliip  :  men  avenging  from  twenty-fire  to 
thirty-tivc  yeant  of  a^,  and  pcrformiiig  mOHt  important  parts  of  the 
governing  system.  Ksch  lientonani  takw  ctimmnnd  of  n  ivalch,  and  i*i  for 
the  time,  rwponiibk  Ibr  thit  fdiip,  which  is  virltnilty  under  ttia  cliat;ge.  In 
boat  expeditions,  a  lieutenant  commands  cnch  «f  the  birger  beata.  Ou« 
of  them  eonunandB  each  dtvi«on  of  guns.  And  beudea  thia  genend  dia- 
tribution,  there  is  one  apocially  devoted  to  pinntry,  and  one  specially 
charged  with  the  department  of  sigiiala.  Lteuloiianta  are  a  sost  of  pro- 
vindal  i-oremom  in  tho  nyitem — tike  the  lord-iirulOMtnts  of  countiM,  or 
the  pashas  of  districts  under  the  Sulian.  Many  men  atop  at  tUs  rank 
(there  are  eren  lieutenanta  living  who  have  been  at  the  Nile  and  Tr** 
falgnr),  smcc  there  is  no  necoamry  rising  beyond  it  lo  tlie  next  atqt. 
Illuiiy  lieutenants,  however,  lM.-oouie  retirod  eomtnandcrt,  and  are  rr«peo> 
tably  ahelred  tn  that  grade,  which  gives  them  the  social  title  of  "  o^Main  " 
for  life.  Of  about  a  hundred  Tra&lgur  men  now  surviving,  thegieat  majority 
of  whom  were  midshipmen  in  that  glorious  fight,  for^-threc  bar*  Tonolied 
no  higher  than  lo  this  station.  A  lieutenant  has,  of  course,  a  eabtn  to 
himself,  most  genctully  on  the  niaJn  dcek,  an '.  laJtea  rvJattve  rnnlc  wtlli 
captains  in  the  army.  Let  us  gluncu  nt  his  iDuastnalca  in  the  ward-room, 
beginning  with  Ihu  master,  who  ranks  with  and  after  hun;  tlMt  ia  lo 
«ay,  lias  a  formal  and  social  equality,  but  would  not  take  cenHHoncI  of  A 
ship  30  long  as  even  the  junior  lieutenant  survived. 
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Tbc  rank  of  mB:aeT  !■  a  peculiar  one.  It  liot^  not  cxixt  nt  all  ia  the 
French  mtyj,  nor,  I  believct  in  any  service  hat  iho  Brilii^.  There  aeiTini 
■D  doubt  tbu  it  origiiMtcd  in  the  olil  dirinon — so  contiiirj  to  all  our 
modem  aaaociations— betnccn  ihc  man  who  fawjhl  aiid  the  tniui  who 
laiUd  a  fthip  cf  irar.  Few  rendcm,  proboblj,  nalixc  th<!  fact  that  Admiral 
BlalM  was  not  a  mkv  1 — that  h«  did  net  go  afloat  till  hi:  wtti  tiAj  ^uars 
old — aw)  tliat  ho  WM  ohoMn  to  be  cent  iilliiat  Hwn,  not  from  any  special 
aptitude  for  th«  aea  (^oe  vltO  eonld  foretell  tliat  lie  would  displnf  that 
^NilDdeT),  bat  amply  becauM  he  had  diatingtiishcd  himself  asa  gonend 
in  iIk  Oivil  War.  Shipi  whoM  military  command  wa*  under  ono  man, 
miHt  necOKtrily  have  been  sailed  and  navigated  by  aeanien,  or  "  masters," 
■a  tlwjr  Bra  alill  callud  ia  the  mcrohant  service.  Now,  what  arc  the  duliet 
of  the  cxiating  master  of  a  royal  ship  i  Tthvj  are  duties  pre-eminently 
MUttteal.  lie  keeps  the  log.  lie  takes  the  oh^crriitioniu  He  has  tlie 
fjlghlg  Mtd  storea  peouliarlj-  iindor  Itio  chiirire,  vrilh  tbe  liL'aEsw.itn  for  kit 
Id  actiott  ho  "  conns ''  tlie  ship — Ibal  is  to  my,  gives  tho  helmn- 
hi«  ord«n— thoB  eonductiog  h«r  wliere  the  captain  decide*  she  can 
b«  placed  with  most  ciTact.  The  captain  and  mnnter  are  wry  closely 
braqsht  (ogelher  by  ifacjr  duties — though,  as  we  have  aceii,  the  maxU.T'H 
nnk  is  really,  and  in  the  last  naalt,  below  that  of  lieutenant  They  are 
jointly  napoMible  for  the  veesd'a  safety ;  they  both  take  observations;* 
and  by  diat  of  thiw,  and  the  log,  iix,  every  day  at  noon,  her  place  on  tli« 
(^Tt.  In  ease  of  a  difTerencc  of  opinion  the  maiteT  cannot,  of  countc, 
enforee  the  canying  out  I'f  hit  views ;  but  he  can  free  hirasoir  from  re- 
ppon«ibiIiiy,  Iiy  giving  np  charge  In  a  fonnal  and  propiT  miinncT.  Thi*, 
lu>weT«r.  b  a  dangerous  experiineol  i  for  the  Admiralty  are  not  faTunrable 
to  mch  oxttciaui  of  privilege  by  inferior  DJBcer*.  ftluch  of  what  i*  left  of 
tbc  queer  eld  "chuacter"  of  our  naraltrfBcers  survives  amoni;  the  masters. 
It  is  a  branch  of  the  nrrvico  in  which  you  never  dod  men  of  family  or 
fortune :  indeed,  it  k  the  only  branch  now  even  partially  open  to  ihc  class 
which  once  roee  from  "  before  the  mast."  A  lieutenant  nuty  bo  a  dandy, 
a  Maefile-chaae  rider,  or  any  forra  of  un-sailorlike  swell ;  but  the  \ntMev  ia 
generally  rongb,  bluff,  and  tough — a  homely  iin cull ivated  son  of  the  sea. 
"  put !  "  exeiaimcxl  one  of  these  worthies,  whoK  voice  I  itill  raucmbcr  nt 
iaierralt— "  PQI  you  yWtftfs — yoii'rc  not  pigling  a  pound  I " 

The  Boarinea  la  a  Un^of-baitle  ship  are  governed  by  a  captain  ami  two 
IJantm^"*-,  whaaegorcromfnt  iaa  kind<jf  itnperium  in  iaijttriooD  board. 
They  are  drafted  off  ftum  one  of  tlic  lirpoit  at  Chniham,  riymcuib,  or 
alaawhen,  wbes  U»e  Aip  h  oimuuiasioDed ;  and  at  unce  bccr>m«,  w'uli  their 
BUB,  part  and  pared  of  the  grcoit  organisation,  and  mhjrcl  to  all  ile  dis^ 
pliac  Tbu  nten  lake  llieirahare  of  the  work  on  deck,  like  seamea — b^ag 
I  ipcr  lellf  osrAil  at  tho  heavy  hculing  of  braces,  &c. — where  plenty  of 
"bacT"  is  recpurtd.  At  sucli  times  ttxy  arc  under  tbc  orders  of  the  aaval 
vSaen  carrying  on  the  doty  ;  but  ihnr  drill,  dicwuifr,  and  personal  coo* 
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dtict,  arc  cupcrintcnck'il  by  their  own  captains  adi)  tieutenante,'who  mese  in 
tiic  wurd-ruQm,  w  1  htivc  said  bvfore.  The  marines  tac  a  fin*  solid  bodjr 
of  iiiOD,  covering,  T  Iwlicvc,  ns  mucli  gi-nund  on  piLTadn  ox  ibc  moct  ilaltmTt 
of  our  rofjinitiila — liavitig  fewer  Irialimvn  among  them  tlian  almost  any, 
and  perliaps  more  Scotchmen  than  nny,  ai^ccpt  thp  artillery.  Their  eiprit 
IsiiiiliUry  rather  iburi  luival;  und  it  is  among  llicir  trailitions  Ifl  boast  of 
llirniitclTM  as  devoted  to  the  Cronn  with  more  special  fidelity  than  tlieir 
iiuuticul  brotliers.  Before  this,  the  inuriues  have  oitea  stood  steady  in  a 
luatinoiis  sliip — tlicir  own  prorocalious  to  mutiny  Dot  having  been  Icm 
tliaii  ihut  of  the  bhif-jacktU;  and  ilie  mariiie's  sejitry  has  died  bonoiii»bly 
(like  the  Hvihe  Guards)  al  llie  capuin's  cabin-door.  Tlkua  they  n!prc> 
wnt,  ill  the  naval  polity,  t)ie  Tory  clement,  or  cJoneRt  of  antbority — imd 
form,  ID  Jiict,  a  little  stnudiug  ni my  under  ihe  king.  As  an  external  sigii 
(if  (his  funclioD,  a  ninrine'e  srntry  will  be  obserred  by  the  visitor  to  a.  tma- 
of-war  guarding  the  gangway,  while  another  U  stationed  near  the  cabin  of 
ihe  oupUin.  OS  duty,  scviTal  marines  arc  employed  as  ofHccra'  iiervauls. 
Marine  officers,  as  a  body,  have  a  tone  of  their  own,  which  is  neither  that 
of  the  nary  nor  of  the  Hue,  bul,  ia  bappy  instanoeii,  combines  agieeably  tlio 
quftliliis  of  bolli.  Not  being  a  force  wirli  jiigh  pmes  to  offer,  nor  the 
kind  of  lifi--  ibut  an  idle  rich  man  wants,  it  is  free  from  the  ptippyifin  which 
occauonaily  infects  particular  regiiuenta  of  the  army.  On  the  other  Iiand, 
tlicrc  arc  poor  nnubx  lu  well  as  ricli  ones ;  and  a  conuuission  in  tlic  muinc* 
has  sometime!)  tempted  a  low'cla^  fellow  bent  on  trying  to  be  a  swell. 
I'erbaps,  however,  n  imlid  useful  medioci'ity  of  qualities,  natural  and 
iio^mrcd,  U  the  widest  charaeterielic  of  this  brunch,  ita  lucct  general 
colour  or  vwal  unilbrm.  There  used  to  be  traditional  jokes  against  tlie 
marines  among  naval  men — one  of  which,  ascribing  a  certain  credulity  ti> 
the  force,  appears  to  have  Inkcn  a  perniaiient  place  in  our  comic  Ulcmttirc  ( 
I  have  heard  of  iiouieboily's  playfully  iiiserliiig  in  the  log — "  Expfudtd  a 
mnrinc  "  (tlm  profcHMOual  ospi-ession  for  using  up  any  article  of  stores) — 
to  Mgnify  that  one  of  ihe  corps  had  been  lost  overbwai-d.  But  all  this  kind 
of  tiling  belongs  to  a  general  system  of  horso-play  and  chaff,  which  is  on 
tliu  wane  throughout  the  whole  service.  Fearful  execrations  and  abuse  in 
carrying  on  duty,  the  free  employment  of  tlie  rope's  end  and  cane,  cutting 
down  Immuiocks,  bullying  youngsters,  and  other  euslome,  which  wer« 
retained  long  nfler  they  liad  lost  their  honest,  innocent,  and  luiconscious 
old  barburiam,  and  hud  become  knowingly  and  deliberately  blackguard — 
llii;»?  things,  1  say,  are  dying  out. 

'While  tho  comnmndcr,  lieutenants,  master,  marine-officem,  represent 
tho  military,  their  otlier  mesaiuates  io  the  ward-room  represent  the  dvil 
ride  of  life.  Among  these,  tho  first  place  is,  of  coiirae,  due  to  llie  dmplniu, 
whose  black  coat  and  white  neckcloth  contrast  piijuantty  with  the 
epaukltcd  blue  cents,  among  whom  my  mind's  eye  now  sees  him.  Per- 
haps no  man  lias  braiefited  by  the  gradual  social  civilization  of  tho  navy 
mora  than  he.  Time  waa,  when  if  he  did  not  TnnisU  after  tho  second 
gltwa  of  port,  the  imeaaincas  of  old  si-hool  conversatiouUtA  at  his  prcatanoe 
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couM  no  longer  be  restrained,  and  he  was  driven  from  bis  chnir  by  ajolie 
M  fit  to  do  its  work  aa  llic  "  siiiikpats  "  \iMd  in  8oa-figlib  for  making  lik 
impotatblu  in  ihu  tow«^  decks  into  wbioh  they  uerc  pitchei).  Worw  Kill!, 
lie  Diight  be  n  man  to  whom  »ncti  wcnpone  wcro  not  weapouH,  but  play- 
t]iii]g« — who  Kit  whiit<:v<-r  tin;  lulk  wns — the  "good  fdlow  "  of  tlioac 
who  wcro  lijw  fellows  iherasvlves,  rind  who  ytt  did  nut  rrajicct  blin  for 
fiulii^  to  r<»])cct  himself.  Changing  mnnitTm  huvc  modified  nil  tlint ;  and 
lli«  cfaaplajn  of  a  mim-of-war  Uvea  iu  aa  good  company  aa  if  be  otijoyed  a 
rectory ;  while  to  inni!!  bin  cloth  in  any  wny  would  cover  the  nwnihmt 
with  the  ignominy  due  to  an  irretrievable  cad.      Life,  llierefore,  jogs  on 

I  comfortably  with  the  chaplain.  Vou  can  hardly  expect  him  to  he  a  ninn 
«f  cnoHpicuoua  leanuag  or  pulpit  cl(K]uence ;  but  at  l«a.^t  he  is  a  gentleman, 
and  lielps  to  give  an  intcllcctnal  tone  to  the  mrw.  On  Sundays  church  is 
"  ij^td  "  for  Iiiui  on  ihe  main -deck  ;  his  pulpit — a  handsome  portabk' 
Blrudure  of  the  approved  shape — is  brought  aft  ;  the  officers  group  tlicm- 
solrca  behind  him  on  cbnirc;  and  the  acamen,  in  clean  Guernsey  frocka 
uul  shoes,*  stretch  away  forward,  row  after  row,  cm  capstan-bars  arranged 
n  fona*.  The  ahij/n  bi-Ii,  which  otherwise  would  be  struck  every  haif- 
boor  S8  usual,  i»  silenced  while  his  rev^rcuce  i*  in  possession  of  the  field 
^^lenccd  till  "  sirvon  bella"  (half-pn»t  eleven),  at  all  events,  whoo  it  re- 
■uiDus,  as  a  lunt  thai  diuuer-hour  is  drawing  ncAr,  and  besides  reminding 
the  chaplain  that  he  must  wind  up,  breaks  llie  snooxu  of  ony  of  the  eon- 
gn^tioa  whom  the  wild  rijiple  of  his  eloqnrnce  may  have  hitli^d  to  rrsl. 
Perbapa  you  have  noticed  during  Divine  acrvicea  hearer  among  the  ofiicera 
anique  io  hi«  employment  of  a  Greek  Tt^IumenC  ;  llinl  ii  the  n^ival 
inUrtiotor,  whose  oiSee  is  sometimes,  but  not  necessarily,  held  conjointly 
with  llie  chnplikiiiey.  The  naval  instructor  conducts  the  c<lucatitm  of  the 
JOTanik  cdGcers,  naval  cadel«,  and  miJsliipmen — naiilice,  the  "young 
gentlMMD  "  or,  in  llieir  own  mess  l.ingiingc,  tlie  "  yonngBt.ere-"  For  this 
pUTpOMi  a  table  ii  enlabliahud,  and  tiurrounded  with  a  canvas  screen, 
between  two  of  the  main-deck  gunn,  where  erory  day  school  forms  itself, 
and  navigation,  Euclid,  uigeliru,  French,  are  liainnu-red  into  the  juvenile 
mind.  It  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  Admiralty  that  they  have  even 
preacribod  that  "  Latin  and  Grt'ek  nimll  be  taught  to  those  wlio  enter  with 
aoine  knowledg«  of  these  languages  ;''  and  that  the  naval  instructor  must 
u  paM"  in  L«tin  and  Greek  before  cntei'iug  on  his  fimctions.  I  know  one 
Buw  of  leltera,  who,  joining  the  service  well  grounded  in  the  tongue*) 
owed  to  the  luck  of  llie  nnvnl  inictructur's  being  a  claaaical  scholar  that  he 
did  not  loae  hit  grip  of  them.  But  loda  enter  in  such  a  raw  xtate,  have 
K>  much  time  to  bcitow,  both  in  tlie  training-ship  Srilannia  and  aAer- 
wvda,  an  pt«l««nonal  atmly,  and  llnd  the  literary  tradition  to  weak  in  llio 
Bary,lh>t>onwbowlelleri,oncient  and  modem,  have  never  flourished  there. 
Now  and  then  fhvnt  is  au  aeoompliahed  man— jnst  as  Cohingivood  wrote 
some  of  tbo  beat  English  of  hi*  time,  and  made  Lord  GrenvilJe  wonder 

"  fthiiea  ore  "  drON  **  to  Joek,  who  erdiiisrilj'  deea  all  his  work  barefoot,  and  the 
adn  of  wbMe  fcci  are  as  hacd  ■•  bom  la  conMXi»eiii)«. 
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irlure  be  got  his  ttyie.  One  good  kl]ow  io  my  period  nsed  to  bU  iulr<^ 
orcr  Plato  regularly  afl«r  dioner,  by  wlu^  be,  at  Icwt,  abowed  reapeet 
fi>r  the  name  aad  u^ueww  of  tbat  pbilowopbar.  Bui  tbougfa  Ibe  iiHgnzitw* 
mm)  rcTwwa  go  to  all  irdUrcgtihled  am—  mJ  though  tbo  Baht«  flnt 
the  oibcr  day  pcobtd)!/  carried  wtaa  lamittd  of  Hr.  Mudic's  voIobks 
away  with  it— ooo  would  like  to  am  more  than  this. 

Tbo  render  haa  probably  no  idea  how  nuny  «pare  bount  people  hare 
on  their  bands  at  aat,  in  orJioary  liioea ;  or  to  wliat  ahilVt  a  bminJeaa  man 
ItfOttibmil  tilling  ihcjunp.  Why  not  try  and  make  reading  a  little  more 
taidiionablc  I  Tboro  u  burdly  a  aat^eet,  hardly  a  btijniaRe,  which  tli« 
nsral  coan  would  not  linil  nactiil  in  Mme  phaat  of  hi*  earrcr,  or  which  (ti 
|MMnt  of  grnit  ttnpoTtanee)  his  career  would  not,  at  some  time,  aadat  him 
in  •tndyin^  For  acwiKv,  we  Ke  trhat  a  mTnl  experi«noc  can  do  by 
having  to  ibnn  Darwin,  Edward  Forbes,  aixl  lluxlcy ;  and,  in  £iict,  it  ia 
in  aciencc  lliat  tb«  navy  is  ntmng,  whoa  strong.  Bni,  besides  that  there 
ia  Imt  taut  of  Mu  aidi:  of  the  proftssion  l)cingn«^lcct*d  than  otbert,  it  ia 
«a  well  to  inust  tbat  there  are  otiiers.  A  naral  man  ahould  know  the 
biatory  of  the  nary,  particularly  when  it  ix  so  intimate  and  importaDt 
a  paitof  Ibe  world's  hiatoiy.  He  t^ulil  know  Mmething  of  tnlenuitional 
and  mariiime  law,  which  acta  Uirai^  bio  arm  in  the  but  reMirt.  Nor 
ftOgbl  he  to  be  without  tboec  more  brilliant  aoooaiplitbmcnl* — th*  Siting 
omamcnlA  of  a  man  whoae  puntion  make*  bim  the  gUMt,  and,  aeiBMime^ 
the  hostf  tit  sovereigns  and  amb.ismdorc.  IHs  external  cir^umBtancea 
aro  highly  farourablo  to  their  ocquirenicnt.  H«  ]Kiav«  from  clime  to 
clime ;  but  he  stays  long  enough  in  each  to  cn)oy  inr  greater  adToMagca 
Iban  thoac  of  ibe  ordiuary  trarellcr.  French,  Italian,  Spoaith  arc  the 
habitual  bngUAgcH  on  nearly  all  the  grot  ataliooa  where  a  mah-cf- 
war'acommae^OQ  iapaand;  and  be  is  sure  to  spend  yean  in  the  Mcdrter- 
nnean,  Ibe  whole  atmosphere  of  which  is  permeated  by  biatorioal  and 
literary  tradition.  There,  tlie  Etesiau  wiiids  blow  to  cool  bim  in  th«  dog- 
days,  OS  they  did  when  Ciarro  made  their  tunaly  rcfreshmoDt  and  ragalat 
prcraWce  na  argumenl  fur  the  worU'a  beiag  adimoialcnd  by  Dnrnw 
power.  The  ihunny  fish  from  which  Ariatophanca  drew  an  tlbetralion, 
and  tlie  mullet  from  which  Juveual  pointed  an  epigraoi,  are  still  abundant 
ID  tbat  luxurious  eva;  and  the  market-boata  briug  alongside  Iiia  ship  the 
pape*  and  figs  wiih  which  Horace  cooled  himself  when  walcin^  aAcra 
Bight  of  too  much  wine.  He  cruises  in  the  wake  of  ^neas  ;  tad  eaaM 
anchor  in  the  same  harboarH  i»  ^t.  Piiul.  He  goes  to  fill  cn>k(  with 
watvr,  to  Sytacaae,  and  the  Troad;  catches  baskeUfull  of  tinh  with  a 
seiBO,  OD  the  shore  of  Marathon  ;  eal«  capital  liulo  hams  for  bntkCut 
from  thecouatry  of  Ennius;  shoots  red'legged  partridges  at  Lemoos;  and 
wild  dock,  wlun  winter  hns  set  in,  on  tbo  coaatt  of  the  old  Coecyrn.  And 
beenjoys  adrsnt:igt.-s  like  ihriK  at  enviable  leisure,  and  vnith  an  iiido- 
pendouc  only  to  be  coinuiandcd  by  the  opulent  lord  of  a  kot  yacht. 

DtviaioRS  of  our  Alc-ditcrraneau  squadron  are  iu  Ibe  Aigiaa,  or  alioBt 
the  Joniaii  Islands,  for  mouths  at  a  time,  and  spend  whole  weeks  at  porta 
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from  wfakli  llic  ciMt  curious  sceoca  of  ancieot  liiaUry  are  eaulj  aCiOcni1>I«. 
Facilities  like  Oie^K,  BOmc  M>iiiiterpiiris  of  which  cxid  on  nl!  tho  i,tiiiian)^ 
OUgfal  to  Kimtil.ilc  our  nttrnl  officers  (o  Inirn  more  tli*D  tlicy  do  of  th« 
pwd  irhoK  tmcv»  meet  them  at  every  turn.  And,  were  tbia  doctriiifl 
Aoeepted  «nd  acted  on,  tli«  nnvy,  which  »lr«w!}'  pccum  to  »  ydimgnttir  hII 
the  monl  and  Hocitil  advantagea  of  a  gmt  bi<(orieal  pnblic  tctiool,  vrould 
add  to  its  proreanonBl  culture  a  g«n«nil  culture, — the  tuiion  of  which 
with  th«  oA«r  adrantagm  of  the  trainiiig  vould  constitute  an  eductLtion 
of  Ac  BMMt  perfect  kind. 

I  MD  afiaid  iLftt  our  naval  instructor  hiu  lod  in«  into  a  digreMion,  and 
incwn  in«  awn^r  from  those  who  ai«  still  to  be  mentioned  of  hia  ward-rooai 
incaBinatO.  But  the  duties  of  the  ^Dtlemen  in  ijUMtioTi  are  so  purely 
ciril,  that  it  will  be  su£[!ci«it  to  mcntiou  them  in  a  very  brief  way.  1'ho 
inrgaon  and  hk  aasirtant-Burgeona — (iheee  laM  were  only  promoted  into 
the  ward-room  after  much  ngilntitin,  not  many  years  ago.) — bare,  of 
comse,  been  educated  for  tiieir  iirofesBioQ,  in  juM  the  same  manner  ns  iheir 
brolhor  docton  of  town  and  coimtry.  Tbeir  "sick  liit,"  prcapnted  to 
tbo  captain  every  morning,  hua  nothing  ilialtoctivL-Iy  navttl  about  it;  and 
Iheir  "  sick  bay  "  probably  docs  not  differ  from  any  hoiq^ial  ward,  cxoept 
ia  iti  mode*!  tixe,  and  in  llie  &ct  tliat  the  pstienta  ewing  in  "  cot*,"  which 
imdolate  gently  with  the  unduiationa  of  the  veeeel.  In  action— aa  ia  well 
kooHiv-  the  aurgical  work  is  done  under  wuter  on  tlse  orlop  deck ;  and  the 
tahle  in  the  cockpit,  at  which  th«  midahipnien  perform  their  toilettes,  bears 
the  traditional  name  of  the  amputaiiau  table  fmm  thut  circumstance.  '11ie 
naiua  recall  /forfmrt  linndmi.  But  ihc  anrgeou  ol"  Smollett  is  «p  extinct  as 
the  chaplain  cf  Dibdiu  and  the  puraur  uf  Marryatt.  The  purser — oltemntcly 
Jaek'a  bolt  and  bugbear  in  old  dsyn— who  was  supposed  to  swindle  him 
is  hb  do|i«,'  and  poiaoo  him  in  his  provii^cna, — has  bloomed  into  a  pny- 
nuatef  in  tlw  ^e  id  which  wc  live.  Ilo  has  bccom«  not  only  qu  irre- 
proacfaaUy  respeetable,  but,  sometimes,  u  nther  prcntinently  g^nleel  man. 
And  (he  reader  who  had  formed  bis  notions  cf  the  service  IW>m  the  old 
aea  novels  would  be  surprised,  on  peeping  into  a  ward-room,  to  boar  Smuggy, 
the  pajmaater,  diadtaaiiig  the  Piccolomtni  with  the  junior  lieutenant  of 
gunnea;  wtulethenngeonaBd  chaplnin  enlightened  a  little  group  of  mess- 
malca  on  the  effect  of  Dr.  Lnshington's  judgment  in  the  case  of  Etiays 
md  Stzirwt.  Ton  shrewd,  grave,  rather  stilT-lookiug  man— probably 
Scotch— is  the  chief  engineer.  Tins  ia  an  officjer  added  to  tbo  ward-room 
la  quite  reocDl  tiroes,  by  the  nnivcrsal  adoption  of  steam  in  the  navy;  and 
at  praMBU,  perhapa,  a  little  out  of  his  clement.  The  suhordinato  offloen 
of  Ats  branch,  unlike  those  of  others  have  n  mess  to  theDvaelves,  instead  of 
paSBDg  tlirough  the  gun-room, — an  arrangement  which  must  surely  isolate 
them,  and  keep  tbcm  from  acquiring  the  tone  of  the  profosion. 

The  gun-room  In  a  line-of-bmtle  ship  occupies  the  aftur-port  of  the 
lower  deck,  aa  the  ward-room  docs  that  of  the  main  deck  just  nbovo  it. 
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TlMiptM  taken  iaeonpnaettwosgiia, one ooucli" quarter."  The  porU 
Inha  of  ihna,  and  thm  tUn-fnrta,  give  tbc  aponment  lU  liglit  and  air. 
A  atnngcr  would  hudljr  be  |x«i«rad  for  Ihe  amininl  c>f  oomfbrt  whicli  U 
nalbnl  tmitr  aoeb  eoaAtkos.  Bm  wh«t  wiib  a  good  oil-cloili,  and  wdl- 
ciubMMd  todten,  and  a  judiami*  paiattiiig  of  ilw  gun-camigc*,  and  tilk 
cortunt  onr  tk*  fiai  lirJw,.  fhnn.  afaok  *  a<k  of  aberry  in  ilie 
oorMT, — «  g«ft-io«a  a  a  MfttaaaJy  {deanBt-IooUng  place  of  abode. 
Uti»  aaaaa,  ww  fiiy  «w^  iht  jrwUli  af  Utc  junior  gmdefl  of  Ibe  nsrj 
— nMwWvaaBU,  BwdAijutn^  unl  taAtu — to  vbom  li«  open  the  rood 
(ihoagh  it  ia  na  my  «ttc)  la  tk»  Vjgln'ii  prists  of  the  aorwe ;  aecond-

A  lub-liMiteBviI  is  ao  placed  ibal  be  maj  bare  to  do  tbe  aame  work 
a»  tkiha  tlw  licntcnant  abore  or  ibo  aiidnbt]iatta  b«'low  bim,  Mcocdii^  10 
ibe  number  of  ofEccn  of  tbe  tbrcc  grades  in  tbe  thip  at  vty  given  tine. 
He  nMjr  bavr  cbarfptofa-wcbj  oommaikd  of  one  of  tbe  larger  boati^  i^. 
Janncli,  tiai^,  or  pinaac« ;  coaunsnd  of  a  divinon  of  qoaiten  ;  charge  of 
a  dc«k ;  or  he  majr  acnre  amlcr  a  lieoii^naat  tn  anjr  ct  tben  oapadtio*. 
In  ettber  case,  tbe  Dudjrhigicun,  of  eoima^  ia  tinder  btm;  though  a 
oiidtbipmaii'a  duties  would  bo  jiut  the  same  as  bli  wen  sob-UeutenanU 
dcfieie&t  in  tltat  [larticalu  ship.  Tben  bars  bean  wnnl  daagasdiiting 
IsM  jrcan  in  thv  rcgahitioas  rvlatiiig  to  aidshi|atat.  The  old  *""(r*"^' 
wns^  that  ym  entered  (geaeraUy  at  thirteen)  aa  TolBnteer  ef  tbe  fint- 
flaw  -  fir  naval  oadct,  as  it  was  oftcrwardi  called — pasciBg  an  examinatioD 
wbkb  onljr  tolod  joor  power  to  read  and  write.  AAer  two  ytan' 
service  another  cjauninatioo — not  at  all  severe — Btsdo  joq  a.  midship- 
Dan ;  and  Ibnr  jresrs  of  midiblpinan  serrioe  rolled  bj  before  jrou  wen 
calkd  on  to  pas*  for  licutctuiat.  Bat  the  vbole  training  of  jouagslcn 
(to  UM  tbe  good  old  gnn-rooiB  term,  which  divided  the  mcM  into 
joui^sicrs  and  oldstvrs)  baa  bcca  rcivluiicnlied.  Tbejr  sie  now  sent  to 
tbe  Ininitig-iliip,  Brilaiuua,  a  veneraltlc  throe-decker,  at  present  stationtd 
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■t  PortJaad,  beJbre  being  itppointed  to  a  sea-gcMDg  sliip  at  all.  Thny  hove 
to  "paaa**  to  get  into  hur,  and  lo  "(Jina"  to  get  wit  of  her.  After 
ei^tcco  months'  *ea-aervice,  tlie/  "  pn» "  again ;  nnd  tliry  compl'-le 
Ifaeir  whole  counc  io  nx  months  l««s  than  they  uaed  to  do,  It  was  a 
fear  low,  till  another  modificniion  not  lon^  ngo;  it  modification  proving, 
I  siupccti  tbnt  tli«lr  lordships  of  liie  Aduiinilly  found  they  hud  beeo 
working  at  too  high  prt^asure.  Undoubted ty,  ttio  cducAlion  i^T  nnviil 
offioeni  WM  tnucli  neglected  twenty  years  ago,  and  is  greatly  improving 
now.  But  we  may  pueli  a  necessary  reforui  too  luu'd;  and  no  Englishmsa 
can  wish  lo  see  thu  grand  henrly  old  niivy  lilted  wllli  what  the  Fienoh 
call  *'  I'clytcchnises."  The  roeklesenesj  of  iho  old  "  raids,"  iheir  gay 
iiB|Hidencc,  tJieir  incxlinguinlia!)]!:  fun,  were  elements  in  the  superiority 
which  made  oar  officers  beat  all  ihu  world.  They  wore  the  nitre  in  the 
gunpowder,  nn  ingredient  without  which  nil  the  others  would  have  been 
nseleu,  And  though  your  modem  "luid"  has  EomeLimes  beenainero 
■well,  I  would  have  more  hope  of  *  Bwel!  than  a  prig. 

Midshipiiieu,  as  ilw  reader  iiuiy  Euppow;,  have  raucli  more  seicntifia 
mid  book-work  than  used  to  be  the  case ;  nod  yet  all  the  old  fimciions 
oT  the  rank  must  be  discharged  as  UKual.  There  is  a  midaliipman  to  each 
cf  the  finallcr  boats — fitat  and  aocontl  cutters,  jolly-lwiit,  Ac. ;  a  midship- 
man to  each  "  ti>p,"  when  the  ship's  company  are  working  alof^;  one  nt 
ncfa  divijiion  of  <jtiart<:t>i ;  and  so  on,  jnsL  ns  I  hiive  described  in  the  case 
of  hig^ict  officers.  They  are  the  Ktercurics  of  tiie  uava!  Olympus;  wjngtd 
metteogtn  ot  the  higher  dcitivx,  wliose  ciders  tliey  convey,  repent,  and 
IM  canted  out.  "  ICun,  sir  T'  1  have  heard  a  captain  or  first  lieutenant 
■ay,  when  tlie  midshipman  secnicd  about  to  exucule  hU  comniaudu  in  too 
leimrety  and  dignified  a  manner.  And  run  he  muKt;  especially  tn  route 
to  Ui  lop  (that  neat,  but  aiiy  apurlinenl,  looking  sonielhing  like  a  crow's 
Mst,  at  tho  head  of  tlie  lower  masts),  u)>Ie-!a  he  would  be  run  over,  and 
1mv«  his  fingeta  squeezed  by  llie  ti-eod  of  the  swarm  of  slout  fellows 
laahiag  (he  wbi^e  ma&^ive  rigging  shake  in  hia  ronr. 

Of  t]>eduti«i  of  the  second  master  and  master's  luoiHtanUi,  I  know  only 
one  with  which  unprofcauonsl  readers  can  have  an  iiileUJgeut  sympathy. 
From  time  tnimemorial  these  gentlemen  have  had  In  xltind  at  the  grcg- 
batt,  and  sec  tho  grog  served  out — an  imporlaui  duty,  the  discharge  of 
which  has  invested  them,  such  is  the  playliilneas  of  naval  humour,  with 
Iho  title  (itSyngt.  Of  their  other  in eHginates,  the  clerks,  it  is  equally  un- 
neeeamry  to  spen):  in  detail.  Tlicir  duties  are  performed  in  the  office; 
Ibr  a  man-of-war  hat  its  ciScc,  with  detks  and  rutcri,  as  it  haa  its  dijc- 
penssry,  with  gallipola  and  drugs ;  and  do  not,  iu  fact,  essenlialiy  diSer 
from  the  duties  of  book-kccpcra  and  mercnntilc  clerks  on  share.  Tlie 
naval  codtria,  Again,  do  not  nt  once  fall  into  the  whole  routine  of  idiip's 
doty,  but  arc  geuvrally  excused  night-watches,  that  they  may  attend 
««4i«ftl.  What  duty  they  do  is,  of  coui'sc,  similar  to  that  of  midohipinen; 
and  at  quartcn  acme  of  llicm  act  .ts  aidc-de-camps  to  the  captain,  whoso 
otJcrs  the/  ctu-ry  to  diflcreni  parts  of  the  ship. 
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I  have  pT«vioM|j  mmHoiu^  Ifai;  viantait-<iSi<xn,  boatuwiiin,  ^nner, 
nnd  carpenter— •>  fofming  so  iattnatdiaM  rack  brl«T«n  tfa«  regular  aiid 
Uie  "  petty  "  officen,  and  b»Tiiig  cabins  of  Iboir  <mn.  B«t  to  ailempt  to 
dcaeribc  their  lunction.1,  or  tboM  of  tlie  pet^  odBecra,  in  dcUi),  would  lead 
ua  into  lodmicalities  not  within  tli«  proper  scope  of  tbia  paper.  1%* 
boabnrain  baa  atiraya  been  a  broorite  with  naval  noveliatsi  beoaiMe, 
riting  &t'ia  the  nnlo,  be  bringa  fra»hne»  of  diajraeter  along  with  liim, 
whili;  hii  gnuital  edtUBtfon  k  Jnat  anlBoieitt  to  induce  bim  to  speQuIato  un 
intvUeclual  anbjects  vrith  a  curiooa  originalit}'.  He  i»  inore  dir««tljr  ooq> 
ncelod  with  the  maatcr  tban  with  anj  otbcr  olEcer,  barnig  pecuUur  charge, 
under  him,  of  rigging,  stores,  Ae.  His  pipe  (a  bondaoMe  aih-er  wbiiAtc) 
aoBunons  the  crew  to  deck,  nnd  scrcftms  musical^  recfmiHTC  to  the  orders 
wfaeo  the  work  is  gMQg  oa.  I&deet],  more  Uian  any  mao,  the  boatawnin 
ntiswcn  to  the/oremctn  cf  a  basiTitsi  4:stablishmetit,  leading  the  band*,  and 
l>«ng  himself  the  first  hnnd.  The  boatswains  are,  lu  bet,  the  cnKk  bm- 
men  I'f  llie  service — embodying  in  n  higher  form  the  best  qnalitk*  of  ibe 
oanimoa  seamen  of  the  country.  The  gunuer'a  moHt  important  duty  is  U) 
lake  charge  of  wary  thing  belonging  to  the  powder-mngMine,  the  keyw  of 
whieh  he  ncdvee,  when  nectiisiry,  from  the  cuniRiunder,  and  of  all  the 
■■tores  by  which  the  fighting  work  of  tl»«  veeml  is  done.  'Hie  cnrpcntcr's 
duties  are  sufEciL-ully  indluited  by  kia  name.  And  mcb  of  the  tlirte  has 
bis  own  ntiiff — bcntswain's  nifttos,  gimuer'e  mutes,  ic,  who  rank  as  chief 
pelly  (ifiicer»,  OOier  chief  petty  officers  are  the  master-at-arms  (who 
regulates  what  we  m.iy  call  the  police  of  the  diip,  and  whose  ome  is  the 
terror  of  the  boys);  tha  chief  captain  of  ihc  fwecastlc  (aipremc  in  that 
region);  the  ship's  cook;  numen's  schoolmNstcr.  But  iheiw  are  two 
whole  claases  of  petty  officers — ^lirst-clssM  working  petty  officers,  and  second- 
class  ditto — below  thes&  The  network  of  subordination  14  spread,  in 
short,  OTcr  lb«  entire  life  of  a  man-of-war;  so  that,  to  a  crow  of  ibx 
hundred  men,  there  will  hardly  be  less  than  n  hundred  "officers,"  tnkiog 
in  oil  grades,  high  and  humble,  together.  This  somewhat  lessens  Ae 
apiwrcnt  anomaly  of  all  thut  mass  of  men  being  governed  by  a  handftil  of 
iboir  ftjlow' creatures  whioh  strikes  an  observer  so  viridly  when  be  fiis* 
Mdsfoot  on  a  man-of-war's  deck. 

Thii  syslera  of  subordination  works  so  easily,  becanso  it  works  by 
help  of  a  system  of  classification, — as  vraa  pointed  out  above.  Tfaangh 
CKM^titialJy  n  living  unity,  a  coherent  individual  whole,  yet  a  man-of-war 
nitnins  to  be  this  hy  dint  of  a  carefid  dividon  and  adjustment  of  parts. 
Her  crew  iti  clnsHified  in  several  distinct  ways,  according  to  tlie  dilTerent 
clawea  of  duty  that  devolve  upon  them,  in  differrnl  parts  of  tlio  ship's 
duily  life.  Thus,  a  ship — y«a  ship — has  to  be  sailed.  For  that  pnrpoK, 
bei  crew  are  divided,  and  appointed  to  partienl«r  stations,  where  they  go 
when  Tiaiifical  operations  are  on  hand.  There  are  foreculletneii,  fbretop- 
men,  maintopmen,  and  an  afterguard  which  works  on  ieiAr,  nnd  do«  not 
go  aloft.  Each  of  these  twts  of  men  has  its  captain  and  second  captain; 
each  top  its  midahipraau, — and  at  the  sumuions,  "  Hands  reef  topsails,"  or

wlial  Dut,  everybody  known  wliere  to  boljilte  JiioWflf  and  w1i«t  liis  work 
is.  Again,  a  inaii-«f-ir«r — qua  niau-of-n-ar — hns  to  be  fonght.  For  llidt 
parpoac^  li«r  ckw  ai«  divided  aod  appoinud  to  pitrliuiikr  sUtiouH  at 
"quorlew."  Tiiere  are  llio  fonviird-ujijicr.dtck  <iuartcr*,  niwl  aAer* 
npfMjT-d«clc  qtiarlcrx  ;  forward -main-deck  quiu-lcrs,  arte  r-inain -deck 
quartiTH,  and  bu  «t).  Eaclt  man  belongs  to  a  partiailai'  division,  iiiid  a 
inrliculnr  gun  in  the  division,  and  a  parlicnlm- number  iii  the  gtui ;  eu 
witen  tli4!  drum  and  ^h  call  him  to  iiunrtur*,  lie  knows  just  a^  well  wlii,-rc 
to  go  M  ho  know  whoro  to  go  wlion  the  boatauain'j  jiipe  called  him  to 
make  or  *l)Ortcii  mil.  Onoe  mort;,  a  ship  fans  a  social  ns  ivcll  aaa  naval  or 
military  life,  and  xavn  cnl,  drink,  and  sleep  there,  as  in  a  village  or  a 
barrack.  Aooordingly,  the  men  ate  dividt^d  into  metses. — each  niciM 
having  its  own  tabic  at  a  certain  place  on  the  lower  deck,  and  one  member 
of  tbo  mesa  being  cooli.,  and  going  for  its  nliarc  of  provlstonB  to  the  galley 
•a<^  day.  So,  too,  every  man  hna  hi«  bug  fnr  litB  clothcM  and  his  hammock 
to  slc^  in,  and  has  preacribed  houn  and  plaa-s  fur  tlio  use  of  both. 
And  aineo  a  ahip,  as  a  whole,  never  iieepn,  there  b<iiig  no  juch  conipletQ 
Hwpenatoa  of  life  possible  in  a  sliip,  aa  in  a  country  nmnsiun,  nil  tho 
ofli«eraar«  divided  JDto  three  watches,  and  all  the  crew  into  two.  The 
tlirvc  watchea  are  fornit^d  as  fullowii : — Morning  watch  four  «.u.  to 
eight  KM.;  foretiooQ  o'stcli.  eight  to  twelve;  aflciacion  watch,  twelve  to 
four  r.ti. ;  lir«C  dog-watoh,  four  to  six;  second  dog-wntch,  six  to  eight  j 
first  vatch,  eight  to  twelve;  niiJUIe  watch,  twvlvc  to  four  a.U,  This 
Tonad  complatM  th*  Iwcnty-rotir  hount,  aud  the  division  into  dog-watches 
w>ciiTes  that  nobody  shall  have  the  same  watch  two  nighti  running.  The 
mta'i  two  vatchca  are  called  the  starboard  and  liuboard  wiilchos,  and  aro 
held  alternately,  according  to  the  diviaiou  of  time  jutt  deacribed.  The 
mMlahipoiaD,  when  each  watch  brgints  niiistei's  it  from  Ilia  "  watch  bill," 
a  liulc  book  so-cnllcit,  containing  all  the  men's  namiw  ;  corres]iondiiig  to 
which  there  ts  anoihur  book,  the  "  qunttec  bill,"  for  ^uiilar  tise  when  tho 
<KW  meet  at  quartvre.* 

The  rnwier  seea  frvm  this  sketch  in  liow  many  relations  each  man 
•Uads  to  the  general  work  of  a  man-of-war,  and  how  definitely  each 
xolation  is  fixed  for  liim.  Yon  ringlettcd  yonng  aenninn  with  iho  cniTings — 
(a&voiuilc  natiiicai  dandyism) — is,  foriiititaiicc,  afuretopniau;  is  "  No.  3, 
111*  loader,"  at  the  bow-gun  on  the  main-dt-ck  j  take*  an  oar  in  the 
jMODaoe,  belongs  to  the  starboard  watc'i,  and  alecps  tn  a  bamuiock,  of  which 
line  munber  is  2'LO,  and  which  he  stows  in  the  larboard  waiM  Iinmmock 
ncttii^a.  Under  all  conditions,  tluit  ainart  youlli  knows  where  li*  is 
expected  to  be,  just  as  his  captain  of  the  forctop  knows  that  in  reeling 
topMols  hi»  place  la  at  "the  weulher  caning."  Obacrve,  however, 
tiiat  as  in  cneli  of  his  stations  our  foretopmnn  docs  not  nrccsMrily  work 
witli  tlie  aatne  batch  of  \ia  sliipmates,  the  dilTerent  aealiuns  or  ship  life 
all  interpeiwrtrite  each  othvr.     This  contributes  to  the  oneness  of  charnc-

The  public opiuioD of  &iBut-vf-war>ft'r  ex«tnpl<^  uuddiniU'ly  known 
and  fvlt  tts  ihat  of  a  town.  Tike  m«n  hsv^  their  favoiiriic  officcnt  and  their 
nnpopular  utHccn— jtuit  u»  the  offioera  thetnaelvt^s  giv«  a  cetttua  well- 
undentood  etaiva  to  tach  of  their  own  bodyi  nod  have  a  lendancy  to  »plit 
their  niCMm  into  oUqttM^  oeoordii^  to  tostv  nod  inclioution.  To  the  tuiidit 
of  the  navy,  hcrmvtr,  be  tt  alwaya  r«member«d,  that  it  hai  neTor  bem  a 
qtUHTclBomc  [mrfcaaioiL  When  duvlling  vtita  conimon,  it  wa*  alwaja  leaa 
oonuBon  ibeic  than  io  umilur  BOciuUea.  Y«t,  wliat  atMia  can  be  greatw 
on  die  human  t«mper  t[ian  for  a  tet  cf  bmo,  arbitraiily  broug^tit  together, 
Io  b*  oomprlled  to  live  in  each  ollier's  tight,  anJ  at  the  luuiic  lablu,  day 
aA«r  day,  year  atuz  yuur — engaged  in  occupaliona  which  ara  apt  to 
bc-cnmo  veiy  ««ariiwinc,  vivwad  m  a  rouliiMl  I  hare  IcDown  men  liw 
togfeiber,  day  and  Digbi,  utting  aiid  drinking  in  each  olhei-'*  company,  and 
■CTTtng  in  the  Mine  watch,  without  inlerchnnging  a  word  which  the 
neccenties  of  the  service  allu^ved  them  M  help  I  Tlils  ia  called  "Not 
pnMing  thcialt,"  and  may  Inat  for  wetlu  and  months;  in  extnano  taaa, 
eren  for  the  whole  couituiwioo.  Uore  eommotily,  however,  the  pride  of 
one  of  the  pnrtii;*  to  the  qiinnvl  gttca  wny ;  ho  takca  occnaioik,  wh<iii  ifaa 
tnesa  are  euterl^itiiiiig  ntnuigen,  and   an   imnaiud  jollity  of  wotiiBeMt 

prm-ailH,  to  »cnti  round  fi  niess-son-iint  lo  Mr. ,  the  eoamy,  and  aak 

him  lo  ''  Uike  wtiic ; "  which  cuurtcsy  buvtug  once  beui  accepted,  friendly 
relations  are  resumed  without  explanation  or  rvroark.  And  in  nine  easel 
out  of  ten,  the  dispute  which  k-d  lo  tlie  rupture  has  been  a  trivial  one ; 
baa  risen  out  of  Mime  ini{iutivut  expression,  such  as  are  irredoslihle  when, 
by  enlurofd  lunvciationf,  tmra  IravpJ  (na  Goidsmith  snys)  orer  each  otber'a 
minds.  FortuiuiUly,  the  conditions  of  grave  quarrelling  arc  absent,  as  a 
gcneml  nilp,  from  Daral  mcesM.  Cards  an  taboncd,  btiting  discouraged, 
and  gaoibUng  auknoim.  Public  ijueaiiL-na  ure  selduin  of  inlemt  enough 
to  fiirnish  occnnion  for  a  icw.  1  havo  kncwn  iellows  ^UarcI  on  a  Whig 
and  Tory  (jn^iion,  tliough  such  c|antTc!»  arc  mre.  Indeed,  the  nary  has 
never  been  rvtnnrkable  for  keen  political  tiding.  Men's  Dominal  poltlica 
are  tinuully  iIiom  of  tlieir  liimiiics — tliat  in,  of  the  party  which  brought  them 
into  the  nen-icc,  and  lo  which  they  Itwk  for  promotion.  But  the  rtnl 
politics  of  the  navy  am  pccnltar  and  mi  getitrit.  Thoy  are  at  ODoe 
aristocratic  and  anti-oligatdueal, — arislocmtia  against  "«ob^"-r-aBd 
tiBgad  wilh  a  not  unaatunil  rndicsli^m  io  relstion  to  the  100  rapid 
immotion  of  •<  swoIIk." 

And  nnw,  pcrhnps,  1  cnnnol  do  better  tlian  briefly  describe  what  a  intio- 
of-wur's  Uiiily  rouliuu  is.  Let  us  suppose  oar  line-of- battle  nhip  lying  in 
harbriitr  at  &lnlta — iho  hend-qunrUrs  and  general  rendezvous  of  the  Ucdi> 
terranean  station.  Aldn}'brcak,nshriU  pipe  sounds  through  the  lower  dock^ 
TboboatAWain'snuiteruoslo  and  fro,  roaring — "Rouse  out,  here — route  oat 
— showaltgl"  And,  with  many  a  grunt,  the  nituu  of  human  beings  wokeu 
into  life,  and,  hisbing  up  ibcit  hammocks,  the  men  trot  up  the  liatchway- 
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bcUem  witli  them,  aad  i)i«  dsy  begins.  Wiuhiitg  docks  la  tho  lin>t  thing 
done.  'Vbe  grating  noise  of  tlm  ho]v*tonc  bngim,  luid  ccvcni  ihu  duck  vritli 
a  ihin  paalAof  gny  miii;  ihi-d,  <lWu£^d  o(  nntcr  diacciid,  LeiwrtM  ttre 
bnndislMd,  the  smooth  I'lanks  rc-apprar,  whi^o  no  Imrkcd  treM,  and  nru 
robbed  dry  und  "  dumb-iwraped."  Mumnbil^,  tlie  cook  and  hia  myr- 
midnna  haro  had  llie  oleagiacus  cocoa  Miiinicvin^  in  the  huge  coppers, 
Mid  bvfbrc  (.-igbc  ihc  men  nrc  *t  liu-ir  morniiig  meal,  Uippiii;;  thuir  bwcuit 
inio  lh«  hnt  biown  KiilT,  and  cheerfully  chattering  over  tjie  Ht>1>cT  boivl. 

Tli«  boiuboat  ba«  cdine aloogtide  by  this  lime,  wiib  or augw  aiid  ^r"!'''*! 
laaf'brfod  {aaiiliti,  coH  lack),  herrings,  and  »iniilar  diiintiui ;  yiliil'-.  in  the 
oock-pit,  thf  guiv-rooiii  bdficcrs  are  altirlng  themsulve)  over  (Jit-ir  {wwtcr 
basina  and  liltla  looking-glassea,  and  giving  audience  U>  the  aallow  »ad  l«o 
pertinacMtu  Uallctcduo.  At  eight,  top-gaJlantynrds  arc  croejcd, — nmnnit 
aad  pietty  operation,  in  which  thediipa  of  a  equadrva  love  to  vie  niih  eacli 
other.  At  nine,  ooiacs  qaartcts,  when  the  mm  are  mustered,  iospected, 
and,  perhaps  cxcrciacd;  while  the  ahip's  band  plays  lively  nirs  on  the 
poop.  The  suigeoD^s  and  other  rqKii-la  are  received  >ii  the  tureuuon  by 
the  captain,  and  dclinquentn  come  hviorc  him  to  have  thdr  cases  heard, 
being  rasanded  le  arcut  tl'  a  actious  offeDCC  ts  eMablialied  ngainat  them. 
Ti>e  minor  pnnislimenta  in  a  man-of-war  are  "  watered  grog,"  atop|>vd 
leavo,  enforocd  valking  of  the  deck,  and  such  like.  The  most  fci'ious 
pnniabmeDt  is  flogging,  which  ia  inilicted  in  the  morning  in  pri-ienuo  of 
th*  wliolu  ud&cen  and  crew.  It  ii  now  infhclcd  only  tor  repented 
dTQiiktoneas  at  «M,  Vt  for  downrij^ht  acta  of  ineiibordi nation.  The 
captain  cannot  icilict  more  than  four  doxi-n  ksliM  on  liui  own  authority, 
aor  can  lie  flog  till  twenty-four  boura  aAer  the  ofl'cnco,  and  he  must  in 
every  case  prepare  a  *'  warrant "  setting  forth  the  crime,  whidi  is  trims- 
milled  to  tii«  Admirally  in  rvgulur  courae.  The  various  occupiitjuns  uf 
tlic  day  DOW  proceed.  Boato  move  away  to  (he  dockyard  or  Tictuol- 
ling-yard.  Uidshipmen  vlart  olF  in  ansivt-r  to  the  wtdl-kuoivn  "  aignal 
fiir  a  midaliipniiui "  (a  union-jack  at  tlie  peak),  and  bring  (rom  tlie 
ftag-sluj>  the  admiml's  new  general  ordcis.  Parlica  nra  working  at  pre- 
pntiom  of  rope,  hluciJn;;  Act,  and  tu  forth ;  and  ibe  sailmaket  and 
fab  crew,  the  carpenter  and  his  crcAv,  hnvo  all  tbeir  several  occupa- 
tions on  hand.  Some  of  tho  olBcem  depart  in  tlie  green  and  yellovr 
or  otlierwiM  gaudy  sbore-boAts,  on  leave ;  othcni  of  chem  arc  at  their 
detki^  writing  letters  home,  or  lounging  on  the  lockers,  reading  noreli 
from  Ur.  Geoige  Utur's  exeellenl  library  in  Struda  Iteale;  or  taking 
a  ccoutittuional  mi  the  poop^  and  watching  in  tlic  delicious  soutbera  air 
the  stir  of  that  noUv  Valcita  Imrliour.  At  half-past  eleven,  you  may 
see  the  grog  being  mixed  in  n  tub  in  llio  waist,  and  tlie  aliip's  goat 
trotting  up  for  hi$  little  tot  of  Et  to  the  fragrant  pool.  The  allowance 
ofgrog  has  been  reduced  «ince  my  day,  and  I  obfcrrc  that  the  Yaikkocs 
have  aboli^ed  it  altogether.  Noon  brings  dinner  and  the  bumboat 
■gain  ;  and  the  men  settle  to  their  pork  or  beef  at  their  messes  on  the 
Iinrer  deck,  and  prcsoilly  come  up  in  knots  to  enjoy  on  the  foreeastia 
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the  evcr-wclcome  whiff.  In  the  nficrDOon,  work  in  mttmcil ;  casks  ore 
seen  nvingio^  in;  parties  nrc-  ut  mmikec  nuiI  gun  drill;  laOa  aie  «xercUiiig 
with  the  mizeii-U'fiMil.  About  (he  lime  tiie  mva  go  to  supper  (that  l«, 
ten),  the  oSiccra  go  to  dinner  ;  ami  in  n  crack  }k[edtteiTuni-uii  ship  a  miil- 
aliipmaa  will  give  you  as  good  it  dinner  as  nny  gentleman  neod  wisli  to 
■it  doivn  to.  Sunset  closes  th«  oIKciiil  Any:  bnng  1  goes-A  miukcl,  nnd 
iowa  goes  tlie  ensign  from  lh«  flng-sufT;  tlie  topgallant  jnrdt  deaoeod  as 
if  by  magic  ;  and,  after  anolhor  inspection  of  ttii^  men,  and  pipe  dovm  hain- 
mocl^x,  all  is  Konnalill.  The  officers  on  li-avcgo  toiliv  link  Optra  in  Struda 
Tt-atn>,  aii<l  wind  up  with  -a  roaal  quail  at  Joe  Micailere,  and  un  hour  or 
two  of  billiaids.  Those  on  board  take  n  sniok?  at  iho  bowport  on  the 
main  deck,  or  on  diiiira  between  the  guna  in  the  after  pnrl  it  it. 

At  Ko,  all  the  Mrings  of  discipline  nre  dmwn  tig)it4.T,  diougl)  tbe 
routine  U  very  timilar  to  tlint  which  lias  been  di-iieribed.  Tlxi  officer*' 
dinnpT-timc  is  earlier;  thpre  is  more  exeicintng  of  diflcrcut  kinds;  the 
midKliipnmu  of  the  watch  }ia»  the  tog  to  hcnvu  every  hour,  tind  the  result 
to  enter  in  the  gescTid  log-book,  besides  having  more  matter  lo  write  ia 
his  own  priviitc  log  than  iuiiarbour.  He  And  Iiisbi-ollier  "mids"  must  take 
obBerv-ationg,  too,  iit  noon.  The  orilinary  work— trimming  sails,  niukingand 
shortening  siiil,  Ac,  is  done  at  se.i  by  ihc  wnteh ;  and  "  »ll  hands"  are  only 
Etimtnoned  !br  heavier  operations,  and  at  sunset,  when  the  vessel  ia  "made 
snug  "  for  the  night.  The  men  of  the  watch  arc  mustered  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  watch  by  the  miJshipmiin  entering  on  duty,  nnd  at  tbe 
close  of  it  the  midBhipiiiau  "  calls  "  tlie  lieutenant,  nnd  the  tinartiTmartcT 
tbe  officer  lielow  him,  whose  turn  it  is  to  succeed.  Every  kind  of  work 
is  carriid  on,  in  a  man-of-war,  I  may  observe,  in  silence,  and  without  the 
"Yo,  heave,  hoi"  of  the  mercJiant  service;  and  is  done  in  set  form*,  nnd 
with  a  certain  decorous  orderliness.  Thus,  in  reefing  topsiils,  "SJaa 
the  rigging,"  is  one  command,  "Way  aloft,"  anolbei';  and  each  step  of 
the  work  follows  ttic  clear  loud  cry  of  tlie  officer,  whose  voice  alone 
is  audible  by  the  hundreils  who  nre  executing  bia  comninnds.  Yet 
tlit're  is  no  j>edantio  nicety  of  silence  at  limes  when  it  is  less  necesiary; 
and  at  night,  during  ilie  (int  watch,  when  the  good  sliip  is  bowling 
along  ia  the  ijuicl  moonlight,  a  pleasant  voice  will  be  heard  break- 
ing into  song  from  the  groiip  of  inen  huddled  among  their  pilot-ocata 
in  tlie  wnliit-  On  such  occasions,  the  officer  of  the  watch,  turning  from 
the  binnacle,  whi-re  he  has  seen  that  she  continues  to  lie  her  course, 
reeumca  cheerfully  his  monotououa  walk — thanking,  probably,  in  his  heart, 
the  ^i3od  fi'llow  whose  voice  reminds  him  that  life  is  not  all  labour  and 
respuneibility,  and  that  there  are  such  things  as  fitn^and  muuio,  and  hop^ 
mid  love,  and  rt.-st,  nnd  home. 
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TilK  not  T<*rj*  dignified  panic  wliidi  wns  excited  nomc  few  week*  ago  by 
tlie  garattcn  bn*,  like  most  oihcr  subjcctg  which  riiiac  the  same  sort  of 
pofMilar  diBcunioD,  «  groat  number  ol'  roots.  A.i  a  ruin,  the  public  at 
\*T}K  Boocpt  with  con^idrrnblc  cqtiftntmily  the  existence  of  ntnny  eviU 
which  ihcy  Appear  lo  tl;iiik  it  impiissihle  In  remedy,  but  from  time  to 
time  the  exiitrticc  of  theus  «vils  makes  iteelf  disagreeably  prominent.  It 
ia  brot^lit  home  to  l}i«  Kj'tupatliics,  or,  it  may  be,  to  the  fcnrs  of  the 
nmM  of  the  wrll-lo-dn  pnrt  of  the  cominunily,  and  a  sort  of  efTerrea- 
Mneo  cHHui-i,  wliich  may  or  may  not  produce  permnnciit  ritftults,  but 
whidi  at  any  rate  gives  an  opportunity  of  feeing  ^vlint  a  very  intricato 
■natter  it  is  to  deal  with  any  one  of  the  questions  which,  in  the  hulf< 
aitieubte  phraaeolopy  of  the  day,  are  called  Bocial. 

Th«  Tcherncnt  elamnur  ivhich  still  exists  upon  the  subject  of  convict* 
and  their  discipline  lead*,  when  it  is  sysifmuticully  exnniiiied,  lo  a  great 
variety  of  snbjccbt,  of  ibc  existence  of  somo  of  which,  in  any  Khnpc,  the 
pablio  hardly  teems  to  be  nware,  whilst  tlieir  connection  with  each  other 
•evma  to  be  aho~cther  unsuspected.  It  is  the  object  of  thJM  paper  to  point 
oat  the  relation  of  itomo  of  ihcjc  ([ucsiions  to  each  other.  The  general 
problem  to  l>e  diwusscd  is,  How  are  ctiiuinals  punished,  and  how  ought 
they  to  be  punished?  The  answer  to  the  fint  of  these  questions  itt 
nanmy  given  in  more  or  ksa  graphic  descriptions  of  the  intvrinr  of  Rich 
eMSbliahnient*  na  Portiand  and  Diu-tmoor,  but  Jn  order  to  bej^in  at  llic 
b^innin^,  it  ia  oeccssary  to  go  a  step  further  back,  and  to  ank  how 
the  inmatr-f  of  iho  eatnbliihmcnis  come  to  be  sent  there.  There  arc 
not  Riany  of  otir  iosiitutiona  wliieh  attract  or,  in  somo  respects,  deserve 
more  DOlicc  tli&n  the  criminal  law-  licports  of  tri.ils  arc  always  popular, 
mkI  an  nnixc  court  presents  to  curioMty  grenl«r  nttr.iction-i  tlinn  a 
Ibealre.  We  have  endless  Aeta  of  Parliiimcnt,  judges  of  firsl-rale  ability, 
an  olaborntc  ayalem  of  procedure,  nnd  careful  rnJc*  of  evidence ;  but 
il  muft  always  strike  a  person  practically  eoavcrsant  with  the  sulijecl, 
a»  DIM  of  llic  most  curious  of  all  nnomulief,  that  wheri-jui  tho  sole 
object  of  all  this  apjiaralus  ia  the  infliction  of  punishment,  thero  in  no 
part  of  (he  whole  mutter  lo  which  so  little  aitentiiia  lit  paid  by  ibott  who 
■re  prineipally  eonecrncd  ia  it.  If  the  elucidation  of  a  point  of  law  ia 
required — if  iho  quoalion  is,  wbetlier  a  parliculnr  fnmd  ov.tclly  cornea  np 
to  what  thu  law  call*  a  faUc  prctrace,  or  croxsn  the  tnviiiible  boundary 
between  eiubexslement  and  breach  of  trust — if  it  becomes  nece^ssary  to 
Baccrtaio,  whether  a  quntieo  tnny  lawfully  ho  put  to  a  witnou  in  n 
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particular  Hhapc — tlic  mndiinaj  for  oblAJniDg  &n  siu*r«r  tB  ftlmoBt 
redimdant ;  couiupI  will  tpesk  oiitl  jmlgos  will  listen  lilt  (he.  force  of 
nntiirc  oui  go  no  ftirtlicr.  If  n  i^uestion  of  fnct  is  rniavd,  it  will  t>i>  tafltd 
vritli  n  degree  of  ingeoiiitj'  wliich  Icivc*  little  to  he  dc^rnil ;  but  when  tlio 
judge  Ims  laid  dovQ  the  luw,  and  tht>  jury  have  fuand  llio  fiiclii,  tlie 
itJlcroC  of  the  cww  i«  over.  Tlitf  n-tt  i>  mnllcr  of  mora  personal  ditcro- 
tion.  Tli«  judge  looks  nt  llie  prisoner  for  a  few  momenta,  ni.-ikca  liiin  k 
littla  upcoclt,  and  pi'onounccn  liit  nmlcncn,  oftrn  witli  a  good  deal  of 
sokniBitj,  but  appsrently  widi  nngukrly  lillle  iiriiioiplc.  It  may  be 
nix,  nine,  or  twelve  monllu'  impriiioniiirnt,  or  pennl  nrrilude  for  any  term, 
from  three  j-«rj  upwarda.  No  one  wlio  liaa  not  tried  knoti-B  Ibu  wnve  of 
helpleBsnecB  which  enten  the  mind  of  a  man  *rlio  hns  mcfa  a  fhnctioD  to 
pertbrra  t-ren  in  tite  humblest  degree.  It  la  junt  ns  ca>y  to  my  ntue  lu  to 
My  six  mont)i»~lo  SBv  nx  yeAnt' p«aal  scrrilude  MtOBsy  four;  and  die 
quM^n  which  of  the  two  ia  to  be  mid  has  to  be  seitle<]  in  m  very  nbort 
timo,  without  ronsultatton,  ndviee,  or  guidance  of  any  dewription  what- 
cnr.  Tet  tlM  aentenee  la  the  gist  of  the  proceeding.  It  ti  to  the  trial 
vbat  the  bullet  is  to  tbo  powder.  Unlcia  it  is  what  it  ought  to  be, 
th«  cminiel,  the  irilneisei,  the  jury,  and  the  (uramiiig  up,  to  my  nothing 
of  the  sherilT  with  his  coach,  jarelin-uierL  and  l^UBpeleTI^  are  a  mere 
bruliim  fulmtn — tb^  might  a«  well  hate  stayed  at  home  bat  for  th«  CRdit 
of  tUe  thing. 

It  is  an  old  reproaeli  ag^ninst  the  criminal  law  of  this  country  that  il 
con«d?n<  prisoners  in  the  ii^ht  of  gnnw,  ptotectvd  for  the  amusomcnt  and 
profit  of  tin-  genilomen  *portani«i  by  c-lubomlv  mlea  of  evidenctt  and  pro- 
cedure, w}iioIi  give  ibem  as  targe  a  chance  of  escape  at  is  necesaary  to 
)!vep  up  tho  interest  of  llic  pumiil.  This,  which  has  been  called  the 
"  sporting  tiicdiy  of  criminal  jrislice,"  is  no  doubt  susceptible  of  s  good 
deal  of  illuxtTntion  ;  but  noihirg  can  wt  it  in  so  cJwir  a  light  as  tb«  «W»- 
paralive  imporlanue  ntuched  to  the  trial  «nd  lie  puniiihnieDt.  A  pack  of 
hounds,  and  a  number  of  men,  dog",  and  hones  will  Ppend  hours  in  bant- 
ing a  (ox,  which,  when  eiiu(;ht,  ia  .tbandoued  to  the  dogn  wiltiont  an 
obwrration.  'i'ho  criminal,  when  fairly  run  down,  is  sentenced  by  Oie 
judge,  and  turned  over  to  another  »cl  of  aiithoriticK  utterly  unconnected 
with  and  unrelated  (o  him,  as  if  the  law  had  nothing  whatcrer  to  do  with 
»  man  after  nmerting  its  right  to  punish  him.  Bertweon  the  juJgea  who 
■entcnco  and  ibe  giiolers  and  managers  of  ec4)V)Ct  pri«onii  who  puniib, 
tlicre  in  DO  sort  of  relation.  Tliey  act  upon  different  principles^  and  eon- 
atantty  pull  difllTeut  wnys.  Tbo  judgu,  tlrucU  }iy  aomc  Mpecial  act  of 
malignity  or  cruelly  in  a  prisoner's  conduct,  gives  him  six  or  e^hl  yewV 
penal  serviiudo  instead  of  four.  Wlien  the  pri*oner  gets  to  iho  couriet 
priHm,  the  special  reason  whicli  caiLU-d  tlie  auiilenco  ia  unknown.  The 
man  is  considered  simply  ns  a  prisoner  under  an  eight  years'  sentence,  and 
ia  ]]ut  through  a  course  of  discipline  to  which  liis  ofTence  may  hare,  and 
often  ha«,  nbsolutely  no  relation  whatever.  Some  jeora  ago,  a  jottng 
man,  infuriated  at  on  atsault,  committed  either  on  himself  or  bis  brolher, 
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an  hmte,  got  h  nrordstick,  and  ran  it  throngli  the  a^K^vasor'a  liotrl.  He 
vu  convicted  of  numntntiglitcr,  nnd  K^t«Dccd  to  fifteen  ycftTR  penal  servi- 
tad«.  Apart  from  tius  xmhujt^y  outbreak,  be  was  a  pn^vn  of  excdlent 
diaracirr,  and,  in  pRrticnlnr,  he  was  thoroughly  honest  and  industrionB. 
TeA  be  would  bare  to  be  pnaeted  throngb  Sir  Joiibua  Jetib's  tnilt  for 
nfonning  profeanonal  lliicvcs  and  robbcrt^  u  if  his  crime  bad  been  one 
of  tdleneM  and  disbonciitjr. 

There  it  overir  mtson  to  believe  tliat  much  of  llie  dissatisfaction  trhicb 
exuti  ox  to  the  trcatmnit  of  convlcls  arises  from  iliis  complete  want  of 
eoBoection  between  thow  who  asseas,  and  thoae  vfho  iuflitl  tlie  [lunUh- 
ment.  The  vflTcct  would  no  donbt  be  produced,  more  oi'  lees,  wherever 
the  cnuM  existed;  but  the  cause  in  England  acts  with  peculiar  energj-,  on 
■ecount  of  fiwtnfw  of  the  rriminnl  Iiiw  with  which  people  in  geneml 
are  not  acquainitd.  Probably,  no  uj'sleni  in  tUu  world  leaves  ao  wiile  a 
discretion  to  the  jtidgos  in  the  mntter  of  fLe  amount  of  punitJiment,  nnd 
DODC  rvneuDcet  more  compktely  the  attempt  to  adapt  in  any  way  what- 
tmr  the  kind  of  puniihuimt  to  the  nature  of  the  offence. 

A  few  words  ou  thi-  history  and  preaant  condition  of  the  criminal  law 
will  not  only  illiutrate  thr  fact,  but  show  the  cause  of  it.  The  criminal 
law  bat  gone  through  Uiree  principal  pliosrs  or  stages.  The  first  may 
be  said  l«  hare  been  ended  with  the  Sluarts;  the  second  lasted  till 
tbe  time  of  Gcnrge  IV.;  and  the  third  has  lasted  from  that  time  to  the 
{jieiwnl  day.  The  law  was  firtt  reduced  to  u'^mechinj;  like  a  settled  con- 
ditioD  in  tbe  times  of  Ilcnty  IH.  and  ICdwnril  I.  In  thi!  four  followii^ 
centtiries  parts  of  its  procedure — trial  by  battle,  for  instance — became 
eteolete,  and  other  parts,  such  as  trial  by  jury,  underwent  a  great  change 
oTdianetcr;  but  the  definitions  of  crimes,  and  the  puniihmtnti  allollcd 
to  them,  tinderwent  mrprislogly  little  alteration.  They  mighl  be  divided 
into  three  principal  elates — political  ofFrnccs,  felanic*,  and  mixdi-meauiors. 
It  would  bo  no  easy  matter  to  draw  the  lined  by  which  these  classes  were 
dtltiiiguished  from  cncli  oilier  with  ony  nppronch  to  accuracy,  or  to  shoir 
what  wvre  their  legal  relations  to  each  othi^.  Indeed,  poli^cal  oSencea 
Dcrer  w«rfl  technically  di^ngiitshcd  from  other  felonies  and  misdc- 
mttBor*;  their  general  nature,  ai  far  ai  regarded  puiishmeni,  is  eaaily 
ttndcntood.  Tli«  distinction  between  felonies  and  misdemeanors  niu 
ptobMbly  originally  meant  to  divide  crimes  which  were  levelled  against 
tbe  wcarity  of  life  and  property,  such  as  murder,  robbery,  and  arson, 
from  thoEo  which  partook  rather  of  the  nature  of  private  injuries,  like 
Ubel,  or  a  private  assault,  or  a  riot. 

Tbe  punishments  for  polilical  offences  wcrw  either  death  in  tbe  mo*t 
horrible  form,  or  ruinous  fincB^ofti-n  aeeom]hinied  by  tie  utmost  severitiw, 
in  tba  way  of  impriaonmeDt,  and  even  mutilation.  'I'bo  punishment 
for  lidony,  in  almost  every  ioitance-,  was  death.  The  punitiliment  tbr 
aMnBeanor  was  fine  aad  imprisotimenl,  both  or  cither,  (o  which  might 
faa  idded  whipping  or  tbe  piUor^',  at  the  discretion  of  tlie  court.  Tlie 
hccdlcf*  and  wanton  nererity  of  tliia  barbarous  system  was  conaidfvably 
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DkiligiUcd  b;  cxc^tionit  lu  irmlionnl  nnd  capricioos  ns  iucll*.  Tlie  kw 
of  benefit  of  clergy  reduced  ilie  puablimcnl  for  manf  felonies  to  n  sliort 
unpritonoKnt,  or  burning  in  the  hoind  by  bnnding  tlie  bmwn  of  the 
Ihumb — a  puniiluuctit  of  whicb  ilie  sereriiy  dq>endcd  principally  on  tba 
temper  of  the  execmiioner.  The  geneial  r(«ilt  ms  that  for  notrly  400 
ycnn  cnnuaal*  nui  a  conudci'ablc  chnncc  of  being  bang;  but  4f  they 
caciiped  thnl,  they  (acnpcd,  in  ca^a  wliicb  did  not  nffcct  iho  Govemmont, 
with  tomething  like  prncticnl  imptioity.  In  the  bitter  p«rt  of  tlie  acren- 
Icectb  and  throngfaout  the  whole  of  the  dgfatecnth,  and  even  in  the  bo- 
ginniagof  the  nineteenth  enitu:y,  thi»  barbarous  system, — wluch,  amongst 
other  defects,  bad  that  of  being  ao  meagre  thnt  it  left  many  most  scrioiia 
Climes  unpuDinIicd,  and  so  teehnioil  thnt  it  constantly  allowed  crlmiuals  to 
escape  ihiough  ihe  mont  ridiculous  quibblea, — was  adapted  to  th«  altcml 
circunii^tnnccs  of  wciely  by  Kome  of  the  clumsiest,  most  reclclen,  and  meat 
cruel  Icgialatiou  that  ever  disgruced  a  civilizi-d  counliy.  Every  eort  of  triAe 
wan  crcetcd  into  n  "fvlony  without  bcneiit  of  clergy ;"  a  crime,  tliat  !•,  for 
which  ihc  culprit  was  inimt-dialely,  and  on  the  fii'9t  offijice,  to  bu  pNt  U> 
dealb ;  und  this  was  varied  by  provisions  athKing  in  (omc  inktaDcm  tbo 
punishment  of  traiiM]>orl.ntioQ  for  various  terms,  dilTecing  in  the  most  arbi- 
trary manner,  to  pailicular  offences,  created  not  wiih  any  general  views  at 
all,  but  bccnutc  the  fancy  of  tlie  public  was  sUticIc  by  some  paitiuuhtr  caw) 
for  which  no  special  provision  bajipened  to  have  been  tn.ode-  If  this  blood- 
thinly  and  in'otional  code  had  been  conu«tently  carried  out,  it  would 
have  pi-oducud  a  reign  of  tenor  quite  aa  ctud  ss  tbnt  cf  the  Fnaidi 
Itcvdution,  and  not  Iinlf  so  escuanblc.  It  owed  its  existence  to  the  fact 
that  it4  udminiKtiatiou  was  as  capricious  an  ils  provisions  were  bloody. 
Not  8  twentieth  part  of  the  persons  capitally  convicted  wen  rxocutcd. 
Sonic  wero  imprisoned,  many  transported  to  various  parts  of  tlie  world, 
principally  to  the  American  coli^uies  from  which  they  seidom  rclomed, 
and  not  a  few  were  compelled  to  nerve  in  tlie  army  and  navy,  probably 
to  encourage  the  others. 

I'or  between  forty  and  (iAy  years  this  aticl  and  reclilcM  system  has 
been  gradually  superseded  by  one  whicli  leaves  notliing  to  be  dciared  on 
tlie  aoorc  of  humanity,  but  which  is  aa  deeply  tainted  with  the  original 
vice  of  rt'ckk'ssaess  and  utter  want  of  system  ns  the  older  liiwa  which  it 
has  superseded.  The  piini aliment  of  death  was  superseded  by  tiansporla- 
tion,  which  in  ils  turn  has  given  place  to  penal  serTitude,  and  impriMn- 
nient  and  hard  liiLour  have  t^iken  the  place  of  the  oU-fiisliioned  impnaon- 
mmt  iti  tlie  common  giiol — one  of  the  stupidest  penalties  that  ever  was 
devised.  Numerous  and  cosily  experiments  have  been  made  as  to  the 
best  wny  of  inflicting  these  punishments,  with  an  eye  both  to  tlio 
puniiJiment  and  to  the  refunnatioa  of  tliose  who  luidergo  tbein.  la 
purmionco  of  these  schemes,  establishments  have  been  set  up  vhioh  are 
models  of  organixalion,  iiittlligonce,  and  patience;  but  no  one  appcais 
to  liHve  noticed  the  fact  that  these  schemes,  admirably  intended,  and  moat 
Uigcoiously  executed,  are  bo  many  uucoonccled  expertmeiila.  and  that 
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the  criminal  law,  by  wbtcfa  tlictr  principles  ought  to  be  ascerl&laed  sui] 
ivAgulatcd,  hns  itself  no  priociplet  wlmd'vcr. 

One  of  tlie  minor  dtfi-ct*  cf  tlie  criminiil  Irgisliitinn  of  tlin  Iiist  eetiliiry 
wu  the  incoherent,  iiralioo.il,  nnd  inon-dJbly  iiitriustc  vamly  of  its 
•ccomkry  puninhmr^utit.  Wlitrn  a  Jnilgc  vias  not  compcllrd  lo  scnlrnci-  a 
nnii  to  <iealh,  bo  W3j<,  gt^iprally  spciiking,  obliged  to  transport  or  itnpriBOii 
him  fur  not  Imi  llinn  loine  *]wcilicd  Icnn,  nnd  thcsu  miniTiiuni  piinii'hmRnlii 
notOltly  T4ri«i  in  degree  in  the  rao»t  nrbilrary  manner,  but  weie  frequently 
tar  too  •ercre  for  cjisl's  wliitli  fell  williin  tliu  definitions  of  crimes  to  wliicli 
llMty  were  Bffixed.  In  order  lo  meet  tliis  evil,  jin  Act  wiw  passed  which 
docB  awny  wiih  all  raiaimuin  puniaJiincni.i  whatever  (except  in  one  or  livo 
csan  of  iitdc  prnctical  importunei;),  and  emponera  the  judges  in  every 
ciue  whatever  to  give  aa  little  penal  scrviludu  nnd  as  little  iinpriaonmont, 
cither  with  or  wiiliout  hard  labour,  as  tliey  ihink  fit.  The  Intitudo  of 
ibcir  discretion  in  the  oilier  direction  in  not  quite  m  great,  but  it  does  not 
)up|iea  in  on<!  com  in  a  hundred  thnt  a  judge  is  reatruincd  by  lite  law 
from  giTJng  ns  niueh  punixliuient  hh  he  thinks  the  case  dtscrvcs.  Tlio 
general  result  of  these  eircutiistineex  is  tlmt  the  plinUhmrnti  uhicli  the 
liiw  award*  are  deteriuined  io  aaiouiit  sulely  by  the  ludividual  impresHif^n 
of  the  judge  at  tbc  time  of  trial,  and  in  kind  are  confined  in  the  common 
ma  of  oases  lo  penrvl  servitiide,  and  imprisonuieut  with  or  without  bard 
laibonr.  Tlic  inllictioa  of  <Ieath  for  murder  in  almont,  if  nut  (jiiite,  the 
only  ttutanee  in  which  any  attempt  has  been  niHiIc  to  observe  any  peculiar 
ptoportton  between  the  punishment  and  the  crime. 

It  follows  from  this  that  the  whole  subject  of  legal  punislimcnta  must 
bo  regardod  a>  one  on  which  w«  hnvo  almost  everything  to  lenrn  from 
experience.  It  h  by  no  meanti  uncommon  to  rcud  statements  lo  the  rfTcct 
that  tbc  ^ulcm  of  dclcTring  piiniElimenls  bus  been  tried  and  lias  fnilcd, 
and  that  we  arc  ibcreAire  commilled  by  past  experience  to  confmc  oiir- 
kItcs  to  pnnishments  intended  solely  or  principally  lo  refurin.  This  is 
tu  from  btang  the  case.  Our  mode  of  punishing  has  been  fo  reckless 
and  on^Nlematic  that  we  have  never  given  any  (lyslem  a  full  trial. 
We  did  indeed  at  one  time  punish  a  certain  proportion  of  prisoners 
fdixtcd  almost  at  rauioni  with  barbaroua  severity,  but  the  ccvcriiy 
was  to  capricious,  and  the  Inw  eo  nnccrtain,  that  the  severity  hud 
Mt  a  fiur  chance.  It  cannot  be  auid  to  have  inilcd,  for  it  never  wait 
eoiuiateiUly  tried.  On  the  other  hand  we  have  never  thoroughly 
tried  the  reforming  system.  If  it  a  euenlial  to  the  true  theory  of 
puniahmenl  that  prisoncrn  tJiotild  undergo  a  sort  of  semi -collegiate 
edaCMlioii  at  tbc  public  cxpenitc,  we  ought  at  least  to  detain  our  pupili 
leng  enopgb,  and  superintend  them  afterwards  with  tutbcJent  care  to 
have  a  nMonablc  security  thai  wc  really  have  moulded  their  eharaclcr 
into  iho  desrcd  shupc;  but  wc  liare  not  done  this.  The  whole  Kyileni  of 
abort  acnlencea  is  opposed  to  t)ia  reforming  theory.  It  proceeds  on  iho 
DMIoh  tbat  pnnishment  is  intended  lo  deter,  and  ihat  in  cuaes  of  an 
ordinary  lund  a  abort  sentence  will  have  sulGcii-nt  deterring  cRcet.   llenca 
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our  pmctiK  ia  cootradSctory  and  lialta  betir«CD  two  opinioni.  The 
Mnt«noes  arc  pnmcil  upon  ntio  principle,  nnd  the  dbcipliite  uadut  lliein  ia 
amn^d  opon  anotlier. 

The  bad,And,in«l«iMl,n1}»Tin3  <^-ct)i  of  (hiit  titato  oftliingn  vrSII  be  aadt 
driir  1)^  a  abort  enumeration  of  ibe  contmoncr  kinda  orcriiu«a.  Wo  are  < 
npt  to  tftik  na  if  crime  vraa  a  Binglc,  dcfinito  habit,  nnd  as  if  criminals 
formed  a  woll-defined  class,  all  die  memlM-'w  of  wlitdi  vrere  ad^lictcd  to 
tlie  wime  praclicM.  In  point  of  fact,  ihis  is  utUrlj  nnlikc  the  troth. 
There  arc  tnrrul  ucU-defined  olaaae*  of  orlmea,  and  lo  punl^  i)i<?m  all  in 
the  aame  way,  eren  tlioiigh  thoy  may  be  ponieh^  in  a  difTcn-nt  Afgre^  ia 
on  nhntird  n*  to  pn-setibt!  thtt  nine  trealniL-nt  fur  ewery  kind  <it  di£ea««. 
All  olTunctrR  ii;;niu»t  llii.-  lair  are  crimes  in  (ho  genei-al  eeoM  of  tVv  word. 
It  ia  «»  mucli  a  crimi^ — ns  mach  a  violation  c>f  law — not  to  sweep  the 
bnow  from  tlio  paTciiicnt  in  front  of  one's  hoimc  a«  to  commit  murder,  for 
the  law  enjoins  (lie  one  ucl  ai  cxpriTnly  ni  it  forbldj  the  otiwr.  Th« 
Climes,  howcTcr,  which  people  generally  mean  bjr  the  word  "  crime  "  *!• 
those  ofloncM  a.c-iiiiat  tlu'  !nw  wbicb  are  also  gmvc  offcncpa  a^ntt 
mornlilT,  and  nri:  besides  of  coniiiioD  oceurrcnco.  They  may  be  braadly 
but  nccnrnlely  clAHsrd  nndrr  a  wmttU  number  of  Iicnds.  Tlicy  are  either 
the  infiictton  of  bodily  Injury,  iiwrlu!  or  not ;  theft  umler  rarioiu 
forms,  Mccompanied  or  not  with  TioU-nco  Jo  Ihe  person  or  lo  ihi-  babiu< 
(ion  J  Tnalicions  injuries  (o  pitipiTty  by  fire  or  othenvisc  ;  forgery  in 
rnrioua  forms,  and  ofTcoces  against  llie  coin.  This  cnnmeraiion,  rfiorl  as 
it  ia,  will  be  ibutid  to  Inelndtt  very  nearly  every  offence  that  occun 
in  the  ordinary  routine  of  business  jn  the  criminal  courla.  Any  one 
who  will  lake  the  lioublo  of  Cfmnuhing  the  five  or  six  Acts  of  r:irliament 
which  now  define  the  vjirioiw  /"mia  of  these  crimes,  auJ  delcmiiiic 
the  punishments  (o  which  those  who  commit  tlicm  aro  liable,  may 
■ntidy  himw^lf  not  only  «a  lo  the  extraordinary  amount  of  the  diit- 
crction  intrusted  to  the  judges  in  the  matter  of  pimishment,  but  also  ai 
to  the  necessity  for  giving  thtrm  that  discretion  in  the  exuting;  ulntc  of 
the  law.  Offences  of  tlio  most  widely  difTerent  chaiacter  are  included 
10  the  aam«!  dduiition.  Burglaiy,  (or  instance,  include*  not  merely  Ibo 
breaking  open  of  a  carefully  secured  bonse  by  a  gang  of  rulTians  armed 
to  the  teclh  with  iill  Eorts  oC  df.-idly  wonponn,  and  fiitly  prepared  to  *tiM 
tlieiu,  but  also  the  brenkirig  of  a  baker's  window  at  live  minutes  pant  nine 
on  a  nimmcr'a  evening  hy  a  hungry  boy  who  wnnts  to  (teal  a  penny  leaf. 
Muuslatighter  includes  shooting  dtiid  a  policeman  who  arrt»ls  witlioci  a  , 
warrant  a  perjon  who  has  been  gnilty  of  a  eonspirsey  to  murder.  It 
aUo  inchidvs  the  case  of  killing  by  negtigenl  driving,  or  by  throwing  a 
slone  in  a  fooltah  ji-ke.  In  the^  and  some  othi>r  cases  die  defini- 
tions of  die  crimes  might  be  improved,  but  in  others  no  skill  in  defining 
will  give  mnoh  chic  as  to  the  ptmishment.  Bigsmy,  for  toManoe,  may 
be  «  very  venial  ofTenoe  if  tliB  second  wife  ts  not  deceived,  or  if  the  first 
has  been  long  miising.  It  may  be  a  crime  more  deliberate  than  rape, 
and  not  less  injurious  lo  the  victim.     Perjury  may  be  little  worse  than  « 
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ddiberntc  lit.  It  may  be  the  instrument  of  the  woiat  kind  of  murder,  or 
of  Tvhhety  (kt  more  malignant  and  iTijiirioii«  tlian  is  committed  hy  the 
most  uadadoiu  g4ir«tt«r.  It  is  clear  from  ifiis  lliat  tlie  !uw  as  it  sUmHii 
girCB  no  aecnritj'  *t  all  Tor  BDything  npprctncliin^  lo  uaiformily  of  ptinlnli- 
nwnts,  and  it  never  can  give  sucli  a  seooritj-  until  it  lm«  provided  means 
for  })CTfoniiiDg  and  coiutuning  tlm  results  of  throe  independent  prot^t^sues* 
7bcs«  are,  llie  daadUcation  of  crinieii,  the  dnaitication  of  crimirtnlg,  anci 
tt«  cIiuHfication  of  piiniRhments.  Wlicn  thcec  three  operations  lisvc 
b««Q  petftnned  it  will  he  poxtiblu  to  bi:it«Yr  upon  the  piinishnicnt  of 
ofl^nden  a  degree  of  care  bearing  Boine  BOrt  of  ])i'oportiun  to  tlat  vthich 
Is  itt  preaent  cxpmdod,  wisply  and  properly,  on  t>i«  proof  of  the  liict  that 
they  are  orimlnals.  The  criminal  law  is  at  present  in  rhe  condition  in 
which  medical  pracficc  would  be  if,  aftrr  liRjtowing  the  utmost  poKible 
caro  on  the  dlagnosii  of  «  disease,  a  physician  took  no  trouble  at  all  nbont 
his  preicriplioo.  Tbo  judge  who  K-nttuocs  a  man  to  prnnl  senritnde  after 
a  trial  which  Is  n  model  of  padence  and  impartiulUy,  is  ju«t  liku  n 
doctor  who,  after  spending  half  th«  morning  in  linding  out  tbnt  liia 
patirat  was  consumptive,  should  politely  show  hini  the  donr,  mying  aa 
be  did  so,  "  Go  and  spend  iht.  in  dmgi  at  such  A  chcmiat*a."  It  would  be 
impcnaiblc  within  thn  limits  of  nn  article,  and  if  it  were  powiiblo  it 
wonld  not  be  iniereeting  to  gmerai  readers,  to  point  out  iIil-  way  in 
which  the  poWbrmanco  of  thcso  different  operations  could  he  pinciically 
enniTcd;  hot  some  of  the  prmoipk-j  on  which  they  ought  to  proceed 
tOAj  be  indicated.  The  classification  of  crimes  ought  to  bo  baud  on 
dte  nonl  sentiment  which  the  crime  would  excite  in  the  public  nt 
large  if  it  were  an  isolated  act  in  the  life  of  a  man  otheririse  UQobjco 
liODable.  The  moral  sentiment  depends  partly  on  the  conicqucnccs  of 
net, 'partly  on  iho  cliaratter  which  ji  pieaupiwses  on  llio  part  of  (he 
guilty  of  it.  Crimes  which  not  onty  inrolve  dimrtroua  conw- 
qnonccs  to  otherv,  but  aSi^^d  evidence  of  odious  (lunlitiva  in  thoK  who 
commit  them,  tAoold  form  the  first  class.  Crimes  which  involve  disutrous 
OODseijat^oai  to  aodcty,  but  do  not  affurd  <rvidmcu  of  <Mp"ciully  odious 
qualities  in  the  criminal,  would  form  the  second  class ;  and  climes  whlob 
afford  evidence  of  odious  qnaliiiM  in  tho  criminal,  but  do  not  involve 
diMrtrotii  convqaencts  to  society,  the  third.  Tlie  odious  qnahtiea  which 
moat  Irequcntly  di^lay  themselves  in  crime  am  malignity — whothcr  in  the 
fom  of  cniclty  or  rcngctuicC ;  lost ;  and  rock! easneuft— die  quality  which 
wonM  le*d  a  man  to  carry  out  his  own  pnrpoics  with  pcHcct  indiflen-nce 
to  the  interests  of  olhcra,  though  he  might  net  fee!  any  active  or  individual 
ill-will  to  them :  the  temper  which  would  lend  a  man  lo  upwt  a  railway 
tnin  lijir  the  plcamrc  of  seeing  thp  confusicm.  Coujbino  any  one  of  thcM 
tenpers  of  mind  with  an  act  highly  injurious  to  others,  and  the  worst 
Ibrm  of  crime  is  tlio  result.  Murder;  the  intentional  inJlielioa  of  gr«nt 
bo^l;  ii^ury ;  robbcij  or  burglary,  accompanied  by  bodily  violence,  or 
by  tlM  lue  of  weapons,  or  by  the  display  of  the  physical  forco  of  nran- 
lwr>]  rape;  anon;  extortion  by  thirats;  perjiirj-,  with  intent  to  procnro 
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tbe  pon'ohmcnl  of  innocent  p^noni:— «rc  cntocsof  iliU  kind,  nnJ  nontd 
form  tbo  most  promineut  roemben  of  tke  Cnt  cUsi  tn  a  claodilatioa  of 
crimes.  Th«  tcoodiI  dui  in  rach  a  daasiiicstion  «i>n1d  be  compoMd  of 
critncM  injurioiM  to  tlie  pal>!ic,  but  (bowing  no  wpeeinOj  odious  i]i»liltca 
in  tbe  eiimiual.  Il  would  include  the  brgeat  naaibtr  of  oStooes,  and 
tboM  which  occur  tuc  more  fret^ocall/  than  any  otben ;  thtue,  namcl}-, 
vhidi  taiat  &oiu  the  lore  cf  gain,  eqiecjaltjr  fbrg«rj,  ooiaiog,  and  tltcfl  in 
iU  various  forma.  TIm  third  cIom— crimci  which  arc  not  injurious  to  tha 
public,  or  in  which  tbe  injury  to  the  public  a  a  lubordiiutc  fcaturr,  tL« 
ptineipal  fealure  b^ng  the  odious  lutare  of  tlte  qua1iii(>s  irliicb  tli«y 
dnplaj^-ar*  mMommoD,  tbonsb  a  lew  ini^anca  might  be  mcntioocd,  if 
it  were  denrable  to  do  bo.  The  oScoee  of  cnidty  to  animab  ia  one  of 
tbcm.  There  are  others  on  which  it  ia  better  not  to  be  too  explicit. 
T1iea«  ciim«a  are  of  rare  occurrence,  aad  will  ncud  no  further  notko. 

Such  being  tbe  clatatliciuiMi  of  crimin,  how  are  criounals  lo  be  clasii- 
ficd  7  Considered  with  reference  to  the  portioubr  crimv*  of  which  they 
arc  guilty,  they  may  act  cither  with  or  without  deliberation  and  apecial 
proToottioa ;  aiid  considered  with  reference  to  their  habita  of  life,  they 
uaay  be  eitiicr  proft^siilonal  or  occasional  criminals. 

In  order  to  arrive  nC  a  proper  clawiii cation  of  punuihnicDta,  it  it 
iieccfsary  lo  couipare  tlicse  dusHiltcalioiis  of  crime*  aud  ciiininaU  with 
cerlaiu  wcU-cslablisJiGd  priucipleg  .is  to  llie  object  of  punishment.  These 
principles  arc  tbut  the  object  «f  punishment  is  the  prevention  of  crime, 
nbich  is  effecli-d  partly  by  the  eflWte  produced  on  ihe  criminal,  and  p.-ully 
by  the  efTocts  prvdiiccd  on  the  public-  Tlic  effect  on  tlic  criminal  may  be 
either  to  take  from  htm  the  power  or  the  will  to  repeat  hts  olTeace.  lie 
is  deprived  of  ibc  power  by  death,  or  by  imprisoocnenl  as  long  as  it  huls. 
He  is  deprived  of  the  will  either  by  terror,  or  by  rcfornialion.  Tito  eflcct 
on  tbe  public  is  to  produce  in  the  minds  of  those  who  are  predisposed  to 
comudt  Crimea  terror  of  the  coQ5e(|uenoe«,  and  in  those  who  are  not,  hatred 
of  llie  crime  itself,  which  gradually  bocouea  a  prevailing  senlioieut  In  die 
majority  of  every  civilixcd  commuaity,  and  so  holds  them  biick  from  yield' 
ing  to  the  icinpUition  of  entertaining  ilig  question  wlu'ther  or  not  they  diall 
Gcnimic  crimes.  This  secondary  cRoct  of  punishment,  Uiough  ofleo  over- 
looked, is  moat  impotlAiit.  If  any  pcison  of  ordinary  decency  and  tnonlily 
will  honestly  afk  himself  what  is  the  real  reason  why  he  would  not  oominit 
a  murder,  however  great  might  he  llie  gain-  aid  however  email  tbe  ruk,he 
will  lind  that  no  small  part  of  bis  reluctance  to  do  so  arises  from  the  horror 
in  which  the  crime  is  universally  held,  and  which  he  as  one  of  the  public 
eliares.  If  he  asks  why  the  public  universally  hold  murder  in  horror,  he 
will  find  tliat  it  is  to  n  great  extent  due  to  the  fact  that  murder  is  a  capital 
crime.  If  tie  law  excluded  cerlaui  forms  of  murder  from  the  definition 
of  that  offence — duelling,  for  inst-mcc — llic  public  disstppToval  of  them 
would  be  greatly  diminished.  The  ways,  then,  in  which  puniolimciit 
opeintes  arc  by  disabling  or  reforming,  which  aifocls  only  tlio  convicted 
criminal ;  by  terror,  which  alTccts  the  convicted  criminal  and  all  peraoM 
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Gkel/  to  commit  aiinibr  crimcB;  and  hy  asjoclniion,  wKicli  affect*  tho 
public  at  Inr^^i:.  What,  tlicn,  arc  the  mrms  vrhkh  society  lioa  at  its 
dispMd  lur  tli«  production  of  amy  one  of  thcsu  results  ?  Tiivrc  ]:■,  first, 
the  puniilinicnt  of  drnth ;  secondly,  iniprisonmcnt  or  penal  servitude  in 
itK  Tiuious  forms ;  tuid,  Inxlly,  ibe  infliction  of  bodily  pnin,  c>f  vtiicti 
flojgging  tB  the  only  form  now  noploycd  or  niggested.  Doilli  U  diBablin^ 
am)  also  terrifying  Jii  the  liigboat  d<'gri'c.  IinprinonnK^nt  and  pcnnl  acrvi- 
tndo  are  diskbling  while  ilicy  In*!,  snd  combine  tlie  deterrent  and  reform- 
ii^  clemvnta  in  diifuKiul  dt'gri.-i-K,  according  to  ihv  nature  of  the  diaciplino 
to  which  the  convicts  are  subjected.  Bodily  pain  is  liigbly  deterrent, 
anil  may  or  may  not  be  reforming,  nceording  to  the  chnnicter  of  the 
pcnon  punisbt'd.  By  combiuing  these  observations  with  tlie  preceding 
OOM,  it  aay  b<:  sJiown  what  criminals  it  is  necessary  to  dic-ible,  to  tcrrily, 
or  to  refonn,  and  in  respect  of  wbat  sort  of  criuiea,  and  also  what  are  llio 
CMC*  in  Hhich  it  is  important  to  Eonclion  and  gratify  public  indignatioa 
against  particular  pnicticcs.  In  other  words,  ibese  princijJea  afid 
rbtiliirstirTii  ftfforii  thi?  (irxt  tleps  towards  tho  eelution  of  the  problem, 
How  ought  convicts  to  bo  dc;itt  with?  Tliia  is  closely  connected  witli 
snotlicr  question,  which  must  be  r.onsideretl  with  it:  How  far  >»  it 
pomiblc,  re^d  being  hod  to  tbe  means  at  tlie  disposal  of  tlie  legiiduture, 
tioA  to  the  BTcmgc  permanent  cnndilion  of  tbe  public  mind,  to  deter  men 
by  terror,  to  disable  them  from  crime,  to  sanctiun  and  to  gratiiy  public 
indignation  ngainrt  particular  gfftncea,  and  to  reform  by  discipline  ? 

Fint,  then,  bow  far  is  it  posi^ible  to  deter  men  from  crime  by  terror  ? 
If  the  public  sentiment  permitted  it,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  they  miglit 
be  dctcncd  to  any  extent.  Ko  luan  would  pick  a  pocket  if  hu  saw  u 
pistol  pointed  at  his  head,  and  knew  that  be  would  be  Hhot  dead  tho 
instant  be  hnd  sciit^d  the  coveted  uitJcle,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
if  tli«A  were  punished  wJtii  instant  death  whenever  it  was  delected,  and 
if  tho  public  used  cvety  effort  to  delect  it,  mm  would  not  sleal.  Un- 
sparing persJeculioD,  carried  out  with  relentless  determination,  will  put 
down  even  what  men  bold  most  soared.  It  is  perfectly  possible  to  put 
down  a  religioua  or  political  movement  even  when  it  is  supported  by  ibe 
ttrangnt  public  sympathy  and  tbe  higlieat  obstraot  principle*.  There 
cut  be  DO  doubt  Ihiit  the  samo  courn;  might  be  taken  wiih  crimen 
aad  tbot  if  criminality  were  bunted  us  rigorounly  in  Knglnnd  us  hctc- 
ndooty  uaed  to  be  in  Spain,  there  would  in  course  of  timo  be  as  fuiv 
mminsJs  li«r«  s>  there  were  heretics  ihcro.  The  weak  point  of  Ora- 
CDnioD  Byatemi  hi  the  uncertainty  and  conipas«iou  of  tlieir  administra> 
tion.  Ilang  every  thief,  nnd  there  will  bo  no  ibciV.  Hcprieve  some 
igTKirsnt  lad  or  s'arviiig  woman  who  has  committed  a  theft,  and  the 
tUeitncy  of  ibe  law  is  gene.  Jlcncotho  real  limit  to  detrrrent  piminli- 
Mcnt  i«  public  &eling.  A  certain  amount  of  delerreiil  puuisbment  the 
public  in  its  average  moods  will  endure.  I'bc  introduction  of  any  further 
amount  dcitroy)  the  certainty  of  the  law,  and  to  weakens  iu  elToct 
iadttfiniicly.  Dow  far,  tlien,  will  tlie  public  allow  deterrent  punislimeiit  to 
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be  tarried?  The  answer  to  Uiia  ^wetioD  mart  dtptod  upon  individual 
experience  and  obMrrntion.  There  arc,  however,  some  bctt  to  go  upon. 
Litttir  or  DO  pv^trnl  objeclion  haa  been  sbown  for  tome  yean  put  lo  the 
inlVicticD  of  cnpirsl  jinniHhmmt  in  bad  cesos  of  tnnrd«r,  and  on  tb«  kit 
occason  wlicn  a  man  was  bnng  for  atlenptlag  lo  commit  mnrdor  bU 
exocniion  produced  gmcm)  ulMiKAioo.  He  had  done  bis  very  utmoM  to 
kill  n  ironuin  and  tbougbt  thai  he  had  SQeeeeded  in  drin^c  it.  Upon  any 
gr«t  emtrgettcyt  *>>«>  *»TOiJg  *cntim«nla  of  vct^eanoe  or  bcwtor  a« 
oxcitod,  the  pubBo  will  not  only  tolerotir,  Init  dunaod  great  Hwcriljr. 
Lhtle  or  no  remonstrance  was  nia<ie  against  tbe  wboleeate  executiooa  hj 
which  the  Indinn  Mutiny  wai  avenged  and  put  down.  On  the  whole,  it 
apponn  highly  probubl«  ihut  ihe  pabHc  would  bolh  loli-rate  or  approro 
ileterrt^nl  punishmcnw  of  c-nwirfcrabJc  «cv«Tity  in  oa««  in  which  l]i*ir 
moral  sjnipnOiifai  were  greatly  interested,  or  ibcir  fears  riridly  nppcalcd 
to,  and  no  doabt  such  pnnUhmmita  n:iiB:ht  be  ao  mara^ed  aa  to  hare  a 
great  effect  on  peraoni  disposed  to  commit  crime*.  Snppoae,  fir  inttande^ 
that  the  public  would  allow  a  man  convicted  of  tome  ^wctally  bralal  and 
cruel  anuinlt  on  n  woman  to  be  kept  for  two  year*  in  solitary  confinement 
and  on  low  diet,  and  to  receive  dtiring  thai  period  a  dozen  losbca  from  a 
cat-and-nine-tflils  cvcrj-  six  wwks,  lh<-re  can  be  nodonht  thnt  if  he  surrivcd 
the  punidimcnt  he  would  ntver  for^  it  as  long  m  be  lircd.  If  aomo 
OTch  discipline  formed  an  tnilitpcniuhli!  prefiicc  to  all  rpfomiatory  pmiish- 
Ricnt^,  it  could  liiirdly  fail  lo  terrify  crimlnala.  How  lor  in  point  of  fiict 
tlie  public  would  go  in  this  direction  it  is  of  conrse  impossiblD  to  say;  but 
there  can  be  little  doubt  that  by  careful  selection  both  of  the  ertmca  to  be 
Bubjected  to  sucb  punislinirnta,  and  of  tbo  perticnlar  caacs  in  which  thny 
should  be  inflidcd,  thi:  deterring  frree  of  tbe  law  might  be  rery  greatly 
Inereased.  Tliis  iticidcnt.i!Iy  answers  tlie  (jticrtion  as  to  the  cnaai  in 
which  public  indignation  can  be  direeled  againn  particular  crimes  and 
gratified  by  their  piiniphment.  Wherever  the  feeling  exists  it  can  he 
dwpcBcd  and  iiitecHfied  by  le-rfslalioa  in  necnnlance  with  it.  Whew  U 
does  not  csisi  legislation  can  bnrdly  crcflte  it.  Tlie  horror  whidi  murdtr 
excitvs  is  deejwned  by  Iiaugiug  wiurdLTera,  bccauM  it  haa  an  independenl 
•ource  of  its  oivn;  Intt  if  men  were  hung  for  obtaining  goods  hy  61te 
pretences,  tbi-  law,  niiJ  not  tlit-  crime,  would  be  the  snhjcet  of  horror. 

Tbe  cases  in  which  dimbling  pnnishments  would  be  pt^rmittcd  by 
public  feeling  uiu  not  very  numerous,  but  they  arc  most  important 
Death,  the  most  disabling  nf  all  puuishments,  will  no  doubt  continue  to 
be  confined  to  miird<.-r ;  though  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  power  of 
iniUcting  it  for  attempts  to  murder,  and  posubly  also  for  the  meat  aggra- 
vated fbrros  of  burglary  and  highwjiy  robbery,  should  hare  been  altogether 
^vcn  up  i  but  imprisonment  for  very  long  terms,  in  Bomc  ca«s  even 
Air  Jife,  would  no  doubt  Iw  not  only  tolcmted,  but  cordially  approved  of 
by  the  public.  In  cases  of  Crimea  committed  by  professional  criminals, 
even  if  tlic  crimi*  themselves  wure  not  specially  repulsive  in  a  monl 
point  of  view,     A  man  who,  after  some  four  or  fire  convictions  for  fdoBj, 
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is  cooTtclcd  ODce  more,  aiul  wbo  hns  heen  fiir  ytan  llring  upon  crtrn^,  U 
lilcQ  n  pirate— hottii  huvtant  ffcnrris.  lygisbton  mny  be  itin:  thiU  in 
eliuiting  up  fbr  life  ngaix  of  tfab  descriplioD  they  would  have  tbo  piiblio 
Toiec  folly  and  jiwlly  en  ihcjr  kA^ 

Th«  qaeMton  bow  ikr  and  liow  erimlnala  can  be  Tcforrn«d  is  ono 
irliich  there  is  nom*  diiRealty  I'n  diacoMtig  Tnirly  wlioi  the  public  are 
in  a  atale  of  panic.  Il  wwild,  however,  be  a  pitiful  ibicg  if  iho  bnitalt> 
tiiai  of  a  few  scotindrfls  vtrc.  allowrd  to  undo  all  that  bsa  been  olfecti-d 
in  lavonr  of  a  vcr/  miMrable  part  of  the  human  race  for  the  liist  linlf 
cmttiiy.  By  ntt^nding  to  the;  clnwificnlton  of  cntncji  and  criminal*,  and 
lo  the  nature  of  the  means  ai  the  disposal  of  pliilHnthr«pin  goveraom  of 
convict  prison* — and  notwillirtnnding  ttio  AooHb  of  ridicule  poured  on 
Sir  Jiidmn  Jebb,  hu  may  well  be  proud  of  that  hononnibk-  title — it  is 
eany  to  ere  in  giTicral  wlint  arc  the  limits  within  nhich  criminals  can  be 
Tt4bnucd.  Tlie  mmni,  and  the  only  eflvcllve  nieaiii  of  reform  which  the 
best  mannged  prison  can  stippty,  arc  discipline  and  enforced  industry.  To 
»orae  extent  it  may  give  good  habits,  but  !t  cannot  purify  the  hcnrt,  end 
no  one  ought  to  expect  it  to  do  m.  TVTien,  llicrcforc,  the  criminal  hns 
yielded  to  great  tcm])tation,  or  has  been  led  uKtray  by  bad  ottmpany,  by 
bad  education,  «r,  as  may  be  Komctimf  t  the  case,  by  misdirticted  notions 
of  conmgo,  indejiendence,  or  We  of  adyenlure,  there  are  great  hopes  that 
he  may  be  reformed.  There  is  a  rc1atif-n,  and  tiierc  might  and  ought  to 
he  a  close  reliiinn,  bi-tweim  tht;  tivnlmcnt  and  the  dincase  ;  but  there  is 
a  sort  of  corruption  which  thL«  Icind  of  discipline  lias  no  tendency  at 
all  to  alTcct.  The  idiamcli'M  rogac  who  has  di^Uberately  nnd  systema- 
tically taken  up  crime  as  his  business,  and  looks  upon  periods  of  penal 
errrilnde  a«  irtterriils  of  had  luck ;  and  still  more,  tbu  infamous  wretches 
who  are  Klained  with  crimes  wliich  are  perhaps  even  more  loathsome  than 
dangerous — (he  murderer,  the  mvishtr,  iho  man  who  ettorts  by  Gthw 
aeenaattODS,  the  robber  who  habitually  uses  violence, — are  not  people  whom 
dbctpline  will  affect  at  all.  Thry  belong  lo  another  clsM,  and  ought  to 
be  trvstwl  on  a  dilTtrent  priocipie  from  common  criminal*.  Tlie  horrible 
eoDseqnences  of  mixing  up  all  ihe*c  men  in  one  mass  are  beginning  to 
niakc  ihcBiselYe-s  ft^lt;  and  it  stiould  lie  fully  underttuod  that  tlie  truo 
remedy  Is  to  be  found  in  varying  the  Itinds  as  wi-ll  as  the  periods  of 
pnnisfaiaenl  to  which  men  arc  Fnhjccted.  I.oofc,  for  imt-ince,  at  th\^  frigbtfu! 
c*«e,  wbteh  occurred  hurt  Bummer,  of  ibo  Fcrdiogbridge  murder.  A  man 
eommita  a  rape.  Ha  t>  scDtcnc^d  to  a  certain  term  of  penal  •ervitude, 
during  which  be  his  to  work,  say,  nine  houTS  a  day,  is  well  fed,  and  has 
nine  hours'  sleep  erery  night  in  a  wifRcicntly  w.inn  and  comfortable  bed. 
Vfben  he  come*  out  he  repents  his  fir«t  oiltnnti,  this  lime  with  the  addition 
of  unrder.  Would  any  reaaooahlc  man  have  expcctcil  any  other  result? 
What  was  there  in  his  previous  aentence  dtber  to  deter  or  to  reform  liim7 
Sharp  physical  paia,  the  kivrest  diet,  the  hardest  lodging,  might  havo  bad 
sonMi  dianeo  of  taming  him,  nnd  if  tliene  harditbips  hud  ahattered  hb 
coRsUlutioD  and  even  shortened  his  lifr,  he  would  have  had  no  right  to 
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complain.  Tlie  knowleOgc  thnt  lio  had  to  mifftx  tbeee  eriU  vould  at  any 
nie  liav«  bwn  a  warning  to  olliaie,  and  if  ]w  had  bcra  imprisoned,  w  )m 
ought  to  biiri!  hem  for  manjr  years,  lie  would  Imvc  lieun  linriuK-M  to  <v<ry 
one  except  hi RiR' if.  Oitr  iieedloMond  iin^j'fitcicatic  tcay  of  punishing  which 
pnlx  iiuch  n  crime  nx  Iii.i  on  a  level,  nay,  with pnuini;  n  Ibrgud  note,  wiu  tlie 
cause  in  this  case  of  the  sacrifice  of  two  livca,  his  victim's  and  Lis  own. 

Tlic  gcnirml  mult  of  till!  whole  is  that  criinm  Involving  grmt  niaral 
atrocity  as  well  as  great  pnblic  mischief  should  be  met  by  deterrent  and 
nlno  by  dimbling  piiniahmraita — that  crimes  of  lets  magnitudv  comniittixl 
by  professional  criininaU  dhoiild  be  visjted  wilh  disabling  puniitbnieuls, 
ard  lltnt  tlie  puniAlimcnta  in  use  at  presi^nt  9.hould  b«  confined  to  case*  in 
which  thi-r^-  is  reasonable  ground  to  hope  for  real  reform. 

It  would  be  no  very  difficult  maticr  to  carry  out  some  parts,  at  oil 
events,  of  this  sclicme.  Tlie  law  in  now  brought  into  a  aliape  and  size  in 
which  it  would  be  compnrntivcly  easy  to  (ny  which  ciimes  sliould  bo 
made  the  ohjccla  of  what  might  be  called  <!.-(emptary  ptuitshmcut,  nor 
would  it  be  really  dilTicnlt  to  ascertain  whelher  a  man  convicted  of  some 
ofTence  wliicli  did  not  fall  under  this  category  duscrvcd  to  be  treated  aa  a 
proferaional  criminal.  As  mutters  stand  at  present,  previous  convictions 
can  generally  be  cliargcd  in  indictments  for  felony,  in  order  to  render 
a  man  liable  to  aggravated  punishment.  There  is  no  real  leuoa 
why  power  nhoidd  not  bo  given  to  indict  a  man  m  convicted  for 
being  n  (irofessional  crimiu.il.  It  might  be  provided  that  if  it  was 
shown  by  evidence  that  he  had  been  convicted  a  certain  number  of 
times,  and  that  lie  was  in  the  habit  of  assocSAtiog  with  persons  kuoirn 
to  be  tliieves  or  ba<l  charncters,  tlic  burden  of  proving  thnt  h«  got 
his  living  honestly  should  be  thrown  upon  him.  He  might  be  examiued 
as  to  his  life,  his  companions,  his  means  of  earning  wnges,  and  (he  bke, 
nnd  evidence  might  be  admitted  of  his  character.  If,  as  the  result  of  tlie 
whole  ini]uiry,  the  jury  were  satisfied  that  ho  lived  by  crime,  and  was  a 
habitual  ertminul,  be  ought  to  be  imprisoned  for  life,  and  prevented  at  all 
events  from  doing  further  miacliief.  I'robably  the  jury  will  not  feel  mud 
difficulty  in  knowing  what  tw  think  of  a  man  who,  being  convicled  of  a 
biuglary,  committed  in  a  thoroughly  tliilful  professional  way,  appeared 
to  have  been  previously  convicted  of  various  ollcnces  as  often  as  twelve 
or  fiHeen  times;  yet  this  is  not  an  imnginary  case.  It  actiully  happeocd 
in  one  of  the  Illidbiiid  cotinlies  less  thnn  a  year  ago.  The  prisoner  was 
sentenced  lo  eighteen  years'  penal  servitude,  whatever  that  may  mean, 
but  he  will  probably  be  revisiting  his  old  haunts  long  before  the  year 
1879. 

In  nddiiion  lo  these  alterations,  it  would  be  no  doubt  desirable  to 
examine  closely  the  state  of  tho  existing  cttnviet  prisons.  Thero  is  pro- 
bably ft  good  deal  of  ignorance  and  pnjudicc  in  t)io  universal  chorm  of 
indignation  mised  against  tlicni,  but  without  entering  at  large  into  (h'« 
eubjeut,  a  few  remarks  upon  it  may  bu  perniilteiL  In  the  £r«t  place  it 
might  be  foretold  with  certainty  thnt  tho  system  would  err  CD  the  aide  ol 
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UgOQCD.  To  K  buranne  snd  cducRUd  man,  thr  tntk  of  indicting  paia 
muot  alwaji  b«  odious  in  oomparison  willi  tliat  of  regulating  a  aort 
of  )yai«m  of  ciIu«iiioD.  There  ia  also  a  nfttiiral  ]ov«  in  all  ofGciats, 
Mpocially  in  nil  mililary  men,  for  the  sj-elem,  cotnp!elcncs«,  nnd  orgnni- 
sUioQ  of  a  itrtat  eBtiiblishnicnl,  nml  iho  combinalioo  of  these  con- 
sittcrAtioDt  fonnt  n  itrong  temptation  to  nay  maiingcr  to  Uy  to  mnke  his 
convict  CBtablishDMoit  ia  a  aeuM  thcerful  aad  comfrirtable.  A  man  wliosc 
life  is  poncd  in  managing,  providing  for,  and  rcgiilnling  convictn,  conies 
inevitably,  if  he  is  a  kiaU~Ii«iirlvd  and  good-nntiirod  man,  to  forgL-i  their 
wont  fealurcfl,  and  look  upon  them  more  or  hss  ns  his  dcpcniknts.  Tbo 
woret  that  can  fairly  be  said  of  Sir  Joshua  Jobb  eetms  to  be,  tliat  he  may 
Inrv  hixa  too  (angiiincandlibrriLlin  hi« phi lant}i ropy.  It  ia,  however,  liiir 
to  hin  to  call  alloulion  to  the  fact  tb.it  be  has  expr>.-asly  admltleil  that  ibc 
Engiitk  convict  iijraU^m  i»  not  «uitcd  for  thu  worst  cinsa  of  rogiiea.  In  a 
Koteiiient  pnblishod  in  a  condensed  form  in  ibis  Magazine,*  afior  i|iiotin^ 
Croni  TUt  Tiiutt  an  obncrvatiun  that  the  professional  crimiunts  "coniiiiuta 
the  ogly  per-centage  of  llie  convicts — with  which  nothing  can  be  done — 
the  true  blackamoors  of  the  systran  who  can  never  be  wnshcd  wliite,"  bo 
adds,  *'  Htre  it  is,  and  perhaps  here  only,  we  fail."  In  other  words,  the 
system  is,  on  hin  own  showing,  quite  unfit  for  the  very  class  whom  of  all 
others  it  ia  most  imporlant  to  ptmish  eiFectuolIy.  Some  sixty  or  seventy 
Ihorougbly  hanlencd  profcssioiiiil  foolpads  and  gai-oltors  are  enough  to 
throw  all  London  into  a  panic,  and  when  the  public  auk  why  this  is  so, 
ihey  are  told  that  penal  servitude  ia  nut  lutended  for  gentlemen  of  thi« 
pcrKWHOn.  It  would  bi;  well  to  mnkc  an  cITuTt  to  meet  their  pireulinr 
TitiwB.  Eren  if  it  should  seem  too  extensive  and  diiKcnIt  on  undertaking 
to  dcTuo  new  cIiisMlications  of  crime  and  new  systems  of  piinlalimeat  for 
special  casen,  and  if,  as  there  is  grent  reason  In  fear,  it  is  tnic  that  the 
objection*  to  traoiportntioti  arc  really  conclusive,  it  is  the  great^t  of  all 
mistakes  to  make  convicts  too  comfortable.  To  honest  poverty  it  is  the 
moat  cracl  insult,  lo  the  criminals  themselves  it  is  cruel  kindncis,  for 
their  crimes  aro  duo  in  almost  every  case  to  "  ibe  lust  of  the  flesh,  the 
luat  of  the  eye,  and  tho  pride  of  life."  It  would  be  an  outrnge  on  decency 
to  p«int  with  any  upprooob  to  Irulb  tlie  inside  of  the  minds  of  prisoueis. 
If  (h«ir  liabilual  language  ia  lb6  best  index  to  tliem,  they  must  contain 
ftbyasca  of  blasphemy  and  flllb  which  can  hardly  Iw  imagined.  Take  a 
mfta  of  ihia  kind,  ft«d  him  well,  work  him  bgbtly,  lot  him  have  plenty  of 
sleep  in  it  soft  and  warm  bed,  and  confine  him  fur  years  to  ibo  society  of 
persons  of  liis  own  class  and  sex,  and  you  expose  bim  to  temptations  far 
greater  than  libraries  of  tracts  and  anulea  of  cltsplains  can  racounter. 
Monkisli  *ustenii«s  liad  ^elr  meaning.  It  was  not  for  nothing  that  the 
monks  ncommcodcd  &*ting  and  tiodily  austerities,  and  though  the 
■abject  cannot  well  bu  ftilly  diKUSsOiI,  no  one  who  thinks  upon  it  can  fail 
to  M«  tliat  hard  work  and  apara  diet  would  bo  iu  the  higbe«t  d<'gieu 
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neccsury  to  men  in  the  circnnutMicea  of  (xmTicta,  eroi  if  the  nutter  of 
puniRhmcnt  were  out  of  the  qnestdon. 

One  simple  mode  of  securing  this  result  niggetta  itidf  to  dImui  fas  from 
the  outside.  Why  should  these  men  be  proTided  for  in  all  nspecta  merely 
beeniiso  they  are  criminals?  Why  might  they  not  iroA  for  thdr  liring, 
And  aulTfr  all  the  hardships  that  honest  men  suffer  in  the  duly  atraggle 
fiir  suliaiiitcnoe.  Suppose  that  on  hia  introduction  to  Dartmoor  or  Port- 
land the  convict  were  addressed  thus: — "There  is  the  qoarry,  and  there 
Is  a  pickaxe.  The  terms  are  so  much  for  every  ton  of  stone ;  and  if 
you  work  uncommonly  hard,  yon  wilt  be  able  to  earn,  say,  6s.  a  week. 
Iloneit  labourers  have  to  support  a  fiunily  on  9s.  or  10a.  Oat  of 
tliat  you  must  find  j-ourself.  The  rent  of  your  cell  is  ao  much,  and  will 
bo  titop|icd  out  of  your  wages  :  and  there  will  also  be  a  we^ly  atoppage 
to  pay  for  your  clothes.  Everj-thing  else  yon  can  buy  at  stated  prices  at 
■hops  in  the  prison.  Now  work  or  be  idle,  joat  as  you  please;  bnt 
observe,  you  do  not  gt't  one  penny  beyond  what  you  earn.  If  yon  are  ill, 
you  may  go  into  hospital,  but  you  will  have  to  pay  so  much  a  week,  and 
you  must  work  out  your  debts  before  you  leave  the  prison,  ff  you  refiise 
to  work,  you  may  settle  the  question  with  your  own  stomach  ;  but  if  yon 
n^bct,  or  steal  from  the  other  eonvicta,  or  are  disobedient  to,  or  assault  the 
wanlcrs,  there  is  ft  court  in  the  nature  of  a  drtunheod  oonrt-martial 
constantly  sitting,  which  will  do  justice  upon  yoo  with  snrpriang  prompti- 
tude, and  in  thu  samo  way  in  which  soldiers  and  sailors  are  punished." 
If  this  kind  of  rrmedy  were  applied,  wc  should  hear  little  of  either  luin- 
rioiia  living  or  idleness.  The  convicts  would  have  no  right  to  complain. 
Tlipy  H-nuld  be  merely  undergoing  the  common  lot — working  for  thdr 
living  like  honest  men — subject  only  to  such  special  restraints  as  their 
own  misconduct  had  rendered  necessary.  In  this  way  good  and  bad  fortune 
would  apportion  itself  in  prison  pretty  much  as  it  does  in  the  rest  of  the 
world.  The  active  ninn  would  be  moderately  comfortable,  the  idle  one 
would  be  wretched ;  and  the  calamities  and  personal  advantages  which  do 
not  depend  upon  morality  would  fiJl,  as  it  pleased  Providence,  as  they  do 
on  the  rest  of  mankind.  Tliis  suggestion  might  be  applied  to  every  sort 
of  punishment;  to  persons  subjected  to  deterrent  or  disabling  impriaon- 
ment,  as  well  an  to  those  who  have  to  undergo  that  which  is  more  directly 
reformatory.  It  would  substitute  for  an  artificial  discipline,  which  it  is 
hardly  possible  to  regulate  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  a  natural  discipline, 
which  wotild  r^ulate  itself  with  no  trouble  at  all.

Tluit'a 
the  wnrdcn's  hoiiM.  ]*crhn])«  wc  won't  p>  in  ao  i-nrlj  in  ihn  day,  ax  tb« 
lady  baa  a  veiy  larj^  family.  An  excdlwit  lady,  and  a  dear  fri«i>d  wf 
mine, — a«  is  her  hnibiuul." 

"  And  he  b  warden,  you  say  ?  " 

"  Yen,  warden  of  the  Iio»piial.  You  aco  the  bonw,  idr.  Very  pretty, 
ian't  it?  Very  pretty.  To  my  idea  it's  the  prettiest  btiilt  liouac  I  CT*r 
aaw." 

"I  wont  go  quite  m  far  as  that,"  aaid  Crotibie. 

"  But  you  would  if  you'd  lipcd  there  twelve  years,  an  I  did.  I  lived

from  home,  occaaiened  by  a  clow  pursuit  of  lus  own  special  alma  in  life; 
fur  tbo  Karl  I>c  Courey  had  been  a  great  courtier.  But  of  late  gout, 
InmlMgo,  mod  pcibaps  also  some  diminution  la  his  powers  of  making  him- 
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w\i  gmerallj  8gTCcnbk,  liail  rcconulcd  him  to  domettio  <)iUi«s  *■»!  '^'> 
mrl  spent  mueli  uf  hit  lime  at  lionc.  The  Gountesa,  in  Bottntt  i^y*,  fand 
keen  beard  to  coupbua  vt  her  lord's  frn^utmt  iib«moo.  fint  it  b  hard  to 
pkaae  soma  women,— ntid  now  nhu  vroiJd  not  alway*  be  sMlaAed  willi  hta 

And  ail  tho  eors  and  daaght«av  ircro  therr.,— excepting  I^oid  Porlock, 
tli«  eldut,  who  never  Miet  hia  tatbtt,  Tfa«  «arl  and  Lord  Porlodt  vtte 
not  on  terms,  and  indeed  haled  each  other  «»  only  xnch  ihihcn  aad  such 
Bona  cnu  lioii:.  Tlie  Huuoumblo  QcorgeDoOoiircy  was  lh«»  with  bb 
brid»,  be  liaviog  lalcly  pcrforoicd  a  mnnifoA  iMy,  in  baviog  umrriad  a 
jronng  wunau  willi  muucy.  Very  yoang  abo  was  not, — liaving  i«adi«d 
tome  y«atA  of  her  life  in  advanco  of  thirty ;  but  tbaa,  nsidier  rni"  Uie 
Itcatotirnbli:  G«orge  very  young ;  and  lu  tliis  respect  tli«  two  wore  iiot  ill* 
■oHed.  Tho  Udy't  mon^  bad  cot  b^cn  very  mncb, — 'pcrhap*  thirty 
tluHiaand  potiuda  or  no.  Bat  tlieii  the  Hunouruhk  Gcorgv's  money  had 
been  ab»oliiI<rly  vonc^  Son-  he  hnd  nn  iitcnmo  on  which  ho  could  lire, 
end  tbcri'furtt  Iiia  futlicr  iiud  ciulltcr  htid  I'prgiven  Iiim  all  bin  ttn*,  and 
raken  him  ngnin  to  thdr  boiom.  Aad  liio  miin-iage  was  matter  of  gmat 
moment,  for  Hia  elder  acioa  of  the  bouse  hnd  not  yet  tnkcti  to  liimsolf  a 
will',  and  the  Dc  Coui'cy  family  might  h&ve  to  luok  to  ihiH  uiiiou  for  nn 
heir.  The  kdy  herself  wcut  not  bvautiitil,  or  cli:v«r,  or  of  imposing 
luauDera — nor  was  site  of  high  birtli.  But  neither  was  tJie  i^ily,  nor 
unbcurubly  stupid.  Her  mann<T»  were,  at  any  rtttc,  innocent ;  snd  as  to 
litr  hii-lh, — Si'i-'iiiB  that,  from  ihe  fii'st,  she  was  not  supjiuscd  to  luiro  hud 
any, — no  dissppnintoK'nt  wns  felt.  I1<t  futbcr  had  lM.«a  n  ooal'merolumt. 
She  vaa  ulwiiys  culled  Mm.  Georjte,  and  tli(?  effort  made  rei^Micting  her  by 
evetybcHly  In  and  nhuut  the  family  was  to  lieat  her  as  ihou^  abu  vitm  a 
figure  of  a  woman,  a  large  well-drewtd  retiemblunoe  of  a.  being,  vboiu  it 
was  nccewdtiy  for  cerlmii  piiiposc*  that  lliij  De  Courcya  should  carry  in 
their  train.  Of  the  llonourabU-  (iturgc-  we  may  further  ohecrve,  that, 
hsving  been  n  Rpcndthrill  all  hie  IIIl-,  he  Ijud  now  become  otrielly  ]xith- 
moiiiouit.  Having  reuched  the  discreet  sga  of  forty,  ho  hnd  at  lost  learned 
that  btggiuy  wns  obji'Clionahle;  and  he,  ilii-refore,  iJevoted  every  energy 
of  liis  mind  to  iaviiig  ahillingK  and  pence  wh('rf'V'?r  pcnro  and  shillings 
might  be  snvfd.  When  first  this  turn  Kiniu  upon  him  both  his  father  and 
mother  were  delighted  to  obetrvc  it ;  hut,  allhgugh  it  hwl  hardly  yet 
laited  over  twelve  raoulhay  some  evil  resulla  were  b^inning  to  appear. 
Though  pOBtcssed  If  an  income,  he  would  take  m>  stt^pH  t>jiv:iids  ponwsuug 
KiinKclf  of  A  houiK!.  lie  hung  hy  ihe  paternal  munMon,  cither  iu  town 
ux  country ;  drank  the  pntirnal  wines,  rode  the  paternal  borae*,  and  bad 
even  contrived  to  obtuin  his  wife's  dn'stcis  from  tho  mAteinal  milliner.  In 
the  completion  of  which  little  last  success,  however,  some  slight  family 
distent  hikd  showed  it*i'lll 

The  Uunourable  John,  the  thlid  ton,  was  also  at  Courcy.  Ho  had  m 
yet  taken  lo  Idmsrir  no  wifi',  nnd  &s  ho  ha'.l  not  hilherlo  made  hiovelf 
conspicuously  uiieful  in  iiiiy  sjH.'eiul  wulk  ef  life  his  l)imily  were  bcgimiiug 
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to  ngnd  Itim  ax  a  bunlsn.  llxring  no  income  of  hU  own  to  mtc,  ha 
htd  net  copird  hui  brotbHr'it  virtue  of  pun imonjr  ;  luitl,  to  tcU  tlie  tnilb 
^ibunlr,  had  made  hunself  to  generally  tr«ublt:iomu  to  lit*  fatli<T,  that  li« 
had  IxM-n  on  more  than  one  vccuainn  (Jimtlfncd  wilb  cxpulsic-u  from  tlie 
family  roof.  But  it  is  not  eaaj  to  exptJ  a  iwn.  Human  AodglingR  cannot 
b*  driven  out  of  t]i«  Bc«t^«  j^ouDg  birds.  An  Honourable  Jobn  tum«d 
adrift  into  ab«otut«  porerty  will  make  himxclf  beard  of  in  ibc  world, — if  in 
no  otbcr  wnv,  hy  bin  nglinoM  aa  ho  starrea.  A  lliorDUgb-guing  ne'er-do- 
well  ia  ibc  upper  claMvg  liaa  <-jniDcnt  adTimtngRii  on  bin  aide  in  Ute  battle 
which  he  %bts  ax>un>il  rn^>rct4ibiHiy.  He  can'i  be  auit  to  Au-itriilia 
againat  bin  tvill.  He  ciui't  be  Hint  li>  tlic  p(ior-bou«o  without  the  know- 
ledge of  all  tiM  world.  He  can't  be  kq>l  out  of  trndwncn's  vbopa  ;  nor, 
without  lerrible  scaodiil,  ain  he  be  hopt  awny  from  the  |>atoinal  projiertiwi. 
Tlte  nrl  had  Ibrealened,  and  anarled,  und  abowii  bin  tcitth  ;  be  wiw  an 
asgtj  m«Q,  and  a  man  who  could  lonk  v«iy  angry;  wilb  eyes  wbieb 
could  aloKiat  become  red,  and  a  brow  tlisl  wriulck-d  itHulf  In  pcrprndicubiF 
ttrinklaa,  comctimca  vr-iy  ternblo  to  behold.  liut  bo  wns  an  incoDnlaiit 
nan,  and  the  Honouniblu  John  had  learned  to  meainirc  hia  &ihcr,  and  in 
aa  accurate  bal.-uice. 

]  liavc  mcnlioncd  tlio  aons  Bret,  bccaufte  it  ia  to  be  prraunied  that  tlicy 
were  tbe  eider,  aeeiog  Hat  tlieir  nnincn  were  mcniioned  bclbrc  tboiu  of 
their  aiaien  in  nil  tlio  peeragca.  But  thure  were  lour  daugbicrs, — tlie 
liuliM  Amelia,  U«*inu,  Uiirgnrrttn.  nnd  Ali-xntif^riiui.  'I'bcr,  ■ni:  may  aay, 
wen  llw  flowera  of  Ihe  liinilly,  having  so  lived  ibiit  thi'y  had  crcalod  none 
of  tfaoae  family  fend*  which  had  been  «o  fHqncut  bctivcm  ibcir  faiher  and 
their  brollicra.  They  were  discreet,  bipU-bred  ivomeu,  ihiukuig,  pcrhftps, 
a  littlo  too  niiicb  of  their  own  position  in  the  world,  mid  somewhat  apt  to 
put  a  vrrong  ralue  on  lliose  advantuj^cM  wbitb  ilicy  poespas«d,  and  on  those 
which  tbcy  did  not  pouMs.  'ihe  Lady  Amelia  wns  already  tnarricdi 
baring  made  «  anbatantial  if  not  a  brilliant  luatoh  witJi  Mr.  Morltmer 
Gaxebec,  a  AonrMhing  toliciior,  belonging  to  a  fiini  which  had  for  many 
yesM  acted  M  agents  to  the  De  Gourcy  proptoty.  Klurtliuu-  Guzebee  was 
DOW  raenber  of  I'arlinniciil  for  ISitrnbwteTi  partly  through  ibg  inllitsnco 
of  hie  bulwr- in-law.  Tlial  tliia  sbuuld  be  so  was  a  matler  ul  gr«al  disgust 
to  tb«  Uonoumble  Geoig",  who  thought  that  tlio  wat  should  have  belooigcd 
\Q  Um.  But  lu)  Mr.  Guzebee  bad  jiaid  tliu  vciy  heavy  exptoiwa  of  the 
dnrtlnii  out  of  bta  own  pocket,  and  aa  tiuorge  Dc  Courcy  certainly  could 
not  baro  paid  tlHini,  the  ju*ticc  of  hia  claim  lany  be  ijuestionablu.  Mra. 
Gazebee  waa  now  ibe  luip]iy  mother  of  many  babies,  whom  she  waa  wcott 
lo  carry  with  her  on  her  visits  to  Coiiicy  Cvilr,  and  had  bvcom*  on 
excellent  fMTtnvr  to  Ikt  huslwnd.  He  wuuld  |>i'rlia[:iA  have  liked  it  belUir 
if  she  bad  not  spoken  so  frequently  to  him  of  her  own  high  position  as 
the  dau^bwr  of  an  carl,  or  ko  frequently  to  other*  of  her  loiv  jiosition  as 
liie  wife  of  an  attorney.  But,  on  tliv  whole,  tliey  did  very  well  tO){ether, 
and  Mr.  tioiebeo  had  gotten  from  his  marriage  quito  as  muci)  as  hv 
capocMd  when  bo  made  it 
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Tie  Lodj'  Bo«)ii»  wtu  very  nligiont ;  nnd  I  io  not  Itnoir  that  the  was 
CMUpicumu  in  nny  otli«r  tny,  unlcn  it  mi^ht  be  that  bIm^  somewhat 
resenibM  bcr  father  In  her  t«tnper.  It  wu  of  ih«  L>d/  Roeiiia  that  the 
•cTvanls  iTCTV  afraiil,  C8p«ciallf  with  nSofncv  to  that  so-cttUed  day  of  rMt 
which,  under  her  dominion,  had  bceOHic  to  ninny  of  them  a  day  of  nvtlcnt 
tonneDt.  It  lud  not  aliray«  been  so  with  the  Lady  Rodna ;  but  her  «y«a 
liud  been  opened  by  the  wifn  of  n  great  church  dij^itary  in  the  nmjh- 
boorfaood,  and  abc  Lad  undergone  rvgcncration.  How  great  may  be  llie 
IRMMJ  inflicted  by  nn  cnergitlic,  unmarried,  }i<slthy  woman  in  ihnt  con- 
diiion, — a  woman  witli  no  buiihcind,  or  children,  or  duties,  to  diatact  her 
Jrom  bcr  work — I  pmy  that  my  rrader*  may  norer  kaovr. 

The  Lady  &Iargar«lla  was  her  molber's  favourite,  and  she  was  liko  Im 
mother  in  all  thiDE»,— except  tliat  her  mother  had  been  a  beauty.  The 
world  called  her  proud,  diadninfiil,  and  even  insolent;  but  the  world  was 
not  aware  th:il  in  all  that  she  did  she  was  aeling  in  acoordaiiee  with  a 
principle  which  hod  called  for  mnch  sclf-abnc^tSon.  ^e  bad  conaidered 
it  her  duty  to  be  a  D«  Coiircy  and  an  earra  danghter  at  all  times  ;  and 
eonaequcntlysliehndsacnfieed  tohrr  idra  of  dulyallpopttliiTi^,  •dufatlkD, 
ROd  ntcb  adiiiiralion  u  would  hare  bc-«n  awaitlvd  to  her  as  a  weU-dreaaed, 
tftll,  fuhionable,  and  by  no  mvans  stupid  young  woman.  To  be  at  all 
tiiuea  in  soraetliing  higher  than  they  who  were  manifestly  below  bcr  in 
nnk, — that  waa  the  elfort  ibat  she  wm  over  making.  Bnt  she  had  been  a 
good  dnughtcr,  ueitting  bcr  'molbt-r,  na  best  die  might,  in  all  bmily 
troiiblea,  and  never  repining  at  the  cold,  colourlcaa,  unlovely  life  whi^ 
hail  boen  vonchRnfi'd  to  h(T. 

AJcxandrinn  wnii  the  beauty  of  the  funiily,  end  was  in  truth  iIm 
youngest,  fiut  even  she  was  not  very  young,  and  waa  beginning  to  make 
her  friend)  vncufy  lest  sbc,  too,  iJtould  let  the  precious  srason  of  bay- 
barrest  run  by  without  due  umc  of  her  nuniiiier'a  eun.  She  had,  perhaps, 
cotmted  too  much  on  her  bcnuty,  which  had  been  beauty  aooording  to  law 
rather  than  beauty  acchrJing  to  Liate,  and  had  looked,  probably,  for  too 
bounteoui!  n  hnrvpst.  That  her  forchwid,  and  nose,  and  cheeks,  and  chin 
were  well-fomied,  no  man  could  deny.  Her  hair  was  soft  and  plcatifti]. 
Her  teetli  were  good,  and  her  eyes  were  long  and  oval.  But  tbe  fault  of 
her  fucc  wa«  this, — th.it  wticn  you  left  bcr  you  could  not  remember  it. 
Aftt-r  a  first  aequuintance  you  could  meet  her  again  and  not  know  her. 
Aflcr  tn.Tny  meeting*  you  would  fail  to  carry  awny  with  you  any 
porlruit  of  her  feiiturej.  Bnt  such  as  fihe  had  been  nt  twenty,  wich  was 
ahe  now  at  lliirly.  Years  had  not  robbed  her  face  of  ila  regularity,  oar 
niiHcd  the  Binoolhnesa  of  hertoo  even  forehead.  Humour  bad  declared 
timt  on  more  than  one,  or  perhaps  more  than  two  occaaioDs,  Lady 
Alexandrina  had  been  alrpa<Jy  induced  to  plight  her  troth  in  return  for 
proffered  love ;  but  we  all  know  that  Rumour,  when  she  takes  to  such  topico, 
wtaggorates  the  truth,  mid  i>pt8  down  much  in  malice.  The  Inily  was  once 
engHged,  the  engagement  lasting  for  two  years,  and  tbe  engagement  hod 
been  broken  off  owing  to  some  monorditBculiics  between  the  gcotlcmetiof 
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the  families.  Sicco  that  s1i«  kod  becoiuo  soiuewliat  querulous,  ftnd  was 
■nppcsed  to  be  uncniiy  an  ihiit  sul>j«ct  of  her  hny-Rinfcing.  Ilcr  gl&KS 
KDil  li«r  maid  anturvd  bi-r  llmt  licr  mm  slionc  atill  an  bri]|;1:lly  m  ever;  but 
hn  spirit  wna  becoming  wt^ary  mIiIi  waiting,  nml  she  dreaded  lest  slio 
■bould  become  n  tcrrnr  Co  nil,  as  iviui  bcr  Rixtcr  Kditiiin,  or  an  object  of 
intemt  Iv  noui.*,  an  vaa  ilurgiircUa.  It  was  from  ber  especially  tlial  thin 
nonaga  IukI  been  sent  to  our  tnmd  Cronbie;  for,  during  the  last  Dpriog 
in  fiondon,  sHc  and  Cronbtu  had  known  each  other  wdl.  Yt's,  my  gtuttlc 
n'nd<-n  ;  it  it  true,  as  your  licart  atigge^tg  to  you.  Under  sue!)  circuia- 
stwiccK  Sir.  Croohie  xhould  not  linro  goiio  to  Cctircy  Caatle. 

Such  wna  the  family  circle  of  th«  De  Coiircys.  Among  their  present 
gncits  I  Dvcd  not  cmimcrnlc  itinny.  First  nnd  foremost  in  all  ruspcots  wna 
Lkdy  DombeUo,  ofwliose  part^niaj-e  and  pot^iiion  a  few  words  were  eaiA  in 
the  U*t  chapter.  &hc  wiw  a  Indy  etill  vt-ry  younjr,  hnving  ns  yet  been 
Utile  mote  lliaa  two  yearn  tnarrii^d.  But  iu  those  two  years  ler  triumphs 
had  been  many; — no  many,  that  in  the  grcJit  woild  lier  standing  already 
equalled  that  of  }i«r  C4;l<!bruted  mother' in -law,  tlic  Mavdiioness  of  ilnrtla- 
topt  who,  for  twenty  years,  liad  owntd  no  frreatcr  jioteiitate  thaa  herself  in 
the  realnu  vf  fuxtiton.  But  Ludy  Dumbello  wnn  every  inch  tm  great  hb 
abe;  and  men  said,  and  wonieo  also,  that  the  daughter-iu-Iaw  would  aoon 
be  the  grentcT.

"  I  dare  tay  it  will  cQm«  to  noUtia;;,''  uid  Ui«  coonlca*,  wbo  Hkcd  U 
kear  of  girls  bd^g  cagageil  aixl  tbea  losjog  llt«tr  ptamiMd  tuMbandL  Sbo 
dkt  not  kaow  iliat  di?  Ukc4  ii,  bat  sba  did;  and  already  bad  ^tmmtn  in 
snttdpating  pour  Lilv's  dutucmfiUuv.  But  nul  tbe  1ms  wai  alw  angiy 
with  Croabte,  feeUog  ibat  he  wiw  mnktag  bia  waf  itUo  fa«r  faouM  UBdcr 
UMpntviera. 

And  Alrxandriiia  al>o  was  no^y  wli«a  {^j  Jolia  repeated  iba  tame 
lidio^a  in  bcr  kaaiing.  *'  I  really  don't  ibink  we  oare  vvry  mndi  aboal  ii, 
IMy  Julia,"  Mid  sbe,  wiUi  a  liule  lo^  of  bor  bead.  "  Xhat'e  tliree  timoc

"TbeDaluarerdnted  toyou,!  tku^  ?  "  uid  Uargan-ttn.

Sbo  wslkeit  up  the  nwtn  vtzy  Hluwiy,  ainiling  here  •nd  «railing 
lUcro;  but  «tiU  niUi  T«rr  faint  Muilcs  tui^l  took  tbo  place  wliicJi  her 
liDWisa  tndiculed  U>  Iwr.  One  Yrc<rd  abu  said  h>  llie  countess  and  tiro  lo 
the  carL  Beyond  lliat  ehe  did  not  opcD  JiCT  lipe.  All  Hie  homage  paid 
to  her  klie  received  as  tliongh  it  were  clearly  h(T  du«.  Sh«  vru  not  la 
the  lenst  ewharracaed,  nor  did  rite  ^ovr  bcnelf  lo  lie  k  tho  ilightcit 
ieffW  siOinniod  of  licr  own  (iIrooo.

%«•;  M  naturnl  to  her  as  fieMIng  is  to  a  arickcter.  One  cnnnnt  have  it  all 
winniiign  nt  any  guinir.  Whi'tlirr  Cronbio  shotild  iiTfintiially  become  her 
own  son-ui'Uw  or  liot  it  came  to  Iier  tinlurully,  as  a  pnrt  o(  lier  duty 
,ln  life,  to  bowl  down  th«  ■tiimp'i  ol'  tbnt  young  laily  nt  Allington.  If 
.  Dale  knew  tlie  game  well  and  could  protect  hev  own  irickei,  let  her 
'  doao. 

Sin  lu)d  no  doubt  as  to  Croebiv's  engaa^t'inent  with  I^ilian  Dii1e,  but

Tbe  Sharpiliootcn  of  tbu  ProM  in  England,  and  on  tlu  CaaliMnt 
gm«»IIy,  bare  oettain  clMracteritlica  common  to  all :  tfa^  pniif  aUtt 
(iimingitiakiiig  peeuliaritto*  ariiing  fram  diScrencw  of  raca,  govamntni^ 
and  educatioo.  In  Fmnee,  Jbr  iiittaiMW,  tbe  editor,  eoDlrihuloi^  or  mitliar, 
gmcraliy  affixea  his  name  to  nil  he  writ«e,  and  by  that  be  Mandi  o*  bUi, 
or,  a(  least,  ofTen  to  do  ao;  be  uitcn  into  oloee  and  amieabla  pttraonul 
relatioRn  with  hia  reader*  i  ha  naror  aemplea  lo  iiarrat«  liit  own  exploit^ 
and  TciiiiUio  hi*  private  grivfi  n-ilh  an  egotixra  wbicb  is  cowetinMa 
niuligniliod,  bat  never  dull;  and  bu  dou  all  thi*  In  the  evident  &itb  that 
he  affbrda  amuwmoit  to  bia  nnivt*  thcrebjr,  aivd  also  aoqtiirea  ibur 
sympathy  fnr  hinuwif. 

In  Englnnd,  n  mngaiioe,  a  pericidical,  or  a  jouTnal  mml  repreaent 
either  an  intcrt*t  or  a  principle,  and  in  proportion  to  the  brcndib  and 
importance  of  th&t  interest,  or  the  dc«[»««a  and  uid«4tractibility  of  that 
principle,  will  bo  the  exlrrnl  of  the  intlucncc  enjoyed.  Tbe  intercut  ntvd 
not  be  brgo,  but  it  must  be  solid  ;  tlie  principle  need  not  be  invented  by 
angels,  tnit  it  mti^  be  inherent  in,  and  common  to,  human  nature. 
A  carefully  ctilttralwl  dexterity  in  picking  ihc  mote  out  of  a  brother'* 
eye,  a  l<md  and  clear  expression  cf  belief  in  tliemsvlves,  and  disbelief  in 
any  cue  else,  and  tbe  fashion  of  regarding  ererythiiig,  wheilMir  in  hearen 
oc  on  earth,  aa  "raw  material  for  epigram,"  nre  habits  which  may  bt 
eredad  into  principUa,  and  iaa«macU  aa  ihejr  fulfil  tbe  obora  oondiUoH^ 
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l)i«y  do  in  iH»ne  lort  the  Huno  work.  It  has  been  taii  that »  Jterunnl 
nitcrcst  mnrt  in  it«  :iutur«  be  Aigilivo^  nnd  thnt  fortiinstely  nmlignity 
eaimol  enibiilm  itgell';  but  an  juleivst  may  he  fiijfilive  aad  yet  inteiiM  i 
and  if  wo  tannot  cmhnlm  malignity,  we  cnn  piint  it,  wkich  answers  the 
purpMC  juti  »ut  wutl.  Tiieae  modern  Iwbniacliic*  lote  iudtc  by  onu  giicid' 
Mtiircd  word,  by  o&r  iil-Amened  note  of  admiration,  tbiin  l>y  a  whole 
cDuree  of  lurd-liearlvd  judgments  uiid  acrimonJoiui  wordi ;  fur  in  tnilh  wo 
take  iti  oiir  Bnlaatn  to  ciir»e  and  not  to  blew,  nnd  if  he  liiils  tn  viruluice^ 
or  point,  or  bittcmew,  or  even  in  <|i]antity,  or  any  of  thaw  thing*  which 
we  hare  n  right  to  expect  when  we  pay  for  full  ./lav  on  red  curing,  we 
tbink  ouraulres  ill-UHcd,  and,  after  tliu  mniincr  ol  Englishmen,  never  fnil 
(o  any  ao.  A  modern  author  baa  very  happily  liit  off  this  parlioaloc 
feature  in  a  little  tale  wherein  li(;  deiwrihe*  the  ettiibliihmi^nt  of  a  journal 
inl«ode>d  to  Buace«d  on  iIuh  syKlviit.  The  alafl'  conuttn  of  luur  writUH, 
and  Guch  number  of  the  paper  ii  ti>  i^anUtin  fivo  nrticlcs  full  of 
origioal  malice.  "Who  is  to  write  the  lifUi  article?"  in<]uirea  duo. 
'*  Whidiever  of  ui  happens  to  be  moHt  bilioiiH  that  week,"  replies 
•iMtber;  and  that  problem  ia  solved  on  physiological  priuoipleN  of  the 
•omdeat  kind. 

Th«  peculiar  dilTi^nmcts  esliibiied  by  Continental  nnd  Engli»h  wi'itera 
of  the  mmc  gture  are,  oa  we  have  e.iid,  referuble  to  race,  got-eruniiut,  and 
BBtitwnal  tMnperameril.  "  Untteodiud  by  human  sympathy,  they  are 
allowably  nnd  crpn  commcudably  f'>rocioiii;"  but  the  French  excel  in 
•  certain  elegant  impertinence,  the  English  in  a  tronnhant  i^gr<»sivcnesa 
^-the  one  haa  brilliancy,  the  oilier  etrengtb  and  audacity.  French 
MModotw  are  (onictima  of  n  full-llavotircd  kind,  nnd  contain  nlUisiona 
whieli  JMlle  what  lliey  are  pleased  to  term  our  national  prudery.  Engliih 
writing,  on  the  other  hand,  aometinipu  dr'gimeratea  into  roughness  and 
indcoonuu.  A  man  ahull  ivish  to  write  that  wliieb  is  manly,  and  only 
(Ocoeed  in  producing  that  which  is  immoileiil.  There  are  some  who  love 
to  (elect  a  coane  aubject,  and  bundle  it  in  a  ccuiri!e  manner;  and  we  have 
in  OUT  mind's  eye  those  who  not  only  oatl  a  sjuide  a  Bjiade,  but  go  out  of 
tboir  way  to  call  u  amvll  u  Ktinlc.  In  *omc  cstw»  there  is  systematically  a 
prooeas  of  elimination  carried  on  aa  regards  objeniioiiable  niatter  which  ia 
really  carious  A  aubjeot,  or  on  aulbnr,  or  a  book  shall  be  discussed,  and 
if  in  one  or  the  other  there  is  eo  mudi  aa  one  undvaii  alluaiun,  one 
UBSToury  idtt,  one  obsolete  or  unhappy  cxprcision,  it  is  unerringly  fixed 
Bpoa  and  instantly  reproduced  and  tjuoted — with  reprobation  and  disguat 
it  ia  true,  but  ttill  it  i»  always  quoted. 

For  nuwibst  reasons  the  lahujaeliteB  of  tlie  prcas,  on  both  aides  of  Ibe 
water,  prefer  U  Hale  coupi  tn  h  tltflt  fmUmu.  Metaphor  and  cpij^ram, 
paradox  and  parable,  are  coreTully  rtudii^d  and  much  UHed  t  ibe  logio  of 
niMoMum  occuionally  lakes  the  plaoe  of  the  logic  of  the  schools,  and  rvty 
cxaptknal  facts  arc  often  procaed  into  service  to  point  a  doubtful  moral. 
Proof  br  evwry  aascrtinn  is  not  nectininry,  neither  is  i  in  partiality  erven  in 
abuw  cxpociat);  but  the  language  must  bo  excellent,  the  gntmmar  must 
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b«  iadisputitbtc,  Ibe  alliuicMix  must  be  either  piquant  or  &r-fctctie<l,  and 
the  BilliagKgftto  niuit  be  well  polish  cd— good -nature  ia  n  tnuugrtsaiun,  bat 
dulnets  is  a  csTdinal  sin. 

SoDMtiincs  tbe  Ktj-lc  imd  form  of  the  Wi»>1om  of  Solomon  sro  coptecl, 
and  tbe  rhythm  and  compositinn  urc  no  accumtdy  rvproduccd,  that,  hat  for 
tlie  nuinjr-aylhibtL-d  wordx  and  renmrkahlo  lack  of  mod«ety  ubich  distiu- 
guiffa  lh«m,  one  might  imnginc  them  to  be  the  prorcrbi  of  the  Hcbittw 
logcv  compoKvd  wlicn  ia  ratlicr  an  tipUAed  humour.  Long  words  duno 
long  eon;  aud  th«  Uogth  of  the  words  coatrwt*  Qddl;r  with  tbe  brevity 
of  the  sentences. 

It  frequrnll/  bapp«n*  that  tbe  SbarptJiootcrs  affix  titles  to  tbcir  pn>- 
daetiona  signiiicative  of  ibo  pouiifn  which  (bej  wish  tbem  to  bold  with 
ifarir  rmden  and  tlie  world  gi-nenill}',  ou  the  aaiue  principle  o«  our  iliips 
aiid  gunboats  are  christened  by  sucb  names  m  Spi^/irf,  Viprr,  Soorpiom, 
Jtulliloy.  I'crlinps  tbe  ono  idi-ctcd  by  M.  Atpbonic  Korr  is  tbi;  bnppitat 
example  of  the  kind  to  which  wo  allude,  lie  entitled  liis  periodical  Lei 
liuipn,  and  web  leading  pamgrnph  is  adorned  with  a  TDhtutft  print  of  a 
wa»p  by  way  of  eymbol.  When  lliis  is  uot  done  by  the  aulbor  (and  ■ 
pMcgmiitic  wriousn<>s3  with  the  Gennnns  and  .t  certain  instilnr  pride  with 
the  Eagliib  ol^n  forbid  a  practice  wblcdi  is  n  aourea  of  liannlen  delight 
to  tho  FrvDcb  and  Italians),  friends  and  cncmiea  an  g«od  «oougb  to 
mipply  tbe  omission.  Henoe  it  comes  that  these  writers  ore  not  ooljr 
L^^MQ  themselves,  but  thry  ar«  ihc  c.tusc  of  wit  in  others.  Not  long 
BMPfc  bntch  of  ibeni  wcr«  dtiiounuc-d  in  solemn  wrath,  by  a  religiooa 
jounud,  as  the  Uoeal  descendants  (morally  speslcing),  or  the  develop- 
mmi,  in  modem  time*,  of  that  sceptical,  conouled,  pr^mntical  acct^ 
tbe  anck-ut  Saddooeea;  and  their  writings  were  wittily  described  by  soma 
one  else,  as  dislinguiihcd  by  "  that  dc^matism  which  is  pi^ipyism  come 
to  maturity." 

Tbe  joy  of  some  people  is  in  grief;  there  aio  indiriduiils  who  arc  only 
at  case  whrn  tliey  are  quarrelling,  and  others  find  everything  admiraMe 
bnt  admiration.  Who  docs  not  reniemhor  George  Sand's  Lelis,  of  whom 
Uninbu««i  said,  "  Haitcii  to  relieve  her  of  the  society  of  that  cbarmiiig 
cpicuican,  for  be  does  not  compreheod  that  he  had  better  kill  Leiia 
than  coouole  her."  As  discord  ia  s.tid  to  bo  the  norma]  atate  o> 
SooUisb  proftasors,  so  tbe  pastime  and  bocineES  of  tbe  writers  under 
cemndsratMn  lies  obnosl  entirely  in  spoAling  fiualti^  rccoading  feilnrr*, 
eatabUshiiig  moral  setODS,  atid  sggrSTaling,  under  tbe  gnise  of  good  advice, 
tbe  agooies  of  the  more  thm-aldnned  mcnbcn  of  sodi  profeasMcs  as  are 
understood  to  be  (specially  favotunble  to  the  generation  or  foateriog  of 
aeittstiveness :  poets,  arti^sts  of  all  kinds,  nnihoia  and  clergymen,  for 
example  Occaakmally  an  aull>or  will  be  eflcolually  roused,  and  doca,  to 
use  a  vulgar  pbiaso,  give  tlitin  their  own  bock  again  :  we  can  remember 
at  least  f»e,  who  rt-lorted  with  a  paieuDaale  invective  and  •uslaincd 
virulence,  which  best  our  friends  hollow,  and  with  llKsr  own  weapoaa. 
ritvbcd  batdca  of  this  KTt  afford  endless  amuscDKnt  to  lotJcers^Q.  Botia 
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the  nag  «  prolMivxl  pugilii>i  comiitonl/  hos  (he  ftdvsnlitgo  over  an  cnmgcd 
MMleur;  and  tkough  iiiosU)r  iKuren  of  any  prm^tical  n-milt,  the  victory, 
■uch  M  it  U,  with  prn  nn4  pniH-r,  ginprnlly  rwrs  with  the  Ithntai'^litM.

tJicrdbrr,  namcn  appmr  in  liill,  n  good  drni  of  ptircly  prirntc  dctnil  la 
tnteiy  Cm^gecl  iuto  light,  aud  tho  wrin-rs  indul;^  what  liuii  beea  happily 
tcnntd  thdrybiMf/tf  manie  de  h  jiase  to  the  grenlt^tit  possible  extent. 

Any  i>cT»oa  conrenuiiil  with  the  light  litimitur<r  of  t)ii!  luat  ten  yean 
in  I'aric,  will  rcmeiubcr  at  k-ast  a  dozen  cncountora  of  ilii»  description, 
chiefly  reinaikubic  for  the  niiuuii-T  in  which  the  dcnirv  to  appciir  per< 
p«tua]Jy  M  tcin<  hnx  hcen  able  to  nvcrcoTue  the  Rlighicr  contiidcTOtiona  of 
peiaoual  diguiiy,  or  er«ii  urdinury  pnidt-'nc^u.  If  xhe  ainuGcmc:nt  ever  fingi 
in  lliat  edly,  lliur^!  arc  ^ichocji  ncro^M  the  ffoiilicr  («uch  as  tlioso  wliich 
reaoond  from  tlioae  iiugoa  iji  the  Indipeiui'iiu-e  Jielye  which  are  devorcd 
to  the  ckfvta^e  Kanttaleutt)  dway>  nutiicieiitly  distinct  and  pit^iiant  lo 
giv«  lh«  re^juired  impi'tus. 

On*!  mode  cf  gu«rilln  wnrfarc  id  to  keep  a  stock  of  ferocity  ever  aiiD- 
merlog  for  the  Mile  benefit  of  Mime  particular  individuul :  :m  indigtutiuu 
artide  ta  alway*  iti  lypi^  for  him,  wliutever  be  may  do  or  say.  'Die  favourite 
artniou  of  Ilrinrich  IK-ine  waa  Count  Platen  ;  and  in  our  own  country 
Loaia  Kapolcou,  Lord  Fulnicmlon,  Sir.  iJisraeli,  and  Mr.  Briglit  have 
been  Rlandard  largeta  for  thia  aorl  of  Hlioollng.  Itiit  the  consolations  of 
ufficn  are  greai,  and  words  do  not  kill  in  these?  duyf.  St:it»*m«i  are  very 
callous;  lh«y  8cinciim<4  ihrivo  on  tlicHc  attacks:  st  any  rate  they  tiurvivo 
lli«m,  and  con  mrely  be  atirreil  up  Guflluicutly  lo  reply  titereto,  i-ithi-r  by 
pen  or  word  of  mouth.  Besides,  by  npetition,  thrso  articles  lose  their 
point;  they  rexenible  lliu  perpct'.ud  tliriiatinfr  of  a  broomstick,  rathiir  tlian 
the  light  fla^  of  a  rapier.  But  though  Snxcn  breeding  i*  prone  to  err 
griffToualy  ID  thia  dire«tk<n,lheFrvuch  are  not  i>]h.'ii  lu  the  nume  reproach: 
M.  Thien,  for  initnnct^  is  a  &vourite  object  for  the  wa>^  of  M.  Karr, 
but  itic  alin^  la  couveyed  in  a  very  few  Uue»,  and  if  ihey  arn  nomctiuie* 
iiDpertinoit,  ihi-y  are  often  ingi-niou*  niui  always  amuiiing. 

The  attitude  of  the  l^timatlitCB  of  the  pen  tuwnrd.i  tin?  ivmker  sl-x  \»  of 
a  aort  that  naturally — and,  ai  some  people  will  think,  fortunately — doea 
impair  tlivir  iiitlu^iice,  anti  in  one  of  Cdiwittcnt  inMilt,  eilh<?r  brood  or  covert. 
It  ia  *a  fur  removed  from  the  eynicitvu  of  proft-ssed  misogynists,  as  it  ia 
from  the  old-(ii>liinned  ncJiooI  of  polished  gentlemen  who  calmly  ignored 
Ti'onwn'a  intellect,  disbelieved  in  their  eo-called  miwiion,  denied  their  pre- 
tended riglils,  and  yield«l  fealty  to  them  only  in  their  capacity  na  angela 
pvr  <t  fimple.  'Jlieac  ihin^ii  the  laliimuititeB  do  not :  what  they  do  is,  to 
qiitxtioii  Uw  reality  of  women's  virtue,  airaign  thcii'  motives,  ridicule  their 
(ul(,«,  and  dielale  to  them  in  wlial  mode  or  under  what  conditiona  they 
abaU  bo  allowed  lo  employ  or  amuse  themselves,  and  at  what  »eaaon,  und 
in  what  fiuhion  they  Khali  peifomi  certain  leminiue  affairs,  the  rationaia  of 
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whieb  il  b  beyond  tbo  k«a  nf  mortal  ni«ti  t«  nndeniHtd,  aa&  with  th« 
dtuilt  of  which  it  i>  aamtvdljr  beneath  the  digniij'  of  ntm  vC  uwM<  10 
medill*.  Th«  cauM  of  thi«  suituda  it  not  difficub  to  Bpfwwhvnd.  The 
wrilen  who  wlapt  it  have  twl,  u  »  rule,  b«<o  hefmuied  bj  womm  i  m, 
i/lhey  hjiT«,  it  haa  not  bwn  in  a  Tery  high  degrae,  or  by  th*  bed  wrt: 
th«y  hare  been  generally  not  raj  well  naed  t^  good  women,  and  iilnwt 
aiwaya  raih«r  haillj  used  by  tlioM  who  wm  ool  so  good.  In  this  defwrt- 
nrnt  of  lifb  ibcir  ospcrieocee  havo  not  been  of  a  rtry  happy  kind :  ihtf 
htiTe  not  married  where  th«f  wiabod :  lh«y  conld  not  when  tbey  •rould,  or 
tbi7  would  not  when  they  coold— which,  eo  fer  m  renilla  go,  amounta  la 
the  iBina  thing.  Matrimony  nay  have  b(«n  with  thorn  a  frightiui 
mittakc,  or  mom:  faulurv  tu  early  Ufe;  aonie  wound  thM  baa  not  healed 
has  been  d«alt  by  a  Konun'a  hand.  The  tmtb  ot  this  may  bo  pUoitt 
to  all  fritiMlit  8iid  acquaiatancM,  or  il  may  be  a  secret  in  the  fanaet 
or  the  Bcribo ;  l>iit  in  any  aan  the  root  of  ih«  nouer  i«  Um  aanie.  It 
haa  been  laid  duwu  by  a  Fr«iH:b  author:  "Ptur  ftre  Mm  <ivt«  nn^ 
fiwm*,  il  IK  /niU  jamait  /roUtrr  hi  tt*  jotib,  at  (a  ivir,  ai  Mit  man; " 
but  our  friundu,  whether  aa  adoUdceuU  or  bearded  mm,  and  erm  when 
Ihey  wiah  to  please  «  woman,  always  Miccsed  in  offending  h«r  taMee, 
ttvading  oo  her  dreea,  and  (|UAm;lling  vrith  luir  bnabaad.  Th^ 
cannot  cacape  lh«ir  ble— Uiongb  it  ia  a  hard  on«— to  be  uiMUceeaaftil 
with  women,  and  to  wriUi  a>  if  tluiy  wore  ao ;  and  they  wrh«  Una 
beoattite  they  can  do  no  otherwite:  which  la,  ae  Jean  Paul  aayi,  a  quite 
•ufiicient  Tca>^n. 

It  would  l>u  imnvcesMry  and  impertini-nt  hero  to  paTticnlMriia  iheas 
authote  who(«  etyle  indicates  a  oontrury  expfrienoe ;  the  neniM^  of  our 
render*  will  Kipply  examples  of  llie  kimL  Their  writii^  are  not  alwi^ 
the  least  eauslia  or  tlm  moat  moral,  but  there  rana  throughout  «  -rcia  of  ' 
ivndcmoM  and  g«neroftiiy  which  b«tr«ya  the  fact  tlutt  they  havo  bwn 
ns  men  more  Ibrtunalc  in  their  rrlations  wilh  the  otlitr  sex;  that,  In 
sliorl,  ihey  havv,  in  one  Airm  or  another,  owed  n  good  d«al  of  their  hap< 
piiwas  in  thi«  world  to  women  :  and  tboiigh  ihey  do  not  in  «o  many  words 
proclaim  it,  ihc  ouufi-tMiun  is  none  the  Iru  gi-nnino^  bccamt  it  is  iiuood- 
>«iou*1y  mnd<;. 

It  IK  ucduiilitedly  difficult  to  lie  for  prer  sliiking,  ttnd  yet  always  to 
strike  uiHcly  aiiii  well ;  but  it  is  pleasant  lo  acknowledge  tbnt  (subject  to 
ihc  deductions  made  above)  if,  in  tins  coiiatant  gusrilln  warfare,  a  certain 
mnliee  larjtety  nlwuuds,  jii«(  uhsorxaium  atid  mueh  good  mute,  rxprnurd 
in  the  most  terse  nnd  iiigniHciuit  Inufiuagr,  arc  not  nnfrcqiient.  Tlie  faults 
are  thou:  special  to  (he  aliiluije  iiiid  ]krol«snoit  of  Islmmi-litm.  An  oppo- 
siiLon  nmtt  mil — if  not,  uhy  doua  an  opposition  exist?  Some  of  the 
arliclus  on  boih  sidw  of  the  water,  written  on  imlijticl*  or  incidenU  of 
overy-day  life,  m'e  mndvU  in  ntyin  and  mnTltr  ofwli.it  nucfi  nrticles  Hhould 
be.  Tliv  lone  in  tcurlexs  tinU  itxJi-ptitiilviit ;  iht-  viL-wa  ukcn,  iind  cu^^- 
tions  made,  arc  nflen  thoroughly  pi'aciicnl,  and  such  as  are  entitled  to  coa> 
sideration  frtm  thoughtfiU  and  highly  cultivated  men ;  and  if  the  theoriaa 
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»drsnon)  arc  not  alvnf*  original, the  manner  in  wliicb  they  are  clotlied  it 
pnenlly  very  mucb  ao. 

It  in  w*  onr  rhject,  however,  t6  dwell  esoliiiiivul}i  en  ttc  ulintt 
letAtutm  o(  ibis  biaiiuh  of  literature  lu  it  cxi^tA  in  our  own  odtmtry, 
bat  to  eontraat  it  witli  the  bsiiic  cIbsi  of  wriliiig  in  FrnncL',  and,  «o  fer 
oa  it  exiib^  in  Gcrmuny.  Of  this  ajuiilcilng,  «ircn«cic  and  piignacioiu 
Utentnre,  lli*  «X  volumes  of  M.  Alplionae  Karr,  entitlixl  La  OuepM, 
form,  perbapa,  the  bon  and  moat  petfcct  ejic-cimcn  in  French  composition  i 
and  iDRxmuch  aa  on  the  Continent  it  is  neitliiir  ilie  faaliion,  the  pl«iuiiire, 
or  tbc  duty  of  writer*  to  prrxn-vc  that  nnonymoiii  cbfirni''ter  nhicli  is 
euttlouisry  la  England,  ue  will  relate  euch  partic-ulanc  ol'  M.  Kurr's  tif*: 
u,  undttr  tbfi  circumistuncc*,  Intimately  belong  to  the  public.  Dom  at 
Uunicb  iu  1808,  of  Freiicb  and  German  c^traiitiuu.  be  won  dcucondod,  on 
tlM  palvrnal  aide,  Irum  a  tvc«  (if  mueicinns.  Hi«  grandfather  was  clinpel- 
Biatter  lo  Charles  Theodore,  DuVe  of  Bavaria,  and  iit«  fmhcr,  M.  fii-nri 
iuur,  wan  a  pianixt  of  very  cc>nMJei'ab!e  merit,  and  was  said  to  liavn 
divided  tlie  &Toar  of  the  municul  ivurld  with  M.  1'halberg  for  nvnrly 
twenty  years.  A  tittle  trait  of  filial  feeling  is  recorded  on  the  part  ot 
U.  AIjAonas  Karr,  which  does  him  hunour.  In  ISH  he.  wui  ofl'vrcd  the 
dccorutiuii  of  llic  Legion  of  Honour,  but  rufnscd  it  in  favonr  of  his  tatber, 
wlw  received  it,  but  died  shortly  Rfterwaida." 

AIphouK!  Karr  entered  collf^  at  the  usual  age,  and  was  reported  of 
by  tlif  aulhtrities  as  being  "  very  intelligent  and  excucdingly  turbulent." 
JIo  would  woilc  only  at  bia  own  hmirs,  and  his  hours  were  never  those  of 
bk  btlMfl.  Already  wq  aee  tlie  Iiilimaeliie  begins  to  develop  itself  in 
him.  Ascording  to  occoantii,  ha  certainly  snflurcd  snnte  injiuiieo  at  tlie 
hsnda  of  one  of  titc  profeuurs :  and  though  he  nftcrwardB  workeil  with 
raefgy,  ultimately  his  conaection  with  the  univeriaiy  canity  to  an  Hhmpt 
concluaion.  M.  ilenri  Karr,  who  considered  himself  aggrieved  by  his  son's 
iiKgokritiea,  cIoMd  the  mnncy  siippliea  in  con>u.>(|uenee ;  and  ot  the 
uMnTC  age  of  twenty,  Alphonsu  Karr.  in  eonipany  wiib  a  collie  friend, 
look  to  lodgings  and  literature,  bringing  ns  nuimnnition  a  robuit  faith  in 
hinuelf,  an  imnuaue  audiiaity,  and  a  hojwl'ulnees  that  knew  no  mtfgiviiigs. 
In  a  SUmU  apartmeni  in  the  Kuc  dcs  Fusil's  Sitint  Victor,  the  two  ondurL-d 
the  ambamunnunts  and  privutions  ttbiob  were  the  natural  conBHqueucea 
of  their  position,  with  ihiit  light- heart ud  cnrdcssneas  and  gaiety  of  temper 
which  is  the  special  heritage  of  youth,  and,  above  all,  of  French  yonth. 
H.  Karr  commenced,  as  do  most  young  authors,  with  poelry;  but  hla 
VMwa  iiiand  no  (fnuoLiragement  among  the  puhliiihers,  and  hi;  wns,  aa  we 
Ibink,  fortunately  advised  to  turn  his  attention  to  prose  and  politics. 
Uia  fint  Htep  in  tliis  direction  was  made  at  once  under  tbc  pniisure  of 
poverty,     lie  simply  turned  bis  romunee  iu  rhyme  into  a  novel  in  prose, 

"  In  the  ncnvl  cnntlcd  Lt  Chrmin  It  ptuM  Court,  U.  Alpbons«  KaiT  lis«  dnwn 
Ua  fstber  nnder  Ihu  i>saic  »f  t!i«  Maitn  Krtiihcrar-,  he  wu  a1*o  good  enuueh  lo 
depict  etktv  sDcne*  from  his  own  life,  in  which  ooe  intliTidual  cuiuecWd  wiih  lu|n 
fend  not  <i«lie  so  w«a 
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and  itcbicvtd  immrilialdj'  n  ccrlniii  rcputiitioH.  Tliii  norcl  waa  followed 
hy  lu^vri'nl  ciliera,  uiiil  il.  Kan  became  »  rccogauwd  favoarild  nilh  tti« 
public :  too  quickly,  prrhnpi^  for  hi«  otrn  good.  Indeed,  Tratn  tin* 
period  ll)i-r«  wiui  visible  in  liis  writings  a  iend«iicy  to  attitudiniKo  to  lua 
renders;  and  to  be  un  /troct  oriijinal  did  nt  one  period  neein  the  ki^li«at 
object  vf  bis  ambition.  Wiiat  IoIIowa  girca  colour  to  tins  supposition. 
M>  Karr  iibortly  lell  bis  friond  in  tUo  Rue  dcs  Fosais,  and  lired  at 
teptiima  in  the  Ktio  Troncliei.  Tbe  furniture  of  his  aparliiimt  conaiMcd 
oT  A  oial,  iipoQ  M'hirh  bo  vrroto,  nl4%  and  slept ;  ho  nutnagrd  lliiu  tff 
bt^cume  a  niarlj'r  to  neuriilgia  and  rlieumsiisin.  When  lie  rrcmved  hia 
pnbTiii]irr>s  \w  nttiri^d  biniKrlf  in  a  Kcaritt  gown,  on  IiU  buad  vra>  ■ 
turban  decorated  vritb  three  p^acbck  feathers,  nnd  bis  foot  were  ibruat 
into  yellow  slippers.  Soon  JiJl  this  wu*  altered:  llic  room  was  paiutMl 
complotoly  bla-.li.  wiling,  floor,  nnd  walls  alike;  it  vnw  ontnmcntcd  wiib 
bumnn  bon(«,  Gktills,  uud  inediiDviil  weapons  of  war  and  the  dtase^ 
aunnounled  by  a  brace  of  stufTcd  owls;  and  tho  tnnt  no  longer  suffioed 
lor  M.  Karr,  us  \ic  prefc^rrcd  ideepic;^,  (till  drt-itsed,  Ju  a,  coffin,  aiip|>ortei) 
cpn  ireellcN,  nnd  with  two  wax  c«ndlcs  burning  at  his  hmd.  When  ba 
afterward*  muovcd  to  the  Uuc  Vi\'icnn(!,  he  performed  the  neceeaary 
operations  hiuiseil,  and  ua^  observed  in  the  «lrcets  carrying  bis  mat 
under  one  arm,  with  a  hatket  lilli'd  with  b<mfii  and  old  lion  soapi^ded 
to  th«  other.  Bdbre  long  be  disponed  of  his  cofEn  and  tnMttcs,  and 
arranged  himself  and  his  room  »  la  vtode  Tvnjiie.  Ito  spent  3,000 
Clowns,  nnd  Hppcnrcd  ns  n  innndurin  with  suitable  Chinecn  bclonginga; 
at  oilier  tinmn  he  dieaacd  lu  n  groom,  or  was  sefii  wearing  a  blotlae, 
haunting  the  bnrrici's  and  smnll  aibditts.  J'crhaps  bis  most  rnnnrkabl* 
iieak  was  to  donieslicalu  a  small  hytena  by  way  of  n  dog.  Tliis  «l«p 
irfts  followed  by  a  gencriil  slrikc  among  the  printer*  and  their  devils. 
Ni'iie  ctiutd  be  luond  willing  to  carry  M.  Karr  his  poroofo,  and  l>e  was 
obliHed  tt'  rid  liimstlf  of  tlio  interesting  nnimol ;  but,  ns  nn  indemnity, 
purchased  nnd  ri^ijiini'd  lor  a  long  time  a  Newfoimdland  d(^  of  ouormoui 
Mxe,  and  an  ebony-hucd  negro  to  attend  th«  dog  and  the  niaMCr.  Hi 
oulLuro  liiit,  nnd  eventually  animming,  ongngcd  bis  nftoctlons,  and  Ih 
to  kind  nn  to  prrmit  his  admirers  to  watch  bim  cteavo  tbe  muddy  mrtets 
the  Seine  tn  ruslume  de  bain  at  all  hours  of  tbe  day.  Alter  this  he  repaired 
to  Etrctftt,  becnme  first  a  6sherman — that  is,  eo  Cir  as  dreesing  like  on* 
could  make  him  so — nnd  uhiinatoly  a  ynchtsnian :  at  lenst  he  owned  « 
yacht.  Etrctnt  is  a  charming  and  romantic  little  spot  on  tbo  Nomiaiidy 
coast;  the  clills  there  arc  tiill  of  very  singatar  caverns,  nrcbes,  i&e^ 
hdUoved  out  by  tlie  unceasing  roll  of  tbe  Atlantic :  ihe  Ediermen,  too, 
lire  A  very  peculiar  race  in  manners,  customs,  and  costume,  and  with  ibrra 
JI.  Karr  fraiernined  to  his  heart's  content.  From  tliis  place,  then  much 
more  aeuludcd  than  at  tbe  preemt  moment,  he  wrote  frequent  artielci^ 
vthich  were  published  under  the  title  of  VendreJi  So!r,  and  they  were  well 
Motived  by  the  public.  About  1S35  W.  Karr  became  editor  ot'  the 
Figai-o,  iLU--  took  to  himself  a  wife;  of  whidi  last  event  no  more  need  b4 
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Nud  than  that,  acconling  to  tlic  ouitom  of  the  Iihmnclites,  he  vraa  not 
happy  in  hii  relation*  wilh  the  other  k.x.  A  scpoialion  followed,  and 
M.  Kan  va»  good  eoougli  to  givi>  hitt  version  of  tlm  iiffiair  K>  the  wrrid 
in  »  work,  whicli  he  publiohoil  shortly  nft-iward*,  cnliilod  l,^  Cheniin  U 
plus  Court.  Vi'e  pou  over  this  epiBodo.  The  En^'linh  peopl«  ua'n  rule,  ta 
vhich  there  nic  vrry  rare  exccptinnii,  do  thitir  lioiiarJitild  wiuthing  at 
hnme.  Tbe  French  nnd  Auivricana  put  their  wasliing  out.  To  ever/ 
nilion  its  oirn  cuitoin. 

In  1839  U.  Ivnrr  coDimcaccd  the  publieation  of  Zei  Gufpti,  un- 
ilaabl«dl7  tlic  mv«t  brilliutit  of  dl  his  writing*.  Tlie  title  (The  Ifaspi) 
TTM  on«  of  those  Qi«In]>horical  nHiiiGS  lo  which  wo  have  befora  referrtrd. 
Let  GMepes  were  a  icriei  ol*  article*  oil  jwliticat  and  aui'iid  Hubjeots,  full  of 
flomaHMi  Mnw,  uioodoie,  cauitrie,  mAJiee  (ufling  that  word  in  its  French 
•igDificatiou))  of  t^oti.im  tliat  wiia  cut  we^riitoiue,  iiud  of  digreaaioa  ihnt 
wns  not  atiijnd.  Encli  clmpter  vrwt  hooded  by  n  woofUciil  of  a  viaep. 
Hi*  wupa  lire  no  many  irin^d  mutscngeri,  eiich  iiitli  ii  dllTiuviit  and  suffi* 
cientty  iiigniScanl  name,  such  ns  Mumvione,  Milocli,  Ailartt,  BtUal,  &c. 
Th^  lly  about  Pario,  eiilcr  into  ci'trry  council,  penetrate  into  every 
dumber,  bii/i  by  every  liearlh,  and  ovtrrhcar  sU  «riiM  of  secret  gOMip 
■nd  ■cmkUI,  wliich  tiicy  duly  and  lliilhlully  report  to  (heir  miuiter  on 
peril  of  }iia  diKpleuiiiiro,  and  the  i  till  id  ion  of  Boine  micablo  puiiishmont, 
neb  M  being  conHiicd  to  liin  room,  having  their  wiiigM  tied  logL-ther,  &e. 
llugr  ir«ro  especially  active  in  discovering  nnd  rei>"ruiig  instniicos  of  (bo 
Uunden  of  Govermnent,  or  lliu  Mliipidity  of  offitials.  An  example  of  the 
latter  dewriplinn  is  given  in  M.  linrr's  beat  style  ; 

A  tall,  powcrAii,  and  weU-lntilt  yotiiig  man  presented  himself  before 
llie  commiaNoncr  for  the  rcviidon  of  tlie  National  Guard.

(erring?" 

"I do,  tnoDueur,"

"  Retire  into  my  private  room,  if  you  pli^asi'."

"  One  word,  Mousleur  Commiwionor " 

"  Go  at  onep,  monnetirl" 

Our  friend  retired  aa  comniandod  into  tlie  coiaatUnoiwr'i  privato 
Eoom,  irhere  ho  va*  immcdiittidy  airipped  frutn  head  to  foot.  H«  re- 
ppMrvd  aliortly  before  tlie  commiwii'iiicr  in  the  costume  of  Adam  belbru 
be  Fall 

"  Now,"  laid  the  oQIciiLl,  triumphnatly,  "  be  good  enough  to  explain 
to  me  the  naUir«  tu  yo«r  grave  infirmity." 

••  Montitar,  it  u  that  I  am  txcctdinsly  short-fighled !  " 

The  »iicc*e*  of  these  papcru  wa*  great,  jmd  e-inliiiui-d  so  in  a  manner 
ODOXBiDplcd  in  the  uiuuila  vf  French  joiiroalism.     In  1816  M.  Karr  wai  m 
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rojcctcd  candidate  {or  tbe  dopartmcnt  oT  tli«  Lower  Seine,  and  trttm  tbat 
d«te  the  urtioI«  appcan^d  weekly  m  Lt4  Gufpu  iMihmaitairea.  The 
waapa  ibencdortli  jn-n'onncd  ilii-ir  uiixxioii  to  eoergeticaU;,  aud  mnng 
wrtain  par^e*  in  anihority  lo  Kowrdy,  that  ihey  procuntd  for  thoir 
UHtftr  tfaa  bunour  of  Iwmg  tbe  defendant  in  mora  tliaa  one  proaeouiion 
ill  tti«  law  coarts.  Whila  Im  re*i<lcd  at  Nico  the  Picdmontnt  Gorern- 
mott  wii  ao  galled  by  diew  tonneoting  little  inaecla  ibat  tbey  Kip- 
pTMMid  tbo  papor,  and  vadenvourcd  to  puninb  tlii!  natlior.  Nice  was  not 
iben  aunexcd:  but  Uie  Frcnah  tribuonl  nt  Aii  rcvertod  tbe  Pi«dmonleM 
dvuitions,  and  iitmicdiatvly  tha  waop*  liumiued  a  byinti  of  triumph  both 
long  and  tutid. 

U.  Kanr  give*  numeroua  dntiuU  of  tbo  pjicfa  of  privalo  individual 
with  refennee  to  hia  rcmarlta.  fo  oue  instance  the  woundvd  raiiity  oTn 
woinaa  led  lo  a  Utile  meJodiaiBa  wonh  ncording.  One  «venuig  in  iba 
dtiih  II  litdy  WBii  wiiitiujt  fur  M.  Earr  nt  the  entrance  of  bU  apnrtiuent. 
Hu  rvoc^iiix-d  her  us  Mdme.  L.  C,  with  vhont  hia  waepg  )i.id  lukcn  aonie 
libortiM.  While  he  via  uftgng«d  in  r.puning  the  door  for  hirr,  she  endea- 
voured (a  RbiH  him  iu  the  buck.  Tlie  wound  wae  not  a  dai^«roua  one^ 
and  wiih  praiseworthy  good-nainrc  he  condoned  tha  oAmoo,  and  (brgave 
tlw  6iir  ofli-iidrr.  The  fbUooin);  vn-vk  Ltt  Qvepu  contained  a  full  hiHiory 
of  the  affair,  log«lh«T  with  an  engraving  of  the  vrrapon  of  the  would-bo 
uniain.  It  wiu  true  it  vrnn  only  a  ouniraon  kitchen  knili:,  nther  bhint 
than  otherwise ;  but  that  did  not  tnve  it  from  being  nupended  to  tbe  wall 
of  M.  Kojr'a  xtudy,  lubcllrd  thus : —

W«  may  Kiippoac  that  to  a  certain  extent  Til.  Knrr  doaorrod  ifais  lillle 
vengeance,  since  one  of  bis  biogrHj>lietM  does  not  scruple  to  aflirm  that, 
next  to  Jules  Janiu,  "  Jf.  A'trrr  t*l  te  littiraimr  U  plus  agnn^  de*  Umps 
motlernn." 

It  is  now  some  time  since  the  la»t  urorda  of  l^t  Outptt  were  giren  to 
Ibo  world ;  for  tbo  present  moral  atuioaphere  of  Paris  is  prt«i>ety  of  that 
kind  which,  while  it  would  excite  the  waaps  lo  a  perfect  ftiry  of  activity 
and  exasperation,  would  yet  neither  jjomilt  them  to  hum  or  to  aling— 
cxct'pt  according  to  order. 

In  politics  M.  K^iT  may  be  considered  nii  a  aomewbat  arntuMOital 
constituttonalist.  'Hie  ideal  working  man  is  one  of  the  stock  subjcclti 
of  auronBin  with  our  own  Isliiuaelites,  :uid  we  do  not  find  that  the  mob,  ov 
democracy  in-general,  except  perhaps  of  the  moat  shadowy  and  unreal 
kinda,  reuouuueuda  ilwll'  (u  the  favour  of  AI.  Karr.  Like  tbe  rc4t  «f  his 
brethren  he  longs  for  an  aristocracy,  not  of  birth  nor  of  vealtli,  but  of 
education  and  talent ;  not  of  gi-niui  or  wiadoro,  but  of  intolleot  and  wit : 
and  one,  we  may  add,  where  a  principle  riiaU  be  esteented  Moerding  to 
its  aacceaa. 

In  qwaking  of  tkii  clua  of  writing  Jn  Germany,  wa  ttsed  the  expref-

two.  Uwy  paaaagcs  ia  liis  writings  HiTurd  aitiple  tcaiiniuny  uu  thii  point. 
In  hia  cbtldhood  «ppl«-tikrta  wvrv  liin  pft»)ti(>i>,  but  aft^rwntds  it  was 
"  iriuli,  liberty,  and  urab  aoiip."  An  old  Fivncli  drumnn-r.  with  n  ttrribia 
black  niouatacliCi  named  Li^  liiiind,  wiio  reiiidod  at  hia  father'a  houiv 
whisn  tlie  Freiiub  wert  in  DuaevlUurf,  eariy  iiiauultitiid  the  boy  with 
Nspolcooiiain.  1]«  only  knew  to  German  what  Ik'ino  d«clnrc8  are  lb« 
three  prJncipul  words  in  taveiy  languagu,  "  bread,"  "  kias,"  "  honour," 
for  tliR  rc*t  hi:  ninde  bimaelf  iindenstood  by  his  drum:  whan  bo  meant 
"liberty"  bu  dnimin^d  (he  ManeiUam,  when  bo  wiahcd  to  rapreas 
"•quality''  he  drummed  out —

La  aritixiaU  a  la  LaHltne, 

And  wh«Tt  atupidity  waa  to  bu  nindi:  ioirlligible  he  played  the  German 
ITlMiiior  marcli.  "  I  ww  vex«d,"  auya  Heine,  "  but  I  nndcratood  bira  for 
•II  IhaC  well  enoMgrli." 

Hein«  wan  uriil  while  quite  a  boy  to  the  achool  at  (ho  Frenci«cnn 
eoa*«tm  wbi^n  h*  wa«  diatinguiibcd  by  the  friendahip  and  favour  of  (he 
iMtor,  "a  brave  old  «l«rioa]  geuttcnmD,"  by  nnmn  the  Abbd  Sohullmayer. 
Hu  wboo)>daya  n«m  to  have  been  a  good  deal  embittered  by  difficuttiea 
oonocetwl  with  (be  LAtin  f;rummar.  In  the  arched  way  of  the  cloi»tCT 
there  hung  ft  largo  crucifix  carved  in  gray  wood,  and  before  tbia  finage 
be  oAeu  atood  and  pnjped  that  it^  it  wrrc  posaiblu  be  nii^ht  got  by 
heart  th«  inegular  v«rba;  and  iaier  in  life  we  tind  him  recording  lliat 
the  knowledge  of  hia  having  oetlain  oonjugationa  at  hia  finger  cnda,  if 
«T«r  he  should  hnppon  to  want  thorn  aoddenly,  afforded  him  much  inward

And  after  the  aercntli  queMust,  with  liis  cbe«^  of  k 
de«p  red^dterrj-  nge  in  ooloor,  ny  fiuiovs  oibuiwt  cried,  ■  It  n  callod 
fa  rfligicni'  aad  tb«fc  wns  &  iliowcr  ot  lilovm."  Tlie  rt^tor  ]iR>peoed 
to  Uadurw  H«tne  iIme  her  Mti  tlioald  follnw  >n  McU^uiKtiad  anvr, 
hut  the  cflcT  won  dwiinrd,  and  in  1825  he  toulc  hi*  docuw'*  degree 
kt  Bonn. 

Al  ibc  ngo  t>f  ux1e«n  ke  publi>4H>d  a  rolnme  of  po«m»;  ten  yVin 
after  hU  Untt^ldtr  vriu  givi-n  to  thi^  world ;  «Dd  from  tbiU  time  he  dih 
tingnidned  hliuMlf  m  the  nioa  vilt}^.  nitdscionB,  and  incofrisiblc  aood^ 
Ihnt  Gcnnanj  ha*  vet  jiToduccd.  He  wa>  eqnalljr  accepted  bj  Uw  FVdwii 
a*  by  th«  (iprmiioit.  Hin  counliymen,  indeed,  affirm  tlmt  the  Frcncli 
admired  liim  only  Ibr  bii  crntcnl  impietr,  bdng  utterljr  nnable  lo  appre- 
ciate  the  trne  poetry,  lei)dem«n>,  and  patho*  m>  ofltn  tU»)tii^  noroM  hit 
ccnnpoailioiDi ;  vrhile  tho  French  deebre  that  l)ie  OcnaanB  toved  him 
bocnnaE  ih^j-  were  too  i«»pid  lo  perceive  liia  wiekedtM«*,  and  too  etow  to 
catch  ibo  real  drift  of  litit  «ait)iing  irony.  Aboal  1826.  be  abjured  tlie 
Jewish  Ihith,  and  profetseil  himoeif  a  Pntt<»tnnl.  Thr  I'rotcatanta,  botr* 
erof,  had  no  occaition  to  rejoice  in  tlieir  conTert,  The  only  iMaon  lie 
gara  for  tlie  diange  of  ettvd  trna  that  be  found  it  inlolerabk  to  be  of  the 
tame  reli^on  w  Rolhicbild,  unlea  be  yttrrv  also  ai  rich ;  lo  IxxyKne  a« 
rich,  it  irould  first  bo  neceMary  in  be  as  fooKsb,  and  tliat  wm  simply 
impc«*iblv.  From  a  Napoleonist  lie  liraamc,  by  an  cony  and  natural 
tnnaiioii,  a  reTolutionisl;  at  l«a»t  in  theoty ;  evcryihine  that  was  ancient 
and  stable,  audi  lu  eur  institutions,  or  that  was  impertntbable  ao'l 
mpedable,  like  the  English  character,  raised  a  frenxy  of  nf;e  in  him. 
Ue  proTiiaseu  that  tJiu  det^orum  of  an  Knglishman  rexes  his  ma\  infinitely 
more  than  the  most  objr'cii':jnHbIe  leriiy  exliibiied  by  a  Frenchman.  And 
yet  we  find  other  r«marks  full  of  penetration  and  {;ood  acftM^  As  for 
inatance:  "The  ICngtishman  lores  liberty  as  hia  lawAiI  wife,  and  if  lie 
doea  not  treat  ber  wiiii  rummknhlo  tendcrncfM,  he  is  still,  in  cn*c  of  need, 
r«edy  lo  drfrad  her  like  a  man.  Tlie  Frenchman  loves  liberty  as  his 
bride:  he  bum"forher;  he  casts  liimsclf  at  hor  fret.  The  Gcrmati  lore* 
liberty  as  though  she  were  his  old  gnuidmother  1" 

71ic  Acad^iie  Fnin^aiie  snggmted  a  auflicicntly  irrorcrfnteoiiVMiaoa 
lohifl  mind  :  he  found  that  ii  icsembled  the  hwpitiU  bi-uevolently  —*■*■*!■*«■* 
hy  the  IliiidoM  for  agod  and  dccvvpil  apes.  The  t'bambrr  de»  Pnira  was 
"a  necropolis  of  perjured  iiiumTiiies."  He  rvKreia  that  he  norcr  aaw 
CbatMiubriiind,  as  he  felt  corlain  lie  should  hate  derived  toitvttainniont 
from  the  interview;  and  I.ummeiiaiii  ii("lbe  lerriblo  priut  who  uniten 
liuiatici.im  in  politics  lo  fanaticism  in  religion,  and  thus  conseeralce 
uoivcnuil  disorder."  His  discontent  wilh  the  coniljlions  of  humanity  ■■ 
vivitlly  expressed  in  three  lines.     "  It  rexes  me,"  he  tays,  "erery  time 
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vrketi  I  remonbrr  (hat  even  the  Aenx  flovcrs  whidi  God  lialh  mode  Imro 
Itcen  like  us  diviiled  into  ciutc*,  and  likv  u»  nrc  diiitiiigQuhei]  by  thoM 
e.xteroal  iuim«B  whicb  indicate  descuiil  aud  funiil}-."  And  ytt,  with  no 
admimble  incotiNiiilcncy,  hut  tnia  to  the  pRHsion  of  hin  order  for  an  am- 
UKXWoy  of  tfllvDt,  be  rrjoicea  and  beuomea  clivti-rnl  vrhen  hv  perct^ivo  liow 
ntany  Ibnl*  then  aire  in  tho  vroi-id  :  seeing  thnt  they  can  be  used  in  bis 
writings,  and  ne  to  Itiin  cask  down  and  ready  money.  "  The  fool  crop 
liaih  tnntcd  out  oncommoDly  wreH  ibis  yenr,  nnd,  like  a  good  landlord, 
I  oomniDM  only  s  fi-ir  at  a  timi',  iind  Iny  itp  the  rest  tor  tlie  ftilvtru.  Te 
an  all  mine  own — all  eqnaUy  dear  to  luo  !  " 

IIb  brgnn  now  to  conMit  with  the  Siiint  Simoninns,  frequented  their 

nmttiiga,  and presently  professed  himself  an  atheist.     It  is  worthy  of 

Dota  that  Uoinc  rejoicrd  in  nlheJEin  oiiiy  until  lie  saw  it  descend  in  nil  its 
dMolaling  rulgftrity  on  the  mass  of  the  people.  Ho  had  iiLcepted  it  as  a 
dislingnishing  murk  of  the  nrislQcrncy  of  intellect — ho  found  ii  was  the 
bnwd  of  tht-  common  herd.  Tiicre  is  in  truth  no  device  by  wliicli  llio 
intellectual  Kccptic^  (ns  they  love  to  hear  themi^elvea  called)  of  the  present 
iay  are  n  <teopty  wounded  and  outr.iged  as  by  prt^enting  to  them,  as  an 
humble  brother,  the  common  uncultivated  atlieisl. 

So  we  find  him  nAerwards  mocking  nt  hia  own  mockery.  "  I  wns 
yoong  and  proud,"  ho  says,  "and  it  pleased  my  vainglory  whi-n  I  learned 
from  IlegcJ  that  the  true  Uod  vms  not  (he  God  who  lives  in  heaven,  as 
my  graudmoibtr  believce,  but  royitull'  here  upon  earth."  A  very  pr«ty 
trait  is  related  of  Heine  as  a  bey.  He  hail,  it  appears,  a  childish  but 
(MUODate  lo\c  for  a  bKuuttful  little  girl,  named  Veronica.  One  day  she 
died ;  nnd  in  the  t^ilenco  and  twilight  of  the  evening  his  nurse  Urmila 
took  him  into  the  room  whoru  thu  little  body  luy  in  iu  oofGn.  The  burn- 
ing tapers  cast  their  pale  light  on  the  waxen  features,  nod  fresh  flowers 
were  strewed  around. 

"  My  good  Ursula,"  said  the  poor  child,  "  Is  not  that  a  pretty  saint's 
image  of  wax  1 "  Then  r(K:ognizi[ig  his  playmate  ho  said,  "  How  grave 
and  Mtill  she  is:  it  it  not  becnuse  t>he  ia  aiilccp?"  And  Ursala  replied, 
"K<s  d«ar,  becauM  she  is  dead."  To  tliis  child-love  he  often  mnkea 
allnaions  full  of  [ttthoi  and  tmdumcEa  in  liis  Hubscqucnt  writings*.  In  the 
riagtng  melody  of  tbe  memories  of  childhood  above  ul!  cIkc,  like  a  fairy 
bell,  there  peeled  the  voice  cf  the  little  Veronica. 

Heine  lacked  one  dixtinctive  feature  of  his  brethren ;  and  though  lliis 
reodtred  him  deficient  as  an  Islimnclitc,  it  made  him  more  true  and 
(bojougb  as  a  man.  He  did,  inJetd,  speak  ua  uTcvereully  of  things 
facnd  and  things  profane  OS  tho  very  worst  among  (hem,  and  in  the  liuccco 
be  look  M  ngariU  andiicious  pere^ualiiieii  he  fur  exceeded  them  all. 
UiU  his  altitude  towaids  the  opposite  kx  was  one  csurntially  nuisculinc, 
vigorxms,  and  natural.  He  liked  women,  and  never  seruplud  lo  say  sO| 
aod  express  that  liking  willi  a  freedom  entirely  corref^ponding  to  his 
diameter.  The  r(«iKu;t  for  tliis  inlierent  difierence  were  three,  any 
one  tf  tlten  being  snfficiout  to  aeccuut  for  the  fact.      Fir«t,  his  tnolhcr 
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vu  a  wooiftn  of  K  pnrv  and  ncblo  clianicUiv  whom  h«  linerrol^  bv0d  mi 
|Wpeet«d,  wkile  liia  sbtvr  wiui  likcwintt  ■  pennii  of  diidiignivlicd  mmta] 
ftttd  penonal  atcractiona.  Secondly,  he  had  aat»  ex]i«ricDced  *  love  M 
pura  tnd  nslaai  iu>  it  wji*  fonioaaUt  und  ifaort-livcd  Itir  tbe  little  VeraDu% 
whoae  angel  fiuw  be  (o  often  dreamed  was  ladung  dowii  Tran  httYtra  on 
llilR.  Thirdly,  b«  vrmi  a  bom  poet,  and  vu  giftad  with  a  peraooal  bapu^ 
of  •  BUMt  mtueaque  and  perfect  kind;  and  this  laat  alone  is,  w«  lake  It, 
•  good  rcaaon  why,  nomiihMaoding  hi*  lini^  ha  ahonld  huva  been  Md  ia 
slftotiou  by  woniau.  He  was  hanouKd  wiib  tbe  warm  Mcndabip  oud 
Mtcem  of  two  women  o(  high  posilioD  in  the  literary  world,  Madame 
Balwl  (Vanhsgcn'a  wife),  and  EIim:  von  Hohenliauwu,  the  poelHa.* 
So  long  MM  tliere  were  women,  so  long  be  dedared  would  hi«  hrarl  iKv«a 
Gaas<  to  lave.  Should  it  cool  over  ooo  it  would  immediately  vann  la 
another :  and  as  th«  bjtig  never  di«8  in  Fninoe,  eo  tha  qnecn  was  iwtvf r 
to  die  in  his  heart,  wlicro  thu  word  \m»  La  Iteint  rst  rnorU,  vtve  la  Reina, 
lie  is  severe  enoitgii  upon  them  oeoasionally ;  ''  Oh,  tbo  vromon ! "  he 
aay^  "ws  miiM  forgive  thorn  mndi,  for  they  loi-o  much — and  many. 
Tbeir  bate  l^  properly  spealting,  only  love  toroed  iii«d«  out.  Somelimca 
tlicy  ailTihutc  snnir  i!rliii<iiicncy  lo  lis  bornuso  tboy  think  they  on  in 
lliia  way  gtatify  Mitiie  other  aian.  WImth  ibey  wriie,  ih«y  h»ve  always 
one  aye  on  tbo  paper  and  th«  other  on  a  man  ;  and  tliia  is  true  of  al| 
authoreMeg,  except  the  Coiioieas  Halui-Uahn,  who  has  only  dim  eya." 
Compare  this  with  iha  remark  of  a  Frcnoh  vfrilcr, —  * 

Wonuui  vu  iDVinied  hy  man.  and  she  it — lii*  boat  iiiVRition. 

"  The  virtue  of  woman  is  tlie  noblest  5uperstliion  of  man  I"  crfca  bif 
English  brother.  Good.  Woman  ia  their  invcniion,  hot  virtue  is  their 
suprmtition.  Wh.\t  nnxt  ?  This  supercilious  spitefulnt^  belongs  neither 
to  tbe  muBCuUne  nor  tbe  feminine  gender,  and  we  can  only  conclude  that 
her  presence  is  to  tlicm  a  pi'rpetual  annoyanee,  and  ber  Very  oxiftcnoa 
a  end  necessi^.  One  hardly  likes  to  think  what  manner  of  niutlusr  or 
wife  or  sister  a  man  can  have  who  doca  by  inference  to  deeply  djiihonoar 
Ibeni. 

About  lft37  it  w.ii!  rumoured  that  Heine  bad  become  a  Catholic.  Tbb, 
however,  ho  promptly  conlmdictt^d ;  less,  as  be  owned,  for  tlia  sake  of  depriv* 
iiig  the  Catholics  of  such  solace  as  they  might  have  derived  from  converting 
him,  tlian  in  order  to  cut  nwny  fram  another  party  the  spiteful  satidiiction 
of  bewailing  bis  inalability.  The  niinour  arose  from  liis  having  married 
his  wife  according  to  the  rites  of  tbe  ('Atholic  diurch,  being  unwtljing,  ha 
said,  "  to  cause  tliat  beloved  being  any  uiiea^ness  or  disturbEmco  in  h(t 
religious  views."  If  be  did  not  change  in  one  crted,  it  ia,  however, 
certain  ibnt  in  politics  his  views  underwent  considerable  modification. 
Bronght  face  to  face  with  t!>e  Kevoliilion,  Iiis  n.itural  sagncity  detected  the

and  it  it)  an  illutlrulton  of  the  ail'culiuiiate  luudcrni^u  of  hie  hiMd,  tbftt 
throughout  his  long  ogou;  lie  cnrcfiiliy  iiitlilield  the  knowk-dge  of  his 
niaurftblu  ^Litie  from  hla  ^ed  mother.  He  constnntly  c)icintQ()  to  h«c 
letlcra  fall  of  guleiy  and  nifeetiQii,  upcaklng  of  his  liappiucM,  his  wifu, 
hU  frionda,  and  his  piitsuiu,  pretending  that  tbii  malady  in  his  cj'o 
prevented  him  dpiug  more  ihun  »igning  the  letters;  and,  whatever  pain  or 
«0bn  il  cou  bim,  so  long  as  he  could  be  aiuidicd  his  signature  lo  tlicia 
iriib  his  own  bund.

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Trk  ^geflafltim  of  food  at  thu  cbeap«9t  pouible  rate,  and  tf  the 
poaibls duWMter,  bna  become  n  question  of  life  and  ilcnth  to  thoiiKinds 
and  tens  or  UiounLiidn.  Witliout  rcferiMice  to  llic  present  cmi>,  and  upon 
gnwr&l  groimOi  of  public  advantage,  an  cxperimeDt  n'ss  commenced  ia 
Glasgow  two  years  ngo,  the  rcnulta  of  wliich  will,  it  is  belicrcd,  he  found 
to  be  of  )ii};1i  prac^ciil  scrrico  to  those  cn^Agod  in  meeting  tli«  gravtr 
nccesi^lica  of  the  day. 

Tho  writer  of  the  prwcnt  article  is  one  among  many  Glafif^ow  cillzen* 
wlio  have  lecoivcd  inquiries  from  high  qnnrlp.r*  and  humble  quancra, 
from  peer  nnd  ineeliaiiic,  respecting  an  esiabliahmcnt  known  through  tba 
city  aa  the  •' Great  Western  Cooking  Dejifit."  "What  rrc  it*  plans  7 
Will  ihty  help  Hi  to  feed  our  people  ?  "  With  a  view  to  answer  these 
inquiries,  the  writer  commenced  a  thorough  examination  of  the  wholo 
scheme.  Its  originator,  with  whom  he  hud  no  persiwal  acquaintance 
whatever,  kindly  placed  his  trade  Iwokj  open  to  investigation,  and  fur- 
nished meana  for  imdi-relnnding  llio  working  of  every  detail.  The  following 
account,  tJierefor*,  niay  be  received  as  reliable  in  its  fact* ;  and  iia 
publication  is  entirely  owing  to  a  desire  to  assist  those  eng'ag*«3  in  miti- 
gating the  cevere  hardships  of  the  time,  and  promote  the  cittahlithment 
of  institutions  which  may  survive  the  immedinte  (H:ca.<!ion  of  their  cxiit«ncr, 
and  become  permanent  boon?  to  the  great  mass  of  ilic  working  claaac-a; 
and  pcrliapn  even  work  an  economioul  ohnnge  in  our  whole  iiy»t«n  cf 
Bocial  arrangemeuls  for  providing  food  for  tlio  large  floating  population 
of  our  cities. 

It  is  DcceEsaiy  to  elate,  in  the  first  instance,  tliat  tlie  originator  of  thia 
scheme  is  n  Glasgow  merchant  (Mr.  Thomas  Corbou),  who  has  devoted  ■ 
certain  amount  ol'  capital  to  the  undertaking  n.i  a  jihilnnthropic  oxpcrimeflt. 
Experiments  In  sotial  science  arc  estremely  difficult  to  work,  except  by 
the  expenditure  of  large  means ;  and  tlie  community  hnv  rrJuoa  to  b« 
tliankful  to  one  who  is  willing  to  conduct  a  s(«ial  experiment  on  a  aode 
friilTicit'ntiy  large  to  leave  reliable  results.  In  order  to  protect  his  tuoiives 
froiu  any  quistioning,  Jlr.  Corbett  has  iulruMed  the  auditing  of  his  books 
lo  two  gentlemen  well  known  in  Glotgow  for  their  interest  in  social 
reforms,  who  b.ivc  undertaken  the  task  tipoa  the  express  stipulation  that 
every  pi-uuy  of  profit  as  il  arises  from  year  to  year,  shall  be  devoted  to 
SODlft  object  of  public  interest  and  benelit.  While  we  have  to  deicrihc  a 
rather  rare  plieiiouienon — vtz.  a  philanthropic  experiineuC  that  baa  been 
made  to  pay — we  have  also  to  describe  a  scheme  which,  although  sup- 
ported by  individual  capital  and  energy,  ha»  its  proceeds  devoted  to  lh« 
general  good.

Entering  fnjia  Jnmnica  Slreet,  GInsgow,  wo  lied  three 
Iwge  halbv  nch  ninetj-  ftet  by  forty  fcft,  wi-Jl  vcntiluted,  well  liglilcd, 
with  row*  of  wiadowc  ao  largo  and  Dumcrous  as  to  make  one  «ide  oi  tnoW 
bail  almoat  a[ipear  compoBcd  of  glnss.  Tlie  bills  of  fiirc  iu  every  direction 
an)>batizc  the  very  unnristocnttic  •nm — One  Ptnny.  One  peony  apjKUn 
lo  bo  tbe  key  to  tvcry  mystery  of  the  tiiJl.  It'  wc  have  "ono  penny  "  in 
oar  pocket,  wc  begin  to  feel  vastly  richer  for  its  poBsesuoa  aa  we  uuder- 
ttand  the  tefreabineDts  it  can  procure  (or  us.

How  the  GStmortlinnry  results  dotuilcil  liave  been  obuined  will  be  belt

The  milid  of  its  originator  was  tirsl  called  to  the  subject  by  an  article 
which  apfMAred  in  the  VornhUl  Mayntint  (Jnno,  1800J,  entitled  the

men  to  Ieinperaoc«,  but  Utile  has  praclicHlly  been  done  to  put  within 
tiinr  reach  cheap  and  whultaome  Ibod  nnd  drink,  so  ax  to  estAbltftli  a  auc- 
•casAd  compeiilloQ  with  the  sltraelioQs  of  pubiic-houaci  and  gin-pdacca. 
In  all  our  largo  towns  n  working  man  hn*  la  pay  dearly  fur  being  tempe- 
rate. Fur  a  cap  of  tea,  ootftti,  or  broth,  he  ha»  generally  to  fraquent 
nawb^eoome  eating-honseii,  with  no  accommodation  Ukely  to  refine  hU 
habits  and  vlfivale  his  feeling*,  and  Is  oouipelled  to  pay  Ibr  adulterated  and 
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bwU^-eookol  Tood  more  thaa  tlw  bir  price  of  gdod  BttidM.  Eren  with 
tMpea  to  driaks  whkh  era  be  wbadfted  to  aptriu— a  mstirr  u  which 
tlioM  irba  wcttU  MhsBce  tcotpmsc*  dkoold  mmlT  ^e  ipccial  nltmlian 
— tiinpfe  expcrimrata  •famr  Out  lemonade,  BOiU'Water,  and  linf-er-bMr, 
CAB  be  produced  of  exccUentqnaliljratalinlQUirc  thaaUowfiuthii^  ■ 
boidc,  to  n  to  be  »ld  at  a  profit  for  one  pcmi;r<  vfaeteosdMj  an  osukD}' 
duij^cd  Inm  dotdde  to  U«1>Ie  or  quadruple  that  auMonl.

£ftch  bmnch  in  ander  the  dinrge  of  a  rotttron.  The  ]>TCparaiioii  of 
tea  and  colTee  ia  undertaken  nt  the  iMpKtiv'e  brtuiclws ;  but  thn  brath, 
Roup,  nnd  mrat,  nro  oil  prepared  in  one  ctntrnt  ]iluce,  nui  dcspalcbed  in 
rana  to  ibe  vacious  IiaIIs,  where  tlicy  an  iminodiittcJy  plnccd  upoD 
Aiuorican  cooking-ranges. 

Uoder  eack  mativn  are  a  number  of  youDg  women,  acting  as  wait^n. 
Upwards  of  ISO  jrnung  women  nrc  now  regularly  employed  in  cooking 
and  aerving  out  the  penny  rutioc«. 

The  wages  pnid  amount  to  nbout  1,500/.  a  year,  ll  may  be  uked  by 
tiaaj  destrotu  of  founding  similar  inAtiiutioDB,  hoiv  Ehail  we  get  parriea  of 
qoflicient  experience  to  giro  ti»  a  chance  of  mtcct'ss?  It  is  fonnd  ai  a 
practical  ruli:  th;it  aervanlri  expcrxwice'l  in  rt'Ktaiirant  rcutltie  art  not  the 
betf ;  and  such  experience  is  indeed  a  disqiialilication  fcT  ihc  work  rattier 
than  otlicmriii^  The  puraonx  wnnk-d  arc  tliorouglity  sensible-,  boncet, 
induatnous  mati-oue,  who  will  not  lake  tlieir  own  way  or  any  one  else'* 
way,  bnt  dmply  abide  by  the  plain  rules  laid  down  for  their  guidance- 
Some  of  tlie  m<i«t  successful  matroiis  li.ive  been  womtai  taken  directly 
from  weaving  factoiie*.  After  a  fortnight's  cxpcrienco  they  were  found 
competent  to  lake  charge  of  tlic  most  important  branches ;  simply  bccaun; 
tliey  attended  to  the  rules  laid  down,  nnd  knowing  nothing  about  the  matter 
lud  no  dcidrc  to  aubttitiite  planii  of  ihcir  own.  The  bu.^^t  pl.nu  to  gain  ex- 
|i«icnoc  is,  for  a  iminagor  to  live  for  a  slioi'i  time  in  one  of  the  branchea, 
where  be  will  be  welcome  to  learn  every  tiling.  This  method  was  taken  by 
Mr.  Pender,  who  has  ro;cntly  promoted  the  opening  of  similar  dppOts  in 
Maoi^eet^T,  and  who  oifers  the  same  facilities  to  ]iartie:i  iutereittd  in 


Sfil^lfLocaltlies.—AlmoiA  every  locality  in  a  large  city  will  bo  found 
tiutab1«  for  a  cooking  depflt.  l»t.  It  is  invaluable  in  the  poorer  quarters, 
wfaare  it  generally  happen*  that  the  people  are  nnable  to  make  a  proper 
Me  of  tile  few  copper*  tliey  may  gain  for  their  daily  bread,  from  the 
■bscDce  of  fuel  or  even  of  proper  conking  Dtensils.  2nd.  A  dopOt  is  a 
great  boon  in  situations  wlure  men  have  to  travel  for  tlieir  woik  from 
knig  diatiuKta.  Some  of  our  best  working  men,  when  engaged  at  long 
distances  from  home,  are  obliged  to  eat  dry  cnisl.i  and  drink  cold  tea  and 
cofTce.  3rd.  A  depot  hat  been  found  Kucccasful  in  leading  tliorougbi'nrra, 
vlu'fo  a  largo  floating  population  ia  going  and  coming.  While  every- 
thing in  dclail  has  be^n  nrganixcd  with  tlic  express  purpose  of  meeting 
the  wants  of  the  humblest  working  man,  yet  it  ii  ■  remarkable  tribute  to 
the  mamigenient  of'  this  undortaking  ih;<t  thono  dojv'ita  which  are  in  the 
b<ui«it  parla  of  the  town  are  daily  crowded  with  young  men  froTn  shops 
and  war«bmiae«;  wliile  one  near  the  imiveruty  is  at  certain  hours  almost 
taken  pt— iLiwion  of  by  the  Mudenla. 

It  ia  a  striking  sign  of  the  independent  spirit  of  our  people,  that  while 
thtrv  ia  at  evesy  depdt  a  notice  inviting  tbc  public  to  the  free  use  of  the 
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nading-roora,  no  tcliiory  indivictua]  enler*  wiOiont  purchiuing  aotat  oat 
of  the  penny  rauuna. 

In  och  dopOt  ihere  is  a  room  for  wemeii  only,  very  coMlderatety 
pboed  nenr  the  entrance,  to  ihnt  timiJ  girli  mny  nr>t  liave  to  nin  lli« 
gnnntlet  tbrou^-b  a  mom  fiilJ  of  Ktmngns  Iti^ore  reaching  it> 

Tkr  avoiiiatux  of  WMte  is  on«  ofllie  raost  essential  pariii  of  this  scheme. 
Tfiis  is  secured,  in  nine-tenlbs  of  th<?  provimoni,  by  the  chnrncliw  of  the 
foiii!  fniplojT'!.  Tlio  HEAT,  upon  which  ihe  only  waite  could  ooonr,  ia 
eorntd  be*/,  wliich  mrm  fcr  colil  aiice* ;  nnd  frwh  mtnt,  which  i«  minced 
and  supplied  hot.  Aa  n  6xed  rule,  nothing  la  ever  warmed  up  tirlee;  and 
•0  oarvfiilly  are  cjilculntion-i  framed,  and  «o  ivgiihr  h  the  action  of  the 
)aw  of  aremffe  i-ven  with  re»pcct  to  tlie  most  unlikely  probabilitiu,  that 
thr  whiiln  fond  cooked  during  pHch  day  i«  an  nearly  as  pomible  coD«ume£ 
Should  anyihiiig  remain,  which  i«  rery  aeldom  the  case,  it  ia  sold  at  half 
price  after  7  p.m.  to  tlie  poor;  ao  that  every  moniag  a  fre^h  supply  i* 
eookeil  for  Hie  reijuircmenta  of  th«  day. 

No  intoxicnling  drinks  are  sold  at  any  depAt.  Thia  rtile  ia  «  wcuti^ 
for  Rood  ordt-r,  ewential  when  large  nnnihem  from  tlic  very  poorest 
tliiiiriot»  of  th<?  city  are  assembled  together:  and  will  prevent  any  estn- 
blinhmcTit  dcgpnprnling  into  a  rondrirvoiw  f'lr  drinking  jinrtii-a,  while  the 
working  man  leftnia  how  many  comforts  an-  at  Lis  disposal  apart  from  the 
accustomed  glass  of  whiskey,  the  price  of  which  is  generally  oot  of  all 
proportion  to  thr  sum  hr  bestows  npnn  l)i«  food  reriuiKile  for  sustaining 
both  hcatih  and  chvcrftilness. 

The  application  of  this  scheme  to  th«  relief  of  the  present  distren  la 
dmpln.  A  very  smull  portion  of  the  capital  now  contributed  for  the  reli*f 
of  the  manufacturing  districts  would  stiflice  fcr  ihc  establishment  of  depACa 
in  central  sitnnlions.  Let  it  be  ihoroughly  undi-rstood  thiit  they  ore 
inttuded  to  pay  their  own  expenses,  to  that  nil  clnines  may  frtijuent  them 
with  a  feeling  of  todependenee.  To  scctii-c  this,  never  give  afrte  ration  i» 
the  Irutitiition  itself,  but  snpjjiy  free  tickets  for  rations  ihrongh  an  entirely 
distinct  relief  organization.  The  muii.'igerB  of  the  dejifit  must  Dot  he 
identified  wiili  the  relief  committee,  or  only  tho^c  in  receipt  of  public 
aid  will  lake  advantage  of  it.  Conscieiiliou!<Iy  supply  every  article  of 
the  beat  qimlity,  and  never  open  any  Imll  thni  is  not  light,  well  ventibied, 
and  eleg-vit. 

By  fallowing  the  plaos  indicated  in  this  article^  when  the  tentpoiary 
distress  has  paived  nwny,  thera  will  remain  instiludona  able  to  compete 
with  the  dram-nhop,  as  well  as  save  for  the  adoinmcnt  of  ihe  homo  many 
«  h.irdly  cnnitd  jwnny.  If  itien  are  to  be  reduemed  fVom  rxcocsive 
drinking,  wholesome  food  must  be  within  their  rrach,  and  a  great  step 
■will  be  lak.n  towards  ihc  purification  uf  the  haHls  of  our  pt-oplo,  if  their 
supply  of  food  can  be  surrounded  with  those  comforts  and  elegancia 
which  have  hitherto  been  confined  to  their  partidpadoD  in  drink  sJooe.

Cnsar  wiilied 
to  be  firtt  in  ■  rillnge.  If  fint  of  a  hundred  yokd*,  why  Dot  firat  of  two  t 
And  my  frii'nd  the  old  dotbea'  man  witJiea  (o  win  hi*  game,  a*  well  a*  t« 
tnn  hi*  little  sixpence. 

Svppoae  in  llie  game  of  life — and  it  is  but  a  twopenny  game  after  all 
^yoit  arc  equally  eager  of  winning.  Shall  you  be  a«tMiMd  of  yoiw 
ambition,  or  glorj'  in  it  I  There  urc  games,  too,  which  are  beeonifig  !• 
particular  periods  of  life.  I  remember  in  the  days  of  our  youth,  wbai 
my  fiiecd  Artbur  Howler  va*  an  eminrnt  cjickcter.  Slim,  swifV,  stroogi 
weU-buill,  he  presented  a  goodly  appearance  on  the  ground  lu  lila  flannd 
miibna.  itilMtti  non  sins  gloria.  Bowler  my  boy  I  Hush  I  We  tell 
Bo  tale*.  Mum  is  the  word.  Yonder  onmc*  Charley,  his  lott.  Now 
Ctiarley  his  son  has  taken  the  field,  and  ts  famou*  aniong  the  cleren  of  his 
aebooL  Bowler,  senior,  Y>i:h  his  cnpooiou*  waistcoat,  Ao.,  waddling  after 
a  ball,  would  preaent  an  absurd  abject,  wliereaa  it  does  the  eyes  good  te 
see  Bowler,  junior,  scouring  the  plain — u  young  «c«mplar  of  jojrful 
hraltb,  rigour,  activity.  The  old  boy  witely  comboita  himwlf  with 
amuacmcnts  more  becoming  his  ag«  and  waist;  takes  his  sob«r  ride; 
viuls  hi*  farm  soberly — busit;s  himself  about  his  pigi>  hit  ptonghii^  fail 
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pcadiM,  or  wb«e  not.  Voy  smull  routtnim  >muB«nieiita  {otCTMt  him; 
uid  (dunk  goodnen  I)  natui-e  proviJu  very  kindly  for  kindl^r-di* posed 
Ibgiet.  W«  r«li*h  tbow  thingi  which  w«  Kcornvd  in  our  lusiy  youth. 
I  MO  the  young  folks  of  fta  evraioe  kludlicg  und  glowing  ovtr  their 
deliciom  nnrsln.  I  look  »p  1™!  wninh  t!»c  eager  eye  fliiyhing  down  lli« 
page,  being,  for  my  pnrt,  pwlt-cUy  coiitenltd  wilb  my  twaddling  old 
Tolunae  of  HowvU'a  Letltn  or  the  Otnthman'^  Magatinr-.  I  am  netiutlly 
UTiTi'd  nt  nich  ft  oalm  frame  of  mind  t)iat  I  like  butt«r  pudding.  1  never 
alioald  have  believed  it  jHissiblc ;  but  it  is  so.  Yet  n  liltlo  whil«,  and 
I  '"'■y  xk\i%\\  wntcr-grucl.  It  will  be  the  agn  o( man  la.it  tie  poalt  tl  "ion 
toMtft  dt  nku'r.  And  ilii^n — the  cotton  cxtingi)i»ber  ii  pulled  crv«r  (hv  old 
noddU.  and  tbs  liitlo  flame  of  life  i>  popped  out^ 

Don't  you  knuw  elderly  people  who  make  l«ftnud  notes  In  Army 
Lista,  Peeragii^,  and  the  liko7  'J'his  in  th*  bnttvr-pndding,  watcr-gruel  of 
eld  ag*.  The  wDm-out  old  digestiuii  does  nut  care  fur  ttrunfier  food. 
Pomerly  it  coujd  twtUlow  twelve  hount'  lough  nndiug,  aud  dignt  on 
meydopecdia. 

If  I  had  children  to  rdtiCRte,  I  wonld,  nt  ten  or  twelve  yeftra  of  agi^ 
\mn  a  pirofcMor,  or  prof<»u<Teiii.  of  wbtiit  for  tliem,  and  eau«e  thom  to  bft 
well  grounded  in  that  givnt  nml  uiicful  gamp.  You  cunnot  learn  it  well 
whvD  you  are  old,  uiiy  mure  than  yuu  uau  li^iirn  duociug  i>r  billiard*.  la 
oar  buuM  at  home  v«  youi^tcn  did  not  play  wliiet  bccaum  we  wei-6 
imr  obedit-nt  children,  and  the  eldrri  Buid  pluyirig  nt  canlo  woa  ''  n  vmata 
of  time."  A  waati-  of  tiuie,  u>y  good  peoplel  Allottsf  Whiit  do  elderly 
iMNIM-keeping  people  do  of  u  night  ultcr  dinner  ?  Durby  gcta  bts 
Mwi|Mperi  my  dear  Joan  her  JUusionaiy  ilogaiinc  or  her  vnliane  of 
Cunmiag'a  Sermons — and  don't  yon  know  what  C'nnuv?  Over  the  arm 
of  Darby's  nrm-tikiir  flii?  paper  flutters  to  the  gronnd  unheeded,  and  ha 
perfonnii  the  trumjit:!  obbligato  qiM  voia  $<am  on  his  old  nose.  My  di-ur 
old  Joui'i  bead  nod*  over  her  tcimiOD  (iiwukeuing  lliougb  the  doctrine 
may  be),  ttiog,  ding,  diiig  :  can  thai  bo  ten  o'clock  ?  It  ia  time  to  wnd 
iha  aerVBDla  to  bed,  my  dear — and  to  bed  maiter  and  mistress  go  too.

Toulatvl  loo  late  I  Ah  I 
humiliating  confe«ion  I  That  joy  might  have  been  cIiitciM'd,  but  tho 
lifl-nreain  baa  ewe|>t  ua  by  it — the  awift  lil'c-«tTvikm  rushing  to  tho 
oearing  ■««■  Too  late  1  loo  late  I  Twenlystone,  my  boy !  When  you 
rrad  in  the  papers  "  Vntse  u  deux  teunp*,"  aud  nil  the  fanliionaldo  daneat 
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t:iughttoiidti1t«tiy  "Miw  Lightfoota,"  don't  you  feci  tbiit  jou  would  lilceto 
go  in  and  learu?  Ali,  it  is  too  kte  I  You  hare  paaKcl  tbe cAoiYtu, Muter 
TwcWjslonu,  nnd  tlic  young  people  oro  duicing  wittioul  you, 

I  don't  btflicve  much  of  what  my  Lord  Bytoo,  the  port,  any*;  but 
when  hv  wxol^i  "  So,  for  a  ginxi  old  gcntlcninnly  vice,  I  tlitnk  I  ahull  put 
up  wiUi  uvoiicf,"  I  think  lii.t  lordsliip  mMiiit  what  liii  wtoIo,  nnd  if  be 
praclis«d  wiml  tic  prcitdicd,  «hall  uot  qnaircl  with  liim.  Am  hq  occupa- 
tion in  declining  ycuira,  I  declare  I  think  laving  in  u»i-Ail,  nmuiung,  nnd 
not  uuhecotiiiiig.

I  won't  have  a  c«b  at  alt, 
I  will  wait  ibr  the  omuihua  :  I  will  he  one  qf  the  damp  fourteen  in  that 
Kteaming  Tchiclo.  1  will  wait  about  in  the  ruin  for  an  hour,  and  "bua 
afU'r  'bua  shall  pafs,  hut  I  will  nut  bo  beat.  I  kUI  havf  a  place,  and 
got  it  at  lengtli,  wirh  uiy  bods  wet  ihi-oiigh,  iind  iin  umbrella  drippbg 
between  my  legs.  I  have  a  rtieumaliiim,  a  cold,  a  eore-tliroat,  s  aulky 
evening, — a  doctor's  bill  to-morrow  perhaps?  Y«,  but  I  havo  won  my 
gnme,  and  am  gniner  of  a  shilling  on  thi*  rubber. 

If  yon  play  this  game  all  through  life,  it  is  wonderful  what  daily 
intoreat  it  has,  and  ntiiusing  occupaliun.  Fur  insiance,  tny  wife  goes  to 
aleep  after  dinner  over  her  volume  of  »ermona.  Aa  eoon  u»  the  dear  ■ool 
is  nouad  aaleep,  I  advance  loftly  and  puff  out  her  candle.  Her  pure 
dreams  will  be  all  ttie  liappier  without  that  light ;  and^  Kty  ahe  sleeps  an 
hour,  there  is  a  penny  gained. 

As  for  eJolhca,  parbl<u.'  There  is  not  mucli  money  to  be  saved  in 
elolhea,  for  the  fact !»,  aa  a  man  advances  in  life — aa  ho  becomes  an  aitci'ent 
Briton  (mnrk  the  pleawiury) — he  goes  without  clolhes.  When  my  tailor 
pn>pa«K  something  in  t)ic  way  of  a  change  of  raimi<nt,  I  laugh  iu  kia 
&oe.  Uy  blue  coat  and  bnas  buttona  wil!  Inst  these  ten  year*.  Ii  it 
Msdyf  What  th<-n7  1  don't  waul  to  charm  anybody  in  partictilnr. 
You  aay  tliat  my  clothes  arc  shabby .'  What  do  1  care  7  When  I  wi*Ii«3 
to  look  well  in  (omcliody's  eyen,  the  mailer  may  liavc  been  dilTercnt. 
But  now,  when  I  receive  my  bill  of  Wl.  (let  us  say)  at  th«  y«ur'a  eod, 
and  ceintRut  it  with  old  toilura'  rcckoniiig!i,  I  feel  that  1  have  played  tbe 
game  with  tnaeter  taller  j  and  beat  him,  and  my  old  dotbes  are  a  token  of 
the  victory.

Tbey  give  it  on  great  oeiia- 
nuns.  I'hcy  ore  more  able  to  help  than  you  and  1  who  spend  ours,  and 
eaj'  to  poor  Piodigtil  who  comes  to  us  out  m  elbow,  "  )ty  dear  fellow,  I 
ahoold  bare  been  delighted :  bat  1  have  already  anticipated  niy  quaner, 
and  am  going  to  ask  .Screwby  if  lie  cun  do  anything  for  me." 

In  this  ddighiful,  wbolesonitr,  crer-uoTd  twopenny  game^  there  la 
a  danger  of  exceia,  ns  ilif^re  is  in  every  other  pastiiue  or  ooetipntion  of  liJa. 
If  you  grow  too  eager  for  your  twopence,  tlic  nci|uirdiion  or  the  lose  nt  It 
may  affect  your  peace  of  mind,  and  peace  of  mliid  ia  better  than  any 
amoiinl  of  twopcncca.  My  friend,  the  old  clothes'  man,  whose  >gnnio«  orer 
the  hal  have  led  lo  this  rambling  dl>(juiiiliii>n,  has,  I  very  much  fear,  by 
a  too  eager  purauit  of  small  protits,  diMnrbc-d  the  equanimity  of  a  mind 
thai  ought  to  be  easy  and  luppy.  "  Ilad  I  slmxl  out,"  be  thinks, 
"  I  might  bavo  had  the  hnC  for  ihreopcnce."  and  ho  donbts  whether, 
having  given  (burpvocc  for  it,  he  will  ever  gi-t  back  his  money.

There, 
In  a  splendid  travelling  ch.irini,  in  tlie  8Weete«t  bcnnel,  all  tritiimrd  wiili 
ornn^-blomonui  nnd  Chnmiliy  iHce,  niu  my  Ijuiy  Ko»a,  with  old  Lord 
Snoirden  by  her  side.  Ah,  Ro«a!  what  a  price  have  you  paid  for  that 
bat  which  yon  wcnr ;  and  ii  your  lady>hip*s  coronet  not  purchased  too 
dear  ?  Enough  of  hau.  Sir,  or  Madnm,  I  lake  off  mine,  and  solute  you 
with  profound  rc«pcct. 
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Tbe  BcricB  of  tmnsncttotia,  political  and  miliiniy,  which  terminated  in  the 
jcetruction  of  St-bastcpol,  and  the  "  rcelificalion  "  of  tlie  Ruaasa  frontier 
on  the  Piutli,  JwerveJ  a  special  aud  eliiborale  liistoiy.  The  event*  were 
of  a  heroic  cnst.  A  great  vjiriciy  of  ch;ifactiTa  c:inie  into  pluy.  TIio 
nc  wiu  Hovel  uiid  (lixUmt.  Tlio  iamiei  weto  momentous.  Moreover, 
en  occurred  liie  first  scriou*  rupture  flf  that  mutely  Etiropran  peace 
which  had  btcn  nucureO  at  Waterloo,  itsd  cemented  in  a  rough  fathioa 
ftt  Vienna.  Nor  is  this  nil.  A  new  portent  iippcnrcd  in  Europe.  TIw 
Kreiiuh  Empire  had  hven  n-vivi-d;  the  cut-rgiifH,  the  n-wurcva,  the  paaions 
of  Pnuice  were  iigAiii  in  llic  hands  of  one  iqaii  ;  nnil  that  man  boro  the  Dame 
of  Bonaparte.  A*  if  to  mark  tlit;  new  i-ra  bi-giin  in  18j0,  England  and 
France,  old  cneniie-s,  and  rcuonl  advevnariea  on  tiic  cvcr-roourring  Eaatcra 
Question,  nppuan^d  iiidu  by  Hide  u.i  allic*  in  lli«  council  chnnibcr,  nod  in 
the  lield  of  armed  action.  The  enemy  ugaiust  whom  ihey  contended,  loo^ 
was  a  powur  which  had  bri'n  tint  friend  of  one,  nnd  the  contjuvring  foe  of 
the  othfr.  This  ruplui'D  of  &  long  peace,  tJiis  opening  of  tlie  Ilood-^tet 
of  pent-up  ambition,  thin  bloody  drama,  destined  to  lend  a  procciwon  of 
grwit  changes,  sumo  of  which  have  occurred,  olherK  of  which  arc  still 
growing  up  in  tho  pusiinj  hours,  deserved  to  be  recorded  by  a  faithful  aod 
au  ablu  historian. 

For  some  years  it  hna  been  known  lliat  3Ir.  Kingtalic  was  engaged  in 
the  task  of  writing  tho  himory  of  the  Crimean  War.  As  tlw  brilliant 
author  of  Etitlien,  lie  li:td  raised  high  e.\pectations,  and  had  not  fulfilled 
them.  Whether  it  aroso  from  a  dre.imy  indolence,  or  I'rom  a  Cutlidiou*- 
neM  of  mind,  Mr.  KingUko  pi'odncEd  no  second  work.  lie  bad  travelled 
in  tbe  East,  he  hud  fulluwed  eonipuigns  in  Algm'ia  ;  ho  Wed  a  military 
life.  The  outbreak  of  an  Ea>lcrn  war  attruclcd  him  natnraUy  to  lh«  field* 
of  Bulgaria  and  the  Crimea,  and  when  Lord  Kaglan  died,  and  tho  war 
camc!  to  no  end,  he  says  correctly  (hat  men  looked  to  him  for  a  narratire  of 
the  conUict  and  began  to  supply  him  ivitb  lafurmniion.  Then  Lady  liaglan 
intrusted  to  him  the  juipera  of  her  noble  husband,  and  it  waa  known  that 
he  had  fairly  engiigi^d  iu  lita  task.  From  that  tiuio  to  thia  the  outcome  of 
Ilia  labours  luia  been  looked  for  eagerly,  all  iho  more  eagerly  because  tbe 
lirst  volumes  were  repeatedly  aunoimced,  yet  contiDuounly  held  faock. 
'I'he  Diyateiy  ia  now  solved.  In  the  prcfnce  to  the  Tolunies  befure  uit,  we 
learn  that  ever-aecumuUtIng  slores  of  material,  most  fitely  supplied,  led 
to  coatinuoiis  rn'ision ;  so  that  the  publicaiion  was  delayed  year  after

hitior}-  of  »<>iiw  momentous  parage  in  the  Life  of  Natious.  For  tlib 
talk  3Ir.  Kinglnkv  hnd  an  nbouading  taass  «f  niatcriiil,  gathered  from  all 
qnartera,  of  which  the  iiivalunble  pnpcrn  i>f  Lord  Knglftn  formei]  the 
nnclrua.  The  rc'salt  it  a  work  of  almost  contemiJoniry  history,  whicli  wiU 
bewiduly  read,  and  which  will  doscivo  t»  lire. 

Mr.  Kinglakc  hnii  Kpriiitl  n  Inrgc  c^Uivun,  but  he  Iiiis  filled  it  we\l.  A 
thousiuid  puges  ouly  carry  ub  to  the  crest  of  the  bardly-TCuu  Iteighls  of  tba 
Alms.  But  from  hin  pcii  no  niie  could  expect  a  dry  Mimmory  of  diplo- 
malie  diipute*,  a  mere  piciuro  of  niiliwt^'  and  naval  Hclioim.  Ho  bi-gina 
at  the  beginning  ;  ho  larn  hroad  and  iJ'Tp  fiiundnlions  ;  he  goP«  bnckward 
to  ibo  advent  of  LouIh  Napoleon,  and  traces  its  effect  upon  tlie  fortune*  of 
Europe;  ho  de»cribc»  with  unflap'.ffing  euerfry  the  progress  of  the  great 
qoarrct,  and  hrcatlies  life  into  the  hard  politioul  lUola  which  led  up  to  the 
appeal  to  arnie.  The  origin,  the  varicil  chiuigoj;,  tlir  portentous  growth  of 
thit  plikH!  of  the  Easteru  queMlion,  are  set  foiih  with  transparent  clenmeM 
and  virid  force.  We  are  carried  bodily  bnckwnrds  twelve  years,  and  live 
fgkia  through  the  events  which  moved  us  ikcu.  and  wliiob  have  a  treble 
af^ficonce  now,  becaiito  the  veil  has  been  liAcd  which  then  hid  miiny 
ihinga;  bvcauiiu  fuller  knowli'dgerijiens  jiiilgrtient,  and  beeuu^  subsequent 
erentA  have  given  weight  ond  import  to  facts  which  were  not  perceived 
bj,  m  did  not  tell  upoD,  tlie  maaa  of  meti.  We  SEsi&t  at  the  bjrth  of  the 
J^g^o-French  nlliancc.  We  see  how  sbly  astutcneas  donlt  with  the  gifts  of 
fbitnno-  Wc  leain  how  thero  came  to  be  a  breacli  iu  the  Europiuin 
OoiKecti  and  witntss  th«  lirst  cautioux  movement*  which  have  led  to  such 
migliiy  issues.  It  waa  in  the  transactions  preceding  and  upringiiig  out 
of  this  Crimean  war  that  the  foundations  of  the  Kmpcror  Napoleon's 
power  were  laid.  He  made  one  opportunity,  and  afterwards  tliey  were 
never  wanting.  He  sent  M.  do  I.avnU-ttc  to  exlurt  from  tho  I'orle  the 
iUfihueiit  of  tho  terms  of  a  treaty  made  above  a  liittidred  yciim  before. 
The  Poitu  yielded,  and  the  flood-gates  were  opened.  When  M,  de  Lavalettfl 
demanded  violently  that  the  Latin  monks  at  Jerusalem  Uieuld  have  a  key 
of  tbo  great  door  cf  tlie  Church  cf  Bethlehem,  and  th:il  a  silver  star,  with 
the  ■JTDS  of  France,  should  be  fixed  on  the  wall  uf  the  nunctuary  of  tho 
Kativity,  tlio  world  only  saw  in  the  proceeding  a  quarrel  between  rival 
dturcbc*.  Tliey  did  not  fonuee  a  big  war.  The  French  Em]>cTor  deiired 
to  diqilny  hia  power  in  the  eyes  of  bis  own  peopin  and  of  ICurope;  perhaps 
lie  demrud  to  humiliate  ihe  proud  potentate  who  called  him  '■  good  friend," 
but  would  not  style  bim  "  brother."  It  is  certain  tjiat  ho  knew  what 
would  plcaiu  the  French  nation  and  make  them  lorget  bis  peculuu'  method 
of  acguiring  abtohil-c  power.  And  so  within  a  mouth  of  the  coup  tTitat 
lie  became  the  champion  of  the  Latin  Church,  ami  thus  liioiied  in  llie  East 
ibe  waters  of  strife.  Ftr  fiuMia  took  fire  at  ibe  insult  to  her  clmtvh,  and 
between  ibo  t<ro  lie  Turk,  who  hod  no  inlcre)>t  in  the  (question  at  iwuei 
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Bud  «1m  cnly  deiired  pcswe,  wm  drircD  TKtlentlj  trwa  on«  udA  to  tlto 
oth«r,  and  tu  atteinpUug  t«  i>lea»e  two  masten  oObndcd  both.  Atutrbi 
hj  A  fataJ  but  nrall-iatcndvd  iiilcrr«iiltoa,  liuirMMd  Ui«  Mrile,  and  llifl 
li^pBTor  Ntoliolaa,  who  bad  long  brooded  orar  tba  foiore  of  Tiirko;,  who 
had  ton[jt«d  EngUnd  in  vain,  who  bod  tnittCMl  ber  tentptir,  wbo  liad 
contemtivd  Franoe,  bul  who  llMOgbt  bo  mw  his  time,  »eai  tbc  violent 
McntubikofT  to  the  Porl«  with  imperiotM  dcioaDdii.  B7  d^r«es,  and  in 
the  flkilful  binds  of  Lord  Siraiford  de  KedcIilTe,  this  qtWAtios  of  the  Ho)/ 
Placm  w«8  (oolod.  Cut  Nicbolnii  naa  bent  cu  a  qnarrvl  or  iaordioate 
O0QC«&woiu,  and  Franco  vtm  hvut  on  Jkniuiig  hia  wratb  and  fiuhlrating  bi* 
dedgna.  The  Cnr  ws«  mnddoned,  also,  by  th«  permanent  ancendancy  of 
Lord  Stralbrd  de  IlcdcliHe  ttt  Convlantinople,  and,  ooutinuBlIjr  foitod  in 
Stamboul,  he  irent  on  rrom  one  act  of  violenot  to  anotlKT,  imlil  lua  troops 
were  hi  thu  PnncipaliticM,  and  tbe  flrcU  of  £d;;land  and  France  were  in 
the  Boapboma.  *'  The  itrife  of  churcboa  wan  no  fublc,"  wrilca  Mr. 
Kinglalie,  "  but  aAur  all,  tlioiigh  nunr  and  dislinei,  it  vaa  oolj  the  lu«>er 
truth.  A  UOH  d  of  mnnks  with  bare  lorehnda  Dtood  quarrelling  Ibr  a  key 
at  thu  tiuiiny  ^tea  of  a  church  in  Pfttealinv,  but  b«yoiid  iind  above,  tower- 
ing high  in  tbc  misty  North,  luen  anw  the  ambition  of  ihr  Cxai"*." 

Mr.  Kinj^liike  ^>a»  importi-d  tiic  highcxt  kind  of  hivtorio  intvrett  to 
his  narration  of  this  opeoing  oivil  struggle.  There  i*  eoawthing  beroio 
in  thii  Ktriro  which  he  records  tictwrcn  the  Cxar,  through  hia  chMcn  envoy, 
Prince  Mvnnuhikoa',  and  Lord  Slratfonl  de  Redclifle.  Tie  Britidi  Am- 
hawodor  hnd  acquin^  tlint  dominion  otit  tlio  Turk*  for  which  the  Czar 
ibir«t«d.  Lord  StralfotU  liud  been  ab«ent  for  two  yvara.  JoM  aa  he 
linpcd  to  force  concoadona  from  the  Pon«,  "  Nicholiu  woa  obliged  to  hew 
that  his  uleniul  foe,  travdliiig  by  the  omlnoiu  route  of  Paris  and  Vienna, 
WH»  rvtuniing  to  hi*  cmbnwy  at  the  Portt"  Uc  arrivod  on  the  5tli  of 
April,  1863.  "  Long  bvfore  noon  the  voy;jj;u  and  tiie  turmoil  of  the 
recoptioD  were  over,  and  except  that  a  frigiilo  under  Iho  Kngliah  flog  lay 
at  anubor  in  tlie  Golden  Horn,  there  wan  no  n^trming  change  in  the  outward 
world.  Vet  all  vraa  cbiuiged.  Lord  Stratford  de  liedclifie  had  entered 
oooe  more  the  palace  of  the  English  Emlmsny.  The  cvoit  spread  a  sense 
of  safely,  but  also  a  aense  of  «>v«.  It  seemed  to  bring  wtili  it  confusieu 
to  the  enemies  of  Turkey,  hut  nuslcra  ntproof  fur  pint  rjrors  at  home, 
and  puniibment  where  puniahn;eut  va»  due.  Hud  an  eulbtoement  of  hard 
toils  and  painful  sacrifictia  of  many  kindx,  ntid  m  long  farcnrll  to  repote. 
It  was  the  angry  return  of  a  King  wlio^e  reulni  had  been  HufTervd  to  fall 
into  danger."  In  nnothiT  place  Mr.  Kinglakc  nyii :  ''  It  wa*  hard  [for  the 
Turks]  to  resist  the  iiuperloUH  anibaividor  to  bia  face.  If  what  be 
directed  was  inconnsl^nl;  with  tlie:  natniy:  of  ihingn,  then  poinbly  the 
iwtiiru  of  iliingn  would  be  uhuiiK'^d  by  the  d^vj-ee  of  Heaven,  fur  there 
was  no  hope  that  llio  grejit  li^ltclii  wotild  rehtx  his  will  ....  Yet  if  llie 
atnbMsador  was  unr«leniiiig  aud  even  liar«h  in  tlie  eserciae  of  his 
dominion  over  the  Turks,  hit  ivaa  faithful  to  guard  them  against  cncmica 
IVom  abroad.     He  chaatcnMl  them  himaelf,  but  he  vraa  dimgeroua  to  MJ 
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Other  man  who  came  wcking  to  liiirt  hU  children."  And  m  tlie  Emperor 
Ni^bolA)  round  to  hi«  cost.  For  Lord  Stratroid  did  more  tli&n  ftn;  ndior 
to  Mre  tlie  Port*  in  th«  ngooixing  houra  of  1853.  The  conflict  between 
his  will  Mnd  ihnt  of  tlic  Cau,  whoee  cbsracler  i»  mOat  nbl^  drawn,  crt.ilta 
on  itil«re«l  wliicb  n«ver  faih.  It  i*  the  krt  of  giving  rail  dmmatic  fuTcft 
10  tbe  prnoiitl  cncotmlcra,  the  couteiit  of  mind  witb  mliiJ,  tlie  ait  nf 
bringing  the  men  before  ua  by  tlie  unc  of  mr^nured,  and  strung  bccniuo 
BOMtfarvd,  Unguagw,  wbiob  gireo  ao  distiuoitvc  a  ctiai'ai;l«r  to  liiia  re- 
markable bistorf .  la  ita  pngca  thurw  arc  iiot  th«  mukt,  but  the  living 
prc«nc4  of  four  lending  mea — NicholaB,  Napoleon,  Lord  Slratford  de 
RedcIiflTe,  and  Lord  I'nlinerston.  At  tlio  »lory  grows,  otbnr  figurcn  glid« 
in,  and  piny  ibtir  parts  :  Lord  AbL'rdet'ii  and  Mr.  GlaclHtunc,  Lord  Itiiglim 
and  Marshal  Si.  Arnniid,  Mr.  OoUlcn  and  Mr.  Bright;  bnt  the  ip rings 
of  this  history,  so  fur  m  h  is  evolved  ia  tbi-ae  two  voltmic*,  an  tbs 
four  we  have  mentioned.  Lord  Falni<7ralon,  indeed.  Aits  by  in  a  shadowy 
fc>TTn,  like  u  powerful  yet  unsei-Q  a^ut.  Wc  feel  bin  presence  by  its 
cflecta  on  the  (;ainc.  Bui  Lnrd  Stratford  and  the  two  Emperors  SUud 
out  boldly  from  the  oaiiva&,  inntinot  with  life.  Mr.  Kinglakc  seems  to 
wriiQ  of  them  as  if  they  were  ail  in  the  tomb  witb  Lord  Aberdeen  aud  iho 
Csar.  lie  kIiows  their  Klrength,  but  hu  hIiows  witli  merciU'Ss  force  their 
wmkntn.  Hin  portniiluro  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon  lii>!i  been  called 
an  toBlMice  of  viviiculiiin  ;  anil  u»t  inaptly.  Nothing  of  Into  d»y»  baa 
been  wiittcD  wore  terrible  than  Mr.  KiDgiake's  account  of  Louis  Napo- 
leoHi  and  th«  mode  whereby  he  bi^cnme  an  Kmperor.  For,  in  order  to 
aoeoUDt  for  the  war  ia  the  Eaal,  Mr.  Kinglalto  very  properly  goea  back 
to  tho  origin  of  that  power  wbicli  has  lo  etlbciivcly  dialurbcd  Europe, and 
pot  tbe  nations  to  so  >;rcat  a  <^o»t  for  armed  mt-u  and  arrniLnieniii.  He  takes 
Dp  and  dissects  tbe  lifo  and  character  of  tho  Hmperor  in  a  manner  which 
will  rouae  vehement  critieisin,  and  c.-tU- forth  vehemi>nt  admiration;  and 
sORio  will  say  aiig;rily  that  this  cuol  flaying  of  the  cliarscter  of  a  living 
man  has  nothing  lo  do  with  the  w.ir  in  the  Crimea,  an<l  others  will  say 
that  if  ft  had  noi,  atili  iheru  ia  reuson  lo  be  thankful  thai  to  complete  and 
fine  n  piece  of  writing  as  this  episode  of  the  coup  tfe'lat  ba«  been  given 
to  iha  world.  It  is  not,  however,  out  of  plnon;  for  the  rupture  of  ihe 
peac«  and  the  two  years  of  war  did  spring  from  this  samf  imperial  rcvo- 
Intiosi.  Louis  Napoleon  liaii  won  fiunc  and  glorv.  Incense  in  rich 
<lou4«  hM  rolled  up  before  his  throne.  He  baa  received,  and  li^en 
teetircd  by,  nearly  all  the  Soverrigns  of  Knrope,  a*,  he  has  jiml  reminded 
Europe  in  a  royal  apeecb.  He  baa  seen  a  CouKTeHi  in  bis  caiiital.  he  has 
oeaunanded  armies  in  the  tield,  ho  linii  <lictated  peace  to  an  Kmperor. 
It  is  morally  wholefiome  that  ibis  splendid  veil  should  be  turn  anide,  in 
wder  tltot  wa  may  sec  this  stupiudous  and  showy  powor  in  ita  origin. 
Tbe  okolla  of  the  cviip  d'etat  aliould  be  presented  at  the  gorgeons  Imperial 
feast.     Tbis  is  what  Mr.  Kinglake  has  dcme. 

We  luay  string'  logelber  a  few  fentt'ucn*  from  the  cool  and  relenll^n 
■Mdyns  of  t)i«  characier  of  Louis  Napoleca.    First  of  all,  Mr.  Kijigbks 
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admlla  Iiis  stillit^ ;  admiu  lliat  in  England  lis  made  fiicn^ ;  thiU  be  mta 
(riqndlf,  mcin),  nni  good-kumonred  ;  ttiat  he  i^xle  lairly  (o  hoiuida : 
bat  be  KUj'H  of  }iiiu,  (bat  lie  tasted  hia  jroutlinnd  pnme"taoontTivi»ghow 
lo  apply  Mmtagem  la  the  sck-ncc  orjurisprudmce;"  that  the  exlgeuci«so^ 
bb  inberitaiico  "  mad«  hiia  highly  titled — not  nieraly  in  contriTing  tm- 
biguow  pbrtwa,  but  nmbiguous  ■ch«mea  of  ftctioo ; "  and  thut  *'  be  ooald 
mainbitn  &ie&dly  rdatioos  with  a  mau,  and  epeak  frankly  and  Irnthfttlhn 
bim  for  tm'tn  yons,  and  tbeo  suddenly  deceive  him.  .  .  .  HU  donbl^l 
and  unclocidcd  iiuluru  wiia  u  help  to  coDC«abnent :  for  men  got  m  wearied 
by  (ollowiiig:  liie  oscillationi  of  hi«  mind,  that  their  suspiciona  in  time  went 
to  mt ;  and  then,  perhaps,  whvQ  h«  aaw  that  they  vcn  i]uilc  tired  of 
predicting  that  he  would  do  a  tbiiig,  he  gently  stole  out  and  did  it."  lie 
had  the  boldim*  produced  by  reflection,  but  his  bolddess  fell  abort  iu 
eniorgracies  involving  instant  physi<:a]  danger.  "  Tn  short,  lio  waa  a 
thoughtful  liteniry  ninn,  deliberately  tuaking  Iiitnself  to  rentun:  into  a 
desperate  path,  and  going  gKat  length*  in  that  diiectioo ;  but  liable  to 
find  binuelf  balked  In  the  moment  of  trial  by  a  sudden  and  cbilling 
return  to  good  sense."  Yet  "  he  was  impelled  to  bo  contriving  scenic 
vSects  and  jurprises  in  wliich  he  himself  waa  always  to  be  the  hero* 
Sir.  Kinglakc  deecribes  him  nt  StinBbottrg  in  this  terrible  stylo.  When 
he  Weill  with  hb  staff  to  the  barruoks  of  ilie  ICih  Regiment,  "  the  mi-n, 
taken  entirely  by  rarprise,  were  told  th.it  the  person  now  introduced  to 
ttieiQ  Witt  their  Emperor.  What  they  siv  waa  a  young  man  with  thu 
bearing  and  counttnance  of  a  weaver;  a  weaver  eppreeaed  by  long  boun 
of  monotonous  indoor  work,  which  makes  the  body  stoop  and  keeps  the 
eyes  downcast  ;  but  all  the  while,  and  yet  it  was  brond  dayliglit,  this 
young  man,  from  hut  to  foot,  wus  Eiantiiiig  dressed  up  in  the  historic 
costume  of  the  man  of  AuslerlilE  anil  Mnrengo."  Then  came  ColotMsl 
TaUandJer  into  the  barmck-yard — "  6erce,  angry,  nod  scornfiil;'  he 
"went  Btrmght  up  to  the  spot  where  the  propo^d  Emperor  and  his 
'Imperial '  vtaS'were  staiitling.''  This  Wiis  tjcaelly  what  might  have  be^n 
expected,  but  it  cnme  upon  the  Prince  with  a  crushing  power,  **  To  bim, 
a  literary  in^n,  stuuding  in  a  harmuk-yard,  iu  the  dresi  of  a  great  con- 
qaeror,  an  angry  colooel,  with  autlientic  warrant  to  eommnnd,  was  some- 
thing real,  and  thereTotc,  it  eeeins,  comeilung  dreadful.  In  a  nKitnent 
Prince  Louis  micctinibed  lo  him."  "  The  sources  of  l<i»  boldness  were  bis 
vanity  and  his  theatric  bent  .  .  .  the  momeitl  he  eTicouiiiercd  the  shock 
of  llio  real  world,  be  stopped  dead  ;  and  becoming  suddenly  qnict,  harm- 
IcM,  and  obedient,  eurrvndered  tiinu^lC,  an  he  always  has  done,  to  the  first 
nuia  who  touched  him,"  Having  drawn  the  chnrneler  of  I.oiiia  Napoleon 
in  thli  nlyle,  Mr.  Kingliike  does  not  spare  his  followers,  the  agenta  of  the 
etnip  iT^tal,  whom  he  describes  witli  scomflil  cooluem — "  persons  of  the 
quality  of  FIcury,  Morny,  Maupos,  Pcrsigny,  and  St.  Amaud,  formerly  Le 
Koy,"  "  the  brethren  of  the  Elyafe,"  one  of  whom,  not  apparently 
Napoleon,  but  another,  Flenry  had  to  threaten  with  a  loaded  pistol  if  he 
ntimcd  logo  on  with  the  plot.     But,  enough  ol*  this.    The  hMTo»  of  the 
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e«vp  iTetat  ar«  not  yet  br^tt«B  in  England,  anti  majhap  not  in  France. 
ThoK  irho  wnnt  to  brand  ihem  into  their  m«iiiorie8  can  do  eo  by  rimding 
Mr.  Kingl^c's  ftlmiglitJbrvriird,  cool,  nnd  deeply  impressive  narmtivc 

Quieting  thin  diamntic  nad  tmgic  ^itiode,  Mr.  KiDglaka  procveili  to 
ffaov  hovr  Engknd  wiw  aeduced  into  u  vjmuiul  iillimicu  with  its  bet-n,  whv 
««w  at  ODM  what  aecurily  it  gave  hiiu.  and  how,  tbrougti  varying  phnKa, 
tfa«  protracted  op^tiatioiis  kept  edging  closer  and  closer  to  the  precipice 
of  war;  how  vnr  cBrnc  upon  us  uiipitpored  ypt  engrr  for  it,  and  how 
then  we  found  out  wliut  nn  onerous  burden  ibis  ailiauce  was  to  bear.  It 
reqtiirci}  nil  Lord  Rnglun's  tact  and  exquisite  mnnagemcRt  to  prevent  tlie 
boiid  from  ifplitling  asunder,  nnd  it  reijiiired  all  liia  firniHwa  and  pcroonnl 
■soendaacy  to  prwent  ibc  French  from  covering  tis  nnd  ihcmsolvcs  with 
riiliculv.  Time,  and  apace  more  ibiin  lime,  dots  not  permit  ns  to  linger 
orer  these  inlcrcsting  pages,  nor  to  extract  many  a  skilful  pc.rlrait  or 
powerful  pasange.  But  Iwforc  wo  glance  at  the  Crimean  campaign,  we 
ted  bound  to  insert  the  following  wonderful  elory.  Tlie  Dukt  of  Kew- 
cMtle,  wben  Rusia,  beaten  by  Otuer  Puxlia  nnd  conatrnincd  by  Aitntria, 
reti«al«d  from  the  Daniibian  Princii)alitice,  fdt  willi  the  Briiisli  naiion 
that  Hm  war  should  be  carried  iuto  ihu  Crimea,  and  that  Sebastopol,  ''  tha 
•taading  menaov,"  should  he  destroyed.  It  fell  to  Uls  lot  to  draw  np  tlis 
dtapntdt  rcf^uiring  Lord  Kaglmi  to  do  this.  Re  ilrew  it  nji,  leaving  to  tlie 
general  the  barest  pOMiible  amount  of  discretion,  and  lie  carried  this 
■mpoitant  ilociiment  to  a  nieellnfj  of  the  Cubinct  at  Pembroke  Lodjjp,  I.*rd 
BiumiII'b  scat  nt  liichmond.  "  It  wns  evening,"  write*  Ml:  Kinglake,  and 
Tonehai  for  his  clory ;  "  a  rummer  evening,  and  all  tliQ  members  of  the 
Cabinet  were  present  when  the  dnke  took  out  the  dmiiglit  of  his  proposed 
dtspatd  and  began  to  read  it.  Then  there  occtirred  an  incident,  very 
trifling  ID  itaelf.  but  yel  so  momentous  in  its  conscfi'i^DCes  tliiit,  tf  it  had 
happened  in  old  lime«,  it  would  have  been  attributed  to  tho  direct  iuter- 
TcnlioD  of  the  immorial  god«."  It  was  this:  "  Before  tJie  rending  of  iha 
paper  had  long  continued,  nil  the  membera  of  the  Cabinet  except  a  small 
minority  were  overcome  with  sleep."  Twice  lie  tried  to  rou*e  them  ;  they 
dosed,  or  fell  into  an  ajwenting  fmmo  of  mind.  Tlie  despnloh  was  approved. 
And  so,  it  i*  ponible,  that  beeikusa  the  niembera  of  a  full  Ciibinct  doied 
or  nored  over  a  deapatoh.  Lord  IJaglan  was  constrained  to  iikvade  the 
Crimea  !  Conntrainud,  for  hu  undertook  it  against  his  judgment ;  and  this 
ibe  Cabinet  well  knew,  for  the  Duke  of  Nowciuiilc  wrote  to  Lord  liaglan,  "  I 
cnanol  help  sering,  through  the  ealtii  nnd  noble  lone  of  your  announcement 
of  the  decinon  to  attack  Sehaslopol,  that  it  hna  been  taken  in  order  to  meet 
the  viewa  and  di-jnrcii  of  ili<.-  Government  [the  sleeping  beauties  o(  Pembroke 
Lodge  13  and  not  in  entiie  accordance  with  yonr  own  opinions.*' 

^Hie  military  nnrrntivc  iit   this  work  oouupies  tlie  last  Imlf  of  the 

Mcond  volume.     More  than  two  hundred  paget  an  dgrotod  to  the  battle 

of  the  Alois.     In  his  anxiety  to  give  a  clear  and  Eadiaputable  account  of 

tkif  action,  Mr.  Kinglake  haa  been  painflilly  and  laboriously  minute,  and 

\  marred  the  general  cToct  by  Dver>ctaboratioD.     It  really  requires  veijr 
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CAmMt  Mteoiion  and  fuDiliarity  witli  duch  AlTiiirs  to  nrnJcrsUnii  it  r^dily 
at  he  tclU  it.  But,  nntiedilcd  in  Ibv  »tory,  tli«r«  uru  some  perfect  bottla 
pictures,  and  one  wlio  can  reconstruct  tbo  whols  in  hii  iiuj^nation  wiU 
find  ihnt  hn  h.u  a  new  and  diatinct  coiioepliun  of  lltia  &rat  butllo  bclwiWQ 
tliu  great  PoKciH  iiidCti  1815. 

Tbc  ImIUo  of  lEiit  Alma  was,  in  many  reepectK,  a  remarkable  engi^** 
iQunt;  rrmurluilite  for  tiic  bitinilcra  nnd  nilBcbttncc.i  on  both  ndc*,  lu  well 
as  lor  the  tactica  of  tba  adverw  arnucs,  and  llialr  brilliant  valour.  To 
begin  witli :  Prince  Metuchikoff  xms  no  aoldlcr.  Had  lie  bMB  odSi 
liaving  a  utaan  of  3,000  cavalry,  ho  would  have  baraMcd  tlie  Alii«a  en 
the  nuii'ch,  nnd  hv  would  bavu  sought  lo  dcfund  tlia  ruud  to  Subaatopol 
by  taking  uji  a  potutioa,  not  across  it,  but  on  its  inner  dank,  But,  arduocd 
by  the  sirenglli  of  the  bills,  and  ignorant  of  the  potency  of  "  th«  English 
army,"  as  Mr.  Kiiigluke  ri(;lilly  calls  our  "line,"  he  teaolved  t«  gtvc  b«u!< 
on  thu  hilU  ^onih  of  the  AlmD.  Ilvro  he  Klood  with  ;j9,000  men  and 
86  guns.  On  hia  led  were  sleep  ulifb  risiag  «heer  above  ihe  rivvr,  but 
brokao  by  roads.  Th«se  b«  dcem«d  protection  enough ;  and  co  sure  wm 
he  (hot  he  did  nut  survey  the  rough  roads,  or  suek  to  defend  th«ra.  Tw»- 
tliirdH  of  his  forcv  he  po«t«d  on  the  right  and  citilri',  nnd  hero  he  had 
two  batterien  of  heavy  gtiiu  covered  by  eulreiiolimeiit*,  aud  n  fine-looking 
force  of  horsemen.  On  his  kit  lie  had  one-tbird  of  bia  men.  Ilia  fi'oot 
was  coverud  by  the  river  and  its  fVinge  of  vineyards.  The  error  vi 
UenschikufT  waa  iu  taking  a  position  .-uid  fighting  a  battle  which  Iha 
Ksult  Rhowcd  he  could  not  conduct.  Next,  the  Allies  cauie  up  from  iht 
fioulganak  without  any  plan.  M.ir»hai  St.  Arnnud,  indeed,  projiosed  that 
both  Hanks  should  be  turned,  but  the  metr.  sight  of  the  ground  upset 
this  idiumc.  The  plan  adopted  arose  out  of  tlie  exigenciei  of  the  mo- 
ment. The  French,  SO.OUO  Ktrang,  wero  ta  turn  tlia  Runian  IcA,  and 
tvlien  thin  nioveradiit  tuuk  clfccl,  the  English  were  to  atvrin  the  hill  be&n 
tliem.  Fortune  decreed  tliut  it  ehouid  be  othrrwin;.  The  French  duly 
croHEt^J  thu  river  at  itit  luouth,  and  .t  Utile  above  it ;  but  when  they  had 
renrlitd  the  litighia,  tliey  lormed  two  isolated  botlios  without  guns,  while 
a  third  body  having  got  up  n  sleep  track,  lay  [lerdu  there,  bioclting  Up 
tba  wny.  Yet  Measchikoff  was  alarmed,  and  be  carried  a  laiga  body 
from  Ills  reserve  to  that  nide,  nnd  formed  an  immense  ooluian,  the  men 
Kight  of  wliich  induced  the  French  to  ke«<p  still  more  below  the  crest. 
There  was  no  diversion  on  that  aidi^  beyond  this,  that  Prince  Menschikoff 
WIU  th«tre  nearly  all  the  aliernoon. 

In  the  mcnntime,  pressed  by  the  French  to  attack,  Lord  Itaglftu  gare 
the  order.  Ilia  troops  were  iu  two  lines,  with  a  reserve,  aud  cavalry  en 
the  flank.  Tho  incii  liiid  been  lying  down  un<]cr  £re,  nnd  the  order  to 
attack  \va.-ia  relief.  Hut  tliu  Light  Division,  withaneni'-Mglited  Imder,  and 
two  near-sighted  brigadiers,  did  not  take  suflicieut  ground  lo  the  left,  and 
Coii»ei]ucnlIy  inlerfcrcd  with  the  SL«ond  Division  on  its  right,  llenoo  anw 
derangement  at  onoc.  Then,  without  skimiishurs  and  without  isnch 
order,  tliay  forded  tho  nver,  and  huddled  under  the  opposite  bank.   When 
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Ctrried  on  to  the  open  to  atortn  (be  height,  tli<y  did  ao  in  a  mere  mob, 
r^ment*  of  mm  bngttd«  mingled  wUli  tboae  of  snolber.  Kercrlhcleu, 
the  mol>  of  red-coata  did  contrive  to  force  a  Kuwian  column  to  rctrrnt, 
md  did  carry  thv  Itiunian  <-jitreiicItmeiit.  Tlmy  had  been  eiiubleii  to  du 
ihis  by  one  of  the  luckieat  of  acaidentt.  Lord  Hngtan  had  ridili^n  tlirongh 
an  opening  in  the  ItusMan  line  right  iuto  the  heart  of  tlieir  pasiUon.  Ue 
had  gained  a  knoli,  and  he  got  up  two  guns  which  Ranked  their  biitt?ri«. 
Tlic  fire  of  guQi  froni  that  point  witliin  tlicir  line*  astounded  the  Ituwiani, 
and  drove  tlieir  batterimiLway.  Tlu'ii  it  waa  that  thtsoldien  rualiedal  the 
tntrcnciiRicnt,  led  byticmiral  Codringtgn,  and  captured  it  with  tvro  gum. 
On  their  right,  Colonel  Yea,  with  the  7th  alone,  bnd  atoutly  fought  a 
Kuwian  coiiimn  and  hold  it  at  bay,  until  the  withOiawal  of  the  batteries 
on  tha  road  enabled  Gcnvral  Eviinn  lu  eome  into  line.  The  Kupport*  of 
the  Light  Division,  the  Guards,  nnd  lli^blaDdiTs,  were  not  at  baud ;  yet 
tko  Light  Infantry  bcid  ilidr  plocu  under  a  heavy  firv,  until,  a  bugle 
wunding,  nobody  kiiowa  why,  they  r4ii  beadluiig  down  tlio  bill,  cariying 
with  them  the  contra  of  the  now  ndvnncing  Gnarda,  Tliia  van  a  tryinj; 
inomGOt,  and  Mr.  ICingbku  iiu  dl'!!(^rib(!(l  it  well.  The  GrenadicrH  and 
Coldsireams,  eoparated  by  the  iuterviil  where  the  Scuts  Fuiiiiem  thould 
have  ticen,  atilt  advanced,  two  dci']),  and  two  dce[)  tlicy  eneounterrd  and 
fought  heavy  Kumian  columns,  showing  impreMivuIy  the  superiority  of 
the  tin«.  On  their  \e(t  caioo  forward  in  ocbdon  tho  Highland  regiinenta, 
knd  by  llie  lime  the  Guards  had  reachtd  the  entrenchment,  the  High- 
landore  hod  fuorusuvvly  fotlun  on  tliu  fUnks  oi'  tbrvc  column;),  two  of 
wbioh  were  kutening  (o  suoeour  their  oomrades,  so  rouglily  smitten  hy 
A*  steAdy  fire  of  tho  Guards.  During  ttits  time,  Lord  Kaglun  h.-id  got  a 
brigaidfl  on  hii>  eonimanding  knoll,  and  Geneiul  Evans  liad  uiade  jirogrcM 
on  tite  great  road,  lu  fuel,  the  battle  •ini»  won.  For  the  iCiiMiinn  general 
on  the  lof^  finding  Khot  falling  into  his  big  column  from  Bomjuui's  guna, 
tben  up — shot  which  he  ihouj;ht  came  from  the  eea — edged  a<ray  to  tha 
east,  and  finally  seeing  the  dcfout  of  thu  ICnuoan  right,  he  retired  altogether, 
vithoat,  at  our  author  alleges,  cuming  to  bluus  at  all  with  lite  French. 
This  is  mott  singular;  but  so  the  fact  seems  to  be<  All  ihc  anernoon 
the  French  had  diuig  to  tbe  Nlopeii  of  thu  olifT  in  isolated  boditu,  doing 
ikMhing.  Ouriug  the  liglit  tliey  only  lost  three  ofGcers.  Wherefore  tlia 
British  infantry,  in  fair  comlutt,  on  an  open  hill-iude,  against  tui  e^iuil 
number  of  Russian  infantry,  but  having  fewer  guns,  won  this  bottle.  It 
ia  remarkable  that  on  nriihcr  aide  di<l  the  auvalry  tngago.  Ko  captain 
eonld  have  oanducteti  a  battle  worse  than  Prince  MenschikoS*.  And  now 
for  an<itlier  lact.  There  should  hnvu  bncn  swiA  pursuit.  Thu  French 
nunhal,  who  had  fnudi  troopa  iu  abundance,  would  not  send  one.  Thit 
vol  the  beginning  of  our  diwrtera  in  tho  Crimea. 

Witfa  tho  night  settling  down  upon  the  Russians  in  ruinous  disaster, 
■nil  the  Allies  only  lutlf-autisfied,  Mr.  Kinglake's  book  comes  to  an  end  for 
tLe|«iflwitt.

On  the  Sia  0/  tlU  Brain  m  Men  and  Wtmun. — ^Aristotle  aBscrteJ  that 
mnn  hiu  a  hiTgn  bmin  than  vrom.-iu ;  nitd  although  there  have  nM  been 
irantinf;  invcaliguton  of  Home  uutlioritj'  to  oppow  (biti  aaertioQ,  it  is  now 
gcncrall}'  itcocpted.  Dr.  Snppoy,  who  haa  mnvoHtigntcil  ttie  poini  on  n 
new  melhoc)  of  ntcatturi-uinil,*  iuibnns  us  that  tlie  mujorll^  of  tiiwtomiats 
tcarc  the  quealion  UDdecided;  but  iTlhis  be  trac  of  France,  it  ia  aararedl/ 
not  lru«  of  Gurmnnjr  nod  England,  where  tbu  autiiorilies  ure  tol«!iubl^ 
tinaniiDoiia  na  to  tlie  marked  guperiorit}'  of  man's  brain.  Dr.  Sappejr^ 
Encaiumiicntt  aro  wuloome,  aitliutigh  thu}"  odd  tioiliiog  new  to  tlie  results 
ftlready  published  by  Ticdcmann,  Ueid,  Sims,  Clonduming,  nnd  Wagner. 

Tilt:  hiil  IB  indisputable,  ibut,  tuking  tlie  avtTBge,  say  of  a  liuodrcd 
brniRH,  ilic  man  has  five  or  sis  ounces  nipre  brnin  th.in  ibc  woman.  Some 
women  will,  of  course,  be  found  to  have  much  larger  brains  than  eomo 
men  ;  but  whenever  ibc  comparison  embraces  a  Bufficient  number  lo 
yield  n  fiiir  uvcr;igtf,  tbe  Buperiority  ia  invariably  on  tlie  wdc  of  the  mnn. 
And  it  i«  worthy  of  special  remark  that  it  ia  lu  the  Cerebrum,  or  bniiu 
])roper,  that  this  diSbrence  is  ebiolly  found ;  in  tlie  Cerebellum,  and 
Medulla  Oblongata,  tlie  ditferencce  are  very  trifling.  Now,  wlieu  we 
reflect  that  the  Cerebrum  ia  generally  EUpposed  to  be  tbe  txeliiaivt  organ 
of  Uitt  inlclleclua],  volitional,  and  emotive  faculties,  and  that  it  forms 
about  nine-tentlis  of  the  whole  mass  usually  designated  as  "  the  brain," 
or  moro  correctly  as  "the  cnccphalun,"  thia  marked  superiority  in  tlis 
male  Cerifbrum  seems  to  lend  Kicnii^c  authonty  to  the  general  verdict 
respecting  the  intellectual  inferiority  cf  wom-in. 

Tlie  reader  may,  perhaps,  think  that  tlie  authority  of  science  ia  wholly 
nuperlluous  in  n  matter  so  palcnt  to  common  sense.  But  we  would  beg 
him  to  consider  that  by  many  this  genera]  verdict  as  to  woman'a  Inlb- 
riority  is  stoutly  denied,  and  by  many  more  is  attributed  to  educatjoo,  not 
lo  ot^auic  difli-'rencea,  Let  women  have  the  aanto  adranlnges  as  men,  it 
is  ftaid,  and  they  will  extiibit  their  intellectual  equality.  Of  counte  l\j«n 
could  be  no  siiiiiainirg  bucL  an  arguiueut  if  it  were  demonstrated  that 
Women  weix  ci'ganically  inferior  to  men.  And  on  a  eupcrficial  view  auch 
doea  seem  lo  be  the  case,  according  10  the  nieasureuicnta  of  the  brain. 
Such  a  conclufiifin  may,  pcrhnpa,  be  impugned  by  the  fact  that  the  diffitr- 
<niceB  of  sex  are  very  much  lets  than  tlie  indiviilual  difti^'encea ;  in  otber 
words,  that  women  diiTer  less  from  men,  than  individual  men  difTor  ameng 
each  other.     The   exact  figures  arrived  at   by  Dr.  fiappoy  show  llint 
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between  Uio  lieavic«t  and  llie  liglileet  female  br.iina  tliere  is  a  diffurcuee  of 
288  gramma;  whereas  between  tho  henviest  nnd  lightest  male  brains 
lliere  is  n  difl'trencc  of  -US  grammes.  Here  we  sec  wliy  the  nvcrngn  male 
brain  prrpoiidenttes ;  it -is  becniuo  the  range  of  inilividual  dilTcrcnco 
is  wider — there  is  a  higher  rcnch  in  Eome  male  d«v«lopDontit;  and  thiii 
would  account  for  individual  superiority  in  men,  leaving  the  general 
standard  pretty  equal. 

Bat  let  US  Biippose  that  the  airreni  opinion  respecting  woman'a 
inferiority  wishes  to  claim  the  authority  of  science,  can  such  authority  bo 
fomnd  ia  llie  fact  tlmt  her  brain  is  lire  ounces  less  7  To  answer  this  itt 
mntit  fintt  licttle  whether  the  two  facts  are  related  ns  cause  nnd  conBcqiient. 
Ia  it  a  necessary  eon.ieciucnce  of  tliis  lighter  brain,  tliat  woman  miut  have 
on  inf<>rior  intellect  ?  The  majority  of  pbysiolcgists  would  unhcMtatingly 
answer  yci;  but  if  they  weru  closely  pressed  they  wniild,  pcrhapi,  Bnd 
that  aach  an  answer  involved  very  considerable  aEsumptions.  In  the  firtt 
pbce  we  have  no  valid  reason  to  ofi'i-r  why  the  volume,  or  weight,  of  the 
brain  should  in  i'rf^//'d«lemune  the  absolute  energy  of  iolellcct.  It  ix  a 
fict  that  no  powerful  intellect  ha*  ever  yet  been  found  accompanying  a 
very  small  braJii;  it  is  a  fact  that  very  small  braiui  jiccompuny  idiotcy. 
But  it  is  not  a  fact  that  ihe  largest  and  honviest  brains  belong  to  the 
greatest  and  moat  energetic  aouls;  it  is  not  true  tlint  cerchrnl  activity  is 
d^iendrnt  solely  upon  ni^tc  or  weight ;  and  it  t%  ab^pltitcly  fnlse  to  aay  that 
Bi»,  or  weight,  is  in  itstifi^ii  liuWx  of  mental  calibre.  There  arc  many 
other  tilings  besides  use  to  be  taken  into  account ;  as  is  obvious  in  the 
Act  dtat  the  brain  of  an  elephant  is  three  times  the  tixc  of  man's  brain. 
Nor  is  such  a  fact  explained  by  saying  that  the  c](-phani'H  body  is  more 
than  three  times  the  size  of  man'ii  body;  since  if  wo  estimnte  the  biain 
rtititivtlp  to  th«  body,  and  nnt  ahsotutelij  in  itself,  we  find  the  smaller 
Donkeys,  rodents,  and  some  birds,  have  much  larger  brains  than  man. 
Uoreorer,  if  we  are  to  tcko  the  sine  of  the  body  into  account,  then  the 
obvious  inferiority  in  woman's  atsrure  will  help  to  restore  the  unequal 
balance  in  the  compared  braina,  If  her  oerebnim  is  smaller  than  man>, 
■>  are  lier  heart,  her  lungs,  her  liver,  her  mnacular  s}'stom.  She  1*  A 
naaller  animal,  and  has  n  smaller  brain. 

Nor  is  this  all.  Cerebntl  activity  will  depend  upon  the  cerebral 
tfnicturf,  and  the  cerebral  ciraiUUwn.  Two  brtiins  einnl  in  nte  will 
differ  grr.itly  In  structure ;  tlinl  is  to  say,  they  will  difl'er  in  the  proporlioni 
af  their  fat,  water,  salts,  &c,  and  in  th«  arrangrment  of  their  liasura  (in- 
cluding the  distribution  of  their  mnsKOs.  or  what  phrenoto|>iits  call  the 
locatixation  of  faculties) ;  just  as  two  brothers  will  difler  greatly  in  con- 
tlilulion,  though  they  may  agrco  in  height  and  weight.  Moreover,  there 
arc  importxint  iliflerencw  In  the  vascular  in-igatioa  of  the  brain,  dei>endent 
on  the  siie  of  the  vtasvh,  the  energy  of  the  eircutation,  and  the  nature 
of  the  blood  distributed.  Thus  it  ts  that  there  are  marked  individualities 
in  character,  where  the  dilTerencc's  in  siio  are  not  so  marked. 

Fuitbcr  with  respect  to  women,  not  only  are  tbey  smaller  aiumala 
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iriUi  nnalkr  bmiiw^  bat  ihty  are  in  importnDt  r«^)Oct>  difTcrcRtl;  am- 
•tnictcJ,  tuid  Ibe  e<r«otB  of  tfa«wi  difibrctioM  acting  on  ib»  carebraJ  acliTitf 
would  b«ve  to  be  cnrafuUy  eMimatcd  befuni  «re  could  draw  a  condution 
fiom  KM  alone.  Thus  wbik  the  fact  of  womnn'x  intellectual  inferiimtj', 
— if  it  i«  a  fiiet — would  find  a  paratltl  in  the  inreriority  of  h«r  brain,  wc 
ahoald  siill  har«  to  prove  thtae  two  thing*  to  be  ctnunUy  rtlated.  There 
mny  be  a  (>trict  correlatioo  bt- tween  lli«[n ;  all  we  userl  b  thai  up  to 
this  tiDic  lll«r«  luu  not  been  the  rest^  of  a  proof  diioorUftd.  The 
fiinciions  of  ihe  Cerebrum  are  etiU  too  obaouies  and  Ibe  relatmu  of  tbeie 
fuuctioRB  lo  Kizf,  or  weight,  are  too  undafiood  lor  any  cliiar  and  Meadjr 
conclusion  to  be  drawn.  Tbo  fool  that  woman'ii  braiu  w  fire  ounoe*  lew 
lluin  man'o  is  certnin ;  the  fad  is  inlereeting,  and  mutt  have  it4  tmpor- 
tanoe;  but  us  to  iu  bcuiring  on  the  p*ychological  quesUon,  ai  pr«MOt  that 
fe  dieer  gn«»-work.  Much  of  the  difSuulty  of  this  pxjrcholegieal  qoeMtoa 
lie*  in  the  extreme  vnguen««  of  the  ti^rmx  in  which  it  is  »uted.  Let  IB 
grant  ihnt  in  the  purelj  iaielleotuul  actiTilies  woman  ix,  as  lustory  »eenH 
to  prove  her  to  be,  on  the  avemgt  inferior  to  man,  Aough  often  indi- 
vidiutl!/  ruperior;  thin  would  not  be  elucidated  by  the  inlcrioritT-  in 
iha  sise  of  her  Cerebrum,  unlcsi  the  Ccrebmm  wer«  jiroved  to  be  the 
organ  of  the  intclloct  only;  and  ns  it  U  obviously  qiiito  na  much  the 
organ  of  the  alTcctioni,  einoliona,  and  volitions,  theae  must  be  taken 
into  account.  Tbo  g«n«ml  veixlict  declarea  that  womnn  auqiawm  man 
in  the  energy  of  her  aSeotionj  and  emotions]  and  If  tbia  be  true,  it  would 
require  a  proporliounl  superiority  in  the  sixe  of  ber  Cerebruin — if  aiit  ii 
the  Oetermiutiig  condition.  If  it  be  not  true,  and  if  man  biit  an  equal 
expenditure  of  cerebral  force  in  the  direction  of  the  emotiotis,  must  we 
»ay  thai  he  has  five  oiincu  more  intolligenoe  tliun  woman  7  Before  eueli 
questions  c»n  be  aoHwcred  we  niual  know  a  gu-at  dcaJ  more  tlian  i*  now 
auspected  in  reiVrence  to  the  diitribulions  of  the  cerebral  force  in  the 
production  of  tlie  jritellectual  and  emotive  ac^vitiea.  It  is  clear  that  tJ>« 
tuere  estimnte  of  lixc  is  too  general  for  any  particular  oonoluoion. 

On  fA«  Nutrilion  of  Plant*. — One  of  the  vexed  queetiona  in  TCgatal 
nutriiicn  has  long  liiinod  u[)oi)  the  source  from  which  pbnts  derive  llieir 
miioct'ii.  hb  thix  gus  is  so  abundant  In  ulmospherio  air,  the  early 
(pcculnlirs  naturally  aftitimed  that  plants  derived  their  nitrogen  from  the 
air,  by  tbu  niinple  process  of  liircct  absorption.  This  waa,  however,  aub- 
iCqiientJy  tihuwa  lo  be  umineully  improbablo,  nud  tho  very  chcmitto  who 
propounded  the  hypotlicsis  retracted  it.  The  denial  Itaa  for  tuauy  yean 
been  stereotyped  in  toxt-bouki ;  and  A[.  Dumas  felt  come  hcdtation  ia 
bringing  fonvard  tlio  recent  discovery  of  a  young  chemist,  U.  Jobin, 
wlUch  proves  that  the  Conferva — if  no  oilier  plauta — really  ar#  cap«bl«  of 
the  direct  nbsoipliun  of  nitrogen,  inEtead  of  receiving  it  by  a  deconpOM* 
tion  of  BilratMs.  Uis  expvrimenta  comiiHt  in  pliwlog  Goufervs  where  they 
wn  rweive  no  nitrogen  cjcctrpi  that  whicii  is  in  the  idr,  tho  rest  of  their 
food  being  furuisiied  fioin  nimple  carbonates,  Kuch  on  sugar,  glycerine, 
£c.     Under  such  conditions  tliey  grow  and  develop  perfeolly  ;   and  at 
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growtli  is  impnasiblo  without  a  supply  of  nitrogfO)  the  condiudon  ii 
I  imtiniblfi.  Moreorer,  M.  Jobin  Tinds  ihnt  at  ibr  moment  of  the  alitorp- 
I  tion  of  the  nitrogMi  by  tho  pinnt,  the  byilrogen,  ilius  rtleaseil,  combines 
I  irilb  tli«  Diucoot  oxj'gcn  gircn  off  by  tba  pinni,  and  thii«  form*  watpr, 
^^^  /rM*n  IV^tl  in  Vermont,  Vnittd  SUitef. — It  m  vrdl  known  that  in 
HKioui  p*na  of  the  world,  where  the  nii.>nii  temperature  of  the  air  is  muoh 
nip«nor  to  thnt  of  fVepEins  water,  uniler  certain  peculiar  cireumitaDcoii 
of  local  induenco  ice  ia  found  At  ill  I4m<?>i  of  the  year,  in  ntnadone 
apparently  such  !U  wouU!  prwlade  the  po«*ibility  of  nuoh  u  degree  of  cold 
in  nny  Kiwon.  Thii«,  to  nnnw  a.  few  inslnnccs,  in  the  open  qiinrrie*  of 
Nlc<lerni«ning,  uuir  tlie  lake  of  Litadi  oa  tlie  Rhine,  iou  i«  very  com- 
iDonly  found  in  the  anmmcr  lime — M  ftlso  in  cavemi  and  ev«n  in  retired 
ntrrnwi  open  to  ilia  air  in  the  neiglibourhood  of  Pom  Gibnud,  near 
CSimiOBt,  in  Prance— nn  the  Peak  of  Ti'nerifTu,  in  the  celubraied  Ice 
ObTOH,  far  below  Uic  limit  of  perpMual  snow;  and  on  Etna,  uadvr  a  bed 
of  Koris  and  nxhca  I  In  nil  these  ca»ea  the  soi!  is  volcanic,  cither  *coriii;, 
or  poToua  lava,  or  coniininuted  aahea.  Agnii),  In  tlie  oarerna  of  llteiikaya 
buhitft,  Dear  Orenburg,  in  Kiiwin  (Int,  51°  46'),  ice  w  founil  in  the 
nnmrr,  while  the  external  tcmperutiuu  in  Komelimus  as  high  as  120°  Fahr., 
but  not  in  the  winter,  although  the  cold  williniit  ir  then  «xces«ivc,  Tlio 
climato  of  OrVRbiirg  tieing  vbat,  iu  the  language  of  physical  geographers, 
would  be  temved  an  extreme  one.  In  this  case  the  soil  io  gypsuin,  much 
hum  lit,  and  the  phenomenon  is  probably  explicable  by  the  alowiiess  of 
tn&nniatloa  ofllie  alternate  heat  and  cold  wares  of  summer  Hnd  winter 
from  the  mirfiice  downward*. 

Tbe  QBie  vc  have  now  to  Dollce  is  dearly,  however,  not  explicable  on 
■ny  piinciple  of  that  kind.  It  la  tliat  of  a  well  sunk  in  1I$5R,  on  the 
estate  of  one  Abraham  Trorabley,  at  Bmndon,  in  the  State  of  Vermont, 
Uniicd  Stale*  (and  tharelbm  in  a  latitude  not  far  from  46°  N.),  traversed 
by  the  iaotberiu  of  41°  EVhr.,  and  where  in  crOiuary  welk  of  connderahte 
depth  ibe  water  is  found  of  a  tempuaturo  of  45°.  Ita  deplli  Is  between 
B&  ami  86  fi-ct.  In  digging  it  the  workmen,  after  penetrating  20  feet  of 
unfrcken  wll,  oaue  upon  a  stratum  of  frozen  gr;kre1,  cotudstl^g  of  large 
mkI  small  pobblm  embedded  in  mud,  oud  containing  lump«  of  ice  a«  large 
U  IS-lb.  cannon  bolls,  16  feet  Iu  tlUoknt**,  and  resting  on  a  bed  of 
Miul  i  on  striking  on  which  they  immediately  obtained  wateT,  which  rose 
to  ihv  height  of  two  fuut  in  the  Well  so  cut  through  tho  gmrel,  and  which 
lias  since  yielded  an  unfailing  Mijiply,  fitanding  nearly  at  the  snniii  d<'pth 
at  aJl  aeasons.  The  well  is  regularly  walled  with  stone,  and  the  wall,  to 
ibc  hetghtof  fire  fSe«t  above  the  water.  Is  always  Jnornsled  withailiick  coat 
of  solid  ioe.  Tbo  water  iltolf  f/oexea  superficially  in  the  winter,  but  in 
the  siimmeT  is  always  liijuid. 

The  froiei)  tUutuoi  ia  very  limited  in  area,  nod  is  confuied  to  a  bed 
of  grave]  or  drift  pebbles,  which  out-crops  on  the  rood'Side  at  a  distance 
of  4&0  feet  from  the  weJl.  It  godsisis  of  wiiier-wom  botildera  and  amoolli 
pebbles  of  quarli,  ucnite,  and  blue  limealoue,  forming  a  hill  about  45  feet 
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(iIjovc  the  level  of  the  mouth  of  tho  well.  AU  itioimd  tliia  bill  llie  rockt 
ore  bluc-grajr  compnct  limestone,  probably  of  siliirian  ago,  but  di^stititte 
cf  fouil«.  The  drill  bouldfr*  conic  from  the  north,  diuI  llic  MirrncA  of 
the  limtatone  lc6gt»  U  much  worn  by  drift  aclioD.  Springs  and  wtlhi  in 
tLo  tmiaediHto  neighbourhood  we  of  the  normnl  temponttare^  or  nLtlxrr 
eoincwbat  liigh«r  than  we  should  expect  froin  Oi«  g«i«sal  course  of  the 
itolhcrm,  inonmuch  lu  tho  tcmiwrnturw  (-13°)  nbovc  ni«titioned  in  that  of  a 
dwp  well  in  the  mica-slste  about  half  a  mile  lo  the  westward, 

When  visited  (>n  the  Mimmcr  of  16C1)  by  a  committee  of  Um 
AcaJetiiy  appointed  to  investigate  tho  circumatancos  of  Hi'a  aiogtilar 
[.lienomenoa,  ihcy  iMccrliitiM'd,  in  ndditioa  to  the  above  purticnlartH  thia 
very  imporlaiil  fi^siiiire,  vis.,  tliat  a  cuirent  of  cold  air  it  contiuually  rising 
from  the  bottom  of  the  wc^U  and  overilowiiig  at  its  mouth.  Thin  waa 
rendan-d  strikingly  evident  by  the  movements  of  the  light  object.i  thrown 
in,  as  by  ihc  llonting  nnd  constwiit  rcjcclion  of  the  fuSs  of  the  dandelion 
(growing  ahund;iiiliy  around),  as  alto  by  the  moventenU  of  Mntilcc  from 
eroouldcring  moiat  paper,  and  from  the  indicatiooK  of  a  therinoineier>  held 
in  the  orifice,  wluch  inarked  43°  b',  tlie  ttiiiipcratuie  of  t)ie  cxt«mat  air 
being  78°  Fahr. 

From  ihe  above  description  it  is  evident  tli.it  nonr  of  the  catuc* 
ofiually  called  in  aid  to  explain  such  phenomena,  such  m  evaporutioo  (I), 
&e^  can  3inve  any  place  here.  The  cow  in  that  of  a  ttralum  ofptmta- 
naithi  colder  toil  of  veri/  limited  dtent  intcfjioatd  telietra  bed*  of  satck 
u-anarr  vuUtrial,  nnd  the  only  principle  which  science  can  lay  ite  finger 
£11  in  ihu  nccouiils  above  given  connects  the  effect  obvioudy  with  the 
eoiitinuQiit  issue  of  cold  air.  This  nir  must  have  escaped  by  perGltralJoa 
trough  the  ]»rous  medium  of  the  gravel  from  a  state  of  conridcrably 
greater  compteaaion,  and  must  have  emanated  from  some  )mbl«mneaii 
rnevoir,  taking  up  btcnt  heat  in  its  expansion,  according  to  a  prindple 
which  has  novv  for  ii  long  time  been  rendered  available  for  the  forroadoa 
of  ortiGuial  luc  The  only  difficulty  which  this  explanation  involve)  is 
the  maintenanco  of  a  percniiia)  supply  of  this  e.'(^>andii:g  air.  On  this 
point  the  report  of  the  comniillec  affords  no  information.  It  is  indeed 
conceivable  that  water  entering  under  hydroslntic  ])ressure  into  rut 
caverns  in  the  liinpstone  from  below  upwards  might  condense  the  air  con- 
tained in  them  sufticioully,  but  llie  supply  of  air  thua  oblained  could  be 
only  tcmpcraty,  while,  as  the  gravel  was  found  froscn  nnd  continues  ra, 
wo  must  look  for  a  perennial  one — one,  too,  extending  over  a  large  tract 
of  country — for  a  similar  instance  is  referred  to  as  existing  at  Oswego 
(?  Oswego  on  Lake  Ontario,  not  very  remote  from  Brandon).  Nor  m 
these,  if  we  are  rightly  informed,  the  only  instances  of  the  tiu'L 
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leagtie  had  hct^n  fonned  against  him — a  Holy  Iicaguc,  with  Pope  Bor^i 
iU  hend,  to  "  drire  out  tho  bafbariaDs,"  who  stiU  garriw>Qed  (be  funreas 
of  N*pls.  That  lud  a  pnlriolic  H>und  ;  1>ut,  looknd  at  more  cIom-I/,  the 
llrrly  Loaguc  seemed  very  mueli  like  an  agreeint-cit  amoDg  oerUin  wolres 
to  drivt!  nwiiy  uU  otluT  wolvi's  mid  thm  lo  «cc  whicli  aniong  thonuclTCi 
could  anatcli  the  laryeit  Bliurt)  of  tlie  prey.  And  iheie  iraa  a  general 
dinpnailion  to  ngnid  Ptorrncc  not  lu  n  fellow  wolf,  but  rotbcr  aa  >  dcnn>b^ 
caivnso.  Florcii<«,  tbcrtfora,  of  all  t)ic  eiuKt  tullan  Slali^a,  knd  alone 
dwliiicd  lo  join  tlio  l.e.igue,  adlKring  tlill  to  tlie  Ficncli  alliHaco. 

Kiio  liud  d(^r:lini-d  at  favr  peril.  At  tlii«  roumt-at  Pin,  still  fi^-littng 
savag«rly  for  liberty,  wm  boing  cncoiui^pd  not  only  by  atroDg  forws  from 
Vonicc!  and  Milna,  but  by  t]i«  praence  of  llie  Gi'rnian  Einpi-rui  Iklaxi- 
milian,  who  liud  hen  jnviu-d  by  ibc  I.cJigm.',  and  was  joining  tlio  PiMM 
with  such  iroope  as  be  biul  in  the  uliL'uipt  lu  gi-t  potBoaioii  of  Loghorn, 
while  the  corut  wai  intr^ixtcd  by  Vcnotiaa  and  Gouocm)  ship*.  And  if 
Leghorn  tihoiild  full  iuto  tho  haudi  of  the  eavmy,  woe  to  tlorcuue  I  For 
if  that  one  outlet  towui'da  tlie  sni  wei«  cloM-d,  hedged  in  lu  she  woa  on 
tho  Intid  by  ibi;  Iiiii(T  iil-will  of  the  Pope  and  ihe  jutloiuiy  of  ataaller 
Stalni,  how  could  sutcourn  rvach  her  ? 

The  govcmirtent  of  Floit^iice  hiid  ehowu  a  gn-iit  beuxt  in  ihii  urgent 
li«ed,  meeting  lonata  aod  defeats  with  vigorous  cBoti,  raising  frc«b  money, 
niotig  fresh  aoldiora,  but  not  ueglvcting  the  good  old  method  of  Italian 
defonvL — coucUiulory  einbmisaeii.  And  irhile  the  Marcity  of  food  «s«  every 
day  becoming  greater,  they  had  resolved,  in  opposition  to  «id  precedent, 
not  to  shut  out  the  slurviiig  country  people,  and  tho  mcndicuito  driven 
from  the  gales  of  other  (Cities,  who  cniiio  flocking  to  Flor«nCQ  lik«  birds 
from  a  land  of  enow.  These  acts  of  a  gowmniciit  in  whidi  the  diadpltii 
of  Buiuuarola  made  Uie  strungeM ekiuenl  were  not  allowed  lu  piua  williout 
criticitni.  Tb<'  dljuil'i^ted  were  pimtilul,  wd  ibi^  enw  clearly  that  the 
government  took  the  worsl  couree  for  lli«  publiu  iretfatv.  Flori-nco  oughl 
to  join  tbe  League  and  make  common  cause  with  tbe  oiber  gre«t  Ikilian 
StitlcB,  intt"ad  of  drawing  down  llieir  huatility  by  a  futile  adiicnuicc  to  a 
loreigti  ally.  Florence  ought  lo  lake  caio  of  hw  own  citizens,  instead  of 
opening  her  gales  Wlaulnt;  and  pestilence  in  the  aha]ie  of  alarviiig  (wn/acfini 
and  alien  meudiounls. 

Ertiy  di\y  the  distrtiM  become  (hnrpw :  ev<^iy  day  ttui  mtimtini 
became  louder.  And,  l»  ctoirn  the  diffieulUa  of  the  guvemmi-nt,  tot  a 
nionili  nnd  nmii. — io  obedience  to  a  mandate  from  Boitie — Fni  Girolonio 
hail  cetieed  lo  preaclu  Dut  on  Ihe  ai-rival  of  the  terrible  new*  tliot  the 
■bi[«  from  Mumeillea  had  been  drtreii  back,  and  Hiat  no  com  was  comings 
the  need  for  the  voice  that  could  infunc  fuith  nnd  patience  into  the  pi-i>ptc 
bfeama  too  impet^livo  to  bo  leoinU-d.  lu  di^Bunoc  of  tbe  Pajial  nwndale 
the  Bigcioriu  requested  Savonarola  to  preach.  And  two  day*  ^o  he  had 
mounted  ngain  tho  ]>ulpit  of  the  Duomo,  and  had  told  the  people  only  to 
wait  and  be  aleudliiat,  and  the  Divine  help  would  certainly  oome.  It  was 
a  bold  urmon;  ho  cousent«d  to  hnvc  his  frock  stripped  off  him  if,  when 
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FlorcQM  pencTcrcd  in  fulfilling  the  duties  of  p'letjr  tuid  dUseasliip,  God 
did  not  comu  to  !icr  reBCue, 

Yet  at  present,  on  this  morning  of  tlie  tliirliutb,  there  were  no 
MgTu  of  rtacue,  Perbajia  if  tlie  [ireeious  Talicniaolc  of  tbc  Mndoiiiin  drfl' 
IiiiprunctA  wois  brought  into  t'lon'nce  and  carriud  in  duvout  prw^^siion 
lo  tluj  DiKMio,  tliot  Motlivr,  ricb  in  nurroWH  and  tlntrelbre  in  mercy,  would 
plead  far  the  suffering  atj  ?  For  «  orutury  and  a  balf  thvrv  uerc  recordi 
how  tbc  Florentine,  tunaing  from  drongbi,  or  flood,  or  faiuine,  or 
(leitilenoe,  or  tlie  ibrcat  of  won,  had  fi'tcbed  the  pot<Tnt  imngc  wiiliin  their 
wall*,  nn<l  had  fouad  dcliTcmncc.  And  grateful  honour  had  been  Auwe 
to  bi-r  and  ber  ancient  cbuicb  of  L'lin{trunuta ;  the  high  hnuac  of 
Buondeliaonli,  patrons  of  the  church,  had  to  guard  bcr  bidden  imago 
with  bars  moti ;  wealth  bud  bcim  poured  out  for  pmycm  at  her  shrinp, 
fbr  dumtinga,  and  chapels,  and  ever- bur utiig  lights  ;  and  lands  had  hucii 
added,  till  there  was  much  quiuTolling  for  thn  privilpgo  of  serving  her, 
Tlie  Floreulin«  were  deeply  cooviuced  of  lui'  gradomutia  to  ihem,  «o 
that  the  tight  «f  hoT  tAhernnclc  within  ihcir  trails  was  like  the  parting  of 
i}i«  cloud,  and  tbc  prorurb  ran,  tliat  the  Flon-iilin*-*  bud  a  MiidDniin  who 
would  do  wiiat  tfaey  pleased.  When  were  tliey  hi  nioru  lu^ed  of  her 
pUiding  pity  than  now  ?  And  already,  tho  evening  before,  the  inber- 
nacle  conlainuig  the  uiiracu1o;is  hidden  tniage  b^id  been  lnougtit  with 
bi^  and  rererond  eacort  from  I.'Imprunela,  the  privilegfrd  spot  six  milos 
b^vod  tbc  gate  of  Suu  Piero  iliut  looka  towards  Bonie,  and  bad  been 
depomled  in  tlie  diurch  of  San  (laggio,  outside  the  gato,  whence  it  was  to 
bo  &tcbod  in  solvmn  pruoesaton  by  all  the  frntvrnitioa,  trades,  and 
snthorilica  of  Florence. 

But  tho  Pitying  Mother  bad  not  y«t  entered  within  the  walls,  and  tbo 
^^^fatonuog  arose  on  uocbanged  misery  and  despondency.  Pestilence  was 
^Botraring  in  th«  trnclE  of  bmine.  N<it  only  tlic  bospilal*  were  fiill,  bat 
tbe  courtyards  of  priraie  houses  had  been  turned  into  refugfs  and  hi- 
firmariesj  and  still  thvrc  was  umdiellcrcd  want.  And  cArly  this  morning, 
aa  tumal,  members  of  die  various  fraternities  who  made  it  jmrt  of  their 
duty  lo  boiy  lh«  aaftiendad  dead,  was  bturing  away  tlie  coipses  that 
had  atink  by  the  wayaid^  As  uanol,  sweet  womanly  forms,  with  tho 
refined  air  and  carriage  of  th«  wcll*bom,  but  in  the  plainest  garb,  wer« 
moving  about  the  itreeta  on  their  dully  errnnda  of  ItuuUng  the  laok  and 
itlitving  tho  hungry. 

On«  of  tbrac  form*  was  cMily  distinguishable  us  RonioU  de'  Bardi. 
Clad  in  the  aimjileAt  garment  of  black  serge,  with  it  plain  picc«  of  black 
drapery  dmwn  orer  her  head,  ao  as  to  hide  all  ber  hiur,  except  lli« 
bMvds  of  gold  that  rippled  apart  on  her  brow,  she  was  ailvancing  frntn 
the  Pont«  VcocJiio  towards  the  Por'  8;inla  Maria— t1i«  street  in  a  direct 
line  with  tlic  liiidge — when  she  luund  her  way  cbelructed  by  the  pausing* 
of  a  bier,  which  waa  biding  carried  by  niriiibi.-ra  of  the  company  of  San 
Jaoopo  del  Popnh>,  in  search  for  tli«  tuiburied  dead.  Tho  brethren  al 
Ibe  bead  el  (be  bier  were  stooping  to  examine  something,  while  a  group 
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of  idle  workmcD,  witb  fi-iilur«  pnled  »oi  ■fmipwicd  by  honger,  were 
clii«[««iRg  rniind  and  nil  tnlking  at  imca.

Itomola.  "  Wv  dlinl]  ocnio  then  (o  stop  np  the  atrvvt,  and  you  cad  gp  oa 
jroar  way  with  your  bier."

Tlii'  fcc^liof;  towards  tho  old 
man  wa«  not  M  entiri-ly  frii'ndly  now  it  wna  qiiilo  ci-riain  liint  h«  whs 
dive,  hui  ili«  ii'sp«ct  inspired  by  IComolu's  pmenci-  cntini-d  tlic  poming 
ri-mnrkx  la  be  in.ti!«  in  a  riilhi*r  more  mibducd  tone  than  bcfi-re. 

"  Ah,  ibey  piv«  him  hJa  inonel  evtry  Jay  in  the  Sttnclu: — ihiit'ii  why 
bo  can't  do  ao  vrll  without  it.  V»u  and  ],  Cccco,  know  belter  what  il  la 
to  go  (o  bed  foKtiiig." 

"  Giuije.'  tiiai'*  why  the  Mngnificcnt  Eight  Imro  turned  out  Wiue  of 
the  priiKinen,  that  ihi-y  may  abetter  lioocut  [it«plc  iiuieiid.  Hut  if  every 
ihii-f  i*  to  bo  bixinght  lo  life  witb  good  nine  and  trhoatcii  bread,  ws 
Cmnpi  bad  btiltr  (jo  "ud  f'"  oiimdveit  in  Aruo  while  the  waici'a  plenty." 

Romola  Iiad  aeated  herself  on  the  8t«p8  by  Buldnswrrc,  and  wa«  MyiDg, 
"  Can  you  «at  a  Utile  bmid  now  7  perbnjia  by-und-by  you  will  be  able,  if 
I  leave  it  with  ynii.  I  iniMi  go  on,  bccauM  I  have  pri'miurd  to  lie  at  the 
boapitaL  But  i  will  ootiie  back,  if  you  will  wail  here,  and  then  I  will 
take  you  to  iKrioe  shelter.  Do  you  UDdcrntanii  i  \\')ll  you  wait .'  I  will 
come  buck."

Fnw  has  bom  preaobing  h>  di«  birdi,  like  Saint  Anthony,  and  he's  bocn 
teUing  the  hawks  tlu^  vnnt  nwd«  to  feed  tli«  ^mttows,  ta  ervrjr  good 
Flarentin«  citiscn  wai  made  to  feed  nx  atnrving  bcg^ioen  fram  Anno 
or  Boli^n.  Mndnnnn,  tbcrv,  is  a  plans  Pia^nont :  sWs  nut  goitiff  to 
Uirovr  au'uy  lier  gocd  brood  on  hondt  ciliz«iu  wlio'ru  got  ail  the  Ftuti:'R 
propliucint  to  •wnliow." 

"  Conic,  nadoiuia,*'  tatd  he  of  the  red  cup,  "  ibe  old  tbicTdoMD't  tat 
tli«  bread,  you  wcc  ;  joud  bi.'t(tT  try  va.     We  fiiat  <o  much,  we're  half 

at«  already." 

The  rarck  liad  nnrroired  till  the  eoaree  men — ^moat  of  ibem  gaunt 
from  privation— hml  IcA  liardly  any  nmrgin  roand  RorioU.  Siw  Itad 
been  Utkiiig  from  her  basket  a  aiuall  horu  cup,  into  nhicb  she  {wit  U» 
|Mece  of  bread  and  just  nioisloned  it  with  winr ;  and  hitherto  nhe  bad  not 
appruvd  to  hi«d  thnn.  But  tiow  she  rose  to  lier  feel,  and  looked  round 
At  then).  Instinctively  the  mnn  who  went  ncnrait  to  her  piubud  back- 
wiit'il  a  little,  as  if  their  rude  ii«NMieM  were  tbe  fault  of  t!)o«e  Iwhiud. 
Itomola  hc)d  out  lh«  basket  of  brcnd  to  the  man  in  t)i«  night-oap,  looking 
at  him  without  any  reproach  in  her  glaiiee,  as  she  »atd, —

h'or  a  ipw  momontJi  ihore  was  pprfcct  silence,  while  Komola  looked  at 
the  faces  bcfuru  hi-r,  iiud  held  out  the  biuikL-t  of  bread.  Ilcr  owit  pale 
face  had  th«  alightly  pinched  look  and  the  deepening  of  the  eye-aocktt 
which  indicate  utiumiuI  ^ting  in  the  habitually  tcinpcml<',  and  the  brgt 
direct  gnxe  of  her  hnzcl  eyes  wn?  all  tlic  more  imprcMivo.  The  mnu  in 
tho  nighl-csp  looked  rather  silly,  and  backed,  ihrusting  h!*  elbow  ioio  Ht 
migbbour's  rihH  with  un  air  of  moral  rebuke.

Whnt  I  there's  a  heart  iniiidc  lue,  ani]  I've 
bought  »  windl*  for  the  mo«t  Holy  Virgin  before  now.  B<?)iidta,  sm 
there,  the  old  fi^llow  tt  eating  hia  sop,  He's  hale  enough  :  he'll  he  on 
hia  legs  us  well  m  the  best  of  iis  by-and-by." 

"Thank  you  for  offering  to  tske  aire  of  htm,  frlwid,"  said  Romoht, 
nther  penit-Mit  for  her  doubting  gluno.  Then  leaning  to  BnldaHarre, 
■he  nid,  "  Priiy  wait  for  m*  till  I  come  jigaiii."

"  Madonna  Romola,  you  will  be  wearj-  of  ttandinp:  Gian  Fanloni  will 
be  glad  to  gire  you  a  m-nt  in  bin  houiic.  Were  t*  hia  door  clou  at  hand, 
Li-t  me  open  It  far  you.

His  hoiiac  iayoura." 

Bomola  was  accnalome'l  new  to  be  oddreeaed  in  ihia  frafemnl  way  by 
ordinary  citiicM,  whono  5icea  were  lamitinrto  her  from  her  having  eeen 
lliem  coiutaiilly  In  the  Diionio.  The  word  "  home''  had  conic  to  mmni 
ior  her,  leas  the  house  10  the  Via  de'  Bardl,  where  she  sat  In  fVequent 
lonelUtfsa,  than  the  towered  circnit  of  Plorencei  where  there  waa  hardly 
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d  turn  of  llio  Ktrccl*  nt  whiuh  die  ivu«  not  grcolcd  wUb  look*  of  appml  or 
of  friiaii]IIii!-t3.  She  waa  glatl  enougli  Iq  pata  ihrougli  thi>  opened  diKtr  aa 
her  right  hniidnnd  be  ivii  hy  the  Irntvrtinl  lioxe-Tendcr  to  an  iimtaiTH 
wiiidcrw,  vrlinrv  a  dtout  woinui  Willi  tbreo  cliililreu,  nil  ia  ibc  pTuiii  gnrb  of 
I'ingtKini,  mnde  «  ]>Incc  fcr  her  with  much  rcriTi.-iicc  atiovc  tliv  briglit 
hiiiigiug  difliierii's.  From  this  corner  »iituo»  nhe  could  me,  not  only  ilia 
piocutuoti  |ic>iii'ing  in  eok-nm  hlowiicss  bt  twuen  ihc  line*  of  hauses  on  tli« 
Pptite  Vtctbio,  bm  iitso  thu  ijyiir  and  tltc  Lung'  Arno  on  lowarOs  lUe 
bridge  of  the  SotiIa  Ti'iniiJi. 

In  Huilnt-si  and  iu  tiilliives  (viinu  lite  ^uvi  |)roceaaion.  Not  cvtn  A 
wniling  chnnt  bivkc  ihc  nilunt  apptnl  for  mcicy:  ihcrc  wu  only  tlw) 
ttiimp  of  fooiBtei)s,  und  the  faint  awtip  of  woollen  garmtul«.  Tii«y 
ivcro  yoting  fnolittpH  thiit  wcn^  jiiisiing  wlx-u  Komoln  firtt  lookod 
from  tliu  window — a  lung  iraiu  of  t)ie  Klor«nliue  jouib,  benring  liigli  in 
the  i[i:d»t  of  [licm  the  whitu  imngn  of  tlii^  youlliful  Jcnii,  vrilh  ii  golden 
glory  nboTc  liis  facnd,  standing  by  the  lull  crow  where  iha  thoma  and  llw 
uoik  lay  ready. 

After  thnt  train  of  fro>ih  beardless  faces  caiue  the  myst«noiia-lookii]g 
CompRnies  of  Disci]) lino,  bound  by  nrcrct  nik-s  to  eelf-cliastiiement,  and 
dvrout  priii((>,  nnd  special  acts  of  piety ;  all  uvarlng  a  garb  which  con- 
cealed Ihe  whole  head  uiid  hca  except  the  cj'«.  Every  onn  km^w  that 
tJicse  mysterious  forms  were  Floientinc  cilixena  of  various  rank*,  >iho 
tnight  be  Keen  nt  ordinary  tinicn  going  nliout  the  bUBinefa  of  the  shop,  th« 
coun  ling -house,  or  the  State;  biU  do  Member  now  was  diBoeniible  aa  son, 
huibnnd,  or  f^ithcr.  'i'hry  hail  droppi'd  their  pcreonnlity,  and  walked  m 
fyniboU  of  a  coniniun  votv.  Eiirh  cunipiiny  hud  its  colour  and  its  badge, 
but  the  piirb  of  all  was  a  complete  shroud,  and  left  no  exprusion  but  that 
of  fvlIoW8hiji. 

In  conipHrison  with  (hem,  the  mulihuilc  of  inouka  aecmcd  to  be 
atrODgly  dislinguiiJied  iiidividiiaU,  in  Mpile  of  the  ecinimnn  Inniiirn  and  Uiw 
Conttnon  frock.  l''iret  cime  n  while  sireain  of  reformed  Beneiitcliiica;  and 
then  a  much  longer  sireum  of  the  Fiati  Minori,  or  b*rNQciiicnn«,  in  that  ag« 
•tl  cbd  in  grey,  with  the  knotted  cord  round  their  waists,  and  tome  of 
iheni  wiib  the  toecoU,  or  wooden  Muidaln,  below  their  bare  feet;— perhapi 
tho  most  nunicroiix  ordi-r  in  Florence,  owning  inuny  xealoua  incinben 
wlio  loved  mankind  and  hated  tlie  Dominican*.  And  after  thegT«y  came  the 
block  of  ihe  Angiulininns  of  San  Sjnrito,  with  more  cultured  human  liices 
above  it — uieu  who  hud  iidieriied  the  library  of  Boccnccio,  nnd  liad  made 
the  most  learned  compnny  in  I'iorcnce  when  k^uming  was  raver;  then  tlwj 
white  over  dark  of  ihe  Canuelitei ;  and  ihtui  iif^iin  the  unmixed  bhick  of 
ihe  Servile",  that  fanmtis  Florentine  order  founded  by  seven  merolianta 
who  ioraock  their  gains  to  adore  the  Divine  Mother. 

And  now  the  hearts  of  nil  on-lookcr*  liegan  to  beat  a  lilile  faster, 
cither  with  liulred  or  with  love,  for  iherc  was  a  Biieam  of  black  and  whilo 
coming  over  ihc  bridge — ol  block  nianlle!i  orer  white  ocapulitrits ;  and 
every  one  kticw  that  ihu  DotuUiicaiid  weie  coming.     Tlioic  of  Kictolv 
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^^^^^^K.  *OiM  Uadc  manclG  p«rtcd  1>y  wHu  nl\er  nnnthnr,  oiw 
^SSmra^^mJ  Afi«r  nnother,  And  Mill  expectaiiog  yon  siupondii).  Thej 
vcrrt-  very  coariw!  nnuitk-a,  alt  uf  itiera,  and  nmny  WfiX!  tlircAiiluiri),  if  not 
nigged  i  for  liiu  Priur  of  San  Marco  bad  rwltiwd  llie  rrali-niities  uiidur  lii* 
nilc  lo  the  Mrivtcst  povcriy  and  disciplinr.  litit  in  the  long  Hat  of  blnclt 
and  while  thcr*  was  at  U*l  singled  out  a  mantle  only  a  Utile  uior*  worn 
tlian  the  not,  with  »  luriaurod  lii'itd  above  it  which  might  not  have 
appeared  suprocncly  i>'n)nrk«ble  W  n  stranger  who  lisd  not  em-n  it  on 
bronxn  nu-'dals,  with  tbo  mvord  of  Giid  at  it*  obv<'»c;  or  mimiiuidcd  by 
an  arnivd  ^ird  r>n  thij  way  to  (ha  Ditoino ;  or  trauMngurtxl  by  ihc 
iowArd  flamt'  of  the  orator  ai  it  luokcd  round  on  a  rnjit  tnuhiiudc. 

As  thn  approach  of  Savonarola  I'os  di«ccrneJ,  none  dared  cnnipi- 
CiMiuly  lo  brvnk  ctn-  stilliiim  by  a  mund  which  would  rise  above  the  »uU'itin 
iramp  of  fooi«cqM  and  iho  faint  sweep  of  garmenla ;  iicv«rtliel<».i  hi»  car, 
na  well  ax  other  ears,  catight  a  minglt^d  wiind  of  low  hissing  that  longed 
to  be  cunea,  and  luurnjurs  tlmt  lotijfud  to  be  bKestiigei.  Perliaps  it  waa 
llie  Bi-nw  that  the  hisiin^  prrdciminated  which  made  two  or  three  of  bia 
dbciph*  in  the  foreground  of  the  crowd,  at  the  moetiug  of  the  loailt,  full 
Ml  their  kneea  as  if  aomctliing  divine  wens  pauing.  'I'Hq  nioveinvnt  of 
aikiit  bomagi!  aprrad:  it  went  along  tlio  nidca  of  ihu  ittrectn  like  a  subtle 
•iiock,  leaving  toRi«  unmoved,  whilo  it  made  the  most  bend  the  kueo  and 
bow  tho  head.  But  the  hatmcl,  tuo,  gnihercd  a  more  iiticn-ii!  cxpremion ; 
and  an  Savonarola  paaned  up  the  Pur'  Santa  Maiia,  Romola  cotdd  see  that 
(omw  one  at  nn  upper  window  spat  upon  him. 

Monka  agiiiu — Frati  Umitiaii,  or  Humbled  Brethren,  fretn  Ogaliuainti, 
with  a  glorious  tradiiion  of  being  iho  carlidt  workcnt  in  the  wool-trade; 
and  again  more  monki — Vnlbmbrosan  aud  other  variciJcs  of  Beueiliclincs, 
reminding  the  instructed  eye  by  nicctioA  of  form  and  colour  tliat  in  ages 
of  ahuae,  long  ago,  refornit-rH  had  arlden  who  had  marked  a  change  of 
spirit  by  a  ctijingc  of  garb ;  till  at  last  the  ahaven  crowoit  w«re  at  an  end, 
and  ilivre  came  tho  train  of  iintoDtmred  aeeular  priesU, 

Then  folJovod  the  twenty-ono  ineorporaled  Arts  of  Florence  in  lung 
amy,  with  their  bannem  floating  at)ovc  ihein  in  proud  deularaiion  that 
the  bearers  bad  tlicar  diatinct  functions,  (voca  the  bakers  of  bread  to  the 
judges  and  notaries.  And  then  all  tji«  secondary  officers  of  Suitc,  beginning 
with  the  loa  and  going  ou  lo  (he  greater,  till  the  line  of  sccularitieH  waa 
btokcD  by  the  Canons  of  the  Duomo,  carrying  a  nicred  relic — the  very 
ht*i,  encjoaed  in  diver,  of  San  Zenobio,  immortal  bishop  of  Kloreoco,  whooo 
viitnoa  ircro  held  to  liavo  snvrd  the  city  perha{>!i  n  thouaand  y<«ra  before. 

Here  waa  the  nucleus  of  ihe  proceuion.  Dohind  the  relic  cams  the 
archbithup  in  goigcoua  cope,  witli  eanO])y  held  above  him  ;  and  after  him 
the  myBt«rioua  hidd<;n  Image— hidden  (in^t  by  rich  curtains  of  brocade 
raaloaiiig  an  outer  painted  tatiernuele,  but  witliin  this,  by  tho  more 
■MCient  tabaiuaclfi  which  had  never  been  npcned  in  ike  ineniory  of  living 
.  or  tlie  fathcn  ot  living  men.  In  that  iiiner  thrioQ  wa»  the  inmge  of 
t  f  iiyipg  AfioUier,  found  agea  we  in  l|ia  ^il  of  t'lmpruneia,  uuc«iug  « 
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crj  u  die  spnile  struck  it.  HithPrto  tbe  xmrnea  ImflB«  IiaJ  hnrfty  i 
bwn  cArried  to  ihe  Uiiomo  without  hsriiifi  rich  gittn  bi>riip  bi-rore  ll. 
Tbpre  ■•as  no  reciting  the  list  of  precious  nfrcringii  ibiuIp  by  rmnloiiK  tnwi 
nnd  con)niunili«9,  i»pednl!y  of  rt-iU  aud  eurtaiiis  and  mantles.  But  tbe 
richest  of  nil  thov-,  it  wiw  niii,  Imd  br«n  giTim  by  n  poor  ablins  and  htr 
nurin.  wlip,  having  no  money  to  buy  materiHls,  irove  a  niantle  of  gold 
brocHili?  wiiJi  tlidr  prayers,  enibroidprcd  it  nnd  nilornivl  it  with  their 
prayeni,  and,  finally,  iww  thrir  work  prtaraited  to  the  Bluiued  Virgin  in 
the  great  rin«;«  by  two  beautiful  youths  who  upread  onl  white  win^  »nd 
vaniibntl  in  the  blue 

But  to-day  tliei*  Were  bo  (tifls  carried  before  the  tabemsde  :  no 
donalion%w»e  to  be  given  to-day  except  to  th<^  poor.  That  had  been 
(he  advict-  of  Fra  Gtrolnmo,  whouR  prwiching  never  insisted  on  gifts  to  tbe 
inviriblt-  pow(tr«,  but  only  on  help  to  yiriblc  neeil;  and  attar*  had  been 
raised  at  various  ptiints  in  froul  of  the  churchefl,  on  which  the  ablations 
for  thp  poor  wri'c  liepnaied.  Net  even  a  torch  mat  carried.  Snrely  ihe 
hidden  Miithtr  cared  lest  for  torches  and  brocade  than  for  tlie  nail  cf  the 
hungry  proplc.  Florrnee  wa«  in  extremity :  »he  had  done  her  uttnonl, 
and  could  only  wait  for  »onn--lhinj*  dlvin<.-  that  was  not  in  her  own  power. 

The  Frate  in  the  torn  mantle  had  Mid  that  help  would  certainly  come, 
and  many  of  the  faint-htarted  vtvtv  clinging  more  to  their  Isilh  in  the 
^'mto'a  word,  than  to  their  faith  in  the  virluea  of  the  iin»pen  Image.  But 
there  were  not  a  few  of  the  fierce-heurted  who  llionghl  wilh  secret  rejotcbig 
thnt  the  Vrntc'*  word  might  be  proved  falsi'. 

Slowly  the  tabeniuclu  moved  forward,  and  Xnees  were  bent.  Tlitre 
WM  profound  stillncw ;  for  the  train  of  prienUi  and  chaplains  firm 
L'Im))run«ta  stirred  bo  passion  in  the  on-IookerB.  The  proceuion  w» 
About  to  doHC  with  the  I'riors  and  the  Gonralonii-re ;  the  long  train  of 
companies  and  symbols,  which  have  their  silent  music  and  stir  the  mind 
ts  a  chorus  iitiis  it,  iva.'i  passing  out  of  sight,  and  now  a  faint  yearning 
hope  wnji  all  tlial  siniggled  wilh  the  ncciiMomed  dcjpondonoy. 

Komola,  whoHe  heart  had  been  swelling.  lialfwiTli  (brebodibg,  half  with 
that  enthnsiuam  of  fellowship  which  the  lift^  of  ihe  last  two  yean  had 
Biftde  na  habitua!  to  hpr  im  the  con«cioiinnMJi  of  costume  to  a  vain  luid  ittio 
woman,  guve  a  deep  sigh,  aa  at  the  end  of  Eome  long  mental  It-usim,  and 
rvmaiiicd  on  her  knees  for  very  languor  j  whcai  middmly  there  flaah'd  ftom 
between  the  houses  on  to  ilie  distant  bridge  «T>methinj;  bright- coloured. 
In  the  intlnnt,  Bomola  st.trted  up  and  atrrtchcd  out  hi-r  amia,  lejuiing 
from  the  window,  while  the  black  drapery  fell  from  her  bead,  and  tiie 
golden  gleam  of  her  hair  and  the  flush  in  her  face  iieemcd  the  eflVct  of 
one  illumination.  A  shout  arose  in  the  aame  instint;  Iho  last  troopa  of  the 
procoQMon  pnubted,  and  all  faces  were  turned  towards  the  distant  bridgv. 

But  tlie  bridge  was  passed  now  5  the  horseman  was  pressing  at  fill! 
gallop  along  by  the  Amo;  the  sides  of  his  bay  horae,  jiwt  itreaknl  with 
foam,  hxktd  all  white  from  swiftnew;  his  cap  was  flying  loc«e  by  his 
rod  becchetto,  and  ho  waved  an  olive  branch  in  his  band.     It  wm  • 
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.  -t  iBMimgCT  of  good  tidings  I    Tlie  blamed  o1iv«  branch  spoko 

•ifit  oK  But  the  impfttirtit  pi'npin  <tohIi)  nnt  wnit.  They  ruetir-d  lo  mret 
ibo  oa-wmtT,  nod  xebcl  fits  hor<e'»  r«in,  piuhing  and  trampling, 

And  now  RomoU  couM  >re  thitt  l)i«  liorn-'ninn  niu  her  husband,  who 
ti*d  bwn  ftent  to  Pi»a  a  few  day*  before  on  a  private  embmiiy.  The  re- 
cognition broiiglit  no  iiirw  fln-ih  of  joy  into  her  ryi-ii.  She  lind  checked  lier 
Rnt  impiilxive  nlliindo  of  expecliition  ;  but  hiT  governing  auxiuty  wm  itill 
to  kuow  whut  news  of  rtlii-f  Imd  come  for  Florence. 

"  Good  nowg  ! "  "  BoBt  n«we ! "  "  Jiewi  »  bo  paid  witb  ho«!  {novdU 
da  ealtt)!"  were  ihc  vague  anxwm  with  which  'i'ito  mci  ihc  iniporiniii- 
tica  of  the  crowd,  uniil  he  had  Micceedod  in  pushing  on  \i\»  hoisct  to  iho 
^M>1  at  the  mei^ing  of  the  way*  where  th<!  tionlulonicre  and  the  Prion 
were  awaiting  him.     There  he  paused,  and,  bowing  low,  said  : — 

*' Hiigniliomt  Signori  I  I  have  to  deliver  to  you  the  joyfiil  nows  that 
Ihr  c;alle}'s  from  Franoe,  laden  with  com  nnd  men,  have  arrived  mfrly  in 
the  port  of  I>(^hom,  by  Invour  of  a  atrimg  wind,  which  kept  the  enemy'a 
fleet  at  a  distance." 

The  words  had  no  (woncr  left  Tilo'a  lips  than  they  eeemed  to  vfbmtn 
up  the  Hreett.  A  great  iihuut  rang  through  the  air,  and  rushtil  along  the 
river;  and  then  another,  and  another;  nnd  the  shouta were  h^'ard^jireading 
ntong  the  lice  of  th«  proceMJou  luwurda  the  Duomo ;  and  then  ihcre  were 
t»inWT  amwuring  ^houl«,  liku  the  inl^-riiicdlalo  plash  of  diatnnt  waves  IQ  * 
gnal  lake  whose  wutew  obt-y  one  impulse. 

For  some  tninnt^^  there  wm  no  ntiempt  to  *pcnk  fiirther:  tlie  Signoria 
Ifcenuelvw  lifted  up  their  caps  "nd  stood  bare-Leuded  in  the  preseccc  ol 
a  rescue  which  had  come  from  ontiidu  the  limit  of  their  own  power — 
bota  that  region  of  trust  and  resignation  nliich  hua  been  in  all  agea  called 
divine. 

At  laat,  M  the  aignal  was  given  to  move  forward,  Tito  «iid,  with  a 

RBil« — 

"  I  oi^hl  to  my,  that  any  hose  to  b«  liestowed  hy  the  Klngniliccnt 
Signoria  in  reward  of  these  tidings,  are  due,  not  to  nie,  but  tu  another 
iBon  who  hod  riitdi:n  hard  to  bring  thcni,  and  would  have  been  hero  in 
mjr  pbcv  if  his  horac  had  cot  brolcen  down  just  before  he  reached  Sigiia. 
Hto  dt  9ama  writi  cKiablteM  be  hi-rc  in  an  hour  or  two,  and  may  all  the 
more  justly  claim  iLe  gWy  of  iho  mettsetiger,  because  be  hiu  bad  ibc 
chief  labour  and  ha*  lost  iho  chinf  delight.'' 

It  was  a  {{raeeful  ifay  of  pulling  a  necesKury  slatenient,  and  after  a 
nord  of  reply  from  the  I'lt/pntto,  or  apokeamun  of  the  Signoria,  ihSs  digni- 
fied extremity  of  the  procMwion  paased  on,  and  Tilu  turned  his  horaes 
head  to  follow  in  it*  train,  whik  the  great  bell  of  the  I'alaxco  Vecchio  waa 
already  beginning  to  swing,  and  give  a  louder  voice  to  the  people's  joy.   ' 

In  that  moment,  when  Tilu's  aili-tition  had  eeniuHJ  to  be  iuiperHriwIv 
directed,  it  might  havo  been  expected  that  he  would  look  round  itiid 
racogBtlo  Komola;  but  he  wax  nppnir-ntly  mgnged  witb  hi*  cap;  whirl  . 
tlia  mei  people  were  leading  his  faorae,  be  was  able  to  setie  aud 
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p'acc  oq  Iiis  lifwl,  viliile  his  right  faiui<]  was  Ktill  ecictijiib<:red  wilh  (lie 
olii'o  biAnch.  He  had  •  brooming  air  of  lasNitude  afu'r  Iiis  pxiTtions;  and 
ItoniDln,  ioKtMiil  of  makiog  iiii^  uSori  to  be  n^v^nizud  hy  bini,  llircw  bur 
)>lack  drapery  ov^r  li«r  hv»d  agnin,  and  i«miiincd  pcrfeclly  quiet.  Yvt  ahfl 
fitlt  mUncKit  «ur<!  tbat  Tito  liad  «c«ii  bcr;  lio  Liud  tbo  jiowcrof  tcciiigevciy- 
ijiiug  wiiliuul  eeeuiiog  Ip  cco  it.

Titc  crowd  b.-id  na  sooner  pnssod  onnar^  thsii  Itomotn  descended  to  ili« 
uiTVKt,  aud  liiiBtfDvd  to  die  ilvp*  of  Siui  Sldiiiio.  C*<sco  bad  be«a  attracted 
triib  ibe  Kit  townrds  th«  I'inzn,  and  sbc  found  Bsldumrre  Kl-indhtg  alone 
ngainiit  the  o]iurdi  door,  with  tb*;  liom-cup  !n  luH  band,  w«itJDg  for  liur. 
There  wm  a  striking  chait^  in  bim  :  the  blank,  (Irmmy  glance  of  a  balf- 
I'Oiurcied  consctoiunefls  bad  givrn  placo  to  a  fiiscences  which,  as  abo 
udranccd  niid  *pokc  to  liim,  flnihi.'d  upon  hoi  m  if  alia  had  been  its 
objccl.  It  wa3  the  glHQCc  of  caged  fury  lliat  »e«B  its  pny  [anaiiig  mfo 
beyond  the  bar*. 

Romola  olnttt-'d  aa  tbe  glance  woa  turned  on  her,  but  lier  iiuuie<Iiute 
tiiought  wns  ihat  h<-  hnil  tvcn  'I'ilo.  And  m  alic:  felt  the  lock  of  liatred 
grniing  on  her,  noinethitig  like  a  hope  arum:  tliat  tliii  man  might  be  the 
criminiU,  and  that  her  hiiaband  might  not  have  bi-cn  guilty  towoida  Itim. 
If  alie  could  learn  that  now,  hy  bringing  Tito  £wo  lo  &ce  with  liim,  and 
have  her  niiud  net  at  tohI  I 

"  If  yon  will  come  v-ith  me,*'  *he  said,  "  I  crm  give  you  ahellcr  and  food 
Until  you  ore  quite  rested  anJ  Wrong.     Will  you  toincT" 

"  Yes,"  Slid  Baldauarre,  "  I  sbuU  be  glud  to  get  my  alrcngtb.  I  want 
to  gel  my  alrength,"  ho  repeated,  as  it'  hu  were  muttering  to  himaelf, 
rather  than  »pi'Aking  to  her. 

"Cornel"  t>he  said,  inviting  him  lo  walk  by  her  sidn,  and  taking  ibe 
ivay  by  ibo  Arno  towunJit  tlie  I'Mite  Uubauontc  a>  tho  more  private 
roail. 

"I  iliink  you  are  not  n  Florentine,"  »lie  ntid,  prr*ontly,  aa  they  tumod 
im  to  the  bridge. 

]Io  looked  round  at  her  witliout  epe^king.  liin  sntpiciou*  caution 
vai  more  strongly  upon  him  than  uhuuI.  JiiHt  now  tJiut  ibe  fog  of  con- 
fusion and  oblivion  was  made  denser  by  bodily  fueblenesA.  But  abe  was 
looking  at  him  liin,  and  there  vm«  somelhing  in  her  gtnlle  eyes  which  at 
last  compelled  him  to  Mnstver  her.     But  he  aiMwercd  cuutiouxly, — 

"  Mo,  I  am  no  Florentine ;  I  am  a  lonely  man." 

Slie  obiervcd  hi*  rrliictance  to  ipcnk  to  her,  and  dared  not  question 
him  further,  leet  he  ahouid  devlre  to  ijiiit  lier.     Aa  ahe  gbincml  at  him 
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from  time  tQ  time,  her  miiul  iras  biity  with  ihvugtit*  which  qit^iohrd  llie 
bint  hope  thiit  there  wa,s  nothing  piiinfiil  (o  bo  rcrcak-ij  about  h<-r  hiLt* 
baud.  Ii*  tlii*  oM  luiiu  hiiil  bvcti  in  the  tvrunj;,  where  wan  the  cauic  for 
dread  and  secrecy  ?  TLey  wnlkt-d  ou  in  filtrnce  till  they  rcaohcJ  iho 
tntnuiee  into  the  Vin  ilu'  Bunli,  aud  Kuniula  noticed  tliat  lie  turned  nnd 
loolced  at  her  with  &  mdden  morcmcnt  aa  if  sorm  alioclc  hud  puMvd 
thi'ough  him.  A  few  momi^ata  after  ihc  putiwd  at  the  hnlf-open  door  of 
the  ccuri  ami  tura«d  towarjD  him. 

"All  I"  howid,  not  waiting  for  her  to  speak,  "you  nrc  his  wif«." 

"Whose  wife?"  Kiid  Rouiolu,  fluHhiuj;  aud  trembling. 

It  irould  have  twcD  impossible  for  JtnUliu^ai'ro  to  recal  any  name  at 
■hat  moment.  The  very  forcn  with  which  (he  unu;:;u  of  Tito  presaod 
upou  him  M«nL-d  to  expel  any  verb.'kl  uga.  lie  made  no  answer,  bat 
looktd  at  her  with  slmngc  lixninrjw. 

She  opened  the  dour  wide  and  showed  iho  court  covered  wiili  Rtrnir, 
on  which  lay  four  or  6ve  »iek  people,  whilu  lomc  Uitlc  children  crawled 
or  tnt  on  it  at  tlieir  ejisn; — liny  pale  creatures,  biting  straws  and  gurgling,

"  Con  I  do  nothing  lor  you  V  suid  Romolo.  "  Lot  me  give  you  somo 
money  that  you  luny  bny  iood.     It  will  be  more  plentiful  aoon." 

She  had  put  her  hand  into  her  acnr^'Ua  as  sho  Epi>ke,  and  held  out 
her  pulni  with  HCi'eral  gro.iii  in  it.  SUo  pnrixMi^ly  offered  him  more  ihiui 
iili«  wouJd  liave  given  (<.•  aiiy  other  ntn.n  in  llie  same  circumstances.  Il« 
lookod  at  tlio  coins  a  liitlo  while,  and  then  said, —

]>au9e,  w  if  it  had  been  the  very  object  of  his  search.  NictoW  was  at  that 
moment  to  procession  with  the  aitnoiiicrs  of  t'lorencc-,  nnd  ihere  was 
only  one  apprvniieo  in  ibc  ehop.  Dut  lliere  were  all  burls  of  wiupuns  in 
abundance  liangiog  therv,  imd  Boldossnrre'a  t-yv»  dinccravd  what  he  was 
miirc  hungry  fur  llrau  for  bread.  NiccoU  himself  would  probably  hare 
rnfiued  to  lelt  anything  that  might  cervc  a*  a  wuipon  to  tbia  man  wilh 
sigus  of  the  priMtn  on  him,  but  the  apprentice,  less  obaerrant  and  8cm> 
poloiu,  took  throe  ffn>tti  for  n  sharp  hnuiing. knife  without  any  hesi- 
latloo.  It  waa  a  coureuiently  small  wcajion,  which  Bjldaflsario  ooutd 
easily  thrust  witliin  the  bivast  of  his  tunic,  and  ho  Kalkrd  on.  fe«ling 
ainmger.  1)i~t  i-harp  edge  might  gtvc  d(-Hdliiie''S  to  the  ihrust  of  an 
fg|K)  Mat :  at  least  it  was  a  oompaiiioa,  it  was  a  power  in  league  with 
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him,  eren  if  it  fnilci).  It  would  bmil:  sgwintt  armatir,  bat  mt  tiM 
nrmoUT  wire  to  be  alwny*  tture?  In  tliow  long  months  while  TcrgwinM 
had  lain  in  prtMn,  Intwntinx  hitd  prrhap*  become  forgetriil  nud  mrcxiru. 
'the  knife  Iwd  b«!ji  bought  with  the  trKitor's  owu  moni-y.  Thai  irw  jiigt. 
B«rore  h«  took  tli«  mone^,  he  had  felt  nhnt  h«  nhould  do  wilb  it— bu^  n 
wrApon.  Ten,  and  if  poiBiblr,  food  too;  food  to  nourittli  the  arm  tliat 
iroiild  grasp  the  weapon,  food  to  nourish  the  bodjr  which  viaa  the  temple 
of  vcngrancr.  Whc^  be  hnd  hud  ttnough  bread,  he  *hould  he  able  to 
think  and  act — to  thiidc  lint  liotr  tie  could  hide  hinweir,  lAt  di«  traitor 
Khctdd  hnvr^  bim  drugged  awaj*  ngiiin.  With  lliat  idea  of  ludlng  in  hia 
intud,  BnJdasearre  turned  up  the  narrowrKt  Mreet*,  bought  hinuxdf  lotne 
mcftC  and  brrnd,  and  tat  dawn  titidrr  tlie  fiiitt  lojlAia  to  cat.  The  belli 
that  awung  out  louder  and  louder  ]ieals  of  }(-y,  laying  hold  of  him  and 
making  him  vibrate  along  with  all  the  air,  secnibd  to  htm  flmplj'  piart  of 
that  Strong  world  which  \tm  agnioftt  Itlm. 

Komnln  bad  wntohed  UnldnsKim;  tmtil  he  had  ditappeiureil  ronnd  the 
turning  into  the  Piazta  de'  Mo«zi,  half  feeling  that  hia  departur4>  won  ■ 
roUef,  half  reprt«cbing  berwtf  for  n<it  a^ckiog  wilb  more  decision  to  know 
the  truth  about  him,  for  not  aaaunng  lienctf  whether  there  were  anjr 
guilttcM  mixErj  in  hiii  lot  which  gIic  was  not  bclplcM  to  relievo.  Yet 
what  could  fhe  have  done  if  the  Iruih  had  proved  to  be  the  barden  of 
eoJM)  painful  eccret  nbout  lux  husband,  in  addition  to  ihc  anxieties  that 
olreadj  weighed  upon  her  t  Surety  a  wife  waa  permitted  to  de«im 
ignorance  of  a  hueband*e  wrong-doing,  ainoe  she  alone  must  not  proleAt 
and  warn  mrn  against  him.  But  that  thought  ttirred  too  many  intricate 
fibris  of  feeling  to  be  purmied  now  in  her  wcarinen.  It  was  a  Unie  to 
rejoice,  since  help  had  come  to  Florence ;  and  she  tunied  into  the  court 
to  tell  the  good  news  to  her  pstieois  on  their  slniw  bccl«.  She  d"Bed  the 
door  al^er  her,  lest  the  bells  ahould  drown  her  voice,  and  then  throwing 
the  black  drapery  froin  her  head,  ihnt  tbo  womim  might  etc  her  better, 
she  stood  in  Ihe  niidsl  and  tiild  them  that  corH  iviis  ei.ming,  and  that  the 
bells  were  ringing  for  gladnefx  at  the  n-  " ..  lliy  all  cat  up  to  Uaten. 
while  tlic  children  trotted  or  crawled  iow;iido  liLr,  :iud  pulled  her  bind 
sltirta,  a»  if  they  were  impatient  at  being  nil  that  long  waj  off  her  fiwfl.

onns!" 

At  last  RomoU  row  from  the  heap  of  straw,  too  tired  to  try  and  smite 
any  longer,  aaying  as  she  turned  up  the  stone  steps, — 

"  I  will  come  by-and-by,  to  bring  you  your  dinner." 

"  Itlem  you,  madonna  1  blow  you  I "  said  the  faint  chonii,  in  much  lh« 
same  tone  aa  that  in  which  Ihey  had  a  few  minutes  before  praised  and 
thanked  the  unn'TO  Madonna. 

Bomohi  cared  a  great  deal  for  lliitt  mu^c.    She  bad  no  innate 
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ftir  tending  tlie  laclc  and  ololbing  the  rapi^d,  Iil:e  nmi«  women  to  whom 
Ihr  dMail*  of  wiph  work  uro  wclcniro  in  theniMlVFH,  wmplj-  aa  an  otcupa- 
tion.  Her  early  training  bud  kppt  her  aloof  from  »uch  womnnlj^  l.ibotira ; 
Knd  ir  1^  bod  not  brought  to  them  the  inxpiratioti  of  her  deepe«t  ftdingii, 
iHey  would  hav«  b*Mi  irltflooie  to  her.     But  ihej-  hnd  come  to  hn  the  one 

I  unthakm  reining- pliicn  of  her  mitid,  the  one  narrow  pathwfij  on  tvhieh  (lie 
light  frU  dear.  If  the  frulf  between  her«eir  iind  Tiio,  which  onlj-  gn'hpw«] 
k  more  perceptible  widenntit  from  her  niti-mptji  to  bridge  it  hy  suhiiiiiidou, 
broTighC  a  doubt  whether,  after  nil,  ihe  bond  lo  which  she  hnd  Inhoiiied  to 
be  true  might  rot  ibtlf  be  fnlMs-if  nhpenme  away  from  her  confecacr,  Frs 
SnJreitro,  or  from  some  contact  with  the  diaciplm  of  Sarnuarola  amtingnt 
whom  »he  woTuhippwl,  with  ft  raVkoning  «en»ci  that  ibeso  people  were 
tniflenibly  narrow,  aud  wilh  an  almost  iuipetuoim  reiaetion  towardi  her  old 
contempt  for  their  snperwition — •he  found  hemelf  recovering  a  firm  footing 
in  her  wort*  of  woman!}-  Bj-mpnthy.  Whatever  else  made  her  dotibt,  the 
help  the  gave  to  ber  fcllow-citiiens  made  her  sure  that  Fra  Girolanto  hnd 
been  right  to  call  her  liuefe.  Aecordins  to  hla  nnforgotten  won!*,  liet 
p]a<«  h«d  not  been  empiy;  it  bad  been  lilted  with  her  love  anil  her 
labonr.     Florenoe  had  bad  need  of  her,  and  tlin  more  her  own  sorrow 

, Hwowd  upon  her,  the  more  glni^neM  nhe  felt  in  the  memories,  atntching 

<  fhnwgh  the  two  long  yenis,  of  hdum  and  momenta  m  which  she  had 
lighteiwd  the  burden  of  life  lo  others.  All  that  ardour  of  ber  nature 
which  e«u1(I  no  longer  speed  ittelf  in  the  woman'"  tendemeai  for  futher 
xnd  buflbnnd,  bad  transformed  itself  into  an  enthusinwu  "f  syTHfialbj'  with 
the  general  life.  She  h;id  censed  lo  think  thul  lier  own  lot  oould  b« 
happy — had  ceaaed  to  think  of  hnppinew  nt  all  :  tho  ono  end  of  ber  life 
■eoraed  to  her  lo  be  the  dimioiabiug  of  sorrow. 

Iler  enlbunamn  was  eontiminliy  ulirrtid  to  ficsh  vigour  by  iho 
influence  of  Savonarob.  In  spite  of  the  wenrisome  visions  and  alh-goriea 
from  which  Rbo  recoiled  in  diiguxt  wbi'n  thry  came  im  *taIo  repetitions 
from  other  \ipi  than  hia,  her  atrong-  afEnity  (be  his  pnGtionale  ajmpnthj 
ii>d  the  epiendour  of  hi*  nima,  had  loat  none  of  itx  powi-r.  [lit  burning 
indignation  a^nnt  the  abnaea  and  oppression  that  made  the  dally  stoir  of 
the  Cbnreh  and  of  Stntta  had  kindled  the  ready  fin?  in  her  too.  Hia 
Rpccial  care  for  liberty  (tnd  purity  of  goremmenl  in  Florence,  with  hia 

'  eoiMtant  reference  of  thfa  immediate  objcet  lo  the  wider  end  of  a  uni- 
V«ratl  wgenenition,  bad  created  in  her  a  now  eonnciouimeiet  of  the  great 
dnim  oT  human  existence  in  which  her  life  was  a  part ;  and  through 
her  daUy  helpfVil  contact  with  the  iem  fnrtunnlo  of  her  fi^llow-eitixena 

l^is  now  cotvciounncM  berjinie  somi-lhing  stronger  than  a  vag\ie  senllnieut; 

I  It  grew  into  a  mow  and  more  definite  motive  of  adf-denying  practioo. 
She  thought  littlo  about  dogmaa,  and  shrank  iVom  reflecting  closely  on 
Uh  Frate'fl  prophecies  of  the   imm<iliatc  scourge  and  cloaely  foUowitig 

^nycnenttion.  She  bad  submitted  ber  mind  to  bia  and  had  «nt«r«d 
into  cnmmunion  with  tho  Church,  beeauae  tp  tbta  way  she  had  found 
KB  iiamcdiaio  autidaciion  foe  uiorol  uaeds  niucb  all  the  previtjus  eultiin 
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apd  cxpeiieiice  cf  her  life  Iiad  Idl  hungcrinR.  Fra  C'lroUnio's  voice 
li.id  wnlcrd  in  her  mind  a  rcawn  for  living,  njinit  fiom  pemonNl  cnjoy- 
Dieiit  iiiiO  |ii:]$oiinl  uilVciion;  Lul  it  wu*  n  rcnwin  ihut  smin«>l  to  need 
feeding  u-iib  greater  {jicw  ili.iii  she  ]xi!seat«d  wiibin  liorarlf,  and  li«r 
■ubiniaiivc  luu:  of  ull  ofiici'i  uf  the  (.'htircb  van  timpl}'  ti  tratching  and 
v-uiting  if  by  any  means  fresh  atrcngih  might  come.  TLo  prcfaiu^  pro- 
blem fur  Itonivlu  juHt  then  irai  not  to  auttle  questions  of  coutrorcicy, 
but  to  keep  alive  that  llaine  of  uoselflsb  cmottoi)  by  which  a  life  of 
B.iiIdi-M  iiii^Oit  ulill  1)C  a  lilc  gf  active  I'lvc 

Her  trust  m  SavouuroU'a  uutui-e  ae  greater  ibaa  heromi  made  a  largo 
part  of  the  strength  i>hc  lud  found.  And  the  truvt  ua*  not  to  be  ligUttj 
ohakcii.  It  in  not  furuc  of  iutctlvut  wliidi  cutuea  nady  ivpulaioD  from  the 
ftborriitiona  and  ccct-ntricilics  of  greatac«s  any  more  than  It  ia  Ibrca  of 
viiioD  thiil  ciiuai-H  the  <ye  to  exjiluie  the  warW  on  a  face  bright  wilb 
luiiian  eXfirCM^ion  ;  it  is  simply  llici  ntgalion  of  liigh  sensibilitic*.  RomnU 
wiia  BO  tletply  moved  by  the  gi'unil  energies  of  Saronorola'a  nature,  tl»l 
ihe  found  herself  listening  pniienily  to  all  dogmas  and  prophQeics,  wbco 
ihey  came  in  the  vehicle  of  his  ardciU  tiiith  and  bclii'Ving  itlteraoee.* 

Xo  soul  is  dejiolalc  as  long  an  tliere  is  a  humau  being  for  wbom  it  can 
feel  Inut  luid  reverence.  lioninla's  tnint  in  Savonarola  was  wnicthing 
lik«  a  rope  suspuniled  securely  by  Iier  {vith.  inuking  her  step  elastic  wliile 
she  grasped  it;  if  it  were  suddenly  rxnioved,  no  firmncMof  the  ground  sbo 
trad  could  savu  her  from  staggering,  or  perhapa  from  litUiug.

rtR  ihnt  nelcomo  appearance  as  tlic  messenger  ivith  the  olivc-bmnch, 
"which  was  nn  ujiprouiiwd  favour  of  fortune,  Tito  had  other  dxamiiMuut 
to  fulfil  of  n  inorc!  premeditated  character,  lie  jiaiued  at  the  Palajso 
Vfctliio,  and  awaited  there  tlie  return  of  ibe  Ten,  who  managed  ex- 
ternal and  war  afiaim,  that  ho  might  duly  deliver  to  them  the  results 
of  his  private  mission  to  Pisa,  inieuded  lu  a  preliminary  to  an  avowed 
embna^  of  which  Bernardo  ItnccUiii  was  to  be  the  hejid,  wilh  the  object 
of  coming,  if  poHiible^  to  a  paciliu  uuderetaodiug  witli  tlic  Emperor  Slasi* 
niiluin  and  the  League.

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TiIo'k  lulctilv  tor  i]i|i3ciiiiatic  work  liiul  brcn  woll  ftsceidiliicd,  and  as  he 
g/tn  villi  fulness  anil  litccUiuu  Uiv  il-kuIIb  or  bU  iiKiuiritu  ami  inlrrvicws, 
Qcnutnio  del  Nrro,  who  ^tM  nt  lIiMl  timo  one  of  ike  Ten,  could  not 
witliliold  bii  adiDtruiiou.  IIu  would  liarc  vitLbvId  it  if  lie  could ;  for  bia 
nriginnl  dUliko  of  Tito  hnd  r<1urntd,  and  become  stronger,  since  the  mle 
of  llie  Ubnry.  liumoU  b;i<l  never  uttered  a  vtotd  to  her  gudfaibcv  on  llie 
circumnanwn  of  the  tmlp,  nnd  DiTnitrdo  hud  undeislood  her  aJIcnec  ns  a 
obibUion  to  Iiini  lo  enter  on  the  subject,  but  lie  felt  wire  lUnt  iJie 
■ch  of  ber  fiilliers  vrisb  hod  been  a  btigliling  grief  lo  her,  and  lliu  old 
keen  tyts  diaceracd  other  iudicalionii  that  her  married  life  we*  not 

"  Ab,"  be  suid,  iuwaiJIy,  '-  tli^tl  doublleas  ia  the  tCAioa  xhe  Iim  taVtn 
to  listcTiirtg  to  Fia  Girolnmo,  nnd  going  amoogAt  tho  Pingncni,  whieli  I 
never  cxpeutcO  from  her.  These  n'onien,  if  they  nre  not  bnpp}',  nnd  hnv« 
no  cbildrcn,  muht  either  Inko  lo  foliy  or  to  eoiii«  ovcreti.iiDed  religii^n 
thai  niakei  ibem  ihlnk  tln-^'ve  got  ;ill  lienveii's  work  on  their  iJiotilderB. 
And  an  for  my  poor  child  lioniolsi,  it  iv  lu  I  Always  uiid — ibo  craDiming 
with  Latin  and  Grei-k  !ias  leil  )i«r  a»  intich  a  ivomnn  as  if  she  bud  dcme 
nothing  all  day  but  priek  her  RngcTs  with  tho  needle.  And  tliia  liuabHod 
of  Imrs,  who  gel»  cmjiluyed  every  where,  beeuuBe  he's  a  tool  wiib  a  (monlli 
Iiandl«i  I  wihIi  Tornnbiioni  and  the  re»t  mny  not  find  ilieir  fingers  cut. 
WeJI,  well,  solco  torto,  tacco  tlritto — many  a  full  sack  come*  from  a 
crooked  furrow  ;  and  he  nbo  will  be  captain  of  none  but  honest  moo  will 
liare  cnuill  hire  to  pay." 

With  this  ](<r>g-e»tabli«hcd  eonviclloa  that  there  could  be  no  nornl 
ainiag  of  puliiieal  «gcnte,  the  old  Floicuiine  abstained  from  all  inter- 
fcrcRCo  in  Titu'*  diitnTonr.  Ap.trt  from  wlmt  must  Iii;  kept  aacrcil  and 
psiraie  for  Romoia's  sake,  Bernardo  had  nothing  diatluct  to  ullage  against 
the  tMeful  Greek,  except  that  he  wai  a  Greek,  nnd  tWt  he,  Uernnrdo,  did 
not  like  him ;  fur  the  doubleness  of  feigning  attaeliment  to  ihc  popular 
goverrimrnt,  while  lit  heiirt  a  Mrdicciin,  wo»  common  to  Tito  with  tnoro 
than  half  the  Mcdicean  party.  He  only  feigned  with  more  (kill  llinn  the 
refit;  that  was  all.  So  Ucniardo  was  nmply  cold  to  Tito,  who  returned 
the  colitncM  with  a  ncmpulouH,  distant  rexpeet.  And  it  was  still  the 
notion  to  Florence  ihnl  tbi:  old  tie  bi-tween  llernurdo  and  Itnrdo  made  any 
nnrice  doiw  to  Romiola'e  husband  nil  ncce['tnble  hoinage  to  her  godfather. 

Alter  delivering  himself  of  his  charge  ai  the  Old  Falace,  Tito  felt  thai 
tho  avowed  oSicinl  work  of  llie  day  was  done.  He  wn»  tired  nnd  adast 
with  long  riding;  but  lie  did  not  go  bonio.  There  were  certain  tbingH  !n 
hisscandls  and  on  his  mind  from  which  be  wislied  lo  fn^e  biratiHf  nn 
•not)  M  ponible,  bat  the  opportunities  mutt  he  found  no  skilfully  that 
ihfly  miut  not  wem  lo  he  sought.  He  walked  from  tlic  Palaxio  In  a 
■nunlering  faihinn  luwiirds  the  Piiuza  del  Duomo,  Tlie  procession  was 
at  an  end  now,  but  Ihe  bella  wore  slill  ringing,  nnd  tlie  people  were 
moving  about  the  sln«t«  restlessly,  longing  for  some  more  de&nilo  vent 
to  tiioir  joy.     If  the  Frat«  could  Itavo  btoud  Dp  iu  lh«  ^cat  I'ixia  nid 
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preached  to  Ihcm,  thoy  tniglit  haro  been  tatUfio],  hut  now,  in  »pite  of 
thi!  new  <Iiiciplin«  wbicli  dcclupcH  Chriat  to  he  thn  spcciiil  King  of  ill* 
Flon^DtinM  (tnd  rcqnirod  all  pl«iBur«s  to  be  of  a  CliriMian  sort,  tliere  iru 
a  sMirrt  longing  in  miiuy  of  ihc  youngatc-r*  wlio  diouttd  "  Viva  Geii  1 " 
for  n  liiilc  vigorouii  (tone- throwing  in  wgn  of  ihwikruliwwa. 

Tito  an  he  puaneA  along  itiiiM  not  ci>Gn[iu  liL-irig  ntoogniziiiJ  hy  Rome  m 
the  welcomo  bcnrw  of  the  oliro-brsncl),  and  could  only  rid  hiniiii>1f  of  an 
iiiootmnieiil  ovmion,  cliielly  in  tins  form  of  iitgvt  questiotu,  by  telling 
tbose  who  prcawd  on  tiim  tluit  Alrn  di  Satoo,  the  truo  moMWi^rr  trom 
Lrghorn,  must  now  bo  ciiterinfi,  and  niiglit  ccrluinly  be  ni«^t  towuda  tbs 
I'ortii  Saa  Krediann,     ilo  cowlil  tcH  much  more  ilinn  Titi  knew. 

Frwiiiig  liiniBtlf  from  iui port uni ties  in  ibia  adroit  miinacr,  he  mads 
hit  ymy  to  tbc  I'inzzn  M  nnpmo,  citf  ting  his  long  eyes  round  the  apace  with 
au  wr  of  Ihc  uiuioat  cari'ltasnt-Ki,  but  realty  »*>jLiiig  V>  drt4'ct  wmo 
prr«raiei!  which  might  fumish  him  with  ono  d  hi«  dcdrcd  opportttnltiea. 
The  fuel  of  llii>  proceHsiou  baving  ttmilualoJ  at  ibe  Duomo  mndc  it  pro- 
bable that  thurc  would  bn  more  tlinn  tho  unual  ooncenlraiton  of  Ionng«ra 
and  talkers  tn  the  P'latxu  iiud  round  Nello'«  shop.  It  wa«  lut  he  cspccttd. 
ThRro  vnw  a  group  l<-nning  ngainut  Iho  rttW*  near  the  north  gate*  of  Hit 
Baptislei^,  flu  exactly  wimt  hu  wjufjlit,  tlint  he  Idl.IcwI  niorw  indiffcrMit 
than  ever,  and  nccmod  to  rccngnizc  iho  tsllcst  member  of  th«  giotip 
mtirely  by  chance  aa  he  had  htdf  |:aased  liim,  just  turning  hi*  hend  to 
give  him  n  slight  greeting,  while  he  tuiwcd  the  eod  of  his  lit<xluW>  orer 
hi.i  li't\  shoulder. 

Tet  tho  tali,  brofid-shouldfired  ppriionsgo  .greeted  lu  that  slight  viny 
looked  like  one  who  had  coDsidirnblc  clnim».  lie  wore  a  richly  em- 
broidered tunic,  with  a  great  show  of  Hul-d,  aAer  the  neweat  French  mode, 
and  ut  hia  bvU  there  hung  n  Kword  and  poigonrd  of  fine  worktnAiubip. 
IlishAi,  with  11  red  plume  in  il,  Memed  a  Hoornful  protest  againBltie  gravity 
of  Florentine  costume,  wbich  had  been  >-xsgg«r»tcd  to  (he  utmott  nnd«r 
the  influence  of  the  Piagnoni.  Certni;i  uudefiimble  indications  of  youth 
made  the  breadth  of  his  face  and  the  large  diamclpi'  of  his  wnist  appear 
the  more  emphalicully  a  slainp  of  couriencw,  and  Ina  eyi-ii  bad  that  rude 
desecrating  slarc  at  all  men  and  things  which  to  a  nflued  mind  ia  as 
intolerable  as  n  bad  odour  or  a,  flaring  light. 

He  and  his  companions,  also  young  nieo  dre<sed  expensively  aod 
wearing  arms,  were  exchanging  jokm  with  that  «nrt  of  osten'atious 
langhler  which  iroplie»  a  desire  to  prove  ilial  tlie  laugher  is  not  mortified 
though  some  people  niight  Kusjiect  it.  1'bcrL'  u'l-re  good  rcawna  for  such 
a  suKpicion;  for  this  broad-shouldered  man  with  the  red-fentlier  was 
Dolfo  Spini,  Icjidcr  of  the  Compagnacai,  or  Kvi!  Companions — that  ■> 
to  Riy,  of  nil  the  dissolute  young  men  bcIoDging  (o  the  old  aristocratie 
party,  enemita  of  tho  McdicMUK,  wieniie.t  of  the  popular  govertinMinl,  but 
still  morcbitti-rcnemieaorSavonaroU.  Dolfo  Spini,  licirorthegmlhoiiM 
with  the  loggia,  over  the  bridge  of  the  Sinia  Trinity  had  organixecl  thcM 
yeuag  taai  into  aa  amod  band,  as  sworn  chami»onfl  of  extravagant  nip-

pert  and  all  tJi*  pleuant  sins  of  tiie  fl^sh,  ngaiost  ireforming  pietists  who 
threatened  to  make  the  worM  cliaxtc  tinil  tcmpcrato  to  so  intoIiToliIc  n 
dtgnei  tlutt  there  ironlil  noon  lie  no  rciuon  for  living,  excvpt  the  exlrenio 
anpleaaantoem  of  l}i«  alt^mailTe.  Up  to  Ibis  vvtj  morning  be  )>ad  been 
loudljr  dticlBring  that  Florence  wni  gtren  np  to  liiminc  nnd  ruin  Riilin'ly 
through  its  bbod  adh«mice  to  the  advice  of  the  Fnile, and  that  diero  could 
be  no  miration  tar  Florence  but  lu  joining  the  Ijcngac  and  driTtng  Ibo 
Fntle  out  of  the  eUy — sending  btm  to  Rome,  in  fhct,  whither  be  ought  to 
have  gone  long  ago  in  nbedicuot  lu  the  Kummoiiii  of  the  I'opo.  It  wna 
iUapecled,  llierefhrc,  tlml  Meteer  Dolfo  Spini's  heart  waa  not  a-glow  ntth 
pure  joy  at  tlic  uncxpecti-'d  niiccours  which  had  come  in  appurcnt  fulfil- 
ment of  the  Fnilc'tt  prediction,  nnd  the  laughter,  which  wna  ringing  out 
»trtA  at  Tito  joined  the  group  at  Nello's  door,  did  not  serve  to  di^pal« 
the  auspjcion.  For  leaning  ngituut  the  door-poxt  in  the  centre  of  the  group 
was  ft  close'shavcn,  keen-ejed  porEonnge,  unmed  Niccoli  MaccbiavolU, 
who,  joung  as  he  wan,  had  pctiblratcd  all  the  icmiitl  lecruts  of  egoism. 

"  McflsM-  Dolfo's  head,"  h«  was  saving,  "  is  more  of  a  pumpkin  than  I 
thoiigiit.  I  menouri.'  men's  dulncu  hjr  th«!  doviees  they  trurt  in  for 
deceiving  others.  Tour  dullest  anitiial  of  all  is  be  who  grins  and  snya  ho 
doesn't  mind  jnat  aller  he  haa  bod  bix  shinit  kicked.  If  1  were  a  trUI« 
duller  BOW,"  he  vrent  on,  smiling  aa  the  circle  opened  to  admit  T5tn,  "  I 
•honld  pretend  to  bo  fond  of  this  Melnna,  who  has  got  n  secretaryKbip 
that  would  exactly  suit  me— as  if  Latin  ill-paid  could  love  biarer  Lulin 
that's  better  piud  I  Mclema,  yon  arc  n  pertif>  miwly  clcrcr  frllow,  veiy 
mncli  in  my  way,  and  I'm  aony  to  hear  you're  !iad  anotljer  piece  of  good 
liwk  to- day." 

"  QtiFStionnble  luck,  Niceo1&,"  mid  Tito,  touching  him  on  the  nhouldcr 
in  a  (liendly  wuy ;  "  1  huve  got  nothing  by  it  yet  bat  being  Iwd  hold  of 
and  breathed  upon  by  wnol-bejitiis,  when  1  am  ni  soiled  and  battered 
with  riding  as  a  iabtUario  (letter-carrier)  from  Bologna." 

"  Ah  I  you  want  a  touch  of  my  art,  Mcawr  Orators,"  said  Nello,  who 
ha<l  come  forward  nt  the  sound  of  Tito's  voice ;  "  your  chin,  I  pevceirc, 
haa  yesterday's  crop  upon  it.  Como,  corae— consign  yourself  to  the  priest 
of  all  the  Huan.     Sandro,  quick  witli  the  hithcrl" 

*'  In  truth,  Nello,  that  is  just  what  I  moat  defdre  at  this  moment,"  aaid 
Tito,  seating  himself;  "  and  that  wa«  why  I  turned  my  *t«pB  lovarda  thy 
shop,  instead  of  going  home  at  once,  w!ien  I  had  done  my  buslnesa  at  the 
Pakxto."

Nothing  that 
U  not  dainty  ought  to  npproadi  the  Flore iiliue  lily ;  though  I  aeo  her 
MUMantly  going  about  liko  n  aunbcnm  mndngot  the  rags  that  line  our 
eornen — if  indeed  ahe  is  ttot  more  like  a  muonbean  now,  for  I  thought 
yesterday,  when  I  met  her,  that  she  looked  as  pale  and  worn  as  that 
fhiotiog  Madonna  of  Fia  Giornnni's.  You  must  see  to  it,  my  M  erwi^l 
the  keeps  too  many  bstt  and  vigils  in  your  absence." 
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Tito  gave  a  metandiolf  slinig.     "  It  ia  too  tni«,  Jtiilo.     She 
teen  ili-priving  liemelf  of  liulf  Iier  proper  fcud  trvty   day  during  lliii 
finiino.     Dul  n*lint  can  I  ilo?     llcr  iiiind  tifti  I«ra  M-t  all  n-Siuiic.     A, 
liiufaaiid's  influi-ncG  i*  poncrlu*!  ngainiit  the  Kmlo's." 

"  As  vrety  oUier  uilluetic«  U  likely  to  be,  Uinl  or  tJi«  Iloly  Potlier  i 
includi-d,"  *niil  Daincnico  Crooini,  ons  of  the  group  nC  llic  door,  who  hud 
lumed  in  wJdi  Tilo.     "  1  don't  Ieduw  uLcllier  you  Imve  gaUier«d  unylUii^ 
at  I'iu  about  the  nay  Uic  wind  fiA»  at  Uorat,  Mvicnta  ?  " 

"  Secrets  of  tlio  council  diaraber.  Muster  Domvoioo  I  "  mii  Tito, 
smiliog  and  vpeaing  liis  palcus  id  a  deprecatory  manQer.  "An  eanj 
mu*t  be  M  danTb  u  a  Inthcr  cavAa»or." 

"  Certainly,  cerininly,"  said  Cenniai.  "  I  ask  for  no  broadi  of  that 
nite.  yVcU,  my  bulicTis,  ttuit  if  his  tiol!nc«  were  to  drive  Kra  Girolonw 
to  extremity,  ibe  Frate  would  aiore  li«aren  and  earlb  to  get  a  GcDcial 
Council  of  the  Ciumh — ay,  and  would  g«t  it  tooj  aod  I,  for  one,  tlioutd 
not  bo  •orry,  though  Fin  no  Piugnone." 

"  With  leave  of  your  greater  cjjppritnco,  Urcsaer  Domcnico,"  said 
llacdiiavelli,  "  I  must  dilTer  from  you — not  iu  your  wiali  to  aeo  a 
GcQcriil  Council  wliicli  might  reform  the  Cliurch,  but  in  your  btlief  that 
lliQ  Fratu  Trill  dicukniatt!  libi  IIuliiiM*.  The  Fratu's  gnmo  is  an  itn- 
poEiible  one.  If  ho  had  contented  himself  with  preaching  against  the" 
viccx  ol  Itomc,  uod  vtitli  jirophesyjug  thut  in  some  way,  uot  mentioned, 
Italy  would  be  Ecourgcd,  depend  upon  it,  Pope  Alexander  would  haT6 
allowed  hjru  to  spt'iid  his  breuili  iu  tlmt  way  ua  long  a»  lie  could  find 
hcai-ers.  Such  spiritual  Maats  na  those  knock  no  nails  down.  ]lul  tha , 
Fratc  waut«  to  be  something  more  than  a  spiritual  trumpet :  lie  vranta  to 
beal<^cr,  and  what  is  mor?,  be  ia  a  lover.  He  wonts  to  spread  tbe 
doctrine  of  Chriat  by  uiuinluintiig  a  ))opular  government  in  Florence, 
nnd  the  Pope,  a*  I  know,  on  lliu  heat  uuthorily,  htis  privnto  views  to  tbs 
coutvary." 

"  Then  Florence  will  sinnd  by  the  Ftalo,"  Ccnnini  broke  in,  with 
Bom«  fnrour,     "  I  myself  aliould  prefer  lliut  he  would  let  hit  prophn^iof 
alone,  but  if  our  fr<»^dom  to  chooiie  our  own  gnvommcnt  is  to  be  attacked 
— I  am  an  obcdietit  son  of  the  Cburcb,  but  I  would  vole  for  resisting       g 
Popo  Alexander  the  Sixth,  as  our  fore&tbcrs  reaiated  Pope  Gregory  lb«  ^H 
Ekvtnth."  ■ 

"But^pitrdun  mc,  Messer  Doniiiiieo,"  said  Maccbtavelli,  sticking  lili 
tlinmbs  into  bU  bolt,  and  speaking  with  that  cool  enjoyment  of  vxpoailion 
wliiuh  eurnionnts  every  otlitr  foreo  in  diHOUBaion.  "  Have  you  correctly 
seized  the  Frutu's  [losiliou?  Huw  is  it  that  he  lins  become  a  lover,  aiid 
made  himself  woitli  attacking  by  an  acute  man  like  bis  Jlolinea  t 
Ikcatue  be  luis  got  the  eai'  of  liie  people :  because  be  givos  tbom  threat* 
and  pTomifes,  which  they  believe  come  »lra!ght  from  God,  not  only  about 
bell,  purgutory,  and  paradise,  but  about  Piea  and  onr  Great  ConnciL  Uut 
Uft  events  g«  ngniiiKt  him,  »o  an  to  abukc  the  people's  fu'ili,  atid  tbe  causa 
of  bin  [)i>we(  u  iil  be  the  c.tusc  of  bis  fall.    J  Iu  is  accumulating  tbrce  aprt« , 
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of  liatred  oa  Ids  bend — tlie  Iiali'cd  of  nvern^  mnnkini]  ftgainflt  «v^Ty  oivti 
who  iranta  to  la^  on  tliem  a  strict  yoke  of  virtue;  iho  hatred  of  the 
Mnniger  power*  in  Italy,  who  wunt  to  fnnn  Florence  for  llieir  own  pur- 
pt^tti  and  (lie  h&lreJ  of  the  people  to  whom  he  has  v«ntiitcd  to  )>TDniiE« 
good  in  thi>  Wdrld,  instead  of  confioing  hiH  promieM  to  the  llex^  If 
a  prophi-t  id  to  ki-ep  bin  power,  he  muBt  be  a  prophet  liko  Mahomet, 
nitb  an  army  U  liis  back,  that  when  the  people**  faith  i^  laliilinj*  it  mny 
bv  frightracd  into  lifu  ngain." 

"  Bitiber  sum  up  the  three  sorts  of  hatred  in  one,"  snid  Prnnceaco 
Cci,  impetuouMly,  "  and  any  hv  hiu  won  the  hatred  of  ull  men  who  hare 
scnae  and  bonesty,  by  inventing  hypocritical  lica.  His  pmpfrr  place  in 
omong  the  falfe  ptopbeta  in  thi:  Inl'urno,  whu  walk  with  tbvir  hcoda  turned 
bind  foreaioKl." 

*'  You  nje  loo  angry,  my  Ptanccsoo,"  «oid  Mncchinvclli,  smiling ;  "  yoa 
poe<a  ore  iipt  to  cut  the  utouda  In  yotir  wtatb.  I  am  no  votary  of  tbe 
FraCe**,  and  would  not  Iny  down  my  lilllc  linger  for  hii  vciucity.  But 
Tcracitf  is  a  plant  of  paradise,  and  the  seeds  hare  never  flourished  beyond 
tbo  walls.  Von  yonmplf,  my  FrnnccsicD,  tell  poetical  lii's  only  ;  partly 
compelled  by  the  potl'a  ftrvoui',  imrtly  to  please  your  audience;  but  you 
ohject  to  lias  in  prow.  Well,  the  I'mtc  differs  from  you  m  to  the  boundary 
of  poetry,  that's  nil,  Wlien  be  gets  into  the  pulpit  of  the  Duomo,  he  has 
III*  ServQur  nithin  him,  nod  without  bim  be  baa  the  audience  to  pleatc. 
Beeot" 

"  Von  are  somewhat  lax  there,  NiocoI6,"  said  Cemnini,  gravely.  "I 
myaelf  believe  in  the  Frale's  integrity,  though  I  dun'l  believe  !n  hi* 
propbeciets  and  as  long  na  his  integrity  is  not  dinprovcd,  trc  have  n 
poptiliu'  polity  strong  enough  to  protect  him  and  resist  foreign  ioter- 
fenooe." 

"A  party  tliat  sccmx  strong  enough,"  suid  Mncchiaveiti,  with  n  Khrujr, 

and  an  nlniuat  imperceptible  glance  towards  Tito,  who  was  abiindening 

rith  much  enjoyment  to  Ncllo's  combing  and  scenting.     "  But 

many  Medicenns  are  tliere  among  you  7     llow  many  who  will  not  ba 

tamed  rounj  by  n  prirute  grudge  F  " 

"  Aa  lo  the  Medlceans,"  said  Cennini,  "  I  believe  tlierc  U  very  little 
^tciuine  IVvling  leJl  on  behalf  of  the  Medici.  Who  would  ri«k  much  for 
Picro  de'  Medid7  A  few  old  slaimeb  friends,  perhapii,  like  Dernsrdo 
del  Nero;  but  ercn  tome  of  tho^tc  munt  connect<'<l  with  the  liimily  aro 
hearty  friends  of  the  popular  guverament,  and  would  exert  tliemselvea  for 
the  Frtte ;  I  was  talking  to  tiiannozto  l^icci  only  ■  little  while  ago,  and 
I'm  oonTinoed  ibcru'a  nothing  be  would  set  bis  tacc  against  more  ihnn 
against  any  nttempt  to  alter  the  new  order  of  things.*' 

"  You  are  right  there,  Kli'.iier  Domen!c(i,"  uid  Tito,  with  a  laughing 
■neanltig  in  bit  eyoi^  as  ho  rose  from  the  sbaving-chair;  "and  I  fanoj 
the  tender  pamon  came  in  aid  of  hard  theory  iberc.  1  nm  persuaded 
there  waa  aome  Jealoaty  at  tbe  bottocn  of  Giaiitioiio'a  altenatioti  Irom 
Fiero  ik'  Medid ;  uba  so  amiabl«  a  crcatura  as  be  would  never  feci  the 
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bittwaow  he  somoiimu  allows  to  etc&pe  bim  in  thai  qiurter.    Uo  w«e  in 
llu)  pniousiun  with  you,  I  tuppoK  T  " 

"  Nu,"  luid  Conniiii ;  "  hv  ix  at  bU  vilk — went  there  three  days  a^." 
1'iU>  Wiu  Mltling  his  cap  and  glnndng  down  at  his  aplwbed  hioM  m  !f 
he  bardlj  bccded  th«  nnavrcr.  In  reaUty  lie  bod  obtaiiwd  a  mucb-dcaiMd 
piece  of  infofmaiioa.  He  Ii^d  at  that  luomeat  ia  bia  MurKlla  a  cruslicd 
gold  nag  wliich  be  Imd  ctigagnd  to  deliver  to  Giatinoiio  I*ucci.  lie  had 
received  it  from  aa  «nvoy  of  FJero  dc'  Itlodici,  whoiu  Im  bad  tidileji  out 
of  hia  wa^  tu  taixt  at  Cortaldo  on  tbu  Siena  rood.  Since  I'uccj  waa  ant 
in  tho  town,  be  vould  seat)  the  ring  by  Kre  Micbclo,  a  CaitbisMii  lay 
brutlier  in  the  xcrvicc  of  tbu  M«dic«aQii,  and  the  reueipt  uf  that  nign  would 
bring  Pucci  back  to  bear  llie  vcTbal  port  of  Tito'a  miatioa.

Tito,  laughing  with  the  rcat  aa  Nello  looke<)  at  himself  tngically  in  th« 
hnnd-TDirror,  made  n  sign  of  Jiirewcll  lo  the  company  generally,  and  took 
bia  df^purturc. 

"  Vol  of  our  old  Piero  H  Coainio'a  mind,"  Kud  Francesco  Cei.  "  I  ioa\ 
h.-ilf  lik<!  MiJutna.  That  trick  of  smiting  gela  stronger  than  cver-^na 
vender  he  baa  lines  about  the  inoutb." 

"  Hc'a  loo  succiai«ru!,"  siiiJ  MuKtbiavelli,  playfully.  "  Tm  sure  there's 
icmstliitig  wrong  about  him,  elw;  be  wouldn't  have  that  secrrtaryihip.''

'•  Coni«,  apit  no  more  of  that  venom,  FrancMco,"  eaid  Kello,  geiting 
indtgoaot,  "elsi:  I  iJiali  comudtr  it  a  [lublic  dulj  to  out  your  lioir  awry 
the  next  licno  I  get  you  under  my  »cis»ors.  That  tUiry  of  The  Btolcn 
jvtrda  nui  a  lie.  Bvriiitrdo  RuudUI  and  tlic  Ui'^ujfiueut  Eight  km-n  all 
about  it.  The  nmu  was  a  dnngcroiw  modmitn,  mid  be  ma»  very  properly 
ki-(it  out  of  wiadiief  in  iiriuju.

TK.it  captain  of  swaggerers  would  like  tli<3 
republic  to  low  I'isa  jii*t  lor  tbc  chance  of  atcing  the  pcnplclcnr  tlio  fiocfc 
off  the  Fr»l«'h  back.  There  are  ftw  things  I  should  like  beiltr  thau  to 
we  him  play  the  part  of  Capo  d'  Oca,  who  went  out  to  th«  tounuuncat 
L    blowing  bia  tnimpeta  aud  leturned  with  lliem  iu  a  bug."

TuAT  erctiing,  when  it  wa»  dnrlc  and  threatening  rain,  Roniola,  returning 
with  Mam  and  the  lantern  by  ber  aide,  from  the  boapitui  of  Sim  Matteo, 
which  fih«  bad  visited  uflcx  vtsppin,  encountered  her  buHbninl  just  isiiuing 
friMn  the  niocuuitery  u(  Suu  Miirco.  Tito,  who  bad  goiiv  i>iil  again  thoitiy 
aftex  bU  anivnl  in  the  Via  dc'  Iliirdi,  and  bad  kch  littk  of  Itomola  during 
|h«  day,  ttnmediali-ly  jiroposed  to  ucccuipaiiy  bcr  hnme,  dtsniissing  Moao, 
whoMtliorl  Btepaannoyed  him.  It  was  only  usual  fur  bim  to  pay  her  luch 
on  oflida]  aiivntiun  whui  it  waa  cbvioualy  dcniuuded  from  liim.  Tito  and 
fiomobi  never  jarred,  nevei'  remonalrutcd  with  each  other.  Tliey  were  luo 
Iwpelewly  alienated  in  their  inner  lif«  ever  to  have  that  coittcjtt  which  is 
aa  cObtt  towards  agreement.  Tliey  talked  of  all  afiiilr«,  public  and  |>riTalv, 
with  careful  adherence  to  an  adopli'd  coiirac.  If  Tito  wanted  a  supper 
prcparid  in  lh«  old  library,  now  pleaMinlly  furnished  aa «  buiiiueting- 
rooin,  Koniota  Mamtod,  and  taw  tliut  everything  needful  woa  done ;  and 
Tito,  an  hb  aide,  Idl  her  codrcly  aacr>nlrotl«d  in  her  dtuly  baltit^  accept- 
ing the  help  abe  offered  him  in  traiiacrilMDg  oi  making  digeeta,  and  iu 
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tVUirn  niecrirg  litr  c<Mij*cluiwl  irnnt  of  Bup|jIiofl  for  lier  clinritif:*.  Tet  lie 
conKtuDtly,  nit  on  tbw  very  morning,  Rvoidcd  csclinnging  glxncee  with 
hor  i  nfTtcicJ  to  beliuve  tlial  nhe  wus  out  of  liii-  Lousp,  in  order  to  ftroid 
wrking  her  in  licr  own  rocni ;  nnd  plnyfiilly  nitiibuip]  to  lier  a  {mutual 
prtfi-rencc  of  hoIiIucJi;  to  Lis  Kjuit-ly. 

In  tl.c  fir*t  nrilour  of  hvT  wlfconqiicBl,  iift<T  flic  LaJ  renoutlccd  bet 
ivHoIuiioii  uf  flighl,  Ituuiola  tiHi]  rnu<le  uinny  liiniil  ulTorli  lowunla  tlie 
Rttini  of  A  frnnk  rcintion  bitwci'n  thriii.  liut  to  hrr  rnicli  n  rc-Intion 
could  onlj-  conn^  by  open  speech  about  ilieJr  (tiffi.-ri-iK.-'.-s,  ami  tbe  nitcmpt 
to  nrrivff  at  a  moral  uiidiintaiiding ;  wliilo  Tito  could  only  be  wved  from 
alienaljou  from  her  by  sucti  a  rocOTcryol'bcr  cfTurive  tendome«8SB  wonid 
have  supposed  oblivion  of  ihdr  ilifli-ivincoj".  TTc  cared  for  no  eX]>lan«lioQ 
bctwi.'cn  thi-m  j  hn  fi-ll  any  ihoroiii;!i  L-xjiIanatiun  iropossible :  lie  would 
havo  cared  to  have  Konmla  fond  ngnin,  and  to  her,  fondnos  vests  impo*- 
dhlc  6bc  could  be  mibmisure  and  gentli>>  >Jie  could  repress  auy  sign  of 
Ti'puIsioQ;  but  tendrmewt  waa  not  to  be  feigned.  She  w«  Iwlplcul^ 
couflcloud  of  the  reeutl :  ber  hiiBbiind  viaa  nlieuala:!  from  her. 

It  wa«  an  additional  ri^nson  vby  she  ehould  he  carefully  t:<-pt  otitsidft 
of  aecrei*  which  he  would  in  no  case  have  choMn  to  comniuuicate  to  her. 
With  ngard  to  hia  political  action  he  eonght  to  eonvjiioe  her  that  he  con- 
Bidtred  tlie  cause  of  tho  Medid  hopelcat;  and  lliut  on  tliat  pmctical 
grotmd,  aa  well  ns  in  theory,  he  heartily  sen-id  thn  popular  gOT«mm«iit, 
in  which  Bhe  had  now  a  warm  interest.  But  imprendoDs  niihtle  a*  odour* 
made  her  uncnxy  about  lii.i  relaliona  willi  Sun  Marco.  Slio  was  Bainfuliy 
divided  between  the  dread  of  seeing  any  tvidenoe  to  aroinie  her  iiijKpictcniis 
and  the  impulse  to  watch  left  nny  barm  tliould  come  thai  die  might  bavu 
nncntcd. 

As  they  wallnd  tt^thcr  ihia  cicning,  Tiio  said: — "  'ITie  businen  of 
the  diiy  ia  not  yet  quite  ended  for  me.  I  «1iall  conduct  you  (o  our  door, 
niy  Jlomnia,  and  then  I  mtiat  fulfil  nnotlicr  comraiMion,  which  will  take 
ine  an  hour,  perhaps,  before  I  can  return  and  rest,  as  I  very  much  need 
to  do." 

And  then  he  tnlkt'd  nmusingly  of  what  ho  bad  fccn  at  Pita,  udIII 
lh<y  were  clone,  upon  n  loggia,  uoar  whidi  there  hung  a  lamp  bcfoio  a 
picture  of  the  Yirgin.

With  that 
walci-fuln<.-«  to  the  fntnlcil  indication  which  belongs  to  a  mind  |>abilually 
in  ft  Slate  of  camion,  Tito  had  delecltd  by  the  glimmer  of  iho  lamp  that 
the  lendiu-  of  tho  advauuing  group  won:  n  red  feather  and  a  jittering 
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fword-Iiill — lo  fact,  was  almort  t!ic  Inirt  pcnion  in  tlip  woilil  ho  would 
haT<!  clioam  to  mctt  at  iliie  hour  with  liomoln  by  liia  ud«.  llu  bud 
alreadj  during  thn  dnjr  bnd  otic  luomi^ntous  interview  with  Dolfo  Spini, 
and  lite  busin^^M  lie  )iad  6j>ok(;n  of  to  Komobi  «  yvt  to  be  done  w.i*  ■ 
■eoond  interview  with  thnt  pcrsoniigc,  a  seqneiie«  of  lb«  viidt  be  bad  pail 
al  San  Marco.  T{to>  by  a  Jong  prcconccrtud  p!an,  bnd  been  the  bearer 
of  tcttcre  to  Savonarola — cnrcfally  foiled  leiiL-t«,  one  of  tli«iii,  by  % 
atratagcm,  bearing  the  ttry  Bignalurc  and  tt«I  of  th«  Cnidinnl  of  Napl«*, 
ifae  Cardinnl  who  bad  tntM  excited  liia  influence  at  Kome  in  fnvour  of 
tbc  Fnile.  The  purpoit  of  the  letters  vias  to  stiile  ibat  tlie  Cardinal  wsa 
Ml  h»  progrcn  from  Pi*a.  and,  unwilling  for  atrong  rcnaona  to  enter 
JHonnoe,  yet  desiious  of  taking  counsel  with  Savoaarolu  at  tbln  difficult 
junolurc,  inl<-nded  to  pnuae  tbia  very  day  at  8i>n  CaiciaQO,  about  ten  milea 
(rotn  iho  city,  whence  Ije  woidd  ride  out  the  next  morning  in  the  plain 
gsrb  of  a  print,  and  meet  Savonarola,  na  if  cixuaily,  five  luilea  on  the 
FloTGnc«  road,  two  hours  after  Bunrue.  The  plot,  of  wliidi  thwe  forgtid 
kttcra  were  the  initial  atcp,  waa  that  r>olfo  Hpiai  wiih  n  band  of  his 
Com/Mij7na<:ci'  was  to  be  posted  i»  ambush  on  tbu  roud,  at  a  lotit^ly  ipot 
■bout  five  mile*  from  the  gates;  that  he  irngi  to  aeize  Savonaiola  with  the 
Dotninican  brother  who  would  accompany  him  iiccording  to  rule,  aud 
deliver  him  over  to  a  wnnll  detachment  of  Milanese  home  in  readinoM 
near  San  CMcinno,  by  whom  be  was  to  be  ciirrivd  into  Ibe  Botnan 
territory. 

There  wBi  a  alrong  chance  that  the  prticlrating  Fiale  wottid  auspect  a 
trap,  and  dedioe  to  incur  the  riak,  which  he  had  for  aomo  lime  avoided, 
of  g^ii%  beyond  the  city  wnlta.  Even  wlien  he  prt-ached,  hi>  friends 
held  it  mccwary  that  he  should  be  attended  by  an  armed  guard  ;  and 
here  he  waa  called  oa  to  commit  hiiii*elf  to  a  colitary  rood,  witli  no  other 
■ttendant  tlian  a  fdlow  nionk.  On  tliiii  ground  llic  minlinnm  of  time  liiid 
bo«B  givcD  biio  for  decifioii,  and  the  elianco  in  favour  of  hi»  acting  on 
tlie  kUera  wru,  that  the  eugemens  with  which  his  mind  was  set  on  the 
combining  of  inteteita  within  a&d  without  the  Church  towards  the  pro- 
curing of  n  General  Council,  and  nUo  tbe  expcutatjon  of  immcdiato  icrvicu 
from  the  Cardinal  in  the  actual  juncture  of  hia  contest  wIiR  the  Pope, 
would  triumph  over  hia  abrcwdnetis  aod  caution  in  the  brief  apace  allowed 
fiir  delibonilioti. 

Tito  bad  had  an  aadiencc  of  Snvoiurola,  hating  declined  to  put  the 
lotlvrs  into  any  hands  but  his,  and  witb  consummalo  art  bad  admitted  that 
incidentally,  and  by  inference,  he  wa*  able  *o  for  to  coiijcctuie  their  pur- 
poft  a»  to  believe  they  referred  to  a  rendczvouH  outoiiie  the  gates,  in 
whicli  caac  he  urged  that  the  Frnte  should  seek  an  armed  guard  from 
the  Signoria,  and  offered  hia  KTrtcea  in  carrying  the  request  with  tli« 
yimMt  privacy.  Savonarola  bad  replied  briefly  that  tbii  vra»  impotuible  : 
an  armed  guard  wu  incompatible  wiili  privacy.  He  spoke  with  a  flxilittig 
«je,  and  Tito  fell  convinced  thai  be  meant  to  incur  the  liak. 

Tito  hinuclf  did  not  much  care  for  ttie  remit.     He  tnanaced  bis 
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afliitn  BO  cleverly,  thai  ftll  reaulta,  be  oonffldered,  must  tnrn  to  hts  advan- 
tage. Whiohever  party  oame  ttppennoat,  he  wu  secure  of  fkroar  and 
money.  That  is  an  indecorously  naked  itatement ;  the  fiict,  clothed  as 
Tito  habitually  clothed  it,  vaa  that  hii  aonte  mind,  discerning  the  equal 
faoUoirnen  of  all  parties,  took  the  only  rational  coarse  is  making  them 
mbserrient  to  his  own  interest. 

If  Savonarola  fell  into  the  eau«,  there  were  diam<mds  In  question  and 
papal  patronage ;  if  not,  Tito's  adroit  agency  had  strengthened  his  position 
with  SaTcnarota  and  with  Spini,  while  any  confidences  he  obtained  from 
them  made  him  the  more  valoable  as  an  agent  of  the  Mediceans. 

But  Spini  was  an  inconrenieDt  coUeagae.  He  had  cunning  enougfa  to 
delight  in  plots,  but  not  the  ability  or  self-command  neoeaBftry  to  so 
complex  an  effect  as  secrecy.  He  frequently  got  excited  with  drinlcing,  for 
even  sober  Florence  had  its  "  Beoni,"  or  topeni,  both  lay  and  clerical,  who 
became  loud  at  taverns  and  private  banquets  ;  and  in  spite  of  the  agree- 
ment between  him  and  Tito,  that  their  pnblie  recognition  of  each  other 
■hould  invariably  be  of  the  coolest  sort,  there  was  always  the  possibility 
that  on  an  evening  encounter  he  would  be  suddenly  blurting  and  affec- 
tionate. The  delicate  sign  of  casting  the  beechelto  over  the  lefl  shoulder 
was  understood  in  the  morning,  but  the  strongest  hint  short  of  a  threat 
might  not  suffice  to  keep  off  a  fraternal  grasp  of  the  shoulder  in  the  evening. 

Tito's  chief  hope  now  was  that  Dolfo  Spin!  Had  not  caught  ught  of 
him,  and  the  hope  would  have  been  well-founded  if  Spini  had  had  no 
clearer  view  of  him  than  he  had  caught  of  Spini.  But  himself  in  shadow, 
he  had  seen  Tito  illuminated  for  an  instant  by  the  direct  rays  of  the 
lamp,  and  Tito  in  his  way  was  as  strongly- marked  a  personage  as  the 
captain  of  the  Compagnaeci.  Romola's  black  shrouded  figure  had 
escaped  notice,  and  she  now  stood  behind  her  husband's  shoulder  in  the 
comer  of  the  loggia.     Tito  was  not  leA  to  hope  long. 

"  Ha  1  my  carrier-pigeon  I "  grated  Spioi's  harsh  voice,  in  what  he 
meant  to  be  an  under-tone,  while  his  hand  grasped  Tito's  shoulder ; 
"  what  did  you  run  into  hiding  for  ?  You  didn't  know  it  was  comrades 
who  were  coming.  It's  well  I  caught  sight  of  you ;  it  saves  time.  What 
of  the  chase  to-morrow  morning?  Will  the  bald-headed  game  rise?  Are 
the  falcons  to  be  got  ready?" 

II'  it  had  been  in  Tito's  nature  to  feel  aa  access  of  rage,  he  yrovlA  have 
felt  it  flgainat  this  bull-faced  accomplice,  unfit  either  for  a  leader  or  a  tool- 
His  lips  turned  white,  but  his  excitement  came  from  the  pressing  difficulty 
of  choonng  a  safe  device.  If  he  attempted  to  hush  Spini,  that  would 
only  deepen  Romola's  suspicion,  and  he  knew  her  well  enough  to  know 
that  if  some  strong  alarm  were  roused  in  her,  she  was  neither  to  be 
nlenced  nor  hoodwinked ;  on  the  other  hand,  if  he  repelled  Sptni  angrily 
the  wine-breathing  compagnaecio  might  become  savage,  being  more  ready 
at  resentment  than  at  the  divination  of  motives.  He  itdopted  a  third 
course,  which  proved  that  Romola  retained  one  sort  of  power  over  him 
—the  power  of  dread. 
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He  pressed  her  hand,  u  if  inteadbg  n  hint  to  h«r,  and  jud  in  agood- 
hnmoured  lone  of  comradeship,^ 

"Yes,  my  DoUb,  you  may  prepare  in  all  secnrity.  But  take  no 
tnim|iets  with  jon." 

"Don't  be  afraid,"  said  Spini,  a  Utile  piqued.  "No  need  to  play 
Ser  Socceiitc  with  oie.  I  know  where  the  devil  keeps  his  tail  as  well  as 
yon  do.  What  I  ho  swallowed  the  bait  whole  7  The  prophetio  now 
didn't  scent  the  hook  at  all  7  "  he  went  on,  lowering  his  tone  a  little, 
with  a  blundering  senee  of  secrecy. 

"  The  brute  will  not  be  satisfied  till  he  has  emptied  the  bag,"  thought 
Tito ;  but  aloud  he  said, — "  Swallowed  all  as  easily  as  you  swallow  a  cup 
of  Trebbiano.  Ha !  I  see  torches :  there  must  be  a  di^  body  ooming. 
The  pestilence  has  been  spresding,  I  Lear." 

"  SutTocution  1  I  hate  the  sight  of  those  biers.  Good-night,"  said 
Spini,  hastily  moring  olF. 

The  tordies  were  reaUy  eoming,  but  they  preceded  a  church  dignitary, 
who  was  returning  homeward  ;  the  suggeaCiun  of  the  dead  body  and  the 
pestilence  was'Tito's  device  for  getting  rid  of  Spini  without  telling  him  to 
go.  Tiic  moment  he  bad  moved  away,  Tito  turned  to  Homola  and  said, 
quietly,— 

"  Do  not  be  akrmed  by  anything  that  hutia  has  said,  my  Romola. 
We  will  go  on  now :  I  think  the  rain  has  not  increased." 

She  was  quivering  with  indignant  resolution  :  it  woa  of  no  use  for 
Tito  to  speak  in  that  unconcerned  way.  She  distrusted  every  word  he 
could  utter. 

"  I  will  not  go  on,"  she  said.  "  I  wilt  not  move  nearer  home  imlil  I 
have  some  security  against  this  ti'eacliery  being  perpetrated." 

"  Wait,  at  \eaat,  until  tlieae  torches  have  passed,"  auid  Tito,  with 
perfect  Belf-command,  but  with  a  new  rising  of  dielike  to  a  wife  who  this 
time,  lie  foresaw,  niight  have  the  power  of  thwarting  Lim  in  spite  of  the 
htisbiind'g  prtdciini nance. 

The  torches  passed,  with  the  Vicario  dell'  Arcivescovo,  and  duo 
revtrence  was  done  by  Tito,  but  Romola  saw  nothing  outward.  If  for 
the  defeat  of  tliis  trcuchery,  in  which  she  believed  with  all  the  force  of 
lon^r  presentiment,  it  had  been  necessary  at  that  moment  fur  her  to  spring 
on  her  Imsbund  and  hurl  herself  with  him  down  a  precipice,  she  felt  as  it 
she  coniJ  have  done  it.

Eiiid  'I*ilo,  with  a  slight  luuch  of  contempt,  which  was  the  vent  of  his 
annoyance j    "since  the  truth  ia  precisely  that   over  which  you  have 
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nuwt  leojon  lo  ngoi«e — luuiicljr,  that  tnj  luioiriiig  a  |ilot  oT  Spniii'a 
enablee  tn«  lo  secure  the  Frale  fiom  foUiug  a  victim  to  iu" 

"  What  U  the  plot?" 

"  That  I  decline  lo  tell,"  kuA  Tito.  "  It  is  enoagfa  tkat  ibe  Frale's 
mrcty  will  be  B«rarcd." 

"It  i»  a  plot  for  drairiog  kin  oBtMde  Ui*  gataa  that  gpini  11117 
nnuder  hini.'' 

"  There  bu  boon  do  ioteiitioD  of  murdw.  It  is  iiiBpIy  a  plot  finr 
compclliiig  him  to  ohcy  the  Pop«'ii  iiunimoni  to  KociMi.  Bat  aa  I  aerTt 
the  popular  govemmwit,  and  think  the  fntn't  prchnce  here  is  a  accot- 
niy  utans  of  toaititnining  it  nt  pracnt,  I  choc«e  to  prprent  hia  departure. 
You  aay  go  to  iil«q>  with  eulJre  taae  of  mind  to-night." 

I'oT  A  moment  liomoln  was  ail«nt.  I'bcn  nhe  aiid,  ia  a  roico  of 
anguith,  "  Tllo,  it  ts  of  no  use :  I  have  no  belief  in  you." 

She  could  ju>t  diKcrm  his  action  a*  he  shn^ed  hia  elMuldeni,  and 
^ircad  out  lu«  palnm  in  uleoce.  That  cold  dislike  which  is  the  aDg«r  of 
nnimpassioQcd  beings  waa  hardening  ivilhin  )iim. 

"  If  the  Frale  leaves  the  city- — ^if  any  harm  happm«  to  him,"  said 
Bomola,  after  a  slight  pause,  in  n  n«w  tone  of  iudignaut  rMolulion, — "  I 
will  declare  what  I  have  bcnrd  to  the  ^gnorta,  uid  you  will  be  dUgmccd. 
Wliat  if  I  am  your  wife  7  "  she  went  on,  impetuously ;  "  1  will  be  dta- 
graced  with  you.  If  wc  arc  united,  I  tan  tbnt  part  of  you  chat  will  sara 
you  from  crime.     Others  Bhull  not  he  betrayed." 

"  t  am  (]uilo  aware  of  whnt  you  would  be  likdy  to  do,  auima  mia," 
said  Tito,  in  the  coolest  of  his  liquid  tones ;  "  therefore  if  you  have  a 
small  amount  of  reasoning  at  your  disfvoBal  just  now,  consider  that  if  you 
believe  me  in  nothing  elue,  you  tnny  believe  mc  when  I  (wy  I  will  take 
care  of  my»clf,  ami  not  put  it  in  your  power  to  ruin  me," 

"  Then  you  osture  me  that  the  Kraie  is  wained— h«  iriil  not  go  beyond 
the  gates  T  " 

"  Ue  shnll  not  go  beyond  the  gates." 

There  was  a  moment's  patmc,  but  diitrutt  wax  not  lo  be  expelled. 

"  I  will  go  bock  to  San  Marco  now  and  find  out,"  Itoniola  said,  making 
a  movement  forward. 

"  You  shall  not  I  "  uud  l^to,  in  a  bitter  whiapcr,  seixing  her  wriata 
with  all  his  tniucnlinc  force.  "  I  am  moater  of  you.  You  shall  not  set 
yourself  in  oppowtiim  to  me." 

Thera  were  paesers-by  approaching.  Tilo  Imi!  heard  tLtm,  and  that 
was)  why  he  (poke  in  a  whisper.  Romola  was  loo  coiitcioua  of  being 
mastered  to  have  Hlrugglcd,  even  if  she  hnd  remained  unconscious  tb-it 
witneuci  were  at  hand.  Bui  ahe  vias  awuru  now  of  footsteps  and  Toiccs, 
and  her  habitual  kdms  of  personal  dignity  made  her  at  once  yield  to 
Tito's  movement  towards  leading  her  from  the  loggia. 

They  walked  on  iu  silence  for  some  time,  uuder  the  small  drisxling 
rain.  The  first  rush  nf  indignation  and  alarm  in  Homola  had  begun 
to  give  way  to  more  complicated  feelings,  which  rendered  npee^  and 
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'■BBCNB  difficult.  Id  that  simpler  Btnte  of  vdiemenee,  open  oppoution 
to  llic  huHhand  from  wltom  ahe  ft-lt  her  soul  rovottiog,  liad  Imd  ihs 
vp«i:t  of  a  tcmptalion  for  bur;  it  tcumcd  tlie  caiiic!>t  of  all  couraeit. 
But  now  bubit*  of  Mlf-qumtionin?,  memories  of  impulse  subdu«d, 
nod  llial  proud  reserve  ivIiicU  all  diacipliiic  li;id  l<Jl  iiiitniiditicd,  bt^in 
to  etner]gD  from  iho  flood  ef  potiiion.  'llio  griwp  of  her  wrists,  which 
■Milled  her  busband'a  pbyaioal  predominance,  insteud  of  arousing  a  n«w 
lleteeDeu  in  livr,  lu  it  might  hnTc  done  if  Iter  impetuosity  bad  been  of 
•  more  vulgar  kind,  had  given  her  u  iiiomentaiy  ahuUdering  horror  nt 
this  form  of  contest  uith  him.  It  wnn  the  finit  time  ibnr  had  been  in 
dedsTcd  boetilil/  to  each  other  sinee  htr  lUgliC  and  rbtum,  and 
(h«  check  given  to  her  ordent  re^olntion  then  rctnincd  the  pnwcr  to 
arrest  her  now.  In  ibis  altered  coin3il!oii  her  mind  begau  lo  dwell 
on  the  F>rob«biUtic)i  that  would  mico  licr  from  nny  denprratc  course: 
Tilo  would  not  rink  betrnj'ul  by  hi-r;  whatever  had  been  his  original 
iniontion,  be  must  bo  detormined  now  by  the  fact  that  Hhe  knew  of  the 
ptoi.  Site  was  not  bound  now  to  do  auythiog  c-W  than  to  hang  over  him 
that  certainty  that  if  ha  deceived  her,  her  lips  would  not  be  closed. 
And  then,  it  was  poauible — yes,  ehe  muflt  eling  lo  ihat  posaibility  till  it 
was  di^iTOved — that  Tito  had  never  meant  to  aid  in  the  betrayal  of  th« 

Tit«,  en  his  ode,  was  busy  with  thoughts,  and  did  not  speak  again  till 
tliey  were  near  home.     Then  he  tutid — 

"Well,  RoBiola,  have  you  now  hsd  time  lo  recover  cnlmncsi?  If  so, 
you  can  supply  your  want  of  belief  in  me  by  a  little  rational  iufvience  : 
you  can  see,  I  premme,  that  if  I  had  had  any  intention  of  furthering  Spini's 
plot  I  *houId  now  be  awar«  that  tlie  pusieEsion  of  a  fair  Piag;noue  for  my 
wife,  who  kuows'tbo  secret  of  the  plot,  would  bo  a  (erious  obstacle  in 
my  way." 

Tito  assumed  the  (one  which  was  ju^t  then  the  easiest  to  him, 
ooqjectuiing  that  in  Itomola's  present  mood  pcrituuuvc  deprecation  would 
be  Icat  upon  her. 

"Ve*,  Tilo,"  she  said,  in  a  low  voice,  "  I  think  you  believe  tliat  I 
would  guard  the  Kcpublie  from  further  treachery.  You  arc  t^gbt  to 
believe  it ;  if  the  Frale  is  betrayed,  I  will  denounce  you."  She  paused  a 
ttoment,  and  tlwn  said  with  an  efToi-t,  "  But  it  was  not  so.  I  bare 
perivpa  spoken  too  hastily— you  never  meant  it.  Only,  why  will  you 
■MM  to  be  that  man's  comrade  T  " 

"  Such  rektions  are  inevitable  to  practical  men,  my  Itomolo,"  said 
Tilo,  gntilkd  by  discerning  the  struggle  within  her.  "  You  fair  creatures 
live  in  the  clouds.  Pray  go  to  rest  wiib  an  easy  heart,"  be  added,  opcnijig 
ibu  door  fui  ber. 
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Tbi  pressure  of  publio  opinion  Kema  at  length  likely  to  force  onr  Gorera- 
ment  into  some  important  meaaurea  of  reform  in  the  administrative 
departmenta  of  our  army.  It  has  been  announced  in  newspapers  supposed 
to  communicate  Miniiilerial  intentione,  that  "  the  pruning-kniie  "  is  about 
to  be  applied  in  earnest;  and  that  economy  ia  to  prevail  to  the  fullest 
extent  conuatent  with  public  safety.  That  our  army  cannot  with  safetj 
l>e  reduced  in  its  numerical  strength,  seems  to  be  the  conviction  of  all 
persons  competent  to  f'-rm  a  correct  apinioa  on  the  subject;  but  while  the 
rank  and  lile  remain  undimioiabed,  large  and  important  reductiona  may  be 
efleoted  in  its  cost ;  first,  by  reducing  ibe  staff  appointments,'  by  lessening 
the  number  of  rc^mental  officera,  and,  above  all,  by  a  new  organization  of 
the  department  charged  with  its  clothing  and  equipment.  The  proporUon 
p!  officers  to  men  in  the  French  service  is  about  one  to  twenty-seven  in 
time  of  peace,  and  one  to  forty,  at  least,  when  tbe  regiment  takes  tiie  field. 
In  oura,  it  is  the  same  in  peace  or  war — namely,  one  officer  to  nineteen 
men.  No  one  will  pretend  to  say  that  the  French  army  is  inefficient 
irom  went  of  officers.  Why,  then,  should  not  tbe  same  relative  propor- 
tions form  the  rule  in  ourat  The  late  Lord  Herbert  once  asserted  in  the 
Jfouse  that  the  proportion  of  officers  to  men  waa  greater  in  the  French 
than  in  ihe  Briiibh  service ;  but  he  based  his  calculation  on  the  number 
.of  soldiers  generally  present  at  head-quarters  in  time  of  peace,  excluding 
the  large  number  always  absent  on  conge,  and  altogether  ignoring  the  great 
numerical  augmentation  of  the  companies  in  time  of  war,  or  when  tbe 
regiment  goes  on  foreign  service,  while  the  cadre  of  officers  remains  unda 
all  circumstances  the  same.  But  it  is  in  the  War  Department  that  the  most 
serious  abuses  still  exist.  It  b  in  that  department  that  political  jobbeij 
has  been  of  late  years  rampant — jobbery  concealed  under  the  cloak  of 
some  admitted  improvements — but  jobbery  all  the  Esme,  when  we  find 
that  reforms  stopping  far  short  of  the  point  to  which  they  might  have  ' 
been  fairly  pushed  have  been  accompanied  by  the  creation  of  unnecessary 
and  highly  paid  offices,  which  swallow  up  nearly  all  the  pecuniary 
benefits  derived  from  their  adoption. 

As  our  object  in  this  ortide  b  to  point  out  to  those  who  have  the

flguret  to  Bapport  tltem  from  tlie  French  and  F.nghth  buc!g«ift  of  I862-G3. 
Ttii.-  criilit  t;ikeii  in  that  yviLr  in  Fmnce  Tur  an  active  army  of  400,000 
men,  and  a  retcm:  amaanttng  at  thia  moment  to  160,000  well -disciplined 
aotdien  of  all  arma,  with  105,000  hoTHU  (inclndtng  19,000  lent  out  to 
UrtDfta),  waa  14,309,000/. ;  while  the  credit  tuki^n  in  the  Engliah  bodgfll 
Ibr  tli<!  mainlvnanco  of  145,460  ni«n  and  14,116  boraea,  amouctMi  tO 
15,189,879/-'  (iton-cfft*li»c  in  tiolh  wriiec*  inchi'Jpd);  that  ta  to  aayt 
w«  pay  over  half  a  miltiun  mor«  moeuy  for  one-fourth  ttie  number  of  mm 
and  about  on«-«er«nth  the  number  of  hor«ea. 

Il  ia  peifbctly  wtll  known — indeed,  it  was  openly  Rtated  during  the 
debiile  in  the  L^fialative  AHombly — tliftt  the  iiunibirr  of  mm  eatim.-iltJ 
tor  in  iho  bu<!grt  by  no  meana  reprcsi-nted  flip  real  Btrcngih  of  the  Frtuch 
nrmy.f  From  50,000  (o  70,000  men  are  continually  on  tong/,  who  receive 
no  pay,  and  who  are  available  for  active  Mrvice  at  ii  day'a  notice;  >0 
tbal,  including  tboM  soldiers  who  cost  the  country  nothing,  and  th« 
ren-rv«K,  whii^h  am  pirfvotly  wrll  drilled  and  complptcly  equipped,  th« 
a<nual  atrength  of  tbe  French  army  must  conn'derably  exceed  €00,000  men. 
And  tliii*,  at  tho  fint  ttvp  of  our  infjuiriet,  we  find  thnl  KnglHod  payt 
mtrf.  by  half  a  nUlien  for  the  maintenanee  of  hw  compamtively  Miiall 
military  forc-T  than  Fmno*  does  for  the  inpporl  of  her  moM  efficient  and 
ipfvndidly  appointed  army, /our  times  tha  atrenglb  of  the  British  one. 

Tbia  enormon*  diaproportion  bMaccn  ihc  oxpcnan  of  the  two  armiet 
omitot  be  Booounted  Ibr  by  the  difference  of  cost  between  an  enforced 
and  a  Toiuntary  enrolment ;  nnr  yet  1^  the  dilTtrrenoe  hi  the  amount  uf 
pay,  which  ia  gcealcr  in  our  aervice.  We  muat,  therrfore,  teek  an 
espianation  of  tli«  c«um»  which  produce  it  in  the  details  of  tlie  respectiT« 
eaiiEnatea ;  and  on  eotnparing  ibe  ilema  which  go  to  form  ih«  grosa  buM, 
WD  oan  be  at  no  lorn  to  diaoortr  whero  unprofitable  outlay  entails  itkereaatd 
taxation.  Tbe  coat  of  adminialration  in  the  French  army  (ny  ef 
600,000  men  and  104,000  horws)  i*  95,50CI.;  while  in  the  English  army 
of  145,'t&0  men  and  14,11<I  honKs  it  araounta  to  201,833/.,  the  outlay 
under  thia  head  being  mora  than  doable  in  our  army  what  it  is  ia  tha

Jiutici:  in  the  French  nnnjr  coots  48,241'.,  whilo  in  tbe  Engltnh  nrmj, 
M  inferior  in  slrenglh,  its  vxpwic  umoaiil*  to  58,706/.  The  in_v»teri««  <tf 
thtfatware  profound — wo  shnll  not  altempt  to  fhthoin  them;  btit  ntrcljr 
aaiat  one  of  the  mnay  hurnnlura  who  litivt  aeuis  io  the  Uoiise  of  ComiiionB 
should  be  itble  to  throw  light  upon  the  subject,  aoi  aaoerMin,  for  public 
ultiirautiun,  by  nhiit  moiiia  the  cost  of  Iiw  for  the  sinaU  Eoglinb  ■rrojr 
IB  worked  up  to  a  greater  &uni  ihAn  is  expcDded  in  the  so  much  man 
numeromi  nnny  uf  Frnnce. 

The  niiliury  colleges  ore  nipported,  and  an  admirable  compulroiy 
■^ittem  of  education,  cnibnit^iiig  reuding,  writing,  geography,  kod  lan- 
gongea,  with  enough  of  aciintiiic  knowledge  to  Ht  the  tnan  who  profits 
by  it  fur  ounimaiKl,  and  iucludiu^  iiiBtruoiiou  iu  fencing,  danciDg,  and 
gymiinsticis  in  iidminixirrcd  in  the  French  rrgimcntu,  itt  an  expcoao  (all 
materials  incliKled)  of  09,205/.,  while  in  the  Knglish  aervice  the  col- 
lege*, and  u  v«ry  defective  primary  one,  coat  the  oountrj,  for  a  raatty 
Binallcr  number  of  scholars,  the  astounding  sam  of  ${H*,288i.  TIi« 
syitcm  of  tilucalion  adopted  iu  the  Frrndi  army  combines  cffidency 
wilh  chenpncss.  Tlie  !>iatT  required  for  its  adininialraljon  and  suprrvixion 
is  found  witliiu  the  regiments  tht^nitelvc*.  Both  the  primary  and  superior 
schooUnre  placed  under  the  siiporintcndencoof  a  lienl«iant,wbo  perft^ins 
no  other  duly.  He  is  numed  by  the  colonel,  and  must  bo  not  onlj  n  man 
posaessod  of  li(orory  acquirement s,  but  also  hare  iLe  gift  of  imparting 
inslruction  to  his  pupils.  He  is  assisted  by  "  monitors  "  of  his  own 
selection,  taken  from  amongst  the  most  advanced  aoholani,  wh«  reecivv 
pecuniary  rewards  proportionBt«  to  tbdr  profidency  and  attention,  and 
whose  good  conduct  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  innira  the  insertion 
of  iheir  names  in  ihc  regimental  order  of  the  day,  and  so  strcuroa  ibeir 
promoiioii.  Tlifre  are  "primary  "  and  "superior  schools"  in  every  Tegi- 
meiit.  JiMkding,  wt'iiiiig,  and  arithmetic  are  taught  in  the  former — tha 
lirat  year's  course  in  the  latter  compriies  arilhnictic,  geometry,  and  auS- 
tary  administralion,  and  ihc  srcond  year's,  geography,  history,  a  fere^ 
hinguage  (German  or  Engliah),  fortilicatioi>,  and  the  study  of  map*. 
Before  being  made  corporal,  the  French  soldier  must  be  perfect  iu 
the  Snt  lour  rules  of  arillituelic,  and  competent  to  write  qiiiekly 
and  correcily  from  dictation.  All  soldiers  are  compelled  to  attend  the 
•choots,  save  those  who  are  found  to  have  reccired  a  superior  educa< 
tion  already,  or  those  who,  after  a  three  months*  trial,  have  proved 
tkemsolTes  incapable  of  learning.  And  this  education,  whieh  haa  qnalj- 
fted  many  men  now  holding  high  military  rank  to  attain  ibcir  present 
poaitions,  is  afforded  to  the  entire  French  army,  and  7,000  **  enfants  de 
troupe"  besides,  for  the  modest  sum  (idl  materiaU  included)  of  99,iWU. 
When  the  vote  for  cduealiun  in  our  army  comes  before  the  Ilonse  this 
■eauon — no  doubt  ita  amount  will  tic  as  large  as  last  year — will  no  ODa 
of  the  profesapd  cconomials  take  the  trouble  <>{  demanding  how  this  rata 
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of  290,288'.  ha»  been  i>X])en<]ed  7  Th«  poopla  who  pny  it  shoatd  in 
jaitico  be  fully  inJormcil  botit  na  to  tlie  numb«n  who  aval)  tlieniKlvM 
o{  so  coMJ;  a  mode  of  instruction,  aod  as  to  the  prc>nciency  which  they 
hAv*  nwdc  undn*  it.  ShouM  it  hu  found  tlmt  thii  results  oblaiaed 
imdvr  our  regimental  iiyslem  nre  not  equal  to  ihoie  derived  from  th« 
French  one,  whil«  it*  expeoae  is  enormoiiRly  gronlcr,  nurcly  the  fonner 
ought  to  he  odoplitl  in  our  service.  The  chuuge  could  be  eaiSly  elTeeted, 
r»r  doubtlcM  aiuce  the  eBtabtishmeiit  of  prelintinsry  exaniinationo,  licu- 
ttnnnts  mny  be  found  in  our  rttgimentii,  bk  vrell  as  in  the  French  oneaj 
who  atv  coiupvlent  tu  direct  euch  n  simple  course  of  literary  inntniction. 
'Hie  aniiual  aaviiig  l^l^ecled  under  tlua  he.td  nlone  obould  amouat  to  *t 
Imt  200,000'. 

But  the  MTiitgi  which  ratiat  result  from  a  close  investi^lion  into  the 
lAymta  or  misrunngciiKMit  of  the  administration,  the  education,  and  law 
expeoses  uf  our  army,  though  consider.-iblc,  will  he  inngnilicimt  ia  com- 
parinon  with  thoM  which  may  be  enforced  with  advantage  in  the  clothing 
nod  store  branchea  of  the  War  Dcparlmeot,  where  ofliuixl  orgaoixation 
holds  oat  CTCry  inducement  to  vrnality  and  corruption,  if  it  doen  not 
KCttMlly  produce  then).  It  is  true  tlmt  oui-  troi>]M  arc  now  better  dressed 
than  ihey  used  to  bv  when  colonel* derived  their  iacoinesfrom  the  cribbings 
of  the  allowaiw.g  granted  by  the  country  for  the  clothing  of  it*  noldiem, 
and  when  army  clothicrH  grew  fat  on  the  residue  left  after  the  pickings 
of  the  ooloaal.  The  monopoly  of  a  lew  great  houses  in  the  accoutrement 
trade  is,  at  least  in  theory,  aboliahcd  by  what  is  called  open  competition. 
The  War  Department  does  not  now,  ns  it  used  to  do,  invariably  deal  with 
them  for  aiticlea  which  they  did  nut  manufaotuit;,  thus  pnying  double 
profits;  and  the  «y»lem  under  which  the  supply  of  a  regiment  waa 
obtained  by  the  sum  paid  the  colonel  for  his  pati'onage,  and  secured  by 
bribe*  given  subordinates  to  connive  at  the  rvcpplion  of  worthiest  goods, 
is  at  an  eud.  It  is  now  scarcely  worth  a  tradesman's  while  to  ccrrapt  » 
junior  clerk  by  presenta  or  hard  ca*h,  that  he  mny  profit  by  the  viola^on 
of  official  socrecy  ;  (or  he  can  no  l<in;^  cover  the  soldit^r  with  a  ipongy 
ng  which  absorbs  tho  rain,  instead  of  rciisting  it.  Those  arc  improve- 
ments which  we  frankly  admit  to  be  important,  but  we  maiutaiu  that 
much  more  may  be  done  to  aecure  reonomy  in  the  public  outliiy.  And 
to  sup^rt  OUT  asaertioi)  w«  cannot  do  belter  than  compare  the  expenses 
incamd  for  the  same  branches  of  the  public  service  in  England  and  in 
Frknee.  No  one  an^tutinl^  with  both  srmicn  will  dispute  the  fuct,  that 
in  poiot  of  fit,  ai>d  quality  of  material*,  the  uniform  of  the  French  is  &r 
•uperior  lo  that  of  tlie  British  soldier;  and  yet  wo  find  that  the  clothing 
cf  our  army  eoeta,  ha  round  numben,  597,8fii^,*  while  the  sum  appro- 
pmtcd  lo  tl>at  of  the  Fmicli  amji/our  times  its  strength,  if  (in  round 
miBbors)  only  STC.OOOJ. 

•  An  tKfMM  of  TI.MSf.  on  ths  atimslc*  uf  IS6l-r.S,  whilo  there  Is  a  diminution 
of  &94  la  the  rank  an>l  ti*  e(  the  annf. 
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To  Mcoont  for  &n  grett  reUtiv«  ditpsritj  of  expenditure,  it  will  tw 
necestaiy  to  inquire  into  the  organization,  cost,  and  mode  of  proceedlog  of 
the  official  staff  chai^d  with  the  direction  and  control  of  the  clothing 
department,  in  either  armie?.  At  each  of  the  gn^at  Goremnient  depOlfl 
of  France,*  "  commissions  "  are  appointed  to  inspect  the  atorvs  dtilirered 
under  coatrocta  entered  into  hy  the  Minister  of  War.  They  are  compoaed 
of  two  superior  officers  and  six  captaias,  all  belonging  to  regiments  wlio 
happen  at  the  time  to  comjnte  the  garrisons  of  the  towns  where  those 
dep6t8  are  established.  They  are  named  by  the  general  commanding  the 
deportment ;  their  appointment,  which  is  but  temporary,  cannot  exceed 
the  duration  of  one  year;  and  the  only  remnneradon  they  receire  fix 
their  services  is  a  gratuity  of  three  franca  (under  23.  Sd.)  for  each  Bitting 
at  which  they  are  present,  out  of  which  they  must  defray  all  expenses 
incident  on  their  attendance.  There  are  "commisuons"  lor  each  airn 
of  the  service,  and  their  duties  consist  principally  in  examining  the  cloth 
and  flannel  used  for  the  soldiers*  clothing.  The  tests  to  be  employed  in 
ascertaining  the  quolity  and  strength  of  the  cloth  and  soundness  of  the 
dye  are  specified,  to  the  most  minute  particular,  in  tlie  printed  book  of 
iostniccions.  The  chemicals  used  in  those  testa  are  furnished  them  ready 
prepared ;  the  method,  time,  and  diimtion  of  their  application,  aa  well  as 
the  efiects  which  they  should  produce,  are  pointed  out,  and  ander  no 
circumstances  is  any  dcrintion  from  the  prescribed  rules  pennitled;  so 
that  the  most  stupid  man  can  scarcely  commit  a  mistake,  or  the  most 
corrupt  one  an  injustice.  The  storekeeper  of  each  depOt  may  be  con- 
sulted, and,  in  case  of  marked  diversity  of  opinion,  the  aswatanee  of  an 
"expert,"!  named  for  the  occasion  by  the  military  "  sous-intendant" 
(commisBary-gcnem!),  may  be  had  recourse  to;  but  neither  storekeeper 
nor  expert  lins  any  right  to  vote,  or  even  to  be  present,  at  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  commiaaion,  five  of  whose  members  mnst  vote,  to  render  its 
proceedings  legal.  In  esse  the  majority  is  only  one,  the  "sotts-intendanc" 
has  a  right  to  vote,  and,  should  he  join  the  minority,  the  article  whose 
quality  is  disputed  must  be  rejected.  Shonld  the  decision  of  tbo  com- 
mission finally  condemning  the  article  be  objected  to  by  the  contractor, 
he  lias  a  right  of  appeal  to  a  tribunal  composed  of  three  arbitrators; 
one  named  by  the  commission,  another  by  the  mayor  of  the  commtine, 
and  the  third  by  the  contractor  himself.  They  must  be  all  chosen  from 
amongst  the  licensed  dealers  in,  or  manufiicturera  of,  the  description  of 
goods  rejected,  inhabiting  that  or  the  neighbouring  communes;  tie 
"  expert,"  who  has  already  given  an  opinion,  being  disqualified  to  act. 
The  arbitrators  arc  sworn  to  do  justice  by  the  "  sous-intendant ; "  the 
scaled  pattern  and  delivered  goods  are  submitted  to  their  inspection ;  the

coBunlssion  is  tvfnBOited  hy  one  of  lis  tii«iiibe»,  vrlio  autes  Ihe  causes 
of  TeJMlion;  the  contniclor  is  beard  in  r^I}';  the  arbitrators  then  d«- 
libonUe  in  jirirat^,  but  deotnrv  tbcir  dceixion  in  prcsmce  of  tbu  "  *cms- 
intcndant"  and  parli«s  int^rMlcd ;  eoob,  In  turn,  being  oblij-eil  to  etnte 
his  Kksons  for  the  verdiot  they  omrc  at,  which  in  dafinilive,  tlitrc  being 
norighlof  r>pi>mI. 

It  ahoulO  be  rcmarlcei]  that  no  article  can  be  inspected  by  the  com- 
tniwioo  which  hoa  not  the  name  of  the  Arm  under  whidi  the  eimtractor  ' 
tiMka  printttl  in  foil,  and  in  legible  iettirr*.  on  iu  front.  Independent  of 
the  comiDwiona  appointed  to  act  at  the  givat  Gon-rnment  drpi>tx,  thext 
is  in  eBidi  regiruent  a  "couiictl  d'ndminittratinn"  (ronncil  «>f  ndmiiiiMra- 
(icn),  eompOMd  of  ibo  colonel,  lientenant-wlonul,  n  "  ohai*  dc  bataillon," 
tim  major,  n  cnpliiin,  the  paymaster,  and  "capilainc  d'habillemMit "  (the 
edBcex  «iho  Goninianda  tite  company  conipoK^d  of  tailor*  and  thonmakcni, 
■nd  whi>  •npetinlcnds  tho  eqni]iment,  and  hiis  charge  of  the  re;;iiiiental 
norGa)>  The  "chef  de  batnillon  "  and  captain  are  cliiuigcd  rach  year, 
ot1i«r«  of  the  satae  ranh  takin*  thtir  places  So  ttim  of  acDlorlty.  Sub- 
OTdinalc  ta  t]i«  "  oonaeil  d'admiDistmtion,"  there  in  dio  a  "  conimiMloD,'' 
Miaposed  of  the  major — nrho  preaidcs,  but  has  no  vote — and  three  captains, 
thonen  by  the  c&platDi  of  tlie  regiment  fiom  amongst  thcmsnlTcs,  by 
ballot ;  the  duration  of  their  lime  of  ktvicc  is  limited  to  sfx  monttui,  and 
no  member  of  the  *'  conwU  d'adminbtration  "  can  belong  to  the  coniml*- 
lion.  B»ory  Kreoeb  regiment  ha*  it*  own  drpOt,  and  i»  authoriicd  to 
make  eonliacta  for  all  articles  it  may  require,  aave  for  doth,  which  la 
Invariably  moI  from  th«  (^ovi^nincnt  d«pftt«,  and  must  bo  receired  with- 
otit  raaminntioii,  when  bearitig  the  seal  of  the  aupcrior  commissiun.  The 
olo(}iiug  captaiit  (as  we  may  ctill  him)  talccs  bis  ntensurGt  tc  have  always 
ili  atOTv  a  «aflicient  lupply  of  uniformi  and  eiguipmiiita  to  niMt  any  emcr- 
gcnciea  ihut  may  arise>.  Wlien  it  is  necewary  to  iner^se  the  quantity  la 
hand,  be  make*  his  demnnd  of  the  major,  who  lays  hi«  irtntcTnent  before 
the  ootnnel,  by  whow  authority  tlie  "cDiiveil  d'aOuiiiiiatration "  ia  con- 
vened |  Ihey  decide  upon  the  deicription  and  amount  of  the  artlclca 
re^piircd,  aitd  tt  then  bcfconiei  the  duty  of  tlie  "  comnitssiou  "  to  procure 
and  inRpMt  thetn.  Along  with  a  aenlcd  pntfem  of  every  nrticlv  of  cqnip- 
meat,  which  is  iwver  permitted  to  leave  the  regimeula!  store,  then;  is  a 
tariff  of  pricem,  which  must  not  lie  exceeded.  Letters  nigned  bj'  each  of 
the  IIiTM  captains  urc  mmt  to  the  diflfcrcnt  acccuiremenl  maker*,  stating 
what  is  wanted,  and  d<.mfinding  to  know  their  priccj^  When  their 
aiuwen  arrive,  thi;  eontrnct  is  given  to  the  lowest  tender ;  and,  as  tlie 
oontrnctDrt  know  the  maximnm  price,  and  the  quaiity  which  wiil  post 
itispection,  th«re  ia  neither  diffioulty  nor  delay  in  terminating  lli«  trans- 
action. Tlie  ckitfa,  wilh  lining*,  fbr  the  number  of  uniforms  required  ia 
aest  dir«t  from  tho  Government  dcjiflt  to  the  legimcnlnl  itmaler- tailor, 
Hnder  whose  inspection  they  are  made  op  hy  the  tailors  belonging  to  "  th« 
company  of  woikm«n."  For  each  tunic  tha  maitcr-tailor  receives  threfl 
feiMi  (Km  thin  it.  M.),  rat  of  vbidi  he  ia  obli^d  to  provide  buttilns 
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and  tiimmingn,  nod  to  pny  the  man  who  make*  it  one  shilling  ;  for  the 
gR«t  cnat  lie  receives  cijuiraleal  to  ](.  lOJtf.,  out  of  wfaiub  he  buy> 
bulloni,  And  pnjs  tlic  ninkor  Vtt. ;  for  tli«  pantolooni  bo  receives  It.  Sof^ 
and  pnyR  Id.^  juid  for  the  foraging-oi^  ScL,  proriding  tli«  tuw),  and 
paying  ibc  workman  nbout  2\d.  Ereiy  soldier  is  joeasared,  and  aocu- 
intdy  littvd,  undirr  llic  inspection  of  tbo  clothing  eaptain,  whom  duty  ia 
limilL'd  ici  that  and  tli«  «operintond«DC<D  of  the  regimenbtl  etorea.  He 
'4|HX'  rcmiunn  with  the  dcpAl,  and  never  goea  on  active  service  with  lh« 
Hpftnt.  The  maator-shocmaker  purchases  the  leather  for  lli«  alioes^ 
iTbiui  am  mode  up  in  llie  n-giujeol;  he  reeoivee  5«.  per  pair,  and  pays 
6cf.  to  the  workman.  Tiic  gnitcrs  are  bought,  by  coniinct,  for  It.  Sd.  a 
pair ;  and  Ihc  Jarntierei  or  calf-piecea,  are  furniohcd  froni  the  Govera- 
inent  depots. 

The  etmpUcity,  economy,  and  effioicnoy  of  the  syatom  nbich  wo  liaTo 
thus  bi'iufly  deKribed  are  proTcd  by  the  re^mlia  which  it  pioduccs.  The 
French  aimy  is  unquestionably  the  best  etjuipped  in  Europe ;  the  only 
ullier  which  will  admit  of  comparison  is  our  own ;  and  the  figures  we  have 
alr^vtdy  (juoted  show  the  viut  dtitprojiorlion  between  the  outlay  of  each 
under  the  hmd  of  cloiliing  nlono.  But  the  umplicity,  econonny,  and 
cfrcctivencHS  of  the  French  sj-slem  are  not  the  only  pointa  in  which  it 
meriU  imitation  ;  under  it,  every  poMibtu  prccnulion  is  tnkcn  to  prevent 
the  possibility  of  bribery  or  corruption.  The  members  of  the  GoverD- 
mcnt  dcpAt  cammiasiona  ore  named  by  tho  general  commandiog  the 
departmt-nt,  who  la  perfectly  diunterested  in  hit  selection.  They  can 
only  «orvc  upon  them  for  one  year,  anil  it  may  bnpprn,  in  caw  of  change 
of  quarters,  thut  they  don't  serve  even  half  that  lime.  The  regincntel 
"consoil  d'adminiBlrnlion  "  (also  nnnunlly  rniowcd)  is  only  empowered  to 
detormine  on  the  <|uanlity  of  articles  required,  and  tliere  ita  duly  enda. 
The  task  of  procuring  and  inspecting  them  devolves  upon  the  "  eommb* 
sion,"  whose  acting  members,  the  three  capL.iinH,  are  dectcd  by  boUot  by 
the  ofGcen  of  ibeir  own  rank,  for  ttx  montht  onlt/.  Tlioy  may  saeoeed  in 
procuring  llie  requisite  supplies  at  a  price  below  the  maximum  fixed 
upon  by  the  Aliuisler  uf  War,  and  thus  eiTect  nn  economy,  but  they  can't 
exceed  it;  tliey  have,  in  fiict,  but  to  judge  the  quality  of  the  article* 
delivered;  and  that  the  persons  appointed  arc  competent  to  perform  their 
duties  in  that  respect,  ia  manifeslcd  by  the  result  of  their  labours.  Under 
a  system  of  continuatly  changing  agents,  it  would  be  abaurd,  even  were 
it  practicable,  to  attempt  corruption:  the  man  bribed  to<day  might  be 
replaced  by  another  tomorrow,  and  no  profit  derived  from  the  admisaion 
of  an  inferior  article  could  cover  ihe  exp^am  which  a  contractor  mutt 
incur  (cupponing  the  existence  of  venality)  to  secure  in  the  oomiaisaioil  a 
majority  of  more  than  one  in  his  Jiivour.  But,  besides  this,  the  trades* 
man  feels  that  there  is  no  neccsaity  for  expending  his  money  iu  bribeSi 
for  he  knows  tliut  be  has  the  right  of  appeal  against  an  usjnat  dcdskiBi 
to  a  tribunal  compoicd  of  capable  and  indi-pendcut  moo,  who  are  awom 
to  do  justice.    Tbo  ealsbliahmcnt  of  i^imeolal  dop&ts  is  another  of  the 
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Mdn&bigea  of  tli«  Frencli  i^-<teiu,  for  tliujr  not  only  prwent  tlic  vast 
accumulatioD  of  stores  at  the  GoTernmcut  depots,  and  obviate  the  neccv* 
Kit;  otp^jiag  men  to  guard  auil  con:  them  thcr«,  but  they  also  sare  delny 
:a  the  delivery,  aud  all  ibe  oxp«nse  iocmrcd  in  the  tranamiaMon  of  ibe 
aapplio.  When  the  period  nt  whi«h  the  consci-ipli  arc  aonunlly  culled 
nnder  anas  approaches,  the  elotbing  cujitcLin  inukea  the  iicceiusry  propn- 
rBtiotM,  and  wh«n  ih«y  arrive  at  h;.'nc!-qunrtcr>,  their  sacks,  pouches, 
liella,  «hii)uM,  and  clotblog  are  leody  for  thciu.  In  Fraacc,  all  articles  i>f 
equipment— or ctything  MWpt  the  cloth  and  the  i-hocs — are  sent  direct  t« 
the  rcgimont  at  the  con  tractor's  cxpeose ;  in  England,  they  »re  dvlivcivd 
by  th«  contractor  at  the  London  •lores,  aod  thcrnce  forwnrded,  at  contidor- 
able  public  outlay,  to  tlieir  different  dcsUnatlons.  Thero  la  do  appeal 
irom  the  dcciaioos  of  the  rrgimcntal  commisBions,  and  the  members 
receive  no  remunenttion  for  their  attendance  on  theu).  Tii«  supplies 
wliich  they  contract  for  ar«,  in  nlmoKt  oil  inEtanccn,  those  purchased  at 
the  soldier's  expense,  and  in  devoting  their  time  and  inlelligenct;  to  lessen 
lus  pccnnuiTy  ouilayi  tlicy  are  uuly  euppuscd  lo  be  pcrformiDg  their  duty, 
Tl>e  articles  contracted  for  are  inspected  immedialely  after  their  arrival, 
and  if  approved  of,  puw  into  store,  and  reniain  in  chaise  of  the  clothing 
cuptaia;  he  then  tnnkes  out  what  is  termed  a  "faeture"  (a  bill),  giving 
a  list  of  each  article  famiailicd,  willi  its  price  nffijccd;  at  the  foot  of  this, 
the  contractor  ugns  a  certificate  of  the  comectness  of  the  dctailH;  a  full 
dengiMtion  of  the  article*  and  their  prices  is  written  on  the  back  of  the 
"&oture,"  uliich  is  signed  by  the  three  csptains  composing  the  commis- 
HOO]  and  aftrrwards  coiintcriiigncd  by  the  "  sous-inlcndant,"  who  ntto 
■JSxcs  bis  oflicia!  seal ;  and  then  the  contractor,  without  the  necessity  of 
dancing  attendance  on  t!i«  clerks  of  a  "  circumlocution~officc,"  draws 
upcm  tbc  paymaster  of  the  regiment  for  the  amount.  Thtu  the  clothing 
«nd  ttiora  ar«  iDodo  within  the  regiment,  in  the  most  perfect  manner,  at  a 
Tcry  roodcratc  cost ;  and  the  cjuipnieuls  and  necessirics  compoaing  the 
kit  are  bought,  inspected,  and  paid  for  by  the  officers  of  the  regiment, 
without  the  intervention  or  control  of  any  other  autliorlty,  and  without 
one  shilling's  extn  expense.  The  conrcript,  on  joining,  receives  a  eerlaln 
otiowanoe  lo  purchase  his  kiiapaack  and  kit  from  the  regimental  stores, 
and  lie  is  Aimislied  with  two  luniei,  a  "  capote,"  or  great-coat,  pantaloons^ 
and  fbraging'cap.  The  great-coat  lasts  for  three  year*,  the  psnlaloona  for 
one,  and  at  the  end  of  every  eighteen  months  during  bin  avi-vice,  the  tunic 
which  ba*  been  worn  in  common  use  ia  returned  into  store  and  replaced 
by  a  new  one.  Every  article  of  clothing  and  equipment  fumiiibed  by 
th«  Gorernntant  (save  tbc  pnntalcinn*]  must  bo  returned  to  the  clothing 
eaploin  at  ^e  end  of  the  period  lliey  are  required  to  hut ;  by  him  the 
used  store*  are  transferred  to  the  collector  of  taxes,  who  sells  them  by 
ptlUic  auction,  nod  return*  tlie  product  t»  the  Treasury.  The  rt'inmf 
wUob  ire  have  given  of  the  system  under  which  th«  French  army  la 
olothcd  and  equipped  may  be  relied  upon  tu  accurate  and  faithful.  It 
wiD  be  seen  that  its  nwchinery  is  simple,  inexpensive,  and  eflfective,  while 
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tbe  object  and  tendency  of  all  ita  regulationi  is  to  prerent  jobber;  and 
corruption,  and  to  do  justice  alike  to  tbe  soldier,  the  tax-payer,  and  the 
contractor. 

Before  entering  on  a  rerieir  of  our  ayrtem  of  closing  and  equipping 
the  army,  pointing  out  its  defects,  and  su^estingtherefonns  trhich  might 
be  eSected  in  ita  organ tiuition  and  method  of  action,  it  may  be  well  to 
place  before  our  reader*  the  relative  expeosea  of  the  two  senices,  under 
the  head  of  "  Stores  and  Factories." 

The  sum  Toled  for  "military  stores  and  fiictories"  for  an  army  of 
600,000  men  and  (round  numbers)  104,000  hones.  In  the  French  hudget 
of  hist  year,  was  (roand  numben)  1,478,0001.  The  sum  voted  in  the 
English  budget  under  the  same  lieada,  for  an  army  of  145,000  men  and 
14,000  horses,  was  3,160,000/. 

Those  figrires  Speak  for  themselves.  If  it  he  urged  that  under  thia 
head  is  included  the  licavy  expenditure  lately  incurred  in  remodelling  the 
artillery,  it  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  great  improTcmenta  in  that 
arm  have  also  been  effected  in  Fiance;  and  that  even  if  the  espeOae  of 
the  trials  of  newly- invented  guns  form  a  portion  of  the  groaa  aom  (a  bet 
of  which  we  are  ignorant),  it  would  be  counterbalanced  by  a  sinular  item 
in  the  total  of  the  credit  taken  in  the  French  hudget. 

A  short  retrospect  of  what  our  ff^stem  of  ormy-clothing  wnt  before 
the  recent  changes  in  its  organization,  and  of  what  hds  been  accomplished 
in  the  way  of  improvement  and  economy,  under  the  control  of  the  newly- 
appointed  and  higbly-paid  officers  created  under  that  change,  will  serve 
more  futly  to  demonstrate  what  may  be  still  fiirther  effected  under  those 
heada,  by  reducing  ite  cumbrous  machinery,  and  rendering  its  action  more 
simple  and  direct. 

When  colonels  farmed  out  their  regiments  to  the  highest  bidder  for 
the  spoils,  the  army  accoutrement  makers,  in  a  large  way  of  buaineas, 
could  afford  to  satisfy  their  demands  on  better  terms  than  other  tradesmen 
who  were  but  as  yet  commencing  bosiness.  They  bargained  to  supply 
the  clothing  at  a  reasonable  figure  for  honest  materials,  and  they  realized 
their  profita  by  furnishing  the  worst  the  markets  could  afford.  If  a  new 
miin  succeeded,  through  the  patronage  of  a  less  avaricious  colonel,  in 
obtaining  the  supply  of  a  regiment,  he  fuund  the  subordinate  officers  (and 
it  might  happen  the  licuteriant- colonel  too,  the  price  of  whose  step  was 
probably  wholly,  or  in  part,  lent  him  by  one  of  the  great  firms)  quite 
disinclined  to  show  him  fair  play.  The  most  trumpery  objections  were 
made.  Every  one  hod  a  right  to  apply  his  own  test,  and  did  so,  for  his  ovrn 
purposes.  '  So  that  the  contractor's  articles  were  first  injured,  and  then 
rejected,  because  they  did  not  resist  a  force  which,  when  in  use,  they  could 
never  be  required  to  sustain.  The  new  man's  supplies  being  returned 
to  him  remained  n  dead  loss  on  his  hands,  as  he  had  no  other  outlet  fol 
them.  And  thus  tradesmen  were  deterred  from  competing  for  the  bosi- 
neaa  at  all,  or  quickly  driven  to  abandon  it,  by  the  injustice  of  which 
they  Were  the  victims.    Bat  r^ection  had  -little  terrors  for  the  olothier 
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wlw  hftd  many  rv^mmU  on  his  books,  and  on*  hotise  a<!liiiillj  {hniMhed 
»  mnjar'ny  of  die  rpyintptit*  of  thp  Imp.  If  be  wm  ap[>oiti(cd  liy  n  n*wly 
gtu«ltMl  colonel  to  a  corp*  in  whicli  tlie  ininor  niilfaoritim  vitte  iKHitile 
from  pnK'  afl'cdiciin  for  hi*  pieclfCMMr,  and  LEa  clotding  wiw  rciiimcd, 
be  liad  wily  lo  eliaiij^  bulion.*,  nnd  smd  it  lo  n^inicntH  wearing  tbe 
MUM  ftcinga,  wherp  thot»  who  t*oei»ed  it  w*re  more  nccnmmodaling. 
And  ao  maitera  went  on,  unUI  tli«  ill-HiopOHd  parti<>s  btcamc  (nndor 
the  inflti^nco  i>f  a  private  iuidn«tHnding)  oblivlom  of  tliHr  former  frinid, 
and  rtconcilml  to  th*  intcnwla  of  their  new  one,  Wlien  a  colonel  or 
Hone  Guards'  atttbority  okeim-  to  intped;  the  clothing  in  the  maker's 
rtore  bcfbrc  its  deKpntvh  to  Ih*  r^^imeiit,  iho  mort  atiiusln;;  rutet  were 
•ometliDFa  cmployMl.  A  friend  nururrd  ua  that,  being  |iy  accident  pre- 
sent at  oite  of  thn«e  in^ip^ti'Lin?,  hf-  hnppened  lo  be  w  placed  na  to  witiim 
lh«  whole  proootHling.  It  was  hrld  In  a  vry  large  room,  dirided  in 
tlw  ccniro  by  a  high  jiilc  of  bales  of  cloth,  which  ooncenUid  the  doors 
giving  admitaion  to  it  on  either  aide  fVom  the  view  of  ibe  inspector 
MandiDg  before  the  table,  on  whldi  twelve  Rta  of  uniform*  wpre  sprtad 
«ot  at  a  time.  Those  being  apjimvtd  of,  the  bundles  were  rc-fonnwl. 
The  men  who  carriod  thrm  pamed  oat  at  one  xii'i",  bi-bind  tho  obstruct- 
ing pile,  wherv  others  in  waiting  roliered  them  of  thrir  burden*,  and 
carried  tliem  hark  again,  entering  by  the  opposite  side.  Anl  so  the  furce 
Wiin  kt-pt  up  till  the  end,  tbe  general  loudly  praising  the  quality  and  make 
of  Kline  hnnd[«!  srt*  of  clothing,  of  which  be  in  reality  saw  but  iwi'Ire, 
while  the  mtiainder  arrived  at  bead-r)nartera  atnmped  with  the  flat  of  faia 
approbation. 

Aa  if  Ibr  the  parpo«»e  of  maintaining  each  an  injutiona  monopoly  in 
full  vigour,  an  arrangMncnt  caisted  at  the  Ordnance  Office,  by  which  only 
aoRiQ  hutf  doxra  conimciora  ^t  ttolicc  of  tbe  nature  and  amount  of  the 
Mppljea  required.  TboM  fnTonrpd  persona  mrt,  and  amicably  settled 
upon  the  (jnantity  of  the  ibrllieotning  contract  to  be  altolled  to  cneb.  Tho 
tiiiderii»!!t  IMipcra  were  flDod  up,  the  prices  demandnl  bc'In|>  nearly  tbe 
■amo  in  all,  except  in  that  of  the  party  fixed  upon  by  miitiul  cnnKcnt 
to  get  the  eontmot,  which  was  a  shade  lower  than  anr;  '"td  lids  pi^»un 
was)  as  a  matter  of  course,  declared  tlic  miccunTiil  bidder.  The  divi- 
tfon  jverioualy  agreed  upon  was  made,  and  all  engaged  in  the  trick 
enjoyed  tbeir  dwtincd  than  of  ibe  prolits.  When  tho  trade  diMgreed, 
tbe  erai«Hry  nf  a  fiirotired  botue  waited  until  the  biat  moment  at  wbScli 
tendora  ccnld  be  /weired  ;  and  having  aomehow  prerion^Iy  fonnd 
mnmi  la  dboover  llw  priors  ft[)ecill(d  in  ihoae  already  sent  in,  be  filled 
hto  own,  at  a  fraction  l«ea,  and  thai  obtained  A*  golden  prixe  for  faia 
etnplc^era.  On  ihr  abolition  of  the  Board  of  Ordoanoe,  and  when  coloacit 
of  regimmta  obtained  a  fixed  allowance,  tbe  supply  of  military  clothing 
atid  equipments  came  under  ihi;  direct  control  of  tbe  War  Department, 
and  then  what  is  termed  open  competiUon  was  determined  on.  Any  nran 
•Me  to  aatUy  the  authoriliea  that  be  had  auiiable  pretniaee  and  aufBcient 
meaBB  to  carry  on  bia  bnaineM,  was  entitled  to  hare  hia  namv  registered 
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in  the  Itct  of  oontractors  nad  lo  reociee  Dotiee  of  sH  contmetB  about  to  bo 
iasued,  by  having  tendering  [tnpcrs  scait  him,  wilhoiil  obtuiiiing  wbicb  n« 
person  could  propone.  lint  man)'  men,  whcuie  capital  was  an)pl«,  but  vho 
would  not  incur  tb«  ext>cngo  of  building  or  rniting  premise*  until  ihcy 
ware  csrUiti  of  getting  butincu,  vcrc  cxcJtid<;d  iiy  ihiii  regulation ;  «> 
Uiat  Ibis  metliod  of  throwing  open  the  trade  added  but  ieit  to  tho  number 
of  $otnpetilor«.  Complnint:!  hiring  made  that  !iom«  bouses  were  appn«td 
of  the  nature  of  tlie  contracts  about  to  be  iMued  before  the  lendcriDg 
pnpfTs  wero  Ecnt  out,  which  gnvc  them  n  monifeM  adntntage  over  tbc 
Dtlicn,  some  incaaunw  were  taken  lu  prerrnt  audi  praelicw;  and  it  b«ing 
asserted  that  tenders  sent  in  had  never  nllrru-ardi  been  neni  or  beard  o^ 
a  new  ri^iktioa  directed  all  lenders  to  be  depomted  by  tbe  bearers  of 
ihem  in  a  boit,  which  was  only  to  bo  opened  after  the  time  appointed  lor 
tli^r  rccrption  hod  cxpiicd,  and  in  presence  of  cetlain  olBcen  of  tbe 
department. 

Incnnscd  buninnu  fiirmed  a  pretest  for  the  cr«ulioo  of  new  oflieta 
and  for  the  appoLniment  of  new  officers  to  fill  tbcm.  They  wetre,  of 
cou/ae,  not  objected  to  by  tlie  Minisler,  whose  patronage  they  so  largely 
extended.  A  gctitlnmnn  bdonging  to  n  *'  p.icking  "  concern  in  tlw  city,  and 
who  had  never  been  in  the  public  servioe  before,  wa»  named  "  Director 
of  Contractu,"  at  a  Hilary  of  l,500f.  a  year;  and  a  gallant  officer,  who  had 
the  nit*forCunc  to  bo  oeverely  wounded  at  the  trenobee  of  Sebastopol,  waa 
appointed  '■  Director  of  Clothing,"  with  a  salary  of  n^arljr  similar  amount; 
but  being,  wo  prcmimr,  found  iacumpeleot  to  the  (]i»cbur|^of  his  new  duties, 
he  wus  soon  removed  to  anctlicr  liciih  at  ihe  Horse  Guard*,  qteoialljr 
created  for  hi«  reception.  Tbe  niauilc  of  the  son  of  Mar*  dcaoendcd  on 
the  shoulders  of  a  son  of  Neptnne.  A  naval  cnptain  waa  selected  to 
superintt-nd  the  tjiiloring  branch  of  business  and  liis  "  deputy,"  with  a 
Hilary  of  SOOl.  per  annum,  was  taken  from  antODgit  thi?  jimior  clerks  of 
the  War  Office,  nut  en  account  of  hi*  adroitncw  in  stitching  or  his  skill 
iu  the  qualities  of  cloth,  but  simply  because  he  bad  tbe  good  luck  to  be 
bom  n«phcw  to  a  pi.'cr,  and  had  for  some  time  filled  tlie  unimportant  office 
of  private  secrelary  to  hh  uncle.  Tbe  gallaut  capluin  receives,  in  hia 
prcacnt  occupation,*  douiile  tho  pay  that  he  would  be  entitled  to  la  hb 
legitimate  prufetision,  without  any  ri'fMvncc  to  tbe  expense  which  the 
command  of  a  ship  entails.  And  his  "deputy,"  betudes  the  comfort 
of  his  office  in  I'nII  Mull,  enjoys  an  uninterrupted  income  higher  tlian 
that  of  n  poat-caploin  wheu  in  commiHsion,  and  neariii  foitr  limt*  tbe 
amount  of  the  paltry  sum  doled  out  to  him  when  be  happens  to  be 
unemployed.  To  support  such  well- remunerated  chiefs  a  suitable  etaiT 
must  neoeegarily  be  created,  and  accordingly  men  before  designated 
"clerks"  were  now  denoiuioatcd  "principnl  tiDrekeepera,"  with  coloneTa 
"  relative "  rank,  and  treble  a  colonel's  pay  ;  "  superintendent  store- 
keepers, "  with  a  lieutenant- coloners  ntnk  and  double  his  emoluments ; 
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"  depiit/  ■uperintendwiU,"  vr illi  the  "  relative "  mnl:  of  a  major ;  and  a 
host  rf  "  ralatire  "  captains  .iiid  lieutenants,  all  receiving  far  liiglier  rerau- 
nentioD  fur  their  BurricUH  lUiin  llwir  ntilitaiy  doulilc*,  without  runijijig 
Um  risk*  of  war,  or  iinhealiby  climates,  or  experlenciug  any  of  the  minor 
HinojraDcc*  which  >K)ldi«ni  arc  oocnxionally  coniprllcd  to  submit  to.  They 
again  were  backed  np  by  &  staff  of  ■'  inspeclow,"  some  of  whom,  workitig- 
mcn  a  rcry  nhort  time  hcfor*,  now  found  ihcniselvc*  suddenly  etexated  to 
the  rank  of  "  eaquixes" — we  prcaumo,  for  the  puipose  of  strength i-ning 
their  official  momlity  by  th«  increased  digi^iiy  nf  their  social  poHillon. 
Here,  too,  as  la  high«T  tphercs,  it  was  caoidd«red  iliat  the  reception  of 
honours  lendend  additiooai  mctuis  for  thetr  etipport  indispensable ;  and 
the  originally  moderate  sahmes  of  llie  newly -created  "  giiiitleinea  "  werv 
doubled,  with  a  progreauro  rise  to  400/.  a  year,  exactly  the  pay  of  a 
narol  commander  when  afloat,  and  more  than  treble  what  be  roceivca 
irbcn  ashore. 

Oo  looking  at  this  year's  Armj  Liit,  wc  find  that  there  are  one 
"  rdative  "  eolonc),  one  "  relative  "  major,  two  "  relatirc  "  captaina,  aad 
tweDly-lhrcc  "rclaiiro"  licutmantii,  with  four  newly  dubbn]  "esquire*," 
employed  at  the  Tower;  while  Weedon  lias  a  "nlative"  captain  and 
lieutenant;  and  I'itnlico  is  ruled  over  by  two  rcnl  colnnelx,  with  one  real 
and  another  "  relative  "  major,  aesisted  by  a  "  tvlativo"  captain  and  nioe 
"rtlstm"  licutcnanta;  and  all  lids  indept^ndcnt  of  a  hoeit  of  similar  fitno- 
tiunoriua  stationed  in  the  many  minor  depots  throughout  iho  country.* 

IS'iih  »itcb  a  martial,  numerous,  and  well-paid  stafT,  one  might  natu- 
rally suppose  ihat  the  public  would  be  served  wiih  increased  zeal  and 
ability.  A  succinct  account  of  a  few  of  the  principal  misdeeds  committed 
nader  the  uew  rtyi'nw  will  completely  di«pd  the  illusion.  Wc  shall  not 
allude  to  tb«  on-diU  tliat  circulated  so  freely,  uor  to  the  accusations  which 
were  made,  but  not  proven,  before  the  Army  Contract  Committee ;  we 
shall  only  avail  onnclres  of  the  facts  i-liaitcd  during  the  iuvestigalions  of 
that  committee,  wliich  were  admitted  to  be  true,  and  which  constitute  tlie 
great  acandoU  of  this  costly  aJininistrstion.  First  came  the  unpleasant 
disooTciy  that  sealed  patterns,  of  very  infi'rior  quality,  were  substituted 
at  Weedon,  for  other  scaled  patterns  of  the  same  article,  oi  a  fur  superior 
description,  accotdiog  to  which  the  tenders  had  been  sent  id,  and  accepted ; 
and  that  the  chief  storekeeper  of  that  dep&t  had  absconded,  srimc  hnndreda 
of  potinds  in  debt  to  the  extensive  contractor,  for  whose  bcDoGl,  it  was 
all(|(ed(we  do  not  say  truly),  that  this  substitution  of  bad  for  good  scaled 
pattcrna  had  hcea  elTected.  Tlie  strunge  part  of  the  alfair  wns,  how  the 
two  seta  of  pstlcms  could  have  received  the  ofEcial  seal  without  tho  fraud 
being  remarked  by  the  pcrton  who  afliaed  it ;  and  strunger  still  did  it 
seem,  that  the  autliorily  under  whicli  the  fraudulent  patterns  were  received 
at  Weedoa,  as  lbs  ones  which  should  govern  ihc  supply  could  not  bo 

*  bdcpeadcnt  of  the  exptnse  or  the  staff,  43,4671.  hare  \itea  paid  to  artlUcin  and 
latKiimts  St  the  Toirtr,  ninlico,  aod  Wetdon  alone,  iluring  Lut  y«ir. 
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clearly  diKOTered.     Then  c&me  the  afiair  of  the  boota — tome  thoiuuid 
paim  of  which  were  lold  by  auction  at  th«  Tower  m  condemned  atore^ 
for  2s.  6d.  the  pair,  and  again  received  there  the  following  week  in 
fnliilment  of  a  contract,  at  twelve  tkillingt  the  pair.     Now  if  those  faooti 
were  Bariceable  they  should  not  hare  been  sold  for  Rich  a  trifle ;  and  if 
they  were  nnserviceable,  they  ahonld  not  hare  been  accepted  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  public  interest,  at  the  full  price  of  good  onea.     In  either 
case,  the  conduct  of  the  persons  who  firat  condemned  them  as  ralueless, 
and  then  passed  them  aa  fit  for  the  soldiers'  use,  waa  criminal  in  the 
extreme,  and  merited  not  censure,  but  dismissal.     Afterwards,  the  affair 
of  the  buff  ponch-belta  was  brought  to  light, — a  large  qoantity  of  thoaa 
was  sold  to  a  Jew  by  the  Tower  authoritiea,  at  tixptnce  each,  though  new 
and  unused,     They  were  condemned  as  of  an  "  obsolete  pattern,"  beoanae 
they  happened  to  be  half  an  inch  under  than  ihe  newly  sealed  one;  and 
those  same  belts  were  again  received  by  the  same  olliciulH  who  had  bo 
wantonly  disposed  of  them,  in  completion  of  a  contract,  at  /our  thillingi 
and  sixptnct  each,  as  soon  as  the  lucky  puichaser,  who  realised  ei^t 
hondred  per  cent,  on  the  transaction,  bad  taken  the  trouble  of  cutting  off 
the  extra  half-inch  of  their  breadth,  which  was  the  original  and  sole 
cause  of  their  condemnation.     Now  whether  such  a  wanton  sacrifioe  of 
public  property  arose  from  neglect,  incapacity,  or  other  and  more  criminal 
Causee,  it  is  not  for  us  to  say.     Were  the  persons  in  whose  department 
such  gross  conduct  was  committed  dismissed? — "Not  at  all;"  and  they 
tnnst,  we  presume,  be  amongst  the  number  of  tliose  who  have  since  re- 
ceived increased  pay,  and  higher  position.    The  details  of  both  these  trans- 
actions may  be  found  in  the  Blue-book  containing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Army  Contract  Committee.     The  last  case  which  our  limits  will  permit 
us  to  advert  to  is  that  of  "  Colt's  holsters."     A  contract  issued  for  the 
supply  of  patent  leather  hohters,    to  carry  Colt's  revolvers,  was  taken 
by  Colonel  Colt  himself.     The  holsters  were  delivered  and  rejected ;  the 
contractor  refused  to  submit  to  the  decision,  and  the  War  Department  was 
ultimately  obliged  to  give  in.     The  holsters  were  received  and  paid  for, 
but  never  issued.     The  ofhciat  explanation  given  (thongb,  if  Colt  might 
be  believed,  not  the  true  one)  was,  that  "  though  I'ully  equal  in  point  td 
quality  to  the  sealed  pattern  which  had  been  tendered  for,  they  were 
altogether  vnfit  for  fertnee,  the  pattern  itself  being  tm/ortunattly,  from  Utt 
inferior  description  of  its  materia}!,  ahaolutely  valueless."     The  selection 
of  varnished  leather,  which  cracks  like  glass  under  the  influence  cf  froat, 
for  llie  manufactiiTC  of  military  equipments,  which  are  of  necessity  ex- 
posed to  every  chnnge  of  season,  or  of  climate,  sufficiently  demonitralci 
the  incapacity  of  those  who  could  have  committed  so  gro«  a  blunder. 
Wliat  should    >tc  say  of  the    negligence    of  the   persons    who  wasted 
n  considerable  sum  of  public  money  in  the  purchase  of  articlca  which 
proved  to  be  unfit  for  service,  because  made  after  a  pattern  selected  hj 
tbemaelvea  7 

The  facts  which  we  have  emunerated  were  brought  to  light  thiongji 
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thi!  iiKirumeatnUt^  of  tli«  army  nccoutrDBunt  maker*  tbemselvn.  llov 
tnanjr  similar  inaUinoes  of  mate  mnd  stupidity  renuuii  unlctioim  it  would 
be  ini[MMublfl  to  Mjr>  '<>■'  tl">  "  K}*Kbrni "  iavnmbJjr  dcftnda  tho  conduct 
of  its  luhordlnnMy  and  prevtiiU  iho  expoauro  of  ibcir  mndajngi^  hj 
gagging  tfaoac  who  a)on«  couiil  deammce  Uiem.  'The  evidence  of  a  con- 
tnctor  wIm  (pive  a  bribe,  wmild  not  urail  to  conviot  tiie  recipient  of  it, 
while  iIm  aHnuMion  of  fai«  own  miDCoiiciuct,  would,  according  to  '■  printed 
regulation)^"  prerent  llie  powibililj-  of  Iiia  crcr  again  getting  another 
tontraei.  Tii«  BHiiah  oontn>ctor  hm  no  impartial  iribuunl  to  nppc«l  to; 
tw  iiill  not  cren  bo  heard  in  pcrton  by  th«  chief  of  tlio  ilcpartnuiitt  ogiunat 
the  coi»(liicl  of  whose  officcro  he  protcols.  If  bo  complaina  of  injuslioei 
his  complBint  m  TcTurrud  lo  ths  very  ptnou  againat  whom  it  i*  made. 
ExphuurtwnH  are  giren  wliich  roniain  imcoolradicted.  becanae  tbo  accusing 
parly  ii  noror  oonfronlcd  witb  the  aocosvil,  and  ia  uninronned  of  tlie 
nature  of  bb  ddence.  Id  duo  tim«  be  ia  p(^lcly  informed  tiiat  his  com- 
plaint has  been  invc*tignlud,  and  dcolarod  l«  bo  gnuadlMS.  Ho  couno  ia 
dwn  h-(l  open  to  him  but  to  ooncitJate  ilia  eril-doer  ho  cnnnui  puniab,  and 
he  mutt  therefore  incn-tme  hi*  prieaa  to  oorer  an  expenditure  for  piirpoeM 
which  h«  dunt  not  avowj  or  to  iitd«innify  hinwclf  for  Iniura  whinh  bs 
roa«l  patiently  submil  to.  As  if  lo  cap  tlie  climax  of  misuiarmgein«nt, 
iIm  veiy  viewers  who  first  cxamiuii  the  ttorpK,  and  on  tlic  nature  of  wboaa 
raport  mt  much  (Wpenda,  are  appolnlt^d  tbrotjgli  the  ialluenc«,  and  token 
from  the  employinrnt  of,  tb»  fmtaa  whoM  good*  tbsy  aro  nAerwarda 
called  upon  lo  receive,  ur  oondemrt.  And  lionoe  the  well-known  bcility 
with  which  boiisaa  who  have  succeeded  in  placing  ibeir  men,  can  pam 
BTIidM  which  would  be  certain  of  rrji-'ction  if  aent  in  by  olhera.  Strange 
it  is  that  a  «}-xl«m  »o  defective  and  demoraliung  as  this  shonld,  a^isr 
repented  expoaure  of  its  rices  and  sbor learnings,  be  still  maintained  in  a 
country  where  pubtio  opinion  la  nid  to  be  omnipatent. 

But  it  ia  not  alone  tinder  the  heads  we  have  aJindcd  to  that  nnnecwaary 
ia  incnrrcd  tn  our  aerrlee.  Tbe  equipment  of  our  army  is  in 
Kap«cU  objectionsbh.  Tnke,  for  example,  the  pouefa-betl^  which 
U  not  only  heavier  tlinn  tlie  poudi  it  earrii-s,  but  ecaily  (is.  fif/.)  and 
detrimentjd  to  the  eoldiei's  health  and  elCciencj-.  Such  liicuinbrancos 
have  long  be«n  aboliiJiKl  in  the  I'rvnch  army,  and  Ihe  pouch  and  bayonet 
are  cnrried  on  a  light  wnist-bell,  wttiub  tlie  auldier,  when  nurcliing,  hnt 
only  to  loosen,  so  as  to  albw  the  pouch  to  lisll  npon  his  rump,  when  the 
vei^hl,  which  galled  Ub  shoulder  whcin  oroM-bells  weie  worn,  beooittef 
at  once  nlmoM  imperceptible.  It  is  singular  with  wliat  pcrtbacity  our 
BnrM  Onnrds  nnthoTilies  cUng  (o  old  habits,  ertdi  when  forced  Co  follow 
in  ihp  wiik«  of  progteaa.  They  still  adhere  fls  far  lu  pcwsible  lo  former 
eastomst  *^  ih"^  Mlmilied  imprnvi-mentai  in  oihcr  serrtces  are  so  muii- 
httvd  nn<t  transforined  by  ihetn  that  ihey  beeome  poaitire  nuisancea  when 
Introdnrttl  into  oars.  We  adopted  tlic  waist-belt,  but  siill  retain  tha 
more  obj«ctionnblu  of  Um  two  II  waa  dualgncd  to  eoperarde— tbe  poueh* 
bdt — which  ia  now  worn  Mrapped  under  tbe  waiit-belt;  so   thM  lU 
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prewan  ^hm  curry'iDg  ammoDiltoa  ia  much  norc  wren  opon  the  cheat 
t)uM  it  w»  bdvre.  Tb*  jambiirt,  or  culf-paccc,  worn  bj  ibc  French 
•uUicr,  givt*  MipjiOTt  atul  aecurity  to  the  limb  when  rauehing  or  scliog 
in  broken  gronnd  :  iu  uiiljlj,  lJtera£cir«,  could  not  b«  denied.  Something 
of  Umi  kind  (in  on  «xnggeiBl«d  form)  wmi  nhendjr  vloptcd  by  tli« 
Tolunteen ;  ibererore,  the  t^olar  troops  mtivt  be  prorided,  if  not  with 
the  rpal  thing,  at  Icait  with  «  stibatittite ;  aiul  leather  gnitcni,  to  bo  worn 
over  boots,  vrooOen  ttockjoga,  aai  thick  cloth  pantalooD*,  wen  issued 
(o  th«  Guard*.  Now,  betide*  being  ttnnghEljr  and  cxpomrivc,  thow 
gailcra  coutd  not  be  worn  on  adire  aerrtce.  JSm  txiaj  be  able  to  bar 
their  h«kt  when  tnarching  at  ilow  timo  for  an  hour  ihroagb  the  parka; 
but  in  cpring,  nimnHr,  and  antuinn,  the  tcaauna  in  wbkb  war  ii  gener«IIy 
made,  it  woaM  b«  impoaaiblo  to  mpiiOTt  it  And  thoM  tmbccomiiij; 
nppendagea  miut  b«  tluown  uide  preci^rl/  at  tlw  noment  when  the 
Jambiirt  beeomea  naeful.  W«  have  a  mililnry  conunimonei-  at  Patv, 
who  reociTci  at  Icoat  1,000^.  per  annum  (it  may  b«  more),  whoM  duty  wa 
nrppoa«  it  ia  to  mark  all  improveraenta  effected  in  the  equipment  of  tba 
French  aoldier  and  in  tho  odminixtrnlion  of  the  French  anny,  antl  le 
report  them.  The  inilllar}-  in&pector  of  clotliiog  also  niaku  occaaional 
tripe  to  Pnrii^  of  courac  at  lite  public  irxpenur,  ju<t  to  xrc  bow  things  are 
getting  on  then.  He  ia  fr«(ily  adniilled  to  examine  ever^'lhiug  connectad 
with  the  French  system ;  "  but  be  think*  our*  a  much  aupcrioc  one ;"  and 
why  ahoiild  he  not 7  We  don't  blune  tiitn;  "for  the  man  roiut  be  a 
simpleton  who  would  ciunrrcl  with  bis  own  brrail  and  buttor;"  hut  who* 
WG  can't  undeniond  ii,  wliy  kc  nhuuld  miiiiituia  a  biglily-paid  fiinctionary 
at  the  French  head -qua  ricrs,  who  ought  to  keep  the  lloiae  Guards 
au  catirant  witJi  nil  that  ia  pacing  there,  and,  at  the  sutae  time,  be  obliged 
1«  tend  our  inspector  of  clothing  on  a  lonr  to  Fnna  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  knowledge  wbicli  iJiuuld  have  beeu  already  communicatod  to 
him  at  hoDic. 

We  trust  that  the  fuels  wu  have  slated  relalivc  to  tha  expcnae,  the 
viciounne?*,  iind  the  incfficioncy  of  the  aystcm  under  which  the  "  branches" 
of  the  inililnry  Bcrvico  which  we  have  uoliued  arc  ndminislered,  will  be 
conndered  KtiJiicicnl  to  prove  the  necessiiy  of  a  prompt  arid  radical  change 
in  ita  orgsiiixation.  Allcr  the  auilientic  insUinccs  of  negligence  and  wuia 
which  wo  have  detailed,  we  cna  be  at  no  loss  to  diseorer  why  it  i*  that 
the  coat  of  our  military  ntores  is  so  enormous,  and  the  expcnto  of  cloihing 
our  army  so  diaproportionalc  to  lliat  incurred  for  the  ciolhing  of  tlie  Freitch 
one.  NumlicrlcM  initsners  of  the  same  kind  would,  no  doubt,  bare  been 
brought  to  h'ght  before  the  "  contract  committee,"  were  it  not  that  the 
army  rxintinctor*,  at  whose  instance  it  was  granted,  Koon  foiuid  that  their 
expoctiLtiou  of  TOcciring  Government  aupport  in  exposing  the  abuwn  of 
th*  clothing  department  won  groundless.  Seeing  buw  warmly  ibo  incul- 
pated petaons  were  supported  by  members  of  the  committee  connected 
with  the  Ministry,  th<7  became  dislieartcncd,  as  they  th«a  perceived 
that  the  only  reaull  of  their  persevering  iu  tlicir  denuociattons  would 
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be  to  draw  upon  thetnselvea  the  hostiti^  of  tlie  enraged  and  weB- 
protected  offidoli,  whose  alleged  misconduct  they  were  unable  to  puniali. 
It  maj  be  that  the  French  Bystem  of  regimental  education  cannot  be 
carried  out  in  onr  Beirice,  from  the  want  of  regimental  officers  capable  of 
conducting  it.  But  snrely  the  quantity  of  stores  in  the  great  dep6tamight 
be  BO  lessened  by  the  creation  of  regimental  ones,  as  to  enable  us  lo 
dispense  with  more  than  a  mnjority  of  the  "  relative "  gentlemen  now 
required  to  superintend  them.  The  change  would  be  unattended  with 
expense.  A  barrack-room  would  be  sufficient  for  the  store,  and  ft 
sergeant  for  its  keeper.  The  supplies  required  for  the  regiment  being 
bought  at  seasonable  times,  and  always  liept  in  sufficient  quantities  to 
proride  for  emergencies,  would  prerent  the  great  fluctuations  in  price 
which  occur  under  the  present  system,  when  the  Government,  haTing 
allowed  their  stock  of  eqnipments  to  rot,  or  run  out,  are  suddenly  obliged 
to  rash  into  the  market  and  pay  for  what  they  require  the  exorbitant 
prices  which  the  trade  is  then  sure  to  demand.  The  quartermaster,  or 
some  antiquated  lieutenant  too  poor  to  buy  his  promotion,  might  be 
appointed  "clothing  officer,"  a  little  taste  and  a  good  deal  of  attentioa 
only  being  required  for  the  fulfilment  of  tlie  duties.  Government  iumiih- 
ing  the  cloth — the  only  article  in  which  deception  could  be  practised — 
die  clothing,  with  the  aid  of  stitch ing-machines,  could  easily  be  made  by 
the  tailors  of  the  regiment.  A  tariff  of  the  prices  of  all  articles  of  equipment, 
which  must  not  be  exceeded,  and  a  sealed  pattern  of  each,  which  should 
never  be  taken  from  store,  being  sent  to  every  corps,  it  would  be  a  simple 
matter  for  the  captains  to  make  contracts  for  and  inspect  pouches, 
knapsacks,  shakos,  and  boots,  with  whose  qualities  and  defects  they  should 
be,  aa  a  matter  of  duty,  perfectly  acquainted.  By  excluding  the  clothing 
officers  irom  any  share  in  the  selection  or  inspection  of  the  supplies,  and 
by  changing  every  six  months  the  captains  charged  with  those  duties, 
confidence  would  be  given  lo  the  contractor,  and  the  clothing  depart- 
ment of  the  army  would  be  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  and  inexpensive 
manner* 
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Tne  morning  wns  rainy  and  wiody,  and  tLe  inn  hod  not  yet  made  an 
atteDipt  at  piercing  through  the  unbroken  nun  of  elcuds.  Ayoang  Ibtliuir 
who  occupied  a  room  looking  over  the  Glacis,  was  gazing  diaoonaa^tely 
out  of  his  narrow  window  at  the  distant  walls  and  spires  of  Tienna,  and 
doubting  if  he  should  keep  his  appointment.  Every  now  and  thai  canu* 
sharp  rattle  of  sleet  BgnJnst  the  piines,  making  him  shrink  back  and  shiver. 
As  his  eye  ranged  over  the  broad  expanse  that  he  had  to  cross  bc&ra 
reaching  the  shelter  of  the  inner  town,  his  he^  fiuled  him.  He  saw  tba 
rnre  passengers  hastening  along,  each  figore  as  clearly  marked  in  its  iaola* 
tion  as  tbe  lai^e-letttred  cities  on  the  map  of  Europe.  When  they 
epiaahed  into  seas  of  muddy  water,  in  their  haate  to  cross  the  open  roads 
and  gain  the  comparatiTe  quiet  of  the  alleys,  or  when  they  jumped  and 
slid  two  or  three  feet  on  the  treacherous  clay,  he  marked  them  as  a  gmeral 
might  mnrk  the  repulse  of  his  divisions.  And  when  he  saw  the  treeq' 
bending  and  tossing  their  arms,  as  each  gnst  took  them,  and  the  rolleys  of 
bail  flying  across  in  compact  masses  like  squares  of  cavaby  onder  ooret  of 
muaket  smoke,  or  bounding  Irom  the  ground  like  grape  shot,  ho  let  hti 
blind  down,  and  threw  himself  again  on  his  bed. 

After  allgwhyshould  he  go'to  Ihechurch thatmoming?  Uehad heard 
Mozart's  Sequiem  before,  and  might  hear  it  again  without  any  such  incon- 
Tenience.  Hia  friends  would  hardly  miss  him  ;  if  they  wanted  him,  they 
knew  hi»  lodging.  Besides,  he  could  not  stand  that  domineering,  questioning 
way  of  Pietro'fl.  Because  they  both  belonged  to  a  Secret  Society  which  had 
not  yet  found  any  vent  for  its  patriotism,  was  no  reason  for  these  conitaot 
threats  nnd  niysterifs.

He  woiked 
liiit  way  ibrongh  tba  w«t  granpa  to  tho  contrc  of  the  iMve,  whera  a  rmU 
knot  dT  jonng  Itnlinns  wsu  ttnnding.  But  bdWo  h«  rcBcbed  llieiNf  he  liad 
ft  maUe  from  a  lair  yotmi^  fncc,  and  tbft  gluiee  of  two  mpronive  t^ini  of 
the  lifrlileu  brown,  lolling  Liin,  as  pl.'kinly  aa  eyes  could  ipook,  "  1  knew 
you  would  come."  Tbi-n  lie  joined  ibv  knot  of  hia  Iriend*.  Tbcy  wuu  all 
glad  to  WW  him,  for  diey  had  ju»t  d<«paired  of  hia  coming.  Carlo,  tho  tall 
draamjr  young  man  (oa  fui  oi  an  Italian  can  be  dreamy),  with  bit  line  t>liiek 
boir  falltn;;  ill  oiaaaea  down  hia  neck,  hdd  out  his  Iiand  with  a  eon  of 
Dhimpli,  and  I'iclro,  th«  titllo  buttling  arrogant  Hgunr,  *hot  a  couple  of 
worda  in  hia  car,  wtiidi  made  Mio  abut  and  look  lound  the  grosp.  Tiuw 
tboy  wrra  siiddMily  liuilicd,  for  tlio  iniuio  bugan. 

Paolo'a  Ikead  swam,  and  ll>o  blood  ran  tingling  ihrough  !ita  vt-iu*.  He 
couM  icareely  conceive  that  il  hail  really  ooriic  to  ibi*.  After  all  ha  Kod 
Uefor  Italy,  (bo  liiuewsaccmenheaheniie^tdoaoineUiiiigfi'rbi:r;~-but 
tb«  ■haek  wuao  Hidden  that  it  took  awny  hi*  breath.  Thrn  the  calm 
pnoeful  ilrain  came  lloatiog  over  Itim  with  a  i]uiuiing  power,  and  m  the 
nmaic  pictured  tbu  eternal  rett  and  ihu  pcrpelual  lifthl  tniiilorcd,  hi*  brrut 
Mttivd  heaving,  and  Ugiit  dawned  upon  him.  The  beautiful  Motuau's 
voice  roae  hova  Iha  diorus  which  divd  away,  and  the  picture  of  ttptM/t  and 
peace  grew  stronger.  Paolo  had  forgotten  ihe  preaence  of  lus  eompanioniL 
His  coul  was  far  away  on  the  xunny  pUin.i  of  hi*  native  land.  He  wai 
■tiling  dowD  tlie  roagnifioe-nl  wcodtd  reaobes  of  tlie  I>ake  of  Codio,  the 
distant  peaks  glcaniag  over  the  rich  mouniaine  hung  with  yeUow  nw*.

I'ha  drrnm  was  suddenly  <li»iiullttl,  nn  the  terriblo  notes  in  which  the 
Day  of  Judgiueat  is  depictvd  brbk«  the  tiJence.  A  deep  voice  pmcliumvd 
£H*t  *rtf,  (Ha  ilia,  and  the  wbolo  choru«  shridicd  out  aliucul  spasmodi- 
cally, SKtivtttaeltiM — in/aciUa — Taft  David  rum  Sil»/Ua.  I'siolo  imrtcd, 
aoil  looked  round.  Ue  was  in  the  centre  uf  the  group,  and  ou  all 
rides  he  met  (he  fwtva  ey«a  and  slvm  fncra  of  his  comtadw.  In  that 
awful  warning  they  all  saw  Oie  jndgmeut  ihut  should  conte  on  tlie  op- 
[II  (iiini  of  their  ooiuiiry.  Kvcry  brow  wan  knit  and  HMiwIiog,  as  the 
strains  thrillnl  ihrongb  tli«n),  as  the  trembling  of  tlio  wicked  «a*  painted 
in  Uie  BioU  vivid  colours,  and  the  erie*  of  angriish  sprang  from  tho  uni- 
Tersiil  constnmaiioci.  Then  this,  too,  woa  huiJicd,  and  tba  clear  nola  of 
llie  inunpet  rung  tbrutigh  the  church.

"Nothing  whatever.  We  were  the  only  ones  who  kntw  anytliing 
of  it." 

"The  eight;  and  wx  of  tJiOJC  have  fallen?" 

"  Ail  but  rictro  and  myaetC" 

"Tbea  Pietro  and  you  are  the  only  ones  who  know  itl " 

"  Exactly  »." 

"And  if  you  were  to  give  it  up  now,  what  would  happen?"

Tbe  soft  coajtitig  tone  in  wHcb  theie  words  were  nttered,  the  apeaker 
rCHting  on  Paolo's  shoulder,  and  gently  itroking  hia  cheek  as  ahe  aaid  them, 
wi(B  not  enough  to  overcome  him.  "  Never  I "  he  aaid,  with  energy.

"  Thank  you,  no ;  1  look  for  a  very  dilFurent  pumuit.  But  I  wiu 
going  to  a«k  you,  how  wns  it  ibe  tnatuiged  7" 

"  Let's  aee ;  how  loiig  ia  it  «nce  I  lot  hex  on  to  watch  you  t  Tliat  day 
you  were  in  iho  church ;  and  she's  rqxirted  about  you  every  day,  or  every 
other  day.  Ah  !  if  1  bad  only  known  her  powcni  last  year,  I  should  bo

Puoki  relapsed  into  nitncc.  So,  inxtc-ad  of  her  having  tavt^d  him,  she 
it  vraa  who  had  betrayed  him.  lie  ohkeJ  a  few  indiOerent  qkiestions  about 
iho  steps  be  ought  t<i  tidcc  to  get  a  reward,  whom  be  would  sec,  and  such 
like.

The  bishop  had  been  working  bard  that  morning  since  an  early  hour.

But  he  slopped  suddenly,  and  stared  in 
the  face  of  a  woman  who  had  edged  herself  resolutely  through  from 
another  quarter.  Did  they  recognize  each  other?  It  seemed  they  did 
not.  They  were  both  wasted  and  cliangcd  in  looks;  the  masses  of  fuir 
hair  had  half  fallen  away,  and  the  light  eyes  bad  a  fierce,  almost  a  maniac, 
glare  j  and  how  much  he  was  reduced  by  suffering  I  But  only  a  moment's 
look,  and  they  remembered  each  other.  "  Ah  !  you  were  Ai's  friend,"  the 
woman  said.  "  You  were  liis  love  I"  the  man  replied.  The  ranks  opened, 
and  they  both  gained  the  £ret  place  by  the  coffin. 

As  the  first  note  of  the  l>ie3  ircB  broke  from  the  gallery,  a  £ood  of 
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memor}'  came  back  lo  the  bialiop.  lie  wote  from  liia  dream,  and  remem- 
bered eveiytliing.  It  was  in  this  church  those  years  ago,  the  same  vision 
of  his  countiy,  the  same  midden  awakening.  It  was  then  he  had  vowed 
the  TOW  he  had  broken ;  it  was  then  he  had  pledged  himself  to  that  cause 
lie  had  abandoned,  to  those  comrades  he  had  betrayed.  The  whole  scene 
passed  before  him :  that  deep  voice  that  proclaimed  Dies  irts,  dies  ilia, 
and  tbe  whole  chorus  that  shrieked  out  almost  spasmodical Ij,  i^olvet 
ttecium — infaoilla — Teste  David  cum  Sibylla.  And  as  he  started  again 
and  looked  round  he  saw  the  fierce  eyes  of  all  his  comradcB  bent  on  him, 
aa  they  felt  in  that  warning  the  judgment  that  should  come  on  their 
tyrant.  The  dream  was  so  vivid  it  might  seem  real.  And  it  was  no 
dream.  Tlicre  in  the  front  he  saw  Pietro,  escaped  from  his  dungeon,  his 
Btcm  glance  bent  on  the  traitor.  And  behind  him  the  scowling  brows 
and  flaahing  eyes  of  the  Italians,  nil  fiieed  on  him,  and  all  conscious  of  the 
treason.  He  knew  them  all  now.  The  church  was  full  of  members  of  the 
Socie^. 

Paolo  surveyed  them  with  tlie  same  calmness  of  despair,  the  same 
want  of  comprehension,  with  which  the  criminal  brought  to  his  sentence 
looks  at  tbe  gallows.

nwy  well  give  rise  to  some  serious  rcfleclioDs,  wpeciailj-  when  we  con*idet 
tlic  opinion  of  Profcstor  Taylor,  which  was  elicited  in  the  caanw  of  ibo 
proceedinga,  that  crimen  like  iho«>  of  the  pruoner  nre  not  ludrcqnent, 
I  ne<!d  hardly  «ajr  that  (he  cvideuce  ou  wliicli  tuch  an  opbion  may  hxn 
been  htiscd  011181  be  Ttiy  diflicull  to  come  at,  and  muM  ncc#Mariljr  be 
hidden  from  every  one  whose  attcnlion  is  not  profcwiounlty  directed  to  the 
invQitigation  of  mcdico-lcgal  questions  :  were  it  othenviW)  (ocie^  wonlil 
be  convulsed  witli  a  panic  fear  of  wboloialc  poisoniiis.  As  it  is,  the 
•tatomeiit  of  Profcxsor  I'aylor  hn«  excited  mndi  wonder,  and  Mmo  vague 
nneannesa;  but,  ncaccompanied  as  it  it  by  any  specific  prooA,  It  ia  too 
oraoulor  In  produce  any  drong  conviction  in  tbo  public  mind.  Doubtlcst  a 
man  of  Dr.  Taylor'a  high  diameter  and  great  acientlfic  acquirctnonia  did 
aot  cpcnk  niich  word*  witlioul  (omc  privnlc  rciuKin^  which,  to  hia  own 
conacieuoe,  established  ihoir  accuracy  i  but  it  may  be  considered,  perbapi, 
that  hia  com  muni  cut  i<m  was  nomc-what  involuntniy,  and  tliat  he  wa* 
rather  ibinhing  aloud  than  dcngncdly  Hounding  a  genenil  alarm  of  secret 
poJaoning.  Be  thiH  ns  it  may,  it  uppenTs  to  m«  that  in  place  of  occupying 
oureelrea  with  agitating  inqtiiric*  at  to  tlic  pondblc  fi'cqncn^  of  so  dreadful 
a  crime,  it  would  be  more  advantageous  10  apply  our  minda  to  tho  oon- 
■idcntion  of  practical  mrjiturc«,  which  would  render  it  a*  liir  u  might  b« 
impossible  that  this  great  evil  abould  exist. 

Aa  evil  confessedly  dum  oxtHt.  The  lu»t  quarter  of  a  century  has  not 
been  dintinguiiht^l,  in  this  country,  by  any  special  regard  for  the  aanctily 
of  human  life.  We  have  had,  purticukrly  within  the  laat  ten  ycnin,  a 
Mri««  of  the  mont  horrible  murders,  and  hcaidre  these  known  cHmea 
there  is  a  moral  certainty  ihat  under  the  single  Iiead  of  infanticide  »  vw4 
nunibcir  more  ullugother  escape  detection.  Simultaneously  there  has 
been  a  great  development  of  our  knowledge  of  the  action  of  poisons,  and 
■omc  of  the  recent  trials  hare  elicited  tlie  fact  tliat  the  murderem  were 
•larmingly  fJuniliar  with  acme  of  the  most  recondite  secrets  of  toxicolt^; 
while  unibitunately  the  power  of  detecting  poisoning  lias  by  do  menna 
reached  perfection.  Let  me  not  be  misundentood ;  it  i«  obrtoita  that  in 
the  old  days  of  pliysiological  ignorance  people  may  have  been  murdered 
by  hundreds  with  arsenic  or  pmsaic  acid,  and  no  twpicion  ateattntd, 
whcrens  now  wo  know  so  many  of  the  efTocts  of  poisoning,  that  wo  suspect 
poison  fifty  times  for  once  that  it  was  suEpeclud  in  old  days.  SJurdcr, 
however,  is  rtill  no  fortunately  in  fonliion ;  cod  oa  long  oe  tUs  >•  the  < 
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poboiung  will  be  n  raroarit«  vajiutj-  of  it,  lor  mnnjr  rcoMnx,  but  chiefly 
becauM  it  sccmB  no  easjr  and  so  Diifo.  Among  all  die  Kuurcea  of 
tPnipUlioD,  there  a  Don«  so  strong  no  the  hope  of  impnuilj- :  aud 
pxpt-rience  lia&  shown  that  iht^ni  is  au  uppreciublu  clmncc  of  thn.  Tiivtv 
is  no  ooncsftling  the  fuct  that  thi-jrc  in  »  grcnt  failure  of  justice  ns  reganls 
the  ptmidiBient  of  Uiia  crime,  ttol  nRrtljr  lii  ihu  find  n-sult,  but  in  «vciy 
stage  of  the  process  which  iJioiild  Irnd  to  cwili  aod  signal  relribulion. 
Tn  tho  first  pluce,  there  la  a,  Hlowncs*  uutl  uiiwiltingness  to  act  on  th«  part 
of  tlie  pereons  by  whom  the  crime  is  first  wispeolcd,  bdiJ  who  are,  ordi- 
Bflrity,  the  djckIIcoI  tnen.  In  ilie  Ki'cond  place,  thu  whole  coiirw!  of 
English  trials  for  poisoning  seem*  upocially  dwigncd  to  favour  the  cscapo 
«f  tbc  criiuiiial  from  justice.  And,  in  tho  third  place,  tlie  public 
14  ilbinforrued  as  to  the  aiuoUDt  and  kind  of  cvidenco  which  ought  to 
be  leqnircd  to  citabliih  the  fact  of  jwUoiiing. 

I.  The  pffl^eone  who  lint  suspect  iho  crime  aro  slow  to  act.  It  ia  con- 
vcDtiotially  idaled  that  the  poisoner  is  the  most  deteslablu  of  all  niurdcrcire, 
frtan  the  union  of  cowardice  and  premeditation  which  dintinguishes 
Ilia  acta.  In  practice,  however,  it  would  Eecni  tlmt  people  hardly  view 
this  ctimo  with  all  this  horror,  uhrn  it  actually  comes  under  their 
own  obicrrntioii.  Wbeu  a  man  is  suspected  of  having  committed  some 
oiunier  whicb  has  been  marked  by  bloodshed  or  great  violence,  the 
pennn  who  hi  suspeota  him  rarely  conceab  bis  belief  of  bis  giult;  but 
the  evidence  giT«n  on  trials  for  poisoning  has  thovm  that  serious  sus- 
jncions  of  poieoDlng  hare  been  entertained  against  an  individual,  by 
more  than  one  ponon,  and  for  n  long  time  together,  without  any  par- 
ticular action  being  taken  in  the  matter.  If  wo  analyse  tlic  motives 
which  cause  this  remiHoicsr,  we  shall  peroeive  in  the  lirat  place  that 
mere  natural  timidity  has  much  to  do  with  it.  "  It  wonld  be  an  un. 
fortunnto  thing,"  thinks  the  person  who  suspects  the  crime,  "  if  ony  one 
were  to  discover  this  man's  guilt,  and  at  the  same  time  to  discover  that 
I  cooecalcd  my  suspicions  of  it.  But  it  i«  not  like  a  btoodg  mnrdcr,  which 
mutt  be  found  out,  and  which  shocks  every  one's  feelings  a  great  deal : 
ID  oil  probability  I  shall  bear  no  more  of  it."  80  he  kefrps  his  secret, 
Tqoiccd  to  escape  tho  bother  and  scandal  of  a  public  accusation,  while  tlio 
priaoDCT  is  greatly  encouraged  to  further  e:cploits  in  the  samo  line.  When 
the  medical  man  happens  to  be  the  first  person  in  whose  mind  suipidon 
ia  awakened,  thcro  is  a  tiirther  and  very  powerful  motive  for  silcncf,  in 
n'Idition  to  the  ordinary  timidity  of  human  tukture.  None  know  so  well 
OS  the  doctor  all  the  difficulties  which  will  attend  the  production  of  proofs 
which  will  satisfy  a  jury,  or  all  the  obloquy,  and  perhaps  fetal  damage 
to  reputation,  which  will  &1II  ujion  tliu  medical  mun  who  prefers  an 
unfeuoded  charge  of  poisoning.  To  tho  public,  from  whom  he  mtut 
bopa  to  draw  hi*  patients,  there  is  no  being  more  disttuiteful  than  an 
over-snspidoiu  doctor,  who  most  needs  be  prying  into  everything,  and 
who  i>  capable  of  bringing  unnecosaiily  such  nvriiil  diotrcis  upon  a 
bniUy  as  tliat  whicli  is  involved  in  a  charge  of  mutiler.    And  indeed, 
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mlcM  h*  be  nbgnhriy  ivnU  «r  feeSne,  i)m»  it  no  ooo  lo  wbom 
dte  pTCCeTBwnt  of  •neb  a  Jwilfiil  dmrge  wiO  eame  n  nucb  dtatran  u 
Id  xhti  medioil  wiuwM  MmdC  I  bar*  vucn  nore  Uian  om  medics]  taan 
of  bigh  and  Bal>tcititi1»id  ehaneter,  am!  Ineratire  fwaGtiec,  npoa  wbom 
the  tfled  oT  beitig  pbmd  in  «DCb  a  liuulkM  baa  beea  moat  nM^utcbolj  to 
arilaea* ;  nod  in  wboae  bag^wd  and  mumnw  &ee  one  baa  bardly  it«og 
nixBd  (be  man  wimm  eoe  bnew  bcJon.  Let  ibe  nsd«r  trj  to  Imagine 
ibe  llE«linga  tf  m  pnctilioiifr  to  wbom  ia  mtnnUd  tbe  care  of  a  patient 
wbMe  •fmptoois  Mko^;  membki  tbow  e€  dow  arseoical  praswijng. 
SappoMt  him  to  bam  tatided  bimacir,  from  tfae  ([cneral  train  of  afinp- 
tona,  tbm  aneiiK  it  iIm  canm  of  miadiit-l^  alilioogb,  frmn  fear  of  fri^itcn- 
ing  the  |u)tient,  or  tar  worn*  otlicr  gMxl  iumoo,  lie  ouuiut  obtain  tfaa 
crovninfpRiofwUcb  would  r««nli  ftom  detecting  ibepMaonin  tbeeraona- 
tioiuL  Of  eoniw  bia  find  duty  will  be  lo  arareb  diiigcntljr  far  any  ac«i- 
itabi  soQictfl  of  Ibe  pobmiiTi-.  sueb  u  ai«  oalj  too  eoaunott  in  tlicto 
&iy%  of  atacaical  colonr*.  To  cmtj  out  this  inqnii7  tbonraghlj,  vriliiout 
letting  the  patient  or  hia  friends  know  that  the  caac  i*  cnppoMjd  to  bo  one 
ofpotaaning  will  be  vrrjr  difBciilt  ^  nnd  yM  ibia  it  highly  deairablei,  lor, 
npponng  the  poiMoing  to  hare  a  criniitul  etigin,  it  is  moot  cHmlial  iMt 
to  gire  anjr  alarm  to  the  enljirit,  whocvtrr  be  may  b^  At  but,  howerir, 
the  mescal  man  coaiea  lo  the  end  of  all  powible  souroea  of  aocidcnlal 
poiaoning  which  hi*  tacfmmxx  cm  tnfgat,  and  it  beoomn  neeeaary  to 
look  the  qnestioB  of  eriraimlity  full  in  the  &cc.  It  is  at  thix  point  that 
tba  roapoiaabiKty  of  the  cm«  bojinf  to  pivRt  hi«rily  on  the  doctor. 
It  would  be  easy  lo  inform  the  tufTeKf  of  bta  gtupidoma,  and  to  in<]uiro 
wlipther  he  iim^nea  that  nny  of  th«  pcraona  Mrrounding  him  hn-i  any 
motive  lo  wiiih  for  his  death,  but  this  coarse  would  inrolrc  the  dangrr  on 
the  ono  lund  of  being  turned  indignnntly  out  of  the  botise,  or,  ou  (be 
ollwr,  of  esuwicwiy  planting  n  m^ieion  iii  th«  [uiticnt'a  niind,  whioh  msy 
be  unjuat,  bat  which,  ncvcrthdcai,  nothing  may  afWwAjd*  be  able  10 
aradicAlo,  nnd  by  which  the  peace  of  mind  of  nioi«  than  one  pcnon  may 
bo  Ibr  erer  dettroyed:  lo  aay  nothing  of  n  poaiibly  fittil  iihoeic  to 
bodily  health.  And,  of  cour*r,  it  ia  atill  moro  neceassry  to  sbatsia 
from  commtintcstion  widi  any  one  who  nit(;ht,  by  the  rerootat  poaaibitity, 
bo  (lie  criminal;  that  ia  to  xny,  with  nny  one  who  haa  Any  lurl  of  Mows 
to  the  patient,  which  would  give  tlirm  the  power  of  committing  the 
crime.  The  medical  nan  ia  thua  placed  in  a  (earfnl  dUlcmmn,  sucb  sa 
miglit  prove  too  much  for  the  nerves  of  the  oooltst  aiid  most  cagaciotis 
man.  In  his  extremity  of  nnxirty  nnd  diatrMH,  the  doctor  may  well 
eoDipluin  that  aoeiety  is  most  unjustly  tlirusting  on  him  the  duties  of  n 
I»Iice  oflioer  in  nddiiion  to  thoac  of  phyaiciim,  and  that  the  burden  is 
greater  tlian  he  tan  beur,  Kow,  it  is  at  lliis  point  that  I  would  hare  the 
rcapotisibilily  rrmoved  from  the  proctiiioner,  nnd  r™ird  upon  the  broad 
ahoulilcra  i>f  the  Slate.  Lot  the  Chief  CoaimiBaioner  of  Polict  be  empowered, 
by  Act  of  Par! i amen  t,  to  supply  any  mpdicnl  man,  who  may  apply  to  him 
in  tucli  a  difficulty,  with  the  asnalonce  of  two  medico-legal  expert^  paid 
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KTvitnIs  of  tlic  Crown,  mid  pwiiuinctilly  nppoint«>I  for  this  very  pnT|iOM. 
Tbeae  gcnliomen  would  a>J«i(*  llie  doctor  upon  ihe  Cicts  which  he  would 
irpnit  lo  ihcni,  and  npccinlly  as  to  thc>  di^smbiht)',  or  otlierwiw,  of 
calling  in  Iho  di-tcctire  po!ic<>,  a  meaAiirt!  which  inrolres  a  serious 
rapon^lHlity.  Tlicj'  might  oIm  vialt  the  cmtc  with  liim,  it  thi*  wctu 
thought  adviublc,  nnd  might  snggMt,  from  tlidr  pxperience,  niao}-  ways 
of  oblaininK  cvidcnuo  nx  to  thu  source  of  juiisotiing  witlidiit  tho  inlcr- 
r<r«Dco  of  tlio  police,  pcrlinps  vith  iho  ciToct  of  rcodcrlcg  «uch  iiilvrftv- 
cnce  nnnccsniiry. 

The  above  sn^ot^on  is  iniido  with  eome  diflidouce,  and  perhajM 
docB  not  indicnto  ibo  brM  pouiblc  mode  of  Accnrnplisliing  my  object. 
But  tliat  Gomclhing  of  ihc  kiail  is  needed  lo  lighten  the  heavy  burden 
of  responaibilily  which  ollcn  pn-ises  npon  the  medicnl  man,  I  am  quite 
tote  I  and  if  my  worda  needed  any  further  aupport  from  testimony,  I 
wwih]  point  to  tlte  recent  trial  for  poisoning.  It  i«  far  from  my  intcn- 
tioQ  U>  epeali  liarsfaly  of  the  practitioner  whoKe  apjiarenl  negligence  in 
pTMenoe  of  moct  luapiciou*  fiictn  connected  with  the  deutli  of  two  of 
Calhcrino  Wilson's  victims  has  provoked  some  elrc-ng  exprowions  of 
censure.  I  would  rather  cite  bis  caa;  as  giving;  furce  nnd  point  lo  ibr 
^ifwol  whidi  I  would  make  on  behalf  of  the  rank  and  iiic  of  the  profes- 
rioD,  irbo  are  far  tuo  iinmersed  in  ibc  details  of  ordinary  practice  to  have 
time  or  skill  lo  conduct  a  difficult  modtoo-Iegal  investigation,  and  who 
naturally  dread  an  tuiandre,  of  which  the  wbole  odium  might  fall,  whb 
crnshing  weight,  upon  thv-nixdvcs. 

11.  Still  more  sertoita  are  the  obntaclet  to  the  cou«e  of  justice  which 
arise  during  tlsc  trial  of  a  charge  of  poisoning  in  a  criminal  court.  Under 
our  English  Hystcni,  the  value  of  the  evidence  given  by  medical  ckperta  ia 
redncnl  lo  a  minimum,  IVom  the  mode  in  which  such  evidence  is  received. 
It  would  appear  to  bo  one  of  the  meet  obvioua  of  truths,  that  an  expert, 
giving  cridcnce  for  the  information  of  the  laity,  ought  to  have  every  pot- 
■ibl«  temptation  to  act  as  an  advocate  removed  fk>m  him ;  but  in  our 
criminal  courta  the  very  reverse  of  this  plan  ia  followed.  Counwl  for  the 
prosecution  and  counsel  for  llio  defence  are  allowed  to  call  any  person  as 
a  witness  wlio  knows,  or  even  thinks  he  knows,  nnytliing  about  toxicology; 
Mid  of  course  under  these  circumst.incci  an  immense  quantity  of  totally 
ImlOTUit  teatlmorty  is  ho-tpcd  upon  the  unfortunato  jury.  As  for  the 
latter,  they  have,  of  course,  no  means  of  knowring  the  comparative  weight 
wltich  ought  lo  be  attached  to  the  stntemeuta  and  opinions  of  the  different 

medical  witncwen.     For  all  they  know,  Dr. ,  who  wn.i  plucked  at  the 

eol^ge  and  hall,  and  aftorwardit  managed  to  slip  through  the  mild  ordeal 
neCQBiaiy  far  procuring  the  MS),  diploma  of  a  very  comphuaant  nnivcr- 

rity,  is  the  eqnat  or  aaperioT  of  pbin  Mr. ,  who  may  happen  to  be 

on*  of  the  first  phyriologists  and  loxtcotogii'ta  of  ibe  day.  If  in  addition 
to  lliO  Donftudon  of  conllicting  evidence  givrn  by  men  between  whose 
pretensions  be  is  utterly  unable  to  decide,  the  juryman  iato  be  subjected 
to  ttie  mnuaing  up  of  a  judge  who  baa  hinuolf  dnbbUd  in  phjnoJogy,  hi* 
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duuecs  of  arriviDg  at  a  Bound  oondauon  on  naacmblc  gr«ands  will  b« 
small  indeed.  It  is  poeublo  Oiat  evtoi  under  each  circtiiiManioet  the  jtiiy 
vmy  arrive,  bj  ncddi-nt,  nt  a  Ttjjlit  verdict;  but  thej-  will  do  so  villi  tm 
uneoaj  comdwDoe,  and  will  be  haunted,  probably,  long  aflerwards  with  a 
fmr  tUat  thdr  dwuHon  mny  not  have  boon  n  jiutt  od*.  The  public  hu 
faily  raoognized  the  extraiae  difficuhj  of  tlie  podiion  in  which  a  juij  of 
inymrn  U  plnood  in  pitMcncv  of  cooAiclinf;  ucicntifio  (MtimoDj.  And 
some  persons,  in  the  irritfttion  caused  by  such  lUTiiirs  as  that  of  the 
Smclliunt  trial,  buve  tiuncd  iboir  wTulh,  not  verj  wiady,  upon  the 
roedical  mea  whose  testimony  is  so  apt  to  be  conflicting  on  these  occa- 
■ioDS.  Sotne  hare  ervn  gone  the  Ivngth  of  propojung  that  mcdtcnl  wil- 
neasos  shiill  be  confined  to  the  broad  statwnpnt  of  fact ;  tluit  tliey  shall 
nirrely  be  n»:iiiin.-d  to  my  whether  the  pmaon  wiis  or  wits  not  Ibund  in 
tlie  budy,  or  in  llic  evacuations,  or  in  ibc  residue  of  food  or  ntedloine 
taken  by  the  sufferer,  and  lo  relate  the  ^mpioms  without  any  oommcot 
or  ezpr«sion  of  opinion  a*  to  their  significance.  The  absurdity  of  ihis 
pTopositiDn  will,  I  liopc,  be  more  completely  demonsti«ted  at  a  later  stage 
of  my  paper ;  at  prasont  it  b  sufficient  to  remark  that  it  proceeds  on  the 
■uppositiea  that  the  conflict  of  evidence  on  triaU  reprvvcntii  a  oorreapood- 
ing  conflict  of  npini on  among  the  highest  toxicologicsl  authorities.  Sneh  s 
belief  id  only  very  partially  correul.  It  would  be  a  grmt  mititakc  to  tuppcM, 
from  tlm  evidence  given  on  Palmer's  trial,  that  there  is  any  serious  diffi- 
culty in  diatinguisbing  kelwceu  (be  ayniplcini  of  iitry<ihninc  poisoning 
and  Ihoee  ofteliinu*.  Thn  reni-niblancc^  am  only  superficial,  the  difi^rencci 
prolbund  aud  iinpurtunt,  when  viewed  with  the  calm  eye  ofa  di^tereettd 
and  di^ipimionutc  oborrvrr.  llul  if  you  must  ii(<rd  insi«t  oa  medical  nea 
takii^  a  fart,  If  judge  and  jury  and  counsel  all  agree  in  expecting  them  to 
ttstily  tor  or  against  the  priwincr,  how  can  it  be  wondered  at,  if  upon 
every  celebrated  irinl  which  attracts  a  great  deal  of  attention  from  the 
public,  there  aie  nearly  alwayi  wrious  oonfliota  of  opinion  among  the 
mcdteal  witne«Mw  T  Yoa  drag  an  eminent  pbyuciau  or  surgeon  away 
fivm  his  private  practice  by  the  temptation  of  a  heavy  fee ;  yoa  phy 
upon  his  feelinfT*,  you  coach  him  up  in  the  line  of  aciadt  or  defence  wfaic^ 
he  is  expected  to  follow,  yuu  pique  Iiim  with  iImi  notion  that  the  eyes 
of  all  the  world  will  be  watching  to  see  which  gets  the  better  of  it,  ho  or 
his  rival  who  is  to  testify  on  the  other  side;  and,  finally,  ymt  skilfully 
appeal  to  him  through  some  «dentitia  crotchet  which  he  is  hnown  koaeMljr 
to  entertain.  And,  after  that,  you  wonder  that  there  are  oooflicts  ft 
medit'iil  cviilenev  I  Do  you  not  know  perlectly  well,  my  loamed  friend, 
that  when  onse  yon  have  drawn  an  tinforlunate  witness  into  a  stm^ 
statement  of  opinion,  by  irritating  bin  omotir  propre,  it  is  against  aQ 
llie  feelings  of  human  nature  to  expect  him  to  eat  hia  words  tffda, 
although  he  nuiy  know  the  next  minute  tbut  be  had  better  never  have 
spoken  them? 

In  my  belief  tliere  is  but  one  way  out  of  the  ever-iiMireaauig  per- 
plexitiei  whitdt  arise  out  of  the  reception  of  medteal  evidenoA.    Such 
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criilcDce  should  bo  preer^nteil,  in  ild  finil  confiwed  ihnpe,  not  lo  a  jurj 
of  lajBDCa  who  «ro  vtUnrly  iinnbk  to  extract  tbe  truth  from  a  mftM  of 
■MmiDg  oeutr»diolioDt,  but  lo  a  tieleoUKl  and  pvrfuoti}-  irapartial  com- 
misaoD,  choMit  from  nmong  the  highest  autliorities  in  legal  )Qediciii«t,  nho 
■hooljd  favor  and  ireigh  erer^  powiblu  medical  ailment  which  can  be 
urged  oa  dlber  Nd«,  and  ahould  present  &  report  to  tbe  court,  which 
ehonJd  be  coitsidcri^d  fioa]  wi  rtgnrdit  the  purcljr  iicimtifio  quoitions  involved 
in  the  caae.  On  the  trial  this  report  would  be  read  in  evidence-,  nnd 
nAcrworda  luBdcd  to  tlic  jury  :  and  no  medical  man  (hould  lie  allowetl  to 
give  evidctice  except  as  a  wiiueM  to  ordJnai^  matters  of  fact.  The 
mcmbcra  of  the  commluioo  should  be  at  Icftxt  three,  including  the  chair* 
tDBD,  nnd  the^  should  be  choMn  in  rotation  from  the  hwpittil  teachers  of 
ibrmoic  medioiue ;  thej'  would  receive  the  report  of  tlie  original  medical 
att«Bdntaof  the  cam,  and  of  hi«  skilled  coa4jutoni,  if  such  have  hem  em- 
ployed, and  the  evideuce  of  aujr  witnesseA  whom  the  proneuutiou  or  th« 
defence  might  choose  to  call. 

I  do  uot  hediati:  to  mi/  tliat  if  such  a  plan  u  thi«  were  adopted  iniiny 
great  scandals  would  be  avoided.  Such  flimsy  arguments  and  rash  statu- 
mtoita  as  some  which  were  propounded  upon  Palmer's  nnd  Smotburst** 
trials  would  never  have  boeu  made  belbre  a  grave  and  learned  oom- 
taiwMin,  or,  if  such  had  been  made,  their  inoorn'ctnow  would  hare  been 
al  onoe  detawstratcd.  It  is  Dot  very  pleasant  for  an  English  physiciaa 
to  hear  the  remarks  of  foreign  toxicolc^ta  as  to  the  extraordioary 
conflict  of  opinion  upon  such  questions  as  w«ro  involved  in  I'almer's 
case;  although  iu  this  instance  there  wns  forluuatety  no  ultiniati; 
failure  oi  justice.  It  ts  not  the  fact  that  we  are  bi^hind-hond  in  this 
country  in  our  knowledge  of  legal  tuediciue — rather  ibc  contrary;  but  it 
is  a  fact  that  w«  manage  our  medico-legal  Irialx  in  n  moat  pntpoaleanous 
way.  A  good  example  of  the  dilFertnl  working  of  the  two  oppotdte 
ajrateoM  may  be  found  iti  a  comparison  between  the  medioal  evidcnco  on 
Palmer^i  trial  with  that  given  on  a  celebrated  trial  In  Ocvmany  some 
ywra  ^o.  In  the  htttvr  cum,  the  auitpcoted  person  was  a  medical  man, 
or  at  least  knew  a  good  deal  about  medicine,  and  be  was,  therofbre, 
able  to  suggot  a  theoiy  that  the  deceased  fell  a  victim  to  an  attack  of 
eheltra,  whidi,  under  other  circumstances,  woulcl  not  have  proved 
fatal,  but  wlucii  did  to  in  his  casa  because  he  waa  already  wMkcned  by 
baring  taken  a  long  course  of  a  particular  medicine.  The  accused  had 
been  seen  lo  mix  up  white  arsenic  in  crater  \cry  shortly  before  the 
lltramid  came  to  hreak-fiut  with  him,  at  whicli  moal  Iirt  wim  taken  ill  ;  hut 
no  araenic  or  other  poison  waa  found  in  iho  body.  The  oiaiter  was 
intraated  to  an  impartial  coramitiion  of  phynciana,  »  far  as  regarded  the 
medical  evidence,  and  they  at  once  pot  aside  all  the  mystification  of  ibo 
dafmee  by  ahowiug  tlul  th«  ^mptoma  in  tlwdr  totality  w«re  pot  ihosn 
of  oatotal  diwaae,  and  that  the  aUtament  of  tbe  priacoutr  as  to  the  weak 
healtli  of  tbe  decMacd  previous  to  his  latal  illness  was  altcgesher  inoomct, 
and  ihtia  loM  heavily  against  its  author,  aa  showing  a  falsLQcation  of  beta 
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on  liij  paH.  Tlie  commiimon  unanimoualjr  i>ronottnccO  that  Uio  ^nnptoou 
wviv,  nnd  couid  cm\j  hv,  Oioae  of  irriUnt  poiiuniBg,  «nd  lli«l  ifaoy  exnetl; 
agreed  wilh  tiioso  prodoccd  by  nnwnic.  It  auyf  m&ly  be  ntd  that  had 
the  medical  evidence  been  taken  in  (bo  nme  waj  id  Palmer's  case, 
a  simitar  unnnimity  o(  opintoo  woold  hare  aSInnod  ihnl  Cook  wx* 
poiioned  wiib  blryclinia.  And  it  may  equally  cnihiy  bo  ui<l  tluit  if 
the  Gcnaan  con  liad  been  tried  id  tha  Engllah  riu^iiou,  so  much  conruaoa 
might  have  be«B  created  by  the  advocBcy  of  incdictil  Kitaotec«  who 
would  have  tMtified  to  the  poiiubilily  vf  tl»c  priaoner's  atory,  tlut  hi* 
guilt  might  bare  acemcd  Tory  donhtful.  Another  good  inat«ace  of  the 
bcnclicial  working  of  on  impartial  conimifuioa  to  decide  outharitatiTely 
on  the  medical  qaestioDa  inrolved  in  »  trial  occurred  not  loi^  since 
In  PruHia.  A  man  died  with  oj-mptums  which  puiuted  most  uoeqai- 
vocally  to  plioBpborus  poisoning,  and  th«  non-modical  cvidcDce  ahoircd 
the  fiot  thai  cettiiin  auspcct^d  parties  bad  been  pnwuruig  phasphonu 
in  n  must  iiiiiuiuil  and  nccret  manaor.  No  pboophonu^  hovever,  «« 
found  in  the  body,  and  the  moat  waa  made  of  ihia  ia  the  priaoDcr'B 
&Totir,  so  much  that  tho  able  clicmiat  who  examined  the  body  fir»i 
wna  drawn  into  ft  confenion  that  there  waa  no  distinct  proof  of  (lie  ad- 
niiniaUntJon  of  pliotpborut.  The  mailer  vnu  rclcrrcd  to  CaKpcr,  the 
cclcbntlcd  mcdieo-lt^itt  of  Berlin,  and  he,  in  a  luminoiu  report,  which 
conlained  the  essence  of  every  poenble  argument  on  tli«  (|ue«tion,  eboircd 
that  it  waa  impoitilile  that  any  natural  diwaiie,  or  aiiylbing  but  pbM- 
phorus,  could  hare  caused  the  sympionis. 

I  must  not  he  undcratood  aa  recomiscadiiig  that  our  courts  should 
copy  the  forau  of  criminal  procedure  of  France  or  Germany  ;  I  merdy 
desire  tlinC  wc  ahoulii  iaiitaiv  theni  in  llie  one  method  of  tifiiag  the  me- 
dical evidence.  In  Fiance,  the  practice  ia  by  no  neona  uniform,  but  in 
ev'ery  ciwe  the  jwjt  d'inslrueiion  appoints  one  or  two  experts,  who  an> 
quite  impailial,  to  oollccl,  scicntilic  evidence  od  tliu  apot  wbcro  the  crime 
WM  conimiltcd.  It  rests  wiih  i.lio  jiige  tfinitructioH,  who  is  vested  with 
discretionary  powers  to  lliat  cfl'ect,  whether  any  other  skilled  evideiice 
t)mn  ihiii  thai!  be  received  on  the  trial ;  nevcrtheleas,  any  penon  who  ta 
able  to  communicate  any  important  fact  or  opinion  for  the  goidance  of  tlie 
court,  may  olvrsy*  secure  a  hearing,  for  in  case  nt  the  jvge  il'instntctiM 
rejecting  such  evidence,  there  is  a  power  of  appokl  to  the  Covr  <U  Caua- 
tion.  The  practical  result  of  the  sifting  of  evidence,  which  takes  place 
under  the  haJids  of  the  impartial  ejcpcrts  who  are  appointed  to  iDTestigate 
the  matter  in  tlie  first  place,  is,  that  ihiire  are  comparatively  few  dispuiei, 
or  at  any  rate  scrioua  conflicts  of  inedicul  opinion :  if  any  aucb  tjke 
place,  Ibe  matter  is  commonly  refirrtd  to  a  still  higher  Uedicat  commi*- 
bion.  In  Prussia,  at  present,  euch  dtaii'ict  of  Uie  country  has  its  Phgtihu, 
or  official  expert,  who  is  expected  to  report  on  oil  medico-legal  qucMJraa 
wliich  ariie  witliin  bis  jurisdiction.  If  any  dispute  oucur,  or  if  (he 
Phtjnkus  he  unable  to  give  a  couftJttit  optuiun  on  the  case,  it  ia  refcrtvd 
to  ibo  chief  medioo-legal  authority  of  the  countiy,  a  Goveroiaeiit  offioial 
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wlio  neidcs  in  Bolm:  at  prvscnt  the  i-cnowncd  Casper  Itoldi  (liia  rc- 
apobnble  office. 

It  will  thiM  bu  m'en  tlut  t1i«  plan  wltich  I  have  propoiuril  fur  Oio  roccp- 
tion  of  (nodical  cvidcnco  diffi-ra  matcrinily  frcm  ihc  Krvitcli  nni)  IVumian 
inethodR,  from  whicli,  howcrur,  it  borruWH  tlic  peculiarity  o(  pratL-ntiog  llm 
■dcntifie  eridmce  to  tlio  lay  judge  iinii  jury  in  a  compiinitivcty  simple  nOd 
nullioritatirc  form.  There  can  »urdy  be  iiu  objection  to  the  putvly 
medical  quetitioDS  being  decided  by  mcdicnl  men,  sinvo  in  fnct  that  mxat 
be  the  ca>o,  cvcd  niidcr  our  prcwnt  imperfect  and  filumsy  system.  The 
jury,  or  the  judge  who  sways  ihcir  opinion  by  tiis  iniiniHtng  up,  (nko  tlicir 
DOtions  at  tlic  Ktvuttllo  part  of  tliv  qu<:Bli(>u  fioui  suiiie  mc-ilical  dihii,  or 
men,  in  whom  they  may  hnppcD  (o  believe,  tvith  wliat  good  rcuon  must 
be  A  meT«  luntlcr  of  chance.  Surety,  tbeu,  it  would  be  heller  at  onco 
to  secure  tlto  co-operation  of  the  bigheat  nicdicnl  nuthorilics,  in  llie 
deci»ien,  which  must  bu  made  somehow,  and  to  remove  the  temptutien 
to  advocacy  on  the  part  of  medical  witucMe*.  No  prowculor,  nor  pri- 
■oner,  could  po^iUy  liave  any  prvlext  for  euppoeing  that  a  eoumiwion, 
CODMsting  of  nt  lejtnt  three  high  medico-li^al  AtithoriticK,  was  DOt  as 
impartial  and  pmper  a  tribunal,  for  the  decialon  of  l}ie  medical  qiio^ 
ticm,  M  the  most  intelligent  damn  of  small  shop-keepcra  that  could  be 
bnt^it  toother. 

III.  The  public  is  ill-iDrormed  as  to  ttie  Amount  and  kind  of  evi- 
dence whicli  ought  to  be  requir<!d  to  establish  the  fact  that  death  wa« 
catwed  by  poi«on.  The  most  common  fillncy  i«,  that  therv  in  no  proof 
tinlen  pmaoa  lias  been  found  in  the  body,  or  in  tlie  evacuations,  or  unlen 
Uierc  von  Rome  evidence  of  actual  R<!miiiis[ral!on.  Ktroueoun  m  tliis 
noilon  ia,  and  rudely  na  it  liaa  been  allocked  by  the  decisions  in  Palmer'a 
caw,  and  now  in  Catherine  Wilxcn's,  it  is  one  which  keeps  iu  hold,  with 
great  tefiAcily,  on  the  public  mind,  and  it  may  bo  as  well,  therefore, 
briefly  to  «tat«  the  ikrgumenta  Bg.tiuat  it.  In  the  &ni  place,  any  pcMMD,' 
eren  tltose  which,  like  the  melallic  irritanlit,  are  wilb  the  greatest  difUculty 
dislodged,  may  altogether  diuipponr  tmrn  the  body  iu  consequence  of 
vomiling  and  pUT^iRg,  or  may  be  eliminated  by  means  of  the  kidneys,  if 
the  poisoned  person  surriTo  long  enough.  Secondly,  there  are  a  large 
numticr  of  tubHlacices  which  may  cause  death  and  yet  be  undetectable, 
with  certainty,  in  the  body.  1'his  is  cspcciidly  the  coxe  in  many  of  the 
T4fgetable  inilants,  when  administered  in  the  fonu  of  decoction,  or 
tincture,  and  nith  many  cf  the  powerful  nikaluidit  whjcli  are  now-a-days 
extracted  from  poisonous  plants:  and  doubtless  in  future  we  may  expect 
that  this  kmd  of  poison  will  be  employed  fur  criminal  purpose!!,  rather 
than  the  metallic  iriimnts,  such  as  anenic,  antimony,  &c.,  which  learo 
■ucl)  penioteni  chemical  traces  of  tlieir  presence.  In  sueh  cases  it  will  bo 
neoeasary  to  rely  upon  the  medical  opioion  as  to  whether  the  cause  of 
&iath  were  poison  or  natural  disease,  or  else  to  let  all  the  most  clever 
poisonera  go  aeol  free.  And,  in  onl«r  to  illustrate  forcibly  lh«  ioliafaclory 
pfoof  of  pcisoning  which  may  oometioics  be  obtained  in  cases  whcnt  noM 
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of  the  poison  con  be  detected  in  tbe  body,  I  may  refer  to  a  striking  imtasce 
which  occurred  in  Ireland  some  yean  ago.  A  man,  whose  wife  waa 
known  to  harbour  ill-feelings  towards  him,  was  suddenly  seised,  while 
eating  tOTae  greens  which  she  had  prepared  tor  him,  with  aymptoma  of 
violent  irritant  poiKoning,  and  died  in  three  houra.  It  was  noted  that  the 
rest  of  the  &mily,  who  ate  their  portion  of  the  greena  from  another  dish, 
were  not  at  all  ^ected,  while  a  neighbour  who  had  taken  a  small  quantity 
from  the  same  plate  with  the  deceased  was  attacked  with  symptoms  of  a 
precisely  similar  kind  to  his,  thongh  not  ao  severe,  and  fortuAately  not 
proving  fatal.  No  poison  oould  be  discovered  in  the  body,  or  in  the 
posaeesion  of  the  suspected  person,  nor  were  the  post-mortem  appearances 
such  as  to  point  at  all  positively  to  poison  as  the  cause  of  death.  Never- 
theless, the  medical  witnesses,  the  principal  of  whom  was  Dr.  Gmghogan, 
of  Dublin,  pronounced  a  positive  opinion,  that  poisoning,  and  not  natural 
disease,  was  the  cause  of  death ;  and  Dr.  Gec^hegan  also  eocpressed  hia 
belief  that  the  particular  substance  which  had  been  employed  was  some 
preparation  of  the  plant  aconite,  or  monkshood.  The  o|Hnion  that  poison- 
ing, and  not  natural  disease,  was  the  cause  of  death  was  doubtless  rested  on 
the  fact  that  of  all  the  diseases  which  can  occasion  death,  under  symptoms 
of  violent  irritation  of  the  stomach  and  bowels,  there  is  none  which  has 
ever  been  known  to  cause  death  in  so  short  a  time  as  thiee  hourv  without 
leaving  decisive  post-mortem  appearances,  nith  the  exception,  perhaps,  of 
Asiatic  cholera,  a  disease  which  the  general  features  of  the  case  pat  quite 
out  of  the  question.  Furthermore,  there  were  in  this  case  certain 
nervous  phenomena,  viz.  lock-jaw,  and  a  peculiar  sense  of  numbness  and 
tingling  in  the  tongue  and  through  the  flcah,  which  are  never  observed 
in  choleraic  affections;  and  one  of  these  (the  numbnesa  and  Angling) 
pointed  distinctly  to  aconiu  as  the  cause  of  mischief,  inasmuch  aa  it  ij 
a  Eymptom  peculiar  to  poisoning  with  that  plant.  The  prisoner  was  con- 
'I'icled  and  executed,  and  the  medical  opinion  was  most  satisfactorily  vin- 
dicated by  a  voluntary  confession,  in  which  she  acknowledged  that  she 
had  poisoned  her  husband  by  mixing  the  powdered  root  of  monkshood 
with  hia  food. 

This  case  affords  also  an  excellent  demonstration  of  the  fallacy  of 
another  popular  theory — that  a  prisoner  should  never  be  oonvict«d  on 
opinions,  but  only  on  proved  facts :  a  doctrine  which  some  people  nre 
never  tired  of  applying  to  tlie  cose  of  the  recoption  of  medical  evidence  on 
criminal  trials.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  opinions  of  a  finit-rate 
toxicologiat  like  Dr.  Geogh^an  in  such  a  case  as  the  above  are  in  truth  only 
the  expressions  of  facta,  although  they  may  be  focts  of  which  but  few 
persons  ore  cognizant.  Upon  the  basis  of  a  great  number  of  inductions, 
Dr.  Geoghegan  considered  himself  justified  in  grounding  a  general  law 
that  nothing  but  a  poison,  resembling  aconite,  could  possibly  produce  the 
combination  of  the  irritant  ^mptoms  with  the  lock-jaw ;  and  with  tliat 
very  peculiar  plicnomenon — the  numbness  of  the  tongue  and  of  the  flcsli. 
Let  us  compare  this  very  satisfactory  case,  in  which  conviction  was 
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accOTwd  bjr  firat*mte  tnnlioal  "  opiaion,"  with  a  cnsc,  which  is  pos^Ie 
enough,  in  whkh  "fecW"  should  docJdo  the  Terdict.  There  is  n  ccrbua 
disMM  of  tbo  ttomnoh,  vrt-ll  known  to  medico)  taea,  wtiioh  may  g«  on  for 
raoatfaa  or  years  without  producing  eorious  iacoQTenience,  and  lUui 
rnddenlj  iettiop  ^rmplotn*  which  m:iy  provtt  liital  with  frightf\i]  rapidity, 
perhq»  txtn  in  a  few  hours.  Suppose  timt  a  person  mifferiof;  from  this 
diseue  should  happ«n  to  have  been  taking,  tncdiciiuiljy,  tmnitnto  of 
bimath,  a  rucdiciDe  very  commoDly  used,  and  which  fruqueotly  con- 
laiD§  tracM  of  itrwnic:  the  tncdical  ntti^niinnt  nil  tlic  time  being  unawiire 
thiit  iho  diavuQ  wiu  Hajthing  more  serious  than  a  common  dyspepBu. 
Suddenly  the  poticnt  U  scizw)  with  drcndliil  psiiiiii,  perlisps  witji  nerexv 
Tomitmg,  and  in  n  few  hours  dies.  Pciat'Uoriem  exaaiinaiioo  rtn-culs  a 
perfbrolioD  of  the  slomacb,  and  the  presence  of  mnall  qtiantilies  of  araeule 
in  tli«  vuccra.  Under  micb  circtunstnnces,  would  it  not  be  likely  to  g» 
hsid  willi  any  unforttuiate  wretch  who  could  be  shown  to  have  a  poaaibl* 
intcTcat  in  the  iJcnth  of  the  de«oased  (ct<pecinlly  ifby  nnme  chmoe  ormnio 
wvre  found  in  bU  poawadoD),  if  theae  apparently  Etriking  "  facta  "  were  to 
be  M»epted  as  the  gnido  to  »  rerdict,  uncorrected  by  a  medical  "  opinion  " 
upon  tlnmf 

Tlie  «lereoIyp<«!  annwer  to  Brfriimtnts  of  ihi«  kind  ik,  that  tnodical 
opinions,  even  tboic  of  th«  highr-st  aiithorilien,  oftpn  differ  very  widely. 
I  hxre  already  antidpntvd  the  rejoinder  which  may  jirnperly  be  mnde  to 
litis  objection;  vix.,  that  the  ronton  "f  the  prcxvt  scandalous  conflicts  of 
medical  evidence  on  trials  in,  that  the  nitnesMs  nre  tvmptcd.  hy  every 
poasiblo  motive,  to  act  8S  advocaUg  in»teail  of  giving  an  impartial  alaie- 
mcnt  ;  and  that  if  the  expL-dtent  of  ■  scicntiiic  c(immi«ion,  IxJuro  which 
the  whole  <|tieedon  could  bo  debated,  freely  and  critically,  were  adopted, 
wa  afaonld  hear  litlln  or  nothinf;  of  thtso  scandals  to  I<^gnl  racdirine.  It 
wotild  be  perfectly  easy  at  any  time  to  find  thrM  men,  whose  impartial 
verdict  on  the  medical  facts  of  a  case  would  entirely  sntif'fy  the  medical 
profewjon. 

In  thus  plfading  thu  ckimi  of  mudical  mm  to  the  final  decision  of 
partly  medical  quesliona  upon  criminal  trials,  I  foci  tlial  I  have  a  liardcp 
task  to  perform  than  that  of  merv'ly  working  out  n  tolerably  simple  and 
intvUigible  argument.  In  truth,  there  is  not  a  Lllle  prejudice  to  be  over- 
come before  the  ohnngei  which  I  have  miggntcd  could  ho  introduced. 
This  prejudice  is  partly  of  respectable  origin,  iuasmuch  as  tt  arieei  in  some 
ilogrec  &«m  n  wholesome!  fcur  of  mischievous  intermeddling  with  the 
oosloms  which  liave  slowly  grown  up  in  ifais  country,  and  which  may  se«m  at 
first  sight  rMenliul  to  that  liberty  of  thu  Ku\>jvct  of  which  our  laws  are  so 
cnreftil.  But  a  little  reflection,  1  think,  might  convince  any  one  that 
a  body  of  impartial  experts,  selected  from  llie  higli«t  ranks  of  an  honour- 
able and  learned  profcMion,  would,  probably,  be  at  least  as  conscicntioURly 
careAil  of  the  lives  and  liberty  of  their  fellow -subjects,  and  as  jealous  of 
any  attempt  to  endanger  them  by  yielding  to  ruRh  and  iU-gronnd«d 
BpcoulatloDs,  as  any  jury  of  layaa«D  could  possibly  bo.    Nor  Is  it  proposed 
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to  deprive  tlic  juiy  of  the  right  of  fiiul  decision  as  to  tlie  guilt  or  inno- 
cence of  a  prisoner,  but  merely  to  relieve  them  of  the  responsibility 
of  deciding  questions  concerning  matten  of  whidi  they  are  necessonly 
ignorant. 

Tliere  is  another  kind  of  prejudice,  however,  with  which  I  feel  that 
my  propositions  would  be  encountered,  and  which  I  think  i«  entitled 
to  very  little  respect.  There  is  a  certain  morbid  and  overstrained  philan- 
thropy which  is  never  tired  of  declaring  that  it  is  better  for  a  hundred 
guil^  men  to  escape  than  for  one  innocent  person  to  be  punished ;  and 
vrhich,  at  heart,  dislikes  everything  which  tends  to  make  the  course 
of  retributive  justice  more  swift  and  certain,  and  more  terrible  to  the 
criminal.  With  philanthropists  of  tliis  ^'pc,  I  am  aware  that  it  is  quite 
useless  to  argue  at  all,  bnt  it  may,  poasibly,  be  of  some  nse  to  appeal 
to  the  rest  of  the  public,  and  to  ask  it  whether  it  prefers  to  be  dealt 
with  on  this  question  as  Sir  Joshua  Jebb  has  dealt  with  it  in  the  matter 
of  tickets-of-leave. 

To  sum  up  the  whole  purpose  of  this  paper,  it  clums  that  the  doctor 
shall  be  relieved  of  the  functions  of  a  detective  police  otEcer,  which  he 
has  made  no  contract  with  society  to  perform;  while,  at  the  same  time, 
he  shall  be  enabled,  by  timely  assurance  of  the  ikct  of  poisoning,  to 
save  here  and  there  an  intended  victim's  life.  It  claims  that  the  sober 
dignity  of  science  should  not  be  turned  into  a  mockery  by  a  system 
which  forces  the  medical  witness  to  take  the  poution  of  an  advocate, 
and  then  exposes  him  to  the  Jlippancy  of  another  advocate  who  knows 
nothing  about  the  scientifio  question,  but  who  is  thus  artificially  placed 
on  terms  of  scientific  equality  with  him.  And,  finally,  it  claims 
emphatically  that  (with  all  proper  safeguards  for  impartiality,  HUcb 
ns  are  herein  indicated,)  the  maxim  cuique  in  sud  arte  credendum  shall 
he  applied  to  the  medical  profession  in  the  matter  of  the  purely  medical 
questions  arising  on  criminal  trials.

It  may  be  aaid  that  alie  could  not  hare  been  juatified  in  disciiMing 
the  matter  even  ivitliin  her  own  boaom,  unless  auUiorixcd  to  do  so  by 
Dr.  Croila  bimaclf.  Let  it  then  be  considered  that  Dr.  Croflu  had  given 
her  aome  anch  authority.  Tliis  may  be  done  in  more  ways  than  one; 
and  MinDal*  could  not  have  found  herself  asking  herself  quesliona  about 
him,  unlfM  Uiera  had  been  fitting  oc-aaii'u  for  her  to  do  ao. 

Tbo  prof«Mtio<n  of  a  medical  man  in  a  small  provindat  town  is  not 
often  one  which  givca  to  its  owner  in  early  life  a  largo  income.  Perhaps 
in  no  career  has  a  man  to  work  harder  for  what  he  earns,  or  to  do  more  work 
without  earning  anything.  It  ha>  sometimes  seemed  to  me  n*  though  tho 
young  doctor*  and  the  old  doctors  had  agreed  to  divide  between  them  the 
diSeri-nt  r«tulta  of  their  profession, — tbo  young  doctors  doing  ait  the  work 
and  ibe  old  doctoni  taking  all  the  money.  If  thia  be  ao  it  may  account 
for  that  appearance  of  premature  gravity  which  is  borne  by  so  many  of 
the  medical  profemion.  Under  such  an  arrangement  a  man  may  bo  excused 
lor  a  desire  to  put  away  childish  things  very  early  in  life. 

Dr.  CroA*  had  now  been  practising  in  Uuestwick  nearly  seven  yeati, 
hnvitfg  aeltled  himself  in  that  town  when  be  waa  twenty-three  years  old, 
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luti  being  Kt  (hi*  period  tCacat  iliir^.  During  thoM  aevca  jcan  hJa 
all  tad  tndiuUy  )i«d  been  ao  TuUj-  admitted  Uial  lie  lud  ncccvded  in 
buining  thfl  tnadical  care  of  oil  the  pauper*  id  Hut  union,  for  wtiiclt  work 
bu  wna  paid  at  ihc  rate  of  cmn  liundred  poiindt  a  jcar.  Hit  waa  also 
SEtisUnt-iur^ecm  nt  n  nnall  honpit&l  nhich  waa  tnaintained  in  lliat  towD, 
sad  held  two  or  tluw  other  siiiitl&r  public  poaittont,  all  of  n-liicb  at«st««l 
Ilia  mpcctatMJil)'  and  goutral  profidracy.  Thvy,  tnorcovcr,  thoroughly 
saved  bim  from  an/  of  the  dangen  of  idlenou ;  but,  uufottunately,  thf.y 
did  not  cnahlo  him  to  tvganl  himnclf  ns  a  ciicccMral  proba«ioiutl  man. 
ViImtcu  old  Dr.  GruS'en,  of  whom  but  few  p«opl«  apoke  well,  had  mada  « 
foi'iune  in  GuMlwick,  nitd  even  sliU  drew  frmu  ihc  ai)m«ata  of  ihtt  towa 
a  coRAi'leruIJe  and  baldly  yet  deoreuaing  iocome.  Now  lliis  was  hsrd  opoa 
Dr.  CrnftK — iiiilcat  thin  was  existing  aomc  mcb  wdUundvratood  amuigc- 
luent  as  Uiat  above  nauied. 

lie  Imd  bc^^u  known  to  the  fumity  of  the  Dales  Uatg  previoui  to  hii 
(ctttrmriii  ul  Giiestnick,  nttd  bad  been  Tery  intimate  with  tfacia  from  (hut 
lime  to  the  present  day.  Of  all  the  men,  young  or  old,  whom  Mm.  Dale 
coiintt-d  among  her  intimate  frimda,  he  WM  the  one  whom  she  most 
trusted  and  admired.  And  he  was  a  man  lo  be  Iruated  by  those 
who  knew  him  well.  Re  WM  not  bright  and  alirays  ready,  aa  was 
Crosbipi  nor  bad  he  all  the  pruottcal  worldly  good  tease  of  Beratuxl  Dale. 
In  DiMitiU  ]iowcr  I  doubt  whttlier  be  wn»  superior  to  Jloha  £amct; — to 
John  Banuu,  mcb  aa  he  might  beoome  when  the  period  of  his  h(rWed»- 
huybood  «]iould  hare  altogether  i«ssed  nwny.  But  Ct«Ua,  compared  with 
tlie  other  lhre«,  as  ihey  all  were  at  present,  was  a  man  mora  to  be  trusted 
(lum  any  of  them.  And  tliore  waa,  moreovM-,  about  him  an  ocosinnsl 
dash  of  humour,  without  which  Mrs.  Dale  would  hardly  have  rt^rded 
him  with  that  thorough  liking  which  elie  had  for  him.  But  it  waa  * 
quiet  humour,  apt  to  )<liow  itself  when  be  bad  but  one  friend  with  him, 
rather  thau  ta  general  society.  Croebiu,  ou  the  other  hand,  would  be 
much  more  bright  among  a  doien,  than  ha  could  with  a  single  com- 
panion. Bernard  Dale  wa«  ncrer  bright ;  and  as  for  Johnny  Eamea  ■  ; 
but  in  this  matter  of  briglitDese,  Johiuiy  £amM  had  aot  yet  shown  to  the 
world  what  his  obaroieter  might  he. 

It  wis  now  two  years  since  CroAs  had  been  called  npoit  (or  raediesl 
advice  on  behalf  of  hia  friend  Mra.  Diilc.  She  hud  then  bena  ill  for  a  long 
period — some  two  or  throe  months  aod  Dr.  Crofts  bad  bent  frequent  ia 
his  vitiils  at  AllinglOQ.  At  that  time  he  became  Tcry  intinuta  with 
Mrs.  Dalc'a  daughters,  and  especially  so  with  the  eldest.  Young  nnmar- 
I'ii^d  doctors  ought  perhaps  to  be  exchided  froiu  houses  in  wludt  there  are 
yoimg  ladies,  i  know,  at  any  rale,  that  many  sage  matrons  hold  YWy 
Strongly  lo  that  opinion,  tbliiking,  no  doubt,  ibat  doctors  oi^ht  to  get 
themscjvrs  married  before  (hey  vtnture  lo  be^n  working  for  a  living. 
Mr*.  Dale,  pL~rhups,  regarded  her  own  girls  as  still  menly  children,  foi 
Beil,  the  elder,  was  then  hardly  eighteen ;  or  perhaps  she  beM  impradent 
and  heterodox  opiniona  on  this  subject;  or  it  may  be  that  sbo  valfidbly 
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p^c&■^^(^d  Dr.  Croft*,  wllb  uU  the  iMnger  to  h(T  children,  to  Dr.  Grufim, 
with  nil  (h«  dAa£>cT  ici  bcnwlf.  But  the  rcmitt  wna  tliat  ibo  joung  doctor 
on«  day  iiitormed  biinwIC,  as  he  was  riding  iMlck  to  Gumtwtck,  thiil  mucli 
of  his  bappineM  in  tlii*  world  would  dopcad  on  bis  being  able  to  marrj 
Mr*.  Dale'*  ddeat  d«agbier.  At  that  liioc  hia  total  income  amounted  to 
little  mora  tlian  two  hundred  a  y«ar,  and  be  bud  rcxolvcd  withiD  his  own 
mind  thai  Dr.  Gmfitai  was  »>l«emed  as  inach  liio  hvUer  doctor  by  thn 
gm<:rat  public  opiaion  of  Guualwidc,  oud  that  Dr.  Gruflun's  wnd/-biurcd 
aaaiatant  would  «T«n  liare  a  better  cbance  of  tnccen  in  the  town  thaa 
himavlf,  afaould  it  erur  come  to  pa^  that  the  doctor  was  CKteemed  too  old 
for  p«nconI  practice.  Crai^a  bad  no  fortune  of  hut  own,  wad  It*  wat 
aware  ibiU  M'laa  Dale  liad  DOne.  Then,  under  those  cticutuatancta,  wbat 
was  he  to  do  r 

It  ii  noi  necetaary  t1;at  we  ihould  iiujuire  at  any  ^eat  lenglli  Into 
tliOM  ktTC  puMgc*  of  the  doctor'*  life  which  took  place  three  j'oar*  befora 
tbc  coBunencenieiit  of  ihia  oarralire.  Ite  made  no  deolaralioo  to  Bell ; 
bat  Bell,  young  ns  ahc  ww,  umlcnigod  wi>Il  that  he  wnuld  fain  bnTo 
done  eo,  had  not  hid  coiu'a^  Jailed  hini,  or  ratber  had  not  his  pradenco 
prcTcnted  him.  To  Mn.  Dnio  he  did  ipcnlc,  not  openly  aroning  his 
love  even  to  her,  but  hinting  at  it,  and  th«D  talking  (o  her  of  bis 
imotisGed  hopes  and  pnifc^isianul  di*appointmsDlii.  ''  ll  i«  not  that 
I  oompl^  of  being  poor  aa  I  am,"  aald  he  ;  "or  at  any  rale,  not  to  poor 
that  my  pororty  must  bo  any  lource  of  discomfort  to  rac;  but  I  could 
hardly  marry  wiih  such  aii  iuconit-  ai  I  Ikare  nt  prrivnt." 

"  But  it  will  inercaw,  will  it  not  T  "  said  Mrn.  Dale. 

"  It  may  aorae  day,  when  I  am  becoming  an  old  moa,"  be  uid.  "  But 
of  wh.it  n»B  will  it  be  to  me  then  t " 

Alrf.  Dale  could  not  tell  bini  tbat,  ns  far  as  her  voice  in  the  matter 
went,  he  was  welcome  to  woo  ber  daujjbt«r  and  marry  her,  poor  u 
he  WM,  and  doubly  poor  a*  they  would  both  be  togi^lhrr  on  mtcb  a 
pittance.  lie  bnd  not  evi-n  mentioned  Bell's  name,  and  )ind  he  dune  to 
■he  ooutd  only  luive  bade  him  wait  and  bojie.  AAcr  that  he  Mud  nothing 
fiirtlwr  to  her  upon  ibr  subject.  To  Bell  ho  spoke  no  word  of  overt  lore; 
bnt  on  an  autumn  day,  when  Mt*.  Dale  nan  already  oootatetcent,  and  ilia 
repetiiioa  of  hia  profewona]  vinila  had  become  unnecoeaary,  he  got  her 
(o  walk  wlili  him  ihrougli  tliu  half-liidden  ahrubbety  paths,  and  then 
told  her  thingn  which  ho  ihonld  never  have  told  her,  if  he  leally  wialied 
U>  bind  her  heart  to  hii.  He  repented  that  story  of  bis  inDomo,  nod 
explained  to  her  that  bin  poverty  wna  only  grievous  to  him  in  ibai  it 
prevented  hiiu  frrni  thinking  of  marriage.  "  I  auppoia  it  must,"  aoid 
B«ll.  "  1  should  ibink  it  wrong  In  atk  any  lady  to  share  auch  on  income 
aa  mine,"  aaJd  ho.  Whereupon  Belt  bad  Buggcated  to  liim  that  aome 
ladies  hod  incomes  oS  their  own,  and  that  he  might  in  tliat  way  grt  over 
ibe  diiEculty.  "  1  aliould  be  afraid  of  myself  in  marrying  a  girl  with 
tnomyi"  nid  he ;  "  brnidci*,  that  is  altogether  out  of  (he  question  now." 
Of  ooune  Bell  did  not  ask  him  why  H  was  out  of  the  qttteiloD,  and  for 
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A  litno  ihay  went  on  wallclog  in  ■U«nee.  "It  la  « lianl  iliing  lo  do," 
b*  tbcn  mid, — not  looking  nt  her,  but  looking  at  tbc  grnvcl  on  uhich 
he  stood.  "  It  >a  a  Iiard  tiling  (o  <to,  but  1  niJl  dG(«riniDe  to  lliink  i>f  it 
DO  further.  I  believe  u  man  ma;  be  as  happy  aingte  a«  he  may  inaiTicd, 
— atmott."  "  PcrbnpB  niorc  »,"  Kiid  Bell.  Thwi  tha  doctor  l«ft  bor^ 
aud  Bel),  as  1  liave  said  before,  niade  up  her  mind  wilh  grtat  fimuuai 
tli.ll  i^ho  vrns  not  in  lore  with  him.  I  may  cerlaiuly  tuy  that  thcrv  nA* 
noihiiig  ill  the  world  ng  to  whivb  slio  waa  so  certain  as  aho  waa  of  this. 

Aod  now,  in  these  dnys,  Dr.  CtoAs  did  not  come  over  to  AJltnglon 
rcry  oAen.  Had  any  of  the  family  in  iho  Smnll  Hooso  beOB  ill)  he 
wciild  have  brni  thure  of  counie.  'Hie  stiuir*  himself  employed  the 
apothecary  io  the  viI1a^-c,  or  if  liiglicr  aid  was  needed,  would  aend  for 
Dr.  GruQVn.  On  tlie  occauon  of  Mrs.  Dalc'a  parly  CvotU  wm  lliert^ 
having  bora  specially  invited ;  but  Mrs.  Uulo't  special  inrilMaooa  to  bcr 
friends  were  very  few,  and  the  doctor  irns  well  aware  that  ht  miMt 
himself  niuko  ocetutou  for  going  there  if  he.  desired  to  sco  the  iomalcs 
of  the  hoiiso.  Iliit  he  very  rarely  made  such  occaaion,  perliaps  f«eiling 
that  he  was  laore  lu  bis  element  at  the  workhouse  and  the  hospital. 

Just  at  this  time,  however,  ho  made  one  very  great  and  unexpeoied 
Step  towarda  success  in  his  profcstiou.  He  was  greatly  suriiriW  one 
morning  by  bcinj  summoned  to  the  Manor  House  to  attend  upon  IiOrd 
De  Gnest.  The  family  al  the  Manor  h.id  employed  Dr.  GriilTea  for  the 
hist  thirty  years,  and  CrolUi,  when  he  received  the  earl's  mesaa^e,  eould 
hardly  helieve  the  words.  "  The  cori  ain't  very  bad,"  said  the  servant, 
"  but  he  would  be  glad  to  sec  you  if  poswble  a  little  before  dianer."

I  believe  his  lordahipT*  bad  about 
enough  of  Dr.  GruS^n.  The  doctor  took  to  ohaiGng  his  lordahip 
one  day." 

"Chaffed  his  lordship; — his  hands  find  feet,  and  that  sort  of  thii^f 
suggested  llie  duetor. 

"Hands  and  feet  I"  anid  the  man.  " Lord  bI«H  you,  sir,  he  p^cd 
hia  fun  at  him,  juat  on  though  ho  was  nobody.  I  didn't  hear,  hot 
Mffl.  Connor  anya  that  my  lord's  bock  was  up  turiibly  high."  And 
so  Dr.  Crofts  got  ou  his  horaa  imd  rodo  up  to  Guentwiclc  Manor. 

Tbc  carl  was  alone.  Lady  Julia  having  already  gone  to  Courcy  Costla. 
"  How  d'ye  do,  how  d'ye  do  I  "  said  the  enrl.  "  I'm  not  very  iU,  but  I 
want  lo  got  a  lillle  advice  from  you.  It'a  quite  a  trille,  but  I  thought 
it  well  to  sec  scmebody."  Whereupon  Dr.  Crofts  of  course  declared  that 
he  was  happy  to  wait  upon  his  lordship. 

"1  know  oil  about  you,  you  ^ow,"  »nid  the  carl.  "Yourgraud- 
molher  Stoddard  was  ft  vcty  old  fri«nd  of  my  aunt's.  You  don't  rcni«m> 
bcr  Lady  Jemima?  " 

"  No,"  mi  Crofta.    "  I  ncTor  had  that  honour." 
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"  An  excellent  old  womnn,  nnd  knew  your  grandmother  Stoddard 
well.     You  »ee,  Gniffen  Laa  been  alicndiiig  us  for  1  don't  know  how 

many  yciua;    I>ut  upon  my   wonl  "   and   ihcn   the  earl  stopped 

li  imirfifi 

"It'a  an  ill  wind  thnt  blows  nobody  any  good,"  said  Crofts,  wlih 
ft  alight  laugh. 

"  P^rliapa  it'll  blow  mo  some  good,  for  Gni(!'(-n  ricver  did  me  any. 
The  fiict  ia  this ;  I'm  very  well,  you  know  ; — as  strong  aa  a  home." 

"  You  look  pretly  wcU." 

"  No  man  could  bo  better, — not  of  my  a.n*.    Tm  aixty,  you  know." 

"  Yoa  don't  loolc  ««  though  you  were  ailing." 

"  I'm  always  out  iu  the  open  air,  imd  tliat,  I  lake  it,  ia  tlie  best  thing 
for  a  man." 

"  There'*  nothing  Uk«  plenty  of  exercise,  certainly." 

"And  I'm  alwaya  taking  exercise,"  snid  the  earl.  "  There  ian't  a  man 
aboat  tlie  plnci;  woi'ka  much  harder  than  1  do.  And,  let  me  tell  you,  «ir, 
whca  you  uudertako  to  keep  six  or  seven  hiiiidred  acres  of  land  ia 
your  owa  lumd,  you  must  look  nflcr  it,  unless  you  mcun  to  lose  money 
by  il." 

"  Ftc  olwBya  honrd  that  your  lordship  is  a  good  furmer." 

"  Well,  y«e ;  wherever  the  graaa  may  grow  about  uiy  jilace,  it  doean't 
grow  under  my  feci.

After  this  Dr.  Crofta  ventured  to  ask  bis  loidsUip  as  to  what  special 
physical  dcRcicocy  his  own  aid  was  invoked  at  the  present  time. 

"  Ah,  I  was  just  coming  to  tliut,"  said  ilie  earl.  "  They  tell  uic  it's  a 
very  dangeroua  practice  to  go  to  ikep  after  dinner." 

"  It's  not  very  uncommon  at  any  rate,"  aaid  the  doctor. 

"I  suppo«c  not;  but  Lady  Julia  is  always  at  me  about  it.  And,  to 
tell  tli«  irutli,  1  think  I  sleep  almost  too  sound  when  I  get  to  my  arm- 
cliair  in  tlic  dmwing-room.

"Ai»d  how'a  your  appetite  at  dinner?" 

I  never  cat  any  luitchcoD,  you  know, 
ind  cqjuy  ray  diuuer  thoroughly.  Then  I  drink  three  or  four  gUsca  of 
pott  wiae " 

*•  And  feel  aleepy  afterwards  ?  " 

"  That'a  jiwt  it,"  aaid  the  carl. 

It  is  not  perhaps  necessary  that  wo  should  inquire  what  was  the  exact 
nature  of  the  doctor's  advice;  but  it  woa,  at  any  rate,  given  iu  auuk  a  way 
that  tti«  earl  toid  he  would  be  glad  to  sec  him  again. 

*'  And  look  here,  Doctor  Crofts,  I'm  all  alone  just  at  present.  &u)>poae 
you  oome  over  and  dine  with  me  to-morrow;  then,  if  1  should  go  to  slei-p, 
you  koow,  you'll  be  able  to  let  me  know  wlieUier  Lady  Julia  doeau't 
exjgget&te.

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Wliether  it  vtt  thM  |]i«  etirl  Ttstrain«1  his  appetite  when  M  diooer 
nndcr  the  dootor's  cj'm,  or  whether  the  mi^-day  mtittoa  ehofi  which  had 
been  ordered  for  him  hud  tlio  dwred  effect,  or  wbethor  th<f  doctor'i  c&n- 
Ttnation  was  more  lively  (hun  that  oTihe  l^Ay  JuUa,  we  will  not  tay; 
but  the  ear),  oo  tli«  oTcning  in  qtunion,  ma  triumphant.  A<  h«  nt  in 
his  ««sy-cbiur  after  diiuier  he  hardly  wiuk«<l  above  once  or  twice;  and 
when  bo  had  taken  the  lo^c  bcwl  of  tea,  wbieh  ha  uuully  awallowed  iu 
u  Mmi-Kmnoleut  condilioD,  ho  was  tjiiiie  Ut^ly. 

"Ah,  ye*,"  he  mid,  jumping  up  and  rubbing  hla  ayaa;  "I  thbth  I  do  ' 
ftd  ligbter.

"  I  met  him  ouoe  at  Mrs.  Dale'a." 

"  Going  to  marry  one  of  the  glrla,  im't  he  f  " 

Wbeiuupoa  Or.  CrofU  explained  lliat  Ur.  Ciosbie  was  engagad  lo 
mian  Dale. 

"  Ah,  y«a ;  «  nice  girl,  Fm  told.  You  know  all  tliose  Dalei  are  con- 
nexions of  otua.  My  aister  Fanny  nmrried  their  undo  Orlando.  My 
broiher-in-law  doesn't  like  trnvelting,  and  «o  I  don't  aee  vtirj  much  gf 
him ;  but  of  course  I'm  inteieeted  about  the  Ikinily." 

"  They're  very  old  friend*  of  mine,"  (aid  CroAa. 

"  Yw,  I  dnnuny.     There  are  two  girls,  are  Uiece  not  T  " 

«  Yes.  tuc" 

"  And  Miu  Lily  ia  the  youngeet.  There  a  Dothiog  about  th«  older 
one  gelling  miuried,  ia  there  I  " 

"I'Te  not  heard  anything  of  it." 

"A  very  pretty  girl  ahe  ia,  tooL  I  remomber  accing  ber  M  hit 
uncle's  InHt  yc.ir.  1  ihouldn't  wonder  if  she  were  to  many  bar  eotuui 
licniiird.     He  is  to  have  the  property,  you  know ;  and  he'e  ny  Mpbev." 

"  I'm  not  quite  sure  that  it's  a  good  thing  for  oeuaiiu  td  many,"  mid 
Crofia.

You  have 
never  known  how  oilcnond  how  mncli  I  have  thought  of  you;  how  desrly 
I  have  loved  you." 

"  Julin,  you  must  not  talk  of  that  now." 

"I  cannot  go  without  tetliug  you.  When  I  camft  Brer  hwr,  ud 
Wra.  Dttlu  lold  mu  that  jou  wcic  to  bo  maniod  to  that  maa " 
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'*Tm  natt  not  «peak  of  Mr.  Crosbie  ia  ihst  vay,"  ahe  taid,  lorcins 
upon  him  almoit  fioieclj'.

Ho  wu  luigry  with  biiuM-lf,  tliinkii^  thM  ho  bad 
played  bts  part  bodJy,  MCOainf  hubse]/  iu  that  be  b&d  Imkii  rough 
to  htr,  and  aal&h  In  iha  arpreiioo  of  hi*  lovv ;  and  be  was  ragrjr 
wiib  lier  bocaoaa  alio  bad  doclar«d  to  hiiu  that  ahe  loved  CroabU  be«er 
thMB  all  the  world  besides.  He  knew  that  of  courve  ahe  murt  do  so  ;■ — ■ 
dMt  at  an/  nl«  it  waa  to  b«  «xpec(«d  thai  such  irss  tiitt  case.  Yet,  ha 
tbongbt,  ahe  might  hnve  rvtVainMl  from  Mying  ao  to  him,  "  She  cbooaca 
to  «curu  tne  now,"  bo  Mid  to  binissif;  "  but  iba  ttm*  ntay  oome  nhm 
the  will  wiah  that  abu  hiu)  scorned  him."  That  Cfosbie  was  wicked, 
bad,  and  *dS»h,  be  believed  tooti  faWy.  U«  Mt  anre  that  tlw:  man  woold 
Ul'Uae  ber  and  make  her  wrettlW.  He  had  somo  tH^l  doubt  whelbGr 
ba  would  many  her,  and  from  this  donbl  be  cndearuurcd  to  draw  a 
unp  of  contlbit.  If  Crosbie  would  dewrt  her,  and  if  to  him  mi|;ht  be 
accorded  ths  privilege  of  beniing  the  man  to  death  with  hhi  fists  bccuat 
of  this  desertioo,  than  lh«  world  woold  not  be  quil«  Uauk  for  him.  In 
all  this  he  was  no  doubt  very  cnifrl  to  Uly ;— but  then  had  oo(  Lily 
been  very  orticl  to  him  I 

Uc  was  stilt  thinking  of  these  things  when  he  come  to  the  fint  of 
the  <ioestw»ck  poetnrta.  '£1i«  boanchuy  of  ths  oarra  properly  was  very 
plainly  niatlced,  Ibr  with  h  oommeaced  sin  the  diady  elms  along  the 
rondaidci  and  tba  broad  grteo  margin  of  turf,  gxsMfiil  oqndly  to  these 
who  walked  and  to  iheae  who  rode.

Bat  in  thua  nakbig  good  Iiia  relroat  lie  hud  been  nniibls 
to  keep  in  a  direct  line  lo  iho  gat*,  and  tlmre  aocrncd  ki  be  great  danger 
Int  ttio  bull  abouU!  luoceed  in  prrjaiiig  bini  upngaintt  the  hedge.  "Come 
on  I"  dxratcd  the  farl,  whomti  lijfhiing  hia  battle  inaDfulljr,  but  was  byuo 
mama  anxioua  to  cany  ufT  all  the  lauri-Ia  of  lUc  victory  hiiuKclf.  '*  Come

bmndijlifd  his  apud,  and  ^uew  about  liia  arom,  ibiiikin;;  tliat  li«  might 
b*it  diamajr  tha  bcaat  by  the  dlaiiiajr  of  tlie»c  warlike  gestures. 

Jolumy  Eamcs  ran  on  gallantly  to  the  peer'a  a«aieia&ce,  aa  he  would 
hare  ran  to  that  of  any  pcaHuit  in  the  land.  lie  was  one  to  whom  I 
ghbuld  be  pcrhapa  wrong  lo  nttribttto  at  this  period  of  bia  lifi;i  the  gift  of 
Tcry  high  anirage.  lie  Aared  maoy  things  which  no  man  iliould  i«Ar  ;

When  Cmdcll  cacnped  out  of  the  house  in  Burlon  Cri^eceDl,  making  hia 
way  through  tlie  pnaaagA  iuto  the  outer  air,  he  did  no  bccauae  he  featL-d 
UuU  Lnpex  would  beat  bim  or  kick  bim,  or  ottirrwiH;  ill-use  him.  John 
Eamea  would  alao  iLSre  desired  lo  escupe  umler  Mtnilnr  circumnlnncca; 
bnt  be  would  have  so  dcaired  bocauw  be  could  not  eodura  to  be  looked 
Upon  in  hia  ditEculties  by  the  people  of  the  house,  aud  becauae  kit 
intagioetioii  would  have  painted  ihc  burron  of  a  [ioli««nian  dn^ii^  htm 
off  with  a  bbck  eye  and  a  torn  coal.  There  was  no  one  to  we  him 
DOW,  and  no  policeman  to  take  oU'euce.  'rherelbre  ho  runlted  to  the 
mti't  juaiatasce,  braudiabiug  hia  slick,  and  ronring  in  emaiatioa  of  the 
bdU. 

When  the  aiiuuH]  saw  with  what  unfairoen  he  was  treated,  and  that 
the  auflalMr  of  hia  futa  wna  doobied,  while  no  ainittenee  bad  lent  itself  on 
hia  ndey  he  afood  for  awhile,  di^;ui>ted  by  the  iqjuatice  of  humanity.  He 
sl<^p«d,  and  throwing  hia  head  n])  to  the  hcarena,  bellowed  otit  hia 
CDBplauit.  "  Doo't  oomc  close  I "  aaid  the  oarl,  who  was  almost  out  of 
bneth.  "  Keep  a  little  apart.  Ugh  I  ugh  I  whoop,  whoop  '. "  And  he 
ihnrt  up  hia  anaa  nanfnlly,  jobbing  about  with  hia  apud,  ever  and  anon 
rubbing  the  penpiration  from  off  hia  oycbrows  with  the  back  of  hia  hand. 

Am  the  bull  ttood  paiwiug,  meditating  whether  under  Mioh  ctroum- 
•UaoM  llight  would  not  bo  preferable  to  grnliiicd  fwadon,  Eamea  made 
a  ruah  in  at  bim,  attvmjiting  to  hit  hiiu  on  the  head.  The  earl,  aering 
tki*,  advaneirl  a  step  nlao,  and  got  his  tpud  almost  up  to  the  animal's  ejre. 
Bat  ti)«K  indignilica  iho  htaat  eould  not  stand.  lie  made  ■  charge^ 
bending  hia  head  fint  towards  Jnho  EaiDta,  and  tben,  with  tliat  weak 
neillation  whkh  ia  aa  diagiaeelUI  in  a,  hull  as  in  a  general,  bo  ehaaged 
hb  purpoae,  and  turned  biahomaupon  hia  otlier  enemy.  The  eooaeqiMiloe 
was  that  his  atepe  earricd  htm  in  between  the  two,  and  that  the  carl  and 
KaiDca  found  themKlvea  for  a  while  behind  hia  tail.

<'  Ugh  1  ugb  I  Whoop !  whoop !"  ifaovted  the  euL  And  ao  gndnallf 
th«7  Bwde  good  dieir  groond. 

"  Now  get  orer ,'  «d  Eamo,  what  ihef  had  both  reacbcd  the  ootatr 
of  the  fteM  is  which  tba  gaU  Hood. 

"  And  what'U  jaa  do  J"  nid  the  earl. 

TU  go  U  tha  hedge  to  the  rtght."  Aad  Itiamj  aa  be  i|>okc  da»h«d 
bu  atick  about,  ao  a*  to  ncoopoluK,  for  a  moment,  the  attaation  of  the 
hrot*.  The  farl  made  a  apriag  at  tho  goto,  and  got  well  on  to  the  upper 
rung.  The  boll  aeeing  that  hii  pny  was  going,  made  a  final  nuh  upon 
the  «*H  and  atrack  the  timber  ruriooaly  with  hia  bead,  knocking  hU 
lordthip  down  on  the  other  aide.

Another  peculiarity  connecled  with  these  privileged  familiea  i*  lb« 
pron«neis  to  giro  a  multitude  of  Christian  and  other  tinines  to  tbo  taiua 
individual;  as  ir  the  royal  blood  had,  by  virtue  of  its  roynlty,  a  ^ightto 
as  much  as  possible  cf  every  good  thing — including  tinmpo.  There  aeeiM, 
too,  to  be  a  love  tor  particular  names  iii  particular  fjimilita,  do  doubt  to 
give  cmpliaEis  to  tlie  theory  of  hereditary  tiiceeMion.  The  Aiutriia 
royal  house,  for  instance,  shoira  a  great  predilection  for  tbe  name  of 
Joarph.  The  picsent  emprror  has  tlirec  Christian  nnmca,  of  which 
one  is  Joseph  ;  bis  throe  brothers  have  each  Josepli  as  one  of  ibeit 
names,  and  eo  bad  his  father,  his  uncle,  and  trro  of  his  grMt-nnelcc 
Tbo  Prussian  Court  has  rti:iuifusted  an  equiil  lore  for  Frtderirk.  Hio 
present  king  is  a  Frederick,  as  wos  his  brother  the  late  king,  and  all 
the  kings  which  Prussia  has  yet  hud ;  and  so  are  the  king's  two  brodien 
ROW  living,  and  his  son  (hunband  of  our  Princess  Hoyol),  and  coiuint 
and  nephews  too  aumeious  to  mention.     Of  course  it  is  neccsnry,  to  <gn- 
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rent  nuMAha  in  identity,  to  giro  itcvoi-nl  lujiiiiicnAl  names  to  cscb  rovml 
or  pnocely  individoal,  &»d  so  disiinguitih  ou«  Jweph  or  FreOeikk  from 
another.  If  iIm  prcKnt  Eroperar  of  tli«  French  can  tucoeed  in  putting 
dovD  fffectnall;  the  ciaimi  of  Lrgilimisbi,  Orleanut^  and  Sepublicssa, 
Ift^oiton  will  usgrgdljr  bo  pcrpctiutted  u  »  niim«  in  thnt  coontiy. 
Then  is  oii«  liltl«  plaice  id  Germany,  called  Reiiai,  wbkh  >uu  li«d  a  lltary 
fariUnorcrcignduringa  period  of  eight  hundred  jpniR.  Smalla^itUi,  Kcu« 
appeus  to  be  100  big  to  be  governed  by  one  ooveieign,  aocDrdieg  to  German 
potitia;and»>wahcarofitenu-Schldz,Beiia»-KBstrit>,siidRotu»-GTm— 
all  of  wfaicfa  oemUned,  we  can  in  full  BobemesH  nwire  ihe  reader,  are  eon- 
BderMdy  nnallcr  than  onr  one  county  of  Herts.  For  a  gvntntioD  or  two 
the  Henrya  of  this  petly  place  were  diatingnidicd  one  Irom  another  by 
■oiB*  pertODtl  pecaliarity — a»  Henry  the  Rich,  Henry  th«  Fat,  Henij'  the 
Short,  Httary  the  Red,  &c ;  but  «s  titTi»  nalurally  become  is  time  ex- 
hanatoil  by  chin  prcccM,  th<^  old  r^-smirce  nf  nnmerala  was  appealed  to  ; 
and  tbw  we  hare  come  down  (□  Henry  the  Kxty-seventb  of  Reiwi- 
Schldi,  Hmry  the  Sixty -ninth  of  R«UM-KiistTits,  Sui.;  while  their  son* 
and  sephewa  (all  of  wbom  are  Henrys  likewise)  utterly  bewilder  onci,  by 
their  multiplicity.  •• 

la  lh«  choice  of  aamea,  oor  own  royal  family  is  modot.  The  ninn 
•oni  and  daughters  of  Queen  Victoria,  though  posseasod  of  names  quit« 
■Mity  enoogb  to  be  knovm  by— thirty  in  oU,  or  rather  more  than  three 
Muh  on  an  average — are  far  below  the  level  of  their  German  counn*  in 
lUs  matter.  Some  of  the  petty  princes  abroad,  wlioiie  territories  Decr^ 
ftwt  could  run  acroia  in  an  hour  or  two,  bear  so  many  Chri»tisn  anmes 
that  one  tnarrels  how  they  contrive  to  support  bo  great  n  weight.  T^t  as 
look  at  tfaat  grand  magazine  and  authority  for  all  such  thing*,  th« 
AbtawKh  de  Qetka;  we  shall  find  ihtre,  among  others,  His  Svreut^ 
Prince  Chariot  Anloinc  Jt^chim  Zcphyrin  Frrdcriclt  Mninrad  of  Hobcn- 
sollem>Sifn»ariageii,  wbo  is  also  Burgrave  and  Cunnt  nod  Seigneur  of 
Knrentbeiig,  Teringeti,  Hnigcrloch,  and  Wijhmtcin.  I'orttigal  eclipses  all 
eiber  countries  in  the  number  of  names  given  to  th«  royal  princn  and 
imnomaes.  Tho«e  two  thin,  gentle,  but  rnthor  heary>tooking  Portuguoe 
yooths  who  came  over  to  this  country  a  fi^w  yvars  ago,  to  ririt  the 
QoMo  and  to  have  a  peep  at  our  inKtitutions,  were  the  king  and  ibe 
Duk«  of  Oporto.  The  Ibrmcr  is  bow  deud,  and  the  duke  lus  suceecdud 
him  OQ  the  throne.  They  were  two  among  urvtn  brothcta  ond  sisters, 
children  of  the  late  Qu^en  Donna  Mnrin  de  Gluria,  and  thv  whole  had 
togtdwrr  DO  1«M  than  a  handitd  and  jijUen  uamcn — about  sixteen  each 
OB  an  avenge  1 

SnppOM  that  the  prtacnt  King  of  Portugal,  at  fotir  or  fire  y»rs  old, 
bad  been  a  "  nanghty  boy  "—would  or  would  not  the  cliict'  lady  of  the 
nonery  hare  reproTcd  him  with,  "O  Don  Louis- Philip-Mar ia-Femaudo- 
Pedro  d'AIcaiitara- Antonio- Migutl- RspliBol-Gabriftl-Goniaga-XaTier- 
Francisco  d'Aitisi>John-Julea-Auguito-VoUonda  de  Bragania- Bourbon, 
if  yon  do  that  again,  yoa  shall  be  whipped  and  put  into  the  comerr' 
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Thfao  an  na\lj  tti«  natnts  which  tli«  \My  (Ii«n  bon,  and  vhich  he  now 
bor*  u  king.  Or  suppose  tliat  the  ddcM  of  tlto  aiaUrrs,  t«n  yearn  old 
when  lin'  motlicT  died,  i»  I6&3,  bad  about  ih.it  time  got  into  tioublt 
about  her  IcMona,  ncmld  sdj  j9«reasor  or  l«acfaw  har«  dared  to  censure 
a  little  ktljr  who  bont  so  manjr  nngnifiecnt  namca  a*  Donna  &[atia- 
Ana*- FuTnnDdn-I-is>iioiditia-Micha6lo-G»brit'la-C(irlotl«-Antoni« -Julia- 
Victoria- PruxedM-t'raneesea  d'Aaaisi-GooKiga  de  B  ragniiu -Bourbon  T 
Sitrrly  Nucb  a  luyal  child  miglit  do  wroiiu  if  kHu  liktxl — else  what  the  OM 
of  ao  msMj  name*?  I'ortugal,  n»  wc  haeve  said,  takes  the  lead  gcncmtl/ 
in  llii*  multiptidt/  of  iiamwi  but  in  one  iotlanue  Spain  eclipset  ber. 
Queen  Iwtbella'a  (inter,  the  Iluc.hpM  of  Monlpcnuer,  has  a  daughter  lo 
whom  no  Icki  tlian  twenl^-one  nanics  liavu  been  given. 

B/  far  tlio  niont  iitiportnnt  charactcriatic  of  European  roj'al  familio^ 
however,  iu  their  relalloua  one  to  another,  is  the  custo«n  of  iuUrmarriagt. 
Princes  and  prinuMsui  ntuat  only  iniirry  with  each  other.  The  public 
ntlcntion  which  i*  ntttoctcd  towards  any  deviation  from  this  rulo  only 
tends  to  Uliulraiv  more  atrongl/  the  ruk  itself.  Sometimea,  as  in  tfae  can 
of  the  prexcnt  King  of  Ucnmnrk,  a  icvcrcign  marricx  a  ladjr  who,  so  Cir 
from  being  royal,  waa  very  humbly  born ;  or,  aa  in  tlie  case  of  ibo  Princ* 
Adalbert  of  Prusiia,  a  king'a  ncpbcw  tnkcn  a  dancer  from  the  stage,  and 
ninrritu  h«'r  forthwith;  but  Mtting  aside  euch  exceptional  cntca,  the  nils 
i>  for  royalty  to  iiiairy  royuJty.  This  rigour  of  etiquette  givtt 
some  eouutrics  to  the  ficqucnt  marriage  of  cousina  with  couvns,  and 
of  tiadea  with  nieces— unions  which  are  productive  of  more  bad 
tiian  good.  The  Spectator,  in  a  recent  curious  arUele  on  this 
said:  "  Royalty  hat  rciiliKcd  already  tiic  cherished  dream  of  poets^-of  tha 
alliance  of  uatioua,  and  the  brotherhood  of  mankind.  Tbc  aovcrcigna  at 
the  civiliacd  world  have  censed  to  belong  to  nay  particular  nation,  race, 
or  tribe.  They  are  nil  brothers  and  sistera;  ibcy  addrtsa  eadi  oUier, 
'Monsieur  mon  fiirc,'  regardless  of  rank  and  dignity;  and  llioy  acknow- 
Itdge  al!  within  the  sacred  circle  lo  be  eUntnirliff,  or  equal  by  right  of 
birth.  Tliat  they  sliould  exclunvcly  tnarry  within  their  own  familj 
circle;  acknowledge  lo  other  matrimonial  alliances  tliau  lliete  to  be  legi- 
timate; and  stigmatise  the  rest,  however  lawful  according  to  tlw  law 
the  land,  as  '  morganatic ' — is  but  the  natural  consequence  of  the  sjatea 
of  caiilc  so  produced.  Froni  the  philontltropic  and  phiioaophic  point 
view,  this  system  appears  very  unlovely,  barbaric,  lud,  as  some  would  say, 
devoid  of '  pmgrcs»  ;'  piocticall/,  liowevcr,  it  has  undeniably  great  adran- 
tagea."  We  need  not  endc«vour  to  triice  out  tliese  advaatages.  One  of 
tliem  probably  is,  a  lessening  of  the  chance  that  ambitious  aubjecls  wiQ 
plot  against  cacli  otlier  in  attempts  to  wed  tbc  royal  prinoea  and  princwKa. 
Among  the  evils  of  the  ayelem  is  this,  that  the  politics  of  oik  oouaitj 
become  often  injuriously  nixed  up  with  thoac  of  the  Court  with  whioh  the 
tnatrinionisl  alliance  b  made  Another  i^  that  where  all  mairiages  are 
Buide  for  royal  or  political  rcaaons,  rval  affection  hns  generally  little  to 
do  with  tba  matter  \  and  liom  royal  huabands  (on  the  Cootineiit  if  Dot 
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In  Gngiiind)  dirorco  their  vrivcs  moro  froqncntljr  thnn  men  in  totf  other 
grade  of  sodeCy.  Leaving  to  the  m^der,  however,  to  BMtle  aa  well  an 
ho  CRO  th«  rcUltvo  advADtngcs  and  disadranbigcs  of  tho  tya^m  of 
rojral  iutcrmamnges,  tli«  ey*t>.-in  Jtsvlf  i*  on  vie  ktru  Klr«a<)y  dewnbed  it. 
ir  a  royal  princa  mamea  ft  lady  whn  is  not  n  priiiccs«,  iho  royal  circle 
anys,  "  Ob,  fie  I "  and  ia  very  cold  towiinia  h«r,  if  not  towania  him.  A 
milliner  of  Copenhagen  bruimo  the  prr»cnt  King  of  D«niaiirk*s  fitvourile, 
then  Countess  Dannur,  and  then — after  lio  bad  succeaiiveJy  divorced  two 
wfiven  of  royal  blood — his  wifu ;  she  i«  said  to  he  very  fiotvurful  in  her 
infliirnco  orcr  the  king,  but  novrathcli^M  she  would  receive  ralh<-r  cold 
cuurteny  from  th«  veritable  emprewes  and  (jueenn  and  princewcs  of  Eiuope. 
Decidtidly  tho  King  of  Dcnmnj'k  has  managed  his  doineatie  affaira  in  a 
queer  way  ;  and  we  are  nitber  glad  that  the  Pnncrm  Aloxandra,  in  whom 
w*  now  t«ko  w)  much  intereel,  ia  only  distantly  rehited  to  him.  Wh«Q 
Prince  Adalbert  of  Prussia  married  JMad cm (» telle  ThrroM  Ellidcr  (nster  of 
ttie  Fanny  Ellalcr  of  opera  cclcbrily) ;  when  the  Empress  Maria  Louito, 
after  the  death  of  her  illusU-ious  hutiliand.  Napoleon  llimaparte,  miirricd  a 
captam  in  tho  Aumrinn  irrvicc;  when  the  Arcliduhc  JoIid  of  Austria 
ntarried  the  dau^ler  of  a  nual  pottinaatei';  wlieit  the  Ardidukc  William 
mnrTicd  A  Vienna  aetrea*;  when  Prince  Charles  «f  Havana  married 
lladenwitdle  Bolley,  a  refuge«'fl  daughter ;  when  tlio  Queen  Downgcr 
Christina  of  Spain  married  th«  handtome  gunrdaman  Mufioz,  and  caused 
him  to  he  I'uiicd  (o  tho  rank  of  Duke  of  Klonzarvs;  when  ihe  PrinocH 
Uariji  of  WUrtcmberg  married  the  aoii  of  tliat  very  caplain  who  luid 
espoused  tlie  ex-Empress  Maria  Louisa; — in  all  th<40  cases,  although  the 
rank  and  the  pcriAnnI  (jualiiies  of  tli«  nvii-royul  persouaKes  differ  widely, 
the  real  kings  and  queens  almost  always  conlrivo  to  let  the  parvciM  feel 
(hat  ihc  offence  to  royalty  is  loo  great  to  be  actually  Jorgiren.  Such 
unions  are  kindly  toteraled,  no  donht ;  but  becouw  a  prince  stoops  to 
lift  a  p«annl  giri  into  a  panlioii  of  t^iunlity  with  kimsel/,  it  doen  not  at 
all  follow,  kay  his  peers,  that  she  should  at  once  btcotno  one  of  them.  She 
is  not,  and  can  mvcr  be,  of  royal  I>Iood. 

We  «uppo&e  lliere  is  no  particular  virtue  in  the  iiiimher  39,  hut  liierc 
Beems  to  be  Jniit  tliix  number  of  royal  lauiili<-a  in  Europe  ptruiittt^d  I« 
intrmuury  one  with  anotlior.  The  iS/^ecCnfor  puts  the  number  down  at  forty; 
hut  this  retjium  us  lo  incltule  one  or  other  of  two  pntenfuUi,  who  would 
trouble  u*  a  good  deitl  in  luntrimoiiial  matters — the  SuIiau  and  tho  Pope. 
The  Sulian,  be»ides  being  a  Mohammedan,  hn.*  ro  many  wives  that  Euro- 
peiin  nolionaon  tliismattrrare  thrown  into  uiicr  bfiwililei-racntj  while  tho 
Pope,  beti^,  by  virtue  of  his  pricatly  obligmions,  a  badielor,  and  hia  triple 
crown  not  being  htrcdiuiry,  cannot  form  what  would  be  deemed  roj-nl 
alliancm  with  other  couuiricA.  It  is  no  little  rcnutrkable  that  of  the  remain- 
ing tliitty-nine,  a*  many  lis  i}iirty-four  are  German,  either  by  birtli  or  by 
origin.  It  is  from  Germany  tliat  bachelor  princes  and  uajden  princottea 
obtain  llwir  conjugal  partneni.  Tlie  pettiness  of  the  sovereign  stiito  is  do 
bar  to  thew  tuiiMia,  na  we  have  already  »id ;  provided  the  blood  be  royal, 
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it  u  of  no  importtmce  howUttIc  tbero  iioTit.  UnlpM  thU  principle  batloljr 
«eiiiiiat«d,  ii  will  ii]>pe3r  iiinuzmg  to  what  uu  extent  lbs  royailies  of  German/ 
haro  been  miippcil  iip  in  mniringc.  If  ire  take  Hsraria  tu  ui  «xainpl«^, 
we  tlialJ  fuid  ihal  the  lul«  Alaxiniilian  I.,  who  twtcu  had  twin  daughters, 
marrit.'d  all  four  of  th««e  yow>g  ladies  «'ith«r  to  reigning  soTcri-igns  nr  to 
butri-aiiparL-nt.  At  thin  pNMiit  tiint.-,  the  Housi?  vf  Buvuriu  iiuiubera 
among  iti  mmnbers  two  empreMea,  ihreo  king*,  and  six  queoo* ;  inclnding 
among  th«  Utter,  however,  two  who  hiive  reoentljr  been  dclbrooed  by  tb« 
popular  will,  Tin.  the  Qiircn  of  Nnploji  and  tho  Quocn  of  ttnccc  Kii^ 
Laidirig,of  BuvHria,  it  will  be  reinenibered,  vraaoncof  ihc  monarduvlMM 
donuatic  estublitJmtcntg  an  not  qoita  in  acoordanca  with  tlw  propriettca 
of  life;  for  fao  gave  up  hia  crown  rather  than  give  up  tbo  too  notociMU 
LolaMoatO. 

One  nolieeabl«  rwult  of  rojal  inlcnuarriagea  ia,  that  tliey  furnidi  a 
plentiful  crop  of  dnimnntM  to  any  and  ererjr  diaput«d  throne.  If  a  r«vo> 
lutioii  cliangFs  the  dynasty  of  a  State,  two  aeU  of  daimanla  at  leoal  srin, 
with  a  titlo  equally  vnlid,  perhapB,  so  far  aa  royal  blood  is  concenied, 
thoqgh  Dot  ao  id  ri^ktion  to  i:onMilutional  Uw,  or  the  voice  of  the  people. 
The  Frencli  can  produce  a  sort  of  claim  to  the  crowu  of  England.  If  there 
ha<l  been  no  revolutioD  in  England  during  the  laAt  two  hundred  yenni,aad 
if  the  laino  thiug  could  bo  iiaid  of  Pranee,  then  ttie  Bourbona  eooM 
put  forward  the  following  curious  claim  : — Henrietta  Anne,  dntighler  of 
Charles  1.  of  £ngliinil,  married  the  l{i-g<nit  Orlmns  of  France.  Their 
daughter,  Anna  Maria,  married  Victor  Aiuadeua  II.,  King  of  Sardinia; 
their  son  bvcnme  King  Victor  AmiuJrux  HI. ;  lii«  djitighter,  Maria  Tbenn 
of  Savoy,  nuuried  Count  d'Artoia,  ai1erward«  CSiarlea  X.  of  Fraace ;  their 
son  was  the  I>ukc  d'Angoul^o— and  so  on  to  the  procont  r^ifwdrtatire, 
the  Count  do  Clianibord,  of  (lie  oU  Li.'i;itimlst  party  in  Prance,  who  an 
Ol^ond  alike  to  the  OrlcAnists  and  the  Bonapnrtists.  It  i«  true  that  aonto 
tather  awkward  intermediate  clulmanis  muBt  he  got  rid  <.•(  here  and  tber«t 
to  make  this  lino  of  inheritance  good,  but  not  more  ao  than  haa  bc«n  mr- 
uounted  iu  many  oHkt  easef.  In  183fi,  when  the  Let^timislH  wan 
c<i»ally  angry  wilh  licToIationiits  and  with  Protestants,  the  Gmtilt  de 
France  sertouidy  put  fonh  the  above  claim.  "  We  hare  the  Into  nyal 
logitioiacy  perfectly  proved,"  it  said.  "  Mons^gneor  the  Duke  d'AngOO- 
\tme  ought  incoat<'«tabIy  to  be  consider^'d  King  of  Great  Britain,  and 
UademoistHu  (the  Duke's  niece)  heiress  presumplire,  in  the  pbc«  and 
in^tend  of  Willinm  IV.  and  the  Princma  Victoria,  who  con  only  reign  by 
virtue  of  a  ProteeUint  law  of  usurpation  and  revolution."  We  must  h*ar 
in  mind  that  our  claim  to  the  supremacy  of  France  for  many  centorica  was 
not  leM  abaurd  than  tliis  pretension.  The  English  kings  called  tbeuMlm 
Kinga  of  France  likewise,  down  to  so  late  a  d«lo  u  the  year  180S. 
George  III.,  ul\cr  the  Treaty  of  Auiieas  bod  been  iiigucd,  volanlaiily 
gave  up  the  empty  title,  which  had  been  a  source  of  much  annoyanoo 
to  the  French.  An  ancient  law,  culled  the  Salic  law,  prcventa  Fnuioe  from 
being  gorerued  by  a  woman.    There  has  neTcr  been  *  qveeo-regittBt  o( 
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ih»t  oouBUy.     Our  Queen  Elixabeth,  oa  she  could  not  be  Qucea  cf 

Siviee  without  doiog  Tiolence  to  ihia  Salic  law,  i>vnilvd  the  diiStiulIy  by

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Indeed  it  u  a  remarkable  fact  that  three  out  of  onr  five  qiieens-i^;iiaiit 
were  the  daughters  of  ladies  who  had  no  royal  blood  in  their  veins  ^ 
Queen  Elizabeth  was  the  daughter  of  Anne  Boleyne ;  while  Queen 
Mary  II.  (co-sovereign  with  William  III.)  and  Queen  Anne  were  daiighten 
of  Anne  Hyde. 

Denmark,  which  is  now  giving  as  a  new  Princess  of  Wales,  has  had 
several  matrimonial  connections  with  Eugland  in  past  ages.  James  I. 
married  Atme,  daughter  of  the  King  of  Denmark.  Me  was  at  that  time 
only  King  of  Scotland,  and  a  very  poor  king;  and  thet«  were  some 
amusing  detuls  connected  with  his  wooing,  arising  out  of  his  trouble- 
Bome  poverty.  He  went  in  person  to  Upaio,  in  Norway,  to  which  place 
his  bride,  aflcr  having  put  to  sea,  had  been  driven  back  by  a  storm.  The 
marriage  was  solemnized  at  that  place  in  November,  1589 ;  and  the  royal 
bridegroom,  who  was  little  more  than  a  puppet  at  that  time  in  the  hands 
of  Scottish  nobles,  was  very  glad  to  spend  a  pleasant  half-year  at  the 
court  of  hia  father-in-law.  Anne  of  Denmark  was  accused  by  the 
scandal -mongers  of  that  day  of  leading  rather  a  restless  and  ill-controlled 
life.  Another  royal  alliance  with  Denmark  was  that  of  Queen  Anne 
with  Prince  George.  She  was  nineteen  years  old,  and  was  still  Princcas 
Anne  when  the  marriage  took  place.  They  had  a  married  life  of  twenty- 
five  years,  during  six  of  which  she  was  Queen  of  England.  The  prince 
was  a  man  of  quiet  character,  and  interfered  very  little  with  public  afiairs 
— which,  indeed,  the  spirit  of  the  English  nation  would  not  have  per- 
mitted him  to  do.  Another  Anglo-Danisli  union  was  a  very  mournful 
one.  Princess  Caroline  Matilda,  sister  of  Geoige  III.,  was  married  lo  the 
King  of  Denmark  in  or  about  17G8.  At  first  the  marriage  promised  to 
be  happy ;  but  the  Queen-Dowager  of  Denmark  formed  a  plan  for  secur- 
ing the  Rucccssion  to  the  throne  for  her  son,  half-brothur  to  the  king. 
A  conspiracy  was  organized,  one  part  of  which  consisted  in  persu.-tdiug 
the  king  that  his  young  and  amiable  conaort,  u'ith  the  aid  of  Counts 
Struensee  and  Brandt,  intended  to  dethrone  him,  and  establish  a  regency; 
while  another  part  was,  to  spruud  a  rumour  that  the  Queen  had  formed  on 
improper  familiarity  with  Struenaee.  Both  of  tiiese  charges  were  sub- 
sequently proved  to  be  unfounded,  but  not  before  the  poor  queen  had 
snnk  under  the  miseries  which  the  plot  had  brought  her.  And  now 
another  Aoglo-Danish  alliance  takes  place — concerning  which  we  need 
say  notliing  more  than  this  :  that  if  the  young  couple  are  as  happy  as 
the  nation  wishea  them  to  be,  they  will  be  happy  indeed.

Tliiii  U  tlie  Olniorviitory  on  the  liiU ;  a  tniitding 
chiefljr  r«niaikiib!u  to  thn  untaught  viiiitor  fur  a  tnrge  dock  dial,  tli6 
nuHui«  hikud  of  whioli  ndvani-'Cs  hy  a  svrici  of  j^rkx,  ta  though  nUippiDg 
oiawnrdu  lownrds  ptcrnily  ns  n  mfltt^r  of  prirnte  biuindsa.  The  hour 
[land  of  ihid  olouk  miiv,  pvfljupH,  iiiOic^iite  that  the  tlnw  is  about  Iialf-put 
tvcnty-tirc  o'clock — an  ani)niincfiiient  ihnt  E>>[tie<vhat  piuzles  the  uuttiught 
viiitvr,  until  ii  v«1uiiIim.t  philotyophc-r,  who  cnjoyN  tristracting  the  ignorant, 
and  who  pridrx  hinifcilf  on  knowing  this  one  thing,  lufbrms  him  that 
bete  tbL<TO  U  no  such  lliing  a?  out',  two,  or  ihrtc  o'clock  ia  ihp  morning, 
at  thflt  lime  is  counted  from  noon  to  noon,  nnd  from  0  to  2-1.  Thuti, 
ne  o'clock  A.U.  Js  thirteen  o'clock,  four  o'olouk  a.m.,  sixtern  o'clock,  and 
'  BO  on. 

If,  dewKma  of  weiug  the  interior  of  thia  my ateriinis  bulldiug,  wu  knock 
nt  the  donr,  nnd  luk  pprmin»ion  to  view  ttifl  ciilabli»hmont,  wc  »bnll  bo 
potitdj-  but  dtcid«lly  itiforuied  that  "  no  visitors  arc  adinitled."  This 
Secliwion  is  nb"oIui«ly  noccttnr)',  for  the  RtJilF  ii  n  Iiard-workrd  onc',  and 
I  not  tn  be  inl«rrup[e(L  The  tnMrumenta  are  most  delicate,  and  a  touch — 
lie  resting  of  a  h.ind  nn  a  ncrcw  or  lever,  or  even  brratbing  on  a  portion 
which  U  liable  to  rust — might  caiiM  damage  or  delay,  which  could  tiot 
possibly  bo  afforded. 

In  long  calculationt,  perfect  quiet  in  niao  necessary,  and  h  ia  not  impro- 
bable tliat  ihc  vi«iTarion  of  an  occMional  organ-grinder  n«ar  lh«  ObMr- 
ralory  might  lend  lo  the  vntk  of  gome  lialf-doteo  ahlp%  wbicfa  bad 
erroneooaly  calcnlalrd  thoir  porition)  by  data  influenced  for  ill  in  eonac> 
qocaioe  of  the  computer's  nervM  being  tonnented.  Thus  "  no  admiadon 
except  OR  buainoM"  is  an  oitlpr  rigidly  enforced. 

If,  howcv<T,  the  person  d<-airoii»  of  visiiing  the  Obssmtory  be  a 
■(udent,  and  anxious  to  acquire  n  knonWdge  ol'  the  lyMoin  adopted 
hcTC^  be  lias  mcrrly  lo  obtain  tlie  necegaary  introd  net  ions,  and  ho  will  ba 
rccnTed  with  every  polilrncM  and  attention.  Tlie  whole  niyatery  nnd 
proceat  of  the  "obacrvalioDa"  and  "r«dHctions"  will  bo  abown  him, 
with  n  frmdom  from  reserve  tliat  at  onci!  indicalea  the  aotindnma  of  the 
prindplea  ben  adopted.  The  absence  of  all  niystety, — a  oonditioa  which 
too  fr«<j[Uenlly  cimceaU  ignorance  or  defect, — dpcaku  of  the  desire  tatber 
to  impart  knowledge  tliau  to  preaervo  il  nmongal  a  aelect  few. 
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Greenwicli  Obsenratoiy  was  commenced  in  1675.  The  site  selected 
b^  Wren  WHS  within  view  of  all  yesBels  pasaing  np  or  down  the  Thames, 
and  thug  information  conld  be  readiljr  tel^raphed  to  these  TeBsels  from 
the  ObEerrabjry.  Many  additions  and  improvemeute  have  been  made  to 
the  building  since  its  fint  erection,  the  greatest  progress  having  been 
made  in  (he  instruments  used  for  astronomical  pnrpoees. 

The  aim  of  all  the  lime  and  labour  given  at  the  Rojal  Obaervatorj, 
is  to  give  accurately  the  position  of  the  various  heavenly  bodies,  and,  from 
put  and  present  obeervations,  to  be  enabled  to  foretel  for  two,  three,  or 
four  yean  in  advance,  the  esaot  position  of  the  sun,  moon,  and  stara,  at 
any  instant  during  the  twenty-four  hours. 

Upon  the  informatjon  thus  afibrded  depends  the  accuracy  of  all  large 
surveys  in  various  parta  of  the  world.  The  correct  position  of  ships  at 
sea,  the  true  places  alio  of  various  dangerous  rocks  or  shoals  at  sea,  can 
only  be  found  by  the  aid  of  the  data  supplied  from  Greenwich  Observa- 
tory. Thus  the  safety  of  much  that  is  most  valuable  is  actually  dependent, 
in  a  great  measure,  upon  the  calculations  made  within  the  building  in 
Greenwich  Park. 

Although  to  aflord  the  information  referred  to  is  the  chief  object  of 
tlie  Observatory,  still  it  is  not  the  only  one.  A  constant  watch  is 
maintained  on  sun,  moon,  planets  and  stars,  in  order  to  discover  the 
sUghtest  indications  of  any  changes  which  might  be  occurring  to  them ; 
whilst  the  announcement  of  a  visitor  to  our  system  in  the  shape  of  a 
comet,  at  once  entails  a  fresh  series  of  observations  and  calculations,  in 
order  to  determine  the  dislance  and  course  of  the  stranger. 

To  watch  for  ihe  arrival  of  comets,  or  to  be  perpetually  searching  for 
new  asteroids  or  planets,  forms  no  part  of  the  labours  at  the  national 
Observatory ;  business  in  the  form  of  observation  and  calculation  being 
the  main  object. 

Upon  entering  the  small  gate  upon  the  left  of  the  clock-face,  a  court- 
yard is  seen,  whilut  on  the  Icll  is  the  main  building.  In  this  building  ii 
the  principal  observing  room,  in  which  Is  the  large  "  tranut-iDstmment." 
This  transit-instrument  is  the  most  important  thing  in  the  establitiunent, 
and  deserves  a  special  notice,  for  with  it  the  greater  portion  of  the  work 
is  done. 

The  transit'instrument  is  a  large  telescope,  possessing  an  object-glaas 
of  great  size,  hut  not  of  very  high  magnifyiog  power,  the  aim  being  not  to 
magnify  objects  very  much,  but  to  be  able  to  see  them  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly. In  thb  telescope  are  placed  several  small  and  fine  spiders'  webs, 
by  means  of  which  the  tinte  of  a  star's  passage  across  the  centre  of  the 
object-glass  can  be  more  accurately  ascertained. 

Although  possessing  the  appearance  of  a  large  cannon,  yet  so  well 
arranged  are  the  works  belonging  to  this  instrument,  that  one  man,  by 
the  aid  of  a  finger  only,  can  tarn  it  upwards  or  downwards  as  occaaion 
may  require. 

It  ifl  essential  to  the  accuracy  of  the  observations,  that  the  transit- 
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Sn*tnim«nt  shonld,  upon  being  ttirnc<i  Irem  Ihc  urnith  iowan^n  tba 
bPiiion,  »wepp  <!o»m  the  oxncl  north  or  eontli  line  in  ihe  iieavt-an,  and 
hi-nuc  when  tiortzcnta),  that  it  should  point  i-xaclly  north  or  Koath.  The 
Blig1i»«t  derialion,  even  lo  tlic  ntnoont  of  n  hnir'a  breadth, — uiili^sii  the 
vnlno  of  this  is  known — will  cnuse  errom  in  ihc  otwcrvntiiMw ;  tuid  thus  th« 
greatest  precantionii  arc  uccd  to  pincc  and  maintain  the  instninient  in  a 
proptT  ]M3iitton. 

FomnTly  thpro  vran  n  mark  on  the  Emex  coast,  near  Chingford,  vrhieh 
TTM  exartlj-  north  of  tli«  tranKit-inittrumcnt,  and  tho  centre  spider**  wob 
in  the  tol^-Mopc  being  directed  on  to  this,  the  iostrament  eonld  be  placed 
borixoRlailjr  norlh  nud  toutb.  I'o  i-nKiirn  ita  ohtnining  a  Torlical  position, 
it  yna  placed,  as  nearly  m  could  be  guessed,  vertically,  and  a  larg«  troiigh 
of  mercury  arrmngvd  benentli  tlic  abjcct'glwu.  This  mercury  would 
r«t)ect  llie  spiden'  lines,  which  ought  theu  to  sppear  to  coincide  when  iccn 
bj  dirwt  vision  and  by  refit  ction.  If  tht^  «hould  not,  n  slight  alteration  of 
lite  Instrumenl  would  be  requisite  in  order  to  place  it  !u  a  vertical  position. 

If  (Ik-  nmoiint  of  lhc>  trunsit'it  ddviation  be  known,  eitJier  from  the 
vettital  or  norlli  and  south  poMtion,  then  all  observations  inad«  with  tho 
in«truRK^t  mny  bare  n  correction  applied  to  them,  which  will  CDmre  aa 
mncii  acctiracy  as  though  the  instrument  had  been  moved. 

Inttend  of  the  morlc  near  Chingford  lictng  now  uKcd  to  place  the  Iransit 
north  and  south,  two  tubes  are  fixed  info  the  walls  of  tho  trenait-room, 
and  crmtoin  crow  hairs,  by  meftnii  of  which  the  value  of  tho  deviation  can 
be  anccruincd,  and  consequently  niluwed  for. 

A  very  comfortabltvlooking  chnir  rests  on  n  Rnsll  railway  beueath  th« 
tmiiMt,  and  on  thi«  the  ob:icrver  recline^  nn<1  can  move  himni'lf  backwards 
or  (brward*  by  a  mere  push,  Directly  opposite  to  him  is  a  clock,  whose 
iMBitB  are  andiblo,  decided,  and  bnwncwi-bkc ;  and  wn  merely  now  require 
fomo  celestial  object,  and  an  observer,  iu  order  to  make  "  an  observation."' 
We  will,  howoTcr,  leave  this  room  at  present,  and  wili  return  to  it  at 
night,  when  tlie  Usual  buuneag  la  being  carried  on. 

West  of  tho  trantit-room  we  enter  tho  computing-room,  where  we  find 
some  balf-dciieit  computers,  who  are  employed  in  "reductions;"  that  iti 
they  are  applying  cerl-nin  corrections  to  the  objei'ved  time  of  a  »tar  or 
planet's  pnssige  acroM  the  crntri;  wire  of  the  transit.  Wo  notice  tliat  the 
mean  of  the  times  of  transits  over  nine  wires  h  first  taken,  imd  then 
correction*  are  applied  for  cofltmation;  that  is,  for  tho  centre  wire,  or 
tinder's  web,  not  hting  exactly  In  the  diameter  of  the  teleeoope;  (or  Im^ 
emtr,  that  is,  in  consequence  of  tho  tnmnions  of  the  grcAt  gtui  tsIcKOpa 
not  being  exactly  le%-el;  and  for  aiimathal  error,  that  is  for  the  amouiit 
that  the  traufit  deviates  from  llio  north  and  tonth  line. 

Kxch  *tar  that  is  obitcrvcd  requiruii  difiitreuC  eorrecUoiM  to  be  applied 
fai  theae  ihrett  items,  and  thus  when,  during  a  long  winter  night,  some 
hondrcd  itan  am  observeil,  the  work  entailed  ou  tlie  feUowIog  motniog  it 
very  conaidci-ublc.  A  densely  cloudy  or  foggy  night  is  holiday  time  at  the 
Obaervatoiy,  and  during  the  next  morning  arrcar*  of  work  can  be  got  ap. 
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Ewiy  Monday  oiOTnuiK  it  is  usual  W  cxiuuinc  tli«  transit,  in  orf«r 
to  t«l  Sla  adjuelnient,  and  IIiuh  pn>bn]>ly  a  fivtfa  value  lor  each  item  intn- 
tioDcil  iibuvu  may  liuvc  to  be  npplii?d  from  wof):  to  wwik.  So  deliciUc  arc 
llie  various  pari*  of  the  inMrumunt,  tbut  a  stuItleQ  change  in  the  lemptr*- 
turc,  lilt  intrusion  of  tlic  sua't  lay*,  And  oftita  an  iincxpluincil  caoxe,  will 
tlufow  it  OTit  of  ndjiwlmwit. 

From  tli«  computers'  room  w«  ascend  «  narrow  ttaircatc,  and  enter 
the  chronometer-room.  Here  we  are  welcomed  by  a  hirp-likc  hun  of 
ticking  clocks.  Upwards  of  one  hundred  vnlualilc  cJironOfnclers  arc 
arranged  round  this  room,  same  on  s1ielv««,  others  in  cases.  Tlnty  an 
nil  j>aseing  an  exam i nation,  in  order  to  text  tlicir  regularity,  and  scciu  to 
be  nndcr  tlie  commiiud  of  a  large  fixed  dock,  which,  eleraicd  aboro  ibem, 
beats  louUly. 

The  great  value  of  a  chronoiDctcr  is  regularity  of  iitte.  It  b  of  no 
great  conitctjuuiicc  ivliirtlier  the  instiiuuont  gain  or  lone,  as  Ion;;  as  it  do«* 
this  regularly  and  uiuformly.  If  the  chronometer  gain,  however  slightly, 
one  week,  and  lose  tlic  next,  it  ia  not  to  be  trasted  for  astnmomical 
jiurpOECS. 

Severnl  jel«  of  gas  ai-o  adiuiitcd  into  a  l&rge  cheat,  and  tlie  chrooo- 
meleta  arc  thus  taken  into  the  tropics,  whilst  a  daily  iiu^ctioQ  of  tbcot 
eerves  to  diacorer  how  tficy  like  it. 

The  process  of  rating  is  carried  on  each  day  by  two  asaistants,  and 
to  the  uninitiated  fictnis  very  mysterious;  for,  inslead  of  waiting  to 
compare  the  sniallrr  chrononictcr  until  the  second  hand  of  the  large 
clock  is  at  nuy  well-deiined  position  of  tts  circle,  such  us  0,  15,  or  90 
seconds,  tlie  one  is  quickly  read  and  compared  with  the  other  by  a  glance. 
Thus  llie  hundred  chroDometerB  are  compared  in  aboul  half  an  hour. 

Several  of  ihewt  initnimcnts  arc  pureliftscd  by  the  Admiralty  for  o»b 
in  the  Navy,  \vliiliil,  for  a  tuualt  suu),  any  nmker  may  have  his  instnuneut 
tested  at  Greenwich. 

Leaving  the  cbrono meter-room,  we  pss  .icro^  the  small  open  ootttt 
and  enter  that  portion  of  the  bnildirig  to  iviiich  the  ball  belongs.  Itwiinls 
some  minutes  to  one  o'clock,  and,  Btandiug  beside  the  computer,  we  see 
him  wind  up  the  bull  at  live  miniitex  to  one.  Just  before  ua  is  a  large 
clock-face,  the  hands  of  wtiich  are  moved  by  eleulrieily,  an  im]ionAii(  aid 
to  modem  antrononiy.  A  sort  nf  trigger  is  pointed  out  to  us,  by  pnming 
on  which  tho  ball  is  released,  and  iuiimativu  thus  given  to  htUKiredsof 
watchers  that  it  ii  one  o'clock  by  "  Greenwich  mean  time."  Intimation  is 
alu>  sent  to  other  localities,  by  telegraph,  of  the  inatunt  at  which  one 
o'clock  occurs  at  {irecnwieh.  To  Deal,  for  example,  whore  the  ball  U 
released  from  iw  temporary  elevation  by  the  dectrio  current,  aent  on  its 
message  by  the  computtr  from  Gn-enwich.  The  hall  at  Deal  on  falling, 
completes  the  electric  circuit ;  .ind  a  rilura  electric  current  to  Greenwich 
announces  there  that  the  ball  has  tokiy  dcsceoded  to  die  bottom  of  ila 
pole.  .  , 

When  the  Bccoud  hand  of  tho  clock  approaches  neat  the  fiftieUt  second, 
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tlie  eami>utor  irateliefl  each  bent,  unci,  with  (ingm  rxtcntkd  nvor  Iha 

triggci-,  rtnnds  rraidj-  to  fire; — 58,53,  and  off  goc«  the  Mgnal.     "Look  oal 

^Jor  th«  retoro,"  we  are  teW,  whilst  wc  bear  the  grnting  of  tlm  bnll  above 

MK^  na  il  dcsccDdn ;  and  tii  n  fuw  itccond*,  ■>  eniall  "  band  "  givM  a  aliglit 

vnre,  iadicaiing  that  Hie  bail  at  Deal  in  f^frlj'  down. 

A  giflnce  nl  the  library,  and  at  (onie  other  UKtronomicat  initrum«iiU^ 
tevpnl  of  vfliicU  nre  old  imd  now  scnicely  uwd,  conipleleft  our  uxamina- 
tioBof  tli«ectablisbnKml,nnd  wflddVr  further  invoti^lionn  until  the  night. 
Before  llio  evening  Iiaa  ndvancod  bejood  that  condition  popularly 
i^ksn  of  M  twilight,  till!  coinjmter  on  duty  for  the  night  hna  voinnit^uued 
kb  opuntxont.

The  tranut  of  an  important  star  having  been  observed  and  rrgistens), 

we,  na  a  upecial  favour,  are  uUowvd  to  take  the  tnuisil  of  tho  next  member 

of  the  atellar  host.     Having  arranged  ounelves  on  the  couch  in  a  very 

cocnfortabJu  attitude,  we  api'ly  our  eye  to  the  tttltscope,  and  are  auTprlMd 

by  the  lightness  of  the  view  within.     The  plane  of  view  ia  cat  up  by  a

mcdtanicolly  as  yon  would  walk,  and  not  by  any  mental  exertion,  or  you 
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e^D  Derer  become  ■  practical  axtronomcr.  We,  fioirerer,  maiui^  to  Count 
— al\er  a  fo^Iiion — aad  novr  "Look  out"  ia  the  word. 

Instnnttj  liarling  inlo  iho  ficM  nr  view,  a  litllr  ficij,  Iwtnlcting  object 
oamnpMopvDS  onv-srda  toirardi  lli«  wires:  to  rspiilly  does  it  come,  that 
ootuiting  mxtrndu  m  we  xm,  and  with  tho  mind  rtrained  in  onlcr  to 
rancmber  each  Btcenary  atq>,  wc  make  a  dtuh  At  the  tixM  of  pncMgu  orrr 
tho  lint  wire  and  again  look  nt  tho  clock,  for  whilst  writing  down  our 
eatimationof  ItDic,  we  loot  count  of  llieseoonJs.  VTe  were  aj^ia  only  jiwt 
in  time,  for  the  little  star  was  gliding  onwards  nnd  onco  more  wc  Knb- 
Ued  down  Beoonda  and  portioDi  of  seconds.  Again  wo  glanoe  at  the  elo^ 
and  n^n  wc  mtiniate,  and  to  vn  until  nine  cstimalinnii  have  hwzi  made. 

*'  Stven  ininulei'  intoxval  now,"  is  tmnoonced  by  our  coQipnnion,  who 
proflccd*  to  examine  our  memorandum,  whidi,  having  boen  added  op  and 
dividvd,  shown  U>nt  our  eiiimation  was  correct  to  within  two  secoiKb— a 
t«enlt  of  which  we  wore  not  a  little  proud,  until  wo  are  asaured  that 
unlew  we  can  approach  to  within  one-teulh  of  a  second  our  ohewtratton 
would  be  rejected. 

"Do  yoii  know  what  is  the  value  of  your  personal  equation?"  la  a 
qucRlion  whiub  foIlowB  the  niimining  up  of  our  ohwrvcd  tnviwt.  Not 
being  in  tho  least  aware  what  is  meant  by  this  question,  we  can  merely 
gueni  that  it  is  Komething  connectc^d  with  our  ojiinion  oil  thl^  tXare  ia 
general.  So  we  roply  tli.tt  we  do  not  know  its  value,  but  would  like  to 
know  what  was  his. 

We  arc  infotmed  in  answer,  that  "  hi»  for  stars  is  about  '87  (W.m  the 
standard,"  Believing  from  this  rqily  that  the  snid  peculiarity  cannot  he 
anything  of  a  very  Jteinous  dtwription,  we  make  further  itiquirlea,  and 
then  diiicover  that  every  ohwrvcr  Iian  about  his  eye«  an  individuali^ 
which  cnuKH  him  to  invarinbly  perceive  a  phenomenon,  audi  a*  the 
transit  of  a  star,  a  little  bi^fore  or  a  little  afker  another  otwerrcr,  and  thai 
this  "ptmional  equation"  is  allowed  for  in  all  observauous ;  a  standard 
observer  being  nrbilmvily  fixed  upon. 

We  could  not  with  any  certainty  nsccTtaia  whether  the  pentoual 
equadoD  was  found  to  be  the  Mimn  both  before  and  after  dinner^  or  if  the 
ttalc  of  the  digestion  had  anything  to  do  willi  the  fiict.  The  simple  state- 
meal,  liowcvor,  showed  im  that  here  wb«  n  wngutar  phenomenon  well 
worthy  of  thi-  inquiry  of  psydiologists :  for  il  would  appear  as  though 
there  was  a  variation  in  the  rate  at  which  the  external  Bcnses  telegraplied 
to  the  seat  of  Tenxm. 

What  b  even  more  mngiilnr  ia  that  the  "personal  equatioa"  fin- oten 
is  not  the  anrno  with  the  name  pcrscm  ns  it  is  for  the  moon,  tai  tliiu  it  la 
also  probable  that  each  planet  might  give  a  diiferent  result,  and  a  tnort 
complex  problem  is  placed  before  ua. 

An  interval  of  some  ten  minutes  enabh's  my  companion  to  show  me  a 
very  ingenious  eonlrivauce  for  registering  the  time  of  a  Klor'a  trannt  over 
a  series  of  wires.  A  sort  of  drum  revolves  slowly  and  is  moved  by  clock* 
work;    round  this  drum  are  lung  rolb  of  paper  fitting  closely.      The

dfc4ric  dock  prick*  a  mnn!l  bole  in  the  piip«r  nt  may  Bcooad,  a&d  ttiiu 
tinif  b  measured  on  th«  pnixr  b^  diatnoce.  A  wire  eonnccta  thin  draai 
ith  aa  ol«ctric  battery,  sad  the  obtiervcT  at  the  tmnfsit- instrument,  by 
riking  a  sort  of  trigger,  ona  prick  kulca  on  ibc  revolving  drum.  Tbiw, 
instead  c(  eonnting  ncconda  nnd  «nrimflting  the  portions  thereof,  tlie  ob- 
•erv«r  strike*  tli«  trigger  al  ibe  ioalaiit  the  sUr  js  behind  the  wire,  and 
die  mnntrv  (by  acale)  of  the  mark  ihu*  tnndc  will  give  exaclly  the  por- 
tion of  u  iccaad,  aa  well  aa  the  aeoond  of  time,  at  which  the  alar  pancd 
bdiind  the  wire. 

Electricity,  na  liefore  mentioned,  is  a  most  important  aid  to  attronomy: 
.  aerrea  to  preserve  a  aerie*  of  clocks  in  the  vnrioua  Toonts  of  a  largo 
rnloiy  in  exact  coiooidenoe,  euvb  bent  1>cing  performed  at  the  same 
InMant.  By  lla  aid,  also,  the  relative  position  of  two  distant  obierratoriea 
eaa  he  nccumtcly  saccrlained,  the  method  being  ns  foUows: — ■ 

The  speed  of  the  electric  current,  or  the  time  occupied  by  n  signal 
poaSng  ftom  one  observatory  to  another,  ia  flret  ascertained ;  for 
,  deotricity  does  lake  somn  time  to  past  ulong  u  wire,  and  the  rato  In  all 
casni  is  not  the  same  ;  tliea  the  chronoTneters  at  each  observatory  are 
compared  by  signal,  and  the  dilfereuce,  if  any,  is  thus  found.  Both 
traiuil-iiistrumenta  bring  adjusted,  the  time  of  a  star's  poaaage  is  telc- 
gmpbed  by  the  most  easlcrn  obserratory  to  the  western  ;  after  a  oertalit 
itttcrral  (depending  on  the  longitude)  the  same  star  passea  tlie  weatcm 
obscn-ntory ;  the  interval  of  timo  betwf en  the  Mar's  two  passages  girea 
the  csncl  longittide,  which,  before  the  introduction  of  electricity,  was  • 
long  and  dilBcult  iUm  to  obtain. 

During  some  five  or  six  lioura  of  dnrknea*  a  miitlitiidc  of  Stan  antl 
two  or  three  phneta  are  registered  in  the  note-book;  clouds  occauonally 
inlemip^ng  the  view,  and  giving  the  observer  a  little  leisure.  Aa  a  rule, 
Ihe  observations  are  confined  to  tliose  titara  whidi  are  to  the  south  of 
Orteuwich,  or  Immediately  to  the  north  of  the  senith,  and  the  greatest 
dependence  is  placird  upon  observations  made  on  ntar*  wliidi  para  near  tha 
(cnith  of  the  Observatory,  because  refraction,  the  astronomer's  bugbear, 
produce*  no  dnvialioa  of  a  ray  of  light  from  an  object  in  tlie  zriiitli. 
Thus,  y  Draeonia,  0  and  ii  Ursa  Majoris,  are  valuable  stars  for  Green- 
wich Observatory. 

Having  comm<-nced  olworvalions  at  about  six  o'clock  in  the  evening^ 
we  were  so  engaged  in  notidng  tlic^  nccnnd- beats  of  tbc  dock,  that  some 
time  elapsed  bdbre  we  peroeiveJ  thai  tbo  minute  snd  hour  hands  indicated 
■  Uitte  short  of  one  o'clock.  This  discovery  led  to  a  dissertation  on  the 
mt^eet  of  time,  and  we  were  given  mudi  information,  of  which  the  ff>!- 
lowing  II  a  rough  iiketah: 

The  clock  that  showed  one  honr  was  an  astronomical  clock,  indicating 
sidereal  time,  ^dcKAt  time  being  comilcd  from  one  round  to  twcnty-fbur 
hoiin.  It  is  0  o'clock,  sidereal  time,  when  a  certain  point  in  the  bcnvena, 
railed  the  fitrt  point  of  Aries,  is  due  south  of  the  Observatory,  this  flrs*' 
point  of  Aries  b«ng  that  point  iq  the  heavens  in  which  we  see  the  no 
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about  the  ilU  of  Mnrch,  wbcn  it  b  cxaelly  over  the  r^nator.  Thtu  lite 
hour  hmi4  of  a  lidenKJ  c!oci,  if  phxmA  botbontallj-,  would  move  round 
i^ulaily,  mtA  Alvrajt  point  towiuxb  tliHt  ptrt  of  Um  hMrros  called  the 
fint  point  of  Alius. 

Tliiii  arraageinenl  of  lime  in  poiticulufljr  oonrcoicDt  for  giving  llie 
potilioD  of  thu  tan,  for  tiiey  are  iiaid  to  be  odd  hour,  two  houn,  aad  *a 
on,  froiu  t]i«  firtt  point  of  Arie^  jort  u  we  tay  a  uity  or  town  is  oact 
two,  or  mora  hour*  of  longitude  eut  or  west  of  Gn:«nwicb.

lualcud  vf  «a)'lDg  a  hIat  is  "  on«  hour  from  Ihe  Arst  p4HBt  of  Arie^" 
the  t«!mi  "  right  ucriuuon"  :■  uved,  aud  a  star  in  cnid  to  huvc  one  Kour 
of  right  veeiuion,  and  for  the  mVe  of  brevity  tbti  i«  wriutn  I  ffi. 

Wbcn,  then,  we  tnv  the  aitrononiio^  olock  itidicaling  one  o'clock 
Dearly,  ttars  having  about  1  /R  were  due  Muth  of  tu. 

Another  clock  in  the  Miablishmcnt  tndicnttA  Greenwich  mean  liine^ 
that  in,  portionn  of  the  coiamou  time  »hown  by  our  clock*  mid  wutcbet. 
In  consequence  of  Ilie  eim  moving  during  Hie  year  in  a  son  of  oblique 
couTKc  around  the  cwth,  and  from  tU  not  bcii^  in  the  cxnd  centre  of  tbo 
eirtb's  auiuial  cour«i-,  it  doe*  not  come  to  lite  south  of  otiy  place  at 
cxnclly  cquid  incen'nl):  of  time — that  ta,  from  noon  of  on«  duy  to  the  noon 
of  the  next  is  not  mi  uniform  tjuantity  of  lime.  It  would  be  very  incon- 
Tsownt  for  all  purposes  to  have  n  variable  length  of  day,  and  in  tlic 
preeent  days  of  milwny  travelling  regulAting  the  clocks  would  bo  « 
Tery  diRIoull  ninttcr.  For  busineu.  «•  wdt  m  for  scteaiific  put^pone^ 
then-fori>,  a  diiy  of  onifcirm  li:uf;lb  is  adopled,  and  this  dny  is  tbn  mean 
of  III!  the  Tnrinhlo  dnys  ihiouglipiit  ihv  year,  and  ia  lieuce  called  a  luciin 
dny,  and  poriiuim  thorcuf  "  mtitn  lime." 

The  tiidercnl  deck  and  the  mean-time  clock  only  indicate  the  same 
time  once  during  tlie  year,  viz.,  on  or  about  the  2let  of  March  ;  after  Xha 
date  the  ridcrcal  dock  move*  ou  inodre  rapidly,  and  about  June  21lt 
would  indicate  six  hourt  pm.  when  the  meaa-lmo  clock  painted  to  noon. 
One  of  the  items  for  calculation  stGrecnwioli  is  llietmuaferal  of  Greenwich 
mean  time  into  aidcrcal,  and  rice  vtrtd,  but  by  th«  lud  of  tables  thia 
is  rendered  very  umple. 

We  will  now  bricHy  eontider  the  practical  Hsnits  derived  from 
Grcenwicli  Observatory,  for  lliese  results  ore  eMcntially  practical. 

We  are  now  on  bonrti  a  vnlnablc  iiliip,  oiid  somewhere  on  the  Atlantie 
Ocean  ;  the  sun  hns  not  been  visible  for  Uirec  dnys,  and  a  heavy  gale  has 
driven  us  we  know  not  where.  Ihiring  the  night  a  alight  opening  in  tb« 
clouds  rercab  some  half-dozen  Htars:  two  of  theec  arc  recognised,  md 
the  height  of  each  above  the  hnriicon  ii  c.-trH'titly  mcamred  with  the 
Bextant.  One  is  exactly  aoiitli,  the  other  aouth- west.  At  the  instant  that 
the  obMnration  on  the  south-wesl  star  was  made,  the  time  shown  by  the 
ship's  cbranomet«r,  and  wliich  had  been  rntid  at  Greenwich,  is  accurately 
regiatcrcd  ;  upon  icfurring  to  the  Naulkal  Almanac,  which  work 
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the  ramlta  of  the  Greenwicb  laboura,  we  find  the  correct  poution  iq  the 
lieaYcna  of  these  two  stars. 

By  the  aid  of  the  Etar  in  the  south,  the  ship's  latituile  is  at  once 
obtained,  whilst  by  thenidof  the  second,  the  sidereal  time  of  the  obscTvation 
is  obtained :  this  sidercnl  time  can,  by  the  aid  of  a  table  and  data  sup- 
plied  Irom  Greenwich,  be  converted  into  mean  time,  which  will  be  the 
mean  time  of  the  stiip.  The  chronometer  shows  Greenwich  time,  and 
hraice  the  diflcrence  between  the  time  at  the  ttvo  localities  gives  the 
longitude  of  the  ship,  and  hence  its  exact  position  on  the  ocean. 

Again,  from  itome  unexpbincd  cause  the  chronometer  has  stopped, 
and  we  know  not  that  essential  to  our  calcuSaiions,  viz.,  Greenwich  time. 
Our  loss,  however,  can  be  remedied  by  the  ^d  of  the  Greenwich  observa- 
tions, for  there,  in  the  southern  sky,  is  the  moon,  and  to  the  west  of  it  a 
bright  star.  Sextant  in  hand,  the  mariner  measures  the  height  of  the  star 
and  moon  above  the  horizon,  and  the  distance  in  degrees  between  the 
mooa  and  Etar,  the  time  by  a  hack  watch,  or  the  restarted  chronometer, 
is  noted  at  the  instant  of  observation,  and  the  measuremeats  being  cor- 
rected for  certain  items,  it  is  foimd  that  the  moon's  centre  was  when 
obaerved  just  40°  10'  Itf'  from  the  star. 

Upon  reference  to  the  information  supplied  two  years  previously  from 
Greenwich,  wc  find  that  it  was  exactly  ten  minutes  and  four  seconds  past 
nine  by  the  Greenwich  clock  when  the  moon  and  the  star  were  tiiat  distance 
apart.  The  chronometer  is  at  once  restarted  correctly,  and  the  mariner 
is  confident  that  it  is  showing  tlie  same  time  as  the  clock  on  the  exterior 
wall  of  Greenwich  Obsen'afory. 

These  are  but  a_few  of  the  benefits  derived  from  this  eatabli aliment, 
wluch  servcSj^aidea,  as  a  sort  of  head-quarters  for  nil  practical  astrono- 
mical information.  It  is  not  from  it,  however,  that  imy  important  dis- 
coveries connected  with  the  natfire  and  constitution  of  ihe  various  celestial 
bodies  are  likely  to  emanate.  The  whole  training  and  work  of  the  various 
members  partake  entirely  of  the  practical  and  mechanical.  From  inde- 
pendent observers  it  is  moat  probable  the  next  great  advance  will  originate, 
though  it  will  most  likely  be  suggested  by  an  cxaminalion  of  the  facia 
collected  and  registered  at  the  Greenwich  Observatory.

Some  oitiGciul  aide  areTCnial, 
and  even  praiseworthy;  ll)ey  are  meaDt  to  withdraw  disagreeable  details 
from  oWrvntion,  not  to  ilecfive.  A  glaM  eye,  for  example,  or  a  false 
toi)lh,  may  liave  no  intention  of  deluding  the  beholder,  but  Bimply  of 
relieving  him  from  the  continual  preseuce  of  an  unsightly  detail.  Few 
can  have  witnessed  the  undisguised  gaps  in  the  front  teeth  of  yonng 
German  womi-n  without  a,  regret  that  the  dentint  had  not  been  callud  in. 
When  the  nrtiUcittl  nids  are  not  thus  venial,  they  are  open  to  the  twofold 
objection  of  7iot  Buccepsfully  effecting  their  purpose,  and  by  this  failure 
producing  moral  diBgiiBt.  We  see  through  the  pretence,  lescnt  the  fiction, 
and  despise  the  vaniry.  Tho  ninn  or  woman  whom  we  should  mmply  not 
hftve  admired  becomes  an  object  of  ridicule  or  contempt.  Painftilly  i* 
this  forced  upon  us  .in  the  too  common  attempt  to  disguise  age,  and  to 
dress  old  mutton  like  spring  lamb.  No  one  is  deceived  for  more  than  a 
moment,  and  the  rrnction  of  disgust  endures.  Against  such  follies  I  know 
it  is  idle  to  launch  the  xhans  of  ridicule,  or  the  epithets  of  acom.  Old  men 
and  women,  who  would  resist  the  irresistible  fact  of  age,  will  never  be 
brought  to  acknowledge  the  heauly  of  age  ;  they  want  another  beauty ; 
they  cling  to  the  remembrance  of  departed  charms.  If  the  rouge-pot  and 
the  bair-dresser  can  help  them  to  dead  «irnulacra  of  those  channa,  they  ore 
ivelcomed ;  and  although  they  keenly  see  through  the  like  pretences  in 
others,  they  cannot  be  argued  out  of  the  wisdom  of  employing  such  pre- 
tences themselves. 

Fortunes  arc  made  by  cosmetics.  Large  sums,  we  know,  are  paid  to 
artists  who  undertake  to  "  enamel "  the  skins  of  ladies,  bestowing  the 
radiance  of  health  where  nature  or  dine.ise  has  set  a  very  different  sign. 
Dear  madam,  it  is  all  a  fiction  !  Cosmetics  are  impositions.  The  credulity 
of  vanity,  supported  by  blank  ignorance,  may  induce  you  to  spend  time 
and  money  on  such  appliances  to  create  a  "complexion  j"  but  if  you 
Itnew  how  your  skin  w:is  constructed,  how  it  grew,  how  it  breathed,  and 
how  it  assumed  its  "  complexion,"  you  would  as  soon  think  of  remedying 
its  defects  by  the  use  of  cosmetics,  as  of  rendering  hieroglyphics  legible 
by  whitewashing  a  monument.  Your  skin  has  been  made  r  as  such  it  will 
continue  ;  you  cannot  lemake  or  remodel  it ;  you  cannot  add  to  or  take 
from  its  colouring  matter  by  cosmetics.  There  is  but  one  grand  cosmetic, 
and  that  is  Health,  A  healthy  skin  will  have  ail  the  aplendour  which  it 
is  possible  for  that  skin  to  have.  By  exposure  to  sun  and  wind  it  may  be 
darkened  and  coarsened ;  but  by  no  known  means  can  it  be  rendered 
lustrous  and  transparent.  Resource  to  the  Artificial  methods  incurs  two 
eeriouB  risks — the  risk  of  injury  to  health,  and  the  risk  of  being  found  out 
and  despised. 

The  risk  of  injury.  The  enamellers  ond  "  artists  "  who  prey  upon 
the  weakness  of  the  would-be  fair  probably  believe,  as  their  victims 
believe,  that  if  tho  deceit  can  be  efibcied,  all  is  pure  gain.  And  when 
the  painted  surface  is  but  small,  this  is  in  some  sense  true ;  a  small  part 
of  the  skin  may  be  destroyed  without  sensible  injury — and  painting  or 
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enamiUing  it  U  tuilxmount  lo  dcxtrojing  it,  for  tlie  «naniel  prcrcnta 
tnin^ralioD,  and  the  skin,  recollect,  is  &  brexithing  orgtiH.  Experiments 
bare  olien  nbown  ihut  if  uii  onttnal  be  pr«VMiU:<l  from  Iirvathing  by  if) 
skin  (as  wlioo  a  coat  c>f  vomioh  is  laid  over  &  ct^naiderablc  surface)  it  dies 
ia  a^ayi  ntid  it  is  vtry  of^ca  that  death*  from  oxtcn-iivc  hurnannd  Rcnlds 
are  due  less  t«  Uie  direct  iiyuiy,  or  to  ibe  nervoun  iibodc,  iJian  lo  ilie 
■upprossion  of  thii  brrathing  function  over  r  large  surface  of  the  skin. 

ll«rcin  jrou  pereeiv«  at  once  tlie  danger  of  pniotiDft  or  cnuuK-tling ; 
and  tbo  ftb*iurdiiy  of  tliat  fiotion,  onco  very  generally  believed  in, 
rojqMc^ng  the  lute  Uadame  Veatris,  of  whom  it  wun  xuid  that  ]u-t  nmia, 
itrck,  and  face  were  covered  with  a  coat  of  enamel  "  wliJch  rcjiiircd  livr 
to  sit  Eur  su  hour  before  tlic  fire  Co  dry."  Tkose  who  kaw  that  ai;rt(able 
and  accomplish (hI  actrcfi*  off  tlic  stage  aro  aware  tlist  she  allowed  (lie 
brown  of  her  bruuc-tte  couiplcxJoa  to  appear  undiKguised,  however 
libcnlly  the  may  Imvc  applied  rouge  snd  pen rl -powder  when  ou  the 
stage.  AJid  thoju  who  are  tuatrueled  in  pliysiology  know  tliat  lliis  pre- 
■  tended  cent  of  enamel  would  not  have  \til  licr  life  enough  to  sit  beford 
*  the  fire  wliiie  tt  drifd.  Uudcrsland,  therefore,  dear  niBdnni,  ihnt  if  yea 
allov  tlic  cnamclkT  to  covpr  nnj-  but  an  inconsiderable  surface,  it  b  at 
Gonsitterablu  risk.  Uudutatand,  moreover,  that  unlew  the  Hnnll  patch  be 
Roored  from  steady  g&ie,  it  will  irfalUbly  be  detected  by  any  eye  tliat 
rests  upon  it;  for,  however  skilful  llie  srt  nny  be  with  which  the  colour 
of  the  surroiuding  skiu  in  iniilated,  the  inevitable  diflerences  in  the 
rtfiedion  of  the  light  fiitling  ou  ihc  two  eunaces — differenccH  whicli  depend 
on  the  absence  of  the  downy  hnir,  and  the  inscnxible  moiature,  no  Icm 
tlian  the  smoothnew  of  tli«  paiuled  surkoe  wauling  the  many  crofttti^g 
lines  of  the  akin — betray  the  secret. 

Thni,  as  to  rougo  and  pearl- powdi^r.  Itougc  is  ncedlul  on  tlie  sttge, 
so  long  as  the  present  system  ol  ligUliiig  the  singe  continues;  withoutit, 
the  healthiest  conip!<:xion  liiu  a  ghastly  look.  Pe^irl- powder  a  geoemlly 
used  by  foreign  actiesscs,  is  not  nnlVcqnently  used  by  English  sctTeaacs, 
and  was  luodigally  employed  by  Madame  Ve^trix.  Roth  rouge  and  pearl- 
powder  are  iDUch  ofiencr  used  in  drawing-rooms  than  is  suspected — rouge 
is  even  used  by  men — but  ihu  itiodtratitin  wiih  which  they  are  employed 
causes  then)  to  escape  general  notic-,  and,  at  the  o-imc  linic,  mi lignlefi  their 
evil  effects.  The  injurious  effect  of  these  powders  is  iu,  to  some  extent, 
Mopping  the  pores  of  tlic  skin,  and  thereby  grimly  lessening  trana|]ir!it)0«i. 
That  the  evil  is  tiot  laiaginaiy  may  be  wen  in  the  anireiMl  nnddy 
pallor  o(  actors*  complexions.  This  is  not  attributable  to  gas  and  late 
hours.  Oilier  men  tut  up  till  later  hount,  other  men  arc  pale;  but  no 
other  class  has  the  peculiar  complexion  observable  iu  actors. 

Would  you  know  how  to  detirct  an  artificial  complexion?  Look  at  it 
in  n  side  light ;  and  instead  of  the  antitiij  elTvct  which  comen  from  tlio 
catnml  moivlure  'jf  tlie  nkiii,  varied  by  lli  down,  you  will  objervo  an 
effect  ooiii|ttntbl«  lo  that  of  fiN^gted  silver  as  compared  with  poti»bcd 
silver — a  certain  <kad  luiiformity  of  tiul. 
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Hanj-  vomcn  rdVwIn  from  midiing  Ihtir  hete,  oa  ibe  alw 
aidoD  that  washing  "  injurm  the  conplexion."  Thvy  cimpljp  remara  Uto 
din  by  A  titll«  oold>«ream,  rubbed  off  hj  a  cambHa  faaRdkcTcJiicf.  Otben 
DM  milk,  or  milk  and  waUr,  for  th^  mm*  piirpniw.  "  It  softtas  tbe  ■kin," 
they  balirvo^  UndcnUnd  ihc  nature  of  (be  complexion,  nnd  you  will 
tre  UiM  ibeM  DcUoiu  are  as  rational  aa  if  a  p«iRl«r  diRSatinHcd  vritb  tlit 
ll«^linMof  hi«pcinretlwptiglit  to impmra  Oxnn  hj cold-cmming  tbecoot 
of  raniiih  irhidi  protccOi  tiM  coloura  from  tlw  air  md  dtul.  For,  in  cobrr 
truth,  the  A^dtmnis,  or  outer-fkin — that  whieb  alono  tan  be  allacktd  hj 
cratin,  milk,  or  cMtmetic^— uiM«a»eiiliiilty  nepAratcd  from  ibo  ooloarioft 
dements  of  tlie  complexion,  as  th«  coat  of  rarnith  ia  sepamted  from  iba 
eoloun  Ml  a  painted  cnnvaa.  The  outer  Hkin  ii  a  layer  of  d4ad  eelia;  It 
nifly  be  robb«d  off,  and  thus  cxpoM  tli«  delicate  na&o;  of  the  dc 
bfnMlh;  it  cannot  he  modiliod  by  external  ngcnta  into  any  beauty 
Ihring  ttyjture.  Keep  it  clean,  and  it  'a  Buflicietjily  Ininsparent  to  lot 
colouring  matter,  which  lie*  beiKiath,  ahinc  through  it.  C«m 
depend  on  this  coloarlng  matter,  and  on  the  di^ttihution  of  tho  miBiil 
blood-veieeli,  neither  of  which  are  injuriously  affected  by  water,  or 
adrsntngeounly  by  crcnm  and  coMnctio*.  The  too  oonntant  and  ooergetie 
stimulus  of  sunlight  and  IVesh  air  will  incream  the  activity  of  tJ>e  dtci 
lalion  in  the  ikin,  and  produce  that  rv^d  and  ruddy  aspect  eo  bniilUr 
much-exposed  feces.  The  iBfre<nieiit  exptienre  to  sndi  healthy  «d 
frill  diminisli  the  activity  of  the  circulation,  nod  produce  ifae  dull  and 
pallid  aspect  so  Cunilinr  in  mannfactniing  distrietn,  or  among  the  seden- 
tjiry  ctasaea.  Moderate  exposure,  with  all  tho  Moeasoriea  of  heali 
exctdsp-,  produces  the  mont  pin'fcct  complt-xion  compatible  with 
oriK'nal  strucCure  of  the  ekin. 

Tlic«  nrc  the  plain  fuel*.  If,  therefore,  Natnn*  hss  bestowed  on  yen 
■  britliaiit  coniptexioQ,  you  hare  simply  to  keep  yourself  in  health.  If 
Nature  has  bestowed  on  you  a  sVin  ob8tinat*Iy  brown,  or  oblnuircly  spotty) 
you  muet  resign  youraelf  lo  the  inevitable,  and  only  hope  to  mitigate 
defect,  first,  by  keeping  yourself  in  health,  and  secondly,  by  the  jndici 
choice  and  distribution  of  culonr  in  co>tume.  In  cosmetics  there  Is 
help.  They  nrc  either  hnrmlcss,  because  poworlens,  or  tbey  mitko 
votw.  To  waili  the  negro  white  has  long  been  recognisci)  fts  an  efli 
of  romantic  benevolence,  even  by  those  who  believe  they  can  make  ■ 
brown  skin  liiir,  or  a  muddy  complexion  trnn«parent. 

Are  theii  cold-crc&m,  pdte  d'amandcs,  and  the  like,  without 
nset?  Not  so.  Ol^cn  they  are  of  singnlnr  btndit,  but  not  in  b«auiifi 
the  complexion.  In  eases  where  snddea  or  iirolracted  exposure  has 
inflamed  the  skin,  i>r  where  a  dry  eiiAt  wind  has  rnnghcned  it,  these 
appliances  arc  very  eflicitnt ;  and  bow  7  Fir»t,  by  protectinfj  ihe  inflamed 
skin  against  the  air,  and  thus  allowing  the  inllammuCion  more  rapidly 
tuhiide;  secondly,  by  softening  the  epidermis,  and  allowing  Ihe 
which  are  peeling  off  to  foil  without  dragging  witli  thum  thoee 
not  yet  ready  to  fall.

All  ib.it  portion 
pfihc  hjiir  which  i*  ttl>ov<'  thn  surfant  is  d^ail—U  is  only  anothcrniodili ca- 
tion of  that  eptdennis  which  we  have  jnel  been  conMdcrinjr.  Tliat  it  \»  dead, 
ad  not  liring,  ytm  may  iinitrrxTnnd  by  r^^cting  how  iiilcrly  inticnMhl*:  it  ia, 
nd  how  it  docs  aot  decay,  nor  tliiiiii;*  iis  fonn  and  colour  after  having 
been  BDpnnitcd  from  the  living  body  Ibr  cpnturica.  Kcing  dcnd,  of  ooiimc

(he  conadoiuneM;  ibtu  if  not  delected,  it  injures  the  morale;  and  when 

4iitTCtcd  the  n'snlt  is  worse  than  any  defect  il  may  di^uiae. 

"  Bright  tym  ruin  influence,"  and  bright  cv<'s  accordingly  are  much 
Cnvie<).  Art  hnn  discovered  nieanii  of  giving  lustre,  but  none  which  cnii 
rival  Nature.  liougB  and  painted  eye^la^ilies  are  wull-known  aids.  Tb* 
l>cst  of  nit  is  Exercise.  Health  give*  the  bright  veinlesa  aplendoiir  to  the 
cornea,  and  lustre  lo  the  pupil.  All  youn^  and  healthy  eyes  ore  blight. 
Bone  women,  young  but  nuhenlthy,  or  neilhor  healthy  cor  young,  try 
^■kreodierous  and  imnKietii  vjlcct  of  helhidcima.  And  many  a  fasliion- 
HHi  oculist  is  called  upon  to  apply  tJiis  belladonna,  which  lie  consents  to 
^  bwauso  Iw  knows  that  hi*  rvAtsal  will  uot  prevent  the  application,  and 
ki*  oomplinnoe  cnsttlcs  bini  to  use  it  with  thp  smallest  possible  amount  of 
*TiL  It  ts  an  evil,  however, — »  serious  evil;  the  falsu  IubItg  is  dearly 
pnrchaned,  and  the  splendour  is  transient.  'Dn^rw  is  a  herb  wlilch  I  could 
Jiamc,  the  cITect  of  which  is  to  make  the  eyes  lustrous  as  lhi;ec  of 
Inagined  Ilouris ;  but  with  this  feverish  splendour  tliore  is  a  Grvvrish 
of  the  lip  ;  itnd  ns  the  lierb  very  much  diaturhs  th«  equablo 
of  the  circuhlien,  and  Injures  lbs  nervous  et^tres,  I  n^fmin  fruin 
tog  so  dangerous  a  secret.  Thoie  to  whom  it  is  known,  and  by 
it  is  employed,  are  warned  that  tlie  occasional  splemlour  of  an 
^•vening  is  purrhnnctl  at  a  price  few  triumpha  of  the  kind  are  worth. 

On  rooro  than  one  occasion,  Exercise  has  been  named  as  among  the 
Batumi  metboda  of  preserving  and  bcighteniog  beniity.  It  requires  a 
-ftoid  of  uxpUiutioD,  being,  in  general,  very  imperfectly  tinderstood. 
£xeTCJae  is  mi  often  and  »o  emphaticatly  Tccommendcd,  that  people  haro 
COOMt  to  believe  that  il  is  always  good,  nnd  of  a  g^Hid  tiling  too  much 
cannot  be  bad.    In  Irutb,  it  nay  be  as  hunful  us  it  is  bcneScinl.    In 
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exceM,  or  under  improper  conditions,  it  bu  Ktioadj  dsmmged  maoj. 
The  limit  of  excess  varies  vith  eacb  oi^anisin ;  but  Fatigne  plainly  maifa 
tbe  limit  for  eacb ;  all  ezen^  beyond  the  point  of  TstigQe  is  directly 
injorioos.  When  I  spenk  of  exercise  as  an  aid  to  beauty,  it  ia  of  oonne 
only  as  an  aid  to  health.  Riding  on  horseback,'  a  game  «t  rackets, 
shuttlecock,  rowing,  walking  in  pleasant  company  or  among  pleasant 
BceuoB,  gardening,  botauizing;  in  short,  any  exercise,  which  gentlg  ttatu- 
laUs  the  nervous  actieifi/  tebile  empbnfing  varied  mutclet,  is  what  should  be 
•ought.  For  girls  and  young  womtn  nothing  is  belter  than  a  game  at 
shattlecock,  doable-hsndt;d,  in  the  open  air,  or,  in  defaolt,  in  a  large 
room ;  next  to  this  is  fencing  ;  and  not  to  be  despised  is  a  skipping-rope. 
But  this  is  only  one  part  of  the  prescription.  After  an  energatic  game, 
which  has  called  the  whole  body  into  vigorous  activity,  not  unaccompanied 
with  bursts  of  laughter  at  failure,  and  titillations  of  piide  at  nicceaa,  the 
players  should  be  Ktll  rubbed  icit/i  dri/  fianntl  or  rough  towel*.  The 
effect  of  a  course  of  such  exercise,  and  mbbingt,  will  soon  be  visible  in 
the  softness  and  fineness  of  the  skin,  the  firmness  of  the  flesh,  the  reduc- 
tion of  superfluous  fat,  the  improvement  in  the  complexion,  and  the  lustie 
of  tlic  eyes. 

I  shall  say  but  little  on  the  final  point — that  of  Costume:  It  would 
require  a  larger  knowledge  and  an  acnpler  space  than  are  at  my  command. 
The  generalities  of  the  subjc-ct  may,  however,  be  glanced  at.  Costome 
embraces  both  the  real  and  artificial  methods  of  heightening  effect.  Drea 
being  neccs^ry,  the  ovithctical  arrangement  of  that  dreas  in  form  and 
colour  may  be  regarded  among  the  natural  aids  to  beauty.  That  this 
arrangement  is  tclJoin  govornud  by  a  delicate  tasle  or  any  rational  prin- 
ciple of  subordinating  means  to  an  end,  is  but  too  well  known.  The 
Bucct.'siiioiis  of  fa^liiuD  seem  rather  determined  by  an  ingenious  desire  of 
disguising  the  natural  form,  and  of  preeenting  an  image  conspicuously 
unallicd  to  humanity.  Partly  this  arises  from  coufuBion  of  ideas  nod 
imbecility  of  tuinci  in  those  who  lead  and  those  who  follow  the  fashion; 
partly  from  the  inherent  irrationality  of  that  desire  for  conspicuous 
change  upon  which  fashion  depends.  Tiie  caprices  of  costnme,  however, 
fono  n  Bukjeet  for  separate  tn-ntment.  Here  we  need  only  remark,  that 
whether  the  prevailing  costume  be  intrinnically  beautiful  or  hideous, 
rational  or  eilly,  it  cannot  altt^eiher  be  neglected  or  opposed  without 
injury  to  the  personal  appearance;  since  so  long  as  the  conventional 
demuuda  of  the  eye  require  a  certain  costume,  any  want  of  compliance 
with  those  demands  will,  by  the  conventional  Httndard,  be  regarded  as 
eccentricity  and  ugliness.  A  woman  who  wishes  to  please  her  contempo- 
raries (and  no  sane  woman  dresses  for  poiteritij)  must  accommodate 
herself  to  the  reigning  prejudices.  She  must  be  very  confident  of  her 
beauty,  and  her  power  to  carry  off  with  grace  any  appearance  of  singu- 
larity, before  openly  opposing  popular  opinion.  To  be  "out  of  the 
fushion  "  generally  implies  on  unpardonable  neglect,  or  a  certain  insolent 
independence.     When  wiusta  are  worn  under  the  arms,  it  is  ugliness  to 
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makit  tlie  vtoMt  divide  ihe  tmuk.  When  RkirU  ue  bellDona,  a  wonon 
U  heU  W  be  a  "  giijf  "  if  dm  upppaw  in  tihiru  iliat  are  bdoiiL  When 
beul-iIrcMrii  are  lowerg  ol'  Iiair  aa<l  ornauiuit,  it  is  nadaeiotia  lingularity 
or  nutJcii}'  tv  vreur  wtniilc  band*. 

Kwhion  in  all  ils  liiUeousueai  !■  duspolic,  and  cub  onij  be  rebelled 
^gaiiut  l»j-  vt-ry  exceptional  fonfAe.  Tliere  ia,  Iiovrcvcr,  n  ratiiMia)  nnd 
KMbeCic  obodieDce  no  }em  than  on  irnitiaDiil  end  hideous  terviUty. 
P«rlui|W  in  nothing  do«  th«  feminine  icilellecC  more  markcdljr  b«traj 
iu  ireiluuat  than  in  this  nutter  vf  ooittaniu.  Although  peraonal  a;>p«nr- 
ance  b  of  punmount  ioiporUtica  to  ivomeD — although  droM  fonne  th« 
occKpatioD)  the  delight,  the  drcuin  of  onu  hulf  their  livon  and  the  trouble 
of  the  other—although  tli«y  nn  nvrer  tired  of  canvaamag  ita  detalU  aud 
dlaeiuaii^  what  ia  aud  what  ia  not  liecvininp— 'thv  aurpriMiig  irraliouaUiy 
of  tliflir  practice  ia  enough  to  puxsle  a  T«llective  mind,  until  thu  det«r- 
niining  tnaUvo  of  that  prootico  ani  revealed.  TboM  tnotivM  are  not,  aa 
a  pliiloBopher  might  imsgiue  surveying  the  ciroumstanoea  froai  a  rational 
gTnuDd,  to  (cmirn  the  admiratiun  «f  incj),  and  lor  that  pnrpoM  to  ticuurc 
the  moat  becoming  ariangeuieut  o(  Hhapv  aud  colour.  Women  dm*  for 
woinai,  nut  for  men ;  a  paradox,  but  an  incontrovcrtibk'  truth.  Although 
it  is  to  mm  iliey  look  for  ndmimtion  of  tlidr  beautj-,  it  it  to  their  own 
MX  lh«7  look  for  adnitmlion  of  th«ir  irvm.  Ilencc  coMume  ceiuce  to  be 
COnaid«r«d  primarily  nn  a  means  of  bciglitening  eifrct  or  mitignting  dcftct> 
It  cauoa  to  be  a  meana,  and  becomes  an  end.  itca  are  ecorDUdly  laid  to 
ttlannm  nothing  alKiut  druu."  And  in  the  ninntna- maker  nrnic  thi*  if 
lUy  triWi  But  if  men  know  nothiog  of  dreat,  tbey  ntny  be  pre- 
tn  know  something  of  the  cRcct  which  one  kind  of  cMtnnie 
producca  on  tlicin,  and  wliethcr  it  cnlmncca  or  tli^iiies  the  benitty. 
Howevirr,  juat  aa  laiaera  forget  the  object  of  mone;  in  glonUng  over 
the  money  itaclf,  w  vram«u,  occupied  with  the  dreae  itself,  forget  ihe 
oHginat  purpoeea  for  which  ita  arrangement  of  colour  and  »Iinpe  wero 
inttituled  ;  and  hideous  inconveuicnce  h  too  frt^ucnlly  the  result  of 
UaliioD.  Ftirther,  ctcr  when  the  idea  of  brnnly  Ahm  enter  as  an 
elcn>cnt,  it  is  nlmont  always  fnistrnttKl  by  the  pnilound  irrationality 
nhtch  determines  the  choice.  Kol  one  womau  in  five  hundred  is  really 
detenntntd  in  her  choice  by  what  »he  knows  to  be  becoming  to  her,  bnt 
by  what  the  haa  aeen  to  be  becoming  to  otfiere,  or  by  wliat  she  ia  assured 
ia  ■*  much  worn  now."  If  her  hcnltby  inslinct  against  a  coluiii'  or  pattern 
Tuiaca  a  limtd  objei:li<jn,  it  is  crushed  at  once  by  the  nuthoriLitirn  asser- 
tion, "  Wc  are  wiling  it  very  hugely,  mudam."  The  sliopman  or  abop- 
woman  who  would  allow  a  dre**  to  be  rejected  on  the  score  of  ugtinesa, 
without  a  strong  axturancc  of  its  "  being  much  admired,"  would  soon  be 
dismlteed  as  incompetent  by  hia  fundamcnuil  ignonmcc  of  the  feminina 
iotollect.  Yon  miiat  acknowledge  tbia,  dear  madiini,  although  you  alwayai 
of  oonrae,  hold  youraclf  above  such  inflitpDoe*.  You  have  a  long  face, 
■ad  jonr  "  gmdu,  philosopher,  aud  friend,"  suggeela  that  a  tall  bonnet  la 
tuA  becoming  to  a  kng  liicc;  but  your  giudci  milliner,  and  «itcmy  dia- 
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ppBcs  of  the  objection  with  "  Thej  are  worn  bo."  And  yon  meel:!^ 
■nbmit.  Some  leader  of  ftahion  with  a  tmall,  round  face  finds  cut  that 
tall  bonnets  are  becoming  to  her ;  and  becanae  becoming  to  her,  all  the 
)oog-&ced  women  of  Europe  conclude  it  will  be  becoming  to  them.  Bf 
the  natuial  law  of  imitation  to  pass  into  excess,  no  sooner  is  the  tall 
bonnet  introduced,  than  it  gets  taller  and  taller,  until  tlie  exaggeration 
produces  a  reaction. 

There  is  an  opening  for  some  ezerdse  of  rational  judgment  even  in  so 
capricioua  a  thing  as  &shinn.  Let  a  woman  by  careful,  honest  scrutiDy 
sBcertaio  what  are  the  colours  and  forms  which  are  most  becoming  to  ker, 
and  then  resolutely  stick  to  them  as  far  as  may  be  without  obtrusiTe  aingu- 
Jaritj.  If  black  is  most  liarmonious  with  her  complexion,  let  black  be 
her  colour ;  and  witli  rt^ard  to  chape  let  her  be  careful  to  keep  m'lAin 
the  extreme  limits  of  the  reigning  model.  If,  for  example,  her  &oe  is 
long,  and  the  taste  runs  in  the  direction  of  tall  bonnets,  let  her  bonnet  be 
of  the  lowest  height  which  will  pass  unnoticed  :  if  she  is  short  and  stont, 
and  skirts  are  worn  of  "circamarabient"  sweep,  let  her  wear  skirts  of 
the  least  dimensions  which  niU  escape  the  charge  of  singularity.  In  like 
manner,  there  is  one  way  of  wearing  her  hair  which  is  more  becoming  to 
her  than  any  other;  let  thia  be  found  oot,  and  unchangeably  presemd- 
Can  anything  be  more  senseless  (ban  to  see  women  with  fat  or  ill-proiwr- 
(ioned  feces  dragging  back  their  hair  a  lu  Chinoi'se,  umply  because  they 
hare  seen  some  pretty  piquanU  iace  look  charming  with  that  coi^are  f  It 
one-tbird  of  the  thought  now  bestowed  on  costume  were  withdrawn  from 
the  consideration  of  how  "  sweetly  Maria  looked  in  that  pink,"  and  "what 
a  love  of  a  bonnet  Sirs.  Tulle  had  at  church  " — considerations  which  at 
once  determine  the  next  order — and  if  this  withdrawn  attention  were 
bestowed  on  mastering  the  principles  of  form  and  colour  suitable  to  eacli 
woman,  there  would  be  ten  times  as  much  effective  beauty,  and  tlic 
tyranny  of  fashion  would  bo  reduced  to  moderation. 
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UM  the  Srd  Muj',  1855,  on  expedition,  which  hud  bc(^  for  sonnc  time  in 
prepnratioD,  comustiog  of  about  10,000  French  and  EugliEli,  with  six 
gun*,  Hilttl  for  Kcrtch,  but  wns  recalled.  A  iew  days  allerwikrdii,  General 
Cuiiobort  fcMgntd  the  chief  comiuund  to  Genera!  Pi^lissior,  and  at  once 
aereml  uvenW  murk<id  the  chungc  of  commaiidcra.  T!ie  Kertdi  cxpcditiou 
wu  ooe  of  thuie,  which  s^ain  Ktilcd  on  the  33M  of  the  month,  and  on 
tfaia  (KuiLsiou  wiiB  allowcti  to  uccomplish  its  object. 

It  was  ia  the  lieginning  of  the  September  following,  just  previous  to 
the  fall  of  Sebaaiopul,  that  a  small  force  of  cavalry,  coiiaisting  of  a  squa- 
dron of  tlie  10th  Iluasars,  and  a  similar  body  of  the  2nd  ChnsBciir? 
d'AiVique,  waa  detached  from  the  army  at  Ilalaklnva,  for  tlie  purpose  of 
doing  duty  with  the  troops  at  Kcrtch.  At  noon,  on  the  5tli,  aR.or  having 
•II  patUvken  of  a  good  breakfast,  wc  of  the  10th  Hussars  paraded  and 
niarcUed  down  to  the  harbour,  wliere  the  Ilirnahi/a  nw.iitcd  us,  to  convoy 
tbo  two  (quadroas  to  their  deatiuation.  Thf  first  part  of  the  perfoi-mancL- 
iraa  to  get  our  hordes  on  board,  and  this  from  previous  practice  had 
become  quite  an  easy  mailer  to  the  10th  HuBsars, — our  chai^rs  were 
nin  OD  deck,  placed  in  the  stingy,  liistcned,  hoisted,  then  lowered,  passed 
beloW)  and  finally  put  into  their  stalls.  When  (bat  waa  done,  .-ind  the 
baggage  uU  on  board,  it  took  but  a  little  white  for  us  to  get  ehukea  into 
oar  places  ;  and  by  the  time  the  vessel  had  got  slenm  up,  and  moved  out 
of  the  harbour,  every  oni;  was  comfortable,  the  men  told  clT  in  messes 
•nd  rationed,  the  horses  in  their  boxes  watered  and  fed,  and  everything 
■kip'Sliape. 

On  the  Gth,  n  most  lovely  morning,  wc  steamed  along  the  iihores  of 
the  (Vimea,  [uuised  KaiFa  on  the  7th,  aiglled  in  a  few  hours  the  bills  of 
Ak  Itarnm,  and  rounding  Cape  Takli,  on  whieb  then  no  llghlhouse  stood 
to  guide  llie  bcniglilcd  mariner,  we  ehortly  afterwards  dropped  anchor  off 
Fort  St.  I'aul'e.  The  French  commenced  disembarkbg  at  once,  and  by 
the  following  day  had  all  got  off,  when  wc  began;  this  had  nil  to  be 
demo  on  rnfis  and  in  small  boats,  a  French  gunboat  towing  us  in  these, 
each  man  standing  to  his  horse's  head.  When  :ill  had  disembarked,  wc 
nountcd  our  horses,  and  moved  off*  in  the  dircctioD  of  the  town,  which 
WM  some  Gvc  miles  dislant,  by  a  road  that  might  once  have  been  good, 
but  «u  now  rough  and  rocky  as  a  mountain  path.  This,  however,  to  cur 
nre-iooled  little  Arabs,  wus  a  mnllur  of  no  imporUnce;  they  trotted 
along,  D^ghing  nnd  squealing  at  the  mere  sight  of  one  of  their  own 
tpeciet)  and,  liiiling  tlial,  would  wize  the  slightest  opportunity  of  getting 
doMT  together,  to  have  au  equestrian  performance  aiuong  themsvlvc 
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charging  open-fnoutliei],  and  kicking  at  Mch  oUmt  funouflf.  Koicb,! 
liko  nxwt  Ea«l«m  Urnon,  had  pr«(«ittd  a  fine  ai>ficwanc«  fiom  the  so,  I 
from  whence  iu  wi-ll-btjili  maniioaa  and  long  line  of  qnajr*  looked  asJ 
handtoiiM  and  satwumial  as  though  it  had  beta  »till  n  flouHahing  place; J 
Imt  when  we  entered,  tbb  dchinim  rapidly  iranisliad,  and  it  waa  painfull 
to  wttn«s(  [he  ruin  about  ua.  One  of  lite  n^tfT  liad  tael  us  cIomI 
to  ibo  town,  and  directed  u*  In  our  fntorc  rondcnceo;  the  Chaneonl 
irer«  pr«tlj  oomfbrtabl}'  localvd,  all  tbiogs  contidcivd,  at  what  faaJ  betaJ 
oncA  the  principal  hou-I,  nam«d  the  ''Dot^omn  Tractor;"  otir  qnatlenl 
wvre  aiiiiBlvd  at  the  otbi-r  extreniitj-  of  tlie  (own,  md  hwd  fbrnwrly  beml 
lli«  chief  teniiiiarj  for  jonng  ladiea  in  the  Crimean  watering-place.  Vj 
"poTcrty  makts  men  a(K|iiaiulcd  with  airani^  bedfeUaws,"  war  majj 
cqtialljr  be  said  to  make  them  acquAintod  with  strange  bed-|^aoa ;  aoill 
"what  a  fnll  wns  here," — from  anacademjfor  jmingladiea  tonbornick  far] 
I  4r«goon« !  Still,  for  our  parU,  we  rather  fancied  the  qiuncni,  and  allbtuif^l 
Mbr  nn  the  huuiK-  coutxined  no  pl«a«ant  recoUccliMw,  jct  with  it  wcra  aia»^] 
elated  plrstant  idran.  It  heljicd  n»  to  think  uf  hooae  and  all  thMsi 
there  that  wu  loved — luoLheni,  nistcn,  awcvlhpartK,  wives,  whMe  prarail 
that  wo  might  be  prcfcn-cd  from  "plague,  pactilence,  and  fawino,  boHil 
battle,  and  from  Mtdileii  death,"  had  not  htva  without  avnil.  And  tfaMM 
wc  not  only  liked  i>iir  new  ({uiirtcri,  but  were  proud  of  tli«m,  and  noedj 
to  datv  nil  our  ktUTK  frc'iu,  and  r<'c|uc«t  them  to  be  addrctgwd  to,  llin 
Seminary,  which  wa6  n  laj-go  und  conimodioua  domicile,  aud  hod  hccal 
w<dl  fumijtbed — ^had  been,  we  My,  Ibr  apoitcrt  hud  been  then  belbrsi 
ns,  aud  their  occupation  was  marked  by  wIlAil  destruction,  releatlasl 
niffianism  and  studied  debauchery.  T^ac  broad  arrow  waa  to  be  UtM^ 
eviM-j-whcrc.  In  the  luilt-roouia  porliona  of  mabogaoy  taUes  and  <^^| 
were  piled  up  reudy  to  be  lined  for  firewood,  nhiUt  nnioDgtt  the  deofiV 
cmbcm  of  the  Move  could  be  sliU  «eeii  the  nmains  of  what  had  been  the 
ivory  key*  of  a  piano.  In  thn  chambers  wccv  shreds  of  curtains,  nbicb 
bad  been  torn  down  nod  iroddcu  under  fool;  tlie  gliisn  wliich  hod  formed 
mirrom  und  clianih-licn  Iny  nhivrrod  in  tliuUEands  of  fragmmts  benrath,  | 
and  even  pictures  mado  part  of  the  niia.  And  ihey  who  Itad  done  all'l 
this  wcrc!  those  for  whum  England  was  then  expending  bcr  best  blood  and 
treasure, — our  worthy  allitsi  the  Turks;  of  a  verity,  tkei/  give  thelrj 
cncmicK  gnod  occasion  to  rcmeiaber  any  Ti»il  tliey  may  ptiy, 

W1)at  j>uzi:led  luid  amused  us  fresh   oirirutu  mnsl  at  lirst  was  the 
various  kinds  of  costumes  worn  by  the  troops;  no  two  appeared  to  drc« 
atik^  and  so  it  was  Dot  only  diflicult  to  distinguish  thti  Tartsr  «r  Turk 
from  the  Freachman,  but  our  own  people  from  eillier.

The  cavairj  force  coiui«tcd  of  ralLcr  more  tium  one  hmidnd  and 
tWMity  Ciiaucun  nnil  about  oao  hundred  of  ours;  th«re  was  iitM>  some 
Tnrititl)  nnd  Tartar  cavalry,  but  a  poilioQ  of  the  Istm  liad  fiillon  into 
an  ambuscade  previou*  to  our  arrival,  uiid  wi-re*  >U  kill«l ;  tlie  lluniaiu 
Dover  gHTC  tliem  any  quarter.  Tlie  wumij  li*d  b*Tn  coiiccitlfd  in  some 
boUovr  inxiuad,  and  nurpriwd  tiium  as  tlii.-)'  n-tiirnvd  froiti  n  foraging 
exiwdition.  'flie  duty  of  the  Chuiaciirs  nnd  oJini  wm  to  find  two 
outlytuR  }nc({ui!t>,  nnd  convey  lcUi?r»  mid  denpaichtii  fruni  liund-qnarlin. 
'Ilio  Frvnch  picqiict  vae  aitiiat^d  in  a  romantic  liollovr,  about  n  mile  to  tlie 
co-it  of  tlic  town :  •kk  rrrtv  poKled  cm  un  ftiuinence  a,  uaiilar  diKianoe  to 
the  wcAtward,  in  a  wliitt  liuiue.  wliich  gave  its  name  to  the  hill.  Abuul 
ffur  ii]tl«a  further  oii,  in  tlic  tame  direction,  wna  a  haane  which,  hi-lcinging 
to  «  Spaotard  at  OdtK»ii.  was  named  Spanitili  Farm ;  ihtn  ytuh  oi^cupiud  by 
Mnne  of  thi;  Turkish  Contingeni,  nnd  wmd  n*  an  ndvancrd  ])ohi.  Tlie 
Owacka  proved  a  ptrpetmil  tource  of  Knti^yanoe  to  im,  Mihcr  by  faluc 
■lniil«i' or,  n«  in  the  intisDco  slated  above,  by  rnil  Btt-ick.  When  on 
pioqaM  ihcy  kept  ua  conountly  on  the  alert,  by  continually  shovric;^  front 
and  hovering  about  the  oiilpoEt,  but  alwayn  disuppearing  on  th«  letwi 
Mtsmpt  we  made  to  approach  ihem.  Such  conduct,  of  courae,  was  not  at 
all  according  to  our  liking,  as  we  were  tager  to  have  a  brush  along  with 
them  ;  and  vanous  were  the  promises  and  threats  of  vhnt  we  would  do 
wfai.'n  the  opportunity  oiTcricit.  But  we  hiid  no  idu»  how  soon  our  wi»h  wn* 
10  bo  gratified  ;  for  before  we  had  been  a  fortnight  in  Kertch  we  got  the 
eirreted  dutnee  of  crossing  swords  and  exi^unging  shots  with  the  enemy, 
wiiMi  tre  had  a  very  narrow  escape  from  being  either  all  killed  or  taken 
priaottcrx,  irhich  vra*.  far  too  tutar  a  thing  to  be  exactly  pleoiant. 

On  tlie  20t}i  S<?pteml)er  infonniitioti  was  received  that  boiliut  ol 
OcMacka  were  within  a  few  milm  of  K«rt«h,  plund<'iing  thi-  Tiilagra  and 
CHTTyiag  off  forage  in  nrabaa;  in  ccmaequence  of  this  iutellif^'nci?  Colonel 
lyOsniao,  who  commanded  the  cavalry,  received  orders  to  take  tlto 
detacbmcnta  of  the  iOih  Huniani  and  2nd  Chaiseun  D'Africjiie^  and 
firitb  ^em  pi-occed  the  tame  day  in  queet  of  the  Cossacks.  Agtveably 
-Vid)  thtnc  injttructioim,  thn  French  paraded  at  noon,  and  dividing  their 
•qpoadion,  inurehed  in  ».-paniie  parties  towarda  the  villages  of  Kojii  and 
Smi-le-min,  rach  of  tbue  plaoea  being  about  lifieea  milea  from  Ki-rlch, 
■ad  nearly  tlienamedialanoebrtween.  When  there,  tbey  were  to  await  oiu" 
arrival,  and  the  following  day,  fhoiild  nothing  be  aeen  of  the  enemy,  to 
extend  the  reoowimiwance  fiuther  to  the  front  and  inwai'd  Hanks,  ao  aa  to 
meet  at  a  place  agreed  upon  previonnly,  and  then  to  mtum.  Oar  erders 
WFTO  to  follow  the  Cbanenra  »o  a*  tn  arrive  at  the  r<:nd<«vouit  by  RighdiLll ; 
it  was  arranged  in  tUa  mantier,  tliat  the  enemy  atiould  not  be  ao  likely  to 
luife  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  ttrengch  of  thi;  party.  About  two  p.h.  wv 
were  all  ready,  and  moved  off  under  the  eommund  oi  Captain  Pilzclarence ; 
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«  MBOmltMrist  cart  accompanied  lu,  cottvcyiiig  two  day >'  rations  UDOOolud. 
At  Kuciinck,  or  l.^tvr  Turkham,  wo  Kponud,  C  uoop,  under  Captain 
FitzcUrriic*-.  tukinf!  the  line  by  tiie  sea-ibore  for  Semi-k-min,  whilst  w«, 
A  troop,  turning  oif  in  the  other  direction,  winded  our  vty  towardl  Kom-  ' 
le-DUD.     Tlitrc  liad  bwa  no  oertniii  inldiigpnci!  rcc<-ivtd  regnrdiug  the 
■ttvngtb  ol'  tho  cncm^Ti  but  IVotn  the  liltl«  kiiowled|;«  ubuincd  wa  weie  led  j 
to  beli«v«  that  it  was  uulj-  a  slmggliD^  party  of  Cowodu  from  Kaffo,  wboj 
ptirtljr  to  overawe   the    inhabituut*,    but   ptiueipftlly  for   pluudcT,   had  I 
veiitut(.-d  ihuB  lar,  «ud  that  no  force  to  omuido  the  oftVouuve  wils  to  be 
■pprclifjidi.-d.      In  [liix  BupjKxiiucin  wc  vtre  confirmed   b}'  our  TaiUr 
guides,  they  elating  ihiit  it  uu  only  «  small  Ibrcit  of  Um  enemy  who  | 
were  out.     Wb«n   too  lute   w«  diMOvcrcd  that  tbej-  had  deceivod  of, , 
and  it  was  u  ^I'lly  w«  did  oot  suspect  this  at   the  time,  lor,   had  v« 
done  K>,  ivc  might   bnve   taken  steps   that  would  have  placed  it  ontj 
of  ihuir  power  ever  to  deceive  any  othcn  lu  this  world.     These  vtot- 
Uiics  took  US  a  nair  cut,  by  which  we  had  not  only  a  longer  route,  j 
but  a  mora  difficult  nod  dangerous  one,  where  at  plaoo*,  bad  any 
tba  taenqr  been  aeorelod,  we  might  bare  bec^i  token  scvcnl  limes  at  a  I 
decided  duadvaniage.     Howerer,  ut   far,  all   passed  off  wdl.  and  by  | 
dusk  wo  were  dowi  to  our  desliuatiou,   where,  to  our  great  surprac  | 
and  Gouccrn,  we  discovered  that  l!ie  Chasseurs  were  not  at  the  rillagi^  ' 
nor  could  we  gain  any  tidings  of  them.     It  was  now  quite  dark,  aadt 
aituated  thus — some  fifteen  miles  from  our  comrounicstiom,  in  a  strangB  , 
pbce,  with  tlie  enemy  in  om-  immediate  vicinilj- — our  position  was,  to' 
aay  the  least  of  it,  voj-  crilic«l ;  and,  however  deutable,  it  would  have 
been  dangerous  to  attempt  to  form  a  junction  with  Captain  Pitzelarcnce. 
To  await  where  we  were  was  haxardous;   but  to  return  to  Kerteh  was 
«qiudly  no,  wliile  the  object  of  the  expcdicioa  would  not  bave  boa>  Mootn- 
plished ;  M>  of  the  number  of  evils  we  cboae  tbo  least,  and  detertnmed  to 
halt  wlwre  we  were  until  daybrcnk.     Tlieiefore,  afler  taking  the  niual  pre- 
cautions of  placin^t  vedeitcH  and  sending  out  a  patrol  to  the  front,  we 
diisiiiounled  and  piepnted  to  pnss  the  luiig  hoius  uwiiy  as  beM  wc  could. 
A  li;w  went  off  on  a  foraging  cxpt-dition  and  were  pretty  succv)«<rul,  having 
msnagtxl  to  get  plenty  of  (gga;   and  these,  willi  what  we  Iwl  of  our  oWJi 
nations,  made  a  mtml  not  to  be  despised  afKt  a  long  lide.     But  our  great 
mislortune  was  tliu  want  of  ualtr,  and  the  poor  horses  suffered  accardingly, 
having  to  go  without  aJ\er  ilieir  long  journey.     The  night  wo*  raw  and 
cbiUy,  and  as  u«  were  unslieltered  tiiis  wo*  lelt  in  all  iu  ncuieoeee,  a*  ve 
remained  at  our  bones'  headii,  prepared  to  nwunt  on  the  sligbttat  alanit. 
iiituated  thus,  to  think  of  shiep  was  impossiblei  more  espccwlly  as  out 
^'Atnb  steeds"  kept  continually  on  the  move,  every  sinew  turaincd  and 
amy  nerve  in  motion  just  to  gel  within  reach  of  oadi  other,  and  if  fbef 
sueeeeded  in  their  efforts,  tlieu  tooth  a&d  bcel  would  go  to  work.     Some 
who  had  bceu  aceustomcd  to  sleep  under  dilSculties  tried  to  match  "^  forty 
winks"  by  lying  down  and  fasteuing  the  reins  round  tbetr  anus ;  but  tbetr 
were  futile,  u  Ihey  would  b«  awakened  ly  findii^  thcmailvca 
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dragged  along  ihcgrtninil  for  sdveral  yards,  or  else  between  two  lit^llip^reut 
aaimolfl  whose  liools  would  bo  pniiBiag  in  too  cIo»r  projtimity  lo  be  either  «afc 
or  ■gretHblc.  Conwqupntiv,  nW  waa  out  of  tlie  <jHe«tion.  and  we  passtnl  the 
night  as  well  as  the  adverse  ciromiutnncfH  would  allow  of;  telling  tal<>8.tRlking 
about  old  liraea  und  happy  day«  gone  by,  and  hoping  to  meet  the  "  Kiis>tiani 
in  the  morning,"  of  which,  aomehow.  we  tAt  contidiTOt ;  for  although  no 
tidings  bud  been  heard  nor  trace  discovered  of  them,  a  tomtthing  told  ns 
ihiit  ihey  were  not  far  distant.  'I'n  add  lo  our  perplexiiiea,  we  found  out 
during  the  night  IJiat  the  guides  liad  given  us  the  ulip,  cnrryirg,  nt  we 
expected,  informniion  of  our  whereabouts  to  the  enemy.  When  this  was 
nscertaiaed,  the  position  of  the  picquet  was  instaQlIy  changed  liirlhtr  to 
the  flank  and  rear  of  the  village,  and  redoubled  walchfuiness  was  felt  to 
be  necessary. 

About  lialf  an  liour  before  daybreak  a  Tartar  arrived  with  a  message 
from  C«plnin  Fitxclarcncf,  informing  us  tliat  he  had  found  the  whole  of  the 
Chasseurs  at  Serni-le-min,  and  tliat  we  were,  on  receipt  of  the  note,  to 
march  immedintely  nod  join  them  there ;  so,  as  soon  as  it  was  light  enough, 
we  called  in  the  vedcltra  and  movrd  olT  nt  once  in  thi-  direction  of  thnt 
vUhge.  A  stnall  stream  skirled  Kosi'le-min,  which  we  had  hardly 
CloiimJ  befori:  we  cnme  upon  a  body  of  iIip  eneniv,  who  were  ndvaneing 
on  the  villiigi!  covered  by  skirmisherH.  These  we  infttanlly  chan^oil,  biokc 
their  lines,  drove  them  back  iijion  their  supports,  who  wavered  in  turn  n:i 
lh*y  saw  iis  coniiiig  towards  them,  and  not  waiting  until  vie.  elosed, 
vl>C«led  about  like  the  others  and  fled,  whil.it  we,  |>unuiii(r  after  and  among 
tliem,  eulHiig  and  ihrnsling,  became  quite  excited,  find  n«  is  nwlomnry 
with  cavalry  in  like  case*,  got  out  of  hand.  The  fighting  was  excellent, 
while  as  yet  we  had  not  a  ninn  hurl,  and  were  driving  more  than  double 
our  number  before  us,  beiidw  Imving  made  several  prisouets. 

After  galloping  in  ihis  manner  for  upwards  nf  two  miles,  wc  reached  a 
narrow  gorge  running  between  two  hills,  which  the  Coisacks  and  we  all 
{Kimed  through  pell-mell  together.  On  emerging  from  this  we  discovered,  lo 
oar  grent  nstoniahmenl  and  dismay,  (hat  we  had  gallojwd  right  into  the 
CoMacka'  camp,  who  were  swarming  out  of  their  nests  and  giithering 
TOUDd  us  like  wasps.  A  siivpieion  begun  to  dawn  npcn  ua  that  we  had 
run  into  a  net,  the  mouth  of  which  fiad  been  temptingly  left  open,  to  allow 
xtn  and  ihe  party  wo  had  pursued  to  enter  quietly,  and  then  of  coutw 
wiifTi  itp  wi-re  iiiJ>:de  lo  dinw  the  siring  and  bag  ua  all.  Luckily  Ibr 
us,  however,  wi'  appeared  to  have  come  sooner  than  they  anticipated — 
before  thev  hail  g«t  prepared — and  we  did  not  fail  lo  take  advantnge 
«t  our  sudden  entry  to  make  as  sudden  a  retreat  before  we  gfit  stung. 

Tlie  first  difficulty  waa  to  clear  the  defile,  whicli  being  safely  accom- 
plished, our  nexlpbjecl  was  to  keep  the  enemy  in  check, -nnd  by  some  bold 
and  rejolute  stand  intimidate  hint.  Buld  in  Uieir  strength,  on  tliey  cane. 
Up  went  our  earbinen,  and  waiting  until  they  were  wilhin  a  short  forty  yards 
of  us,  wc  fired  a  volley,  wellainiiHl  and  low,  into  the  advancing  nans.  In  an 
instant  a  acore  of  Cossack  horaus  mn  riderless,  tbo  nstnaindcr  of  them  dia- 
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pMwag  in  all  directMoi.  Tin*  >t«Biiii«iilwonrteDllibt»  time,  and  ilia  «tkeinr 
iMidtndnMnauUioiwb^  thesuddon  n|nlM>,BdTBii^ptwu  taken  to  acnd 
oatadiriMOD  of  onn  to  durmuli.aad  wo  itUeal  in  aa  orderly  a  manner  a> 
pcanibi*.  Whro  «n  wo  trtxtinK  in  lliia  manner  Uti^  ocntinned  to  bonr 
round  n*.  U>r*aieiuag  vttrj  momeU  to  «faajrge  enr  our  mall  bodr,  but, 
rontuiaicljr  m  &r  (lor  Hty  were  Un  to  «Be),  tlwy  did  not  ootne  tut 
dcoe^  coniealing  [he««ah(s  wilk  keeping  up  •  iWealtoiy  firr,  that  a*  jrt 
bad  prored  LarmlcM.  Uowcrer,  lo  add  to  our  ootnfoit,  ««  ooold  m« 
•om«  of  Umo  a  mil«  or  ao  diUaat,  oidMranring  to  biiBg  op  n  ooupie  of 
field  |ma  to  b«ar  u[«n  n«;  but  hj  ;;ood  tuck  Uieae  got  finulj  fised 
IB  MHue  BMCiby  grouad,  Oou  wfaiufa  ih«y  could  not  b«  cxiriaiMd  in 
tjim:  to  do  ua  anjr  harm.  On  tlia  new  mrn  ibat  alSun  bad  takmt,  ire  were  ■ 
obliged  to  «et  our  priaoners  adnft,  taking  tbe  pm^ulion,  bovovw,  of  db- 
anting  then  and  eboMing  their  bonca,  whi^  woaid  prcrcat  tlwm  from 
taking  any  actiTe  part  in  tko  afcimiA  fef  ibe  ifaaiw 

StUI  rrtnating,  wc  kept  in  dM  dircctka  wbont  O^rtain  FitzcUrvDOc'e 
paKj  vaa  expected,  and  bad  gone  about  a  mile,  wtten^  le  oar  dwna^,  «« 
liMrd  a  ihout  laiaed  in  ttmr  of  na,  and  on  lookiiig  ratnd  in  that  (Urcctiea 
saw  another  )tn*ig  body  of  the  ea«n}'  Ibnuing  in  line  aqruu  our  puh. 
Tbcy  lind  inanaged  to  take  u*  in  lerene  by  comii^  round  the  bcuc  at  a 
bill  ibat  lay  to  the  left  of  our  line  of  retmit;  and  ihna  tli(7  bud  w 
between  two  ftrai.  There  waa  only  one  chanra  o(  eaoape-^ane  rand  by 
which  wo  conld  go,  and  iJaat  wwt,  to  cot  oar  way  through  our  n«« 
appomxtt;  »,  raddeBly  calling  in  our  nkinniaberB,  we  went  boldly 
nod  at  ibcTO.  'Ilio  Tgry  nncxpectednMa  of  the  morcment  wm  in  our  & 
and  (Ills,  vcund^d  by  ita  confidence,  look  them  partly  by  eurpriw. 
chargml,  tluy  fired  a  ainggling  roUey  (tbc  Coieecka  alwi^  fira  from  the 
hip  widx'ut  taking  aim)  that  wblailed  battnlceiJr  overhead.  In  a  ftw  mon 
ntridee  wb  weie  amcog  them,  and  then  OMUcd  ono  of  tbe  man  dwpewK 
■Irvggin,  with  the  eaccnpiion  of  BalaUnra,  that  had  taken  plan  durini; 
the  war — a  ftra^^  of  men  ea  wccried  honee,  to  escape  from  fbn, 
deepteable  indeed  bod  they  bem  eoeounieted  in  cqnal  nttmlvrs,  but  in 
tfaia  inatanoe  terriUe  frcm  their  orcrwheluing  fiwco  and  from  tJkeir  bones 
being  freak.  But  the  rery  numbers  of  the  Coesacka  oewnlixad  their 
attcngth  semewbal,  and,  nJtbou^b  sturoanded  and  attacked  upon  ereiy 
Mn,  by  atilt  keeping  (oguUier  wc  managed  to  hold  our  own. 

The  oooibnt  was  now  a  r<g«br  haod-h>-bnnd  a£Ur.  Wo  were  in  a 
predioBMnt  ihat  no  cnA  ootUd  aaiHt,  nor  *iira(<>^j  exlric»t«  lu  from ;  we 
knew  that  if  we  escaped  al  all  h  would  only  be  l>y  liold  nding  and  hud 
fighting,  nud  in  this  manner  w«  rxraggled  on  amid  tho  n-port  of  iin- 
arma,  whinliing  of  balldn,  und  cUnginK  of  svorda  ngoiniit  lnnc(«,  as  we 
thrust,  parried,  nod  cut.  .\tl  this,  mingling  with  the  yelJ%  of  tbu  Coaacki^ 
created  a  tiimuU  of  which  no  dworiptiou  of  mine  cnn  oonrcy  tite  Jeeat 
idea;  whilst  our  cbeen,  sounding  j-et  higher  than  the  din  of  confliot, 
spoke  bome  to  each  other's  heuils,  csubidi;  ervry  band  lo  gtsip  firmer  ita  ■ 
bUd^  and  to  strike  surer  and  quicker.     And,  oren  encoinpwBcxl  as  wo     ^ 
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were,  none  iiliraok  fmm  the '  cncaunter,  nor  did  our  iptritH  fail ;  all  yre 
l«rvvntly  hut  vaini/  wiiihcd  for  wae,  ilmt  our  IionMfl  were  as  keth  m  thoat 
of  our  ailvtmorica ;  and,  hitd  lliis  httn  tbo  c&w,  vrc  might  j*«t  hveu  pulled 
throngh  wiih  but  little  loati;  but  the  poor  uuinml^  we  todt  wrti  utterly 
cxhauatnl,  ftnii  ktipt  ulumbling  and  fulling  at  ewiy  «ti'id«.  Ilrrc  w«  lo«t 
Uk  aorgeant-iusjor,  asergeaQt,  and  ei«veii  rank  aiid  tilo,  uud  liow  iri:  were 
not  lUl  ridden  down  and  ovcrtrhelincd  by  the  torrent  in  irhtcii  we  wero 
ai^l]^ed  aeenis  nuw  alnicoi  a  mirade.  The  Tully  of  takitig  out  ihu  old 
|lici|M«t  WM  now  nppiti-ent,  n*  nenrly  all  thoitc  who  were  taken  pTiMincta 
bad  taata  off  that  duty ;  but  tlie  handlul  reinaining  cut  Aud  s!asli<?'i  about 
within  iho  drnK  circle  that  hedged  us  io,  and  which  appeared  only  to 
grow  the  closer  aud  more  (teiried  ibe  more  its  uuuibere  deotvuawL 

Ac  la*t  yio  manngcd  lo  t^tfvct  a  breach  in  the  Jiving  wall,  and  gnined  th« 
opai,  having  U-lt  nearly  liulf  our  nunibtT  behind.  '1  lie  Fncuiy,  whooe  1dm 
raaM  bave  beeo  considerable,  kepi  followiug  ub,  although  now  at  a  mora 
rwpoctful  diitanu-,  a*  wi:  continued  the  retreat — a  courtesy  thai,  in  our 
AligQed  state,  we  w«re  vi^ry  iliaukfiil  for,  as  it  f;are  us  time  not  only  lo 
tvM  iMirtclveji,  hut,  what  waK  of  more  imparlance,  10  breathe  r>iir  horaef. 
But  anoilicr  ealiiinity  awaited  U!<,  for,  uu  Itraiiug  Koai-le-mia  aud  atlacking 
the  cneniTi  our  CominiiKirinC  cart  was  left  behind  in  charge  of  a  corporal 
and  two  men,  who  had  ordi^rs  la  fullow  as  bent  tht'y  could.  This  they  did 
uU  right  enuu;{b  until  tliey  met  tu  retreiilinji;  before  such  great  odd*,  when 
th«y  lel^  the  cart  in  the  cjtiv  of  the  driver  aud  a  couple  of  'I'nrtoi'H  to  eonie 
and  join  u«,  which  pnvc  th«  Coasnckit  an  oppurlunity  that  tbpy  did  not 
fiul  lo  seixe.  Aud  then  we  had  the  surrowlbl  eatisfaeTion  of  seeinf;  our 
ComminariaC,  and  little  Murray  of  the  Land  TrnDnport  Corp*,  inarched  off 
under  n  "  BiifliL-iciit  escort "  of  ifie  enemy,  wfio  kept  raniiaoking  and  turning 
over  tbe  spoil  with  much  apparent  plemture.  Tliie,  aa  may  be  imagined, 
mt  gMll  anil  wormwood  to  int,  but  our  cup  of  miit-ry  wu  not  filled  until 
they  were  Hcen  to  bTTNueli  the  keg  of  rum — cw  ration  rtm  I  Tlien  a  cry 
«M  raised  at  them,  and  oiRin  wn-e  nmdc  to  go  and  attempt  a  recapture, 
and  it  required  all  our  oflicera'  authority  lo  prevent  ut  from  ewaying  iho 
foolbardy  object.  Aa  it  wa*,  Collins  and  Broadbeut,  who  had  been  ihn 
baggage  guard,  eonndered  themiwlve)!  t>ound  to  mnkn  tho  attompt,  and 
nit  off  in  the  direetioo  of  the  captured  cart,  round  which  o  wore  or 
more  of  the  cncniy  were  regaling  thcjnjelrp«  no  comfortably.  On 
^tling  within  tihot,  our  two  fellows  opened  fire  on  the  CoMiiuks,  who 
at  course  were  too  chwrfully  employed  lo  appmre  of  this  kind  of  inti-r- 
lerenoo,  and  savagely  mndc  nt  onco  for  llio  intrndcre,  who  fired  aud 
felt  slowly  back  loward;i  us.  Collin*,  who  liad  ahot  two  or  three  of 
tbeni,  mHiia-^  to  get  away,  but  not  no  fortunate  was  Broadbent,  whose 
bone  failing  him  at  his  need,  he  was  taken  prisoner,  and  ([uickly  dis> 
armed.  We  were  quite  cloM  to  him  when  this  liappencd,  and  «  rteotw 
I  wa*  thought  of,  but  to  have  tried  it  would  have  been  modnfw.  This 
I  ibe  ^llunt  fallow  bimaelf  ww,  tar  he  called  oal  "  nerer  to  mind  him,  but 
I     look  lo  our  own  safety,"  concluding  by  Mcdinf  "  Ids  b«t  rcspocts  lo  the 
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ttoop,  nbom  be  fvorcd  tliat  drcuiiiiitaiices  would  prerenl  htm  from  arcing 
agsin  for  «oiiu  tinw  to  come." 

Learing  him  lo  their  mercy,  wv  kept  on  our  way,  followed  dotcr  ■nil  i 
doicr  by  the  enemy,  and  anticiiMtting  every  momcoit  to  be  sgajii  cliArged.! 
by  them  or  aurrotuiilcd,  when  the  welcome  Kjiht  of  Captain  FilzcUreni^l 
and  C  trooj),  with  cur  allies  the  Cfaaawon,  turtt  upuu  ua.  They  wer«j 
alao  engnged  with  a  body  of  the  Itussiann,  and  were  retiring  in  n  directioaJ 
netrly  >t  right  angles  lo  lu;  and  aa  we  neiired  each  other  the  Co*nolt| 
>turmi>)ierti  engaged  wiili  thum  got  partly  in  our  rear.  Tu  lire  n  volley , 
at  our  onn  opponents,  turn  round,  pass  through  these  others,  snd  jolji  our  | 
commdca,  uraa  but  the  work  of  n  few  aecondit. 

We  were  now  safe,  comparatively,  but  slill  our  utu^tion  waa  xerj  ■ 
prvcorioui,  a*  there  wb*  now  opposed  to  ut  two  rcgini<4its  of  C««sack4, 
•nd  these,  by  a  strange  cuincidi-nce,  huppeced  to  Lc  tlio  lOtb  Coouk 
Huaurs  uud  the  Sud  Tchurnaya  Moriakryi,  or  Cotxocka  of  the  Blade  Soa. 
Uaving  joined  tlieir  forties,  they  became  bolder  accordingly.     The  Tuiar 
caTalry  which  accompanied  llie  French  had  run  at  tlie  fimt  appcnnaoe 
of  t&g  enemy,  but  eren  ibur  dttfertion  was  turned  to  account  by  ColoDel 
D'Onnan,  who,  rrmcmbtriag  that  n  range  of  hills  Iny  behind,  between 
tu  and  tlio  town,  despatched  au  otiicur  afUr  tlie  Tartars  to  rally  them  at 
this  point,  and,  on  our  appoar&nce,  lo  thow  theniselrcs  no  thti  cre*t  of^ 
the  ridge  in  (kirmitdung  order.    On  our  line  of  retreat  there  were  : 
roads  DOT  cTcn  fi>oli«tbs,  and  even  bad  tbcni  been  any,  our  topographic 
knowledge  was  too  small  to  have  turned  them  to  any  account  i  eo  we  I 
to  make  the  b«t  of  our  nay  in  a  straight  direction  acroas  eovnttyj 
impeded  by  obtlfuctions,  and  seiicus  ones,  ai  nearly  ertry  hundred  yardt.1 
The  ground,  which  from  a  dittnnco  had  appoutid  level,  wan  found  to  fat! 
inienwcted  by  dotp  rarinea  and  water- courtes,  any  one  of  which,  at 
ordimiry  times,  would  have  made  delay.      But,  situated  as  we  now  vrerc, 
the  cnjc  was  nllcrol;  gullies,  nldeaiid  deep,  were  tidden  over  and  through 
ill  a  uiauner  that  uolhiug  but  the  doperutc  state  of  aflatn  could  have  j 
justified.     And  had  wc  not  been  mounted  on  such  hardy  little  calUa 
(who  jumped  down,  across,  or  in  ond  out  of  these  with  a  cat-like  ftolit/i 
■od  aureneaa  of  foot,  that  in  somehow  never  possessed  by  English  tro^i-l 
hones),  we  must  have  been  betitrn  to  a  sland-atill  long  before,  or  dial 
been  buried  in  one  of  tliese  hole*.      Occa^oually,  howovor,  we  camel 
to  an  olwtoole  tliat  even  Ihrg  could  not  get  over,  when  we  hnd  to  traverse  j 
to  right  and  Ii^,  trying  to  diwover  a  more  favourable  spot;  and  «hai> 
ever  this  happened  wc  were  obliged  to  resume  the  oflcnuire,  and,  rookii^J 
a  charge,  drive  our  nlippcry  oppoueuts  buck.     In  this  manner  we  fhoined  j 
again  and  again  to  the  front  to  attack  au  enemy  much  our  ftiijicrior;  yet 
tliey  never  awaited  our  charge,  but  Ik'd  at  every  advance  wo  made, 
although  it  woa  only  to  return  imniL-Jiuiely  we  retired,  to  hanus  a*  oo 
Honk  and  rear.      In  this  sort  of  wiuihrc  the  Cossack  cavalry  aurpeas  all 
others.     Uounted  on  hght  and  aiutivy  hordes,  pontes  we  should  l«nn 
them — armed  for  the  attack  only — relying  on  the  quickness  of  their 
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morcmcntx  and  the  aagncity  of  ihcir  steeds  for  ddciice^tli«y  never  xw-mI 
llie  charge,  bui  disperse  in  all  directions,  to  ftvoid  the  attAclc,  only, 
howcrcr,  to  rulty  again  in  n  few  seconds  at  anoUiur  poiuc :  tiud  in  lliis 
maoD'^r  tliuy  harassed  ua,  reniaiiiing  aprt^ad  in  s  large  semicircle  ronnd 
tWr  firing  on  nnd  threatening  us  nt  every  tnm. 

It  wan  near  the  brink  of  one  of  tlieM>  formidable  ravines  lliat  the 
diaueUTs  sufftrcd  most.  The  enemy  was  close  upon  ns,  our  ekirmiiihcm 
driven  in,  and  the  line  of  retreat  impassable.  Under  these  cireumiilanceH 
ihvH  was  hut  one  thing  for  it,  and  on  the  tn  avaiU  from  the  French 
Icftdrr  wc  gave  a  hcurty,  willing  cheer,  llmt  rang  clear  along  with  the 
vieat  of  the  Chnssetirs,  and  wiili  one  mind  and  purpose,  riding  side  by 
side,  we  dasbvd  at  them.  As  we  roilc  forwiird  they  met  us  with  a 
wtll-dirccted  volley,  but  immediately  turned  and  fled,  avoiding  the 
•hock;  by  that  fire  eight  of  the  French  were  killed  nnd  sevi-rul  more 
wounded.  As  we  only  wi^cd  to  gain  time  so  that  we  might  get  safely 
OV«T  the  obstncle  in  rear,  our  object  wiu  attained  when  the  enemy  wan 
driTCn  back.  The  »ignnl  was  now  giveti  to  retire,  and  this  was  accoiu- 
pliabcd  by  all  at  a  more  favourable  port  nf  the  ruvinc,  with  iJio 
exception  of  Privates  (.Mtcr,  Bolter,  Poole  and  Lumb,  who  in  the  ex* 
citement  of  fighting  forgot  the  exhausted  state  of  their  horses,  luid  went 
too  far.  Tlio  Cossacks  perceiving  iliese  men  by  theiimelves,  and  at 
tbotr  mercy,  wheeled  round,  nnd  Uke  a  pock  of  nolv<'s,  and  with  ns 
IJlUe  order,  galloped  upon  them.  Bolter,  who  was  the  nearest,  was 
tuning  to  meet  them  when  a.  ball  struck  him  in  the  chest ;  he  dropped 
tbe  bridle,  fell  forward  on  bis  bone's  neck,  his  sword  dangling  by  the  knot, 
and  hi*  hands  striving  to  clutch  the  mnnc;  for  a  frw  aecond^  he  remained 
Uius,  and  then  fell  forward  over  his  horse's  neck  upon  the  ground.  (x>Itcr 
iraa  burled  from  his  horse  by  n  lance  iliat  pierced  him  through  his  left 
tbouldiT.  Poolc,  as  he  dashed  forward  to  his  usaistunce,  parried  a  lance 
titrust  madu  at  him,  tuid  threw  himself  on  one  side  to  avoid  another,  but 
in  doing  so  bin  whole  weight  was  on  one  stirrup,  whieh  caused  the 
mddle  portly  to  turn,  and  ho  fell  under  bis  hone.  In  an  inotont  he  w.is 
aj^n  mounted,  defending  himself  sword  in  hand,  and  fighting  despemtely. 
He  rcfiincd  the  (quarter  the  Cossacks  olTered,  but  tl  was  imrlpw,  one 
ogiunsi  BO  many;  he  vns  Kurroundcd,  his  sword  was  knocked  up,  and  he 
wan  diiormed. 

All  this,  however,  hud  not  pnxA<d  unobserved,  and  Captain  Filz* 
darvncc'i  attention  wan  culled  to  Poole'*  predioaracnl  by  Mr.  Partridge 
(the  veterinary  furgeon,  who  voluntarily  aecompanicd  lu  In  all  expedi- 
tions), who  proposed  to  go  to  his  rescue.  This  projiOBition  was  promptly 
replied  to  by  our  captain,  who  shouted,  "  Come  on,  Tenth,"  with  « 
wavo  of  hi«  nword  in  Poole's  direetion,  indicating  where  and  what  he 
meant,  and,  leading  the  way  with  Mr.  Partrirli^e,  was  instantly  followed 
by  half-n-doxcn  of  ours  and  nome  of  the  Chaawun.  From  Poole's  face 
being  (owarda  bi«  aaailants  he  did  not  perceive  the  coming  aid,  but  still, 
unanued  as  bo  wai^  ho  ke[<t  struggling  with  them.     They,  hovre%'cr,  who 
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oould  «ee  ui  odranciii^  la  tlie  racaev  redoaMed  ilieir  «0b«la  to  iln^t  kin 
away,  but  finding  that  neillwr  ho  nor  his  horm  wooid  tnovvi  (one  appmivii  ^ 
la  tie  i«  ainbborii  as  tbi-  utbi-r),  anil  tliai  ir«  were  ckiM  U>  hia  lUMNlsnce^  » 
Comack  drew  »  piMoi.and,  placing  ii  .tt  Pooiti'K ear,  <It«w  iIm  trigger.    Ve 
who  «w  lilt  movemfUt  weru  ntarlj"  paialyned  Ibr  ihir  Diommt,  but  rod*  i 
OB  with  wt  laelli  and  banda  dtaidifd  tirmrr  miuid  o<ir  swotd    bilu, 
•xpoeting  to  mv  lua  )M«d  blown   to  jMeoee :  Init,   fomiaatetj   Ibr  lbs  I 
bntre  fellow,  ib«i  piHol  only  ila«b(id  in  itic  f«n.     With  a  orv  that  mar* 
nttmUed  the  yi\>  of  «  urn(^  dog  ilum  tlie  voJcc  uT  a  liunuin  butAg,  al 
bein(;  tliuii  1nffl«d,  tl)«  CoxMick  pullL-d  oiit  nnothpr,  but  bobbin.-  hf.  had  tin* 
to  raiw  it  wc  wci«  ou  him,  lii«  head  mui  dud  in  lira  by  La{>oTi«^  a 
niiiMHiii.  and  Poule  mu  uvi^.     Failing  upoa  tfa«  othan  in  fnint  «nd  { 
flanl:,  wc  itDrkd  them  bnek  upon  ihuir  main  body,  and  tbm  made  good  I 
our  own  retreat,    lu  rMii'ing  wv  came  to  Lncaa,  whoM>  hor««  bcjng  dmJ]^ 
lanui,  he  bad  diunounttrd,  and  itub  making  tlie  best  of  bia  wiy  on  ibot^ 
atopping  cTcry  few  yjinU  to  try  to  gel  off  hia  big  boota,  which  inn 
not  at  all  iidapttil  lor  ruimini;  b.     These  h«  aX  lut  luauugod  to  kick 
off,  and   gflling   brtwpon    Mr.    I'nrtridgn  and   foolv,   laid   bold   of  ibeiri 
8tirni|n,  and  so  got  awny  with  the  oibpn,  iiot  too  M>on,  fur  tlic  Cunadul 
oano  charging  again  down  upon  our  flank,  and  wrrc  only  kept  at  bay  by  | 
die  skirmiskm. 

On  gptdng  book  tale  to  the  party,  wo  could  not  help  ItHing  amoMd 
wh«n  Poole  discoverod  that  one  of  tlie  CoMacJca  had  made  ao  frvo  n  to^i 
help  himelf  to  the  coDiLtit.i  of  Iiia  hnvermck,  A  nice  &t  fowl  bad  fidte' 
to  hia  lot,  (juite  providonlially  aa  he  ihoutiht,  when  fora|;in||r  ibe  night 
before  in  tlic  Tillage.  Thi*  he  hod  carefully  piacod  in  hie  barenaclc 
until  n  more  convodent  season,  when  h«  aiitioipated  niakiug  from  It 
m  gloiioUK  meal ;  ''  liul  the  bent  laid  pinoi  of  mloc  nnd  mer.  gM  oft  ^gce," 
and  so  it  proved  in  Poole's  taiK.  Tiie  keen  nose  of  tlie  Coasuk  had  not 
failed  to  6ad  the  swot  of  tlio  chicken,  whi<^,  of  oounv,  waa  qntckly  coo* 
fiaCAted  And  translennl,  ami  all  done  so  quicity  by  iboac  prinoea  of 
Aragen,  that  Poole  wns  not  aware  of  liis  loHsmniil  he  wrn  well  out  of  their 
olutchea.  He  who  would  hinucJf  have  gloriod  in  ri^lieving  an  onecay  at 
goods  or  provondcr  could  not  undureituid  why  he  should  be  robbed. 
Thia  niiafortune  seemed  to  liave  oblitcrailcd  all  thoughts  of  lua  owil 
nwrow  escnpe,  for  as  yet  ha  bad  only  oiicu  referred  to  it,  but  ol!  the 
way  b<r  kept  bewailing  the  loss  of  his  supper.  As  wo  got  nearer  to  Kcrich 
the  enemy  in'cmnu  nitirv  wxry,  uliboiigh  siiU  futluiring  and  Cuing  at  naji. 
but  we  may  say  we  were  <:>iily  saved  from  being  entirely  deMroyed  hf ' 
httTiiig  nt  nil  limcB  iliown  a  doleniiiuvd  front  to  our  numvroua  o^iponcnUk 
Had  tlieir  coiinigi.'  bcvn  bnt  cijiial  to  their  numbers, , not  one  of  ua  woUld 
bare  esoiii)ed. 

We  at  last  renclied  the  jioint  whrra  our  runaway  Turlars  bccanu 
aerviccabli',  by  showing  themaclvtia  in  nkirmishing  order  along  the  tsettt 
of  a  liilU  menacing  the  enemy's  flank,  llv,  on  pcrcvirinj;  thnu.  at  onoe 
cauM  to  a  bull,  and,  afraid  of  bung  surprised  by  a  ai^Kriw 
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behiad  Uw  bill,  gave  orer  the  pursuit ;  wbilo  ««,  only  toe  glad  lo  bo 
relieved  of  racli  nttcndmu-r,  mctv  m  th«  sanic  time  cardol  not  to  kppear 
iu  anjr  naj  liurrivd,  8u  rvtirAl  Ivitiirvl/  round  the  base  of  Ute  hill  until 
out  of  (ijthi.  Tlim,  Icnving  a  (ev  of  ih«  best  nionnted  men  as  a  Tcar-goard 
to  m-atcii  tbe  metnjr,  we  pm»nl  (briraril  at  04  good  a  p»oe  a:t  ooald  bn 
managod  toironis  iIh  iowd,  which  we  reftcht^il  wilhonc  futthtT  inoleBlatioti, 
having  lo<it  fburtceit  of  our  piirty,  wbiUt  ibc  Cli&Mwun  hod  i-ight  killed 
and  ihineen  taken  primiivnt.  And  thus  emtoit  our  ride  iriih  the  Tcher- 
on^a  Mori>k(Tj«,  or  Cbasiciki  of  the  Blaok  Sml  Tfain  wus  tlie  principal 
adrenture  ihat  b«fH  tu  in  ihn  wini<-r  we  wrre  ijuartcroti  aX  Kcrtch.  Had 
lime  and  xpact:  allowed.  I  iiiiglii  Iuith  lotd  tioir  sunw  04"  oitn  were  wi-U 
trvaled  bj  our  old  oppoDcntR  a  few  ilnyii  niterwmrdi,  whra  accomfotnjing 
« ili^  of  trace  to  inquire  after  our  wounded,  aud  bow,  on  rCMcfainj  tbetr 
outpoats,  ihey  wvre  tskfit  to  the  officer  cotnninn<ling  the  ontlying  pioquetO) 
wbo  imlv^'taini'd  the  |i>irty  uioHt  hoipttably  during  tbuir  >biy,  Mending 
them  plenty  of  good  mijiton  and  while  bread,  with  two  jam  of  raki  U> 
waih  it  ili>wQ. 

Id  tills  nairatiTe  I  hnr«  nrniinctl  aa  much  aa  pcitaible  from  mcfl- 
tioaing  nnmi-s,  thinking  ihat  whurn  nil  bcbavi-d  ■□  bmvc!)'  and  gajjanily 
P  il«nuld  he  invidiootiodoao;  at  the  aame  time  it  would  ecarcdy  be  ju«t 
BOt  to  notice  our  coihmunding  ofliccr.  Captain  fitcclnivnep,  whow  gallant 
co«iduct  tlirougliout  was  above  all  praiae.  The  lint  in  every  aliaclt,  he 
wns  lbi>  Iwl  man  lo  telrrat,  letting  an  example  to  all  that  cntiitcd  crery 
one  to  be  auxiona  to  emulate  sueh  bravery  and  during.  jVnd  with  the 
CluMwuni  M  wrU  oa  our  own  men  the  only  difiioulty  their  officers  had 
wm  to  (;i4  tliein  to  retire  at  the  proper  time,  and,  in  a  charge,  to  pfereni 
them  frem  froing  too  far.  Two  of  the  hoisca  which  had  been  captured 
camv  ID  socuu  boon  iiftvrwards  with  iheir  saddle*  on,  aud  a  third  arrived 
without  it*  appointment*,  about  two.  o'clock  on  tlie  following  morning, 
diatDrbbig  ua  all  by  making  a  row  at  thq  gateway  that  led  to  iU  HUble. 
The  pcN>r  cnature  had  evideatly  broken  away  from  tU  pic(]uet,  as  a  piece 
of  rope  was  found  fastened  to  its  h^sul-collar;  and,  although  wounded  in 
tbe  flank,  it  hiul  inxiini^tivcly  managiid  to  find  iti  way,  on  a  dnrk  night, 
over  dangerous  ground  In  a  strange  place,  Ntr-tighl  to  its  quarlera.  Those 
who  had  been  taken  primnnm  rejoined  ua  at  the  termination  iW  the  war, 
with  the  pjtcrption  of  fmir  tiuppoeed  lo  have  diyd  of  tlivir  wounda;  lh« 
othera  gave  a  good  account  of  tbn  Itumiana,  who  )uul  tn^itcd  them  ramaife* 
ably  well  in  eveiy  reapect  -,  their  only  hardship  was  being  ohiigod  to 
daily  from  ptace  to  place.  In  thia  niaunur  ihey  had  travemud  Umi 
'  portion  of  tlie  iioutb  of  Ruasia. 
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It  fitth  Air  Htceaarif  during  Slfep  f — Mvst  rcadcni  will  be  aurprisod  thu 
■ucli  a  question  dhould  b«  nskcd:  to  ask  it,  tli«y  would  any,  in  to  answer 
il.  Y«I  it  lia>  been  asked  by  tt  p1)ysiol(^:in,  and  berorv  a  grave  awombly 
in  the  French  Aciirlcm)-.     Let  it,  tbcrvturc,  be  rvprnt^il  in  tboe  pafTM. 

Our  forefMlln-'rs  Irovibled  tlieiiiselvM  very  litlie  about  fresh  air  in  iheiT 
•lecping  nportmcnl;  ;  inttced,  they  were  careless  about  it  emynrhcrc.  To 
this  day,  in  Germany,  atlenUon  lUlla  but  bgklly  on  it;  /ritcJte  Lvjt 
M  lutlier  a  poetical  luxury  than  a  tnnitnry  nccesaty  there ;  a*  onr 
Sanitary  Bcformers  must  not^  willi  txnun  siirpri»c.  'Hie  teadung  of 
Phynology  ia  plain  enough.  If  it  linve  one  lesson  more  emphatic  than 
anotlier,  it  is  the  intimale  dependence  of  hoallb  on  ihc  free  supply 
of  oxygen.  Oxygen  is  the  flamn  of  vital  activity.  Unless  th«  blood 
take  up  oxygen  from  ibe  almospheru,  in  tixcbange  for  the  carbonio  acid 
which  rciiHlta  frcim  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  organs,  no  vital  activity  can 
long  continue  ;  llie  inceBsanl  waste  eau  no  longer  be  replaced  by  {necMant 
repair;  the  flame  goes  oui,  and  the  engine  slops.  This,  wc  (ay,  is  ihe 
IcMon  no  one  double     But  how  fur  does  it  apply  to  Sleep  7 

Sleep  is  supposed — erroneously,  wc  believe — lo  be  ihe  rtntP  in  whicJi 
tlie  body  mainly  repairs  the  waste  incident  on  the  activitiett  of  tltc  wakii^ 
hour*.  It  is  n  fact,  which  no  one  will  dixpule,  that  during  the  repOM  of 
Sleep,  muHcle  and  nervu  recover  iheir  ezhauHted  energies;  bw  that  Ihia 
TCinewa]  of  energy  is  simply  the  consequence  of  a  procera  of  repair  by 
which  fresh  niusclo  and  nerve  replace  the  woni-onl  panicle*,  may  very 
fairly  be  questioned;  and  fur  our  own  parts,  we  question  it.  Not,  boir- 
«YCr,  lo  complicate  the  present  diaciission  wilh  wich  doubts,  let  us  grant 
that  in  Sleep  the  chief  nutrition  of  the  body  tnlics  place;  let  us  further 
grant,  that  unless  the  blood  he  kept  pure  by  the  constant  renewal  of  itt 
o.tygen  and  removal  of  lie  carbonic  ncid,  the  procoas  of  repair  will  be 
thwarted  ;  and  having  granted  chcae  points,  we  aliall  be  forced  to  adout 
the  conclusion  so  strongly  insisted  on,  that  pure  air,  important  at  all 
times,  is  peculiarly  important  during  Sleep.  Our  dormiioriw  muat  be 
lofty  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  grentest  precaiiliona  mtwi  be  taken 
against  crowding  sleepem  in  one  room.  If  we  cannot  couragemialy  steep 
with  an  open  window  (so  desirable  fur  fresli  air  I)  wo  muat  at  any  rate 
eternly  forbid  the  nuisances  of  chimney -boards  and  bed-curiaina.  One 
of  the  first  quesUons  now-a-days  is  oflen  dirccti'd  to  the  chimney-board; 
and  we  Iwve  beard  more  than  one  mysterious  malady  (even  chronic  norc 
throat !)  mysterioujly  attributed  to  the  fict  of  the  patient  sleepinjj  In  a* 
room  where  a    chininoy-board  innocently   existed,  although   the  cubic 
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ciMiI«nts  or  that  room  would  Iiavu  sufficed  for  tlie  retpiralion  of  halt  a 
doxpn  fldult#. 

Is  there  nay  adequate  foundntion  for  this  opinion  with  regard  lo  llie 
atmotphere  in  wliicb  we  »Ieep  ?  With  regard  to  the  open  window  this 
may  nt  oncn  be  aaid — tlie  benefit  of  the  fresh  nir  is  r|iiostionubl«,  the  evil 
of  oold  ie  pojitlve.  If  veniiliition  can  only  be  seturtil  ut  ilio  expense  of 
warratJ),  ventilation  is  an  evil.  Wilh  regnrd  to  the  assumed  necessity  of  u 
MDatnnt  supj^ly  of  fresh  air  during  Slvep,  we  beg  tli«  reader  to  remark  that 
it  i«  flssuraing  too  much  to  draw  anch  conclusion  from  the  very  diffiTimt 
cnndilioD  of  [lie  organism  io  its  waking  houis  ;  and  philoM>pliical  cautic'ii 
•uggeatfl  thut  wc  should  inquire  closoly  into  it.  The  phyaologist,  M.  Dcl- 
bruck,  whose  note  has  called  forth  these  reiiitirks,  doos  not  enter  upou  the 
theoretical  question  at  all;  he  simply  propounds  a  difficully,  founding  it 
on  some  very  familiar  facts.  lie  thinks  that  the  calculations  of  phyiiio- 
lo^sls  arc  enormously  cxnggcrated,  and  that  Tcry  much  !cw  nir  (or,  what 
conies  to  the  same  thing,  air  of  less  purity)  ia  needed  duritig  Sleep.  Ho 
finrt  appeals  to  animals.  The  lion,  bear,  or  tiger  retirps  into  his  Inir  to  sleep, 
quilting  tliG  open  air,  and  excluding  it  as  much  as  possible.  The  dog  seeks 
hU  Icennel  or  corner,  curls  himself  up,  and  buries  his  head  beneath  his 
piws  or  body.  Even  birds,  those  aerial  creaturw,  who  perish  so  rapidly 
when  confined  under  a  bell-glass,  and  therefore  seem  peculiarly  depen- 
dent upon  fresh  air,  wlien  sleep  approaches,  bidu  their  beads  under  their 
irings,  the  beak  covered  with  the  softdywn.  Hybemaling  animals,  as  is 
veil  kuowu,  never  pass  into  thtir  long  iileep  but  when  sheltered  from  the 
air.  All  this  is  very  true,  but  what  about  man  7  Acting  upon  instinct, 
man  imitates  the  aniniaUj  upon  science,  he  does  the  very  reverse.  The 
•cbcxilboy,  if  h«  ia  cold,  or  if  he  cannot  sleep,  hides  his  head  under  the 
bedclothes  much  as  the  bird  hldeK  ita  head  under  a  wing.  The  unen- 
lightened man  or  woman  earcfuUy  draws  the  curtains  round  tlic  bed. 
The  enlightened  physician  or  uuise  tears  those  eurlains  down.  Svldiers 
and  travellers  "camping  out  "are  obliged  to  cover  their  heads  if  they 
wiit  to  sleep;  and  railway  iruTelleta  at  uighi,  although  Bi-\  or  eight  may 
be  in  one  carriage,  always  finish  by  closing  the  windows. 

These,  and  other  Ciela  of  similar  signjfieauce,  require  to  to  well  con- 
iddered.  The  suggestion  of  M.  Dclbruck  doea  not,  we  confess,  present 
a  very  acce[itab!e  aspect  to  us.  He  supposes  tliat  since  plants,  during  the 
Bighl,  aboorb  the  oxygen  which  they  exhale  during  the  day,  "  analogy 
would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  animals  nl  night  abmrh  some  of  ilie 
carbonic  acid  which  they  exhale  during  the  day."  Aualugy  is  a  tivucht?- 
rwua  guide;  and  in  the  present  ease  a  more  comprehensive  acquaintance 
with  the  physiological  fiiels  would  have  recogniiud  the  impcrfecliou  of  the 
analogy.  It  is  true  that  plants  absorb  oxygen  during  the  night ;  but  it 
is  only  the  woody  parts,  and  iheee  absorb  it  aho  during  the  day,  although 
tbc  quantities  ore  so  smull  as  tn  be  almost  inappreciable.  It  is  tlic  grccD 
parta  which  absorb  carbonic  acid  during  the  day,  and  these,  requiring  the 
stimulus  of  simlighl,  arc  inactive  at  night.      Nothing  of  thu  kind  lakes 
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plaoe  in  ibe  animal  nrpinm      The  btiKid  n^uaM  (a  abaorb  carbonic  ttidi 
from  tbe  nlmoKphi-rc,  nt  nil  dmcx,  unil  uudi^r  all  cuailiiiuoi.

Why  AnimaU  to  be  talm  mutt  be  kilUd. — It  ia  tuiivendlly  undetatood 
tliut  aniniaU  wbicb  A\p  frc>m  diimise  ur«  nol  litted  {or  our  murkcta.  It  ia 
also  uiidvrntood  tbat  itben  cattle  have  bocn  ovcr-drivL>ti  their  ment  is 
naubly  iaforior  to  that  of  healthy  animal's  tintem  they  are  panuiuod 
10  reeorer  their  exhausted  eiter^es  before  being  slaughtered.  Why  is 
diia?  I'liq  firnt  and  motl  natural  suppotiitidn  reepectiiig  thoac  whicli 
die  frc'iti  disease  in  tliat  their  lleiih  ia  loialcd;  bul  it  baa  been  found 
thai  pruluugcil  nc^ny,  or  exhaustion,  are  quite  as  injuriouf,  tho4igb  in 
thew  cnii«  ihorc  is  no  taint  of  diseasa.  U.  Claude  Bernard  propound* 
the  following  vxplitnatitin:  hi  all  h<ulthy  animals,  no  matter  la  what 
chiM  th<-y  belong,  oi'  on  wbnt  foorl  tlicy  )>u)>sist,  he  finds  a  peculiar 
Kubstaitce  on^ogous  lo  vegetable  starch,  existing  in  their  tissues  and 
axpccinlly  in  their  liver.  This  subsrancc  ho  calls  glyccgiite,  i.e.,  lb«t 
sugar-former.  It  is  ubundani  in  projiortion  to  the  vigour  mofi  youth 
of  the  animal,  and  diaappcars  entirely  undir  tho  pToIoD|i;od  sufibriog  of 
pain  or  diwnsc  This  disappearanue  is  aingulurly  rapid  in  fish ;  and  ■ 
always  observed  in  the  spontaneous  ilraib  of  animals.  But  when 
ills  death  Is  Huddcii  nonn  of  it  diaappesrs.  He  finds  tlint  a  rabbit,  tor 
ncample,  which  ia  killed  after  sutTering  jMun  for  five  or  six  huun,  cxhibiu 
DO  trace  whatcvrr  of  tliis  su^r-fonning  eubttnncc;  and  iln  llesli  baa  a 
marked  difierencu  in  Unvuur.  The  same  ri-uiurk  applies  to  exhausted, 
oTcr-drivrn  nniniBls  ;  their  nioiclM  am  alnto*it  deficient  in  fftycuffrne,  and 
yield  in  water  a  liir  larger  proportion  of  Miluble  prindplea  ihiui  the  sam 
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miuclus  is  A  nomia)  oouditioii.  M.  Qerauiil  finds,  moreover,  tliat  Animals 
wliieli  are  aaflbcaU'd  Iasc  morn  of  ilic  KUgur* forming  miliKtA&ci!  thiin 
liinilnr  uniioals  killed  in  tbu  nlftngbicr- boune.  To  lUis  let  ua  adti  tlie 
£k(  Uut  tbc  blood  ofovn-drlvm  aninuiUwill  not  eongutntc,  or  coognlntea 
vcrjr  alowly  and  iiiiperfi'dly.  and  we  t>biill  hev  good  rcitBon  tor  exerusiog 
tome  circuuiiju-ciiori  over  tlw  pnniiicc.i  of  our  tucat  tnarlMU.

— Verily  tlie  marvels  of  meclisnical  ingenuity 
are  iaexlieustible  I  To  all  thou:  which  were  displayed  at  the  Inter* 
national  Lxhihition,  there  is  one  now  to  be  seen  in  Paris  which  would 
have  been  a  etrJItiu^  uddllioii.  Hitlicrto  llie  coicpl«xity  and  dvliaaoy  of 
the  mecluipisu)  oti  which  the  human  voice  depends  were  coniid«Tcd 
Iwpeteatly  beyond  huimui  idtill  to  reproduce;  neverthelees,  a  tiermau, 
named  Pobvr,  lias  surmountcl  the  dilficulty,  and  llic  I'arisians  nm  now 
admiring  the  lif^ure  ot'  a  woman  with  a  Liiynx  funued  of  a  caoutchouc 
tube,  not  indeed  to  nulilly  us  a  human  larynx,  but  which  so  accurately 
initates  tlie  liumun  mvcbaniui,  that  it  girea  oat  two  whole  ootavw  wiUi 
the  lone  .ind  pilch  of  a  ftnnale  voice.  In  the  higher  nolni  th«  raum- 
hlance  to  i!ie  human  voice  i*  said  to  be  clone  cnou^'h  tu  decnve  any  ear. 
Hitherto  nil  the  exhibitions  of  speaking  macliinca  hare  been  either  squeak- 
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ingmachinps  or  impostures,  bnt  in  this  one — if  ne  may  rely  on  the  reliable 
Cotmaa — the  octiinl  timbre  of  the  humnn  voice  ia  rcpnxtuccd,  and  the

Discortry  nf  gigantic  AnimaU  in  let. — In  evidence  of  the  activity  pro- 
vailiog  among  the  liuuian  geologists,  we  notict!  wiih  niucli  sattsfaution  ■ 
propooitirii  by  M.  Von  MiddcndorEF  (a  iuim«  w<^ll  known  to  Kngtinh  gcolo- 
giatf)  to  the  Imperial  Academy  of  St.  Petersburg  for  promoting  tlie  nirtlter 
disctivery  of  the  cong<nlrd  ro-innin*  of  gigantic  mnmtnifm  in  Siberia. 
Since  the  dtscuvi-ry  (in  1771)  of  the  rhinoceros  imbeddud  iu  ice  al  Witjni 
(I.-it.  61°),  of  whifh  hardly  any  portion  vo»  preserved,  nnd  that  of  th« 
mnminoth  at  tUo  mouth  of  llie  Li-na  in  1806,  of  which  the  pre*em»tioa  of 
MUch  remains  as  still  exist  was  owing  to  the  purely  accidental  circumstanoe 
of  the  fuiluic  of  a  Knuinn  cmbwsy  to  China,  one  of  whose  membors 
liappcning  to  bo  on  the  q>ot  succeeded  in  obtaining  and  pre«emng  tbon 
]>recious  ruhvs,  but  with  lillln  or  no  information  ns  to  the  circum stances  of 
tlic  locality,  nnd  with  Iosh  of  by  fitr  the  larger  portion  of  the  carcase — it 
third  of  a  century  elapsctl  when  another  of  these  gigantic  mummies  thus 
wonderfully  preserved  came  (o  light.  Three  years,  however,  were  allowed 
to  elapse  before  any  effective  steps  were  tnkcn  to  obtain  jwssiviiion  of  what 
then  mniiiiied,  which  by  tlint  time  was  rrdueed  to  an  wndisliii^ijJubtij 
mags.  What  could  be  cullectcd  was  indeed  despatched  to  St,  Petersburg, 
but  witliout  so  much  as  any  prcciio  informaiion  an  to  tho  place  of  iJm 
discovery,  or  any  circumstances  beyond  the  fact  of  the  discovery  Itaving 
been  m.iilc.  Since  that  time  nolliing  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  further 
research.  It  cannot,  Iiowever,  he  doubled  that  many  other  audi  relics 
must  exitt  similarly  preserved  and  susceptible  of  detection  by  active  ami 
ayHtematic  rcsenrch.  During  ilic  laat  two  ceuturien  it  in  coraputtHi  that  at 
the  very  least  20,000  mammoths  and  probably  twice  or  lli  rice  that  ntuu her, 
have  been  washed  out  of  theiceund  Huil  in  which  they  }iave  been  embedded 
by  the  action  of  the  spring  floodii,  nnd  .imong  them  the  occurrence  of 
perfect  skeletons  is  far  from  unffequeat.  The  tunk*  only,  however,  have 
iKcn  miide  un  object  of  conaervation,  frnm  their  commercial  value  ■> 
ivory.  M'vinwhile  the  microscopic  observations  of  Brandt  nnd  Glabov 
upon  the  Bolt  portions  of  those  which  have  been  prctorved  have  pooved 
that  down  to  tho  minutost  elementary  detail  of  structure  lu  tlie  animal 
tissiies  of  those  parts,  precisely  the  identical  laws  of  structure  and 
dcvclupmeut  prevailed  in  the  anima!  economy  in  those  far-removed  ngea, 
and  in  species  now  extinct,  thnt  prevail  now  in  nnininted  nature.  Could 
hut  one  more  of  thi-xe  carcases  be  discovered  and  speedily  and  well  pr«- 
served,  ibe  mere  inspection  of  the  contents  of  its  stomach  might  throw  a 
wonderful  light  on  a  host  of  geological  and  physiological  problems;  and 
that  this  might  most  rcasc-nobly  bo  expected  as  a  result  of  prixes  bring 
offered  and  instructions  circulated  by  the  Academy,  U.  Von  Middendofff 
haa  very  dearly  shown. 
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oiapter  xlvii. 
Check.

COmbed  Imir.     The  coiitrunt  of  thit  cisc  with  the  hitler  nnxieticH  he  had 

crcoied  courubed  Li-r  with  indignation:  the  new  vision  of  his  hardneaa 

■     heightened  her  drcnd.     She  rccogtiijEcd  Cro:iacn  and  two  other  freiueulerv 

I    of  Snu  Marco  iiUuidiiig  near  her  husband.     It  flashed  through  her  mind —

I    brought  her  cla«e  upon  him  before  he  had  lime  to  move,  while  Cronaca

"  la  ilie  Frale  gone  beyond  the  gftlrj  ?  " 

"  No,"  uid  Tito,  feeling  completely  lielpleas  beforo  this  woman,  ami 
necdiog  all  the  Mlf-comciand  he  poasi^scd  to  preserre  a  countenance  ill 
which  there  should  teem  to  be  nothing  itrungor  ttum  xurpriw.

It  ttdb  lale  ia  die  nflcmoon  when  Tito  ritarned  liome.     SomoU,  Bralc4l 
opptniUi  tho  cabinet  in  her  narrow  room,  copying  ilocumcntd,  waa  Bbout.l 
to  desist  from  her  work  because  llie  ligJit  waa  getting  dim,  wWn  her' 
btuband  (ntGred.

1  wish  you  to  reflect  on  the  mode  in  which  you  were  led 
to  Inlie  that  step,  Hint  the  proeera  may  not  bo  repealed." 

"  That  depends  cljicfly  on  yon,  Tito,"  said  Homola,  talcing  fire  (lightly, 
Ii  wfts  not  what  she  had  at  all  thought  of  Baying,  but  we  see  a  very  littlA 
w.iy  btforf  lis  in  mutual  speech. 

"  Vou  would  say,  I  snpposi',"  answered  Tito,  "  that  notliing  is  to  occur 
in  futore  which  can  excite  your  unreasonable  snspicioas.

"  TiiOy  it  is  ubt  to,"  ICoinoIii  buret  foi'ih  ia  s  pleading  tone,  rising  and 
going  nviin'r  to  him,  witli  n  dopcrote  nsolulicm  to  apeak  out.  "It  L* 
&l>e  (list  I  would  wiUiugl/  aauiSco  you.  It  baa  bc«a  (h«  greatest  ctr>Tt 
of  Toy  Jifo  to  cling  to  jou.  I  wont  away  in  mj  anger  two  jreara  ago,  nr.il 
1  came  htuik  again  bccatiu  I  was  mora  bound  to  you  ihaa  to  anything 
dKii  on  cnrth.  -  l)ut  it  ia  uselM*.  You  aliut  lUB  out  from  your  mind.  Ynq 
aiTecl  Ui  tbtnk  of  inu  aa  a  being  too  onroaaonable  to  khKt«  tu  Um  knowJeilgs 
of  your  aHuira.     You  will  be  open  with  me  about  nothing." 

Sho  looked  like  hi*  good  aagol  pleading  with  him,  as  shit  bent  ber  bco 
towards  him  with  dilated  eyuo,  and  laid  her  hand  upon  liia  aim.  But 
ItomoU's  touch  and  glance  no  longer  stirred  any  tibro  of  tcndemeas  in  bcr 
husband.

'<  'nto,  it  would  not  be  usclees  for  lu  to  speak  openly,"  *dd  fiomoh, 
flusliing  with  the  sort  of  ejuisp&ratiun  tlial  comes  from  uoiiig  living  muscle 
against  som4  lifelms  insurmountable  roslstanco.  "It  was  tlie  sense  of 
deoeptiou  in  you  that  changed  me,  aud  that  hatt  kept  us  apart.  And  it  is 
not  true  that  I  changed  tint.  You  changed  towards  me  the  night  you 
fiint  woro  tliiit  ubaiu  armour.  You  bad  suine  secret  from  mo — it  was 
about  that  old  man — aud  ]  saw  him  ngnin  yesterday,  Tito,"  she  weut 
on,  in  a  tone  of  agouiEvd  entreaty,  "  if  you  would  once  tell  me  every

I'ilo 
went  on.  "  If  by  tlint  old  tnui  you  nicst)  tlic  mad  lacopo  di  Nob  who 
altetnplod  my  Jit'e  aud  mHd<i  a  atrangu  uccusatioa  aguinnt  mc,  of  wliich 
I  told  you  oolbing  bccaiiw:  it  would  Imvc  tdnroicd  jou  to  do  purpose,  lie, 
poor  wretch,  has  died  iu  priaou.    I  aaw  hU  name  ia  llie  list  ofduid." 

"  I  kiuiiv  nothing  about  Iuh  nccuxutioti,"  Mid  Itomola.  "  But  I  kiiow 
h«  u  tb«  uiau  whom  I  saw  with  ilie  rope  rvuud  Iuh  ueck  iu  thu  Dumuo 
~-thc  man  nliom  portrnit  I'iero  di  Conmo  puat«dt  graaping  your  arm  M 
be  saw  Mm  graap  it  the  day  the  French  entered,  tho  day  you  fitut  woto 
the  armour." 

"  Aud  whcru  iJi  ho  now,  pr»y  7  "  mid  Tito,  itill  pale,  but  goremiug 
liimaelf, 

"  He  van  Ijfng  lifeless  in  the  stn-ei  from  sbirvation,"  aud  Ronwla. 
"I  reTivct^bim  with  bread  and  winp.  I  brought  him  to  our  door,  but 
be  refused  to  ci>me  tu.  Tlitiu  I  gave  him  some  money,  and  he  wvut 
may  wilbout  lulling  me  Anything.  But  be  hod  found  out  that  1  wa« 
jwir  wife.     Who  U  he  ?  " 

"A  man,  half  mad,  half  imbecile,  who  was  onco  my  father's  servant 
in  Grccc«,  and  who  has  a  ranouroo*  liaticd  towards  mc  beoausc  I  got  him 
dismissed  for  theft.  Now  you  hare  the  whole  ntyalery,  and  the  furtbur 
(Uisfaction  of  knoiviiig  that  I  um  again  in  danger  of  uwiaBsiiiation.  Tho 
Act  of  niy  wearing  the  armour,  about  which  you  accm  h>  hare  tluiught 
so  uiucb,  must  hav«  IlA  you  lo  inlcr  tliat  I  wax  in  danger  from  this  man.

Komoln  was  mule.  To  speak  was  only  like  rushing  with  bare  breast 
againit  n  chicld. 

Tito  movtd  from  his  leaning  posture,  alowly  took  off  bis  cap  and 
matl^  and  pu^cd  back  bin  hair.  Ilr  wax  collecting  liimielf  fur  some 
flbol  words.  Aiid  Roiuota  stood  upright  luokiug  at  hint  iw  she  might 
have  looked  at  some  ou-coming  deadly  force,  to  be  met  only  by  silent 
mdnmncc 

"We- need  not  rtfer  to  these  matters  again,  Itomola,"  be  said,  preoisuly 
in  the  Mome  tone  as  that  in  which  ho  hod  spoken  at  lirni.  "  It  is  enough 
if  you  will  romeonbcr  that  tlio  next  lime  your  generous  ardr.ur  leads  you 
to  intsricr«  iu  political  affairs,  you  tm  likely,  not  to  mvc  any  ono  from 
danger,  but  to  be  raising  scafToids  aud  setting  houses  on  fire.

"  I  hare  tuiderstood  you  too  w«ll,  Tito." 

"  It  is  enough,"  he  said,  leaving  the  room. 
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Romoln  Inmed  round  iviih  ^«spair  in  her  face  and  tank  into  ber  «fAt. 
"Oil,  GoJ,  I  have  tried — I  cunnot  liclp  it.  V>'c  diall  nlwiiyg  be  divided." 
Tboxe  word*  puw^d  ailcutly  ilirciugh  her  inliid.  "  Uiilott,"  ilin  unid 
»1oD<l,  as  if  some  sudiJcn  visiim  had  tiUittk-d  her  into  ftpee^— _'<  uileM 
misery  ftliould  com«  and  join  uk  ! " 

Tiio,  too,  had  a  new  thought  in  his  mind  after  he  had  dosed  the 
door  behind  Iiini.  Witli  thn  project  of  leaving  Floranoe  as  soon  as 
fail  lite  there  Imd  beuoni«  a  lil^h  enough  stepping-atune  U>  a  life  «1«cwhcre, 
perhnpi)  at  Itoiiie  or  Milan,  there  u-as  now  for  the  lirtt  time  asssoiated  a 
dcsirn  to  be  free  from  Itoniola,  iind  to  leave  htr  behind  him.  She  had 
cetiHud  to  beluiig  to  the  desir»itl4<  furniture  of  his  life  :  there  uns  no  potat- 
hility  of  an  ea>y  rehition  bi-lwevn  them  without  (tentiinones*  on  ki«  pot.

And  Itoinola  had  made  hi*  retntionn  diflicull  with  othen  hundcM  her- 
If.  He  had  bad  a  iroublesouie  interview  with  Dolfb  Spini,  who  had 
come  back  in  a  riigc  after  an  ineiTeclual  fonkiog  with  rain  and  long 
waiting  in  auibimb,  and  that  a<k'Uc  butwcdi  Rtunola  and  himselfat  NeJlo's 
door,  once  reported  in  Spini'*  car,  might  be  a  seed  of  something  more 
1(11  manageable  than  Euspieioii.  Bui  uuw,  at  leant,  be  believed  that  he  had 
mniiered  Honiola  by  a  terror  which  uppcnlcd  lo  the  strongwt  forces  of  ber 
nature,  lie  hud  alarmed  her  olTvelion  and  her  conscimoe  by  the  shadowy 
imuge  of  conAeijtiejices ;  be  had  arrested  her  intellect  by  hanging  before 
it  the  idea  of  a  liopekss  complexity  in  a£'uir«  which  defied  any  moral 
judgment. 

Yet  Tile  was  not  at  ease.  Tlie  world  wnn  not  yet  quite  cinilttoned 
with  velvet,  and,  if  it  had  been,  be  could  not  htive  abunduiied  himself  to 
that  Hoflneas  with  tliurough  eojoymenl  ;  for  before  he  went  out  again  thii 
evening  he  put  on  his  coat  of  chain  nrmouri

The  I'YUiuiD  of  Vakities. 


TiiE  wintry  days  passed  lor  Somola  as  the  white  ships  pass  one  «>io 
standing  lonely  on  th?  shore — pacing  in  silence  and  s;imt-nei»,  yet  each 
bearing  a  hidden  burden  of  coining  ohiinge.  Tito's  hint  had  mingled  so 
much  dread  with  her  interest  in  the  prdgrfRs  of  public  aiTairs  tbat  kIho 
had  begun  to  court  ignorance  rather  than  knowledge.  T'he  threatening 
Gennan  Kmpcror  was  gone  again  ;  anil,  in  oilier  ways  besides,  the  poatiou 
of  Florence  was  alleviated ;   but  «0  much  dislretui  remained  that  BodkI}'* 
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Mtiro  duties  wore  liardljr  diminislicd,  and  in  tlicH,  as  usual,  her  mtud 
found  A  rt-fu^  from  i\s  doubt. 

SliB  dnred  not  rejoice  lliat  llie  rolief  whicL  liad  eomo  io  extrumily 
mnd  had  mppcnri-d  to  justify  llio  policy  of  the  Frnlw's  party  was  making 
that  [kiriy  to  Irimnitlniot,  iiiit  Frunccaco  Vulori,  liot- tempered  chii^flnin 
of  ihc  I'ingiioni,  ha<l  Ix'cu  elfctcd  GoufuloiLiere  ut  tlie  bi^giiming  of  ihi; 
ycnr,  nnd  was  miiking  hunts  to  hnre  as  much  of  hn  nvn  libera]  way  as 
poniblo  during  his  two  montli*  of  power.  That  seemed  for  ihi?  moment 
lik«  n  ttrcngthcniiig  of  the  pHrty  most  ntlnchcd  to  freedom,  and  a 
ninforccmeiit  of  pi-olectiori  to  Siivonurola ;  but  Itomolii  iviw  cow  ulirc 
to  evcfj'  Fiiggpslion  likely  to  deepen  hcT  foreboding,  that  whatever  iho 
preccDt  iiiij;hl  be,  it  wai  otdy  ftn  unconscious  brooding  over  the  mixvd 
giTDis  of  Change  which  mijiht  any  day  become  tragic.  And  ah'oady  by 
Curninkl  time,  u  little  nt\n-  mid-l-'cbninry,  her  presentiment  wns  eonfitmcd 
by  the  signs  of  a  very  dL-cidk-d  change :  the  Mediceaos  liad  ceaj^ed  to  be 
possivi',  nnd  were  openly  exerting  tlicmsclvea  to  procure  llic  clociion  of 
Bernardo  del  Nero,  a*  the  irew  GunfiiluniuK!. 

On  tbc  List  diiy  of  the  Cnmival,  between  ten  and  eleven  in  the 
morning,  Roiiiolu  wulkeil  out,  acuordin^  to  promim),  towtinhi  tho  Cono 
dtgti  Albixzi,  to  fetch  hiT  coHJ*in  Brigida,  that  they  might  both  ho  ready 
to  slJtrt  Ooiu  the  Vin  dc'  IWdi  early  in  th«  utU-rnoon,  and  take  tliuir 
pUc<.-«  at  a  window  which  Tito  hud  had  reserved  for  Ihem  in  tho  Piasxa 
d«Ila  &i;;[i(iria,  where  there  was  to  be  a  Mcene  of  bo  upw  nnd  strikipfl  a  «orl, 
that  nil  Florenlino  eyes  must  dreiro  to  see  it.  For  the  Piagnoni  wore 
having  their  own  wny  thoroughly  about  ilie  mode  of  keeping  the  Cuniiral. 
In  rnin  Dulfo  Spiui  and  his  conipanioos  had  struggled  to  got  up  the  dear 
old  niaaqurt  and  practicn!  jokm,  welt  npicfd  with  indecency.  Such  tliinga 
viciQ  not  to  be  in  a  city  where  Clirist  bad  been  declared  king. 

liiimoln  set  out  in  tliat  languid  etutc  of  mind  with  which  cv«ry  on« 
enter*  nn  a  lung  dny  of  eight-seeing,  piin-Iy  for  tlic  xnke  of  gratifying 
a  child,  or  some  dear  childish  friend.  The  day  wns  certainly  an  epoch 
in  carnival -keeping;  hut  this  ])hase  of  rel'orin  had  not  touch<^l  licr 
enthuaiasm :  and  ahe  did  n<:it  know  that  it  was  an  epoch  in  her  own  life, 
when  onnthfr  lot  would  btgin  to  in;  no  longer  wcrcily  but  visibly 
entwined  with  her  own. 

She  cliose  to  go  through  thfl  gmt  I^axza  that  she  might  talce  a  first 
survey  of  the  unpnruIIc-Jcd  ^ght  then  while  she  was  Mill  alone.  Entering 
it  from  the  wuth,  (die  saw  aometlUlig  monstrous  nnd  many-coloured  in  tlie 
ghape  of  a  pyramid,  or,  rather,  lik«  n  huge  fir-lreo,  sixty  feet  high,  uitli 
shelvcti  on  tbc  brandies,  widening  and  widening  towards  tho  base  till  they 
reached  a  circumference  of  eighty  ynrdii.  Tbu  Piazza  wan  fill)  of  life: 
alight  yoting  iignrcs,  in  white gannen is,  with  olive-wreaths  on  iheir  heads, 
wamnoviiig  to  and  fro  abi'ui  the  base  of  the  pyramidal  tref,  carrying 
ladtMa  full  of  bright- colouri-d  ihinjm;  and  muturer  forms,  some  iu  tlie 
inonaMio  frock,  *odic  in  tlio  loose  tunics  and  d.irk  red  cnp«  of  articts,  were 
helping  and  examining,  or  else  retreating  to  various  points  in  the  distance

to  aarvty  tbo  vrondrouB  wlxiki  while  k  coiMkI«nbl«  eroapi  amengitt  whom 
Bomofat  recognised  I'iero  di  Cocimo,  bUnding  on  th«  maible  tt«pa  of 
Orgagns's  Loggi*,  tieraxd  tu  be  keeping  aloof  in  diwonteM  unA  tcum. 

AppMMohing  never,  the  patucd  lo  look  at  the  moltifarioiu  objects 
ranged  in  grsdalion  from  the  bam  to  tlie  nimniit  of  llic  pjmmid.  Tber« 
were  tflpeMriee  and  bn)cad««  of  immodcH  dea^n,  pictures  and  sculpturea 
held  (00  likely  to  incite  to  vice ;  ikcre  were  board*  and  Inblc*  far  all  $ta*S 
of  garnet,  ptajbg-cards  along  with  tbo  blocks  for  printing  thein,  dieo,  and 
other  ^)|Mratua  for  gambling;  tlicre  were  worldly  ntnric-bookiH  snd 
musical  in-itmnienia  in  all  the  prtUj  vatieliea  of  lute,  dnun,  cymbal,  nod 
tnuitpet;  there  were  nadu  and  moaqnerading  dmMs  nscd  in  the  old 
camirsl  diows;  there  were  bondeonie  cepjea  of  Ovid,  Boooaooio,  Putmrdi, 
Puici,  and  other  books  cf  a  ruin  or  impur*  aort;  th«n  were  all  tba 
impIomvDtn  ot  Icninine  ranity — rotige-pots,  fiilm  hair,  nurrors,  prdumea^ 
powdeis,  and  transpaieoi  vrha  )oteo<!<4  to  proTok*  inquisitive  glances: 
lastly,  at  tlic  very  summit,  there  waa  the  nnflottwiag  Mgy  of  a  probably 
mythical  Venetian  merchant,  who  was  understood  to  have  ofTered  a  boary 
Bum  for  tbix  collection  of  marketable  abominationa,  and,  aoaring  above  hint 
in  aurpauung  ugliness,  the  symbolic  figore  of  the  old  debanohi-d  Comivikl. 

Tliis  was  tlie  preparation  for  a  new  sort  of  bcmHro— th«  Bnrnii^  of 
VanilLt*.  Uidtlen  in  the  interior  of  the  pyiauid  was  a  pleulil'ul  store  of 
dry  fuel  and  gunpowder  ;  nnd  on  this  lut  day  of  the  fonival,  at  ereoing, 
'  the  pile  of  vanities  was  tu  be  set  ablaio  to  tbc  sound  of  Immpcta,  and  tha 
ugly  oil!  Carnival  was  to  tumble  into  the  flame*  amid  the  aooga  of 
raforming  triumph. 

Tbb  crowning  act  of  the  new  festiTiiJcs  could  hardly  have  been 
prepared  but  for  n  pc-ctilior  organixiition  which  had  been  ataricd  by 
8nvnnarol;i  two  years  before.  Tbe  maw  of  the  Florentine  boyhood  and 
youth  was  no  longer  left  to  its  own  grniat  promptinga  towards  alreet  nis- 
oluef  and  crude  dissoluteness.  Under  the  tniiiiing  of  Fm  Domenico^  a 
sort  of  lieuleuNnt  to  Savounroln,  lads  nnd  rtriplings,  tbo  hope  of  Floreooe, 
vrere  to  hare  none  but  pure  words  m  their  lips,  wtre  to  liarc  a  seal  for 
urw^Mi  good  that  tJi<)uM  put  to  !>luioie  tlie  lukewanunesa  of  their  ekl«r^ 
uiid  were  to  know  no  pli-tuurcs  save  of  au  angelio  sort— songing  divine 
praises  and  walking  in  white  rolx^.  It  was  for  thorn  that  the  rangM  of 
seats  had  been  raised  high  against  the  walls  of  the  Duomu;  and  lh«y  had 
been  used  lo  hear  KnvpiinmlA  appeal  lo  them  as  the  future  glovy  of  a  city 
specially  appointed  lo  do  ifae  work  of  God. 

Thejx:  fretih-checkcil  troops  were  the  chief  agents  in  the  ngmqnUd 
meTTiiDGnt  of  the  new  Carnival,  which  was  a  sort  of  ncred  parody  of  tbe 
old.  llnd  there  been  bonfires  in  tbe  old  time  1  Th«TO  waa  to  be  ft 
bou£rc  uuw,  consuming  impurity  from  off  the  eartli.  Hod  there  been 
symbolic  procwsioos!  Tlicre  were  to  be  proc<:«fiions  now,  hut  tlie 
aynihols  weri!  to  bo  white  robes  and  red  crtaam  and  oliva  wreaths — 
emblems  of  pence  and  innocent  gludncis — and  the  banners  and  inu^^  behl 
aloft  were  to  tell  the  triumphs  of  goodueM.     Hud  there  been  ■'■"Hng  tn 
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A  Hng  under  Ihe  open  itky  of  tbe  piuxxn,  to  Ibo  tornid  of  cliaiol  voioct 
clmntiiig  looso  songtf  Tbcre  ivna  to  be  dancing  in  a  ring  now,  but 
duncitig  of  monk*  and  iiuty  in  frstcrnnl  lore  luid  <!ivino  joy,  and  tha  mnsio 
wua  lo  b«  llie  music  of  bymna.  As  fur  tbo  collcutiuna  from  strcot  |>iui- 
MQgeTHi  they  w«x«  lo  be  greater  th.in  ever — not  fur  groM  ntid  supcrfluoas 
■Qppen,  hM — fur  ihe  benefit  «f  lliu  hungry  and  neciiy  ;  uud,  be»ide«,  tLttra 
was  ike  collecting  of  th«  Aaathem",  or  the  Vanities  to  be  laid  on  the  groat 
jiyrttmidnl  bonfire. 

Truops  of  young  inciuinitor*  went  from  bouto  to  liouKC  on  ttiJs  exciting 
bittincffi  of  a^og  tbnt  i!iq  Anathtma  tdiould  be  given  up  to  them.  Per- 
haps aflo'  the  mo»  avowed  viinitius  bud  bei:n  viirreiuWud,  Mtuluaua,  at 
lli«  bead  of  tho  houaebold,  bad  alill  coriain  little  reddened  balla  brougiit 
from  tbc  Levnni,  intended  to  produce  on  u  willow  oheck  a  tuddon  blooni 
of  lL«  uio*t  itigenuoUB  faiiiity  ?  If  no,  let  Iier  bring  tbem  down  and  ctuit 
them  iuto  the  basket  of  doom.  Or,  perhaps,  sbe  bad  riagluiA  and  coUa  of 
"  dead  hair !  " — if  »o,  Ut  bw  bring  thorn  to  the  elroet-door,  not  on  hor 
beul,  but  in  licT  lnuidi,  and  publicly  renounce  the  Analhaaa  which  hid 
the  mpectabic  signn  of  ng«  under  a  gbaslly  mockery  of  youib.  Aud,  in 
Kvrard,  ihe  would  hear  freeh  jrgung  voicu  prououncc  a  blcsKOg  on  her 
ud  h«r  bouso. 

Tbo  bcflrdlcn  inquisitors,  orgnniztd  into  little  regimcnta,  doubtlcm 
took  to  their  work  very  willingly.  To  coerce  people  by  shame,  or  other 
■ptritual  pelting,  to  the  giving  up  of  things  it  will  probably  vex  thcin  to  * 
part  with,  is  a  form  of  pioty  to  wbich  the  boyuth  mind  is  most  readily 
converted ;  and  if  some  obstinately  wicked  men  got  enraged  and  threat- 
ened the  whip  or  tlie  cudgel,  this  uliio  wtm  exciting.  SaTonarola  bimself 
evidenliy  folt  about  the  tminiug  of  these  l:'oyii  the  diiHcuIiy  weighing  on 
■U  minda  with  noble  yuumings  towards  great  cuds,  yet  with  tliat  Imperfecl 
peroeption  of  means  which  force*  a  rewrt  to  some  (upernntural  con*t«un- 
ing  inlluunce  as  the  only  aure  bojie.  The  Florentine  yuulh  hud  bad  veiy 
evil  habits  and  foul  tongues:  it  seemed  at  first  an  unmixed  blessing  when 
they  were  got  to  ihout  "  Viva  GtvU! ''  Hut  Savonarola  wa»  forced  at 
laM  to  say  from  tho  pulpit,  "  There  i«  a  little  loo  much  abouiiug  of  '  Viva 
Gtfii  I '  This  constant  utterance  of  sacred  words  brings  tlicm  into  coa- 
tcflipt.     Let  me  have  no  more  of  that  alioutiiig  till  tlie  next  Festa." 

Nererthelees,  as  the  long  Btream  of  wbitC'robed  youth fulncw,  with  ila 
tilde  red  exoaea  and  olive  wreath*,  had  gone  to  the  Duuuio  iit  dawn  this 
mombg  (o  receive  the  communion  from  the  lianda  of  Savonarola,  it  was  a 
mght  of  beau^ ;  and,  doubllcsi,  ninny  of  tlio*o  young  nuula  were  laying 
up  mvmoriea  of  hope  and  awe  that  might  tuve  them  IVom  ever  resting  in  a 
merely  vulgar  view  of  their  work  a^  men  and  dtiscns.  Thcnt  ii  no  kind 
of  oon«eiou>  obedience  that  is  not  an  advance  on  lawIeaanieM,  aud  ibeee 
boya  became  the  generation  of  men  who  fought  greatly  and  endured 
greatly  in  the  but  struggle  of  their  Itqniblio.  Now,  in  the  intermediatu 
houra  between  the  early  oonunumon  and  dinner-time,  tbey  were  making 
lh«ir  last  pcrambulatious  to  collect  alms  and  vanitica,  and  thia  was  why 
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Rotnola  saw  iho  slim  vrhite  figures  moTiRj;  to  and  fro  ttbout  tli«  1mm  of 
tlie  great  pymmid. 

"  Whnl  ihink  you  of  iliis  folly,  Madonnn  Komolit?"  Mid  a  brusque 
roicc  cltu>!  ifl  hci'  mr.  "  Ypur  Pingnoni  will  mnko  Futjerno  a  plcjimit 
[)roe[>cct  to  IIS,  if  thev  arc  ta  carry  lhing«  their  own  way  on  urth.  It 'a 
onongli  to  fetch  a  cudgel  over  the  mountninii  to  «cc  pniwWiw,  like  Lor«iiio 
di  Credi  and  /oiing  Baccio  thnv,  hdptng  l«  burn  colour  out  of  Itfe  in  tliii 
^hion." 

1^  "My  good  Pirro,"  Mid  Komoln,  looking  np  and  intiling  nt  the  grim 
man,  "«ven  you  tiiu«t  be  glitd  to  see  some  of  lliv»i>  things  burnt.  Xjaok 
at  those  gcw-^vrs  and  wigH  nnd  rniigc-polii  :  I  have  bmrd  you  Ulk  n 
Indignantly  against  lli«it  tilings  uh  Fra  Girolamo  himseir." 
H  "  Whnt  ihoo  7  "  said  l*icrn,  turning  ronnd  on  her  nharply.  "  I  neror 
^Bd  3  woman  should  mitkL-  a  black  puloh  of  herself  againvl  the  background. 
Va!  Madonna  Antigone,  it's  a  shame  for  a  woman  with  your  bnir  and 
iihotildors  to  run  inln  audi  lumsenae — leave  it  to  ivom«n  who  ars  not 
worth  [tainting.  Whnt  I  iho  most  holy  Virgin  herself  has  alwaya  b«en 
drcMtod  wi^ll;  ihiit't  the  doctrine  of  thn  Clnirch : — tnik  of  bcrvny,  toderd  I 
And  I  tiliould  like  to  know  what  the  exiM'lU'nt  AI^sHer  Bardo  would  hare 
wtii!  to  the  bnming  of  thn  divine  pods  by  thcw  Frati,  who  are  no  better 
an  imilalioD  of  men  than  if  they  were  onions  with  the  bulba  uppcrmoit. 
Look  »t  that  Pctrsrcn  sticking  up  bnii<lc  a  rouge-pot;  do  the  idiots  pret4>nd 
that  the  heavtmly  Laum  was  a  painted  harridan  ?  And  Bocoacdo,  now: 
do  you  mean  to  say,  M.idonna  Komola — you  who  arc  lit  to  bo  a  model  for 
a  wine  Hi.  Cathi-'riue  of  Egypt — do  you  mean  to  say  you  huTc  ni.'ver  reed 
iho  Btorie«  of  the  immortal  Mcssor  Giovanni  ?  " 

"  It  in  true  [  hjivi!  read  them,  Picro,"  Knid  Romola.  "  Sonw  of  tfa«n) 
a  RTcnt  nwny  times  ovtr,  when  1  was  a  little  girl.  I  used  to  gM  the  book 
down  when  my  father  was  asleep,  snd  I  could  read  to  myself." 

"  Kbbent  ?  "  said  Pirro,  in  a  fiercely  chnllcnging  lone 

"  There  arc  eomo  things  in  them  I  do  not  want  ever  to  forget,''  said 
Bomola,  "but  you  nuiKt  confess,  Piero,  thnt  a  giv'nt  many  of  thow  etoriee 
arc  only  about  low  deceit  for  the  lowest  ends.  Men  do  not  want  booka  lo 
make  them  think  lightly  of  vice,  oa  if  life  were  a  vulgar  joko.  And  I 
cannot  blame  Fra  Girolamo  for  teaching  that  we  owe  our  tirou  to  (omg- 
thing  better." 

"  Yes,  yes,  it'a  very  well  to  say  so  now  you've  rend  them,''  mid  Piero, 
I'itterly,  turninj;  on  his  heel  and  walking  away  from  her, 

Komola  too  walked  on,  pmiling  at  Piero'a  innuendo,  with  a  sort  oi 
tonderneffi  towards  the  odd  painter's  anger,  because  alio  knew  that  IWT 
Cither  would  have  felt  »omeihing  like  it.  For  herself,  she  was  contcioa* 
of  no  inward  colliKion  wiUi  the  strict  and  sombre  view  of  plenaurc  which 
tended  to  repress  pwlry  in  the  aitcmpt  to  repress  vice.  Sorrow  and  joy 
have  eaeli  their  peculiar  nurrowness;  and  a  rciigiou*  enthu-iia»in  like 
Savonarola'^,  which  ultimately  blesses  mankind  by  giving  the  tioul  a 
wrong  propuhiioit  towards  Nympathy  wjtlt  pain,  indignation  agaiDSt  wrong, 
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tad  llie  subjiij^tinn  offentiial  doiin?,  must  sltrajB  incur  tlio  reproacU  of 
«  grcAt  neg.itiiMi.  Roniula'i  life  biul  (;ivi-ii  lier  nn  affinity  for  MidiKM 
wliioh  jnci-iliilily  made  hm  titijust  (ownids  merriment.  Thai  subtle  retnilc 
orcnltiir«  which  we  cnll  Taati;  wan  aubduiil  bythtrntcd  (or  di-cpcritiotivc; 
jii»t  na  fhc  nicer  cii-mnnd*  of  the  piialc  are  aauihilutvil  by  urguit  liuugcr. 
Ikloving  Iiabituiilly  anicugnt  sctiica  of  Euflcring,  nnd  carrying  woman's 
honriMt  diHipiioinlmcnt  in  lier  Lcnrt,  the  severity  which  allied  itself  with 
aelf-KDOuacing  bcnenucnt  strength  Iwd  no  iiifsonnnc«  lor  lur.

Axomrn  figure  easily  rocogniic^  by  us — &  figure  not  clad  in  blue!;,  but  in 
the  old  red,  Rreen  and  while — was  approacliing  ilie  Pinzia  that  morning  to 
M«  th«  Camivfll.  Sli?  canin  from  an  oppo»it*  point,  for  T«SHt  no  longer 
lived  or  the  bill  of  Siiii  Giorgio,  Aik-r  \thM  had  Iiap|iened  then)  with 
Boidassarre,  Tito  hud  ihoiighl  it  best  for  tbnt  nnd  other  rcaaans  to  find 
faer  a  new  home,  but  atill  in  a  quivt  iiiry  quarU-r,  in  a  housu  borJei'Uig  on 
the  wide  garden  gronndd  norlh  of  tlio  Porta  Suntn  Croce. 

TcMM  WBS  not  conto  out  night -scoing  without  siieciai  Iciivo.  Tito  Iind 
been  with  b«r  the  evening  before,  and  shr  had  kept  bnck  the  entreaty 
which  abv  felt  to  be  swelling  h<'r  benrt  and  throat  until  nlie  caw  him  in  u 
«tnt«  of  rndiaut  ciwi-,  with  otic  arm  round  the  sturdy  I.illo,  nnd  tho  other 
reeling  gently  on  her  own  shoulder  om  »hc  tried  to  make  thu  tiny  Ninna 
■tcody  on  lier  hg*.  She  was  sure  iben  that  ibo  weariness  with  which  he 
bad  come  in  and  flung  himself  into  l>is  cliair  had  ()nitc  mcllrd  nirny  from 
bit  brow  nnd  lip*.  Tcnui  bad  not  been  slow  U  learning  a  few  small  utm- 
tagcms  by  which  the  might  avoid  vexing  Nnldo  and  yet  have  n  little  of 
her  own  way.  8hc  could  rend  nothing  due,  hut  she  luid  learned  to  rend  n 
good  deal  in  her  huibund's  face.

■Dd  the  children,  /fito  himself  wax  iiurpriiied  nt  tho  gtowiog  sense  of 
relief  whieh  he  felt  in  tlicse  mOTiientti.  No  guile  was  needed  towards 
Tessa ;  she  was  too  ignorant  and  too  innocent  to  (nnpecl  him  of  anything. 
And  the  litllti  voice*  calling  him  "  Buhbo  "  were  very  swcut  in  his  ears 
for  tlie  abort  while  ihut  he  heard  tliem.  When  lie  thought  of  Icnving 
Fkrence,  he  never  thought  of  leaving  Tcf-'vi  nnd  the  littlv  ones  behind. 
Uo  was  very  fond  of  ihoc  round -checked,  wide-eyed  Imnian  ihingH  that 
clung  about  him  nnd  knew  no  evil  of  him.     And  wherever  alFcKition  can

bcl]>)e(a  into  a  prtMui-ocll.  lli>  fierce  purpOM  bad  become  fts  El«ahb]r  at 
»  aerpeni'i,  nbick  depends  for  ib  pre}-  on  one  dart  of  ibc  fiuig.  Jtutioe 
waa  weak  and  unfriended ;  aitd  ho  ooold  twt  benr  again  the  roicc  iliat 
pealed  the  promice  of  vcngcanco  in  the  Duooto :  he  bad  been  thcro  i^am 
and  again,  but  ibat  voice,  ton,  liad  appaientlj  been  stifled  by  cunning 
■trong-nnncd  trickodiifss.  For  a  long  white,  llaliTnwimi's  raling  thought 
wiu  to  asoertain  wbelbcr  Titu  uiU  K«re  the  wnaoui,  for  now  ni  last  lus 
fainting  Ikopo  would  have  been  coolmied  with  a  ■ncoeMfnl  stab  en  this 
aide  the  grave  ;  Imt  be  would  never  mk  bia  preciousluufe  again.  It  was 
s  weary  time  be  bad  had  lo  wait  for  ilic  cbonoe  of  Hwweriag  tbb  qiicslion 
by  touching  Tito's  beck  in  tlie  preiu  <jf  the  street.  Sinee  Iben,  Ibe  know- 
ledge tliat  the  sbftTp  ffteel  «a»  nseleis,  and  that  be  had  no  hope  but  in 
some  new  dt-viee,  had  fallen  with  leailen  weiglit  on  his  enfeebled  mind.

"Oh,  I  should  like  one,"  Kiid  Tesaa,  linstily,  "but  I  couldn't  spare 
four  wliilc  qimttrini." 

BrAtti  hftd  at  fint  r^gnided* leem  too  &bstraotcilIy  ns  a  mere  Ciu- 
tonier  lo  loolt  at  lutr  with  nny  scrutiny,  but  when  she  beg-in  to  npiaik 
lie  exclnimed,  "  By  the  head  of  San  Giov^uai,  ii  urnsl  be  thu  little  TeaM, 
Mid  looking  lis  fresh  iw  a  ripe  apple  !

Brani  went  on  tua  way,  tad  TciM,  Miamlatod  to  duogt  her  noBiT 
into  ooafalli  beCixe  fuiibet  aoddcnti^  want  into  Pippo'i  dwpy  n  little 
ittttwed  bjr  tbe  ifaoo^t  tbat  iAm  had  Ist  Bntii  know  mora  about  ber  Ihaa 
bar  botlooid  voold  approve.  Hun  were  oeitatnljr  nwR  daagen  ia

"  Dear  cotiRin,"  wiid  Kouinla,  looking  at  ber  aRcclionalely,  "you  don't 
know  how  much  belter  you  look  ilian  you  ever  did  before  I  see  now 
how  good-natitrcd  your  fiicc  in,  like  yonreoif  Tttat  red  and  fitirry  neemed 
lo  thniit  themselves  forward  and  hide  expression.  Ask  OTir  I'itro  or  any 
other  painter  if  he  would  not  rather  paint  your  portrait  iiow  than  beloK. 
I  think  alt  lines  of  the  human  fiicc  have  EOTnulhitig  citlicr  touching  or  grand, 
tiiikiu  tliey  seem  To  come  frum  low  pusalona.  How  line  old  men  mt,  like 
uiy  god  lather  I     Why  should  not  old  women  look  grnnd  and  lumplc?" 

*'  Yea,  when  one  g«:ts  to  be  axty,  iny  Romuin,"  Niid  Brigida,  i«]a]»ing 
ft  little ;  "  but  I'm  only  fifty-five,  and  Monna  Berta  and  everybody — but 
il'a  no  use:  1  will  be  gond,  like  you.  Your  mother,  if  slie'd  been  aliTC, 
would  have  been  as  old  as  I  am — we  were  cousins  togelbar.  One  must 
cither  die  or  get  old.  But  it  doeitn't  matter  about  being  old,  iloM'na 
Piagooue."

Tiu  Bntish  people  has,  without  doubt,  «  deep  interest  in  its  Army,  sa 
v«U  aa  &  lasting  pride  in  it ;  but  of  the  dnilj  life  of  tho  individunl  soldier, 
his  duties  and  indulgvuces,  his  surrounding  and  Ida  seiiliiui-au,  tittle 
veeina  to  be  known  beyond  the  bnrrnck  wnll.  Andynt  a  plniii,  unvarnished 
statement  od  some  of  these  matlws  cannot  fail  to  be  intereatiug,  and  »o  I,  a 
man  in  the  rnnfcs,  miilce  hold  to  attempt  it. 

The  ftt)lilii.'r  is  boro  when  lie  is  cnliitcd;  and  I  think  I  may  sny  that, 
just  as  few  of  lis  come  into  the  world  of  our  own  mere  will  and  pleasure, 
■o  there  arc  not  many  men  who  rnlcr  the  nrmy  from  choice.  They  volnn- 
lecr,  but  they  cinnot  help  themselves ;  or  believe  they  cannot.  Some- 
times a  young  msin  j^tx  into  "  trouble  "  (a  word  you  may  interpret  many 
nya — as  debt,  for  iniitancc,  or  peculation,  or  early  marriage,  or  some 
other  little  vice),  and  then  the  "ranks"  nffiird  hint  convenient  shelter; 
but  l«r  oftcner  a  man  becomes  a  private  through  doivnright  privation. 
There  is,  indeed,  a  sorry  sort  of  joke  not  unfrequently  heard  in  the 
barrack -room,  but  very  popular  for  all  that :  "  It  was  not  for  want 
thai  /  enlisted,''  the  red-coat  will  say ;  "I  bad  plenty  of  that  before  I 
jouiul." 

l^e  lecruiling  sergeant  is  still  a  teller  of  most  gloriona  and  most 
dnadfal  Ilea ;  though,  no  doubt,  h«  ii  more  modcmlc  than  he  used  to  bo. 
There  an  Mvenl  ways  of  accounting  fur  the  change.  In  tlie  fint  place, 
hit  old  misrvpreacntntion!  would  not  "  go  down  "  with  hU  hearers  now- 
reading,  writing,  and  aiithiuelic  have  altered  all  that ;  and  then  too  much 
fibbing  is  discuwaged  by  his  superiors;  and  liually,  the  wrvice  now-a- 
days  is  rrntly  somelliing  like  what  it  was  naid  to  be.  Altered  facts  have, 
in  oome  d«£tee,  corrected  unchanged  assertions.  In  some  places,  however, 
lli«  tgnoraDC«  and  crodutity  of  Lubin  still  ofTor  too  tempting  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  cultivation  of  romance,  eajv-cially  in  tinieit  whtn  mt^n  are 
much  wanted ;  and  many  a  simpleton  lakes  the  shilling  under  a  Ijclief 
that  }ic  is  to  receive  thirteen  pence  a  day  pay,  and  bi!  fed,  lodged,  and 
r  .(lothed  into  tho  bargain.  Such  an  inducement  to  enlist  is  be«t  undcntood 
.l^hen  wc  rcmeinbcr  what  wages  are  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

Enrolment  Is  a  far  more  ceremonial  performance  than  it  i»  generally 
■nppoBied  to  be.  Tho  passing  of  n  coin  from  piJm  to  palm  under  any 
doccttt  pretence  may  have  been  enough  to  entrap  men  in  tho  times  of  the 
French  war,  but  regular  enlistment  is  dcHbcrnte  and  formal.  This  ia 
what  happens  when  the  opo-ation  ia  performed  aceording  to  the  militaiy 
Coekcr.  The  leoruit  holds  out  his  hand,  the  serg<^ant  mtpends  the  sliilling 
over  it  between  finger  and  tliumb,  and  aska,  "  Are  you  nairlcd  7"  "  Xo,"

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my  yon,  «f  couree.  "Are  jrou  on  opprcnticc  T'  "I  am  not-"  "I>o 
yoa  beloii^  to  any  niititU  tcglincni  7  "  *'  N»."  "  Did  you  ever  lerre 
in  Iwr  M«je«y'»  army  or  navy?"  "No."  "Are  you  mnrk«d  with 
ilic  IrHia-D?"  "Ccrlaitily  noL"  "Have  jou  tvor  been  coppcciT'' 
"  Never ."  "  Are  you  free,  able,  and  'willing  to  »erv«  hcc  Maji'«y  the 
Quccti  fi/r  «  period  of  Uti  years,  or  twi^Wc  if  refiulndf"  "  T«»," 
"Then  I  eiUirt  yon  for  lier  Majesty's  22?nd  licgiraent  of  the  Line."  The 
shillingr  is  dro^pod  into  your  {lalm,  and  enliiited  you  are. 

Honc-ver,  tlie  tormalitics  are  not  yet  over.  A  paper  is  made  out  and 
handixl  to  yon—you,  the  rccrnit — And  in  thi»  document  you  arc  inibnned 
tltat  you  did  eul^  in  audi  and  tmcb  a  regiment,  on  a  certain  day,  aad  at 
ti  certain  hour ;  and  iuTtlwT  you  an;  wnmcd  that  if  you  do  not  appear 
next  day  at  or  bdure  nine  o'elocJc  aju.,  you  will  be  proceeded  againit  and 
punished  lu  a  rogue  and  a  Tagaiiond.  You  arc  not  a  i^^e^  though  it 
may  happen  that,  having  bvou  on  tlic  tmmp  in  •mreh  of  work  for  a  week 
or  tun,  yntt  may  not  unfairly  be  culled  a  vagabond.  How«rer,  you  do 
jinisent  yuuraelf  at  the  appointed  time,  and  arc  then  taken  bclorc  the 
doctor  for  cxamtmtiun.  If  lie  poaaea  you,  you  now  receiv*  two  daya' 
p.iy  (pay  comravoeca  Irani  the  day  of  enrolment),  whicli  amounts  to  two 
■lulliugM  aiul  twopence.  If  iiu  vltuping  aecmnmodBtion  is  provided  for 
you,  you  gut  an  M:tm  foutpcnce  a  day  for  Wging ;  but  U  uauaJly  it 
|irovidfiI.  At  the  recruit  uig  licad-tiunrtors  in  town — (a  public-^ioow  called 
iIhj  "  Rendeavous,"  in  Clint  les  Street,  Westrotn^itcr)— ti)i.>y  lawro  two  hiige 
Tooma,  each  containing'  livL-iuid- twenty  boit,  for  tho  rocruita'  oomfotL 

From  the  doctor  yoH  are  next  taken  tu  benworti  in  before  a  magiatnte; 
tliat  (h  to  eay,  if  twenty-four  hours  have  now  clapatd  from  ilie  moment 
wlieii  the  sliilling  dropped  into  your  hand.  It  u  not  m  Jcga]  cnlixtinvnt  if 
ynu  are  aworn  in  ii'ilAm  the  lweiity-l<iur  hours,  and  in  anch  a  ease  yoa 
can  daim  your  dbchnrgc.  TIk-  virtue.  <if  thiii  regulation  ia  ubvwuii,  aince 
Jt  before  he  is  attested  ibe  recniit  changes  his  mind,  and  can  mutter  the 
necessary  "  stnart-monfiy,"  he  can  take  hi»  discharge,  llnl  titcn  the 
Hnart-uioiicy  U  a  BuvcreJgn  and  ^e  eaUMlng-AiUiuK  i  a  sum  which  not 
many  recruilx  have  a  chance  of  rai^ug,  howorcr  they  may  repent  tbetn 
of  tlie  Ktrcamcrs  that  llutter  in  their  hata.  The  liuur  coinm,  but  no  fricndd 
and  no  mouey ;  and  yon  arc  airom  duly>  Tho  magistrate  asks  pretty 
■moidi  the  Ntnie  questions  n.i  the  recruttiitjo;  ncrgeant  did,  and,  a«  before^ 
Ihcy  are  answeitd  more  or  Iei»  truly ;  iliu  buok  is  kissed,  and  the  Queen 
hnx  anotWr  soldier.  The  condition*  of  wcrvicc  being  vo  for  fiiliilltd, 
yi'w  now  get  an  eament  of  j-otu-  bouuty-momey,  in  the  maj^ificcoi 
sum  of  two  and  sixpence.  Boualy-nioney  varies  vcfy  mudi,  jnW  in 
{irvpnrtioii  to  the  demand  fur  uieu.  Sutneiiiuea  five  or  aix  jiounds  an 
paid.  In  the  old-faxhioned  times  (nhich  arc  certainty  not  dear  to  the 
army),  th<i  bounty  rurdy  covcrvd  thi;  coat  of  the  kit,  or  fmt  outiit ;  so  that 
the  young  soldier  found  hirosdf  cntcn^d  on  his  new  and  not  very  lucnilTo 
profession  without  ever  accing  a  penny  of  the  small  c^ipiud  he  bad  been 
led  to  expect,  and,  what  nxa  worse,  poulicely  in  debt.    Of  conrae,  alEiin 
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ica«  to'MtSijjt&  fhtX  this  ddig^iful  prospect  cnme  upon  tlie  poor  feLloir 
■viiih  A  aurpnme.  wli«a  U  uas  impoteiblu  i»  back  oui.  Tliat  «Ubi  of  ibingH 
cuuioc  exut  con,  bi-cauxo  tbc  kit  bu  na  longer  to  be  p«iid  tor  out  of  Ute 
bouncy -uioin«jr.     It  u  given  free  of  cost. 

Afi«r  til*  oonmony  «r  nllcitfttion,  nothing  rcmaiiu  to  be  done  but  to 
lake  llie  recruit  before  lUc  colotid,  vr  olliccr  oosntnaiKiiag  the  rrcniitiog 
parly,  for  meMtiTflmMit.  But  lliat  has  beea  iilnduij-  udLt-rUunod  preiqr 
BOcorately  bj  tlie  pnatiKd  cjeoi'tlic  i-ceruitin^  sergeant,  so  tfaiit  there  aire 
few  rejecLions  at  tliis  aUige.  Souieiimeti  a  ecrgvuot  kuowingly  tipi  tlie 
tliilling  to  tiicn  ti^n  Inw  in  staturei  or  Ino  Hiiiall  in  ginh ;  bm  tlut  i«  otdy 
wben  he  has  to  eboute  betveen  bagging  a  nbole  pkrtjr  of  eompuiioiif,  or 
kvuig  nil.  Ill  net)  tbo  cnMlIn  fiah  .witb  the  greater,  sod  is  quiM  content 
to  see  llie  little  ones  siriin  through  the  mealies  ag:iin,  even  nt  the  cost  of « 
■hilling  nod  Kome  bocT.  TIteg  am  sent  adriii  At  nn  enrly  peitod  without 
troubling  ducbir  cr  raagisttaie,  and  witliuut  touching  bciuity-moncy,  of 
coufTH;;  but  ns  for  you,  who  are  fiv«  fcol  nine  inches  high,  and  thirty -eight 
iikdiea  rotmd  the  chest,  you  arc  ntiw  about  to  receive  another  instahneat 
of  tlist  giil.  SevcD  abilliDgs  and  nxpence  are  banded  to  you  in  token  of 
jour  UBring  pamed  aatisfactorily  tJirough  the  vsrious  tests  and  cucmonii^s ; 
and  with  ali  that  oioney  you  are  sent  to  join  yi-ur  regiment,  or  the 
regimental  dep6t.  Of  course  you  do  not  go  nlone.  'i'hc  sci^eant  attends 
fou,  nor  does  he  leave  your  ude  tM  he  hiu  handed  you  orer  to  the  pay  or 
colour  sergennt  of  the  coDipnny  you  ore;  ponied  to. 

With  tu  much  money  in  his  pocktt,  the  recruit  luu  not  joined  his 
ngiaaitna  boor  before  h«  finds  himself  lurronndcd  by  friends.  Tnie,  wbcn 
the  money  is  gone,  the  friends  idm  disup|K;iir ;  but  1  have  hoard  that  this 
zCMtlt  follows  Just  AS  nslurally  amongst  men  who  are  not  eoldiera,  and  in 
plsOM  whicit  ore  not  barriMks.  I  doulit,  however,  tl'  nitywli<-rc  else  the 
jiypecfisy  i^  mi  daring,  or  the  oatastroplie  so  sudden.  There  is  little  or  no 
aMtnpt  to  hide  tb«  spring  of  the  deep  interest  your  oumnuirs  take  in  you : 
it  is  the  tap  at  the  Royal  George  or  the  Duke  of  'WvUinglun,  by  you  to  be 
ttl  llowing  for  the  enteitoinment  of  the  gallant  fellows  who  so  warmly 
gpast  II  new,  raw  conimdu.  Their  iiupatieocu  tu  be  rewordi.'d  U  wonderfui. 
Tbe  teeruic.  it  should  be  known,  is  not  allowed  to  go  into  the  town  before 
he  has  got  his  ri^;inicnLiLi.  Rut  Itc  has  already  got  his  bounty-money 
(in  many  oatios),  and  there  it  bos  idly  in  his  stupid  civilian  poeket.  I>elay 
ia  unbeantble.  What  the  ic^iiuont  has  not  yet  lumishcd  in  thi:  counu  ol' 
public  dut}-,  fats  ocnirudus  hasten  to  lend  hitn  out  el'  private  ben«vohniM. 
Ou«  oom«4  witli  a  cop,  another  witb  ii  jacket,  n  third  witli  a  pair  of 
trouarrs,  and  ao  on.  Tbey  do  not  fit,  thew!  garroeots,  but  that  is  Dothing 
to  tiw  pwpose.  AppcBimces  an  disngardod.  The  cnpitalist  is  to  he  got 
oat  into  the  town,  guy  or  no  guy ;  and  be  u  got  out  aaeordingly.  lie 
lidiaves  iti  almost  every  instance  like  a  nmn;  ibut  is  to  say,  lie  freely  gets 
drank,  and  as  iibctally  spends  his  money  for  the  gratification  of  hil 
new-found  fri«a»!s  and  tbeir  new-foiuid  wives.  Small  annu  are  homwed 
of  him  with  ibo  a&ability  of  IHeodsliip  and  the  bonhoinio  of  brethren  in 
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arms :  and  not  till  tli«  young  Kildicr  refutes,  or  till  Itis  inclJiialioD  to 
"Mand  H  dnviu  "  am  no  longer  be  Blimulated,  is  he  allowed  to  perccire 
that  hia  coinjiftnioas  ar«  nil  iho  while  Inugtiing  at  him  a«  an  inDOCCOl, 
aa  a  gTecahom,  as  a  cbuw-bacoii.  It  is  not  an  ancommoti  thing  Ibr  ■ 
cnmrado  more  friendly  thnn  t]i<- rot  to  leave  thu  rooruit  ut  Uiit  in  ihe 
hands  of  some  female  ■iv^iiutncnncc,  who  manages  to  clear  his  imckets  out 
quite  btfon  he  rctiirns  to  barrack*.  Presenting  hintself  there  next 
morainib  penitent  and  apprebenure,  he  is  fbnhvritii  placed  nnder  arreat,  for 
*•  itopjKDg  abssBt,"  while  the  obUging  oomnid«  goea  off  (o  nharc  the  spoils 
of  Tiotoriooa  Beautf. 

It  should  be  reinsriced  before  I  go  fiirther,  that  up  to  1S17  (I  belicm) 
tbe  soldier  was  enlisted  not  for  teOr  but  for  twenty-one  jean.  I  speak 
of  iiiliuktty  ngimonta.  Cavalry,  artillcrj,  and  engiocon  are  now  enlisted 
for  twelrn  jcars;  and  (hey  also  have  to  serve  two  jesn  leaser,  if  on 
loreign  sonrice,  where  nicn  cannot  well  be  sparod  aontetiinoa.  Should 
the  soldier  volunteer  to  remain  in  the  army  at  the  end  of  hia  first 
tea  yean  in  it,  he  has  tlicn  another  ten  or  twdrc  years  before  him ; 
but  he  gela  a  second  bounty  al  slartiiijf,  «  free  kit,  and  two  or  threa 
months'  furlough,  if  ho  like*  lo  take  it.  Carolry  men  ara  belter  paid 
than  inCimtry  men.  They  g«l  si xtt^ec peace  n  day;  we,  thirtcotipeooe; 
and  as  the  cost  of  r.itions  and  uthcr  charges  are  much  the  same  in  all 
bnuiches  of  tlie  seririce,  it  follows  that  the  cavalry  man  enjoys  mors 
"spending  money"  than  hia  fellows  afoot.  If  I  rvmatn  in  tlie  army  tcsi 
years  only,  IsliaLI  get  no  pension.  Twenty-one  years'  service  entitles  m«  to 
a  stipend  of  dghtpeace  diuly  as  long  aa  I  may  live  iherealter ;  and,  besides, 
I  sball  get  a  penny  a  day  for  every  good-conduct  utripe  I  may  gain. 
Threo  yoars'  good  oonduet  after  enrolment  £tTes  me  one  of  these  stripes 
or  "  RUga ;"  but  I  lauat  show  five  years'  good  behaviour  for  every  otl»er. 
And  so  a  qtiict  good  soldier  may  n^m  on  a  shtlUiig  a  day.  If  a  man  ia 
diaakarged  «  unfit  for  service  nAer  spending  more  than  three,  but  fiewcr 
than  ten  years  in  the  ranks,  he  thun  gets  an  optional  and  temporsnr 
l>cnuon;  aay  nxpenoc  a  day  for  a  year  or  eighteen  months. 

Wilhin  two  or  three  days  after  he  has  joined  hia  regiment,  the  raeniii 
is  "  served  out "  with  his  kit,  and  si-nt  to  drill.  The  ilema  which  make  np 
the  kit  are  tli«ae  : — One  knapsack  and  straps,  i.  e.,  the  »trape  that  hocn 
it  on;  two  cont-alraps  to  bind  the  coat  upon  the  knapsack;  three  tthiits, 
three  piirs  of  soclui,  two  towels,  two  pairs  of  boots,  one  pair  <^  lcnth«m 
leggings,  one  puir  of  winter  irousew,  and  one  jiiiir  of  nummrr  trotuen; 
a  tunic,  a  abcU-JBckel,  one  pair  of  braces,  two  ahoc-bruiiliu,  a  clothes* 
brush,  a  box  of  bluckbg ;  a  niror  and  case,  a  comb,  a  fhaving-brudi,  a 
knife,  a  fork,  and  a  qxion,  wilh  a  "huld-all"  to  keep  these  last-named 
nrijcles  in.  It  must  be  acknowledged  that  this  is  a  Enfficteatly  hand* 
some  allowance.  And  I  must  remark  on  anuther  improvement  which  the 
Bimy  has  to  be  grateful  for,  though,  to  be  sure,  it  would  se«in  the  mart 
nattirul  provtaion  ia  the  world  if  il  had  not  licen  overlooked  till  lately. 
It  is  cot  long,  I  believe,  nncc  tbe  Ilriiibh  soldier  bad  to  march  and  fight 
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in  tlie  name  clothing,  aod  the  sariio  equipments,  nhtlbcr  in  tlic  bcnti  or 
India  or  [lie  frusi  of  Cioiida.  Climate  no  considenitioD,  was  the  view  nt 
iht  Hone  Guard*  ;  bat  tbat  is  dow  cbRogcd.  In  very  coM  olitnatvi  the 
soldier  ia  more  warml/  dud,  and  In.-  has  the  fclicitj  of  licking  rebellious 
Kcpoy*  in  ibo  (illicit  nf  milittkry  coBtuima. 

Every  jisir  after  lUu  fimt,  the  soldier  gets  one  tunic,  one  pair  of  vrlnter 
tTtiutcr*,  and  two  pairs  of  boots ;    cyury  second  year  »  pair  of  winter 

Itrouxen  lire  also  nrved  out  to  him.  Everything  el»e  that  he  noeda  lie 
has  to  pay  fur — cajm,  shirtj,  socks,  towels,  &c.  Ac,  It  ia  necesury  to  buy 
a  jacket,  too,  every  year,  and  as  it  is  a  mere  poetical  presumption  lliat 
euinnier  trousers  will  wear  Ibr  two  seasons,  ciglit  ahillingt  and  ninepence 
kftve  to  be  expended  every  other  year  for  a  now  pair.  Eight  and  niue- 
pcncc  is  ihc  regulation  price  for  those  articles.  A  jacket  coau  eleven 
aliilUn{,-s  and  sixpeDoe;  a  cap,  two  and  twopence;  a  sliirt,  two  and  three- 
pence; a  pair  of  Kocki*,  thirtcnnpence;  a  towel,  one  shilling.  Of  course 
some  men  wear  out  more  cIolhi,-s  than  others ;  and  tliat  chiM  of  soldiers 
who  arc  called  by  their  commdea  lady-killerj,  miiat  bo  very  ingenious  to 

I  save  a  peuuy  a  day  &oiu  iheir  expenditure.  That  is  about  thu  sum  our 
disposable  income  niuounts  to  for  more  than  a  third  of  our  time ;  sad 
yet  there  arc  men  in  the  army  who  save  money.  They  spare  and  pinch, 
and  are  careful  to  a  wonderful  di^ree ;  and  it  must  bo  remembered,  for 
the  rest,  that  many  men,  both  of  the  thrilYy  aud  the  sottish  sort,  hare 
aome  little  help  fiom  friends  and  admirers.  Of  tlio  admirers  of  the  sottish 
sort  I  will  only  my  that  they  ofteu  slioir  a  degiee  of  duvoliun  wliich  is 

Iiucxplicablu,  esctjit  on  the  old  hypotiicsis  of  some  rabid  Iotc  of  red  cloth. 
I  have  known  n  noinan  sell  the  clothes  from  her  back  to  got  drink  for  a 
soldier  whom  »he  has  not  known  for  twenty-fuur  hours.  And  1  don't 
believe  she  would  have  done  the  same  thing  fur  any  civilian  alive. 

About  drill  I  have  notliing  lo  suy  here  save  thai  it  ia  not  coutiidorcd 
agreeable  ot  any  timu,  but  especially  docs  it  lack  charm  on  Grst  nci^uaint- 
jdwc.  Nor  is  the  recruit  very  much  deliglited,  at  first,  willi  liU  borraclc 
apartment,  if  he  happen  to  have  been  lately  familiar  wilh  th«  comforts 
of  a  decent  home  (and  remember  that  lomc  nmoiigxt  u«  havo  been 
tenderly  bred),  tliongh  ax  for  thouaaads  of  men  who  tiilcr  llie  army,  ihcy 
find  tliciDHidvc'S  at  once  more  handsomely  and  whole-tomely  provided  for 

ttlian  ever  thev  wero  in  their  livcA.     Sdll,  n  barrack-room  is  by  no  means 
a  bower;  uud,  above  ull,  tlierc  ia  no  chance  of  <|uiet  or  privacy  in  it. 
Guocrally  it  acconimodatcs  about  fourteen  or  tlklM-n  men,  lor  whom  it 
has  lo  seno  a*  bcd-rt'om,  diuing-room,  drawing-room,  work-room,  and 
H     study;  and  thus,  wjtli  aliajf-dozen  men  about  mc  at  tliix  moment — oomeat 
m     work,  some  at  phiy,  and  none  rjuii^t — I  must  say  I  find  the  cullivatton  of 
f     tileralurc  en  a  barrack-room  tAble  ralhcr  thorny.     However,  literature  is 
not  our  bnsincu,  tliungh  I  am  glad  to  aay  there  are  a  few  of  us  who  make 

#it  our  rscreation,  so  far  oa  we  can.  Well,  each  man  of  us  here  Iins  «  bed 
to  biniscir,  with  an  ormTock  behind  it,  and  t«;o  ot  thm  pegs  in  tlie  vmlls 
albove  to  hang  belts,  Sx.,  upon.    The  bedstead  is  of  iron,  about  two  and 
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ft  }aif  Tttt  wide,  and  Inched  in  the  cntltv,  m  ibat  it  ao  be  (nrocd  back 
in  the  diivtinM  u»d  fimn  a  aeaL  To  eaeb  cot  there  it  a  maitrf)*,  ■ 
pillow  (boili  MoflM  will)  stnw.  and  ungnleftil  to  the  bona  at  fittf,  l»u 
w»  soon  pA  qmA  te  (hat)^  tw«  bUnkrta,  two  thcrti,  and  a  rng;  Tb« 
diceta  ar«  chained  ever]'  nontb,  tbe  blsnketo  every  tfcrae  or  fimr  ibobi1». 
Sbdvea  ran  loand  tba  room,  wbidt  is  abo  ftuaiAad  witb  a  cnpbocrd, 
two  tabU*,  fear  forma,  a  pbrte  and  >  laain  for  ervrjr  tnm,  a  lat^«  lon^ 
hMnHf4  scrnbtMng-bruih,  a  broom,  nsall  band-MriAb«r,  a  lin  pul,  a 
wooAen  pail,  a  woodtn  box  witb  bandlea  to  oMttafai  ooala,  witb  pok«r, 
nIwtcI,  &c  Tlte  lablM  have  moreablQ  t<^  fitdag  upon  iron  slaods ; 
and  tbe  cnp^Miaiil-ilooiti  are  «f  iroa-wire,  tike  tboae  of  a  neat-MA'.  Ilie 
baatna  arc  made  to  icrre  the  pttqtow  of  Mt-eitp*  alao :  Intiie,  (bric,  and 
apoDB,  as  1  hare  aaid,  arc  providrd  in  tbo  kit.  Of  coune  I  do  not  ktwir 
that  tfacac  dctnila  in«  the  same  in  all  bamwk-roonM,  but  I  dneribe  tbnce 
of  on«  of  the  moat  important  atnlioiM  in  Engbad,  and  I  aboold  «zp«c(  to 
find  few  diB«n*ic(a  ebewhcre. 

The  ordinairy  nmiine  of  a  aoldier's  life  b  bnrmck  is  pretty  nodi  tm 
feUcnra  : — At  fix  in  thr  morning  br  \»  catted  up  hy  ibe  rcreiD^.  or,  in 
more  Eunilixr  EnglUli,  (Iil*  Tonse.  Tli«  finl  notm  of  th«  ronitc  are  di«nia], 
in  aecanlaecc  with  ibo  fedii^  of  orcry  ilugeard  wbo  bean  tliL-m;  but 
tbcj  are  auciot<ed«<l  by  a  few  otbera  of  an  «Doouri^Rg  and  lii-cly  diaracter, 
and  to  tli«ir  ratuic  in  rise.  The  finit  tbing'  to  bo  don«  iwiir  ia  to  mak« 
th«  beda.  The  bed-irona  ai«  tnrnifd  up,  maltnas  and  pillow  are  foMed 
logetber,  tfapn  ibe  Bboets.  then  the  hlankria  (all  rery  nntly),  and  pbcad 
on  top  of  the  brd-ironi,  imrnnh  tbe  wall :  ibe  mg  ii  folded  ni'xt,  nn^  that 
being  placed  on  (tie  bed-iron*  in  frott  of  bed,  blonkfti,  Ac,  a  sat  ia 
foRiH^.  Wlicn  A  bed  ii  well  nia«Ie  it]>,  it  looka  very  nmt  and  tidy  incfocd, 
Th<r  next  opi-mrioii  Is  lo  clc^n  the  room,  which  ia  done  by  sweeping  and 
scrubbing  with  thL-  fnrniidable  1on;^-liiindled  brush  befere  mentioned; 
that,  and  the  adjwttmfRt  of  ubl«a,  nnd  fbrnM,  and  so  on,  coinphtea  tbft 
btuinoa.  Tlie  orderly  muti — th»l  is  to  my,  a  mnn  told  off  to  cater  for 
Ma  ootnradcii — to  dmw  Riiinnn,  prepare  labhs,  kci-p  tbe  room  dmn,  and 
wiwb  up  L-verything  for  iJil'  d;iy — next  c(1n<idl^n  brrrikfiist,  which  is  aerred 
at  about  right  o'ctwrfc.  Bcftrr  ihni  time,  of  couree,  the  orderly  haadrawn 
rations,  of  which  more  prwently.  Breakfast  is  sppedily  pr^nred  (each 
room  forming  a  mee*),  for  nolliing  is  to  be  done  but  to  pnt  a  tabic  np  and 
clap  the  bnsins  on  it  Tubk-clntli:!  aro  unknown,  and  arc  the  lem  needed' 
considering  ibat  the  tables  nro  kept  white  as  a  new  d*«I  board.  Tlio 
meal  coniisls  of  brctd,  and  colfee  which  is  made  f.T  us  by  (lie  cook  in 
the  cook-honn,  where  copper*  and  ovens  are  fitted  up  according  to  die 
nnmbiT  of  men  to  be  served.  Breakfast  over,  the  orderly  man  wvbes 
up,  and  I  cannot  my  be  docs  it  nicely.  Nn  cloths  are  provided  for  the 
pnrpnHc,  and  nn  cH  shirt,  or  any  other  mg  tliat  can  be  obtniaod,  is 
thou(;lit  good  enough.  Good  enongh,  1  say  I  It  has  only  to  be  tofenUy 
large,  and  it  is  a  treasure:  a  thing  to  be  conveyed  by  the  enri<id  owners 
froro  mew  lo  mew,  and  even  from  barrack  to  barrack  most  cueAilly. 
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clcaricgiiii-aj,  t}iconIcrl7i»nnncxt<:m;>1o}-s]iimRe]f  ID  seruljbing 
tables,  ndlinaelfae  fin>-plac«  titlv.  und  t»  lui,  while  th«  otfaor  Bi«a  clean 
tlieir  uiA'iiMteeoutrMDcnts  for  morning  parade,  vhicli  talcM  ptaecatoue 
ten  o'doek.  The  "  drMs,"  or  wnnuiig  fur  t!ie  tneu  to  prepare  lor  porad*^ 
Munda  at  «  qiinrter  to  ten;  nud  iho  "  Inl!  in  "  at  ten  prpcUely.  Any  wan 
ivho  makf'S  lite  appoaranMt  ail«q-  the  "  fall  in  "  luts  •ouodis)  i>  puniiiied  witli 
two  or  Ihrcr  liouni'  ^xtrn-driit ;  and  that  is  fek  as  a  diigraoe  na  wall  w  a 
hcyrv.  How«r«r,  tbt  oftnce  la  very  iufr«quciit.  The  regalav  loomuig 
drill  Uiit«  for  nbout  an  hour  and  a  half;  after  that  faaa  beea  aocompliahi.-d 
the  men  are  free  to  dii^jKitu!  of  ibcmaetTea  till  dinner- litnt.-,  wht-a  every  oue 
llM  to  aninr«r  to  iho  roll-cnll.  On«  o'clock  is  tb*^  dinnn  hour;  when  wa 
hare  a  tvry  fair  bkuI  of  bw;iI,  potalocii,  and  nottp.  Sometiinna  w«  liave  a 
bokt'd  dinntT — in  fnct,  -wears  siippowd  to  enjoy  that  luxury  lliree  liiDos  a 
week ;  btii  there  are  few  burracka,  I  heitcrc,  iu  which  the  tliree  tjnu«  are 
■et  reduc«d  to  two.  Howctct,  wo  are  at  liborty  to  soud  o»r  food  out  tu 
MBM  baker'a  in  (he  town ;  and  thoa^h  h<-  ohai^a  lwu[>encu  fur  cooking, 
vt  mva  na  much  a*  that  on  the  coti  of  the  DiaicrinU  that  woMld  Itare  gone 
to  make  the  aoup.  Oucauioiially  a  brief  jieriod  of  parade  or  drill  followa 
dioneT.  At  s,  qiiaricr-p.'ut  four  ica-tinio  coinca  round,  when  our  baaini 
steam  with  tli«  decvnt  arumu  id'  thf  Chiiiem-  plaiit :  and  tbuD  s^ain  wo  are 
at  our  own  diap&iil  till  "  Intto","  or  htilf-pnat  niii«.  Dttwcen  tea-limt 
and  "  lattao  "  the  "  rctn-ut "  aouudii — at  Himaot :  thul  ia  to  Miy,  at  variout 
lumrs,  aouording  to  the  wason.  When  tlie  "retreat"  baa  sounded,  dw 
baod  plays. 

"  Tattoo  "  ix  dir)<l<id  inin  the  "  fir*t  post  "  and  "  last  pout."  Tba  fint 
post  Hounda  at  nine,  when  alt  the  taen'a  uiimes  are  culled  in  tlv^  barmek- 
Toom*;  the  namcx  of  thoau  who  arc  ubsent  being  takm  down.  As  many 
mta  tu  tetuni  ^fure  the  laM  poM  haa  sounded  at  halT-p-iat  nine  Ii»v« 
tbair  namni  ncmtcbird  fmm  the  llM,  vhicih  ia  then  taken  up  to  the  orderly 
tifficer.  As  the  abccntcrs  drop  in  llii^y  are  marched  to  the  guacd-rooqn, 
which  i*  pretty  full  by  midnight  with  dewrtei'a,  abaet)tc«a,  and  nie«  drunk. 
At  ten  we  who  wo  siibcr  and  well-behaved  ara  all  in  bod  and  in  darkacw. 

Of  course  there  are  apeciul  duties  for  certain  men  to  perfunn  during 
the  day ;  soiov  men  are  in  ho»ii)tal,  some  in  priacn,  some  under  fatigue- 
duty,  and  ao  on;  but  the  above  is  a  fair  acooimt  of  wliat  pieuca  in  thu 
general.  The  routine  iu  a  cuvatry  barrack  i",  of  course,  dUfi-renl  iu 
detail.  Let  tw  take  iho  «»«'  of  a  dragoon  rvgiment.  At  balf-]ia*t  fivn  in 
the  morninj;  in  sutnnier.  at  lax  iii  the  winter,  tfae  nioniing  slable  iiumpct 
ou&da,  in  answer  lo  which  tlio  m«ii  dmi  and  procvi^d  to  stable*,  groom 
tbrir  hontex,  and  ctmn  their  uppointmL-cita  and  the  atjd>le  ilwir.  By  till) 
time  it  ia  about  a  quailer  to  sovoo.  They  tlicn  return  tu  thi!  Inrroiek- 
ntOB,  where  they  make  up  their  bed*  moA  clean  their  [x-rMoanI  a>.'coulre- 
mcnU^  fii-oak&jit  arrives  from  llie  c("-k-hoiUH)  at  n  qtiiirter  to  ci^il.^ 
fhtchvd  byanordej-Iy  maniMwitbuaof  tlieinfiutny — and,  this  deipatdied, 
tine  tiue  till  nine  is  employed  in  suddling  honua  and  in  dnnoing.  Al 
niDO,  diould  there  be  no  fiuld-day  (wlucU  la  country  quartets  is  ordered 
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perliapit  nnee  a  vrnck),  the  men  ride  ibctr  Imwws  to  cxeniM  In  tlie  sor- 
nmnding  otiuntry  vr  in  tli«  riding-school :  dmj*  aader  superiatAixlcDC^ 
of  conrae.  After  about  two  hour*'  cxerdac  ihtrf  reitini  to  bamdu,  and 
proceed  to  undress  (old  clothes  are  nted  for  wotk  in  barrack),  nnd  xmoigc 
ibeir  kit*  tiditj  on  the  ihelrcti  orcr  the  cots ;  tbuir  onus  being  placed  on 
the  tables  for  the  cshuaI  inspection  of  officen  visiling  the  room.  The 
niiddaj  tnunpct  Mmiida  nt  huIf-piuiC  eleven;  from  which  lime  until  one 
the  men  ihorougliljr  clean  llieir  horecs,  and  put  up  iaddles,  poliahiog 
the  nddlcirana  till  Ihej'  ari^  m  bright  at  n  mirror.  Thit  is  a  point  of 
IioDonr  witli  every  good  scldier.  At  one  tliey  dine.  After  dinner — save 
for  an  occasional  drill  or  parade  on  foot,  from  three  to  half-patt  ihrrc^ 
the  men  are  at  fxiU  liberly  till  nix.  Frvm  six  to  seven  ihej-  liave  a  third 
stable  hour,  bedding  down  the  horses  and  making  them  snug  for  the 
night;  urvea  to  tm  are  liberty  hours  again.  The  bold  dragoon  who  is 
DM  preseut  when  the  orderly -sergeant  goes  round  at  the  latter  hour  noting 
ill*  absentee*  get*  into  trouble.  If  ho  does  not  appear  within  ten  minutes, 
he  spends  ibo  night  in  prison-cell,  and  next  morning  is  punished  accord- 
ing to  length  of  absence,  to  his  general  character,  nnd  to  the  cooditiaa  in 
which  be  returned. 

Some  men  spend  m  mucli  of  their  time  os  possible  out  of  barrack, 
while  others  abide  within  its  trails  pretty  constantly.  The  poorer  men, 
who  liave  no  frttmiU  to  send  them  a  Mhilling  or  two  now  and  then, 
the  dull  and  dissppolnlcd  men  (often  the  best  soldiers),  and  the  alorens, 
go  liir  to  make  up  the  number  of  Ktay-at-horacs.  Not  that  it  is  easy  to 
S«t  accustomed  to  a  barrack-room  so  as  to  feel  at  home  in  it.  When 
the  men  are  not  at  drill  or  cleaning  their  arms,  aocoatrRncnta,  &c., 
all  torts  of  employmenta  are  curri<»l  on  in  t]ie  room,  and  with  infinite 
confusion.  Gambling,  swearing,  reading,  writing,  larluniiv  boxii^,  aingle- 
Hlick  exercise,  and  converxation,  thew  are  tlie  occnpations  which  bffpula 
our  leisiiro;  nnd  when  they  nil  go  on  at  the  tame  moment,  the  rcstUl 
is  not  agreeable  to  quiet  aiid  retiring  spirits.  However,  we  are  not  many 
of  us  of  thai  character,  though  a  single  regiment  fumishca,  of  coutm^ 
spocinteng  of  every  Tariety  of  Great  Kriton,  I  do  beliere,  and  therefore 
I  will  My,  that  some  of  the  most  finished  rogues  in  the  world  are  to  be 
fotmd  in  the  army — heunlees,  profligate — men  wlio  will  rob  you  while  yoor 
eyes  arc  on  their  hands.  These  men,  too,  are  often  first-rate  soldiers  ss 
well  as  exeellent  rogues,  and  popular  opinion  keepa  them  Tcry  mnch  la 
order.  Of  course  it  is  imjvn^iMe  to  collect  a  thousand  men  of  say 
grade  or  any  degree  of  eilucitioii  togetlicr  without  including  sercral 
blackguards,  and  I  dAreji.iy  we  are  not  much  worse  off  in  ihal  respect 
than  other  communilies.  A  known  pilferer  has  a  very  bud  time  of  it  in 
the  army ;  but  the  man  u'boie  lif«  is  matt  oppressed — who  sutTers  most 
coDstnnily  from  "  cliaff" — ia  ho  who  preteada  to  be  more  moral  *l»d 
religious  than  his  comrades  have  reason  to  believe  hira  to  be.  A 
truly  reiifjiouB  mim,  or  mther  I  iJiould  say  a  man  of  whoM  jattr  hit 
comrades  are  oonrinced,  is  left  in  peace,  and  a  reacted.     Almost  CTwy 
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Coni))flny  has  a  good  singer  or  a  good  dancer,  vrlio  it  not  only  favoured 
hy  hi*  fcllowii,  but  who  itomstiniCB  gets  &n  engngem^it  tu  [leTfcrni  of  on 
SveiuRg  at  a  pnbllcxliouse  In  the  hmn.  II«  comcx  out  strong  ai  Clirist- 
BiM,  when  the  olHctra  tunally  Bubscrilw  a  few  pcmnris  to  fumi»h  forth  ■ 
good  diwr  for  their  mt^,  mni  vrbftt  is  inoKt,  they  will  come  and  spend 
an  hour  at  the  tublc.  Officen  are  generally  coiisiderntu  and  kind  in  our 
d&ys,  spending  much  time  luid  money  in  providing  for  the  recreation  and 
49omfbrt  of  their  humbler  fellows.  Crioket-gronmls,  sltittle- alley*,  and 
billinrd-tablc-a  are  common  indulgi?nees,  and,  with  the  library,  keep  many 
*  man  not  only  out  of  uiiscliiyf,  but  wholesomely  employed. 

However  troubiesome  life  in  a  barrack-rooai  may  be  (though  we  toon 
get  used  to  it),  it  is  better  than  life  in  camp — in  a  bmt.  This  habitation 
ia  generally  made  to  accommodate  twelrc  men,  and  is  too  tiTnall  to  form 
comfortAbl«  qnarUrs  for  that  number.  It  ia  a  simple  dwelling  ;  a  pole 
in  the  centra,  with  canvas  aprcading  ronnd  from  it  in  the  nhiipe  of  a  hell. 
Hiere  arc  two  doors,  one  in  front,  one  in  the  rear.  Each  man  is  supplied 
with  K  rug  and  a  blanket,  and  sometimes — not  always — the  luxury  of  a 
Ihtl«  straw  is  added.  The  process  of  going  to  bed  is  vei^'  Kmplu.  You 
n&drcM,  and  then  put  your  cloak  on ;  round  this  you  wrap  first  your 
blaoket  and  next  your  rug ;  and  thua  bu&dled  up  in  a  neat  judidoui 
roll,  you  lie  down  on  your  straw — if  you  arc  lucky  enough  to  have  any. 
Your  knap^uk  forms  an  excelli-at  pillow,  or  it  is  to  be  hoped  you  tliiuk 
so,  for  you  gel  no  other.  Should  tJic  min  come  down  moderately,  you 
take  no  harm,  fur  the  wulvr  rUQK  off  the  tent  into  a  trench  cut  round 
it;  but  if  the  rain  falls  heavily  you  will  probably  get  a  soaking,  because 
tbo  trencher  are  apt  to  fill  and  thn  water  to  flow  in  upon  you.  The 
aiitint  of  the  camp  is  decidedly  imperfect.  A  doep  trench  is  dug,  with 
branch  enllingi  to  supply  a  draught  of  air:  that  in  the  fireplace.  A 
&m  is  lit  in  the  trench,  and  your  food  is  suspended  ovei'  it  in  tin  cans: 
that  is  the  syslcm  of  cookery,  according  to  my  own  experience.  Wat«r 
for  cooking  or  for  immediate  consumption  ia  brought  in  by  the  military 
train  ;  but  for  wa»)iing  I  have  had  to  dig  holes  in  the  ground  fur  water 
to  drain  into.  Of  conrxe  it  is  very  good  discipline  all  ili'm,  and  even 
while  we  grumble  at  it  we  do  not  forget  that  a  time  may  come  when 
oar  very  lives  may  bo  the  prolit  of  such  experience.  1'hc  army  is  full 
of  inveterate  gnimhlen,  and  it  iai  not  to  be  Kuppou'd  that  Iheif  readily  take 
tilts  view  of  sleeping  on  the  bare  ground,  tnelvo  in  .t  tent,  in  a  deluging 
thnnder'Htorm ;  but  these  men,  growl  as  they  may,  are  willing  to  be 
influenced  at  last  by  their  own  better  sense  and  the  cheerfulness  of  others. 
Beudcs,  these  are  no  great  bardchip*  after  all.  At  fint  they  are  displeasing 
no  doubt,  and  it  is  nevt^r  agreeable  to  wake  at  the  dead  of  night  to  find 
youraelf  repceing  in  a  puddle ;  but,  on  the  whole,  tolerably  h.trdy  mm  get 
reconciled  to  tent  life  in  Ipm  than  a  week;  and  lie  would  he  ridiculed 
whoM  growlinga  were  thought  to  be  very  sincere  at  any  time. 

Our  ntions  and  the  usual  diapoiition  of  our  ineomcs  mu^t  bo  tnatod 
together.    Aa  I  have  said,  ilie  men  in  vxeij  room  mess  together,    tlirc*- 
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I  (/  ■  poond  of  mnt  (aot  "  wiihon  faoaa'^  and  m  poai  o€  fannl' 
■A  aijtuu  cfCij  itAnmi^  Mr  ^Mn  ihb^  sad  fcr  tnt  MiiJiHmc^*iwlMBBT 
i«  chMgcd  agMOK  nt.  Tbe  wImIc  »«■*■  bM  w  dnnra  in  one  pieee,  ibe 
hn*i  ia  (oar-fctOMl  bwvM:  tfaoa  &w«Mn  mm  will  ba  serred  Kith  Ha 
aodslittlf  p— od»  of  btt^Mmi  fbor  and  ■  Iwlf  Ibbph.

Monanr,  k  i*  part  of  thft 
dli^  of  die  ocderif  oAeera  to  go  round  to  vnxj  nam  daring  or  aA«r 
caeh  ni«al,  to  hear  an/  compluBt*  that  cnajr  be  i^ida  for  report  In  tba 
eoonnandnif  officer.  IT  tbe  conpkinta  an  ttnihl,  i^tf  tbanadim  aeltle 
dnoB  wiiboW  rpfvmiee  to  ibe  mpBricr  tScar.  Si^pUad  with  neat  aad 
brad,  ihnt,  we  are  Hill  in  nerd  ercrr  i*y  of  tea,  co6^  >ugarr  pBfipa* 
aih,  naatard,  potatoes,  milk,  and  br«ad  for  lea.  All  tbeee  artleka  an 
aappliad  in  mfficieBt  qnnntilj  (bread,  Eiolf  a  pouDd)  for  tfanapaaea- 
haUpamy.  We  bare  now  fivepence  of  dailjr  ineoBio  to  be  diapnatd  «L 
OU  of  tbi>,  a  baiUpenny  j*  dcdndad  for  wubisg ;  a.  hal^Nany  rani  «a  n 
ili«  end  of  tbe  naaib,  and  Aorpenoe  we  reeeire  dailj.  Tfce  bal^on^ 
wbicb  ia  k«pt  bode  to  be  deah  wHb  on  aignia^  aoooonti,  goae  to  meet 
various  incidental  dm^;  ao  that,  at  tbe  Mid  of  iba  mOMb  we  addon 
bore  Dwre  tbam  eupence  to  reeene.  W«  faam  been  under  thtt  hand*  ef 
tbe  liarifer,  and  hi*  fco  is  a  faalTpennjr ;  twopenca  ba>  to  be  paid  far 
shrrt  wiubin^;  a  penny  towards  cupporting  tha  libraty;  a  penny  a- 
week  fi>T  tl>e  rrading-room  and  for  *bilioa«9y;  twoptAce  for  bamdE 
damngo,  ibat  U  to  xuy,  fur  bndien  crockery,  faai^en  window*,  d:c  U 
will  be  seen,  tlMrafoK,  that  Httla  renudna  of  our  balQx-nny-aMiny  Mnnga. 
Uere  ia  a  iftenneBi  of  ifae  moMhIy  aeeounta,  wbicb  axe  kept  by  tbe  pa}-- 
mseant: — 
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And  no  we  live  very  well,  and  haro  all  onr  daily  wonts  aupplied  {or  nlnc- 
pencG.      But  tbe  fooipeaco  thai  remauu  is  not  (alas  I)  all   "^ndio^ 
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raon«y."  I  h»e  olreatly  explwoed  tbat  s  Mock  of  u&deralotliiiig  aud 
other  nppMTcl  hta  to  l>e  rapporlcd  out  of  ^lat  sinn. 

The  corporals,  whose  paj  is  ou«  abilliii|:;iuul  flvcpeaee»dvr,m«tt  whfa 
ih«  prirata,  and  at  the  mn«  coct;  ki  tlint  they  nro  mnc^  licbM-  mm. 
Bill  the  terf^eanto— tlifl  se^emta  are  our  «[xry.  Tbi-)*  |^-t  two  nliUliiiHii 
ukI  a  prnny  n  day.  They  have  a  tntiw  to  thcouKlrca,  in  a  good  room 
apportioned  for  that  purpcee.  To  be  sure,  ihe  name  txtlouH  of  brtnd  anil 
mittt  arc  nerved  out  to  thetn  a»  ta  ur;  hut  theD  they  expend  Onprnoa 
hatl^atiy  per  day  fur  ^roceriei  iaMead  of  tbrvepcnoc  hall^wnny,  aod  that 
atida  connidirrahly  to  the  comforts  of  the  ineea.  Then,  agKiD,  they  may 
supply  iheiimelveB  viih  beer  aud  wpirita;  aiid  they  are  at  Ubexiy  to  enjoy 
the  luxurira  of  their  lot  tip  to  eleven  o'cloek  at  night,  k>ng  alter  w«  are 
asleep.  The  colour-iergeant  is  even  bctlnr  off  thnu  his  comriidcii  the 
■iripe-eergeaais.  //«  fiote  three  nhilhngs  and  a  penny  u  iky,  while  liia 
latiDiis  coit  no  more  than  theirs.  Besides  thi*  odvnntngv,  ha  ha»  the 
pririlf^e  vf  marking  all  (he  men's  clothes.  Every  urtiek  baa  to  be 
marked  vrith  the  owner'*  regimental  number,  and  tlic  miu^  of  the 
regiment,  and  for  every  article  so  stamped  the  fee  ia  a  halfpenny. 

The  rations  of  cnvairy  men  ore  the  same  as  thote  snred  to '  tlie 
infantry,  iind  are  soj^iplicd  at  the  same  pi-ice  :  a  pound  and  a  liull'of  bread, 
lhre«  qiiftrteta  of  a  pound  of  meal,  poiaioe*,  a  ba«in  of  ctilTve,  and  3  Kisin 
of  lea,  per  diem,  for  eigbtpraicp.  For  waihini;  they  jfenta'ally  pay  a  penny, 
instead  of  a  halfpenny,  an  witli  im;  and  ihnc  Icavni  tlieni  sevoopeiiee  clear. 
If,  however,  ihcy  get  moro  pay,  they  do  more  woik;  each  uua  Ins  a 
horse  to  keep  in  order. 

When  a  man  is  in  hospital,  he  psya  tenponcd  a  day  fbr  liifl  Tooi, 
however  imsiIv  or  hownver  simpie  it  may  be;  aud  then-  ia  no  utint  of 
good  tkiftgn  for  a  nek  soldier.  The  wards  ar«  cctDfbrtably  liiied  up,  and 
an  ordtrty  is  appointed  to  wait  upon  <!vrry  ten  innnten.  A  suit  of  bitie 
aerge — uoueen,  jacket,  and  cap,  nil  of  tlie  tame  colour — is  sabst>tu(«d  for 
ibe  ordinary  regimeinlalB.  in  liospital ;  which,  in  spite  of  ils  conatnhit^ 
liM  many  ohanns  for  skulkeTn.  Kuch  taen  sciee  every  cxcuie  to  njwrt 
tliMMelves  sick  ;  but  the  Irick  is  no  sooner  discovered  than  they  are  bated 
fijcthwith  by  their  comrades,  and  not  uiiiuituraUy,  for  tli«  dulic*  cvnded 
by  the  Hknlki-n  fall  on  hotter  uiea. 

When  ft  soldier  i«  io  gaol,  ho  gets  no  pay  at  nil,  but  sixpence  a  day  a 
handed  to  ihi-  governor  of  thu  prison  fur  his  support.  If  lit^  bi>  lodged  in 
(he  regimental  prison,  or  provost  cells,  then  his  pay  is  sloped  also;  and 
brnde*  baring  onentjmrs  to  woik  liardcr  than  I  suppose  a  convict  ever 
did,  his  dietary  i*  f-ir  leto  salis^tovA-  than  that  eofoyed  in  b«r  MajeMy's 
other  priwiiA.  For  brcnkrasi  he  has  eigiit  ounces  of  oatmeal,  and  half  ■ 
pint  of  milk;  fer  dinner,  twr«lvo  ounces  of  bx^id,  and  half  D  pint  of  milk; 
for  supper,  eight  oanoea  of  bread,  and  half  a  pint  of  nilk.  There  b  110 
pnmwation  tu  crime  in  such  a  dietary  as  that ;  and  when  hdr«l  laboar  in 
annrded,  it  t*  hard.  It  bus  to  be  done  nine  hours  a  day,  aud  oumiists  of 
ft  shot-drill,  pad:-dri1l,  and  slonc.brr.iking.     The  nature  of  the  latt-naraed 
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puniabmenl  La  pretty  gen«mllf  undcntood.  Sbot-drili  mean>  tbo  eairyiag 
of  n  Uiirty-lwo  pound  bIioi  fronv  oav  low  block  in  ibe  bamwk-ywd  to 
«iwtli«r,  and  >o  backwaid  uid  forvrard  without  end.  Pock-driU  i»  at 
interertmg  nn  «inpIo}-incut  as  ahol-drtU,  though  not  ki  Iftborioiu,  pcrbnpa; 
in  this  caao  the  culprit  ha*  to  carry  n  koapMck  witli  a  compltM  kit  in  it. 
Niiic  hours'  lubour  is  fur  leriotis  oC^noM,  of  cournc;  *tnallcr  deviation^ 
from  the  pntli  of  duty  (ab*ii(icc  without  l<ttrc,  drunkunnew,  and  ao  oo)  ar* 
punched  by  from  three  t«  twcniy-eighl  days'  confin«ooat  to  barrack,  with 
pack-drill  four  hours  a  ixy.  ConliDcment  to  barrack  is  DOl  eaaity  entded; 
fijr  it  iH  jiruvidcd  that  a  man  under  that  sentence  18  to  answor  to  hb  name 
QTery  half- Lour. 

It  is  a  veiy  unpleasant  thing  to  apend  a  night  in  the  griard-room  or 
lock-up,  though  we  of  cour«o  do  not  call  the  phic«  by  thoae  hard,  uu- 
f<Dding  nunics.  The  fowl  fancy  of  the  soldier  auppllea  it  witli  mora  figu- 
rative appellations— «tich  as  iiw  mill,  the  jigger,  thn  comer  altop,  the 
Houie  that  Jack  built,  the  Irish  theatre.  But  by  no  name  can  it  be 
loved.  At  a.  tjuArlcr  past  nine  in  the  luoming,  the  prisoners'  call,  or 
kvoe,  loutidii  (for  it  ia  l\n-a  that  ihc  colonel,  or  wnior  major  in  the  colonel's 
absence,  holds  his  lev^e),  whereupon  every  heart  in  the  guaTd-hoose  ia 
disturbed.  The  pri>onen  arc  mnrchcd  out,  fir«t  to  the  boapital,  that  it 
may  be  kDown  wheDier  ihey  are  fit  to  endure  punishment,  and  then  to 
th«  orderly-room  j  their  escort  being  the  men  of  the  gunrd  with  fixed 
bayonets.  In  the  orderly-room  ait  the  colonel,  the  ailjulitnl,  and  the 
>crgcanl-majcr,  who  proceed  to  deal  out  three,  fourteen,  twenty-eigltt 
days'  punishment  to  the  minor  criminahi ;  the  more  scrioua  oaiea  beiDK 
reserved  for  court-martial.  If  a  man  sent  to  punishment  by  this  Iribtuial 
thinks  himself  unjustly  trcnlciJ,  he  can  appeal  for  a  court-niartUl  ;  but 
he  seldum  profits  by  tlii!  mtivu.  For  the  court- uiArlial  beiog  s«aembled,aBd 
the  prisoner  brought  in,  Ihcre  he  sees  before  him  his  colonel  and  his  captain, 
with  the  defaulters'  book  in  their  hands.  In  tluM  book  every  man's  name 
in  tlic  cumpaiiy  ia  insnrihcd,  and  every  liuio  he  does  wrong,  the  fault  J* 
written  down  la  him  ;  and  if  it  be  only  one  fault,  there  it  remains  against 
him  in  blaek  and  while,  tliough  he  be  iwenly  years  in  tlie  aervioe.  TiVliea 
n  man  ia  confined  for  being  drunk,  a  cross  in  red  ink  is  made  agaiu&t  lus 
name ;  to  be  drunk  on  duty  counts  as  two  elialks,  and  as  soon  na  he  attains 
the  disliiiclion  of  four  chalUi,  he  is  liable  to  bo  tried  by  court-mailiji 
for  liikbiluul  drunken ncMi,  But  to  Imve  tliis  effect,  tJie  four  mnrka  mmt 
be  bonked  in  nut  less  a  period  than  tliree  hundred  and  nxty-five  days; 
n  licence  whieh  is  wide  enough,  and  yet  1  have  known  mem  tried  tltM« 
or  four  times  within  the  year.  The  sentence  of  a  coui't-raartial  on  each 
olfendprs  aa  these  ia  usually  about  forty-two  duys'  imprisonment ;  whidi 
IS  done  in  the  regimental  prison  or  provost  ceils  within  tlie  barrack*.  The 
MTgennt  in  charge  of  them,  and  the  superintendent  of  punishment  in 
general,  ia  calltd  the  provoat-icrgeani,  A  deserter  ia  sent  to  a  military 
pruKin,  and  generally  gets  about  ciyhiy-four  days'  imprisonment,  with  lie 
additicmd  discipline  of  being  marked  with  the  letter  D.     Tliis  brand  is 
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awHo  nndtr  the  Idl  Arm,  in  Inilinn  ink.  If  a  man  detjerts  two  or  lbre« 
tiuiea,  he  inuy  be  flogged ;  but  ilogging  dom  not  often  Utir  pbcr,  and  then 
fnr  tile  most  part  for  robbing  his  comrades,  who  more  readily  concur 
wilb  llie  pimiihmeat  tlinn  in  Bupjioicd  out  of  doom.  No  doitbt  it  ia  a 
di^gnnling  erliibition.  A  nau  und«r  the  laah  has  his  neek  protected  by 
Mt  Leiitli«m  Ntock. 

A  r^gimentai  court-martial  ho*  power  to  sentence  a  man  to  from 
McvuD  to  lorly-two  dnys.  It  coonsts  of  a  captain  for  president,  and 
subalterns  for  meoiberH.  A  j^iirri«on  court-mnrtint  is  a  fur  more  itiipor- 
tnnt  MtMRibly  ;  there  you  have  a  innjor  for  president,  cttplaini  and  licu- 
teiuiDta  fur  membcrji,  imd  thi-y  may  doom  nn  ofTendcr  to  us  miicli  na 
three  ycnn'  imprisoament.  The  colonel  lias  to  sign  and  approve  the 
prooeedtngs  of  a  Tegimcntal  cnurt-mnrti.i! ;  no  lo^  n  personage  than  the 
genera]  commandiug  the  district  nyitt  (.'oulirm  the  decisioa  of  a  garrison 
oourt-maninl  before  it  is  valid.  Whether  a  prinoner  be  fonnd  fpiilty  or 
not,  the  decision  U  read  lo  all  the  men  on  punide.  It  ought  to  have  l>een 
men^onrd  before,  perhaps,  that  while  the  unfortunate  or  guilty  one  is  in 
the  guard-room,  uwiiiting  trial  bj-  eoun-niarlial,  he  gets  but  sixpence  a 
day ;  which  would  probably  end  in  famine  if  hi«  corarndes  did  not  supply 
htm  with  food.  Of  course  this  ia  not  allowed,  but  the  provost^KCrgeant 
is  himself  acquainted  with  the  pinch  of  hunger,  and  he  vrinks  at  the 
offence. 

It  is  uot  f^uieruJly  known  that  vtv  uui-sclvea,  the  private  soUiera  of  the 
anny,  hold  n  court-martiot  now  and  then-  Take  tlic  cn-ie  of  a  man  dis* 
corercd  lo  be  a  thief:  he  has  stolen  tho  money  or  other  properties  of  his 
fellows  io  the  bitrrnck-room.  Hia  comrades  seize  him,  search  him,  find 
him  guilty,  and  put  it  to  him  wheilier  he  prefers  to  bo  sumniarlly  dealt 
with,  or  to  be  taken  to  the  provost -ui^mnl. 

**  What  arc  you  going  lo  give  me  ?  "  asks  the  hesitating  culjjrit, 

"  Well,"  replies  the  spokesman  on  the  otliiT  ride,  "  what  do  you  aay 
to  twenty-eight  7  " 

"  No;  muke  it  a  score." 

"Can't  make  it  no  less  tJian  twcuty-sijt;  there's  thirtorn  of  at  to  do 
the  jmniahmciil,  and  we  mutt  have  two  wcltf  a  piece." 

Tlie  thief,  considering  his  prospects  with  duo  anxiety,  agrees,  lie 
Strips  his  back  and  nhouldura,  ia  atretdiod  Upon  a  table,  and  forthwith 
Moetves  two  stripes  witli  n  belt  from  every  one  of  bin  outraged  comrade*. 

The  special  duties  of  a  soldier  are  fatigue  duty,  guard,  and  picket. 
Fatigue  meana  all  sorts  of  work  about  a  bnrmck  :  I  instance  one  which  is 
«q^eei«lly  disUkcd^^arr^-ing  coal;  it  is  carried  in  two-handled  boxes 
nmiaintng  eighty  pouiid.4,  two  men  to  a  box.  Of  tlic  guard  thrrc  nro 
three  men  to  a  post,  so  tliat  vnch  laan  can  have  four  hours  oft'  duly,  and 
two  hours  on.  Their  commander  ts  a  sergeant,  and  thoio  is  a  corporal  to 
vnrj  twelrc  men.  The  Mrgeant  of  the  gimrd  has  charge  of  all  prisoners 
eonfilHd  in  the  guard-room ;  he  and  his  men  arc  relieved  nvcry  twenty- 
four  hours.    Picket  duty  is  pretty  well  kuown ;  It  is  lo  patrol  the  town

are  aevoid  otbn  icrgBMitt,  but  liivj-  iire  in  Maff  cuiploj^-as  Um  hoqutnl- 
aeigMUit  A»d  1^  nrmounr-acrgMuU,  who  has  tbe  monding  of  tli«  arm*  in  hU 
chnrgn.  Tliii  wrcnnl-major'a  duty  u  to  nupt-rintcDd  drill,  to  we  that  tbe 
loai  «ic  amarl-luoking,  il:c.  £c  ]  lo  tonniodUlelj  coDinuinrls  ail  tbo  otlitr 
non-commiHinncd  officer*  in  the  nqgitncnt,  Hmming  them  of  wlml  dulf 
tliey  bavA  from  day  to  day.  Early  in  th«  evening  thie  call  to  take  orden 
sonnda.  ThtM  oniltra,  token  from  ths  ndjutnnt  by  the  ■ergcant-inajar, 
iRv  by  liim  tnuiaoiiltcd  lu  Hie  urderly-aerg««nis.  They  are  told  horn 
nuiny  lapn  tlipy  mint  Inkc  out  of  .tbrar  varions  companiiu  for  goatdf 
picket,  and  oo  on,  next  <l*y;  and  tlicn  Moli'ofxIcrly-inqoT,  gmo^  to  tbe 
roll  of  his  company,  which  is  kept  in  alphabetical  order,  wama  the  men 
in  turn  who  oome  next  for  duty.  Another  purt  of  the  otJcrly-aaqgWBtfi 
buaaees  is  to  i««  that  the  men  ar«  nt  nvery  [Mmdo  uid  roll-call.  Tbe 
dilEeMDoe  between  pande  and  roll-call  ia  this:  the  one  is  bekl  i>n  the 
^jande-grouad,  while  tbe  othar  is  wmply  a  calling  and  on  Misweriag  of 
namca  in  the  barraok-roora.  An  orderly -coxpoml  bae  to  be  oareful  that 
the  men's  rations  nro  fairly  wciglicd,  to  drnw  th«ir  Icltm — in  sliort,  lo 
tee  that  ^C'y  "  get  their  right*."  A  oorpoml  alaoiis  nt  the  bormck-gale 
from  rxiuiie  lo  tattoo  lo  keep  au  ey«  on  ihoM  who  cotoe  in  and  those  wIm 
go  out,  and  «i|>«oiiklly  to  *ci>o  and  convry  dtunkm  men  to  ihegoaid- 
room. 

A  few  met)  of  tbe  boopital  corps  are  atuobed  to  ererj  mgimcnt,  I 
btlicve ;  1'iic  wo  scarcely  regard  them  aa  soUitra,  and  aooie  of  ui  grw^ 
llkst  diatiuciiun  to  th«  pioiicrrs,  of  whom  wc  have  also  •  few.  Ttn^ 
aupposed  duty  is  to  go  before  a  raiment  and  dear  the  way  of  buslhcs  and 
other  obHlnictiona ;  and  ao  it  may  be  in  nctiial  war,  but  at  home  tiab 
business  is  rather  lo  sweep  about  the  barmcka.  wliitewnsh  walls,  and  aoen. 

The  rr^ntiom  about  married  eolJiera  have  much  improwd  Isidv. 
Eight  non-com nilMioned  olScen;  iri  a  htuidticd  may  marry  ;  ol'tlie  a«rgeant>, 
two-third*  of  that  number.  Often,  now-a-daye,  tl>e  marriud  nwn  hav« 
iirpiirale  ijuaiteis;  where*s,  not  kag  ago,  domestic  pritncy  could  only  be 
obtaiueil  by  rigging  up  blankets  between  the  cWa.  The  children  of 
aoldiers  lure  achuoU  provided  for  thi-m  at  sm.iU  cost  to  the  parents  ;  tvn- 
ptmoe  a  mouth  has  to  be  paid  libr  one  child,  and  tki«ep*iKe  for  two ;  if 
yoQ  have  » tlurd  diild,  inttructiM)  for  that  is  thrown  into  the  iMTgain; 
the  trio  itn:  taken  at  a  [xnoy  a  head  per  month.  Tlio  Uhenrieo,  rrwding 
loomt,  cricket-grounds,  &c.  &e.,  provided  gratia,  or  nt  m  merely  nomiBol 
coat,  have  already  bt«tt  spoken  of;  but  of  the  military  ■nviaga-bank*  I 
have  yet  to  a^  thai  they  o9br  the  liberal  induocmcuit  of  tlirev  and  three- 
KfuxUn  per  cent,  per  annum:  which  is  more  than  any  savings-bank  open 
to  civilians  paiys.  '  ^^ 
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Anoliter  lirtlo  bit  of  bifurmalion  I  will  give,  bocMitc  it  sceiut  that  not 
onlv  the  ge»«r«l  render  but  thv  ffsivrti  writer  ban  wry  inJintinct  Dolions 
about  it.  VTheD  a  compuiy  of  soldicfs  «r«  itnnding  iii  double  nnk,  one 
taan  bdiind  auatber,  tli«y  arc  cal]c»l  u  filu  of  uen,  i»  ibiit  wlivu  we  apeak 
ol'  a  comjwny  .is  an  many  file,  we  luean  double  ihat  cumber  of  nion.  So 
taany  "  rnnk  &iul  £lc,"  howoVKT,  oxprcsaci  the  exact  ntunber.  TlinSi 
tliinj:-  fill?  kra  aixlj  men,  but  sixty  rank  auiI  lik-  ar«  mxLj'  men.  Corpoiala 
«rc  included  in  ranlc  nnd  iili;,  but  tuit  svrgrauU. 

And  BOW  I  fiiid  1  have  couatuui-'d  many  eboets  of  rcndii^-rooTR  cole- 
paper,  while  atill  tome  tntft««tiiig  pnawgea  in  the  life  of  a  commoo  eoldi«r 
roiuKto  till  noticed.  Uoi*eTer,  these  I  b1i;i11  now  make  no  eSbrt  to 
rem«mbn;  c*iwciftll)'  tu  aonic  cnndtuicnu  dh  to  our  lot  in  life  may  a> 
Talmably  fuinieti  foirlli  tfae  rial  of  ibiH  ariick-.  Well,  1  mo  coniilriiiiied  to 
■ay,  llriloa  though  I  mi,  and,  titnefori),  never  perfectly  aolialied,  tbot  I 
tUiuJc  we  m«n  of  tlie  unny  liave  rewoo  to  be  contenL  Of  coune  tlic 
qiMtttion  ivsoItm  ilHif  into  a  niMttr  of  psy  rery  mucb,  and  I  do  think 
we  h»vv  iiothiDg  to  gmiBble  about  on  tJiut  •core,  on  fair  couidenLlian. 
You,  who  rend  tliii,  bare  aeen  pretty  clearly  what  is  tli«  ordinary  day's 
work  <it  a  euldi«r,  and  it  must  bnveatmck  you  u  beings  in  cnmjNkriiioii  wltlt 
that  of  the  tboemaker  and  tailor,  who  toll  twelve  huuie  a  d&y  for  a  puuiul  u 

Ivetk,  vt^  t'gbt.  Of  oonrKc  there  are  certain  nddiiioul  cvnliiigciicios  hicIi 
as  the  chance  of  being  bIioI,  or  of  being  IJit)gU(»]  and  ttarved  to  di^atb  in  a. 
tMoich;  hut  I  h^vc  no  doubt  it  wmilJ  bi^  foand,  on  ini|uir}-,  ibnt  the 
tailor's  trade  is  tnonj  ilcatmclive  to  life  in  itie  lung  run  than  (bo  soldier'^. 
And  iIm^  the  nldier't  calling  keqw  him  }i«alihjr  while:  he  ilocs  live  :  th« 
opcr.iiivc'a  in  ofti-n  littJe  bettor  tlian  a.  lingering  diseaee :  and  1  L-ike  tliat  lo 
be  a  Tery  grt^ai  difference  in  our  favour.  I  conudtr  ibix,  ibnt  the  dnily 
br«nd  of  the  aoldicr  iaoertain.  Uc  lit  never  without  slielter;  and  come  coru 
famine,  or  ration  famine,  he  does  not  suffer.  Should  his  barracks  be  bunit 
over  his  head  and  all  his  worldly  good*  pi^riah  in  the  ilamea,  he  ninply 
lOBoiin  to  the  next  beutaeka,  and  should  lua  loa«  be  accidental,  be  is 
conrpooMtad.  When  ho  &Ua  «ck  be  goes  at  cncc  into  iin  hoi^ital  in 
which  ewry  enre  in  taken  oflum;  as  it  sliould  kewitli  an  article  so  coatly 
to  acquire,  and  ao  difficult  (o  rrplnoe,  aa  a  well-trained  soldier.  Should  he 
be  invalided  and  discbnrged  bc£:irc  he  bos  completed  hin  term  of  service, 
he  receireaa  mmU  pension  aeeordi^g  to  tbe  nature,  cause,  and  probable 
daration  of  his  disHwa.  And  on  oompktiiig  the  full  t«nn  of  ■er\-ice  he  is 
gnarantecd  from  utorTation  bj  a  pemuon  varying  (tona  dghlpenoe  In 
fiftecopeoce  a  day  (according  to  the  cliamctcr  of  hi*  xervioe),  a  pennon 
innde^nnte,  no  doubt,  but  easily  t-kni  out  by  tlio  extreme  alacrity  of 
civiUana  to  employ  deaeivuig  old  soldiers.  To  bo  sure,  a  aoldicr  cannot 
nuuTjr  on  his  pay,  but  it  is  Imrd  to  see  how  on  agricultural  labourer  can 
or  o^ght  to  marry  on  fii»  pay.  Nor  is  it  fair  to  forget  wfant  i«  know 
K  wdl  enough,  that  n  tnnn  almost  always  euten  the  army  as  a  demttr 
I  rtnort,  to  aare  himself  from  the  dittrace  and  diHicnlty  of  begging, 
I       borrowingi  stealing,  or  working. 
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It  it  not  to  be  suppcAed,  iwweror,  that  tli«  KiMin-  Ii««  altogetlier  ob 
a  b«d  of  Toani.  Hb  pullet  b  of  tbnple  straw,  antl  tliere  ar«  not  «  few 
rxaxjtenuiDg  (honu  in  it.  And  tba  ■hftrpcat  of  tbne  U,  tlic  method  «f 
apjK'uiimcnt,  and  the  privtito't  nibjectioD  lo  ihe  cspricei  of  aoa-Gcm- 
mintioned  efficora.  I  (trive  to  think  dispaaaionateljr,  bat  vay  toagoe 
tcill  tingle,  when  I  aee,  n*  I  not  Kldom  do  tee,  a  comrade  bmSgtni 
into  insolence,  and  the  iosLant  the  has^  word  has  bunt  frotn  hii 
piMMtiate  Upa,  I  SM  him  carried  «ff  to  receive  tha  penalty  doe  li> 
duUhetatti  iuubuvdinatioo.  The  rulei  for  proniotioQ  throo^out  tbe  aerncs 
on  radically  bad;  or  rather,  there  are  no  rules  at  all.  In  niany  caM« 
pTMiWlioil  goe«^  a«  in  higher  upbcri^  by  home  intertot  uaed  by  parcBls 
or  frienda  ^tfa  offioert.  In  very  nuiny  others,  it  i>  obtained  by  fawning 
on  tlw  ditef  non-oonuntnioned  officer  of  the  Inx^  or  oonpany,  whoie 
Ikrourable  biat  on  the  captain,  and  hit  (as  he  belteres)  boniJUe  farouiable 
report  to  tbe  commanding  ofScor,  bring  the  detircd  boooar.  A  prirate 
fddoDi  raoeivea  promotion  after  he  has  beeu  in  the  Krtioe  thie«  yeora. 
Tbe  oonaequcnce  is,  a  man  oUcn  is  an  officer  before  he  thoroughly  knows 
hem  lo  ben  private;  and  orerbaJancvd  by  hiii  ipccdy  elevation,  who  can 
wonder  that  be  will  sometimes  start  with  being  dictatorial  and  capriciou*, 
and  end  ia  becoming  tymimical  ?  ThiK  is  a  very  Irequent  caose  of  de- 
iK-rlion,  of  tlie  cruwdrd  stute  of  mtUury  prisons,  and  of  that  horrible  crime 
which  I  thank  God  I  have  only  rejul  oJ^— mnrdcr  of  officers. 

1  do  net  aver  that  thi*  ia  true  of  all,  or  even  of  tlie  majcri^  of  non- 
oemmiBiioncd  officers ;  &ir  &om  it.  But  that  dreadful  specliueiu  do  exist, 
and  are  not  rare  exceptions,  in  erery  rcgiinvnt,  I  believe  amy  aoUier 
will  Ix-ar  nic  out  in  sffirmiog.  And  the  aorti  is  easily  healed,  and  that 
without  ttendiing  on  the  prerogative  of  lawful  authority.  Let  no  man  be 
prrdnotcd  from  tbe  ranks  until  he  bas  served  long  enough  at  least  to  know 
his  duty  as  a  ptirate,  and  hU  duly  of  bmring  and  forbcAring  toward  his 
fellow  priii-atea — to  have  had  his  shoulder  wrung  by  the  inevitable  gall  of 
the  collar,  and  hare  Icumcd  to  know  and  command  himself.  Then  \H  him 
serve  a  tcnn  of  rtal  probation,  to  prove  wliethiT  he  bo  not  thrown  off  hit 
balance  and  rendered  arrogant  and  overbearing  by  being  "  clothed  in  a 
little  brief  authority."  And  when  bu  has  fnirly  nnd<!rgone  this  ordeal, 
then,  and  not  till  then,  let  him  be  enlruslt^d  with  the  commnnd  of  his 
follows.  Obstrve,  howtver,  (hat  I  om  very  ready  to  admit  that  aotdjers 
aiu  oflen  men  not  easily  dealt  vtitk ;  tlial  the  duties  of  n  ncn-cooa- 
missioned  officer  necessarily  make  him  unpopular,  and  that  Htcrv  a  audi 
a  thing  OS  envy. 
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Tbb  robJMt  of  this  paper  u  not  only  intereatiog  t«  Ant  Inrge  section  of 
the  community  who  remember  with  fond  regret  tlie  slimn«ss  and  aciivltf 
which  were  once  tbpini,  nnd  now,  alae  !  have  departed ;  but  to  all  cIbbkb 
it  is  1  mutter  of  real  importance  tlint  we  should  nndeisUiQd,  as  far  m  may 
be,  what  are  the  causes  of  escCHBive  fulneas;  in  what  ways,  if  any,  it  ia 
likely  to  bo  injurious,  and  how  its  iteTdopinent  may  be  prevented,  or  its 
UDOont  reduced. 

The  proponioD  which  the  Citty  tia«ue  ought  to  bear,  in  weight,  to  the 
wliole  mass  of  the  body  hns  been  vnrintinly  eslimnted  at  from  one-half  to 
OfW-tenib.  Practically,  howerer,  this  rule  is  of  no  use;  and  it  is  mor« 
importuit  to  remember  this — that  for  every  adult  man  of  a  certain  height 
tliere  is  a  tolerably  definite  weight,  which  it  is  not  difScuIt  for  the  indi- 
vidtial  himself  to  find  out ;  aod  that  all  considerable  permaneot  additiona 
to  this  must  consist  of  ful.  As  to  the  exact  amount  of  fut  wliich  may 
twt  without  proving  injurious  to  bealllt  lliere  appears  to  be  the  greatest 
TarialioR.  It  is  certain  that  many  iniUviduals  tiATe  powcmii^d  nn  (rnormoua 
development  of  this  tissue,  who,  nevertheleos,  enjoyed  perfect  health  and 
the  complete  u«c  of  their  faculties.  Maccary  stales  that  be  encountered 
at  Pavia  a  man  who  exhibited  himwlf  as  a  dancer,  and  was  cjctremely 
agile  nnd  graceful  in  hit  moveraenia,  although  the  most  enormously  fut  man 
be  ever  saw.  Dr.  Williams  mentions  a  girl  who  from  hor  childhood  was 
fnt,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty  weighed  -150  lbs.;  but  who  poscssed  an 
extraordinary  degree  of  muacular  streogtli,  so  much  that  at  the  age  of  nx 
she  was  able  to  carry  her  own  mother  in  her  arms,  nnd  at  the  age  ol 
twenty  could  carry  250  Iba.  weight  in  each  hand  with  ease :  and  another 
girl  who  at  the  age  of  five  began  suddenly  to  accumulate  fat  with  great 
mpidity ;  to  that  by  the  time  she  was  twelve  years  old  ehe  weighed 
182  Iba.,  and  yet  preserved  good  heiJth  and  strength.  The  celcbmted 
Daniel  Lambert,  probably  the  fi>tto«t  man  whose  history  has  been 
reeorded,  Ure'l  to  a  good  uge,  and,  though  much  encumbered  by  his  bulk, 
pniaerved  hiA  facilities  well :  at  hin  culminating  point  he  weighed  739  lbs.  I 
Platems  records  the  case  of  a  man  who  attained  on  enormous  bullc  wttliout 
any  diminution  of  his  remarkable  agility,  which  was  «uch  that  ho  wallccd 
and  danced  with  unusual  eawt  and  grace.  Nor  la  it  only  the  tntucutur 
■ystcm  which  may  retsin  ila  full  powers  in  presence  of  an  ezlreme 
accnmulation  of  fnt.  It  is  a  common  prejudice  that  fiit  persons  bxv  alow 
of  iolellect,  and  the  provincial  epithet  of  "  fat  head  "  suflideiitly  CTpreasta 
iIm  popular  idea  of  the  mental  powcra  of  the  corpulent.  But  there 
m  plenty  of  in«lanc«  which  conflict  with  thia  view ;  and  I  need  tmly 
mciitjoti  David  Hume  and  Napoleon  to  convince  avtry  one  that  It  ia  not 
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nnirnnnlly  true.  Rngjp,  tat  IliiUan  pliysician,  wlio  was  a  great  nnthori: 
on  corpulence,  relntea  many  chj"-«  of  exiremu  corjiulence  in  wbidi  die 
inteUect  remmncd  <iuil4;  alert  lo  llie  last.  Most  of  ua  were  probnblr 
ncqnsintcd,  frnm  prru>niil  o1ii;rTvntion,  with  the  liuge  bullc  of  tliat  T«ianrk- 
able  man  Dr.  WooItT,  th^  Bbkliara  miffiionary,  one  of  the  TAltcst  of  men, 
nnd  wlio»c  int^'Hcct  wnx  n  m^rvd  of  rcstluKi  activity. 

Tbcee  examples  of  muscular  and  mental  actiTity  in  very  fat  people 
do  not  prove  that  lat  ia  no  hindnuice  to  body  or  mind;  on  th«  contrary, 
I  ara  quite  ready  to  confeaa  that  they  aro  cxcqiiioDs  (o  tim  general  rale. 
Tfine  cnn  bo  liltle  doubt  that,  in  the  majority  of  inntancMS  lh«  dvrolop- 
xnvat  of  a  largo  amcninl  of  iitt  ditnintiliea  bodily  and  menial  actiTtty ; 
but  tills  briojra  me  to  tlio  point  whtch  1  wish  to  enforce,  Til.  that  iho 
influence  which  obcwty  cxcrW  in  th^c  rcspucts  depends  upon  tlie  (ilai^ 
tion  in  vrhii^i  the  fatty  tissue  is  laid  down,  and  upon  a  certain  pliyiio- 
logics]  cqnilibrium  which  nppcnrf  to  mo  lo  Iirtc  excited  too  little  attention, 
but  which  naiiy  fiicta  ttvm  to  indicate  a>  highly  Unportant  lo 
bodily  and  mental  heallli. 

Before  wc  apcnlc  of  fntnws  as  a  d!»ased  eonclltion,  it  will  bft 
to  considiT  the  character  of  ibe  nittural  tinnia  of  whicli  it  ii  a  ni*rt  exaggf 
rntion.  Fnt  i«  otic  of  the  most  usefid  of  (lie  tismjM;  its  etiuclurc  is  tery 
Biraple,  and  it  pervades  nearly  crery  pnit  of  the  body,  and  Ix-neotli  the 
nkin  it  forms  a  thick  layer,  maintaining  that  plumpness  and  roundaeaB  of 
outline  which  conlributet  to  largely  to  hcnuty,  allowing  the  akin  to  gUd* 
fri'i-ly  over  the  parts  which  lie  beneath  ii,  and  by  its  noD-eoDdiiGttDg 
qnaliliea  forming  nn  iidminible  del«nco  ngninM  extonal  cold.  Aioawi  Uw 
grat  vftnh  and  nen'es  it  la  depoaited  as  a  hind  of  ahealli ;  it  inreata  lie 
base  of  the  hcjirl,  lying  between  the  mtuKulnr  tinaue  and  the  Sierous  mem- 
bmno  which  cuveiA  it ;  it  forma  cusliiona  between  and  niound  tbe  miucka 
of  tlie  limba ;  it  niHk<?sA  aoft  ca«ng  for  the  kidneys,  it  iadepoaited  between 
the  Inyem  of  tJio  peritoneum  {thu  great  serous  membrane  which  Unea  the 
carity  of  the  abdomeo  and  covcra  the  iniestinei),  and  in  the  mediaAJntini, 
or  eeutral  in(er«pace  of  the  chetit  which  intcrrcnes  between  tlw  two  eemu 
baga^  or  pteurtr,  in  wliich  (he  lunga  are  contained,  nnd*  it  i*  found  in  ecn- 
■idcrahle  ([uautlty  between  the  joints.  In  the  orbita,  ot  bony  carilJee  Ib 
wliieh  tlie  cyra  ar«  lodged,  and  in  the  cheeks,  pvlmaof  tliaband*,  andaoiea 
of  the  feet,  it  is  found  in  large  quantitien.  In  the  interior  of  booM  it  ia 
present  in  a  modifled  form  aa  marrow.  In  nil  tiie  nbore-mentioned  thua- 
tioDB  it  fonnaa  dininct  tiMue,  called  ihe  "  adipoao  tistue,"  which  jiuwiia 
a  peculiar  structure.  It  is  compoied  tifn  coogrrica  of  clowd  ccUa  of  large 
tiie,  the  wnlUofwhichnreforutedof  a  traiLRparcntelruclureleaiiBcintiranei 
tad  among  which  ramify  Dumcroni  ca^ullaiy  btood-TCsaels.  Tbeae  odla 
ooDtniD  the  fatty  matter,  which,  during  life,  exit.ti  as  n  acnii-lhud  aob* 
■tonop,  capable  of  being  dividrd  into  two  iwpiuate  eleraenla,  an  oily  and  a 
crystalline  one.  It  is  o))victtN  that  one  of  the  cliief  asc*  of  *nch  a  tisinii 
Bi  thia,  flo  widely  dietribulcd  through  the  body,  miut  be  a  mechanical 
one,  namely,  to  act  oa  a  kind  of  cushion,  filling  up  tho  wgnm 
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tnoT«  impwinnt  OTgan^  and  preventing  Oidr  mutnnl  prctmre  Rnd  con- 
cniMii^n ;  and  I  hnro  alreadj  apolcon  of  another  purpose  whidi  th«  sub- 
{mtaneoiui  layer  atryfg,  a*  a  defence  ogninst  coM.  But  hesidei  Ihngc 
d«pMlM  whioli  tako  t!ie  fonn  cf  a  regular  tiwue,  fatly  matter  exists  abun- 
<lant1y  in  Uie  nervous  wabstance  ami  the  secreKng  glnni]!!;  in  these  latter 
sitoations  it  doM  not  form  a  conlinuous  atnjcture,  btit  is  di-posited  la 
more  or  leaa  inolntei!  globules.  In  apraking  of  corpnlenco  we  (hull  linvo 
to  consiilor,  primarJly,  that  porlifm  of  the  falty  matter  of  the  body  which 
(bnirt  the  regular  "  adipose  "  tisHin.  It  i*  thin  portion  of  our  fnt  which 
ia  liablo  to  »uch  remarksble  fluctiiations  in  quantity  within  iho  limils 
of  nppnmnt  hwilth ;  flnctitationa  to  wbi^^li  all  conaidcrnhle  pcrmnncnl 
diangea  In  (he  weight  of  fully  grown  animals  are  due.  While  the  body 
U  yet  dcToloping,  rrt  conrse  there  arc  increajwi  of  wi-ight  duo  to  the  in- 
creasing siio  of  bouea,  muscles,  &c. ;  but  !n  tlie  adult  theae  may  piaelically 
be  left  out  of  conrideration. 

The  (iiietuationi  in  the  amount  of  fatty  tlwnc  which  exists  in  the  «aiDC 
indiridual  at  different  limes  are  cairily  to  be  accounted  for  tip  to  a  certain 
point ;  for  certain  influence"  cnn  plainly  be  aeen  to  favour  them.  The 
moal  obvioua  of  these  is  the  amount  of  (bod  of  a  fatty  natun.-,  or  coHYOr- 
tiblc  into  fnt,  which  is  taken.  Th«  second  is  the  general  activity  of  rital 
notjona,  porticidarly  of  muncnl-ir  moTcmonta  and  of  respiration,  which 
tend*,  according  to  its  amount,  to  the  more  or  1cm  rapid  destractloQ  of 
the  tissnea,  among  which  the  fatty  ti^Mio  in  the  first  to  miffer.  Bat  a  very 
Riper6cial  observer  may  sec  that  these  inflttrnccs  by  no  ments  explain  all 
the  alterntiona  in  &tnesa  which  occur  in  individuals,  and  stiU  lesa  the 
remarkable  dilTerencea  which  exist  between  difTerent  perBons  as  to  their 
tendency  to  fatten.  Every  one  knows  of  instance*  in  which  not  tho 
iwverest  system  of  diet,  short  of  absolute  st.irralion,  has  succeeded  in 
tverting  or  diminUhing  extreme  corpulence,  and  other  case*  in  which 
no  patdble  combination  of  generotta  liring  with  repose  both  of  body  and 
mind  hu  been  able  to  make  the  prmon  adopting  it  any  folter.  Yet  both 
theae  cIuMca  of  conslitu lions  may  apptur  tok-nibly  healthy.  The  difHcuIty 
i*  got  over,  ooDimonly,  by  saying  that  such  a  cn«  inherited  a  fut  or  u 
lean  body  from  his  parents;  but  it  is  obrious  thnt  this  ix  no  real  oxpla- 
Bttion  of  the  inalter,  but  a  mere  postponement  of  the  diflSculty. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  m  clear  an  appreciation  as  may  be  of  the 
protent  state  of  tho  inquiry,  it  may  be  well  if  we  pa»  in  review  the 
facta,  as  far  ms  they  arc  known,  which  throw  light  ttpun  the  Ibrmation  of 
the  ftltj  tifime. 

Tberc  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  beiflthy  adiposo  tjame  to 
formed,  in  iwmo  way,  fiwm  the  elements  of  our  food.  This  is  cufficiently 
proved  by  tlic  fact,  of  nhich  tliere  is  abundant  evidence,  that  food  which 
eonbuna  actual  fat  is  more  efHcient  in  incri'niing  the  amount  of  thta 
tisRie  tlian  any  other;  on  the  proviso  that  it  can  be  digested  and  taken 
up  into  Hie  sys(em ;  a  point  on  which  organisms  widely  differ.  Dr.  Stark, 
who  ttibcequcntly  fell  a  victini  t«  bis  Gtilhuiuastic  xtai  for  phyalologlcal 
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experiments,  proved  in  liia  own  person  that  twt  wm  th«  mott  ntpdl^ 
IftUcDiRg  nrtic!«  of  food  whidi  he  could  Uikn.  And  n  nuldlode  of  familiar 
lacts  connected  irilh  tHe  management  of  domestic  animals  intended  for  ' 
llie  Total  market  tvntity  to  the  prc-omincnt  tbIuc  of  oiljr  mlMtanoM  lor ' 
this  purpOHe.  Inquiry,  however,  long  since  proved  that  toiiiiutls  can  fatten 
upon  other  tlmn  abnolutcly  fatty  (bodiu  The  obarBct«rislio  feature  of  the 
fihemical  constitution  of  all  futty  matters  is,  that  they  consiat  of  carboa 
and  hydrogen  (tho  former  in  greatly  the  largest  proportion),  with  the 
addition  of  varioua  amounla  of  oxygen.  Kow  the  chemical  compontion  ot 
variouB  Raccharine,  Btarchy,  and  gummy  foods  ia  not  so  lar  removed  firom 
thii,  hut  that  a  cbanguof  t)ie  former  into  the  latter,  by  processes  occurrii^ 
witlitn  tho  body,  was  conceivable,  and  Licbig  pointed  out  that  this  might 
be  occasiancd  by  tho  action  of  oxj'gen.  Whether  this  took  plac«  oAcr 
digettion  of  tho  food,  or  by  a  fermentative  process  occurring  whilo  it  ifna  . 
M  yet  unubxorhed  from  the  stomach  and  intestines,  was  disputed.  Bufe^H 
the  belief  that  other  than  fatty  food  might  generate  fatty  tissue,  iros  sup-^^ 
ported  by  a  multitude  of  facts.  One  of  the  most  stnliing  of  these  was  the 
circumstance  noted  with  regard  to  bees,  that  tliey  poaaesa  the  power  of 
elaborating  wax  (a  futty  secretion)  while  subsisting  purely  on  boney, 
wliieJi  contains  saccliarine  malcriala  in  plenty*  but  do  fat.  Further, 
Bousaingault  and  Perxox  made  oireful  experiments  on  geese,  which  tboy 
fed  upon  m*i*e,  a  vegetable  food  which  contains  a  ceitain  per-eentage  of 
oily  matter,  ntid  they  ctrorly  established  the  fact  that  far  more  fnt^  nuUttr 
was  generated  tlmn  could  be  accountud  fvr  by  the  quantity  of  oil  in  th* 
Jbod,  and  they  were  forced  to  attribute  thia  additional  generatioa  of 
to  the  traniformalion  of  saccharino  and  starchy  matters.  Again,  it  wa*, 
discovered  that  albumen  and  gluten,  nitrogeniiied  sohslonces,  much  further 
removed  tlian  starch,  sugar,  &c.  from  the  chemical  compoaitioo  of  Git| 
might  be  anifieiftlly  changed  into  n  fatty  matter  by  the  prolon|;«d  action 
of  heat  and  alkalies ;  and  that  In  the  body  itself,  various  nitrogenous 
tissues  pass  into  a  fatty  condition  a*  one  stage  in  thdr  natural  piogrOM 
to  degeneration  and  decay. 

In  whatever  way  tho  fatty  m.iller  may  be  derived  iroca  the  food, 
find  abundant  proof  that  it  is  present  in  the  blood.  Long  ago,  Morgsgni 
and  llewson  observed  caaca  in  which  blood,  taken  from  the  body,  and.l 
allowed  to  scpariLle  into  serum  and  clot,  showed  a  brilliant  surface  of  oily 
matter  floating  upon  the  scnim.  Lecanu,  Gulliver,  Blainville,  and  others 
have  proved  that  this  is  at  most  only  tm  exaggeration  of  a  condilioa 
which  prevails  oven  in  healthy  blcrod ;  and  Gulliver  showed  that  tho  blood 
of  the  great  liver  vein  contains  more  fatty  matter  than  that  of  the  arterial 
aystem.  Of  the  ptecise  way  in  whidi  fat  cont^iined  in  the  blood  is  made 
to  form  tho  fally  tiasue  wo  are  ignorant ;  but  it  is  probably  a  tolerably 
simple  process,  ^be  blood  arrives  chnrged  with  tlie  fatty  clomont,  in  that 
mesh  of  capillary  vessela  which  everywhere  penetrates  the  adipoK  ti>Ri«, 
and  in  some  way  the  fatty  matter  linds  a  passogo  to  tho  interior  of  Hut 
cells  already  described. 
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It  is  eM/  (br  DDjr  ono  to  aoo  that  if  iberc  be  imj  -very  «xc«Mve 
depoeil  of  fat,  u  mechanical  ob»taolo  to  the  action' of  llio  heart  and  Inngs 
will  at  once  be  cuued.  But  the  tninchicf  docs  not  eud  Sicre  ;  for  when 
fat  is  dcpodfasd  in  Bxcem  around  the  baae  of  Uia  hcarl,  it  ncjirly  alwaya 
dipa  down  nmongrt  tin:  bund!<«  of  muscular  fibre,  which  il  prcsu* 
iiimn  and  Bcrionsly  impedes  in  their  contraclions :  in  extreme  caws,  even 
Oiuing;  a  serious  diiniuution  in  tlieir  number  and  strength,  so  that  ordi> 
aiuy  (ally  tissuo  comes  to  be  in  part  Bub8titut<.-d  for  the  muscutar  wsJl  of 
i1j«  heart.  (This  cliange  must  not  be  confounded  with  true  "fntty  degene- 
ration," vhich  is  a  eigu  of  imperfect  nutrition  of  the  muscle,  and  in  whicli 
no  rtal  fatty  tissue  is  formed,  but  oil  globulca  are  deposited  within  the 
mvtcvlar  fibrci  theitutloei.  'Ibis  kttet  condition  may  indeed  co-exist 
nith  the  former,  but  it  is  often  found  in  persdus  who  are  of  n  lean  frame.) 
Moreover,  tho  pressure  of  futty  matter  not  only  impedes  the  movements 
of  the  Iicnrt  and  lungs,  but  in  some  cn^cs  retnrda  tlie  return  of  the  impure 
vcDoiu  blood  to  the  heart,  nnd  consequently  keeps  important  orgnna  (and 
rtpecially  the  bmin)  filled  with  n  nutrient  material  which  is  of  defective 
quality,  and  unequal  to  the  Uuk  «f  keeping  up  the  tunctiona  of  those 
orgnns.  Such  ore  the  eonsequeoces  of  excessive  fatty  depowta  on  the 
ba»  of  the  heart,  and  there  can  be  no  diilicully,  after  reflecting  upon 
them,  ID  underslAnding  the  significiuice  of  the  fact  that  out  of  lliiity-uiue 
obcM  persons  whose  history  was  collected  by  Dr.  Shearman,  in  tliirleen 
instOQCOS  dropsy,  and  in  eleven  apuplecdc  coma,  was  the  cnuse  of  death. 
For  both  these  diseases  would  be  traccablo  to  the  obstacle  to  circulation 
and  rcopimtion  occoaicoied  by  an  e:cce«Bivtt  deposit  of  tat  in  the  neighbour- 
bood  of  the  heart. 

There  lire  some  other  eitnntions  in  which  an  unusual  growth  ofndipose 
tissue  may  be  prejudicial.  For  instance,  there  is  reason  to  think  that  the 
Qxpansion  of  the  chest  in  respiration  is  materially  hindered  by  the  fixing 
of  the  ribs  which  results  Ironi  a  very  considerable  deposit  of  (at  among 
the  intorcoital  muscles ;  particularly  those  whicli  more  the  upper  ribs. 
A  more  partial  damage,  but  still  a  serious  one,  appears  to  be  occasionally 
iulUeted  by  the  Iom  of  Bensibility  of  tlie  surfncc  of  tliu  body,  owing  to 
an  extreme  deposition  of  &l  beneath  the  skin.  Maccary  quotes  the  obser- 
TUion  of  Pliny  (an  authority  of  small  value,  to  be  »ure),  that  pigs, 
in  *  stete  of  extreme  fatness,  had  their  flush  gnawed  by  rat«,  without 
taking  nny  notice  of  their  molestation! ;  and  be  meutious  *  case  whicb 
bed  eoroe  under  bis  own  notice,  of  an  excessively  fat  individual,  who 
lud  tlmoet  completely  lost  the  SL-nie  of  touch,  and  upon  whom  the  sting* 
flf  bec9  end  flics  made  no  inipre»icin.  Anotliur  and  more  serious  damage 
is  that  already  alluded  to,  wliicb  results  from  the  excessive  growth  of 
fatly  tissue  among  tuusclcs,  the  strength  of  which  it  materially  tmj»in^ 
bolii  by  mecbaiiicel  prcmurc,  and,  in  extreme  cases,  by  the  octnul  substi- 
tUtkiD  of  adipose  tissue  for  healthy  musculv  fibre. 

Soeh  ore  some  of  the  principal  injuries,  general  and  local,  which  the 
forinatioD  of  a  large  amount  of  latty  tissue  io  ccrtab  localities  may  pro- 
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duce.  Willi  (lie  knowledge  of  thew  pouitulitiet  w*  m»y  ooagntaUte 
ouraelrcs  ih»t,  opoa  tile  whole,  tlm  cliicf  force  of  tba  £kltoiuiig  prooe« 
uitudly  expeiida  lUelf  in  »  region  Uke  the  abdomen.  BeoMtli  the 
abdomioal  akin,  and  among  Uic  looM  nfloctioiu  of  the  gnai  wrooi  inem- 
bnuu  viKich  liuet  ihe  geoenl  abdominal  cavity,  tli«r«  ia  i>lei)ty  of  room 
for  the  di:po6ic  of  an  extraotdiniuy  amotint  d  £it  wiibout  Mrioua  distroM 
fWim  nMchaaical  prenuie  or  int«r&renc«  with  the  fnnclioDs  of  inportant 
organs.  It  i*  in  tbi*  citualion,  captcislly  in  the  oiacntum,  that  the  lat 
ooUccta  in  bjberoating  auiniald,  who  aloep  through  the  wiut«r,  and  in 
wfaom  Bnimol  heat  in  aupportvd,  iu  the  uhjcnco  of  any  food,  by  the 
gradool  ahsorptiou  into  the  blood  of  the  extra  etock  of  fatty  matter  which 
nature  hnd  providently  laid  up  beforehand. 

The  au«i«ut  name  by  which  what  I  should  call  ihe  "  diseaae  "  obesity 
was  CAlIcd  is  significant  of  tlw  light  in  which  our  ntedicsJ  forelathera 
ngarded  ezcvnivo  f»ui«iu.  Tii«y  named  it  I\>lyMrkia,  '-  abundaiw  irf 
flesh ; "  and  although  tlis  more  obtcrtant  of  thrra  cnrefully  gaaided 
themselves  against  acy  general  statement  that  abundance  of  liit  alwaya 
ugnified  abundance  of  strength,  it  is  evident  that  they  all  regarded 
falDc-jK,  in  otlicrwiiNi  heultliy  subjects,  aa  a  sign  of  esubtmnt  life  Wo 
can  hardly  hold  »ich  an  opinion  in  thaso  days.  Tlie  dltcoveiy  Uial  "ikliy 
dt^dirntiion,"  a  process  by  which  the  more  highly  organised  tisine*  an 
df^raded  to  a  lower  organic  type,  frctjucntly  co^exiiU  with  the  exuberant 
formutioii  of  adipose  tissue;  the  more  accurate  clinical  clDcrration  which 
has  taught  m  that  fntty  suhjvcU  as  a  rule  can  ill  sustaia  llie  shock  of 
acute  diseases,  warns  us  against  this  view  of  the  matter,  and  tetobM 
us,  oiliei  things  bving  equal,  to  look  with  dislnist  upon  the  health  at 
an  individual  who  rapidly,  and  without  lome  weU-defiued  and  tempo- 
rarily aoiiiig  cause,  become*  extremely  corpuknt.  It  is  probable  that  the 
very  fiict  of  a  teudeuey  to  exuberant  fatly  formation  is  itself  an  indicattoa 
of  a  cortflin  constitutional  victi  by  no  lucani  on  tha  tdde  of  strength. 
Nerertbelees,  we  all  know  numerous  instances  of  persona  who  all  their 
livee  have  cxhiliitod  a  murked  t«nd«aicy  to  fatness,  and  who  have  yet 
lived  long  and  actively.  What  are  we  to  inftir  is  the  cnuM  of  this  good 
health  ttmlvr  disadvantages  t  We  must  conclude,  I  think,  that  by  a 
b^>py  ohauce  the  deposition  of  fat  hna  coslinGd  itself  chieHy  to  tliose 
regi<uu  where  its  presence  is  mechanically  least  harmful,  and  that  unufual 
Ctrtnunttances  have  favoured  the  gsneral  heallli. 

Assuredly  the  older  doctors  vtere  by  no  ucami  at  a  ion,  in  tbeu  own 
opinion,  iVt  olhcucious  remedies  for  coriiulcncc,  if  we  are  to  judge  by  the 
long  list  of  them  which  Rgures  io  the  numerous  treatises  whkh  apfteaced 
from  the  earliest  times  up  to  the  important  era  when  physiological  cfaoBialiy 
first  started  into  life.  "  Polysarkia  "  was  a  spcmnl  favourite,  both  wiilt 
budding  gradaalfl*  who  had  thnca  to  defend,  and  with  leoniMl  oU  doM 
whose  treasury  of  ripe  expertenoe  wai  nearly  full ;  and  the  way  In  wliioll 
they  handled  it  givea  their  render  a  high  idea  of  their  advcniarous 
prowess.     I  cannot  forbear  (luotiog,  for  the  benefit  of  my  stouter  frteBdi, 
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k  li»t  of  tl^e  ptuicipal  measure*  wliicli  might  have  been  ndoptcd  for  the 
rcdnoEioi)  of  their  bulk  luul  Ihcy  livci)  some  fifty  or  tixly  yoan  Kgo.  X 
quote  from  UuccAry,  vrtio  eeutia  to  huve  compiled  moat  diligently  uU  tb« 
information  on  the  subject  which  he  could  lay  hold  of  from  Ari>U>t!o 
duimwtfrds.  I  adviiie  vbema  raiders  nho  may  hnppca  to  be  nervoua, 
to  Uke  a  glum  or  two  of  iheriy  bdbrc  reading  dio  IbUowiajf  litt  of 
nnwdifs: — 

Bleeding  from  tlie&rm;  bleeding  from  the  jagulor  vein;  dry  cuppmg] 
prolonged  hUateriug;  vi'Ki:tub!c!  diet,  with  vinegar*,  every  kind  of  aoid, 
exocpl  nitric  and  phosphorici  hot  bathsj  ditto,  with  salt  iu  them;  bathsof 
Aix,  Spa,  forges,  Bouen,  and  Acqui;  occasional  sCar^'ation  (to  prevent 
apoploxy);  decoction  of  guaiacum  and  taawiiras,  instead  of  wiDe(l); 
•carificalions ;  purgativits  (iududing  the  dew  collected  at  night) ;  prioking 
the  fUsh  viib  needles  duiing  sle«p;  walking  about  with  naked  feet; 
the  arlitichj  pruductiou  of  grief  and  anxiety  (if  it  could  not  be  pro- 
cured  by  oatuml  means);  and,  finally,  removal  of  the  exuberant  llaiiie 
viith  the  scalpel !  The  latter  opetiLtian  is  staled,  on  the  authority  of 
Pliny  and  of  some  later  writers,  to  have  been  actually  performed  oa 
two  aeparato  individuals,  to  each  of  whom,  or  to  their  tespeclivfi 
doctors,  the  bright  idea  seeuia  to  have  occurred  spontanuoudly.  Such 
wer«  the  prindpal  remedies  in  the  dajft  of  theoretical  medicine  and 
unavoidable  phyuological  ignorance.  Modern  inveatigattans  Iu  phy- 
■ology,  as  might  be  expected,  have  dismisccd  the  greater  part  of  thiit 
queer  therapeutical  nrmamciit  to  a  limbo  Irom  which  it  is  not  likely  to 
etooge  agaiu ;  and  it  muet  be  confessed  that,  its  £iur  as  tlie  action  of  drugs 
goes,  we  have  not  much  to  put  in  its  place. 

The  disoorcry  of  the  ri^niarkablo  property  which  iodine  poBCtacs  of 
atistttbting  abvorbcnt  action  led  many  to  ho]io  that  it  might  prove  ser- 
Tteeable  in  reducing  corpuleuco;  and,  accordingly,  its  various  prcpani- 
lions  have  been  frequimtly  tried,  with  the  result,  to  litr,  that  it  la  very 
doubtful  whether,  wltliout  producing  n  deleterious  cQcct  on  the  eonstitu- 
doo,  their  action  can  he  carried  far  enough  to  secure  the  desired  effect. 
Hib  only  two  medicinal  agents  which  at  present  much  engage  the  Bttoa- 
tioB  oS  mctlicU  men  are  the  Fucus  vesifiubsiu  (a  kiud  of  seaweed)  and  the 
bromide  of  ammonium.  The  former  of  those,  which  contains  iodine,  ia 
said  by  Dr.  Ducbctne  du  Pare  and  others  to  produce  the  denirable 
absorbent  ciTucts  gf  iodine  without  aay  of  its  deleterious  results.  At  pre- 
«nt  this  remedy  is  in  fiuluon,  but  the  reporla  of  ila  snccess  require 
coofiimaticn  from  much  extendud  experience.  The  bromide  of  ammo- 
nium ho*  been  introduoed  by  Dr.  Gibb,  who  accidoDlally  discovered  ila 
fat-abscrbing  powers  wbilo  experimenting  with  it  for  n  diflerent  purpose, 
•ad  who  is  still  carrying  cu  furibcr  reAcarcbcs,  the  rault  of  which  the 
profoesioD  awaits  with  interest.  It  is  at  prcicnt  supjiosed  that  the  action 
of  this  remedy  is  chielly  exerted  iu  prcveullDg  the  deposition  of  new  &tty 
tiaoe,  rather  than  in  causing  the  absorption  of  that  ah-cady  existing. 
The  lay  roaikr  who  has  a  personal  interest  iu  tbo  subject  of  my  paper  will, 
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bowever,  tuni  from  these  iiuitt«T<,  of  vhich  he  cannot  fiurly  ja30^^ 
thoao  dietetic  and  hygienic  coDndcratioot  whtcb  mutt,  After  ili,  He  at  tht 
foUDdadon  of  Any  proper  trtuimcnt  for  such  an  ftlToctioo  u  corpaleoee. 

With  n^rd  to  the  diet  proper  to  the  treatment  of  corpulence,  if  oar 
wie  okject  be  to  reduce  the  amount  of  adipose  ti»uo,  the  Uwlc  is  loIer< 
ftbly  simple.  All  Htlty  foods,  snii,  jt«  for  ns  pas»ble,  all  aaccbarine  and 
fitrtuaccouii  mntters,  ah«uld  be  avoided,  including  euch  drinlu  as  ooDt«a 
vBgar,  dextrine,  &c~  The  Iota]  qtuuitity  of  nourisbmect  taken  afaould  be 
OS  amall  ns  \i  conxittcnt  with  bealtli ;  and  its  prindpal  items  abooM  be 
lea?t  meat  and  biscuit.  Ordinary  bread  should  be  aroided,  aa  also  beer 
and  nil  sweet  wine :  if  any  alcoholic  drink  must  be  talica,  dry  sherry, 
or  a  little  weak  spirit  and  water,  would  be  the  most  suitable.  Not  much 
fuod  should  be  tiikcn  at  one  time,  iu  order  tltat  the  wbolo  of  it  may  be 
quickly  digested  and  absorbed,  without  allowing  time  for  fcrracatatire 
ebauges  to  occur  while  it  is  still  in  the  alimentary  canal. 

Such  would  be  the  kind  of  diet  inOBt  suiuible  for  the  atmple  purpose 
of  reducing  fat.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  manipulation  of  Iho  food 
supply  (o  our  bodies  is  not  quite  so  simple  an  affair  as  it  may  se«n  at 
first  sight;  and  tlicre  ore  certain  important  considtralionji  which  must 
modify  our  proceedings  if  we  do  not  wish  to  do  harm. 

I  have  already  alluded  to  the  fact  that  fat  ia  a  roost  essential  element 
in  tlie  conatitution  of  the  nervous  system,  eapecislly  of  the  grent  nervous 
centre?.  Nature  iicrgelf,  during  the  period  for  which  she  undertakes  the 
feeding  of  a  human  being,  viz.  during  suckling,  takes  very  good  care  that 
a  sufficient  supply  of  thta  nervous  food  shall  be  administered :  and  ia 
tliose  cttfles  in  which  she  fails  to  perform  this  duty,  unless  it  be  artifimlly 
Buppkracuted,  serious  nervoua  dinorders  are  apt  to  uri«e.  I  have  obtmned 
nbiindnat  evidence  of  this  ftict  from  my  own  experience  and  that  of  olheraj 
and  1  coaaider  that  it  has  a  bearing  on  the  question  of  the  odviabiliiy  of 
such  a  plan  of  diet  aa  is  commonly  recommended  for  the  reduction  of  oor- 
pulcuce  which  U  in  the  higheist  degree  important,  especially  as  it  is 
(upported  by  another  (iict,  which  has  lately  attracted  the  attention  of 
pliysiciaus,  that  oily  matters  ore  the  most  efficient  remedies  which  wo 
possess  against  chronic  convulsive  JiseaBea  depending  on  on  enfcobled 
nutrition  of  the  nervous  centres.  An  observation  recorded  by  Klaecary,  of 
tlie  true  bearing  of  which  he  seems  to  have  had  no  Idea,  ia  most  important 
in  relation  to  this  question,  lie  relates  the  case  of  an  infant,  bom  of  a 
very  obese  ruoiher,  which,  by  the  age  of  three  months,  had  become  to  rooo- 
slroualy  fat  that  the  parents,  by  the  advice  of  a,  phyaician,  submitted  it  to  a 
diet  spare  in  quantity,  and  &om  which  care  was  taken  to  exclude  btty 
substances.  The  obesity  was  rapidly  cured,  but  the  child  decerns  m 
tpikptic.  The  nervous  system  had  been  starved,  for  want  of  fatty  food. 
There  is  notlilng  whatever  in  tlie  fact  that  a  particular  patient  is  very  fiit 
to  assure  ua  that  his  nervous  centres  are  receiving  their  proper  fat-supply. 
The  e-tact  rci-ersc  of  this  may  really  bo  the  ca«e ;  and  matters  which 
should  have  gone  to  uourisli  the  nervous  system  may  havo  been  expended 
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!■  It*  formation  of  An  exuberant  adipose  lianue  It  is  crident,  iherv&re, 
tliAt  the  exolusbii  othily  Kubulunci-*  frnm  the  looi  of  obejw  persons  is  not 
to  be  adopleil  wilhoiit  regard  to  the  particular  cirtumitancM  of  each  cnse. 
There  »«  cerlain  wtll-lcnoim  cTi««  in  life,  Iho  fiftrt  of  tlicm  being  tho 
period  of  te«l.hiug  in  infancy,  at  all  of  which  thuo  is  a  mnrked  It^ndency 
for  thfl  ntrvoua  sjulcm  to  breitk  down,  an'l  for  a  number  of  evil  results  tc 
follow.  If,  therefore,  the  obese  piitieut  be  nt  nny  of  tliese  dangerous 
epochs  of  existence.,  it  would  he  clciirly  unreasonable  to  proceed  by  exdu- 
■ioQ  cf  fatty  mattera  from  the  food.     Some  other  measures  mnst  be  token. 

Besides  diet,  however,  there  »ro  otlier  means  quite  aa  importaut  for 
the  reduction  of  ezceasive  fat.  Every  one  undcrst.Tnds  thai  activo 
mUEOular  excrci»o  is  a  powerful  agent  in  reducing  corpulence,  and  it 
in«y  be  wotlh  while  to  ini[uire  whether  this  is  universally  truo,  and 
within  whai  limits  its  application  is  safe,  Thia  U  a  very  inlcreKting 
(luestioD,  because  of  the  practical  tIlu$trations  which  it  receiver  in  the 
hands  of  the  trainers  who  prepare  mon  for  alhleiic  contests  of  v.irious 
Iciods.  Here  again  we  may  say,  if  your  object  be  nrnply  to  reduce  litt, 
you  may  caaily  produce  a  vary  conaidorablo  impreasion.  The  couinioa 
pmclice  of  trainers  for  Epsom,  and  of  the  university  crow^  at  Oxford 
and  Cambridge,  supplies  a  complete  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  this  plan 
for  its  iramedi.ite  puqiose.  By  incrensbg  the  aoiivily  of  tJic  resjnratory 
proccas,  and  by  stimulating  the  liver  lo  increased  action,  it  cawsea  tJi« 
excretion  of  a  large  quantity  of  carbon  and  hydrogen,  and  very  rapidly 
reduces  the  amount  of  fut.  We  must  remember,  however,  that  one  of 
tho  chief  reasons  why  large  developments  of  fat  render  men  unfit  for 
active  cierlion  is  that  the  adipose  matter  is  apt  to  be  deposited  in  incon- 
rcnient  proximity  to  the  heart,  at  alrmdy  expluned.  Doubtless  this  ia 
the  most  freqtUDt  cause  of  the  "  short-windedness  "  of  fat  people,  and  the 
removal  of  moh  Jt  superiucunibent  mass  of  fat  ns  often  presses  on  the  heart 
mual  rapidly  relieve  this.  It  is,  therefore,  to  be  supposed  that  whcvo 
a  decidedly  fat  man  not  only  get»  rid,  by  diet  and  severe  exerciae, 
of  much  of  his  supcrticial  fat,  but  also  improves  hia  wind  greatly,  a 
considerable  absorption  of  fat  has  t^kea  place ;  and  if  this  result  could 
b«  coDBtantly  obtained  without  any  simultaneous  damage,  the  Oxford 
tniiur  might  fairly  rank  as  one  of  the  most  useful  of  phyGicians.  But 
Rgaitiet  ibis  view  there  must  be  set  one  very  serious  consideration.  Lai^ 
deposit*  of  fat  upon  tho  surface  of  the  heart  arc  in  \ay  many  caaea 
combined  with  a  stale  of  things  which  is  different  in  iia  nature,  and 
even  more  serious  in  the  reaults  which  it  produces.  "Fatty  degetiera- 
tioD  "  of  muscular  fibres  is  a  condition  which  may  occur  in  any  portion 
of  the  muscular  eynlcni,  but  whicli  ■]>ec)ally  alTects  th«  muscles  which 
build  up  tho  hcurt,  and  on  wlucli   its  action  depends;  and  its  eiTcct, 

may  eaiUy  be  imagined,  is  to  render  every  bundle  of  fibres  so 
changed  weaker  in  its  action  and  more  liable  to  rupture  or  other  scrioua 
damage.  Now,  when  muscle  has  once  developed  this  condition,  it  ia 
not  in  a  state  lo  be  benefited  by  powerful  exercise,  as  the  biceps  of  » 
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biKfcaitlth  migfat  be  by  atmmout  hunnerii^.  If  rugd  whila  id  ibit 
ftftto  to  extra  «fibrt«,  it  will  only  tak«  tbo  more  nipi<Uy  tlie  downward 
coutw  of  organio  degradittion,  and  Mnoiu  dinulet  mny  be  the  remit  ti 
nMMoree  which,  printi/aeit,  might  b«  suppcded  to  aflcrd  lb«  beat  preiyw* 
of  permanent  benefit  lo  health  and  activity.  Tliat  tltti  n-mlt  actually 
doM  follow  the  iadi«eriminai«  um  o(  violuot  excrctBe  is  wdl  known  to 
Iibyticiiuui.  Many  a  cruok  uamnan,  who,  altbough  originally  n  lieaTj 
mnn,  {irided  )um«clf  on  having  reduced  himMl/  by  HercuI«>D  efioHs  lo 
good  "working  trim,"  hu,  uncoiucioiisly  to  hiniMtIf',  bocn  family  titcreuing 
a  ddgonvratioD  of  the  hcnit-tiaaue  which  had  already  ctiutiiiciic«d.  1  buvo 
beoit  as*urv>l  by  pky*iuianii  tiho  huve  tha  boat  tcaaon  to  know,  that  ihii 
evil  itt  most  RGTious,  from  the  tacr^attngly  reckteia  style  of  Irainiog  which 
at  proKiit  [ircTuiia  nt  the  uDivenitiea.  Viotait  miuctiW  oxerctM,  and 
opecLally  auch  at  particularly  jnureaseA  the  foroc  and  raptditj  ct  the 
heart's  sclioo,  in,  in  my  opinion,  not  tins  proper  cure  for  oorptUeoc*. 

Hut  tnoJtratt  escrcisi;,  pruloiiged  lor  a  cutiiuderiible  period  eaoh  day, 
but  fet  stofiping  abort  of  fatigiio,  is  mo*t  ncc«u:try ;  for  without  it  ihe 
action  of  the  liver  will  nlmoit  Intallibly  bpcomo  cluggiab,  aud  thtu  one 
gtttX  natural  outlet  for  hydrocarbon  would  be  made  comparatively 
naolciu.  Muroover,  the  action  of  iho  akin  is  increased  bj  Utlve  txettiatf 
and  thus  n  liugc  quantity  of  water  is  removed  from  the  ayatem,  a  ouKum- 
Btanov  which  always  appears  lo  siford  relief  to  the  senM  of  oppveaatoo 
und«r  wliich  Att  people  labour,  beaidct  increasing  Ihe  rapidity  of  tbe 
absorbent  procetaea  by  which  we  may  hope  that  Ui«  autount  of  exlatlng 
fat  will  be  reduced.  This  brings  us  to  the  coouderation  of  other  remedies 
addressed  to  incrcjuing  the  perspiration  from  the  skin. 

Hot  baths  are  a  very  old  pUn  of  truttmCDt  for  corpulenoe,  being 
mentioned  by  nearly  every  writer.  And  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  casaa 
in  whioh  ihcy  have  established  copious  per^ii«tion  tliey  may  have  been 
a  material  benefit.  But  no  phyiiciun  in  th*  preetnt  day  wouid  probably 
employ  them  in  any  case  where  it  was  possible,  and  sale,  (o  use  instead 
of  them  tho  hot-air  bath  now  in  Guhiou  under  the  nnme  of  "  Turkish." 
The  hot-air  balk,  when  not  immoderately  indulged  in  (say  two  or  tliree 
baths  por  week),  eeoms  to  effect  a  largo  amount  of  good  with  a  minimum 
of  harm.  It  must  be  distiuotly  understood,  however,  that  there  are 
person*  for  whom  the  use  of  tlie  Turkish  bath  la  wholly  improper,  aud 
,  this  mode  of  treatment  should  therefbie  never  bo  undcrtakpn  without 
I  Mtpn«  nedioil  wnction. 

;  If  wa  eauidei  what  are  tlie  periods  of  life  at  wMch  fainei)  is  tuoall; 
most  dcreloped,  we  shall  probably  gain  a  clearer  idea  of  the  impolicy 
of  wholesale  exhaustive  mcaturea  for  the  reduction  of  oorpul«noe.  In  tbe 
Btual  waf ,  this  tendancy  does  not  cvjnipicaouidy  gain  the  upper  hand  till 
late  in  middle  lift;  in  fact,  till  just  that  period  when  the  powers  are 
bcg^msing  to  fidl.  In  such  persons  a  careful  anaiomioal  seareh,  could  it 
bo  made,  would  discover  other  end  vcjy  significant  traces  of  the  (aitnre 
of  vital  energ:y,  even  though  thtee  might  be  such  u  are  oontiBtctit  with 
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kD  exlended  proloDgatioa  of  lib.  It  woiild  be  found  thitt  fatty  matlvr 
VM  beginning  to  rqii.ice  many  lii^licr  tUsuct.  Coiupiciiousiy  tliis  would 
be  notioed,  in  the  caic  of  the  arteries,  the  wallii  of  which  would  exliibit 
many  pittcbea  of  &vty,  aud  «ven  of  earthy  formationa,  imteod  of  th« 
fibrous  aod  miuculor  elvmantB  of  which  tli«y  are  ii&liirally  oomii 
This  mtt  of  diange  la  the  blood-vcaeli  in  cue  thnt  niwayt  occurs,  to  i 
gr«iil«r  or  Icm  degree,  villi  itdTAiicing  age;  and  it  reacfaea  iu  extrant 
at  that  alill  later  dato  wlien  the  teiulcacjr  to  cxccnuvq  deponitH  of  odipoMt^ 
tianu  \m  ngnin  diMippcttrcd,  and  the  frame  ia  leaa  aud  bent  and  withered, 
Kiid  ihe  uuiK'ltu*,  iotcad  of  bdng  icA  and  full  and  firm,  arc  of  a  paler 
lint,  contain  cnuch  oil,  and  afarliik  notably  lu  alie.  That  an  iadividujkl 
of  from  fbrty  to  S&y  yarn  of  ngc  abould  bci:oiRe  fat  (proTidnd  hiii  fatat 
be  not  exceBsive),  is  not  in  iteelf  ground  for  apprdieuiuan,  uoleae  lher«  h* ' 
actual  lympldDu  of  local  ntiwhtef  auch  a*  1  have  described. 

Buch  ia  the  Datura]  atate  of  thinga;  and  Uiere  ia  therefore  a  conaider- 
able  pTMumplion  that  tha  occurrence  oC  dttcidad  obaity  in  quite  early 
manhood  or  womanhood  is  pro  tanto  an  anticipation  of  llid  ftobleiicaa  of 
^e.  Uud«r  these  circumataTicci,  wo  arc  ccrtjiiuly  juxtilicd  in  regarding 
Uie  old  plana  of  trentmcnt  as  injudicioiu ;  and  wc  may  now  add  that,  in 
a  ccrtikin  numbt-r  of  cases,  tlicy  even  prove  ineflcctual  to  produce  their 
acknowledged  end.  One  of  the  early  writers  records  an  extreme  example 
of  the  ['OMibili^  of  audi  a  failtiie.  The  subject  of  it  was  tbc  wife  of  a 
triLDip,  iniiurubly  poor,  uud  fretjucntly  obliged  to  beg  the  commouett 
necessaries  of  life,  bat  who  from  early  childhood  had  displayed  the  mo*t 
uncoDtrolliible  tendency  to  obesity,  and  who,  by  the  time  she  had  had  aix 
cliildr«n,  attained  the  targe  circiimfciencc  of  five  Icet  two  incbca,  although 
■be  wan  constniitly  hard-worked  and  in  a  ttate  of  partial  atarvatiin. 

Aristotle  s.-iys  that  "  fat  prrsona  age  early,  and  therefore  die  early." 
As  a  mwie  statenK'nt  of  f;ict,  this  is  true  when  tested  by  average*;  but  it 
is  importiiiit  to  ri^meuibcr  that  obesity  may  be  «ith«r  tba  cauM  of  an 
€arly  denth,  or  merely  a  warning  that  a  tundcnay  to  premature  decay 
exists,  in  which  latter  case  the  tima  given  for  ireatmaot  may  allow  nf  the 
liappiost  results  ticing  priKluccd.  I'crhaps  if  one  were  to  sum  up,  in  the 
■hortcat  way,  t!i<j  things  which  are  tn  be  moat  avoided  when  we  ar« 
thieatenc'd  in  this  way,  we  might  my — sloth,  and  debilitating  inJlueocea  of 
all  Icinda,  The  former  intluence  i«  a  very  serious  one.  People  who  tend 
to  be  &t  are  u«iiaily  not  to  much  inclined  to  acttuJ  ileop  m%  to  immo- 
bility, retention  of  one  posture  for  long  periods  together;  and  hence 
Ibey  lie  in  bed,  or  stiind  loitering  for  lioura  together,  it  is  probable  that 
tbia  !a  in  some  d('i.;rec  owing  to  the  diminution  of  the  superficial  aensi- 
bilily,  in  consei^uiince  of  which  obmo  pcrwona  acem  removed,  •«  it  were^ 
from  the  external  tldnga  with  which  they  are  immediately  aurrounded. 
Thia  pkytiatl  apathy,  if  I  may  use  such  an  expression,  is  by  no  meann 
incompatible  viib  great  intellectual  activity,  and  pcraons  who  poncsa  thia 
Icind  of  consttlutiou  are  apt  to  be  loo  readily  coniidat  with  a  niiuiinum  of 
physical  morcmcnL    Tbia  indolcnee  will  hardly  fail  ultimately  to  produce 
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a  dinitniiliun  of  the  icHiiiiatory  moTcmenla  and  a  stagnadoo  of  ibe  cireu- 
)ali<'n,  and  hcncp,  a  ndiiction  cf  the  aclivilj  of  the  brain,  by  rcaaon  of 
the  blood  which  nupplim  tliui  orgim  being  imperfectly  oxygenated. 

The  whole  question  of  the  relation  which  Tigoar  of  the  nrrroua 
aytt4:m  bciars  to  the  amount  of  KiItpOM  lisiue  in  the  body,  ia  a  very 
eomgilicaled  ooe.  On  tho  one  h&nd,  it  Kccms  ccrtuo  tlwt  indulgcoce  in 
griof,  anxiety,  bvenrccniiig  jiiusioos  of  any  Iciud,  in  ahnoiA  iocompattblo 
with  any  considerable  degree  of  corpnlcnco;  tho  cause  of  this  may  be 
partly  the  dnmage  to  appetite  and  digestion  which  theae  afleciionx  cauae; 
but  that  is  not  nearly  sufficient  to  cxplnin  the  in8tt«r.  Oa  llic  other 
hand,  pure  inUlUcVial  activity  ba*  oAea  been  ttecn  in  corpalcDt  pcrtons; 
according  to  my  experience,  such  persons  are  large  eaters,  but  I  am  not 
certain  whether  this  in  univcrui).  My  own  opinion  certainly  inclines  to 
the  belief  that  hard  brain- workers  requite  rather  more  than  lew  of  easily 
nanmilublc  fat  if  thiry  have  an  irresistible  tendency  to  corpulence  than  if 
they  are  lean,  supposing  that  there  is  no  aorigus  defect  iu  the  digestion  io 
either  cose.

Cfosbie,  aa  icon  na  }ie  was  alone  in  his  chamber,  wit  liimiclf  down  in 
Ilia  arra-chair,  nnd  wmt  to  work  elriving  to  make  up  bis  miud  as  to  fa!s 
fntiir«  condiii^t.  It  muit  not  be  xupponed  that  ibc  dcclnrntion  just  made 
by  him  haJ  be«i  produced  §olely  by  his  diflieiilty  at  the  moment.  The 
atmo«i>h«T«  of  Courcy  Cn*tlc  had  hren  at  work  npon  him  for  the  last 
mek  paat^  And  ei-wy  word  that  he  had  hiard,  nnd  every  wonl  that  ho 
Iwd  ipokan,  had  lendnl  to  doflroy  nil  that  was  good  and  true  within  liiin, 
and  to  footer  all  th;it  was  selHiJi  nnd  false.  He  had  nnid  to  liimsrlf  a  dozen 
ttHWS  during  that  week  that  he  never  could  be  linppy  with  Lily  Dale,  and 
that  he  nercr  could  mttko  her  happy.  And  then  ho  had  used  the  old 
•a|>hi»try  in  bin  endearoiir  to  toacli  hiniielf  that  it  wax  right  to  do  that 
which  he  wiilu'd  lo  do.  Would  it  not  Vic  better  for  I^ily  that  ho  ehould 
deaert  ber,  llian  marry  her  airainst  the  dictates  of  hi»  own  heart  7  And 
if  h«  really  <»d  not  love  hfT,  would  he  not  be  committing  a  greater  crime 
Id  marrying  her  than  In  di-Mrltng  her?  He  confeBied  to  himself  that  ho 
had  been  very  wrong  in  allowing  the  outer  world  to  get  mch  a  hold  upon 
him,  that  iht-  lore  of  a  pure  girl  like  Lily  cotild  not  auffice  for  hia 
hap^neat.  But  there  was  the  fact,  and  h«  fonnd  himnlf  iinable  to 
contend  against  it.  If  by  any  absolute  Mlf-aaerifioe  he  could  aecuro 
Lily's  well-being,  be  would  not  Lesilale  for  n  moment.  But  would  it 
be  well  to  mcrifieo  her  ii«  we'l  nir  hinisMf  f 

He  had  discusaed  the  nnlter  in  this  way  within  his  own  breast,  tOl 
lie  had  almost  tanght  t^msclf  to  helt«rc  that  it  was  hit  dnty  to  break  off 
his  engagement  with  Lily  ;  nnd  be  had  alao  almost  tntight  himaeir  to 
believe  that  a  marriage  with  A  danghter  of  the  houno  of  Conrey  would 
aalisfy  his  ambition  and  awist  hifti  in  hiii  bailie  with  the  world.  That 
Lady  AIexan<lrina  would  neoept  Itim  ho  I'elt  certain,  if  he  could  only 
induce  her  to  fbrgire  htm  for  his  atn  In  becoming  engaged  lo  MiM  Da1<. 
How  very  pioQO  the  would  be  to  forgivratM  in  this  matter,  he  bad  not 
divined,  having  not  aa  yet  learned  kow  eaidly  each  a  wenan  can  foigivc 
such  a  sin,  if  the  ultimate  triumph  bo  accorded  to  herself. 

And  there  was  nnothor  r«aion  which  operate  much  Wtlli  Crosbie, 
urging  him  on  in  lus  present  mood  and  wixhcf,  though  it  iihould  have 
given  an  exactly  opposite  impnlac  to  liii  heart.  Heliad  hesitated  aa  to 
nanying  Lily  Dale  at  once,  became  of  the  imalhuM  of  Idi  income. 
ITow  be  bad  »  prospect  of  considerable  Increase  to  that  inoome.    One  of 
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tlio  oominiisioaCT«  at  his  office  hitd  been  promoted  to  torn*  greal«r  com- 
misgionemliip,  and  it  wiu  undentood  by  evurybodjr  \b»t  tbe  Beoretar}-  at 
tbc  GencTftl  Committee  Office  would  be  the  n»w  comminioiior.  As  to  thxt 
tliere  van  bo  doubt.  But  then  the  qncetion  hnd  oriitcn  lu  to  tli«  p!ju:e  of 
secrotniy.  CroBbi«  bad  »e«Ted  two  or  three  letters  od  tbe  iu1^«ct,  and 
it  seemed  tbnt  the  likelihood  of  hin  obtaining  tiiis  atep  in  the  world  wsa 
by  no  means  slight.  It  would  increase  his  official  tncome  from  aei-en 
huudred  a  y^nr  to  twelve,  ftnd  would  plnce  him  nltogcUirr  nborc  tlto 
world.  His  (rieud,  the  present  secrelnry,  hnd  written  to  him,  assoriag 
him  that  no  other  probiihln  competitor  una  spoken  of  a*  htang  in  the 
field  aguast  liim.  If  such  good  fortune  awaited  hini,  would  it  not  mioolh 
.any  prcucnt  difficulty  which  lay  in  the  way  of  hia  marTia^  with  I^ly 
Dale  ?  But,  aloa,  he  had  not  looked  at  the  matter  in  that  light  I  Mighl 
not  tliR  countess  help  him  to  thi*  prc.fcrnicnt  1  .\nd  if  hit  destiny  intended 
for  him  the  good  things  of  this  world, — aecrctary ships,  coDimisuoQerabiiMi 
chairmannliips,  and  euch  like,  would  it  not  bo  well  that  he  should  rtruggle 
on  in  his  upward  [lath  by  such  assistance  as  good  coonectiona  might  givA 
him? 

He  sat  tliinking  over  it  all  in  liia  own  room  on  tliat  evening.  He  had 
written  twice  to  Lily  since  bis  arrival  nl  Courcy  Caittc.  His  lir»t  letter 
haa  been  given.  Jiia  second  was  written  much  In  the  same  tone ;  thoDgli 
I.ily,  M  she  hod  read  it,  hnd  uncoDSciouoIy  felt  somirwhat  less  ntiafied 
than  she  had  been  with  the  first.  ExprCBsicaiB  of  lovo  were  not  wanting, 
but  they  were  vague  and  without  heartiness.

. — acknowledging  tliftt  he  received  nn  iinatttisfying  &.iti&fftction  from  the 
pomps  and  vaniti<^  of  Courcy  Castle.  In  fact  he  was  pctving  tlie  yny  tat 
that  which  he  hnd  almost  resolved  that  he  would  do,  now  ho  had  (oM

As  he  thought  of  all  tliis,  thero  was  not  wimting  to  him  come 
of  the  satisfaction  of  an  escape.

This  was 
hi»  frnmc  of  mind  even  while  ho  was  yet  at  AUinglon,  and  hia  ideas  on 
the  subject  had  becorne  stronger  during  hia  sojourn  at  Courcy.  But  tlie 
sclf-tmmolulion  had  not  been  completed,  and  he  now  began  to  think  that 
he  could  fare  himiielf.  I  need  hardly  taj  timt  this  waa  not  all  triumph  to 
him.    Even  had  there  becD  no  material  difEcuIij  as  to  hia  doemiom  «f 
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Lily — ^no  ancle,  consin,  imd  mctbcT  whose  ang*r  he  muul  Inee,— ^lo  vjwon 
of  n  pnl«  face,  nioru  eloquent  of  wrong  in  its  ailonci?  ihaa  eren  tincloi 
Gonnn,  and  mother,  with  their  indignant  etoim  of  words, — he  ww  not 
&lKig«ther  heartless.  How  should  he  tell  all  this  to  the  girl  whn  hnd 
loved  him  so  well ;  who  had  so  loved  hiin,  that,  as  he  himsulf  iHt,  her 
love  would  fimhioii  nil  hur  future  life  eillitr  for  weal  or  for  woo  1  "  I  am 
nnwortb^  of  her,  and  wilt  tell  her  so,"  he  aaid  to  hiiiiself.  How  miiny  ft 
false  hound  of  a  man  liaa  eodeuvourcd  to  ndve  his  own  conscience  hy  nich 
mock  hamility  7  But  he  acknowledged  at  this  moment,  as  he  rose  from 
Ilia  seat  to  dress  himself,  that  the  die  was  cast,  and  that  it  was  open  to 
him  now  to  my  nhat  ho  plconid  to  Lady  Alexandrina.  "  Others  have 
gene  ihroQgh  the  same  fire  before,"  be  suid  to  himsulf,  as  he  walked 
downstairs,  "  and  have  como  out  scalhleas."  And  then  he  recalled  to 
himself  the  names  of  various  men  nf  high  repute  in  the  world  who  were 
■uppowd  to  have  committed  in  their  y<>unger  days  some  guch  little  mistake 
aa  that  into  which  he  had  been  betrayed. 

In  passing  through  the  Imll  he  overtook  Lady  Julia  Do  Guest,  and  waa 
in  liuie  to  open  fur  her  the  door  of  the  drawiug-room.  He  tlum  remem- 
bered that  she  hnd  come  into  the  billinrd-room  nt  one  side,  and  had  gone 
out  at  the  other,  while  lie  was  standing  with  Alcxandrina  at  the  windoir. 
Uo  knd  not,  however,  then  thought  much  of  Lndy  Julin;  and  as  ho  now

in  a  manner  more  Bignilleant,  probnblj,  tlian  vrta  bIw  li&d  int«nil«d  It  UT 


be.    Tiinro  WM,  nt  (incv,  a  general  hash  ia  ths  room,  nad  all  ejoa 
tumeS  upon  her  and  upon  Ui(n. 

Crcwliio  instnntl}'  mnde  on  cITort  to  bmr  Hie  atUck  gtOInntly,  bat 
felt  iLat  he  could  not  quite  oommand  ku  colour,  or  prevent  a 
drop  o(  pmpimttnn  from  «ho«ring  iuolf  upon  hi*  brow.     "  1  had  a  l«ti 
ftwn  AIlingtoQ  yesitniay,"  he  wid.     "  I  atippoie  you  hare  beard  of 
brotha'a  encounter  vrith  the  bull  T  " 

"  The  bull  1"  uiid  Lody  Julia.    And  it  was  indantly  manifcst  to 
that  hn  ntt-nck  hiul  been  roikd  and  her  flank  turned. 

"  Good  gracious  I    Lady   Julia,    how  Tcry  odd  yon  are  I "  mid 
CfiUnten. 

"  But  what  about  the  bull  ?"  uliod  the  Hon.  Gcorgw. 

**  It  aeema  that  the  earl  was  kuodted  down  in  the  middle  «f  om  tt 
own  field*." 

"Oh,  dear!"  exctainied  AlexanJiina.     And  sundry  other  exetausa 
tiooa  wer«  made  by  all  the  aMcmbled  ladies. 

"  But  he  waan'c  hurt,"  laid  Croabie.    "A  young  man  namoi)  £ani«a

"  Ha,  ha,  ha,  ha  1"  growled  the  Other  earl,  aa  he  beard  of  the  db*

Latly  Julia,  who  had  leceired  her  own  lotiera  that  day  from  Gucat- 
wide,  knew  that  nothing  of  importance  had  happened  to  her  brother;  bol, 
dt«  felt  ihat  she  waa  ftnled  tat  tbal  time. 

"  I  hope  that  there  hivi  not  n?ally  been  any  accident,"  snld  Mr.  Gaxe- 
bee,  wiih  a  voice  of  g;real  solicitude. 

"  My  l«other  wait  quite  well  last  ntght,  thank  yon,"  anid  aSe.

I  did  get  a  letler  thia  morning  from  ray  fiiend  Bernard 
talc, — llint  old  hnrridan'a  nephew;  and  Lord  De  Guert  has  been  worn 
by  some  of  his  animais.

"  Fie,  Mr.  Cfo»b»  1 " 

"What  bminess  has  she  to  interfere  with  me?" 

*'  Hut  I  mean  to  ask  the  name  qiiMiIon  that  she  Hiked,  sad  yon  won' 
ptit  me  oS*  with  n  cock-and-bull  itory  like  tiiat."     But  then,  as  ahc 
going  to  ask  the  question,  dinner  wns  announced. 

"  And  b  it  true  that  De  Guest  hna  been  toniicd  by  a  hul)  1"  said  the 
earl,  as  soon  aa  iho  Indipt  were  gone.  He  Iiud  upokcn  nothing  during 
dinner  exwpt  what  words  he  Jmd  multared  inlo  the  ear  of  lady 
X>uinbclla     It  was  acldom  that  conversation  had  many  charms  Jbr  faint  in 
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his  own  liotiap ;  but  tliera  was  s  tarcmr  oF  pleiisantry  in  tbo  idea  of  Lord 
De  Gnat  hnring  been  ttuttcil,  by  irhich  crcn  he.  wm  tickled. 

*'  Only  knocked  down,  I  believe,"  laid  Crosbic. 

"  Ho,  hn,  bii  1 "  gronled  tiitt  rnrl ;  thi^n  Uo  filled  h\»  gtun,  nnd 
allowed  (oinc  one  else  to  pnm  tlie  botde.  Poor  ninn  !  There  was  not 
mucb  lull  to  liim  now  in  (he  world  wbich  did  mitiusl'  him. 

"  I  don't  M«  anything  to  Iniigh  at,"  wid  Plantflgencl  Palliief,  who 
wni  sitting  at  the  earl'a  rlcrbt  band,  op])oiite  to  Lord  Dumbcilo. 

"  Don't  ymi  1 "  said  tlic  earl.     '■  Ha,  hn,  ha  I  " 

"  I'll  be  shot  if  I  do.  Prom  all  I  h<-nr  Do  Giirat  Ii  an  nncoinTRon 
good  &rnier.  And  1  don't  see  the  joke  of  loaaing  a  farmw  merely  bccauK 
he's  ft  noblemnn  aim.  T)o  yon?"  and  hi!  fnmcd  ronitd  to  Mr.  Oanbee, 
who  was  »i((i!iG;  on  the  olher  sldi^.  Tlie  carl  wan  an  eai-l,  bixI  mns  aliio 
Mr.  Gaxebcu'a  father-in-law.  Mr.  P!ant"genct  PnlliBer  was  the  heir  to  a 
dnkedom.  Tlietefore,  Mr.  Oaiebee  merely  simpered,  and  did  not  answer 
Ui«  question  ptit  l9  him.  Mr.  Palliiier  snid  nothing  more  nboiit  il,  nor 
m  the  enri ;  and  then  the  joke  died  awny. 

Mr.  Plftiitap'mft  P.iliitor  was  the  Dnke  of  Omnium's  heir, — heir  (o 
that  nobleman's  tittp  and  to  hi.t  cnormmiJi  wenhh;  and,  thertJcire,  wneamnn 
of  mark  in  the  world.  Ho  sat  in  the  House  of  Commons,  of  counw.  He 
WM  tibout  five- and -twenty  yotn  of  age,  and  wan,  as  yet,  unmarried.  Mo 
did  not  bant  or  slioot  or  k<>ep  a  yavht,  and  had  been  heard  to  say  (hat  he 
bad  never  put  a  foot  wpon  a  rnoe-coiiri*  in  his  life  Ho  drrMttl  very 
(juicily,  never  chati^ng  the  colour  or  form  of  his  garnwni* ;  and  in  society 
was  quiet,  rewrvod,  and  very  often  aileni.  He  was  tall,  slight,  md  not 
iU-tooking;  bat  more  than  this  csnnot  bo  mid  Tor  his  peroonal  ag^pear- 
smcei^-exi-cpt,  indrcd,  tbi*,  that  no  one  eould  mi»laVe  him  for  other  lliim  a 
(p^lleman.  With  his  uncle,  the  dnke,  he  wn*  on  good  irrmis; — tint  is  to 
any,  they  hnd  never  qiiarrclled.  A  very  Ubeml  allowance  had  been  made 
to  the  bephcw;  but  ihe  two  relatives  bnd  no  taste*  in  commoa,  and  did 
not  often  meet.  Once  ■  year  Mr.  Palliaer  visited  the  dnki'  ut  his  great 
ronntry  nrat  for  two  or  throe  davs,  and  osniilly  dined  with  him  two  or 
lhr(*  limes  daring  the  sca^iiin  in  I.<>ndcin.  Mr.  l*!»!li(cr  snt  (or  a  l>oroiip:h 
which  was  absulately  uuiit-r  Ihe  duku's  command;  bat  bud  acci-ptrU  hi* 
scAl  under  the  disiinct  understanding  that  he  was  to  lake  whatever  part  in 
politics  might  aeem  pood  to  himself.  Under  these  wtll- understood  nrrange- 
menti,  the  duke  and  hi*  heir  showed  to  the  world  qaile  a  pattern  of  a 
happy  family.  "  8o  different  to  the  earl  and  Lord  Porlock  )"  the  [leopto 
of  VftU  Baraelshire  used  to  say.  For  the  estates,  both  of  the  duke  and  of 
Ihe  earl,  were  sitnated  in  the  western  division  of  that  eminty. 

Mr,  PnlliiCT  was  cbii-fly  known  to  the  world  ai  a  risin-  politician.  We 
may  say  tltat  lio  had  everything  at  his  command,  in  tin;  way  of  pleasure, 
that  the  world  could  offer  bitn.  He  had  weallh,  poution,  power,  and  ibe 
certainty  of  attaining  the  highest  rank  smong,  perhaps,  the  raost  brilliant 
nobility  of  the  world.  He  was  cnnrted  by  all  who  eould  get  near  enough 
L  lo  court  him.  It  U  hardly  too  much  to  say  that  be  might  have  selected  a 
I  22— » 
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liii<I«  from  all  tlial  vraa  mott  l)e«i»liful  and  be«t  amoog  Eagliafa  WooM 
irhc  would  h»TO  V^ught  raoc-bonw*, imd  hare  expended  tluHuroda  on  tU 
tuif,  he  irould  bare  gratified  his  uacle  by  doins  lo.  He  might  have  hecM 
Iho  maaUr  of  honnd*^  or  tba  alBa^lenir  of  bacatomhs  of  birds.  But  Ma 
'none  of  these  thingi  would  he  devote  btmsclf.  He  had  chosui  to  be  ■ 
iwlitician,  and  in  that  pursuit  he  laboured  with  a  »ai  and  peiaeTctanod 
which  would  have  made  hi*  fortune  at  any  profenuoa  or  in  anjr  trade.  IIh 
was  conslant  in  coinmittce-rooms  up  to  the  rety  middle  of  Au^uaU  Hu  vaM 
r.ircly  absent  fniti  any  debntc  of  importincc,  and  ncror  from  any  inwj 
jKirtaot  division.  Though  he  m-Idom  i^okC)  be  was  always  ready  to  apsaln 
if  his  purpose  required  it.  No  man  gave  him  credit  for  any  great  geniniM 
— fevr  cTcn  coniddcred  tliat  he  could  become  either  an  orator  or  a  niig^^l 
sUtenuan.  But  the  world  said  thnt  he  was  a  rising  man,  and  otd  Kcttorl 
of  the  Cabinet  looked  on  liim  as  one  who  would  be  ab1«,  at  aome  ftM 
future  day,  to  come  among  ihom  oa  a  younger  brMlker.  Httherto  Ite  had] 
declined  such  inferior  oflliccB  as  had  been  offered  to  him,  biding  his  linMl 
carefully;  and  he  was  as  yet  lied  hand  and  neck  to  no  party,  though  I 
known  to  he  libcrnl  in  all  his  political  Imdcncie*.  He  waa  a  great  rcaderij 
— not  tukiiig  up  a  book  here,  and  another  there,  as  chance  brought  bookn 
btdbre  him,  but  working  through  an  enormous  course  of  boolcs, getting  apl 
thegrciLt  subject  of  the  world's  history, — filling  himself  liill  of  facts, — iboa^lJ 
ptvhnpa  not  destined  to  ncquire  the  power  of  tising  those  &c(a  othcrwi^l 
than  as  precedents.  He  strove  also  diligently  to  become  a.  linguist ; — not 
without  success,  as  fftr  as  a  competent  undersLinding  of  various  langnngeL 
He  was  a  thin-minded,  plodding,  respcctiible  man,  willing  to  derote  all  bis 
youth  to  work,  in  order  that  in  old  age  he  might  be  allowed  to  sit  bidm^ 
tlie  Councillors  of  tlie  State 

HitiiiTto  his  name  had  uot  been  coupk-d  by  the  world  with  that  of  any 
womnn  whom  he  bad  been  supposed  to  admire ;  but  latterly  il  bad  btm 
observed  that  be   had  ofVen    been  seen  in  the  same  room  with  Lady 
Cumbello.     Il  had  hardly  amounted  to  more  than  this ;  but  wlicn  it  was 
remembered  how  undemonstrative  were  the  two  pereona  concerned, — how 
little  disposed  was  either  of  tlieiu  to  any  strong  display  of  fcehng,-~cv«a 
this  was  thought  matter  to  be  mentioned.     He  cei-lainly  would  ^>e&k  to 
her  (Voin  time  to  time  almost  wilh  an  ur  of  intenrsl ;  and  Lady  Dumbello^ 
when  she  saw  that  he  wus  in  the  room,  would  be  ob.ierved  to  raise  herhwdj 
with  some  little  show  of  life,  and  to  look  round  as  though  theie  were  som^J 
thing  there  on  which  it  might  be  worth  her  while  to  allow  her  ey ca  la 
rest.     When  such  innuendoes  were  abroad,  no  one  would  probably  mak*  j 
nore  of  them  than  Lady  Dc  Courcy.     Miiny,  when  they  heard  thai  Hr.j 
Palliser  was  to  be  at  the  castle,  bad  expressed  their  surprise  at  bersuccw] 
in  tliat  quarter.     Others,  when  llicy  learned  that  I-ndy  Dumbello  had ' 
consented  to  become  her  guest,  had  also  wondered  greutly.     Dut  wbra  it 
was  asctrtJiined  that  the  two  were  to  be  ihcrc  logother,  bcr  good-natured 
fricndx  hod  acknowledged  tiiiit  flhe  was  a  very  clever  womnn.     To  have 
Klhor  Ml'.

No,  tliiiuk 
ytm,  I  never  taVe  any  wine  in  tlio  morning."  And  1  may  hum  ttaUt  ihnt 
Mr.  Palliscr  did  get  nway  by  the  3.45  iraio,  JMvioi-  Jlr.  Growdy  still 
tallcing  on  llio  plaironu.  Constituents  nitt«I  bs  imatcd  wiiii  nwpcci; 
but  time  bus  become  eo  scarce  iiaiv-n-clay»  tbat  that  respect  baa  to  btt 
meted  out  by  lbs  qnarter  of  aii  hour  witli  parKimonioaa  care. 

In  the  meantiDM  there  wns  ^Ior<^  luisuro  at  Coarey  Ctuttlrt.  Neither 
tlio  eountcBi  nrr  Lady  Alritnmirina  came  doirn  to  brcalcfadt,  but  their 
abtence  gave  ride  to  do  tpecial  remark.

Sho  waa  loo  good  for  you  ;  tfaat'a  what 
was."  Crotbie,  aa  LAiiy  Julia  waa  adilrtiMiug  to  hitn  the  lut  woidi^ 
burrled  npsL'iirs  away  from  her,  bat  her  ladyahip,  aUuuUng  on  a  landing* 
filuoe,  spoko  up  loudly,  so  that  no  word  ahoulil  b«  loA  on  her  relnating 
ftncmy.

Hy  fellow- 
mvdlers  coiuti>J«d  principnlly  aJT  offioara  and  soldi«Ts  gainf;  lu  the  aeyernl 
poabion  the  MiauMipiii  riv4a',  or  to  reiaforoa  lh«  nrtnicM  of  0«n«riil  Grant 
or  Hhvrnuii ;  pfiradfTs  nnd  snlltrs  with  conlmota  to  Huppiy  tlxige  troojn, 
or  hoping  lo  make  »oni«  tnoRoj-  by  nn  illicit  traffic  in  cotton.  To  tliewi 
migbt  bo  addod  a  few  plnnterd  rvturoia^  fr«in  tliL-  Nottb  in  Ootibc 
whether  thej  would  find  their  houses  stnnding  and  llirir  plantations  nn- 
wn«ted  by  nsr ;  and  also  two  or  thiuo  diflguiied  Confedemt*  officen,  nrlio 
had  boan  to  visit  frinnila  nt  Bt.  Louis,  and  w«r«  returning  to  join  n^in 
the  Confederate  anuiet.  TiitHi!,  with  »  few  ladic-i  in  vcnreb  of  hnntes  nnd 
ri>laliona  from  whidi  Ae  war  had  Mpamled  them,  made  up  the  ntimbn- 
of  my  fvllow-jianeoffeta  on  boiird  thu  Rmotua.  Ev<Ty  on«  toon  knew  that 
I  WM  an  Knglithmnn,  and  therclbre  a  fit  recipi^'nt  of  their  varioiu  tdea* 
en  pelitioi.  'ibttie  generallj  inclined  to  the  Conft'ikmtc  aitle,  fcr  most  of 
Ui*  foiplajri*  on  board  theae  MJaalaippi  ateainers  hn  "  (r^ctHb,"  and 
afford  ti*u*tiuic«  to  thuM  trhn  may  bo  andeavonring  to  evade  the  FodriMl 
regnlationa.  Three  times  a  day  we  aerambled  for  our  food,  the  paserngeta 
Killing  down  by  diitachmcnt*,  tha  lnM  lot  onosnttng  of  tba  nigger  itrrnnl*, 
who  teemvd  by  tar  liio  midt  cheery.  r>rinking  at  the  bar,  playing  poker 
(a  giuiie  nt  mixU),  and  opiiiing,  fillrd  np  tliu  rumaindcr  of  tha  day  as 
roganla  the  majority  of  the  pustunKi-n. 

Of  ail  riven  1  have  cmr  Kc^m  the  Mitninippi  u  tfa«  loatt  interasthtg : 
the  Aorta  are  fint  and  ihickly  wooiled ;  ihe  mream  muddy,  and.  coittinually 
winding  round  EanUbanVs.  i'og^  nt  tha  lime  of  ycnr  I  tprnk  of,  are 
inooMnt,  and  they  grvally  di-layed  our  oourite,  a%  the  miags,  or  hi)^  niainea 
of  limber  wkkh  encumber  tlie  atream,  rradar  nnvigntion  dangemiia.  We 
paMCi)  iIm)  CunaiM  island  Ki>.  10,  whero  shot  ajid  i^ell,  Milt  lying  about, 
evinced  ihe  rtTaji^te  wliich  bad  continued  for  so  long  n  time  lost  saiBBier; 
and  iha  next  day  nti  reached  Meniphia,  wher*  1  kudcd,  aa  I  oooiidand  I 
bad  a  bettar  chance  of  grtting  HoMh  from  Uempliu  than  tVom  Helena, 
tba  mart  ■oulhem  port  held  by  ilie  Federala. 

Memphia  bail  tpiite  changed  ila  ninml  asjiect;  instead  of  balea  of 
eotlon,  which  in  ordinury  years  are  piled  along  ilio  banka  of  the  Uiaauiippi 
waiting  shipment,  warlike  alorea  were  being  collected,  prepnnktory  to  a

fomard  movcmonl.  A  forlifti^l  camp  occupied  tlie  MUthan  portion 
the  town,  and  anme  parciculurly  raw  lroop«  were  being  dritlcid  or  licWod 
into  shnpe.  The  fbrtificniionj  hnd  bcm  throvrn  uj)  by  acgtoex,  nnd  were 
well  mode.  iDBl-Ktd  of  vetweU  for  trado,  a  few  guuboata  guarded  lh« 
river,  and  the  ordinnry  pnwcnger  M«ftm<n  had  b(«a  turned  into  tram- 
port  TCMcIi.  Komctimca  the  Confederate  imgolar  troopti  would  erect 
a  unall  battery,  or  bring  a  few  field-grms  to  open  on  thew  Btearosrs,  from 
Torioiu  blnlTA  on  iho  river;  but  Ocnnntl  Sliermon,  tlie  Federal  general 
iit  command,  gave  out  an  order  that  fur  ever}'  Te§»el  Grod  on,  ten  Con- 
federate familiea  Bbotild  be  driven  out  of  Wrraphii ;  nnd  I  believe  tliia 
order  hod  the  elTect  «f  putting  a  stop  to  tlie  practice  of  firing  on  unarmed 
vetiaels.  Of  course  iho  inhabitaots  at  Memphit  were  very  Scet*h,  allliaugh 
goncrnlly  tlic-y  were  discn^t  enough  not  to  orpress  iliejr  opiiiiocia.  There 
ia  a  pleasant  Kicicty,  but  the  topics  of  convertntioQ,  and  little  incidccc* 
which  frt^iutatly  occur,  and  ore  passed  by  without  much  notice,  beapeak 
times  of  commotion.     For  iostaitcc,  you  would  call  on  an  acquaintance 

and  would  hear  that  the  troops  hiid  threatened  to  bum  Mrs. 'a  house 

because  a  Sccesb  Hug  had  been  exhibited  irom  tlie  windows;  or  a  lady 
would  Bend  her  servnnt  willi  a  mi?Bsagc  to  h«T  relations  n  few  miles  in  tba 
country,  and  the  servant  would  return,  saying  he  hnd  been  robbed  by  gtMr- 
illaa;  then  ngtiin  tJie  troopn  are  too  free  and  enay  in  their  mann««,  strolling 
into  garduuB  and  killing  and  appropriating  the  chickena  and  pigs.  Yet 
in  the  midst  of  all  thiH,  life  goes  on  much  as  usual;  the  cliiliircfl'a  ncbooU 
atu  open,  and  the  ordinary  domestic  amingcmcnls  continue  iii  iheir  uaual 
couree,  excepting  tliat  in  many  instfinccs  the  slaves  have  run  away  nnd 
deserted  their  niosters,  leaving  them  in  great  straits.  I  was  most  kindly 
received  by  General  Sherman,  an  officer  of  llio  old  regular  army,  and  lilto 
all  those  ofHcers,  moat  ready  to  assist  in  any  way  an  Engli^  oflicer-  I  had 
some  scruplca  in  asking  him  for  a  pose  to  proceed  soutli,  as  sucb  a  &Tour 
was  never  granted  at  Washington ;  but  directly  he  bad  heard  my  request, 
he  said  there  waa  no  difKcully,  only  before  I  went  aoulh  I  was  to  »ee  all  lie 
could  ahow  me  at  Memphis ;  he  placed  a  horse  at  my  disposal,  and  directed 
bis  adjutaut-gcQerol  to  point  out  everything  that  might  be  of  interest. 

The  out  pickets  were  at  no  great  distance  from  the  town,  and 
beyond  th«n  the  country  waa  aud  to  be  infested  by  guerillaa.  I 
paid  a  visit  to  a  brigadier -general,  and  waa  by  bim  iakta  to  aee  ft 
regiment  inspected.  They  drilled  uncommonly  well,  and  were  a  mart, 
active  set  of  men,  but  the  mode  of  conducting  the  inspection  amused  me 
immensely.  I  called  <ia  the  general,  a  6no  soldier-like  man,  and  we 
mounted  our  horses  and  galloped  to  tbc  ground.  On  parade  we  foimd  a 
Uissciuri  regiment  in  aqusre,  standing  easy.      So  the  general  rode  up 

to  tliem,  and  s.iid,  "  Here's  Colonel  ■ come  all  the  way  from  Loodoo 

•to  sec  you,  because  he  hears  you  are  such  a  d d  set  of  raxoals." 

When  the  men  heard  this  they  boUooed,  "A  speech,  a  speech  I "  but 
the  general  answered,  "  Toa  don't  suppose  you  fellows  arc  worth  s 
speech."      The  drill   then  proceeded,  and   onconunonly  well  thf  men

moved,  AA«r  nbont  hitlf  nn  hour  the  rogimcnt  was  si^in  formed  into 
■quare;  and  then  the  ^noral,  coming  up  tonic,  paid,  "Now'»  your  time  to 
give  them  a  speech."  I  wns,  as  the  Ameriiains  Bay,  "  slightly  ttumpeded  " 
at  ihU  rcqurit,  but  tried  to  do  my  bcsl,  nnd  fluttered  myitclf  I  hud  gut 
through  it  rather  well ;  at  the  end  of  it,  however,  the  general  came  Up  to 
me  and  enid  consolingiy,  "  Well,  I  never  knew  a  xoldier  ivorth  a  d — n 
viho  could  nirtke  a  fipeech."  Upon  which  we  cantered  off,  the  general 
turning  round  as  he  was  going,  to  my,  "  Mind,  boys,  you  don't  stcnl  no 
pigs  this  evening."     "  No,  no,  gener.il,"  was  the  reply,  in  fuli  chorus. 

I  fear  there  was  some  need  of  this  cnution,  for  the  pig*  had  suflfcrcd 
tnuch  fiom  ibis  regiment.  As  we  rode  home  we  met  two  soldiers  more 
thun  slightly  <il6va(«d  with  liquor.  The  general  turning  to  adraonisli  them, 
laid,  "  Ab,  boys,  you've  had  too  mudi  to  driuk."  "  Guess  we  have, 
genernl,"  was  the  ready  answer.  Certainly  the  whole  method  of  con- 
dticllng  the  inspection  was  sUgbtly  difTerenl  to  what  we  are  accustomed 
to  in  Europe,  but  1  believe  the  general  to  be  n  good  soldier,  nnd  \uTy 
brave  in  action.  There  are  many  things  con»equcut  on  the  slate  of 
■odcty  in  America,  and  the  rotigh  organization  of  tho  volnutcor  force, 
which  slrikes  a  European  officer  an  rather  odd.  I  remember  tomo 
months  previously  to  have  been  walking  through  a  Federal  camp  late  in 
the  evening.  I  wu  stopped  by  a  oentry,  nnd  axked  for  the  counterngn. 
I  said  I  had  not  got  it.    *'  Well,"  ssid  the  sentry,  "  then  you  can't  go  by; 

it's  Colonel   8 's  orders."      I  accordingly  halted  whilst  the  sentry 

called  for  the  ooqwral  of  the  guard.     By  way  of  saying  sumelhing,  I 

ajked  bim,  "  Who  is  Colonel  S 7 "    »  Weil,  sir,"  said  he,  "  he's  the 

d est  fool  in  the  whole  array,  and  I  waa  a  thundering  ass  when  I 

enlisted  under  him ;  he  keeps  me  a-turnpiking  of  roads  from  morning  till 
niglit,  nnd  whcni^er  I  eeca  General  M"C!elliin,  I'll  tell  him."  Having  thus 
given  his  opiiuou  of  hi*  commanding  officer,  he  proceeded  to  call  the 
eorporsi  of  the  guard,  but  as  no  one  answered,  he  guessed  he  had  better 
coll  the  officer;  ntill  no  one  came,  so  he  finally  guessed  I  had  belter  go 
I«3l,  which  I  did,  accordingly, 

I  wax  moit  finxious  to  set  off  as  soon  a*  posniblo  for  tho  South,  so 
the  following  day  1  hired  a  conveyance  to  drive  about  ten  miles  to  Ilcr- 
nmde,  where  it  was  said  tho  Confederate  pickets  vrero  stationed.  A  lady 
and  some  other  persons  from  Memphis  formed  the  jiarty.  Our  stai-t 
was  luipropicious ;  my  luggage  having  gone  off  hy  itscif  on  one  rosd, 
kaving  ounwlvc.i,  aud  some  very  large  bo.xes  which  ladies  always  lr»vel 
with,  to  find  our  way  in  a  small  oni.s-hor«!  conveyance  for  ten  or  twelve 
lailea  by  another  road.  It  appeared  impossible  for  the  horse  to  move 
tbeload;  however,  bydint  of  going  slowly,  the  thing  wa.i  done.  We  were 
slopped  by  the  Federal  pickets  soon  alter  leaving  the  town,  and  during 
the  delay  I  lisd  an  opportunity  of  seeing  bow  tho  present  of  a  bottle  of 
spirits,  or  somoinich  small  gill,  smoothed  the  way  through  the  lines.  After 
posting  (he  pretty  environs  of  Memphis,  and  tlic  confortable  hoOM*  crf 
Ihe  merchants,  we  traversed  m  forest  country,  intemperscd  with  plant*- 
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tion*  Mid  plnnCCTt'  homes,  tha  UtC«r  u«uiilljr  built  on  one  ptilUni — >qUAr« 
hotiM*,  vritli  a  huge  portico  auppurled  by  ^illara  in  froul  of  thun— >vrliili>t 
in  cloM  viciuitf  aliucr«C  iuwiably  BUnd  t\w  coUa^v*  of  the  ilkVM.  Tiio 
country  round  Zhlctnjihi*  i«  fuiuuus  for  producing  cotton,  but  tbis  yvt*  Uiu 
COUOB  oUmt  Kanda  unpieked  in  thv  fields,  or  the  plant  itKlf  it  reiuvvt-d 
tot  th*  Mlk«  of  com,  wliidi  has  tnkon  its  place.  "  Com "  in  America 
inTnrinbly  mrnui  Indinu-oorn.  Tbi;  ootlon-prntMs  still  standing  in  tba 
cenue  of  the  cornlields  attest  theii'  foncer  crop.  The  forula  are  very 
beautiful;  and  any  one  wunting  nhooting  now  uould  liud  pieuljr  of  bean, 
deer,  die,  on  Uie  bauka  of  Uie  MiBsisaipiii  and  ild  tribularios;  for  not  ouly 
is  pnirdor  scatco,  but  the  hunt«ra  are  nil  gone  to  tlic  vai*. 

Wejolted  along,  scorcdj  meeting  any  one;  luckily  tli^  weatbtT  had  been 
tolerably  dry,  and  the  roads  were  passable.  Night  came  on,  but  nu  gueriUaa 
madf  ihuir  appearance ;  and  about  *e%-en  o'aluok  ive  entered  Hernando  with- 
out cneouittwing  the  CoMfedtraic  pickels.  We  drove  up  to  tlic  tunnll  inn, 
which  vas  «lmoit  ItaU  ;  ihe  landlord,  on  iny  unking  ta  a  rocm,  tvtling  nto 
be  might  powibly  find  mo  A  bod.  The  bar  wua  full  of  rowdies,  soldiers 
on  leave,  gu«rillAS,  and  UaveUers,  all  talking  very  loudly  ixtund  n  hluting 
fire,  and  bragging  about  how  thry  would  whip  thoic  d— —  Viutkeea, 
Ten  milai  had  made  a  ciirioua  oLonge  in  the  seniimeuta  and  oponioM  out 
hnrd  BXprwaed;  oTcrythiag  that  wns  rn  rcgU  at  Mcnipkia  was,  of  ooun* 
wrong  ab  Uomaudo.  The  l-'edcrals  hud  a  abort  time  previously  beld 
jwsaMilion  of  tlie  town,  and  aaolher  advance  by  them  waa  taptctod. 
People  w«r«  bu*y  scndiug  their  slaves  into  tbc  intvrior,  and  many  el 
them  bad  run  iiwuy  to  the  Vedcr».U.  Tliis  wc  fuuiid  to  our  cojt,  ta  Umm 
woia  tio  scrvanls ;  and  one  had  even  to  black  oue'a  own  boot«,  bruahn 
being  oonsidorntaly  fumiklicd  by  tho  landlord-  Supper  wus  provided  for 
all  the  guests  in  a  room  ul  the  hack,  ecru  bread  and  little  round  hot  cake* 
forming  llie  staple  food,  with  a  decoction  of  ryo  to  liike  the  place  of  ooffee. 

About  bodume  I  requested  llie  landlord  to  sUdw  me  my  room,  and  I 
wan  aecvrdi ugly  ushered  into  nn  apartment  whore  wore  three  bed*;  but 
already  five  pioplc  occupied  it :  cue,  a  piculiiirly  dirty  but  oi»il  guerilU, 
was  sleeping  in  half  the  bod  allotted  to  me.  This  was  decidedly  cm- 
bamuHing:  however,  the  only  thing  hit  wiu  to  dnw  one's  diair  to  the 
fire,  and  make  friends  with  one's  companions,  which  Is  eaaiJy  doiM  la 
America.  People  have  no  foolish  acmpluH  about  aokiug  who  you  are, 
and  where  you  ooine  from ;  and  it  is  always  best  to  answer  good- 
liuuiouicdly.  Xo  one  need  take  offence  -it  questions^  whieh  ar«  not 
iuleiided  to  bo  impertinent.  Diieuily  1  was  known  to  be  an  Englisbmaii, 
the  t)uc*tiona  oaked  nliiiott  ovcrywhero  in  die  South  w«r«  put  to  mo. 
First  quesliun:  "  Well,  sir,  what  do  you  think  of  our  pccuUitr  ioititu- 
^on  ? "  This  relcrs  to  sLivcry,  and  thereupon  fulluwa  a  dineusBroB  on 
that  subject.  Amcricims  tiiiiik  Kngiishmen  form  all  their  idew  of 
slavery  Irom  such  books  as  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,  and  argue  against  tbo 
supposed  cruelty  of  it,  at  the  aame  lime  lalkbg  of  their  slavea  niudi 
in  the  same  terms  ns  nn  Jinglish  Aviner  talks  of  his  vnliuibl* 
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Bui  all,  how  lirfd  ooe  becomes  of  tlic  (juuslion  I  Tlie  second  inquiry 
ia — "Why  don't  Ecglund  help  mi?"  Southerners  nckoowledgo  that 
they  began  tlia  war  ou  the  false  inipieieiou  ibul  England  would  \>n 
ibrcvil  to  help  ihcm  by  want  of  cotton;  and  tbcy  arc  propoiliousiK-ly 
disappointed  that  fcuch  litis  not  hcun  ihu  atsc.  Siil!,  I  inuet  my  thut, 
liovevi-r  strong  the  IcclingR  may  be  on  ihtao  or  other  subjucla  of  arguoitut, 
I  nevGi  remember  an  American  to  bavu  lost  hia  temper  in  di«cu«ing 
lliein.  They  will  never  bo  oScDded  if  answered  frankly,  however 
anpleasitul  may  hii  iho  truth  they  nrc  ohUgcd  to  heur;  but  they  ciinitot 
UndcreUnd  wircasnt,  nnd  do  not  like  it.  Wtil,  eittiuE  round  tlie  fire,  wa 
diuuased  tluut:  tiuportnnt  quentioni  until  my  componioni  paired  thcm- 
■clvca  off  into  their  rcipcotivii  beds.  I  soleoted  the  deaueitt  comer  of  Hie 
rooiQ — tiiut  is,  tbo  corner  tlmt  had  been  ]ea«t  *pat  upon — nnd  lay  down 
Ml  liio  door  with  inycaipct-Uigfor  a  pillow,  the  Liustreuinik  I  heaid  bcinj;, 
"  Oh,  h«  ia  u  ]jriti>b  ol^ccr,  and  c:in  alct-p  auywhero,"  ia  aunwcr  to  aon* 
qiMttion  na  to  how  a  mun  could  alecp  on  a  wooden  Jlooi. 

W«  wcro  forKiaala  cnoogh  to  procure  cdiTryancea,  and  started  next 
natning  for  Coldwatar,  the  fmt  atation  on  the  Jackson  liue  of  rail,  the 
mil  between  Coldwator  and  Sleraphu  having  been  broken  up.  Tliere  were 
Mveral  Iravclluin,  and  our  voriout  conreyaaccii  mad  a  (juitc  a  cnvuJcadv: 
firat  came  an  old  coaob  like  a  Ijondon  hackney  coach,  tltcn  a  spring  waggon, 
on  the  top  of  wlitch  1  ml,  nnd,  hutly,  a  pony  curnage  drivtio  by  a  lady. 
Tba  lan«r  came  to  grief  by  running  ag.'dnst  »  waggon  drivrn  by  a  nigger; 
Wir«rer,  of  connn  the  lulics  awcrtud  thnt  it  wu;i  ull  tiit:  Aiult  of  the  bliuk 
man,  who  was  proportionally  abused.  We  paand  faoiliea  of  slavi-s  going 
into  th«  interior,  the  maatcr  or  ovuraccr  riding,  tlie  men  walking,  and  their 
virea,  cliiltlren,  and  houttiliold  furitiluru  carried  iu  carta.  Farther  on,  wo 
OTOrtook  tWM  or  three  wagons  laden  with  army  alorct ;  a  tall  fine-Jooluog 
Confederatu  soMi«r,  lu  Ught  grt-y  uiiifuriu,  being  in  charge  of  tbem. 

In  many  cates  thcro  has  bc«n  no  opportunity  to  organise  «  prqicT 
^tlcm  of  aupplyiug  the  anuy  wilb  ulolhlug,  i:c.,  ihereloro  iiidiviiiual 
UCrlione  lutve  been  forced  to  aupply  the  abDcnca  of  ofHctid  nuin.igcmcnt. 
For  in«tanoo,  wlic-ii  n  company  or  reginitiit  is  hi  v/uM  of  eloihiiig,  a  trusty 
nan  ia  dutaohed  to  the  country  and  villago  from  which  the  men  have  Ken 
raised,  and  soon  collects  by  voluntary  aubscriptiunt  auppUea  of  all  aoils. 
The  oarpeta  of  tlie  rooms  are  evm  cut  up  into  blankets  fur  tlic  troopt,  and 
the  ladies  spend  their  time  and  wear  out  tlieir  (ingcra  in  making  dolhing. 
In  (Wet,  tht!  real  for  the  cauw  evinced  by  the  ladies  of  the  floulh  appeara 
greater  than  ihatof  ihemeu,  if  auch  could  be  pos.iibk.  Thvir  whole  Datni« 
haa  bccomu  changed  ]  Iroin  being  accuslouwd  to  a  life  of  luxury  and 
idlniBi*i  dupeodtnt  on  thtir  shir  ji,  th>'y  have  become  eclf-dcnying  and 
lMrd*«oikiDg,  and  willing  uul  only  to  give  up  their  own  time  for  th«  good 
el  the  country,  but,  without  uiurmuriiig,  to  sci:  their  beat  and  deoreat ' 
£Hcnda  and  rvlatiens  killed  in  the  war. 

To  continne  our  journey,  we  rultled  down  on  awfully  steep  place, 
driving  in  and  ool,  and  c\-cn  over  trunks  of  trees,  and  found  oursdvea 
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on  the  hanki  «f  the  small  stream  or  bayon  of  Colclvrator.     Here  (i  ferry- 
boat was  neatly  lo  cany  un  acrosi,  and  on  t]ie  oppoiitc  Hide  iru  tho 
Confederate  picket  we  had  encountered.      It  wan  a  picturcsqtu  sccdc. 
Tho  sombre  fortst  all  rmind ;   tlii;  honws  of  liic  picket,  ready  saddled 
nnd  bridled,  tied  up  under  the  trees;  tlie  mcu  lotiiiging  about,  Dotdrcucd 
in  Dniform,  unlma  tho  brown  cloth  of  the  couotrj',  often  in  rag*,  can 
be  tirmed  uniform ;  their  weapona  ready  nt  Land ;  guns  of  various  dcHcrip- 
tions,  from  the  old  donble-bftrrdlcd  shot  giin  to  the  RiifirU  rifle,  leaning 
Against  the  trcea.     A  piece  of  Ciiiivas  tilrtlehed  across  ibe  bruiidim  of 
.in  ilex  formed  a  tent  for  tho  ottieer  in  command,  imd  nltog«'lher,  Uw 
Hcmo  reminds d  one  of  the  pictures  of  robber  life.     The  creelc  or  bayou 
formed  n  line  of  defence,  tlio  intimate  knowIrdg«  of  the  cotintiy  aequired 
b}'  re^ideiicu   in  the  vicinity  giving  the   defendem  an  advantage  ortt 
an  attacking  force,  which  numerical  superiority  could  scarcvly  cotuiter- 
hiilnnee.      A  few   of  the  escort  accompanied  niir  luirly  to  the  railiray 
Btalion,  where  we  found  a  train  waiting  to  carry  us  on  our  journey.    After 
n  short  delay  our  luggage  was  discharged  on  the  platform,  and  a«  I  stood 
in  expectation  that  some  one  would  put  it  into  the  carriage,  the  guard 
called  out,  "  Well,  I  guess  if  you  want  that  luggage  put  in,  you'd  belter 
be  smart  about  it,  and  hand  it  up."    1  looked  rnlher  aiihamed  of  myself  for 
my  negligence,  ami  of  course  did  hand  it  ap,  learning  at  thn  snine  time 
the  lesson,  that  in  the  present  state  of  society  in  the  South,  if  a  man 
does  not  watt   on    himself^  no  one  else  witl  do  it  for  him.      Itailiray 
travelling,  in  tuct,  is  not  agreeable  at  tho  present  moment.     The  cars  are 
almost  worn  out,  and  awfully  dirty,  being  chielly  used  for  the  transport 
of  troops;  the  rails  are  scarcely  in  a  fit  sUte  to  be  travelled  over,  in  oon- 
sequence  of  the  iron  being  nearly  worn  to  piece* ;   tho  engines  are  often 
out  of  order;  and  as  to  refrcahnient  etationfi,  a  hungry  man  must  depend 
on  what  ho  carries  with  him,  for  they  don't  exist.     Along  the  line  I  saw- 
large  qu.intilies  of  cotton  packed  in  hales,  and  piled  ready  for  buraing 
on  the  advance  of  the  Fedej-al  troops ;    while  here  and  there  a*liM  told 
of  other  piles  destroyed.     Coldwster  was  the  farthest  point  readied  by 
the  Federal  troops,  and  the  station  had  been  partially  burnt  by  them. 

As  the  train  proceeded,  a  peculiarly  gentlemanlike  officer  walked 
through  the  cars  to  examine  tho  various  travellers  both  verbally  and  from 
tlieir  papers,  in  order  to  guard  against  spies.  I  had  brought  no  papers 
with  me;  however,  I  handed  him  a  few  jn-ii'iite  lotlera  I  lia]>pcned  to  have 
in  my  pocket,  and,  amongst  them,  my  old  game-licence.  That,  I  thought, 
would  bo  the  beat  prcof  of  my  identity  that  I  could  show.  The  provoAt- 
niarahal  turned  it  over,  examined  it,  but  could  make  nothing  of  it,  1 
I'xpbined  ivhat  it  was,  when  he  burst  into  laughter,  first  nt  tho  idea  of  a 
man  bringing  a  gnme^liccnco  to  America,  and  then  at  its  being  jirodaesd 
in  proof  of  loyalty.  However,  my  pnpera  were  thought  satiNfactory,  and 
tho  subject  of  game-licences  alTorded  a  topic  for  a  long  conversation. 

Crren.ida  was  our  Ntopping  place  for  the  night,  old  familiar  Ofnnllxuvs 
being;  in  wailing   to   carry  the  passengers  to  the  jna,  which   irai  m 
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eroirded  tnd  iw  bud  u  it  could  bo ;  my  modest  lequest  for  >  towel  nnd 
>  bit  of  aoap  CKAtud  quite  a  commation.  Every  otic,  tiowevcr,  ivM  civU 
and  ready  to  be  of  Maistance  to  an  Eoglisliinw.  About  2  a.».  I  wcoC  oif 
by  train  to  Abbeville,  wtiprc  it  was  said  General  Von  Dcrn's  1)ead-<iuartvn 
were.  Karly  in  the  morniug  1  arrived  tliere  :  tUe  etation  was  crammed 
with  stores  for  the  troops,  on«  of  the  first  object*  I  e«w  being  a  Parrot 
gan,  evidently  captured  from  llie  Federals,  General  Van  Dorn's  head- 
qiiarlerj  were  at  a  short  disUnoo  from  tJie  stalioii  :  lie  occupipd  n  miall 
house,  bis  stafT  living  at  onotber  cottage  clone  nt  hand.  General  Price'ii 
quarters  nero  la  ilitj  vicinity,  and  tlio  ti'oopa  wu'e  bivouacked  in  tha 
BtUTOUnding  woods.  It  was  expected  tlint  the  Federals  were  about  to 
advkDCe,  and  grcAi  precaulioiis  were  taken  to  prevent  any  cooimunicatlon 
being  held  with  the  opposite  side:  aa  it  was  early  when  1  arrived,  I 
heiird  the  stories  of  variuua  applicants  fcr  pusses  before  the  general  made 
bis  appearance.  Some  men  wanted  to  go  as  far  as  Holly  f^pringa  or 
Corinth,  to  look  after  supplies  they  liad  left  there;  others  to  visit  rela- 
tiooB  liring  within  the  Federal  line;  others,  "  soldiers  on  leave,"  to 
go  home  to  their  friends.  Confederate  ofHccrs  nnd  men  oAen  viut 
frienda  living  within  the  country  occupied  by  the  Federals,  even  as 
liir  aa  St.  Louis:  the  strung  seceG^ionist  feeling  of  the  people  asaista 
their  concealment.  General  Van  Durn  was  formerly  in  ihe  old 
United  Slates  anny,  and  is  well  known  and  respected  by  m.iiiy  of  his 
old  brother  officers  on  the  opposite  ude.  lie  is  a  emali,  niiy,  but 
soldierlike  nmn,  and  has  acquired  reputation  during  tlie  present  war  by 
his  conduct  in  the  field.  His  staff  received  me  veiy  kindly.  They 
were  a  paniciilarly  gentlemanlike  set  of  fellows.  Few,  if  any,  had 
served  as  soldiers  before  this  present  war,  but  were  planters  or  planters' 
Bona,  and  were  fighting  with  the  strongvst  feelings  for  the  cniiH.-.  It  was 
not  a  question  with  them  of  glory  or  niililary  fame;  the  question  was 
inere  exiatencc  aa  n  nation  :  tiny  lialed  ibu  Nurltiernera  with  the  billcrcst 
hatred,  and  wei-e  resolved  to  snerifice  everything  rather  than  give  in. 
Still  there  was  no  love  fur  the  war ;  they  all  desired  peace,  but  only  on 
the  terms  of  being  allowed  to  ruiiialn  a  separate  people.  There  wna  b 
more  buaincM-Iike  appearance  in  their  armngcnicnta  than  1  had  noticed 
in  the  Notlhern  camps,  lesa  time  frittered  away  in  converaatlcn  ;  in  fact, 
they  appeared  like  men  who  were  nnlly  engaged  in  a  cause  which  called 
forth  all  their  energies.  The  ofliters  were  dressed  in  grey,  with  silrtr 
Jftce,  but  uniform  was  much  disregarded;  in  fuel,  anything  like  display 
was  rather  ridiculed.  They  were  anxious  for  news  from  Europe,  and 
u^iecially  as  regarded  the  line  of  politics  Kngl.'ind  nnd  Fr.ince  were  Ukely 
to  take  in  the  American  question.  I'hey  were  rather  sore  nt  the  refusal 
of  European  Puwers  to  recognize  ihom  as  a  nation,  alleging  that  the  South 
American  republics  hod  been  recognized  Iilt  more  quickly.  They  acknow- 
ledged that,  at  the  commence iiieiit  of  the  viar,  they  had  looked  too  much 
for  exterior  astistancc,  but  were  now  resolved  to  trust  to  thcmselvw.  They 
•poke  iiL  terms  of  great  prniie  of  the  devotion  and  gallantry  of  the  private 
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•oldier,  »nA  hnd  evidently  complete  cotili<l<3ioe  in  thrir  men.  The  gracral 
WM  obliged  to  ride  out,  nad  liia  «i»rt,  »  Kildicrlilte  b«ly  of  cavalry, 
acomfwnied  him.  The  m<?ii  tat  well  on  llifir  hont-f,  nnd  1oo)(«d  lika 
solditTi.  I  wnsi  nUo  introduced  lo  Girnpral  Pric^,  who  in  much  In'loTcd 
snd  rcepecud  t>y  (h«  ti-oops.  Untiko  General  Vnn  Don),  lifl  had  only 
became  n  •o1'li«r  nincc  ibo  wnr.  One  of  tbu  ofltceri  of  Uk  $latF  was  ii 
Scotcliraan,  who  had  cettled  in  tlie  West,  n  lino  nobh  folloir,  kmt  for  the 
cauM  he  wiu  fi^ht'mg  in,  but  yet  strong  in  hia  lore  for  SootUnd. 

I  left  the  cnntp  in  thi^  cTpnin  j  |  ft  trftin  full  of  nek  and  voanddd  coldien 
took  mc  M  far  oii  .Tnukson,  Mianulppl.  The  dirt  and  diaoomfort  of  railway 
tmrelliDg  in  the  South  cannot  be  dMcribcd.  One  cnrringe  is  usually  set 
npnrt  for  Indiu,  and  is  slightly  o1«an«T  than  the  others.  This  {s  ipiile 
necessary,  as  wout)ded  and  BJok  solditT*,  mm  rrtnmiiig  from  furlough,  Ae., 
nrc  not  the  roo»t  ptensnnC  companions  for  a  long  joarney,  especially  where 
the  habit  of  chewing  is  univeisnl.  I  r^chcd  Jackson,  the  cn^nul  of  the 
Stale  of  KiBtnJppi,  the  follnwing  morning.  The  town  poMceaw  thu  nsnal 
fcnturen  of  Slntv  cnpitnl.*,  via.,  a  tnrgc  building  for  tbo  mcctJRg  of  par- 
liament, a  gnol,  the  irovvraor's  hoiue,  tone  hoiela,  and  two  or  ihrve  wide 
Ktrccts.  Pow  fhfff  rpmninec]  open,  and  the  pricM  of  the  conimonoot  article* 
were  enormous.  I  paid  half  a  doUnr  for  a  piroe  of  soap,  and  two  and  a 
qtiarter  dollars  for  a  toothbnuh.  The  nsunl  charge  at  hotels  for  the  wont 
conceivable  accommodation  is  (ire  dollars  per  diem.  These  prices  tnnsl^ 
however,  be  considered  with  reference  to  the  mlue  of  gold,  which,  at  tbe 
time  I  speak  of,  was  nt  230  premium, 100  dolkra  in  gold  b^ng  worth  830  in 
paper.  As  in  the  North,  all  sorts  of  money  is  in  circulation,  and  U  is  very 
dilHciiIt  to  detect  forgeries.  A  large  camp  bod  bceo  establnhed  nfsnr 
Jitckson,  tho  sitiiRtion  liaving  been  eelccici  from  tta  bdng  a  central 
point  Ibr  the  railroads,  which  branched  off  to  Vicksburg,  towards  New 
OrlcAQM,  ^lemphiit,  Mobile,  the  north  of  Georgin,  and  to  the  tin^ca  of 
rail  which  connect  with  Richmond.  Almost  alt  the  troops  had,  hawerer, 
been  sent  to  thR  armies  on  the  frontier.  Tlie  hotels  were  qniie  ftill ;  a 
bed  in  a  crowded  room  beiug  al!  the  acccmuiodation  that  ceuM  bo 
expected.  Three  times  a  day  n  bell  mng,  the  doors  of  the  dining-TOom 
were  thrown  open,  and  tlie  crowd  puslied  nnd  slmgglcd  into  their  placea 
for  meals.  Any  one  arri*ing  late  got  nothing  to  eat.  The  company 
one  meets  on  mcU  occasions  is  decidedly  mixed — gtnerals  and  pTirnte 
floldieni,  rid)  plantn'.i  and  mcchanica,  mingkd  with  all  aorta  of  ndrentiiTers 
which  the  war  has  brought  together,  sit  down  at  th«  came  tables.  It  wis 
at  8t.  Louis  where  I  noticed  my  oppntitc  neighbour  id  great  dtffiailti«s; 
he  had  had  a  ba«n  of  tliin  soup  giren  him,  the  spoon  had  been  forgotten, 
and  ho  snt  himself  down  quietly  to  eat  it  with  a  knife — he  eridently  felt 
something  was  wrong,  but  he  hud  not  snfiieient  confidence  in  hinadf  (o 
ask  for  a  spoon.  There  arc  not  as  mnny  fordgners  in  the  Scnilbem  ai  in 
the  NoTthom  armies,  there  are  fow  or  no  GermaiMi  Irish,  of  ccnrse, 
there  minrt  bo  in  every  quarrel ;  there  are  rJbo  some  Englishmen  and 
■crural  French — or,  rather,  French  crw)lea — who  appear  to  imitate  ttie 
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uatfomi  And  carrlngo  of  tli»  troops  of  OIJ  Frunce,  At  Viulwburg, 
cenmanding  the  working  pnriics  nt  llie  furl ificat ions,  I  mot  an  old  offlocr 
of  the  iinny  of  Algerin;  we  hod  mutunl  npqunintancea  in  tlint  country, 
and  talked  orn  (he campni^na  of  PelisMcr.  He  had  been  with  tlic  detach- 
ment under  the  commnnd  of  tlint  gonrrni,  which  nccompUshcd  the  fcnt  of 
destroying  an  Ar:ib  trihe  [n  a  cuvem,  in  the  province  of  Oran. 

The  mpfi  000  ftlln  in  with  in  (hcsc  sort  of  places  are  plea«int,  good- 
hnmourod  fellows ;  often  ndTeitlurrrs,  such  as  Kinfl:!!!'^  cleverly  delinenti's 
ID  the  hero  of  hU  novel  Two  I'earg  Ago — men  who  have  been  mined 
over  find  over  ngnb,  who  have  made  fortnncf  nnd  loit  tbcm  in  the 
digging!  orCnlifomia;  who  have  bred  cttttk  in  Texas,  or  hitched  up  teams 
tn  oroM  iho  Wrutem  prairiM  to  the  mines  tX  Pike's  Peak;  in  fact,  who 
have  bwii  knocking  alwut  in  all  plnees,  and  in  all  sorts  cf  conditions 
They  are  always  ready  for  a  drink,  but  will  never  drink  alone,  and  will 
invariably  lend  a  helping  hand  to  any  one  requiring  it.  In  fact,  llie 
ditor^ganized  state  of  Southern  lock'ty  has  developed  some  good  traits  of 
charaotcr;  men  have  hrcomc  mtich  leas  selfish,  and  arc  ready  to  do  many 
little  klodneaaa  for  each  other  which  arc  looked  for  in  vain  in  more 
eivilized  oountri««.  Ladies  who  formerly  were  brought  up  in  liuniry,  and 
with  the  greatest  enrc,  have  been  forced  by  ciretimstnncn  lo  lend  much 
nor*  independent  liver.  They  travel  alone  through  the  eotmlry,  and  arc 
tararbiUy  treated  by  everyone  with  thi-  grcntrsi  rp»pcct. 

At  Jacksc-n  were  planters  fktm  Lotiiaiana  who  hud  lefl  Ihoir  homes 
to  be  pillaged  hy  the  troops  under  ihc  command  of  Butler.  Oiw 
especially  I  rernt-nilMW :  he  wua  of  an  old  French  family,  whose  ancestora 
had  Icfl  France  during  the  great  Revolution,  and  had  csitaMisbod  them- 
selves in  Liwiwana;  thoy  had  acjiiircd  grfnt  wMilth,  and  had  onuunenlcd 
t]i«ir  honaes  with  statues  ft«m  Europe  (some  executed  by  Canova),  these 
had  been  packed  >ip  and  carried  to  th<'  North  hy  Federal  officers.  If  any 
man  ever  was  hated  by  a  nation,  General  Butler  is  that  man.  All  sorla 
of  Mode*  are  told  of  him  and  of  tho  troops  under  his  command.  It  is  said 
that  some  of  the  houses  of  the  w«»!thir»t  of  the  merchants  of  New  Orleans 
h*ve  been  appropriated  by  his  officers,  their  fUmiture  vtolen,  and  even 
the  droses  of  their  wives  distributed  among  the  raronriica  of  these  oflicers. 
A  lady  narrated  to  me  an  incident  that  happened  at  licr  own  houso: 
ft  Federal  officer  arrived  to  carry  off  her  horses  for  the  use  of  the  army ; 
smong  these  was  a  tnuill  pony  which  belonged  to  her  grandchild,  a  little 
boy,  who  was  standing  nttr  with  tears  In  his  eyes,  fearing  the  los  of  hit 
pony,  Tlio  lady  requested  that  the  aninifll  might  be  spared,  as  it  was  loo 
■mall  to  he  of  any  use  for  army  purpown,  and  the  poor  child  vraa  so  sorry 
to  loM  it;  but  the  officer  replied,  "  C>s*  ff  th«  cciitet  of  this  tear  it  the 
manner  in  trAicft  yeti  Smilliernert  hart  pamptrfi!  ymir  cMldrtn,  tltertjbn  1 
tkall  ranovt  the  pony," — which  be  did.  There  was  a  titory  current,  that 
A  rfioit  time  previously  a  ball  was  to  be  given  on  board  II.M.'s  gunboat 
wbSch  was  lying  olf  New  Orleans.  Genera!  Butler,  having  expreiaed  * 
wish  to  tec  the  vctsci,  came  on  board  whilst  the  preparstioos  for  the  ball 
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tr«TC  going  OR.  The  oJHcci  io  ootf  lusaii  apo]ogis«i]  to  the  g«i«r«l  for  nofe 
innting  him,  easing  that  he  could  not  i!o  so,  at  U*  h«  (General  BuUer)' 
onmc  not  a  tiuly  in  New  OrlcntiR  nouM  accRpt  on  invitation.  So  niM 
for  Butlur.  Th«re  in  a  tiiArkutl  tiialiiiclion  i»  the  tuauner  ia  whial^^| 
Soiithcrncnt  rcgnrd  thcii'  cncmic*,  and  the  ttnn*  in  whicli  ticaww 
M'CicIina  ii  spoken  of  Are  veiy  dtS'creiit.  They  say  be  conducted  wwM. 
a  gentleman  should  do;  aod  if^  after  peac«  ia  estaUiahcd,  ha  abiMiId 
visit  ths  Soutli,  he  will  be  received  widi  kiodneas,  and  treated  aa 
hoDourablij  enemy  ought  to  he. 

Prom  Jnck»on  I  look  the  nil  to  Vicksburg,  about  four  hour*.  V)gor> 
QMS  preparalioiiB  were  goiug  on  ia  expectation  of  a  freiih  uttad^ 
ofUccra  in  command  vtie  confident  of  succopsfully  defending  tbo 
and  were  oaturally  proud  of  the  lost  defence,  wlivn  the  toirn  waa  allackedi 
[  toiTflids  the  md  of  the  summer,  by  two  Heeta  from  tlio  Upper  and  Lc' 
DUwiBBtppi.  Aa  1  stood  near  the  town-hull  on  the  highest  [X)int  ov«r- 
Hooking  the  great  rirei',  the  alMck  aud  defeuce  \vere  described  to  me  ;  and 
|.Bs  Vickaburg  hns  acquired  fresh  fame  from  the  late  ropiilses  of  Gcatnt 
Shenuau's  espeJition,  some  dL-acriplion  of  ila  situation  may  not  bo  out 
place.  At  a  short  distance  above  tlio  town  the  river  laakes  one  of  tfai 
thorp  bends  so  common  in  the  Ml'^iasippi,  leaving  a  narroir  p«uiuaala 
low  land  in  front  of  the  town.  The  town  stands  on  rather  high  bluffii  on 
the  leil  bank  of  the  river.  Tlie  ground  on  the  land  side  is  much  brolceo^ 
13  hilly  anj  intersected  with  ravines,  >vliilst  at  a  little  distanco  ^o  fiircat 
cxt^'iids  for  many  miles.  A  short  distance  above  the  town  the  Yaxoo  river 
Hows  into  the  Missifituppi.  AdvauUigo  has  been  taken  of  the  nature  of  ihc 
ground  in  preparing  tlie  defences,  both  on  the  hind  and  river  front,  and 
bultc-rieB  have  been  placed  above  the  lowu  in  order  to  command  ihe  upper 
reach  of  the  river,  othcra  below  the  town  to  prevent  the  advance  of  ti 
from  the  lower  Mississijipi,  and  also  to  command  the  low  poiut  of 
through  which  the  Fcdcrnia  endeavoui-cd  last  slimmer  to  cut  a  cnnal.  Th(|' 
forest  which  foruierly  covered  tliis  paint  of  land  has  been  leveJlcd,  ill 
order  to  afl'ord  a  clear  sweep  fur  the  guns  of  the  defendeiv,  and  to  preTent' 
Its  giving  shelter  to  the  gunboats,  ns  was  tlie  c-aic  at  llic  laat  Kiege,  when  tk* 
gunboHtfl  and  transports  were  laid  close  in  shore  with  their  masls  cotctvA 
with  boughs,  in  order  to  resemble  the  forest- lived,  and  so  conceal  th«in< 
selves  from  the  euumy.  Gut  little  damage  waa  done  to  the  town  dufi 
the  six  weeks'  bombardm<'nC  it  BUstained ;  a  few  houses  and  cbarchi 
suCTered,  but  only  fiAeeu  lives  were  lost,  most  of  the  inhabitants  having 
left  the  town  previous  to  the  bomkirdmcnt. 

The  work  of  throwing  up  fottitications  at  Vicksbui'g  waa  Lusily  goi. 
on,  but  the  shops  were  sllll  open,  and  ChristuLis  presents  exhibited  in  th' 
windows.     Long   lines   of  waggons,   and   great   numbers  of  »torc^  wci 
pawing  over  the  river  on  tlieir  way  into  the  interior  of  Ttixns,  In 
that  they  might  be  out  of  reach  of  ihc  reJeroIs,  should  their  armicft 
succeed   in  occupying  the  Statu  of  Ml'isiEuippi.      I  tiad  tlie  pleasure 
xaceting  some   of   Guieral  M'Gruder's  staff  at   Vick&burg:    h«   (tit* 
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gencrnl)  wb»  on  IiiM  way  to  a  commnnd  in  TweniL  They  (poke  liiglily 
of  Ilia  conduct  iu  the  Yorktown  campugn,  wliere  ho  initDagcd,  on  die 
am  landing  of  the  army  of  the  Poiomac,  to  hold  in  check  fiu-  nipcrior 
foTcen,  witli  bat  trom  dercn  1o  iill«en  thousand  men,  until  the  anny  of 
General  Johnston  could  ari'ire  to  occupy  t)i6  lines  of  Yorklnnn. 

On  the  2Tth  of  November,  I  IcA  Jnoknon  (having  relumed  there  from 
Vicksburg),  nnd  fenolved  to  m&kc  my  way  to  Mobile.  Knilwny  travelling 
ix  Tcry  unccitoin  on  account  of  tlie  bad  order  into  vrladi  the  rails  have 
fall«n  ;  and  if  n  train  breaks  down  between  ihe  Rtutiona,  the  travellers  arc 
in  tailicr  an  nvrkward  predicament,  nince  they  find  themselvea  surrounded 
by  a  vast  fureat,  nithout  means  of  procuring  food.  At  Borne  places  the 
train  it  advertised  to  stop  for  refrealimenta ;  but  these  simply  conmut 
of  Indian-corn  bread  and  egg",  pnwcd  about  and  distributed  at  high  pricM 
by  niggera.  Between  Meridian  and  Mobile  (a  whole  day's  journey  at  th« 
[«oe  the  train  went)  th^re  were  no  signs  even  of  niggera  with  food,  and 
very  grateful  I  felt  for  the  giil  of  a  sweet  potato.  In  fiict,  the  nminl 
bouH*  for  rcfreshment«  have  been  dosed,  the  people  finding  itadiHi- 
cnJt  matltr  to  obtain  food  for  themeelves.  There  is  tomeihing  mono- 
tonous, and  yet  striking,  in  the  vast  forests  traversed  by  the  rail.  UBually 
the  Iwut  fertik  ground  has  been  chosen,  through  which  the  line  U  con- 
structed; thei«foro  a  passenger  fails  to  see  the  various  rich  ptaniationH 
which  may  be  at  no  great  distance  off.  Sometimes  at  the  small  Ktalioni^ 
built  often  of  logs,  a  prim i tire- looking  carriage  with  rope-hartiess  is  seen ; 
but  tbis  is  butseldoni,  for  freight,  rather  than  passengers,  generally  appeara 
to  be  taken  in  at  the  smaller  stations. 

Mobile,  where  I  arrived  on  the  28th  November,  is  a  pretty  pleawnt- 
looking  cit;-,  situated  at  the  end  of  a  bay  about  forty  miles  long.  Tho 
bOMBMB  part  of  the  town,  together  with  tlie  principal  nnrehouses,  shops, 
AMtn,  &e.,  am  neat  the  water;  tlio  houK*  of  the  merchant*,  standing 
in  their  separate  gardens,  are  placed  farther  back.  The  climate  ia  lar 
warmer  than  that  of  Jackson;  oranges  were  glowing  in  the  open  air,  andihe 
bright  sun  reinindi-d  one  of  ■nmnicr.  It  was  snd  to  see  how  desolate  the 
town  looked,  though — the  warebouses  closed,  scarcely  any  shipping  in  the 
harbour,  the  shops  but  poorly  furnished  with  goods,  snvc  lbs  book-shops, 
ithtn  one  might  atiU  purchase  the  old  norcU.  The  people  of  Mobile, 
however,  are  willing  to  endure  any  hardship  rather  than  give  in,  and  say 
they  will  burn  the  tuwn,  ll'  necessary,  rather  lliun  allow  it  to  sufTer  a  liite 
like  that  of  New  Orleans.  The  .SouthtTTieri  allow  that  the  loxs  of  New 
Orleans  was  a  terrible  blow  to  the  Confederacy,  and  attribute  it  to  neglect, 
either  on  the  part  of  the  Central  Gorcmment  or  the  local  authorilios. 
Some  peojile  even  go  so  far  as  to  say  lliat  the  troopa  which  defended  the 
forts  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mit»iiu>.ippi  had  hcoa  bought,  and  therefore 
pennilted  tlie  Federal  vesseU  to  jwias  ilicni  without  opposition.  They  are 
still  sanguine  of  holding  the  two  strong  place*  on  the  JkliMUaippi,  vik. 
Poet  Hudwn  and  Vicksburg,  and  so  kec[ung  coinniunicaticn  vpva  with 

I     TuMS,  from  which  good  cavaliy  and  large  supplies  ar«  furniahed. 
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Wbilrt  At  Mobile,  I  hnA  t\w  plmiiro  of  being  introducei]  to  Admiral 
Buclinnon,  who  comnuindcd  tlie  Mtrrimae  in  her  cotiihnt  with  the  Afonilor. 
He  WM  fomierly  au  ofneer  of  the  United  Stat«*  amy,  bat  on  the  w«r 
brenking  «ut  hfl  joined  the  Southern  enuse ;  and  haring  done  good  i*nri«o 
in  the  Jsmw  Rivw,  received  tSic  nnrnl  command  of  Uohilft.  He  wa«, 
•CTcrcly  woundtJ  in  tlie  battln  btttwet'n  the  iterrimae  and  MoniUtr.  Th« 
,  fliilure  of  the  Merrimtus  lo  rnn  dom  the  Monitor  '*»  noconntwl  for  h/ 
the  fiict  that  her  rnii)  wm  broken  in  her  prtviouN  Attack  on  the  Oo»gr4»». 

Admiral  Buchnnan  kindly  invited  ni«  (o  form  one  in  an  vjtjMditi 
iown  the  bay  to  visit  the  OiiV/o  or  Florida,  lying  about  firieen  miles 
from  Mobile.  It  was  a  boaullftLl  bright  day  when  we  left  the  rpmy,  in 
■  small  rit«r  steamer,  oor  party  coiwioting  of  one  of  th«  generals  iu 
command,  a  f?ir  oflioent,  and  several  of  the  ladles  of  Mobile.  Thnr/: 
lik«!  their  *iKtom  elsewhere,  nrv  most  xrnloiis  in  th«  cniiw  of  tba  Ootk^ 
Aderaoy,  and  their  wul  i»  shown  not  only  in  worda,  for  ihey  Mtcrifio* 
many  of  tlwir  cotnrort*,  and,  without  niannuring,  willingly  pnl  tip  wfdf 
Ae  Mrioas  Inconvenience  caused  by  the  blockade.  Glorea  and  ladim^ 
dwa  lOT  TCiy  tKwrco  articles ;  nml  it  iraa  iiaid  that  one  akip,  whidi  WM 
eadeaveuriBg  to  ran  the  blockadu  laden  wiili  crinolinee,  vta  rutkleady 
enptiired  by  tJio  Federal  cntiwr?.  Can  such  bsrharity  be  true  I  Sijll, 
•omehow  or  other,  ladies  alwayn  contrive  to  drcM  nicely  iind  look  well, 
and  the  Udiea  of  Mobile  were  no  exception  to  the  rule.  Wo  Meamed 
through  the  winding  and  narrow  channel  which  aflbrds  ibo  only  aceen  to 
the  actual  [)oi-t  of  Mubile,  pacing  two  or  ttiree  iron-clnd  river  Bteamen, 
eilhiT  lying  oiF  the  ijway,  or  else  on  the  rtocka.  Wo  left  to  onr  ri^rf 
a  battery  on  the  nhore,  and  arrived  at  a  boom  thrown  aeron  the  entranee 
of  llie  fort,  under  tire  of  some  newly  conMnictcd  forts  on  timall  istondtf 
■nd  of  (he  shore  batteries,  which  are  eonceak-d  from  view  by  tfaiclt 
ftmt.  Through  this  intricate  nnvigniion,  and  undi-r  fire  of  iherc  Ibrmid^ 
able  bntlories,  would  the  invading  fleet  have  to  approach  Hohile^  after 
having  poKced  the  forts  which  guard  tlie  entrance  tn  the  bnrbour.  Tba 
ohuwi^  kIbo,  even  at  its  denpcHt  part,  ia  but  nhallow,  and  only  navigalita 
fer  ^mnll  vessels  of  war.  There  were  only  a  very  few  fiiihing  aad  ooaating 
veiiBC'lK  to  be  aeen.  Homelimes  small  veawla  eontrive  to  run  ibe  blodutd^ 
or  to  make  their  way  along  the  coaat  to  New  Orleans,  running  the  risk  of 
being  captured  by  the  cruisers  nff  Ship  Inland,  the  rendcsvons  cf  tbt 
Federal  fluel.  We  found  tlie  Ovirlo.  under  the  eominand  of  Caplidn  MrA^ 
lying  at  anchor  abotil  fifteen  mile*  down  the  bay.  She  had  bem  boilt  «l 
Giiu^ow,  luid  nin  out  unarmed,  and,  trusting  to  her  great  speed,  had,  bt 
broad  daylight,  passed  through  the  whole  blockadieg  squadron,  and  so 
entered  Mobile.  She  wm  pursued  for  thirty  miten,  and  rcceired  n 
almost  incredible  unmber  of  shots,  gome  of  the  bWVading  vessels  having 
apjrpached  clcse  enough  to  fire  into  her  wilh  Bhmpncl.  As  Mobile  shi 
Had  taken  in  her  armament  and  recruited  her  orew.  She  ia  armed  witK 
Blnkely  rilled  guns  on  ihe  main  deck,  ia  not  tron-elad,  and  m  htge  pro^ 
portion  of  her  crew  are  Englishmen.     When  we  orrircd,  she  wn  atudotutjT 
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irnrtin^  nn  oppnrtnnity  nf  ngRin  pnssing  tSrotigli  tho  Mock ni^inji  squadron, 
find  mtenDj*  on  her  miniou  of  destrnciion  to  Federal  merchmttinen. 

Ev*ry  now  md  then,  Bm«n(i:  all  the  chnngee  Yfliich  it  ce*  conDtry, 
nnd  (Specially  this  Btste  of  w«r,  has  produced  ftuiong  ihos*  whn  originaUy 
eama  from  EngUnd,  nn  EnglUhman  Bt!tl  sees  mtich  that  reminds  him  of 
borne.  This  is  especially  ihe  case  on  Sundny,  when  the  church,  idmlionl 
ift  ita  archilL'otiiro  with  tbo  London  churohM  of  the  ]sM  century,  the 
Mrric«  the  sameafitliatof  )hc  Chnrch  of  England,  excepting  lh«  change  of 
A  few  wordiv  and  the  numlicisofivi-Il-ctrencd  people  flocking  to  church  nt 
•lerei)  o'docfc,  Almoat  make  one  Gutcy  tliftt  one  ti.u  suddenly  retum«d  to 
Mai«  pbwvnt  cotintry  town  in  England.  It  wii*,  however,  m«lu)iuholy  to 
MO  ia  th«  church  of  Mobile  lh«  numbers  of  fAmilles  in  mourning,  bcspcolc- 
ing  the  JoaM*  in  tho  wnr  I  'llie  poopU  at  Mobile  were  moM  hospilabltf. 
Many  hnd  vtsileJ  Europe,  and  looked  forward  to  agfiin  dcHOf  m  afUr  thin 
wnr  bna  Icrminntoi^,  nnd  whvn  n  market  i«  again  open  fiir  their  cvtlon. 
The  firitiHh  conEnl,  nu  old  inhabitant  of  the  place,  endenvoui'vd  in  way 
way  to  Kinder  my  slay  agrcenblc.  ■* 

From  Mobilu  I  took  the  Eteamcr  acroM  the  bay  to  the  railway  ilaiion 
of  the  lin«  leading  to  Montgoniery  and  Richmond.  A  yonng  fallow  on  bonnl 
tpoko  to  me.  Ik-  waa  a  priTatu  in  the  Confederntn  cavalry,  but  waa,  by 
birth,  a  Noithemcr;  and  bia  brother  wns  MTving  mi  the  oppniota  ride  i 
fail  ooiuin,  nhto,  was  a  general  in  the  Northern  annica.  Frequently  men 
of  good  ftmity  and  wealth  are  found  in  the  rnnkn  of  the  Confederate  arrotea: 
fer  inslaDeo,  n  rich  plnnler  will  raiie  a  conipany,  even  arming  and  clothing 
it,  and  llien,  ff  eling  that  he  bus  no  tal«nt  for  military  niattert,  will  deJegate 
the  command  of  it  to  another,  and  take  lerTice  in  the  ranks. 

But  theoOiceTBof  (heoldarmycninplain  that  there  is  but  little  milii.try 
qijiit  aniooj-  the  troop*.  They  do  not  aoek  or  appear  to  care  Ibr  glory; 
and  a  sort  of  neighbourly  foeling  of  each  man  to  his  comrade  as  coming 
fmn  ihn  mm»  Tillage  is  a  apfciet  of  nibttitulc  for  the  ttprii  dr.  corjui  of 
T«^imc4al«.  They  bavu  the  orgnnitation  of  amiioa  i  but  it  is  diffieuh  10 
carry  otit  discipline  without  injnring  the  rery  f<vling  that  ennrea  tfecm 
vieter^.  If  the  drtaiU  »f  disoipiine  are  too  strictly  insisted  on,  dttgust 
sBcoa^  and  the  men  loee  tfarir  kecnitMs  for  the  cause.  Tlier«  U  no  iim« 
to  moke  thcin  good  rcgalar  troops  ;  tberefbre,  Intitiido  in  difdplinc  molt 
be  aUnwsd,  in  order  to  keep  them  as  good  rolunteers.  They  are  1>elter 
Mippltod  Uma  formerly  with  ami  and  militiwy  stornt,  but  they  have  thii 
wastofiilneas  of  undisciplined  troops;  and  it  Is  very  ditlicnit  (o  mske 
tkeni  eatry  their  proper  auppUea  of  rations  on  the  tunrch,  iind  to  pretcnt 
llwm  from  wasUsg  or  ooneuming  Ihcae  auppliee  too  quickly. 

I(  waj  a  dfizxliag  wat  day  when  1  K-ft  Mobile,  and  tlie  great  manboa 
and  swampa  iocikei  v«ry  dreary  :  they  allbid  aheller  (v  alligutora — who, 
iwwever,  only  make  their  nppenrance  in  warm  wenther^fuxl  to  olher 
•peciea  of  game  with  wbiob  Florida  abounds.  The  lice  led  ua  through 
dmuy  Ibreals  of  the  live  oak,  the  ilex,  and  other  trees,  cov«rcd  with  long 
I      prndaiUa  of  man;  and  on  kaaTiog  tluee  ve  entered  on  alfnoit  ettdlna  forcata 
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of  pines,  now  unA  then  pastang  Confcd^nte  pickets,  the  honea  tifid,  ready 
(nddlcd  And  bridled,  to  tlie  tTcc*.  At  the  culverts  and  hridgns  smalt  paTti«a 
(•(  Boldiera  were  UHually  elfttioncd  to  gu&rd  tlicni,  &nd  prevent  itaj  sudden 
rud  from  the  neighbouring  Fi^crnl  po«t  of  Penancnla  t<cing  made  tor  the 
purpom  of  destroying  the  rail.  Little  omusemait  is  there  to  b«  foood  in  4 
Southern  nulvray  car,  m  the  pnwengers  nre  not  much  given  tc  coDTena- 
lion ;  luid,  in  &ct,  the  nioin  portion  of  the  trkvellera  «re  UKUnltjr  mldicra, 
going  to,  or  returning  &ota,  their  r«ginientft.  But  it  is  mther  nmuaiRg  to 
■it  for  «  abort  lim«  ia  iha  Mr  reserved  for  the  niggera.  They  nr*  a.  nuMt 
ridiouloUB  race  of  beings,  and  always  appear  to  be  caricBturing  thenaelvcfl. 
No  repreMntation  of  their  manners  can  be  too  ridiculous  or  cxtnTagut 
fur  the  reality.  A  nijfger  in  the  Soutli  is  almoBl  sJwnys  addressed  by. the 
whiles  at  uitcU,  especially  if  he  be  rather  old.  What  this  tern  has  oriMQ 
from  I  cannot  say.  As  wre  approached  Montgomery,  the  country  b«Mme 
more  cullivaled.  and  the  forest  receded;  and  towards  evening  wo  readied 
the  town,  or  rnther  the  station,  where  omnibuses  and  llys  were  waiting  *^^ 
convey  as  to  Montgomery.  ^M 

Montgoraeryisa  well-built,  nice  town,  with,  as  usual,  the court-tiouM^^^ 
containing  room  for  the  sittings  of  the  Senate  and  Congreai  of  the  State. 
Large  liotela,  filled  to  overflowing,  received  the  passengers  ;  but  •«,  for  como 
reason,  the  morning  train  of  that  day  had  not  left  Montgomery,  there  w«^^ 
Toy  little  accommodation  lor  the  new  nrrivala.     After  wnitbg  for  a  lon^^B 
tinW|  k  iDattress  on  the  floor  of  the  hall  was  allotted  to  me,  whilst  oroun^ 
on  Ttrious  mattresses,  lay  my  fellow-travellers.     Certainly  the  accom- 
modatiou  of  Southern  hotels  is  not  at  present  flrst-ralc.  ^H 

We  started  again  early  next  morning,  the  train  avrfully  crowded,  aa^B 
two  days'  passengers  had  to  be  accommodated.  1  have  a  dim  reculleciion 
of  passing  througli  the  towni  of  Atolsnta  and  Augusta,  some  time  doling 
the  next  two  days  and  night,  but  they  have  Ivd  no  inipressoa  on  n^ 
memory.  The  cotton  crops  converted  into  corn-fields,  the  pioe  Ibnttti 
and,  on  wc  npproadied  Charleston,  the  rice-fields,  succeeded  each  other 
without  leaving  any  mark  on  the  mind.  Sometimes  the  train  stopped 
for  lefrcthmcDts,  when,  as  before,  we  obtained  hard-boiled  c^ga,  c«ni 
bread,  and  sometimes  pieces  of  chicken,  from  niggers  who  charged  an 
enormous  price  for  Hiose  delicacies.  ^H 

On  the  third  day  after  leaving  Mobile,  I  reached  Charleston,  an  oldcr-^" 
looking  town  than  one  generally  sees  in  the  States,  and  perhaps  rather  more 
cheerful  than  Mobile,  for  there  ia  still  a  slight  appearance  of  botincM 
aliout  it.  A  large,  and  even  at  this  time  a  we  1 1 -conducted  hold  re- 
ceived me; — and  to  appreciate  tt  good  hotel,  a  journey  of  two  or  ibrce 
days  in  n  Southern  railway  ia  no  bud  preparation.  The  fire  wkii 
devastated  Cbarleaton  about  a  year  ago  has  left  terrible  tract*  of 
progrcRi :  it  secmi  to  have  swept  clean  through  one  of  tlu  beat  parts  i 
the  city ;  and,  owing  to  the  war,  which  employed  labour  elsewhere  no  Meii 
to  repair  the  damage  have  been  taken.  Still  Charloslcn  ja  a  pie 
place,  and  the  walk  along  the  quays  by  the  tide  of  the  bay  is  delightful; ' 
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the  houses,  being  huilt  tomewhat  in  the  Italiftn  *tyl?  of  nrchitccttirc,  and 
Ktandin^  oo  the  very  tdgc  of  the  watera  of  the  bay,  remind  one  of  some  of 
Cl«u(ie  Lorraine's  sea  piciureii. 

However,  wnrlikrt  prepnrstions  Appeared  on  all  siiie).  Batterica  had 
been  ercoled  along  the  quay ;  n  regiment  wa»  cncnniped  in  the  publie 
gnrdcni;  iron-elnd  vcMcl*  were  in  course  of  prejiamtion ;  ihe  fcrl*  at  the 
enlraucc  of  ibe  harbour  were  all  nrtned ;  and  people  spoke  of  n  desperate 
deftnce,  and  of  burning  the  towii  rather  than  allowing  it  to  foil  into  the 
enemy's  haudii.  Genurul  Beaiiri^rd's  head-quarters  were  in  the  town. 
I  h«cl  the  picMUTc  of  pawing  ilia  evening  in  his  company,  and  a  remark- 
ably nice  peraon  and  good  officer  he  appeared  to  he.  He  is  a  small,  very 
iatclligenC-looking  man,  vfith  reinnrkably  bright  dark  eyes  and  rather 
grey  hair;  in  fnci,  his  appearnncc  bespeaks  a  more  southern  descent  than 
that  of  the  Anglo-Sason.  lie  spoke  eonfideuily  of  being  able  succtBafiilly 
to  drfend  the  place.  General  Beauregard  corroborated  the  curious  facta 
one  heard  respecting  the  bonibardinenl  of  Fort  Sunipler.  It  is  perfectly 
true  that  after  a  most  severe  bombardment,  the  fort  replying  vigorously, 
il  surrendered,  because  untenable,  and  not  one  man  of  the  garrison  was 
eillier  killed  or  wounded ;  whilst  on  the  attacking  side  the  caeualtiea 
only  amounted  to  three  men  slightly  wounded.  The  fact  that  sucJi  was 
the  CSM  is  almost  unaccountable. 

The  Miuntiun  of  Charleston  on  the  point  of  land  between  the  Ashley 
and  Coojier  rivera,  and  surrounded  with  forests  and  marshy  country, 
render*  it  very  strong  on  the  land  side,  whilst  the  forts  at  the  entrance  of 
the  bay,  it  was  hoped,  would  aflbrd  insurmountable  obstacles  to  the 
Federal  navy.  As  usu.tI,  they  (the  Federals)  have  lost  their  opportunity. 
At  one  time  the  (own  was  scarcely  defended,  and  a  few  resolute  cnptajos 
of  tihips  might  have  forced  a  paauge  into  the  bay,  and  bombarded  it. 
Now,  however,  deficiencies  have  been  remedied,  and  an  obstinate  defence 
will  be  the  result.  Every  day  people  expected  the  attack  to  lake  plact; 
tlie  large  force  which  was  under  the  command  of  General  Banks  threatened 
the  whole  southern  coast,  and  each  city  supposed  itself  to  be  the  object  of 
menace. 

The  rail  to  Wilmington  was  open,  and  as  that  was  the  shortest  way 
to  Richmond,  I  took  the  train,  and  reached  Wilmington  about  one  am, 
where  a  •tcnm-lerry  carried  the  passengers  across  the  harbour.  We  were 
kept  waiting  in  an  awfully  cold  night,  crowding  round  the  doors  of  the 
railway  car* ;  and  an  it  wn«  a  case  of  Htst  come  first  nerved,  those  who  got 
in  fint  secured  a  seat,  whilst  those  who  did  not  were  forced  to  stand. 

The  usual  uncertainty  attending  Southern  railway  travelling  prevented 
JM  (Vom  making  any  cnlcntation  ns  to  the  lime  of  reaching  Richmond. 
At  Wcldon  we  "  missed  connection,"  which  means  that  the  train  had 
gone  off  without  waiting  for  us,  and  we  had  the  agreeable  prospect  of 
puung  twenty-four  hoara  at  one  of  the  most  tuiaerable  places  I  ever 
nw.  Even  in  peace  time  it  has  a  bud  name,  and  during  the  present 
•Ut«  of  things  it  haa  become  ten  times  worse  than  before.    Two  dreary 
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boiue*,  digotliod  ity  Iho  rutne  of  liotele,  n«rivi:d  tlic  pnMcngvitt.  I 
jfcrtuoale  cnougb  (o  vhuua  ft  bed ;  iwo  soldiers  ol  the  C»nfed«ralc  arm/] 
occujijring  the  other  bcil  in  my  mora.  W«  ima  procured  An  luxury  ■ 
I  fir«,  aad,  irliUat  &ilting  round  il,  my  t«o  compaiiioiu  dbouaiKd  iLeirj 
aunpiiigai,  and,  in  duitig  ho,  dcscribixl  liro  batllct  at  which  I  bad  breil 
preseul  on  the  oppoailu  tiid«.  It  wan  wty  tmuAig  to  hear  llK-ir  dntorii^j 
tiou,  MpeciaUy  that  of  on«  man,  yrbo  gsro  me  mn  acoouat  of  his  chatging  | 
Bquarea  and  i>errDrmlD£  olber  prodigies  of  valour,  no  tuck  aqtiant^  to 
my  certain  kuowlcdgc,  buving  cxisttd.  1  did  Dot  tcJI  tlicjn  that  I  bad 
Men  ihc  botllM  Cntia  iiiii>lU«r  point  of  view.  At  Wcidoo  then  (a  abj 
impoituU  bridge  acroea  a  rirer,  on  wKioh  a  gunrd  wttn  alalioBcd,  aa  it] 
waa  auppotcd  to  be  an  cttjeet  of  attadc  of  the  Fedarala,  who  oooii|iiGd] 
parts  of  the  couotry  lying  in  tli*  viciniry  near  tho  coatt.  AAer  oar) 
twenty-four  boura'  delay,  u  train  arrired  and  canicd  lu  On  l«  Peler-{ 
borough,  a  Urge  w^l-buill  town,  near  the  Jamea  lEircr.  OmnibOM^ 
driven  by  niggctv,  conrfyed  tu  tlirougli  iJie  town  to  the  Bicbraodd  railw^ 
atuicn,  and  on  my  way  I  took  tha  opportitnily  of  lukiug  ih«  "  intdligvnl 
ooatisbMiMi "  who  waa  driving  me,  whctber  tlte  YaukecH  bad  imy  gnnboollJ 
oa  dw  Jiuaea  River.  "  0  yeiU,  maaaa,"  was  tbe  aiifwcj-,  "  tbem  Yankcei' 
liHTc  got  thrc«  thousand  guaboaU  down  there."  'lliia  awfiil  picca  of  ia- 
foruiittiuii  ought,  of  oouree,  to  have  been  forwarded  to  Prwideut  Davis,  if 
Iw  had  baen  in  tho  sAmc  hnbit  of  nc^iriiig  intbrcuition  from  "  inlcUigeat 
«x>nirabuii(U"  ax  tiio  othci'  Pri^deut.  Tbe  train  cvnveycd  me  to  Kidi* 
u)oud,  irberc  [  lUTJred  about  aoveo  o'clncit  I'.ti.,  vrry  glad  to  havo  aooou- 
plished  tltn  long  jou/noy  Ctimd  Mobile  ^| 

Of  all  ibe  expedilioui  1  bave  mttdcv  the  ride  I  took  ont  of  Ridunond  " 
to  tho  soi-nu  of  tlie  old  battle-fields  of  tbe  Cbickabomiiiy  wna  to  me  tbe 
moH  ouriuufl.     Six  moiitlis  previously,  I  bad  beca  euciiuipcd  wiib  iba 
Federal  nmiy  for  a  month,  within  four  nnd  a  half  mile*  ot  the  city,  and 
now  I  wna  about  to  viiiit  tbe  same  localities  from  the  opposite  tade.    Todo 
llii*  I  liirud  a  wretchtKl  hone — honKS  are  acurco  articlot  at  Richmond —  ; 
and  nlarlul  oil'  alone  to  lind  my  way  to  tlic  Chickahoaiiny,  feeliug  aon' 
when  vace  ihvrt  of  knowing  every  inch  of  the  ground.     After  loavingJ 
tbe  town,  I  posaed  Uie  redoubts  which  eocircle  il— «arthwoa-kB  thrown  up 
hastily  during  the  war, — and  fouud  tliu  guard  alatiOiued  on  the  VMd; 
howover,  my  puss  cnsurvd  tm;  every  eiviiity,  and  1  was  put  iu  Uie  li^ 
way  of  reaching  Newbiidge  oa  tiie  Chickalioitiiuy. 

Very  noon  the  couiilrv  ihoweil  pulpablc  signs  of  tear — fences  brokn  J 
down  and  destroyed,  houHKS  burnl  —  iu  short,  a  fertile  cvuntiy  had 
become  a  wiutc.  1  looked  in  vuin  fur  the  lines  of  mrlhworka  wfaicli  I  «» 
led  to  believe  li&d  prevented  (lie  udiiuice  on  Bidimend  o(  the  Fvdonl 
army  i  they  did  not  cxint ;  a  very  sinnll  trench  and  breastwotrka  being 
the  only  signs  of  uuy  fortiticaiiou.  Still  1  rode  ou,  cxpociing  to  meet 
some  tracosof  field-works, until  I  found  myself  among  tfaewell-rumenibeRi) 
plau's  lacing  tbe  height*,  from  wludi  1  had  often  aratclicd  th«  Fedcnd'l 
batteries  play  on  the  very  ground  I  was  riding  over.     There  wm  tbt 
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home  which  I  remembered  aervcd  &■  a  mark  ftr  the  Federal  nnillery ; 
then  iru  the  ntccp  piec«  of  rood  <lo'wa  which,  thruugh  a  iclcMwjtc,  1  hod 
walciiod  the  Conluileratv  w*gBi>as  haateiung  to  uvoid  the  6k.  Iu  lact,  I 
lUfiKut  srcntcd  to  have  two  tcpnrrttc  existences,  luid  imagined  ihnt  I  should 
uee  niynelt'  Aud  tunncr  cumpauion.i  appusir  un  tbu  oppotitc  hcigbln.  My 
rido  mnetoppod  hy  the  bridge  (called  Newbridge)  keying  been  destroyed. 
Men  were  engagud  in  n-puiring  it ;  the  mudciy  ntrvam  of  the  Chicknliomioy 
flDWiDg  on,  uncouscious  of  having  Ri.'paiat«d  two  vMt  armie«)  and  plsjred 
to  cuusi(Ii:rahl(!  u  put  in  a  grunt  struggle. 

Aorota  the  d«sert«d  liulda,  llie  former  statioiis  of  tlie  CotifcdL-ruti: 
[lifiketn,  1  made  my  xtay  ;  then  through  the  abandoned  Fcdcml  cnmps  nnd 
«iitraicluBeots,  txmea  tfce  oountry,  and  through  the  woodu^  and  aiuouig 
the  numrrou*  gmvcs  of  tlidre  wiio  iiill  at  Fairoaks  asd  tlie  s^^ven  days' 
battle,  until  i  leachud  the  redoubt,  the  scene  of  Hookor'ti  fighl,  where  the 
hut  buttle  Via  fouglit  with  the  object  of  DdraDciug  on  Kicliiuutid.  The 
b«itlc«  whiuh  aucoceded  it  were  for  exiatvncc,  not  viclory.  The  country 
was  dcAcriod;  a  solitary  iportiouaa  looking  for  partridges  was  the  only 
penon  I  encmuitercd.  Where  were  all  those  I  had  known  no  intiinatoly 
•ix  moMbt  before?  Some  w«e  killed  in  those  last  disastKiui*  battles; 
most  had  led  tiio  army  in  diigust,  or  been  driven  from  it  by  the  polilicians 
M  Washington. 

,  I  tntmtd  tha  mi),  and  returned  to  Itiohmond  by  the  road  which  passes 
&c  Seven  Pinea,  fmm  which  thv  battle  of  that  name  i*  called.  Kithmond 
must  be  singularly  changed  from  what  it  was  two  years  ago^tlicn  a.  Slate 
capital  a*  little  known  Id  fame  iu>  any  other  of  the  numerous  oipitals  of 
the  various  Stttes,  now  the  centre  of  the  Confederacy  aod  the  obje^ 
(or  which  rait  aruios  am  contending.  It  is  a  plcuiont  town  o:i  the 
left  bank  of  the  James  Blver,  whoeo  winding  coiurse  can  be  seen  for 
■amy  milca  from  one  of  the  numerous  hills  on  which  it  ttinds, 
Tbere  is  still  ttafiie  in  the  stioets;  the  theatres  are  open;  ladies  riiling 
•ad  driving  (thg  latter  iitnally  in  ambulance*,  imitead  of  carringes)  jmss 
not  untrequ^fully,  and  the  whole  l^wn  appeurii  endeavouring  undor  difli- 
cultics  to  keep  \ip  nn  ajipcaranoe  of  pence  and  prosperity.  When  I 
was  there,  Imt  few  soldiers  wer^;  to  be  seen  in  the  strcFU  ;  they  were 
ooBceotrMed  in  front  of  Frederickaborg,  where  a  battle  was  daily 
expected.  The  crondcd  state  of  the  hotels,  filled  with  officers,  the 
•ppeantuce  every  now  and  llien  of  Eomc  rough -loukiug  cavslry  or  attiU 
lery,  the  enonnous  bosfHtala  whidi  cover  one  of  the  hUls  anrbwkiog  the 
river,  the  !rDin>obds  buUt  tuid  in  coune  of  building  ea  that  river — ail 
told  of  wav.  Although  ^eat  CDu£deiice  was  felt  in  Genersl  Lee  and  his 
army,  yet  n  certain  nm^nsinosi  existed  m  to  the  result  of  the  qifwoaching 
baiile.  In  the  event,  liawever,  of  utter  dei'eat,  and  the  occnpation  by  tJiu 
Kedenll  of  fiichmoud,  tlie  rsaolulioD  had  been  formed  to  leave  notltiiig 
but  its  a^ihes  to  rcouve  the  enemy.  Commodore  P<^rim,  who  fonnciiy 
ooumsncled  dieA'tnAnVfc,  was  kind  enough  to  show  me  the  new  JUrm'mac, 
to  which  lie  bod  been  appoiAlcd.     She  difTcri  sUghtly  Irooi  her  namesoka^ 
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and  i*  trrati  wiUi  xery  large  rifleii  gun*  mad*  at  ihe  foundry  at  Ricli- 
mond.     Sbe  is  dcntiot-d  to  co-opcnto  with  tli«  Jbrt  at  Drtuy's  Blufti  i 
ortler  to  emure  ilie  tatety  of  Ricbmond  from  on)'  mtcmpt  nl  tatoclc  wliici 
might  be  mad*  fima  the  Jamra  Kivcr.     tvio  other  iron-dads  yrerc  in  th« 
couTve  of  cnastrudtou,  one   buili  by  contributions  from  the  Udi«B 
Richmond.     On  the  Intid  side,  n  circle  of  bnttioncd  ficH-work*  gnord  t^ 
town ;  lliey  are  insignificant  compared  with  the  w orlu  round  iraportBiit 
Eiiropcfin  lowne,  but  are  as  sirong  or  stronger  than  t)ic  line*  of  Ycffk- 
town,  wliich  for  so  long  a  lime  held  in  check  the  Fedeml  troo[&. 

It  wtM  OR  caty  nialt«r  enough  to  gi'C  into  Richmond,  but  quit«  iha 
rei-wse  to  get  out  again,  unil  so  on  to  Washington.  A  ilug-of-truce  boat 
fur  exchange  of  prisoncra  freijuently  went  down  the  James  River,  btit  do 
jNiBseugcrB  were  alloiTed  oo  board;  and  in  the  present  slale  of  alTuirs, 
when  any  day  might  bring  ncwa  of  some  great  conllict,  the  authorities 
were  cliary  about  granliiig  passes.  Still  they  were  very  kind,  iind  I 
was  told  I  might  make  my  lYay  across  the  lines  by  what  ia  called  the 
Underground  Railway.  The  olBcer  in  charge  of  the  necrct  oerrico 
fni-tiishcd  me  with  a  pas«  in  the  event  of  my  meeting  any  Confederal* 
pickets,  uud  directed  me  to  miike  my  way  by  rail  to  Culpepper  Court- 
liousc,  and  then  na  best  i  could  to  Alexandria  or  Lecsburg,  from  wIucU 
places  the  journey  to  Wasliinglon  was  eacy  enough,  HowcYcr,  he  a»kcd 
me  .It  the  Minio  time  lo  lAke  charge  of  a  lady  and  her  two  grandcluldren, 
whicli,  "  ptciisunt  as  their  compmiy  might  be,"  would  conaiderabty  add  ta 
my  difficulties  in  travcr&ing  a  country  devastated  by  war. 

yVc  started  on  a  cold  bright  winter's  morning,  driving  to  the  atntion, 
where,  to  begin  with,  all  the  luggage,  including  the  ladies'  big  boxes,  were 
nearly  left  behind.  We  arrived  ktc  at  the  station  ;  the  train  would  not  wail, 
and  the  desperate  nigger  in  charge,  after  Irymg  to  drive  after  it,  ended  bjr^H 
jumping  out  of  the  carl,  and  with  myself  running  along  the  rails,  with  tbo^| 
luggngu  on  our  shoulders,  which  wo  jtjst  managed  to  shore  up  behind 
the  lnjit  carriage,  the  train  being  in  motion  at  the  time.  We  crovaed  tbs 
Chickalioininy,  and  reached  Hanover  Junction,  the  scene  of  a  batOe 
at  which  1  hnd  been  present  six  months  before. 

Some  persons  in  the  train  fancied  they  could  hear  guns  in  tbe  dU- 
Innce.     Little  did  we  then  tliink  that  the  battle  of  Fredcricksbut^  waa  ^| 
being  fought  at  that  moment  within  a  fow  miles  of  where  we  were.      At  ^^ 
Gordonsville,  we  passed  a  deput  of  military  stores  and  a  train  full  of 
niggers,  or  contrabands,  as  they  are  called,  who  were  cheering  Imtilv, 
and  weic,  wc  were  told,  on  their  way  to  work  on  the  foriifiea lions  at 
Richmond — poor  fun,  I  should  think,  for  tl:em;  but  they  are  uiuiccount>  ^| 
able  beings,  and  always  appear  ready  to  laugh.     I  remember  onco  seeing  ^^ 
a  lot  of  niggers  sitting  round  a  house  which  viaut  being  ehelled,  and  on 
my  remarking  lo  their  master,  who  wns  looking  very  mournful,  that  h»  ^M 
was  being  shot  at,  they  went  into  fits  of  laughter.  ^1 

It  was  all  phiin  nailing  for  ua  as  &r  oa  Culpepper  Court-hotuei  bat 
there  wo  came  to  a  etundstill.      How  wore  the  ladies  and  their  big  b 
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to  be  conveyed  ihrongli  a  cottnliywherc  there  were  no  honea  or  carringc*? 
For  two  dny*  and  a  hulf  I  wandurod  through  tbe  town,  looking  over  the 
jittling*  and  into  the  jards  wherever  there  was  n  sign  of  a  honw;,  mule,  or 
even  ox ;  running  adct  any  cnit  that  might  mtikc  its  appearance  in  the 
town;  routing  up  tcamslers  at  all  hours  of  the  day  or  night;  btit  to 
no  purpose.  We  were  regularly  fixed.  At  length  f  espied  a  cart  bring- 
ing a  loud  ofwonira  and  baggage  to  the,  railway  utation.  I  ran  up  to  the 
driver,  nnd  at  once  concluded  a  bargain  with  him  to  lake  the  kdita  and 
baggage  to  Warrington — I  walking. 

The  foUowitig  day  we  were  to  start ;  bat  during  the  night  the  rain  fell 
in  lorrcnta,  and  my  frirnd  the 'driver  did  not  make  hia  appeArance  until 
Borne  boure  after  the  appointed  time.  When  Ije  did  arrive  and  saw  tlie 
big  hoses,  he  tried  to  shirk  liia  bargain,  but  nc  kept  him  to  it:  to  vent 
hijt  diBpleawure  at  tlils  result  he  drove  his  waggon,  containing  the  unlucky 
MieSi  for  some  distnncc  over  the  tlcepers  of  the  broken-up  i%ilway. 

Well,  we  started:  the  country  showed  many  signs  of  recent  bnitU^x. 
Over  this  very  ground  hnd  General  Pope  ndvnnccd  towards  lEichinond, 
and  jtut  beyond  Culpepper  he  had  met  with  his  first  repulse,  ending  in  his 
diagraceful  retreat  to  Washington.  The  fencea  were  destroyed  and  burnt, 
the  irtn  cut  down,  skeletons  of  dead  horses  were  lying  about,  whilst 
pieces  of  uniform  and  remains  of  old  encampments  marked  out  the  burial- 
places  of  the  dead,  and  the  former  residences  of  the  living.  TheHe  wero 
the  ioeTitable  rcsulia  of  war.  Much  wanton  damage  did  not  apfiear  to 
have  been  perpetrated,  nor  did  the  inhulittants  of  Culpepper  accuse  the 
Frdeml  soldiers  of  miHbcliaviour. 

Virginianroadsarcnot  thebeat  in  wet  weather,  and  we  progressed  very 
»lowIy  :  sometimes  wc  plunged  through  deep  mud,  then  we  were  obliged 
to  drag  away  a  great  trunk  of  a  tree  placed  as  an  obstruction  across  the 
road ;  then  we  liad  to  cross  a  river,  where  llic  water  ittmoxC  llowcd  into 
the  cart.  It  was  near  one  of  these  rivers  that  we  encountered  the  Con- 
ftdcratc  pickets,  a  rough-looking  set  of  horsemen.  One,  a  Swiss,  was 
disposed  to  niake  himself  rather  disagreeable,  in  order  to  obtain  a  bribe; 
but  fortunately  an  ofHcer  passed,  who  ordered  him  bock  to  his  post. 
There  waa  much  that  was  pretty  in  the  scenery :  the  country  waa  thickly 
wooded  and  tindulating,  the  fine  ning«  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains 
bonnding  the  view  towards  the  north-west.  We  could  only  reach 
JefleraoD,  a  small  village,  that  evening,  where  a  lady,  residing  in  a 
comfortable  house,  was  induced  to  receive  ui,  and  give  u«  aoroe  supper 
ud  beds.  A  few  of  the  neighbottring  gentlemen  called  in  in  the  evening, 
including  the  scbooliuantcr  and  clergyman — very  agreeable,  plcnaanC 
people. 

'riie  n«st  day  we  croaaed  the  Rappahannock,  where  aome  hotiaca 
showed,  by  their  dilapidated  appcamnce,  aigni  of  a  bombordmcnL  On 
the  oppoaice  bank,  bc&ro  the  war,  ttoo<l  a  large  hotel  and  watering-place; 
now  only  the  bare  walls  mark  the  place  where  formerly  the  Virginian 
gentry  used  to  Hock  in  the  summer  seanon:  it  woa  said  that  the  buildinga 
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b*d  b««t  waalontjr  iatroyed  fay  ili«  retocalmx  Folvnbi.  Soow  wm 
blling  u  we  (iaicred  WuriasittM,  tw«Dtf-fir«  mite*  from  Cu!pi:]>i>cr,  u)i| 
little  pfoapoet  dUI  then  afptar  of  our  geUJii|;  oo.  PeOpie  WWkM  Jiot  let. 
out  UmIt  auto  lo  |^  tlmnu^  tbn  tiuea,  fcr  fear  oT  bei^  nfitmi  p«rtituKo« 
U  rMUTDi  nod  our  driTer  tiitd  «Digaf;<^  lo  latitt  aoMber  tnveJIer  from 
WarringtMi,  w  he  could  dM  take  (h«  lwlits«B()  llic  bigboins  snj  faithw. 
1  WM  bopelMaly  iiiooning  throng  tbo  atrret*,  wlten  n  CanScAmU:  fi<kx% 
uked  me  for  my  pwM.  I  g>v«  it  ratW  nulkilj ;  but  directly  ihty  ItuBW 
wbo  I  was,  fnd  irlut  I  want«d,  ihcy  oouM  not  be  loo  civil.  'Diejr  busied 
ibrawelrcit  lo  liad  a  coavvyancev  and  auon  diKarerctl  a  gentlMnan  wlio' 
had  brought  iu  a  load  of  [lork.  aiul  wbO|  for  a  CMMidcrMioo,  «u  willit^ 
iMTing  w^d  Ilia  pork,  lo  ourrjr  u».  big  boxen  awl  all,  lo  aBodUT  {fentlMuu't 
lioDM  in  Um  ntiglibouriiood,    Tbie  wm  a  grui  r«li«f  to  our  tnind*. 

Several  of  the  picket  miro  in  timi  reoni  w)i«re  wc  diiwd,  and 
talking  of  the  capture  ofa  Federal  eomaiiuarul  waggon,  wbicfa  I  bad  B«ea 
etundiug  in  tlie  ati«et.  One  <iC  tbom,  a  niero  boj",  waa  aajFing  bow  be 
bad  tliol  niid  killed  U>«  drirer,  buving  been  ordered  to  do  lu  br  b» 
otfcer,  n  tlic  driver  luid  rMiarU-d  afWr  being  captiiivd.  He  wo*  a  quieli 
good-humoured  couuLry  lud,  bul  lie  luiked  of  itiootSag  the  uias  in  Biuci 
lL«  niQC  term*  aa  oiw  talke  of  killing  a  dog,  so  great  a  change  of  fcdi 
does  war  create.  A  fuw  of  tlte  cavolr/  rode  a  portion  of  the  whj  witk 
u^  end  afterwards,  we  heanl,  i-oUMd  up  a  Fedenl  caralrjr  picket  n<;ar 
BuU'a  BuQ,  capturing  ecri:nil  lioriM  and  >ho»ttng  ooe  niun.  AVo  drorai 
up  to  (lie  gentleuian's  house,  mid  asked  for  food  and  *helt«r,  saying  wt 
had  come  to  ntny  with  liim.     Although  we  were  nil  purfeet  straogor^- 

nolhing  could  be  kinder  tLau  our  reo^oa.  Mr. not  only  received  vu 

moid  hoipitably,  but  uted  nil  bi«  oodcnvoura  to  prccure  conveyanct  (br 
Ui  to  Alexandria.  In  fact,  without  his  aaeislanco,  I  bcliore  we  should! 
never  have  tweti  a!>Ie  lo  ucccnipliiih  our  journey.  He  lent  lue  a  lior-«,  and 
a  friend  of  hia  acted  as  my  guide.  Tlie  ladies  and  small  boxe« — iIm.-  big' 
ones  had  to  be  left  behind — were  put  into  n  light  curl,  luid  off  vre  «lart«| 
i^ain.  We  hud  forty  mili-s  to  make  before  rcnching  Alexandiia.  Out, 
i-ood  lay  through  Gainsv  ille,  and  over  the  old  liattle-giound  ot  Hull's  Ibui. 
At  tlie  lattrr  place,  dcud  honto,  fortunately  ftoxen  when  no  powcO, 
lying  in  great  numbers;  shut  and  tJiell  wvrpstn-wcd  abcut;  the  biUf-bu. 
chiuiuey-itiicks  mnrked  where  bouw-'.i  bud  formerly  stood,  snd  even,  in;, 
BOint!  placBb,  eki-letoiis  and  bones  of  huntan  beings  appcanrd  above  thi 
ground ;  iji  fact,  there  were  all  the  niKut  of  great  battles  having  been 
fought  on  the  ground  over  which  wu  were  pasting. 

Clo»e  to  tlic  sticnm  of  Bull's  lluu,  on  an  L-uiiaeuce  couituundtng  a  viev 
of  the  surroTinding  country,  wo  encountered  ihc  fiint  l-'cdcral  juckeL  U 
VBH  H  poi'ty  of  cavalry,  under  charge  of  a  sergi-aut,  patrDllttig  the  coonlty. 
As  we  approaolied  tbey  drew  tliclr  revolvers  and  tmsluug  their  carbines; 
and  I  WAS  nuhcr  anxious  lest  they  might  lake  me  sad  my  friend  for  Con- 
federate cavalr}-,  knowing  how  lately  they  bud  been  roused  up  by  them. 
It  turned  out,  when  we  came  up  to  Ihwm,  that  thoy  hod  done  Ki,a&d  wen 
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only  coiiTiuctd  lJ*  their  mUtalio  by  our  extremely  pt^aveubW  ajipidurum:!^ 
Tkey  hud  bci;ii  out  dui-Jng  the  night,  wcro  very  coltl,  and  hnd  tio  desire  of 
fightmg  thiit  morning;  and  bo  were  only  ti^o  jjkaaed  tu  fiiid  ne  weio 
quiet  tTHvcUers,  mid  not  the  blaek  horse  cnvalry.  In  f«ct,  lliey  could  not 
be  loo  civil ;  they  took  us  to  llie  picket  (ire,  reported  our  airivjd  to  tliu 
offictr  in  ct'inmuni!,  who  forwarded  us  on,  und«r  escort,  to  hi»  colonel. 
B«  (the  i.-oluuel)  wm&t  CtuitrCTilIe,  whure  tlie  old  flvld- works,  tbroivn  up 
by  the  Coaicijerat«H  ailtsr  the  bitltlu  of  BuU'e  Uuo,  wtire  «tjll  i4;tDding. 
yrom  thfsuuo  an  cacort  eonducti'd  uk  tu  Fairliix  <)i>urt-hciiiM-,  witli  ordvnt 
U  Udie  ua  to  the  provoeC-ui^Hbal.  Noibiug  ouuld  exceed  tite  civility  of 
«*«ry  one,  from  the  cobnd  to  tlui  troojters  of  th«  cMort;  tlitty,  poor 
fellom,  vrcrv  hetirtily  uck  of  llie  wilt,  nud  witJicd  limy  wei-e  bauk  at  tlidl 
&niu  in  (.Hiio.  The  provosi-ntftrsbsl  having  sen)  my  pennit,  by  meaoi 
of  wbteb  I  had  piuncd  tlic  Fedi^ral  linc^iit  MvoijihiK,  wan  perfectly  anluilied, 
And  gave  both  myaelf  nud  tlie  I&diea  permisuon  to  proc«ed<     Aly  friend 

look  the  borwcs  buck  to  Mr. 'a  houso,  and  1  luckily  found  n  mitler** 

«art,  in  which  I  mude  th«  jotuuey  to  Ale.vuudiia,  I^rfre  bodied  of  lroo|»t 
were  birounckMl  mid  rnounped  along  thir  rond,  imd  all  appeiued  to  be 
w^iat  the  Aniericana  cull  "on  ilie  alanipedt" — I  suppOBu  in  ooDftequcDcia  of 
tlic  attack  Utely  niiido  by  the  Conlederato  cavaliy.  I.ittlu  did  tlicy  think 
tlist  the  only  forces  uppused  to  thorn  iu  that  port  of  iliu  country  witu  two 
or  three  troops  of  irregulur  cavalry. 

About  four  o'clock  I  piuut^d  thi-iiugh  th<i  wcU-remciubercd  furta  round 
Alcsnndriii,  and  thu  whole  purty  urrived  ju»t  in  time  to  oatch  tbe  sti^auicr 
up  the  Potomac  to  Washington,  which  we  reached  about  seven  o'clock. 

Thus  ttrminatvd  my  rapid  two  moothn'  tnivetling  throogli  the  Con- 
Mtnu  States;  and  from  ail  I  have  *c«d  and  hisud,  1  feel  fully  conviucisl 
that  no  danger  will  ever  frighten,  or  bribes  of  power  induce,  the  Statot  of 
tbe  Coofederaoy  to  join  again  the  Northern  Union.  They  aro  unauinious; 
tbora  is  no  party  teeling  in  th«  South ;  tii«y  hacD  c«u6denco  in  tli-eir  Presi- 
dent, ^wir  Govcniment.  aud  their  ^ucralK;  and  in  all  thi'sc  r4i*]K-cta  how 
grttt  is  the  oonlrwt  thvy  pi>?scnt  to  tlie  States  of  theNortlil  Thvir  troopa 
also  hare  proved  tlmnMclvca  victorious  in  idaio*t  cvny  great  action,  aitd 
kre  fUly  capable  of  deAngive  warfare.  What  the  future  bouudu^es  of 
the  Confederate  may  be,  no  one  c»a  proplieiy,  or  into  how  many  diiOiiia 
GoTcrwnenIs  the  Union  may  be  split  up  ;  but  never  a^u  will  tlie 
filar*  Stales  comtcnt  to  a  rounioa  with  the  North,  the  Iiolrod  between 
iho  two  eouiitrieii  (esfK^ally  on  the  aide  of  tbe  South)  is  too  'mUaun,  and 
b  tnuistnittod  with  incrcasod  bitlernoss  from  parents  to  chililrcn.  It  is  a 
bitter  pill  for  the  Aiiierjcanii  lo  nwulluw,  aud  hard  fur  th«ii  to  admit  tliat 
their  Guvernmenl  has  proved  a  foiluix',  luul  that  thit  extuiit  of  domiuiou 
which  gave  tli«m  au  much  power  is  at  au  end. 
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At  a  rccoQt  trinl  in  a  court  of  qu-irlcr  imsiods,  *  liitlo  girl  being  called 
aa  u  witDUM,  Uic  jiriiouui's  couusel  aiked  tha  flbairmaa  to  ucerttiD 
wliethiT  blie  uadvrblood  llie  Tulurc  of  an  oath.  Tit*  cbairnuui — m  good* 
nnlurcd  a  iquiru  lu  ctct  pittied  a  lililu  Rirl  vn  ihe  Iiead~-«aid,  "  Well, 
my  litlle  girl,  <1d  you  knoir  wliat  an  oath  moans  7"  She  Riinp«r«d  out, 
with  the  true  Kiindny •school  twuititwJo  uf  voice  and  manner,  a  net  of  india- 
liiicl  [ilu-aseti,  of  wliidi  tlic  following  reached  tlia  bcar«ra'  ears  :  "  Plooae, 
air-~Kuy  my  calMhiaui — go  to  the  bml  place  when  I  die."    "Notliingmcira 

requ■Il^d,  I  thiuk,  Mr. ?"  said  the  ctuurioao  to  the  cooDsel;  and 

the  little  Indy  told  her  story  without  further  observation. 

Such  BCL'ucs  as  ibis  aie  not  of  very  iofrcqutrut  occurrence  la  oonrla  ct 
juKticc,  luid,  like  some  of  the  other  occurrenctti  which  take  place  there, 
they  lead  aiteutivo  obicrvers  lo  aak  tlieuiselves  several  queatioiis  as  to 
the  nature  of  oaths,  and  tlic  rcasonablouess  of  the  uso  which  is  made  of 
tliciii,  which  neither  tlie  little  girl  nor  tlie  psterual  chairman  would  hare 
foiuid  it  a!tt>gether  easy  to  answer.  What  is  an  oath  ?  Wbnt  b  the 
practical  value  of  on  oath  7  How  far  does  our  own  praotioe  scinare  wiib 
true  principles  on  lliis  subject  7 

An  oath  is  usually  defined  os  "  a  calling  God  to  witneu;"  but  tliia  is 
obviuualy  a  rhetorical  phrase.  Its  defects  are  describ<^  by  Jeremy  Benlham, 
tu  language  which,  iliough  not  really  profane,  produces  sume  of  the  eStet 
of  profanity  by  its  picturesque  and  pnssionnte  vigour.  The  cotnmou  theory, 
he  nays,  "  ascribes  to  man  a  power  over  his  Maker.  It  places  the  Almigbiy 
in  the  station  of  a  sheritTG  officer;  it  places  him  under  the  command  of 
every  jitslice  of  tlie  peace."  .  .  .  "Tlie  notion  which  rcpretcnla  |be 
coumoneeremony  of  an  oath  as  entailieg,  and  without  recovery, guilt,widi 
its  inseparable  appurtciinnce — future  punishment — on  the  violators  (^ it; 
this  independently  of,  and  over  and  above  whatever  may  be  attached 
the  ocoiwion ;  leai-ea  to  Divine  Omnipotence  no  alterctatjva.  Bailiff 
to  and  under  the  human  magistrate,  the  Divine  Functionary  has  givtn 
bond  for  the  execution — the  constant,  and  punctunt^and  sure  exccniioi:^— 
of  whatever  writ  shall  be  sent  from  the  court  below  to  the  court  above; 
for  when  the  idea  is  so  self-uonlradictory,  language  is  at  a  loss  how  to 
phrase  it."  Startling  as  ihiH  language  may  sound,  it  is  no  doubt  justified 
by  any  theory  which  ajtcribes  to  oaihs  some  specific  characteristic  distinct 
fruin  those  which  nttnch  to  nil  other  nsserticns.  A  man  would  find  it 
very  hard  to  answer  Beulham's  argumeul,  who  maintained  that  tbcni  tu 
some  feature  common  to  the  conduct  of  the  false  witness,  who  atleinpls 
to  lake  away  the  life  of  au  innocent  man  by  falsely  accusing  him  of  parri- 
cide i  and  that  of  o'ery  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  who  aAcr 
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Bw«aring  to  obey  the  old  etaliitea,  omilted  on  cetiaia  occaaions  to  talk 
Lniin  ;  but  wbidi  woa  not  to  be  found  in  tlie  conduct  of  n  Quaker, 
who  made  a  false  affirmation  to  precisely  the  aame  efluct  aa  the  aupposed 
tui'jmony  of  t!io  perjured  wilncsa.  On  tlie  other  hnniJ,  Benlliara'a  objec- 
tion would  uoi  apply  to  a  person  who  considered  an  oath  merely  as  a 
prayer— «  prayer  to  God  to  afflict  and  injure  ihe  mipplicant  IThe  failed  to 
(peak  the  truth,  or  to  keep  his  word  in  relation  to  some  given  subject* 
matter.  Such  a  person,  howovor,  irnist  agree  iu  Bentham's  concluaion 
that  an  oath  in  no  more  tlian  a  very  m>l<^n]n  way  of  giving  emphasi*  to  an 
awcrtion,  and  of  pledging  the  credit  of  the  Bpeakcr  to  his  sincerity  in 
making  it;  and  this  may  be  itnplied  by  the  circumHinncea  where  ths 
form  is  absent,  as  in  the  ca?o  of  the  Quaker  witneM,  or  may  be  so 
<paalili«d  by  cirouinstaneta  aa  to  be  oT  littlo  prncticai  eiffcct,  though  the 
ll>nn  is  unliaiipity  and  wrongly  present,  as  in  the  case  of  swearings  to  the 
college  alnlutes.  This  view  of  the  »ubject  is  in  itself  the  most  reverent, 
■nd  it  i*  also  the  one  whicli  in  all  probabiUty  ia  held  by  the  Hieat 
majority  of  persona  who  are  in  the  habit  of  rellecling  with  any  accuracy 
on  tiic  language  whicli  ihcy  habitually  use.  The  notion  that  the  prayer, 
and  not  the  fuUehood,  is  the  icnportant  thing — that  the  Deity  regards  not 
Um  immorality  of  the  transaction,  but  the  peraonal  alTront  implied  in 
uaking  him  to  leatify  to  what  ia  falae — is  a  notion  fitter  for  a  heathen  than 
S  Chriatian,  and  is  probably  a  remnant  of  heathen  auperatition.  All 
experience  shows  that,  in  point  of  fact,  tliis  is  so.  Savage  nations  and 
uneducated  cla.4scs  phtce  the  grcattat  distinctive  value  on  an  oath,  and 
lay  tlie  grealcal  stre«s  on  the  dilTereuce  between  lying  and  perjury.  It  is 
said  that  in  one  of  our  Chinese  es tab! iahm cuts,  if  »  Cbineao  witocat  is 
wantedrcally  toIcU  the  truthjlichaalobe  taken  loar«mot<!U:ropIe,>uppoaed 
to  be  inhabited  by  a  god  who  has  views  as  to  perjury  peculiar  to  hiniaelf, 
and  is  particularly  severe  on  those  who  take  a  liberty  with  him  on  the  sub- 
ject. It  la  supposed  that  sumething  dreadful  will  happen  to  a  man  who  is 
•0  audacious  as  to  go  through  certain  prescribed  formnlaa  before  his  image 
with  a  dialioaest  intent.  So  tremendous  ia  the  anger  of  titis  mysterious  power 
■apposed  to  be  that  there  i«  a  general  feeling  that  witnesses  ought  not  to 
b«  required  to  swear  by  him  unless  some  special  necesiiiiy  for  having  true 
evidence  exists.  To  put  a  man  under  such  a  sanction  is  felt  to  be  taking 
ft  Dieaa  odvantjigc.  This  superstition  ia  almost  universal,  and  clings  closer 
(0  ell  of  tia  than  we  arc  awsic,  though  it  is  strongett  in  the  most  ignorant, 
iB-ilUtiiieted,  and  wicked.  There  are  few  stranger  or  darker  comers 
of  hnman  experience  than  those  which  relate  to  this  subject.  No  classes 
of  men  dread  an  oath;  more  than  the  moit  abandoned  vugrants  and 
etiminali.  It  has  been  often  renaarked  that  unlawful  asaociatton*  stioh 
ai  those  which  were  f<ir  many  years  the  curse  of  Ireland  lay  particular 
streas  upon  oaths.  The  aame  is  Cr\ic  of  gangs  of  criminals.  In  his  earliuit

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Sbont  to  bctnjr  bb  aaoctuW.  *'l  ibink,"  wya  Uk  mfflait  wbo  adtnbiiftcn 
tii«  oodi,  "  Ute  Deri)  htnuelf  vouid  not  brvak  iliut  oiuh."  'fbc  giiwa 
lin*«  oHths  tvhicb  terriijr  tkcm,  Bad  iguoiant  and  utloil^  ituadAciMa 
utL-nibctni  of  ibu  loweM  elaaa  of  Irish  will  oTi^n  Rbriiil:  from  psijiinnK 
UiemMlvca  on  a  particular  relic,  or  irtll  imufiioe  tbat  ibey  ftrwd  llie 
pcnaltjp  of  tbnr  crime  bj  kiatiDg  their  thumbi,  intcead  of  kiaiing  litti 
crofla  on  the  Ti«lani4-n(. 

This,  no  doiibt,  ia  tlie  «xiri)ni«  aad  eaDtislmit  tiaw  of  perjnrjt ' 
BonMlhiDg  geiKrically  diffvrcnt  from  olber  forma  of  «RipluUie  mkI  delLbCfJ 
rat«  faUfhood.     Tliu  lact  ihal  tuch  a  view  it  tDtcMaioed  b;  tbo  v«7  < 
•ooorii^  of  raankind  i*  aomclimcn  treated  l>^  pcrwrns  nho  wriM  or  i 
on  tho  aubjeol  aa  proof  iLat  thi-rt)  realty  la  auch  a  gfiicric  difTer 
Would  thcxc  peop!«,  it  ia  «nid,  druod  puijury  ao  niuub  and  (nlachowl

fruni  tbii  iKtItty  aud  heixJieni^  slate  of  feeling  that  tlicy  inftr  that  it  ii  i 
their  own  power  to  apportion  thnir  Makcr'n  judgment  in  pniticubr  ■ 
tliat  by  tliK  Use  uf  particular  cefeinoiiiea  thty  can  cotiip«rl  the  infliction  i 
u  piiriiciitur  puiiUlimcnt  fur  a  partictdar  falaehood,  and  m>  ]>rovidt  aoi 
•cuiinty  na  bi-twceu  ibeinnelvea  fur  truth  and  honour  nfter  th^  hata  Ba 
to  the  wind  the  aecurili<a  alnrady  prurided  for  than  by  the  order 
Froridenue.     No  Mglit  it  more  hateful,  and  very  few  are  more  inatrocli* 
timn  tliM  of  mvu  ittvped  in  crime  and  utterly  UDuurtliy  of  the  tainie 
confiduncu  va  any  tubject  whatuvci',  KtmggltBg  to  tnakc  tlteuui^m 
nrlificiul  charueti-r  fur  a  particular  purpose  by  the  help  of  naentialiy 
blaaphemous  imjirccatioDa.    Whether,  in  point  of  fiict,  nuch  uaiha  really  < 
cdoct  their  jiuqMMe,  is  u  curloua  «iucetion  on  wliicb  it  would  be  inatmeliTa 
lo  bi-ar  triiBiworlby  evidoiiue;  but  ereii  if  tlii'v  do,  tht  fact  would  proTr^ 
■ot  that  there  really  i«  any  upccific  diJferetice  bi'twetni  jierjurv  and  ialie*! 
hood,  but  that  the  ntoet  degraded  part  of  the  liumnu  race  are  led  to  thtnk  ' 
Ki  by  rcawn  of  tb«ir  d<^rndation,  nnd  by  reason  of  tlic  ban  views  whack 
it  sqggeala  lo  tlicin  on  tlm  uost  iuipurlant  of  ull  iiulijects.  .  1 

These  viewB  aa  to  the  nature  of  oaths  do  not  iJiow  that  they  onght  not' 
to  be  ndminiitered.     Tbe^  tbow  only  what  is  their  me  nature  and 
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purport.  Wiu'Ti  •  icuBuniible  man  tat^ri  an  ontli  to  j^puil:  thu  triitb,  ba 
exprtmSj  procniM*  to  do  im>  to  nil  the  parlies  coaccraed,  und  by  llie  fona 
in  which  he  lu.iki's  thU  proraite  bn  recorili;  hu  owo  conviction  tlmt  tl>vca 
in  a  (ind  who  imposes  on  him  and  all  mankiud  in  f^eral — anil  on  him 
Bpocificaity  oil  that  particular  occnsnon — tfa«  daty  of  (peaking  the  tnith, 
and  Ijabili^  tu  punithment  accordini^  to  the  oiicuinidaticui  of  thu  atse,  in 
out  of  iSiiluru ;  nod  ho  furthrr  txprMsly  oaie*  hU  own  siibcuiAMoii  lo  iiiwi 
ROqniMcefio*  in  this  atule  of  tUiiiRi.  No  dout>i  it  in  <iuiti;  triN  that  all  tliia 
>■  NO,  whatlier  the  p«nod  swearing  says  it  or  uol.  It  is  hb  true  uf  a 
Quaker,  wiio  only  affimit,  ai  of  tncmbem  of  otlicr  deniMninations  who 
HKi-mr;  and  wtioihcr  die  pomn  swearing  sayi  ibe  woids  ov  not — whctlicr, 
by  a  VL-rbal  addrisu  to  thv  Almighty,  ho  cx|>reKKS  liit  Hulimiiwioii  (o,  and 
acqnii'BCfOoe  En,  tbi«  cuoBlitutiuu  of  tbinf[s  or  not,  iiia  pcmliun  is  ptvctxuly 
lh«  Minir.  It  in,  however,  no  Inu  irun  that  tbo  eclemn  cxprcMioti  vt 
languigv  baa  deep  importance.  It  hu;«  tlw  ationi^eit  poti'iibte  elTuvt  upon 
part*  of  our  nature  which  nr«  ijuitc  an  chnmcivi'i*tic  of  hamnn  cmatufua 
aa  mob,  aa  any  others,  aud  which  no  one  can  alTord  tu  uudurraie— tlio 
ion^nation,  naincly,  and  the  memory-.  It  is  by  no  nieuns  iincommoD  to 
write  aud  apeuk  an  if  ibu  iEii^u^uatiou  'uiu  Itttle  belter  ibaii  u  wvakums, 
and  wna  not  fit  to  be  trusted  or  oniployod  in  tlM  serious  biuioew  oi  life. 
It  ts,  in  fact,  one  of  the  ni<jat  iiitportani  partH  of  our  ustutv.  No  onv  con 
do  anything  at  all  unle«  ho  bnn  in  hit  mind  an  image  <'f  the  thing  to  btt 
done,  and  unlow  h«  applied  t<.>  Lia  iinHguurtiuu  appropriate  niimitlAnla 
DO  ncoos«ary  occasions,  h«  will  l>c  vciy  apt  to  forgi^t  what  it  mort  uoocerns 
hito  to  mnvmbrr.  Wu  all  know  wbat  would  happen  if  a  man  wera 
sysieinalicaliy  to  reju-ets  uil  ihosit  outward  uga»  of  courtvsy  and  goodwill 
by  which  ho  is  con»iant!y  iiiiprrK.-«d  with  tbo  truth  thiit  hin  neighbours 
bitve  revlingi*  like  bimsi^If,  aud  tlial  it  i»  liia  plaM  to  conciliate  and  aoolbB 
Utcm.  Hence  tbo  aoloiuii  recalling  to  a  man  of  the  oSligntion  of  truihi 
and  of  tJie  nltiinaic  mnotion  of  laurnl  obligatioiw  in  gcntirul,  ia  matter  oi 
real  and  high  importanos,  and  would  »till  bo  matter  of  high  iniporianca 
even  if  somi:  of  tli«  BStocialioiu  and  etiperslitiuiuii  oonnevtt-d  with  it  wun 
by  degree*  to  ^e  away. 

Such  being  the  nature  of  an  oailt,  what  is  it4  importance  in  praotio*! 
^Vhaieret  the  theory  may  be,  do  oaths,  in  pomt  of  fact,  impuao  a  greu 
realraint  on  mankind  und  furaiih  any  coDsidenible  gnarantAo  lor  tbft 
otgtats  wbidi  they  at e  generally  supposed  to  aeoure/  Several  emiitail 
men  iiaro  lucd  langui^fe  on  thia  point  whi<^  cxpcrtanoe  appcant  hardly  to 
juilify.  TiUoloun,  for  inataneo,  wLuae  naui«  it  u  uupoiaible  to  tnenlion 
without  au  exprcwion  of  rrgrut,  on  rcllocting  what  llio  pulpit  was 
160  ycnrs  ago,  and  what  it  is,  aud  mi^lit,  aud  ousht  to  be,  at  the  preseut 
day — Tillotaoo  obaerres  that  ''  ibe  use,  and  oren  neoeaiiiy,  of  oaths  is  go 
gTfat  tliat  hunian  cocii'ty  can  very  hardly,  if  at  all,  subsist  long  without 
ibaiB-  Government  would  many  times  be  very  innccurt^,  and  lor  tiK  Gsilbful 
diaehaiye  of  ofboes  of  ^tvai  iruHi,  in  which  tbo  welfare  uf  i!ie  pubbc  is 
nearly  concerned,  il  is  not  possible  to  lind  any  eecurity  equal  to  that  of 
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an  wtb AdiI  wlierc  mca'a  eslatee  or  Uvea  are  coDoeriMilf 

no  «vidoDce  but  wbal  ia  aaaured  by  an  oatli  vill  b«  tiMOglit  Buffieient  lo] 
d«cide  the  matlcr  an  as  to  give  full  and  geneial  aatis&ction  to  wnnkJiyl.' 
So  in  the  triiil  of  Williams,  for  publisbiog  E^ine'a  Agt  0/  Rtattm,  Lord ' 
Erskinv,  m  gouukI  for  tlio  Crown,  trcJilcd  oath*  ai  "  tho  foiindatioD  of 
all  our  law*  and  the  canction  of  all  juBlice."     He  aaid : — "  Wltat  girca 
«or  court  its  jumdictioD  ?    wlint  but  tho  oalb  vrhich  his  lordaliip,  as  { 
wri)  a%  yoaTaclv«s  (the  jury),  liaro  Hwom  upoD  the  Goijicl  to  fnlAl?'* 
From  lliis  lie  lu^ucd  thnt  the  juiisdiction  of  the  court  being  founded  on  an 
oath,  and  the  oath  being  sworn  on  the  Now  TeAtamcnl,  uttacki  on  lh«  ^| 
Bible  wcro  "attacks  on  ihu  very  foundations  of  the  court's  jurisdlcUoa."     ^^ 

What  amount  of  truth  is  ilicrc  in  gcnrnil  a»«rtioni  Lke  these  7  They 
are  founded  upon,  und  indeed  amume,  thi.'  we!l-kuonn  diviuon  of  oatha 
into  promissory  and  assertory  ootha — (host;  wliich  bind  a  roan  to  do  aomo- 
thing,  and  thooc  trhich  bind  him  to  apvnk  the  trulli;  and  it  ia  rcmorkablt 
that  both  Tillotson  nud  Lord  Erskino  lay  great  sttcss  on  promissory  oaths; 
indeed,  they  assign  to  ihcm  the  mc^t  connpicuous  place  in  their  statementa 
of  the  importance  of  au  oath.  You  can  have  no  olher  security,  «y» 
Tiilulson,  for  iho  performnnco  of  the  duties  of  offices  of  high  importance  ^1 
to  the  public.  The  jurisdiction  of  courts  of  justice  ii  vntirdy  based  upon  ^H 
these,  says  Entkine ;  that  is,  in  the  absence  of  an  oath  you  bare  no  aecuri^  ^^ 
for  the  integrity  of  judges  or  juries.  No  doubt  the  common  practice  of 
mankind  fuvours  this  opinion.  To  say  nothing  of  the  importance  nlucb 
was  attached  to  oaths  in  heathen  limes,  and  specially  by  the  Botnans, 
there  con  be  no  question  that  in  Chrbtian  Europe  they  hare  pbyed  a 
most  conspicuous  part  in  ihe  economy  of  all  nations.  So  high  wna  liie 
common  estimate  of  the  imporlnoce  of  ontlis,  that  people  aoem  to  hnre 
thought  that  it  ivas  impossible  to  put  too  much  trust  in  tliem.  In  the 
earlier  and  ruder  periods  of  our  history  onlbs  vere  used  on  every  con- 
ceivable occasion.  Not  only  was  ei'crybody  sworn  to  perform  every  duty 
with  which  he  wns  trusted,  but  oatlis  were  imposed  upon  the  members  of 
almo«t  all  corporations  in  perpetual  succession.  Kings  cousidnrod  it  a 
matter  of  serious  importance  to  obtain  oaths  of  allegiance,  and  were  them- 
selves considered  to  give  great  security  to  their  subjects  by  their  coronation 
oath.  As  political  and  religious  divi^ons  began  to  grow  rife  the  unhappy 
expedient  of  test  oaths  suggested  itself,  and  rival  parties  excluded  each 
Other's  adherents  from  power  by  contrivances  identical  in  principlv  with 
the  Japanese  test  of  trampling  on  the  croes.  Perhaps  it  would  net  be 
altogether  improper  to  say  that  tho  principal  classes  of  proraiasory  oaths 
have  been  oaths  of  cflice  and  corporation,  oaths  of  allegiance  and  test 
oaths.  In  tsiiiuating  their  practical  iniporlance,  somewhat  different  con- 
siderations apply  to  tlie«e  diilVrcnt  classes.  Oaihs  of  offices  and  of  c«rpo- 
rations  have,  as  a  general  rule,  been  almost  totally  ditu-egarded — corpora- 
tion oaths  in  particular.  Till  very  recently  the  members  of  the  (oundatMBS 
of  the  coUcgoa  ul  euch  university  used  for  the  most  part  to  swear  to 
observe  the  statutes,  many  of  which  were  puerile  or  perfectly  uusuited  to 
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tlie  tunes  in  whicli  tlie  oatli  \va»  ttikca  ;  and  eo  plnin  vras  this  ihat  men 
&mou)  for  their  scrupnloiu  regard  to  ver&cUy  iavenkd  theories  as  to  the 
mcaniDg  of  these  oatha  and  llie  nature  of  the  obligiilions  impoeed  by 
them,  wliidi  rival  any  of  the  Jeauilica!  sophistries  ridicultd  by  Pascni  in  the 
Provincial  Letterf,  Dr.  Hey  was  a  iiiau  fanwus  for  excessive  boaesty,  yet 
ho  Bsid — " '  I  will  say  bo  innny  tniisses  for  the  soul  of  Henry  VI.'  may 
come  to  meim,  'I  will  perform  the  religious  duties  required  of  me  by 
those  who  har«  aulhority.'  '  I  will  commonly  wear  a  gown  with  a  atand* 
ing  collar;  in  my  jouroeys,  a  priest's  cloak,  without  gards,  wells,  )oDg 
bnilons  or  culH.'  This  may  coiuc  [o  mean,  '  I  will  observe  n  decency  iu 
my  dress  suitable  to  my  profession.'  '  I  will  preach  at  Paul's  Croas,'  may 
meoD,  '  I  will  endeavour  to  jiropngatc  true  religion.'  "  One  of  the  coo- 
sequences  of  lliia  way  of  dealing  with  laugiingc  was,  tlial  do  one  ever 
thought  that  t)iG  meaning  euppowH]  to  be  substituted  for  the  plain  sense 

the  words  wan  really  binding  on  the  canscicncc.  Probably  Dr.  Ui-y 
not  have  considoiud  that  a  nian  wlio  neither  said  masses  for  the 
Henry  V!.,  nor  went  to  the  college  chapel  according  to  the  nilet 
Mlabtished  for  the  time  being,  was  perjured,  yd  his  words  would  imply 
(hat  be  was. 

Oaths  of  allegiance  have  undergone  a  considerable  change  in  their 
tUDcliiig  force,  according  to  time  and  place.  Of  those  who  took  the 
■ol«mn  league  and  covenant  in  the  soventcentb  century,  a  considerable 
proportion  faithfully  obncrvcd  it  long  after  it  was  Hwuru  lo ;  and  lliere 
can  be  no  doubt  thnC  the  fact  that  it  was  sworn  to,  exercised  a  perceptible 
iDllueDce  over  the  hintory  of  the  nation  for  a  considerable  space  of  time. 
Hi^rc  hare,  howcrver,  especially  of  late  years,  been  innumerable  iDstnncca 
to  tlie  contrary.  The  oatlis  of  allegiance  which  were  taken  to  Janiea  II. 
were  no  protection  to  him  ;  and  persona  fond  of  historical  curiosities 
have  calculnled  the  number  of  oath*  made  by  men  who  lived  through 
tb«  Fr«nd)  Kerolution  till  the  re-eatAbli»bmeot  of  the  Bourbona.  A  large 
proportion  of  the  French  nation  swore  allegianoc  to  several  diiferent  ruleri, 
and  to  a  variety  of  constitutions ;  yet  they  threw  aaide  each,  in  ilt  turn, 
with  neither  more  nor  less  reluctuncc  than  if  they  had  never  awom  at  all. 
Purtictikr  persons,  no  doubt,  were  faithful  to  Uicir  oatlis;  but,  for  the 
most  part,  they  would  have  been  lailhful  to  their  reopcctire  parlies 
without  oatlu,  and  it  appears  very  unlikely  that  any  goternmenl  which 
held  power  in  France  from  1769  to  I8G3  has  derived  any  advanlagn 
iiom  the  impotilion  of  oaths,  in  the  shape  of  securbg  the  fidelity  of  ihoM 
who  look  them,  " 

Undoubtedly,  however,  some  advantage  lias  been  derived  from  the 
opcrttion  tX  the  practice  on  these  who  refused  to  swear;  and  this  intro- 
docw  the  tubject  of  t«:it  oaths.  Indeed,  oaths  of  allegiance  are  teit  oaths 
■a  to  those  who  refuse  them;  and  there  k  no  doubt  that  such  oaUia 
trcqiuntly  have  tho  effect  of  excluding  from  offic«,  or  otherwise  from 
public  power,  persons  whom  tlie  parties  imposing  the  oath  wish  to  uieliida. 
During  the  long  period  in  which  oatha  designed  to  exclude  Bouan 
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Cotholio  Cmm  Parlinment  wcro  ailmSiii!ilcrc<!,  no  K«nian  Cubobo  tntr 
aut  in  r^Iiuueui,  tbougb  ibuv  wsa  probitbly  not  a  single  Fellow  at 
Sctioliu"  lit  eitli^r  unircrnity  irbu  hnd  uut  hwcitu  to  do  a  vkric^  of  diiag« 
wbtcb  Lu  never  did,  and  vru  iieret  HupfMMed  by  kuy  uuu  «vet  lo  iuteud 
to  do. 

The  nsull  of  diis  nvicw  o(  proiuuMury  oBtba  in,  tint  in  tooat  i'ff""f 
lliej  m  practically  worthlew,  sod  that  the  only  oaae  in  which  (boy 
really  offoot  their  purpooo  14  vrh«ii  they  openilv  on  ihoM  who  do  sot  laka 
Uneoi.  This  pioves  that,  m  otttbs,  thoy  have,  in  practices  QO  Um»  wba^ 
eviT.  Whitti^vrr  forco  tbcy  havo,  th«y  derive  not  from  th«ir  quality  si 
oath^  but  I'roiu  their  d>aracter  u  prouiiaea.  No  oii«  <*a  doubt  that 
ft  aoleniD  dcclAration  oi  Prola^Ianiitm  noiild  have  k^t  KotOAu  Cntholica 
oat  of  Parliament  aa  vfleulually  u  an  onth  in  the  <umt  tisniu.  No> 
would  the  promiMM  contaiaed  iu  tlie  inuriagc  aervice  be  inai«  foleom  if 
the  partiea  aitd  "  So  lielp  mo  God,"  nnd  kiwcd  a  TeclamcRL  By  eora- 
paring  th*  effect  of  nn  onth  lo  keep  -a  college  etaiiUe,  requiring  ih«  poreos 
aweu-ing  to  talk  Lallu  U.  dinner,  which  people  in  general  regvded  M 
a  mere  0Ei4>ty  fomi,  with  the  cSect  oi  au  oath  of  abjuntioo,  which 
Wuuld  be  rcKUiUed  im  iiiuoci-nt  vr  oriiuiaul  according  to  tlie  political  or 
tvligious  MRtinu^iit*  of  the  person  «wouriiig,  w«  get  a  vrucial  teat  ■»  lo  the 
practic!*!  iuiportai<cc  of  mi  oath  us  aa  ouih.  ^Vlu:ro  the  public  at  lug* 
«xpe«t  it  to  bo  kept,  wh«re  they  took  upoa  the  iK)U-obeerv«ac«  of  il  afi 
mbciantially  fukc  and  disgraceful,  ii  hiut  gival  e&«ct.  Where  thoy  lool^ 
iqMn  it  a»  u  mtire  forai,  it  bus,  generHlly  opeaking,  nod  cxovpt  iu  the  cattj 
of  pcreoiM  of  Kpeeialiy  ncrupulons  conwicncejt,  liujralty  no  efivcl  at  aU; 
Thia  d«niOiD(trat«ii  the  trutli,  ihut  whatever  the  importance  of  o*tha  ougjil 
to  be,  it  i»,  in  fact-,  dcpcodent  nimost  entirely  on  the  view  which 
generally  txktta  of  the  Bubject-uutltcr  of  the  ilml-i'Iioli  to  which  the  oalli 
ndakik  This  conclusiwt  ii  con'oborated  by  the  elighliitw  of  the  check 
which  the  fear  of  perjury,  iu  Ikut,  impowid  upon  human  cooduct  in  ruda 
agL«,  ivhvn  the  moral  power  of  opiiaoa  was  Moiall,  even  in  ckoea  in  ithldi^ 
theri-  could  be  no  question  nn  to  it*  atrocioua  gtiill.  In  apcvking  of  tint 
monl  ciutrActvr  of  the  middle  aged,  Mr.  UivUam  obnervefl  : — "  One  crimi 
as  more  univeniul  and  charncioristii;  tiian  others  nuty  be  particularly 
tioiioed.  Ail  wrilen  agree  iu  the  prevalence  of  judicial  pojury.  Jt  seenf 
to  bavealinoat  invariably  tncapcd  human  puoishmtrDt,  and  the  barrieiflof 
ai^Msralilioii  were  iu  thi^,  aa  in  every  other  iiiatuiicv,  l^w  feublo  to  prc%-eiit 
tha  cowDuiaion  of  crimes."  *  Ho  aba  says  eUewhc-re  :  "  Perjuiy  iraf 
the  dominant  crime  of  the  middle  ages,  (;iicouriigcd  by  the  prcjKMleroW' 
Eolea  «f  oompurgatien,  aud  by  the  muUipIicigr  of  oaths  in  the 
Maatical  law." 

It  does  not  follow  from  this  that  it  really  is  a  light  math.-r  to  break  of 
trifle  with  a  promissory  oath.  No  man,  wlio  hax  any  eeiise  of  uiorahly  ** 
religion,  would  for  a  moment  admit  sucii  a  notion  into  hia  mind.     K4 
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qiKfttiou  in  oioiaIi  i*  luwb  dUScuit  ihim  the  tjacMioa  m  to  tbo  con- 
wqacncM  of  taking  a  tnnh  at  itUs  oulli,  or  m  to  tli«  (It^ree  in  vbich  lU 
obligation  may  bv  alt«ieil  by  subeequeul  occuirences.  It  would  be  out  of 
pJMM  U>  aUwnpt  to  diacUM  h  on  tbe  prctcDt  occiuion,  nor  in  it  ever  \t:ry 
odifying  to  do  to.  Hsrdly  auy^ag  Las  &  nioie  iimuuiHl  loudwicy  tb&n 
Uifl  piac^ce  ol'  dwvJIing  Docdltasly  upon  Ui«  vxceptiona  to  general  oioml 
rutw.  Tbe  true  inltircuve  is,  tliai  prvuiisoory  outka  do  iiot,  in  point  of  tuit, 
udO,  ill  tuiy  p«re«ptible  degroo,  to  tli«  sttengtb  of  th«  inilitutions  vrliich 
ilitiy  me  auppmed  to  Ibrtiiy — tbut  Uwy  tire  a  uiue  auurc  tv  llii;  cO[iai.'ienc«> 
and  ought  to  be  abolisbed,  becanao,  oa  n  ridi?,  ihoyAfo  obuTVcd  only  irhrji 
lluy  &IV  not  required.  'Wlten  Lord  Enikuiu  apokv,  ua  he  did,  of  tk« 
MOCtioa  of  an  oath  being  Ui«  only  foundation  of  the  juriadiction  of  courCa 
of  l*w,  and  ibo  only  gtiaranEfi!  fur  the  integrity  of  judge*,  lii»  tiaocrity 
oaD  be  *iiidicaiec]  uuly  Ity  ilio  relleclioa  that  hv  labouNd  tinder  tlia 
infirmity,  u)iich  aflecu  almost  vrcry  lutrycr  imito  or  Ima,  that  it  la 
uvooseary  lo  haw  a  technical  reason  for  evet-ytkiiig — an  infinnily  which 
baa  Ic^  nu-n  of  viuliience  to  d«r«ad  tba  rula  which  icquircs  two  wiiii«9«t« 
in  caat-'K  of  bigli  ircuson,  on  tho  ground  iliat  tbe  prisauvr'a  oaib  of  alle- 
giance niuit  bo  suppoaed  lo  require  an  cxtiH  oath  lo  outweigh  it,  over  and 
abova  ihi.'  oulli  of  a  pcistin  who  testifiva  to  a  direct  act  of  guilt.  Th«  real 
guarantee  fbi'  the  piu;o  adiuiniatration  of  Jiutic«  ia  to  be  ftm.d  in  tb« 
iud«pfnd«nce  of  the  judge*,  and  in  ibo  tone  of  public  focling  preiatcut  in 
the  nation  at  the  time.  Die  reawn  why  «v«r^'  one  of  the  tifWn  judges  i* 
ahogtttlicr  above  the  auepicioii  of  any  form  of  judicial  corniption  la  that, 
by  long  liabit  and  eduuatiou,  by  piofewlonal  aympalby,  by  virtu*  of  hia 
poaitionaaan  Kngliab  ge-ntlcniau,  sharing  the  ordinary  fuclinga  of  hia  clan^ 
tiuia^  and  cuniitry,  he  i»  placed  uudtir  th«  ttrougeal  possible  guanuLl«u> 
for  uprigbiaaaa.  ^'o  uiie  would  traat  them  l«aa  if  ihty  were  not  iwom. 
No  one  doca  truat  tlicni  Its*  if,  by  iuiy  accident,  they  ate  called  upon  to  act 
in  nn  Uttra-judicuU  copAcity.  For  inatance,  Sir  John  I'attiaon,  after  bit 
rutirvmant,  acted  ns  arbitrator  bi-iwocu  ihc  uiuv«niily  and  town  of 
Cambridge,  He  van  a  uitre  private  person  luidar  no  oath,  bul  ho  wai 
tnuted  a*  implicitly  ua  when  he  aat  in  the  Couit  of  Queen  a  BiDcb,  and 
with  quite  aa  much  reason. 

We  haru  atUl  a  grtat  Dumber  of  piomiaaory  oalhi,  though  aomo  of  tlM 
luoat  oS«ii(ivc — uaivcnity  oalha,  for  infttance — have  been  aboliaked. 
TIm  oath  of  wliegianoe  ia  udmiuiBtiuc'.l  on  all  occaaion*  to  all  aorta  of 
iwoplc.  Can  any  oue  anpposc  that  it  add«  tbe  fuinicst  shadow  of  ataUlily 
to  the  throne  of  her  Unjcaly,  or  that  thuvt  who  hare  not  tak«u  it  might 
not  be  relied  upon  as  implicitly  Ui  euppurl  ber  authority  or  defvud  lier 
pcnun  ua  tboau  who  have  /  la  a  Mir^coii,  for  in«lanci^  leas  lo)  al  tluiD  a 
iMtrrisleri  or  a  dergymau  inoiu  loyiJ  thau  hia  wife  /  On  the  otluir  band, 
can  any  one  auppoae  that  K  we  ever  bad  a  avverdgu  who  eauu)  into 
ychcmaut  collision  with  the  people  at  large,  the  oatli  til  allt^gianco  would 
{>rodu£«  th«  hxtt  practical  vlTcel  i  It  would  ba  cdtlier  lorgottwni  evaded, 
ur  dv6c<I,  but  would  bare  no  man  aubstaoiial  ciTevI  than  a  sitaw  bclora 
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Iho  wind.  How  many  of  ihe  eilizctui  of  the  Confederate  States  hart 
■worn  nlli-giuiicc  to  die  Govcnimeiit  of  the  United  Sunta  7  and  how  taaaj 
of  thom  hare  fiulud  to  lind  tome  pnth  out  of  tlie  tcmif  of  thdr  onlh  7 

Soino  of  our  luodnti  i)roiniM»ory  oaila  are  not  cierdy  uiwIeM  but  pn»] 
f«nc.     They  take  the  nnmc  of  xhv  Almighty   in  vjiin,   in  thii  fcnae 
sliuching  it  lo  dtclumtiuiiii  oa  trtl^iiig  aii  ihut  of  llie  fiuaous  Ilighgatn  oail^^ 
"  n«ver  to  drink  water  when  you  can  drink   wine,  unlesa  yon  prefer  tbej 
irnlcr."     Scrtral  time*  a  year  a  number  of  burrisCcrs  newty  called,  and  i 
stray  clergyman   or  two   newly    presented    to    livingi,   nre   (o  be  senii 
dnsterod  together  in  one  of  llie  cnnrtw  at  IVeslmiriBter,  "  from  ihdr  hcMU 
abjurini^  and    deleiiting    an    iaipiouii,    Bcbiiuiiniicul,   aud    hcrctieal    Um 
dnmnable  doctrine  and  poailion,"  that  the  Pope  may  lawfully  giv«  poopl« 
ordem  to  murder  the  Qmiwi,  a  ceremony  frequeutly  iulerrupti'd  by  itie 
half-smoihcicd  laughter  of  those  who  take  part  in  it.     The  most  singular 
piece  of  absurdity  is  connected  with  thin  profane  ceremony.     Part  of  it 
wait  intended  to  excludu  Rumun  Catholics  fiom  the  bar;  but  wh«a  lliit^ 
monstrous  ini<]uity  was  removed,  instead  of  nboliahing  the  lot  oath  ftJtO- 
golhcr,  a  new  form  was  iitlroducc'l  for  the  use  of  Roman  Catholics.     TlwJ 
ProtesLnnt   bnrrister  still  has  to   bwcar  certain   tilings  about  lli«  Pope  in 
order  to  prevent  Soiuau  C'Ulliolics  being  burriBters,  but  tlie  Roman  CathotiaJ 
comes  in  by  an  oath  of  hia  own,  for  which  it  is  difGcnlt  to  find  any  reason 
at  all.     This  ingenious  plan  goes  a  step  beyond  the  big  hole  for  the  cat 
and  the  tittle  hole  for  the  kitten.     Not  only  are  there  two  bolea,  but  1)m  i 
door  itself  is  kept  wide  open. 

Oaths  to  give  true  evidence  are  generally  supposed  to  stand  on  a  dif' 
ftnat  footing  from  promissory  oaths,  and  are  accordingly  described  by  tha  I 
•epamte  name  of  aflsertory  oaths.  The  division  is  merely  one  of  conToniwice,  i 
and  does  not  denote  any  substauttal  dilference,  for  an  assertory  oaih  ts,  in 
fact,  a  promissory  oolh — no  oath  by  which  he  who  takes  it  protniMS  to 
■peak  the  truth  on  the  occasion  in  qucetioD.     There  is,  how«rer,  thiaj 
accidental  dtfTcvence  between  the  two.     In  the  case  of  assertory  ootlia,  thft  | 
proTnise  is  always  one  which  is  collaterally  sanctioned  in  tlie  highest  j 
degree  by  evi-rj*  consideration  of  religion,  morality,  and  public  ojHnion. 
It  is  also  onp  in  which  the  fulfilment  of  the  promise  is  always  r«()uired, , 
and  required  whilst  the  impression  of  having  taken  llie  oath  is  still  fresh  , 
on  the  memory  of  the  person  swearing.     This  is  not  the  ca*c  with  pro*  j 
misiory  o.iths,  which  may  never  have  lo  be  fulfilled  at  all,  or  only  at 
a  period  very  remote  from  tlie  taking  of  the  oath,  as  in  the  case  of  tbe 
onll)  t.iken  by  a  Volunteer  on  his  enrolment.     No  doubt  thvto  circuia- 
Btances  save  assertory  oaths  from  tbe  imputation  to  which  most  promiMoty 
oath*  are  exposed — the  imputation  of  producing  a  needless  tricing 
ncred  namca  ;  but  they  do  not  prove  their  necessity.      It  may  be  i 
whether  a  tolcmn  affirmiition  would  not  do  as  well.  The  answer  to  i 
that  it  would  not  do  as  well  now,  bccntisc  the  practice  of  taking 
does  in  fact  prevail,  because  the  associations  connected  with  tliv  pnctioe' 
do,  in  laot,  deeply  influence  men's  mluds,  and  because  a  change  in  th«

form  waitld  be  tuken  hy  the  pablic  at  Urge  to  imply  tlie  Kcogniiion  or  « 
lower  viow  of  the  importnnee  of  epcnlciiig  ttie  tnilh.  ComUning  tbeae 
refuona  willi  tlic  obscrvutioiB  nlready  muile  na  to  the  railonal  tnterpreta- 
tUtn  of  an  oilli,  it  Kccms  to  be  clcfir  ihnt,  for  purposes  of  jiiilicint  ev-idcnco, 
oaths  ought  to  be  retiiineil.  It  k,  however,  interesting'  and  practically 
importaut  to  inquire  what  aniounl  of  credit  is  due  to  Bworn  l«Htimony — 
what,  ao  to  tpeok,  is  the  dead  weiglit  of  an  oath.  This  is  the  more 
important,  because  the  adiaiiiintration  of  justice  in  this  country  is  entirely 
■u  the  hands  of  jurymen,  who  decide  conclusively  in  mnlters  involving 
life,  liberty,  characii^r,  and  property  goltJy  by  reference  to  the  impression 
which  evidence  given  on  outh  makes  on  ihi-ir  minds. 

ThoM!  wlio  have  seen  niuuh  of  the  adniiiiislraiion  of  justice  will  pi-o- 
bshly  concur  in  the  impreGsion  that  juries  attach  nn  exnggernted  value  to 
■worn  tortimony.  They  are  fur  too  apt  to  draw  from  the  fact  ttint  a  person 
•wean  he  kiw,  or  did,  or  heard  soniethiag,  the  inference  that  he  reallj 
did  Me,  do,  or  hear  it,  and  one  main  rcnaon  of  this  is,  that  they  suppose 
an  oath  to  be  a  far  greater  guaranteo  of  truth  than  it  really  is.  The  true 
giuiranlee  lies  nut  in  the  witncw's  oath,  nor  in  his  dread  of  punisliment, 
but  in  the  re:4ourcos  which  are,  in  most  obsim,  at  the  disposal  of  persons 
pncUsed  in  that  art,  for  the  object  of  distinguishing  truth  Irom  falsehood. 
A  few  words  on  the  history  of  this  subject,  and  on  the  nature  of  the  testa 
by  which  truth  and  falsehood  may  bo  distinguished,  and  ou  the  caws  in 
which  they  fail,  will  throw  light  upon  this.  In  early  timcK  it  would 
appear  that  hardly  any  attempt  was  mnd^  to  diEtingnisli  between  true  and 
61m  statpmcnts.  One  person  awore  one  tiling,  xnd  one  nnothcr,  and  that 
waa  enough.  So  Inic  Js  this,  that  the  I'utcs  of  evidence  known  to  the 
Anglo-Saxons,  ^ome  of  which  maintained  a  sort  of  dead-alive  existence 
down  to  our  own  time,  aa  well  as  tlioee  known  to  the  nioJtm  Itomnn  law 
which  prevailed  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  resoived  themselves,  for  the 
moat  part,  into  technical  ways  of  weighing  evidence.  So  many  oaths, 
pita  auch  and  such  circumstances,  were  plena  probiUio,  or  full  proof;  such 
and  such  circumst.incei  without  the  oalhs,  or  such  and  such  oailia  without 
the  circumstances,  were  ttmi-plena  prubntio,  or  half  full  proof;  and  even  la 
our  own  day,  this  system  cxercisca  consiilorable  iniluence  over  the  juris- 
prudcnco  of  nations  which  ought  to  know  better.*  In  our  own  country 
the  Roman  law  of  evidence  never  prevailed,  except  to  a  slight  extent  ia 
the  Kccliwiaiitical  and  Admimlty  Courts;  but  the  laws  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon*,  though  not  BO  elaborate,  had  a  naive  absurdity  of  their  own 
which  proceeded  on  aimihir  principles.  In  m.iny  cnstrx,  both  civil  and 
criminal,  the  process  of  trying  a  man  consisted  simply  in  producing 
a  number  of  witnesses  to  swear  on  lliu  one  hand  that  ilicy  believed  him 
guilty,  and  on  the  other  that  they  believed  him  innocent.  This  system  of 
ootnpurgatioa,   when  the  evidence  on   oppoMte  udo«  was  nuincricallj

I'bia  ah^TitJity  is  now  happily  aboliiiti«d, 
jurymen,  in  alt  cwi'i  wSnitivTr,  arr  jufl^  in  the  proper  khm  of 
vord,  thot  i«,  ttii?7  hear  the  «ridenee,  and  Bay  what  U  ]wote&    It 
iCrangc^  and  in  nnn  •rnxo  painful,  to  ■(«  what  mbinimT«  confideBM 
VaoRlly  place  in  the  diAcharj^  or  (h!i  fuDctlon  on  a  dinmt  mil).     Let 
n  rann,  of  whom  thi'v  know  nothing  whatever,  got  into  Ilie  wiineau-box 
Bwear,  "  I  aaw  tliia  or  that,"  and  if  he  in  not  contnidtol«d,  thou^  I 
may  b«  no  poMiibiliiy  of  contradicting  him,  or  lAakeD  by  oron-cxaminaiio: 
though  (here  may  be  n»  means  of  shaking  him,  the  jury  wilt  al 
slwnyt  believe  what  lie  sayti,  however  tremendoua  the  consequenoca 

be  to  otlnTB. 

The  obcerrationa  nlre.idy  madu  tend  In  ahow  that  thta  couBilenM 
pmc«ed«  upon  a  niistalce.  There  ii^  in  reality  little  or  no  retuM  ftt 
tniatin^  a  ronn's  oath  whrri^  you  wnuld  not  trust  hia  word,  ftr 
promiseory  oaths  eliowa  tliat  where  the  oath  is  th«  only  OMi 
which  A  porion  i»  induced  to  apoak  the  truth,  and  where 
aanccinnt  wliich  lead  men  tn  abgtain  frnm  fAJacbood  do  not  npply,  the 
oath  in  itsc-Jf  biia  iu  fact  little  force.  Jurymen,  therefore,  ar«  greatly  in 
the  wrong  who  will  decidr  important  <]iir«tioiiR  cither  in  civil  or  crhnlna^H 
cwea  upon  a  witneas'a  oath  when,  if  he  bad  not  been  upon  oath,  tht^V 
would  not  hare  trnMcd  hini.  If  any  fitrther  eridonc*  i«  rwqiitred  to  iJio» 
liow  little  force  ought  to  be  attuehed  to  a  bare  oath,  St  is  aupplied  by  the 
•zpevience  of  civil  courts  since  it  became  usual  to  caII  th«  paniea  at 
vitn««w  in  thoir  own  ca»ps.  In  almost  erery  cate  ihej"  are  called,  a 
tli«y  almost  invariably  contradict  each  other.  It  woiiM  b<-  harsti  (o 
that  in  all,  or  even  in  moiit  caaca,  thin  ariacs  from  witftil  and  oo: 
peijnijr.  It  is  ai  often  as  not  the  result  of  bias  and  oneaidednem,  and 
(hat  wonderliil  power  which  men  undoubtedly  have  of  rcnMinh«ring  wi 
out  consciont  fatsehocxi  tli«i?e  parts  of  a  transaction  or  conversation  wliii 
are  liivourable  lo  thuir  outi  view  and  unravcnrable  to  their  antagnniM*.' 
On  anch  occasions  juries  are  always  told  that  they  must  look  at  tho  whole 
transaction,  ooniddcr  which  side  on  the  whotn  t^IIa  th«  ntr«t  probabta 
Btory,  and  is  most  coulinned  by  cin.umKtance«,  and  find  their  tci 
accordingly.  Thi",  no  doubt,  is  very  proper.  Tho  misfortnne  is  that 
■hould  ever  xupposc  that  they  have  any  otlier  duly,  that  their  hands  art 
•v«r,  so  to  say,  tied  by  a  <lirect  oaih,  so  that  in  the  abaeaoe  of  wme 
■pcoilio  rea»oii  for  believing  it  lo  iie  tnluc  they  are  bound  to  nuke  it  the 
baais  of  their  verdict.  There  is  tittle  (li:>abt  that,  in  point  of  &ct,  they  are 
nnder  tho  infiuenca  of  such  a  notion,  and  there  U  great  waott  to  tor 
tliat  jjrosH  injustice  often  results  from  it. 

How,  then,  ought  juries  to  act  ?     If  thoy  an  not  lo  rdy  upon  dircct- 
oatlii  aa  tu  what  a  man  peraoiudly  he.ird  or  aaw,  on  what  am  they  relyf 
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The  aoRwer  »  (hai  the  (t«$T«9  in  wbkli  ilie;  can  and  ongtii  to  r«1y  upon 
■  riat^mcDt  depends  not  on  fu  being  nude  on  oath,  but  on  its  b«loTi{;ing 
or  not  to  one  or  ibe  other  of  mv^rsl  cImsm  ioto  «rhi«b  ngseriioni  mnj  be 
divlili:d.  To  gite  «  complete  enuron-ntion  t,C  thc-M>  cIiiim-d  would  re>iuir« 
R  iiaga  tMStiM.  Ici  Ki»  "ix  odavo  Tolumts  on  the  subject  of  jndictnl 
evidence  B«nthsm  treated  the  matter  inipcTr«(.'t!jr,'  and  iii  a  fragineiilar^ 
wnjr,  though  with  wonderful  power,  originality,  and  occasional  humour. 
All  that  can  b«  ilone  here  it  to  give  a  Ivvr  hints  on  the  subject  aa  tlluiitra- 
liona  of  its  gi'tieral  nature.  Tlie  great  aafeguaTds  of  trulli  are  honealy 
and  the  Icur  of  dctcotion.  Of  the  lion«)t}'  nf  a  witness  a  jury  can  iu 
general  know  nothing  at  all,  tbonf-h  bis  uiaaner  and  poiiiiion  in  lifo  may 
givo  them  wme  clue  to  it.  A«  a  role,  however,  he  is  a  ntrDnq:er  to  tliera 
and  tliey  to  him,  and  they  have  to  rely  much  more  on  hU  fisax  of  Ijeing 
lennd  out  if  he  li«s  thnn  on  his  disinclination  to  lie.  llenco  the  qurNtionit 
the  earnddcration  of  every  man  liliitly  tn  nit  on  a  jury  are,  In  what 
are  people  lilceiy  to  be  ibiind  out  when  they  lie,  and  to  what  extent 
may  wo  iniat  them  when  ihey  are  not  likely  to  be  found  out  t  The 
principal  way  of  finding  out  liura  in  coiirtu  of  ju.ttioe  ta  by  cross -exanii na- 
tion, th«  foroc  of  which  depends  upon  the  fact  that  by  bringing  othflr 
Ctnamtfanoue  than  tlioso  which  hn  hn>  mentioned  to  the  memory  of  n 
witneta,  and  by  comparing  together  difTcrent  parts  of  hit  conduct  or 
nnrmlive,  and  requiring  him  to  oxplnin  ineoTudirlcncic*  beiworn  them,  it 
is  abim  possible  to  expose  &la«hood,  or  mental  effusion,  or  imperfcctinna 
of  lacmary.  It  does,  in  fact,  antwer  one  or  the  oihiT  of  the  two  last- 
mentioned  purposes  much  oflenor  tlun  the  expoeiirs  of  direct  falaehood. 
An  bonnrt  man  who  my*  in  tfic  warmth  of  hi*  h«Art  and  imngination 
mon  iban  he  can  stand  to,  cau  generally  be  reduced  to  liis  due  dimen- 
aiona  by  jodicioua  crMO'Cxnm in.it i^n,  but  the  (alxehnrnl  of  a  wilful  liar 
who  tclts  a  lie  and  slidca  to  it  can  rarely  be  expotted.  Tho  utnioet  that 
can  be  don*  i«  to  tio  him  down  to  so  many  details  and  collatoral  oircwn- 
Ktnncea  that  if  he  in  lying  lie  onn  be  oontntdtetod  by  other  testimony. 
Thii  is  frequently  pnssible,  oapeeially  if  tbe  ftct  deposed  to  was  witnewed 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  other  peraoni,  but  cues  continually  ocoiir  where 
no  cro(UfezamiD.MioD  whatever  con  ahako  »  falce  wilnun — where,  on  the 
oontrary,  it  can  only  conRrni  him.  Thss  happens  when  the  bet  deposed 
U>  wna  in  its  nature  tranaient,  and  eould  have  left  no  tntcea  of  its  ocevr- 
renoe  except  on  the  memory  of  the  witncm  wlio  says  he  i^aw  it.  SuppoM^ 
for  iaatancc,  the  queaiion  was,  whulher  a  man  kimw  that  a  bad  aoverdgn 
^eased  by  him  wns  really  Kod,  and  suppose  that  a  penion  wns  call«d  who 
Aid,  "  I  trarelied  with  the  priimncr  in  the  train  from  Birmingham  lo 
£Mdw  et  sueb  a  time ;  he  allowed  me  a  scTereljin  which  he  took  from  his 
VelMteal  pocket,  and  aaid  )i«  had  boen  cheated;  that  he  took  it  in 
ebiangc,  and  it  was  a  bed  one.  No  one  elat  w«s  in  the  carriage  at  the 
time."  If  tlie  man  really  hed  travelled  in  the  same  cnrriage  alone, 
any  amouAt  of  cross- exaiajutioa  as  to  detjuls  will  only  confirm  this 
eridcDce.     Yet  it  might  be  totally  lolte.     Ilunoe  the  great  leading  dis- 
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tiiiction  ID  tBe  trustffoi  tliia««)  of  evideocc  t«3tcd  b;  cnMa-ncamioalMn,  if 
vlit-lltcr  cT  not  it  i*  CA^liIc  of  bdng  ooutiadicted  cither  ti^  pcraonj  or 
tUioga.  ]f  not,  crott-utamiaatlou  U  no  Uat  at  all;  for,  «xc«pi  in  cor 
pw^o  are  ii«rer,  or  hardly  ever,  mado  to  conlrmiict  ihemwlTrs.  or 
ytxj  niutcimlly  in  a  story  vrliich  tlicy  hare  onoe  toltl;  though,  if  they 
boBnt  though  mistaken,  the  fact  that  they  M9  Ot  nay  ba  mistaken  may 
generally  be  brought  to  light.  It  in  for  thi«  rciuwn  thnt  the  bore  aswrtioa 
that  a  partioulur  person  beard  or  aair  this  or  that  oo  oocwioas  wbet« 
no  one  can  contradict  him  ought  to  bo  rocdved  iriih  great  cautMO. 
Hierv  ia,  however,  another  mbordiaate  distinction  of  hardly  Ion  impor- 
tance  as  (o  the  subject- matter  of  such  nMertioos.  In  niathemUlcal  ian- 
giuige  it  may  be  caid  ihnt  their  credibility  varieii  invurady  ax  thnr 
apparent  importance  tu  th«  point  at  itwue.  Thin  in  the  true  inciuii]^  of 
many  of  tlie  current  commonphicM  in  nhat  is  usually  called  circaB- 
ttuutiul  evidenc^o.*  It  ii  often  wid  that  the  kind  of  evidence  thus  described 
if  ftronger  than  whnt  is  contrasted  with  it  as  direct  eridcDce  because  it  i* 
more  dit£cult  to  forge  it.  No  ono,  it  i»  nid,  could  put  togetlicr  a  tet  ol 
circumxlancca  siigg;eating  collectively  the  guilt  of  an  ionocent  penon 
without  cxpoMng  himMcIf  to  contradiction,  though  it  i*  compantively  safe 
to  swear  Cilsely  to  the  actual  couimiiisiat)  of  a  crime.  A  man  ia  gnwraDy, 
nt  least,  ns  open  to  contta'ltction  in  the  one  case  aa  in  the  other,  and 
tliough  it  would,  no  doubt,  be  hard  lo  forge  a  great  many  circutnatanoca 
which  would  make  an  innocent  man  look  guilty,  yet,  when  a  nomber  of 
circumitanceH  are  already  given  wliich,  by  iho  addition  of  one  nort 
circumstance,  may  be  mnde  to  suggest  the  guilt  of  an  innocent  nun, 
there  is  no  more  difficulty  in  forging  thnt  one  circtmuitance  than  in 
testifying  to  the  execution  of  the  act  iiaelf.  To  aUb  a  man  with  a  knifc 
in  n  uniplcr  operation  than  to  get  powder,  shot,  and  wadding,  to  eharg* 
and  level  a  gun,  and  to  about  him  ;  but  if  be  paiueH  of  hii  own  accwd 
before  a  loaded  gun,  it  is  easier  to  pull  the  trigger  than  to  atab  him  with 
a  knife.  A,  B,  aud  C  are  alone  in  a  railway  carriage  together;  C  goes  to 
aleep.  Is  it  cauer  for  A  to  nay  falsely,  oa  reacliing  tlie  station,  "  I  aw  B 
pek  C'k  pocket  nnd  throw  his  purse  out  of  the  window  on  my  obaerriag 
htm;"  or  to  steal  the  purse  hiuisclf  and  privately  conceal  it  in  B'a  pocket f 
There  would  he  no  greater  dilhculty  in  the  one  fhnrt  in  the  otiier  form  of 
fiilse  testimony ;  yet  by  those  who  divide  evidence  into  direct  and  cireunt- 
stantial  evidence,  the  one  would  be  described  aa  direct,  and  the  other  as 
circumiitantial  evidence.  JUmce  the  diilicuity  of  concocting  CTideace  dues 
not  depend  on  its  being  direct  or  eircumstantiui. 

On  the  other  hand,  llie  credibility  of  n  given  article  of  evid«nce  i* 
affected  by  the  degree  of  ita  apparent  connection  with  the  matter  in  debatt 
at  the  time  when  it  is  given.  If  one  man  sees  tuiotlier  stick  a  knife  iato 
eumebody  else,  he  kuows  at  once  that  he  haa  wilneMed  im  importanl

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tTftaaaclion,  anJ  if  bU  o&Jcrtion  ia  Ibo  only  rearon  for  believing  thai  the 
trnnwiction  occurrcul  n*  he  ilcscribcs  it,  and  if  iLe  jury  know  nothing  of 
any  importaiicti  ubuiit  th«  witness  e.-(ci-iit  tin  fact  that  lie  hna  iDiiiIc  that 
noM-nion,  it  it  nltvii)'))  pMniblo  to  suggest  numerous  reasiius  nhicb  may 
liavo  iuJuced  him  to  J;e.  Hu  may  have  some  secret  gwnnd  of  hosiiiity 
to  the  man ;  ho  nuty  b.ivo  comniilted  the  crime  himself,  or  have  htHia 
bribed  by  the  pcrmn  who  did  commit  it ;  and  if  the  priioncr  Lt  not  in  a 
position  lo  prove  tht-ac  eccrct  motives,  he  has  no  way  of  nhowin^  thuir 
exiatence  except  by  iiiil:ing  tliu  witncM  the  qucslion.  whiub  wouM  of 
eouise  prodiicti  an  indign.int  deninl- 

On  the  other  liand,  if  ihc  evidence  given  is  not  immediately  and 
apparently  connected  with  the  snbjeot  of  inquiry,  a  wtlticsa  hii»  fewer 
motivc4  for  forging  it,  and  if  at  the  time  and  subsequently  he  was  ignorant 
of  ibu  other  jwrts  of  the  affair,  nearly  in*ery  jioiaible  motive  iiir  fulschood 
ia  taken  away.  SuppoBo,  for  instance,  )(  happened  lo  become  imjioriant 
lo  show  thnt  n  m:in  wns  at  a  given  pincc  on  a  given  day,  A  witness  who 
said  he  saw  liim  thi.'rc  on  the  day  in  que/ition,  though  lie  wan  ignorant  of 
all  tlie  other  circunistnnccs  in  tho  cose-,  and  did  not  appreciate  the 
importance  of  his  own  evidence,  would  be  entitled  to  far  greater  confidtnco 
tfatui  if  lie  swore  to  some  striking  dramatic  incident  of  obviously  rilal 
irtance. 

Exjierieucc  ahowa  that  it  i»  a  most  difltcult  thing  lo  bring  the  jiuy- 
m«ii,or,  inilooil,  any  men  whatever,  lo  dotilit  nii  explicit  confident  asserlion. 
They  oppKtr  to  f<^l  a  nort  of  Nitiifnctioii  in  bowing  to  it.  It  Mvei  troublC) 
and  is  Bupi>oscd  to  save  responsibility.  In  fact,  however,  wbalever  wa 
Juntr,  and  in  whatever  capacity  we  liaten,  we  have  to  nrgdc  aa  well  as  lo 
The  inference  from  th<.>  assertion  to  tho  Irulh  of  the  assertion  ia 
not  the  less  important  or  the  Km  difiicull  because  its  form  b  aimplc,  and 
it  is  of  the  highut  importance  that  men  sliutild  be  aware  of  this,  and 
shonld  not  suppose  that  there  is  any  virtue  in  the  most  solemn  ccremoDles 
wliicb  will  absolve  tlieni  from  the  responsibility  of  using  their  minil*  sa 
well  as  their  oara  in  deciding  on  the  truth  and  fulschood  of  statements 
mode  to  them.  It  is  hard  to  »ay  whether  it  is  more  difficult  to  tcocb 
people  to  doubt  or  to  believe  in  a  really  jiidicioiu  manner.

Iberiaii!>,  Greeks,  and  Asiaiin,  fiury  West  and  languid  Eaal; 
With  wreaths  of  Persian  Toseg  <!rciwu»],  and  ivy  ike  diviae, 
TliL'ir  broidercd  fi-Btat  gnnni-nt£  dnmp  with  p'llunic,  stained  with  wiM. 
SccuR'd  the  wild  and  hag^iird  fates,  'neutli  tliu  roses  pure  and  white. 
Like  the  laces  in  a  dream  that  haunts  a  mndmnn  in  the  night. 
Laughing  girhi  ftom  sunny  CurinlH,  raven  trt'im-s,  limbs  of  anow, 
Jklixed  the  wine,  and  filled  the  goblets,  glidiug  soilly  to  and  Iro. 
In  the  highcBt  place  Sernpio,  tbongh  pirate,  Itoinan  atill, 
Lny  iiiimiiidful  of  tlie  wrangling,  and  the  laughter  loud  and  shriU, 
With  liis  scornful  face  averted  ;  for  an  old  and  i^ioriod  nani^ 
Like  ihu  Centaur's  robe,  clung  round  him,  in  hit*  exile  and  bia  tliamC. 
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At  Ilia  fcut  the  fair  Lycoris :  od  her  ahouldere  wliilo  ou<l  bni^ 

Like  the  Bliower  of  gold  on  Dauau,  fell  tlowu  llio  golilcn  liair: 

But  dnrk  ihc  long  eyeladica,  and  ilic  wild  bright  cyci  beneath, 

TlM  gleamed  vrilh  ea^r  pleasure  u  tlie  hid  ha  eLiitiug  tvttlt 

In  n  luscious  purple  blooming  truit ;  Sc'raplo  tbe  wliilc, 

Through  his  half-closed  eyelids,  ivutdied  her  with  u  strange  and  biltcr 

smile. 
As  waving  shiulows,  lumiBGU*  Unm  cwmto  tMoag  ^Jgh, 
Pau  through  u  darkened  chftmber,  when  dia  nidutght  watcli  goes  by, 
80  tkn>i)gh  the  solvittD  slillne^4  of  the  deep  Autumnal  night. 
Like  a  vision  passed  ttiu  gullcjr,  with  its  luuaia  and  its  li^ht. 

How  through  the  mist  like  a  globe  of  golden  light, 
Now  liku  ft  lurid  burning  i>}*rc, 
Now  like  a  siguul  tire. 
Now  liku  a  stur, 
While  slowly  in  the  diatance  ihut  sweet  tnuoiu  diud  away, 
And  closing  o'er  the  angry  wake  at  rest  the  waters  lay.

There  U  no  Inck  of  aynpatby  for  PolnnO  in  Fntoce,  England,  Swcuvn,- 
iLilf.  Sirilicrliiiiil,  and  anMng  bonounibk  men  oi  all  dsnes  tliroagb> 
onl  the  Went  of  Kuroiic,  We  admire  the  Poles  for  their  heroism  and 
their  dcvuuun  to  tlieir  country ;  we  pity  them  for  llieir  unexnmpli'd 
KiifTi-ring«;  ntid  w«  really  wish  tl)«  Ruariuia  votdd  not  hnt  th«ni,  shoot 
llierii,  proJKU-ihc  them,  exile  tbvrn,  and  maltrdM  ihern  fts  they  it*. 
Whether,  if  the  Pot^  remained  quiet  under  th«Jr  sSDictJons,  we  should 
take  uiuch  iutcrvnt  in  tlicm,  in  a  v^ry  difTert-nt  (juettion  ;  aud  I  ihink 
il  may  be  ufdy  answered  in  the  □egaitrc.  The  lint  pnrtittoii  of 
Polnnd  in  1772  did  not  evc^  cnll  forth  n  pnssing  remark  in  iho  Britiiib 
Houac  of  Cummoni.  It  nn*  nlludnl  to  in  one  of  the  Kiug'ii  Bpe«-ch<«  of 
that  year  aa  a  tenilorial  change  witliout  importance,  aiid  not  likely  lo 
disturb  the  peace  of  Europe.  We  bad  an  ambnuador  at  Waraaw  at  tho 
time,  And  knew  perfectly  well  what  vms  going  on  from  the  beginning. 
Indexed,  Siiiui.-Jiiun  AuguxtuH  ut  llu-  ht^t  iiinineut  addn^dsed  :in  autograph 
letter  to  George  HI.,  begging  him  to  intcrfer*"-,  to  which  this  pious 
niDiiarcb  repUcd  that  tho  misforluues  of  Poland  had  i-eadied  inicfa  a  pau 
that  Heaven  alone  could  extticnlo  her  from  them  ;  fainting,  in  fitct,  that 
tlie  King  would  do  well  to  offer  up  a  dhorl  ])rayer  for  dirinc  ]irot«ct)on, 
b\it  that  he  must  not  expect  aiisigtaRCO  of  any  kind  from  England. 
Lotiiii  XV.  n'ccivcd  a  nimiliir  appeal,  and  svvms  not  even  lo  liaro  replied 
to  it.  But  France  had  alrondy  cndenvonrcd  to  wxv«  iho  Polea  by  aendiog 
them  dBcera  lo  drill  tlidr  undiscipliued  and  turbulent  troo]M;  tmi  iLe 
mo*[  dintinguished  of  ihone  o^iecrs,  liumouriox,  with  all  hia  liking  for 
itii'  Pollen,  came  to  about  the  same  conclusion  respecting  them  that  tfaeir 
bitterest  enemy,  Frodeiick  the  Great,  had  arrived  at.  He  found  them  an 
uTiinnnageahle  race,  always  ready  lo  couuaand,  but  never  willing  lo  obey; 
already  demoralized  by  foreign  rule,  but  nerGrthclcsa  full  of  nrdottr  ftff 
ihdr  country,  which  every  one  mi*hi?d  to  mve,  on  condition  that  he 
ahonld  save  it  In  his  o;vu  paiticular  fashion,  and  huve  the  entire  credit  of 
the  ti'anBaclion. 

The  eaaentinl  virtue  of  pntriotiiim  rcmninit  to  the  Poles  in  all  ita  bright- 
ness, and  their  factiouxneas  has  dissppeared  beneath  the  crauhiDg  effuct  ol 
an  oppri-jaion  which  has  wdgbi'd  equntly  on  .ill  the  educated  douea  ;  but 
it  should  be  understood  that  Poland  in  1772  was  iu  such  a  slate  of 
corruption  that  it  mils  threatened  with  dissolu^on  from  within  if  amputa- 
tion liud  not  lieen  practised  upon  it  from  without.  A  Kfoscow  joumalitt, 
KL  Akxikofr,  expressed  a  sort  of  half-regri't,  in  nn  article  published  by 
him  nbout  a  year  n^  on  the  suliject  of  Poland,  that  Itussia  had  ara 
coDteutcd  to  the  partition;   fur,  as  he  justly  remarks,  that  operatioo 
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Inonght  tho  counlrj  to  life  again,  whereas  it  would  otlicrvHitc,  ocoordiiig 
to  hU  prulDtliiliticH,  have  died  in  ihc  nriiis  of  liu.-3ia,  wliicli  hud  u])iH>tnted 
Uw  two  last  kiDge  of  Poland  without  any  ivtvietiQn  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Folo,  and  wli-ch  for  eight  jcnre  before  the  fii'st  pnriitioD  huld  ibc  whole 
country  ia  cubjeclioQ.  Tlic-  first  partilion  wa*  forced  upon  the  I'olcs  in 
tlie  mott  ciwd  nnti  tyrannical  m.-imicr,  but  it  was  acoppitd  by  llicm  much 
as  tlio  annexation  of  Nice  actd  Sjivoy  was  acfupttd  by  Niwarda  and 
SflvoyardiC  'J'lic  Diet,  deliberating  with  Russian  cannon  pointed  Bt  the 
doors,  and  with  Ruiisiun  and  Pnuuiaii  oiHcers  in  the  luawiibly,  voted  the 
fitut  pnrtition  by  a  mnjority  of  one.  itmiy  of  iho  meuibcvs  protested 
uniil  the  laat  moment,  reftued  to  K-ave  the  assembly,  ciilled  to  the  crowd 
outfidc  to  bear  witness  that  the  decUiou  arrived  at  was  utterly  invalid, 
tlinl  the  ]>rocc«dings  were  miti-ngeously  illcgnl  from  ht^nning  to  cud. 
But  all  in  vain.  By  bribery  und  nieiiaoes  ihe  three  Powers  lud  extorted 
Ihr  resolution  they  desired  from  the  Diet,  nnd  it  now  only  romaincd  lor 
iLem  to  olitiiiu  tlic  ndliction  of  the  King.  They  simply  lutsurod  him  that 
if  be  withheld  hia  signature  Wuri.i\r  would  he  bombarded,  pillaged,  and 
every  inhabitnnt  put  to  the  sword  ;  and  as  he  had  reason  to  know  that 
ihc  allied  troops  would  shrink  fj'ont  no  net  of  cowardice  and  cruelly,  he 
■t  hut  in  dcApur  affixed  his  name  to  llie  Act  of  Partition.  A  protest  was 
»l  the  same  time  drawn  up  by  tlic  cliirf  Jaw  officer  of  the  Crown,  nnd 
duly  registered  In  the  archivM  of  tlic  kingdom  ;  and  upon  this  protest 
Ibe  Poles  have  acted  ever  since.  But  they  acee{>ted  the  partition  as  n 
matter  of  fcrni.  They  made  no  attempt  nt  nrmcd  rcaislnnce,  ond  it  vnis 
not  jdlugcther  unrcanonable  thnt  England  and  France  should  not  think  it 
worth  while  to  fight  for  Polish  Independence  if  Uio  Polefl  ihemsi'lvcs  did 
not  B«  n  nation  tjtkc  up  nrma  in  their  own  cntinc.  The  Polc^s  showcl  no 
want  of  courage  in  not  endeavouriiiK  with  an  army  of  about  20,000  men 
to  mint  on  invading  force  of  iJJO,0(H),  who  had  entered  the  country,  more* 
over,  without  any  dircloration  of  war.  But  they  have  fought  ogwnst  quite 
as  great  odds  xlnco  then,  nnd  whenever  they  have  risen  with  ftrms  in  their 
bunds,  have  excited  the  admii-atioii  of  nil  civilized  Europe  ;  wlicrens,  as 
long  SkS  they  have  sufTercd  without  complaining,  thej  have  been  regarded 
with  a  pity  which,  if  it  is  akin  to  lov«,  u  also  related  more  or  less 
diaiantly  to  contempt.  No  one  cared  anything  for  the  Poles  until 
Koaciunzko,  at  the  head  of  a  little  bond  of  heroes,  rose  against  the 
combined  forces  of  three  great  mililary  despotlsma.  The  world  then 
began  to  iindenlanct  that  Poland  must  be  worth  saving,  since  her  diJIdren 
could  roalco  such  supvihuiium  eflbrts  to  save  her;  and  when  English 
politicians  began  to  inquire  what  Kosciuszko's  gigantic  struggle  really 
signified,  they  found  tliat  he  had  been  Ughling  not  mt-rely  fur  his  country's 
kgitimatc  frontiers,  but  for  every  principle  that  England,  Poland,  and 
Hungary— the  only  three  eounlries  in  whicli  constitutional  liberty  is  a 
pknt  uf  nalural  growth — have  always  held  sacred.  IVIand,  during  itia 
intenal  of  nineteen  years  that  elapsed  between  tlie  liist  and  second  par- 
titions, had  rdWmud  all  the  abuses  wLivh  had  crept  into  bcr  ancicat 
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«)iutitnii<iD,  Rnd  «f  which  the  nimmnding  I'owrtu  bml  ennnin^lj  tal 
■dTSnlafp^  to  lirin^  ubout  iIm  total  niio  of  the  coanlrf .  Tlxire  mn  no 
Im^R  nny  fiiclions  among  (he  iwhiliiy,  who  hjul  hr«n  hroos'llt  l«  lhe{r 
MUM*  and  nntin-ly  Mbercd  by  tbe  «ni«l  blow  of  1772 ;  while  thiTHigh  Uis 
aboUtionor»efMoin,M)dikwide«zt«onoii  of  the  aofTragc,  (h«  aureiA  ni<ma 
IhhI  hem  taken  Ibr  bridging  otct  tbe  «haian  which  had  bitlicrlo  aepunled 
Ibe  lower  from  tho  nppur  oUsws  of  eock-tir.  In  1772  tli«  Allifd  Powct^H 
bed  mmpl}'  oorctod  n  oorlaia  luaaitiiC  of  I'olidi  territory.  Dut  nftet  tlie^' 
proclamation  of  tW  PoJiidi  eonMltntioa  oT  lli«  8rd  oT  Unj,  1791,  llx^ 
tooJc  up  tinm  to  dertroy  libaHy  in  Fbbail.  Tbsy  nw  ibat  lber«  w» 
prindpl«  In  the  luttional  life  of  thftt  conntiy  whicti  wwi  i]tiit«  imwmpiilibi 
with  llieir  vxisl«nce  as  deiqiotic  Powers  in  iU  immediate  n<rlghbourhoo<I. 

Th«  fint  partition  wnn,  in  e  great  mcnanrc,  brought  about  by  tbe 
faiilti  of  the  t'olfs  tlivm»clir«!« ;  bat  the  country  waa  iiually  drstroyod, 
Jiut  an  Rogland  bcrielf  would  he  dcrtroyed,  If  wc  can  fancy  Englaadi 
With  lior  trnditionftl  form  «f  goTeramenc,  jtlacod  betweim  tkres  great 
roiliiary  d<«]!OliKni>  anil  rntirrly  cut  ofl'  from  the  aea.  \Vli«n  tbe  despotic 
principl«,  which  it  gr»diiti!ly  leading  Ruaua,  Aualria,  and  Pruima,  if  not 
to  tlipir  dfut ruction,  nt  lenHt  to  a  Mnte  of  glorious  confunon — when  tliit 
priticipit-  but  fiiirly  Honv  iia  irork,  then  tho  Poliali  principle  will  triumpli,. 
and  I'oland  will  live  ngnin.  One  may  foresee  this  gen«ntl  rvaiili,  but  it 
h  a  mere  wiiate  of  Ingenuity  to  abow  how  Poland  may  rian  by  means  of 
Anslria,  or  ercn  France.  We  vmM  judge  France  by  her  deede  in  lb* 
pimt.  We  know  that  »he  hw  always  thrown  over  tbe  PoJee  wheD  it  baa 
Biiiii.'d  Iicr  to  tlu  au  ;  llial  in  1807  nlie  gfive  up  the  district  of  Bialv>tock, 
in  Lithuania,  to  the  Kiuttiuuii ;  tlial  alie  coii«cnt«d  to  anppivM  tlie  name 
of  Poland  to  plenM  R'.issin;  tlint  nt  a  lal«r  period  she  drove  Polish  exiles 
from  l^iris  tn  grtjn  the  favour  of  NiehoW;  anil  that  only  tbe  olhor  ^y, 
two  Pulisli  noblemen  w«ri>  arretted  in  Pans  nt  ihe  request  of  the  ICinpcror 
Aloxnnditr's  p(>Hce.  Nu  d(!C(!ption.i  u-iil  ever  ojvti  tho  fryn  of  tbe  Poles 
to  tliu  weU-«i<tabliHbod  f.^ct  ihiit  the  Fi«Dch,  ihotigb  always  rvndy  lo  figbl 
for  them,  are  alway  still  more  ri^y  to  bclroy  them ;  but  that  i*  mi 
reason  for  not  keying  ii  in  view  in  England. 

As  for  the  lympathy  of  Au*trin,  to  which  Power  many  of  ibc  nnhappy 
Pol^  in  the  tormunta  of  tln-ir  di-!>[Kiir,  arc  now  turning,  we  must 
renidmlier  tbat  ilio  iliree  Powers  who  parlitiooed  Poland  i«  1772  have 
in  lenlity  been  imilcd  ngninit  her  ever  since,  though  it  hiH  been  fi>und 
eonvenirnt  from  time  lu  lime  for  one  of  them  lo  play  the  part  of  Potand'a 
friend,  so  as  lo  lead  her  more  certainly  to  lier  tleEtmction.  Tbis  hoDon^ 
able  character  was  firxt  niuumed.  in  1793,  by  I'rcdi-rick  William,  worthy  ■ 
winoessor  of  Albert,  who  aci^nired  the  dukedom  of  Prasais  by  an  act  of 
apostasy;  of  Frederick  William,  who  freed  liimiielf  from  tbe  Ixnmge  be 
owed  lo  Polanil  by  obligingly  chancing  from  llw  Snrdisb  lo  lh<!  Polish 
side  in  the  think  of  llin  battle  of  Warsiw;*  and  of  Frederick  the  Gmal, 
who  gusnmleed  iho  Poles  tlio  integrity  of  their  (crrilory  wbun  be  had 
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atrMidy  made  «eet*t  nrraBpemwiU  for  [uirtiitonlng  it.  In  1792,  Poland 
leofivH  tvrrv  piicniinigtini^nt  frnm  thr  King  of  PriMKin  to  procifd  with 
tlie  rdbriDB  on  wliidi  the  had  long  bcL-n  mgngcd,  luid  wiis  niuured  of 
Pru8ai»'s  support  if  nhc  would  only  improve  lier  coDBlilulioa  and  strengthen 
her  MTOy.  When  tlip  et-lcbniled  oonBtitiition  of  (he  Srd  of  May  was 
pr«mulgat«d,  FiTiItrick  William  wrote  lo  congratulaio  tlie  King  of  Poland 
I  on  the  excplli-ncR  of  tlin  mcajurt!,  and  rwiMVfd  Iiin  promiw^K  of  aid. 
A  ye«r  aftM-wimls  lie  was  in  leagiii'  with  Qiiiiwine;  and  Poland  WM 
invndcd  liy  Pnimiin  and  Ititnim  on  tlip  pwind  that  she  had  dari-d  to 
adnpl  a  l<irm  of  ^rernmerit  iitipiiuiized  in  oit«  nmnifr-Hto  aa  Jacobinical 

I  and  reroUirionarj',  and  in  another  as  lending  to  introduce  despotism  ! 
When  Kapoleon  undcrtnuk  to  rai»c  np  Poland — a  work  which  he 
oannenced,  chan«t*riBtic«lly  enough,  by  fin-pinf;  Kosclu-Hzho's  name  lo  a 
prodaoutioti — it  was  the  Kmperoi-  of  TiiDnin'H  mm  lo  appear  ns  the 
(Hend  of  the  Polrn.  Alcxandi-r  I.  really  wirihcd  to  do  more  for  the  Poles 
iban  Napol«on  had  done,  partly  because  he  ivaa  "  a  moral  man,*'  and 
partly  bocaunc  ho  did  not  wish  Ilia  PoIIhIi  Huhjcdls  fo  dliji  from  under  his 
dominion  and  swell  the  population  of  th"?  Duchy  of  Warsaw.  The  Duchy 
of  Wnnnw  had  great  attrnrtifrtm  for  many  of  tlio  Liihiinnian  nobility. 
Prince  KndxiwiU  irna  so  eager  li>  dervu  <mder  thf^  nationiil  colours,  th.it  he 
♦quipped  ft  regiment  of  Ionisers  on  one  of  his  pfcLites,  and  went  off  to  join 
the  army  of  the  dtirfiy,  leavtna  a  hundred  and  fifty  villages  to  bo 
confiscated  by  the  Itniuinn  (lovemmetit.  Alexander  saw  the  nccewity  of 
rtoppiiig  this  Hurt  (>r  thing,  and,  in  accordance  wtih  the  ivlse  advice  of 
Oniioryeki  and  Oginski,  rrsolvctl  to  grant  siich  pririlegcN  to  thr  I/ilhua- 
niuu  thai  the  Poles  of  the  Duchy  of  Warsaw  should  in  their  turn  bo 
titractcd  to  Lithuania,  lie  promised  Princu  PonintowKki,  during  the 
RnflDBii  retreat,  that  if  he  wiiuld  n-main  neutral  with  all  the  Pidinh 
tr<H^  nntil  the  end  of  the  war,  he  wnuld  restore  Poland.  It  was  almost 
nngenerotia  to  pat  siich  a  terrible  tvmplation  in  the  way  of  the  Polith 
chief,  and  it  was  not  until  alWr  a  night's  consideration,  during  which  he 
WM  mure  than  once  on  the  point  of  committing  suicide,  that,  for  ihii  sake  of 
Napol^n  and  of  hia  own  perMnal  Iionour.  lie  Teeolved  to  ri-ject  the  ufter. 
It  was  b«tter  (or  him  that  he  should  die  as  he  did,  fighting  gloriously 
until  the  last  moment,  than  that  he  aliould  have  aoccpti-d  Alexander's 
proposition,  and  after  all  hsv«  been  di-ceired.  Hud  he  abandoned 
Napoleon  in  his  misforinni',  like  an  Atistrinn  or  u  PrnraiBn,  and  fixind 
ihat  atill  nothing  was  to  ).«  done  for  Poland,  he  irould  have  wished 
hiniaelf  mink  deeper  than  the  bottom  of  lh«  Elxier;  and  his  body  wouli} 
C«M«inly  not  have  been  ivposinf;  now  In  the  enthedial  of  Ctrwow,  side  by 
aide  with  llioae  of  8obie«ki  an<l  Kcuttiuwkn;  nor  would  ThorwakUcn 
Imtc  pfoaented  to  the  Polish  nation  a  Ktaiue  of  the  patriot  who  refnaed 
to  oorumit  an  act  ol'  perfidy  for  the  sake  rf  his  eonntry ;  nor  would  the 
■  Kmperor  Nicholas  have  so  hateil  ihi!  :>ighl  of  this  statue  ns  to  f.xiU  it 
I  from  Warxaw,  aa  though  it  had  been  alive  uud  posneseed  of  human  feeling. 
I       DoobUeM  he  recognised  in  Thorw«ldscn's  c<{iiestrian  figure  iht>  type  of 
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the  Pole  lie  was  in  tlic  hxbit  of  trading  la  Siberia.    Periwps,  too,  be 
in  it  tlie  figtirc  of  hU  oiru  [artJcnl&r  "  ComaeaiAton,"  nod  did 
to  be  rcinindcd  that,  tooan  or  lalcr,  it  woold  i»y  him  the 
visir. 

WbetluT  Alexander  deceived  the  Poles  vrillinglj  or  not,  it  would  W 
bnnl  to  mj.  It  in  worth  whik,  however,  to  remember  that  Koadnnlra 
ncqaititi]  him  of  «bj  such  iulcDtioa ;  and  he  thooght  dul  but  for  th« 
0|i]>otulioD  of  hi*  cabinet  h«  wonid  hsvs  fulfilled  all  bit  cngogententa,  u 
far  as  the  ati[iuhiUoiia  of  the  Westeni  Powera  allowed  him  to  do  ao.  Tha 
EnptTor's  liret  prorauc  was  to  restore  Poland,  declare  biinaelf  King,  and 
gnvcm  tlie  onuntrj-  nilli  a  PulUh  ndmluuitntion,  uixlvr  a  oon»titutioa 
teaembliuj;  tiiat  of  Eitglaod.  Tliia  would  not  odI/  have  saiiafied  but  have 
delighted  the  Pule*;  and  KonciuMtko,  who  hiul  never  Itwencd  fora  monwnt 
to  any  of  the  propoutiociH  of  Napoleon,  wrot«  an  eathuauatic  IcUcr  (a 
Atcxiindcr,  acknowledging  him  lu  hi*  Mvnre^n,  placing  hinuelf  at  his 
feivicc.  and  oflVrini;  lo  proceed  al  once  to  Poland,  that  he  wight  help  to 
entry  out  Ilia  vicwu. 

On  the  wholes,  iho  fritindlincat  of  A1i-xan<l<'r  for  Poland,  and  the  hoj 
he  excited  among  die  Polea,  bad  the  elTect  of  chucking  the  national  riainf 
ill  the  Pdliih  provincM  of  Ittusia,  when  Napoleon  parsed  through  with  hia 
army  on  liIs  road  lo  Huscow  ;  and  of  making  the  Polea  place  full  ooofi- 
dence  in  him  in  I8I0,  when,  in  aJHiiniing  the  crown  of  Poland,  he  gave 
ihtm  lo  undcraUmd  tliat  it  wan  liix  intention  to  unite  all  the  Potisfa  pro- 
vinces seized  by  Rumia  at  tlio  rarious  partitions  lo  the  newly  made 
conntiliitional  kingctnm.  The  clcccplipn  nndergone  by  the  Poles  00  ibis 
point  waa  the  main  cause  uf  the  iniurrtctiouof  1^50;  and  stiice  that  period 
Uuttia  has  been  generally  known  as  Poland's  bitterest  enemy. 

Hitherto,  wc  have  only  nccn  Poland  ajllicled  by  two  frtcnda.  Wa 
have  ecc-a  Pruaaia,  iu  1791,  prettnd  to  natlitt  her,  from  jealousy  of  Rama, 
nnd  then,  having  completely  ihroivn  licr  off  lier  guard,  unite  »vilh  Biuaia 
If)  attack  lur.  Wo  have  aecn  Uuijia,  as  long  as  Napoleon's  iiiflucMa 
liiBted,  and  n*  long  n»  there  wa4  a  chance  of  the  Weal  of  Europe  inaitt- 
Uig  oil  the  indi'pc^iidt^nco  of  Polnnil,  pny  court  lo  the  Poles;  and  thea, 
having  gaitied  posat'Siion  of  the  grtaltr  ponion  of  the  Dudiy  of  Warsaw, 
turn  round  upon  llicni  and  persecute  ibeoi. 

At  la.1t,  it  wait  AuRtria'n  turn  to  profess  friendship  for  th«  Poles;  and, 
during  the  insurrecliou  of  1830-Sl,  when  Russia,  aided  by  Piunain,  hcf 
tra<iiCioniil  "  jiickat,"  won  waging  a  desprriitc  wur  againat  them,  Aaatiia 
not  unly  allowed  arms,  nmmunition,  and  medical  stores  to  be  oooT«yed 
across  the  Gdician  frontier  into  tlic  kingdom;  not  only  did  not  prevent 
tlie  inhabitants  of  GuUvta  from  joining  the  Polish  army;  but  actually 
favoured  many  of  the  friilicinii  landownt-ra,  who  relumed  hotno  after  the 
ciipliire  (if  \V»r»nw  uud  the  re- establish  racnit  of  "order,"  by  remitting  the 
arrL'ai's  with  which  their  highly-taxed  estates  were  burdened.  Austria 
MUipIy  wi:<hcd  lo  set  the  Poles,  as  much  as  potsible,  ngain^  Kusna,  juM 
IU  UusBia  had  aonght  to  Bcporato  llicm  lh>m  Napoleon  in  18X1,  jurt  •• 
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Prodmck  Willinm  liad  endeavoured  to  detacli  tbcm  froni  a  possible  aUIUDco 
wiilj  Cftliieiiae  in  1791. 

KiftwTi  yc:\n  iiioro  and  the  pnrt  of  Poland's  fiioii<l  wa«  resumed  hy 
RuBsia.  lo  the  jear  1846,  ihu  Austrian  Govcniiatiit,  ihrtatoiitJ  wfitJi  wi 
inwirrcotion  in  (iolici.i,  rpsolvcd  ti  pnralyw  the  Tuovcnicnt,  by  turning 
louse  itie  "  dnikgcrons  cinsiica,"  intoxicating  nnd  nrining  the  acHs — whom 
the  Gttlidan  proprietors  had  repcalt^dly,  but  iu  vain,  sunglit  permi»>ioii  to 
relieve  of  their  tatk-n-ovk- — and  ofTcring  nbont  a  pound  sterling  n  head  for 
every  insurgent  landowner  delivered  over  dead  lo  the  polite.  For  a  U?o 
inaorgciil,  the  price  was  li.xed  .it  (rn  shillingH  (Ave  llorinE);  nod  the 
reuards  were,  for  the  most  part,  paid  out  of  a  fund  raised  by  the  Galiciua 
nobility  for  tho  relief  of  the  [K'tunntiy  of  the  province,  who  lind  suffered 
gre&Uy  the  year  liefore  from  an  inundation.  Tlii!  Governmeut,  ever 
wMchful  to  prevent  the  establish ni en t  of  anything  like  friendly  relations 
between  peasants  and  proprtclori,  had  wilted  the  fund  under  preleiiee  of 
administering  it  judiciously.  At  the  same  time,  tho  Austriaus  tbotigbt  fit 
to  botnhiard  the  "  free  nily  "  of  Cracow,  where  there  had  been  no  dislnr- 
bsDces,  and  where,  as  the  cily  and  disti-lct  wei-e  i.nder  Polish  govern- 
ment, it  wan  impossible  to  raise  the  peasants — the  inoiit  loyal  »od  uU'efr- 
tionalG  in  all  Poland — against  their  irtaftcrs.  Tb«  Au^trlau  genera),  after 
the  bombardment,  had  given  the  e.ity  up  to  pillage-,  and  the  troopA  wero 
aboat  to  enter,  when,  to  tlio  joy  of  the  inhabiiantB,  a  toujile  of  n-giments 
of  Ruauan  cavalry  made  their  appearance,  and  rendered  the  Anatrian  pro- 
ject impossible  to  execute.  The  Russian  luiicers  were  welcomed  by  all 
iho  Cracovians  aa  deliverers.  They  were  received  with  enthusastio 
cheers,  to  which  the  nfliccrs  replied  by  ordenug  tho  military  bands  to 
piny  the  PuUah  national  airs. 

During  tbo  occnpation  of  Cracow  by  the  troops  of  tho  ihrco  Powers, 
prcTJouu  to  ita  annexation  lo  Austria,  a  Rusuun  olBocr  died.  IIis  funeral 
waa  made  Iha  occision  of  a  grand  "  demonstration  "  on  the  pa:t  of  the 
Point,  thouiumdii  followed  the  proceHuon  to  the  grave,  and  the  velvet  of  the 
colfin  was  lorn  into  innunicriible  piece*  to  he  distributed  amoiig  the  crowd 
aa  rocmcnloii.  When,  at  k«t,  Cracow  wa.n  handed  over  to  tho  Aiistriant, 
and  tli«  Rtiiaiian  regiments  lutt  the  last  resting-place  of  Poliali  nationality 
to  be  converted,  ns  Jiir  as  the  change  wna  posublc,  into  a  comer  of 
Germany,  l!i«  inhabiimits  of  tUo  "city  oflhe  Jageltuna"  accompanied  tbeiu 
ioT  aeven  or  eight  miles  towards  tho  frontier  )  partly,  no  doubt,  to  ti'slify 
their  haired  for  the  Atistriami,  but  partly,  also— and  chiefly — to  kliovr 
«'hat  a  wclcomi!  they  would  give  the  Kiisoian)  if  they  would  only  retutn, 
mvu  them  from  the  Austrian  yoke,  and  anocx  than  to  their  fellow- 
countrymen  in  the  kingdom.  The  British  consul  at  Wareaw  wrot« 
a  despatch  on  the  tiubjt^-t  to  hla  Government,  staling  that  tliouaands  of 
Pol«9  of  all  claaaes  had  followed  the  liiUHians,  and  tliat  repeated  dieara 

^      had  been  given  for  Kuaiia,  to  wbieb  the  military  baada  r«pUcd  as  uausi 

I      by  playing  Krakoviake  aad  other  national  air*. 

I  la  fine,  if  the  EmiViror  Nioholui,  inateud  of  being  sniply  a  nlolidi 
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AaHmte  maTtioct,  hn<l  been  the  amtntiowi,  dnrigntn;  prinoe  vrhiclt  be  I 
tomctitnes  ivprawaleil  to  hare  beeii,  li«  lud  only  to  allow  Cntcnw 
anoex  il«^  to  his  dominioM.    It  wanM  haro  b«en  lUmnet  an  mot 
cliarit]r  to  the  inhabttnntB  lo  bnv«  pboed  iticm  In  tmton  vritli  the  I'olmi 
tbe  Itingdom.    As  it  iras,  tbe  aoh  tSvct  of  t^H^  gocd-will 
botmoi  tW  lEuwian  Iroopri  iind  the  Cmcorisnii  wn*  to  rxctte  the  i 
and  lage  of  tha  Atulriana  against  ihe  latter.    They  adapted  in  cold  Mo 
and  bnre  cm  ■□€«  mnintained,  nach  nn  altilade  of  meitaM  and  de 
jM  would  Knrecl]'  hnrc  bven  jiiotifinblc  htid  Cracow  Ixxn  Komo  rcbeltic 
AiBtrian  district,  onfy  reduced  to  legitimate  obtdieooe  after  a  d( 
rc«*tanco,  inilmd    of  nn    independent   xcpnblie,  conxtitnted   under  ll 
nnetion  and  gitnriiulee  of  all  tlic  gnat  Eunrpeao  Powers — and  inrn 
and  w^rd  by  Aiirtrin  niilioiit  the  sliglilcsJ  prrtcxt  in  time  of  peace, 
aricitfiil  piilace  of  the  Fulinh  kiiigc  wus  oonrerted  into  aa  Austrian  hamc 
tli«  painted  wnlU  and  ceilings  were  whili'WftHlied  ;  tbe  gincHiil  and  cfaarad 
t^riiriJa  arohiiecture  of  the  windown  dcslroj-ed,  ihe  ceulpture  cwrywhe 
dcmolnditd.

When  the  grmt  rovoliilionnry  bnbble  of  ItMi^  wn«  lieing  btowD, 
Poles,  tbougli    tl:e    dcmocmlic   mid  socinlirtio  republic  baa  dctcf 
the  alighteet  attracUcn  for  tbem,  tLoiight,  ueveilbeles*^  that  aance  ere 
natioB  waa  now  oHerting  it«  right  to  govern  itiwif,  the  injtuiice  of  leiv 
ibcm  to  be  ruled  by  tliree  foreign  deapots  might  perhaps  be  rocognii 
Tbe  enthusiastic,  liberty -loving  republicans  of  Germany  admitted  wit

fiiriiitli  nn  array  of  loU.OOO  men  each,  «o  ii»  In  Iw  nbk  to  tiring  th«  bene- 
volent Alpxundfr  In  tfrma  by  foreo,  if  nil  otiirr  mtnnil  fuiled.  It  is  tuif 
imoii^h  to  Bneer  at  the  policy  of  ihe  British  plenipotentiary  at  Vienna, 
but  how  wiiiild  ttid  Biiliih  inx-piiycr  linri!  liked  all  Biiropn,  nAi-r  a 
qiiAfter  of  H  century's  Moodsht^d,  to  have  been  again  plungvd  into  a 
gonorftl  war  for  the  take  of  I'otand  ?  Aa  it  was,  Om  war  waa  avoidrd,  and 
if  lh«  treaties  aigned  fint  Ly  Fnutia,  KussJa,  and  AunHa,  and  aflertvurda 
by  all  tbo  grmt  ICuiopoan  l'»tvpn!,  huO  hrcn  roirprcti'd,  Ihc  "  nnlicmnlily  " 
of  Poland  (in  the  [iropiT  aenae  of  the  word)  would  liari;  been  tayed,  in 
f^te  of  tli«  loM  of  it*  political  indcpc^dvDce.  An  ingenious  arrangement 
waa  made  for  diviiling  tlie  body  without  deitroying  llic  nun)  of  [^land. 
Eagland  and  France  <toiild  oonitetii  to  sec  the  country  mutilated,  but  not 
imirdcm)  onlright.  Tim*  ('raeon  wH>to  Iw  athoronghly  PoHkIi  rvpnblie, 
and  it  was  exprcMly  MJpuliik'd  tliiit  itd  ancient  University,  foundL-d  in  the 
tburiecntii  century,  Hlinuld  bit  maintained  ax  a  national  place  of  study  for 
Pola  from  all  puria  of  tlie  dJHrnrmbered  kin^oin.  The  vMy  (inl  article  of 
the  general  treaty  u-ta  fcirlh  that  all  the  Polish  subjects  of  Austria,  Rusiiia, 
luid  Prnuiia shall  bi- govcmi'd  as  I'olts  ;  tbut  they  shall  enjoy  ''nntiunnlnnd 
reprmentative  iustitntiona."  And  Lord  Castlereagh  liod  already  expluint'd, 
in  a  circular  letter  lo  tlio  plenipotMiiinrica  assembled  at  the  congress,  that 
however  the  country  might  he  divided  politically,  it  was  abuituivly  ccun- 
tial  that  no  attempt  should  be  made  to  denationnliao  the  inhabitanla. 
"  Vain  endeaYoufH  buvc  bt-en  luude,"  wrote  the  EnyliHli  Tory  for  the 
h«no6t  of  the  despotic  Powers  whose  friendship  ho  was  supposed  at  one 
time  to  have  «lriclly  cultivated — "  vain  endeavours  have  been  made,  by 
introducing  inHitutions  ti)reign  to  tliijr  habits  and  opinions  to  cause 
tbem  to  toigft  tlirir  i-xiattriicc  na  a  peojite,  and  even  ttMOr  iiaiioniil  language. 
TkeM  attempts,  pursued  with  too  much  per«6TWMl0f>  have  been  renewed 
often  cnaagb,  and  have  been  found  unavailing.  They  have  only  leinrcd  to 
prodNce  diaconlent,  and  a  pHinltil  feeling  that  the  country  waa  being  d«- 
gndad;  and  they  will  nevvr  hare  nny  other  effect  than  to  exrito  insurrec- 
tkiu  and  to  dinct  the  iliouL'iils  of  ihe  nation  to  its  [laHl  miafurtune*." 

To  return  now  to  thowi  (iciman  librrala  of  lti48  who  hated  the  name 
of  LonI  CtiaiJereagh  with  the  hiitrvd  whicli  dwells  in  the  ccteMial  couls  ot 
Coniinenlal  democrala.  These  men  who  "wishe<l  to  be  free,  and  could 
not  be  just,"*  behnvrd  then  oa  Indiy  tii  the  I'oli-a  a*  tlic  despotic  Uovem- 
■nent  of  Auntria  hod  done  two  years  befure  in  annexing  Craoow.  When 
Auitria  nsaisu  the  Poles  it  is  to  malce  them  light  the  Uusrian*  ;  wbcn 
Kitvia  berriendi  tltem,  it  i»  tu  Vttyp  tlicm  on  bad  terms  with  Austria. 
When  I'russia,  however*  ftfoflert  her  aid,  it  is  that  she  may  throw  them 
oflT  their  guard  uiid  rob  them  beraelf.  Tbi*,  at  Imsl,  was  tbe  conduct  of 
the  Prussian  Crown  in  1791,  when  Frederick  William  made  an  alliance 
with  Poland,  to  fall  upon  her  immediately  aftenrards,  and  help  ItuSBia  to 
tkttroy  her  political  exiiitcnce,  and  of  the  Prussian  peopl*  wh«D,  in  IMS, 

'"Toos  ronleiPtnlibTts,ct  vooineBivcspatttnjado*." — The  Abue  itixvaa. 
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tlie  Nallonal  German  AMcmbt}',  with  tho  npiirobiitioa  of  twi^lve  Ge 
depottoi  from  Poit-a,  <lirideJ  tliu  GrJud  Diicliy  into  two,  declared  one  part 
annexed  to  tiio  territory  of  llic  Germanic  ConfedcratioD,  oiid  geaerouaij 
ha  itic  oUi«r  to  be  incorporated  mjh  tlie  ind«i>«ideut  Poluid  oT  tho  fuKir«. 

In  ehortilliowholehifloryorthofricndtliipifaown  toPoltind  byh«rfbea 
i»— wlial  any  one  might  expect  it  tubt. — a  liiMorjrofduplicily  and  treachery. 
An  important  rcBUll,  howci'er,  waa  produced  by  the  di-motiatnttiotM  of 
ifmpathy  made  on  one  occAsdon  by  the  niofl  implucnbic  of  nil  her  enemies.  ,| 
The  cvcnta  of  l&i6  nut  oiily  gave  llie  Biutsians  an  opportunity  of 
bdjicodlag  (be  Poles — for  to  xnvc  Cntcow  from  pillage  n'as,  afbtr  nil,  m 
real  ccrvice — it  led  (o  the  exinlt-nce  of  a  lEimian  pnrty  in  Auatriaa 
Poland  ;  and  for  some  years  afterwards— nnd,  iiideod,  uniil  iIm  Wnnuiw 
mttKUicrc  of  Ititil  cnuwHt  a  complete  revtUiiton  of  f<.-vUng— nothing  would 
aaiiBfy  tli«  Galicians  but  to  throw  ilicmselvcti  into  tho  anus  of  Itussia,  It 
van  ill  IKtS  that  tht!  Mnrrjuiii  Wivlo[ioUIii,  the  present  adliilut  of  i]M 
Ginnd  Duke Conslantinc,  wrote  his  celebrulDd  Lttltr  from  aPoUdi  Gentle 
man  to  Prince  Afettcmi'ch,  in  which,  nllor  summing  up  the  acts  of  alrocitj  ■! 
Gommillcd  by  the  AiuirJau  Government  in  Galiein,  he  oallcd  upon  fait 
OOUDtrymcn  ti>  abimdon  ull  ihcinghl.t  of  c^-cr  receiving  awiataiioe  from  the 
Went  of  Euroi«,  and  li>  tliiiik  ouly  of  iscapin^  fnim  the  tyranny  of  Um 
Germans  and  forming  one  united  nation  under  the  fiuKUoa  txtptn. 
"  Surrounded  na  we  are  by  the  spiea  of  the  police."  wroto  tfa«  nunjuli^ 
*'  by  i^easaiils  urged  to  revolt  who  thirst  for  our  blood  and  property,  by 
the  murderers  of  our  fathers  and  Iircthrrn,  iK'aiUtion  is  death  to  us.  We 
are  now  coui])cllL-d  to  outer  our  only  road  (•(  Siilvatiuu  ;  wc  must  sinoerely 
oQcr  the  Kussinns  the  hand  of  friciidibip,  and  the  lirst  advance  must 
oorac  from  ua,  in  order  that  these  Slavonian  brethren  of  ours  may  see  that 
our  int«t)lion3  am  sincere,  and  tliat  wc  arc  noting  of  our  own  accord," 

In  these  few  lines  the  whole  seoi-et  of  thi;  Marcjiiis  Wiclopcdski's  policy 
is  explained.  He  has  never  departed  from  it  for  one  moment,  and, 
indeed,  hiia  shown  sudi  teuacily  in  stieking  to  it  tliat  it  has  led  him  into 
the  really  criminal  position  which  ho  now  occupies.  It  cannot  be  mid 
that  his  policy  lias  failed,  fur  it  has  never  been  fairly  tried,  ttie  Pole* 
haviiig  never  yet  accepted  ihe  Kuasian  rule,  which  was  cridently  an 
crscntinl  condition  of  tt.i  succc^.  lint,  it  ha*  not  one  follower  in  Poland 
out  of  Uie  mimjuiHS  immediate  enloiirage,  and  it  expoMu  him  to  an 
aniounl  of  hatred  whicli,  now  that  there  is  some  chance  of  the  Wcstem 
powers  intervening  on  Poland's  behalf,  is  more  bitter  than  ever.  If  the 
reprtsvrilatjoiis,  however,  of  France  and  England  lend  to  no  chaago  in  the 
poflition  of  tlic  Polos,  there  will  be  nothing  but  the  policy  of  tho  Man^nis 
Wiulopolslti  to  fail  bach  upon.  If,  on  the  other  band,  ihcy  lejid  to  Mme 
alight  concessions,  these  cr^ncemionH  will  be  made  with  u  luid  will,  and  wo 
may  be  sure  that  the  Russiiuis,  frum  their  natumi  hatred  of  foreign 
iclerfcrencc,  will  withdraw  them  on  the  very  firat  opjiortnnity.  Thai, 
again,  there  will  l>e  nothing  left  for  the  Poles  but  to  follow  the  hateful 
counsels  of  Uie  "  Polish  gentleman  "  who  lost  oil  lils  iUusiona  in  the  midst

of  tb«  Giiliciun  luniMBcrcs,  nnd  who  tliinlis  now,  m  ho  thotigbt  ihcn,  that  bis 
CfHintiymeii  had  bi-lter  live  unilcd  under  ihc  harnliMt  cf  di;»]X)ti»ni»  thnn 
disuniteil  iindor  three  Governments,  tacb  of  which  pretetidg  in  turn  to  bo 
the  frii-od  <if  Poland,  Fimply  to  cncf'timgc  ihc  I'olcji  to  wtiiki'ii  tlicmKlvva 
by  fresh  Ingsea  of  blood  and  iiropfrty. 

Indexed,  lij-  fir  the  greatest  of  Poland's  miiifortUDCS  is  not  thnt  she  i3 
oppressed,  but  lliHt  ulie  ia  partition ikI.  Wbcnc\-er  a  writ«r  or  apciikn- 
begini  to  compare  the  Pniseian  with  tho  Aiisti-iAD,  or  tho  Austriaa  wirh 
(lie  Ituasiaii  mode  of  poraoculiii^  thu  Poloi,  nnd  ends,  as  moat  pertons 
do,  by  nccording  ihe  preftrcnco  to  the  German  forms  of  lyrauny,  lie  provea 
thnt  ho  docs  not  imderstADd  tho  Polibh  question  from  ibc  Polish  point  of 
Ticw,  or  ho  would  not  eater  into  riioIi  coniparisonn  ut  all.  When  itiis  laat 
insurrection  breko  out,  several  journalists  obscn'ed  that  it  was  a  pity 
Ritiwia  could  not  govern  her  Polish  subjects  like  Austria  and  Prussia — 
CTidcntly  struck  by  the  fact  tlmt  tho  Poles  in  Galicia  arid  m  Poacu  have 
not  of  Ulo  been  provoked  to  such  an  extent  as  to  m.'ike  them  tly  to  arm;. 
But  for  thirty  years  iho  Poira  remnined  quiet  enough  under  the  Itusdiiu 
Gcvcmment,  and  every  one  knows  that  tlicy  were  not  qutvt  becauRc 
lh«y  were  not  ill-treated.  Does  any  ouc  iiuagiue  that  the  Poles  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Pohmd  suflVred  nothing  in  181G  when  the  insurrection  broke 
out  in  Galicia,  or  in  1848,  when  Poles  and  Germans  were  at  war  in 
I'oscn  ?  Yet  at  neither  of  ihesu  dates  was  there  any  movement  in  that 
part  of  Poliirid  which  was  governed  by  the  Enijieror  Nicliolns,  nnd  which 
hi  flatlcrcd  himself  be  had  benlcn  nnd  tortured  into  absolute  subinissiun. 

The  ono  (Jiing  certain  about  the  l\ilUTe  of  Poland  is,  that  tho  country 
will  not  remain  divided.  There  i«  a  complct*  unity  of  feeling  between 
llie  four  parla,  of  which  two — Lithuania  aod  the  Kingdom  of  Polaud — are 
in  tho  hands  of  llnsnia;  nnd  unless  Poland  gains  her  independence,  the 
Polen  of  Poaen  and  Galicla  will  end  by  joining  their  late  lu  that  of  their 
brcihr«a  under  the  Ruscinn  sceptre.  Tliia  ia  not  merely  the  penwnnl 
opinioD  of  the  writer,  it  in  an  opinion,  or  rather  a  del«rmInalioii,  which 
]>e  has  often  heard  expresst-d  by  iho  leading  political  men  of  both  the 
Gurmnn- Polish  provinceii.  They  will  submit  no  longer  to  tho  triple 
torture  under  which  ihcy  liave  writhed  for  >o  many  years,  nnd  it  is  for 
the  West  of  Europe  to  choose  whether  it  will  help  tlie  Poles  aguinxt 
RuMia,  or  whether,  Mooncr  or  later,  the  Fol«a  ahall  bo  forced  to  obtain 
BUBsian  aasistance  against  Prussia  and  Atutrjo. 

KvMits  arc  occurring  no  rapidly  in  Poland  ihnt  from  ono  day  to 
another  it  is  impossible  to  foresee  what  may  happen.  But  we  already 
know  thnt  oflicers  from  all  parts  of  the  diirrncmbrred  kingdom  are  in 
General  Langiewica's  camp;  that  the  Galiciana  and  Poseners  cannot  be 
fighting  merely  Id  gain  cerlain  liberties  for  the  Kingdom  of  Poland  !  that 
A  ngular  Polish  government  h.ia  been  eslablisticd  on  the  territory  held  by 
the  insurgents  J  and,  in  short,  th.il  the  ullimntc  object  of  tho  movement  ii 
lo  liberate  all  Poland,  and  rucouilitutu  the  luugducn  iu  its  ancient  limitik

Dr.  Pavy  propounds  a  new  hypPtliwis.  Tlif  eMentia)  condtCion  of  tlM 
dig<stive  aclicn  is  n  sufficient  acidity;  hiil  tlic  lining  membranes  of  tltA 
living  Ktonmch  ar«  ko  nbtindiinlly  supplied  wilh  cunvnts  nf  blood,  which  is 
allialuie,  that  they  arc  iher^by  protccleil  ngninst  ihc  digCKtivp  action  of  tlifl 
gastric  jiticc.  After  ileaih,  thcrp  is  not  the  pntnt.*  n>«iiiinnc«  lo  tho  acid; 
tlierp  is  no  .tlknli  to  neutrnliEO  it.  In  supf-ort  of  his  view,  l>r.  Pary  broujj'ht 
fnrwaril  wtprTitnwitji  iiliowijig  ihnt  tin-  digMttre  nclion  might  ntlack  tlio 
lirinf;  Rtoiiiacb,  and  ihnt  whmerer  tho  circnmelancios  wt-ra  each  that  an 
acid  liquid  in  ihr  ilonmch  could  retain  its  acid  priipriiini  wliiUt  h-itding 
to  pcritifati:  the  lining  membrantu,  gailrlu  nolntion  was  oInwrTtd.  Tlie 
question  of  re«ult  rpHclvmi  iiRcIf  into  a  quciilioii  of  prc-portion  between  iha 
acidity  within  and  tbt  alknlinity  around. 

What  may  b«  the  laic  of  this  hypolhcMs  we  know  not.  Dr.  Pary'a 
name  ia  aufficimt  lo  aomnirad  it  to  tho  attention  of  invMitignlors,  lliis 
dtie  allowance  been  made  ftir  tho  fact  of  ihe  preiient*e  of  food  in  tlifi 
Momach  wbcniTrr  th«!ga«tricjnicp  i«  pn-wnt,  and  for  the  fact  th.it  this 
food  ia  by  the  aiutiona  of  the  stomach  being  constantly  chiirnwi  and  mixed 
up  with  the  jtiice  7  It  would  be  well  lo  canxc,  by  Oimuli,  the  pre>8eD<«  of 
an  abundant  secrelion  )n  au  empty  stomach,  and  to  leare  it  there  with  no 
food  to  act  on.  If  it  then  lelV  th«  etooiach  wholly  unattacked,  the  eondiliona 
of  tho  problem  would  be  Mmewhat  tiraplil^cd. 

The  f'apour  i«  our  Alrno^phere  nnJ  itt  KJirt  on  IJftil. — In  a 
lecture  on  K.idinnt  Hviit,  at  the  Koyal  Inrtitwtion,  onr  brilliant  pliy»iei«l, 
Profeasor  Tyodall,  made  some  mrious  revelaliomi  of  tho  invisible — that  ts 
10  >ay,  not  only  of  the  inriaible  vaponr  diffused  through  the  nir,  which 
may  beconiu  and  often  doea  beeomn  viaiblo,  a«  cloud  and  nii#t,  hut  also 
of  that  invisible  ether,  the  interstellar  nir,  winch,  in  infinito  npncc, 
connect*  rtHr  with  Mar,  and  connect*,  in  finite  apacv,  gaseous  atom  with 
'gpaeouf  atlMR.  This  supeiiubtle  medltim,  ihtii  mystic  ether,  which 
idao  twcomefl  viaible  under  given  rolocitiea  of  its  vibrations,  nainely,  as 
Light  and  Colour,  and  is  recognleed  by  another  sense  under  low«r 
velocities  as  Heat — this  medium,  in  which  the  stars  of  the  !>Iilky  Way 
awim  like  a  iJion!  of  mnckerel  in  the  si-a,  is,  as  you  know,  an  object  of 
intense  intereat  lo  phy^ierslx,  who  mnanra  ita  undnlationa  wilit  Jealoua 
Tigilnnce.  Profeuiir  'fyndnlt  tells  ns  something  more  nbmt  ita  <nma 
under  the  velocity  known  as  Heat. 

AfWr  our  e*rlh  ha«  been  basking  all  day  in  tho  Bim,  it  begins,  aa 
night  cloaca  in,  to  give  Imck  the  hiiit  which  it  received ;  that  is,  it  vends 
vibrations   backwards  through  tho  ether.      Xlio  vravtv  doah    ujiwarda 
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tbroogli  tiiu  iiir,  liuTTj-ing  towitnLi  the  calmer  regions  of  pMhiunleta 
•pocc.  But  tlieir  uitward  prii|>rta8  is  rorjr  consideniUy  ancslrdi  partly 
bj  lli«  &ir — tLat  ifi,  tlie  gaKcou*  atomii  Hualiiig  iu  the  cibcreul  medium— •

\hv  air,  as  the  air  llonM  in  the  ethtr.  Th«  rnpour  forma  an  cxtrctody^ 
minute  t]iin(iliiy  of  our  aiiiicsjiheve.  Take  the  air  ivhcnee  you  will,  and 
ynu  will  liml  (hat  out  of  100  ptrti)  99}  arc  oxygen  and  nitrogen,  th« 
remaining  half  per  cent,  being  carbonic  acid,  anuuoiiia,  ajid  water.  StKJi 
bciug  tlie  t>ruportion  of  the  floating  euhelanccs  which  most  o>f^xiM 
barritn  to  the  wnvr-s  of  ether,  an  a  thoul  of  hcrringn  will  oppoao  n 
barrier  to  the  unOulutiou!  of  the  water,  lot  an  leani  from  Profesaor 
Tyndail  llio  relative  share  of  encli.  Tho  water  i*  extremely  minute  io 
(limntily,  but  Iiaiipens  lo  he  amaxingly  ohstmclive  ia  (iiialily ;  for  while 
every  atom  of  oxygen  "piiowii  a  certain  harrier,  a  tnoicciih:  of  rapour 
oppowa  a  force  IG,000  limta  gn-alcr  than  that  of  oxygtu.  These  art 
huge  tigiircd,  and  they  open  the  eyes  of  astonishment,  but  they  red  ^^ 
on  rigoroun  uridt^nce.  Nay,  we  nlao  lism  that  the  nmoku  of  vest  LoDilo^i,  ^H 
even  when  an  cndt  wind  pours  its  gloomy  cloTida  over  ua,  exeria  but  •  ^n 
fraction  of  tliu  hvut-rr'tni'ding  pcwrr  uhich  ia  dtie  to  the  Iraoaparent  uul 
impalpable  vnpour  diflVised  throiiKhoiit  the  nir  of  a  perfectly  clear  day. 

It  ia  certain,  Profcswr  Tyndail  says,  that  more  than  10  per  c«Ot. 
of  the  heat  radiated  from  the  soil  of  England  in  slopped  witliia  ten  feet 
of  the  surface.  The  vnpnnr  of  our  nioint  nlmo»phcre  is  a  blanket,  not 
leni  neceaoary  for  the  fruiil'ul  earth  than  clolhliig  h  for  earth's  pruudutt 
inhabitant.  "  Hcraove  for  a  single  summer  night  the  aqucoiM  vapour 
from  the  air  which  overspri-adii  thiH  country,  and  you  would  uasuredly  ^^ 
destroy  every  plant  capable  of  being  destroyed  by  a  freeung  tempeia*  ^M 
tiu-e.  The  warmth  of  your  field*  and  ffiirdtns  would  pour  iladf  uara-  ^^ 
quilcd  into  space,  and  the  summer  sun  would  rise  upon  an  Island 
held  fa4t  in  the  iron  grip  of  froit.'' 

AiCronomy  of  tlie  IiniiihU. — A  few  mouths  ago  M.  Levcirlcr  informed 
the  Academic  dcs  Sciences  thnt  wc  should  have  to  augment  our  estiniatA 
of  the  earth's  axixf-s  by  one  tenth,  or  diminish  by  one  tenth  the  nian 
of  tlio  sun ;  his  renson  being  llint  olhei'wiso  no  e^tplanation  could  bo 
offered  of  certain  obu-rvcd  peturbationa  in  our  orhit.  For  hiias^  bft 
indined  to  the  augmentation  of  the  eaitli,  and  this  in  tlie  slutpo  oF  ■ 
ring  of  aerolites,  the  analogue  of  Saturn's  ring.  M,  t'oucault  sbortljr 
ftfternrrivtd  at  a  diflVrtut  cuncluaion.  In  tivo  former  number*  of  this 
Magazine  *  vro  gave  an  account  of  his  important  discovery  that  the 
Telocity  of  Light  is  less  than  waa  supposed — a  discovery  which  tnutC 
alter  nlniual  all  astronomical  calculations,  and  among  them  tliat  of  the 
dislanco  of  the  sun  from  the  earth,  mid  ihc  weight  of  tlic  sun  itself. 
The  ilistimcu  boing  tli\ia  diminished  by  a  thirtieth,  the  weight  is  dimi- 
nished by  a  tenth.  Is  it  not  piquant  to  rcilict  that  by  the  property  of 
an  ini ponderable,  the  weight  cf  a  mighty  planet  may  be  dclemuncd  7 
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■ffniethcr  the  weight  of  die  earib  or  tlie  sua  be  aIlcr«J,  la  not  our 
prc*cnt  ohjuct.  Why  are  we  to  conclude  the  existence  of  iiapcrtant 
facts  merely  because  aligbt  pert urlmt ions  are  observed  in  tlie  orbit  of 
a  planet  ?  It  is  one  of  the  triumphs  of  Science  to  foresee — not  eim]>lj^ 
to  Kce  uiibom  consequences,  but  to  nsjcrt  tbe  viaion  of  invisible 
existences.  Bcssel  is  the  creator  of  the  astmiiomy  of  tlic  inTiiiiblc } 
and  tlie  creation,  promises  to  be  fhiitfii!.  He  was  occupied  with 
SiriuB — that  aun  wliieli  is  incomparably  larger  tliau  our  own,  which  in 
oncient  days  burned  with  a  brilliant  red,  nnd  in  our  days  is  admired 
for  il!i  brilliant  vfliite.  Be«sol,  comparing  tbu  obocrvations  recorded 
during  a  himilred  years  with  thoBe  of  the  constellations  Taurus,  Orion, 
and  the  Twins,  noticed  a  certuin  movenienl  of  oscillation  peculiar  to 
Sirius.  From  tlMs  he  boldly  concluded  ihat  Sirius  was  subject  to  the 
gravitaiing  influence  of  a  large  inaas  of  invimbtc  matter,  probably  a 
planet.  The  planet  could  not  be  seen  with  ihe  naked  eye,  nor  with 
tlie  beat  lelucope.  But  Science  saw  it,  and  would  persitst  in  seeing  it, 
should  its  light  never  reach  oiir  g'obe.  To  some  more  cautious  minds 
tliis  conclusion  seemed  very  liazardous.  Even  IIuiul>oldt  jested  with 
HeMiel  about  hi»  planetary  ghosts.  A  disciple,  however,  relors,  whose 
fuilh  is  creditable,  calculated  the  orbit  of  (bin  invisible  planet,  which 
bo  fonnd  to  bo  a  very  elongnlrd  ellipse,  with  an  annual  niovenieut  of 
7  degrees,  and  u  revolution  of  30  years.  The  distance  of  this  snteliilo 
£roRi  Sirius  was  eslimalcd  at  a  few  seconds. 

In  1862  an  American  astronomer,  Mr.  Alvan  Clark,  was  blessed  with 
tho  first  sight  of  thia  liitherto  unaeea  planet;  and  its  distance  was  found 
to  be  ten  seconds.  Such  remarkable  confirmation  of  abstmct  prevision 
naturally  excited  griat  rejoieing.  Since  then  otliers  haveseca  the  planet, 
and  its  existence  has  become  a  vulgar  fact.  A  second  discovery  of  a 
similar  kind  i*  announced  by  Aunera  of  Kiiiiigsberg.  Procyon,  the  prtn> 
dpal  star  in  the  constellation  of  the  Little  Dog,  is  said  by  him  to  have  ft 
satellite  with  an  annual  movement  of  nine  degrees,  and  a  revolution  of 
tliiity  years.  Its  distance  is  only  two  soconda.  Doubtless  wc  shall  hear 
of  many  such  diftcoveriei.  Rut  one  suflices  to  exhibit  llie  precision  and 
extent  of  sweep  which  tbe  method*  of  modem  science  admit. 

Ittii  Water. — Every  one  knows  tho  singular  superiority  in  point  of 
tftste  which  molted  ice  ho*  over  tliu  purent  water.  It  is  nut  the  coldncaii 
of  lh«  lump  of  ice  on  which  we  pour  our  brandy  or  champagne  whidi 
gives  the  peculiar  quality ;  It  la  tbe  abai'nce  of  all  the  tvluble  and  ia- 
solnble  salts  whioli  cliaract crises  ico.  In  a  recent  communicnlion  to  tho 
Academy,  M.  Hobinrt  aflirms  tliat  melted  ice  is  as  purv  as  distilled  water. 
I>iirii^  Gongulalioa  tlio  salts  are  eliminated — in  fact,  saUnc  solution*,  at 
IiMig  as  tiey  contioiic  snlino,  will  not  freeze  ;  even  sea-waler,  whcu  froieo, 
(aniah«s  pure  water  on  being  melted  ;  and  in  the  north  of  Europe  salt  is 
CCOKMnicalty  estracted  firom  sea-water  by  exponing  the  water  to  iiitento 
cold ;  Ibo  water  which  remains  un&ozen  and  uiifrevsable  is  iticn  extremely 
rich  in  salt,  wbicb  may  easily  bo  obtained  by  cvapoittUoD.

I'Etoile  at  Pdris  is  a  ranch  finer  catrflncc  lo  an  tmpcrinl  capital.  In  our 
l>lnok,  orderless,  ligxng  strecl.s,  we  cnn  kIiow  nothing  to  oomparo  with  ilir 
nmgnilioeut  array  of  the  Itue  de  Kivoli,  thnt  enormous  rrgimpnl  of  «onR 
Mr<:tching  for  five  miles  nnd  presenting  urma  before  the  Tuileries.  Think 
of  the  late  Fleet  Prison  and  Waithnmn'a  Obelisk,  nnd  of  the  Plftce  de  la 
OoBConle  and  th«  Luxor  Stone  I  "  The  finest  »ite  in  Europe,"  as  Trafnli^iir 
Square  hna  been  enllcd  by  some  obstinate  British  optimist,  i>  disfigurod  by 
Irophiefl,  fountnins,  colnmnB,  and  Mntues  so  pnerilc,  diKoidcrly,  and  hideoni 
that  a  lover  of  tlio  arts  innst  hnng  the  head  of  shame  aa  lie  pn^sos  to  see 
oordear  old  queen  city  aria jing  ht-rai-lf  so  n!«iird!y;  but  when  all  is 
mid  nnd  done,  w«  cnn  *how  one  or  two  of  the  greatest  sights  in  the  world. 
I  doubt  if  any  Roman  festival  was  «w  vwt  or  utriking  iw  thi;  Derby  duy, 
or  if  any  Impprial  Irinmph  rotiid  show  sudi  a  proiiigiona  murter  of  faitii- 
ful  people  as  our  young  Prineea*  suw  on  Sntnrdny,  whcm  tho  notion  tum(?d 
out  to  greet  her.  The  calculators  are  squabbling  about  the  numbers  of 
litindreiSi  of  tbdiisandu,  of  millionii,  who  cemc  forth  to  aw-  hrr  and  bid 
her  welcome.  Imagine  beacons  tlanirng,  rockets  blaiing,  yards  manned, 
ship*  and  forts  aaluling  with  ihor  thunilcr,  evcty  •trnmcr  and  tvikcI, 
tvay  town  and  vilbgo  from  Kanisgate  to  Gravuscnd,  Bwarniiog  with 
happy  gralulntion ;  young  girls  with  iiowcrj,  scatlciing  roses  heforo  her  ; 
staid  ciliiena  and  aldermen  puahiiig  and  iiqueeiiing  and  panting  to  nuke 
the  speech,  and  bow  the  knee,  and  bid  her  welcome  I  Who  ia  this  who 
ts  honoured  with  xucli  a  prodigiouw  trium])h,  nud  received  with  a  welooniu 
to  ajtooishiag  ?  A  year  ago  we  b.td  never  heard  of  her.  I  think  about 
Iwrpedjgrcc  and  fitiiily  not  a  iv.ir  of  us  are  in  the  dark  still,  and  I  own, 
for  my  part,  to  be  much  puixled  by  the  alluaionBof  newitpapergencalogista 
and  bnrds  ami  xkildi  to  "  Viking,"  liorserkcTS,  and  so  fortb.  But  it 
would  be  interesting  to  know  bow  many  hundreds  of  thoiinnnds  of  pboto-

Behind  the  trumpetcra 
came  a  dram-bearer,  on  whose  back  a  gnld-luced  drummer  drubbed  his 
march. 

When  the  silver  clarions  had  blown,  aud  under  a  clear  chorus  of  while- 
robed  cliildn-ii  chanting  round  the  orgun,  the  noble  procession  passed  into 
the  chapel,  and  was  bidden  from  our  sight  for  a  while,  there  wus  Hiliiiice, 
or  from  the  inner  chapel  ever  »o  faint  a  ham.  Then  hymns  nrvse,  and 
in  the  lull  wc  knew  that  prayers  were  being  said,  and  the  aacrcd  riU 
performed  which  joined  AlbiTrt  Edward  to  Alexandra  hU  wife.  I  am  sure 
hearty  proytrs  were  offered  outside  tho  gate  as  well  as  within  fur  that 
prinoelj  young  pair,  and  fur  their  Mothtr  nnd  Queen.  The  peace,  the 
freedom,  the  happluess,  the  order  which  her  rule  guarantees,  arc  part  of 
Dij  birtliright  as  sui  Ivnglisbuian,  and  1  blcM  God  lor  my  shore.  When 
else  sliall  I  find  sueh  liberty  vf  action,  thought,  speech,  or  laws  nkioh 
protect  me  Bo  well  7  Her  part  of  bcr  compact  with  lur  people,  what 
nreroign  ever  better  ])erfurmed  I  If  ours  sits  apart  from  tlie  festivities 
of  the  day,  it  is  beciiuse  she  suS'ers  from  a,  gri^f  so  recent  that  the  loyal 
hurt  cannot  master  it  as  yet,  and  remains  Irtu  und  /tit  to  a  beloved 
BMBor/.     A  port  of  the  tuualu  which  celebralea  Iho  day's  Bctvice  was 
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compoied  by  tbe  hiubnnd  wbo  is  gone  to  tli«  phcn  where  llie  just  ftud 
pure  of  life  mert  t1i«  rotrard  promiKd  hy  the  Father  of  ttll  of  lu  to  good 
And  fatilirkit  scrvauu  nhu  have  well  done  hvro  below.  As  this  one  givM 
in  his  nccouni,  surely  wc  nifiy  remember  how  ihc  Prince  wm  th«  fritni 
of  »ll  peacL-ful  aria  and  Icaniiii;; ;  how  he  waa  true  and  fast  alwHjn  to 
duty,  hnnic,  honour  ;  how,  throagh  a  life  of  complicated  Irialn,  he  vat

Til*  powition  wa«  one  which  mutt  Imve  had  its  impreaureneia  for 
Biindtr  (hat  were  not  of  the  dullctt  order,  crcn  ir  tliey  were  inclined, 
Maochiavclli  wan,  to  interpret  the  Frato's  characlrr  by  a  key  that  pre- 
•uppOBod  DO  loftiness.  To  Rome!a,  whose  kindred  ardouT  gave  ber  a  firm 
belief  in  Snronarola'i  genuine  gmmmt  of  purpose,  iho  crins  wu  aa 
•tinring  aa  if  it  bad  been  part  of  li«r  pmonal  lot.  It  bUnt  Itaelf  a*  an 
exalting  memory  with  all  her  daily  labouni  and  t!>«M  laboins  were 
calling  not  only  fbr  dilBcult  pcrsiTcranee,  btit  for  now-  conn^.  Famine 
hod  never  yet  tak«n  ita  flight  Ijrom  Flon>uQC,  and  all  dbtrew,  by  its  (ong^, 
conlinunnc«>  was  getting  bolder  to  bear;  duM-m^c  wu  ^pr^ading  in  Ilia 
crowded  city,  and  Ihv  Ptagne  waa  «xpocted.  As  ifoinola  walked,  often  in 
weartnca*,  among  the  aick,  the  hungry,  and  the  murmuring,  she  iiilt  it  good 
to  ho  inapired  by  something  morv  lino  bet  pity — by  Ibe  belief  in  a. 
hrroism  struggling  for  nibtime  cnd^,  towards  wbicb  ihc  daily  nctloD  of  li«r 
pity  could  only  lend  fwbly,  aa  the  de\n  Uiai  IVesbeu  the  weedy  grannd  to> 
day  tend  to  pn'pirc  an  unseen  harrrtt  in  tlio  yoon  to  come. 

But  llial  mighty  miuic  which  altrred  her  in  tbc  Duumu  was  not  with- 
out ita  jarricg  notes.  Sinoo  tbrao  first  daya  of  glowing  hopa  When  Ibi 
Fraie^  aeeiDg  the  near  triumph  of  good  !n  (lie  refiirra  of  the  Repabllo 
the  coming  of  the  Frrnch  dcliverc^r,  bod  pronch^  prace,  ebarity,  and 
oblirion  of  political  diA'eraiOM,  Ibcrc  bad  bc«n  a  maikcil  change  of 
dilions:  political  intrigue  lind  been  too  obstinate  to  allow  of  the  dnL 
oblivion  ;  the  belief  In  the  di'Iivercr,  who  lud  turaod  bis  bade  OB  lus 
high  mianon,  aeemed  to  Imro  wmugM  barm ;  and  boslitity,  both  on  a 
patty  and  on  a  grnnd  aade,  was  attacking  the  I'rofhet  with  now  weapraa 
and  new  delerminnlion.  It  followed  thai  the  spirit  of  contcniion  and 
atlf-viadication  pierced  morcaml  more  conspicuously  tn  his  tcrtnons;  that 
he  was  urged  to  meet  the  popular  denuinda  not  only  by  Incrcni^  insist- 
aucc  and  detail  concerning  vitions  and  private  rovclatioos,  btil  by  a  lontt 
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of  defiant  ccnfiJcnee  agximt  obJKtors ;  and  from  fanviog  <1«nonnced  (he 
dtsirc  r<?r  tHc  niirnciilotu,  ntt6  declared  tli-it  mirncln  hnd  no  ralotion  lo 
true  ftith,  lie  1i«e1  coine  (o  assrrt  tliat  at  the  rigtit  momcct  tli«  Dirlnc 
poir*T  TronM  ntteM  the  tnitti  of  Iiis  proplicitc  prrncliing  bf  s  miracle. 
And  continually.  In  tlic  rapid  transitions  of  i-xci[«d  ri-cltng,  at  the  vmon 
of  Iriiiniphnnt  good  receded  behind  tho  actnal  predominance  of  tvil,  the 
diTcala  of  corning  rpngmncc  agitinirt  Ticioiii  tj'rnnt*  ttnil  corrtipt  prictts 
gaih«red  some  impetus  {torn  pereona]  exaoperation,  aa  well  ns  from  indig- 
nant zBil.  In  the  CMTcr  of  n  great  public  orntorwho  j'i(?Id»  hiniKlf  to  the 
inipiralion  of  llic  moment,  that  conflict  of  seIfi>^h  aud  nnselflah  emotion  vtlijch 
in  moxt  mm  t*  hidden  in  tlie  chamher  of  the  «oid,  is  brnnght  into  terrible 
evidence  :  tiie  language  <if  the  inner  voices  la  written  out  in  lellcrs  of  6re. 

Unt  if  the  tODPS  of  eiiaBperatinn  jnrrod  on  Itomola,  llicre  was  often 
anetiier  member  of  Fra  Girolanio'a  audience  to  wliom  they  were  ihe  only 
thrilling  tonca,  like  the  Tibralion  of  deep  ban  not(«  to  the  deaf.  Baidaa- 
aarre  had  found  out  tliat  the  wonderfUl  Frate  nns  preaching  again,  and  as 
often  as  he  conld,  be  went  to  hear  Ihe  Lenten  sermon,  that  ho  might  drink 
in  the  thrrntu  of  ■  voice  ivhich  ii^emcd  like  a  pownr  on  tlic  Kidc  of  junticc. 
lie  went  the  mere  beciiuso  he  had  seen  that  liomfla  went  too  j  for  he  waa 
waiting  and  wntchlng  for  a  time  wh«n  not  only  oiilwnril  circumstance,  but 
hi«  own  varying  mental  state,  would  mark  iho  right  moment  for  seeking 
an  interview  with  her.  Twice  Roinola  bad  caught  «ight  of  hi)  ficu  in  tlie 
l>iion)0 — once  when  its  dark  glanee  waa  fixed  on  hers.  She  wished  not 
to  fee  it  again,  and  yet  the  looked  for  it,  a*  men  look  for  tho  reappearance 
of  a  portent.  But  any  reTclation  that  might  be  yd  to  come  about  IbU 
old  man  waa  a  Kiliordinate  fear  now  :  it  ruferrvd,  idic  thought,  only  to 
the  pant,  and  her  anxiety  waa  almoul  ahtorhed  by  the  present. 

Yet  the  f  lirring  Lent  pawpd  by ;  April,  llin  ttccond  and  final  month  of 
her  godfather 'k  Miiircme  anlhorily,  was  near  its  close;  and  nolbing  bad 
boourred  to  fulfil  her  presentiment.  In  the  public  mind,  too,  there  had  been 
(ban,  and  nimoiin  had  opread  from  Rome  of  a  menacing  activity  on  the 
port  of  I'iero  do'  Sfcdici ;  but  in  n  few  days  the  sut]iccled  Ucmardo  would 
go  oat  of  jwwer.  Romola  waa  tiytng  to  gather  aome  courage  from  tiic 
rc*itw  of  her  ftitilo  fcarn,  when  on  the  tivcnty-Bcreoth,  as  she  waa  walking 
out  on  her  lutial  crranib  of  mercy  in  the  aflcrnoon,  »hc  waa  met  by  n 
meaaenger  from  Camilla  Rucellai,  chief  among  the  feninine  Men  of 
KloreneP,  desiring  her  pretenco  forlhwilh  on  raatlera  of  the  highest 
moment.  Romola,  who  shrank  wiih  uncoDqnemblo  disgust  from  the 
sfirilt  excitability  of  thoie  itiuminnlcd  women,  and  bad  juat  now  a  special 
Kpugnance  towards  Camilla  because  of  a  report  that  fbo  bad  announced 
nvdatioiM  hostile  (o  Bernardo  del  Nero,  whs  at  lint  inclined  lo  send  back 
H  fiat  rtfiunl.  Camilla's  mexmge  might  refer  to  puhlio  affairs,  and 
RoiDola's  immediate  prompting  vns  lo  clcoc  her  cars  against  knowledge 
lltat  might  only  make  her  mental  burden  heavier.  But  it  liad  bcouoM 
so  thoroughly  her  habit  to  reject  her  fmpulaive  dioice,  and  to  obey  paa> 
•iT-ely  the  guidance  of  outward  claims,  that,  reproring  htrtelf  (•.t  allowing 
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Ii«r  pteswititucDla  to  mtikc  her  cowartllj  and  t/^fisli,  the  koAcA  by  oom- 
pliiuioc,  and  irmt  Mniigtit  to  Camilla.  Slut  (annd  tlic  ucrrotu  gMy-burad 
iromnn  in  a  cIumbGr  arranged  at  much  sa  pouiblo  Hkc  n  conrmt  odL 
Tlic  thin  lin;^!ni  clutching  Itomoln  lu  ihc  Mt,and  the  eager  voice  a  tdrMt- 
ing  hrr  ot  firitt  in  a  loud  wliisper,  caused  Ikt«  pbj-Nic!iiI  shrinking  ibat 
mudo  it  fliflicnU  fur  hn*  to  keep  her  ttvat. 

Camilln  hnd  n  rulon  to  commmiicate — a  vhdon  In  v.-Hic1i  it  bad 
revealed  to  her  hy  ttumolu'i  Angvl,  tint  BomoU  knew  certain  secrela 
Ctniing  her  godJalher,  Bernardo  dd  Nero,  which,  irdisctosed,  niight 
Ibu  Bi-fubtic  from  peril.     Comillu'v  voii-c  roao  louder  and  higher  na  ibe 
narralcd  her  viidon,  and  vnded  by  o:(lwning  Ilomoln  to  obey  the  comnuuil 
or  her  Angel,  and  separate  bcrtcif  from  the  enemy  of  God. 

lEonioU's  impetuoiily  was  that  of  a  numire  nature,  and,  except  la 
moments  when  she  vat  dc^^ply  stirred,  ber  miinncr  wsn  calm  uaA  tclf- 
controlled.  Slie  had  a  contlilutlonal  diagmt  for  the  tliallow  excIt&bilHy 
of  women  like  CamillH,  whose  CkcuIUcs  acsntcd  all  wrought  up  into 
fiintasiee,  learing  nothing  for  emotion  and  iliougbt.  The  exhortation  was 
not  yel  ended  when  kIiu  (tarlcd  tip  and  attempted  to  wrench  her  arm  from 
Camilla's  lightening  grasp.  It  was  of  no  use.  The  prophcteaa  kept  Iier 
hold  liku  a  crnb,  and,  only  incited  to  more  c«gci'  exliortatioo  by  Komolu't 
resEBtance,  w.is  carried  beyond  her  own  Intention  into  a  alirilt  slatenicnt  ot 
Other  visions  wliich  were  to  coirobomta  this.  Christ  hirascif  bad  appeared 
lo  her  and  orikrtd  licr  tu  send  bin  conuuands  to  certniu  citiieus  in  oJSce 
that  they  should  throw  Bernardo  del  Nero  from  iho  window  of  the  Pabuo 
Ycccliio.  Prn  Girohunohiniteif  knew  of  It,  and  had  not  dared  this  time  to 
»iiy  thai  the  vinion  wa«  not  of  Divine  authority. 

"  And  since  (hen,"  »iiil  Camilla,  in  her  excited  treble,  atraJninig  upward 
with  wild  eyCH  toward.i  Romulii's  face,  "  tlie  Blessed  IniiuU  Itns  ooroc  to 
nic  and  laid  a  wafer  of  swcctnc«a  on  my  tongue  in  token  of  his  pleasure 
tlmt  I  had  douc  liia  will.*' 

"  I.ct  mc  go  I  "  said  Rumolii,  in  a  deep  vuioc  cf  auger.  "  God  grant 
you  are  mnd  !  else  you  are  detestably  wicked  I  '* 

The  violence  of  hur  effort  to  be  free  was  too  slrong  lor  Camilla  this 
time.  She  wrenched  away  lier  arm  and  roshed  out  of  the  room,  not 
fAUKiug  till  nhu  }iad  gone  hurriedly  fnr  along  the  Ntreet,  and  found  hemtlf 
cto6e  to  the  uUurcli  of  the  Budiu.  She  had  but  to  yam  heliiud  iJie  eortua 
uoder  the  old  stone  arch,  attd  the  would  lind  a  sanctuary  shut  in  bum  Uie 
niiiie  and  hurry  of  the  street,  where  all  objects  and  nil  tucs  suggaOed  ifae 
thought  of  an  eternal  peace  subsisting  in  the  midst  of  tunDMl.  She  tumod 
ill,  and  unking  down  on  (lie  step  of  t)io  nltnr  in  front  of  Filipjuno  Lippi's 
serene  Virgin  npjieniiog  to  St.  Bernard,  sbc  wailed  in  hope  that  tin  inward 
tumult  which  ugltuted  her  would  by-and-liy  subside. 

The  thought  whidi  prested  on  her  llie  most  acutely  was,  Ibat  Camilla 
eould  allt^  Savonarola's  countennnce  of  her  wicked  folly.  Itomola  did 
not  for  a  moment  believe  th.'\t  he  had  sanclioncd  tbe  throwing  of  Beriuitdo 
dvl  Nero  Irom  the  window  as  a  Divine  snggrstJon;  «bc  fclt  certain  that 
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tbcr«  WM  falsebood  or  raislalte  in  ihal  allegation.  Savonaii^la  hni  become 
marc  nad  more  fcvere  in  liit  vitiws  or  rcsitUnco  to  nifllconltnts;  but  the 
itletis  of  strict  law  nnd  onlcr  were  riincUmcnUi]  to  nil  liix  political  tcndiing. 
Slill,  luncv  he  know  ilic  ponibly  fntal  eSecU  of  ritiona  liltc  Camilla's,  slcce 
hcliiid  a  marlceil  dintniiit  of  «ticl]iq>irit-iW4^ng  women,  and  krpt  nlonf  rn>m 
ihcRi  a*  much  n«  poenibl^,  why,  wilb  bis  readiness  to  donounce  vrrons;  rrotn 
thn  pulpit,  dill  h«  not  piibliclj^  denounce  thnxc:  pretended  nrclaunni 
wbich  brougbt  new  darltness  iuslcad  t>f  ligbt  ncroas  the  conception  of  a 
Supremo  Will?  Wliy?  Tho  nnnwer  cnmc  with  piiinfal  elenmei»:  be 
WM  filtered  inwardly  by  llie  con'^ioiiBiieM  tliat  giieli  rei'claliona  were  not, 
ID  tKeir  haniH,  distinctly  separoblc  from  bin  own  viniou);  he  ivm  frttcred 
outwardly  by  tlie  foreBoeu  consefiueHce  of  raiaing  a  cry  agninst  liimaetf 
tvea  nmoiifc  nicmlier*  of  bi«  own  pnrlVi  "^  """  wbo  would  supprom  nil 
Dirine  iuBpiration  of  wliicb  he  hiniatlf  wasiiollhe  veliide — iicorliis  con- 
fidential nnd  snpplrnicntnry  seer  of  vigions,  Fra  Snivestro. 

Romola,  knetliniJ  witli  buried  face  on  ibe  altar  step,  was  enduring  onn 
of  lho»c  ricVcning  nionients,  when  the  entlinniawn  wbicb  had  come  to  her 
as  the  only  energy  eirong  enoiit'h  to  make  life  worlliy,  iieemcd  to  bn 
incritably  bonnd  up  with  vain  dreams  and  wilful  cyc-»huiiiog.  Ucr  mind 
rui^Gd  back  witb  a  new  attraction  towurdi  the  strong  worldly  sense,  tbu 
deified  prudence,  llie  untbcorctic  virliiea  of  her  godfuther,  who  was  to 
be  treated  as  a  Kort  of  Agag  becntifc?  hv  held  that  a  more  re.itricied  form  of 
govcrament  was  belter  than  the  Grcnt  Conneil,  and  bccauie  he  wutild  not 
protend  to  forget  old  ties  to  ihc  bauiahcd  fiimily.  But  willi  thia  hut 
thought  row  the  prwenltment  of  some  plot  to  restore  tho  Mcdid  ;  and 
thm  again  she  felt  that  tbo  popular  party  wm  half  justified  in  it*  fierce 
Busjiicion.  Agiuo  Hhe  felt  tliat  to  keep  the  Government  of  Florence  pun.', 
and  to  keep  out  a  viciotis  rule,  was  a  sacr«d  caiiw;  the  Fratc  wiw  right 
th«rc,  nnd  had  cnrricd  bcT  nndemtanding  irrevocably  with  him.  But  at 
tliia  moment  tlie  assent  of  her  undemanding  went  alone ;  it  was  givcu 
tuiwiltingly.  Her  heart  xvaa  recoiling  from  a  right  allied  to  eo  much 
nnriowness;  a  right  apparently  entailing  that  hard  HyKlcmntic  judgment  of 
men  which  mcnnurea  them  by  nncDtx  nnd  dcniuls  ijulte  iiu[>erlici4l  to  the; 
taaohood  within  them.  Her  aifeciion  and  respect  were  clinging  with  new 
tenacity  to  her  godfather,  nnd  witli  him  to  those  memories  of  her  father 
which  were  in  tbo  aanie  opp-jsiiion  t"  the  division  of  men  into  ^cCp  ftnd 
goMta  by  the  easy  mork  of  sunie  [lolilitat  or  religions  symbol. 

After  all  has  be«n  suid  that  can  ho  mid  about  the  wideuitig  influence  of 
idca»,  it  remain*  true  that  they  would  haijly  be  such  strong  ngenta  tinlcM 
Ihey  were  token  in  a  solvent  of  feeling.  The  grwit  world -atrtiggh)  of 
developing  thought  i»  continu.tlly  furedtindowed  in  the  strng|;la  of  ih* 
affection*,  seeking  a  juti ideation  for  lore  and  bopo.  If  Itoniola'M  intellect 
had  been  leas  capable  of  diM«ming  Iho  complexities  in  human  things, 
all  tlic  early  loving  nMociatlotts  of  her  life  would  har«  forbidden  htr  to 
accept  implicitly  the  denuDcialory  exclunrcncM  of  Snvonattila.  She  bad 
■inply  felt  that  hii  mind  had  auggested  deeper  and  more  efficocioiu  troth 
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(0  ber  Umd  taj  oilier,  and  Um  htgt  fanaduDg-^MB  «Im  tmai  in  U» ' 
gnaJ  ricw  of  bttowa  didua  had  anile  Ikcr  fotiat  towmtda  that  put 
of  bia  teacbiag  whicii  tbe  cmiU  not  alworb,  m  loog  a»  iu  pnctial  aftct 
caoM  tote  ooUwkw  witli  no  lucng  foree  in  bcr.  Bat  dow  s  mddaa  iaaur- 
fcotira  of  (utHott  liad  broi^^tf  ihi?ii1  tliftt  flffllirtit"-  Her  inA^ptuiiff^  *7tfn 
lagval  t?  Csaullft'a  viaiaiu,  eooU  not  paaaa  Hmn,  bai  raa  Ukc  aa  iUnaii* 
Mttt^  &n  orer  oU  Uw  kiudi^  £k:U  ui  Saraoarola'i  tcacJuu,  aad  far  ilia 
Boinral  bIm  kit  whu  mn  Uoa  in  ilw  smmrul  Hroa«i»  alw  baud  on* 
Umtalljr  flung  agaioat  biai,  norc  k«eiily  Hun  what  ma  falae. 

But  it  m*t  an  illaniiiialioa  tliat  naik  all  lib  look  ghaMif  to  her. 
Wiivm  wae  Uie  Uaugi  lu  wliom  abe  oottM  din^  Vilb  irboai  aba  cmild 
work  and  aadim,  witb  tlie  belief  ibat  aba  wu  wwking  for  tli«  rigbtt 
On  tbe  ude  from  wbtcb  moral  energy  cam«  lay  a  Cuialiciuii  from  wbicb 
■bewaiilirinkuig  wilb  newly  lUitlod  repabioni  oa  cbc  aide  to  wbicb  aba 
ma  drawn  by  affuctkn  and  memory,  tbere  waa  tbc  pitaaadiuaiit  of  aons 
seeret  plotting,  wbich  bo  jo^ment  loU  ber  voukl  do!  be  mi&irly  c«Uad 
criflw.  And  itill  anrmounliiig  ercr^  otbcr  tbuagbt  waa  tbo  dread 
iiii[>iriEd  by  Tito'i  binu,  I«st  ibat  preiKaiiiutiat  alionld  b«  eoareited  into 
kD(iwh>4g^i  >»  aocli  a  way  tltat  aba  would  be  torn  by  iftocoooilaUo  Hn iim 

Calnncaa  would  not  oumo  even  on  tb«  ulcar  tttji ;  it  wotUd  not  come 
fioiB  koklng  at  llie  aer«iw  piclum  where  ib«  aaint,  writing  in  ibn  rocky 
aolitnda,  w«i  being  YJaiutd  by  Euu  witb  celoalial  peace  tn  litem.  Bonoiit 
waa  in  ibo  bard  preu  of  buman  dilficulliea,  and  tbat  rocky  buliiad*  waa 
loo  &r  oC  8be  rone  from  ber  kncoa  that  iJie  might  baaicn  to  her  aide 
|)cople  in  the  oourtyard,  and.  by  aotuc  immediate  b«adluvnt  actkii, 
rerive  that  aniM  of  vrartb  in  lilu  wbivh  at  ibis  moment  wna  UDtcd  by  any 
widrr  loitb.  But  wb«Ji  abc  tunnsl  round,  she  found  bcraelf  lace  to  lace  witb  a 
niau  M'bo  wm  ttouding  only  two  yirda  off  bur.    Tbu  Bum  waa  B«MaiBatT«» 
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"  I  wocLD  tpcak  witb  yoa,"  aaid  BJildBMan-c^  a«  Itomota  looked  at  bini 
in  ailiint  expvctnlion.  It  was  plain  tbat  be  had  foUuwcd  bur,  and  had  been 
waiting  for  ber.    bbo  wa«  going  at  luat  to  know  the  tccn-t  about  him. 

"  YcH,"  al)e  said,  with  the  same  sort  oreuliutiiiaiuu  thut  alic  might  have 
tduowu  under  an  impoKd  pvnauicc.  "  But  you  wish  to  go  wber«  no  om 
uun  haor  u*  1 " 

"  Where  he  will  not  conic  upon  na,"  said  BaliltutMrrv,  turaiug  Mid 
glancing  behind  liim  tiniiUIy.    "  Out— tn  the  air — away  from  ibv  ttrocta."

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s  mnn  wiio  had  «oui«  of  tha  outimird  wgo*  of  Uiot  nuulDeis  vhicJi  Tito 
Uliibuted  to  hiin.  Bui  Bomulu  vtm  not  given  to  pcrtoBut  icon,  nail  nUo 
vraiglmJofibe  di*I(iac«that  inlorpoficdEomodolajr  before aootbor  blow  fell 
m  hex.  Ttic  oAtxiiDuii  no*  fiir  lulviinocJ,  and  tlit:  ntn  wm  nlicndjT  low  ia 
i)i«  wioli  vbeo  Bke  psused  on  sone  rougli  ground  iu  tlio  almduw  of  ilie 
cj-fircn  triioks,  and  looked  nntnd  lor  BRldax»iTC.  lie  was  not  far  o£i^ 
but  vrbcn  he  reucbuii  hi.-r,  lie  wiui  glad  to  aiiilc  down  oo  aa  <Klgc  of  stony 
eartb.  Uie  ihiok-wt  fraim  lutd  uo  longer  tha  Blurdy  vigour  wbidi 
be!ung«d  to  it  wli«n  lie  llrat  appeared  with  ibc  rope  round  liiiu  in  the 
Suomo;  and  under  tboUwuiSQt  tremor  canted  by  tUe  cxetlioa  of  walking 
Up  tile  hill,  his  «ye*  aeecned  to  bave  n  more  lii;lpli:M  vugucncu.

DUlliiog  biglirr  tliau  a  conunun-bied,  neglected  old  man ;  but  liit  waa 
UiOd  oovt  to  be  very  near  to  audi  people,  aad  to  liiiiik  a  g[«At  deal  about 
ibvir  Iroubloi.  Gradually  bia  glance  galbered  »  more  dcfiuile  expre»ton, 
and  at  last  lie  Kaid  with  abrupt  cmpbsaia — 

**  Ab  1  yoti  would  have  been  my  daughter  1 '' 

The  eivlil  i1ue!i  cainc  in  Kowola'a  face  and  went  back  again  as  swiftly, 
iMTing  her  with  nbite  lipa  a  little  apsTt,  liko  n  niaible  imo^  of  horror. 
For  her  uind,  this  rm'elation  iraa  made.  She  divined  tlie  &cts  that  lay 
behind  that  single  ward,  and  in  the  firxt  moment  there  could  be  no  clicok 
to  the  itupubivo  belief  which  ^nug  from  her  keen  expertcnoe  of  Tito'a 
ualun.

fur  tbc  first  ticoe  kit  words  bud  wrought  Ihm  right  eJlVct.  He  w«nt  on 
with  gathering  eagerness  and  finnness,  laying  bis  hand  on  ber  arm.

"  Uh,  Gcd !  were  you  mliy  his  htbn ! "  asiid  Romola,  in  a  low 
voice,  too  entirely  posMoed  by  the  iiiugcs  of  tlie  pnat  to  take  any  note 
of  Baldaasanr's  question.  "  Or  was  it  aa  he  said  ?  Did  you  take  him 
when  be  was  Hi  lie?" 

"Ab,  you  beliero  m«— you  know  wbnt  be  isl"  BJud  Daldassarre, 
exulcingly,  tigbtoning  tlie  prcwtire  on  her  ann,  as  if  tbc  contact  gave 
hhn  power.     ■'  You  will  help  nt«  f  " 

"  Ye^"  aaid  Romola,  not  interpRting  tho  words  M  fae  meant  Ibeoi. 
&he  bid  Iier  palm  gcniity  on  the  rough  hand  that  gnupod  b<r  amt,  and 
tbo  tears  came  to  her  e}'«*  na  ahc  looked  At  him.  "  Oh  I  it  ia  piiteoas ! 
Tell  me— why,  you  were  a  great  acbobir;  you  taught  him.    i/btp  iait?" 

8ho  broke  off.  Tito's  altegalloa  of  litis  man's  niadaen  had  com« 
iKfoa  ber ;  aod  where  were  the  signs  even  of  past  r«liDgBi«nl  ?    But  iho 
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]iail  t^ie  eeir-command  not  lo  mmre  lt«r  liaotL    She  tot  pcrr«ctljr  iAW, 
waiti!^  to  listen  viiih  new  caution. 

"It  is  gone! — it  in  til  gon«l"  mid  Bntdjus-iire ;  "aoil  llu^  would 
not  bdtere  me,  because  lie  lied,  and  Mtid  I  vras  mad;  and  they  bad  ma 
(tniggcd  l«  priMn.  And  I  am  old — mj  mind  will  not  oomc  hack.  And 
t)i«  world  ia  tt^tnat  me." 

Ho  pnu'cd  a  inoniCTtt,  and  lii«  ejrM  tank  tw  if  be  w«i«  under  a  vtra 
rf  dospondt-nc}-.  Then  he  looked  up  at  ber  again,  and  said  with  nncwcd 
cagetm-i! — 

"  Btit  }vu  Am  not  ngatnat  m*.  IT«  nude  you  Ioto  him,  and  he  has 
hccn  Mic  to  }-ou;  and  you  hate  him.  Tefl,  he  made  me  luve  hlin:  be 
wax  beanliful  and  gcntl?,  and  I  wna  a  lonely  nun.

Romola  turned  towards  liiin  with  a  alight  atart.  Again  tho  posai- 
hiiily  of  hi.i  mnilncM  hnd  d.^rtcd  through  her  mind,  and  checked  the 
niah  of  belief.  J(,  aftvr  all,  thia  mnn  were  only  a  mad  aasaauu  7  But  lier 
deep  belief  in  hiw  eilory  ntill  lay  behind,  and  it  waa  more  in  i^mpathy  than

Baldasaarr^  bad  become  di'eoray  again,  and  sank  into  ftikuc«,  rtstiog 
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bu  licad  brtwccn  his  hands ;  and  sgftin  Rnmnla't  belief  in  him  bad  sub- 
tncrged  nil  ciiutioning  doubla.

Waitiso. 

The  leiigl hpn in g  tunny  days  went  on  without  bringing  either  what  RomoU 
most  detired  or  what  s'.ie  most  dreadt'd-  They  brought  no  sign  from 
Baldassarre,  and,  in  spile  of  special  wateh  on  the  part  of  the  Goremment, 
no  revelation  of  tbe  suspected  contpirncy.  But  ibey  broug!it  other  thing* 
whieh  tuuched  her  cIosL'ly,  and  bridgi^d  the  ph .into m- crowded  space  of 
anxiety  with  active  sympntJiy  in  immediate  trial.  They  brought  the 
sprending  Plague  and  the  Kxcunimnnicnlion  of  Siivonnrola. 

Both  lhfc«o  events  tended  to  arrcut  tier  incipient  alienation  from  llio 
Frate,  and  to  rivet  again  her  atlacliment  to  the  man  who  had  opened  to 
her  the  new  lifu  of  duty,  and  who  *eemed  now  to  be  wonited  in  tbe  Gght 
lb(  ptiDi;iple  Mgainst  prolligaey.  For  Homola  could  Dot  carry  from  day  to 
day  into  the  abodes  of  poititence  and  miacry  the  mblimc  excitement  of  « 
gladuew  that,  since  such  anguish  existed,  she  loo  existed  to  make  some  of 
the  anguiili  1cm  bitter,  witliuut  remembering  ibat  the  owed  this  transcen- 
dent moral  Jtfe  to  Fra  Girolamo.  She  could  not  witness  the  silencing  and 
excomiittiaication  of  a  man  whotc  distinction  fioin  the  gix-at  man  of  the 
detgj  lay,  not  in  any  heretical  belief,  not  in  his  siipersti lions,  bill  in  tho 
cogrgy  with  whidi  he  nought  to  make  the  Cluistian  life  a  reality,  witliout 
ftaliog  Uenelf  drawn  strongly  to  his  side. 

It  wafl  far  on  in  the  hot  day*  of  June  liefore  the  Exoommunicntion,  for 
■oiuo  weeks  arrived  from  Rome,  was  solemnly  published  in  the  Duomo. 
Romola  went  to  wilncn  the  scene,  tliat  the  resiitanco  it  inspired  might 
invigunle  that  sympathy  with  Saronarota,  which  was  one  source  of  her 
■trength.  It  was  in  inemonble  contrart  with  the  (cme  she  had  been 
occiutorocd  to  witness  there.    Instead  of  upturoed  citisco-lacca  filling  tlM 
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vut  area  under  Um  momii^  ligh^  t^  jroungeot  nnng  niupIiitlieatre^wiM 
Ummb  Uiu  walls  and  i&akiiig  *  gukud  of  hope  srounil  thv  nvrmoiies  of 
tga — uwUadoflho  migiity  tgoc*  tbriltiiig  all  beorts  wiili  ili«  mum  of  great 
t!u09i>i  visible  and  invuibla,  to  be  •tnmtlocl  tot — there  iters  tlie  hm  walk 
at  evGoing  maiie  mora  tonibre  by  the  gltmtoer  of  tqien,  there  wm  ihe 
black  mk)  gr^  QoA  of  monks  and  Mcular  cl«r;^  with  bent  nnexpcclatil 
faoe^  there  waa  tli«  occaaional  tiukltng  of  litiJu  IxJU  in  the  paoaoa  of  a 
moiwlcawius  roice  reading  •  sentence  nliicli  bad  alresdj  been  Im^  hanging 
up  in  Um:  oliureboi,  and  at  htst  tJiete  was  tii«  extinction  of  di«  taper*,  and 
the  sloir  iJiuffiiiig  tread  of  moBkibli  feet  departing  in  the  dim  silenea. 

Itduiolu's  ardour  oti  lUu  niilv  uf  the  Ftnte  was  doabJy  alrengtfaeoed  by 
the  gk-eful  triumph  the  sair  in  hard  and  ooaiea  Gteta,  and  by  tlto  (cax' 
stricken  confusion  in  tliu  faces  and  tpoecb  of  natty  among  bis  atrva^iy 
aUaoUed  IHends.  ^he  queatlou  uhL-re  tlie  duly  of  obedicmoc  ends,  and 
tbe  duly  ofrcnslance  begins,  could  in  uo  case  bean  tMwy  one;  but  it  wae 
made  orurwhelminj^ly  ililBcult  by  t}iu  belicJ'tbst  tbo  Clmrcb  was — not  a 
oompromise  of  panic's  to  secure  a  mora  or  leu  n))]irvxtU)ute  jusitoo  in  ibo 
appropriation  oTfutidii,  but — a  JiTti)];;  urgnnbrm  ituticct  wiih  Uirine  power 
lo  blcHd  and  (o  cur&e.  To  most  of  tli«  pious  f  lorcntiuos,  who  liad  hitlicrto 
f«lt  no  doubt  in  tlivir  udbcn-ncu  ta  tiiu  Frntc,  tbut  beilof  was  not  an 
embraced  opiatOD,  it  was  an  inalienable  iuipretsion,  Idtfi  the  concavity  of 
the  blue  Unaaniunt ;  and  tin:  bolduvn  of  bavonaruk's  wittteii  arguinenU 
that  the  Excomutuulcatiou  wss  unjust,  and  ibal,  buiug  unjust,  it  was  not 
VAlid,  only  made  Uicin  tcemble  the  lunr^  as  a  deGance  cast  at  a  uiy«|ia 
image,  agiiuul  whose  nubile  inuiK-aaurnble  puni^  ihuru  was  ncitlier  weapoa 
uor  dcfeuce. 

But  liomola,  wliote  mind  had  not  been  elloncd  to  draw  ila  early 
iiouruJimcut  li«m  Una  liadiiiouul  HUOcinlioDa  of  die  Cliristiati  eomma- 
iiity,  in  which  her  fiilticr  biul  livcl  a  life  apart,  lilt  licr  relation  lo  the 
C'hiiruh  only  liimu^l]  Savouarala;  hU  monl  furcu  had  been  the  only 
nniliority  to  whiuh  she  had  bowed ;  and  in  his  ejcconuunnication  she  only 
RLW  the  menace  of  li<«tile  vice :  on  one  aide  slia  saw  a  man  w1k>*g  tifii  was 
devoted  to  the  ends  of  public  viitue  and  spititiial  piuiiy,  and  oo  t)<e  other 
ibe  assault  of  idamivd  xeUisliueaa,  licaduil  by  a  liuui'ul,  gieedy,  lying,  aad 
niuixleroua  old  man,  once  cull«d  liodiigo  Borgia,  and  now  liAeO  to  tlie 
nnaclo  of  iiifaniy  u*  I'opo  Alexander  tlic  Sixth.  The  finer  shades  of  Ika 
■hich  GufWu  th«  etlije  of  such  amiihcKce  are  not  apt  to  be  seen  except  by 
UGUtrals,  whoaro  not  distressed  lo  iliMoin  some  lolly  in  marlyra  and  somit 
iudiciottsntas  iu  iho  men  who  buin  tliciu.  But  Uumula  rei(uircd  a atrenglh 
that  neruirality  could  not  give ;  and  this  Kxeonuniinicalioa,  which  sim- 
plified and  ennobled  the  rvsUunt  posiLton  of  iMTonaroU  by  bringinj^  into 
prominence  its  wiiler  lelaiioni,  seemed  lo  oonie  to  her  like  n  rescue  frcni 
Uio  (liieatcnliig  isolation  of  ci-ilieisin  and  doubt.  The  Frate  waa  now 
wiihdinwD  fixtm  that  sinnller  aniagoniun  against  Vloranline  eneraice  inte 
wliicli  bu  continually  fdl  in  the  unchecked  exciionent  of  iIm  pul|Nt,  and 
piesented  himself  simply  a»  appi-aling  to  tlic  Christiaa  world  against  a 
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vicious  cxerddO  of  Mclefdostical  power.  He  van  a  iiUtiilnril-bcarer  Ic-iping 
intollic  breach.  Life  Rcvcr  seems  to  clear  And  cosy  as  when  th«  heart 
i»  bcAUDg  fiut«r  at  the  Hif;1it  of  tome  geucrous  icir-iiiking  deed.  Wc  feci 
no  tiaubt  then  wliat  in  the  higlittt  prize  ilie  eoul  caii  >vm;  wo  almost 
believe  m  our  own  power  to  Btinin  it.  And  by  a  new  current  of  such 
cnthiMinim  liomclA  wjis  livlpcd  ibtouglj  tlicse  ditEcuil  ttiunnx-r  duyn. 

She  hiid  ventured  on  no  word*  to  Tito  thai  would  npprise  him  of  her 
late  inleCview  with  Baldnuarre,  and  tfao  KrekUon  he  hnd  made  to  her. 
What  would  inch  agitating,  difficult  woida  win  from  him  ?  No  admi«)iion 
of  (he  tniih  ;  nothing,  prohnhly,  hut  a  cool  aaroiara  about  ln-r  f^nipalhy 
villi  hia  Buanin.  Baldaaaam  waa  evidently  belpttw :  iho  thing  to  be 
taaei  waa,  not  tliat  lie  tkotild  injure  Tito,  hiit  that  Tito,  coming  upon  hia 
Inuct,  tdionid  carry  out  Fom«  new  (clieme  for  ridding  himaelf  of  the 
injured  man  who  was  a  hnonliDg  dr«ad  to  Iiiin.  Romola  felt  ibat  iJic 
could  do  nothing  decUive  until  nbc  had  aeen  Boldanarro  i^in,  and  learned 
Ihe  full  Irutb  about  iliat  "  other  wifo  " — lt«rued  whether  abe  were  Uie  wlft 
to  whom  'Hto  WM  lir«t  bound. 

I'hc  pombiiitifa  about  tliat  olhrr  wlfi-,  which  involved  the  vir-rst 
wound  lo  her  hereditary  prid?,  mingled  ihemiHilvea  ai  a  newly  eiubittcriitg 
■ua[HCton  with  tlie  earliest  momori^  of  her  illusoiy  lore,  eating  away  the 
Uogering  associationa  of  tendernesa  wilb  the  [«st  image  of  her  husbaod; 
and  ber  irrndilibic  belief  in  the  rett  of  Bnldiiamnv^  rcrehition  made 
licr  ahrink  from  Tito  wilb  a  horror  wLidi  would  perhaps  hnvo  urged 
Mme  poauonate  ipcech  in  (pite  of  hvracif  if  ho  had  not  been  more  than 
naually  nhtent  from  home.  Lilce  many  of  the  wealibior  ciliMna  in  tbat 
time  of  pestilence,  he  »p«nt  the  iiilervaU  of  btinnfM  chiefly  in  the 
country :  tiio  agieeablu  Mtrlema  waa  welcome  at  many  villaa,  and  unue 
Romola  had  rciViaed  (o  Ichtc  the  city,  ho  hod  no  need  to  froTide  a  country 
rtaidence  of  bii  own. 

But  at  last,  in  tlte  later  days  of  July,  the  allevialiou  of  those  publie 
InnAlae  whicb  bad  nbaorbod  her  actiriiy  and  much  of  her  thought,  left 
Boaiota  to  a  Icaa  eoiinteraoted  sense  of  her  personal  lot.  The  pb^ue  hud 
almoM  disappeared,  sud  the  position  of  Savonarola  waa  made  mere  hopeful 
by  a  faToumblo  magistnicy,  who  wore  wrilbg  urgent  vindicatory  Ictteni  to 
Borne  OQ  bis  behalf,  entreating  tlie  withdrawal  of  ^e  KucommunicalioD. 

BomoLa'a  Leiiltby  and  vigoroua  frame  wai  luidcrgoing  tlte  reaction  of 
langoor  ineTilabla  after  oontinuoos  excilcmenl  and  orer-cxerlion ;  but  her 
lueniftl  rMtlesanats  would  not  allow  her  to  remain  at  home  without  prrcmp- 
lory  oceuinlioB,  except  during  (h«  sultry  hours.  In  the  cool  of  the 
moraing  and  evening  she  walked  out  ceii.ilniitly,  varying  bcr  direction  as 
much  as  poMible,  with  tlie  vague  hope  thai  if  Baldaiaarre  were  «till  alive 
■be  night  eDcounter  liim.  I'erhapa  some  illncas  bad  brought  a  new 
paraJyiiii  of  memory,  and  he  had  forgotten  when  she  lived— ftwgotiea 
even  faer  exUtence.  That  was  her  moat  nnguino  explanation  of  bis  non- 
appeuanoe.  The  explanation  she  felt  to  be  izuMl  fVobaUe  ym,  tliat  be 
bad  died  of  1h«  Plague.

Tli«  Rotgo  La  Cnce  was  so  still,  that  she  liUened  to  Iter  own  Ibotstqis 
on  the  parcmcnt  in  the  mimy  silcncn,  until,  on  approaching  a  b«nd  in  tlie 
Btreet,  ahc  saw,  a  few  yards  befoi«  her,  a  Uitle  child  cot  mora  than  three 
ycttrs  oil),  with  no  other  cloitiing  than  his  white  shirt,  pniue  frora  a 
waddling  run  and  look  around  hiiu>  Id  the  tint  inoaa«nt  of  oombig^

See  how  bright  it  is  I"  she 
faid,  laying  it  against  the  white  l>sckground  of  Itomola's  fingera.  "  Tlwy 
get  dim,  and  llit^  he  leU  me  enl  another  when  his  hair  is  grown  i  and  I 
pot  it  with  tho  Breve,  booauia  somclimcs  be  ii  away  a  Icoig  while,  and 
then  it  help*  to  toko  cure  of  me." 

A  slight  sliivor  pacuNl  through  Uomola  ns  the  nuti  was  laid  acroM  her 
fingrra.  At  Tow's  limt  mtotion  of  her  huaband  ■$  having  oome  mysi»- 
ikntsly  she  kueir  not  whence,  a  poiaibiiity  had  risen  bvfors  UnmoJa  that 
BHuia  hcT  hmrt  best  faster;  for  to  one  who  is  anjcionnly  In  amrdi  ot' 
a  cettaia  object,  lbs  Ikintcst  eiiggeslions  have  a  peculiar  Hgnificasoch 
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And  wlicn  lite  citrl  wu  held  lotrarOa  li«r,  tt  eeetiMsd  for  aa  iDsLtnl  like  m 
iDocluog  ]>1ijUitiiii[u  ttt  ilio  lock  Rlie  hcTKlT  hod  cnt  to  vrind  vrilfa  mm  of 
bor  own  fire  jrcan  n^.  Bat  alx!  pracrroil  Ixr  outwrMid  caJmnoBs,  bist 
DM  only  oa  knouring  the  tnitfa,  but  slao  on  comiRg  to  that  knowletlgc  in  a 
way  lltat  would  not  pain  tlua  poor,  tnwtii^  igDmaiit  tiling,  whli  tto 
chiltl'H  mind  in  tW  woouia's  body.  '•  Foolnb  md  hdtilGW :  "  yra ;  u  &t 
■he  cotTMiKindcd  to  HalduBuiTrc'K  nooouot. 

*'  II  is  a  bcnuliitil  corl,"  the  wid,  mutinj;  th«  impuLK  to  wilMrav 
her  bnud.  "  Lillo'a  ciirb  will  be  like  it,  prrbap«,  for  Ar>  check,  tco,  i* 
dark.  And  you  never  know  where  yoor  hutlnnd  goea  tg  when  bo  Invis 
you?" 

"  No,"  Miid  Tmm,  putting  back  b«r  trenBorM  out  of  tbo  childn-o's 
mj.  "  ittit  I  know  Ucmht  Saint  Micbtuil  takoa  ctuo  of  hint,  for  he  gsra 
him  a  bi'uiitil'ul  cwil,  all  niiule  of  little  cboinB;  and  if  ho  {xita  that  oo,

Tvtsa  gavi!  s  xlight  aluit  at  Romula'*  new  tone  of  inquirer,  and  looked 
lip  at  her  with  n  hcailnling  rxpivuion.  Ililhorto  she  had  jimitlei)  on 
without  coiijciousneu  ihut  she  was  niukiug  Kvclution*,  any  more  than  whtoi 
she  said  old  thioga  otct  nnd  over  ngniit  to  Iklonna  Lira.

Po-wnlly  RoincU  took 
her  BciMors  from  her  Ksrtclla,  nnd  ciit  o!F  one  of  lirr  long  w»Ty  lockf 
while  iliv  tliTM  pair  of  wide  e^es  roUo*<.-d  bor  morem«alB  villi  kitiai-inc« 
obscmlwn. 

"  J  mnU  gn  nwny  from  joit  tlo«,"  Ae  «»d,  "  bat  I  irltl  Ivflve  Oib 
lock  of  hair  that  it  ntny  tcmind  you  of  mr,  hccatmi  if  yoii  are  ever  in 
iroTibIc  7011  cnn  think  ihnt  pnhnyM  God  irlll  i«nd  inc  lo  Uke  care  of  you 
npiin.  I  cannot  tell  you  wberv  lo  And  me,  brit  if  I  ever  know  tliat  yoA 
tnmt  me,  1  vill  come  to  yon.  Addio  ! " 

She  had  But  down  Lillo  hurriedly,  and  h«ld  011I  her  hand  lo  Tetu,  who 
kiwcd  it  flriih  a  mixtuic  of  uin  nnd  aorrow  at  thin  jMtting.  ItomoLi'i  ] 
mind  WM  oppressed  viih  tlioughU;  die  R4.-eded  to  be  alone  nS  soon  as 
pOAaible,  but  vith  her  halMtnal  care  for  the  least  forlimalc,  site  ttirnnd 
ajide  to  put  her  hand  In  a  (Kendly  way  on  Motina  LUa'a  cliouhlor  ami 
infikc  her  a  fnrcwell  sign.  Before  the  oM  woman  hail  finishi-d  her  decpj 
rcterencc,  Romola  had  dinppearcd. 

Ifontia  Ltea  and  Tett<a  moved  towards  t-ach  olhcr  by  flimuI(:mecnD' 
impulte",  while  the  two  children  stood  clinging  to  thetr  mother 'a  KkirU : 
if  they,  too,  ftlt  tlie  atmosphere  of  nwo. 

"Do  yon  thiiik  the  was  a.  aaint7  "  aaid  Tessa,  in  tjsa'a  ear,  abowin 
her  the  lock.

And  the  tnx[iiriiig  consciouvness  breathed  into   her  by  SaronirroU'i^l 
lBfltienc«  lhat  her  lot  wns  Tilnlly  united  with  the  general  lot  Iiad  «xall<d' 
even  the  minor  dclaila  of  obiigalion  into  religion.    She  wa*  marcliing  wild 
a  great  army ;  she  was  feeling  ihc  stress  of  &  common  Iifi>.

Woa  not  that  the  ulmoal 
f^iiiiifuIneM  lo  her  bond  (bat  could  be  required  of  her  7  A  thtiddering 
anticipation  camo  over  her  that  he  wonld  clolhe  a  rol\isa]  En  A  sneering 
siig.qe3tion  that  she  should  enter  a  convent  as  the  only  modo  of  rjnitting 
him  that  would  not  bo  wandalouu.  He  knew  well  that  her  mbd  re- 
volted from  that  meant  of  escape,  not  only  hecatiie  of  her  own  repwgnMwo 
to  a  narrow  rule,  but  because  all  the  cherished  mcmorio*  of  her  father 
forliodo  that  the  ahoiild  adopt  a  mode  of  life  which  WU  ttsociated  witli 
his  deepe<yl  gritfii  and  hU  bittereal  dislike.

"  You  miiJit  not  lliink  despairingly  of  the  ooDsequ«nccs"  "id  Tito, 
a  tone  of  suothiog  cDCuuragouieril,  at  which  Romola  kIcmkI  wonder 
until  he  added,  "Th^  nccttfcd  hitvc  too  ra&ny  family  ilea  with  all  paHie 
not  to  caoape :  and  Metter  Bomurdo  del  Ni;ro  lia»  other  things  ta  hi* 
favour  besides  bis  age." 

lEotnok  Klartcd,  and  govo  a  cry  at  if  she  had  been  suddenly  striehel 
by  a  sharp  weapoa. 

"  What !  ynn  did  not  know  it?"  (aid  Tito,  pnttiog  his  hand  under  I 
ann  tlint  he  might  l«ad  her  U>  a  seal ;  but  she  seemod  to  be  niuiwarc 
his  touch.

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Two  jTuM  and  a  balf— or  mny-be  lliree  yean  ago — iherc  came  to  Eng- 
land, briiigiDg  with  him  from  ihn  Indian  mtitiiiy  a  grt'at  namu  niid  n  wuxtud 
bodj,  a  RTildici*  vho  Lad  d«ui:  liis  work  no  wi'U  lliat  all  mi-n  icjoiced  lo 
wclcoinu  tiini.  lie  was  an  olSccr  of  the  old  Comimny's  army  then  moi'iUiiiid, 
am!  1.(1  hiul  vnndv  liIs  way  lo  ilie  front,  without  jialronage  anJ  wiiliout 
priviltge,  undiT  thai  great  Monurchyoflhp  Middle  Clnnsea,  doing  on  the  rand 
to  tnsny  great  aiid  so  many  good  deeds  tbat,  although  not  b«laugiiig  to,  or 
di«rishud  by,  "  tlio  fiimiliei,"  men  of  all  kinds,  even  in  England,  admittod 
that  th«re  was  some  greatucss  in  Liin,  and  that  ht>  was  of  tk«  true  Nobility 
of  ihe  earth. 

'ni«r»  ven  men  of  liiglier  tank  ibnn  3xita  Otmuu;  m«n  who 
h«d  comtnnnded  giouttf  annitx,  and  who  bad  gov«nied  tnor«  extendi  re 
tcrntoric*.  Theri;  was  no  one  great  t-vent,  changing  the  destinies  of 
raifiirM,  t«  wUid)  he  coutd  ]>oinl  as  pcuuiiurly  liix  own.  Hl»  cnrticr  wni 
wilboiit  a  Wati'i'lcio.  Uiit  s  life  of  sustained  devotion  lo  the  publie 
tervici.-,  a  lifi^  mudu  hcaulirut  by  ntpi-nted  acts  of  heroinra  and  chirnlry, 
n  life  of  ftCninlcRi  trtiih  and  unsullied  honour,  madu  England  echo  bock 
l1i«  proiii^  which  pealed  across  the  Eosturu  »caa.  Sg  London  did  what 
CalcutiA  had  done  only  a  sliort  time  beforu :  held  a  great  mreting  in  hi* 
iMMar,  volvd  him  a  etatue,  and  oiliurwinf  cxiircHaed  ihc  admiration  due 
te'a'lUa  which  wan  a  noble  le»on.  What  hii  career  had  been,  wo  then 
t(i«d  brielly  lo  set  furtb  in  these  pages  ;  *  but  the  much  tlial  th«re  waa  to 
■uy  made  it  difliciilt  to  tay  it  in  narrow  ipace,  and  it  wa*  btit  a  «cant 
rt.«ord  uftOT  all,  of  years  crowded  with  adveclurv.  It  waa  (he  history, 
two,  of  a  living  nuin  ;  written,  lluir<rJor«,  not  without  aomc  rcicTvaiion  of 
the  fvctings  of  love  and  veneration  whJeh  inapirod  (lie  writer.  Ue  little 
thought  how  near  wa«  the  time  when  all  ihc  truth  might  lie  ipokon 
without  ofFenee  to  the  luodcHt  nuiuro  of  the  ninn.  But  Outram  haa  pawed 
into  t]i«  great  moater-roU  of  buried  lictav*,  and  tlic  tongue  of  praiK  need 
no  longer  be  ullll. 

lu  what  we  wrute  two  yean  ago,  the  story  cf  Oulram's  life  va»  briefly 
toM  to  the  end.  'Hie  roit  is  but  a  rraord  of  Iti  iadiog  away.  It  wa*  truly 
aaid  of  liim  tliat  bo  "aank  beneath  the  burden  of  peace."  lie  anid  ihia, 
Indeed,  of  himself;  and  when  friend*  uiid,  cuusoIiii(-ly,  that  rest  and 
diango  of  •cene,  and  a  mild,  dry  dtni.ite  would  retitore  him  to  health,  he

Bnt  the  peribraiiuico  of  ihilieis  whieh  hcpt  hiin  in  s  ctnte  of  inlrRte 
kclfoii.  hraced  and  invigorated  >iim,  beyond  aU  example.  At  dw  aound  of 
tbu  tniiuput,  faia  fe«blcEn«aa  ihriUed  into  atrcngth;  tkc  fin:  wa>  rckiixIlMl 
in  bb  «7e ;  the  pain  and  languor  wiittcm  on  liia  Ahw  gnve  way  to  tli«  glow 
of  energj  and  rigour.  Ha  oould  not  ndtcn  with  tho  sword  ia  Itii  bawl; 
but  whra  bo  returned  it  to  the  scabbard,  human  wonknns  reanETt^i)  iladf 
and  the  frnil  body  uticcumbi-d  bcntath  tlie  incubua  of  peace.  Twtoe  hod 
4he  vis  nudiaitrix  btUi  arrcslod  the  h.-ind  of  death.  And  oven  a  third 
time,  thoiigli  i^i-nt  and  (Imltered  more  and  more  bjr  nob  new  flonfliet 
yi  iih  nature,  hr  might  hare  nmn  again  from  his  proHtratkm  and  gone  oat 
to  do  Ilia  couQtrj-'a  bidding.  But  ilio  work  of  the  aoidier  waa  done. 
'i1i«re  iriw  nothing  to  louao  him.  lt«  had  everything  that  oould  ihnw 
MUMtbinc  on  bin  dt.-cliu!ng  years.  Honours  and  nwards  were  poured  npm 
him  with  a  liberal  hand.  The  oravings  of  a  noble  ambition  were  fully 
satisfied.  lif  hud,  jierhapa,  more  frienda  thnn  ever  Iwll  la  lliu  lot  of  ntaiL 
Hut  the  giwAt  gliniiihis  of  a  call  to  duty  w«8  wanting.  He  went  ahroad; 
w;iii(3i'r('d  ov«r  Egj'pt ;  Kin  i-vi-r  nctivi:  mind  full  of  the  tliought  that  mms 
dny  tho  land  of  the  rharnohs  might  be  the  Held  of  a  great  batlle  lintgkt 
&r  the  tupTomacy  of  the  Indies;  but  he  rttui-niil  to  ICngIim<l,  little  better 
tuT  the  chan^,  and  his  friends  saw  vitb  sorrow  and  alarm  that  ho 
still  only  a  wreck  of  tlic  James  (hitmm  who  had  tnnuxi  ilie  Bhwls 
Cnndi.-i>h,  who  hn<I  hunt^H  ihe  Ameer  «f  Cniibul,  de^endvd  the  llctiden 
of  Ilj denibud,  and  bitiiU-d  wiili  (;igaiitic  corruption  at  the  Court  of  ' 
Guicownr. 

On  a  fini'  July  morning  in  tbc  year  w-tiich  has  jnst  gone,  theiw  wa 
gnthrring  of  many  of  thcnw  friendi)  in  hiH  house  rn  the  weMrm  frontier  i 
London.  They  had  ^le  ibilhur  to  prcsmt  tha  atldreas  voted  at  the 
meeting  held  in  &t.  JsmWs  more  than  a  yiar  before;  ond  it  boiv  ihs 
nuin<«  of  all  in  Englimd  and  in  India  who  had  subscribed  lo  the  lodi* 
menials  which  were  to  ui.iik  tlie  public  leniR  of  his  services  and  hii 
«lunu3t«r.  To  nhnt  Irngih  the  parchment  bearing  tboea  names  ui^ 
bnva  been  rollotl  out  could  only  bu  diinly  conjectured,  for  it  IhmI  slratclisd 
Uscif  «TeT  th«  lloor  of  a  room  of  no  nooU  dimensions  withont  Mosfblr. 
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dhatiuiIuDS  ^^c  ^"'^  "^  tli«  ficrall,  and  there  wore  ihoH  wli»  {ircpnuil 
largliiiigly  to  odjourn,  for  more  filLiDg  space,  to  die  neigbbourtog  ExkibU 
(ion  building. 

Tbere  were  nianjr  mca  of  doIc  lunong  thutc  ihm  Ksrinblcd ;  indeed, 
U  nuj  be  mJA  that  alsuut  every  man  hud  rase  oeMmty  of  bli  owii,  or, 
at  least,  had  done  >ome  good  tciTioc  to  the  State;  and  tlie  address  thca 
nad  by  their  ducal  sp(4:c»iiiaD  mu^t  have  [il«ai«d  Outrani  as  mudt  as  the 
amemUngi*.  Ilisaniwi^,  in  ilapliiin,  unprvlc-ncling  modcntjr,  wiu  ckarncto^ 
iatic  of  the  mfln.  He  Mid  that  he  hai\  trUd  to  do  hia  dutj-,  but  thnt  lie 
fi-nrnl  he  had  not  done  it  iit!  no  iri'il  a>  hitd  been  drcliurd  in  the  a<lLlrcSft. 
And  he  added,  with  a  graceful  rtf-crcuce  to  the  old  Cowpanj'd  army — a 
rcfmnoa  in  tvhieh  th?rc  nns  a  touch  of  ndnCBS,  for  its  name  had  bocum« 
Ichabod — "  I  maa  Tunrtd  under  a  ayslein  wliicU  gave  to  every  man  an  <'(|«al 
chance  of  going  to  the  front,  and  I  owe  it  to  thttt  ^'xlvm  that  I  am  now 
standing  before  you."  lie  o\r\>d  it  to  the  eyeteni,  not  to  patronage  or  to 
privilege ;  but  hu  owed  it  no  Ims  to  hinisi-lf.  It  wna  becaw«  the  right 
man  ntrore  mightily  under  the  nght  syetem  tJiat  be  stood  tbcrc  to  rccoive 
the  pra'uiea  of  bl*  eountrj'mcn.  Whether  any  Kyitera  could  have  kept  htm 
in  riio  bnckground  with  ennrgies  and  impulses  Buch  at  bis,  gmhcring 
sinnglh  from  rcMttapce,  Hcartn  only  knows  j  but  certain  h  it  thai  only 
on  Ihnt  tbeatn  of  action  was  such  a  career  as  Outram's  poxtibtu.  llo 
CDight  have  risen  to  btgher  command;  fae  might  have  been  a  greater 
soldier.  But  only  under  the  Indian  tysUm  are  soldier- slatesniea  i^red— 
nicn  of  the  Mme  ckn  and  the  Mime  calibre  u  John  Malcolm,  Homy 
Lnwr«nco,  atld  Jamca  Oulram.  It  was  for  no  one  great  thing  that  ibo 
many  nho  had  signed  the  nddrcM  honoured  biin  who  now  rtood  there  to 
receive  It  It  waa  for  tho  varied  work  tlist  ho  bad  done  j  for  iLe  good 
tnie  stair  of  which  be  had  aliown  himself  to  be  niadi-,  in  so  many  diiftri^nt 
conjuDCturex,  nil  inning  tlifl  bighr^t  qualities  of  htimnnity,  and  always 
btioglng  birn  triuni]>li:i!itly  through  the  ordeal.  An  Indian  "pohtical" 
ia  a  public  fUnetionaxy  tut  gentrh ;  a  soldier  yesterday,  a  diplomatist  to- 
day, an  administratnr  to-morrow.  He  lights  Iwttlet,  nrgoliatcs  treaties, 
(overns  [iroTincn;  is  always  ready  for  work,  tlie  aword  in  one  hand, 
tlM  portfolio  in  the  ollirr ;  always  self-reliant  and  co>unigGOUR  because 
Iwbituated  to  power  and  to  roxponsibiliiy,  and  alwaya  (iBTtile  in  rcsourcca 
becmne  neeustomed  to  indepcadont  action  in  ramote  position*  lar  away 
from  autJiurity  and  coniroi.  This  ia  the  system  of  which  Ouiram 
spoke  on  that  July  morning— a  syttem  which  tnun.i  mim  to  truxl  to  them- 
selves,  and  releases  them  perfoice  from  the  thmldom  and  iho  mar1yr\lom 
ol'  lied  Tape. 

*"  Tlio  memory  of  your  grvat  kindneM,"  he  said  in  ecnclosioo,  "  will 
go  with    mo  to   the  grave."     And  there  were  some  who,  hearing  the 
wmds,  tboHglit  sorrowfully  tliut  tlie  iHiniuige  would  nut  be  a  long  one. 
And  they  were  right.     A  few  nionllts  later,  many  of  the  same  Irienda 
■    wer«  BSacmMcd  in   tlie  same  rooms ;  and  in  anoUier  room  beneath  the 
Kmm  roof  Uy  in  a  coffin  all  that  waa  mortal  of  Janes  Outram.    Uo

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had  ipQDt  ttie  wlDter  Ut  llw  sonth  of  FniDce.  and  va  Umt  mnnonilile 
Bi^l  cf  the  lOiIi  bf  Mareb,  vrlicn  all  England  wu  U  a  grcai  blsse  of 
mibtutasm,  njoitdng  ia  the  bridab  of  a  fouog  Prince,  tbe  TcU-ran 
ban  laj  dying  in  a  feragn  toim,  and  tiev>  Koa  cane  tlial  be  was  dead. 
On  lb«  lliii  nr  Marcb,  1663,  nt  tbe^  age  of  ibrecKOK,  Jamu  Outn^H 
ditid  ai  Pau  ;  mod  a  ^rtnigbt  later  crowds  w«re  flocking  to  WtMrninU^I 
Ahbvf  to  aee  bi>  rPimuM  laid  in  the  gniTG  of  tlie  grvnt  burial-pbce  of 
ibe  nigfi^  dead. 

Ttw  Govtrametit,  wbicli  bo  lud  served  so  long  aod  co  devot«dljr,  gnre 
faiin  a  public  fuDcral,  and  *o  gr«st  wm  the  voieratioa  in  which  be  had 
been  boM,  thai  people  came  Trom  a  diuaitoe  (o  pay  him  i)ic  but  hoDoara, 
and  btuidrcdN  Mught  admittaocc  to  tim  Abbey,  to  whom  It  was  of  oecca&ity 
refaiMautly  TelWd.  It  mi  a  ■otenm  and  a  loacbitig  t^enf.  Not  many 
monibs  brforc  many  oftba  nms  nonrncn  bad  flood  itnmud  the  gnrE  of 
another  great  man,  nlio  liad  oIm  returned  frotii  the  Kcne  of  the  Indian 
inaciny  to  find  not  a  bivnjc,  but  a  buri^^UpIopcc  in  EDglaml— a  great  man, 
«iho  bad  Krendy  confroulcd  danger  and  diauler  in  a  ditlant  Und,  in  a 
dcstrnying  cttmnle,  with  cvmytbiiig  around  him  to  diiturb  and  lo  deprcn, 
and  duly  hia  ovm  gocA  coBtdence,  hia  own  brave  heart,  to  aoitua  \da; 
yiho  had  gone  tlirongh  6cTy  trialj,  tuihiin  luid  unmorcd,  so  that  mm  vbo 
could  not  fatlioin  bis  gnalncss  came  to  speak  of  bim  as  of  a  stock  or  a 
>toii«;  who  bad  Rlood  firm  at  h»  poet  until  lli«  battle  bad  been  fought  out 
to  the  last,  yielding  Bi^iiher  to  uckoest  ncir  to  sorrow;  but  who,  when  hk 
conntry  no  longer  nmlcd  liin  srrvicm,  and  his  work  was  done,  came  Ii 
and  amidat  all  peacftTn]  aiKt  bannonioui  simoundlDgs,  vriOi  the  praises 
Ilia  Sov< reign,  the  applaiim  of  bis  countrjmeii,  and  the  kind  words 
kindred  in  hia  can,  laid  hinucif  down  to  die — 

Like  aoiBS  brav*  sfalii  llMd  weslban  oni  Ut  lUnn, 
Bat  goes  lo  [nwcs  safely  moond  in  f>M. 

There  were  some,  doubtless,  who,  Ln  Westininitcr  Abliey,  on  (he  ?5tli 
oTMarelt,  titoagbt  of  tliis,  and  bow  the  two  had  sale  logctfier  in  eouodl^ 
Mid  bow  they  bad  admlivd  and  honoured  each  other,  not  the  less  for  sdch 
conjlicta  or  opinion.   Thay  thought  how  Outram,  nn»ginbkSaenseof  right 
(it  matters  not  on  wbicb  side  the  right  rvally  lay),  did  hattli'^  brnn-Iy  with 
higher  antliority,  and  nprer  yielded  an  inch  of  what  he  bdd  lo  bctlwlni: 
There  were  some,  perhaps,  who  m-erenccd  bim  moat  of  all  fiirihecoBi 
lions  which,  fixim  time  to  lime,  bad  thrown  shadows  over,  but  left  no 
S|Jutsupon,  bislile;  for  tlie  manliness  with  nhirb.crer  sustained  by  a 
fniih  in  the  goodneot  of  bU  cause,  he  had  provoked  the  frowns  and  dai 
the  ceiiiures  of  men  above  him  on  the  otHcial  ladder,  not  beeanse  be 
by  nature  contenlioua  or  intolerant  of  control,  for  no  man  bad  a  ncn 
geninl  temper  or  n  more  roldicrly  respect  far  higher  aurborily,  but  because 
lie  bi;lii:v<!d  it  to  be  his  duty,  ngainal  any  odd%  to  do  battle  with  tyranny, 
injustice,  nnd  cormption.    They  ihonght,  pcrhnps,  looking  back  at  his  put 
career,  wlutl  sluup  rocks  tic  along  tlie  path  of  dtity,  what  pilfalit  ihM 
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JITP  to  he««»pci],  wLnt  i3hiU  aud  LewUdtring  fwcirtBto  b6grop«d  tliioiigll 
bi-foro  tbu  clear  tiglit  of  tlic  open  plnin  in  to  be  foimcl ;  and,  thinking  lliw, 
Ihry  niaj  }>ave  felt  in  tlicir  iumust  liuim  lliut  Ouirjiti's  greatest  victories 
were  DOl  lIioM  which  he  ncliic^'cd  ovcrsitvngc  Iribcii,  iT  pcrfidioilii natinnt^ 
or  tinui«s  diaoiplined  and  equipped  by  ounclres;  aiid,  thinking  of  thew 
grcntcr  vicUirira,  they  ilirrw  n  wrcalh  upon  his  bipr. 

Other*  tliei-e  were  wlio,  kiiowirifj  liitle  of  ihcac  ccnflicto,  nnd  bow 
more  than  nil  eUc  iJiey  hud  ii;vinU-d  tho  inner  worth  of  tho  ni«n,  Buffered 
Iheir  thoughts  to  flow  iutu  diirvreni  chuiiiieln.  There  wrro  men  wlio  had 
known  him  nlmnst  from  hiR  boyhood,  nnd  men  Avho  had  known  Iiiui  only 
tu  neneriil  Sir  James  Oulram,  ooaimanJiug  a  divi«oa  of  the  nrmjr  whieh 
bad  cruahi?d  out  ihe  life  of  the  Indian  rebellion.  For  it  waa  a  [leeuliarily 
of  Ouiruiu'n  liiiiie  that  there  wus  a  inauy-sidcdnest  utioiil  it,  teldom,  if  ever, 
Mjuailed  in  the  lives  cf  our  greale«t  men.  There  were  tlicui:  bcsido  hia 
grave  whu  hart  known  hhu  ns  a  mighty  hunter,  in  days  vhen  Jolin 
Malcolm,  hiniaolf  a  liaer-Blayer,  was  Governor  of  Bombay— men,  who 
had  riddrn  many  dc»pcrnte  I'liids  with  him  againi>t  the  safagc  d«nizcjis  of 
tbo  jungle,  nud  coidd  opeak  of  the  cool  courage  with  whidi  lie  ever 
Gvnfronicd  diingcr  and  tbo  impnlsivo  daring  which  often  sent  him  in 
Karch  of  it.  I'bey  ihougliC  of  the  indouiitiible  pluck  he  hud  «liowi)  in 
Rnglc'handcd  encounter  wiih  royal  tigero,  and  how,  with  hi*  head  iu  tho 
nouth  of  B  panther,  he  luul  narrowly  touaped  dentil,  but  had  gone  ngnii) 
to  tbtt  fiwid  wilb  renewed  appetite  forfiiniilar  ndreainres.  They  may  not, 
perhaps,  bar«  tliougbt  hoiv  it  wan  nut  alwujs  for  :neru  pustiuic  tliat 
Outmni  had  thun  fifkcd  a  life  wliieh  hiH  cotinti;  could  ill  spare ;  for 
with  a  rude  pi'uplu  tJiia  maaiery  over  the  bursts  vf  the  forett  >»  no  minll 
element  of  diplomatic  siiccew.  Diit  nnyliow,  they  honoured  liiiu  for  hi* 
daring  j  aud  they  uhio  iJircw  a  wreath  upon  hi*  bier.* 


*  Thn  sMduiloncy  whicli  tlutnun  Knincil  nvor  thn  IliioeU  ititt  in  no  cnMll  mewiuv 
•Urlliuialilc  to  tbc  rcputaiion  nlticli  he  gained  oiniinf  dicni  a*  a  mlehry  hanl^r.  lie 
hu  himiH-lf  notcl  iluwii  tuiae  curiom  cireciin«iiuicei  it'lntliif:  to  their  luiicntitions. 
"  They  li»v«  n  belief,"  he  wrote,  ■'  that  tliofc  who  «lnj-  a  tiijfr  niiiiiitniii  i-oiver 
««or  that  uunuil  in  the  next  worlil  i  bnl  that  thoM  slaia  bj  n  ligrr  arc  [TDderrd 
hMtMlhr  aubtenSent  to  llio  ■nimnl.

the  monster,  nnri  h:uTeiird  In  ouuiv  CiiTutmi  ol'  the  fui-'t.  Iln  waji  Jnit  dt'aig  nhcn  I 
woil  la  hiin.  hnl  had  hhk  left  la  Dndcrttand  and  expresi  liis  uiiifiictian,  imme- 
•UMelfaftv  which  lie  eapiieil,  .  .  .  da  all  oecuionn  ol  ilanser  the  BhRoUdliyilavcd 
•itonldilng  praence  of  mind  and  plud ;  and  olmuit  invariably  when,  in  tnckiag  a 
dgsr.  (hey  wddmly  raniu  iiiion  llii^  nniinal,  tlir'i  vHiwd  liini  to  illnk  nll^  from  the  bobl 
fronl  Ihcy  mnintalnfiL  Whether  the  BliccI  bcciim*  (ingljr  opiuKil  to  •  tigw,  or 
■cveral  wne  togelbei,  ho  nati-r  tliiiii;:lit  of  Inniiiii:  or  niiiniii);,  t'Ht  eauwil  the  bntle 
to  walk  olT  inarcitd  liv  lllmllr  ilnrliitc  hint  out  of  rountennnec.  Often  in  ciltira] 
■MBBnta,  "hen  hummu  on  font,  hoi  o  ii(;er  been  tnniod  froni  me  br  ni}' laiihfal 
BlKali  :  and  on  one  occaiiua,  wlicu  a  |>anthei  had  gat  me  down^  Ihof  killnl  him  with 
their  *woi^*,  when  rolling  with  mo  on  the  groand,  with  tny  head  in  hU  moaih." 
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In  nomcot*  of  calm  rcDcction,  Kitling  iiuk-tly  In  oar  honm,  W  li^S 
down  M  ft  precept  not  to  be  gaiiiiaiJ,  ilmt  men  whose  Uvea  belong  to  thm 
Bute  htkve  no  right  iinncc^vurily  to  risk  them.     Nolhicg  in  the  Bbalraia 
CM  Im  more  true.    But  wc  miut  look  at  tfaeeo  tlunga  in  tlie  «ggregata 
and  not  forget  kow   tlic   my  hardtliood   and  during  of  fhv   Eutionlfl 
dwnuter,  which  Ukes  no  accoant  of  *adi  nek»,  ha«  contributed  to  Ikfl 
■uoccai  of  onr  great  Indian  career.     There  may  be  plenliful  comjwaqj 
tion,  aliboii^h  wo  8e«  it  not  at  the  time,  for  the  kw  even  of  the  oMifl 
Krrioeabio  \iven.     Bnt  men,  when  thu  blood  m  irarm  within  ibcm,  do  ind 
take  this  debtor  and  crvditor  view  of  tLin^ ;  they  arc  la  no  mood  to  Mrlkft^ 
abalaocc;  bat  go  forward  a«  iho  iinpulM  mores  them.    TbuOuUmn  did 
•0  must  be  admitted  ;  it  was  not  in  kU  nature  to  do  otherwise.     Wiiut-M, 
the  manncT  in  which  he  oxpofrd  hi<  life  on  the  first  adrance  upon  Luckaov 
Higher  authority  decreed  ilist  be  was  wrong.    It  wan  not  Ibr  men 
Drea  were  so  much  vrmnted  in  that  crius  tt>  expose  ihcuuolvea  to  ttnne 
dnnger.    There  wnn  aoihin;-  tliaC  OiitriLUi  to  much  coveted  at  lli«  Victor^ 
CroM.     If  lht«  was  nn  infirmity  il  was  an  infirmity  of  a  noble  mind 
There  was  one  betdde  hi*  grave,  on  t)iat  23th  of  Klarch,  to  whom  Otiimn 
bad  mid  a  fuw  months  before  hU  death,  with  the  tnodoty  which  wok 
part  of  him, — "  I  do  not  winh  you  tn  think  too  highly  of  ray  surrcndiif 
of  the  commnni]  to  llavclock.     They  have   made  more  of  it  llian 
diaervct.     It  wnt  nrit  all  unsolliihnoa  upon  my  part ;  for  I  cnguriy  Ion 
for  a  chance  of  going  in  for  llna  Victoria  Croaa."     The  friend  to  whom  I 
mid  ibi*  hDnaunHl  him  fur  tlic  avownl;  but  told  him  that  hi*  life  was  1c 
ptecioHs  at  that  time  to  wiui'nnt  his  running  after  a  crosi  like  a  liot>^ 
hcniK'd  boy,  and  knocking  down  rebels  armed  to  the  tc«tli  with  no  uKire 
fermlJuble  weupun  tlian  a  slick.     lie  untied,  a*  If  it  wi-ru  an  old  plati- 
tude-     Kp  h.id  licnrd  it  bpfore  from  the  lip*,  and  road  it  fVom  the  pen* 
©f    grcMor   men.      There  was  one  great   man   beude  his   grave  wlia 
pcrbapii  fell  that  though,  aa  commander'^n •chief  of  the  army,  be  bad 
been  bound  to  diccouragc  such  Impolaiveneas  ai  thb  on  tliv  port  uf  om 
in  Outram**  pl»cc,  yet  that  ua  n  wldier,  and  a  eoldivr  "wnr-bred"  m 
Napier  called  him,  he  could  not  help  honouilug  the  youibfol  ardpor  aDd 
inipuliiiveuc»  of  the  vcli^raa  of  thrveccnrv.     And  doudtleu,  ihiukbig  of 
this,  anJ  of  all  Otitram's  tine  ooldicrly  rjuHliliew,  the  Duble  old  i-tiicf,  wba«e 
grey  head  wa«  bowed  sorrcwfuUy  beside  the  hero's  gntvo,  tlirew  aUo  bia 
wreath  npou  tlie  bier. 

Itut  it  u-a«  not  merely  pcrwnal  ambition  that  moved  Ontram  to  c-cpow 
bin  life  in  tliiit  partieuiar  eonjuiiclure  by  dotth  of  penntfial  gallantry. 
"  I  conceive,"  ho  wrote  in  1050,  "  thai  at  n  soldier  I  was  simply  in  the 
poiition  of  a  mere  volunteer,  duiing  the  period  I  abdicated  tho  oommand 
to  Genera]  Uavelock.  I  am  not  w  aatiafied,  however,  that  I  can  juuly 
contend  againut  tite  improwon,  which  I  iwgrvt  to  find  is  entenniuL-d  hj 
Ibe  Governor -Genera  I,  that  I  too  readily  ignored  the  rMpon>iliiliti«»  of 
Ike  high  civil  ponition  in  which  he  had  placed  me,  even  whilst  lis  dulita 
were  in  abeyance  from  the  impoMibilliy  of  conducllog  thvm,  while  }i;t  we 
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JMiitaed  Hkt  ftodiig  in  Ouile.  In  ih:tt  view,  hi*  4:xci.-Itmcjr*i>  iii^idcuts 
l^Aia  dw  eoune  t  punuod  cai  tlii«  nccnxion  are  too  cogent,  tliuugli  no 
liin<lly  out!  coiirlcoiutly  exprea«eJ,  to  allow  me  to  blind  tnysc-lf  to  tho  tuct 
lluit  I  vaa  not  jiutiGod  m  »o  entirely  losing  aiglit,  as  I  cannot  but  feel 
coDsciou*  that  I  did,  of  my  [lositiou  of  chief  cunimiwioiier  o!  Oiid?.  But 
I  bi^  to  b(!  allowed  to  urge  nn  somewhat  extenuating  uiy  apjiurunt  wif- 
iahuces  in  tiotrkiDg  [^rsuu;!!  dint iuct ion  in  the  fivlJ,  ivliilc  yet  my  civil 
functions  yere  literally  nil,  tlint  until  Luckuow  fi-II  to  u»r  nrin*  or 
retiim<»l  to  ullcgtuncc  on  relief  of  tlic  gatrixon,  there  coiUiI  be  no  poiaJbiUly 
of  a  diief  cvnimi^ioiier  being  rtijuii'd ;  and  tu  cfll'ut  llie  fricat  object 
whicU  wo  then  h^d  in  view,  every  man  of  llic  force,  military  or  civil, 
was  required  lu  do  thu  July  of  a  aoMiur.  But  I  hope  I  wus  acluiitvd 
by  better  motives  than  the  nivrc  seeking  of  porsonnl  distinction.  I  Ailt 
that  it  w«i  moru  iiiciiuiliciil  on  inyoclf  Ihau  ou  any  man  in  tlio  forcA 
to  »liow  the  KoMicTs  that  I  dii!  not  fhrink  from  any  dnng*r«  to  which  llioy 
llieauelvea  were  cxiiosti],  in  a  rtrtitoli-"  ivhieli  ihey  all  Isiiew  J  had  drawn 
Ibeia  into.  Our  »ucc«««  do|icndotI  or  hU  being  n^ived  by  iIjc  Bam« 
aj>irit;  anil  tlio  holding  1>ack  of  ao  proniinvnl  an  individual  ua  ihi-ir  Into 
general,  ou  the  [ilea  of  Ilia  p<>Htioii  as  cliief  commissioner,  would  not 
have  promoted  auch  n  (pirit.  It  wan  on  objwt  cctUiinly  to  inspire  onr 
smalt  biidy  of  cavalry,  in  their  fuel  eoiileil.  with  l!ie  cntlmalaam  rtijulred 
to  cany  tlictn  ilirongli  what  wo  l:n('W  tbey  wouM  hnvc  to  encounter  etis 
Wfl  reached  Lticknow,"  "But,"  he  added,  wlib  that  irreitiiriibledvsiretodo 
fiill  jualica  to  others  which  wax  m>  uoIjIc  a  feature  of  hi*  chanictcr, 
"  my  int4Trcicnc«  was  little  ueedod  to  that  end  wilh  men  UDder  Captain 
Barrow'a  commtuid,  and  wou1<l  not  have  iK-en  exerted,  pcrhups,  luid  1  had 
|)retii>ua  o|>j)ortutiities  of  ttating  that  ofriC(M:'s  quallGcrttions  for  commaud. 
Tbo  cavalry  aSnir,  hovfcvcr,  was  rocrc  paalinie  to  what  was  bdbre  ih 
when  iuiperativQ  duty  demanded  my  exi^oHure  ;  fur  I  elale  but  tiw  trulli, 
to  which  tho  whole  army  will  tcitlfy,  dcdanii){  it  in  iiuif'- dele  nee  againvt 
the  itnimlAlion  of  needlessly  «xpoiLDg  mysi'lf,  that  bad  I  gone  to  tlio  rear 
when  wounded  on  the  morning  of  the  25th  cf  September,  tho  column 
would  not  have  penetrated  into  the  city,  nor  without  my  guidance  could 
it  have  readied  the-  Residency."  Such  U  Outnni'n  own  ueeount  of  iho 
Victoria  Cross  eplKide;  and  nil  that  wc  need  sAy  about  it  h,  that  to  have 
done  otherwise  limn  he  did  would  luvelieeii  very  much  unliko  all  that  <nv 
know  of  ili«  character  of  James  Outram.  It  was  not  in  him  when  danger 
threatened  to  refruui  from  going  to  iho  front. 

That  he  was  ambilioiia  is  not  to  bo  denied ;  but  his  ambition  had  but 
Ijttlo  of  llie  common  element  of  adfiahncM.  He  wotild  never  conwnt  to 
riw!  at  (lio  ex|>eiise  of  others,  nor  would  he  benefit  himictf  to  the  injury 
of  tho  8lste>  No  man  was  ever  mure  liberal  In  tlie  betilowal  of  praiM 
(<n  otlitTs,  more  witling  to  acknowledge  the  aMistUice  he  had  derived 
from  his  comrades,  or  more  enger  to  obtain  for  (hem  tTic  recognition  of 
the  Crown.  Indeed,  it  nuiy  be  said  that  he  almost  wearied  tbu  Govein- 
luent  by  iniporluulng  Iheiu  to  obtain  honoan  and  rvwirds  for  (h«  offloen 
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•nd  men  wlio  had  served  under  him.  "  Of  bini  it  mny  bo  said,"  vroto 
«ne  who  had  icrved  under  him  st  the  Alumhngh,  "  if  it  «aD  be  nid  of 
nny  one  in  a  public  cajvicily,  ihut  he  wiia  beloved  by  crcry  one;  «nd 
trail  in  hi»  chsmctor  »tnnd»  forth  more  prc-tmincnilj'  than  the  manner  il 
whicl)  he  tries  lo  advanct?  the  iiitcre«M  of,  and  prov«  a,  friend  t«,  tbooe 
wltoxe  merit)!  have  entitled  tlicm  lo  his  favoiimtile  opinion."  **  Ilis 
gt-neroeily  to  his  soldiers,  and  cure  of  litem,  is  only  eitiallcd  by  his  rnre 
nbnegntion  of  xtf,  ftnd  the  way  in  which  he  avoids  pushing  bimcdf  b«foro 
the  public."  Truly  might  wc  say  wilh  Maik  Antony,  th«l  "  ambition 
tliould  be  mndc  of  iirrncr  iliifT."  It  wo*,  indeed,  nlwDya  \riih  some 
rcfvrencu  lo  the  good  of  others,  or  lo  the  honour  of  ihe  grcit  •orvice 
to  which  he  wns  eo  proud  of  belonging,  that  hu  corctcd  peraoaa] 
distinction  ;  but,  even  for  thta,  he  would  have  tnkeu  no  high  offiev, 
the  duties  of  which  he  did  not  know  thnt  he  wan  capable  of  m)«- 
quately  discharging.  If  he  tliought  that  any  m«n  was  cnpahic  of 
doing  the  work  better  thnn  himself,  he  wa»  aiirnys  willing  lo  gi*e 
place  to  hint.  Tbua  when,  during  his  employment  »l  the  head  of 
the  British  nrmy  in  Persia,  Lord  Conning  found  it  ncceatary  to  nuike 
some  new  disposition  of  the  great  political  appnintineota  under  lUa 
govcmmeul,  and  called  Sir  Henry  Lawrence  to  Oudc,  the  chtef  coi 
iniseionersliip  of  which  was  noniinnlly  held  by  Outram,  the  latter  cI»m:i 
fully  admitted  the  fitneMof  the  arrangcmcot  and  con»nttd  to  ac«ep(  an 
office  (the  poliiiciil  agency  of  Rajpootaoa)  of  Inferior  honour  and  re»pon- 
rihjlily,  without  a  word  of  complninl.  lie  was  nnxioua,  too,  after  the 
TeHMtablJshment  of  our  power  in  Oude,  warned  by  failing  litaltb,  ta  Ksiga 
1)19  civil  duties,  as  soon  as  a  successor  could  bo  appointed ;  and  when  ho 
became  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Government,  teeing  in  tira  Englbli 
papers  some  speculations  with  reject  to  liis  appointment  either  u 
Governor  or  Comnianiler-in-cliief  of  one  of  the  prcddcnciea  of  India,  be 
wrote  home  lo  a  fncnd  in  the  India  Office,  beseeching  him  to  discourage 
any  nich  idea,  if  enlertuinvd,  as,  although  the  attninment  of  either  of 
those  oRices  had  been  the  cherished  ambition  of  a  life,  he  eould  not  say 
that  in  bin  broken  slate  of  health  he  could  be  thus  employed  with  adrao- 
tage  to  the  State.  Again,  therefore,  wo  say  with  Mark  Antony  that 
"  ambition  should  he  mndu  of  trttrner  stuff," 

It  it)  true  that  he  greutly  appreciated  the  honours  which  Itad 
bcftowcd  upon  him  by  the  Crown,  but  in  this  there  was  only  becomi: 
loyalty  and  devotion.  Tliere  is  a  Btory  told  of  him  to  the  effect  that  wlwn 
li«  went  lo  Oxford  to  take  his  honorary  doctor's  degree,  and  appeared  with 
allhii  ducoraliouB  upon  him,  he  met  the  Fint  Minister  of  the  Crown,  who 
had  gone  to  the  Univer^ty  on  a  like  errand  and  presented  himacif,  pn.n 
and  simple,  without  an  order  of  any  kind  on  his  breast.  In  something  of 
an  apologetical  strain,  Oiitrnni — bo  runs  the  »tcry — pointing  to  hU  own 
decorations,  mid  lie  was  afraid  lie  liiid  done  wrong,  as  the  Premier  bad  iMt 
indued  any  of  his  orders  for  the  occasion.  \i\U  the  aiiEwer  came  forth, 
prompt  and  happy,  "  Not  at  all,  general.     Ybu  have  iron  your  honours; 
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miu«  •KeTi  on]y  given  to  me."  There  was,  indec<],  rtgUtly  understood,  iit 
(bia  nMumption  of  all  tLe  external  cmblonis  of  tli«  hODOura  he  had  woo, 
not  onlj'  proper  rvupoct  for  the  Uiuvcrsic^,  but  genuine  modentjr  of  tho 
beat  kiod.  llis  dccoraltons,  indeed,  woro  regarded  hy  liim  aa  «  sort  of 
opnlogy  fur  Iii.i  uppeurunce  ihi-re.  They  were,  truly,  the  cndentiul* 
wliicli  the  Sovereign  luul  given  him ;  bis  piuspoit  to  the  new  kingdom  of 
Itviming  tvhich  he  wtui  nlxiut  to  enter.  lie  thought  thut  it  uould  hnvo 
been  prvsttuipliou  in  hiiu  not  to  carry  those  lokena  about  him.  He  hod 
tK>t,  like  the  Tvlcian  ttulr-ninnn,  doiiu  hii  work  uiidt:r  tlic  very  cyn*  of  the 
Uuiveriiity.  Euoh  ti>t>k  a  right  vii'w  of  hi«  position.  lu  many  ^e^pl>cU 
Tcry  diwniilar,  thcic  were  wime  point*  of  rtsi-mbliuicu  bplwven  them; 
nut]  llie  MiiiisKT,  whose  good  English  pluck,  whose  gnllanl  renolutioii,  no 
one  ever  doubled,  must  have  honoured  at  Icut  thosu  fine  quulitici  in  hi* 
biother  doctor.  Foi-  if  those  lessons  of  sclf-reliauce,  of  »elf-lielp,  of  nelf- 
dcvotinn,  which  ihegrcnt  Mini.ilerliiui  since-,  in  fitting  Isngu.igf,  been  tcach- 
ii)g  Ui  ihe  youiiiful  manhood  of  the  North,  needed  praciiwil  and  peraoual 
illnalrations  drawn  from  tlic  livta  of  min,  the  life  of  JumwOutmm  would 
hnrebeeo  one  jiut  to  the  purpose.  Not  to  much  btcause  of  hishiglipont, 
a*  (or  the  better  reaion  of  his  genuine  manhness,  wo  nhould  have  rejoiced 
tu  see  tlat  velernn  sLitvsniaa  standing  beside  the  hero'a  grave.  There 
were  other  Itlinijlcra  of  the  Crown  to  witDcaiOulraat'gobacquiet ;  and  [hat 
particular  department  of  the  Sbite  uucW  wluch  he  bad  served  went  forth 
in  A  body  to  the  Abbey  from  ita  noighhoariug  domicIle^Secrutary  of 
Stale,  Under- SecretiuieB  of  State,  Members  of  Council,  Secretoriu*  of 
Departments,  and  olbors  of  les*  rank,  but  with  like  instincta  of  admira- 
tion for  the  great  man,  the  history  of  whose  deed*  wzia  acntlercd  over 
tbo  bulky  recorda  in  their  charge.  But  still  it  would  have  ploaaed  04 
if  he,  who  ao  fitly  iwprcaent^  tlie  numlinesa  of  the  nation,  had  done  honour 
at  the  laat  to  such  b  gcnuino  man  as  Outram,  and  throwa  a  wreath  upon 
his  bier. 

But  more  noticeable  even  tlian  great  statesmen  und  high  offioers  of 
Gorcroraent,  more  noticeable  by  tbn  living  and  more  honouring  to  the 
dead,  was  a  little  group  of  iioldiers,  in  the  Highland  uniform,  wlio  nlowl 
by  the  hero'j  grnte,  stirred  to  the  very  depth*  of  their  heart*  by  reverence 
md  «ffec[ion.  Tliey  were  a  jiarty  of  mji-geunta  of  the  Seventy-eighth 
Btginent,  nbo  had  Koiicited  and  obtained  leave  to  come  down  from 
B  disiauce,  that  they  might  pay,  on  behalf  of  their  regiment,  the  Inal 
Iwnoura  to  one  by  whom  it  wiu  their  privilege  to  bave  bcon  led  to  battle 
BBd  lo  eonqueet.  The  Seventy -eighth  Iliglilandera  kn«w  Outraui  well. 
There  were  aome  men  still  in  the  regicncnt  irho  twenty  yean  before  had 
Wivcii  in  the  dreary  furnuoe  of  Saiude;  but  it  waa  on  the  great  battle- 
field of  Oude  that  diey  had  learnt  to  love  and  to  honour  a  leader,  who 
woa  ever  m  nitadful  of  ibetr  interesta  as  ho  was  regaidleas  of  his  own ; 
who  was  aa  Under  toward*  and  na  careful  of  hii  men  as  tiiough  they 
wen  his  children;  who  ii«v«r  aacrifieed  a  life  except  (o  the  atera  neoesalty 
of  the  Gght.      On  (lie  niomiag  of  the   25lh  of  March,    thcM  gallant 
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felloira  itood  mt  th«  door  of  ibc  Rkinirion  trtuek  heM  the  irantum 
or  Ihdr  beloved  gcnnnl,  smA  exraetHy  sought  to  be  allowed  to  ctrry  lli 
bodj  to  lu  last  r«<3tliig'plac«.  Mool  rolnctiintlj?  wiu  the  ivqncst  r(ru*«] ; 
but  thty  matched  li«BiiI«  t1i«  hennv,  and  (tied  through  ihv  Alilicj  bcsi'Ii 
the  coffin,  and  w«re  hvaie  it  nhtn  il  vns  lowered  into  the  grare.  Ab4 
a*  i\tTj  *toocl  there,  thvir  thoughts  ireut  hack  to  the  Alumlngb,  with 
teoder  memorief  aoA  •orrowfnl  rcigrct*  that  snch  n  ehicT  vtaa  lost  to  theia 
ior  evcT.  Not  merely  of  t]io  more  fllirring  ercnta  or  the  mmiorahic  cnnv^H 
paigD  thonght  tbcjr  in  that  Mtcmn  honr;  not  mrrrly  of  his  rorwardnea^^ 
in  action,  of  the  eiitliuriasm  which  aeot  him  erer  where  daogcr  wm  the 
thickest,  aud  of  tli«  gtorina  (o  which  h>«  hnd  M  them.  The}-  thought  abo 
of  hi>  kin(!n«M,  of  th«  love  which  h«  had  shown  Ihem,  of  hi*  unDCMing 
eAbiU  to  adiuintBtcr  m  their  oooirorbi  and  to  miligat*  the  Tigours  of  war. 
'Hey  remembered  (hi-  Aluch  he  had  done,  the  More  he  hud  ttrircn  to  do 
(CT  thrm  ;  how  he  had  gone  nhout  from  the  cnmp  at  the  Altimbogh  iato 
llic  RUrroiindiDg  vilUges,  end«avouriRg  to  obtain  milk  kmI  olher  little 
liucnrio  for  b\»  men ;  how  nnxiouiilj'  he  h*d  watched  the  pregrcos  of  iha 
nidi  and  the  wounded,  doing  all  thnl  he  caiild  fo  ligbttn  their  wifliTJng 
and  gricring  that  he  oooM  do  no  more  j  and  how,  when  Ibe  grim  budme! 
of  actual  battle  wsa  slack,  h«  had  found  hi-olthy  amtuemcnl  Ibr  hu 
follower*,  and  inrtitutcd  rnont  and  games  nnd  all  kitidt  or  "  rural  aporta 
in  the  camp,  just  as  though  it  were  a  atnwn  of  high  holiday  in  the 
palmiei!t  day*  of  peace.  Dotibllcs*.  thero  rose  up  before  Ihooe  no 
futlowi,  their  beartH  ttwelling  bMteatli  their  tarUoi,  the  image  of  their  di 
general,  aa  he  stood  watching  tlicir  aniusemciita,  the  never-failiog  cheroot 
between  h\*  lip*,  a  hiaiid  sniili:  on  hii  ttivr,  and  n  twinkle  of  ddigbt  in  his 
tytt ;  and,  aa  ihcy  sorrowed  most  of  nil  that  they  sliouH  see  that  fiicc  no 
more,  thny  threw  their  wivalh  ujion  hi*  bier. 

It  was  in  "  the  iargencw  and  the  overflow  "  of  his  iiympekthies,  in  llie^ 
*'  rich  lovingkindncH  n^duiidatilly  kind,"  which  he  felt  for  mea  of  aO 
roees  and  all  cluj^aes,  that  Ontram  diffen^d  from  and  excelled  aQ  hhi  c<ir- 
tcmporsrict,  with  the  k>1c  exception,  pcrhapt,  of  Henry  Jjawrcnoo. 
comiuisslon,  indeed,  was  boundlcaa : 

Ho  codM  alTunl  to  inflftr 
With  tliOM  wbom  ho  Miir  luflir. 

It  wax  thia  compaHlon,  tliia  faculty  of  eeeing  with  other  men's 
of  Uiinking  with  otbor  dicd's  brains,  and  of  feeling  with  other  msn'a 
hearts— «  fiunlty,  the  afascnca  of  which  from  oar  ddcf  mleni  brougJil  as 
to  OUT  aoTcat  slraiu  in  India — which  mude  Outriim  an  sircRuous  an  uinjo- 
nent  of  injustieo  in  nil  its  formi.  Thiia  it  happened  that  b«  T«b«n*atly 
protested  ogiiinat  the  truilmeut  to  whieh  tlic  Ameers  of  Scinda  bad  bSM 
aubjecied,  and  proTsd  the  strength  and  sincerity  of  his  syiniiMhiM  hf

oooquMt"  Hti  wW  it  had  (kllen  to  him  by  wrong  of  conquMl,  and  hfl 
imuW  have  n<mr  of  it.  IIi^  w.is  n  poor  mnn  nl  rhc  time,  Mniggling  with 
d^ibl,  and  the  nion^;*  wonld  liavc  placed  him  llnaL^eially  in  wli;tl  are  called 
"  enty  dretimslnnci-K."  Riit  thi-ro  i»  n  bnrdi-n  more  heavy  to  bear  even  thnn 
the  burden  of  dtbl,  tlic  btiidi-u  of  an  uneasy  coa«iPnce.  So  lie  could 
not  be  p<'r«iJidpd  to  touch  th«  "  prix*  "  that  was  offered  to  him.  Tc  jl« 
rightAil  [KMaeeanra  he  could  not  mtore  it,  so  he  ^nvu  it  tu  be  distributed 
to  thfl  poor  and  Mifi-ring  of  Bombny.  IVc  have  fold  the  glory  before,  but 
wo  repeat  it  rniw;  for  tlic  almoner  of  Ouirnm'a  b«utily  ntood  on  that 
S&th  of  March  bifida  llio  ju!t  mnn's  grave,  and  as  ho  thought  of  what 
bad  poMcd  some  twenty  years  ago,  and  of  llie  records  which  he  idill  hc-!d 
of  a  Btcv-ardship  eo  hoDbiirablo  to  the  dead,  he  al«<j  threw  a  wreath  ut>on 
bin  birr. 

Tlnrre  wi-re  pi-r.p!o  nf  all  clnme*  oasemhlfd  hi  the  Abbey — men  and 
women— 'lid  and  young — noldiera  irod  civilians ;  and  many  were  the 
feeling*  which  had  brought  tht'm  thllher,  and  many  the  Ihoiighdi  with 
which  iheir  brain*  w«i«  ■Cirrcd.  Hut  the  space  nt  our  di^jioiul  is  well- 
ui^h  cxhaimtrd;  time  preuea;  we  are  couipollcd  to  be  brii^f.  To  one 
chua,  however,  of  spectators  not  yet  namcil  a  few  iK-nirnccs  must  Iw  given- 
Many  fine  young  Woslminster  bi>ys  loolted  down  ui«in  that  volemn  cere- 
moiir,  anil  were  moved  by  teeming  tboiighw  alilti-  of  llio  Pant  and  the 
Future.  WeidjniaBler  wndt  forth  many  heroea  to  ftght  the  baltlea  of  the 
niition ;  and  a  tall  column  in  front  of  tlie  school  n'cords  liow  they  ran  die 
for  ihfir  country.  On*  rearcely  to  bo  calkd  a  great  statesman,  thou^'h 
inci>in[iarabty  great  nr  a  debater,  who  not  very  long  ago  pasicd  nway 
from  emongit  u«,  UK-d  lo  argue  against  the  removal  of  Westitiiusier  school 
(o  some  healthier  rural  or  mbiirbnn  dislricl,  on  the  ground  that  ita 
vicinity  to  the  Eiigliiih  Stiiate,  and  the  privilege  of  admiauoa  to  the 
debates  which  tht^i  hoy*  cnjoytd,  acted  w>  an  advantagcont  Ktimulus  to 
e.terliim;  and  he  said  that  he  liad  liimaelf,  in  the  first  yean  of  tlie  ocnturj-, 
4T«  Tilt  and  Fox  had  been  borne  to  their  graves,  felt  the  first  promptings 
of  ambition  as  a  Wealniinatcr  boy  under  the  roof  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. May  w«  not  aUo  ple*d  that  such  a  scene  as  iliat  which  the 
Abbey  witnemed  on  the  3iSth  of  March,  as  it  had  before  wilncascd  from 
lime  to  time,  and  as  from  time  to  time  it  will  wilnem  again,  in  the  buriul 
of  the  mighty  dead,  thu  laat  grant  natioiul  boiionr  paid  to  mm  w)io  have 
made  their  lives  lustrous  for  their  country's  good,  may  sow  w-iihin  many  a 
young  hrcaiil  the  aeeda  of  a  great  and  glorioua  detdre  to  go  and  dolikcwitwT 
May  we  Dot  Iielievo  that  such  an  example  m  tlmt  of  Jamea  Outtam  may 
bave  already  been  taken  to  the  heart  of  tome  of  thoae  Gnu  free -Rpiri tod 
boyi,  wbo  aaw  his  coffin  laid  in  the  gntre,  and  will  reproduce  itself  in  a 
devc1o])ed  heroism  dating  itf  conception  from  that  day  t  A  quaint, 
kindly -hearted  humouritit,  who  had  himself,  on  a  very  nnoslenlatioua 
Aceno  of  action,  given  }iit  life  to  the  scrvico  of  the  Company,  once  aaid, 
w  ho  looliFd  u[ion  a  crowd  of  joyoua  acboolboys  diaporling  thumwilvca  io 
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Ibe  plajing-fiekk  of  Eton,  "What  S  pit/  that  Umm  fine  is 
yMilbf  iJKinM  •omc  6»y  ifarivel  Into  fri*D!oaj  Mcmb«ra  of  Psrliamenl  ?  " 
Bat  uo  mut  would  better  have  apprccialed  nicti  s  career  as  Jainci 
Oulnun'iL  He  vouM  have  rejoioed  in  llie  thonglit  of  tlicir  vcpanding  ioio 
Ibe  dinwDidcns  of  Hif-mwle  htroei.  Id  bocIi  a  career  «  that  upon  whtdi 
thccnrtajii  Ml  ao  aoiemnlj  and  ao  aadly  on  the  2&th  of  March,  titert 
was  ooiliing  lo  ihritcl  the  iniell«ct  or  to  blight  tlie  Dobleal  ioHtiDcta  of  ifao 
■ml.  It  ia  the  glory  of  auch  m«n  a*  Outran  that  thcjr  owe  nolbing  lo 
Urth,  nothbg  to  oontiectJon,  nothing  lo  pjtronage,  nolJilRg  lo  priTiIcge, 
'Boiliing  to  paitjr;  that  they  make  their  itny  lo  the  front  wiihoiit  Gncsae, 

'without  tfickcrj,  wilhont  dvceii.  There  ira*  not  a  West  mi  [>  tier  hid  in 
lli«  Abbey  on  that  day,  who  might  not,  if  the  mine  HtiifT  were  in  him, 
do  what  Outran)  had  done— riae  ai  Onlram  hud  riwn.  lie  might  be  ibe 
aon  only  of  aomc  baniblc  mcrabvr  of  the  middte  claciea — for  Outnun 
wna  no  more — and  yei  he  might  be  buried  in  Weiitminrier  Abbey,  wiih 
■latetnien  and  wArriorf  cliuter«d  rouiid  hit  grave.  The  lettsoo  taught  on 
lliat  day  waa  a  leaaon  of  celf-tvliiincc ;  of  fortitude  anil  peraereranee  to  the 
Rid ;  of  faith  in  the  mifGdency  of  honesty  and  Iruib,  and  manly  aelf* 

[devotion,  (o  flcconiptinfa  the  higheat  object*  within  the  rcoeh  of  humanity, 
and  lo  earn  an  abiding  place  in  the  gi-ntcful  heart  of  a  mighty  nation. 
There  L^  no  leuon  which  the  youth  of  the  coimtiy  eould  cheriih  mora 
aJvantagnouiily  than  this;  no  mch  Inoun  to  bo  learnt  in  the  gnllcry  of  the 
Huiiwc  of  Coinnioiia.  And  we  may  be  ruiu  thut  tlicrc  wot  not  a  boy  on  that 
duy  in  tlic  oM  Abbey  who  will  not  he  the  belter  for  tho  ihonghl  of  what 
tlie  brarc  inic-beaned  man  ihcD  laiil  iii  ihe  grave  had  dono,  and  what  he 
bad  earned  wilhuut  any  olhrr  help  than  thnC  of  his  own  DiaDh<-od;  not 
a  boy  then  preaeni  who  will  not  light  the  battle  of  life  with  moro  Uienuout 
purpose,  and  wiili  more  abiding  resolution,  for  having  been  permitted  to 
throw  a  green  wreKih — a  wreulh  of  early  hopo  nnd  young  IrtAh  love  and 
admiiatiott — upon  the  bier  of  Jui»  OtTBAX. 
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Tft  Iwro  all  lipard  how  TnlleymnJ  iiredioleJ  x  miserable  pM  ago  for  tlio 
y^uth  who  Deflected  Iwu-niiig  vtliist  before  llic  evil  (inj«  l)a<!  conie.  The 
mot  in  rUh«T  a  good  one— for  France.  Il  baa  tliut  iieciiliiir  flavouring  of 
wicki'ii  Icvily  wliicli  piiaWcs  a  tnol  In  go  jtmoofhly  down  a  Ficneli  lliroat. 
Uiit  il  has  noihing  mori-.  If  he  hiid  wiid  thesB,  ihere  woiUJ  have  been 
Kiin«OiiDg  in  it ;  and  then  he  might  have  thrown  in  the  rest  of  life  m 
will.  Id  cpigr.iuimaiio  tartncHB  no  douht  it  would  havn  lout  congiderBbly. 
But  it  would  have  come  rcagousbly  near  the  truth,  and  ihal  oug)tl  to  coant 
l><r  something. 

In  fact  ihcrc  is  nothing  in  the  way  vf  nnmseiitent  aliout  which  people 
ihmw  ititu  tli«  sea  such  minoN  cif  pIcBmirc  04  this  Mme  game  of  cheu.  It 
po^Mscs  nil  rjnalitics  that  are  good,  and  none  ut  nil  ihiit  are  bad.  It  even 
oonibint*  f.mci nations  of  opponiio  kinds,  a  quality  entirely  special  to  itself; 
fivr  it  is  peaceful,  and  at  the  uiino  time  wiirlikc;  it  is  light,  and  jet 
profound;  it  in  ninnly,  and  yet  womnnly ;  you  can  piny  it  by  daylight, 
ftwl  you  ejtn  play  it  by  lamplight;  yoti  can  ])!ay  it  in  the  boune,  you  can 
play  it  on  ihc  Inwn,  you  ciin  piny  it  in  a  railway  oarringe,  you  can  ptay 
it  with  board  and  men,  and  you  can  play  it  without  either.  It  coiiIk 
bOlhing,  it  is  reputable,  it  is  dignified,  aod  it  bocomes  all  classes  ni>d  all 
ages  of  life.  And  it  han  a  wealth  that  no  other  giinie  tan  e\en  uppronclt. 
Its  changes,  if  not  iiierally  endless,  arc  at  any  riilo  jmst  counting.  Their 
beauty  is  like  Cleopntra's, — 

Age  ouinnt  wither  it,  nor  cuxlom  tl«1o 

Its  inlintto  variety. 

Y«t  in  Aetn  land.'*,  stmngc  to  i>»y,  clicm  in  not  popular.  Tliere  are 
taanniiieiitc  vbich  make  plenty  of  noise,  and  matches  between  clubt,  and 
tingle  matches,  and  chess  columns  in  weekly  pupera  with  square  picture* 
and  printed  games.  But  the  circle  tliey  concern  is  very  narrow.  To  the 
"  general  reader  "  ihey  are  as  dark  nn  the  tnyneriei  of  Kleuxi*.  Speaking 
nationally,  tlie  ttate  of  cheat  is  simply  disgracerul.  Britannia  knows 
Dotliing  abunt  it,  and  enrea  le«i.  The  two  things,  indeed,  are  connected 
together  as  cause  and  rlTcct;  for  if  she  knew  more  about  it  she  would  care 
more.  In  a  certain  sente,  of  countc,  it  might  be  said  that  every  one  playi 
chcBS.  In  every  gcntlemau's  house  you  expect  to  And  a  board  and  men, 
juxt  M  yoti  expect  to  find  Macaul^y's  Ilii(or>/  in  his  library,  or  a  sideboard 
in  his  dioiiig-room-  And  every  one  in  the  hotuc  play*  loo.  I'aterfamiliaa 
playw,  fo  do  the  young  genlienieii,  no  dti  tlio  young  ladies — ihey  all  ]>luy 
fomeihing  which  tliey  call  chess.  And  eJiesa  no  doubt  it  is,  no  far  m  thia — 
that  the  boitid  is  a  choM-bonrd  mill  the  men  are  eheits-inen,  and  they  moro 
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llirm  nhonl  on  tbc  »qunrc!i.    Bui  uh  for  tli«  real  gnaie — witat  the;  plnj 
aboni  tli«  rnme  relation  ro  it  tiint  tlio  li^litinj  »I  Donnjr brook  b.u  to  1 
ligtiling  at  Waterloo.     You  n't  down  to  play  with  a  jroung  gefillaiiaii 
ipoxd  to  ):ii«w  Gic«l(,  or  a  yourg  lady  nuppoted  to  spetik  French  ui' 
tirrnittn,  and  b.iriiig  ^t  in  n  jVLurn  you  luk  for  n  K«on<l  (|iicen.      "  Two 
queruD  at  once !  "  scrcanis  uut  a  l^ily  cbortu  in  horror  and  woniJer,  and 
witTi  gicnt  ditSciiIty  you  convince  t}icm  tSut  tlic  tlcunnd  i«  an  ciiaitat^ 
one,  aud  no  iaTi-ntioii  Dfyotirown  al  ull.    80  ni«  of  tbtje  primary  deluaiim' 
f^pocJnlly  iilxiut  qiiecuing  and  cMtliiig  and  Rtalcniating,  ucm  to  be,  lik 
Cacuv'H  linrt,  "  pW  all   BUrg^'-"      '*'''-  ^t^'oaioa — to  jtulge  from  liU 
"answers  to  correspoaJenla  " — must  bave  lung  since  como  lo  the  ooa 
clunion  tliat  ihcy  are  in  some  mynterious  way  counocled  with  llie  laws 
IiAturp  and  likcty  t"  hold  out  till  the  rcnovntion  of  all  lhinj[n. 

Wc  frliall  divlili-  chess- pl'iy CM  into  two  cliis&ea  :  flniily,  iltuw  who  haro 
an  iiJfui  what  ihn  gumc  nirnn*;  urconilly,  thoto  who  have  no  id«a  what  il 
means.  An  objeclii'n  may  be  put  in  al  the  beginning  a^inat  tbii  diviaioa 
M  being  rather  nrkiunry.  ]|  niny  bo  raid  that  players  can  be  Ibuoil  ul 
«r«ry  shade  of  foree  from  PJiilidur  down  tu  nolliiug,  varying  by  inscD- 
■ibl*  degree*  liko  d.iy  sinking  into  night.  And  blatiHticjUy  and  legal)/ 
the  obj«clor  l*  right.  But  morally  aitd  educntloually  our  divixion  is  rig 
For  do  we  not  do  the  name  in  otlitT  things  ?  We  divide  men  for  e.^ampl 
•ocially,  inlii  men  who  are  nut  geullcim-n  and  men  who  arc.  And  thoug 
a  mind  arllbnictically  disposed,  (like  the  Zulu  mind,)  might  put  in  dU- 
agrccubly  tlmt  rrery  shade  la  to  he  Men  from  Lord  Chnlcrfi«ld  down  to 
Mr.  Squoera,  every  one  knows  that  practically  the  diviaba  is  uaeful  am) 
good.  Wc  are  juattiivd,  therefore,  at  common  law  in  dividing  dwa- 
playcrs  into  two  claatci  only. 

Tlie  pkyt-r  of  the  fii-At  claaa  girea  the  feeling  of  reitslaacc  lo  an  adrcr- 
nry,  to  nny  advcrsarj'.  You  may  overpower  him  with  superior  fbre^ 
yon  may  run  into  him  and  tear  liim  to  pieces ;  but  still  he  lias  given  yxni 
play.  lie  knows  tlio  lio  of  the  ground,  with  its  diETercnt  pitfJillB,  quag* 
mirca,  and  fortresses.  His  troops  arc  drawn  out  so  that  they  can  fight 
without  standing  in  oni3  another's  way.  lie  has  an  intelligible  ptan  for 
lh«  cnmptiign,  and  hold*  the  tlin-ad  of  it  in  his  hand  to  the  md.  If  it 
fails  he  knows  where  il  fail*.  lie  knows  where  your  ccunding-line  was 
thrown  dc^cpcr  than  his,  and  where  he  wiia  out-gcDcrallcd  by  a  comhi- 
nation  more  skilful  tlian  hi^  ovfn.  He  falls,  if  he  fatl^  wiib  hia  ryes 
open  and  his  face  to  the  fbc  ;  as  Athenian  fidls  bclbrc  Spartan,  or  Spartan 
before  Thchan. 

Now  tlie  player  of  the  secotid  claa*  falis  not  as  Greek  before  Greek,  b«t 
asPtrsian  r>Ef<:>rc<irrek.  Ilruvchc  may  be,  nil  I  u  rally,  but  he  does  not  know 
the  ground,  and  his  forces  are  unwieldy.  They  are  always  getting  into 
one  another's  way,  and  tumbling  over  one  another,  and  tliooiiog  ia  coe 
anolber'a  mouth.  A  detachineiil  trying  to  advance  ta  stopped  by  a  detach- 
ment trying  to  reUre  ;  while  others  lose  their  way,  or  get  surrounded,  or 
cut  off  at  pastes,  or  wedged  into  im]inssable  defiles.     Tlien  the  light  tunu 
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to  »  mussncrc,  oimI  ihe  killing  becomes  murder,  till  your  liand  l)econi(« 
M  wniy  aa  (he  hand  of  Dnrid's  mighty  mnn,  and  cleave*  to  tho  sword. 

In  any  ottier  game  ih!s  would  em*  itwlf.  Th«  pinycr  who  wjw  iirude 
roince-irpnt  of  *a,  would  fermw  hp  fcnd  bocn  made  mince-mrat  of,  and 
would  improrc.  [f  JotK4  alwuya  get*  out  (he  first  or  necond  liall  at 
cr)c1(el>  Rnd  luiMes  all  the  catclie.<!,  ho  can  scnrcely  livlp  seeing  tlie  fact, 
and  gcnotnlly  has  his  own  mciumrL'  coi-t*nlly  enough.  But  in  «lieH>  rvenls 
■re  •tiJii  aa  HamUt  saw  liia  fatlui-'*  gliMl,  willi  the  luiiid's  eye.  Here, 
tlwrribrv,  Jone*  dow  not  iiecc««nrily  we  them.  He  m.ty  chink  lit  ia 
getting  on  prtuipeioualy  alcnoat  to  the  very  end,  till  the  Kieeon  arc  ytst 
opening  to  "  iihi*ar  hU  thread  in  twoiii."  Ho  kc^N  killing  nif'n,  and  diR~ 
ttTnn  ncit  thnl  he  U  driving  nails  into  his  own  eoOiu.  That  he  finally  haes 
ht  knowj.  Wliat  ho  doc*  not  know  if,  that  ho  iifvpr  hnd  a  chiinee.  There- 
fiwe  hi»  knowWge  can  never  grow  ;  for  does  not  Socniieu  tell  u*,  llutt  ihu 
first  bud  from  the  tree  of  knowledge  mint  be  lh<!  knowlodge  of  ignorance  7 

People  who  play  ch«tti  In  tliii)  Bruiuniagnn  slylu  get  no  pkirauTu  out 
of  it  Bt  *ll,  nrl  even  lh«  Iiliw  ihnl  piovcrbinlly  goes  with  ignorance.  TJiry 
know  nothing  of  the  "Blern  joy  "  which  the  truu  ehesspl-nyer  fed»  xt  the 
tide  of  victory  sw&ys  lo  and  fro  over  a  well-fought  licld.  The  baphgizcird 
fcrimmagc  they  piny  at  «i:on  grow.t  monolonout  and  tiresome.  Ko  vroDitcr 
ebess  should  he  unpopular. 

Yet  nmr.iig  ihwc  homwpun  wnrriors  thero  in  no  lack  of  power.  The 
raw  matertitl  exisls  amo»g  them  in  abundance;  materia),  too,  as  good 
aa  ever  was  poliebcd  bright  in  tho  Il&jrace  or  St.  (7roi-j<'«.  Tbey  »rt 
ingtoriou*  and  mute  ojily  because  knowledge  has  never  unfi'ldod  to  their 
eye*  her  c1ie»»-pages,  rich  with  the  spoils  of  time.  Only  that  wa.ilv  of 
power  is  a  nad  thing  always,  it  would  be  amusing  to  watch  the  oollision 
wiiere  genius  is  pitted  agnin»t  tcionco  over  a  cliov-board.  On  this  field 
geniiw  is  sure  to  get  tlic  worst  of  it.  flu  (tniggloi  licrcely  to  ccriipa 
tlie  toil*  with  «11  the  arts  of  mother-wit.  The  adversary  looks  on  calmly^ 
grimly  smiiing  in  his  slccvv  the  while ;  for  well  he  know*  ihni  ifthvjira 
■hould  break  luoae  oilier  snares  and  pltlitlU  aie  awaiting  him.  Sci«nca 
ntlier  enjoys  ft  wiU-beast  atrugglo  like  tliis,  and  sometimes  lets  ilic 
ftnimal  loose  on  purpoiv  to  torture  him  again,  and  sec  biia  pliuige  and 
tear.  All  this  lime  science  may  be,  originally,  the  I*^  noble  beast  of  tho 
two.  But  the  arms,  the  "  appliances  and  rocuns  "  she  has  proridtd,  mora 
than  make  up  tho  dtfrcrcncc. 

Becrtaiion  though  it  be,  chcm  mufA  have  ft  courae  of  study,  or  wune- 
itiing  very  like  it.  Ilough  oheas  diamonds  are  not  to  be  cut  into  bfiltinnls 
without  some  trouble,  any  more  than  other  di.imonds.  Dut  never  mm 
diaHMXad  lecn  that  wu  better  worth  the  cutting. 

A*  a  general  nile  tlie  "  curriculum  "  must  be  taken  out  in  books.  U 
you  have  a  frisnd  who  knowa  all  about  il,  and  Ium  the  pati«BM  la  teach 
yMi  nil  about  it,  why  then  you  are  fortunate — that'*  all.  And  in  Ltmilon 
aacit  friendship  can  always  he  had,  and  to  any  extent,  pruridcd  ymi  efaoose 
to  jioy  for  it.    Bui  London,  like  Corintb,  ia  not  allotted  to  oreiy  oitc ; 
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nii<l  v»t  of  London  (lie  cliancn  ait  yon  Iiave  iM  a  fri<n<l  who  u  an\iou( 
ia  cansecTnl«  bis  time  to  tho  aiickliag  of  your  infant  pow^Ts. 

But  boolu  can  atvrajs  be  hod.     Cheio^bookN,  it  u  true,  do  not  look  t^^ 
he  the  Itri'llMt  of  companion*.     But  tlija  is  only  at  fint.     Besides,  thc^H 
harv  othrr  good  qtmlJliM  to  moke  it  irp.     Tbdr  patieiiov  is  inuxbauntibl*. 
They  nwer  lose  ibetr  temper.    Tlicy  ncTcr  miub  you  for  stupidity,  and 
ihey  huiTA  you  to  ga  on  at  your  oivn  puci-.    Tlicvc  arc  good  tbing*  always. 
In  diOM  tliey  are  Miperlntircly  good. 

Still  book-chciu  i«  anytliing  but  a  ^llvour!t<^     Candour  coupcU  ii>  to 
eanfcis  lb;it  few  jwople  like  it ;  and  out  of  ten  llial  try  it  nine  thruw  it 
iip^wc  grieve  to  »ny  it — in  disgust.     The  ri-ii»on  is,  that  out  of  ten 
pi-opli-  nine  do  not  knovf  bow  to  use  &  book.     Few  people  know  the  u*j 
of  any  book  ;  dlitl  fuwer  of  a  book  that  teaclicR  j  and  fewer  ctill  of  a.  book 
that  tcaebes  cbcis.     Deluded  people  begin  nc  the  beginning  and  read  right 
oil,  ninking  a  tart  of  conwii-nce  of  it.     Wlicreii*  you  miuit  use  thv  fiiculty 
of  tiikiiig  out  JUHI  ibe  thing  yon  want  and  nothing  mure.     Alu'uys  tum 
over  ibc  luavea  without  apology  or  ci-reniony,  till  you  find  wluit  you  J^^^ 
'vmit.     Every  bouk  is  full  of  chttfT;  but  most  of  all  n  cbc«»-bvi>k.     Fo^^ 
cha7,  bo  it  lyanembett-d  and  treuiiured,  i«  not  atmlulc,  but  rcluttvc.     A 
[■Uiinggood  in  iiielfiit  chaff  to  you  if  you  happen  not  to  wnnt  it.    To  isoidb 
one  d«e  it  may  be  wheat  of  the  finest  quality.     But  il  will  cbiAe  ; im<  all 
the  nine,  unleu  you  h.ivc  created  and  ftmtered  ilic  kingly  faculty  of  dis- 
cerning it  and  blowing  it  out  of  your  way.     It  b  a  grievous  loss  to  litera- 
ture that  no  record  has  come  down  of  the  author  of  that  maxim — tio  dear 
to  Brllish  mothers — "  Begin  at  the  beginning  and  read  your  book  through." 
Jt  is  a  deadly  Kirrow  not  to  have  his  portrait  lo  serve  as  a  frondapjeco  fo^^ 
all  future  editions  of  the  i)<'nciW  till  the  end  of  the  woftd.     Of  llw  two^H 
would  he  about  a*  Mifc  a  rule  to  begin  at  the  end  and  go  backward*,  sii|^^ 
poaing  we  wore  forced  to  have  any  rule  about  it  at  all." 

Now  the  British  youth,  with  bin  chcM-book,  proceeds  na  fblloirs:— 
Haviug  first  caught  it,  and  found  it  probaUy  the  far-liuned  Handbook,  b* 
Ktimmooi  his  energies  for  the  l^rst  ope-ning,  Inking  it  all  as  it  coined 
Faithfully  he  goes  through  it,  and  tries  to  keep  the  rariaiions  all  in 
memory.  As  he  gels  on  be  feels  perhaps  Number  v.  getting  mixed  uj)  a 
little  with  Nuuiber  iii,  and  hss  to  turn  back  lo  teparale  them.  But  at 
leJigth  he  thinks  he  has  it  all ;  and  i.ow,  eomplvtcly  anued,  he  bums  to 
Kvenge  his  past  dcfoBls  on  Smith,  who  is  unsuspicious,  and  ^nofant  t4 
books.  But,  woe  tlie  while,  that  unlucky  ignoranee  tpoils  eveirthing. 
Smith  plays  a  defence  out  of  his  own  head ;  a  defence  not  in  th«  boot

in  chfM  the  memory  must  not  be  calM  hi.  It  Lms  nolbing  to  do 
vilh  the  bunnvsa,  abtnliitdy  iioihing.  The  working  faculty  ia  the 
nndentaiiding.  You  niuit  study  an  opening  to  Ke  ivliat  it  mcuns,  to 
catch  the  g«7itu«  of  it.  For  in  trv^ry  opeDing  there  is  a  genius,  or,  to 
(peak  Plfttonicalty,  an  "  idea  "  which  imitnaivs  it  like  n  toul.  Trnnirormed 
through  different  v&riatiuns  it  is  still  thn^ ;  and  the  value  of  all  the 
morcii  depend.t  on  th«ir  tvlalioti  to  it.  Uiileii  you  have  wiicd  this  idm 
j'Du  have  done  nothing.  Once  you  have  grnaped  it  the  working  of  it  out 
bccomo  picnmnt,  even  lii5ciiuiting.  The  ^me  beginn  to  have  n  mennlug, 
and  ibe  inca  fi-el  as  if  they  were  alive.  You  try  it  out  by  yuunelli 
experimenting  on  it  in  evei-j-  f^ossible  way,  and  agninst  evi-ry  defence 
you  cwi  think  cf.  The  running  down  of  your  game,  through  nil  its 
doublings  and  twialiiigit,  soon  becomca  us  exciting  aluiOHt  in  a  fox-hunt. 

By  thin  ynu  Ivarn,  at  the  beginning,  that  important  Iriuon,  the  value  of 
«  move — of  one  move.  You  have  a  mark  in  your  eye — some  defile  to  bo 
paascd  or  fortrcw  wi»ed — and  the  ontmy  is  nishing  to  prevent  you. 
Experimenting  on  it,  you  find  at  oiic«  how  everything  lurnx  upon  a 
question  of  "  lirao."  And,  therefore,  in  %  wcU-played  game  there  is, 
Htrictly  speaking,  no  "  critical  "  move.  Every  move  is  the  critieal  move. 
And  tliif,  we  iiuiy  obseive  by  tho  way,  gives  one  good  lest  of  ilic  class  s 
player  belong*  to.  If  you  ree  him  at  norne  stage  of  his  game  having 
"  nothing  psrtiaulnr  to  do,"  and  not  much  caring,  jnst  there,  whose  inova 
it  is,  write  him  down  at  once  an  outsider.  He  knows  nothing.  He  Ims 
never  bei'n  in  at  the  mysteries.  lie  has  never  even  crossed  the  llireiliold 
of  Cniwn's  teniple. 

In  courve  of  experimenting,  you  will  stumble  betimes  on  difficulties. 
A  defence  niggots  itxelf  that  you  can  msko  nothing  of,  and  you  coom  to  a 
dead  lock.  Tilts  Is  the  place  to  cull  in  the  track,  with  its  "long  result*  of 
time."  Ix>ck  down  tho  variation*  till  ynu  tind  how  the  nut  was  cracked 
by  Dicn  with  harder  leetli,  Pltilidor  perhaps,  or  Desu}iapolIcs,  or  some 
king  of  modern  days. 

Heading  in  this  stylo  yon  voon  grow  familiar  with  the  country,  not 

by  copying  the  map,  but,  with  ttie  map  in  hand,  walking  over  the  ground 

with  your  own  feel,  beating  up  ol!  the  himhcs,  and  looking  into  all  the  holes. 

As  for  rtniembcring,  you  have  uo  need  to  trouble  youmelf;  that  takes  care 

B       of  itself.     Once  you  havu  nndtritood  a  position,  fully  thought  it  out  and 

I      mastered  It,  it  stays  with  you  of  its  own  accord,  grappled  to  tlic  memory 

I      with  books  of  steel,  and  kuit  to  it  with  cablea  of  perdurable  toughness. 
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llnving  any  pbilosopby,  you  ravM  have  obscrrtd  that  m«mory  never  J 
in  nnytlitag,  put  oat  Ixer  atraigl!!,  unless  you  leave  her  to  liOTtctf.  Sh* 
work*  in  the  dnik.  m  bcM  troik,  Mtd  has  th«  gmtrsl  aversion  to  mtkie^ 
for  litiaw,  or  irurklng  hy  buk-trorlc.  The  glae  die  oemenU  wrth  always 
distila  flpontnncously  rram  iho  intellect,  nhpn  tlM>  iniclk'cl  is  in  aciluri 
And  nilh  lh:it  n'urk  tlic  ci-nieat  liotcU.  But  with  nnyiEing  else  it  tui 
to  water.  And  vcty  right  it  flfamild.  For  why  ahouH  one  nun 
allowcil  to  lriiiisf<T  lo  bitnwlf  )he  worl:  of  another  nun**  brkins  hy' 
\iholeMl«,  wilhoul  even  the  cei-emony  of  digesting  fl?  But  lei  Jl  lie 
minced  op,  and  nt^vrwl  down,  and  cntfn,  and  digiwtcd,  niu!  then  natur«, 
as  we  may  aay,  aigns  the  deed  of  Iraosret,  and  allows  you  to  kwp  if.

The  clifM  faculty  is  not,  ns  cominnnly  ihoitgiit,  a  »tngic  Cictil^.  Il  is 
CDinpounded  of  two  ingredients,  which,  for  want  of  btlter  names,  we  may 
call  Depth  and  IJrradth.  Tlic  union  of  ih«c  two,  supposing  ihein  btilll 
In  perfection,  would  conatitule  a  pCTf«ct  cbcfii-player.  But  very  seldnm 
indeed  arc  thny  combined  in  anything  approaching  perfeetioa,  althottgh 
Wparately  cither  may  be  haJ  cnaiiy  enough.  They  are  seldom  Ibnnd  even 
In  equal  propi.irtions  ;  and  where  they  are,  it  is  accidental.  For  not  only 
havo  they  no  iitc<rixiry  connection,  lint,  tii  the  bent  of  niind  fmni  which 
they  spring,  they  are  almost  autagnnistic.  Tlie  dilTtrrent  proportioning  ot 
1he*e  ingredients  in  ditTcrent  players  is  the  key  to  the  difference  in  ihri^H 
"  rtyle."  It  is  well  for  all  kanient  to  Inke  note  of  theie,  and  curofully^l 
loo,  For  one  or  otlior  of  ihem  may  he  signally  wtalt  by  nature;  ani 
iher*-  let  the  owner  keep  giianl,  for  tiicre  his  weakness  lies. 

Ttic  two  fueuhies  differ  an  (he  inatheinaticinn  dilTers  from  the  man  of 
the  world.  The  mathi-malician  reasons  more  patiently  and  more  piro- 
foundly.  But  hv  rcaions  along  a  straight  tine,  nnd  sonictinivs  Jorf^cU  to 
take  in  oil  tlie  facts  when  setting  up  his  preiniMcs.  A  mniheuiAllcian, 
tlii^ieforo,  is  not  always  a  snfo  man  of  buaiDeM.  Nor  b  lUe  player  wbon 
■pccia]  jkculty  !s  depth  a  mfe  player,  la  venture  money  on.  He  tlinms 
his  line  iiilhomii  deep  helow  his  adrorsary,  and  c.ik-nl.itM  out  to  the  end 
a  position  of  some  ten  or  twenty  mores.  Itut  meantime  be  orerlooki 
something  lying  at  the  snriiice,  at  his  very  feet;  orerlooks  it  tU 
more  from  the  cameBtneM  with  which  he  is  searching  in  the  depths, 
adveisnry  may  be  shallow,  never  seen,  pcrhapsi,  to  a  d^pth  of  uwre 
^r  w  Bve  moves.     But  thou  he  sees  all  round  lliin,  looking  bclbie  and 
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behiDil  and  oii  1i(il!i  sides.  And  k>,  in  the  dinptcr  ot  accitlcnte,  the 
"  brmillh  '*  of  hi*  obaprriLtion  may  compeiuttlc  hira  foi-  liis  want  of  dcplli. 
Guitii.-s  arc  Komeiimcs  Itist  in  this  way  to  inlVrlcr  plaj^ra  in  tin-  nioK

ptajexe,  a  niiigli.' game,  no  mnttcr  havr  mtvciw,  ia  Dover  considiTed  a  feir 
t»irt,  or  inileiyl  nny  test  itt  all.  Tfie  muuhei-  of  gittna  pbyed  inuirt  lie 
sufficient  to  "  I'timinHte  chntic-."  Aeciilcnts  of  the  kind  we  have  uiea- 
tion«d  are  vtxy  Iryiiiy  (o  ilju  lemptr.  But  iht-re  is  not  tin-  »lig>!trtt  nw  in 
getting  angry  or  talking  about  titcm.  nio  way  is  to  Iniigb,  and  look  onl 
better  the  next  time.  Il  ia,  bow<n-er,  tome  uonwlntion  to  know  that  anch 
■pcidcnla  (to  hnppcn — veiy  seldom  indeed,  but  itill  they  do  h.ipppn — wllli 
ue  fliMut  j>)ayc»  iu  the  world.  Kvi'u  the  Alurphy  linit  been  known  nioi« 
tFinn  once,  while  nutiing  fiiilongs  down  info  the  depths,  to  co)iiij«e  suddenly 
from  miuing xomcthing  Uiut  wat  just  touching  hi.-i  aaac. 

TheM  fhciiltiva  lira  taxed  diffi-renlly  m  diflereiit  ports  of  the  gatiio. 
Foi  tlio  game  itself  cbangefl  il«  nature  ai»  it  piogrceMs,  and  each  (if  its 
Wagta  liaii  a  i-1iarai:tL-r  of  its  own.  The  "  opening* "  bavo  a  character 
very  diflerent  from  the  "  endings,"  so  different  indeed  that  a  player  may 
vx&A  in  oni-  and  fail  in  the  oiIkU".  And,  iigain,  both  op'.'iiing!;  nnd  Mulinga 
are  unlike  llie  "  middlL-s." 

Tlic  opt-ningM  make  a  »pedal  demand  on  faiili,  to  higin  wiili.  The 
initial  morts  have  conse^utntes  to  lenioic,  and  turolve  variat!on.i  no 
complicnUd  and  countlem,  that  we  mutt  use  tlic  work  of  oilier  people — 
more  or  lua.  Certain  avenues  have  been  cleared,  cfrlaiu  great  lines  of 
rotitc  irhicli  long  experience  has  proved  to  be  safe ;  and  on  these  we  mnnt 
set  out.  Oibcmiie  we  might  «p«id  all  our  time  c:(|ierimeiiting  tu  find 
dtem,  and  probulily  not  find  them  iu  Ihc  end. 

The  endings  do  not  make  calls  on  fiiilh  in  the  same  way.  All  about 
you  may  see  in  the  pure  light  of  resiscn.

A  defeat 
eqiitiaVnt  to  a  checkmate,  or  even  the  checkmate  tlxelf,  may  aniTe  in 
ibc  middle  of  the  game ;  that  is  to  say,  witli  the  board  full  of  men.  An 
"  ending  "  aarame*  that  the  main  sliock  of  battle  has  been  iudi^cisivc.  llto 
dnd  men  have  been  carried  off,  and  the  reserves — a,  few  pawns,  with  prr- 
]iap«  a  piece  or  two  asidi.- — arc  brought  up  for  a  second  and  final  conllict. 
The  problems  that  present  tliemaelves  here  are  highly  scientific.  They  are 
]wbl(ins  ofdepth,  with  little  of  the  clement  of  chance,  and  incetof  ihem  arc 
"  beautiful  exceedingly."  They  differ,  as  wc  IiaTe  said,  from  iho  openings, 
inasDtuch  4w  you  may  reason  them  all  out  for  younelf.  That  is  to  sny,  it  b 
powibte  in  tlw  nature  of  thiDgs  to  reason  them  out  for  yonreolf,  though  h 
is  by  uo  means  likely  that  you  willnuccec*!  in  doing  it.  ^d  for  ihuncasmi, 
we  prwumc,  tlicy  nte  ne^er  held  to  retcinble  private  property  in  any  way, 
und  uorer,  like  tliti  openings,  receive  tlic  Dame*  of  jianicular  mm  or  places. 
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Tba  ^'middles"  nrgnnra  ««  very  diSVrMit  fmni  bmli.  Ui-r«  ere 
[  nan  ntitt  figbt  Inr  hhnMrlf.  Books  and  Itachen  can  do  nolbii^  I

There  is  a\io  nnother  and  lera  fatal  lield,  the  Olympia  of  the  Britudi 
nation,  well  known  to  the  Icanx'd  under  the  mystic  tymbol*  "  P.  U.," 
wben  "  diamonds  "  of  various  colours,  "  chickens,"  "  s|iidcra,"  "  pheno- 
mena," and  other  <'qna!ly  remarkable  beings,  engage  in  n  contctt,  of  which 
the  mow  important  part  appears  to  consist  in  the  drawing  and  tnj'ping  of 
"  ruby,"  "  honjc-browrd,"  "  claret,"  "  Falcminn,"  nnJ  other  delicious 
liquors.  The  initiated,  however,  uru  awaru  tliut  ihli  pan-Britannic  arena, 
much  as  it  has  contributed  to  improve  and  adorn  the  Kiiglish  Lingii.ig*, 
haa  contribntcd  quite  as  much  to  disli}fiire  the  English  countenance.  It 
must,  therefore,  also  be  piononnccd  ineligible. 

We  have  now  proved  by  an  exliuutitive  argument  of  (he  moat  rigorou* 
kind  ihat  there  is  no  safi-iy-vnlve  for  the  spirit  of  war  except  in  chew. 
This  is  tlic  remedy  provided  by  nature  for  that  particular  fever.  It 
aniwera  all  the  rt'ijuiR'incnls,  There  is  fighting  enough  to  satisfy  tho 
nctt  Tomcious  nppeiiie,  ond  that  too  without  any  lots  of  "clurct"  or 
"Faleraian,"  And  tliere  is  here  a  field  for  fame  not  only  national,  but 
AVCn  councpotitc,  the  only  field  crcr  discovered  in  which  the  aria  of  pcaco 
and  war  coincide,  and  arms  and  the  toga  may  be  worn  harmoniously  to- 
gether ;  tbc  only  ftctd  on  which  you  may  asj^rc  to  riuid  your  history  in  m 
nation'a  eyes,  or  sway  ihc  rod  of  empire,  witliotlt  tho  unpleasant  nocecsity 
of  wading  through  ilnughltr  or  shntting  the  g*tes  of  mercy  on  mankind. 

Here  alto  we  have,  combined  In  one,  the  ch Aria  of  unity  and  ihecham) 
of  diversity.  For  is  there  not  the  nnity  of  aKngleeombat,onc  man  against 
C4W  man,  and  nil  dvpcnding  on  thenisctves7  And  yet  it  also  presents  the 
variety  of  a  battle  with  armies,  with  tho  intcrevt  of  combinations  and 
generalship,  the  steady  march  of  Infantry,  the  fiery  sweep  of  cavnliy, 
the  advance  and  retreat,  and  Hank  movement,  and  ambuscade,  snd  snrprise, 
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nnd  rcwiw.  In  dircrw  ^eics  of  battle  crrn  vnir  iUelf  i»  not  eo  rieh. 
Tliiire  you  ikrc  forced  to  go  to  iliflcrent  »gu  aai  oountric*  to  collect  lUtm 
impcuing  chnngce  ihnt  ai«  nag  on  ibe  Atiitwle  of  light — iJm  plialanx  «f 
UaoHloDw,  tli«  wuilse  ot  LcucLrn,  tlie  oracccnt  cf  Ilannibal,  and  so  on 
down  ro  Ui«  pounding  of  Arliller/  fioni  a  diumioe,  or  tlic  pickiog  off  of 
lueD  ouG  hy  oaii  in  an  AnKTican  Jungl«.  Hut  with  tiic  luiiiiio  irarriora  o( 
tiut  choM-bonid  jou  may  ue»li  ibcw  in  et11gy,«iid  piore  besides,  in  o<Mu«e 
of  n  Mi^Io  «v(.-iiing.  You  can  chooM  for  jrouraelf  1I19  Ktylc  of  fight  >'C^^ 
p^er,  close  gnmo  or  op«ii  gBoii*;  Sicilian,  or  Scolcb,  Freodi,  Muiio,  Al^H 
gawr,  Evuiiii,  Fimidii'lto,  or  any  otluir  of  «  dozen  mon- ;  whiUi  cnch  of  itirMi 
sgain,  bcin^  rcpieteiiUiivc  of  a  class,  bresks  up  Into  olacMe  of  its  own, 
and  rtKti  of  llxfie  ngnta  iRto  other  clawes  of  clflwea  and  TariatiODs  of 
vaiiaiiong,  muttituJuiouaas  tbeseasaBdcLan^dtil  as  ilie  clouds  of  ercBu^. 
The  nKpcct  of  tliA  gan)«  it  alwnys  clianging,  clianging  ovfrn  with  a  tiDgle 
move,  ft}iiding  in  fau«s  lik«  ilm  neck  of  a  bird  if  jmi  uliifl  it  an  inch. 
Willi  to  Riuali  u'ciiliti  clicR*  can  never  "  rcptat,"  unln*  by  a  Hort  of 
miracle.  Th«  chances  ceriaiuly  are  inyrituLt  of  millions  a;faiiist  it :  and, 
paning  over  such  ibingN  a*  fcal'*  tnata  or  scholar's  mate,  t}icro  luis  p: 
bably  iicvcr  onco  been  a  rcciureocc  since  tlie  itanio  itas  known. 

It  is  a  curions  fact  thnt  Indies  cnn  nevrr  lenrn  dicss.  Uut  the  rmtscm 
is  pltin  enough.  It  is  an  art  of  war,  and  nature  intsndcd  thun  to  sbina 
in  arts  of  peaces  For  this  particular  renrsation,  therrfore,  the^  are  inn- 
pocitatcd  bj  natural  conntituliun.  In  common  life  iiutluut  scrvM  then 
instead  of  logic,  ami  ecn'cs  thmi  cxccodingl/  well,  makti^,  as  (joldsmilh 
cxprcNKsit,

But  in  di(«i  th«  conduct  depends  altogether  upon  the  argument,  so  that

On  this  jioiiit  a  reniarkahle  conventional  fiction  is  kept  up  betw»n 
tJl*  KXCS.  It  is  allowed  to  he  suppcocd  tlukt  Indies  can  leant  chcHi,  and  if 
tlicjr  don't  the  reason  is  couventiunally  a:isumed  to  be  because  tii«f  hsppen 
Dot  to  cboosc.  They  accept  tho fiction  tbrnudvus  <br  sober  truth;  and  no 
wonder  they  ehould,  huviug  heard  it  so  often.  And  no  wonder  either 
thpy»ihouliI  plume  thcmselvntalittlc  upon  it  where  they  do  happen  to  play, 
(or  iindouUtcdly  ua  u  general  rule  ilicy  happen  also  to  win.  Men  in  ihcir 
aecret  coDscienuc  know  the  reason ;  but  tbcy  dont  tike  to  tell  it.  It  woulil 
amount  almost  to  social  suiddo  to  breatbo  it.  Except  under  the  seal  of 
anoiiyuioua  nutlionhip  indeed,  it  could  not  possibly  l>c  revcaloi.  An) 
now  we  luive  rerealcd  it  no  earlhly  ciiisi deration  liiould  induce  us  to  afli^ 
our  i>ame,  or  even  initials,  to  this  contribution.  Hut  tlio  good  oJ'socic^ 
requires  the  cooliesiuoti.  For  tho  Action,  as  we  are  about  tu  show,  is  coo- 
linunlly  breeding  miscbiclj  and  the  duties  of  nutbonJup  aro  inflenUe.

Youthful  minda  munt,  therofore,  Icarn  to  look  on  chew  of  thin  kind  &§ 
a  luxury  loo  co«tly  and  not  to  be  iliought  of.  Wlicn  minded  to  proro 
their  prowess,  let  ihem  prove  it  on  men ;  but  let  tlieni  leave  the  board  at 
home  when  minded  loKport  wilfa  Anmrylliiin  ibcMbade.  IVm^lopc'ii iiiilor* 
knew  their  business  too  well  lo  make  a  mistake  about  tliia,  We  Dud  them 
ail  playing  chcis  before  the  palace  door  in  "  sunny  Ithaca,"  reclining  on 
the  hides  of  the  oxen  they  had  eaten,  and  mixing  their  wine  in  silver 
goblets.     Itut  vro  ncvrr  hrjur  of  tlicni  inviting  hgr  to  play. 

Talking  of  Penelope  reminds  us  of  another  e''*0'  "^  Chess,  s  dignity 
which  no  other  game  hat  or  can  now  attain  to.  She  has  a  Insloiy  and  a  lite- 
rature, and  a  pedigree,  a  riglit  royal  pedigree  that  traces  back  to  tlie  ve»y 
tvilight  of  aintitiuity.  She  alone  is  glorilied  with  the  memory  of  great 
itames,  and  "  6glita  fought  long  ago."  And  this  is  no  slight  thing.  War 
itself  owes  half  its  dignity  to  thin.  Takeaway  ilAantricialionsnnd  history,  its 
Thermopyin  and  Marathon,  its  Cannie  and  its  Agiacourl,  and  you  spoil  it 
of  nil  tho  lire  of  its  rotnnncc.  Chea  also  has  her  victories,  only  1cm  ro- 
nowoed  tlian  war.  She  baa  her  line  of  kiugs,  and  her  long  mu«ter-roII  of 
vrarriors  ttbom  "  names  were  great  in  battle,"  her  Sarratt  and  La  fiourdon- 
nais,  Legalle  and  Deaobapclles,  Philidor  the  invincible,  and  Slacdonncll  of 
the  hundred  fights.  Who  has  not  lieard  of  that  princely  pur  tho  Liglit  ajut 
JjWtrt  of  Cha»,  whose  fame,  like  Bayard's  and  Sidney's,  loom*  on  us  with 
dusky  grandenr  tlirough  incdiaivalniist?  or  that  leviathan  board  on  which 
men  of  flcih  and  blood  wiilkod  uhoiit  nnd  were  taken  7  or  that  wondrous 
wooden  Turk,  the  ii:i\-haiidL<d  wnrrior  who  wore  his  cheBs-bo«rd  on  bis 
knee  and  his  brains  in  his  bowtls,  and  conquered  so  many  nations  F  But  she 
has  oldiT  meini>riu  still.  We  may  pass  over  the  stories  about  India  and 
China  as  comparatively  modem  instancy  and  go  farther  \>aek.  She  was 
known  to  CRsar  and  Poinpey,  and  Ovid  married  Iter  lo  immortal  h«»- 
tneters.  But  ber  story  is  older  ttill.  It  is  woven  up  with  llo  tale  of 
Troy.  She  was  knomu  to  Ui-len  and  Hecuba  and  Agamemnon  king  of 
men.     U  is  highly  probable  she  helped  the  swift. footed  Ae.liilica  to  pan

Yet  mii^ded  people  are  found,  even  in  IIigm  dara,  to  set  np  Whiat 
n^tnst  her  m  a  rival.  Uut  there  ia  no  use  attempting  it.  Whist  cannot 
\n-ar  tlic  compurboii.  Oo  one  or  two  points  alie  way,  perhapa,  cJaim 
rqtiality ;  on  tlic  rci4  sli«  i*  nowhere.  S}ie  has  nothing  like  the  tuexhauo- 
tible  rtaouroea  of  obcM,  or  the  chances  «lie  giri-s  of  escape  by  aubtlety 
and  deaperato  Tcntarv.  Slio  bus  nothing  tttc  her  unmeasured  depib,  or  the 
infinite  vaiiulyofher  combinations.  She  has  notlitog  like  b<'r  delicate 
hlunding  off  of  tcienliflc  certainty  into  chance — for  chanc«  doea  enter  as  nn 
ckincnt  Jiilo  citc&e,  ihough  it  is  not  genemlly  thought  nn.  Then  what  an 
the  "  antecedent*  "  of  wliinl  ?  WJierc  i*  the  history  of  hor  &mous  tkaulen, 
hCT  tourunmoui«,  her  line  of  soTcrcigns  or  roll  of  warriors  1  Was  sbe 
ever  named  in  China,  or  sung  by  Homer,  or  lionourtd  in  sunny  Ithaca,  or 
|<Ainlcd  in  Egyptian  tombs,  or  graved  on  eternal  pyminiiSs?  We  .ilh>uld 
be  tolli  to  make  insinnaltoni  nbunt  dinraclor,  especially  luring  figiuvd 
her,  grammaticidly,  as  a  lady.  But  her  kith  and  kin,  what  can  be  said 
for  them,  and  for  her  belongings  genemlly  ?  Docs  not  her  rety  name 
spontaneously  call  up  visions  of  Inverns,  gas-light,  swindling,  suicidf, 
vinegar-faced  dowagers,  and  bnehbiling  7  Is  there  any  grave  or  rcrensid 
senior  who  wouUI  cIioom:  to  bi-  »ei-n  in  hirr  company  in  djiyligtit  ?

Their  ExcttUt^nciea  looked  mther  nnxiouH  mA  liml,  and  by  «o  menu 
at  tttafy—^ot  Iind  ilioy  noi  jost  ntid  good-by  to  all  liint  vaa  nenr  and  deir 
to  thi-tn,  und  ncrct  they  not  in  fr-»r  of  thi!  *mi,  iten~»icl:ncM,  and  other 
Ula  unknown  ?  'Fhey  bad  not  been  five  mintitea  on  board  when  tlie  firal 
lieutenant  reported  various  eupplio  m  »tiH  wanting,  which  Ihej*  had  been 
requealed  lo  bring  along  witli  ihem— a  tliitd  of  the  laht  ( wine,  or  mther 
apirin),  the  wbde  of  the  rice,  as  well  as  duck*  and  chickeiw,  were  reported 
nUMingl  Hore  was  a  preltj-  fix  t  The  etnbaMy  was  on  board,  but  where 
were  di«  prorisiona?  Their  Kxoiillcnei**  cxprwwcd  themaclrca  greatly 
aatonialied  at  tlieir  non-arrival,  could  awign  no  reason  far  ih«  lame,  and  as 
•  laaC  rMOurco  §pnt  for  the  rice-governor  or  chief  y  neon  in.  and  qiie«tiimcd 
him  conocrning  the  tiuiticr.  The  vice-poremor  was  an  much  jmixli-U  as  bin 
maslcn ;  there  was  uo  other  allemalive  hut  to  wait  and  pmy  that  tlie  ducks 
and  chickuna,  rice  and  aakf,  would  hure  »  speedy  voya(;e,  and  nut  detain 
us  any  longer,  as  the  hour  was  g<-lling  late,  and  the  dialance  trntn  Aon 
at  least  some  four  milra.  Wo  waitf^d  till  it  irnH  six  o'elDck,  and  we  wailed 
till  it  was  Mven  o'ck>clc,  and  we  might  have  waited  till  doussday,  but 
BO  ctarea  had  anired,  nor  could  ve  perceive  any  signs  of  their  coming- 
BoaiB  were  conaequently  lowered,  and  aeiit  to  the  jetty  with  inhlrnctiona 
to  take  the  things  off  if  they  were  found  there,  but  if  not  the  yacowjn 
who  waa  directinl  to  accompiuiy  the  boats  wan  to  bny,  borrow,  or  eImiI; 
and  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  bonis  waa  ordered  lo  be  xery  carefiU  he 
didn't  lo*e  sight  of  liii  Japanese  rricad.  Of  conne,  no  provision*  werv 
fiwad  on  Ui«  jetty,  but  owing  to  very  vigorouB  exertions  on  ihe  part  of 
dM  yaconta,  moat  of  them  wvn  procured,  and  rtncbcd  the  Odin  at  aomo 
hour  after  midnight. 

Tha  following  morning  ww  left  the  Tcddo  anchorage  at  half-pan  fitc 
o'clock,  and  prooeeded  Id  Tokoliama,  some  fifteen  miles  below,  for  iho 
parpoas  of  taking  in  the  homeward  mail  and  receiving  on  boMrd  another 
Juponeae  iBtnrpretcr,  who  had  been  imttructed  to  be  in  readiRMs  to  come 
on  board  iho  moment  the  Odin  arrived.  A  gun  waa  fired  to  give  notice  of 
nnr  approach  when  tume  iix  tnilc4  olT,  and  another  «n  our  arriral  in  the 
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liarbotiT,  for  tkc  especial  bcD«llt  of  the  eowukr  cunatafale  whose  dut^  it 
wns  to  como  d(F  vrith  llic  loltvr-bag«  and  tho  naid  J»[>anem  ini«q>relM'. 
The  mail  una  lak«o  on  bcmrd  in  i3ue  time,  and  everybody  iraa  im[iaticatly 
iviiiting  for  ibu  interprutur,  liut  no  auch  di»tingtii>hcd  {icTS«nagQ  was 
wen  in  any  of  the  boats  that  were  coining  OJin-inrd».  A  boat  \nu 
then  lowwd,  and  a  lieiilvDaiit  K<nit  to  the  tinja-iho,  or  custoiD-boiue, 
for  tho  pnrpQAC  of  expediting  liin  ni>pmrnnce  on  board ;  but  by-oiid-by 
tha  intcrpTL'tcr  was  cot  la  bu  found !  A  Mcond  nttrmpt  wais  ciore 
dKOnafui.  We  nalkod  alrnight  into  th«  cueUxn -house,  followed  b^  ibe 
ofBocr  and  •omo  of  the  boai'n  crew,  nod  prmeotly  camu  upon  our  friend 
in  cloM  con&bulation  wilii  another  frivnd.  lie  vm  at  qdca  pointed  ant 
to  the  naval  oflicer  a«  the  gentleman  we  were  tn  Match  of,  and  politely 
told  that  if  he  camit  olong  willingly  and  nt  once  t)0  riolcnco  would  be 
UKod ;  bul  if  otherwisL',  the  Ixjai'a  crtw  would  be  proud  to  c-arry  liim  on 
their  nhonldi-ra  down  to  th«  bciicli  I  Not  another  wcnl  waa  nrmtriatj 
a  hasty  liiT«welt  waa  said  l«  his  friend  and  away  we  stnilid. 

Thia  sort  of  isrocreding  would  be  quite  inexplicable  in  Europe,  bw 
tlic  fact  ii,  tliat  no  Japanete,  wltelhcr  bi;:h  or  low,  has  the  r«mot(st 
idea  of  the  Taluu  of  time.  If  an  appointment  is  made  with  one  of  then, 
ha  tbiiika  nothing  of  ooming  half  tin  hour  or  on  hour  Into,  liithr  dreauning 
that  lime  can  be  of  greater  importnDce  to  you  liian  to  hloiiKlf.  There  i« 
nothing  more  Irving  to  au  Kuglithnian  than  ilieir  want  of  punotunlily. 
Il  itt  the  cate  wiih  nil  ranka.  It  had  been  arranged  between  Sir  Knlheribtd 
Alcock  (the  Uritith  Knvoy)  and  the  JnpancM  Mininlcra  that  tltia  miatton 
wna  to  auirt  fur  Europe  on  the  la  of  Januury.  Tliey  didn't  t««ve  Japan 
till  Ibc  Slut,  or  mlher  the  morning  of  tlic  S^nd,  and  oven  then  benmaoed 
their  hard  liite  in  being  hurritd  oifao  soon  1 

In  Japan  people  travel  in  normon»,  a  i^cies  of  pnlampiin,  threa 
milM  an  Iiour  being  conaidcred  very  fuir  work ;  and  wIkii  n  Japanese 
geotlcman  travels  on  horseback,  two  groonrn  on  each  udo  boJd  the  rein*, 
and  proceed  at  a  nlutety  pacd,  ncviir  indeed  execcsiing  n  walk.  Railways 
electric  leleg™['b».  carriiigi--*,  &c.  they  bare  c^tlainly  heaid  of,  but  en 
pcnrcely  realize.  Ai  oiii:  of  tlie  envoys  snb»ei|uratly  remarked  in  England, 
"  when  we  were  in  Japan  imr  eyes  were  very  small ;  but  ainoe  Wo  haw 
come  to  t'ui-op<:  they  have  been  gc-lting  linger  and  Inrg^i^r,  and  now  wn  art 
ready  to  avv  the  ntoul  inarvdloiw  thingi  with  liitle  surprise,  and  no  inctc- 
duliiy." 

Well,  on  8e"i"S  '''c  interpreter  ou  board,  we  put  out  to  Ma,  poanag 
ontsido  a  Putch  luuu-of-wur  Blenmc^r  fnmi  Nagssidci,  bound  lor  Yokohama, 
with  tho  Dutch  Contul-Gcneral  on  board.  She  looked  aa  if  abc  had 
«ilooUliterod  dirty  nrcntliur;  and  wo  wen  not  mistaken,  for  our  troaUei 
soan  commeuvt^d.  Tho  sea,  wliloh  bud  been  deligfatlhlly  amootfa  on  our 
^lort  piiesage  fi'om  Yuddo  to  Yokohnmo,  had  hj  this  time  been  gradually 
changing,  lirxt  lo  a  ripf-le,  and  (hen  to  il  swell.  We,  howerer,  kU  6ava 
to  dinner,  pretending  wo  felt  tjnite  well,  and  talked  away  aa  if  ve  iboufght 
DOtliing  of  the  change  in  the  wenther.    Our  boat  bad  bc«a  nytiaf  bia 
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gwa»  for  Eoiue  little  tim«,  and  vith  a  blund  smile  tuiil  be  hopud  wciroiil)] 
innkc  n  good  dinni^r,  in  order  llmt  ire  might  ftd  comfoilable  during  tbe 
gal*  of  wind  ihut  tras  just  about  to  oommcQce.  Five  minumt  afivrivard* 
tbc  wcond  and  third  unvoyn  begged  the  privilege  of  retiring! 

For  the  following  aix  days  we  experienced  very  l«il  weather.  The 
iriod  the  whole  time  wnn  in  our  teetli,  and  did  <!ndl«u  ^nmagc  in  split- 
ting our  aails,  and  «o  6xQi.  Tlie  aufferiogs  of  llie  JapaucM  during  ibiii 
litno  can  be  better  inmgincd  ihua  ilosutibcd.  The  majority  of  ihotn 
tierer  for  a  moment  tiniltrd  their  cabitix,  gronning  wilhiii  there  at  thi-ir 
liant  fate.  A  vliort  rupite  was,  however,  at  hand,  lor  wc  foniid  it 
neeWKuy  to  put  into  Nugnwki  for  the  ptirpoec  ofrc-coaling. 

We  andiored  in  the  lovely  barbour  of  Kaguiaki  at  hnlf-posl  eight 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  28th,  and  not  by  any  meaua  aorr;-  to  find 
mtrtelvesin  »ucli  placid  waten.  The  churms  of  th:»  boautiful  harbour  ate 
indeHcribable,  and  for  safety  aa  a  place  cf  anchorage  it  U  prthnpfl 
unrivalled  aiiywherr.  Immediately  breakftint  wax  ov«r,  the  second  and 
third  envoys,  Malsudaira  Iwanii  ao  Kami  aud  Klogoku  Noto  no  Kami, 
on  »iii>nj  to  »tny  with  the  gorornor.  The  first  <nivoy,  Take  no  Oucki 
JklmodaukiS  no  Kami,  preferred  remaining  on  board,  thiukin;,-,  probably, 
lie  might  miss  at  the  governors  table  the  aulixtatitial  fiuv  and  gnierous 
vnncw  be  had  by  this  time  learned  to  like  so  wtll.  lie  ahowed  no  awk- 
\rardncai  in  liandb'ng  his  knife  and  fork,  tinlikc  hiK  collcngue  Kiogokii  Noto 
no  Kami.  Tlie  hitler  gentleman,  however,  bud  uul  had  the  advantage  of 
llie  fornicr's  exjietiencc,  who  bad  been  governor  of  Ifnkodadi  for  several 
year*,  and  had  bem  in  the  frequent  habit  of  giving  and  receiving  ent«:r> 
tainmffltit  &  la  Juurckellt.  lie  tlieretbro  found  himself  (|nicc  at  home  at 
the  commodore'*  table  ;  the  only  remark  he  wni  ever  known  to  make 
reKpecting  the  fare  being,  that  ererylhing  wa4  "  Tory  good,"  and  be 
enjoyed  his  claret  and  beer  with  u  much  lent  oa  oham]xigne.  The  other 
two  certainly  ate  sparingly  at  flrat;  but  in  course  of  time  they  got  over 
tlidr  ditbke  to  our  diabee,  ttltliougb  they  never  learned  to  like  our  wines, 
the  third  irnvoy  especially,  who  eoiild  not  be  prevailed  ujjon  to  do  more 
tiian  slightly  tip  bia  glass  once  or  twice,  by  way  of  com]>!imcnt.  Tbe 
Kcond  hod  jirevioualy  aojuired  u  tojite  for  champaguc,  nod  now  k-nrocd 
10  drink  port.  A*  for  ^  inferior  mcmbera  of  tbc  mLugon,  is  it  not 
irrttten  in  the  book  of  Ckridgc  bow  thtif  ate  and  drank  and  mode  merry  7 

The  cliief  envoy  wentlicred  the  piiHugo  down  very  fairly :  but  ho 
wof  an  old  aailor,  and  had  often  traver«<d  the  sea  between  Voddo  and 
Uijcodadi,  while  governor  of  tlie  tatter  port.  Tlie  other  two  Nuflered 
■cverely;  and  on  landing  at  Kagnaaki  certainly  did  not  look  to  the  same 
advantage  aa  on  the  occasion  of  ihcir  coming  on  board  at  Yeddo. 

The  following  day  ibo  chief  envoy  paid  the  governor — who  was  an 
old  frieud  of  Iiis — a  visit ;  and  on  returning,  brought  bit  Exodlcnoy  off 
wilh  him  for  the  purpoitt!  of  inKpeeting  tbe  Odin,  and  in  order  alsc^  as 
wnie  of  QH  imagined,  lliat  he  might  partake  of  the  good  cheer  on  board. 

Oa  leiiring  to  rest  that  evening,  his  Sxcellcocy  Shimodiuk^  DO  Kami 
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fell  Mit  of  fain  oot,  ami  had  the  tiusretiuue  to  comMdcrobly  brain  Itis  rid*;      , 

,  which,  in  nddilioti  to  on  attack  of  fUiathy,  conliDi'd  him  U>  his  cixIn^H 

fct  sonM  time  allerward*.  ^^ 

At  Iiair-p<ut  nix  o'cloci:  on  tint  morning  of  the  50lh  wtiiirdghod  mcbor 
and  proceeded  out  of  NagHsald  faiiri)our,  ite<:nag  for  Uimg  Koi^,  aai 
wore  foittUMM  sDongh  to  hxn  a  fair  wind  ibo  whole  mj  down.  l>unug 
the  yifi^c,  tlie  m^coiuI  nnd  third  mvoj*  would  appear  occastomillj  tor  a 
Aort  time  on  iho  npp^r  d<^k,  bm  their  vials  w«re  f«w  and  da  botween. 

Wc  nrrivlid  «t  Hung  Kon;;  on  the  moTnin^  of  the  -Ith  of  Pcbrnuj. 
A«  KB  Ktenincd  in,  tJio  Jvpantat  went  btwily  eagi^cd  ccaiining  and  takti^ 
notei  of  this  their  l^nt  sight  of  a  foreign  i^ote— the  ftiiiing  boala,  th« 
•tnuigtQeiii  ol'  their  Uiitd,  the  mif,  tiic  ooMumo  of  tho  boatmen,  \iete 
alt  objcQte  of  wouder,  and  diwiuaed  and  oriticttcd  with  eagvr  ddight. 
The  appcnmnco  of  Unng  Kong  from  the  ant  snrprincd  tbeni  not  a 
liBi»  'the  I«t4i]  ubveoce  <if  anylhtug  like  Ibliagc  upiie^irtng  very  nngnlar 
tQ  Ul«m,  tlieir  own  ialuTicig  glmring  in  laxuriaot  rcrdnre,  and  bei 
geaerally  corered  with  Ireo, 

On  nirivnl,  wo  at  once  communicated  with  the  governor,  Sir  Here: 
Ilohinton,  and  nrmnged  tlint  thcjr  vhoiild  land  in  ibc  nliemoon — and 
ware  ei^ged  for  them  at  tlie  Commercial  Hutd.  Oa  landing,  Oieir  Kx- 
oellcncdca  were  received  by  a  guard  of  honour,  and  *ahil*d.  Iliey  then 
got  into  Ihc  carnages  provided  for  them  and  proceeded  to  ibiHr  <|nart«n. 
Tfaia  waa  the  finrt  time  they  had  over  boen  in  such  a  conveyance,  and 
tlieir  aurpriM  at  icti  couifori.  tiod  ihe  8|]c«d  with  wliidi  they  wtfe 
driven  along,  waa  nnbnundi'd.  Tlic  docility  of  tlio  honea,  coo,  and 
the  a]iparcnt  enic  with  which  ihey  irere  inannged,  particularly  mtonitbcd 
Hien.  The  Japanete  honca  are  nil  entire,  and  maay  of  tbem  are  ex- 
tmnely  vieioiu.  And  then  wonder  after  u-ondcr  met  their  tyca  aa  they 
were  uwifily  taken  along.  Whnt  a  tHWitifuI  town;  how  iDagiu6oent  the 
n^dencex  arc.  and  liiiilt  of  stone  *  too,  and  what  a  number  of  hxft 
wiudoivs  ihey  have,  wen*  fietjueuily  remarked,  im  with  wuodvr  and  aih^ 
njtlimunt  they  riw  m  many  iiUango  things  in  Kuch  rapid  anoceaaioa.  11m 
width  and  ovenneM  of  the  afreet,  the  lamp'poiita,  the  number  of  Mmige 
people  of  many  race*  walking  about,  the  bdiea  riding  ihoee  tall  and  lietce- 
lookiug  hotses,  the  riiuirs  and  coolies — alto^hcr  making  up  a  aoene 
an  xtrunge  and  novel  thnt  one  tran  not  unprepared  to  hear  them  cacclsam 
on  tdcting  down  to  dinner  that  eTcning,  alter  gazing  on  tliu  lively  aoeae 
lK>m  the  verandah,  "  llong  Kong  certably  nitut  be  aiM  of  tha  SsaM 
place*  in  the  world  ! " 

And  then,  alter  dinner,  the  aecnnd  and  third  arolKum^ont  ntua  go 
out  among  that  throng  of  Chinamen,  And  see  with  their  own  eyea  whi( 
aiticlea  were  exhibited  fur  nale  iu  the  abojia  amidnt  Much  a  binae  of  li^ht. 
"Mnj"  we  not  go  out?"  they  nsked — "of  course  it  will  be  natioM 
(inct^.)"     There  being  no  ohjeciion,  nway  wo  went,  tlie  two  grot  mta 

*  JtfMtaB  hMUM  on  nearly  all  built  of  irood,  from  the  frtivtot  alMcka  cf  < 
qpaim  cxpuHancoL,  , 
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vralkitig  in  fiont,  and  cl<jBdy  foilowinj  by  some  davm  of  ibe  siiit«.  Wo 
bod  not  gone  fttr  vrliea  n  goi^cous  sigLl  cludleiigcd  llieir  attentioit.  How 
f^uodid !  n'as  tbc  excUinalioii.  What  i*  tbii  place  T  A  Mitc  hou»  it 
would  be  called  in  your  conntty — in  Hcmg  Kong  it  is  known  ns  n  '^rit- 
dtcp.'  Might  they  «iit«r?  Tliejr  were  so  curioiu  to  mx  llie  inlu-ior, 
and  ihcy  would  so  like  to  sco  nil  tliose  beautiful  bc-lllcs  rnngcd  on  tbo 
ehelvoB,  all  so  muiiy  kinds  of  winea,  tlu'y  Buppo»cd. 

Vcs,  ihcy  miglit  go  in  this  tinw.  hut  they  Diu»t  bcur  in  miod  that 
•  BOcb  esiablisbmenis  were  not  frMjuealvd  by  guUlcuiea,  and  tbat  possibly 
thvy  aught  he  subjected  to  rudcncs*.  'Itto  bar,  Iwwevcr,  mu  fortunately 
lolerably  empty,  ouly  eonu  bHlf-a-ilozoii  petMD*  beiu$  ptesent  wbcn  wo 
entered.  Tbc  Inndlord,  an  Aitierican,  camo  foiwnrd  nnd  welcomed  lliem 
to  bis  cxtablisbmctit  i  Niid  lie  took  this  risit  as  n  greiit  honour,  nt  tbo 
sauo  Uine  iutroduciiig  iliem  to  bis  audiuuci:  us  tbe  Jupaoeiic  ambusiatloni, 
vhcm  iic<iuiunt«nce  ko  bad  liad  tbo  plcuuro  of  mitking  tome  time  beforo 
in  Anerieal  He  tlien  shook  bunds  nilk  tb«  envois  in  llio  lieiirtiat 
BUUiW,  to  tbrir  no  littlo  MtonialuDonC,  trhicb  wm,  moreover,  further 
increased  on  being  infcirmed  tbat  tbis  cordiul  rvcepiiou  was  due  to  their 
prerious  aoquainunce  with  tlic  worthy  landlord,  who  iaid  be  felt  bappy 
and  pcoud  in  ivtittviiig  the  hlidc  1  "  Itut  tberu  surely  must  be  some 
nusiate,"  said  iLcir  ICxcoIltmcica ;  "  we  never  saw  bim  befcro.''  '*  Well,  bu 
doclates  lie  nii^t  you  in  New  York,  «od  drank  your  bealUi  iu  chnaijagne 
at  your  hotel."  "  Ab  !  now  we  undcrsUnd  ;  it  was  not  us  lis  saw  1ji 
Antoricii,  for  t3iis  is  ibc  firit  time  me  Iibto  erer  buen  abroad — but 
the  merobers  of  t)i«  Jtipuncse  mitaion  tlut  went  tbcrv,  who  were  quite 
tliSerent  persons  from  us. "  Tbc  landlord,  iiowc\-er,  said  bu  could  swtar  to 
tlieir  bees,  nod  tbut  it  was  all  slufT  denying  it. 

At  tbis  stage  of  the  proceedings  we  took  our  lenrc,  nnd  were  forta- 
luitc  in  esciiiiiig  without  a  drink  being  offered,  tlie  extent  of  die  reiiuue 
haTiag  ovidently  operatod  unfavoonbly  on  uiy  liret  intention  tnina  host 
migbtharc  enlertjuncd  to  that  efleot;  although  it  is  by  no  niMiUB  clear 
■By  audi  ever  existed.  Anybow,  be  phunly  nw  we  bed  no  intention  of 
"  liquoring  "  on  our  own  aecuunt.  We  passed  anutlier  eslablislimcnt  of  m 
■naiUr  kiud,  but  this  tlmo  our  friends  were  satisHcd  with  a  look  from  the 
oottide.  And  m  we  piw>ed  nlong  tlic  street,  (examining  the  diflercnt 
Chinese  shops,  rctuniing  to  our  hotel  ulVr  au  liuur's  iibseuee.  and  aU 
parties  e:q)i««UDg  tbctnselvet  ns  biglily  delighted  witb  the  excuivino,  which 
diey  begged  leave  to  renew  on  the  nionow.  The  followiiLg  day  their 
Exeellencica  paid  Sit  Hercules  Robinson  on  ofliciul  visit,  and  expressed 
their  acknoHiledgraentB  for  tlie  attentiotis  showed  to  Ihcm  on  Ibo  pruceding 
day.  GovernincDt  Uousc  imprunted  ihcni  eonsidrnibly ;  llic  huge  and 
tofty  suite  of  loonu,  tbc  decoratious  and  furnitiuc,  were  much  remarked 
nad  obtierrod.  The  Jiipontae  as  n  race  liave  a  keen  eye  for  the  picu- 
riiaque,  and  tbo  inaguiGcc-nt  view,  from  the  balconies,  of  the  harbour  aad  - 
surronndii^  coast,  aflTorded  them  au  unmistakable  treat.  On  taking 
leave,  the  envoys  received  aa  invitation  to  dinner  for  the  following  rvcming. 
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which  vu  accepted.     Tlio  chief  oarojr,  however,  (bond  httnaklf  ankblc  to 
keep  his  proroiw,  in  cotuequeDoe  of  tho  lit  of  pleorisjr  baring  beoone 
trorsi.     !!<',  thcrnlbre,  retnmcd  on  board  ugun,  but  his  two  oollagaefl 
wcDi,  and,  nfler  it  wu  all  ov<ir,  said  t}i«y  hod  enjoyed  ihcniMilrcM  rcry 
much,  oltliatigh,  confidentially,  wo  nndcntood  tboir  KiccclleDcii^  to  »y 
tbey  felt  tamfal;  bored  i>y  it  all !      This  was  i)m  fiisl  timo  tJie;  had 
dined  oiil,  nnd  wen:  coiu«(|i)<-iit!j  quite  nnprrprod  for  th«  brillinnt  my 
in  which  tho  house  naa  liglittd  uj).    The  Ja{iatietM!  mode  utrikm  a  fonigaer 
nnod  to  gut,  oil,  and  wax  candle*,  so  being  extranelf  ill  and  primilirc,  on 
ID  &c(  it  Is.     They  use  for  tighiiii^  their  boiueM  paper  lanti-riM  cnclcciiig 
oil  tnpcTfl,  and  a  very  inlV-rior  kind  of  candle  Unck  on  a  liigfa  otAnd,  whicJt 
at  beet  givei  but  a  dim  lij^ht,  iind  rc<iuimi  constant  «nulling.     Thv  bnl- 
liaat  appearance,  then,  of  Gorcrumeiit  lIouEe,  nas  to  ihem  exceedingly 
slrikin^;  ihu  one  lemorking  to  the  other—"  How  very  different  this  is  to 
n  JnpancHp  honm  ;  ulthough  it  is  night,  tliere  is  here  the  light  of  day."

This  was  their  GrM  appearance  in  a  ball<rocoi, 
and  as  a  waiter  of  coumc,  all  the  btnaty  of  Hong  Kong  waa  there  ;  and  if 
the  Eiir  ladies  prciTnt  wondered  r.t  iho  strange  visitor*,  the  aaid  vintur* 
were  uot  leas  aalonislied  at  the  uppeuanoe  of  their  lair  friendn.     '■  How 
Tcry  singular  I  actiialty  not  two  ladies  praaeiit  who  appear  to  be  drnMcd 
alike.     How  strange  1 —tome  are  in  l>!iick,  soma  in  white,  nnd  indeed  tbey 
are  in  all  colours,  and  some  have  their  hair  dressed  one  way,  nnd  mow 
anotlier" — a  diversity  of  style,  it  may  bo  remarked,  quite  unL-novra  in 
Japan.     "  \Vlial  is  ilie  itile  in  your  countrj-  in  regard  to  drcai  ?"     "In 
England,  as  in  llio  rcot  of  the  civiliited  world,  ladim  and  genllemeD  dm 
as  they  like;    the   ladi&t  ebocuing  l]io«e  coloars  that  cult  their  com- 
plexions best."    "  Xartihofidof  (Wonderful)"  was  the  only  respoiue.   And 
the  dftncing — hnw  their  tiirpri.ic  iucrc-iBi'd  at  that!      On  being  siked 
whiit  they  tboujj'lit  of  it,  they  s.iid  tliey  had  "  no  words  at  coinmiuid 
BHfficienily  to  cxpivss  thfir  wonder" — tlia  "  roundabout"  dance  in  par- 
ttcukr  (the  wullz).     Tlicy  would  then  look  at  ntdt  other,  and  laugh 
heartily,  buing  probably  tickled  at  tho  Btrangencis  of  the  custom  that 
pcrmitleil  men   lo   diiwis  with  other  people'*  wives  I      "How  difficult 
Knglisb  dancing  must  bo  lo  learn."     As  for  the  "  roundabout ''  danccv 
they  supposed  it  vra»  almost  impoisiblc  to  aeqiiirc  any  proficiency  ih  il, 
nnleES  on<!  btgiin  at  a  very  early  age;   nnd  as  they  looked  «u  with  a 
puixk-d  air,  and  llic  hciid  bi-nt  lo  one  jide,  they  dotibtlcKt  found  Ik* 
comparison  in  favour  of  liielr  own  coiintri",  where,  if  they  wish  (o  b« 
atiiutieit,  llicy  soiid  for  (bnciiig  girl*,  who  exhibit  before  the  compaay; 
the  ineinbiTi  of  which  are  ftciited  on  their  heels,  or  reclining  on  nata^ 
drinking  tea  out  of  the  smnlkiit  of  cups,  and  smoking  the  mildest  of 
tobacco   in  the  tinitrjt   of  pipes.      Anyhow,  they  save  themselves  the 
violent  cju'icioe,  wliicb  they  think  must  be  very  fatiguing.     Tlie  idea 
of  a  high  ofliciul  like  a  gorcmor,  too,  twirling,  sliding,  and  jumping 
about  iu  that  manner,  was  to  ibem  simply  ludiercus,  anil  Uiey  evidcndy 
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wnndCTvd  liovr  he  manage  lo  prcwrrci  Iiia  dignity,  a(Ver  mnkiog  nicli 
an  exhibition  «f  hunKlf.  Xarakoddo!  Nearahoddot  Nvv«rUiv!«at, 
tfaey  Rdtnired  tlie  Indioi  extrctncly,  mid  criticbcd  ibnr  good  poinU  in 
the  mmt  nnrvstrained  mnoDGr,  until  it  hiul  been  hiiiled  to  tliem  that  it 
vsH  nut  cDDudeittd  good  icaQiicn  in  Euglaiid  tt>  handle  a  lady'i  drt^ 
point  at  h<T  jewtlleiy,  or  Miy  thut  «Jic  wag  very  targe  and  vtry  fut. 

Bufuru  ]«iving,  llicir  Escollimdi-t  wtre  takvn  into  tlin  rvlVr-tlitnont- 
room  and  an  ic«-civan)  oflcrcd  to  rach  of  tbc'in.  The  cfTccU  of  a  iiii>deriite- 
«ixed  Bpoonful  uppe-iro)  at  fimt  ai^-lit  ralUer  alurming ;  a!thoit);k  it  was 
impouibln  being  highly  nmuted.  Thirrc  woa  «  uddcn  collupw,  in  con- 
jonction  with  an  ngonJEod  «xpr«<non  of  countonance.  the  hand  bting 
plsoed  to  the  mouth,  and  the  eyea  all  the  lime  blinking  ia)iic!ly.  On 
recovering  from  their  new  aurpriae,  llic/  langhod  outright,  excluiming 
one  to  the  other — *'  Naralioddo .'     We  are  eating  snow  !  " 

WhJIu  at  Uonf!  Kung  tlicy  nurcr  tir«d  of  ukiug  itio.itions  about 
ererj'thiiig — the  mode  of  gofernment — (he  miinicii«l  regulaliouB — if  tho 
rcKidcnt  Chincte  w<-rc  under  our  hiwe— at  whiit  date  we  bccnmo  poi- 
ttewed  of  the  island  7  &c,  &c. 

They  may  be  wiid  to  have  ihoiooglily  "  dooo  "  Hung  Kong,  for  they 
MW  moat  ihingH  wurlliy  of  inapi-ctiuii  there.  Tbey  drove  in  nil  direc- 
tions; walkt-il  through  tiie  Kurupeau  quarter  as  well  na  the  Chinese 
quarter;  mw  the  horrackii,  military  hoKpitu!,  bRtteriea  (xucli  aa  ihcy  »re), 
ordoanoe  dtparlment,  cathedral,  bank,  &c.  Tliey  ftlw  visited  the  prin- 
eipol  alorca  und  Khopn,  und  witneuu^l  the  doing*  at  Hn  auction  xale.  As 
n  fitting  finale  to  llii'ir  »ight-«oeing,  the  governor  arranged  itjat  there 
•Iwuld  be  a  review,  which  cume  oil'  tlie  day  beforu  they  left,  on  tlie 
patade-gi'ound.  This  waa  tho  tirtt  lime  their  Kxccllencios  liad  tem 
European  aoldieni  in  any  number,  moKKd  together;  and,  aa  t\ii:  neveral 
n^meota  marched  pnAt,  preceded  by  their  biuidti,  tlicy  involuntitrlly 
exclnimed  one  to  the  other,  "How  perfeell — the  rtgiment  uiorra  lik«

*'  Oil,  yes,  thorn  men  make  «.-ceeIk-nl  •i>ldleni,  but  yna  mnxt  know  tiiat 
they  arc  drilled  by  £nglislimrn,  und,  na  you  porcdve,  are  communded 
by  EuEfliali  ofTioew."     "  AIi  1  that  explains  everything,"  ihoy  nid. 

Wo  k'ft  Victoria  on  the  tnoiniiig  ol'  Vebrunry  10th,  aoroewlutt  to  the 
regretf  tt  was  surraisetl,  of  our  JH])auatM!  Irienda.  And  It  wife  not  to  he 
surpriaod  at,  for  they  were  leaving  a  pUco  where  they  had  been  Irosied 
remarkably  well,  U>  be  launched  once  more  on  the  "  Ueacheraiu  clement," 
and  an  clement,  too,  which  punishc<l  them  without  morey ! 

By  the  way,  before  leaving  Hong  Kung,  the  eoroya  begged  lo  Riggett 
that  a  good  supply  of  "  ic«>arcBms  "  might  be  brought  on  board,  for  "  lh« 
iocs  would  prove  ao  rcfresbiiig  now  the  wcatlier  was  so  hot." 
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f  Wc  Tcnclied  Stngaporc  on  Ac  I'tb  Fc1>niai7,  and  tft  the  ab«mc«  of 
the  gorernor  M  Malaecft,  Colonel  Hac^moa,  chuf  cotmciUor,  siuublj- 
rcodvcd  t}i«  illuxrioua  Kanii  and  auile.  The  tuiul  gntird  of  ham 
m*  pRsmt  to  rcociive  them  on  Innding,  luid  a  nlate  mm  fired.  A 
of  Toonui  for  tber  oooommodalton  hnd  bi>M  engoged  at  tlic  "  IIAtcl 
rERpirtDco."  Soon  aftpr  landing  tlw  noMbUiCiu  of  tho  dietrict 
preaented  to  ibeir  EscelleDCtct.  Iii  iLe  eruntug  tlve  jiarly  went  out  to 
Kiitoa  to  tlic  hand  on  the  &]ilaiindc,  and  to  mc  the  bciiaty  and  fanbii

And  then 
haring  oomforlably  arranged  tbcntselves,  with  le^s  tucked  underneath, 
thejr  would  repote  on  the  vofiui,  and  while  blowing  their  littla  cloods 
of  tobacco  would  expalinie  on  the  wonders  of  the  day.  A  servaut  wonU 
now  apprcncli  with  a  tiny  Iviijiot  and  threo  cupi  in  keeping,  plnce  llio 
same  qn  the  tuble,  and,  with  a  low  obeiaiinco,  retire ;  and  thua  iliey  wuukl 
poM  the  time?  tilt  dinner  wua  announeed. 

Thwr  roon)  c(>mnianded  a  fine  view  of  the  hnrhnur  witlt  ila  nu: 
sbipping,  and  niimy  wcru  th«ir  uiijuiries  rdativo  to  tlie  trade  i>f  tli« 
whether  ibtro  wan  s.  cuEtom-housa,  what  were  the  pi]o(ag«  diuigMk 
wbenec  did  the  principnl  shipping  oomr,  Adr  general  cargoes?  &c  Ac 
The  eecond  envoy,  Malfudaira  Iwnnii  no  Kami,  geoer&Uy  took  thu  ]«ahd 
in  tbeae  in({uirie«.     lie  had  bi-un  ffitvmor  of  Yokoliaraa  till  bin  npjMuil- 
mont  to  this  miFisian ;  and,  nid  he,  "  nfur  lenroing  what  ia  doiMj  in  &««%■ 
oouotiics,  :uid  sceiug  liow  tbcHe  thlnga  are  managed,  I  thnll  be  able  on  aty 
rettim  to  Japan  to  corrrct  that  whieb  iwed*  improvement,  nud  to 
di9«n--nt  custom -house  i«(,iilul)ons,  if  suvh  sball  be  found  necoaaarj. 
then  the  obMmotiona  foreign  trade  had  to  contend  agaiust  in  Japan 
diMUMpd.     Au  endtavour  was  mad«  to  abow  that  their  true  iaiercat 
to  fbeter  and  not  to  reikist  rorcign  tndr ;  tliat  thty  would  find  a  poUiy 
of  isolation  vny  didicult  to  e«rry  out  now  that  they  hud  entered  iaU 
the  fiimily  of  nations  by  making  treaties  with  th*  I'owrr*  cf  the  Weft. 
"  Ah  ! "  they  exclaimed,  " ihuc  itt  the  unrorluaate  purt  of  iu     Japan  was 
Dot  at  the  time  prepared  for  etich  extended  fordgn  intercourae."    "  Whjr, 
then,  did  yau  mako  any  ireMies  at  all?"  was  uoked.     "Ohl"  tJiej rtfliod, 
"we  wish  bygones  to  be  bygones,"— as  if  the  tabjcct  was  a  rery  pabbl 
one.   "  Thoao  Jupaneae  who  at  finst  framed  the  ireati«s  with  fbreignen  were 
very  bod  meti  indeed.     It  was  a  lamentable  nuntake^  and  ia  looked  npon 
08  a  gival  ciilauiity  throughout  die  country;  for,"  ooatinued  Mutimdaim, 
"there  arc!  mnny  pow<:rful  doimios  in  Ji^ian  who  arc  much  opposed  lo  the 
iotioduction  of  ioreignen  and  tlureiga  Uade  into  the  eottntrjr. 
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nattuallj' iiKsoumofgrciit  canccrn  nnd  unoMincas  to  ihe  gi>vemin«nt, 
iind  they  IVar  tlint  poiaiblf  diiilurbaQces  muy  bike  pUcR  between  thom 
daimios'  iK'oplc  and  ibrcigncni.  Jfsadi  unfortunately  were  to  happen,  mU- 
undcr«t4iodiiig«  wuuld  jirubably  tirise  butircvn  Japan  and  fonugn  I'owen; 
all  wtuoli,"  ooationcd  be,  "would  be  much  to  bo  dejilorcd.  We  are 
ihererore  c]iarg«d  to  urge  upon  die  British  Government  tind  llie  other 
iTcat  J-  I'owwn,  th«  advisability  of  postijoning  the  <^>eniBg  of  Yi-ddo,  Oraett, 
aiul  Uiogu  for  a  few  more  ycun,  as  public  opiaion  ha*  uii[nist.-ilcub!y 
cacpreMcd  ilxcdf  ngninxt  tiicae  ports  being  yet  oponud  fur  irsde."  Niignaaki, 
iu  fact,  wua  the  only  safe  plnco  till  for«iga«ni  bocama  bdirr  known — and 
il'  foreign  rcpmcntalivct  at  the  capitAl  would  but  vee  tlie  gnivity  of  the 
qucBtiou  *a  tliey  (llie  Japanc^to  cuvoyi)  tavr  it,  thry  woitld  retire  from 
Veddo  to  Nagasaki,  as  alsu  tlie  oierduuttii  from  Yokohama;  for  the  feeling 
thmuglKiut  the  cuuntry  against  the  fordgnon  was  r«ry  Httong.  "  Th« 
dollar  would  Uien  p»m  ourrait  fur  three  iixcbooc,  every  accommoilatton 
would  be  given  for  building  houses  and  godowns — a  inaguificent  cuBtom- 
houae  would  be  erected — and  buatocai  eonducted  in  accordanoo  with  Kuro- 
pean  method.  Grand  hotels  would  apriDf;  up,  and  there  irouJd  be  ootliiug 
but  profperity,  for  tnde  would  Sourish  in  peaceful  aocurily,  Ibc  neigh- 
bouring daimita  being  friendly  to  fortigneiB,  m.'  unlike  those  tu  tlio  Tioinily 
of  Vokobaom.  And  then,''  concluded  ho  witb  onthasiMio,  '*  Matmdaira 
Imni  no  Karai  would  graatly  ntjoiee,  for  be  would  go  to  Noganki  ua  go- 
veiBor,  and  profit  by  hi*  ICtirapean  cxporicnoe  to  iticrciM:  trade  nnd  advanco 
the  intcrtDta  of  the  pon."  Here  wsa  an  astoniabiag  speech.  And  ao  our 
<hree  years'  iutcrcourec  tritli  thcni  had  not  aiiccoeded  iu  optoiing  tlicir  «yea 
to  the  vidue  of  our  trade,  although  one  would  have  thought  their  «uiCodi> 
house  receipts  had  now  become  of  connequonca  to  their  goroniOKiit ! 

We  kit  Singapore  at  noon  m  ttie  ISth  February,  and  had  a  rvry 
pteftiani  passage  down,  sighting  Ceyloa  on  th«  morning  of  tb«  25tb,  when 
we  entered  the  harbour  od'  Trincomatoc  a  abort  timo  atterworda.  We  only 
waited  here  an  hour  or  twoy  and  then  proceeded  on  to  Galle<  Mr.  Porbea^ 
the  Govemmient  agent  for  the  l^thern  Province,  received  us,  and  there 
ir»  a  guard  of  honour  and  tliu  uaiial  Riilule.  ^'hile  at  Galle,  a  deputation 
of  Native  elud8,ainoiigat  oiher  noisbilitic«,  called  upon  the  envoys.  Their 
stay  here  waa  very  ahort*— only  two  daya — but  yet  long  enough  to  sec  all 
Uiai  waa  worthy  of  inspoction. 

FromGnllewe  pushed  on  for  Suez  with  all  porsibic  dopateh ;  toiKhing 
at  Aden  for  coaling  purpoMs.  The  few  haul's  wo  were  at  Aden  were 
made  thn  moat  of,  fur  the  envoys  were  driven  int(i  the  town  in  company 
with  Ur.  Playfair,  the  Government  agent,  who  showed  than  the  ntagni- 
6cent  water-tank*.  TLuy  then  drove  round  a  good  pottiou  of  tbc  Turkish 
wall,  and  ret'irued  on  board  as  the  Odin  lud  linitiied  coaling.  We  left 
Imraedialely  for  Sum,  and  arrived  then;  after  an  minterasting  paaMg* ' 
on  Ihe  iOOi  oi  Alarch.  The  j>a»age  up  tlifl  Ked  Sea  waa  not  Mo 
dreadful,  for  although  it  was  vrann  throughout  th«  day,  the  evenings  were 
delicioudy  cool.     We  took  one  hundred  tons  of  coal  on  our  upper  dedi 
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from  Allen,  and  experimctd  th«  miaety  or  being  on  boaid  A 
whow  n|>l>cr  dock  wna  tthnwt  rniindy  net  ii]Mirt  for  tbc  Klowngc  of  ■ 
Wc  felt  ({itiui  rdrv)ili«d  vrheu  tiie  mowugo  w«s  aooom{>li>li«(l,  and  nrvn 
only  beginning  lo  Kpprecialc  i)ib  change  when  wc  found  oaraolrea  sp- 
ptwoching  our  journey '*und,a«  faros  iraveUing  m  the  Odin  «iu  coaoiraiA. 
Atta  taking  an  afl«cli«Bata  farewell  of  ibc  oommodorie  aoil  ofiic«n,  Uieir 
Kxcellcncim  knd  miiln  vent  luhoiv,  landieoDLil  nt  tlic  Pcninrator  and 
Orivutul  flow),  whioli,  by  tbe  way,  is  oim  of  the  finest  in  the  Ettat,  mid 
lli«n  jmxxcded  to  Cairo  by  i>p«dnl  train,  and  in  tbe  Patha's  onn  eurriagwi. 
Tbi»  Yra«  a  novelty  uid*«l  for  «ur  JspaiieE«  iHeuds— journey inf  bj  nil ! 
How  ftritoge  nnd  nlnioct  out  of  plncc  tlicir  swiirtliy  Excvllvnctw  and  raita 
looked  in  tlioM.'  bixuriouit  mid  ^-orf^eoua  carriuj^es  I  Their  attire  was 
ouitainty  nc\'cr  d«i,-iMd  for  audi  a  mode  of  trnvelling,  m  ihey  rcinai-lc«d 
noa  to  tbe  otbar.  In  the  linrt  place  the  lon^  tworda  were  adiy  in  tbe 
way  and  had  to  bv  tiud  naide — llien  they  could  Dol  conilbnably  lean  back 
nnd  be  st  their  trUK,  with  tboitc  large  round  liats  on;  to  tbe  lutu  lind  to 
come  off  luid  lake  place  with  the  swords.  Ily-aud-by  tli«ir  Jackeitt  wew 
laid  laidc,  for  how  could  tliry  pi:t  tlicir  arm*  through  ibon:  loopo^  their  ^_ 
■Ieev«B  (pocik«U)  bciu^  tituSi>d  wiih  paper  pocket- l)aiidkerchi«6,  notes  of^^ 
travel,  4ind  Japanese  lollipops,  ic. .' 

But  in  tptte  of  nil  they  were  not  coinfortabte,  though  theyta»ur«d  tia 
they  indeed  felt  »ii>.  They  ^k'ould  get  up.  ait  down  again,  wriggle  about 
iiir  nwliitk.-,  till  (liaj>py  tliuiight!)  Euvoy  No.  2  aodduuly  took  liiii  alto«3  or 
xtmHiiU  off,  mounted  the  M.-at,  surveyed  the  rest  of  tha  party  and  tbe 
)iiiidMa[i<!  eomplacenity  lor  a  moment,  then  vitli  a  merry  twiuklc  in  hit 
eye,  knelt  down  on  ilie  cuebioDs,  croaaed  hia  legs,  and  adroitly  lucked 
theui  aivny.  His  colteii^uci  were  not  slow  in  followbig  bta  example. 
Tiicir  tiny  pliw*  were  produced — a  Hure  indication  that  the  o^itnn  ewai 
digaitaU  liiid  lit  liut  bei-n  rtalixrd,  and  thoy  smoked  away,  with  aliglit 
iutervalx,  till  our  artivul  at  Cairo,  'i'lie  E;;yptiau  railway  inspector,  who 
accompanied  uil,  iilio  prnduced  cigars,  and  the  enjoyment  became  tuuvermL 
To  be  aure,  th«y  were  hi.i  Iligbnviu'B  own  carriage*  wc  were  in;  but 
docs  not  his  Higltnen  liiraself  xuioke  when  travelling  ?  Oa  appraDcbtn^ 
Cniio,  their  Japuiii-sc  l-ixcullcucica  carefully  collected  the  aah  together 
Iruiu  oS*  the  little  round  table  in  the  ccutre  of  tbe  <%irria^  made  a  NUiig  ^| 
little  packet  iJiercof  in  ,jn|ium-»e  piiper,  and  tlircw  it  from  the  niuduw,  lo  ^B 
the  aalonisbmenl  of  our  Egj'ptian  compaDioa,  whotie  pre-conccired  notiona 
of  tbe  cxallird  povition  of  the  illiutrioua  strangers  Mpparently  underwent  ^m 
tataa  little  change  from  this  moment.  ^| 

Ou  arrival  at  Cairo  carnagea  were  awaiticg  at  tlin  railway  station 
to  lake  our  party  to  the  MiMaferliaiui,  or  guest-houae,  which  Iuk!  been 
set  apart  for  our  reception;  the  olher  chief  rrsidcnccs,  a*  our  Egyptian 
inspector  apologetically  remarked,  being  occupied  by  the  Prince  of  Walea 
and  the  Duke  of  Coburg,  who  were  in  Citiro  at  tbe  nunc  tinw,  litaiof 
cur  alay  wo  visited  the  chief  objecta  of  inlcrcst  in  die  city,  and  uude  a 
trip  to  the  Pyramids  on  donkeys. 
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Hieir  ExcrUenuicx  ironld  have  vl-tj  coinplaccntlj  toTcgoac  tbc  plea* 
mre  of  th«  excQTsioD,  all  the  noi-e  n&  it  n-as  to  be  on  di>iil:«y-lNick~'U» 
mioial  thcjr  hnd  m  yet  n«ver  bcxtriiiclcn,  anil  cau^Iit  a  glitnpiw  of  but 
on  one  BoUtiuy  occasion  bofare,  vix.  nt  A(l<^,  vrlicin  thrir  attention  wsji 
attracted  not  only  by  its  tiogular  appearance,  but  by  llie  assiduous 
maiuier  in  nliidi  ilio  stick  wim  applied  to  thn  poor  animnl  by  the 
drirsr,  md  tho  wondeTfuI  patience  or  nonclialance  ibe  said  donkey 
«shibicL-d  on  receipt  tliercof.  Ilowcvrr,  it  wnM  ini^iitetl  upon  tli.it  tbe 
Pyramids  should  be  visited,  aud  caun'ls  v-vm  sufrgeHted,  if  tlifir  Excel- 
Irncios  objrotcd  to  donkcyn;  but  the  latter,  nithough  luiytbing  bat  a 
denintble  beast  of  burdt^u,  was  by  fur  preferable  to  lite  camel — aa  uriim;il 
that  looked  cspsbl*  of  any  eccentricity. 

We  nocordingly  started  nt  an  early  hour  one  morning  so  oa  to  bi?  !:ack 
in  tim«,  if  pomble.  to  ucftpe  the  noonday  sun.  Wc  drove  as  far  a^  tlti.- 
pincn  ti-om  wbcnco  the  Nil<i  bad  to  bo  cTcstcil ;  and  here  n  scene  took 
place  uieb  as  can  only  he  witnessed  in  Hgy^it.  Our  appearance  wiu  bailed 
with  ft  loud  nbout,  «very  boatman  uithio  reach  lunking  for  the  same 
point.  And  now  commcnc;c.>d  tlm  tn^  of  war.  Of  course  there  vim  a. 
violent  cencuwion.and  miehaWorm  of  nbitsc  arom  ai  ne^'cr  before  greeted 
Japanese  ears  polit*.  The  owntnt  of  the  bouts  sprang  on  sliore,  and 
vocil«Toii«ly  drged  the  nicTits  of  their  reiipctive  cmfts,  beighteuing  the 
iutcnst  of  the  oomedy  by  lively  eucuuutera  among  tbemcelvcs.  Our 
protector,  the  Egyptian  rnihvay  inspector,  was  all  tlie  lime  abusing  and 
cndgcKing  tho  raoh,  but  with  small  remit,  till  we  took  odvanto^  of  an 
opening  in  tbe  crowd,  and  sprang  into  the  nearest  boat.  One  would  havo 
thought  this  would  have  ended  the  wrangling ;  on  the  contrary,  we  were 
cMorted  by  two  boats  tlu«e  partg  of  die  way  across,  t^K^ir  occupants 
keeping  up  n  slanging  match  wiib  oitr  boatmen,  and  vowing  vcngoinco 
on  their  return  !  "  IVarni  ttndo,  makntont  teand  noihlo  {haA  boatmen, 
really  bad  men),"  raid  th«nr  Kxcollenciev,  gravely,  on  taking  their  scats. 

On  gaining  the  oppoaile  side^  ve  found  donkeys  avraiting  us.  it  was 
with  fear  and  ticmbling,  we  eould  perceive,  that  th«  proccaa  of  luonnling 
was  attempted  and  at  lost  suceesifnily  uccomplitJied.  The  customary 
beating  was  then  administered  to  the  several  donkeyn,  to  get  them  into  a 
ttot  i  an<l  iudicroui  in  the  extreme  our  cavalcodo  hwkod ;  envoys  ond 
Iiigb  ofGcera  holdin;;  on  like  grim  death,  and  earnestly  cnlKating  tlidr 
da«t)niy-b<^a  to  modemto  tbc  pu»t.  The  <lrivei^  however,  tntcrprifting 
thcne  r!o<)Ufnt  appeals  into  expressions  of  high  a|>proval,  grinned,  cried 
ydA,  jmA  /  and  aElminittered  incraued  doie»  of  the  «tiok  accordingly. 
Fortnnacvly,  hoivevcr,  there  is  a  limit  even  to  an  Egyptian  donkey's 
patienee ;  mud  lie  has  a  way  of  unmiHtnkably  showing  tbo  same  when  bo 
coiuidert  himseif  driven  too  Itut,  or  oiijccti  lo  the  length  of  tie  jonrncy. 
Slmold  the  lackleM  rider  despise  his  beast,  and  ride  witli  a  louse  rein,  ik 
terrible  shock  awaits  him  :  the  donkey  has  been  cyctn^  bim  aakanco  the 
wliole  time^  and  nt  the  moment  wlien  his  spirits  are  at  the  highest  and 
bis  grip  the  loosest,  down  gOM  the  donkey  on  his  knees,  and  over  goea 
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edmljr  mwaiia  jxmr  tvmm,  hoping  prateblj  lli«t  yoa  msj  u  Mt  f  on^ 
wlf  with  Ilia  (kunnioitioa  to  b«  awra  wwwrWfiita  Sir  iIm  fotitre.  Tina 
Md  mwifaije  smdted  the  Jafvooe  paf^.  Hm  deoluTS  bikd  b> 
flHnsifmb  ivMf  uhHtnoov  mncv  fron  f^linify  m  irriMf.  wn  tvpMBd 
then  H  fa  dwir  went,  «b.  by  i^iBi^  tbm.  lUr  Exeelfeaeki^  on 
riiiog  Iran  Um  {ilain,  (tipttfataii  tfaK  %hm  nmaiader  of  th*  joofB^ 
■hooU  bcdone  at »  nnc>ra  di^aiAed  paee,  nundy,  that  of  a  walk. 

We  I— ditd  ibe  PjtaMui»  in  anoM  of  time.  It  wu  bbwing  {raUy, 
BOfl  cloodB  oT  Jiut  and  fine  nnd  went  aeDnring  paiR.  The  poor  JnpnncM 
wore  at  ones  nenrly  blinded  and  pmhtd  wtdi  ttiirfl.  **  Wlui  an  ibeM 
■tfoclnfw  ?  **  tlM7  iMpnTcd.  "  BnrinUpbcoi  of  ifac  mdoat  kingt  of 
Cgjpt,"  WM  tbe  r^lr,  "  bnill  nml;  4,000  jmn  ago."  •<  Bnrul-plaoes ! 
S^rvkoddo!  narahwt'to ! "  with  much  wonder;  Jbr  being  n  pnopic  mo  bad 
of  die  benuttTnl,  tlwjr  conU  not  conoeivo  wBjr  their  SgypiLui  tnnJMtiM 
lud  anlactad  tw  dtewjr  n  Kite.  And  tlioi,  u  the  vutncai  pT  the  atonn

A  cnOM  into  thie  iaterior  waa  now  aoggeated,  m  S  MOBpeoMtim  icr 
ncrt  going  to  thv  tup,  our  di^omon  declaring  it  daogvrona  to  make  tba 
ailaapl,  m  U  was  blowing  wo  bard.  He  dtereopoa  led  ibe  way,  and  on 
roNching  the  attmooc  to  the  p^mniid  we  looktd  round  &«  oar  companions. 
Tli«7  were  nowhere  lo  be  aeen  !  We  wait«d  pali«sitljr  for  aome  time,  bat 
no  Bgne  of  the  pnrty  wnc  viiubl*.  At  laat,  aa  iatwpreter  anoei-edod  in 
■cnunbling  np,  and  aaid  iJm)  amboatadora  were  amdooaly  waiting  hdaw. 
almcM  dead  with  thirKi,  for  our  return.  Seciog  ovr  friemla  did  not 
^ipreclniQ  the  Pynunida,  we  were  n-lactimtJy  compelled  to  ndom,  wknt 
tkajr  wne  bnnd  tn  nidiM  of  the  wnll».  cud^bq:  their  folly,  aa  waa  np- 
poaod,  Ibr  ever  liaving  nndertakiin  ao  kiUii^  a  jouracy.  Fortiinatvly,  an 
orango-vcndor  waa  ditcomwl  in  (he  vidnit}-,  and,  to  the  imnMabw  relief 
ef  Japunuu!  tJiroati^  apocdily  looted,  lletnot  was  imnwdiaSoly  d«<oid«d  a^ 
and  in  due  courao  Cairo  waa  reached,  where  the  enveja  fiimid  ooanfait 
in  the  rdlcotion  tliat  Haey  had  done  tlie  Pynumda  onoc  and  for  all  I 

Our  potty  did  not  like  Egypt,  and  could  not  reconcile  tlicmsclvea  to 
a  rMidcum  io  it.  'llie  ouiMuic*  of  fiics  and  dnat  ovorpowcred  tbe  liuk 
plcoaurc  experlvoced  in  viKitJaK  pynuntda  and  inapecting  lacsquea  and 
palaooa ;  and  it  waa  tvitli  little  regret  ihey  left  Cairo  for  Hurup&  There 
wnjt  a  apeoial  train  to  take  iliu  piirty  to  Alcxundria,  nlierc  wo  embarked  ca 
board  H.M.S.ifinia/(^<iinad  lell  nexi  morning  for  Malta.  Before  leavings 
however,  a  letter  of  tlianki  was  ndilriiMv)  to  tlic  Pkilift  (who  waa  np 
Uie  Nile  in  bia  yaobi)  for  ihe  hoapiuility  tlie  envoys  hod  rwwircd. 

Wc  orrivod  nt  Slolta  nlWr  a  rongfa  paaMg*  of  throe  tlaye,  the  mnjority 
of  Ihe  Japanesw  fwccninbin^  oncL*  more  to  that  cnielest  ik  vufl'uringa,  awl 
(b  mtr  I  Tile  Uimalayrt  pitched  and  rolled  fenrially  in  cotnpanaon  to 
tbe  eld  CMui ;  but  the  envoys  were  attoundcd  at  tbe  size  and  i^etd  <lt 
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1,  and  cvidontly  npprcciaU'il  th«  honour  of  laving  titch  a  idiJp  tern 
tor  tiller  oonvt'junce.  Alalia,  with  iM  iinni«ns«  rurliiicHtioiia,  vxctteii  tlieir 
ii)t«rett  beyond  nioAciiro.  Tliey  iniiuirod  it'  we  hnd  built  nil  the  foria; 
th«  Power  frnni  wiiom  ihv  placu  wim  takca ;  tltu  number  nf  jtuut  in 
poakJiQB ;  tli«  fttrUDtJlh  of  the  garrison.  All  tlii*  time  llt«  arlisU  of  the 
ninaou  were  bunily  cngngni  skvlctiing  tlie  appreuc!)  to  tEic  harbour,  witli 
ki  guordiiia  fbrta — iJie  CDri^-«  tLomselves  aeeiog  tlial  ihe  must  Mrikiug 
points  were  Diarkod  dewn. 

T1i«  goreruuT,  Sir  Gaapiird  le  Marobant,  liad  »  hvit  nt  tlio  palace  in 
konoor  of  the  occnsJon.  AlW  tbo  recqition  vast  orvr,  ibtir  Excellenuiea 
trere  shown  through  llie  pitucipnl  roonm,  iucluiiing  tlie  cdrbratvd  gnllery 
of  kniglits  in  ancient  armour.  The  following  day  Acbuiral  Sir  WllUain 
3faniQ  invited  them  oit  bwtrd  1I.M.3.  Amphion,  to  see  tb<;  men  at 
(]uarltnt ;  aud  verj  inueb  Uiey  were  iitruak  oi  tbo  smarlnew  with  which 
ibe  various  evoluitons  wore  performed.  That  ereniog  they  allei^dcd  the 
opcru,  haTLug  uccepied  acaU  in  Lady  le  Marcbaul's  box.  Tliey  were 
obiiBiderably  aniu£«d  with  the  iioiioo  of  a  "  tiiujin0  thtatrt,^ 

Wheo  I^y  tc  Marvhaul's  iuvitatiou  was  &nt  preaentud  to  thiun,  th^ 
bardly  knew  what  1«  lliink  of  it. 

"  Ad  invitotiiin  to  go  to  the  thratrc  ! — very  ttrangc ! — arc  you  qtuto 
sure  die  nnuma  the  theatit?" 

"  Yes,  cerlxinly ;  there  i*  not  the  lon«t  doubt  About  it ;  only  ahe  didn't 
lay  '  thcntrc,'  but  '  opera,'  another  iund  of  llietilre,  lbs  difilarenoe  being 
tbut  at  the  opera  th«re  is  mu^ic  nnd  iiinging  M  well  aa  acting-" 

But  their  Kxccllencic*  were  atitl  perplexed;  people  uf  their  rank  in 
Japan  never  go  to  thealr«s;  if  they  wish  to  ba  pbycd  to,  they  have 
private  jicriunuances  at  borne. 

"  Bub  who  will  be  there  7  "  Uiey  inquired, 

**Th«  govCTuor,  Lady  lo  Mnrchant,  offiecra  of  the  garriaon,  and 
IHondpal  iababitnnta  of  Klalta,"  vnu  the  rqily. 

An  incrcduloua  look  wm  exchanged  at  this  snnonaeeiiieat.  TIm 
jncMsee  of  2  gorcnoi  and  high  ofBcem  nt  an  opem  or  thoure  in  company 
vkh  the  common  people  wus,  in  their  eyi-s,  ii  mouatrou:i  thing.  l$till 
how  was  it  poiaiblo  to  rcfuHo  if  llie  (jneen'o  reprMeotative.  and  the 
c!u«f  permDngci  in  Malta,  would  bo  there?  Thia  was  a  dilrrmnin;  but 
ibey  were  reminded  ihiit  tlieaires  in  Japan  were  very  difliin-nt  placmi  to 
ibnttea  in  ICitropi! ;  und  tlint  if  tluy  wished  lo  slndy  the  '*  niAnncrs  and 
euMonin"  uf  Europe,  their  £!xc«Ileueii!s  would  do  well  to  fall  in  with  tliem. 

Tlie  ar^Dinent  profvd  cfDclueive ;  and  accordingly  iha  goTernor's 
box  was  grword  that  evening  by  the  prcMDce  of  th«  illoatrioiM  Kaniin 
thivr.  TbL-re  was  a  full  honm  tbat  evening,  of  course.  "  And  how 
th«  people  <iuiz  iii !  "  exclaimed  the  Japanese  ;  "ovety  one  is  lookuig  at 
na,"  Tbuir  Kxcellendea  were  adviaed  to  requite  "  every  one'a  "  obd^rvn- 
tion  ;  a  bint  ibey  look  advnni-icre  of.

'nil  fbllowing  dny  we  luid  ■  licld-day,  a«  iLw  •  nmcw  of  al]  tin 
available  iroapa  in  gajrison.  Tliere  were  about  C,O00  men  0«  llie  ground 
nllrigflhcr.  TTie  JapancM  were  delighted  with  this  part  of  the  day's 
progninime,  and  aftenrarda  drore  off  for  the  purpcae  of  insjiectiDg 
many  tX  the  bulteric*  a»  time  iroiild  attuw  of. 

The  miamoa  left  Malta  on  Uie  31st  of  March,  after  a  most 
atay  of  fuiir  day*.  The  eiivoyji  li-id  cxjircsond  a  wi»b  in  xre  tfae  adni 
flag-ship,  the  Marliorougb,  if  poeubk,  and  Sir  W.  ^klariin  kindly 
uiMruclioni  to  her  to  be  ready  to  reccirc  their  Exoellcncica  as  the 
laytt  van  pouiDg  out.  The  Marlborw^h,  duriug  our  tUmy  ia  &Ialta, 
boco  putgide.  cscrrising  h<tr  men  with  the  big  giitm,  &c.  On  ilte 
of  our  departure  Hhu  had  come  close  in.  The  Himalaya  then  hoTe- 
when  their  Kxcdlcncitn  went  on  l>oard.  They  made  a  ntay  of  tome  three* 
({imrter*  of  an  hour,  and  made  a  close  inspection  of  the  tckwI.  Hw 
great  height,  number  oi'  gunx,  and  Inige  crmr,  made  an  evident  imprea* 
aion  on  her  \ibitors.  The  yards  were  manned,  and  a  adote  fired,  the 
diicf  envoy  acknowledging  tlie  Ntmc  by  iHanding  up  and  repeatedly  bowing 
hie  thanks.  Wo  then  pursued  our  way  to  Marseilles,  and  arrived  tbcra 
on  April  3rd,  after  n  panuige  of  two  and  a  half  day*. 

TliL'  uiiaiinn  arrived  in  Paris  on  the  7lh,  and  rrmained  in  France  tiQ 
tlie  20tb,  n-lieu  they  embarked  nt  Calnis  for  Dover,  tn  r<niu  for  London  ; 
it  having  prcviouily  been  arraiigc^d  wiih  ili<ur  Excellencies  that  the  iniMon 
ahotild  arrive  in  London  in  time  to  bo  repfnonted  at  the  opening  of  ibe 
lotemHtional  Fxhibition  or  the  iK  of  May.  On  the  morning  of  the 
S9th  of  April  ihe  umbussy  arrived  at  Dover,  and  were  received  by 
Mr.  John  Macdonald,  of  her  Mnjoly's  Legation  in  Japan,  wlm  had  taken 
charge  oS  the  miaiion  from  Yeddo  to  KIaT»eillc«,  and  now  resumed  hi* 
charge  again  till  their  departute  from  England.  At  Dover  thnn  was  an 
addrcn  from  titu  nmyor  and  corporation,  of  connw.  The  onvoya  and  sniu 
tlien  retired,  and  luncheon  was  served.  A  special  train  conveyod  At 
pony  to  [..ondon,  whcro  it  wiw  wmn  comfortably  located  at  Ctaridgc^ 
Hotel,  in  Brook  Street,  very  tliaukful  they  bad  reached  tlieir  destination 
at  laat,  for  their  poor  head«  were  still  giddy  from  the  cfloctt  of  tbu  poange, 
the  juldress,  tlie  apeeches,  and  the  preseatations. 

Oti  the  following  day  a  despatch  whs  wrillcn  to  Earl  RamcU 
nonnciag  their  urrtviit,  and  askiu^  fur  an  oSiciul  interview.  The  reel 
the  day  was  devoted  to  settling  down  and  unpacking  the  aovcml 
n*  soon  aa  found — a  task,  by  the  way,  that  was  by  no  meama  ea!^ 
aceoeiplishmi'ul,  considering  tliat  the  pcrtonntl  of  ihe  embassy  num' 
thirty-eiglit  prrsons,  with  at  least  three  hundred  boices  and  oases  t  What 
they  nil  coiiluinud  remains  to  this  day  n  mystery ;  but  that  the  slid 
boxe«  were  full  and  heavy  are  undoubted  facts,  as  many  livii^  witneMM 
oau  ftwiingly  testify.  IVinccs  or  gi'eat  olSeem  in  Japan  on  followed,  wfacn 
ttavclling  or   paying  visits,  by  troops  of  retainers,  carrying  loe^aerej 
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hoxes  sttoohed  to  long  pdea  on  tlicir  ■bc^l<I«r*.  TIiMc  l>axcii  nrc  rap- 
posed  to  conliun  changes  of  rmm«iit  in  esse  ibc  j^rrat  vaaa  riiould  bo 
cnught  in  n  tihovrer  vt'  rasa ;  or  perliapi  he  may  be  on  hU  vraj*  to  pny  sn 
official  visit,  when,  of  course,  a  change  of  ehocs  is  requisite.  But  wheliief 
chun^  of  ihocs  or  vestaivnta  be  ncciaicuy  or  not,  the  boxes  must  form 
part  of  hia  proccraioD,  or  othermso,  in  llie  eyes  of  a  JapancM,  tlia  corlige 
vouU  probiibtjr  be  r.itcd  na  that  ot  a  Hoolt  "  yoacmia  "  without  liiK'Sge  or 
pcsiiioD.  If  ilio  envoj-B  to  Europe,  thm,  wished  to  impress  forcigners 
with  n  dui:  notion  of  tliedr  liigh  r.ink  hy  j^aradu  of  retinue;  nrid  biggngO', 
the  few  laoilities  for  eiich  displays  mnsl  have  grievously  perplexed  nad  dis- 
iqipoinltfd  their  Excolleociv*.  On  arrival  in  London,  insluad  of  mo  lulling 
finely  appoiiit>.-d  clinrgerfl,  and  being  led  along  the  centre  of  tbe  street  by 
two  grooms  nt »  stalrly  pace,  or  entering  their  bcqucrud  "  norimoiu  "  with 
aniieil  retajnera  in  front,  carrying  long  lances  or  speani  with  covered  tops, 
indicative  of  high  rnnk,  «nd  followed  by  similar  mlainow  u  n  rtar-gnnrd, 
l«d  borties  fully  ciijarivonL-il,  .ind  ttit.'  usual  follower*  carrying  lac^ucrred 
hasksts  nnd  boxes,  ihcir  Excellencies  found  themselves  obliged  to  enter  a 
■Bai>le  carriikgL'  and  pnir,  nitbuiit  cerumoay  and  without  escort.  The 
&ar  diiof  officers  next  in  point  of  rank  followed  as  closely  as  cabs, 
omnibiucK,  and  wi^gons  would  permit,  wliile  titu  inferior  mcmbos  of 
the  embassy  had  to  mbmJt  lo  ordinary  street  "  four-wheelers "  as  a  meitna 
of  reaching  their  destination.  Tho  nbsi^nce  nf  nit  cnrcinony  on  this  their 
first  lurival  in  England  won  rcnuirkcd;  :md  of  course  ibcy  were  told  that 
it  is  not  costomar}-  with  us  to  give  cnvalty  escorts  or  court  cirringos  to 
any  but  royal  pcrtonngcM. 

It  wM  Euppoied  that  most  of  the  cases  (tnd  boxes  whicU  were  brongbt 
with  as  coDtoined  ijiliclcs  of  clolbing,  nunwroua  and  varied  enough  for 
ptuposcs  of  wear  while  travelling  in  ilie  different  countrice  the  envoys 
were  about  to  visit,  especially  ns  it  wa*  mid  that  large  investments  in 
wearing  appnrel  had  been  made  bi^/ore  leaving  Japan;  tlio  Yeddo  tailors 
having  been  kept  at  ivork  for  many  monilis  gt-ltiiig  the  wardrobes  ready. 
It  was  doubtless  ai^iued  chat  the  mcmberH  of  the  mlsiuon,  in  their  traniit 
to  Europe  and  back,  would  experience  so  mnny  changes  of  temperature, 
that  fabrics  of  every  texture  would  ccitainly  be  rerguirtd  for  tue.  Tbo 
Ibreigii  Ktores  in  Tokohania  bad  been  raDsaoked  ia  seonb  of  thick  flannds, 
thick  stockings,  and  thick  boots  and  sho«s,  m  som«  protoction  ngnioct  the 
eternal  anowa  supposed  to  envelop  St.  Pelunburg. 

The  heivis  of  the  misiioD  had  been  informed  that  such  purchase?  could 
ho  belter  and  cheaper  mado  in  Europe,  but  probably  they  tltouglil  it 
wiser  to  invest  in  Jnpan  than  trust  to  unknown  European  sliopkceperit. 
But,  tiagular  to  Bay,  on  no  pan  of  the  voyage,  or  daring  tlie  stay  in 
England,  were  more  than  a  doxen  or  so  of  tiuao  boxes  ever  noen  to  bo 
opmed,  and  yet  thur  cabins  on  the  passage  to  Europe,  and  the  rooms 
they  occupied  here,  wcio  croirded  with  thcni  1  The  already  largo  supply 
of  boxes  was  augmented  in  cc4uequence  of  a  fear  which  troubled  the 
eDvoys  Ihst  they  would  assuredly  come  to  grief  if  a  quantity  of  rice  large

Tho  vice-^reniar,  at  dueT  of  their  ataS, « 
lh«a  Mst  far,  aDd  doijr  impteaaed  with  the  ha  that  U  waa  afaoid 
and  troablewine  to  carry  tbcaa  ail-tnba  about.  The  vieo-gcmnat  wai 
amanaMa  to  rewoo,  and  the  pajnuiter  of  the  0£it  was  kindly  wqwrf 
to  frt  Ilia  ml  aold. 

The  majority  of  ihe  ric«-boxea  being  awar  out  of  ai-fat  in  tho  held, 
the  eiqicdJeDcx  oT  canying  onl  a  riailar  ooorae  in  regard  to  iUem  waa  nut 
■t  the  (hue  preaKd.  Beiddn,  theb-  ExoellcDcies  liad  sot  j«t  been  em- 
Tiaced  that  as  much  rioe  nii  thoy  i>ccdod  ooold  be  jNroctirod  «fa«re««r  thej 
tMKhed.  Tho  riee-bozeai  Iben,  lemuned  undiUarbed  till  the  uriTal  nf 
the  Buanoo  in  France^  In  the  laeantme^  however,  it  had  been  prond 
btyood  du]iuU:  that  lice  grew  in  almndaiice  in  other  couDtrica  beddi'* 
Japan,  and  that  aa  mach  of  it  ai  they  woidd  poanbly  require  could  he 
bought  in  landa  which  did  not  pmducu  iE  at  oil ;  and  ao  thw  own  prcduo* 
rioe-boxca  Lnrelled  no  &ulhtt  than  Piuu. 

On  tho  morning  of  t^c  l»t  of  Uny,  the  three  envoj-s  and  Ibar  of  their 
pkielpal  oflieen  k-(l  Claridge'H  Utite!  in  <amagGa  to  witacM  the  ocivmcciy 
ef  the  opoatng  of  the  Great  KxUibition.  Tlte  party  waa  very  wscmly 
receiTcd,  and  conducU'd  to  seats  reaerrcd  far  them  among  the  cotju 
diplomatique.  Not  till  th^  w«re  seated  did  their  EaceellenCM!*  nttenqx  m 
raiac  ihi-ir  cyca  and  kiok  louod,  or  vcatxm  a  mDittk  ndative  to  Ae 
impoein^  Blniclnro  tliey  were  in.  While  walking  np  the  nare  tltoy  gai-e 
ODD  the  i<lM  of  being  afraid  of  compmniining  ihcii'  dignity  by  auv  di^^y 
of  oniioalty  :  but  having  taken  their  seata,  and  produced  their  india|«i»* 
■able  Euii,  their  KxcoIleDcit*  vaotnrcd  lo  sicai  turtive  glanco  at  the 
iuotrdiidu  of  the  various  odHoiala,  inquinid  who  occupied  the  difleroit 
seata  ill  thdr  immedijttc  neighbotirhocid,  and  went  ao  far  aa  to  raiwifc  oa 
lb*  vaatnoas  and  beauty  of  the  bniiding.  The  oeremony  was  onr  at 
hal,  and  now  we  might  stroll  down  the  nave  atkl  look  at  tho  objectt 
ef  intereu  that  lined  our  paik     First  of  all  wc  muat  ascenaiu  ili«ir  _ 
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itnrffwaloni  of  the  acenc,  how  ihe^  liked  tlio  muRC,  and  wliicii  tli^ 
Uiooght  bw*,  our  music  or  their  own  ?  Their  ExoeUeootes  thought  thn 
right  wae  a  very  (picndid  one  indeed,  and  wid  tho  mruic  was  very  fina 
and  gmnd,  although  ibey  thouglit  it  aometimcfl  rerj-  lotid.  Tbo  men 
vbo  ^tcrt!  plnj'inj  ihin  way  (imitatiiig  ihe  moTBtnents  «f  the  vioIiD-))layera) 
e^ecially  attraclcd  their  attention,  tiMf  all  kept  sucli  tiiiu-vellauii  time, 
■ametinifi  playing  to  &ut,  and  at  other  times  slowly.  "  Who  was  tho 
peisoa  who  nood  in  firont  of  the  mnaicians  with  a  hlid:  in  hia  lurnd  ? " 
inquired  tho  vnroys.  That  wa*  the  leader.  "  How  he  threw  his  amx 
Mid  hand*  aboitt,"  luid  one  to  the  other;  and  as  if  tickled  by  trhnt 
appeared  to  ihem  llie  ludicrona  figure  be  cut,  llieir  Exovllcnciea  began 
imitttting;  M.  Costa's  movement*,  their  Cum  doing  duly  m  biltODs;  and  a 
G«nuan  band  jun  then  ha\-ing  begnn  playing  onttiide,  ibe  envoys  enjoyed 
the  joke  itniTieiiBely.  But  Utvy  would  entertain  no  coinpnri!>oo  of  Japanece 
and  English  miuic.  "  CngUiJi  niuaic  would  not  be  understood  in  Japan, 
nor  would  Japwen  ma-uc  be  understood  in  Kngland ;  but  they  are  boUl 
■very  good," 

The  first  vinil  the  envoys  made  was,  of  course,  to  Earl  Russell,  and 
until  they  had  paid  their  reipccbi  to  his  lordship  (in  accordance  with  strict 
Japanese  etiquette)  tliey  rewluttly  refusnl  to  stir  out  anywhere,  Tliero 
was  some  diffically  at  first  in  pnrvailing  upon  tbvm  to  waive  this  point, 
in  order  that  they  micht  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  Exliibitioo ;  and, 
indeed)  it  was  not  till  they  were  asMircd  Lord  BukcII  would  bo  thcix-^  and 
tliat  they  would  be  introduced  at  once,  that  they  consented  Co  go.  Tbe  fol- 
lowing day  was  fixed  for  their  reception  at  the  Fore^n  Office^  The  visit, 
however,  wud  purely  complimcnUry,  tbo  envoya  taking  occarion  to  c\pp«B 
thanks  for  the  fndlities  granted  ihem  on  tbe  jonmi^.  On  nttu-Rtng 
from  the  Foreign  Oflice,  ilwy  were  taken  for  a  diivc  round  Hyde  Paric. 
^w  fiieahncBB  of  the  gmss,  the  sixe  of  the  trees,  and  tbir  animated  nppcar- 
anco  of  the  Row,  excited  their  unijualified  admiration.  "  Look  I  look  at 
thoae  young  girls  and  boy*  riding  so  swifUy  I"  they  would  enthusiastically 
cxolsin);  "how  well  ihcy  ridel  how  very  boaullful  English  children 
an  I "  ■■  Wliat  beamiful  hair  the  girls  have  I "  was  alao  a  freqoent  remark, 
■s  tome  liiir  child  of  eleven  or  twelve  yean  would  dash  past  by  the  side  of 
her  groom,  her  golden  locks  waving  in  tlie  breeze.  The  Japanese  am  all 
food  of  childivn,  and  a  sight  like  that  would  so  delight  the  envoys,  that 
Ihey  would  watch  the  hold  little  ridera  dll  they  were  out  of  sight.  Tbe 
throng  of  Indies  And  gentlenuai  lounging  about,  bowcrer,  rather  pnzdcd 
ilteir  KxceIlencit.-«.  "  What  can  be  tbe  meaning  of  th*ir  coming  to  tho 
park,  where  tliey  neither  ride  nor  wall?  ibey  are  nearly  all  silting  down 
or  leaning  against  the  rails !  " 

"  WoU,  it  is  in  order  that  they  may  meet  one  another,  and  talk,  and 
look  at  ttic  people  on  horseback.'* 

"  But  what  do  they  talk  about?  " 

"Oh, everything;  about  themselves,  other  people^  the  wcniher,  tbv 
news  of  tlie  day,  and  such  like  subjects  of  interest." 
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"  Bnt  veu  say  they  cmm  ben  eTCr;  day,  and  for  tli«  mnw

ibe  places  of  interest  tbey  riMitct]  while  m  this  cwmlrv.  Tb^  vrer«  taken 
to  DKitf  </  Out  fi^ts  of  London  and  hs  vicini^,  vtiilctl  Woolwich  Anenal 
more  ihan  onee,  went  over  Pntimouth  Dodsyard,  aod  wltil«  thav  «it- 
ncMtd  tjtr^  ptaclieo  witli  tlie  Ammtrcng  lOO-ponndcr  and  otbcT  guns  of 
a  smaller  bon.  Tbe  Btael:  Pn'tee  vaa  atao  minutely  imi)cctcd,  and 
mnnbariui  notm  token  t>[  what  principally  imprcMcd  (Ivt^r  Kxcclknctea  in 
1)«r  ooofltmction.  Of  coune  they  vialted  ALdetsbou,  and  were  prMeot  at 
«  gnmd  miliUry  dtspby,  where  thfi  cavalry  cbngoa  sad  the  fiyiiig  artillery 
eqtocially  excited  tli«ir  wooder.  A  vbit  to  tlie  Newcaatle  coal-miDc«  waa 
itl»o  undertalcco.  Tbo  whole  party  viiijtod  the  North  Scatoa  Colliery,  and 
the  chief  envoy  and  five  of  hin  suite  deceended  tlie  mtae,  in  ordrr  to  set 
iU  working  vnth  their  o»  n  cyc«.  Tlioir  own  country,  among  other  utiDCral 
product*,  oontainii  a  plentiful  nipply  ol  ccal,  but  tbe  Jnpaneoc  know  rety 
little  of  tbe  pTop«r  modes  of  working  it.  it  wm  al«o  considered  dewrable 
that  they  should  vitit  Liverpool,  in  vnler  that  they  mi^t  have  iho  oppor- 
tnnity  of  smug  our  fincnt  altippiog  port.  From  Livprpool  they  weve  taken 
to  Giniiingliam,  and,  lant  sight  of  all,  they  wen:  taken  to  <««  tlu  great 
fcMival  of  "  Derbce."  Great,  indeed,  waa  their  wonder  at  whnt  they  m%, 
and  heard  at  Rpttom. 

The  embaasy  lell  England  for  HoUand  aiter  spending  aorae  »\x.  wwl 
•mong  via.  It  is  crnain  ibcy  will  not  soon  Ibrget  tlicir  visit  to  Ih: 
country.  Our  Govenuncnt  afiinded  them  ercry  opportunity  of  ofiqaaiot- 
ing  tbenueivea  with  what  was  most  likely  to  prore  of  iDterest  to  them 
berc;  and  they  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  to  the  fnlksl 
extent.  The  sliiv^dncES  they  displayed  in  tlicir  in<)uiriea  waa 
Mrilfing.  It  waa  remarked  during  tbcir  viidlA  to  tbe  £oyal  Arrcnnl 
Woolwich,  that  do  viailor«  among  our  own  countrymen,  or  foreigners, 
displayed  such  earnest  and  untiring  intcrvBt,  even  in  the  moat  minntcdei 
oonnecWd  with  the  manutacturo  of  tbo  Arraslroog  gun,  ns  tlio  Japanese; 
Arrived  at  honiir,  what  news  they  most  have  hod  to  lell  of  the  many 
wonderful  sights  seen  in  England,  Fmnoc,  Ilolloiid,  Prtuwia,  liussia,  and 
Portugal,  if  thi-ir  pour  lie.idd  did  not  become  addled  with  it  all !  Va 
their  arrival  in  this  country,  however,  thoy  wcro  informed  that  we  hid 
regular  pottnl  communication  twice  u  month  with  China,  and  that  it 
vould  bo  as  well  if  ibey  gave  their  Government  some  nccotmt  of  wla» 
thoy  wcro  Kcing  nnil  doing.  Tbe  euvoys  caught  at  the  bint,  and  dnrisg 
their  stay  in  England  regularly  forwarded  voluminous  desputcltcs  by 
evcnr  Biail  to  their  own  country 
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Iflabiltlta.

And  reaJiy  T«ry  prett}'  onuinentt 
tln-jf  wen;.  Dill  you  cvw  «ni!y  the  nkcU'ton  of  a  moitfc?  If  so,  you 
luUHl  have  beeu  dlruok  wJlb  tbu  carnivorous  lupeci  of  Um  crcnturc  thas 
dtaiudcil  of  ita  out«r  UmIi.  It  luigbt  psn  for  a  tigor  in  miniature:.  And 
fts  for  die  aporrov^  tlielr  uluck-up,  aelf-ntiafied  sppesrance,  Ui«  pert  and 
knowing  look  ihry  put  on,  nhco  tbna  redoocd  lo  their  rudiracnu, 
BorpaiacB  iiDtigiiialion.  Tbo  nnaux  of  iHv  moral  qiialiiicii  of  th«  bird 
aeoDW  almost  to  be  concentrated  in  its  bon«0.  One  can  tee  that  vrilb  nii 
■  (bnndatiou  they  could  not  be  anything  but  nhnt  they  arc. 

Adcr  admiring  lb«n  fur  a  liuie,  1  fell  into  a  m*dilatioD  oa  ii.kctcti 
in  general;  and  I  foiuid  llic  subject,  ox  I  thought  of  it,  hccnine  fall 
iDtcnrt  and  niggealivra«sa.     Uow  come  we  and  the  antiuaU  that  resemble 
OS  to  have  skeletons  at  all  ? 

The  natural  imprcision  given  u*  hy  looking  at  a  dcclcton  is  «Tt 
not  ilio  truth.  As  we  gaze  on  ibe  solid  fmmewoik  of  bone,  presenting 
eo  distinct  an  onttinc  tlui  contour  of  the  living  fonn,  it  tctius  to  qs  aa  if  i 
bad  been  laid  down  aa  a  basis  on  which  the  crcalnre's  structure  was  buili 
tip  ;  that  the  bonca  were  first  manJi.tlkd  in  their  pl.-icc,  and  lh«n  clothed 
with  l^c-ib,  liki!  iht-  dry  bones  In  Eteklel'a  vision.  But  tl  is  clear  that 
nothing  can  bo  more  lalse  than  this  impresuon.  So  far  from  the  bonfs 
being  laid  down  fimt,  they  are  altogether  a  secondary  formation :  tlM^  are 
nlbcr  a  deposit  from  the  growing  tissues  than  a  fnimewoTk  od  whkk 
tli^  arc  bnilt.  Of  bone  properly  to  called,  tlierc  is  none  nlintcTcr  nnti! 
a  ecni|iarativcly  artvaniTcd  period  of  growth,  and  its  fonnatton  ia  preceM 
by  a  peculiar  structure  (ttrnncd  cartilage),  which  is  itadf  oafi  of  the  l»t 
formed  substsncea  within  the  body. 

^ut  not  only  can  we  thus  recognise  the  skeleton  as  a  derived  and 
secondary  stmctore,  built  up  within  theRutelvcs  by  the  living  parti 
around,  but  we  can  trace  in  tlioiiglit  (tlioiigh  our  senses  cannot  IbUow  it) 
the  mode  of  its  origin.  Ileri.*  agnia  our  natural  ideas  would  mislead  ■■• 
Speaking  according  to  oi;r  imprest>icns,  we  should  asngn  iia  productica  to 
the  action  of  the  vital  force,  and  regard  it  as  a  direct  exhibition  of  iW 
formative  power  of  life.  But  the  trnth  is  the  veiy  oj>pMitc  ^ain  of  this. 
Bone  is  formed  in  living  >tmetumi  by  a  precipitation  of  s(Jid  matter, 
which  is  virtually  »  proccfs  like  that  of  excretion,  or  the  outing  off  ot 
vasts  materials.     And  wo  know  hy  tlio  phenomena  of  disease,  and  vt 
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Dalunl  ilecay,  ttat  tUu  production  of  bony  mMn  i«  a  rp«Tdt  of  ibe  iow 
and  fjiiiiirc  of  vitalit_T<  Esceaure  ottificalion  is  one  of  the  man  fra^ncnt 
(dgiM  of  tbo  decay  of  viuil  pownr  in  old  ngc;  and  a  formation  of  b<ni« 
(dmmgh  iraafcmat  of  life)  in  tli«  arteriia,  tbc  benrt,  and  clxRwhrrc,  it  a 
not  ttncommoa  camw  of  dc.iiii. 

Thia  exces  of  boiie  is  catlihl  dcgcncntion ;  ii  is  a  descent  and  fall 
&om  the  tnic  Titnl  level,  aad  bringa  the  porta  and  organ*  which  Br« 
aubjccted  to  it  su  much  ncanir  tbo  conilltion  of  ivai  aiid  uoorganiEcd 
BMtlvr.  Tbo  chuliciij  and  plJonoy  of  life  are  lost,  and  tbc  povrtr  of 
fblfiUing  ita  functions  hy  junt  no  much  imjwired.  And  tbo  cbavaciers  of 
bone  itself  indicate  tin.-  same  rdation*.  It  apjiroucbcs  tlic  mineral  not 
only  in  its  lutrdncm  and  ila  oomposiUoii,  bat  in  its  structure.  It  ia  an 
approximation  to  that  eryalallinc  arrangement,  in  the  oppontion  to  wbicb 
conaisls  ono  of  the  duef  marka  of  the  living  tisrae.  Bone,  thweloK,  is  a 
step  d»wntrardi  from  thu  living  t(iirnrd«  tbc  inorganic  natc. 

Surely  in  tins  Rspect  the  fonuuliun  of  the  skeleton  preaents  itself 
in  n  moKt  intvmtitig'light,  opening  a  new  vitta  to  thought.  Let  v» 
consider  tbc  facta  lor  a  mtinient.  The  whole  bony  ulnicttirc  (if  an  nniraal 
connsls  of  a  sahBtancc  duo  to  a  decadence  or  witLdntwul  uf  viCulicy ;  and 
thin,  as  it  U  laid  Aava  within  tbo  growing  body,  it  marks  and  d<'mo«)- 
Btnto  uioh  decaduK-c.  The  skeleton,  in  fact,  mitrka  certain  Hoes  ol 
ebbing  of  ilie  vita]  force  It  cmnes^  and  only  conld  como,  into  being  thus. 
And  so  yrii  find  another  proof  of  the  opposite  prooewes  goini;  on  in  tha 
body.  Here  is  a  tangible  demonstration  of  the  fact,  unrecognised,  ho«r- 
crer,  till  tis  aigniJicance  had  l)ecn  antieijMtcd ;  lowing  how  much  sharper 
thongfal  is  than  sense.  Wo  exhume,  as  it  were,  from  the  body  the 
evidence  of  former  lili-,  as  tmrellera  exhiimc  the  ruins  of  buried  dtics. 

Is  it  not  a  curioiii  reeiilt  wo  thus  arrive  at?  W*  are  accustomeil  lb 
dunk  of  the  body  as  the  product  of  an  active  power,  as  a  revelation  and 
fiial»odimettt  of  ti&.  And  u-e  are  right ;  it  is  so.  But  h«re,  essential  to 
it)  eoDStitnting  its  fnndament.il  portion,  without  wbicb  all  the  rett  were 
utterly  waste  and  uatli^-a,  we  find  that  which  ia  the  result  of  the  very 
Opftesite:  of  the  absence  and  censing  of  life.  Built  up  in  the  living 
framework  we  find  the  product  of  decay.  Life  rcpoaea  ou  it,  aoi  only  tn 
the  sense,  often  noted,  of  sprin^g  from  and  being  nourished  by  decaying 
matter,  but  in  a  mechanical  iwniie  nlfo.  The  bans  of  tlie  stnictun:  that 
it  builds  iit  laid  by  its  own  failure.  The  fact  ia  surely  full  of  on  interest 
and  significance  which  extend  beyond  the  region  of  physical  iuio  iIjhi  of 
moral  thought ;  and  it  would  be  ao  even  if  it  stood  alone.  It  would  be 
eviitenco  sufficient  of  a  law,  of  a  resource,  us  beautiful  as  it  ift  curious : 
of  an  ecoDomy  and  an  elegance,  if  w«  nay  venture  tlie  cxprosion,  in 
nature,  which  the  mind  cannot  rest  upon  without  delighu 

Of  aa  eeonomy,  I  say.  For  it  is  an  instance  not  only  of  the  use  of  an 
of  tbc  withdrawal  of  a.  power — to  produce  a  desired  efiVc! ;  hut 

ddcs  thia,  of  that  wbicli  wo  see  so  often  in  nattire — so  much  olWner 
Oiaa  in  any  of  our  own  works,  and  tbc  dtscorery  of  which  ever  fill*  na 
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vitb  anuRpce!*!  frcling  orMti*)ac^on~-tho  use  i>r*ome  «l«ni(!nt  or  proocw. 
which  is  oiltervue  ii«oes8arily  pr«aeat,  to  perforin  essraualt  or  « lea» 

The  skvlotoa  ro»ulca  irom  coniparaUv«  failure  aud  abseaee  of  Tti 
ftciion ;  it  in  fornuil  by  procmttca  which  mv,  no  far  m  tbcjr  am  qmcial 
diatiucUvv,  [u-ocuHBia  oi  dovay,  to  that  no  forcv  is  c-tpvnilud  in  pruduci 
it.  It  cotara  a»  tho  decay  of  tho  body  comta  wiien  life  Iins  lied.  W< 
might  pandlel  it  to  the  building  uf  a  pier  by  dropping  iitonc*  into 
wftter.  No  more  pMCcr  is  noedcd  lo  deposit  ihem  when  ODM  they  on 
brought  tg  the  right  place.  'Die  skdcton,  we  may  wy,  it  formed  in  the 
body  by  "  dropping  stones." 

But  mcro  timn  this  :  tliis  decay  is  a  ncceaury  part  of  life  itaclf ;  it  u 
already  ]>rcacnt  us  au  i-tui-ntiid  cIcnicDt  in  tiic  ehnin  of  the  vind  proeeaeta. 
Without  iJecadonci]  no  actiro  vitality  is  puaaible ;  the  donrairard  more- 
mt-'iit  uvt-r  co-«atiats  with  tlio  upward,  by  a  nccciwity  wliicli  {icnctratea  to 
tl)o  very  csmncc  of  material  tliiiigs,  Bui  this  decadence,  which  is  aerer 
absent,  ii  thiis  turned  to  account.  The  very  lofil  and  liiilnrc  of  vitality 
ore  bidden  to  subsen-u  its  purposes  and  fulfil  its  ncvdk  Decay  diall 
TOndur  its  meed  lo  the  Ktabihty  ol'  that  body  of  which  it  hciuh  to  bo  the 
enemy.     Out  of  llio  dcslroytr  coinra  forth  strength. 

The  law  is  a  gloiioiis  one.  The  law,  I  say ;  for  It  is  a  litw,  and  all 
ihouKhti  which  it  snggeiti  ara  reechoed  from  every  region  of  the  fromi 
and  by  e^-cry  pulse  of  life.  It  ts  a  law  tl)at  failure  and  abtence  of 
vital  fuTOF,  and  procetic*  of  decay,  should  have  a  large  and  varied  part  i: 
the  tbrmation,  shaping,  and  itrongtheuiog  of  thu  Uv;n|;  body.  It  i*  one 
of  those  natural  Inw^,  M.'lf-evident  wlien  they  ara  known,  and  of  «  moa 
fiuciiinting  simplicity,  hut  which  become  recondite  and  hanl  to  see  almost 
front  tlieir  very  mniplenc^s,  and  whidi  aiea  so  often  fail  to  gtssp  fioin 
inability  to  comprehend  the  pttrfuct  ease  and  perfect  knowledge  of  which 
nature  Is  the  Irait,  and  which  the  play  of  her  forces  exbilHls  to  our  view. 

Nay,  ilo  we  iipeak  of  play  in  Nature,  of  easy,  sportive,  uneoostraiwl 
periurmaiicu  7  It  ib  the  ver^'  soul  of  ^'uius,  too :  llie  perfoctnesa  of  ai^ 
the  fulncM  of  that  law  ivhich  is  the  highc«t  liberty.  This  "  play- 
impulsi^,"  which,  as  SehlUer  truly  aayt,  U  the  soul  of  art,  is  the  sold  ako 
of  Nature's  vigarouB  lile.  Nor  in  aivodaling  tlio  two  are  w«  wandering 
absolutely  from  oitr  subject.  For  has  nut  i-vury  work  of  art  its  NkcJotonT 
Every  puem,  irviTj-  issay,  usy,  every  .-urticle  ?  Dl^aect  it,  aud  yon  AiB 
find — il"  il  have  any  furcc  or  substance  in  it,  if  it  can  stand  upon  its  foct, 
if  it  hnve  hond  or  body,  or  if  its  hands  lay  hold  either  of  the  siihjoct  or 
the  reader — dissect  it,  nnd  you  shall  lind  its  skeleton.  Hnt  tliere  are  t<(0 
ways  in  art,  though  but  ouu  in  nature,  in  which  the  skclctoa  may  ba 
formed.  Talcut  doea  as  nature  seems  to  do,  but  doc*  not ;  eoDStniets 
it  first  and  clothes  it.  Genius  does  as  nature  dovs.  From  ila  hving 
oreation  as  it  grows,  the  skeleton  cr^stalliitcs  ont,  llaelf  living  *nd  the 
ie«ilt  of  lift.1,  ns  the  Bupersitucture  is.  So  it  is  one  vritl)  natui«,  Iruljr; 
and  the  world,  recognixiug  the  kinship,  gives  it  tbcnce  its  uame. 
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And  is  it  not  ibo  anioe  with  CoDstitutioiu  too?  In  tliu  body  of  tlie 
State  do  lull  tlie  Iramrwork  ot'  it»  tnws  and  luagen,  tho  ni]?*  which  (1«l«r- 
loine  the  diiilribution  or  power  betwecu  the  psvcruiu;;  bodies,  and  tlie 
priiili-gn*  wIiicH  arc  daiim-d  by  each,  consliliito  thnt  which  nninrare  to 
iba  nkclclon  ?  Ami  a»  in  life  jihyaical,  so  in  life  jMliticuJ,  tniut  not  this 
Irauiowork  ^ow,  iind  not  bii  Inid  down  briorchnnd  t  An  tbc  otit-binh  tif 
tho  natural  tlowin^s  and  ebbiogs  of  Immaa  pius^Ion,  duteniiicied  bj  mutual 
vfTorts  mid  conci^sioni^  by  exertions  and  withdmwnlH  of  power,  thi-y  nro 
bnilt  vitully  into  ihu  very  «iibatancu  of  the  Slaie,  imd  kuit  it  loselbt^r  in 
liring  (trcnglh.  These  broad  lines  ronrk  tho  »poi«  over  which  itowid  iho 
titost  BUirmy  lide*  of  a  jiruvioiw  iigc ;  llie  areas  in  which  wore  waged  the 
holiest  Ktritcs.  They  are  marks  of  &  vigorous  and  lupcr-nbounding  life, 
fliucb  hat  learnt  to  abiUiiii  nit  well  as  to  act  ;  to  yield  and  to  lurugo,  as 
P^iSlU  u  to  assort  ilst-lf.  Wiiere  they  exist  most  pci-T^^ctly,  no  brain  has 
F'l^limi^tfuUy  cuiitriveil  ilicin,  nor  any  band  cunuiu^jly  elulwruli-d  ibcii- 
medwnism.  Such  a  CouslitiilioQ  u  organic;  a  fruil  of  life  and  not  of 
ingenuity.  And  mi  it  is  that  it  subaerTes  with  vital  ease  ttiu  functions 
which  the  couimunity  porfi^niia. 

Hut  to  return  to  the  organic  body :  instance^  of  tho  law  we  have  noted, 
that  failure  of  tliu  vital  force  liax  a  conntnnt  ofBcu  in  the  proccsites  of  life, 
are  everywhere.  A  few  i-f  tliein  it  will  bo  inioresling  to  rcc-d.  Every 
now  and  ihtn  we  litar  of  a  diild  who»c  lingws  arc  tethbed,  like  the  fi«t 
of  an  ni]ualic  biril ;  that  in,  iht^  -tre  iiiiilpd  togcrllicr  iiy  folds  of  skin  (hat 
(orbid  thi^ir  Mfparatc  use,  Tlie  noble  huimin  hiiad  is  thus  debarred  ftom 
its  offico,  and  stripped  of  its  prerogntivo.  Uut  by  what  means  ?  Strictly 
by  want  of  a  diie  failure  of  vitality,  by  uhteitce  of  decay.  For  tbu 
libtmtion  of  the  Sogers,  and  the  shaping  of  the  hand  into  tlie  twately  and 
ooinmodioUH  in^tiiiimcnt  it  Is,  is  cooimillcd  to  tliis  agency.  At  Ihi-ir  first 
deretopmctit  the  tiiigem  aro  always  thus  lied  together,  and  they  are  set 
free  only  by  a  breaking  doivn  and  romoval  of  tbo  material  tliat  forms  the 
tutvrTvnin^  membrane. 

Anottier  iiisiance  of  tlie  lume  process  is  furnished  by  the  function  of 
sight.  At  an  early  ptriod  of  its  Ibrmation  t!ia  eye  is  an  opaijucly  closed 
cavity,  which  would  be  useless  fur  viniun  because  incapable  of  adniiuing 
light.  A  membmau  pHwies  acroa)  its  ant<^or  portion,  and  oblilernles  the 
pupil.  This  coiidiiion  lasts  longcir  in  some  other  animals  than  it  does  ia 
man,  and  so  it  is  that  puppies  nod  kittens  arc  bom  blind,  and  only  gain 
ihdr  sight  whttn  they  are  a  few  days  old.  Tho  uscfulneM  of  all  thft 
exquisite  and  complicated  mechanism  od'tlie  eye  is  dependent  at  last  upon 
»  little  process  of  dueuy,  which  gives  lliu  fiuishing  touch  lo  its  perieelion. 
Ity  this  decay,  that  m«mbnu»>  is  broken  dawn,  and,  as  it  is  eaid,  absorbed  t 
that  is,  it  is  taken  up  atom  by  atom  and  re^oonveyed  into  tho  blood. 

These,  however,  ara  but  inslaiicui  of  a  widely  operative  law.  Tho 
Ixidy  is  (urvcd  and  tnodellud  by  decay.  T1i«  fnilurv  and  negation  of  the 
vital  foTC^  in  tlut  appointed  places,  are  like  the  artist's  cUisel  by  which  it 
is  Bcutplmed  into  grace. 
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In  regard  to  tlic  ilci.-l«tiiii,  mnny  otlier  intFrudn^  <[iieatiMiS  HHRi^lB 
tbeniwlves  ;  and  vaanj  to  which  I  hooir  no  answer  yet.  Wo  oooot  Wp 
■Aing,  Ciir  exflinple,  why  ita  form  u  *ucb  ss  il  is ;  why  th<««  "  lines  of 
«bbiiis  of  the  viul  force  "  hare  leH  rAtn  rij^es  and  no  others  ?  For  raj 
own  part  I  can  hardly  help  likening  thnn  to  thn  t:orlat  Una  by  which 
ribrsting;  plates  diride  thenueJreB,  and  on  which  sand  spread  aa  Hmr 
tax&e»  gathera  aod  lie*  vtill.  Why  dow  tha  body  ofaU  the  h^bcr  tribes 
of  animals  thiu  mibdivMc  and  jxirtitiiMi  ibelf  oS  t  Do  w<.'  not  kvl  that  an 
■anrw  to  thU  qucMinn  is  poaiibk,  thoagh  n-c  cannot  give  it  ?  And  a 
fewragoe  fluggvwtiona  ore  not  beyond  onr  pow4a-.  Thuaitis  a  well-known 
fiKt  that  bones  are  laT;i;er  and  stronger  in  proporlion  to  tlte  siso  and  via 
of  the  nitiscl«9  tliat  are  attiu^ied  to  ihom ;  and  that  thoy  am  incrrjwrd 
nxeby  increavedactirUy  and  growth  oT  the  oorresponding  maadua. 
ira  know  that  tmdon  sometiincs  talcra  the  place  of  bone;  what  is  bona  in 
gpcimi?  animaJd  being  replaced  by  tendon  in  other*.  Tbos  in  the  crocodila 
there  an;  ribs  attaohed  to  the  spinal  card  below  the  cboA,  and  oloang  m 
the  tower  part  of  the  body.  In  man  the  poaitionsof  thcM  riba  are  maikod 
by  bands  of  tendon. 

And  considering  the  skeleton  as  a  whole,  !l  is  ctirivtia  to  note  that  its 
podtion  inrrspecttotheothcrpiiHiomof  the  body  ii,  in  the  lower  animal^ 
the  veiy  opposite  of  that  which  it  appear*  to  eccaf^  in  the  higher.  In  all 
the  big:h<!r  groups — th.it  is,  in  all  animals  ptweariog  a  back-bon«— tbo 
sVdetoe,  witli  the  exception  of  the  skuU,  ii  placed  mithiu  the  body;  but  in 
all  the  groups  below  these,  when  it  e.tists  at  all.  il  is  exiemai,  snTrc-undiag 
and  including  all  the  toft  parta ;  and  tho  muiKlni  am  attached  to  it  finn 
within,  as  is  well  seen  in  the  oy^ler  or  ttic  enib.  In  fact,  in  it^i  enrlieit 
condition  (if  we  tuny  eonridrr  the  lower  animals  to  exhibit  thia)  the 
skeleton  is  n  i«p»ul«  or  proleelbg  endoaure  for  the  body ;  and  thia 
relnticin  is  still  vinibic  in  many  of  tho  higher  ordera,  aa  in  the  abell,  or 
*'  carapace,"  of  the  tortoise,  and  the  bony  pkilcs  which  goard  Hw  hcai)  ef 
tJie  Kur^'on.  Now  in  th<r  fonn  of  an  oxierHal  investiture  it  la  deariy 
exhibited  as  an  excretion  from  the  animal  thnt  wean  it,  it  i«  an  eridcnt 
easting  off  of  nwterial*  of  a  lowered  vitality.  Its  formation  may  be  con- 
pared  to  the  diedding  of  the  akin  of  ibe  catcrpitlar  or  the  make,  or  to  the 
hardening  of  tbo  rapmle  of  tlte  cbrysalis.  Atlogetber  difTerenl  from  lUt 
apptaan  to  be  tlm  ;>mitioo  of  t)ic  iJcdeton  in  the  maminalia.  Yet  it  is  not 
truly  so  different  if  we  rog.ird  its  diicf  portions  in  their  easenlial  rctatiacMi 
Dividing  the  body  into  htwl,  tmnk,  and  limbn,  we  Itnd  the  bony  poniM 
in  the  two  foTTOtr  segments  disdiarging  an  nlBce,  if  not  occupying  a 
pocilion,  enenlially  the  same  ns  that  which  it  diMhargcH  in  the  low«r 
trihc^i  'file  xkull  nirrouodi  and  pmtecta  the  brain,  the  spinal  cotoms 
surrounds  «aA  protects  the  sptnat  cord.  The  ncrroiia  oimtrea  in  the 
higher  animnlx  ]>mr  the  Taiac.  relation  to  tlicir  tkelelon  ax  the  whole  boi^ 
of  the  lower  animals  bears  to  theira.  Il  Is  only  in  the  timba  that  thii 
relation  \*  not  prc^crvecl.  'Iltp  skeleton,  thtrefore,  is  Ktill  a  Ot^Mole,  Mitt 
formed  aronnd  induded  parta  wludi  it4  office  is  to  support  and  to  pntcdi 
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ercn  in  tlic  higlittt  realiiia  ot  Hie.  Atid  It  may  be  tbat  the  poution  which 
it  ()mt  liolda  is  connected,  in  the  Intlcr  cases  also,  with  th«  process  of 
decay  by  which  itn  citrlhy  compontion  is  dctermiacd.  May  not,  in  short, 
the  lowiT  luiimal,  external  slcoletoB  and  all,  be  represectcd  lo  the  imagi- 
natiOQ  3*  absorbed  and  embedded  in  tlie  high^T 

Th«t«  is  one  suggestion  more  that  may,  perhaps  ^Aoot  too  great  ■ 
Hc«noe  of  the  fkn^,  be  inad«  upon  thix  poini.  Tlie  uttetihited — ^that  ia, 
the  rinjted  or  jointed— form  of  tlie  Kkdrion  in  (ill  the  highpr  S'wip  of 
anttnalais  veiy  marked.  The  spine,  witli  which  we  may  include  the  head, 
ooiMOSts  ofa  scriM  of  bony  rings,  which  cannot  bat  be  compnrcd  lo  the 
ncnts  "  of  ihe  insect  tribe.  The  ribs  attached  to  thcac  rings  preaent 
:  of  parallel  and  consecutive  diviwonii  j  the  bones  of  the  extrefnilier 

divided  by  their  joints.  Kow  may  wn  venture  to  connect  with  this 
"fegmentation,"  in  onr  thoughts,  n  pstrallel  on  which  the  fancy  cannoe 
but  dwell  with  pleasure,  however  doiibtliilly  the  intcJIect  may  regard  it? 
How  lihe  a  va»t  dragon,  cr  icy  serpent,  the  gtader  U<s  in  ite  lair  in  iho 
mouninin  gnlty,  or,  as  if  endowed  with  a  slow,  c(>Id-Wooded  life,  glides 
downw.arii  towards  the  plain.  Do  we  reocgni/e  the  horrid  likrneai  ?  Thwo 
ia  another  point  of  rctseinblnnco.  The  monstetr  is  ribbed  like  a  lirlDg 
creatnre  lou :  sei;mented  like,  though  unlike,  the  itpane.  Now  what  arc 
llieae  nnrkings  athwart  ila  bosom  ?  Mr.  Tyndal  has  brought  eridenoe  to 
show  that  they  represent  lines  of  grcaleit  pre-faurr,  and  rnsnlt  front  a 
thawin;;  of  the  ice  dno  to  that  presmre,  and  followed  by  a  renewed 
fraesiog.  7iU\y  wo  connect  ibcw  two  caics  in  our  thoughts,  and  imagim 
that  the  tinea  of  segmontatjon  in  the  skeleton  denote  lines  of  grcMeM 
pressure,  and  mark  a  changed  vital  proco*  due  thereto  ? 

Itat  perhaps  the  moMt  interesting  thought  whicli  thenn  idoas  «ugge« 
relates  to  the  connection  of  disMwe  with  life.  DiMBse^  we  may  say,  tn  snch 
facts  na  these,  jtis^Ges  itself,  privet  an  account  of  its  presence,  makes  gooci 
its  claim  to  be<  Of  the  maladivs  to  which  life  succurabe,  scarcely  any  are 
more  frequent,  or  more  inffldiously  fatal,  than  two  procivEWx  of  decay 
wliidi  we  hare  found  playing  so  essential  a  port  in  the  very  furaiation  of 
the  living  frame.  Defect  and  failure  of  the  vital  force  manifests  itself  tn 
these  appointed  ways.  Bone  intrudes  where  aoft  and  platlie  stnmtnns 
■re  required,  and  by  its  dull  resislouce  chtvks  and  benumbs  the  bouading 
atr«am  oi  Ufo.  Or  the  living  structure  softens,  and  Urn  Grmly  tenacious, 
though  clsxlic,  tissue  of  tlie  nrtvry  or  the  muscle  bocomes  relaxed,  and 
frit  usurps  iis  place :  fat,  ns  the  first  stage  towards  otter  woittlag  sway 
and  loM.  The  function  accordingly  fniU,  or  the  weakened  organ  giv«s 
way  before  some  unneual  strain.  Then  death  ensues,  and  we  say,  and 
jnady  s.ty,  *'  Behold  di«rn>e  !  "  TnM-,  it  in  disease;  yet  it  is  a  kind  of 
disease  that  has  beeu  miuislur  to  hcAltli,  and  bna  alone  mudu  poKible  the 
actirili«a  of  life- 

Nor  is  this  relation  confined  to  these  two  instances  alone.  1'rue,  all 
disease  ii  a  dcAct  of  Ufe;  a  p.iriial  dying,  a  failure  of  force  where  it 
is  needed  to  sustain  the  frame  which  it  baa  raised.     But  never  does  this 
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fiuluro  com«  ta  mar  .and  lo  dcstray ,  but  it  recAh  uunatubeKd  inttances 
in  vrhiok  the  like  fnilura  hu  been  rich  in  bcjioliu.     All  study  of  tlic 
that  Hush  in  heir  to  teaches  no  surer  t«ft80D  than  that  ovety  ptvocsB 
diwatc  has  iM  cftuntOTpnrc  in  hmliliTul  lift, 

Kor,  peHinps,  U  h  iinpooaible  to  tmcsG  a  (IccpcT  reaMo  Iwrc.  -  Itjr  tliA 
mjMcriou*  ticcctsiry  of  things  wiiich  ever  bictis  opponws  together,  and 
frill  tut  m  have  do  li^bt  without  iii  thndow,  wo  know  it  is  determined — 
pre-d«lorniined  «re  ever  th«  first  living  cresturc  drew  iu  br«al]i — that  life 
must  depend  on  dc»tli,  nod  growth  vpring  froni  decay.  DitiunM!,  decay— 
vre  think  of  thom  ns  encmim,  but  they  ore  in  truth  our  «arlieat  noriei. 
I'licy  cheriuhcd  wir  iiiliuit  life,  therefore  they  come  to  giill>cr  our 
brenth.

Di-uUi  und  decay,  heralds  of  life  they  were—* 
iiad  arc ;  whero  the  new  life  dnwns  and  The  trembling  spirit  Ibrllls  ou  tht 
brink  of  a  Ui:vr  world,  there  the  api^otnled  forerunaen  and  miniMcn 
life  mu»t  ho.     Without  death  we  could  not  enter  upon  life;    ni 
proceicsci  which  are  e«ipnUaily  tho^u  which  we  know  na  proecMCS  of  di: 
we  never  cjuld  have  drawn  our  vital  brentli;  it  U  by  loss  we  gain, 
failure  we  succeed, 

Dviii^  i.i  a  birth  we  witnen  from  the  outer  side;  wc  sec  but  !&• 
dcpaniag,  not  the  cumtng  life.  Even  as  in  this  life,  ao  called,  it  is  but  :W 
one  nds  w«  see,  nnd  tlmt — U  it  not  the  wrong?  la  it  not  in  tl>e  dying 
breath,  the  sinking  piilsL',  the  slrlfc  abandoned,  that  life  is  revealed  ?— a 
life  of  higher  energies  and  wider  nphere,  of  which  the  yielded  brrntli  and 
fading  BLi'engtii  of  luaa  may  wtll  give  promise.

U'iumph  is  to  be  won,  the  final  victory  gained

aly>iit  nin«  Icagiiea  from  Auxerre,  wliure  the  family  ch&tc«m  and  («ratM 
were  silitstc.  Acccrding  to  custom,  *hc  received  bcr  ethicntion  in  ii 
Gonrcnt,  iKi-iof;  very  UtUe  of  tlw  world,  except  the  ivtiriJ  cf  runs  un<l 
faihcr-confegwi'B,  nnd  knowing  nothing  of  the  world's  seliifehnww. 

On  the  30th  of  Au^iivt,  1701,  the  tdl  tbo  contvnt  to  marry  a  wealthy 
nobleman,  the  Marquia  do  Donbault.

Miulamo  la  Mar<]uise  dc  Douluult  bt'i^nii  lier  wedded  tifo  with 
of  beting  able  to  lovo  Iici'  hiisbanil.  Hat  no  such  happiness  was 
in  itore  for  liur.  Very  sliorlly  iifidr  tlic  wedding,  the  hridc  discovered 
tlitit  ibc  bridegroom  was  nflliclcd  with  epilepsy  !  The  hoped-for  boun 
of  tendcrncn  were  rdplaced  by  fuiirilil  sccua  of  liorror.  1!ccorcring 
from  the  shock  of  this  awful  blow,  she  accepted  her  sorrowful  lot  in 
Htlence,  continning  to  fulfil  her  dmicn  an  n  wile  ijuietiy,  without  outwaid 
complaint.  Itut  iu  17G5  her  liuubaiid'a  iii;ilady  suddenly  dv^esuratcd 
into  furious  infinity.  His  cxcitcinent  and  violence  were  such  tlmt  it 
beeume  dangcroni  to  wait  upon  liim.  M;idiUTte  do  Douliault  did  her 
utn>o«t  to  soothe  hitn  during  his  fits  of  mnnia  ;  l>ut  one  diiy,  nliik-  inlcr- 
leriitg  to  prevent  lii»  cnicl  tn-ntmeiit  of  il  nmn-scmint,  she  received 
B  sword  wound  in  her  right  breast. 

In  April,  1706,  the  two  families  agreed,  under  legal  aulhorlly,  (o 
Kcclude  ?L[.  dii  Douhault  ut  Cliartnlon,  near  Pnria,  in  wliich  aiylum  hu 
niTTived,  atvays  insane,  for  nearly  one-aud-lweuly  years,  Imving  died 
ibeTQ  in  March,  J787.  His  \vife,  at  fivo-and -twenty  llio  widow  of  a 
living  husband,  contlnud  t«  reside  at  the  Chutenu  du  Cliazelel,  an  estate 
beleogiag  to  tho  marquis.  During  all  those  Kid  onc-and- twenty  yeans 
■he  led  lui  exemplnry  and  benevolent  life. 

To  her  iwrtow,  Ikldinc.  de  Douhaull  had  an  only  brother — M.  do  Cham- 
pignelles.  Her  father,  M.  dc  Ginntpignelles  tbe  elder,  hnit  died  in  AUy, 
1784,  that  is,  about  tliree  years  beforo  ber  husband's  dcatli.  According  to 
bcr  account,  hia  denllt  wax  hastened  by  grief  at  the  unkind  conduct  of  bis 
•on,  wbo  turned  liim  out  of  tlio  hotel  which  ho  occupied,  by  subsiitutiag 
Lis  own  namv  lor  hia  lather's  in  a  renewal  of  tlic  lea*c.  Tho  Esther's  death 
g»re  ocosioa  lor  the  ecUlement  of  tlie  mother's  clainu^  Triiich  nttiiletJ 
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faer  to  a  Uf«  intcrMt  in  all  bcr  huflbund'i  property,  Od  the  coodttion  cf 
paying  to  !i«r  ton  nn  incotue  of  4,000  franus  «  year,  and  to  Imr-  dangliUr 
tiw  mm  of  40,000  ftancs,  the  h»lf  of  b«r  doirry,  wliicb  had  norer  be«n  paid- 
Bat  a  BOD  who  hnd  cheated  Kin  &lhur  trim  not  likidy  ta  raipect  Uie 
riglita  cJihor  of  his  moibcr  or  bis  Hister.  At  tlw  setilcmflDt  he  oot)tri?ed 
to  terrifj  th«  fbnner  into  accepting  an  nllctiranoe  Irom  litm  of  about  cIctcs 
tliooMUid  fmna  a  year,  h«  taking  poaKfKon  of  all  ib»  «stat«8.  Madaaw 
de  Donhaoli,  in  easy  ciicunutanoes  and  iritbout  children,  made  no  gnu 
ratiatancc  to  tha  lioa-like  partitioa  of  the  HpoiL  Oe  tliua  got  into  liit 
«WB  bands  Hm  vhdie  of  tliu  paternal  inheritunoe,  to  tbe  Ualf  of  which  bit 
riMtt  had  an  equal  rigbi,  bi»dcs  her  clnim  of  forty  tht^uand  ftanca  nov, 
and  oa  much  more  at  tier  uotlier's  deatb. 

Ae  might  hare  been  expected,  the  greedy  baigain  onoe  made,  and  the 
aonrce  of  the  funds  within  his  graxp,  thu  bad  H>n  paid  his  mother's  incoot 
badly.  Slore  than  once  Uadatna  d«  Cham^DeUM  Ibiuul  hcnclf  in  ned; 
moro  Uinn  onoe  sbe  nas  compuUed  to  i^ie  mcney  by  getting  her  fbtmer 
Talet-de-chiuiihre  to  pludgt;  or  svll  her  jcwdlcry.  She  was  obliged  to  Heay 
lietaelf  luxuries,  and  to  underlet  rooms  iu  hcT  Tesidcnce.  In  hn  cam- 
spondcnoe  witli  faer  daughter  she  bitterly  complaxned  of  her  melanolid; 
iadation  in  I'arit,  while  hur  proper  place  ynu  to  remain  aa  mialrnn  at  the 
Cbbteau  de  Cliampignciles,  where  any  other  con  would  hare  aSbctiontlttf 
insulk-d  her.  For  a  time  elie  Iioped  for  belter  tlungt,  but  by  d«grea 
the  Iculli  broke  on  her  mind  that  with  togratitude  in  a  sclfieh  cUU 
ihcTC  is  no  hope.  With  this  sad  conviction  forced  upon  her,  sbe  entttntd 
her  daughter  lojoiu  her  in  iiutituiing  legal  steps  to  tecoter  tbeirri^bU^ 
whicii  she  repented  of  Imving  yicHi^d  to  cnsily. 

Before  coming  to  a  docixion  which  must  be  tbe  oomnimoenMint  of  s 
&mily  elmggle,  Itadame  de  Douhault  wrote  to  her  brolbur.  ur^ng  hin, 
in  friendly  tcnun,  to  put  on  end  to  the  cnose  of  complaint.  Ilia  reply  ma 
redoubled  faarsbuess.  He  eveo  ofietod  tbe  palrimoBiol  cstotos  furailc,  tbs 
report  uf  which  increnacd  Ute  mother's  alann,  aad  dctemiined  tbo  dongfaMr 
to  talcc  a  decided  slop. 

Such  was  the  state  of  af&ira,  when  Madame  do  DouhouJt  turuiiuuJl 
licr  Eoolher  that  she  would  arriv«  id  Parts  by  the  beginning  of  17S6  to 
consult  about  the  measures  moet  expedient  to  adopt.  Tbe  son  vas  ibM 
thnotODed  dthcr  with  liaviag  to  reetore  to  his  mother  (he  Itfo-eujoyawiit 
of  tile  pruperiy,  or  with  having  to  sliari:  it  with  his  sister.  In  either  cne 
liis  sister  wen  nn  inconvenience.  Her  interll'reuce  was  inopportune,  bcr 
claims  unpleassat.  The  most  furtunate  thing  for  hini  would  ho  (o  po 
rid  of  botli.  Ncvcrth<-!ca*  ht  oUo  cxprcfecd  bis  dcare  that  tbe  meetii^ 
and  coniniltation  Ehotdd  take  place.  Instead  of  seeming  to  Ivor  thar 
results,  be  even  urgi^d  their  reatimtiou. 

Another  circumstance  ought  to  be  mentioned,  whidt  may  explsia 
motives  of  other  actors  in  ihb  domestic  dnuuiL     At  her  husband's  A 
Madame  Jc  Douhault  had  caused  to  bo  drawu  up,  in  the  presence  of  is* 
heirs  of  the  duceaacd,  an  invcutoiy  of  the  iulieiiUmcfi  which  aha 
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rtgbt  to  «DJojr  for  luer  life.  Ber  cUima  thus  anbataotinlctl,  sbc  twcamc  u 
fixture  upon  th«  eatate— «n  aimuitaat,  whcac  long^Tity  irould  bo  l>urd«n- 
■ome,  ami  irbooc  decWBM  would  be  ft  gain  lo  llie  next  ex[>«cuuita.  It  ti-nit 
•t  tfa*  cloM  of  the  I>eoenib«ir  (ullovring  ihu  she  kA  Cboxclet  on  a  visit  to 
hsr  mother,  to  ounmilt  with  bcr  roBpecting  their  &nuly  DODcvras. 

If  vr«  may  believe  the  Wanun  witluiut  n  Niime  vbu  wilt  ahaitlj 
appw  ujKiu  the  aecne,  Uadsme  de  Uouhnull,  when  AboTit  to  itan  for 
I^uix,  felc  a  necret  pKBeBtimeut  of  «ril,  an  inexplkabte  repugnance  la 
tak«  the  jouiney.  Her  nesRst  fnenda  a&d  relations  approved  of  ibu 
lllldsrtiilcing ;  still,  in  her  foreirtlt  viidt*  to  her  nciglibouns  sbu  ctHlld  not 
onnuol  lurr  iuvoluntary  fears,  for  whidi  she  oould  show  no  definttft  nMtive. 
iler  coiuin,  a  nuigiitrate,  ruauured  hi^r,  altributtug  bur  vague  inqniotwln 
to  a  temporary  deraogeamit  of  Iicalth ;  in  t pitc  of  which,  aha  could  not 
hdp  deferring  her  departure  bll  thu  latil  minute  poaublc. 

At  len^,  Yfith  great  r«grct,  Ao  stn1«d.  Id  travtlltng  to  Pari*  licr 
babil  was  to  sleep  at  Orleans,  at  the  houae  of  M.  du  Lude,  her  gre.it- 
nepbvvr  on  her  hiabaiKT*  nde,  and  consequeutly  one  of  tlie  pdtrtic*  vho 
would  come  in  for  a  share  ef  ber  hiuhnnd  k  property,  sAer  b«r  decuuw. 
That  gmtleman  bappenod  tli«a  to  bo  ul  Arp^nton,  on  the  way  to  Orluans, 
and  alto  wrote  to  invite  him  to  accninpary  her  thiibcr.  He  declined  to  do 
ao,  on  mnc  (nrotuiu  prci<ut;  and  curimiely  enough,  abe  was  utfonned  at 
Argraton  that  ho  bad  Mtnrtvd  lor  Orleans  immi^dtately  after  rBceiving  her 
inritaticai.  At  Arg^nlan  »he  sent  bnck  bcr  own  coachman,  and  went  on 
with  poat-honcs.  Oa  rcaohinp;  Orlunnit,  she  drove  at  once  to  Al.  du  Lude'a 
boiK*,  as  UKual.  1'his  time,  alle^in;;  lundiy  reaaoBa,  he  excused  hinuelf 
tkvta  enterl^niog  Iier,  indicating,  inshcnd  ot  hia  own,  the  lionae  ot  one 
M.  dc  la  Rancicrt-,  Klierv  bti  6uid  a  chamber  waa  prepared  for  her,  and  aim 
advising  h«r  to  send  bcr  sen-ant  cisenrhcre,  to  give  tlie  lens  trouble  to  the 
De  In  IEoncii3x«. 

Not  u  little  asUinislicd  at  this  reccjition,  abo  went  when  abe  vrns  toMf 
aad  fonnd  a  chamber  on  tlie  ground -floor,  toolung  into  the  couit-yord. 
Tlere,  say  her  brother  and  his  partiaans,  *li«  fell  ill,  and  died  on  the 
16th  »f  January,  1788.  Her  funeral  took  plaee  on  the  Slst;  the  Frctich 
bory  their  dead  sooner  than  wc  do.  So  far  there  is  nothing  veiy  cxtn- 
ordiiuuy  in  the  Luly's  biognphy.  Other  women  have  bad  afflicted 
Inubandti,  have  oonducled  thetDHlrea  wortliily  under  ihe  adliction,  and 
hare  di«l  while  ti»v«lUiig.    Our  wonder  is  now  to  b^in. 

On  tlie  l7tli  of  October,  1791,  a  veiled  personage,  dresMd  in  blnclc, 
imsenled  herself  at  the  gate  of  tlie  Chilean  de  Champ^uellea.  Oo  Iier 
dcmnDduig'  adntnioa,  tfae  porter  replied,  "  iladame,  my  master,  AI.  de 
Cbamptgnellcs,  baa  forbidden  me  to  allow  any  one  to  enter  without  n 
written  order  from  hinucIL" 

But  don't  you  knowme,  Saint-I.oupT''  she  asked,  naaiqg  bn  veil 
"  I  km  the  Manjnise  de  Douhauli,  your  nuiater's  atAer." 

"The  marquise  died  aomc  time  ago.  Yoa  had  better  wltlMltsw, 
tBodanw ;  1  bare  my  ordon." 
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'Die  Uiiy  rpinniod  to  the  tovn  of  CbuupigncIlM,  vhert  ake  liad  anitttd 
in  a  ctirriag«  and  luid  [xuscd  (he  Dight  nt  iJm)  principoJ  ino. 

'Hie  ttftxt  Rioming,  nt  the  tun  o'uluck  bums,  iAm  imt«rGd  Uie  cd 
Yrliidi  u-MS  crciirtled  wjlli  townspeople  Knd  tbc  d«|>eiidaat8  of  the  ch 
Sho  raised  htr  tcU,  knelt  lidbre  it  tomb  inscrilicO  witb  llie  Diutx;  of 
Ue  Cbani)ii;^i«IIvs,  aod  prayed,  skcdding  many  tears,  Tlio  [arsons  prc»«nl, 
in  astonitliinent,  wntclird  lir.r  with  llic  gn3it<at  nlli-tititin.  Severn!  ai 
them  txcbdmi^d  lUuuil,  "  Wli&t  a  Miiking  tikonesa  to  the  late  Madaue 
Mar<)iiiiM)  dc  Douhault  I " 

But  in  iliat  very  cliui-ck,  and  not  v«ry  long  ainc«,  a  fUncral 
}iad  been  cnlrbtnlcil  iov  tii«  rcpo^u  of  tlui  inarquiac'*  tool.     Npvcrtbui 
Uie  aluDger'a  fgure,  lier  walk,  iiiT  fcaiurcs^«v«7 thing — so  {•erfi'd 
recalled  tbn  deceased  to  mind,  tliat  dimng  tlio  mass  mora  tluia  one  of 
congregation  could  not  help  muttering,  "  She  ta%y  be  dead ;  bat  oue  woald 
nay  that  ihl*  is  our  inarr|ui!iti  all  t>ie  tamu." 

When  man  «ua  over,  knots  nf  people  waited  at  the  door,  to  Me 
Uie  lady  walk  out  of  clmrcli.  Sti«  w.iii  accompanied  hy  a  fL-inine-ilc- 
chambre.  One  of  the  spectators,  boidar  tlian  the  rett,  anco8li.-d  tire  scrvanJ, 
and  iniiuired  her  mistress's  name.  "Ymi  ouglit  to  know  lua  better  thsn 
I  du,"  wn«  tliv  answer  given. 

At  tbia,  several  persons  who  liud  had  more  &c<]Ut!itt  intcrconno  thu 
the  othurs  wiih  Millie,  du  tih.inipigin-Ilc*,  npiironched  tho  lady.    "  Yea,  my 
Itiends,"  slie  said,  "  I  am  ind^i^d  tlic  Muniuisc:  de  Dou]i«ult ;  tny  chili 
was  piuaod  in  this  domain,  whcr«  I  am  now  ntfuscd  admtUancu. 

Uer  voice,  t/jo,  wa^i  the  voice  of  Mademoitdle  de  CliampigncUts. 
dianpntcd  all  further  doubt  by  addrcnitig  ouch  indiridtul  by  name 
rdmindiiig  tliom  of  circumataacea  which  could  only  Im  known  to  ibt 
daughter  of  tlieir  former  lord.  Ueaitntion  was  no  longer  poauUe.  Tha 
whole  town  waa  coaviucvd  <if  the  uiarqulse's  actual  i«tiutt  in  tlic  dnh. 
The  belli!  rang  to  ctlcbiatc  tti«  event.  During  the  course  of  (evcnl 
days,  tlir  muniutie  wus  vtailt-d  by  many  pcrMiM  belonging  lo  the 
neighbourhood.  All  who  had  known  iho  Man|uisc  do  Douhaull  rnvg- 
nixcd  h(-r  in  the  jicrson  who  now  claimed  the  name.  The  National 
fi-ied  the  recovered  Indy ;  tho  mnnidpal  officers,  the  head  of  the 
wislied  to  givo  every  pusuhlu  auibentiuily  to  livr  almost  g«nenil  recc^nili 
by  tlie  inhabitants.  They  thertffure  publi^cd,  to  the  Bound  of  the 
a  rcipifst  that  i^vt-ry  mm  who  did  reuognixe  her  tdiuuld  make  dedatatks 
to  that  elTcct  beloro  the  municipality. 

On  tho  23rd  of  Octf-her  the  inquiry  was  opened.  Ninety -«ix  inla- 
l»tants  of  the  town  iind  ii^  cnviruns  teslilicd  lo  the  lady's  oxisleocc  and  V> 
Iier  identity  will)  the  pcrxiu  who  app<^arod  in  iiiwe  pR-eencc  This 
was  olBcinlly  recorded.  Immediately  al^crwardi^  she  summoned  the 
de  Chanipif;ucll*9,  her  brother,  bofoie  tUo  liureau  de  CoiKiliation, 
detaining  her  goods  under  an  illegal  title.  Thtx  summons  having  had 
eiliuit,  she  ttansfencd  the  sitil  to  the  Tnbunal  of  tlie  district  of  Ssiat- 
Poisnti,  in  order  to  be  rt-intUtcd  in  all  bcr  right),  titlea,  and  goods 
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to  recover  five  Itumlreil  thousnnil  francs,  as  Oamogcs.  A  nnemoir  which 
idle  publl*7)cil  iu  «up[>ort  of  Ikt  claims  explains  Iiow,  supposed  to  be  dead 
nnd  buried  at  Oilcniis,  nhe  was  Kliil  alive. 

On  tlic  I5tli  of  jHnuur^,  1788 — diitea  we  of  iiuportnnce  in  tliia 
tHngiril  ulr — it  appears  llint  slie  prepared  to  Icftve  Oriews  fur  Piirin.  Thnt 
^y,  BladHijie  dc  lit  liencifrc  invited  ber  to  (uke  n  fareireU  drive  along  tbe 
hiif  8  of  ihn  Loire.  Two  otlier  ladies  were  of  the  pnrty.  During  tliB 
wtv«,  Madtiuie  dc  la  Ronciiiro  olTi'rcd  Maduiue  de  Douliaiilt  a  pinch  of 
mufT;  imnicdintcly  nl\er  tukiiig  vfbich  she  was  seized  with  so  violent  a 
headache  that  ^le  begged  to  be  driveci  back  to  lliu  house  at  once.  They 
ffcn  her  a  footbath,  and  ihe  then  fell  into  a  profotiml  slumber.  Was  the 
HDuff  pooHoocd,  and  the  lady  s  tool  of  M.  do  Champignelles  7 

Afterwards?  A  wide  bluiik  here  occurs  in  Madame  de  T)ouhauIt'i 
RCoUeotioDS.  All  »he  knew  was  thnt  sbo  awoke  in  tlie  Salpftriero,  nt 
P«ris — a  hospitu!  for  Itiuale  lunatics  and  a  prison  for  female  criminals  1 

It)'  an  effort  of  memory,  tlio  was  able  vaguely  to  call  to  mind  that, 
alter  tJie  slumber  at  Orleans,  which  lasted  for  more  tlian  a  day,  she  liad  a 
lucid  interval,  during  which  Madame  do  la  Roncitre  urged  her  to  Kct  off 
for  Pari*  that  rtry  ereuing,  She  waa  not  allowed  lo  see  her  feniine-de- 
charabn.'.  She  had  a  confuted  remembrance  of  taking  a  basin  of  broth 
front  that  lady's  hands ;  of  geing  to  Paris,  whore  the  imago  of  her  brother 
patwed  before  her  eyes;  of  police -agents  arresting  lier  and  carrying  her 
00*  in  a  closed  carriage. 

At  tiie  Sidjiftricri;  fhe  gradually  regained  the  Knd  posuMioo  of  her 
fiiculli«d.  Her  reason  returned,  clear  and  bright,  catisiog  her  to  fed  her 
■ititation  the  more  ucutvly.  She  exjircKu-d  her  aitoniahmcnl,  protenU'd, 
told  tliom  who  i^he  wn*.  They  replied  that  t>he  was  mistaken  ;  thnt  her 
name  was  Anne  Buireile.  After  seventeen  montlis  of  horrible  seclusion, 
during  which  time  all  her  IcllerK  were  intercepted,  eho  succeeded  in 
aiming  a  powerful  friend,  Madame  de  Pulignae,  with  the  inlkmotu 

leslration  pmctiwil  on  her;  adding  that  the  Minister  who  hod  granted 
sucli  an  arbitrary  o(-der  must  have  been  deceived  into  yielding  it.  [Tboiie 
were  elill  the  days  of  Ictt  res -de- cachet.]  Madame  dc  I'olign.ic  got  tho 
or<lcr  reroked;  nnd  on  the  13th  of  July,  1789,  a  Chevalier  de  Saint- 
Louis  came  to  the  prison  and  annnimccd  to  Madame  de  Douhault  tliat  she 
was  frM!.  lie  accompanied  her  lo  the  bottcnn  of  the  Jurdiu  de*  Plnulcs, 
and  Icll  her  tlicre  tu  titlCl  for  henelf.  The  captive  of  the  Saliwtrijro 
fbuiu]  herself  alone  in  Pnrii,  ignorant  of  passing  events,  on  the  eve  of  « 
terrible  rcroiution,  wh-jn  the  people  wire  preluding  to  tho  capture  of  the 
Bastille  bj  burning  the  Ilarricreit. 

Meanwhile,  at  Orleans,  liladame  de  Douliault  was  said  lo  hare  died  of 
a  diseaae  which  the  doelont  qualilie<l  as  "  lethargic."  Seals  were  put  on 
her  efiecta  and  papvrr,  and  on  her  furniture  at  Chaxclct.  Her  funcml 
was  proceeded  with,  and  a  ccrtiticale  of  buiial  di-awn  up.  On  the  2Iitlt  of 
January  ihcy  oblnined  from  Mndamc  de  Chompignclles,  the  mothor,  who 
was  bewailing  the  logs  of  a  beloved  daughter,  an  authoriuitioQ  lo  remcvo 

vnu  viL— xo.  U.  20. 
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Um  aeali.    U.  do  CbAinpi^«ll«>  proocc^ed,  wkk  Madama  tU  Donhamlft 
9thtr  Itein,  to  diritlc  the  inlieriUaco  left  bj  faia  sister. 

Sbe  herself  bad  dol  tbc  sligbtost  nufMcion  that  her  brother  bad  be«n 
thfl  canM  of  her  d^itcotioii.  She  wu  not  aware  that  afa*  wu  Ic^Hf 
dead,  and  h«r  ftrsl  thought  was  to  fij  to  him.  Ho  would  not  nooffOM 
her,  refliB«d  any  exphuiatioD,  and  had  fa«r  turned  cat  of  the  faouat  »  a 
nmd  woman,  m  an  ndveutureaa.  CompnlMndJng  aoibing  about  ttuch  a 
r«oeplioo,  abe  belook  hcrtclf  to  an  iindo,  a  comiSAndant.  lie  receiTtd 
her  coldly,  hike  M.  dc  Clumpigiivllea,  he  did  not  knov  her;  and,  ocrer- 
tbelGBS,  Jia  aaked  her  to  dinner.  With  tcara  lii  her  tye*  ahe  nbmei, 
cxohuming,  "I  ■bull  find  a  rtfuge  with  lay  muth«r  I"  "  Your  nmtlml'' 
rcplit^d  tbo  conimantknt.     "  Your  tnothor  it  dead."  ^| 

lu  h«r  dcMolitlion,  the  baxhaird   to   Uodamo  dc    Polignac.  then  ^^ 
ToaaiUed.    Tber«  abe  waa  recognised  by  nametous  perMHit  of  tbe  h)g!>t«t 
dUtinction,  nmongit  otlxjra  by  tbo  unforttmato   I'rinooM!  de  Luuballei 
The  wholu  Cuuit  were  uimiiinoui  in  be!i«viiig  (hat  the  priaoner  mcoet^ 
from  Ibc  Salptlri^c  vraa  no  other  than  Addudo  da  Champtgnellea. 

Madame  de  Douliault  did  not  wish  to  be  in  loo  gnat  a  hurry  to  i 
judidal  scfindal  involving  the  honour  of  two  iamilic^  All  her  fii 
and  pTDtectora  advised  her  to  oonltdc  in  the  goodncs!  and  jiulicc  of  dte 
King.  But  Tory  soon  the  Kiug  hlmaetf  wai  puwerlea^  tfao  Court  d»- 
p«rted.  In  February,  1790,  eho  r«soIred  to  bring  a  elvll  Mtia«. 
^throug^  the  trcuuliL-ry  of  tboae  whom  iilic  trusted  a*  her  adroeatea,  Aa 
ma  MOt  for  a  month  to  tho  prison  of  La  Porw.  There,  ah«  olaiaMd  the 
aanitancc  of  Bailly,  who  waa  then  Miiyor  of  I'nrii.  Bailly  knew  Iter,  and 
irishod  to  aid  her  ;  but  ho  found  that  lie  had  to  rtsekon  with  people  ftom 
whore  Tioluncc  he  wa*  unable  cvenloally  to  rcwne  hia  own  head.  On 
IfiATUig  La  Force,  tiio  learned  by  aoeident  tbut  the  commandant  had 
deceived  her,  and  thnt  her  motb«T  wna  alill  alive,  ahbongb  broken  down 
by  age  aad  aonow-  One  touching  and  final  intcrviow  only  waa  allolied  10 
them  for  the  interchange  of  their  nmtual  confidencea.  M.  de  Cbampigndte 
waa  informed  of  tlie  meeting.  He  closed  hiamother'edoon  i^innhia  niter. 
A  few  dnj*  nOerwarda,  Mdme.  de  Chatnpignelles  r««lly  died,  and  Mdme.  de 
Danhaull  iaW  gurioualy  ill.  Such  are  the  facte  on  which  that  lady  groonM 
her  protest  againat  the  Regbter  of  Death  drawn  np  at  Orleans. 

M.  de  Cbampignellcs  at  firit  nttempled  a  sommary  reply  to  Iha 
nccuution*.  In  n  complsint  ft(ldrca«)d  to  M.  Deldanrt,  the  Minbter  i 
the  Interior,  be  treato)  the  [lublicinquiry  andrecognltlcmat  ChamiMgnelto 
as  a  guilty  act, — aa  nn  ttttcmpt  to  obtiin  fbrctblo  poncwwa  of  tbe  ^teaa. 
The  dtdmnut,  he  euid,  bad  appeared  ut  the  gate  of  that  rcMdaiiM  mooiB' 
pmied  by  three  hundred  armed  men,  in  order  to  compel  the  steward  to 
yMd  it.  lie  uisiated  thut  the  municipality  was  bound  to  prvieet  hu 
praporty  ngainst  all  aggr^uion  of  the  kind. 

These  lActicii  not  mcccediog,  he  was  obliged  to  follow  other  forms  ef 
law.  Jn  February,  1793,  be  wai  permitted  to  have  an  interrogatory  p<K 
to  the  plabtiir,  which  consisted  of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  qBcatinnv 
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thu'cby  {ratting  tbo  My  into  th«  po«!tion  of  lh«  «ccu«ed  purty  or  the 
priaooer.  Now  in  Friiiice,  tlia  presiding  jmJgt,  so  far  from  being,  lu  in 
EngliiRiI,  tho  coiin»«l  for  t)i«  priKoner,  is  his  mont  ReTCra  eroia-«xnmIner. 
From  the  ttiy  l!nt,  MndnmR  da  DouhaiilC — for  bo  wo  nre  obliged  to  cull 
)i«T — coiiM  not  help  pcroeiTinj^  that  a  chan^  of  circumstunoea  liad  taki-n 
p]ace,  that  t)i«  cmirt  ymn  a^inn  h«T,  unA  that  the  interrogating  jui^gd 
believed  iLuC  he  had  EufTicieut  grounds  t^r  laxtnj;;  her  with  iiUmhond. 
Up  cmild  and  woiiiil  nee  in  her  no  olhpr  than  a  certain  Anne  Buiretle, 
who,  it  appearsil,  wm  [iapriaon«d  in  the  Sslp^triire  on  the  3rJ  of 
Jnntiary,  17815. 

To  tli«  niajuritj  of  those  tptcatiorii  Madame  de  Douhault  replied  qniu 
wtiidaetariiy.  Thty  tnintilrly  t^ittod  htr  tecoilection  of  nameo.  faces, 
cos1um«8,  and  facts  trhioh  oonid  prove  her  idflitily.  On  mo»t  of  thrm 
«h«  w:!*  impertnrbabte ;  no  od«,  it  eeemed,  but  the  rral  mar<]>ii»e  could 
giv«  ao  complete  an  neeoaat  of  htr  putt  life  an  rii«  did.  But  when  ihcy 
talked  to  her  about  her  entrance  into  the  Salp^tritav,  (die  beoam«  con/uscd, 
nnd  tinlbrtunatelf  adopted  [88th  Answer]  the  very  ilate,  Jitnuarffl,  1786, 
which  was  sigiiaiiicd  as  tiiat  of  the  ineiirci-ration  of  Anne  Buir«tie,  who, 
according  to  M.  do  Chain  pig  noitea'  ^stem  of  defunce,  was  in  fact  the  real 
plnintifT.  From  that  moment  the  jndgns  canmd«rod  thomactvca  nbtiotrvd 
from  further  inrestigadon  ;  this  anawfT  decided  everylhin;r.  The  plaiu- 
tilT,  impriionMl  in  Im  8alp£tri^ro  from  178R  to  17149,  cotild  not  bo 
Madame  de  Donhanlt,  whom  anthenlic  documenta  proved  to  be  living 
at  ChnMlot  in  178G  and  1787.  The  judjfns  did  not  take  any  nnl«  that 
tlie  Anne  Baireltc  in  question  waa  twenty>eight  year*  of  age  at  the  time 
of  her  entrance  into  the  tijiiptlriwc,  vehi!«t  at  that  date  Mndami>  dc 
Douhuult  waa  forty-live,  nnd  now  waa  evidently  past  fifty.  Thej-  did 
not  «onsider  that  a  single  incorrect  anewcr  oat  of  one  hnndred  and 
Ibartoen  ought  not  to  eancel  all  the  rest.  After  ihat  ansn-er,  every  on« 
of  M.  de  Champignelles'  aaaertiona  was  nnheaitatingly  accepted.  Th« 
plnintifT's  cnnnsci  \nii  gained  over  by  the  defendant  lo  acts  of  Ireochcrj, 
LetleiB  hiidjy  wHiten  and  epell,  purporting  lo  be  from  her,  vien  pro- 
duced in  eoiirt,  which  aha  osacrtod  to  be  fbrgcriea.  Tlie  Camminnnre 
dtt  Km  in  hia  .ipeoch  denounced  her  aa  n  vulgar  impostor. 

Madame  de  Douhaull  had  blue  eyes,  limped  slightly  in  her  walk,  had 
on  hrr  right  brcnat  the  acar  of  thn  sword-cut,  and  on  her  left  hand  b 
well-known  scar  from  the  bite  of  a  little  dog,  on  her  right  arm  the  ac«*8 
of  a  ntrgical  caut«ty.  llie  plaintiff  bore  the  very  same  marks;  Imt  all 
material  prooft  were  in  vain.  Tlie  UDforlasale  answer  to  Uie  36th  Qucatiun 
put  an  end  to  ererything.  In  May,  1793,  Um  tribunal  of  Snint-t'argeau 
proDounocd  that  the  plainlifi'  had  been  "imprisoned  for  mvindtin^  in  the 
SatpClriire  from  the  8rd  i.f  January,  1780,  until  the  ICth  of  October, 
1789,  uoder  the  name  of  Anne  Butrelle;"  that  she  could  not  therafore 
be  tlie  lale  Kludamc  de  Donbault ;  that  alie  had  no  right  to  demand 
that  the  Sieur  do  Champigadles  should  answer  htr  interrogatories,  since, 
■  wfaaterer  might  be  the  facta  elicited  by  his  answers,  "  they  conhl  be 
I  29— » 
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of  no  conMqucacc  Uj  a  ntninger."     Il  was  reiulving  the  quustion  at  iuuo 
by  tli«  qucntioa  itaclf. 

We  cannot  follow  all  ifae  sabsc^jtient  Icgil  itrugglcs.     A  Councitlor 
Sl&W  dcctnxod  tlint  iha  Knint-Fiugtau  judgment  oontoiued  "three  dt>- 
giating  Ikliwbocicla."     Twuity-oue  wiui«aee8  d^^iracd  tiwt  Ihpy  b»d  htto 
ttirettcned  and  tampered  wilh  by  tho  dcfcndimt.     All  vnu  to  ao  purpan; 
■t  every  •tq>  upixuc  the  luducky  aiiHwer  to  thu  Sdlli  Qu<»lu>a. 

In  this  singular  catie,  trath  and  <H|<iiiy  wcrn  mcrificcd  to  fonns 
In  July,  IjiOS,  thcro  .njipc^rvd  an  aJiuirublo  Coiuullalioa  oh  the 
JjKl</meHtt,  by  M.  itoiouin  Dea^ee,  the  courageous  defender  of  Lotus  XV[., 
in  nliicU  he  taye  tliat  there  cxUtt  tivULur  in  tbu  fonnji  of  French  legn- 
klion  nor  in  tlic  power  of  any  court  of  law,  uiy  naourcfl  by  which  the 
plaintifi'  could  apptul  nguinat  the  Kntcnct*  whicli  lurmitlly  refused  her 
the  niMne  ilie  claimed,  and  wtiich  pruUiliiled  her  tVooi  aiMuming  it.  Tbooe 
naUoices  wete  be^yond  ibe  reocb  of  any  kind  of  l^al  attMk.  The  owe 
hud  poMed  through  the  entire  series  of  courts ;  hU  hod  nacccsnvcly 
t^eeUd  Ute  claim.  Consequently,  it  was  formally  decided  by  creiy 
tribunal  which  faiid  the  ri^^bt  to  intcrfurc,  ibat  tlic  plainlifF  was  not  ibt 
Willow  do  Douli.'iulC,  aui)  tliat  she  could  not  Ukc  tli»t  tiualiiy  and  title 
without  committing  a  criminal  luurpiition. 

Nitverlhekst,  wlivn  tbey  gave  their  decimon  that  the  plaintitf  was  Ui 
the  Widow  du  DoiJiaull,  none  of  tbo  tribunals  whkb  r«jt«t«d  her  elai, 
were  able  lo  sny  who  »he  wa.i,   lo  what  cIiiM  of  society  bIn  b«kiqge^ 
the  jiliico  of  Lcr  birib,  »v!iere  she  bad  lived,  whether  »lw  were  widow, 
or  maid,  what  she  bad  done  during  the  filly  ycara  that  preceded  li 
dnim,  or  wh»t  hud  been  h(!r  Huciul  condition  during  that  poiiod.     Hen, 
thai,  waa  a  woman  without  a  name,  without  a  blalion,  without  a  (iilr, 
without  an  origin  ;  she  bt^lungcd  (o  nobody ;  she  could  claim  no  rdation ; 
she  had  no  position  whatever  in  lliu  world  ;  she  could  not  appear  before  a 
tribunal  under  any  dcnonunation ;  ch«  could  not  perform  any  «ct  of  dv 
life  ;  sbo  was  nothing,  uobody,  a  nouenlity, 

Aludame  do  Douhniilt,  or  whoever  she  was,  bad  enjoyed  for  soaiff' 
years  the  interest  of  an  "inscription"  in  tbo  "  Grand  Livre"  of  France— 
BBV.  of «  sum  inveattd  in  Government  securities.  The  proprietor  of  the 
"inscription"  —  llie  person  who  had  tbo  rev«r«ioD  of  the  principsJ— 
wanted  to  sell  that  reversion,  n.i  lie  bad  a  ])erlect  right  to  do ;  to  eS^ 
which  it  was  ncccjanry  that  the  life-tenant  stiouU  sign  the  transfer,  whitli 
was  impossible.  Flow  could  she  sign  with  a  name  which  legal  judomait* 
had  forbidden  her  lo  take  ?  And,  as  those  judt^uierils  bud  not  asaigntd  to 
li(T  any  other  name,  the  transfer  could  not  bo  elTecled.  Tlie  GorcraRicBt 
sectirily — a  foim  of  property  naturally  triLusmissiblu  nad  cinulxbl^- 
was  obtigcil  to  remain  unsold. 

What  means  eould  be  fuiployed  to  remedy  this  anomalous  positioa, 
which  is  unexampled  in  the  annals  of  justice  7  The  French  lawy«fs 
puizled  tlitiir  brains,  niid  came  to  the  concltuion  that  they  were  At  a  ilewl 
lock,  at  a  Eland-dliU,  at  the  eud  of  a  blind  alley.   That  iU-oauii«d  dttt^tfae 
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Srd  of  J.inunry,  17^6,  rcmainrd  likoit  stone  faslencd  to  a  drowning  moo. 
Tie  <I»rfeDdoul  would  not  all'iw  it  to  drop.  Tlicie  was  no  remedy, 
Recording  to  due  coiir»e  of  ]niv.  "  lu  oil  coniests,"  said  one  legal 
luminary,  "  tln-re  is  a  term  where  tli«  aingiatrnlc'a  imjuirirs  miist  utop." 
"  Vfc  can  only,"  inid  nnotlifr,  "  irfat  tiitm.in  afTaint  liiimaolff.  In  qtiosliona 
of  fact,  wi!  arc  obliged  to  judge,  not  uocording  to  the  vlnrDuI  truth  of 
tiling*,  but  according  to  their  shadows,  their  llgures,  tlieir  appearanoea. 
If  Kfi  linvn  rrrttl  iu  tlic  Douhaiilt  affinr,  we  have  r-rrM  according  (o  ru/«, 
and  wir  trvor  co>ise(i>ifntlff  does  not  <j-t',*(  in  the  eifes  of  tht  late."  A  lliird 
nuthurily  ddiclied  the  nail  with — "  One  of  the  conimonMt  niaxiniit  in 
law  is,  thdt  a  thing  once  jndgod  ought  to  jiats  for  the  truth,  and  that  a 
M-ntence  has  power  of  making  while  Uluclc,  and  black  white." 

And  then  they  adduced  tlio  very  natunil  and  very  innocently  timple 
ai;^inait,  "  Who  cati  believe  that  any  one  holding  an  dietinguiihed  a 
position  S3  il.  de  Chnnipignellex,  &c.,  would  ever  dare,  &C;  by  such 
odious  iQcans,  &e.,  to  KtiHu  the  vuieu  of  nature,  £c.,  and  degrade  and  rob 
Ilia  onfortunale  aiatcr,  wliose  only  crime  was  the  wealth  she  posscesod  and 
was  entitled  to?  " 

Her  friendx  urged  thnt,  if  glio  were  not  the  Widow  dc  Douhault,  she 
niiiat  uecewarily  be  somebody  else,  ilow  via»  it  thnt,  in  tho  eogrw  of  so 
eeardiing  an  in<iuiry,  her  tmI  name  was  not  discovered  t  A  life  of  more 
than  fifty  years  could  not  he  passed  without  Irnving  n  trace.  It  is  the 
only  trial  in  which  an  inijwator  lias  btta  condemned  fur  assuming  a  false 
luinic  williout  the  discovery  of  bis  real  nnmc  and  origin.  Hut  here,  tho 
only  safe  ground  to  act  upon,  namely,  the  impostor's  ventabh  individuality, 
i*  altppeiher  wanting. 

Legal  c«n»ulinlionM  could  get  no  further  than  to  aHcrtain  that, 
sltliough  ever}'  point  in  the  case  indicated  the  possibility  of  the  reversal  of 
the  sentence,  the  means  of  proceeding  to  that  rcvwml  were  not  to  bo 
found  in  exitting  legislation.  So  late  aa  1£09,  ten  eminent  Paris  jnriH' 
consults,  assembled  in  the  conviction  of  the  pluinlilTs  gwid  faith,  were 
lunblcto  untie  the  Gordian  knot.  Their  belief  in  her  claim  woa  supported 
by  u  eleventh  lawyer,  who  had  known  her  well  before  her  troubles,  asd 
who  was  convinced  of  her  identity  by  her  voice,  her  figure,  her  fonturet, 
and  hirr  couvetsation. 

Nor  was  the  difficulty  nummarily  removed,  as  it  might  have  been,  by 
iho  interference  of  the  Head  oftlie  State:.  The  lady  who  claimed  to  bo 
Uadaine  do  Douhault  remained,  to  the  end  of  her  days,  a  woman  without 
a  nam'.  A  drama  played  on  tlie  Boulevard,  La  Faume  Marquitt,  pub- 
licly taxed  her  with  imposture ;  and  when  tlie  authorities  interfered  tn 
put  a  stop  to  the  scandal,  tlic  piece  probihited  in  Taiis  was  nclt^  for  n 
consiilerable  IJmc  aAcrwanls  at  Oile.ins,  thrnugh  the  influence  of  the 
triumphant  family.  And  when  Madnmc  dc  Donliaull  gave  up  the  ghost, 
no  one  daro  inscribe  anif  name  upon  her  tombstone.

Tar.  tliiof  lim  now  bwn  »  long  under  obMrralion  m  a  ttniy,  to  luncli 
lin»  bceo  writlm  of  hU  life,  rnsnum,  nnd  conTfrsalioo,  tliat  plain  nwo 
OTO  mitfieil  at  Iwit  wilh  lidr  knowledge  of  the  mtject.  So  ^  m  Uh 
gonernl  public  is  eonccTomJ,  bowcTcr,  tliis  kntiirledge  eea»«  at  the  priaoti 
door.  The  art  of  tliit-vinf^,  the  Irickii  of  ttiG  trade,  have  been  made  familiar 
tnougb,  and  our  own  renfiora  know  how  inteiT«ting  as  wo!l  ai  imtnio 
tire  tkcj  aro ;  but  the  thief  once  laid  in  gnol,  !t  Mturta  to  be  nssuraed  that 
there  Is  an  end  of  his  ingenuities,  that  ha  can  no  longer  b«  mischicToat 
or  entertain  ing.  This  ix  allogclbur  aniiitoko;  a  mist  like  whicti  rv]Kirt* 
l&'^ve  itndispelled  aod  olTiciiils  are  slow  to  erponnd,  bitC  which  we  take 
the  Hbcny  to  cnrri'ct — cbicHy  on  the  information  of  convicts  thcm»clr<«. 

Notoriously,  the  most  remarkable  iti'iag  about  prison  life  at  proantt  b, 
riiat  it  has  no  terrors  for  th«  rcgulnr  rrnctilinncm  of  crime,  Thcj  hart 
ftnrad  It  ottt ;  and  they  know  that,  lik«  other  di«i>eoialioBs  of  fortune,  It  b 
capable  of  mach  ameliorati:>n  to  a  constant,  patient,  ingenious  natmv. 
Now  the  qnaliliti  which  miike  n  jniccemfut  pickpocket  or  houMbmkcr 
are  exactly  those  best  fittvd  to  soften  the  rigours  of  eonfinem«nt;  whilc^ 
as  for  the  rest,  there  it  plenty  of  leiaure  in  gaol  for  the  excrciso  of  taeh 
dtviccs  OS  mniy  serve  to  make  a  convict  couifortablc.  To  begin  with,  lbs 
regular  hand  is  rumiliiir,  dthcr  by  experience  or  the  infonunlion  of  his 
comrades,  with  th«  "  ins  and  outs  "  of  every  prison  in  the  kingdom.  Ha 
knows  governors  and  gaolen-in -chief  by  nicknama;  and  has  m>  cAoa 
discuaaed  the  particular  hardship*  and  anienilJes  of  their  ceverul  eslabliili- 
tnentii,  that  he  can  enter  none  withont  a  conaidcrahle  degree  of  oseRil 
peparatlon.  Just  as  commercial  travellers  debate  the  merits  of  ht-tida,  as 
do  gaol-birds  discuss  the  comparative  ndrantagca  of  lodging  in  this  er 
that  prison. 

Not  that  there  boi:iiis  to  be  much  use  la  carrying  information  into  • 
|ID|,  any  more  tlian  into  an  hotel,  without  monay.  If,  indeed,  I  sd 
tnlHlited  in  a  smntl  line  of  bimincA,  vrttli  a  prospect  of  only  brief  periodt 
of  conftitement,  command  of  cash  is  not  of  much  importance ;  but  if  I 
work  at  my  "  nefiirioua  trade "  under  a  continfcency  of  long  acntenec^ 
thi-n  it  is;  for  tliieves  whose  experience  cannot  bo  donbted  do  say  that 
the  di.icipline  of  many  prisona  may  be  eaiusd  by  money,  and  tho  rig 
gaoler  be  much  mollified.  80  much  is  this  tbo  case,  that  t)ie  oonvi 
lirvt  consideration  na  ho  rides  Irtim  the  Old  Bailey  in  the  black  van  n,  I 
to  gtt  money ;  if,  indeed,  he  or  his  fl-iends  have  not  arranged  all  till 
before.  If  possible,  he  will  cirry  money  into  gaol  with  him,  conccalwl  in 
ways  so  painstaking  and  deapcrulc  sometimes  aa  to  leaTo  tis  ia  i 
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about  it*  vnlue  to  Iiitn,  To  homnt  tuiil  ■implc-mindud  folk  onUtde  it 
■naf  wcm  th»C  niiwcy  »  .ia  uaelew  to  a  priion  cull  ai  in  (be  gmrc ;  llio 
thief  b  guided  by  n  difTcrent  opinion.  Of  courtc  be  i«  sfnrch«rl  u{Mn 
delircrjr  at  t)i«  gaol  door,  but  what  if  1i«  has  tuaUound  a  pound  or  two, 
for  initnnco  ?  'Hint  i*  hy  no  means  an  iinmi'd  expedient ;  sod  irhen  a 
warder  findi  a  new  cotiier  fulleii  suddenly  itl,  and  unwilling  to  have  ilia 
MtiiUaiico  of  n  doctor,  lie  is  nt  na  Ions  to  divine  i}io  cnuie.  He  has 
witDciucd  mdi  fits  of  iudivjxwiliun  before,  *nd  known  iliat  if  lie  nukes  no 
fuM  about  it,  hb  Biltiica  iDuy  bo  kiwdK>m«ly  rewarded  when  tho  attack 
is  over. 

The  warders,  and  the  inttructori,  toe,  perhaps,  make  ibe  weakiicM  of 
doinettia  difciplinc  in  gaoli.  Tho  warder  faiu  opportunities  of  priralo 
intercourao  wilh  his  prisoners  every  day,  and  I  do  not  knew  of  any  system 
of  inspection  by  trhiiih  tbia  inlrrcnunc  ia  restricted  within  fa,k  limit*. 
The  conie(jueiiei>  is,  that  if  a  warder  ohoosea  to  increase  his  iueome  by 
a  liulc  bribery,  ho  bos  Hm.ill  difficulty  in  working  out  his  d«ftire;  the  bribe 
is  always  ready  to  his  hand,  and  with  a  modorato  degree  of  caution  hv 
can  earn  and  take  it  undetected.  No  doubt  there  are  many  warders  who 
do  not  cboo«e  to  be  brihf'd,  and  as  a  body,  they  are  a  stoudy,  fiiitlifal  set  of 
men  ;  but  I  quectiou  whether  tbere  i*  a  gaol  in  Ilie  country  which  could 
not  fiirniah  an  exception  to  the  rule,  and  inor«  than  one. 

These  exceptions  are  known  to  the  robins  with  whom  they  dcnl  as 
"  right- screws."  Tbey  receive  mosey  from  the  prisoner"*  fricuda,  and 
expend  it  for  him  (of  course,  with  ccrtfiin  Bljatcmcnts)  in  the  purchaw 
of  meat,  drink,  and  lobaccf.  Tliey  al«o  tralTic  wfy  profitably  in  "  croM- 
sliflii."  A  crosa-Bliff,  the  teailer  should  bo  told,  ia  a  letter  written  secretly 
by  or  for  a  prisoner,  and  smuggled  out  of  llie  gnol  precincts  by  a  "rights 
screw;  "  and  it  is  easy  to  see  how  letter*  like  these,  wiit  by  prisoners  to 
th«ir  friends  bcfom  trial,  mny.wrrc  guilt  and  embarros*  justice.  "Soiatt- 
times,"  a  thief  infuriua  me,  *'  we  tell  our  pals  how  they  arc  to  go  on  to 
get  us  off" — whether  or  not  they  arc  to  work  luck,  which  mtutna,  to  restore 
the  utolcn  things,  or  try  for  a  comproiuise.  Many  old  hands  ha\-o  escaped 
tbia  way ;  or  if  working  buck  i*  not  to  be  done,  the  thief  ia  often  able, 
in  ease*  where  the  goods  remain  conoealvd,  to  make  arrangements  to  get 
them  aMTurcd  and  disponed  of  as  he  thinkabest. 

"  We  have  to  pny  dearly,  though,  for  the  right-scr«w'a  services.  To 
g«t  a  OKwa-slilT  out  «o«ls  ut  ftom  half-a-«i«WD  to  five  shilliDgs,  according 
to  the  sort  of  letter  it  is,  and  bow  wre  cnn  nffonl  to  pay  for  it.  If  you 
writ*  to  your  fri«nda  for  a  liltio  money,  and  the  right-sercw  undertakes 
to  bring  it  in,  that  ha*  to  be  pnid  for  niiarlly.  Out  of  flv«  pound*,  my, 
the  warder  luktu  twunty-live  shillings;  though  th«  regular  deduction  ts 
ooC'thiTd  of  the  whole  amounL  But  that  i*  not  enough ;  nhnlercr  littlu 
comforta  tbe  rigbt>Hcrew  buys  for  you  out  of  lie  n-st  of  (he  motioy  he 
pals  toll  on.  Tobacco  which  he  buys  at  threepence  an  ounce  be  chargea 
ua  from  a  shilling  to  hall'-n-crown  for;  and  half  a  pint  of  rum  gimuratly 
?ome«  to  tliree  shillings  by  the  time  wo  ^-t  it.    It  ia  the  same  with  any 
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extra  food  we  may  lutre  brought  in ;  and  die  prices  «re  prcUj  raueli  ^^ 
olikn  in  penal  lorntiidc,  on  ttio  public  wotrlcii,  nnd  in  priMna  gcncrallr.^| 
Of  course  llie  warders  bave  to  take  care  of  thcmaulTcs  while  llioj  play^^^ 
tliii  game.    Not  that  irti  tan  Ukt^ly  to  tell  tia  them.    Tliough  Tcrjr  grupin^, 
they  arc  vt-ry  coiivmicnt,  nnd  A  ri(;ht-acrcw  and  an  old  >tagrr  in  my 
line  soon  come  to  under^land  each  otlior,  aod  get  on  enug  and  oonifurlablo. 
Itnt  what  fnllriWH?     Otlieiii  liavc  to  Huflcr.     You  see,  n  vrardcr'n  nothing 
if  ho  isn't  'actirc'      Snin«  governors  like  noixy  warders,  and  all  of  iWin 
have  to  be  kept  lujunrc  by  a  show  of  leol.     But  if  the  Tighl-iicn^w  ncrer 
reports  us,  if  he  regularly  gives  hiii  pnying  friends  a  character  fur  work 
>nd  good  Rondnct,  liu  tiiunt  cutnpUiii  of  aomeboily,  and  tha  Hutu  naturallj 
haro  to  pay  die  piper.     They  nre  the  ones  that  gut  loportod ;  right 
wrong,  ihcy  nre  always  in  trouble,  getting  the  barduit  work,  and  a  b: 
diaractcr  inic  the  bargniu.     Tlio  warder  sqoarea  the  account  that  waj, 
To  be  inirr,  the  worst  thieves  arc  really  t)ie  best  beh^rcd  in  prison  gmt- 
mlly.     It  docs  not  pay  to  be  knocked  about,  and  the  way  to  get  tfac 
comfort  i>  to  lake  things  (|uictly." 

Intrigues  and  ^uariels  are  always  rife  amongst  warders,  instrrn 
and  priioner?,  "  Serving  onu  nnotlier  out,"  nnd  "  paying  each  other  off," 
appear  to  be  very  much  the  buabefts  and  recreation  of  these  rariouc 
bodi^'K,  The  thieves,  impatient  of  an  oiiiecr  mom  than  commonly  ob- 
noxious, will  conspire  together,  "  plant  aometking  on  liim,"  aod  aomctimcf 
Kuccced  in  getting  bim  dismitwed.  No  snare  is  too  daogerotu,  lies  are 
never  thought  too  black  or  too  nunicrouH,  to  luiu  such  an  offender,  or  at 
any  rale  tn  confound  and  humiliate  him.  A  ccTlain  inBtructor  had 
conceived  a  great  contempt  fur  thu  tliicfa  craft.  He  wojidcred,  and  never 
ceased  exprossing  bis  wonder,  that  any  on*  could  bo  dull  enough  to  liave 
bin  pocket  picked  with  hia  cyea  open.  But  he  presently  Ibtmd  that  ki 
bad  been  robbed,  and  carried  his  complaint  to  a  clover  old  thief  iu  wIkm 
cell  be  worked. 

"  I'm  in  a  pretty  mesa  1    Got  robbed  of  two  Bovereigna  last  n^bt,  an 
can't  imagine,  how !     I  wan  to  have  bought  two  pig*  this  wctifc,  and  if 
don't  take  them  home  my  wife  will  find  mo  out,  and  thtn  I  aball  have  it ! 

"  You  robbed  !  don't  tell  me, — you  arc  too  knowing.  The  fiict  i^ 
you  have  been  in  bad  company.  No  wonder  you  don't  like  to  go  hoow 
ivithout  the  pigs  !  " 

"  Nothing  of  the  kind.     I  did  go  into  a  publlc-bouse  for  n  glaas  of  ale 
certainly,  and  there  were  two  or  three  men  and  women  standing  tliere; 
but  I  d(S>.lnre  I  never  sat  down,  and  came  away  as  eoon  as  I  had  drui 
tny  beer.    My  wife  itt  so  jealous,  that  is  the  vrorst  of  it  1    I  aball 
have  any  more  peace." 

"  You  talk  uncommonly  like  a  guilty  man,  I  must  say.     Itowcrer, 
ain't  frr  mo  to  go  lecturing  of  any  party  in  your  aitualioa — mors 
other  way ;    and  iu  fact  I'll  lend  you  some  money  to  get  out  of 
acrnpe." 

"Toul" 
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"  Well,  don't  holler!  You've  hwirJ  of  a  man's  having  moafy  in  gftol 
before  now,  I  suppose.  Herc'a  a  couple  of  sovs.,  and  mind  you  go  etraight 
liome.     But  perhaps  I  had  littler  liud  you  a  pur*c  to  lakuc-are  ofVm  in." 

WIitr«u{<on  ihi:  liiiel'  delivered  to  llie  inBtniclor  liii  nwti  money  nnd 
liis  own  purse,  together  with  a  Wrongly  woided  recommendation  not  to 
boast  of  his  clevemese  so  much  in  future.  Thu  ovcrjnycd  And  slightly 
huuiilinlcd  instructor  Miid  he  wouldn't ;  nnd  at  the  tame  time  pledged 
himself  thai  his  ohligiog  pupil  6.ho\iId  have  a  biunjuet  of  eggs,  rum,  nnd 
pudding  at  the  first  opportunily.  Soon  alWr  the  prisoner's  discharge,  a 
note  for  the  governor  was  found  iu  hi»  cell,  to  thiit  eflTect : —

Scarcely  leas  welcome  to  the  tiiief  in  gaol  than  rum  nnd  tobncco  is  a 
little  gnsiip  ;  this  the  right-screw  al"o  indulges  him  with,  and  nausts  the 
circuktioo  of  niexwgvB  amongst  other  gentlemen,  his  friends  in  confinii- 
ment.  But  Ifaieres  have  many  iogenious  methods  of  oominiinication  witb 
each  other,  independent  of  their  warder's  aid.  So  ingenious  arc  thcM 
method*,  indeed,  that  the  fcilent  system  has  become  .1  fiirce,  almost,  10 
Ujotc  who  arc  in  the  *ccrct.  When  (to  use  their  own  slang)  convict*  aro 
"  doing  their  »c|)arate«,"  ihey  take  exercise  together  in  the  prison-yard* ; 
and  this  privilege  afTordit  sufficient  opportunity  for  conversation,  though 
they  are  forbidden  to  utter  a  sylluble.  Thi-y  talk  in  dumb  show;  and 
mmiy  defy  the  vigilaucc  of  all  the  warders  in  Europe  lo  prevent  them. 
With  their  mouths  half  open,  ibey  can  spenk  to  a  companion  liard  by 
witliout  detection,  for  the  Hps  and  the  lower  jaw  are  never  moved.  If  thg 
other  faila  to  catch  the  low,  hollow  sound  nddrcmcd  to  him,  ho  put«  a 
linger  into  hi*  Ciur  and  shakes  it  as  if  it  were  itching.  The  dumb  alphabet 
and  geilure-langusgn  of  the  gnol  is  very  complete.  When  one  prisoner 
wishes  to  inform  another  that  somebody  is  dead,  he  spells  the  name 
no  hia  fingers,  then  r^'sis  his  head  upon  his  hnnds  and  stamps  on  the 
groond :  so-ond-no  is  dead  nnd  buried.  Or  if  a  mutual  friend  has  been 
transported,  iho  informant  rubs  his  leg,  spelling  out  the  unfortunate's 
nauie,  ns  before.  Imprisonment  for  «o  oiiiny  years  is  expressed  by 
placing  a  corresponding  number  of  fingers  on  the  eair— Kill  Sykcs  baa 
got  three  'car  1— fur  moniha,  a  similar  sign  on  the  mouth  does  duty. 
If  I  have  received  a  letter,  and  wish  to  convey  information  of  that  fact 
to  tomo  friend  in  ihc  exurdM-yard,  I  cough  to  attract  hia  observation,  and 
then  scribble  otk  my  hand,  I  signify  that  1  havo  received  a  ncwipaper  by 
•wmiDg  to  road  from  my  palm.  Have  I  been  favoured  with  a  riait,  I  put 
my  finger  to  my  eye.  If  I  have  beconio  possossed  of  tobacco  I  reveal  tho 
happy  &ct  by  rubbing  my  nose.  I  pretend  to  whip  when  I  liare  been 
Hogged,  nnd  explain  tlutl  I  have  been  put  on  short  allowance  by  placiag 
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my  hnnilii  upon  my  bcTMirei!  steunacfi.  To  indienle  ih»t  I  hiirc  wnt  J" 
lettrr,  I  write  on  my  bond,  und  feign  to  tMs  tbe  writing  to  ihe  air.  My 
inlsaii  lias  been  "  iH^e<1,"  and  I  cliallenge  my  friend'*  tj-mpntliy  bj  pmoing 
both  pnJmt  upcin  my  brrjirt.  If  I  vriah  to  iolimato  ibat  I  linvc  bnn 
rejjorlej,  I  tou«h  my  collar.  Petliap*  I  have  to  ace  il»e  governor  or  ibe 
d«!piity-govcmor :  in  the  one  ea»e  I  )io)<l  up  my  index  Hoger  and  pnt  it  to 
Uiy  eyo^in  Lbe  olber  I  npply  the  sfcood  fing«r  in  )ik«  manner  ;  aa  im- 
pending; iotsrrifvr  with  the  mngiilram  U  signified  by  loueliiii^  t3i«  peak 
of  my  tap. 

Th(«o  signs  were  rcv<!)dcd  to  me  by  n  thief,  who  ap))eartd  to  liitrc  no 
lietiution  in  making  them  known.  I  scut  them  to  a  nardor  lo  b«  tcitcd; 
and  in  !«»  than  a  fortnight  ha  »w  ncut  of  llicn  in  operaltoa  in  the 
oi«rciM>y*td.  Give  orery  mnn  a  si-paralc  yard  to  exercise  in,  jind  ihni 
you  would  not  atop  iheir  intcrcourao.  Conversation  i*  carriod  on  in  (In 
chnpcla.  Thcr«  it  is  that,  by  a  peculiar  cougliing,  or  meeting,  auan^rd 
beforehand,  &  thief  learns  whether  his  trife  or  his  orony  has  been  titkoi. 
Then  the  singing  in  a  roost  convenient  oorcT  Ibr  conrenation ;  and  tlic 
longer  the  hymn,  of  course  the  more  agreeable  it  ia  to  the  singers.  "  VFhul 
tao  you  in  ftir  f "  "  liow  mneh  hare  you  got  to  serve  ? "  and  so  on,  is 
■ubatftnted  for  the  deroliooal  langua-o  of  the  liytno ;  and,  mag  witli  a 
Minna  unmoved  Tiivigc,  pnafo  undisiingnithcd.  Kcaolrv  that  there  thiU 
bo  no  singing  and  na  responses  In  clupel;  confine  your  prisoners  each 
trtrictly  to  hia  cell,  and  stiti  you  will  find  some  means  of  aocial  conrctae 
unebeoked.  Sometimes  they  talk  through  the  cell  ventilators,  for  instaiKc; 
and  hero  it  i»,  by  tlic  Yfny,  that  they  jmokc  their  pipra.  There  is  a 
Ktrong  cnrrenl  of  air  ihrongh  t!ie  venliluiora;  and  by  jndiciotiriy  placing 
his  noae  in  ihc  drniighi,  t!ic;  imofcer  ccntriTw  to  get  rid  of  the  teU-lah 
odour  which  oilierwise  would  witness  to  liis  Htolcn  joys.  ^M 

Bnt  there  is  ono  syRfrm  of  prison  converse  which  dUlances  all  otbe^^ 
for  ingenuity:  it  is  known  ss  (he  telegraph.  Prisotten  are  often  heaid 
lapping  more  w  Irw  gently  in  their  cells.  It  sounds  like  the  objectlcw 
occupntion  of  idle  hands,  or  an  Hcconigmniment  to  some  wctrily  whistM 
inne,  which  no  wnrdtr  is  bound  to  lake  cognizance  of.  In  fiiet,  it  is  dw 
clicking  of  the  telegraph,  and  this  is  liow  it  it  worked.  Tito  aiaplo  upon 
which  the  bed-Iioofcs  hang  pcncimte  the  walls  that  divide  the  ccUs;  and 
iioti  is  so  facile  a  conductor  of  sound  that,  for  that  matter,  there  might  Jat 
■a  well  be  no  masonry  bflween  the  prisoners  at  nil.  Tbe  slightest  tap  ( 
a  staple  in  one  cell  is  distinctly  heard  in  the  other ;  and  it  is  only  i 
therefore,  to  arrange  a  code  of  alphahetic-Jilrap-signala,  and  converaatjosl 
easy  enough,  thutigh  not  very  fluent.  Two  neighbouring  prironers  havei 
mind  to  talk.  One  of  them  gives  hi«  stnple  a  few  smiirt  raps  to  ei^j^s^lbs 
other's  attention,  and  iheu  ihey  begin.  "  What  are  you  in  for?"  h  tte 
first  quMlion ;  and  the  inijiiircT  taps  off,  in  regular  quick  stn^es,  every 
letter  in  the  alphitbet  till  he  oome*  to  ilie  tw«nty-third,  tr.  Then  1m 
pKitaes  for  a  moment,  and  then  begins  again :  one,  two,  three,  fbnr,  Svt, 
six,  seven,  eight,  which  ia  k  ;  and  so  on  tUI  "what"  ia  iqwlled 
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few  very  rapid  rtrnlcc*  *igo\!j  thut  the  word  in  coinpl<-I«;  ogd  u  soon  a» 
ilie  oilier  pnrty  to  ibe  conrermtion  teltgrajihs  ihat  be  ?iaa  got  the  word  all 
rij[hl  (nhicli  ii  iunc  hy  repenting  thofn  inpi  J  NlrokM  or  Am  itidc  l)i«  wnii), 
(lie  noxt  nurd  is  lurihwilh  commenced.  But  samediucs  the  oponit>>r  giro 
•  lap  too  Rianj  in  the  middle  of  n  word,  which  would  confuxc  it  Mllognihpr, 
ofooune,  if  provbion  liad  not  been  made  for  to  liktljr  an  nccideal.  The 
nm«dy  i*  titnplo.  With  (ho  iiwtrumcnt  ho  tnps  wilb,  the  opcnttor  nil's 
the  rtaple,  ni  tfcmttng  tbe  wrongful  lctt«r;  hii  friciid  on  the  other  •tdc 
npeata  the  nib,  in  (ohcn  that  ho  imdcratande  tho  si^^nal,  and  tho  mislako 
ia  audibly  corrected. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  system)  of  tel^grajilij  muaC  be  very  hIow  at 
finil,  but  time  it  only  worlh  ktllitig  in  gaol,  and  when  once  tho  prisoner 
baa  become  familiar  with  the  telegr»pl>,  he  worka  It  ivtth  anloni-diing 
rapidily,  aa  I  can  myxclf  leslify  ;  for  I  hare  both  heard  nnd  »rcn  it  in 
opention.  It  appear)  to  be  cotnmnnly  known  auiongtit  proft^saioual 
thierm,  and  toinelimes  to  occn»ionnl  ol1'imder« :  obvionsly  an  advaningo 
to  thoM  who  are  In  iho  nccret,  fur  ttie  more  nid^Iy  it  ia  known  tho 
uon  fn^uant  is  ibo  ch^inec  of  ccnrcrKntion.  Not  ihnt  it  Is  absolutely 
mcswiy  for  oommunication  between  two  jirisonem  ihnt  they  should 
revide  in  neighbouring  celts.  A  flat  between  two  sharps  by  no  means 
apoita  the  harmony  of  socSal  intercourse,  ta  might  have  bmi  suppoaed. 
The  knowing  ono  rouy  be  five  et-ils  apart,  and  stiJI  carry  on  conrerMtion. 
A  warder  one  day  inl(irm<-d  me  (hat,  to  his  great  aotonii^nienl,  ho  had 
been  told  by  a  prisooer  all  that  had  passed  in  sererat  interviews  between 
hun*df(tlw  warder)  and  another  eulprit  whose  cell  wns  fim  walls  offl 
'file  officer  was  sure  that  lite  men  had  Dcver  seen  or  fpoVea  to  each  olhn'; 
and  yet  all  that  hn'l  pn-vscd  in  iho  one's  oell  vras  known  to  lite  other.  It 
was  a  stAflliii^r  case,  but  I  discoTered  the  explanation,  and  put  it  beyond 
doubt.  I  nr>]iiMiod  tha  warder  to  pinee  an  officer  in  an  empty  cell,  and 
himself  to  go  into  another,  Bvo  distant;  ibey  were  then  to  rap  on  the 
wall  and  liaieo  for  a  respond?.  The  experiment  Kiioceeded  to  admiration : 
every  tap  daliTored  upon  ihu  wall  of  one  cell  wns  diKtinetly  heard  in  Iho 
olh*r.     It  is  idle  lo  talk  of  the  separate  sjratem  after  this. 

Thieres  hnve  a  native  horror  of  work,  and  lo  ewnpo  the  light  talks 
of  prison  bbour  will  not  only  feign  sickness  but  produce  it.  To  srcurc 
tlM  enjoynient  of  nothing- 1 o-do  in  bo:>pitsi,  with  the  snugger  lodging 
and  better  f(>od  of  that  instituti'iii,  a  man  wilt  purposely  expose  hinuelf 
lo  uM,  and  catch  it  eoT«r«ly.  But  if  hfnpital  comforts  an*  to  be  obtained 
hy  tmgiaag,  that  method  ia  preferred  of  course.  Blood-sptllin^  ii  a  very 
flnourito  devioa ;  or  a  poignant  pain  in  the  chest.  8oap-pi)!s  laken  in 
aaBotaat  quratity  ore  highly  eetccmed  »*  prodttotirc  of  a  large  ainoimt  of 
diowy  but  safe  sickness.  On  convict  Maliona — Bermuda,  fbr  oxamj^c — a 
dcde  bond  ia  occoaionally  m.tdo  up.  The  conspiney  is  usnnlly  get  afoot 
by  some  ohl  Aief,  who,  having  token  thought,  proposes  to  his  oompsnions 
that  "  wa  bavo  a  day  in  the  bay  to-morrow,  tny  boys,  for  tho  gcod  of 
our  health."   If  no  e.TtraonlinnTy  conciirrcnec  of  circuni^tances  forbids  the 
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])lan,  it  is  Igroed  wj^d  ;  and  ihcn  conira  n  <1i.itribntion

A  tliirl  propoM^  fc* 
himself  acute  paiusjn  the  di«At;  but  tliU  is  objected  to  li^-  tlic  mt  el 
the  party,  on  the  ground  that  hn  ha*  hud  thnl  cauipluiot  too  oflva  already. 
Vuriuus  auggi?Btiuiiii  are  nutdc,  suitable  to  his  conuilutioa;  lie  takei  hia 
cbmce,  nnd  at  Icoglh  every  man  is  fitted  with  a  discaw  more  or  lens  to  hi* 
lilciug.  Tbcy  theu  "  go  sick  "  to  the  doctor,  who  often  seea  tlirough  the 
plot  of  coume;  but  it  docs  n of  follow  of  cotinw  that  he  t^niU  the  impocCort 
beck  to  their  t^flis.  Most  ui<^dicul  incu  coucerned  with  lh«  crimiiMl 
classes  are  obliged  to  make  doubtful  concesuoiu  bow  and  lltcn  "  for 
oulie  of  patof.." 

Since  the  thief  suceeeda  so  veil  in  m&ldng  a  jolce  of  the  elaborate  ooUl 
ayDteiu,  n'U  cnn  scarcely  expect  him  to  leave  his  ingenuity  uncxc 
in  other  peofil  eiluatioris.  On  jmbliu  Korku,  lu  the  convict  thip,  nnd  at 
the  foicign  station,  he  is  genenilly  fotind  equal  to  ail  emcrgmciea  ;  the 
^nlter  be  advaooes  in  the  school  of  punislimcnt,  ibe  more  oorrupt,  thtf 
more  daring,  nnd  the  more  cral\y  he  becomes.  ifeformaltoD  at  tbe  poUio 
woi'ks  of  Challmm,  nnd  Portland,  and  Dartmoor,  U  out  of  tlio  qoeMion. 
j\ll  sort«  nf  criuiinala  are  thrown  together  in  an  indiscriniiiuttv  herd, 
wiicre  penitence  is  laughed  out  of  cuunlenoncc  or  persecuted  to  desiK 
Evaaion  of  discipline  is  easier  than  ever ;  and  the  culprit  who  was  not 
aliarp  enough  to  nucure  his  own  indulgence  in  the  first  rtigo  of  bis  puniah- 
Rient,  finds  rvady  menAs  of  doing  so  after  escaiiing  separaft;  oonlinemeitf 
fur  the  public  works.  Wo  have  all  hoard,  nnd  nil  thought,  nf  the  t«rrihlu 
disturbance  that  broke  out  at  Chathaui  a  little  while  since.  That  mutiny 
WHS  known  by  the  criminal  ctasi  nt  large  to  have  been  detvrmined  apea 
long  V-fure  it  ocenrrvi).  And  wliut  was  the  real  cauae  of  the  outbreak  F 
A  large  number  of  men,  by  no  means  stupid  or  ignorant  of  tbeor  ■Jtitati-w, 
create  a  riot.  They  know  they  arc  rjuilc  unlikely  to  get  any  advimtage 
out  of  it — that,  on  the  other  band,  it  will  probably  end,  so  far  oa  tlkey 
arc  concerned,  in  their  being  lied  up  to  the  triangles,  iind  sutiDdly  flogged; 
and  yet  they  create  the  riol.  It  is  obvious  at  once  that  tbet«  must  have 
been  extraordinary  provocation  fnr  so  desperate  a  rebellion  ;  and  the 
thieves  say  that  their  madness  was  occasioned  by  tlie  exiortioo  of  corrupt 
ofKcors  I  'I1>cw  fiionds  of  the  poor  prisoner,  who  stretched  a  point  of  duty 
to  bring  in  a  little  money,  a  little  ruin  and  tobacco,  to  nmclioralo  the  bud- 
ahips  of  hi«  condition,  would  at  Inst  only  consent  to  do  so  at  audi  n  figure 
US  exasperated  him  to  uiaduetis.  Out  of  five  pound*  sent  by  a  prisotier's 
friends,  the  obliging  go-between  would  sometimes  appropriate  four  1  The 
c!onvicls  would  bear  it  no  longer — so  they  aver — and  in  tbejr  deepcntioa 
got  lip  the  riot. 

But  this  is  only  the  testimony  of  thieves  nnd  detparadoes,  !t  may  be 
eaid.  The  reply  is  pertinent,  but  it  Ia  not  at  all  conclusive.  1  can  only  mv, 
I  know  thnt  thicvedoni  foretold  the  riot  long  before  it  hapjiened ;  that  1 
know  the  cause  as  1  have  ttntcd  it  whs  then  oatignud  Ibr  the  eretK  ;  ud 
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th&t  directly  afler  the  mutinj,  *  very  agnilicinit  printed  paper  irss 
«ncIoaed  in  eonviots*  lellers,  utd  circubted  in  prisons.  Tlie  following  is 
a  oopy  of  tliis  paper  -.-^ 

"Notice  aiw  Cactiok  to  Fkien-ps  of  Piusonebs, 
"Some  persons  tmptoycd  nbout  tlic  priwn  liavo  obtained  money  from 
friends  of  priaontTs,  and  Imve  usod  it  fur  their  own  pwrpoBcs,  or  bavo 
given  n  part  of  it  to  the  prisoners  contrary  to  the  rcgulationa  and  to  law, 
vbicb  liaH  caused  (ho  prisonen  to  be  punislicd,  and  to  forfeit  many  adrnn- 
tagca.  Several  persons  have  beon  detected  and  con>niitted  to  fpal  fur  ttiia 
offcneo.  Friends  of  pn«oner3  are  therefore  seriously  cautioned  against 
sending  money  to  prisoners  in  any  way  except  l)y  letter  addressed  (o  ilieni 
directly  throtigti  the  posl-office.  Alt  such  letters  will  be  opened  by  th« 
governor,  and  the  receipt  of  them  ncknowleilged  by  the  prisoner,  and  tlie 
money  will  be  en-dited  to  liis  account.  Friends  of  prisoners  arc  recom- 
mended immi'diately  to  oncloac  to  the  governor  any  letter  or  other  sppltCA- 
tion  they  may  receive,  whether  it  be  for  money  or  on  «ny  other  tubject. 
"F.andT.,  50,000,5—61." 

Out  ofd<iorstlio  Chatham  uproar  has  never  yet  becafitirty  understood; 
bat  nil  thi.i  ninken  iiai  provuuatiun  clear,  I  think.  I  have  heard  ofn  cnNe  in 
which  fifty  pounds  were  fcnt  to  a  prisoner,  and  not  a  farthing  of  tiie  moiiej 
rMched  him.  He  learned  that  it  had  been  uriit  only  when,  ilr;il\ed  from 
gaol  to  a  convict  ^lAiion,  his  friends  took  leafc  of  him  on  board  ship. 

It  is  a  common  belief  among  criuiiiials  that  no  prisoner  eseaiw*  from 
gaot  without  the  itsBisiiuice  or  connivance  of  Honie  of  the  oflioeni.  Thia 
dovlrine  is  loo  swecpitig  to  be  accept<:d  altogether  ;  the  truth  is,  probably, 
that  most  anil  not  all  eseajies  are  favoured  by  the  kinOneiu  or  cupidity  of 
mrders.  It  has  often  been  discovered  that  escaping  prisoners  have  found 
friend*  awaiting  them  without  the  walls :  how  did  thc^o  people  become 
acquainted  with  the  project  of  escape,  aiid  the  hour  nt  which  it  was  to  bo 
alleuipled?  Some  cojies  of  this  sort,  with  very  interesting  particulars, 
might  bo  inKtanced  here,  but  it  would  be  dangerous  to  do  so.  On  public 
works  facilities  of  escape  are  more  easily  arrntiged  than  in  gaol);  but  the 
price  is  high.  Twenty  pounds,  fifty  pounds,  a  hundred  pounds,  have  been 
paid  by  a  runaway  for  being  placed  in  circimi  stances  favourable  to  cacspe. 
An  old  offender,  talking  of  these  things  with  me,  said,  waggishly,  "  If 
aomt  thing*  are  known  to  the  luw-mokctu,  sonic  things  ore  also  known  to 
the  law-breakers." 

The  "accidents"  on  public  work*  arc  not  nlway*  to  be  credited  with 
that  innocent  appellation  :  sometimes  they  are  deliberate  murdenh  Spite 
and  hatred  are  pnstjons  ctaity  engendered  in  convict  gangs,  and  imfortunate 
is  lie  who  arouses  them.  His  enemies  will  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
him  die,  or  of  being  brought  near  to  dt^ath.  They  arc  lowering  a  eton^ 
perhaps,  which  the  victim  i.i  to  receive  below.  The  itotie  is  launched 
without  warning ;  or  the  lowering  tackle  gives  way  ;  at  any  rate,  the  mass 
falls  on  the  man,  ami  he  i»  killed.

MEVKLATIONS  OF  PRISON  LIFE. 


Lir«  on  boan]  n  convicl-^bip  in  prcltily  iUu*tr«tcd  in  the  foUoiring 
account,  will]  wliich  «  thScf  of  great  expeiienc«  and  lottg  ilaaili]^  baa 
fivTDui-ed  me : — 

"Stimc  <if  Uic  grcalott  villiuun  on  the  Eicc  of  titc  cattb  arc  to 
found  abonid  a  couvict-t^liip.  Their  conversatioa  ia  awAil  to  haa — it 
eft  filthy  und  blnxphctnous.  Ilcro  and  there  niDi»ig*t  tbem  you  nu; 
tn«n  who  are  mUly  niixiotui  to  rdiirm,  aud  tiavu  brought  a  tvste  of  rol^i 
Ytiih  ihcm  out  of  Notnc  niodil  prison.  Th«e  mm  aro  called  "jooft 
by  liiu  rufEana  they  art;  piickt.-t]  ivilh,  and  who  jxrraecutv  Ihem  out  of  tkrir 
e«nKS  almofet.  If  n  joej  is  only  caught  uying  bis  pntycn,  vofl  to  him. 
It  might  be  iup])cucd  thut  thcri:  in  Momc  protection  Ibr  a  roan  of  thi»  tort,  if 
}ie  Hppuals  for  it :  nothing  (•{  thu  kind.  There  it  no  olEcer  on  duty  betweea 
decks.  The  •enlind  cannut  get  to  the  punccuting  mob,  and  he  docm't 
want  to;  be  eiyoya  lh«  sport  too  much  liiinsi^U^  An  old  gentleman  with  ■ 
t>hi>rt  temper  U  u  pcrfi-ct  godncnd  In  hlx  fi-llow  convicta:  lie  i»  kept  in  an 
«veTla»tiiig  rage,  and  the  juctu  Iiu  fioiha  and  aweara,  tlie  more  fitn  tli«i^_ 
it,  ofcouisc.  Honour  nmong  ihievM  I'tc  linu-d  of,  nnd  believe  pariiyj^l 
hut  iherv's  little  of  that  in  a  conviot-»liip.  They  rob  and  plunder  om 
another  without  mercy,  and  nothing  is  too  hot  or  too  htxry  for  them.  It 
is  this  plundering  nnd  lormenling  that  cnuM-s  so  raiuiy  di>turhiiDC«9  on 
board.  It  is  here,  too,  that  old  grudgM  are  paid  off.  If  one  man  hai 
done  another  any  injury  in  the  prison  they  came  from— betrayed  nnyihis^ 
ftir  Instance^- his  life  is  not  worth  much  when  they  oome  together  on  boarj 
ship.  A  mob  of  enemies  is  toon  enlinted  agntnst  him,  who  rob  htm  of  his 
food,  gartrtto  him,  bent  htra  imnicrcifnlly.  Thnw  pranks  are  generally 
played  in  the  dark.  The  poor  fellow  reports  his  tormentors  to  th«  docMr 
perhaps;  bat  if  he  does,  so  much  tho  worse  for  him.  He  has  lo  ntStr 
double  then,  tbr  mischief- making.  Ho  he  RnAa  at  UsI  be  liad  better  lalM 
hie  miseries  quietly ;  though  it  is  not  easy  to  do  su  when  it  cooHi  ta 
(cntding.  Ttiat  is  a  farourite  way  of  iti-using  n  blnek  sheep.  A  maa 
comes  down  the  ladder  with  a  bucket  of  bc4ling  tea  or  water,  .^nd  if  any  cM 
he  has  got  a  grudge  agninst  happens  to  be  near  enough  lor  tlie  pnrpow,  t» 
has  an  accident,  tumbles  off  the  ladder  and  sonsw  hta  "  mark "  in  tht 
boiling  lirpior.  lie  may  get  scalded  himself  in  the  tumble,  but  be  will 
mn  the  risk  of  that  if  he  leels  pretty  imro  of  having  his  rercnM  All 
aciris  of  gambling  goo  on  in  a  conricl-ship,  cards,  dice,  nnd  doniiniiei 
being  made  out  of  almoat  anything  the  men  can  Uy  hands  on,  Thost 
ivho  would  read  to  each  other  are  annoyed  by  the  roughs ;  their  Bcripuire 
readfY  is  made  a  laughing-stock  of.  Tobacco,  pipes,  and  gmg  are  to  be 
got  by  paying  a  good  price  to  the  milors;  and  so  with  gambling,  wl 
rioting,  and  worw,  the  voyage  Is  got  over.  Convicts  ought  lo  have  MOM 
employment  on  board  ship;  that,  and  grntuilieii  Ibr  good  conduct,  wooU 
make  a  reformation,  I  am  confident." 

On  the  foreign  convict  Muttons  the   «ime  cormption    breeds. 
profeamonal  rogue  iliere,  as  eWwhere,  doea  bia  ntmost  lo  avoid  pimUp' 
inent,  and  to  lncrcaM  his  skill  in  the  practice  of  criine.     They  liave  their 
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putinw*,  Ico,  Da  Yr«>n  as  their  piiniBhmrnb ;  flogfpng  it  on«  of  them. 
Whenever  A  fulon  i>  lo  bnHoggMi,  hiRcnmniiles  »<tite  ibo  occasion  for  a  tlltio 
excilcmvDt,  aad  iiiuke  bvls  an  to  wbclhvr  he  wiH  cry  out  or  not.  If  l>e 
dtlcn  ihe  lainlcsl  gioan,  niPii«5  is  won  and  lutrt,  and  the  unliappj'  wretch 
i«  dvgindvd  lit  once  tn  ]ni)>lia  Mtitniition.  Any  r^cprnwton  of  Rufft^iing  iii 
'hougbt  »o  disgraccfiil,  tlint  to  redeem  liis  c)iui-act«r  tlie  iiiiflr«m  will 
HOflietiinci  hriag  down  ilio  Injh  upon  himsHf  ngain,  nnly  lo  show  ibnt  ho 
Cffit  b«ir  it  williout  a  cry.  'Hie  Hopper  piobably  know*  ihnt  this  U  a 
rtdcmplion  flog^iR^,  and  Uye  on  wiih  all  his  stmiglh, detmnincd  lo  make 
Um  aiari;rr  "squenk."  The  btood  ilav*,  the  floJi  it  torn,  thn  K^th  nre 
grinding  together,  every  mvscio  (jnivers  with  pain  ;  but  the  candidate  f>jr 
double:  honoitni  will  die  ntlber  than  giro  way  to  tlio  grnnn*  with  which 
Ma  dteai  is  heAring.  Tlie  ordeal  ia  mlisfactorily  acoomptidied,  and  a 
colleclian  i*  tbtm  nude  for  the  brro,  thft  flo^gn  himmrif  lom^titoM  grocC' 
flilly  heading  the  list.  It  will  be  eeen  (hat  tlib  h  not  m>  much  dlscipUnfl 
D*  "jolly  fun." 

Another  pojnilnr  ainiweRient  in  the  "  hi>t\  and  toe  march."  The 
CODvicls  hii\o  lo  walk  a  mile  or  two  to  their  work.  When  they  have  got 
■ome  little  distance  on  the  ron<l,  uii  old  "  Ing  "  and  recognized  leader  bawls 
nut,  '*  Kow,  my  boya,  he«l  and  toe  1 "  "  Heel  and  toe  I  heel  ajid  toe  I " 
abotit  the  approving  g'lt^gT  ami  the  game  cnmmencm.  A  halt  ia  madc^,  and 
)h«  couvicia  furin  in  single  line,  each  man  pulling  the  heel  of  hia  ri^ht  foot 
eloM  aigkiiMt  lb*  lot  of  tha  Mt.  "  Uarch,  boy*  ]  iilcody  I  "  ia  now  tli? 
cry ;  whwMipon  ibe  heel  of  Ihe  left  t()ot  ia  brotight  forward  to  tha  toe  of 
IIm  right,  Mid  Kt  Ilio  jovial  gang  "  march  on,"  at  tha  rale  of  lialf  m  mil« 
■B  koar  I  The  beel  and  toe  march  baa  produced  some  rather  besvjr 
fiofghlg  in  Bermuda;  but  it  i«  a  ftivmirite  pastime,  nevt-tlheltva. ' 

Rowa  about  rationa  are  of  fre^^uent  occurrence  >•(  coiifve,  and  they  ara 
eiyeyacl  na  a  relief  to  tli«  monotony  iif  eonvict  life.  If  a  tcriona  riot  can 
1m  got  up,  ao  much  ibe  l>etter;  if  not,  then  a  mock  indignation* meeting 
can  be  held.  Tlier«  ia  old  Jeny,  who  hm  no  long  beien  accustomed  to 
conviet  raliona  that  kia  bnndi  arc  an  capable  of  vreighing  them  na  any 
GoTerement  pair  of  acalea  whaterver.  He  finds  that  be  has  been  defrauded 
of  hii  ollownnco  by  half  an  oniico,  and  gelling  on  bin  Icga  be  addmsea  his 
cumpanioBS  on  the  MibJMt.  Such  n  Rpcwh  bm  been  reported  to  me  as 
Mfevt:  "  Gentlemen,  ibia  here  dinner  ain't  wi-ight ;  and  it'*  not  the  finl 
tinu  I  hare  been  abort.  Now  I  don't  wish  lo  get  onr  miperiors  here 
anyways  into  trouble  " — {A  voice. — "  They  are  not  our  miperiora — they 
are  oar  aemuta,  paid  by  Goremment  to  take  care  of  ub.") — "but  aocli 
ia  their  B^laet  of  duty  thnc  1  shall  flx^l  bnund  to  bring  the  matter  afero 
tlia  Houi« of  Oommona.  (Heur,  bear  I)  The  nation  pays  for  our  victuals, 
and  it  would  be  ungrateful  on  our  parts  not  to  look  al^cr  it."  (Cheers. 
'*  Old  Kngiond  for  ever.")  "  Meimtime,  na  t  tuud  before,  tliia  diimer  ain't 
weight,  and  I  shall  go  to  the  officers  and  call  their  polite  Mtention  to  it." 

Amidst  cries  of  "  [t'a  of  no  um',"  the  old  rogue  betakes  btmsoU'  to  m 
officer,  and  presently  rctoma  with  the  mistake  eorreeled.    "  You  ace, 
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gentlrnifn,"  he  excluinis,  tignin  baranguing  bU  ccnipnnians,  "I 
■ncccHcil  in  mnking  our  nrvanla  do  tbrir  duty.     Bnt  ntt  for  jrou,  you' 
put   up   with  anvLliing;    tho  bonour  of  Old   Englanil  is  iK)t  nafe  ia' 
j'our  Imad*.     IIoivcTcr — sorry  lo  drink  ytiar  licultlt  in  water  only,  but 
bore's  to  you,  a)l  tiw  fifime — may  wo  ncvor  want  a  ri^t-acrvw  ia  prisoa 
nor  iho  needful  out  of  it."     (Cheers,  foUowed  by  "Brilans  ana  slw! 

bo  HlflVM.'^ 

It  must  rtot  he  mipposcd,  howvnr,  thnt  tbe  private  ocRupntiAna 
couvictsare  entirely  devoted  to  amuHuraent.     They  lore  buaiiiest  as  ki-U 
iM  plranurc,  and  loao  no  opportunity  of  "doing  a  good  tliiag."     A  rotarn«d 
coDvict  onoe  told  me  (and  I  do  not  doubt  his  fitalemeni),  ibat  a  fulon  on  a 
certain  foreign  ntntioa  bud  coritrivr^d  to  wt  up  a  pirss  for  lh«  manufac: 
of  counteiTcit  balf-HoverM^ns ;  and  that  ttie  enlerpri^ng  poMcivor  uf 
inQchitin  not  only  eoinni  many  piceu^  bitt  pnvcd  them.     It  ia  diOScolt 
siippofie  thnt  that  could  be  done  wilbout  tbe  coontvnnce  of  oiUct-ni, 

llci-u  I  f^nll  conclude,  ItuiTing  tlic  rodder  to  make  bis  own  reUcctiona, 
and  draw  bis  own  inferences.  Two  tilings  he  ba»  mainly  to  guard  ^ainsl 
— onf,  tl»t  siipporition  thnt  tbcro  is  no  hardsliip  in  convict  life,  for  it  ia 
full  of  alBictioii;  tho  other,  ihe  dreum  of  rt/ormng  criminals  by  any 
tnodo  of  pruwn  disciptino  now  prnctised.  Tbe  habitual  tliief  in  gaol 
often  exhibitii  n  vrcll-Hmiilatcd  lifu  of  rqimbtnco  for  convenience  sake; 
but  within,  the  real  elements  of  bis  cIiHraclcr  grow  and  wanton  nnre- 
Ktmincd.  ConRnMl  to  his  own  rexourccA,  thrown  back  upon  )iini«clf, 
hu  ifl  not  at  all  improved  by  the  ]>Tocess.  ItogucK  scijueslcrcd  ia  aoUtary  ^^ 
ceUn  ought  to  occupy  their  thoughts  with  repcatance,  no  doubt;  but,  io^f 
ninety-iiitic  case*  out  of  a  hundred,  their  cogitatlona  take  n  d'lrectly^^ 
opposite  course.  Hero  is  tho  wi'illcn  testimony  of  one  of  ibem.  He  aayi 
thiT  thoughts  of  the  priHOiier  "lire  always  occupied  with  what  he  baa  b«en, 
and  what  lie  may  be,  in  his  CAreer  of  crime.  He  nuui  over  his  jMCt  lifii, 
thoroughly  examinea  his  miataktti,  guard*  and  BtrcRglhens  bU  vetdc 
points,  and  resolves  to  ho  more  skilful  next  time.  What  collt^  ia  to  tbo 
ntudi^nt,  that  priiton  is  lo  ibc  thief.  Ilia  prison  days  are  his  tbief-mokin;; 
dnys.  Most  new  dodges  arc  invented  and  planned  in  prison.  At  nigiit 
be  dreams  of  trials,  euccesacs,  tlying  over  tlie  prJion  wallc,  and  pvrdicioo. 
llo  lies  upon  his  bed  for  hours  together,  thinking  and  dreaming  of  what 
be  will  do  when  be  gels  nt  largt-.  He  rcailii  only  f,o  kiU  itmc ;  hii 
Ihoughtis  RL'o  nimniaging  among  his  past  blunders,  and  elaborating  piaM 
fur  the  future."  ^H 

Very  difficult  lo  deal  with  is  sucb  a  man,  whether  kept  in  ac^tude  ot^^ 
herded  with  his  fellows;  but  it  ia  well  to  learn  as  much  abotit  him  as  v« 
can,  and  there  are  some  parlicnkra  in  this  paper  which  are  very  worthy 
of  attention,  |  ruDtnie  to  think. 
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sins  nrc  ftr  from  wnnninious  rcspecling  th«  bknk-paper  stage  of 
(liu  iiiraiit  mind ;  hikI  ajiioiig  men  and  women  not  adOicli-d  to  jibilooopliicul 
fipccnlttticn  ihcrc  ii;  fl  loDg-standing  controvert  on  ifaa  subject.  To  an 
unimpiuHionRd  qx'cliilor  tlic  iimall  cit»i-n  Blrug(;ling  in  Ju  cot,  aomcwlint 
purple  and  pnlpy  in  gcuerni  lupccl,  nn<I  when  in  tbe  nune's  arms  Mimc- 
whnt"vobb)y"  as  to  iti  licud,  ii,  if  not  Ibn  cviitre  of  mnny  emotions 
snd  macli  interest,  an  object  of  soiue  curiosity,  and  suggests  inevitable 
rdloctiunx  rtapecling  iU  tncntnl  conditioQ.  lu  [irctensioo*  to  inlcII<:^tTint 
cniinenec,  ibougb  iirtfully,  Miiil  sometimea  vociferously,  asserted  by  tbu 
wonurn,  are  dubiously  received  by  tlio  men.  The  dispute  waxes  n'nioa- 
Rtmnt  on  tbu  one  tide,  biitf  playful  on  (lie  oiber;  or  if  ihc  male  sceptic 
haa  Dot  tlie  courage  (f  I)i»  opiniou,  but  aequieeces  in  the  more  cmpLaiio 
irtatcmeiil«  of  tlii^  nurtp,  iiiotb«T,  niatecs,  aunts,  and  gossips,  the  ncquieMmce 
is  languid,  and  bclraya  ilii  secret  niiingivitig.  This  inuxt  cease.  Baby's 
prclcntionii  must  be  Mettled.  Hypocrisy  at  the  cradle  is  intolemblu.  The 
men  muot  no  lungur  be  oul-lalked  and  out-voted ;  lliey  must  be  convinced. 
It  ia  iboiight  that  their  snguciiy  in  thiM  particular  is  fi-iMtratcd  by  their 
gfrrn'ral  and  comjirehciiBive  ignorance  of  babiea.  "  Men  know  nothing  of 
baliiea."  ilence,  no  doubt  their  obiUBcncJs  in  failing  to  perceive  the 
isbght  hut  unmixtiikuble  indication  to  certainly  icixcd  on  by  women. 
They  do  not  even  vividly  delect  that  marked  resemblance  of  feature  and 
expression  which  women  always  diicovcT  in  baby — "  tho  very  imag«  of 
ita  fatber,"  Often  when  cilled  upon  to  admire  "  the  wnile,"  ibey  fail  ti> 
•e«  in  it  anything  but  a  feeble  grimac<^ ;  nay,  wc  hare  even  known  a  man 
■^with  the  cDurnge  of  hia  opiuion — to  mutter,  "gripes." 

To  end  Oiis  controversy,  wc  must  appeal  to  Kcicnce,  with  her  paauooi- 
leM  experimental  methods,  eijually  regardless  of  the  fluttering  agilalions 
Mid  flattering  stlf-d elusions  of  luatemal  innlinct,  and  of  the  combative 
opinio nalJTcncM  of  men  always  ready  to  pre.*>uppose  irrationality  in 
woman.  Science  sets  aside  emotion,  and  sees  only  tbc  logical  connection 
between  a  prcmisa  and  its  conclusion,  ller  verdict,  therefore,  may  be 
invoked;  and  llius  Ircsh  interest  (with  more  quiet)  be  established  round 
the  cradle. 

No  Anc,  perhaps,  haa  ever  ventured  in  plain  language  to  deny  tbnt 
babies  are  from  the  first  in  possession  of  minds;  but  the  loose  indistinct- 
new  of  an  inexact  philosopliy  adnnU  of  many  phraaes  pointing  bi  tlvit 
dirvGlion ;  and  the  famous  phrnsc  of  the  mind  being  a  blonlc  fJicel  of 
pKper — tabula  rata — ui)on  which  exjierience  scribbles  preliminary  pot- 
iMoklS  then  large  text,  round  band,  and  finally  nmning  hand,  U  ea« 
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whkh  aci«nco  iJikIoms  to  be  very  iiuwcnmte.  Vcrj  lur  from  a  Udula 
rata  is  tlic  mind  of  a  new-boro  infant.  It  ts  from  the  first  eqtu]>|>ed  wilb 
l«'n8ibili^ie*  and  orgnnixed  tcndcnoiu,  which  not  ontjr  vindicftlc  iu  psjcfao- 
logical  character,  but  at  odca  mAnifctl  it«  indiFidnal  peculiaricicj.  On 
two  binnk  pjig«  Ihc  Mmc  pen  irill  dtair  ihu  wunc  chnnKlara  ;  but  from  two 
infant  piinUa  (lie  same  eJ(i!«rit-nce  will  elicit  diffwent  rvinlta.  Wbcn 
philoMphcn  talk  about  tbu  tcatct  os  the  ocribot  which  writa  upon  ihe 
t/ibrila  roM,  tlivy  inoitly  forget  that  the  Heiwea  do  not  tjutt  before  ibe 
itoul,  nor  apart  from  it ;  they  nrr  ninpty  the  KTcial  modoa  of  the  ■ouI'h 
nciiviiy.  The  tya  in  im  or:;;nn  opart  frota  the  aoul;  but  the  ntuc  of 
sight  is,  of  counc,  ioarptinblo  from  HiuDtioii ;  and  BCOMtioD  U  the 
in  ectiom.

Jnimaiure ;  pnlpy  ;  grcaUr 
nl  «qiiAJIing  thnn  &t  rat ioci nation ;  hrlplvM,  except  through  ita  very  week- 
nv^oi.  Could  we  overlook  the  blt-tsed  moral  iotlucnecii  which  mull  fiom 
lhi]|  hclfikwneM.  conibioed  with  the  inhcritaiioe  of  materiMl  tcDdomeA' 
we  should  oonsidiT  that  baby  madn  bis  d4bul  too  soon.  It  ia  othMWiM 
with  the  yomig  alligator  ;  that  young  antmal,  baviog  but  a  small  ialM> 
ritonce  of  tcndarnt^  to  which  an  appeal  can  iniec«a«riilly  be  mado  in  iU 
early  tlriigglce,  emerges  from  the  «pg  nearly  as  Intelligent  (the  ial«lUg<*N 
of  an  alligator,  ynu  will  obiterre  I)  u  its  parents,  and  will  snap  at  yon 
directly  it  sii.'j.'«  (urtli.  1'hc  young  chick,  also,  pastes  from  its  shdl  and 
nnernngly  piirks  up  a  grain  of  need,  not  mistahing  it,  oa  yen  ntigbl,  Inr  a 
grain  of  Wind  ;  nor  iniudng  its  aim,  bnt  ao  regulating  the  amount  (f 
muscular  ener^-  that  it  ptsokii  with  acctiraey.  Cfrntraat  with  this  tbslol 
niip«-arnt)cc  of  nn  Ariittotle,  or  a  Cromwell  1  "Tears,  idle  lean"  ar«  tobe 
his  part  in  his  life;  cries,  luily  erica,  rehcana  that  part;  his  opeuin; 
fpccch  is  a  wail,  most  unmusical,  mc«t  melancholy.  In  this,  it  is 
be  ac()uits  himielf  with  some  vigour  :  he  givet  liia  whols  mind  to  it. 

And  here  a  pareiilht.-BiB  :  That  man  stiualla  on  firwt  coming  into 
turbulent  tiiiH  tcurful  world  is  a  fact  which  in  all  ogee  has  tvvmed  ri; 
cant  to  thoughtful  minds ;  but  it  remained  for  Ueget  to  detect  its  iiiMr 
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nuAning — iia  dc^er  d«ptli.  He  mw  in  Uiorc  inilialor^  sciunMit  "  tba 
TOTelaiion  of  cana'a  hi|^or  nature."  Through  ibb  "ideal  actirity"  the 
bnbc  iiuiDife«ta  liimsi^If  to  bo  "penetnle^  by  tb«  cunviotion  of  bia  rigbt 
to  cbim  llie  lalislaction  of  hia  iiccda  from  die  outer  world — tliut  the 
iiu]«p(odence  of  Uie  outer  worlJ  vanUbes  in  th«  preMDCe  of  man,  Miikii 
into  Korrik  intigniticuiico.  II«nc«  lb« impetuoiUi  imperiotu  tone."*  The 
Geruiuu  are  certainly  profbunder  tban  we. 

But  if  it  be  undeniable  that  the  mental,  na  tlie  bodi]}",  mariifc-itntionR 
of  tlie  ncw'bom  infant  Arc  imperlcci,  ond  if  it  be  qnefitioned  wheilier  the 
unmint  of  intelligence  detected  hy  mother*  and  nnrsra  can  he  rccogntxcd 
hy  the  wreror  eye  of  Science,  It  ia  certain  tlint  pli!toMi[ihL'r8  have  boon 
hopelnady  wrong  in  tA(rr  Mtimntex.  I'licrn  i,i  more  notivity  and  more 
individuality  than  ihey  have  beioi  wilUn»  to  admit.  Many  pbilcaopbers 
have  Diiicn«d  that  the  Sonnbility  of  thu  inliant  wnn  almost  irhully  m- 
cferemnutfe;  tliiLt  tb«  speoial  *«nsibUiti«  on  which  depuid  the  rarie^  of 
our  aenutiona  did  not  exist  otherwise  than  in  a  lattut  potential  condition. 
Even  Cahnni*,  who  duiird  that  the  mind  wm  a  tahtlrt  rata,  held  that 
Taste,  Scent,  ilcaring,  and  Sight  ivcre  either  wanting,  or  at  tlie  best  but 
faintly  poMiblc,  in  the  now-bom  inftnt.  Other  writer*  hare  nttumptcd  to 
MMgn  the  datea — the  number  of  days  and  weckj — which  must  clapw 
beAire  ihrae  apccial  Scnscn  nr<iiiiro  their  activity.  Noir  the  mothers  of 
Corahtll,  and  Ita  "  ciruumarabicnl"  parishfs,  mil  lcndua,wc  trust, a  ready 
eat  when  we  aftirm,  firet,  that  such  opinion*  arc  tncrn  giicwes,  foanded 
cmnetimcit  on  (i  priori  viewa,  aometimn  on  superficial  obM-nmtiona; 
secondly,  that  tba  preciaion  of  acteniilic  rcaenrch  discloses  their  utter 
iMcairacy,  and  rindicalea  the  baby'a  claim  to  manilt-Id  senaihlliti^fa. 

The  first  person  wlie,  to  our  knotrledge,  baa  rinminod  thia  qneslioa  in 
H  KieDtilic  Rfuril,  ia  Dr.  KiiMmaul,  of  Krkn^n,  who  haa  recorded  his 
c«ncIuriona  in  a  little  trael-f  He  first  bethought  him  of  making  new- 
born infania  aubjpcW  of  fxpcrimrnt.  Thi»  would,  no  doubt,  have  drawn 
upon  him  thu  vi-biblo  «x<.-cralioufl  of  outraced  vmmankind,  were  it  not 
for  ona  moUifying  ctrcumatADoe.  Experiment  on  babica  I  Wc  remember 
that)  ia  ■  coromunicftiloD  we  aiibniilcd  to  the  Britiih  AucciaCion  for 
the  AdTUwwnaiit  of  Science,  the  mention  of  experiments  perfbrmod  on 
aleepiog  childnn  wai  not  very  well  received  by  aome  moihen,  althotigh 
the  experinumta  earned  with  them  no  operation  tnoro  formtdabla  than 
tickling  the  alccpen'  cheek*.  The  mnclily  of  the  Infant  waa  felt  to  haro 
been  viol4t«d  I  Perbapa,  alao,  the  cxperimcnta  bdng  mentioned  In  eon- 
junotion  with  other*  on  decapitated  frogs  and  aatamandera,  the  timorou* 
imagination  at  once  conjured  up  vtaiona  of  remoriclc**  phy»iologiata 
decapitating  habic*  to  dvli-cl  ihc  law*  of  nerroiia  action.  Yet  allhctugh 
Dr.  Kuaamaul  ha«  been  far  man  adventurons,  he  will  no  doubt  bo 
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tor^vfn  tor  llie  snke  of  the  resulls  wbloh  eo  liitUDplinntly  vindiciit*  tUH 
psjrcliological  intogriiy  of  llie  infaiit.     But  whrthcr  ho  bcfbr^rcn  or  boI, 
yn  diall  uiili««itntingly  lay  hold  of  liis  rcnulu,  nnd  prcnent  them  to  our 
reader*.     Let  ns  forget  for  n  nionicDt  ttint  itie  lubjccDt  of  cxpcHiaiml 
were  I»bi«ii ;  or  let  u.s  conMdvr  Omt,  m  thcjr  vthtb  German  babi«*,  tlin^H 
national  deroliou  to  pliUosopliic  trutii  may  have  coadoDcd  the  offence.       ^H 

More  ihnn  twenty  of  both  wxesi,  uewly  botn,  were  wibjectcd  to 
riiniUr  f'Xperiiiieiits.  Tu  lest  their  poeseMion  of  the  special  Minubilitj 
cntleil  TaKtc,  cniiiorii-hRir  brushes  were  dijiped  ia  wuim  ewcet  *tld  bitt«r 
Kolutions,  und  a  drop  of  each  was  let  fall  on  tlio  lOBgiH.  In  cvtty  out 
the  t'iTectii  obx-Tvcd  wrrc  precisely  antilngotis  to  the  tffoclt  on  n^ulla. 
Wlitn  the  sweet  ooluiion  was  sfiplied,  ihe  iiifauta  ihraat  onl  ihcir  !ip«, 
preesed  the  tongiiB  between  llicm,  nnd  began  In  nuck  and  *wnllow.  When 
tlic  bitler  rulutiun  wiu  applied,  the-  infiiDts'  fucca  were  vonlracted  :  if  only 
n  Kliglit  aniotint  of  the  bitter  were  giveo,  only  the  noairils  nnd  u|>per  lip 
were  drawn  up;  if  a  stronger  dose,  the  eyebrows  were  wrinkled  and  tl*« 
eyelids  firmly  ctosci},  ilii?  ccsophBgus  c(>nlrac(ed,  tho  mouth  opened,  aad 
the  tongiK-  wiu  strelclied  out  lo  lis  full  length.  8(imelim«  the  head  WW 
vehemently  shaken — sm  with  adults  when  suflenog  from  difguac 

Ah  expreneiuns  dc-leriiiiocd  by  the  Ktmta  of  Ta«ie,  tliese  are  tiniRis- 
Likable;  and  not  only  were  they  observed  in  children  a  few  houta  oM, 
before  having  sucked,  but  vier<;  equally  obscrvnl  in  children  pri'matuTely 
born.  Very  aoticeabla  it  is  that  ninoiif;  the  subjeeis  thu«  ezperuDenUd 
on  there  wem  marked  individual  diflercncca.  Sonic  look  the  mrcct 
•olution  vrith  evidencea  of  the  liveliest  nlisfaction,  and  began  (o  sock 
with  an  energy  far  surpnssinglhat  of  their  companions.  In  others,  one  drop 
of  the  bitter  mlulion  produced  more  effect  tlian  three  or  four  drop*  on  la> 
eensitire  longiies.  Thereby  you  perceive  the  nonsense  talked  by  acepltcal 
in<ai  who  brutally  reprci^a  fiiniiiine  enthiiidasm  by  ataerling  that  "all 
babies  are  alike."  When  a  fond  prido  singtca  out  a  bxby  as  sorpMnng 
othtTT  babies  in  livelineas  and  intelligence,  it  cannot  be  pooh-poobed, 
tmtesH  upon  tho  general  grnund  tjial  somehow  every  laby  is  discovered  te 
have  this  pre-eminence.  No :  babie-s  arc  not  rII  alike ;  there  are  babaea 
of  genina,  and  babies  of  less  fiery  energy.  Dr.  Kutomaul  mentions  one 
COM  of  n  boy,  aged  four  days,  weighing  seven  pound*,  wbo,  on  reeelvins 
a  drop  of  the  sweet  solution,  not  only  began  sucking  and  Rvrnllowing,  but 
paiii«ed  from  hia  previous  etnie  of  quiet  into  one  of  restles^neita,  tnnitng 
liis  head  now  right,  now  left,  as  if  seeking  his  mother.  Ihn  it  vw 
evident  that  a  seniuition  rtcallfl  a  former  aensation,  end  awahenccl  Ike 
dctire  for  fuller  aatisfaction,  and  as  liiere  was  no  ntotlier  at  hand  to 
satisfy  this  awakened  desire,  our  young  philosopher  tlinist  his  thumb  in 
his  mouth  nnd  sucked  thnt :  euniforting,  if  not  nutritive  I 

This  very  boy  offers  a  curious  case  of  tbo  variations  of  indiridoid 
■vnubility,  for  the  bitter  solution  seemed  to  produce  no  diKigTc^oble  MDsa* 
^cn  in  him.  Afler  having  had  as  much  as  live  drops  of  the  bitter  •olutioa 
^the  largest  dose  Dr.  Kuusnmul  ever  gave — he  manireatrd  no  di^ii>*i 
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but  continuetl  sucking,  na  it'  it  bad  been  sweet.  Astoni«beil  at  tuck 
iiUL-nubility  in  a  child  §o  scninlive  to  other  tastMt  Dr.  Kussmaul  tried  thv 
vflccl  of  ail  acid  u|ip1ied  (o  tbe  ol^  of  tbe  tonguet ;  even  ibii  bad  but  a 
flight  cfiiMit.  Uwns  we  scu  a  caw  of  acutsibiltcy  to  aweeU  co-cxieliog  with 
an  inaeimbiliiy  to  bitlers. 

In  one  or  two  caitea  auother  pamdbxiail  effect  was  notioeJ.  The 
sweet  iQltitiong  [uiKliiced  reactions  somewhat  similar  to  tbe  bilt«r.  ThcM 
raigltl  have  led  a  less  eagncious  expurim enter  to  doubt  hta  previous 
iolvrpretJitions;  they  only  uiad&  biin  ^xaiuiiie  mure  closely.  He  then 
found  that  tlicy  were  due  eithtrr  to  the  influcticc  of  a.  pre-existing  sensa- 
tion of  bitlernesd  carried  over  ialo  that  of  sweelnesB,  or  clae  to  the  effect 
of  Rurpiriae.  TIiiu,  when  on  infnnt  reacted  energetically  against  the  bitter 
seiisntioD,  he  luanifesli^d  similar  reucllonii  when  a  sweet  solution  was 
Applied ;  but  these  became  fainter  with  each  gucce^re  application,  and, 
at  luHt,  the  sweet  was  followetl  by  the  iisttnl  contented  nucking  and  swal- 
lowing. Again  it  was  observed  that  if  the  face  was  distorted  on  a  fimt 
application  of  the  sweet,  oa  a  eecoud  application  it  disappeared,  and  t)ie 
sucking  began  ;  hence  the  inference  that  the  IJrsC  uprvssion  wu  that 
of  the  shock  of  surprise. 

Keviuwing  these  ciirioutt  cxperiinenls,  it  iippeari  that  as  regards  the 
special  sense  of  Taste,  the  ncw-lxirn  infant  is  well  equipped.  Instead  of 
the  iudetennitiale  sennibiliiy  which  is  uaually  aseigoed  to  tliis  early 
period,  we  s<'e  evidences  of  a  very  determinate  Mniibility  :  not  only 
in  Tn»te  diBcriniinaieil  as  a  special  sensation  from  other  soiiaattous,  such  aji 
titose  of  Touch,  Temperntitre,  I'ain,  and  Hunger;  bittwitliin  this  speciality 
of  Taste  di>tioctions  are  eslitbliihed — ihe  sweet  and  bitter  are  diKrimi- 
nal«:(l.  Nor  Is  lliia  all.  K.rprtssioii,  as  all  psychologists  know,  coiislttules 
ail  imporlant  part  of  our  mental  activity :  and  in  the  new-born  injiuit  wc 
see  iibuudaut  evidence  that  the  Sense  of  Taste  sets  in  action  the  special 
nmiKlt*  of  Expreaiiun  by  which  tbe  sensation  discharges  ilaelt^  Tbc  seo- 
snlion  ascites  an  emoliun  of  pleasure  or  disguxt ;  the  einotlou  dilutes 
iUelf  through  the  grnnp  of  muKi.!es  subordinated  to  its  e.tpretr^on. 

Dr.  KuEBouuI  also  «:.■(  peri  men  ted  uii  the  sense  of  Touch  ;  but  m  no 
ofie  denies  thnt  babies  pnssc^i  it,  we  need  not  heni  record  his  experi- 
mcntf.  Let  us  simply  notice  the  sensibility  of  the  ^cLishe*.  These  are 
tb«  eyes'  protectors  ;  and  the  impoilunce  of  their  sensibility  is  great.  In 
the  infiint,  as  in  the  adult,  they  clone  on  the  fainleit  touch ;  but  in  tha 
in&nt  Oieir  closuio  is  only  determined  by  sensation,  never,  as  in  adults, 
by  intelligence.  Kvcry  one  knows  liow  the  tmpoct  uf  a  grain  of  dnit,  an 
insect,  or  even  a  guet  of  air,  causes  the  cyclaslics  to  clo^e— as  the  K-avca 
of  tile  Sensitive  I'Innt  close  when  nn  iniect  touches  il«  hairs;  every  onft 
known  liow  the  wnsaticu  of  drynew,  caused  by  ihe  eraporatiou  from  tlie  hui^ 
bee  of  the  eye,  make*  it  neccsmry  for  us  to  wink  every  niinule.  But  these 
■le  Mctiona  strictly  d«teniiiiied  by  a  sensation.  There  are  also  winking 
acliuos  <l«terniined  by  ideas :  as,  for  example,  when  wo  irink  at  some  uue 
by  way  of  mute   telegraphy;  or  when  an   object  approaclivs,  without 
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tou^ng  ihe  e]r«.  Thu  babjr.  not  li&ving  tu  y«t  ideas  requiring  Ulrf 
gnpUo  lignal*  of  ■>  nut*!  kind,  nor  harb^  iden  or  daagvr,  only  wtnki 
wlicn  the  Bensibtliljr  of  the  ejelid  if  excit^.  You  cxniKit  retiu  itinking 
vheti  X  {f'.tntl  approocliM  hi*  finger  to  jronr  ey«,  let  him  amuro  you  iMver 
BO  GBTQeotly  that  lie  will  not  touch  it;  but  the  tiMby  oltowii  jon  to 
i^proMh  your  finger  at  clost  at  may  be,  vjiliotit  toaetting,  and  never 
wlalt*.  Mere,  Uien,  I*  a  dear  and  delkate  tert  by  which  may  be 
■MMuned  the  oarly  etagaa  of  peyehologioaldevelcpment:  Ui«  Inby  wliiob 
wUbi  frciu  nti  ideal  of  daDget  boa  arrircd  at  a  new  epodi  of  tnentsl  eom- 
plesity.  Mcnnwiiilc,  from  the  fim  the  aeiuibilily  of  ila  eyela«ki«  b 
exqttiiiitc.  It  may  be  aliown  by  a  limplo  exporiiucnt.  Bivathe  an  the 
forehead,  or  cbeek,  of  tbe  new-born  child,  and  its  eyelids  will  cloao,  or,  if 
closed,  will  tremble.  Nor  is  thin  llie  dibct  of  ti>mponilurc,  an  may  be 
proTci)  by  aii  "  exjieriment  of  cfulrol."  Take  a  lubo,  and  throngh  it 
bi'cathe  npon  variuiu  parta  of  the  IWoe;  so  long  as  the  cyeliMhes  are 
nnlouched,  no  wiuking  will  be  teeD,  but  direolly  one  of  xhu  lasliea 
nunredf  down  goes  the  lid. 

PaHring  to  the  aenw  of  Tempv ratiiT^,  it  it  t]nn«ci?3nry  to  appeal  to  an 
tiling  beyond  the  d^iily  experieime  uf  Iby  nuwcry.  "nio  dciight  of  baby 
a  wann  bath,  and  its  rm^ctic  disgnut  in  tbo  cold  batli,  wttle  that  qtj«K}on. 

The  eeiiae  of  Smoll,  although  preHcnt,  *n«(mi  but  imperfeolly  dcvdoped. 
It  is,  liowerer,  one  which  there  is  difGoulry  in  toting.  If  powerfbl  toetlti 
are  brought  under  the  noses  of  sleeping  chiidrrn  they  beconte  unqaial^ 
move  hrud  and  nmts,  wiiuklo  ibm  facta,  and  compreaa  the  eydids.  The 
effect,  liowevcr,  rapidly  dtsttppean:  ailur  about  thrao  appllcatiocM,  the 
child  steeps  on  as  if  inscn^ibl^. 

The  KUiM  of  Sight,  in  as  far  as  it  involves  the  mere  scnsibilily  of  the  aye 
to  light,  is  very  kuen ;  but  the  power  of  seeing  is  a  much  nior«  caraplejl 
a&ir,  and  ia  of  later  growtli.    We  hare  bo  meana  of  traeing  its  early  ttagll. 

Tbe  sense  of  Uearing  is  tbe  only  one  of  the  special  aenae«  in  wUA 
the  in&nt  seems  absolutely  deficient,  probably  because  tlie  adjnstmenl  tt 
its  di^Iicate  mi:ch;uiism  la  not  yet  complete.  CiTtain  ii  is,  that  die  iK*t 
dieoordont  noiaea  produce  no  vUible  eflV^ot  on  tlie  sleeping  infant;  aad 
therefore  the  somewhat  Kuporduoas  solicitude  of  mothers  and  nonea  " 
to  vrake  buby"  nay  be  deferred  till  a  hiter  date 

Hunger  and  Thirst  begin  to  agitate  crtation'e  lord  about  six 
nftcr  birth ;  Nomctimci  not  until  twelve  nod  even  fotir-and-twvnty 
Tliey  are  niantfeated  by  reMltaaneaa  and  motions  of  sacking.  Tbe  hMd  ii 
turned  to  the  right  and  then  to  the  IvO,  ns  if  in  aearch.  The  hoA 
wander  over  the  face,  and  getting  into  the  mouth  are  sucked.  If  no* 
left  to  itself,  without  food,  baby  soon  fella  asleep  again,  soon  lo  r«-tmtie 
with  grait«r  agilations,  which  finally  rise  to  th*  climax  Of  m  aqnall.  If 
now  you  put  a  finger  in  his  mouUi  be  will  suck  vigorously,  but  oB 
detecting  the  impontiiTe,  ho  relinquishes  your  finger,  and  tries  the  eenn&rt 
of  s  more  vigorous  cry.  If  you  ag»in  stroke  bis  lips,  lie  olutehm  the 
deluwve  finger,  and  again  suoke  with  a  noble  ooufidence,  i^ain  lo  be 
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<ltCoi'c<)i  nnd  agaia  to  utter  liia  protest — tiiis  Lime  in  tcrmi  uiiiniiitiikablo 
in  tii«ir  Anger.  Ht;  mny  perhafii  rtraggic  nnd  cry  Iiimwtf  onoe  tnoro  to 
■Iptp*,  but  u  soon  awaV«  again,  ^i  dorl,  dine,  b  a  ptoviTb  wliidi  may 
iM  philoMphcr*  nnd  Fmiolimon,  bat  not  baby.  "  Penetrntcd,"  aa  Hegel 
mft,  "  witb  the  conviotion  oT  liis  liglit  to  claini  tho  untTuna  in  Btlta> 
JMliuB  of  hit  Dvcdt,"  ho  shows  a  fierf  temper  wfain  that  "  nnivcne  "  ia 

Dr.  Kuismaul  niirtutfs  an  Intemtani;  cuute.  A  pTvMy  lively  inaideB, 
bora  nt  (ercn  in  Ui«  moraing,  had  quickly  an<l  repcattxlly  exhibited 
'Veqnivooal  tigni  of  iraoting  lier  ahare  vt  the  "  uuivene,"  and  of  having 
1m  itnpcrioiu  neods.  Bat  she  nss  not  fed  till  noon.  About  thin  period, 
b6Air«  feeding,  ah«  beeame  *ery  icstlcw,  moviug  h«T  head  with  searcliiag 
inijiiinr,  and  crying  lustily.  Ihiring  a  brief  interval  of  qoict,  h*  gently 
strulced  h«r  )eA  clni-k  with  hi.i  finger,  witliout  touching  her  lipt.  SwiUly 
turoiDg  bar  ht^ad  on  (his  sjdi.',  sha  aeaz«d  hia  finger,  and  began  sucking  it. 
Ho  mnuved  it,  nnd  stroked  her  right  check,  As  Ewiniy  she  turned  on 
this  sidu,  and  again  nMxed  his  finger.  Agnin  he  withdrew  his  fingvr,  and 
atroked  the  opposite  cheek.  It  was  astoolBhlng  lu  nev  tlie  rapidity  nud 
curtain^  with  which  >ha  follotrcd  the  movements.  But  now  her  energy 
look  another  form :  her  temper  waa  liurly  roused — as,  indeed,  the  (enijior 
of  an  angel  must  hnve  bocq  under  mich  provocntionn, — and,  with  violent 
atmggles  in  her  whole  body,  die  ceawd  to  pay  any  heed  to  the  deceptire 
finger,  no  mntter  whether  it  strolccd  her  cheeks  or  her  lips.  Sho  wn*  then 
pacified  by  being  put  to  her  inothu-. 

Wc  said  before  that  bnbies  exhibited  marked  individual  difivrencce. 
They  do  »o  evin  in  the  action  of  sucking.  Some  have  a  tnlcut  for  it; 
others  are  so  stupid  as  not  only  to  be  slow  in  learning  it,  but  never 
Ihorouyhlg  to  acquire  the  nrt;  jnst  as  there  ore  men  nnd  women  who  never 
learn  to  eat  with  cleanlineas  anil  propriety. 

Reviewing  these  evidences,  wc  cannot  escape  the  conclusion  that,  iVoni 
tbo  lirat,  a  baby  miuiifcuta  the  spocjjil  scniibilities  which  are,  ox  it  were, 
the  pabulum  t^  the  mind,  and  through  which  it  gaina  its  knowledge  of  the 
external  world.  Not  only  arc  the  Si^nscs  active,  but  Desire,  Will,  and 
Expression  also  manifest  themselves  i  and  all  these  nre  manifested  in  sucb 
varying  degrees  M  to  indicate  marked  individuslilirs  in  several  infnnts. 
Thiu  £jLr  Science  leads  oa.  If  we  wish  to  penetrnle  further,  and  learn  thi.- 
condition  of  the  "  higher  fiicaltien,"  wc  are  left  without  our  cxpcrimcntnl 
guide,  and  must  lety  on  inference.

The  organs  of  senw,  when  stimulated, 
mfxiiid  in  the  buby  very  mueh  as  in  tlie  adult.  Tlie  emotions  Gad  their 
well-known  expru-tsions.  This  laagnagc  we  can  interpret-  But  bow  ore 
yn  to  interpret  tlie  langiuigo  of  the  higher  fooiilticH,  supposliig  ^em  to  be 
in  Mtion?  What  can  we  know  of  the  baby's  imagination,  abxtTuctioD, 
W  comparison  ?  Wc  may  warrantahly  reject  the  oM  notion  of  llie  mind 
bfing  from  (be  fimt  well  funiisliyJ  with  truths  of  wide  generality — 
I    "innate  ideas,"  as  they  were  colled;    but  the  ndvancc  of  pychology, 
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foHcJcd  on  plij-niolog}-,  liu  tnade  it  pretty  c«Tt^  tlist  It  not  furaisbrd 
wlih  readf-mnde  truthx,  if  not  cnrlchcl  witli  innate  idoM,  the  mincl  ii 
from  the  linit  furnished  witli  hcrudiiacy  teiiilc-ncies  and  aptitude*,  crcn  in 
direvtiuas  purely  inlcllccliial.  Inaemuch  m  Maaoty  presuppoeM  tbe 
cxpt'dcnccK  which  nro  'rcmrtnlivn^d,  A!i5lntction  prosuppoaes  tli«  cxpt- 
liences  which  furaiah  the  materials,  and  UaliocinHtion  premippoaes  the 
«xp«ricncrs  which  furnish  the  propositions,  vru  arc  forced  to  conclado  that 
lhe«  actions  of  the  soul  emerge  gradually;  but  the  vurloua  cpodm  of 
Ihuir  emergence  and  <IcTeli>pmcot  are  necenHiritj-  hidden  from  a*. 

According  to  the  Platonic  ihi-ory  an  magnificently  expounded  tn 
Wo ri^H worth's  ode,  the  intellectual  condition  of  tho  buby  Ja  trariMCodent- 
nlty  Kujierior  to  that  of  the  phtlocophcr;  for  lie  hotjiut  quitted  tbe  fairer 
world  of  existences,  and  has  dcucendcd  amid  the  shadows,  tli«  Pheoo- 
uivna.

Ih  the  mcnntimc  L«dy  Atcxandrina  endearoured  to  renliie  to  boTtt-IT  sU

pDUcancd  of  iiirung  ulTucUoiut,  nor  of  dvpllt  of  cliaraderf  nor  ot  high 
parpcM  ;  but  nlic  was  no  fool,  nor  was  ahe  dcroid  of  principle;.  She  hvl 
uked  hcT^lf  many  tiineH  wlii^tlicr  her  present  life  waa  so  happy  m  b 
niske  licr  tbinlc  ttint  a  ])crniancnt  concintiance  in  it  would  suffioe  Ibe  lur 
dmitm,  and  sbe  Irnd  nhviiys  replied  to  bcrself  that  she  would  Bun  chai^ 
to  some  othcT  lilc.'  if  it  vrcre  poMible.  Sbi!  bad  oUo  questioned  heruAf 
na  tu  lier  rank,  of  which  she  was  (|aite  tulTiciently  proud,  and  had  toU 
hcficif  that  sliu  could  nut  dvgrude  lic-nelf  ici  tbo  world  withoni  a  hSKT 
;iang.  B<it  f,\\p  had  M  last  tangbt  bemilf  to  bclicrc  that  she  had  mMt 
to  gain  by  bt-coiuiiig  the  wile  of  such  a  man  as  Crosbia  than  b; 
roQiaining  at  an  unmnrrird  dnugbtcr  of  hrr  falbui'a  house,  Hicto  iru 
much  In  her  nielcr  Aineliii'ti  position  which  she  did  not  envy,  bat  then 
was  [ess  to  envy  in  that  of  her  sister  Itoinnn.  The  Oaxebce  house  in  S(- 
John'a  Wood  Road  waa  not  so  m^niSceiit as  Coorcy  Castle;  but  tbcnifni 
teM  dnil,  IcM  einbittcrcil  by  torment,  and  wo-i  moreover  her  si*,tcr'a  owe.

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"  Ob,  yea,  of  coonr.  It  mskcs  n  diflfcrencc,  7011  knov,  wbcn  a  mac  hns 
n  fortune." 

Ofcourec  it  did  make  a  dtSerence.  Croibie  bad  no  fortune,  wu  nnt 
even  M>  rich  an  Mr,  Gnxcbcc,  oould  keep  no  carriogc,  Bird  wonM  bnv«  no 
country  bouse.  But  llieu  lie  wns  a,  mau  of  &idiion,  wat  nioru  thought  of 
111  the  world  than  Sir.  Gnzebce,  might  probably  rise  in  hia  own  profewioD, 
— iind  vtan  at  niiy  raiL-  tliorouifhly  jiceseuluble.  Slie  would  liave  preferred 
a  goitlcmnn  with  &,000/,  n  year;  but  l.bcn  m  no  gcntlemnn  with  S,000^ 
a  yrnr  c(itn<(  ihut  tr.iy.

He  bod 
been  itrcnglhening  hU  tnflucrncu  nt 
Itume  And  at  l^Ulan,  by  being  the

,  nnd  the  populur  pnrly ;  be  bnd  cillti- 
valed  more  aiwiduously  llian  «v« 
tbc  ri^rd  ol  lhi»  party  by  showing 
Eubile  evidence  ilial  bis  poliiiciil  oon» 
victir>ni  were  entirely  on  tbcir  aide;

tlio  xbscncu  of  irhnt  among  (hcim^clvft  ivas  the  chief  giuranlee  of  mutiul 
bonour.  Agiita,  llic  Itoinun  and  IklilnnMC  frituda  of  the  aristocnuic  party, 
or  Arrahlfatt,  wlio  vern  t)i«  bitterest  encniii'S  of  SarooaixJa,  carried  on  a 
Bydun  (if  andt^lumO  e»rrwjK>n<l(-nc(:  and  iwpion.igp,  in  which  the  dt^cpwl 
hypocriity  litis  the  beat  si-ivice,  aud  demanded  the  heaviest  pay  ;  m>  that 
to  Miitpcct  nn  ag«nt  bccntitc  lio  plitycd  n  part  Htrnngly  would  hare  been 
on  absurd  wanl  of  lo^c.  On  the  otlicr  hand,  ibe  Piagnoni  of  the  popolar 
pnrty  wholiad  the  diivclnesf  lb;it  belnngd  to  wwrgctic  conyiciioo,  were 
the  more  iiiclini'd  tn  cn'dit  Titn  with  lincfniy  in  his  political  adhesion  to 
theni,  becau£Q  bo  alTccled  no  religious  synipnthiea. 

By  virtue  of  thcuc  condiiionit  iht;  lut  three  months  hud  been  a  ti: 
of  flattering  success  to  Tito.  TiiQ  rfBiilt  he  moat  cured  for  wb*  the 
Kcciiring  of  a  future  position  fi>r  himtclf  nt  Home  or  at  Sfiinn,  for  be  had 
a  growing  deluruiioation,  Mrlit^ii  the  fiivouriible  moment  iliould  come,  to 
r]uit  Flormcc  for  one  of  tltofe  gront  capilvls  uhpre  life  was  easier,  and 
llic  rewarda  of  talent  and  k-arnin{(  ivcre  nion:  fjilimdid.  At  present,  the 
Kcnlp  dipped  in  favour  of  Mibn  ;  and  if  within  the  year  he  oouM  render 
rvrliiin  iwrvictM  to  Diiku  T.udovico  BforzR,  he  bad  the  prospect  of  a  pbce 
at  the  MiUiticse  court,  which  outweighed  the  advantages  of  Rome. 

The  revclnlion  of  the  Wcdicean  consiii™cy,  then,  hnd  been  a  suhjeet 
of  fori'Uiought  to  Tito;  but  ho  bad  not  been  able  to  furoioe  the  mode 
in  which  it  wonid  be  brought  nbtiut.  The  iirreat  of  I<nmbertO  dtll' 
Anlella  with  a  toU-talo  letter  on  bis  person,  and  a  bitter  i-ancour  againt 
the  Medici  in  his  h(-art,  wiw  nn  incalculable  event.  It  was  not  posdblt^ 
In  sjiile  of  the  carel\il  prciexia  with  which  his  agency  had  been  guarded, 
that  Tito  should  etcapc-  impllcntion  :  ho  had  never  expected  this  in  um 
of  any  wide  diiioovery  concerning  the  (ledicean  plota.  But  hit  qiiidk 
mind  bad  foon  traci^d  out  the  cour«t  ihnt  wniild  Kcnrs  his  own  nfeiy 
with  the  ftwest  iini'Iensant  concomitanta.  It  U  agreeahhi  to  keep  a  w! 
akin;  but  the  tkin  (till  remains  an  organ  wiuittTO  to  the  alRioHpbeni. 

Ills  rcckoningf  bad  not  deceived  him.    That  night  before  lt«  rtt 
houc,  he  bad  Mciired  the  three  results  for  which  he  matt  oared :  ht 
to  be  fiGi'd  from  nil  proueetlingN  ngaintt  him  ou  account  of  coinpli 
wltti  tliu  Mcdiccaiia  ;  bo  was  to  retain  hU  secretaryship  for  another  j 
xuilita  bo  provioudy  resigned  it ;  and,  lastly,  the  price  by  wliioh  he  h. 
obtained  lhc-«e  guarantevs  was  tu  bu  kept  as  a  Stnt«  atcreL     The  price 
wotild  have  been  thought  heavy  by  most  men  ;  and  Tito  himself  vonld 
rather  not  hove  paid  It. 

He  tiad  applied  himself  first  lo  win  the  mind  of  Franccaoo  Talori, 
who  waa  not  only  one  of  the  Ten  under  whom  he  immediataly  bold  his 
Hocreluryiiliip,  but  ouo  of  the  speelul  uouneil  appointed  to  inro*ti§ate  lb* 
evidence  of  the  plot,  t'rnnceiico  Valori,  ns  wo  have  aoeD,  waa  the  faiad 
of  the  Pia^noni,  a  man  with  ccrtiun  fine  ijualitlcfl  that  were  not  iocoa- 
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jMliblc  with  violent  parti wniliip,  with  no  anogant  temper  t)iat  itli«nsted 
lii)  frionds,  oor  with  bitter  pcnAOiil  aDimodtJn— ono  of  llm  bhluTCsC 
being  dirtclcd  against  llernardo  dol  Nero.  To  Iiini,  iu  n  brief  i>rivalo 
interview,  uflvc  obtaining  n  pluJge  of  »ccrtt;y,  Tilo  nvowdtl  hia  own 
agciioy  for  llic  Mcdiccnus — an  ngcncy  induced  bj"  niotivM  about  whiob  }io 
wns  Tor}'  ff-iiilc,  dvcluriii^'  ut  tliu  winiu  tliuu  lliat  hn  liiul  nlivuy*  bcliavud 
tlicir  elTorta  fulili!,  and  th.'kt  be  einccrcly  prof«rnid  (ho  iiiaiuteDuiice  of  iba 
popular  goveniineiit :  uiructcd  Iu  cuiifid!.-  to  Vnlori,  lu  n  Kccrgt,  hi*  own 
jieTEonul  dinlilio  Jor  ]lcni;irdo  del  Nero ;  and  nflur  tliis  prejtaruliou,  ciinia 
to  tlie  iiujwrtnnl  etalvnicnt  iluit  tbvro  wnx  nnotliur  Mcdiccnn  plot,  of  wliich, 
if  he  obtuiued  certain  conditions  from  the  goveraiiieul,  Lu  could  by  a 
journey  to  Siena,  nnd  iaio  Etoningna  whcTO  I*ici'o  du'  Medici  wns  again 
lr;riiig  Ui  gnllier  furcui,  obtain  documtiii^iry  evidence  to  lay  bt-Jbro  tlio 
oouncil.  To  thia  ood  it  was  euentiai  that  hiit  character  as  a  ^Itdicvua 
agent  ahoutd  be  unahnlcen  fur  oil  Mudiceiuii,  and  licncc  the  &ct  that  lia 
liad  been  x  source  of  information  to  the  autliorities  niiitil  be  wrapped  in 
profound  Rccrccy.  Still,  «onio  odour  of  tli«  facts  might  escape  in  spit«  of 
precnutioD,  and  belbrcj  Tito  could  incur  thu  tinptcnunnt  canauiiuenuw  of 
acting  against  his  fricnd)>,  lie  must  bo  awiircd  of  immunity  from  any  pro- 
seviiiiun  as  a  Mtdiceuii,  und  from  deprivation  of  ofllce  lor  a  year  to  com*. 

'J'lieoo  propotiilions  did  not  K>und  in  th«  ear  of  Fiunceitco  Vidori 
prceiKcJy  nx  they  f-ound  to  ui.  Vulori's  mind  wuh  not  iiiteiixuly  bont  on 
Um  etiinwtkia  of  Tito's  conductj  and  it  was  inlenscly  bent  on  procuring 
an  «xtr«R)a  aentcnco  agninsl  tlic  livo  piisonera.  Tiiurc  vcrc  sure  to  Imj 
immense  efTorlsloaavo  iheia;  and  itwua  to  bo  wished  (on  public  grounds) 
titat  the  evidenco  agiiinxt  tht-m  should  be  of  tho  strongcot,  so  a*  to  alarm 
oil  wtll-aflVcltd  men  at  the  dangers  of  clemency.  The  character  of  legnl 
proceedings  nt  that  time  implied  that  Evidence  wns  one  of  those  doursblo 
things  whidi  could  only  bu  come  nt  by  foul  nieaai.  To  catch  a  few 
p«op)«  and  lorturo  tbom  inti>  eonfesiiug  everyboily's  guilt  was  one  sti-p 
towards  ju«tice ;  and  it  wn*  not  always  uuy  to  sue  iho  ncKt  unlesi  a  traitor 
luriied  up.  Lambcrto  dell*  Autella  had  been  tortured  in  aid  of  his 
pteriDus  willingncM  to  tell  more  than  he  knew;  ncvcrtheleM,  ad^tionol 
Olid  *ti«nger  facts  were  desirable,  especially  against  Bernardo  del  Nero, 
who,  so  far  IM  appeared  hitherto,  hod  simply  refrained  from  betraying  tlio 
late  plot  al\er  having  tried  in  rain  to  diACouragi!  it;  for  the  vrel&re  ol 
rioreiicc  demanded  ihnt  tho  guilt  of  IJemardo  del  Nero  should  be  put  in 
llie  strongest  tight.  So  t'riinccsoo  Volori  xcolously  bclicvul ;  and  perliapa 
li«  wns  not  hiniiielf  uwure  that  the  strength  of  his  seal  wan  determined  by 
Ilia  hatrod.  JU  decided  lli.it  Tito's  proposition  ought  to  Uc  accepted,  Inid 
it  before  his  colk-nguea  without  disfloung  Tilo's  n.-inic,  und  won  tbciu  ovur 
lo  his  opinioD.  Lutu  in  tlie  day  Tito  wns  a<lmilted  to  an  nudionce  of  tho 
Special  Coimci),  and  produced  a  deep  scnxntion  nmong  them  by  revealing 
another  plot  for  ensuring  tJto  niaalery  of  FIor«nce  to  Piero  de'  Mudici, 
vrhich  was  to  have  beun  canieO  into  execution  in  the  middle  of  this  very 
■uootli  of  At^gtut.    Uoounicnlary  evidence  on  this  subject  wouhl  do  moro

Among  the  twstiiy  Fiorcntinea  wiio  bent  tL*ir  grave  eyw  on  Tito,  as 
lie  atood  gracefully  bvfore  tbcm,  t^-oking  of  atnrlliDg  things  witli  cmj 
pcripliriiHiii,  and  with  that  apparently  unaffi-cted  admisnon  of  being 
nctimtcd  by  motives  short  of  the  hig!ic«t  which  is  often  the  istetiMtl 
AfTcctAtion,  there  were  scTcrst  whoni?  luiudiiuvrciiot  tooentirdj  pre-«CCQ- 
picd  for  th<-m  lo  piwii  n  now  judgment  on  him  in  these  now  drciuosUuicni; 
they  aiU-DiIy  coucludvd  lliat  this  ingenious  aud  Gerriceable  Greek  was 
in  future  rather  to  be  u*cd  for  public  DGcds  than  for  pri7At«  intimftcy. 
Unprincifiltd  men  were  useful,  enabling  tlio«c  who  bad  moru  icmples  to 
keep  thrir  hands  tolerably  clean  in  a  world  where  there  waa  much  dirty 
work  to  be  dune.  Indeed,  it  was  not  dear  to  rcKpcctabie  Florenliae 
brains,  unless  ihey  held  the  Frale's  extravagant  belief  in  a  poaaible  purity 
and  loftiness  to  be  strivea  for  on  this  earth,  how  life  ira«  to  be  carried  oa 
in  any  dc'partment  without  huiiian  iugtrumeDts  whom  it  irould  not  be 
uubccomlng  to  ktek  or  lo  spit  upon  in  the  act  of  handing  them  ihi-ir 
wages.  Some  of  thcH!  very  men  who  passed  »  tacit  judgment  on  Tito 
were  shortly  to  be  engnged  in  a  memorable  tranractioo  that  oould  by  no 
means  tinvc  been  carried  through  without  the  use  of  an  unacrupulousu^ds 
as  decided  a*  his;  but,  as  their  own  bright  I'uici  had  said  for  them,  it  is 
one  tliiog  to  love  ibe  Iroila  of  treachery-,  and  another  lliing  U>  lore  trailonk

Tlic  same  society  has  had  a  gibbet  for  tho  murderer  and  n  gibbet  for  llie 
martyr,  ai:  execrating  hiss  for  a  dastardly  act,  and  as  loud  a  bias  for  many 
a  word  of  generous  truthfulness  or  just  insight :  it  mixed  condition  «J 
tilings  which  is  ihe  t-iga,  wot  of  hopeles*  coufusion,  but  of  struggling  oviler. 
For  Tilo  himself,  he  was  not  unawiire  tiiat  he  had  mink  a  little  tn  the 
CBlimiite  of  llie  men  who  had  nccejited  hia  acrvicee.  He  bad  ibal  Ht^ne 
of  wlf-contcmplalion  which  nccetsarily  accompanies  the  habit  of  acting  cm 
wtll-conxidereil  reasons,  of  wlmlever  quality;  and  if  hecould  bavcchosei^ 
lie  would  have  declined  to  sec  himseif  dJMipproved  by  men  of  ibc  wofU. 
ite  liad  never  meant  to  be  disapprored ;  he  had  meant  always  lo  oondnct 
himself  BO  ably  that  if  headed  in  oppu»ition  to  the  standard  of  other  mn 
they  should  not  be  awnre  of  it;  and  the  barrier  between  bimsolf  am) 
iiomola  had  beim  raised  by  the  inipoEsibilily  of  audi  concealment  with 
her.  He  shrauk  froju  condetiiiintory  jiid^ruents  as  from  n  clintala  to 
which  be  could  not  adapt  himself.  But  lbiii.i;s  were  not  lo  plaada  in  tlM 
liands  of  cleverness  as  could  be  wished,  and  errntx  had  turned  oat  jncco- 
vcniently.  lie  hud  r<-ally  no  raneour  against  Mewer  Bernardo  del  Nero;  ^^ 
he  bad  a  personal  liking  for  Lorenzo  Tornubiioni  and  Giovanni  Pooct.  ^H 
lie  had  served  them  very  ably,  and  in  such  a  way  that  if  tl>eir  party  kul 
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bMm  winner)  hn  would  hnrc  meritcil  high  reirnrd ;  hut  wns  he  lo  rclin- 
qiiiuh  all  llie  agrceaiile  fmiU  of  life  b«t»use  tlicir  paily  had  fulled  7  His 
ptxifier  of  a  little  additional  proof  o^nitist  lhi:m  wtould  jicohably  have  ni> 
ioHticticc  CD  their  fnto ;  in  fuct,  he  felt  convinced  they  would  escape  ony 
CXlrcm«  coDBequvnco ;  but  if  be  hnd  not  given  it,  fail  own  fortune*,  which 
made  a  }>roiniHing  fitbFic,  would  have  been  utterly  Tuined.  And  what 
motive  coiiid  liny  man  really  have,  except  his  own  interest?  Floreiilincs 
whose  [ins«ions  were  engnged  in  their  pelly  and  precarious  jioltiii^al 
Bchemea  might  have  no  self-interest  Ecpiinihic  from  family  prido  and 
tenacity  in  old  hatreds  And  atiuchmcDls;  a  modern  niiipleton  who 
bwnllowi'd  whole  one  of  the  old  iiystemA  of  pbilosnpby,  nnd  took  the 
indigestion  it  occaaiuncd  for  the  signs  of  a  divine  ntHtix  or  the  voioe  of  an 
iDwnrd  monitor,  might  sec  his  interest  in  it  form  of  ^elf-coQcoit  which  ho 
called  aelf- re  warding  virtue ;  fatinlica  who  believed  in  the  coming  scourge 
and  renovation  uii^ht  see  ibelr  owu  interest  in  a  Aiturc  palm  branch  and 
while  robe  :  but  no  man  of  clear  intellect  allowed  his  cournc  to  be  deler- 
niined  by  ouch  piierilis  impulse*  or  (jUfstionalile  inward  funics.  Did  not 
PonUinu5,  poet  and  philosopher  of  unrivalled  Latinity,  make  the  fneat 
pnwabla  oration  nt  Naples  lo  welcome  the  French  king,  who  had  come  to 
dethrone  the  learned  orator's  royal  friend  and  patron  7  and  still  Ponlnntw 
held  tip  hi»  head  and  proitpered.  Men  did  Dot  reully  core  about  thew 
thing!,  exc«pt  when  their  porsonal  spleen  waa  touched.  It  won  wenkneSfl 
only  that  was  de»|>i8cd ;  power  of  any  sort  eanicd  its  immunity ;  and  no 
uinn,  iinleM  by  very  rare  good  fortune,  could  mount  high  in  the  world 
without  incurring  n  few  unpleasant  necevi'ities  which  laid  htm  open  to 
enmity,  and  perhaps  to  a  little  hiasiisg,  when  enmity  wanted  a  pretext. 

It  was  a  fainl  prognostic  of  that  hissing,  gathered  by  Tito  from  certain 
indication*  when  he  waa  before  the  council,  which  gave  his  present  conduct 
the  character  uf  an  epoch  to  him,  and  tnodehim  dwell  on  it  with  orgumcn- 
tntivo  vindication.  It  w.is  not  that  he  was  taking  a  deeper  step  in  wrong- 
doing, for  it  was  not  potnibtc  that  he  should  fee!  any  tie  to  the  Mediccans 
to  be  ■troni,'er  than  the  tie  to  his  father ;  but  hia  conduct  to  hin  father 
had  been  hidden  by  miccessful  lying ;  his  pretent  act  did  not  Admit  of 
total  conceahnent — in  its  very  nuture  it  was  a  revelation.  And  Tito 
winced  under  his  new  liability  to  dismteem. 

Well  I  a  little  patience^  and  in  anuthe.r  yejir,  or  perhaps  in  half  a  year, 
h«  might  turn  his  buck  on  these  hard,  eager  Florentines,  with  their  futile 
qnartfli  and  sinking  fortunes.  His  btilliant  sneeeiu  nt  Florence  bad  had 
•onio  ugly  flaws  in  it :  be  liad  fallen  in  love  with  the  wrong  woman,  and 
Baldjuwarro  had  come  back  under  incalculable  circumstances.  Hut  us 
Hlo  galloped  with  a  loose  rein  towards  Siena,  ho  saw  a  future  beforti 
)iim  in  which  he  would  no  longer  \k  haunted  by  those  miatukus.  He  had 
mach  money  safe  out  of  Florence  already ;  ho  was  in  tlie  fresh  ripi'uess 
of  dgbt-aod-twcntv ;  he  was  conscious  of  welUtricd  skill.  Could  he  not 
strip  bimadf  of  the  [last,  as  of  rvhear-al  elothiufr,  and  throw  away  the  old 
biuidle,  to  robe  himself  for  the  real  scene  7 
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It  did  ii«t  (mtrr  into  Tito's  mtdltalions  on  tlui  future,  that,  on  iMini 
rrom  the  council  eliaiiiber  nnd  deaceDdiiig  the  fOMnt,  lie  liad  brusbcd  ngauut 
n  roan  wIiom  fAca  he  hod  not  *tfl)r»d  to  rceogiiiu  in  iho  Imnjiliglil.  'iht 
man  wiu  Ser  Ceceone— «1m  wUling  to  una  Ute  SImIv  hy  fjiTing  tt>j«r> 
nialton  acaioftt  vutsuoconfiil  omplnycn. 
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Tito  soon  rctnrnnd  from  Sicno,  but  nlniott  imniediatcly  rd  out  on  anMli«r 
journ«y,  ftont  uliicli  ho  did  not  retnm  til)  ttie  Kercnlt.'vntli  of  Angn^^M 
Niturljr  n  fortnight  lind  prnvcd  «incc  the  nrrMt  of  tha  nccuitd,  and  Mm^ 
tiMy  were  in  prison,  etill  tlipir  fate  waa  nncertain.      fiomoU  had  fvfa 
during  tliia  intcrvnl  a%  it  all  oitva  wor»  minpcndtd  for  Iicr,  oih«  tlm 
wiitcliing  llie  llucliiating  prob.ibilitifs  i»nL-t.-i-niii^  lb»t  &t«.     8omctin»e> 
tliejr  (umud  utrongly  in  faronr  of  thn  pri«i>iifn>;  for  the  clianccx  of  <!Sc4^| 
live  interest  on  tboir  bdmlt'  wtru  htigblfiied  by  delay,  and  an  indtfinH^* 
prn"pcct  of  dctay  win  opened  hy  the  rpiuctance  of  all  peraoD!i  in  nuthiNriiy 
to  incur  the  odium  attundiiiit  on  nny  dcciaion.     On  the  one  Hide  there  wai 
aloud  cry  thiit  the  Republic  ««s  in  dnnger,  and  lliatk-oily  totlio  iwiaoni 
iTOiild  ho  tho  »tgnnl  of  nttnck  for  nil  iti  onanitefl;  on  the  otlM-r,  tlnww 
the  certainty  that  a  senlenco  of  death  and  cenfiacation  of  property 
on  five  citizens  of  dixtingiiUliod  nnmc,  would  Mitail  the  nin«>rO'iu  baireJ 
of  their  TclativM  oii  all  who  were  conspicuoiifly  iottmmpDtal  to  sueb  a 
tentence. 

TIic  final  judgment  properly  Iny  with  the  Eight,  who  presided  oret 
the  ndminlnralion  of  criminal  justice ;  and  the  >ent4-nco  depciid*d  M  a 
innjorlty  of  six  Totc^t.     But  the  Eight  ahmnlt  from  tlieir  onerona  rmpoa- 
tibiliiy,  and  niked  in  ihix  esceptionnl  cane  to  bare  it  sjinrod  by  the  Sigaoria 
(or  the  GoQlidonicro  and  the  eight  Priors).     The  Signoria  in  ita  In 
NlirujfTgi-'diljahoitldeTa,  and  propoaed  ibu  npjieal  to  the  GroM  Council. 
according  to  a  law  pnwic^d  by  tlio  enmest  penni»rion  of  Savonarola  n< 
tiirrc  yivirfi  Ixfor*',  whrn<:v<T  a  eiti«m  wn*  crmd^^mned  to  dealh  hy 
fctal  bLx  voles  {called  the  sei/mm  or  six  bettnt,  b«iu  being  in  rm««  aentra 
than  one  the  politienl  ])uIm!  of  Florence),  lie  had  (he  right  of  appnlli 
fttim  that  aenteiiee  to  ibe  Great  Council. 

But  in  this  »tngo  of  the  btiwnrfw,  iho  friends  of  tlie  acettw^I  Tr«i«i 
llie  n])pi'iil,  determined  chiefly  by  tlie  wi.di  to  gain  delay;  and,  in  fiwl^' 
Strict  legality  rerjiilred  that  anilence  aliouM  have  been  pnniod  prior  to  lla; 
appeal.  Their  rrtintanci;  prevailed,  and  a  middle  course  waa  talran  :  tli* 
Eeiitence  wiks  referred  to  a  brge  aasenibly  convened  on  tlt«  sermMMd^ 
c»n!<i)tin^  of  nit  the  higher  magi«tracie«,  the  cmnlhsr  coundl  or  Miuitc  ef 
eighty,  and  a  seltcl  nunibt-r  of  dtizens. 

On  thiD  diiy  Bomoln,  with  nnxiety  beighteiMd  by  the  ponibiliiy  li 
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Wore  ii8  close  lier  godfatlier'n  hie  miglit  lie  doculed,  bod  obtained  leave 
to  KC  him  for  the  iircond  time,  bnt  only  in  tbo  pretence  oTwitnestcii.  Sh« 
had  returned  to  the  Via  do'  lUrdi  in  eompmny  with  her  couftin  Brigida, 
RtUl  ignorant  whether  iho  council  hsd  come  to  any  dwlsiTB  imtje ;  nnd 
Monna  Bri^'iJa  Iiad  giMii!  out  again  lo  await  the  nioinentoua  neirs  at 
the  houK  of  n  frimd  belonging  to  one  of  the  tnafpstmcjee,  tliat  she  tulgitt 
tiling  back  authentic  lidinga  aa  boou  aa  they  were  to  be  had, 

Romola  had  sunk  on  the  first  teat  in  tbo  bright  ukon,  too  mnch 
n^ilAtL-il,  tiio  !Etek  at  liturl  to  caiv  about  lier  pine*-,  or  be  eonecious  of  dis- 
eordance  in  the  objects  that  aurronnded  hor.  She  wt  with  her  Iwck  to 
the  door,  reding  her  hi-jid  on  hrr  lianda.  It  K-eincd  a  kiog  wliile  sinco 
Honns  Briglda  had  gone,  nnd  Romoiii  was  espccting  her  return.  But 
when  the  door  opened  she  knew  it  was  not  Monna  Brigida  who  cntwvd. 

Snce  she  had  parted  from  Tito  on  lh«l  nifrmoiiible  night,  she  liad  had 
ro  exteninl  proof  to  wnrrnnt  her  hclifH"  that  lie  had  won  his  safely  by 
Irwohery ;  on  the  contrary,  »hc  had  had  evidtucu  that  he  was  alill  triiiled 
by  the  3dcdicenn«t  and  was  believed  by  llicm  to  hr.  accompli Khing  o-rlnin 
crmiida  of  iJifir*  in  Itoningiia,  iitiJcr  cover  of  fulfilling  a  coinniiuion  of 
the  goveromcat.  For  the  obscurity  in  which  tho  evidence  concerning  the 
onoiijunitors  wa*  abroudcd  allowed  it  lu  he  nnderslood  tliat  Titu  bad 
eacaped  any  iinplieailon. 

But  Iiomo!a>  suspicion  was  not  to  be  diwipaled;  hor  hormr  of  bid 
conduct  toward*  BaldawarrR  projtclcd  itm-lf  over  every  eoneeption  of  lii« 
act*;  (t  was  aa  if  slie  had  nilnessed  bini  committing  a  mnnier  and  had 
had  a  diiM-aied  impreuion  ever  after  tliat  hia  banda  were  covered  with 
freeh  blood. 

As  i^be  hoard  his  utep  on  the  slnnc  door,  a  chill  xltuddor  pan«d  through 
her;  aho  could  not  liirn  round,  she  could  not  rise  lo  give  any  gret-ling. 
lie  did  not  speak,  hut  after  an  inklant's  fsiuse  took  n  «cnt  on  the  other 
ddc  of  the  table  jiut  opposite  to  her.  Then  alio  raised  hei-  eyva  slid 
looked  at  him;  but  she  was  mule.  He  did  not  ahow  any  iTrilation,  bat 
said,  cooUy — 

"This  meeting  corrtsponds  with  our  parting,  Itomola.  But  I  niid<>r- 
Hand  tliftt  it  i>  a  moment  of  terrible  siupeniie.  I  am  come,  howuver,  it 
you  will  listen  to  me,  to  bring  yon  iho  relief  of  hope." 

She  Btnrt)-d,  and  altered  her  |H»i(ion,  but  looked  ut  him  dtiblously, 

"  It  will  not  bo  nnwelcomo  to  you  to  hear — even  tliough  it  is  I  who 
tell  it — that  the  council  is  prorogued  ti!l  the  l*eiily-Gr*t.  The  Kight 
■ve  been  frightened  at  hue  into  p^iAiing  a  mntencc  of  condemnation,  but 
I  demand  has  now  been  made  on  behalf  of  ibe  condemned  for  an  app<iil 
'  tlic  Great  CounciL" 

Koiuola's  face  lost  Its  dubious  expresuon ;  ibo  uktft  eagerly — 

"  And  when  Is  it  to  be  made  I " 

"  It  baa  not  yet  been  granted ;  but  it  laag  be  granted.  The  council  ia 
to  meat  Again  on  the  twraly-Brst  to  ii«Ub«rat«  whtiliH-r  the  appeal  sliall 
be  allowed  or  noL     In  ting  meantime  ibcru  is  an  intvrrul  of  thrra  days  in 
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which  diancc*  rany  oceor  in  favour  cf  the  prbonen — in  which  intererfL 
nay  bo  uicd  on  their  b«hnir." 

Komola  utartcd  from  ber  seat.  The  colour  h*d  riiwn  to  her  fnoe  lik« 
a  viKible  thought,  and  her  liands  trcTuklei].  In  that  moment  h«r  feeling 
towardb  Tito  v/n»  forgolluii. 

"PoMibly,"  aaid  Tito,  also  rising,  "your  own  inlentioa  may  h*' 
mili^patod  whnt  I  ma  goiDg  to  say.     You  arc  thittking  of  the  Frstp." 

"  I  am,"  said  Komola,  looking  at  liliu  with  Burprise.     "  Has  he  < 
anythiog?     Is  there  anything  to  tcUmc?" 

"  Only  this.  It  was  M<^sscr  Fnuicc*oa  Talori's  lMtt«ra«aa  and  ▼ioSo 
nbich  chi<?Jly  dclermiQed  the  course  of  things  in  tho  conncil  to-day.' 
Half  the  men  who  gavo  in  their  opinion  ngsLiiut  tlie  prisoners  wen: 
frightened  into  il,  nnd  there  ore  numerous  friends  of  Fra  Girolamo  both 
in  this  Special  Coiindl  and  cut  of  it  who  are  strongly  opposed  b>  the 
sentence  of  death — t'icro  Guicclardlui,  for  example,  who  ia  one  member 
of  the  Sif^noria  llial  made  the  stoutest  resistance;  and  thera  ia  Gioraa 
Baltista  liidolfi,  who,  Tingnone  as  he  is,  will  not  ligbtly  forgire  the  death 
of  hi*  brother  Niccoli." 

"Dut  how  Clin  tlic  Appeal  be  denied,"  said   Romola,   indignantly, 
"nlicm  it  is  the  law — when  It  was  ouc  of  the  chief  glories  of  the  populaj^H 
govcrnnicDt  to  Imve  passed  the  law  7  "  ^^M 

"  They  call  this  an  esccptioiial  cnse.  Of  course  tlierc  arc  ingtmions 
arguments,  but  iLeio  is  much  more  of  loud  bluster  about  tho  dui^«r  of 
the  republic.  Ittit,  you  i»c,  no  opposition  could  prevent  the  antembly 
from  being  prorugucd,  and  a  certain  powerful  influence  rightly  ap|itiud 
during  tli<!  next  llirco  diiys  might  determine  the  ^raverlng  oonrags  of 
those  who  de^iro  that  the  Appeal  should  be  grantod,  nnd  might  even  give  a 
check  to  tliu  heiidlong  etimity  of  Francesco  Valori.  It  happens  to  havo 
eome  to  my  knowledge  that  the  Fmtc  has  so  far  interfered  as  to  tend  a 
message  to  Iiim  In  fuvour  of  Loroiuo  Toruabuoni.  I  know  you  coa  some* 
times  have  access  to  the  Fmto :  it  might  at  all  evcata  be  worth  white  i 
use  your  privilege  now," 

"  It  ia  true,"  snid  Romola,  with  an  aii  of  abstraction.     "  I 
believe  that  the  Fralo  would  approve  denying  llie  Apjieal." 

"  I  heard  it  ^nid  by  more  than  one  person  in  tho  court  of  tho  Palosso, 
boforu  I  came  awny,  that  it  would  bo  to  the  everl.-tsting  discredit  of  Pia 
Girolamo  if  he  allowed  a  goverumeni  which  is  almost  entirely  mado  1^  of 
his  party,  t-i  deny  tlie  Appeal,  without  entering  his  protest,  when  ho  baa 
been  boasting  in  liia  hooka  and  sermons  that  it  waa  he  who  got  the  U« 
piissed,*  But,  between  ouraclves,  with  all  respect  for  your  Fmle'a  ability, 
my  Romola,  he  had  got  into  the  practico  of  preaching  that  form  of  human 

"  The  mcBt  rwwin,  nnd  in  acvcrnl  resprcis  tlic  bcsl.  biosniphcr  of  S^todiiioIs,  8^n

"  I  know,  I  know,"  said  liomolo,  wiih  a  look  and  tone  of  pain. 
"  But  Lc  iH  driven  Jiilo  Uiose  escemcs  of  siieocli.  It  used  lo  be  diffyrent, 
I  wilt  nak  for  an  interview.  I  cannot  Tiest  without  it.  I  trunt  iQ  ttio 
grealneaa  of  liis  lioarl." 

Shf  WBi  not  looking  St  Tito ;  her  eyes  were  bent  with  a  Vfiguo  g.izo 
'  towards  the  ground,  und  she  had  no  diatinot  conaciousaesi  that  tlic  woi'ii« 
•lie  heard  catiic  from  her  husbnnd. 

'*  Better  lose  no  time,  then,"  «aid  Tito,  with  nnmixcd  suavity,  moving 
his  cap  round  in  liin  hnuda  as  if  he  were  about  to  put  it  on  and  depm't. 
"And  now,  Romoln,  you  will  perhapn  be  able  to  see,  in  npiio  of  prejudice, 
that  my  wislies  go  with  your«  in  liiia  miiltuT.  You  will  not  regard  tlie 
Diisforlunc  of  my  safety  as  an  offence." 

Something  like  an  elcutriu  ahoi:k  paused  through  Itoraola  :  it  wok  iho 
fiill  consciousness  of  )ier  hunbund's  presence  returning  to  facr.  She  looked 
at  him  without  speaking. 

"At  least,"  he  added,  in  a  slightly  hiirder  tone,  "you  will  endeavour 
to  liue  our  intncourse  on  soma  other  reasoning  than  that  becauM  an  evil 
deed  is  possible,  /  have  done  il.

The  feeling  which  had  been  driven  hack  from  Itomotn**  lipx  a  fortnight 
before  rose  again  wiih  the  i;atliered  Ibrce  of  a  lidtd  wave.  She  spoke  with 
a  deciaioQ  which  (old  him  that  ehe  was  careless  of  consequeticca. 

"  It  in  loo  late.  Till).  There  in  no  killing  the  auspieion  tliat  deceit 
li.i~'iiice  begotten.  And  now  I  know  everything.  I  know  who  that  old 
liiiiii  was;  he  Wiui  your  futlier,  to  whom  jou  owe  cv«ryl!iing — to  mlmm 
yuu  owe  more  ijiau  if  you  had  been  his  own  child.  By  lite  »ido  of  that, 
it  is  a  Eninll  thing  that  you  broke  my  trust  and  my  father's.

Our 
anion  is  a  pretence — as  if  a  perpetual  lie  could  be  a  sacred  marriage," 

Tito  did  not  answer  immcil lately.  When  be  did  spntk  it  was  with  a 
calculated  caution,  that  was  slimulaied  by  alarui. 

"  And  you  mean  to  carry  out  that  independence  by  qtiitliog  me,  I 
presiuno  ?  " 

"  I  denre  to  quit  you,"  said  Itomola,  impetuously. 

"And  supposing  I  do  not  submit  to  part  with  what  tho  law  gives  ma

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Tm  morning  wnii  in  i»  early  brigbtnan  wbcn  Romola  wna  again  on  W 
way  to  Sau  Marco,  hnving  obtajned  tbrongb  Fra  Seliertro,  the  evenJag 
brforcv  the  promi*;  of  an  interview  with  Fra  Oirolnmo  in  the  chapter* 
houai^  of  the  convi^nt.     The  rigidity  with  which  Savonarola  guarded  his 
life  frcm  all  the  pretests  of  calumny  riflde  such  interviews  rcry  isrr,  anil  ^^ 
wlicnever  they  were  granted,  they  were  kept  free  from  any  appenanee  of  ^| 
mysl4rry.     Vor  this  remon  tho  hour  chosen  was  one  at  which  theiw  were  ^H 
likely  to  be  other  riaitora  in  tlti^  outer  cloinlers  of  8an  Narco. 

She  choee  to  psjw  through  the  heart  of  the  city  that  rhc  might  notice 
the  Bign-i  of  public  feeling.     Every  loggia,  every  convenient  ctjriwr  of  tlie 
piatxa,  erery  sliop  that  made  a  lendi-zvoun  lor  gomipir,  was  natir  with  the 
excitement  of  gratiiiioiis  debat«  ;  a  languishing  trade  usdlng  lo  make  ^M 
political  discnsuon  all  the  more  vigoron*.    It  wan  clear  that  tli*  parties  ^M 
lijT  and  against  tlio  deiith  of  the  coDspiralors  were  bent  on  niakbig  iha 
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fbn«t  Me  of  the  lhr<*  cl.-ij-»'  interrnl  in  onlcr  to  ilctermiDC  tlie  populnr 
mood.  Already  hnndbills  wcw  in  circolation:  *oioe  prMcnling,  io  largo 
imnt,  the  altemalivo  of  justice  on  tlie  wmspiinlont  or  mm  to  the  rqiiiblie, 
others  in  rqtially  large  print  urg'ing  llie  uba.-rrmiM  of  tlic  law  and  tito 
grunting  of  thu  Appenl.  Kound  tli«3c  julling  iolfrts  of  bbclc  capitnln  ibrro 
v/ero  hkn  of  smaller  charnctcra  neltiiig  forth  srgTimenta  Ins  n«cis. 
wiry  to  be  read;  for  it  wiw  nn  opinion  CTtertaincd  mt  that  timo  (in 
llie  first  flusti  of  triumph  at  the  discovery  v(  printing),  that  tliera  wax  no 
nr^mpnt  morw  widely  convincing  than  quwi  ton  •begging  phraser  in 
laije  type, 

Romoln,  howcrcr,  carwl  MpecJalfy  to  become  ««|nainted  irilh  Ihe 
■rgumcols  in  smaller  typo,  nnd  thoagh  obliged  to  huatrn  forward  nhc 
looked  round  anxinnitly  as  she  went  tlini  she  might  niim  no  ojiporluniiy 
of  seeurtng  ccjiies.  For  n  long  wrny  nhe  sow  none  but  stich  b*  wore  in 
Ihe  hnnds  of  ngor  renders,  or  ebc  fixed  on  the  walto,  from  which  in  some 
places  the  jfrtrn' w«re  ttiiring  thrm  down.  But  nt  luict,  jiimiii;;  beliind 
Snn  OioTanni  with  a  quickened  pace  that  she  mighl  avtjid  tlio  many 
■cqraiintiinc«  who  fre(|ncnl<;ii  the  piJiJiwi,  she  taw  llmtli  with  a  stm'k 
of  liHtidbills  which  he  appeared  Io  be  e.nchansing  for  gntall  ooin  wilh  the 
paner»-by.  She  was  too  fiimilinr  with  the  hnmbtc  life  of  Florence  fer 
Bralli  to  !«  nny  straiig<?r  to  her,  and  tiimini;  towards  him  she  said,  *'  IIav« 
you  two  sorts  of  handbilh,  Bralti  ?     Let  m«  have  them  quickly." 

"  Two  sorts,"  mid  IJraiti,  Rcpnmting  the  wwl  sheeiu  wirh  a  slownesa 
tliat  tried  Roniob's  palieiice.     "'niere's  *Law,'»nd  Ihcru*  '  Ju»lice."' 

•*  Which  sort  do  you  sell  mo»t  of  ? " 

"' Justice' — '  Jusli<;o '  j,'oM  ihu  qtilcke«t, — so  I  raised  tlie  price  ami 
made  it  two  dnnari.  But  then  I  bethought  mo  iho  '  Law '  w.-w  gooil  wnm 
loo,  and  liud  as  good  a  right  to  be  charged  for  as  '  Justice ; '  for  people 
set  no  store  tiy  clieap  thing*,  and  if  I  sold  the  '  Law '  at  one  danaro,  I 
abould  lie  doing  it  a  wrong.  And  I'm  a  Ciir  ti  ader.  '  L-.vw,'  or  *  Justice,' 
it'a  all  one  to  me ;  they're  good  wares.  I  got  'em  both  ff>r  nolliin?,  and 
I  soli  'era  at  a  fair  profit.     Bnt  you'll  want  more  than  one  of  n  sort  ?  " 

"No,  no:  here's  n  white  quallritio  for  the  two,"  said  RoTuob,  fblding 
lip  the  bills  and  hurrying  away. 

She  was  soon  in  the  outer  cloittvn  of  Snn  Marco,  where  Fra  Salvesiro 
was  awniting  her  under  the  cloister,  but  did  not  notice  the  apprmwh  of 
her  light  »trp.  !Ic  waa  cliatiing,  according  to  liis  habit,  Witli  lay 
ridtors;  for  under  the  anspices  of  a  government  friendly  to  the  Frate,  ihe 
timidity  about  fn^quenting  San  Marco,  which  h.iJ  followed  en  tlw  first 
Aoek  of  llie  excommunieaflon,  had  been  gmdunlly  giving  way.  In  oi»n 
of  the*  lay  vintoni  iho  recognized  a  well-known  satellite  of  Ftancesco 
Valori,  named  Andrea  Cambini,  who  was  narrating  or  expounding  wiilt 
emphatic  gesiiculniinn,  while  Frn  Salvctlro  wu  listening  with  that  air  of 
trivial  curiosity  wluch  tells  that  llie  listener  care*  verj-  much  about  news 
and  very  little  about  its  quality.  This  chiirnclcristic  of  her  confemur, 
which  w»  alwaya  repulsive  to  Runiola,  was  made  exaHpcraiiog  to  her  at 
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thii  moment  by  the  ocrUinty  she  gathered,  from  the  dujotntod  word* 
yihusk  reached  her  car,  thnt  Cuabini  wu  Dunaing  aonMthiog  rektire  to 
tha  fiitc  of  tlie  conspiratora.  She  dioee  not  to  appnmeh  th«  grnttp,  Imt  M 
toon  BS  she  t»tr  thnc  she  had  cnvatod  Fn  S«lvc»iro'a  att«ntioD,  she  toraed 
towards  the  door  of  the  clupttt-bonao,  while  h«,  makLng  a  sign  of  af- 
proTal,  disappeared  within  the  inner  cUKSter..  A  lajr  brother  Mood  ratiy 
to  open  the  door  of  the  chnpter-houM  for  her,  and  closed  it  behind  her  M 
iJi€  entered. 

Once  more  looltcd  at  by  those  ud  frcjicocd  ligtires  whicb  bad  aecmod 
to  be  mouniiiig  with  her  at  the  death  of  hi^r  brother  D!no,  it  wm  in«vilab)a 
that  comotliiDg  of  that  nccnc  rhould  come  bock  to  her;  but  the  intenae 
occupation  of  bcr  ntiiid  with  tho  present  made  the  temembraooe  loa  « 
ntroepcct  thnn  itn  indistinct  recivrcnce  of  imprtanoDs  whldi  bkndcd 
thenuelres  with  her  agitating  fears,  us  if  her  actual  anxiety  were  a  rerlral 
of  tlie  strong  yearning  she  had  once  before  brought  to  litis  spot — to  be 
ropullcd  by  mnrble  rigidity.  She  gare  no  space  for  the  remembiwice  to 
become  move  deSnlle,  for  she  at  once  opened  the  liandbiUs,  thinlung  she 
slioiild  pcrbap.i  bu  able  to  rend  them  in  tlic  interval  before  Fra  Girobuno 
Sinewed.  But  by  the  time  she  bad  read  to  the  end  of  ibe  one  Uwt 
recommendud  the  ohscrrnnce  of  the  law,  the  door  was  opening,  nd 
doubling  up  the  papers  she  stood  expectant. 

When  tliQ  Frate  had  entered  >hc  Icncit,  ascording  to  the  usual  praclicc 
of  those  who  saw  him  in  private;  but  as  soon  as  be  h^  uttered  a  beoe- 
dictory  greeting  she  rose  and  stood  opposite  to  bim  at  a  few  yards*  distaaos. 
Owing  to  his  seclusion  since  he  had  beeit  exeommunicitted,  it  Itad  been 
an  unuxuully  long  while  since  slie  bad  soea  bIm,  and  the  late  moDtlv  bad 
visibly  deepened  in  his  face  the  marks  of  overtaxed  meittul  aetirity  aad 
bodily  severities ;  and  yet  Itoinola  was  not  so  cookious  of  this  change  ■• 
of  anotlicr,  which  was  less  definable.  Wss  it  tliat  the  uxpresion  of 
serene  elevation  and  pure  huniun  fcllowahip  which  had  onco  moved  her 
was  no  longer  present  in  the  same  force,  or  was  it  that  the  aenac  of  Iris 
being  divided  from  her  in  her  feeling  about  her  godfnther  roused  the 
slumbering  sources  of  alienation,  and  marred  her  own  vimod  I  Perhaps 
both  causes  were  at  work.  Our  relations  with  our  &IIow-raen  are  mo« 
often  determined  by  coincident  currtnta  of  tliat  sort;  the  inexcusable 
word  or  deed  seldom  comes  imtil  aftei-  aiTection  or  rercreaoe  Itas  beoi 
already  enfeebled  by  the  strain  of  repeated  excuses. 

It  was  true  that  Snvonarola's  glance  at  Romola  had  aoine  of  that 
hardness  which  is  causud  by  an  egoistic  prepossession.  He  diTined  that 
tho  interview  she  had  sought  was  To  turn  on  tlie  fate  of  the  conspirator^ 
a  subject  on  which  he  had  already  had  to  quell  inner  voices  tlut  might 
become  loud  again  when  encouraged  from  without.  Seated  in  his  cell, 
correcting  the  slieets  of  his  Triumph  of  the  Crou,  it  waa  eaaiur  to 
repose  on  a  resolution  of  neutrality. 

"  It  is  a  qucNtion  of  moment,  doubtless,  on  which  yoa  vrisheid  to  tct 
me,  my  duu^hter,"  lie  liegau,  in  a  tone  which  wus  gcntlu  rstlier  fron 
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self-control   tliiut  tvom  immcdiute    inclination.      "I  know  yon   nrc  not 
wont  to  Iny  etrcsa  on  gmall  niatteis." 

"  Futlier,  yoH  know  whnt  it  is  before  I  tcU  j'ou,"  siiiil  lEoniola,  for- 
getting cverytliing  else  m  soon  aa  elie  began  to  pour  forth  her  pica.  "  Yon 
kiiow  what  I  nni  caring  for — it  i*  for  iho  lifo  of  the  old  man  I  Jove  beat 
in  the  world.  The  thought  of  him  has  gone  logelher  with  the  thought 
of  my  father  lis  long  na  I  remember  iJio  daylight.  Tbnt  is  my  wnrmnt 
for  coniiog  to  you,  even  if  my  eotning  BhouM  have  been  nordlciw. 
Pcrhnps  it  ia:  jicrhnpa  you  hiivo  nlrendy  determined  that  your  jiowcr 
orcr  the  hearts  of  men  ehall  bo  used  to  prevent  them  from  denying  to 
Florentines  a  right  which  you  yourself  helped  to  earn  for  them." 

"  1  mvddld  not  with  the  fiinetionx  of  the  ^Into,  my  dnughter,"  wkid 
Fra  Girotumo,  strongly  dlMoclIned  to  reo^ien  e.xteruaily  a  debate  which 
fae  bad  already  p;nn«  through  inwardly.  "  1  have  preached  And  laboured 
that  Florence  should  have  a  good  government,  for  a  good  government  is 
Dcedfu]  to  th«  perfecting  of  the  Christian  lifi- ;  but  I  keep  nwny  my  hand* 
from  particular  affairs,  which  it  U  the  oiEce  of  experieueed  citizens  to 
administer." 

"  Surely,  father "     Roroola  broke  off.     She  liad  uttered  this  first 

word  almost  unpetuoiuly,  but  she  was  checked  by  the  counter  a^'tation 
of  feeling  hemelf  in  an  attltudi-  of  remonstrance  lowards  tlie  man  who  ^ 
lutd  been  tho  source  of  giiidanco  and  strength  to  her.     In  the  act  of  rebel- 
ling slie  wttM  bruising  her  own  ruvercuce. 

Savonarola  nns  too  keen  not  to  divine  something  of  the  conflict  that 
w«  wresting  her — too  noble,  deliberately  to  assume  la  calm  speech  that 
self-justifying  evasiveness  into  which  he  was  often  hurried  in  public  by 
the  crowding  impulaes  of  the  orator. 

"  Say  what  is  in  your  heart ;  fpcnk  on,  my  daughter,"  he  siud,  slaad- 
inj  with  his  arms  laid  one  upon  the  other,  and  looklug  at  her  with  quiet 
•xpectation. 

"  1  wns  going  to  sny,  fulher,  that  this  mailer  is  surely  of  higher 
foment  than  many  about  which  I  have  heard  you  preach  and  exhort 

ridly.  If  it  belonged  to  you  to  urge  that  men  condemned  for  oSencee 
It^nst  iLo  State  should  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Great  Counuil — 
if — "  Romola  was  getting  eager  again — '*  if  you  count  it  a  glory  to  have 
iron  tliat  right  for  them,  con  it  less  b(-long  to  you  to  declare  yourself 
against  the  right  being  denied  to  almost  the  first  men  who  need  it7 
Burvly  that  touohca  the  Chrtatiaa  life  more  doady  than  whether  you 
knew  beforehand  that  tliu  Dauphia  would  die,  or  whether  Pisa  will  be 
oonqucnd." 

There  van  a  subtle  moveuient,  like  a  subdued  ugn  of  pain,  in  Sai'o- 
narola's  strong  lip^  before  ho  begau  to  speak. 

"  My  daughter,  I  *[)vak  oa  it  is  given  ine  to  speak — I  am  not  mofler 
of  tlie  times  when  I  may  become  the  vehicle  of  knowledge  beyond  tho 
common  lights  of  men.  lu  this  case  I  have  no  illumination  beyond  what 
wisdom  may  give  to  those  who  luo  charged  with  the  safvty  of  the  State. 
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Aa  O  dw  tnir  of  Appeal  agntntt  Ike  Six  Vnto,  I  hbonr^  to  hare  it 
pmed  iu  onlcr  llial  no  FJorcntino  ihonM  \m  mhJKt  to  Ion  of  UTc  and 
^oodii  throngli  tliv  prirate  hntrcd  of  ■  few  who  inif>ht  hnpp^n  lo  b«  in 
I>«>wcr;  boi  ibBM  five  immi,  who  havo  dvxin^  |i>  nTPrlhniw  »  five  gorctn- 
meitt  find  rc«torc  n  cormi't  trrnnt,  Imtc  been  comdoniuKi  with  tbo  atmit 
of  a  ht^e  asM^mbly  of  tbdr  fellow ■«itiwMt.  They  rvftued  »l  fin*  lo  )»*•

A9 appeal;  it  i*  tbo  riolcnce  of  tiK  jbir  iIiaI  frigblrna  olbent;  eW  nlij

Sbo  cntalicd  Up  tlw 
paper  in  her  hand,  and,  turning  to  Savonarola,  she  said,  with  new  pMtxn, 
"  Father,  what  safety  can  there  be  for  Florence  when  the  woral  nan  cm 
always  escape  T  And,"  she  went  on,  n  sodden  ftash  of  remerabraacc 
coming  from  tlio  thought  ahdiit  her  hniband,  "hare  not  yon  yo«n«li' 
encourngf^  this  deception  which  connpts  Iho  Irfo  o(  Florence,  by  wantta; 
more  favour  to  be  shown  to  Lorenzo  Tomabuoni,  who  has  worn  two  beet, 
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and  flftttrrrtl  yu  wllh  n  »liow  of  nfltetJon,  wIiCT)  my  jroJfrillitr  lift*  it}vray» 
hwn  JionCHi  ?  Jlsk  nil  I'lorrnw  who  nf  thfwp  live  Yiion  hiw  ili«i  ini<«t  hrart, 
sDiI  ihere  n'iti  not  be  mittty  wbo  witt  name  an}'  clhi-r  name  tbnti  fk-riinnlo 
del  N«ro.  Yoti  did  inlcrpci'c  wiih  Fi'nn<i«cn  Vnlori  (or  llio  nakn  «f  oeio 
prUoacr ;  jou  Ijhvc  nt- 1  Oito  been  neiiiiiil ;  and  yo«  know  ibnt  your  wotd 
will  bo  jxiwcrfiil." 

"I  do  not  dcfiro  the  <I«itIi  of  Bcmardn,"  raid  Snroftaro!)!,  ccJourinif 
«I«p1y.    "  It  would  be  enongh  if  he  were  teni  ont  of  tlie  city." 

"  Then  why  do  yoii  not  ^pcnk  ti>  rave  nn  old  maw  of  oevcBty-flre  from 
dying  a  deaih  of  ipiommy — lo  give  liim  nl  leant  llie  faJr  cbanw*  of  iho 
Ibw  ?  "  buret  otit  Homola,  the  inipoinosily  of  her  nature  m  rotiMd  ifant  ftio 
Argot  everythiug  but  her  inJignHlioit.  "  !t  is  nnl  tbnt  yoii  fccj  bound  to 
be  ncntrni;  eiso  why  did  you  speak  for  Lorwiro  Timwhuoni  7  Yon  npnko 
for  bim  lifcimse  he  is  more  friendly  to  Snn  Mnrcn  j  my  podfulhi-r  feigns  no 
fVicnd^Iiip.  It  is  not  lliCD  aa  a  Medicenn  tbnt  my  godfather  ih  io  dio;  it  ia 
as  .1  man  yon  have  no  love  for!" 

When  Romota  paused,  with  cheels  gloiviiif;,  ntid  with  (puTerins  li]j», 
there  ivHS  dmid  wiencc.  As  she  8«w  Km  Gimlnmo  mnnding  *ni<icinn1('>.i< 
before  her,  abe  seenjed  to  herself  to  Iw  hearing  her  own  word*  over  again ; 
words  that  ticemed  in  (hia  echo  of  coTiiL-iotinnen  to  be  to  ainui^,  p^infVit 
diwwnancc  wilh  the  memnrics  tbnt  mnde  part  of  hi*  pTt»cnce  to  her.  TIhi 
moriioniH  of  iileoce  were  expanded  by  gnlhtring  componrtion  and  self- 
doubt.  She  bail  commiltrd  Niciilrgfi  in  hrr  pnision.  And  «ven  the  w-nm 
that  ibc  could  retract  nothing  of  b*T  p!en,  that  her  mind  could  not  sidmiit 
itself  10  Siivonarola's  negative,  nisdo  it  the  more  ntnifiil  to  her  lo  ffl(i>ly 
tho«e  TUTcnTntial  mcniorin.  Wilh  a  niddai  moTeiuent  towurda  him, 
she  said, 

"  Fo^ve  me,  father;  h  I*  pain  to  mo  to  have  iipoleen  tbona  word*— 
yet  I  cannot  help  sjiealcing,  I  am  littl"  and  feeble  coinjiared  wilh  yciu ; 
you  brought  me  light  and  strength.  Unt  I  ■iibmitted  became  I  frit  the 
proffi-Tcd  itrcngth — bccuuso  I  aaw  ihe  light.  Now  I  omnot  aee  IL  Fathpr, 
yoa  yours«lf  declare  (hat  there  eomes  a  moment  when  tho  coul  miwt 
hare  no  guide  but  ihu  voice  witliin  it,  to  tell  whether  th«  con«ccniied 
tlting  hat  sacred  virtue.     And  therefori.'  I  nm.'t  ipealc." 

Savonnrola  had  tliat  readily  roiMcd  resentment  toward*  oppoailion, 
hardly  nparable  from  a  power-lovlng  and  powerful  nature,  ncctia- 
tomed  to  welc  great  ends  that  east  a  reflected  gnndetir  on  the  meom 
by  which  they  nru  itotigbt.  His  nermons  hnvi?  much  of  that  red  flnmn 
in  Ihem.  And  if  he  had  been  a  mtiiDOr  man  his  siuceptibj lily  midit 
hnve  shown  il*c1f  in  irrilniion  nt  lEomnbi's  ncciuntory  freedoni,  whi<'li 
waa  in  strong  contrast  with  Ihe  defrrtiiee  ho  habitually  rweired  fnmi 
hi*  duelplet.  But  nt  this  moment  such  feelings  were  niillified  by  that 
ban!  struggle  which  mnde  half  tlio  tragedy  of  hi»  life — Ui*  Klnigglo  of 
a  mind  poew^ed  by  n  never-silent  btingA'  after  parity  and  rimplicity, 
yet  caught  in  n  tangle  of  rgoittio  demandfi,  Itilae  idmx,  nnd  difficult  nut- 
Ward  comlilions,  Ihnt  made  simplicity  impossible.     Keenly  aliTo  to  all  the 
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raggeationa  of  KomnlA**  remonstnitiiig  vrocda,  be  waa  npEifl/  aurrcjing, 
M  b*  hwl  done  beforv,  tlie  coursm  or  action  that  went  opon  Ut  htm,  and 
llioir  probable  rctultK.  Hut  it  was  s  question  va  which  argUDMiiit*  oouU 
mem  decisive  oaly  in  proportiun  «a  fhty  were  charged  with  firaltug,  and 
lie-  }ml  rcceired  do  impnlM  that  could  alter  hi*  bio*.  II«  looked  at 
IComoIa  jind  aaid^ 

"  You  Iiare  full  panlon  for  your  (ninkncMi,  my  daughtcj-.  You  xpcafc, 
1  know,  nut  of  the  fuliiMK  of  j-oiir  famil/  ullvclioiia.  But  iht-ae  ani-ctioaa 
must  give  way  to  the  ii««da  of  the  republic  If  those  men,  who  have  a 
«loM  oeqiuintnnce  with  thu  nflain  of  tlic  State,  believe,  kb  I  uiidcniaiid 
they  do,  Ibu  the  public  safety  rei^uireA  titc  extreme  putiiKhmoat  of  tha 
hw  to  fikU  on  thou  five  comipiralors,  I  caoQul  control  tlieir  opiutoD,  leeiog 
that  I  stand  alouf  fiom  such  afiurs." 

"Tlic-n  you  desire  that  tliey  ahoBld  dief  Yon  desir«  that  the  Appeal 
sliould  be  denied  thcot  1"  anid  Homoln,  feeling  anew  repelled  bjr  a  viodi> 
cation  which  weuied  to  her  to  huvu  tho  oaturo  of  a  aubtorfuge. 

"  1  have  fsid  that  I  do  not  dcairo  their  death." 

"  Tlicif,"  iuiid  Itomola,  her  indignaliuQ  rising  agaio,  "  yoa  can  ha 
indiHercnt  tliat  Florrnlincs  should  ioflict  death  wtiich  you  do  nuC  dettNi 
«hcn  you  might  bnvo  prettM^^d  ngaiitst  it — when  you  might  hav«  helpad 
to  bidder  it,  by  urging  the  observance  of  n  l.iw  which  you  held  it  |)ooj 
to  get  pasted.  Futbcr,  yoa  luod  not  to  siniid  uloof :  you  WKd  iiM  W 
•hrinlc  from  protesting.  Do  not  fay  you  CAiinot  protest  whcT«  the  tirta 
of  men  are  «ODC«rncd ;  say  mthcr,  you  dvairc  ihi-ir  death.  Say  Tathcr, 
you  hold  it  good  for  Florence  that  there  shall  be  more  blood  aod 
liutred.  Will  the  doath  of  five  Moiliceaos  put  an  end  lo  partita 
t'loicnce?  Will  the  dciith  of  a  noble  old  raan  like  Benundodel 
aavc  a  city  ihal  holds  such  men  as  Dolfo  Spini  7" 

"  My  daughter,  it  is  enough.  Tho  cauae  of  froedom,  which  it  lbs 
cauw  of  (lod's  kingdom  upon  earth,  is  uden  most  injured  by  tlw  snwaiw 
iv)io  carry  within  them  the  pnwir  of  ccrtuia  human  virtuea.  Tbe 
wickedest  man  is  oflca  uot  Oie  Dio«t  insurmountable  obstacle  to  the 
triumph  of  good." 

"  Then  why  do  you  say  ngniii,  that  you  do  not  desire  my  goAHuh^i 
death?"  said  RomoJs,  in  Diinglod  nngrr  and  dcspAir.  "Rather, you  boH 
it  the  more  needful  be  should  die  hecauee  hu  is  il>»  belter  man.  I  canaot 
unravel  your  thoughts,  fothcr;  I  cannot  hear  the  real  voice  of  your  judg- 
meat  and  conscience." 

Tlicni  was  a  moment's  pause.     Then  Savonarola  siid,  with  i' 
emotion  tlian  lie  had  yet  shown, 

"  Be  thankful,  my  daughter,  if  your  own  soul  ban  been  wptni  per- 
plexity, and  judge  not  those  to  whom  a  harder  lot  has  been  gives. 
You  sec  ono  ground  of  action  tn  this  matter.  I  see  ntany.  I  have  to 
choose  that  which  will  further  tho  work  Gntnutcd  to  me.  The  cad  I 
seek  is  one  to  which  minor  respects  mutt  be  sacrifieod.  TIio  death  ef 
live  men — were  they  Jess  guilty  ihau  the^e — is  a  light  matter  «e%W 
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agniusl  tliQ  witlulAodiug  of  llie  viciouB  t^rnnnies  whicli  stlUe  tlie  life  of 
lUily,  Hnd  foalcr  t)iG  covruption  of  llio  Cbarcli ;  a  light  Diaticr  weighed 
agiiinxt  thc!  furlliirriiig  of  God'x  kingdom  upon  <Mirtli,  tho  end  far  which  I 
]ive  and  am  willing  myself  to  di«." 

Under  nny  oUier  circumitnnccs,  Knmoln  would  have  been  sensitive  to 
t]j<!  ap[ii'u1  iit  thu  beginning  of  Suvonurulu's  speecli ;  tint  nC  thin  moment 
aho  wns  so  uitcrly  in  nntagoDisni  will)  liim,  lii.tt  wliai  he  cnlled  perplexity 
accmed  to  Lcr  Kophintry  and  dotihlcncsa  ;  and  as  he  wi;nt  on,  his  wonU 
only  fed  that  flame  of  indignation,  which  now  ag-.iiu,  more  fully  ihan  ever 
bdbrv,  lit  up  the  memory  of  nil  his  mislalccs,  niid  mndc  licr  tru>l  in 
liim  Beeiu  to  have  been  a  ptublind  delusion.  She  spoke  nlinoet  with 
bittorncss. 

"Do  you  then  know  so  well  what  will  further  ihe  coming  cf  God's 
kingdom,  litther,  that  you  will  dare  to  despise  the  plea  of  mercy — of 
jniticc— of  fiiitlifuJneM  to  your  own  teooliiug?  Una  the  French  king 
then  brought  renovation  to  Italy  ?  Tako  care,  father,  lest  your  enemies 
hnve  (omc  reason  wlirn  they  luiy,  llint  in  ycjiir  viuoits  of  wimt  will  further 
Od<1'k  kingdom  you  see  only  what  will  slroiigthen  your  own  party.'' 

"  And  that  is  true !  "  ituid  Savonarola,  with  flashing  eye*.  Komola's 
voice  had  seemed  to  him  in  that  moment  the  voice  of  his  encmic).  "The 
caum  of  my  party  it  the  cntixe  of  Uod'n  kingdom." 

*■  I  do  not  bt'lieve  it  1  "  luid  Komola,  her  whole  frame  shaken  witli 
pnasionntc  repugnanee-  ''God's  kingdom  is  something  wider — else,  let 
mv  Ktnud  oiit.-ado  it  with  the  buings  that  1  love." 

The  two  faces  wore  lit  up,  each  with  an  opposite  emotion,  «sch  with 
on  oppoutv  certitude.  Fui'ther  words  were  impossible.  Romota  haalily 
covered  hex  bead  and  went  out  in  silcncfi.

Tbub  day*  later  the  moon  that  was  just  •urmoanting  the  buildings  of  the

M'luite,  aiid  ihe  other  Mlwt  citicens  vrho  lioit  bevn  io  Itut  dnhnlo  ikroajth 
long hoimoT daylight itnd  tordiiight  wlii,-thcr  tlii;  Apprnl  should  be  graBtud 
or  whether  the  Benlence  of  death  ihould  be  executed  on  Uto  pnannm 
forthwith,  tc  IbrcMiil  the  dangemiu  ohmcM  of  itelftjr.  And  the  debute 
liml  lieea  BO  much  like  lierce  qitarr«l  thnt  Oi«  ooIm  from  th«  eoaaeil 
cliatn1>rT  huil  ii-nched  the  crowd  outride.  Onljr  within  the  luwt  hour  hid 
tlie  question  been  decided:  tlie  Slgnotia  )i»d  reiniiitiMl  diridf<d,  fbar  et 
litem  ninnding  oiit  rmoluteljr  fur  the  Appeal  in  spjto  of  (lie  strong  xign- 
input  thnt  if  thej  did  not  f^w  yittj  ibdr  liatiM*  iliould  be  ncked,  ii 
Francesco  Viilori,  in  brief  aud  furiousBpeecb,  made  the  deleriuiuation  of 
|iftrlj  more  ntningii«ly  dintinct  hy  declaring  tlut  if  t)i«i  Signoria  vonki 
defend  the  libetlies  of  the  Floitntiae  peuple  by  ejceciiting  tltoee  Stc 
fidious  citixonM,  thcrv  wouM  not  be  wsntiDg  other*  who  would  lake  tliMOaM 
in  hand  to  iJie  peril  of  all  who  opposed  it.  The  Flarenliitc  CNto  trinmpbcd. 
W1i«Q  tbe  vottn  vtre  counted  ngnin,  (ho  four  obMiiuite  nhite  beaca  m 
longer  iip[i(-nn^d;  the  vrbole  nine  vrero  of  the  fntol  nflirRtntire  bhKk, 
dccidin;  the  de-iiih  of  the  five  prisoner*  wilhont  doUy — d««idiiig  aUa,  tnl 
tnctlly  aiid  wjili  taudi  mote  delay,  the  denth  of  Fmnoc^co  V*lorL 

And  now,  while  the  j'udicUl  Eight  were  g«n«  to  the  Itjirgdlo  Io 
for  the  esceultoD,  ihc  live  coudemued  men  were  being  led  barefoot 
iroDB  through  the  midit  of  ihe  council.  It  whb  their  frieodt  who  had 
contrived  thin :  would  nut  Florciiiinei  be  moved  by  the  viriblc  aswciatMS 
vf  Hueli  cruel  ignominy  with  two  venerable  meu  like  Bernardo  del  Nero 
and  Niccol6  liiilolfi,  who  had  taken  th<ir  bia>  long  befort*  the  new  Of0« 
of  things  ]i;id  eomu  to  niake  Medinvninia  relrugradu — with  two  brilliaDt 
po[iulsr  young  men  like  Tornabuoni  and  Pucci,  whoeo  abacnoe  would  be 
felt  ne  A  haunting  vacancy  whuruver  there  waa  a  meeting  of  chief  FlorvQ- 
tinenT  It  W.18  useless :  such  pily  as  could  be  awakened  imw  wm  of  thst 
hopeless  sort  wliieli  leads  not  to  reacuc,  but  to  llie  tardier  Ktiou  of 
revenge, 

'While  this  scene  una  passing  upstairs  Itomola  stood  below  against  oae 
of  the  mamiTe  jilllnra  in  the  court  of  the  palace,  expecting  the  mMMBt 
wlien  her  godtalher  would  appear,  on  bia  way  to  exeLiiiion,  By  tbe  !■> 
of  Klr«t]g  interest  ^bc  Imd  gnincd  permission  to  Ti«t  him  in  the  evemn^  rf 
this  day,  nnd  icmnin  ivilh  him  until  tho  result  of  the  council  should  be 
determined.  And  now  die  was  waiting  with  bis  confonor  to  follawllie 
^uard  that  would  lead  him  to  ttie  Ilnrgello.  Her  facart  WM  b6M  m 
elinging  to  the  presence  of  the  ehilJlew  eld  man  to  Ibe  laat  moment  M 
her  lather  would  have  done,  and  nho  had  overpowered  nil  remonrtmneea 
Giovan  Itattista  fiidolO,  adisctple  of  SavanarolB,  who  waii  going  in  batter- 
nam  to  behold  the  death  of  hit  dder  brother  NioooUk,  had  promised  tlisl 
■ho  should  be  guarded,  and  now  Mood  by  her  xide. 

Tito,  too,  waa  in  llw  palace ;  but  Romola  had  not  seen  him.  6mn 
llic  crcDtcg  cf  the  acTcntcentlt  ihey  Imd  nroidcd  esch  Mber,  and  Til* 
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only  knew  by  lal^raH  IVcin  the  rtport  of  the  Frnlc'*  npntmlity  tlint  Iicr 
ploiiding  hiid  fiiiM.  Ho  was  now  suirounJcd  with  ofllciMi  and  otJi« 
pvrsonage^  botli  Flort'niine  anil  foreign,  who  had  been  awaiting  the  muo 
of  the  long-froiriiclod  council,  nuiiuUiiuius,  cxctpl  wlicn  hu  wiw  dirpr.tly 
ftddt«Me(],  the  aubdiKsl  nir  and  grnvo  rilcrtce  of  n  mnn  whom  actual  event) 
are  placing  In  »  painrul  stale  of  ntrife  bi-twnm  public  and  printto  fueling. 
When  nn  sihixion  vm  nindc  to  hi«  wir«  in  rchiiion  to  thoae  uTcntti,  he 
iniplied  thai,  owinj;  t»  the  violent  <!xciti-ni('iit  of  her  mind,  the  mere  fuct 
of  hU  continuing  to  hold  olhcc  uiiilor  a  gcverntncnt  concvrned  in  her  god- 
felher'a  eon dcui nation,  rotiM:d  in  hirr  a  diaciitod  hnslilit)-  toward*  hini ;  so 
that  for  her  take  he  fi-lt  it  boat  not  to  approach  her. 

"  Ah,  the  old  Bardi  blond  1"  mid  ('rnnlni,  with  a  shntg.  "  I  ihall  not 
be  HUqirined  if  ihb  btudneH  aluUet  h«r  loose  from  the  Frate,  ns  well  m 
wmc  othcm  1  coiild  nnnie." 

"  It  is  exuuxabic  in  n  tvomnn,  who  is  doabtlcss  henntifnl,  since  shn  is 
the  wife  of  Mceser  Tito,"  said  a.  younp  French  t-nvoy,  nniliii!?  and  bowing 
to  Tito,  "to  think  that  her  alFidions  must  overnilo  tho  good  of  tli« 
Slute,  and  that  nobody  to  la  be  beheaded  who  i»  nnyhody'tt  cousjo  i  bat 
KUch  n  view  is  nut  to  be  eneoiiragcd  in  Iho  iniih-  population.  It  seems  to 
ine  your  Piorcntine  poliiy  in  niufh  wmki-ncd  by  it." 

"That  is  true,''  said  Niccolii  Mncchiavelli;  "  but  where  personnl  tics 
are  strong,  the  bcalililies  tliey  raise  must  be  lakcti  duo  account  of.  Many 
of  thc«e  halfway  severities  nra  mem  bothoadod  blundering.  Tlie  only  nfe 
blowa  to  be  inflicted  on  men  and  panics  ar«  the  blows  that  aro  loo  heavy 
to  bo  arengfid." 

"Nloooli,"  ■'"''  Connliii,  "there  is  a  clever  widiodiiess  in  thy  talk 
■oanclinies  that  makes  me  mistrust  tlty  plonsaDt  young  luce  as  if  it  wcie  a 
mwik  of  Hntnn." 

"Xot  at  all,  niy  goad  Domenlco,"  said  Macehinvelli,  smiling,  anil 
laying  his  hand  on  the  elder's  shoulder.  "Haliin  was  a  bhinderer,  an 
jntroducer  titnrmUa,  who  nindo  a  *tn|HiidouM  fniluTV.  If  he  had  succeeded, 
we  should  all  have  been  woriihipping  him,  and  his  portrait  would  have 
been  more  fbittored.'* 

"  Well,  well,"  laid  Cennlnl,  "  1  suy  not  thy  doctrine  is  not  too  dcror 
lor  Sainn;  I  only  sny  it  i«  wicked  enough  for  him." 

"I  lell  yon,"  snid  Mncchinvelli,  "my  doctrine  is  the  doctrino  of  all 
men  who  ««k  an  end  a  little  farther  off  than  tlieir  own  noses.  Ask  oar 
Krate,  our  prophet,  how  his  univemil  renovntion  is  to  be  brought  about : 
be  will  lell  you,  Hnt,  by  getting  a  free  and  pure  government;  imd  since  it 
appears  ihiit  cannot  be  done  by  making  alt  Florentinca  lure  each  oilier,  ll 
mtLst  be  done  by  cutting  off  every  head  that  hnppent  to  be  ohstinatoly  in 
the  way.  Only  if  a  man  incur*  odium  hy  sanctioning  a  severity  that  ia 
not  ihorciugh  enough  to  be  final,  h«  oummitsa  blunder.  And  something 
Uko  that  blunder,  1  stispcct,  the  Fmto  has  commiilcd.  It  was  an  occastoa 
on  which  he  might  have  won  some  lusti'O  by  exerting  himself  to  maintain 
the  Appeal ;  instead  of  that,  be  has  lo6t  losiro,  and  has  gniacd  no  ttrength."

He  miglit  Tinvsbaeo  ftrRMnrr  mnn 
and  found  it  casiiT  not  to  incur  tbia  goiilt.  tEoniDla  mts  fmliog  the  full 
fwco  of  thnt  syni]uit1iy  with  tht^  indivitliinl  lot  that  ia  continually 
^ppraing  itself  l«  l)ie  fflriniilae  by  wliicli  actions  and  [lartics  wc  jndgcd. 
She  wiu  ticading  the  way  with  her  second  fnthi-r  to  the  ecjilTold,  and 
Dcrviug  hcracif  to  defy  ignominy  by  the  coiuciouanesa  lliat  it  wai  Dot 
deacrved. 

TTie  way  was  fi-iiced  in  by  three  liimdred  armed  men,  who  Iiad  been 
placed  as  a  guard  by  the  orders  of  Francesco  Valori,  for  among  the  appa- 
Knt  contradiclions  that  belonged  lo  this  event,  not  the  leaat  ntriking  wm 
iho  iillcgcd  alarm  on  the  one  hand  at  the  popular  mgc  against  the  con- 
Hpiiutor^  unii  tiie  iiUfged  ulnrm  on  the  other  lest  ihei-e  should  be  an 
altempt  to  rr«cnc  them  in  the  midat  of  a  hos^lc  crowd.  When  tht^y  had 
arrired  wiihiu  the  court  of  the  Buigello,  Itomola  waa  allowed  to  approach 
Bernardo  with  hia  confewor  for  a  moment  of  farewell.  Many  eyes  were 
bent  on  them  even  in  that  struggle  of  an  agitated  thrung,  an  tlje  aged 
man,  forgetting  that  hia  hands  were  bounil  ivilh  irons,  lifted  them  towards 
the  gulden  head  that  was  bent  towards  him,  and  then,  checking  tliut 
movenient,  leaned  to  kina  bi-r-  She  seized  the  fttliered  baiidit  that  weru 
bung  down  again,  and  kissed  them  as  if  they  had  hciii  uicred  things. 

"  My  poor  Romola,"  aaid  Bernardo,  in  a  low  voice,  "  I  have  only  to 
die,  but  thou  haitt  to  live — and  I  shall  not  he  there  to  help  thee."

She  van  taken  away  and  eondiiclcd  up  the  flight  of  steps  that  led  to 
the  loggia  currounding  the  grand  old  eouit.

Roniolu's  face  looked  like  a.  marble  imago  against  the  dark  arcb  ai  ahe 
alood  natcliing  for  the  moment  when  her  gedfatlier  would  appear  at  tJio 
foot  of  the  scaffold.  lie  wa*  to  cuITit  tint,  and  Balli«ta  Uidolfl,  who  waa 
by  her  oiile,  had  promiai-d  lo  take  her  away  through  a  door  behind  tht-m 
when  «hc  khould  have  seen  the  kut  look  of  the  man  who  alone  in  all  the 
world  hud  sliarcd  her  pitying  love  for  her  father.  And  still,  in  the  back- 
ground of  her  tliougiit,  then;  was  the  possibility  ati'iving  to  lis  a  hope, 
Ibat  some  rescue  might  yet  come,  somclhing  that  would  k«.p  tliat  acaffold 
unstained  by  blood.

Tiw  executioner  wu  rcwtjr  ou  dte  tcalTuld,  muI  Bcmanio 
del  K«ro  wn*  Kcn  Kaccudiiig  it  with  &  slow  firm  »tcp.  lloitiolft  buuIb  no 
viaible  movemeul,  uiterod  not  even  n  aupprcaMd  aouod  :  ahe  Uood  Bwrr 
liriulj',  Cluing  for  hU  finnucsit.  She  saw  bim  piuuf,  aaw  tli«  white  kad 
kept  vroct,  while  lie  mA  in  a  voice  di«lincllj-  mudible, 

"  It  is  but  a,  shnrt  ttpaoe  oi  life  (hat  my  fcllow-citisens  have 
from  me."

Slio  uncovRrnl  hor  litn'l  luid  mw  her  godTullMtr'a  ooufeaaoir  atutdiag  by 
her,  iu  a  nom  where  there  were  olltvr  gnve  mca  Ulkuig  ia  aubdi

"  I  am  ready,"  she  Hid,  storting  up.    "  Tjct  ua  tose  no  time." 
She  tliutigbt  all  ultogiiig  wiu  at  im  end  fur  li«r;  &U  her  strvii^fa  dm 
•hould  be  givco  to  «scape  Irom  a  gaxp  under  which  she  ihuddered. 
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Ox  the  utglilh  duy  from  that  memorable  night  Ilomola  was  standiDg 
brink  of  llio  Mrdiicrrancan,  watching  the  gentle  anminer  pulse  oftliC 
jutft  nbovo  wlint  w.in  llii-n  ilie  liillo  fivliing  villuge  of  Vinreggio. 

Agiiiii  »liv  hud  IIikI  I'roin  rh>rcnct>,  and  tins  time  no  arreMing  Wm  U 
culled  hor  back.  Agiiii)  nlie  wore  the  grey  religious  drcM ;  and  tkia  tis', 
ID  hur  hi.'nrt-«icUiii;«ui,  tha  did  nut  care  that  it  wm  a  ditguisc.  A  Hk 
rebellion  Ii.nd  risen  in  liiT,  n  ni-w  diijinir.  Why  should  slie  cart  afcoui 
wearing  one  Irndgo  nioro  than  unotht^r,  ur  about  being  called  by  h«r  Ma 
name?  She  despaired  of  fuuling  any  consislL-ut  duly  Iwkmging  to  tint 
name.  What  force  was  iliero  to  ervate  for  her  that  hallowed  snpltnr 
molivR  which  men  call  duty,  but  wLich  car  hare  no  inward  coiHtnuaiii^ 
cxiittn^o  save  thruui{h  aoino  fonn  of  believing  love?  The  bonds  of  tU 
strong  nfFcclion  wore  tmappod.  In  her  marriage^  the  li^hcat  bond  of 
•he  htid  ciiMud  to  loe  tlic  mystie  union  wltieh  is  its  own  gn.inuitec 
indii:i<ilnbli'nc»«,  Lad  ceased  even  to  see  the  obligattoo  of  a 
)>U'dgi! :  bud  she  not  proved  that  the  things  to  wliieh  sb*  bad 
licrwlf  wore  iuiposaiblu  J    The  inipuUe  to  set  Leraelf  (rce  bud  risen  ^^B 
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villi  ovennaatering  Torce;  yet  th«  frcodom  could  only  be  nn  exdiango  of 
culiiiiiity.  Thcri:  in  no  cem[>cantiun  for  tlic  nonmn  who  lti.-tH  tliui  ilic 
c\nrf  relniicR  of  her  litv  lias  beeu  no  more  lliaD  n  luislako.  She  lias  Ipit 
licr  crown.  Tlie  deepest  secret  of  liiimnn  blesicdncu  lini  hall'  wliii>ii«rcd 
itself  to  hex,  and  then  for  ever  jiaasi-d  liur  by. 

And  now  llomola's  bc*t  siippoil  under  tlint  Biiprerae  Konmn't  kutow 
liud  iilijiijud  uway  from  her.  Tlic  visiuti  of  any  gi-uat  purpoan,  any  end  of 
oxiclencD  which  could  ennoble  endiimnco  nnd  oxnlt  the  oirainion  dei-d* 
«f  a  duHty  lift)  willi  divine  nrdoiira,  wn*  utterly  i-cliptod  fur  lier  uow  by  tbe 
K-nxc  of  .1  confusion  in  luunan  things  which  made  all  efTdrt  a  nicro  drag- 
ging at  tanglt-d  thread*  ;  nil  fcllowxhip,  cither  for  mtislnncv  or  advocacy, 
in*ru  unfairneu  and  exclu^ivencM.  What,  after  all,  wm  tlie  rnnn  who  had 
nipKiXcntad  for  her  the  highest  lieroinn  ;  iha  hcroiim  not  of  bard  aelf- 
coiitained  enduianci.',  but  of  williup,  self-oirrring  love ?  What  wn»  the 
caiuc  ho  wax  ilrilggling  for  7  Itomola  had  Icwt  her  tnut  in  Savouarohi, 
bud  lout  Ibul  fervour  of  admiration  which  hud  uiaOu  litr  uumindful  of  his 
aberrations,  and  alloniive  only  to  the  grand  curro  of  hit  orbit.  And  now  that 
lii-r  keen  fciding  for  her  godfather  had  thrown  her  into  Bntai:oRiiMn  with 
the  Frate,  t<lie  saw  all  the  lepuluvu  and  inccinxiKtont  dclaili  in  Ida  truehing 
\iith  a  painful  lucidity  whidi  exaggt-tnltd  ihfir  projioriiuns.  In  tbo 
billcrncM  of  her  disappointment  sb«  Hid  that  hi*  *ii'ifiiig  hIUt  the  reno- 
vation of  the  Ctiurcli  and  the  world  was  n  Htriving  alitor  a  Diero  uaiiie 
which  told  DO  mora  than  the  title  of  a  book  ;  a  name  that  had  come  to 
mean  practically  the  Ricainirrt  that  would  ilrcngtlitjt  liii  own  poiition  in 
Florence  ;  aay,  often  quentiunablc!  dL-n-cIs  aiid  wntds,  for  tlie  take  of  laviiig 
Ilia  influence  from  mlTcring  by  hi*  own  rrrom.  Anii  that  ]iotiticiil  reform 
which  had  once  luade  a  new  inloiest  in  bur  lile  aocmed  vow  to  reduce 
itaeU*  lo  narrow  devices  for  the  safety  of  Florence,  in  contemptible  contn- 
dictiou  with  the  alternating  profeiuiongi  of  blind  trutt  in-  the  Dirine  earn. 

It  vrai  inevitable  that  she  ehould  judge  iho  Frnte  unfairly  <m  a  quca- 
tjon  of  individual  suil'cring,  at  which  tlit  looked  with  the  eyes  of  prnonal 
Imderncag,  and  lie  vith  the  eyes  of  theoreiio  conviciioa.  In  ibnt  dcdn- 
ration  of  hi«,  that  the  canxc  of  his  pnrly  wan  the  cause  of  God's  kingdom, 
slie  beard  only  tht  ring  of  cgoinn).  Perliajni  auch  worda  have  rarely 
been  uttered  witliont  that  meaner  ting  in  theni ;  yet  ibey  an-  the  implicit 
forninla  of  all  energi'tio  belief.  And  if  nich  eni-rgctio  belief,  pursuing  a 
grand  nnd  remote  vnd,  is  oilen  in  danger  of  becoming  a  demon- worship, 
in  which  the  votary  lets  his  son  and  daughter  pats  through  the  fire  with 
■  rcadincKS  that  hardly  looks  like  sacrifice ;  tender  fellow-feeling  for  the 
nenreiii  has  its  danger  too,  and  is  n[>t  to  bo  timid  nnd  sceptical  toward 
tbe  larger  aims  without  wliicb  life  ctumol  rise  into  re%iou.  In  this  wajr 
poor  Romoln  vras  being  blinded  by  her  lean. 

Ko  one  who  has  ever  known  what  it  is  thus  (o  lose  liiith  in  a  fellow  mitii 
wboia  he  has  profoundly  loved  and  reverenced,  will  lightly  »y  tluit  the 
•iiock  can  leave  the  faith  in  iho  Invinible  Goodness  uni-haken.  Witli  lUe 
linking  of  high  human  truitt,  tlie  digtiity  of  life  ainks  loo;  wo  cvasc  to 
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belicTC  in  our  own  better  eelf,  since  tliut  alaoia  part  of  the  common  nstoni 
wlticli  in  dcgmdcH  in  our  Ihmight;  and  all  ths  finer  impulse*  of  tlio  nam 
are  dulled.  lUiniuIu  felt  vno  the  Bprtugii  uf  licr  onc«  active  pitj  Arjiiig 
op,  nnd  leaving  her  to  bamin  egoistic  compbining.  Und  not  0ht  had  her 
Burrows  too?  And  tevi  bad  cared  for  her,  while  she  had  onred  for  msatj. 
Sho  had  done  enough;  *ho  Imd  rtrircn  ador  the  inipac»iU«^ and  yna  wcuy 
of  this  titilling  crowded  life.  Slie  hmgvd  for  tliat  npoM  in  moe  ■WMalbaa 
which  (h«  had  totnctimes  drcnmed  of  in  the  miltry  aftonwoos  of  bcr 
early  g^Ihood,  when  eba  had  faocied  hisraelf  floaiLng  Dalad-iilu  in 
waters. 

Tii«  clear  waves  seemed  to  invite  her;  ^e  wished  Aa  ootaM 
down  to  sleep  on  tlieui  and  pus  from  sleep  into  death.     But  Romolji  oooM! 
not  directly  BC«k  death ;    the  fulnera  of  young  life  in  her  forbade  titai

At  the  spot  where  she  had  paused  there  was  a  deop  bond  in  the

hut  not  having  tlie  ccui'Oge  to  attack  her  yonng  lilc,  lind  put  hcrMlf  into 
a  boat  and  puslied  off  to  sea;  then,  lying  down  iu  the  boat,  had  wnqpped 
her  mantle  round  her  head,  hoping  to  be  wrecked,  «>  that  her  frar  wontd 
be  lielplc3s  to  Ike  from  death.  The  memory  had  remained  a  mere 
thought  iu  Komola's  mind,  without  budding  into  any  distinct  wish;  bat 
now,  as  she  pnuaed  again  in  Iter  wnlktug  to  :md  fro,  she  saw  gliding  bbd 
against  llie  red  gold  another  boat  with  one  man  in  it,  making  towardt 
the  bend  where  the  first  and  siniller  boat  ivai  inoor«d.  Wiilking  <M 
again,  Hlie  at  Itngth  saw  the  ni.in  l.iiid,  pull  his  boat  aahotv,  aud  bc^a  to 
unlade  something  from  it.  lie  was  pei'hn[is  the  owner  of  the  smallar  bnt 
alxo :  he  would  be  going  away  soon,  nnd  her  opportnnity  would  be  90M 
with  him — hor  opportunity  of  buying  that  smaller  boat.

The  iinnginBlioo  of  hvrM'lf  gliding:  nvay  in  ihnt  bont  en  iho  darkening 
vratcn  wus  growing  inon  aod  uiorc  into  a  lunjjing,  ns  th«  thought  of  * 
cool  broolc  in  ntltrincu  becomes  a  poinrul  thim.  To  lie  freed  from  Um 
burdrii  of  choice  when  hU  motive  nAshruiivd,  to  commit  Lcndf,  ulccping, 
to  dcsiin/ which  would  cither  bring  death  or  clue  new  Dece>«ilies  that 
might  Tutiiie  a  new  life  in  hci  1 — it  waa  a  tliought  that  beckoned  her  the 
more  boe.inso  the  so!i  evening  nir  made  lier  long  to  r«it  in  the  etUl  solitude, 
instead  of  going  bnek  to  the  iioiie  and  bent  of  the  village. 

At  la&t  the  slow  fisherman  had  gntliercd  up  all  his  movcahlcs  and  won 
walking  awny.  Soon  the  gold  was  shrinkirig  and  getting  duHkier  in  sea 
and  Ay,  and  there  was  no  living  thing  in  sight,  no  sound  htit  ihe  IiUUng 
tnonotonjr  of  the  lapping  waves.

Uemories  hung  npon  her  like  the  weight  of  broken  wings  that  oould  never 
be  lifted — niemoric*  ofhuniau  sympathy  which  even  in  its  pains  leaves  a 
thirst  that  the  Great  Mother  hu  no  milk  to  still,  liomohi  fell  orphaned 
in  tliom  wide  spaces  of  sea  and  sky.  She  read  no  meoaago  of  love  for 
Iter  in  that  br- off  symbolic  writing  of  the  heavens,  and  with  «  great  sob 
bhe  wislied  lli.it  she  might  be  gliding  into  dca<h. 

Sho  dreiv  the  eowl  over  her  head  again  and  covered  her  face,  cbooaing 
darkness  rather  than  the  light  of  th<;  stars,  which  seemed  to  her  like 
lite  hard  light  of  eyts  that  looked  at  her  without  seeing  her,  FresenUy 
she  felt  that  she  was  in  the  gmrc,  but  not  resting  there :  slic  whs  touching 
the  haada  of  the  beIo\-ed  dead  beudo  her,  and  trying  to  wake  them. 
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TnHEB  j'eoTN  ago  nn  article  vtm  puhlisbed  in  thii  Ma{;azine  under  ftie 
till«  of  "  Strangeir  than  Fiction,"  irliicli  contniwtl  *  rqiort  of  ilic  writer's 
periunal  experience  of  one  of  Mr.  Uome'a  Bitliiigs,  auJ  ^vllicll  in  aomt 
qnnrt«TB  liM  produccil  tho  i^niRrkabli?  inference  tbnt  the  Comitti.b 
Maoazin):  va»  n  glii^itly  organ,  fnrouring  the  prctcniiuns  of  sp«ri' 
rnppcrs  and  <iilier<  of  tbe  sauic  or  aualogous  petsussioos.  Tliia  noli' 
i*  wort!)  noticing  solely  bncnusc  it  illiixlrtttcii  the  oxocwrc  fulij  vi 
vrhicb  people  &»  in  ih«  Iiubit  of  arguing  on  »uc]i  sabjcctx  A  mpect- 
■bl«  itnil,  in  ([cmenLl,  CTVtlitilc  witncM  witilics  to  inform  the  pnbltc  tluU 
Mw  ccrlitia  fvry  slratige  sights  under  circumslauces  which  gave  him  fi 
opporlitniticd  <jf  ohacrv-jition.  A  Mngnxinc,  the  objrct  of  which  i*  to 
infuriii  an<l  amuse  the  public,  iiiwrls  liis  iiccount  of  wliat  he  nw  imd 
heard,  without  commeikt — erffa,  the  penionit  connoctcd  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  ningaiiiio  must  not  only  belieie  this  particular  atattmoA 
but  maKt  nlECi  he  believers  in  the  truth  of  the  protminotis  of  the  piincipd 
porrormer  ia  iht-  Mory,  and  of  those  of  oilier  perjcna  of  the  eaitie  cltutt. 
In  foct,  tlie  caaclusioQ  is  totally  liilse.  Strange  as  it  may  nppcitr  to  then 
who  believe  whatever  they  hear,  there  is  such  a  thing  as  a  i^wer  of 
believing  evidence  on  the  bare  ground  of  its  improbnbilily,  aiitl  with' 
Tnf«renco  to  the  credit  of  the  tvilnesa.  It  ii  perhaps  not  unfortonaie 
the  World  that  it  dues  contain  some  people  who  ore  not  «b«oluteIy  at 
the  mercy  of  o-cry  respectable  person  who  dtoosca  to  come  and  tell 
tbeiu  on  incredible  mory.  It  may  aUu  |io»ibly  coniributc  to  tfa«  gentnl 
comfort  of  society  ihnt  people  of  this  way  of  ihiBkisg  do  not  ulways 
feci  it  neceaiary  to  be  rude  to  a  person  whom  they  do  uot  believe,  and 
that  ihey  content  l!icni»elvc«  wilh  not  believing  the  Story  without,  M 
that  account,  ihinkiuj^  the  worta  of  the  narntlor.  No  doubt  auch  condnct 
it  unintelligible  to  heated  paniaan»,  or  lo  thOM  who  ^  not  much  c»« 
what  Kirt  of  opinionii  they  ndniit  into  their  heads.  Such  peraona  oanMI 
undcratimd  tlip  Scribe  uud  llie  Phitriiiee  who  pam  by  on  the  oihvr  udtb  IT 
you  arc  not  disposed  to  be  a  Good  Saniarilan  pouring  the  oil  and  wine  of 
■ubmisMve  crcdiihty  into  ihn  wounds  of  their  vBnity,  they  would  pwftr 
you  to  lie  one  of  those  who  fall  upon  iLem  by  tlie  wnyride,  and  wbon 
they  may  denounce  ax  thieves  and  robbor*. 

In  iiluBtratioD  of  this  matter  wo  propcne  to  consider  in  llie  pnMol 
paper,  what  opinion  n  penon  of  ordinary  coniraon  aenae  would  form 
SpirilualiBm,  a  subject  lo  which  piibtlu  attention  has  juat  been  puinttdta-'' 
a  somewhat  marked  manntT  by  the  publication  of  two  or  throe  woHd 
on  ihc  subject.  The  munt  preicntiout,  and  the  least  ntisfactory  of  itiCat^ 
»  Mr.  Uowtlt'l  UiHot-i/  of  the  Suptrnatural,     Mr.  Home's  AiiioUtyr^f^ 
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it,  M  far  as  it  gom,  more  impoHaut,  booosQ  it  U  firet-hanj  IcMimony ; 
anil  Mr.  Roliert  Dnlc  Oweii'*  FoolfaU*  on  the  Boundary  of  Anoilut 
World,  publihIicJ  two  years  ago,  is  ccrtaiuiy  cnutious  and  tu  modcrute 
UK  a  book  cnn  bn  which  \x  Olio  mat*  of  mmrcls  utterly  incredible  to  tlie 
svL'rugo  liumna  miod. 

It  may  be  convmient  for  the  purposea  of  thl»  paper  (o  invert  llie 
Ufual  order,  and  to  bcjjiu  by  stating  the  concliinon  wliicli  the  writer 
poruaalJy  draws  rroin  a  pretty  careful  peruiial  of  thcue  book*  and  ntJier 
publicatiuEiH  of  tbc  wuiic  kind,  lie  dops  not  bcliore  a  ungle  wold  of 
lliem  from  one  «id  to  the  other.  The  Btories  wliicti  ibny  contain  run  off 
bis  miod  like  water  oil'  a  duck's  bockj  and  appear  to  hiiu  aUog<;tlicT 
unworthy  of  credit. 

The  caw  of  the  apiritoallttt  la  that,  it  priori,  then  i»  no  reason  vhj 
■pints  should  not  oppwtr,  sod  that  thvrc  it  abundnnce  of  specific  cri- 
,4nc«  to  allow  that  they  do,  of  tlie  same  floil  that  nould  be  considered 
'jjacinre  on  other  important  occnMon*,  for  iiutance  in  the  adniiiiiHtration 
of  justice.     It  is  the  object  of  the  booVs  mentioned  abovo  to  etiforce  ihes* 

S'nts.  The  work  of  Mr.  Uowitt  is  addressed  priaci|)ally  lo  the  gcnural, 
1  that  of  Mr.  Owen  to  the  pnrtictilur,  qtie*tion.  Mr.  llowitt  declares 
not  only  that  on  A  pnori  grounds,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  spirits 
will  not  appcAr,  but  that  the  general  inference  to  be  dcrired  from  the 
Iiittory  of  mankind  b  that  they  will,  lie  has  industriously  put  logrth«r 
ei-ery  iiipcrnntiini!  history  on  which  he  has  been  able  to  lay  Lis  hands  in 
any  part  of  llie  world,  and  from  the  whole  of  them,  collectively,  he  infers 
tliat  th«  bcli«rin  supernatural  appearances  is  jiutiRed  not  by  this  or  that 
particular  occurrence,  hut  by  the  general  and  permanent  convictions  of 
the  human  race. 

No  kind  of  argument  is  either  more  popular  than  lliis  or  lets  deserving 
of  attention.  It  U  popular  bccniwc  it  may  always  be  allrgod  in  &Tour  of 
nay  common  opinion,  true  or  false.  Ii  is  always  probable  that  the  reasons, 
V^haIe^'er  they  may  be,  which  have  led  one  person  to  form  an  ojnnion, 
have  hod  the  same  effect  upon  others,  aAd  hence,  unleiis  th«  mere  &at 
that  an  opinion  is  held  by  A  in  proof  that  it  is  true,  the  fact  that  It 
i«  held  by  B,  C,  D,  and  so  on  up  to  Z,  is  no  proof  lliat  il  is  truet 
If  one  person  is  mistaken  a  thousand  may  be,  especially  if  the  mintakc 
of  the  one  aris»  from  any  cause  likely  to  act  on  very  many.  Who 
mppotes  t&at  Baddhino  i»  true  because,  perbapa,  800,000,000  po^le 
believe  it,  and  because  all  their  ancestors,  for  retany  centuries,  haro 
bwli«ved  it7  Even  if  the  couMitt  of  a  ^-oat  number  of  people  had  ai^ 
ttndcncy  to  prove  the  truth  of  the  opinion  held  by  them,  it  wrould  hi 
nracttcally  impoiaiblo  to  apply  the  test  to  any  given  intitutioe;  fur  in 
order  to  do  so,  it  would  be  necessary  to  sbow  that  the  pntxins  cited  u 
aulhuritti-*  all  Iteld  identically  the  name  opinion  upon  the  ]-«uit  In  ijuea- 
tion;  and  how  is  it  potniblu  to  aliow  ibisf  What  is  the  specific  opinion 
which  Mr.  Howilt  eays  has  uuivccwilly  obtained  with  ropect  to  Hup«t« 
aatund  app'.amavca? 
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Apnrt,  howovw,  Itaza  tUi«,  it  Tranid  be  ntwuwiiy  to  BIr.  ITiwilt') 
argunivat  to  show,  nol  only  thai  tlicre  nlways  hav«  been  people  who 
bclicvrd  in  ghoitii,  but  tluLt  tlicre  wn»  ncvnr  anj'boily  who  ofUr  KigQ- 
nwul  dUbelieveJ.  It  is  scepticism,  and  not  fultb,  uhicb  gives  iia  vsIim 
to  n  comniiin  (ipinion.  (tiiovr  tb>it  nobotly  crcr  tried  to  oonfutc  n 
CQumon  (ipititoii,  uiiJ  you  prorc  not  tbai  tlioM  vho  )i«ld  it  U-1icT<\l 
it  on  good  gmtiiKl!',  but  ihm  no  one  cnn  Icll  what  grounds  ibey  had  frt 
believing  iu  Tlie  bullcf  of  huudi-eJa  of  iiiilliona  ia  a  fnct,  of  wbich  iho 
m-idcncc  baa  not  been  propcily  tiflcd,  has  no  tmdpncy  to  prorc  it*  IrailL 
Is  it  any  the  more  likely  iliat  tbi're  were  sOTcn  kiiiga  of  Itomf,  l)r«ntiitc 
fur  many  ccnturii-n  it  uiut  uiiivunuilly  believed  to  I>c  n  fact  that  iheie 
wore  7  A  great  majority  of  ibe  population  of  Europe,  nl  ihc  present  day, 
think  that  up! rit- rapping,  and  all  that  rebilei  to  it,  U  abeunl  nonteme. 
Would  nir.  Ilowiit  accept  tboir  belief  n»  evidence  of  Ibe  intlfa  of  tbdr 
opinion  ? 

Common  opinion  can,  in  practice,  be  lucd  for  testimonial  purposes 
only  by  those  wbo  ore  willing  to  dlicredit  their  own  witness,  iit.  Uowiu 
bimiwlf  would  not  affirm  ihe  truth  of  the  eupcratitions  to  which  he  appnb 
in  support  of  his  own  tliesiia.  In  classical  time*,  he  tvllM  us,  pcopi* 
bclict'cd  in  omens,  prodigies,  ornclcx,  wilohcraft,  and  the  like.  Voa 
be  believe  not  only  in  ibc  general  inf(rrcncc,  which  he  prc«s«s  on  hij 
Tcndcra,  but  in  the  specific  fncta  from  nliich  the  iiiferenceit  are  drsiicn  I 
Does  be  believe,  for  instance,  in  Ovid's  Mttaiaorpho»e»,  or  in  the  dreadful 
feats  wbicb  Horace  ascribes  to  Canidia?  Did  she  really  pull  tbo  moon 
out  of  the  alcy  7  To  let  in  the  oracluf  and  keep  out  Cnoidia  and  lb* 
Arabian  Nights  is  to  blow  hot  and  cold. 

For  tho^  reasons,  it  would  seem  that  no  weight  at  nil  ought  to  be 
attached  to  the  ^irangc  arr.ty  of  quotalions  from  bialorici  of  Ancient  times 
and  remote  places  which  Mr,  Howilt's  industry  boa  brought  togetber. 
AU  that  c.ia  be  aaid  'a,  that  there  always  have  been  gbo«t  Kori««,  and 
that  they  have  generally  bei^n  received  with  aa  stnouat  of  soepUciam ' 
portioned  to  the  cultivation  of  the  age. 

The  real  interest  of  the  qupslion,  and  tbo  gist  of  the  wbolc  Ah 
lies  iu  the  oiTer  made  by  men  like  Mr.  Owen,  to  produce  specific  erideno 
of  actual  occurrences  of  the  kind  in  question.     They  a;iy  we  proflcr  to 
you  evidence  of  apparitions  and  of  cases  of  supernatural  agen^,  such  M, 
would  be  snfficieDt  to  convict  n  roan  of  murder,  and  we  cbim  that  yo 
shall  cither  bellcTe  what  we  say,  orgivcarcuMa  for  not  believing  it. 
apace  confines  ns  to  some  gcnenil  observations,  and  a  fi-w  spi-cific  illuslra- 
Uons.     Neitlier  lllr.  Ilowilt  nor  Mr.  Owen  appear  to  give  sidBdvul  weigU 
to  llie  amount  of  simple  lying  that  there  is  in  the  world.     Happily,  minj  , 
people  find  it  difficult  to   believe  in  downright  wilful   fsilscJiiood.    tn 
Mr.  Owen,  qiiiolly  speculating  in  bis  owu  study  on  llieac  thinga,  tlieiu 
ia  very  probably  KOnictliing  &o  repulsive  and  disgustiDg  in  the  noliaR' 
of  a  downright  lie,  that  bo  feels  great  dii&culty  in  imputing  it  to  any 
apparently   renpeclable    and    well-bred    person.      Still   wilful    lies  Ut 
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undoubtedly  lold,  anJ  apart  from  general  ooniiikralionK  on  tlio  coin- 
imraiive  wi-iglit  of  liumnii  irEtimony  on  iho  one  tide,  aud  improbai>ilili«« 
m  -tfas  oiIkt,  some  cases  may  bo  meiilium^d  in  wliich  ihc  lacM  relied 
Opoa  by  llii!  odvocntts  oi'spiritiiiiliain  npprar  to  diH  uiiJer  ibat  L-iitegory. 

A  uhole  diapti^r  of  Mr.  Hewitt's  book  i%  dnvot^d  to  the  subject 
of  the  CcrvBnol  prophcW,  Hid  account  of  tlie  subject  is  (ierited  prind- 
piiiljr  from  M.  Peyrat's  Pastnira  tia  Dr'ttrt,  nil  ingtriictivo  nad  inte- 
rfiting  (vork.  In  n  fe<v  worJ^,  llie  story  i^t  that  the  inbabitnnta  of 
th«  Ct^vcniifit — a  r:mgu  of  itiountnin*  lying  bciwccn  AiiTcrgno  on  llto 
nortli,  nnd  the  plain  of  Langueduc  on  llio  eoutli— ilrivwi  lo  dopontlan 
by  the  orunkivB  of  ljoai*  XIV.  and  llnvillc,  iha  mtcndiint  of  tlie'  pro- 
vince, broke  out  into  iasurreclion.  They  carried  ou  n  dtspenitp  civil 
vat  for  two  or  tlirce  years,  nnd  were  finally  mibdncd  by  Maisliul  Villar*  m 
much  by  negotiation  us  by  force.  Their  principal  leaders  were  Oavatlivr, 
>  bakvT'ii  apprentice,  and  liolnnd  Laporto,  a  penaaot.  Theso  sro  tinques- 
()oa«d  histoiical  fucti.  Tlio  niirticulouB  jiart  of  tlie  utory  is,  that  the 
Cevcnol*  were  nnimnlod  in  their  rcsistimcc,  nnd  were,  indeed,  enabled  lo 
carry  it  on,  jiriucipally  by  ihc  ujchortiitiona  and  miracles  of  prophctH  and 
«ccn,  who  foretold  future  events,  snd  performed  various  prodigica.  One 
utan  in  particular.  Clary  by  name,  vnii  said  at  a  given  time  and  place 
to  have  ctood  nnhiumiod  in  tlic  midst  of  n  largo  lire.  These  starim  rott 
OB  tiie  authority  of  A  book  called  Theatre  Sacrt  rfw  Ctvrnnf),  published  la 
English  under  ihc  lille  of  A  Crii  from  the  Detert,  and  written  by  two 
men,  luunctl  I'uge  oiid  Bliuriou,  who  described  ihemselvcs  as  eye-witnesses 
of  Aetainelcs  in  question.  Mr.  liowiil  ia  apparently  not  aware  of  tho 
foot  that  other  cye-wiIn(^!lea  denied  upon  oath  (be  irulh  of  their  state- 
menta,  and  in  panicuUr  tliat  Cavallitr  himself  did  so  in  the  most  unquali- 
fied manner,  especially  n*  lo  the  miracle  of  Clary.  The  documents  on 
the  subject  arc  rare,  but  ihey  may  bo  scon  at  the  IlritJsh  Muxcum,  in 
a  bock  called  Nouveaax  Memoirts  pour  tervlr  A  i'Tliitmrt  dtt  troit 
Camiiiu'dtt,  ou  Von  mil  lei  Di'daratioaa  rfu  Colonel  Cavallkr.  It  waa 
published  in  London  in  170ti.  Thin  otae  diows  ibat  tlic  most  explicit, 
cireuinntnntjul,  and  direct  affirmation  of  the  truth  of  a  fact  may  be  a  simple 
falaeboud,  and  throws  conMdcrablc  doubt  on  so  much  cf  tlie  sturiea  of 
Mr.  Owen  nnd  Mr.  Howitt  as  rest  on  the  credit  of  parlicul.ir  persons  who 
say  ire  saw  this  or  that.  Thty  nlw  might  be  conir.idioted  as  well  as 
y«ge  nnd  Marion,  if  the  proper  troublu  were  taken,  nnd  il"  the  cj'c- 
wilateaea  were  stiU  alivo. 

A  singlo  illuilratic-n  shcns  how  we  are  at  the  mercj-  of  unknown 
people.     One  of  Jlr.  Owen's  best  stories  is  na  follows: — In    October, 

1857,  a  bfdy,  Mrs.  R ■  (whouc  nimic  Mr.  Ow«i   olTers  to  give  if 

nt«c«Miry),  was  living  at  Ramhuret  Uoiute,  in  Kent.  The  usual  ghostly 
•DOuds  Were  heard,  riutling  of  Kill:  dranni,  knocks,  fvotatqw,  and  voices 
at  night,  &c.     About  the  middle  of  the  niunih  a  Mice  8  came  to 

May  at  Kumtiunil.     Miaa  8 "  had  been  in  ibc  habit  of  seeing  appMri- 

tiona  at  times  from  early  childhood."    As  slie  drove  up  to  ibe  lioitae  sIm 
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■Air  «i  the  ihrtAM  Ae  iipp<?aT«aco  of  two  figiirt*,  af>parcntly  sn  eUn^^ 
«oiipIe,  in  *,B  oli-ttaitiontA  imat.  Mua  S — —  vw  tlte  same  appwitioA 
Mtmh]  limes,  aiul  on  one  ocen*ion  (lie  gliosis  muI  thty  Itnd  bc«n  hoabiad 
«nd  wib,  and  wciv  named  Cliildran.  The  hiuband*A  Clirintian  name  mi 
fiicliard,  aikd  he  died  in  17u3.  On  onn  ocntiion  Mrs.  Jt  -  w  A«  wm 
««iaing  down  to  diuner  mw  nnd  walked  llirough  a  Iviimle  fignre,  cmf 
wkieb  wa«  written  in  ]iho^phoric  l«tUTt,  "  Dame  CKildren."  The  MtM 
«f  Childn-n  wna  nltcgotiicr  unknown,  but  on  Inquiry  in  tlio  ritlo^  it 
njipoaml  i\ial  om  old  wommi  of  fcvmty  hnd  known  An  old  mnn  fiTij  jean 
bifofi!  wlio  luid  Haid  lie  bad  kepi  tli«  liouiidn  of  the  Cbildrnn  &iiu^. 
In  1838  Mr.  Oircn  heard  ihia  atory  and  inquired  into  it  funlipr,  and  aAcf 
■nach  Karcli  found  paprra  in  the  Briliah  Mtiseunt  showing  tliat  a 
Mr.  IlicliArd  Children  xcttJod  at  Kainhunt  in  1716.  'i'h«ao  p«pcrs  wtn 
in  n  culkction  euUed  tlio  Ha&t«d  Papers,  and  aa  Hasted  hod  written  a 
history  of  Kent  Mr.  Uwon  examined  it,  nnd  there  found,  in  an  acoouU  cf 
the  piimboi'Leigb,thut  Mr.  Bicbard  Children  of  Itaaihunit  Manor  llotm 

di«d  in  17^3-     Kiom  aU  thin  Mr.  Owen  argues  thai  Mrs.  B and 

Uiaa  S  luuat  Iiave  seen  a  ghost.     lu  llie  absenoo  of  all  information 

about  Mia*  S  — -,  cxuept  that  die  tnid  tliia  story,  it  U  right  to  point  oW 
that  if  she  bajipencd  to  see  Itastod's  llinortf  o/JCent  before  going  on  bar 
Yiul,  and  looked,  ns  she  natunilly  might,  to  ica  what  was  aaid  of  the 
house  to  wliioh  she  was  going,  sbo  would  at  onc«  get  the  opportunity  <f 
making  up  llie  «ery  about  Kit^hnrd  Children's  ghost.  Is  it  tnorr  likely 
that  a  ghoet  diould  appear,  or  iLat  a  lady  should  luU  a  fnlnvhood,  whidi 
In  many  minds  might  appt^r  u  barnilta*  trick  t  Tako  out  Richard 
Cbildreu  and  tlie  date,  and  there  is  nothing  very  remaikablc  in  the  etoiy. 
Apart  front  i^uenlions  as  to  tbu  credit  of  particular  vrilnesaea^  it  bmuI 
be  added  tliat  neither  Mr.  Owen  nor  Mr.  Ilowitt  write  in  such  a  way  a 
to  give  a  very  high  impresMon  of  their  nccuraey.  Mr.  Ow«d  liaa  a  trick 
«liich  be  ought  carefully  to  unlearn  if  he  wishes  to  mnko  his  Mte- 
iiients  uf  Ibc  effect  of  cvidtiuce  really  impartial.  The  fullowiqg  an 
instances  of  it : — A  I^Idlle.  Clairon  wn>te  au  autobiography,  in  whtdt  ill* 
lelltf  n  Ktory  o(  the  perKcuiiuu.i  sbc  underwent  from  a  deceased  Iotc^  who 
uacd,  amongit  oilier  thingn,  to  lire  muskeU  iil  her  window.  "Hie  policy 
she  says,  tried  to  detect  the  trick,  but  in  vain,  and  "the  fact  ta  attested  tij 
the  official  record  on  the  registers  of  the  |>olice."  She  also  aaya  tbst 
various  other  pemons  saw  what  happened.  On  this,  Mr.  Owen  ofaacrvM 
— -'■  Tliu  phcnoraenn  were  observed  not  by  Mdlle.  Clairoa  only,  but  by 
numerous  otIiQr  witnesicx,  inclndiog  tbo  ....  polic*  ofiiMn  of 
Paris,  The  record  of  ihcm  is  still  to  be  linind  in  the  arofairea  of  that 
police,"  &c.  So,  no  doubt,  she  nid;  but  it  does  not  App««r  tbi 
Mr.  Owen  saw  the  nrcbivcii  for  himself,  or  tliat  ibey  are  stiU  to  be  aecii ; 
nor  does  it  appear  that  the  other  persons  menliohcd  corroborated  bar 
atory.  The  whole,  therefore,  rcata  on  Mdlle.  Clairou  alone.  Mr.  Oms^^ 
contlaully  repents  this  fallacy.  ^| 


As  for  Mr.  llowiK,  he  is  so  set  upon  his  ghosts  thai  lie  acomi  lo  fed 

He 
QctUiilly  goi's  (SO  far  at  to  argue  in  Javour  of  tlie  truili  of  tlio  cluim>  of 
niodern  Egyptian  inngici;iDS  from  tbe  magical  atoricaia  the  Arabian  Niglilt, 
vr)iicli,  lie  nays,  tvprciciil  tlt«  vt&ie  of  belief  umongd  tbc  p^dplc.  Whrn  a 
mhn  prespnls  hinisolf  who  is  ready  lo  bi'licvc  iu  the  roc's  ogg  and  Aladdin's 
[Kilaci-,  if  any  resptKilabli;  wttuesfl  wilt  swvar  lo  tliem,  thcic  ia  veiy  littio 
gooi  in  arguing.     How  is  anything  wliatevw  lo  bo  disproved? 

AlXcT  milking  «v«ry  fair  deduction  on  llie  Korc«  of  wilful  faUcKond, 
inaccuracy,  and  otlier  analogous  ground*,  it  must  in  honesty  be  adinitted 
tluit  a conaidcrablo  numlicrof  the  aloric*  told  hy  thctogf^tl«mon,espi;cialiy 
by  (jr  about  Mr.  Mome,  do  reduce  the  render  to  the  question  wheilier 
}i«  nill  rctjtct  the  Ktory  simply  on  account  of  itN  inherent  improbability. 
Tbi-ru  are  ramiy  of  them  whii^b  mniiot  be  exjiliiintd  uway  to  any  purpoM. 
Thuy  must  be  ncceplcd,  or  rejected  on  the  brond  ground  of  clieir  iohereot 
incredibility.     It  may  Ixt  interoting  to  mmtion  some  of  tbeao  storint. 

In  September,  1857,  Cnptain  Wlieiitcroll  (the  name  in  given  by 
Mr.  Ilovilt,  the  initinlt  only  by  Mr.  Owen),  of  the  Clh  Dragoon  Guards, 
went  lo  India,  le.iving  hia  wife  at  Cambridge.  On  ibe  aigbt  between  the 
14th  and  lutb  of  November  nhn  dreamed  that  Mh«  saw  her  biubsnd 
looking  ill,  on  which  she  awoke,  aud  vaw  bin  figure  atanding  by  her 
bbdiidc.  She  nwured  henwif  that  nIic  was  awake  by  rubbing  tlie  shc«l, 
&e.,  and  the  figure  remtiined  distinctly  visible  for  about  a  minute.  Some 
time  aller  news  came  of  Captain  Whentcvoft's  death  before  Lucknow. 
Mr.  Wilkinson,  bin  solicitor,  obtained  a  curtiftcutc  of  his  death  from  the 
War  Office.  It  dated  his  death  on  the  ISib  November.  His  widow 
dedared  thntthci-c  niuxt  be  it  miHtuke  as  abe  saw  the  f:hoiit  on  the  11th, 
itr.  Wilkinson  happened  to  call  on  a  lady  who  wn:>  in  the  habit  of  seeing 
vinion*,  and  fold  her  thin  »Uiry  an  a  wonderful  thing.  Tliu  lady  said  to  her 
husband,  "  That  must  be  the  person  I  saw  the  evening  we  were  talking 
about  India,  and  you  drew  un  elepbonl  with  a  howdah  on  his  bock."  Sh« 
added,  tliat  the  spirit  told  her  husband  he  had  been  killed  in  India  that 
■ncmoon.  On  iictng  quotlioned  as  to  the  date,  the  htdy  mid  ihat  the 
could  not  cxnclly  remember  it,  but  that  juet  before  the  ghost  came  she 
hod  paid  a  bill  f"i-  sonic  (Jcrman  vim^r.  Tbc  receipt  was  brought,  and 
waa  dati-d  Nnvember  11.  In  March,  1858,  ftirther  news  arrived  lo  riiow 
that  Captain  WhrntcroU  wa«  killed  or  tlie  14tli,  and  the  War  Offic* 
Bubiequently  certified  to  ih.tt  effect. 

In  tbi<  can  the  lint  n|ipearance  to  the  wife  may  be  accounted  for  as  « 
dt«am,  natural  criough  under  the  circumstwiea,  and  there  is  not  mucb 
in  tbc  continuance  of  the  impresnon  on  th«  sensw  after  vtaking ;  but  ii* 
Ur.  Wlkiiiion'a  account  of  his  interview  with  the  other  Udy  ia  true,  ike 
evidence  bocMnea  very  strong.  That  a  person  who  profcased  to  see  ghosts 
■hould,  when  slie  heard  of  the  appearance  of  one  to  somebody  elw,  put  ia 
a  claim  lo  hare  seen  it  too,  is  not  the  point ;  but  that  alie  should  forget 
lite  date,  fix  it  by  the  receipt,  and  then  be  conlinned  by  the  receipt,  and 
that  that  date  ahould  turn  out  lo  be  the  true  one,  the  official  recnm  being 
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incorrect,  i*  ji»t  the  anrt  or  confirmation  wblob  woald  weigh  vtrj  lioviM 
uill)  ft  jury  in  any  trial,  ciril  or  criminal.  'I 

Another  of  Mr.  Oivcii'a  ttori«s  is  more  coriona,  and  might  hare  bccill 
better  attested  if  it  had  been  investigated  at  th«  time.  A  merchnnt 
captain  named  Clarke  told  Mr.  Owuii  in  1859,  lltat  ia  1836  or  '37  he  had 
heard  llie  following  «tory  from  a  ni.iD  named  Btucp-,  "as  trnthful  and 
Mmightfurwiinl  a  man  an  ever  I  met  in  till  my  life."  In  18*26  Bmoc  was 
niatc  (^fn  tinding  vea^el.  Ilo  wont  down  into  the  cabin  wilb  the  caplaia 
to  c:ileu!ate  the  day'*  work.  When  he  lutd  di>nc,  butnjj  surpriaod  at  tho 
nsult  of  bis  cnleulntioii,  he  naked  the  captain  whnt  be  made  it.  GtUinf 
so  answer,  he  looked  iip  and  mw  a  ligure,  which  lie  imppoacd  tc  be  tha 
eap1aiu'^  writing  on  the  captain's  slate,  lie  upoko  again  twice,  and  the 
figure,  looking  up,  a^^ored  to  be  a  perfect  Bimnger.  lirtice  went  npoa 
deck  and  told  tho  caplain.  AAcr  some  convortation,  they  vr«nt  down  and 
found  the  tlale  with  these  words  on  it,  "  Steer  ta  tlie  Nor'  West."  Tlio 
caplain,  vuiLpccting  ihc  mate  of  having  written  it,  inado  him  and  e*«t7 
Dtber  man  on  board  who  could  write,  write  tho.ie  wordii  on  the  Mbor  sida 
of  th« alfttc.  The  wi-iiing  was  quite  difFoient.  They  then  determined  to 
Steer  as  directed,  and  in  a  short  time  fell  in  with  a  ^ip  frozen  to  the  >c« 
of  an  iceberg  (not,  by  the  way,  a  very  probnbic  littiotion  for  a  ship  to  be 
iu),  Tliey  took  off  the  paasengyrs.  Oue  of  them  the  mute  declared  to  bt 
the  ninn  whom  ho  bad  eci.n,  and  when  he  WTolo  "Steer  to  th«  Noith- 
Wesl  "  on  the  slalu,  the  liandwriling  corresponded  exactly.  The  cajitaia 
of  the  second  sliip  s.iid  that  about  noon  the  {>ti«engcr  had  fiilicn  intok 
dcc{>  sleep  for  about  nn  hoiir,  mid  oti  wuking  raid,  "  Captain,  wti  slinll  bt 
rvticvcd  ihiH  Tcry  day."  lie  added,  that  he  had  dreamed  h«  was  on  boaid 
ft  haitjiie,  which  he  ncciiralcly  dcscrihril,  and  that  the  barcjoo  was  ooming 
to  their  rescue.  This  ease  nets  on  Clarke's  account  of  what  Brnce  said 
twenty  years  before  Clarke  repoHcd  it,  about  an  event  which,  wh«n  Braos 
first  told  tho  story,  was  eight  or  nine  yenj'S  old.  Suppose  Bnioe's  aooonnt 
to  be  coiroborated  by  the  jiroduction  of  the  slate,  by  the  two  captains,  tht 
mysterious  passenger,  the  men  who  liad  to  write  their  namea,  and  the  lo^ 
books  of  the  two  vc^ela,  and  the  evidence  would  bo  good  enotigh  to  baqg 
twenty  nicn  upon.     As  it  is,  the  Mory  goes  for  next  to  nothing, 

The  evidence  of  spirit-mpjicre,  like  Mr.  Home,  in,  no  doubt,  the  strongest 
cue.  A  considcrnbie  number  of  the  pbenomona  to  which  they  leattfymtut 
unquestioitably  be  allowed  to  rest  od  good  evidcnee,  whether  or  not  thst 
evidence  is  to  be  believed.  Take  the  case  of  our  own  c^nlribiKor.  lie 
anya,  I  went  to  such  n  place  at  such  a  time,  imd  there  I  faw  a  table  rUs 
up  till  the  lop  foiiiicd  a  piano  inclined  at  an  angle  of  45°;  "  finally  iha 
wliole  Htructure  stunda  on  the  extreme  tip  of  a  single  chiw."  He  also 
enjs  that  ho  saw  Mr.  Homo  rise  off  tho  ground  to  a  height  of  four  or 
five  foe(,  and  lloat  about  iu  the  air,  I'liis  does  not  rest  on  the  evidence 
of  our  contributor  nione.  Dr.  Gully,  of  Malvern,  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
Horning  Slur,  saying  thai  he  wa«  present  on  the  oocasion,  that  tho  reootd 
wado  iu  the  uriicle  was  "  in  every  patUcuhir  coti'^t,"  and  that  h:  on 
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«urcontiibtilor  "  vfcto  ncilUcr  nsWp  nor  intoxicntKl,  nor  even  excited." 
A»  to  Mr.  Home's  moving  nboiit  iw  the  air,  Dr.  Gully  sajs,  "Only  «in- 
Bitler  tliat  b«Tc  is  a  mtin  bc-lweea  tea  nnd  eleven  etono  in  weight  flnnling* 
ftbont  the  rodin  fur  inituy  mtnule:i  in  llii:  toiiiblike  Hileiicu  vrliicU  pro- 
Viiik-J,  broUen  ouly  by  hia  voice  eomiii"  from  difll'ivut  cju.trtf'rs  of  tlitt 
room ;  in  it  probnbic,  is  it  possible,  ihdt  any  tnncliinnry  could  be  deviiKKl, 
tii't  to  speak  of  its  being  set  up  and  pit-viously  made  ready,  tn  a.  room 
which  vins  fijtcd  upon  ns  llic  place  <if  mrcting  only  fivp  mimitcn  before  wc 
entered  il,  capiiUe  of  carrying  tufli  a  weight  about  without  the  iiliRhtcift 
Botind  of  any  description!"  Here  is  direct  cvidtnco  of  lUomost  positivi» 
kind  to  phiin  matter*  of  fiict.  I  saw  n  t;ibtc  in  a  certain  position  ;  I  saw 
3  Imnian  body  move  through  tbia  nir;  1  bad  tins  opporlnnity  of  seeing 
iniiciiinery,  £c. ;  1  looked  for  it,  and  it  vm  not  then'.  Thin  sort  of 
evidenco  lenrea  no  etcnpo.  It  can  bo  disbelieved  only  on  tl)0  broad  ground 
of  ibe  balance  of  improbabilities,  and  it  is  but  a  small  tampio  of  the 
amount  of  cviilcnco  tendered  by  spiril-rappers  and  ihcir  adbercnlii.  Ono 
connidcratidn  us  to  ite  force  i*  conclusive.  Concede,  for  the  sake  of  argu- 
ment, ihat  tlio  slateracnts  of  onr  correspondent  and  Dr.  GuUy  wore  true, 
what  stronger  evidence  of  their  truth  could  be  giveu  7 

Here,  then,  arises  in  the  neatest  form  the  quei>lion  u  to  s  conflict 
between  evidence  and  probability.  Two  credible  witncsaes  aflirm  ibal 
(hoy  saw  a  man  flont  in  Iho  air  under  the  circumstance*  rmied.  Do  you 
believe  it  or  not  7  The  qutalion  must  be  put  and  answered  by  each  pormn 
for  himself.  Tlio  u-rit«r  of  the  present  article  baa  no  bcnitulion  in  saying, 
Ko,  I  do  not  believe  it.  To  explain  and  Jusllfy  this  answer,  it  is  oecea- 
eaty  to  dcpnrt  from  the  common  form  of  compoiitioo.  The  reasons  for 
belief  are  not  the  same  in  c\-ery  ciue.  One  man  may  credit  ovidcnoe 
which  ftnnth<Tr  person  would  disbelieve ;  ono  may  take  views  as  to  the 
nature  of  belief  which  anotlwr  would  repudiate.  It  is  therefore  inipoBsibls 
to  stale  the  n-nsons  for  disbelief  gmerally.  They  must  have  reference  to 
(he  particular  |ienion  disbelieving.  Hence,  if  the  nueslion  i«  lo  be  really 
considered,  ibc  author,  howc^-cr  unwillingly,  must  drop  the  impersonal 
tone.  He  muni  get  into  the  witness-box  and  cross-examine  himself. 
Q.  Pray,  sir,  who  and  what  are  you  7 — A.  it  is  no  matter  who  or  what  I 
am,  except  that  I  am  what  you  would  call  an  educated  person,  and 
I  ricw  the  subject  merely  as  one  of  gitncral  etiriosity.  Q.  Uo  you  know 
anytliing  of  Dr.  Gully  7 — A.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  him,  and 
know  him  «'<dl  by  rqiutnlion.  Q.  Do  you  believe  him  to  be  a  ruan  of 
Itonour  and  veracity? — A.  Unquestionably.  Q.  Do  you  believe  ho  was 
prasont  on  the  occanon  to  which  bo  refers  7 — A.  Yes.  Q,  And  that 
ha  could  we  what  passed,  and  waa  sober  and  unexcitod, — A.  Yck  Q.  Do 
yea  believe  that  he  ]iuhliely  told  a  wilful  lie  about  it  ? — A.  No.  Q.  Yet 
ym\  do  not  believe  bis  sUitement? — A.  Ko,  I  do  not.  Q.  Then,  how  do 
you  avoid  the  inference  that  be  lied  ? — A.  Dy  uot  drawing  any  inference 
about  it.  Q,  But  are  you  Dot  bound  to  draw  it7— j1.  No;  I  am  not 
eiliiug  oo  a  jury.    Q,  Suppose  you  were  T — A.  Tli:it  would  altur  the  C4s>i 
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tnllrd^.  Q,  How  tot — A.  D«:aii8e  I  slioolcl  be  forood  by  my  oolfa  to 
giro  A  tnio  v«rdict  nccording  to  the  evidence.  Q,  Then  if  yoa  vere  oo 
m  jury,  thould  yon  believo  thu  Dr.  Gully  lud  told  a  lie  7 — A-  In  tome 
ows  I  niiglil  bnvo  to  net  a*  if  I  thotiglit  no,  but  it  would  dc^ud  on  tlto 
■Mue  to  be  trii-d.  Except  for  ibe  purpoMt  of  tbc  trial,  my  belief  Hat 
Dr.  Gully  is  «  man  of  hntiour  would  be  unafTectcd.  Q.  1  di>  nut  undcratund 
Low  that  can  bo.  In  not  ii  Ktalum«nt  cilhi-r  truv  or  fuW  for  kil  purpoMS 
whatever? — A.  No  doubt;  but  it  does  not  follow  thai  wo  mxui  form  the 
ume  opioian  u  to  ita  truth  or  fuUuhood  for  all  purposes  whater«r.  I  will 
put  fomc  came. 

An  notion  i»  brought  by  Mr.  Home  for  libel  ngninst  •oioc  one  who 
uses  language  which  ciinblcu  Mr.  Tlonic  to  (.-ive  evidence  of  the  trnih  of 
th(!  mtemcnt  thst  he  floated  in  the  nir  nn  alleged.  ll«  ojdla  Dr.  Gully, 
who  Hwcarx  to  what  be  wrote,  I  nhould  disbelieve  the  evidence  and  gire 
It  Tordict  for  the  defendant.  It  is  for  the  plaintiff  to  prove  hi*  cue,  and 
DO  man's  oath  tu  such  a  fnct  would  miify  uie  of  lis  truth. 

At  the  Fitting  in  quextion,  whila  the  room  was  darkened,  n  man  waa 
murdered.  Orns  of  the  p»rty  is  charged  by  tlie  leirt  with  the  crime. 
There  is  evidence  of  an  alibi  wliicli,  in  ordinary  cases,  I  sliould  not  IruM. 
In  croK-exaniiuniiDn  the  p«rKnns  present  testily  to  the  aJh^od  wonders. 
This  would  sliake  their  credit,  and  I  sliould  acquit  tlie  prisoner,  lie  is 
enlitlud  to  the  benefit  of  a  donbl. 

On  t!ie  day  and  lime  of  the  Billing  a  murdcj-  is  conimvUed  at  Tork. 
The  priioner  ssyj:,  ''  I  was  then  at  Air.  Home's  silting  in  Londun."  On 
erom-examiuing  th«  witnesses  for  the  prisoner  tlicy  all  assert  that  the 
alleged  wonders  took  pinee.  Here  I  sliould  believe  th«  alibi  tatd  acquit 
the  prisoner,  for  the  same  reason  us  in  tlie  last  cose. 

Dr.  Gully  is  cilled  an  n  wiincis  on  a  trial,  civil  or  criminal.  When 
he  i>  croKi-cxainincil  to  hi*  crodit  it  nppcars  titat  bo  made  tlie  »lat«4nulib 
in  question.  I  should  not  disbelieve  him  for  tliat  reason ;  for  iboiij^ 
I  do  not  myself  bi-Iievu  tlin  stalemcnts  to  be  true,  I  know  tfau  many 
rosppctable  pprstins  hnve  made  «iich  sl.ttenienta. 

Q.  You  think,  then,  that  Iwliuf  or  dinbelii-f  is  a  matter  of  expediency? 
~A.  I  do.  Q.  Do  you  believe  the  mullipliefttion  table  on  that  gTfUttdt 
— A.  Yes.  Q.  Do  you  find  it  expedient  to  brtit-vc  that  twice  two  make 
five  when  ynu  rtceive  money,  and  that  Ibey  make  three  when  you  pay 
hills? — A.  In  ibc  luDg  run  I  find  it  expedient  to  believe  tho  iTOllii 
even  when  the  apparent  advantage  is  niocit  strongly  the  other  way.  In 
rrg;iir(l  to  general  rnles  like  the  rautti plication  table  the  evidence  »  to 
what  is  true  is  no  strong  that  the  considerjilion  of  expediency  doe*  not  make 
itself  sen  nib  ly  full,  ihoitgh  I  think  I  could  show  that  it  exists ;  *  but  Luiitail 
lealimony  as  lo  i!-«Iale'l  transnuiions  is  so  weak  that  in  olmoat  every  com 
the  qiK-stion  of  consrqnenoea  has  much  to  do  with  one's  conclunM. 
Q.  Viewing  the  matter  as  one  of  expediency,  bow  do  you  make  ll  out  to 
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be  incxpodient  that^ou  pcnonitll)' should  beliere  th«fle  atal«iii«nUt  How 
would  iliej'  hurt  j'ow  if  tliey  wcr«  Irue? — A.  hceattm  ihcy  woqM  UtaA 
lo  dintnrb  all  tlic  lusiimpUon^  ou  wbicli  I  cT'Uiluec  tiiy  onlinaiy  ufTairi' 
I  iilnHy*  u(^t  on  tli«  oioumjilioii  ihnl  wu  do  not  Rnul  iit  ti><^  air,  hiit  walk 
OD  tlw  cnrLh ;  ihnt  clinlrs  and  tables  etaiid  still  <vh(si'i>  thc-y  are  put,  uod  do 
iMt  climb  on  «ar;ui,  uiid  that  if  tny  wntch  gctx  into  jonr  pocket  it  is  because 
you  put  it  there.  1  nljould  tike  to  aee  my  servant  lell  mc,  "  Please,  ■ir,  it 
was  the  Hpirit>  wlio  hrolcR  tlic  china,  nnd  it  vox  tny  nliandoncd  daubia 
who  got  drunk."  li^Hides,  in  cuiuinon  willi  all  ednuaivd  ini-n,  1  liare  an 
iabtmA  in  plijrsical  KJencc.  That,  ni  all  evcnu,  lins  [wrfornicd  coliil 
Mmcv*.  It  haa  e.-cpkinod,  and  ia  expkiiiiiig^,  lliu  ard«r  of  tli«  untTvrw. 
It  lias  Dot  only  mnd«  life  more  conifortublc,  but,  whidi  ia  fur  mcirv,  has 
ennobled  and  piirilii'J  iLe  unjrrdtandiag,  and  freed  it  fi-oin  e»ery  sort  of 
degndiiig  svipcr'tiition.  1  don't  liko  to  bn  dragged  down  to  th«  l«v«1  of 
tbe  belivven  id  witclici'^l^  nod  obi-inon. 

Q.  Then  you  woulil  not  hrlicvc  tlioM  tilings  if  ten  peoplo  swore  to 
Ihcm  7— A.  No.  Q.  If  fifty  did  J~A.  No.  Q.  Suppo«)  you  «uw  them 
yciufL-lf  ? — A.  No  one  can  answer  forlii«owa  sirengtii  of  mind  and  nerve; 
but  [  bopo  nnd  bcllevo  that  when  tin-  ■hnrpncM  of  Chn  imprcMion  had 
worn  «(r  I  slioiild  cenin  In  liiink  of  it,  And  so,  by  degrees,  aonio  to  doubt 
wliclher  it  Imd  Iiap|>eQed,  and  at  Ia»l  lo  diMbclim-«  it.  Q.  }t  there,  then, 
no  ovid«iico  wiintevcr  on  which  jmi  would  believe  tliem! — A.  Yes.  Let 
them  hn  (^.vplaineJ,  kt  liicm  be  bronglit  into  coimi;[:iiu[i  with  the  ordinary 
punuiu  of  lifi-,  and  bwoine  »  rucuguized  \ian  cf  itv  working  nppnrnitu, 
and  ikva  I  will  beliere.  If  a  »piritunl  telegraph  is  cstabliiiliod  which 
luibitually  anticipate  electricity  i  if  the  detcctire  police  are  replaced  by 
immortul  vpiui;  if,  ia  itlioit,  the  spirits  are  ]iarQeBu.-d  to  ihc  wheels  of  life 
and  becoia*  |>iirt  of  its  recogniMd  Riachinory,  then  1  abiill  bvlievc,  but 
not  otlierwine. 

0,  Yuu  profMs  a  great  respect  for  science,  but  I  don't  undentand 
vfaen  you  got  your  science  if  you  are  prepnrod  to  discredit  your  scnMs 
wbeo  tbey  tentify  to  nnylhing  iinuiiial.  Surely  science  it  founded  on  tbe 
cvideueu  of  Iho  wnses? — A.  My  reupcct  for  Bci«aco  is  founded  on  espe- 
lieiicu  of  its  txtith,  und,  to  luc  n  common  phioxc,  of  its  Iruilhilnus*.  In 
dejcrcnce  lo  un  eMabli«lied  scienlific  rule  I  am  quite  ready  tu  distrust  my 
aeiiHS,  if  by  tiiat  you  mean  the  nalurnl  inferences  from  my  khm*.  For 
iDstano>,  I  i^ould  natuially  inftrfiom  them  that  the  sim  moved  and  tbe  earth 
Mood  still,  but  I  believe  the  revcrw.  My  faith  in  the  general  propoiIlJon 
is  always  alrongcr  than  my  faith  in  prupouiion*  as  to  spccifio  fiuAn,  so  ia 
that  of  cvei7  resKonnble  creature,  as  ai>pvai'B  from  this,  lliat  you  cannot 
eotnprthend  any  apecitic  propciMtion  without  tome  generality  tA  which  it 
ia  r«ferrvd.  I'lic  propmilion  "  tliat  ij  a  tree"  is  unmeaning,  unleiw  yuu 
Imtc  a  general  notion  corresponding  lo  the  word  tree.  Uow  yon  gel  jour 
gfovral  notions  in  Ibe  first  instance  is,  perhaps,  ihe  inott  obtcure  of  all 
nclaidiyucal  questions;  but  when  yon  Iiare  got  litem  they  deserve  fat 
more  authority  than  any  aucrtiou  as  to  an  iaolalcd  fitct.      If  you  auppoat 
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Eliem  to  be  derived  from  expairaci',  the  Ixnia  df  «x[>ericnM  on  wbldi 
tliej  rest  b  wider  tlmn  tliat  tm  whici)  nny  tpccillc  propoAtion  vau.  If 
the/  nrc  drrived  from  tlic  cnnslittiiion  of  tlie  mind  itself,  (lie  eridrace  for 
diem  is  higher  in  kind.  Q.  Vet  nil  gmt  Bcientliic  liUcoverii-s  have  becu 
bimcd  on  l)ic  obicrvJition  of  rpnciliR  facts.  What  do  y<>n  any  to  Fmnlclin 
and  (he  Ji|;htuing,  or  Galviini  ynd  llie  fiog's  leg  ?  Would  yo«  haro  denied 
tbnt  tho  frng's  leg  jctkcd^--^-  No  doubt  the  cxaminatiDn  of  specific  fiictj 
ia  the  first  *tcp  lowanfa  discovery,  nod  I  freely  admit  tlial  1  lliiclc  the 
tpiril-rsppcrs  tiavc  mndc  out  n  cauc  for  scicntilic  iiwptiry.  I  Iiavr  l>i.fu 
OODBdcriiig  how  I  and  olbera  Lka  me — llie  unncicntiflc  world^-oughl  lo 
believe  in  the  me.intinie.  As  to  ti.e  frog's  lisj,  if  anytliing  dc^pcndud  on  it 
I  might  vfiry  probably  bsve  di*bi-!ioi'eJ  it  wrongly,  bul  tlwl  does  not 
ebow  ihnt  I  should  hnvc  been  wrong  in  disbelirvin;;.  Q.  Why  not?— 
A.  Beciiuse  by  the  jippliciiiicii  uf  llio  sftme  nilc  I  cbould  gpnerally  have 
Hbeon  light,  mid  cvory  ndc  k'ntlx  you  wrong  nt  time*.  Q.  Vou  may,  tb«n, 
^le  wrong  on  lliia  ? — A.  Kodoubt;  but  lill  spiritualism  is  ns  much  rccog- 
Dii«d  ttn  gnlvnni.im  I  nm  not  abowii  to  txi  m>.  Q.  Tlicn  your  wtntc  of 
mind  is  one  of  proviBioii.tl  unbelief,  but  that  provitional  unbelief  goes  so 
k.T  ihnt  yoti  wniild  not  give  it  up  even  in  obedience  to  your  own  «on3c«?— 
A.  Ju»t  no.  1  do  not  say  that  nobody  over  will  or  can  bnTe  good  gromtda 
to  belicTo  in  tbi'sc  things,  but  I  hnvc  not ;  and  I  would  add  that,  if  it 
is  true  that  3,000,000  people  in  Americi  believe  in  lliem,  I  iblnk  it  Ukely 
that  2,999,900  bcliore  unwisoly.  J'crhnps  IrtO  mny  have  cftmcd  a  /iri'inJ 
fade  right  to  believe.  I  don't  admit  that  tlicir  opinion  U  true^  but  only 
that  they  mny  be  able  to  put  it  on  ground*  which  1  could  not  refute  if  ihcy 
were  stated  to  nie,  Q.  Your  view  would  Imve  «ome  curioua  conio- 
ciiience*  in  practice.  Whnt  do  you  wy  lliat  ordinary  people  ought  to 
think  on  bearing  that  a  man  at  Voik  can  speak  to  «  luun  in  London  in  • 
«econd7— -4.  Uifibclicvc  it.  Q.  Tetit  istriie. — A.  Yes;  but  as  yen  pnt  it 
it  'a  not  put  in  a  credible  form.  You  state  only  n  bare  midt.  If  yon 
(tntcd  in  ■ubxlaiico  llic  means  l>y  which  the  result  is  obtained,  you  would 
miike  jour  statiineiit  probable,  and  the  slalcment  might  then  be  provi- 
sionally beliL-ved.  Q.  'i'hcn  you  any  the  King  of  ^iam  ivas  rigbi  in  not 
believing  in  ice? — A,  Yes;  but  tlie  Dutch  auiba«zidor  nus  a  f»o!ish  MIow 
for  not  putting  A  porous  earthen  ycMCI,  with  s  wet  dolh  round  it,  is  * 
draufiht  of  ai),  and  shuwin;:;  ibu  king  the  froxcn  siirfincc  in  the  morning. 
If  be  had  done  so,  aiiJ  hcii  pointed  out  to  ibe  king  ihc  fact  Oiat  tbeio 
were  didVrt-nccH  of  t(7in[ierature  in  Lia  own  country,  Ac.,  he  might  liavo 
put  him  in  the  wrong  in  not  believing.  Surely  be  would  hare  been  light 
in  refusing,  on  ibu  ambniifador's  authority,  to  beUeve  in  dragooa. 

Q.  Do  yon  believe  in  Jnliun  Cfcsnr? — A,  Y«.  Q.  Why? — A.  Not 
on  ibe  Blrciigtli  of  llie  vemeity  of  any  piirlicular  penon,  but  because  Julius 
Ctfsar'slilB  iitsinwiih,  and  forms  part  of,  n  long  continuous  history,  which 
is  inciduiilully  corruboriited  by  laws,  iiiitilutioiiis  leiigtu^iM,  Ac,  sitll 
existing  nnd  o|)en  to  inspection.  If  a^ine  one  »pelt  ont  an  inscription  on 
a  pyramid  sayluj;  that  ten  ibonsand  yeara  ago  such  n  man  reigned,  nd 
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roup:1it  balllci,  and  maile  laws  in  llie  valley  of  tbc  Nili',  1  tlionld  neither 
believe  nor  diibclirvc  it.  The  jircitiinplioR  ihnt  tbo  fact  was  fo  iroiiM  be 
th*  lightest  fioftilble.  Ii  wouM  he  licile  more  tbnn  a  gucra.  So  if  a  cingle 
aau  (aid  nic  imytliiiig  nbout  the  Mute  of  ailuint  in  tbc  interior  of  Muda- 
gaacar,  I  should  pay  iittle  attealioa  to  what  ha  aaid,  especially  if  the  story 
wu  an  odd  one. 

Q.  But  what  would  you  eoy  to  the  CliriBtian  miracles  ?  Does  not  tli« 
whole  future  of  Clirifetiiinil.y  n-st  on  ilic  vcinciiy  cf  certain  witnesses  to 
i«olntcd  Rtid  (ninniMit  fucta.' — A.  I  lOiouId  be  vv^y  sorry  lo  think  ko;  for  if 
it  did  I  am  quit«  sure  it  would  come  to  the  ground.  How  it  may  Iinve 
bcc^  with  ibe  firrt  believers  is  nnotli«r  question,  but  in  tbc  present  diiy 
iho  I'oljgion  canics  the  miraclen,  nnd  not  ibe  miracles  ibc  religion. 
I'copie  arc  Chrintiuns  because  th<!  t'hTistinn  account  of  life  in  general,  and 
of  ibe  relations  between  God  and  man,  apiiears  to  tlieiii,  on  the  whole, 
the  one  whidt  In-nt  suits  the  facia  of  life,  and  is  thus,  on  the  whnio, 
tlie  most  probable.  This  renders  it  piobnble  that  G<id  may  have  lei^u 
Ht  to  set  the  syitem  (^oing  by  raimeulous  intcrpnintions.  C^.  Then  you 
lliinic  ibnt  it  u  possible  that  two  lliousand  years  hence  peopio  may  believd 
in  Joe  Smith  as  an  inspired  prophet  7 — A.  If  Klormotiism  becomes  the 
religion  cf  (he  world,  I  hare  no  doubt  they  will,  but  not  olherwisej  and  I 
do  not  think  that  event  very  probabio  al  present.  Do  you,  or  can  any 
man,  suppose  (hat  if  (be  CliriHtian  reIi>;iou  were  a  mass  of  wickedneM,  if  it 
Kijoined  impurity,  dlslionciity,  and  litlseboud,  the  dead  wiught  of  ihu 
eridtuce  would  force  mankind  to  bclievo  it  7 

Q.  Your  general  coiicluaion  appears  to  be  that  the  ]iTobnbi!ily  of  an 
asKrtion,  all  things  considered,  is  the  great  HMAin  for  believing  it  or  not, 
and  ihnt  a  utory  prhiiA  facie  improbable  ought  not  to  be  believed  in 
general  till  some  explanation  is  oHcrcd  which  brings  it  into  harmony  with 
the  comnioD  oour^  of  events  7 — A.  Yes.  Q.  You  admit  the  fact  that 
Ht.  >lonio  floated  in  the  air  to  be  sufliciently  well  attested  to  let  tu 
explanations,  so  ibat  you  woidd  believe  it  if  it  were  put  into  any  assign- 
able relation  nitb  a  knoivn  ag«nl,  such  as  electricity  or  galvanism  7 — ■ 
A.  Ycs.  Give  a  reasonable  exphination,  and  I  should  adaiit  it  inxtaitlly, 
Q.  Wliy  is  not  tlio  thcrry  that  a  spirit  or  spirits  carried  him  a  reotonabta 
0J:planation7>~^.  Dec;vune,  apart  from  those  alleged  facta,  the  truth  ci 
uhich  is  in  dispute,  there  is  no  evidence  that  there  are  sucb  things  as 
spirits.  Q.  Do  you  not  believe  in  the  human  soul?— ^.  Yes.  Q.  I'hta 
is  not  of<xy  instance  in  which  a  nurse  carries  a  child  about  the  room  m 
much  a  case  of  a  spirit  carrying  a  body  as  itr.  Home's  e!c\-alian  could 
bo  7 — A.  Ho  doubt.  Q.  Then  why  should  not  the  spirits  eariy  Mr,  Home? 
—A.  Because  conehisions  cannot  cany  premisava.  Our  notioni  about 
qiiriU  are  dcnved  entirely  from  observations  on  maitor, — matter  is  tha 
bkldcR  exicmal  cause  to  which  we  refer  our  MutatioM,  and  mind  or 
^rit  the  hidden  •omelhing  w!iich  rccovea  or  perceives  thorn  sensations ; 
bnt  I  know  of  no  evidence,  except  tbe  very  stories  in  dispuh-,  to  show 
ibut  there  are  things  calh-d  ghocti  flyiisg  about  in  llie  air ;  and,  allowing 
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llwM  stories  to  be  (me,  Uicy  aippor  u>  me  inanfiicicot  to  prore  it. 
Belivrera  in  g;bc«ta  affect  to  dnrivR  tlmr  bclid'from  ax|)eTicocft.  In  truth 
tfanr  belief  i«  iintt'Ciilcnt  to  tlidr  c:(p«rieii««.  Thej  begin  bj  bolieving 
in  vliadowj-  things  in  hiimnn  ihnpc,  irliidi  ihcj  call  •pirili,  and  thrn, 
wben  thov  bcnr  rtij>}>ing,  they  Mjr  il  must  be  a  ^irit  tlial  mad«  it.  In 
JUHI  tlie  same  waj  tiie  pagnns  b«li«voi]  iliU  (here  wu  n  god  called  Apolki 
who  prvsulcd  over  projiliccita  and  or&cles,  bimI  if  nnjr  one  doubled  Apollo'a 
exi^Ieiice  they  appealed  to  iho  i>rniih«cin  »nd  othcIm  to  prove  it.  Q.  Tkta 
do  I  iindmtiinH  yim  to  say  Uint  you  ilu  not  belicTU  in  a  lularc  Male  nt 
all? — A.  1  tiiiiik,  on  tlin  ci'iUntrf,  ilint  tbnt  belief  ia  the  meat  rmBonalle 
and  ino«t  iroportiiul  of  all  hiimau  belief — as  reaaooable  and  important  u 
a  belief  in  a  God.  It  i»,  bowover,  a  formica  b«li«f.  Tbnl  in  eorae  yraj 
or  fitlicr  coDidoui  exisu-uw  wUl  continue  after  lieatli,  1  firmly  iK-liere; 
but  tliH  conditioni  of  it  nrc  inullvr  of  conjeoturc.  We  are  altogether 
ignorant  on  tlie  subject.  We  bavc  no  more  toaaou  lo  bdieve  that  a  nuui 
on  dying  turnii  into  wliut  you  ciill  a  Kpiril — tlinl  in,  n  thing  like  bis  fomer 
aeir,  only  ibtnnor — tlian  that  be  turns  into  a  bayttack.  Q.  Snrrly  tltci* 
ar«  annlogiea  nhich  might  leud  lo  luoh  a  conclusion.  Th«rc  ia  the  analogy 
of  birth,  there  is  hIn  the  chrysalia  and  tlie  builiTlly,  and  other  tbingii  of 
tttc  wrao  kind  ? — A.  If  you  ponjiively  will  have  aoiue  food  for  your  imagi- 
nation, tliat  is  as  good  as  any  other;  only  do  not  call  a  oonjecture  proof, 
and  do  not  auppoae  that  your  conjeciure  la  prori'd  by  a  fact  to  wbi^ 
your  coruccrjiro  gives  form.  You  sec  tbcse  raps  and  tnble-tuniiiigs  in  tlie 
light  of  your  previous  tbcory,  and  jump  at  tlie  cunolusion  which  yon 
wished  to  establish.  If  tbusc  things  am  to  be  treated  u  scienttfio  ptoof 
of  a  future  stale,  you  Diu«t  begin  by  dincnrding  all  your  oxisting  DOtiou 
on  the  subject,  and  making  your  mind  lalula  rata  with  respect  lo  it.  1  tUicy 
if  you  did  you  woidd  look  with  leat  notiiifscliun  both  on  the  evidence  and 
on  liio  concluaion  to  vrhioh  it  points.  Q.  How  so  7 — A.  Becauae,  aatunuag 
yoi;r  stories  lo  be  true,  nndaacmining  tlic-m  lo  tiimish  tlicgrotindsoo  which, 
as  ilr.  Ilowitt  inniotains  from  one  end  of  his  boo^  to  llie  other,  athcisn 
and  materialisin  are  to  be  rqeolcd,  you  set  up  Mmetliing  instead  vhick 
is,  to  my  miud,  taz  more  dreary  nnd  repuUive  than  blank  unbelief.  Men, 
when  they  die,  become,  il  appenra,  miaerablc  tliingi  endowed  with  do  cm 
pKipcrty  worth  liuving  except  the  power  of  dying  about  like  gnats.  Hwy 
arc  so  olujiid,  that  though  they  can  go  where  they  plense,  and  do  In  aMDc 
re£pecl«  what  they  like,  they  never  bit  even  upon  ilie  cluro^  plan  of  the 
rupt  und  the  alphabet  till  a  Yankee  Quaker  suggested  it.  This  uolsbla 
difficulty  prevented  them  from  communicating  with  the  world  for  scone 
centuries,  and  even  now  restrains  their  coinmucioations  to  a  few  people^ 
most  of  whom  are  sickly  or  enthusiastic.  Having  arrived  at  ike  great 
discovery,  they  hiive  nothing  whniever  to  wy  which  it  is  woilfa  any 
Iminitn  crcatun^'s  while  to  learn.  Mr.  Hume  or  his  editor,  indeed,  cxpeoli 
'*  restille  in  (he  highest  style  of  sartctituder'  and  lo  judge  both  from  ihil 
particular  phrase  and  also  from  gmeral  experience,  they  would  be  eoa- 
veyod  In  the  style  of  English  wliicli,  in  this  lower  sphere^  is  ootuecrated  t« 
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tTio  Enrelcn  sliirts  nnd  tlie  Wnnyous  Irowsors,  Tlicy  hiiTc  not  even  the 
poor  iogeDmiy  wliich  nouiiJ  enable  ibem  to  give  pruulk  of  ibe  fiict  uf  tltcir 
exinlcac*.  Wliun  they  are  tukcd  to  tnll  somelhing  nluch  would  oth^rwiM 
anin  eecrott  tbey  My  no,  we  will  lell  wlml  we  cboose.     When  Oiey  are 

upon  to  ehow  tlumiMlvcj  to  tuxftia,  or  to  sl4n<)  forth  in  a  Wogible, 
at  form,  lliey  liave  alivaya  nn  excuse.     The  c/n  of  fnitli  in  ncccs- 

I  diwem  them,  or  their  upcclfttovs  woTild  bo  frightened  if  iliey  did 
■  much.  They  Iiare  Iiad  the  awful  experience  of  pauing  frum  one  world 
to  anotlicr,  anil  they  can  tell  ufl  nntViiog  about  llic  woild  to  whiolt  thoy 
have  been  removed.  I  OlMe  iwked  a  friend  wlio  Imil  Imd  much  to  do  with 
them  if  he  could  toll  mo  anytliing  about  their  habits  and  wnyaof  lifv;  bad 
they  profuiiaions,  bad  tliey  fmnilien,  lad  thoy  politic*,  had  tlicy  literature  7 
how  did  llioy  pnw  their  time,  how  did  they  employ  ilieir  tliougbt«T 
Well,  lie  uii5w«Ti^,  all  I  can  say  is,  that  ouu  of  thura  told  mo  that  ihey 
had  no  currency.  Tliin  it  tho  next  world  which  you  are  Irying  to  prove ; 
tlutie  arc  our  future  proapecLi.  It  in  Sceaiy  to  believe  that  what  wo  see 
and  hoar,  and  weigh  and  niea«uro,  is  all  ihnt  we  have  to  look  to.  It  is 
niclnncholy  to  think  that  when  a  man  clit^n  he  ia  dottc  with  for  evtr;  but 
nt  all  evciils  those  who  hold  this  bvUef  do  believe  eoraelhins  solid.  As 
far  as  ibcy  go  their  Icet  are  on  a  rock.  Whether  death  end*  all  or  not, 
we  con  sw,  and  hear,  and  feel,  and  count,  and  I  believe  that  we  cun  do 
more;  that  we  can  look  forward  to  a  future  hfu,  and  look  up  10  a  grcntor 
Being  than  ourDtdvi^s,  and  that  we  are  entitled  to  do  this  011  sound  and 
Tvsaonable  ground*,  nuch  as  wc  idioiild  dl'I  upon  in  other  matters.  But 
when,  for  tliew  leasonable  grounds,  you  substiluto  what  yoii  call  your 
evidracd;  when  you  put  ande  the  arguments  of  «oms  of  the  greatest  tad 
WMort  of  our  racu  and  substitute  for  thum  llie  idiou  who  rap  to  those  who 
tre  idle  enough  to  listen — Mr.  Home  floating  about  the  ceiling,  with  the 
ghost*  holding  up  his  eu^it-tjilli,  tabli^s  climbing  on  to  otiomaus,  and  arm- 
ehaln  cracking  their  joints  at  their  maitcrs — 1  feel  irrmixlibly  impolUd  to 
«ay  tliat,  e%'en  if  true,  the  whole  alTair  is  at  most  a  nttdies'  sabbath— ^Iiat 
my  ouly  hope  about  it  la  tliat  the  proprietor  of  such  axhibitions  may  soon 
claim  his  own,  nnd  that  I,  for  one,  m  the  meantime,  ithall  simply  diimiu 
from  my  miud  the  whole  subject  as  a  maM  of  rubbish  which  may  be 
silted  by  men  who  hare  a  turn  for  picking  sttay  valuablcii  out  of  dust-bia% 
but  U  luideacrving  of  the  attention  of  any  one  who  haa  nnjr  other  way  of 
tmploying  his  time. 
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The  pontlnnen  vrcrc  Blill  lin^pjriog  over  llieir  win*  or  thw  conrcnal: 
io  the  dining-ioom  below,  hiii  tbe  liidic*  hnd  docked  »[uuir*  into 
lillle  drawing- room,  and  wore  clustered  over  ihc  olloiwnn  »nd  ci 
KBtii  which  liinii$li<id  tlt<!  dcq>  hny-vrindow  looking  through  tho  tfat 
■umreer  leafage  of  ilie  trees  in  the  Close  towards  ilie  iniBaler.     The  lioi 
wan  dmwing  on  townrdi  ninsict,  ihe  nunii^t  of  a  rich  Augiut  crraing;  a: 
itiij  ci'iiiison  light  that  siifTused  tlic  cloii<]-J1ak«  of  ibe  sky  rellected 
Buft  KMcaic  fahisli  on  all  hcvi.     These  faces  were  fiv«,  two   roatronljr, 
three  yoHtlifiil.     Lady  Anne  Vernon,  the  dcjin'a  wife,  and  her  widow< 
aister,  Lnidy  Mary  Rivera,  were  llie  matron*;    tlte  m&id«aa  were 
cliildton,  Jalin  and  iMtbrl  Vornon,  and  Sibyl  Riven. 

Juliu  and  Isabel  Vcmon  were  Snc  young  vomea  of  ftur  and  iive  a: 
twenty,  well  brcit  nnd  well  cducatod,  but  not  dowcrod  with  the  fatal  gift 
of  buiuty ;  Sibyl  Rivcnt  wai  a  Kpcilt  child,  lovely  ns  a  May  niomin;, 
Bwwt  OS  violets,  fresh  as  dew ;  all  tnanDcr  cf  things  ddr  and  fragrant  roae 
to  the  mind  to  compare  with  her. 

The  ladies'  ancr-dinncr  talk  was  drowty  at  the  bf^iiining.  aa  sucli  tallc 
commonly  is,  but  it  bnghlt^ned  into  vivacity  by  and  by,  over  ta»t  niglit't 
race  ball,  where  Sibyl  hnd  nindc  her  iii!biit,  and  hod  acbUn-ed  YtJlbont 
eifort  thai  Intoxicating  triumph  nod  moee«s  which  are  all  lb«  man 
delicious  from  being  wholly  unnnticiimtcd.

For  Lady 
ifnry  had  made  n  runaway  match  willi  a  handsouio  Iiiih  Kubalicrn,  and 
the  hnd  been  reaping  tho  consequences  ever  Knco  in  penury  and  neglect.

■iatera  diaciiBKd  Laily  Raymond's  dreM  in  dctnil,  and  then  saying,  as  by 
an  irrmistible  impulse,  "  Oh,  laabel,  how  you  hate  cno  I  "  turned  to  leare 
llie  room.  Julia  looked  up  startlod  and  interrogative,  but  laabel  only 
hngliad. 

"You  silly  child,  as  if  I  could  hate  anytliing  likejrou.'"  sneered  she; 
throwing  into  tlio  yna  an  much  sif^ilicanoe  of  scorn  ns  the  moDO^IIsble 
accentuated  by  her  bitter  lips  could  convey.

Lady  Mary  Riven  itod  Sibyl  dnivc  tliiiliir  llic  next  3ny,  neorted 
Li«utvauiic  Gcoij-o  Lsnimere,  a  nenh«w  of  I-aily  Mary's,  the  K-coad 
cf  hor  oldest  brolhnr,  the  prr*>nit  «)irl.  (icorgo  Lnnsmrre  wns  juat  1 
anil-lw»nlr,  acd  Leld  a  coinmiiHiou  in  the  earalry  ngimenl  tlwn  stiai 
At  IlillniiiiKtiT.  It  wax  vrry  picniunt  for  the  young  ofltcer  in  country- 
quartora  to  liavc  a  HiniUy  of  hotij>itablo  kinsfolk  at  the  drancry.  Hia 
ooiuini,  Julin  nnd  Ixnbcl,  tnnJc  much  of  him,  and  he  Eiibmitteil  for  some 
monlhs  to  the  flAtteiiog  process  villi  Bemi«  nsscDliae  aMumn>co  that  *nch 
ntt«iitian«  ivi-tc  hi*  due;  but  when  Sibyl  Biven  appi^nred  od  the  SMne  b« 
fcll  strntghlway  into  cuplivily  lo  her  bright  cj-en,  and  lo«  atl  thought  and 
«OTiHidcTHtioii  for  himself.  He  was  genuinely  and  benrlily  in  lovi\  and  M 
ait  opposite  tiic  bcmning  fuco  of  bin  divinity,  nix  tciWct  out  to  Alrentoa 
and  six  miti^s  homo  ngaiu  to  ltiltRiinst«r,  was,  )□  iht  present  st&ta  of  bii 
AiC'lin^  A  pnritditiueal  di-tight.  He  wna  not  a  young  ninn  lo  act  tbo  world 
OQ  lire,  btit  he  vaa  lioiu'tt  ftiid  honourable  ;  nnd  Lndy  Mary  Kirera,  Yrlicae 
tliQugiila  day  and  night  rralvd  iu  hopeful  contemplation  of  li«r  daughter'a 
fulure,  was  by  no  uieans  n.-Iuctnnt  to  encoura^g  his  tolenUy 
pielensions. 

By  what  niPimoric  fatality  is  it  that  one  man  wlfl*  loT*  «i 
possibly  undi'^ireci,  while  another  mny  wear  himsieir  out  in  devot«d  painv 
tiikin^  efibi-ls  to  gain  the  faintest  respanse  to  his  ]>ass!OD  and  not  sncceod  T 
Veoai  the  firnt  hour  of  Sibyl  Kivci-s  meeting  with  Nr.  Dtgby  Stuart,  W 
fnncy  had  been  attracted ;  her  thoughta  iusensibly  follotred  il,  and  wbca 
Guorgo  LnnJinicre  began  his  wooing  her  heart  waa  gone.  Neither  CoqneOC 
nor  flirt  waa  Sibyl;  she  reflected  never,  she  only/Wf  ,■  and  when  Gccifa 
w:ia  itioitt  cigcr  ntid  o^iduous  she  repaid  hint  with  gcnile  amiles  and 
aweet  lindneKi  to  coinpeusate  for  her  real  iadiffc-enee,  and  lliui  mi

Oq  this  day  of  hir  viAit  to  Alveracon  Prior}'  the  wna  the  tame  hid, 
childlike  cre.iture  she  hod  itlwnys  been ;  a  mir.iclu  of  tgnonnce  and 
Worldlincfn,  with  conecionsncrs  slowly  awakening',  and  womanly  inMiDU 
awakening  with  it,  but  utterly  removed  from  »peuuUtion  on  ponibiltlici 
or  consequences.  She  van  glad  to  be  tlMT« ;  Gro  miniitca  of  tbtcnii^  10 
Mr.  Digby  Sluart'n  cunveriution  with  her  mother,  five  minulea  of  ilow 
sauntering  by  his  side  through  the  conserrutory  where  Ite  eiirivbi^  lior 
with  a  Bjirig  of  gL<raiiium,  were  sweeter  iu  tlie  paa^ng  and  d<arcr  in  the 
rcnienib  ranee  than  tlic  longoit  «nd  Dio»t  joyoii*  liolidny*  of  her  past  life 

It  ia  hard  work  to  nniuse  a  preocciii<ied  mind ;  and  George  Lansincrc 
on  tlio  homcwnrd  drive  wa«  U'oubled  twicn  or  thrice  with  na  iutnuaT* 
tiuHpiciou  that  Sibyl  vrus  rather  nhsciit,  but  it  never  cnCervd  into  lua  heart 
to  conceive  thnt  ihc  could  be  dv(-anung  about  that  very  gnive  nnd  ptond 
peisonugc,  the  muster  of  Alvcrston  Privry.  The  dubing  licntvmnt  of 
htiasara  would  have  felt  «niaLI  dread  of  such  a  rival,  even  bad  liia  imagina- 
tion directed  }iim  to  look  out  tot  ouc  in  that  quattvr;  nd  wb.-a  Sib}'! 
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aitiioutiCGJ  lo  JjiAy  Anne  Vvmtm,  on  renewing  the  dciuierjr,  tliat  (li«jr 
hud  Imd  "n  most  cliarming  day !"  perhaps  be  mny  be  excmcil  for  tlie 
ple&iin^  dclution  tliat  bia  own  prewnce  Imd  contributed  matbrially  to  its 
ddiphlfiilness, 

The  fir»t  tn  dctccl  poor  Sibyl's  secret  was  Lady  lEnymond,  who,  with 
the  iui'Jtplk'uWe  fVctmasorry  of  womi-a  who  love,  ro«d  ita  eublle  sigris 
with  deepest  dismay.  She  tried  to  save  the  child  by  biots  and  warniog*, 
and  proily  parubles  iuvulvios  much  literal  truth  pcrwinAl  lo  herself;  but 
the  only  cfitct  of  those  allcmpis  wns  to  make  Sibyl  shy  of  h«ri  nnd  >hc 
had  not  the  couragi*,  even  hud  she  tiie  right,  to  tpcnk  openly.  Fur  a 
monicnt,  n  liitle  moment  nnd  no  mere,  she  wntchod  Mr.  Digby  Stiwrt 
witli  a  jealutiH  rtgnrd,  but  id  liix  tnnnner  to  Sibyl  iheru  wiw  nothing  more 
tlinn  ill  hiK  manner  to  other  girls ;  and  whutcier  food  for  her  dreams sb9 
Iiad  was  evolved  purely  out  of  her  own  fervent  rmcy.  If  it  be  a  reproaoh 
to  u  woman  to  !ovc  imRonght,  nml  tho  popular  voice  has  decided  ibut  it  i*, 
tlicn  had  Sibyl  Uivcrs  incurred  it  heavily. 

With  Lady  Knymnnd  hvr  piiitul  secret  was  mfe,  but  it  soon  p.isscd  into 
the  pOBJOG^iun  of  her  couwin  Isabel  Vernon,  whose  eyes  were  qitiuliencd  to  all 
opporlunilicH  of  inllicting  a,  quiet  stab  on  the  tender  simi  that  instinctiTcly 
ditlriutcd  her.  She  made  the  diarovery  in  this  wise: — One  morning 
about  midwny  the  month  of  Sopte»iber,  Mr.  Digby  Stuart  rode  over  lo 
tho  deanery  lo  couftT  wiih  the  deiin  on  some  mutter  of  public  buMoess. 
TiiC  ludies  upsmirs  in  ihc  lilllo  dr.iwing-room  Iir-ard  of  hi«  Brrivnl,  nnd 
Lndy  Anno  Vernon  seul  down  a  mesnage  to  (lie  library  blddiug  bim  slay 
to  luncheon.  An  anHWcr  was  retumcd  that  ho  wan  soiry,  but  being  in 
some  hasto  he  must  despatch  his  business  and  go.  When  she  heard  this 
Sibyl  vaiiitihed  from  iter  ttust  omidKt  ihc  cuhIiious  of  tbe  ottoman,  and  a 
few  minutes  aAerwnr/is  IsaBcl  silently  followed  her.  She  had  *een  Sibyl's 
breatt  rise  and  full,  her  colour  glow  .and  fude  during  the  p.-usogo  of  the 
■mwgw  to  and  fra  betneca  drawing-room  and  library,  nnd  a  shrewd 
dupioion  born  of  tlicio  cmolloiiul  dianges  sprang  into  sudden  and.  full 
vitality  in  her  bmin.  "She  is  in  love  with  Mr.  Uigby  Slunrt  I  Oh,  th« 
Tain  little  Quixotic  fool !  She  might  as  winely  cry  for  the  moon  at  once  I "

T^«nt,  timo  cnougl)  to  steal  nwny,  llmo  enough  to  sure  her  own  itoal  fi 
tbu  Gist  actirc  M«p  into  a  temptation  that  was  to  beguile  her  wbitber  tlw 
would  have  nhrutik  fi-om  imagining  rv*tn  now;  hnl  the  demon  wm 
strung  in  her  at  iKiit  inatwit,  and  tlvpping  over  tli«  thick  catpd  aith 
DoiiidfHft  tread,  liiv  laid  a  hanci  on  .Sibyl'*  shonlder  luid  whispered, 
m  laugh  which  made  no  preti^nee  of  ma^lcing  her  contempt,  "I'm 
Mr.  Ugby  Stuart  would  fee!  immi^«»Iy  flntter^d  if  he  liuow  who  taka 
■nch  a  tendf-T  ititirrait  in  hiti  cumiiiga  nnd  guiugs."  Stbyl  epnuig  bael 
with  an  inarticulate  Round  between  n  cry  nnd  a  sob,  her  vimgc  bhincl 
fcr  a  mouiont,  then  dj-ed  searltt  with  guilty  blu«hea.  Sh«  did  not  oiler  a 
word;  niiii  Isibel, eyeing  her  wiih  a  dcndy,  (itrouttc  pcnctinlion,  went  on: 
"  So  ihia  ia  the  elue  to  your  fit*  of  jiretly  abMnicliun  I  I  witli  yen  joy  of 
your  love  I  Don't  trt  cancmtnK^nt,  like  a  worm  in  tlie  bud,  fvei  on  ; 
damaak  dici^k;  don't  pino  awuy  In  grt<en  and  yellow  mclancholj, 
let  yourtclf  go,  let  your  hidden  pusion  r»\-cnl  ittelf.  Men  «r«  m 
Titin.  If  Mr.  Digby  Sttiart  were  told  who  liivishei  on  Him  *nch 
derolioii,  his  heart,  though  proverlnally  tough  as  bend  loatltcr,  would 
aurely  yifid," 

"  Imbul  I "  gasped  Sibyl,  in  a  tone  and  with  a  gesture  which  were  of 
tbcmselvi^H  an  ample  coniesainn ;  and  in  that  light  h«r  couxin  nndertli 
acooptrd,  and  rcf:pnndcd  to  ihcm. 

"  Yi'U  have  made  tne  your  conBdnnte  agsinitt  youT  will,"  said 
"  I  don't  coret  the  burden  of  sentimenlnl  seorets,  but  I  suppooe  I 
keep  yours  fur  tlie  credit's  Mike  of  our  kx.  1  doolsfie  I  am  very 
firt-  you,  coudin  Sibyl ;  for  to  speak  die  honest  truth  1  believe  yon  hare 
no  nioru  chnncu  of  winning  a  return  to  jonr  fcdtnga  than  I  hare  of 
becoming  KniprpM  <>[  Chinn.

"  I  don't  know  ;  I  don't  know,"  muttered  Sibyl,  her  Hpa  parched,  her 
eyes  lixed,  her  hetirt  in  her  boioin  growing  colder  and  heavier  at  ereiy 
word,  until  it  was  cold  and  heavy  aa  clay. 

"  llaTC  you  told  nimt  Maty  ?  "

NuboJy  <liJ  curuo,  aiid  Sibyl's  ajjoiiy  bnd  its  way.  Txabel  brougUt 
]|«r  lomc  wil  vultililc  nnd  water  In  drink,  nnd  alotiJ  or?r  her  putting  in 
words  Qt  wiatlom  and  couniii;!  at  every  lull  in  tbt-  tiorm  ;  and  when  it  wu 
upcnt  bnthcd  hur  eyt*,  nmoothcd  licr  Iiair,  dn-iucd  licr  fgr  n  walk  round 
the  Close,  lied  a  veil  undiT  Lor  cliin.  aud  carried  litr  off  finally  to  CT*ning 
praycn  at  lli«  niiiistcr,  wirlioiU  p.vcitino:  n  word  oC  rnnark,  >o  tnnitet-o{- 
lact  and  quiet  were  litr  iiiaiiaiuvres.  Sibyl  ftlt  vtry  bumbte  and  grateful 
now,  in  npiie  of  licr  di«cni«t.  The  r»c[ioa  aftor  her  cxcitt'incnt  UiTt  her 
d«pres<i«il,  lUiume- stricken,  and  tivnibling.  Till  to-day  her  secret  had 
bn'n  the  g'ory  of  Iter  youlh — now  it  was  ita  bitterest  blot.  She  could 
never  have  imagined  thn  torlurrx  that  »he  felt  because  of  it.  Isabel  liad 
put  it  before  her  In  its  ugliest  ti^ihl.  "  ll'  you  betray  mc  I  diall  din  1 " 
was  her  oSitn  nriicratcd  moan.     "  If  you  bi-tmy  me  I  shall  die  ! "

At  IlitlminBti-T  :ill  went  on  in  ibe  regular  routine ;  at  Alrrrslon  tba 
mnsler  cnme  downataits  in  the  morning  quietly  non-expedanl,  like  s 
nun  who  bns  liitio  lo  hope  and  little  to  lenr,  either  from  the  world  within 
or  Iho  world  without.    The  post-bag  I.iy  on  tbo  table^  but  be  went  fint

and  bftit  bi-fore  tbc  lung  ruili  of  the  storm,  then  roue  creel  «ad  to^acd 
their  wild  liair,  as  if  in  frnnlic  dcliiuioe  of  tbnr  tormentors. 

'i'hc  piiiraiio!  of  a  Ht-rvanl  briiigiug  ia  brpuklast  eamncd  bim  to  relin- 
ctuiib  bis  survey ;  and  before  aealing  blmself  nt  the  WGll-eprend  tabiti  lie 
unlocked  t!ie  bag  uud  drew  Ibrlh  in  coiilenU — The  Ti'net,  tlie  Quarltrly 
Xeview,  and  a  doxen  or  more  letters,  amougat  tbem  Sib^^l's,  coiisptcuoiu 
in  iLi  delicati',  blush-tinted  envelope.  It  was  so  dilTertnt  from  the  rest 
thiit  Mr.  Digby  Sluart  naturally  singled  it  out,  paused  a  moment  o\tr  tbo 
unfuniilini'  writing,  and  then  broke  ibe  sen!.

writtco  to  her,  of  wliicli,  Qod  kauwa,  I  never  thought  or  penned  « 
line." 

"  It  ii  Isabel  V«moii,"  aald  Lady  Baymond. 

"  Jmitl  IVrnon .'  iiar  own  cousin !  A  woman  who  miut  have 
liQowu  the  sweet,  iimoccut  thing  she  ia." 

"  Yen ;  I»aliel  Imtea  Sihj-1 — only  her  own  bitter  heart  can  tell  why— • 
and  lliis  i»  tier  stiameful  rcveng«.  The  poor  girl  betrayed  h«r  aeoret  to 
luc  curly  ;  iiiid  Isiibel's  sharp  tyvs  apicd  it  out  a  week  ago.

"  Isabel  VcTDoa'n  pnrt  can  wail.  You  will  go  to  Sibyl  uid  Lsdy 
Mary?" 

"  Yes.  Sir  Ja>^>er  !>  not  ailing  much  thii  momtog;  you  rauHt  keep 
him  compRuy  in  my  abooDCc,  and  explain  as  &r  as  Deed«.  It'  I  prepare 
now,  I  can  Klan  by  lli«  noon  (rain  which  rencha  Soarbro  about  live." 

"  God  b!cM  you,  Juaic  1  you  are  a  good  woman.  Trouble  has  msda 
you  very  pitiful  ?  "  They  shook  liuuda  ou  it,  trusty  friends  now,  who  hod 
been  lover*  once,  and  in  half  an  hour  Lady  Kaymond  was  on  ho r  way. 

At  Scurbro  the  hum's  bad  been  struugely  loni;  with  Sibyl  and  her 
mother  ;  and  neither  hiid  done  much  to  occupy  thoro.  Hlby]  watched  tli« 
rain,  and  the  ti'ece,  and  llic  sea,  with  folded  hands  on  her  lap  and  frequent 
tighs.

Slic  hnd  been  in  tliis  slate  nearly  seven  years,  when  ono  Sunday 
morning — Easter-day  morning  it  was — Lady  ICaymond  was  summoMd 
from  her  pillow  an  hotir  before  dawn,  by  a  luetsugv  from  the  otd-EuJiiootd 
house  in  tlie  suburb.  Through  the  still  siriicts,  ere  the  world  was  awake, 
ih«  hurried ;  and  whon  she  entered  the  garden,  whi-re  the  first  suo-rays 
ivac  gluuuiiiig  aud  the  birds  were  all  a-twiuer,  Lady  M^ry  met  h<x—

"Too  latu  !  you  are  loo  late,  love;  slio  i» 
gone>  It  has  plcntied  the  good  God  lo  take  her,"  said  the ;  iLt'a  n?j)Iyiug 
to  n  Teh  but  uri"poVen  inquiry,  she  dddcd,  "  Nu :  <Jie  did  not  know  mc— 
not  even  nt  the  liist.  But  she  will  know  me  iu  buuvcn,  slio  will  know  mo 
agniu  in  hcavca  !  " 

Sir  Jasper  Raymond  died  in  the  niitiimn  of  the  RWne  year  n*  Sibyl, 
lud  then  the  gotiaiiis  began  lo  any  agaio  that  Mr.  Digby  Stunrt  v,-ou!d 
mairy  the  widow  ;  but  he  did  not.  IK/iy,  nimoined  slill  their  sceiel.  It 
was  uoi  until  uearly  ten  ywira  after  the  holy  Eu8ter  woraing  whirn  Doalh 
cnme  with  hli  merciful  order  of  reicnie  to  Sihyl,  that  tltcy  were  privately 
mamcd  ia  London.  Tltcy  were  then  no  longer  young,  but  Jentl^  wu« 
kiways  a  sweet  and  loving  woman;  they  married  At  soon  as  he  ww/we — 
fr^e  from  tckdt  or  from  iflion  is  miitter  of  upccnhiiion  to  the  general 
ooRununity  of  Hillniinsler  Mill.  But  L^idy  Annu  Veniou,  and  onu  or  tivo 
others  of  Mr«.  Digby  Stuart's  nearest  and  dcarejit  friendH,  know  now  that 
thvir  long  g^parauon  wns  due  to  an  old,  old  folly  of  his  boyhood,  when  he 
via  deluded  into  n  secret  itiarriage  in  Paris  with  a  beautiful  while  witch 
of  a  woman,  wlio  shortly  IcH  liim,  and  wonid  afterwards  n«ith«T  live  with 
him  nor  die  to  release  bim.  She  set  up  her  tent  iu  Itomo,  luid  hvld  there 
a  SCmi-Tngabond  court  of  all  nalionx,  maintained  in  pnrt  by  h'm  liberal 
allowanee,  but  chidly  by  ihe  contributions  levied  on  her  train  of  Platonic 
admirers,  nrliat  folic,  gamblers,  and  th«  like.

Uabel  also  married — well  as  to  rank  and  fortune,  very  me:mly  u 
to  mate.  She  ulso  in  childless,  and  on  the  face  of  her,  she  is  an  un- 
happy, disoatiificd  woman,  whom  few  person*  love— abe  herself  loving  few 
or  none. 

Th«  desn  is  dead,  and  Lady  Anne  lives  with  hor  uster  Lady  Mary,  in 
the  old-faahioned  house  in  the  subiirb. 

George  Lansmcro  is  liculeuant-uoloQel  dov  by  promotion  won  in  the 
fiatd  of  bRttle.  Ho  wears  many  deconttions,  nmong>t  others  the  Cross  of 
Valimr,  and  a  bit  of  glcry  in  an  ugly  sword-cut  across  ihu  left,  dioek  and 
temple.  Ha  is  still  a  bachelor,  and  his  own  mothvr  being  long  since 
dead,  he  colts  Lady  Mary  "  mother  ;  "  when  he  ha«  a.  few  days'  leave  to 
spiue,  he  goes  home  to  her  like  a  toa. 

Thi«  ia  all  the  end  1  Lave  to  t4l  to  this  stoiy  of  a  aorry  jest  played 
oat  la  eaneM. 
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Wnx  Lord  Foppiogloo  "entered  into  htUQan  nalnrv"  vbich  ii  bia 
gratid  vuphuinn  fur  being  born,  bti  Gvtt  object  wt;ai>  to  baYa  been  to 
ahwigo  hU  pui-son  as  speedily  aa  poatlblo.  The  Fopptngtou  race,  mala 
aod  fetDalc,  have  followed  tha  fiuhion  witb  alacrity ;  but  ray  lord  wan 
not  the  first  of  bia  race.  In  all  times,  and  in  as  luuty  oHmaa,  there  liaa 
buen  ■  certain  disinclination  to  Imvn  mntiora  aa  Nattm  gave  (bam  ;  aaii 
probably  notbing  baa  more  exleosively  saffered,  in  Ihb  way,  than  tlia 
head.

To 
help  to  the  atuinnient  of  tbi*  eSbct,  littJa  babica  were  alwmya  put  to 
alcep  reatin;;  on  Uieit  aides  and  temples.  Ancient  Oemuuiy  bad  abo  an 
ojipccial  regard  for  her  diiiniwU,  among  whom  short  beads  were  iha  dis- 
tinotiona  of  beauty.  If  Pericles  was  satirized  by  tbe  oomodians  of  \ni 
Ume,  it  was  because  the  old  dome  wbo  aMistud  at  bis  birtfa  had  left  bit 
bead  as  she  found  it,  and  bad  not  shaped  it  into  the  vesy  round  luu 
which  alone  obtained  fnvotir  in  tbe  eye*  of  the  Albanian  ladiei^  maniaga* 
iblo  or  not.  It  would  take  u  volume  to  show  merely  the  various  frnihini 
unong  beads,  and  I  am  induced  to  believe,  that  not  only  the  dog-btadej 
but  tlic  keadUfs  people,  of  whom  we  read  in  ancient  authors,  were  »o  ctUtd 
frum  certain  mcdo«,  according  to  wbieh  the  formar  won  tbeir  deMgnatioa, 
and  tho  latter  so  stooped,  in  order  to  look  digoiSed,  that  th«ir  heads 
seemed,  as  old  writers  deacribed  them,  not  growing  on  their  abouli)ar% 
but  out  0/ tbeir  breasts. 

Then,  what  vexation  mtut  it  liavo  been  to  lorcrs  who  were  poM\  in 
tliose  olil  bciiighted  plncea,  where  to  be  bald  was  to  be  lovely  1  In  thtae 
places,  mMtly  in  Asia,  where  relies  of  tbe  ^ubion  may  still  be  met  with, 
a  nymph  with  flowing  locks  would  bavo  been  a  monster  to  be  «hunn«d  by 
her  dJEguaicd  swain.  But  a  fine  Kmuotb,  buirlas  pate,  if  yon  pleatcv 
llial  wua  a  mailer  to  take  a  tuou's  bcail  away.      A  young  girl's 
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which  rKo  had  rcndorcd  as  hald  and  as  ruddy  as  the  tnany  laie  of  an 
apple,  (hat  waa  ibu  magic  b/  wliich  dixturbunce  wiu  carrioil  into  tbs 
botoinH  of  mJorcrs !  Only  to  be-  pcraiilted  to  touch  thii  highly  polished 
auWiice  of  ull  that  kux  dear  to  Liin,  vrnn  fi'licity  to  a  woacr  I  but  p!:niiiNiioQ 
to  touch  with  !m  lips  the  sinciput  of  the  tuld  beloved— oh,  the  ecsttuy 
is  not  to  be  toy  I 

Montaigne,  I  thJuk,  w.is  never  so  angry  as  wli«n  he  rcfivred  to  the  old 
fiishion  of  till!  Gniils  who  wore  their  hnir  long  beforg  and  chavcd  it  close 
brliiod.  Thii  philosophical  eieayi.it  wus  nut  ungry  wilh  liis  imcustoni,  but 
wilh  hi*  cent  tin  porurics.  Uh  lays  it  histily  on  these  wiiaton  youths  and 
cflvmioato  gnliaats  who  had  renewed  llie  old  barbarous  I'mshiun,  ur  who  at 
least  had  so  iu  Tcn^wod  it  as  to  wear  long  dangling  loclis  bclbre,  with  • 
close  crop  bi;hind;  but  foihion  has  gone  even  beyond  this.  In  South 
Africa  it  was  furoicrly  tlic  cuKtoin  to  shava  ono  side  of  tlie  head  and  to 
wear  curling  locks  over  the  other,  precisely  as  the  luy  figure  dues  in 
hairdressero'  nliupx,  whereby  is  rcprcsi^ntod  tbo  condition  of  an  individual's 
hsad  before  and  atler  using  the  Irvclilyiug  pomade  sold  on  the  prunisea. 
la  GaIba<Cunuiln  must  hnrc  arisen  tho  once  famous  race  of  French /n>rur*. 
>'asIuon  gave  a  name  to  a  country,  and  made  glorious  tha  callidg  of 
artitltt  tit  ehevtia. 

Tlie  European  fashion  of  pondering  the  hnir  while  was  long  an 
astoniahmciit  and  a  stumbting-bloclc  to  other  nations.  To  siniulato  an 
cITeGl  of  eld  sgv  seemed  to  them  an  absurdity  worthy  only  of  ssrnges. 
\Vh<^  the  BiDbassador  of  young  George  llie  Titird  exhibited  liis  royal 
tuaslvr's  purtruit  to  a  mandarin,  the  latter  only  remarked,  "This  cannot  be 
h«,  for  you  told  me  your  king  was  young,  whereas  here  i*  a  grey-headed 
man."  Kuitcm  nations,  iiuki^d,  won:  powiler  also;  but  with  them  It  waa 
only  for  thu  purjiose  of  tumiog  tiie  hair  black,  for  which  purpose  we 
'■  siivagrs  "  have,  and  always  have  hud,  certain  devices.  At  the  end  of  the 
Inal  c«ntury  th«re  was  a  parliculur  linge  of  red  hair  (and  very  beautiful, 
but  very  raro,  it  is  ;  you  may  seo  it  in  tbo  pictures  of  old  masters)  whidt 
canto  into  faihion.  jXnd  to  give  this  tinge  to  hair  which  did  not  possess 
ii,  a  powder  was  invouCed  by  a  French  aniet,  anil  much  patronized  by 
Uario  Antoinette.  This  was  the  poudre-tnart'cliaie.  U  was  of  a  sparkling 
feddisli  brown,  and  bad  such  an  effect  in  helghleiilug  the  complutjoii  that 
•CUOtMS  took  ti>  it  kindly,  and  abused  it  outrageously. 

Now  thia  ^oudK-monciia/c  was  only  a  reltum  to  that  old  mode  whereby 
reddish  hair  waa  toteentd  the  only  killing  eulnur  for  a  Udy.  llut  I  think 
the  old  uiodisli  r4id  (of  the  Saxon,  for  imliince)  waa  only  red  in  the  ivnao 
Ifaat  gold  is  «u>id  to  be  so  by  llie  poets.  Ceitainly  goldrn  bair  was  a  snaro 
lo  tiaxon  hearts,  and  th«  girts  wliosu  heuds  kckcd  that  enchantntect  used 
Id  try  to  aotjuire  it  by  sitting  in  tlie  sun ;  and  when  that  procns  failed 
ihey  wcrowont  to  sprinkle  their  locks  with  powder  of  naffivu,  and  in  cases 
where  this  futU'd,  witli  powder  of  sulphur.  The  old  fathers  vehemently 
eeiisurcd  this  custom,  and  declared  that  hell-^re  would  come  of  it ;  but 
the  ftniile  part  of  Tcrtullian'a  congtegniioD  Callkutit  thenM«lrea  with 
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•afl'roR  or  aulpliur  powdur  only  Uie  more  Tebemenlly.  We  buigti  at  UiU 
vuDii)',  but  "jcMaminc  butler,"  it »  not  u>bQforgo4ton,iriiaIiirgv)y  uwd  in 
King  Cliiirlcs'a  titiic,  vritli  a  siinilur  cuil  in  vieir.  In  tUe  a»m«  kii^*a  n^ 
first  a.rot<i  the  fnabion  of  using  hoi  iron*  to  frizilo  the  hair.  Al^er  M, 
tbU  wus  bui  n  plu^iiuitm  from  ibe  Romans.  The  liair,  wliidi  in  Cbariet's 
time  was  bcouglil  ilown  over  the  fotxihuad,  in  both  men  and  wonKo,  utd 
■Imcat  ilciwn  to  llin  iryc-bruws,  went  up  itj^un  UDder  tlio  Rounijlundi^ 
wlio  l>n>uglil  lurfoirod  foreheads  into  ^bion,  ds  denoting  rigliteonsiHW. 

Now,  it  wiu(  the  di-Iight  of  a  Scj^tliian,  iJno,  Oiat  tlje  fordMsd  ahouU 
»pp(«r  wrinkled.  Aristop!ianc«  Mid  of  the  Kamtanx  lh«t  ilicy  were  iIm 
bcst-lellCKd  tuition  ho  kncir.  Tie  fact  was,  uitn  and  women,  u  if 
iaauguratiog  patches,  wore  the  impress  of  letters  on  their  furcLeada  and 
dieoka.  Tlie  cjebrowji,  too,  h&va  suffered  tta  much  abuse  of  nature  aa 
the  forcbieftd  in  wliicli  tbcy  arc  set.  Some  pooptu  ruduced  thrat  to  a  line, 
otlien  cultivated  them  into  a  ciOgo  ;  Peruvian  women  cut  them  off  and 
oflVnd  tb«n  to  the  nun,  and  in  Fiirchai'ii  i'lV^ftn*,  mention  is  mside  of 
aome  Eauteru  women  ivlio  run  their  eyebrows  into  iriaiigtoi.  But  ibe 
prettiest  Btory  1  know  of  eyebrow*  is  of  those  wliich  riliaded  the  lovely  eyes 
of  the  most  lovely  young  Lady  Lemiux,  daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Kicb* 
mond.  Ilcr  aiiv  budu  bcr  took  with  fuvour  on  a  suitor  unknown  to  ker; 
but  Lady  Geurgiana  cared  only  to  look  wilJi  favour  on  limry  Fox  (afltr- 
words  Lord  tloUand).  Wlivii  tlm  duku  iirst  informed  his  daughter  that 
the  suitor  of  whom  he  npprovod  would  appear  that  day  at  dinnf^r,  and 
exprcMsed  u  bopu  that,  oil  wuyward  as  she  una,  she  would  make  iienelT 
agreeable  Co  him,  tbo  young  lady  was  Te«olved  to  do  the  Toy  mttaa. 
Sliu  went  to  her  dressing-rooiit,  cut  off  her  nycbrovi,  frightened  hcf 
vould-bo  lover  by  her  strange  appearance,  and  then  ran  avray  with  ifaa 
old  luvcr,  who  wiis  not  in  the  leant  ulartned  by  it.  Tbo  aacrifiee  of 
Peruvian  eyebrows  to  the  sun  wa§  a  poor  conaeit,  compared  with  this 
of  Lady  Geoi'giatia  Li-nnox  to  love;  and  it  is  [ilcaiant  to  record  that,  in 
the  lallci-  cise,  they  not  only  grew  agaiia,  but  viiiii  tln-ni  abounding  joy 
and  ever  incTetisiu;;  huppinoss — till  lier  ladyship  fell  into  tite  habit  it 
Inking  six  hundred  drops  i^[  lauilanuni  daily  1 

Then,  what  trick«  anvd  to  be  played  witli  tltc  eyelids — and,  indrcd, 
very  pri'tiy  conseqiicnces  are  obtained  liy  the  discreet  playing  of  tlteni 
et'i'u  now.  It  was  fur  diCTerent  of  old,  when  Hottentot  damsels  contrind 
to  turn  them  bnck  over  the  brow,  the  under  portion  being  hud  b«ck  oa 
to  the  cheek.  That  must  have  been  a  sight  to  move  a  lover  1  Pftintcd 
eyelid),  again,  may  have  been  perilous  to  lock  at ;  but  I  do  not  uiMlei- 
atand  the  idiosyncraxy  of  thouc  TraniulUntic  Indians  who  loved  Ibtir 
chNrmcm  buat  when  their  eyelids  had  do  kshes  to  them.  Socb  a  laskioa 
would  have  robbed  of  her  chiu-mn  tliat  hidy  richly  endowed  to  beonly  ot 
tlic  ey«B,  who  is  mi-iitioncd  by  tlie  Prince  dc  LignL',Hnd  who waa so  proud 
of  her  dowry,  that  if  you  asked  how  her  laiiyship  did,  site  would  uMwir, 
"  I  tiiffi-r  a  litUo  in  my  superb  eyes."  The  hua^  I  Tticivbj  suDcted 
w^riuds  of  men. 
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I  do  not  know  why  the  iinM  ond  the  vnie  have  been  e^ecinlly  cbosen  Tor 
ftdorumcol  by  honvst  folk  uf  old,  uuU  of  exnuU  cultivaiiun.  Guld  and  lilvcr 
and  prccioiig  stones  have  been  wpcciitlly  thoir  pori.ioQB.  Neverlhelea*, 
if  A  Mu^'iit  luily  liitd  a  uusa  Ufim  whiuli  u  rin;;  could  hang,  »]te  would  cor- 
tninly  cut  it  olF.  A  couple  of  nostriU  and  no  uoso  uscil  to  form  tlia  m«t 
pt-rrecl  idea  of  bcuuty  in  the  mind  of  ii  Tnrtar  Imly  nf  goi>d  principle* 
and  unimpcnchnbic  iintc.  And  I  nm  inr.lined  to  lliinic  ihiit  t  would 
rulber  mtiku  love  (o  her  ttmu  to  those  Eastern  Indies  mentioned  by  pag«n, 
and  those  Wesiern  kdi«a  notic(>d  by  enrly  Christian  and  eiually  riTacloiiB, 
TTriti-rs,  whose  ears,  by  nrtifidal  fitshioniiblo  truining,  renclied  down  to 
their  fcot,  ttn<l  \vro  to  bread  that  the  fnir  pno  could  wrap  heroelf  round  with 
tbetii,  and  hide  a  couple  of  friends  beneath  tbeni,  into  the  bargain  I 

Into  what  monsttosities  ilie  pretlient  lips  ia  lite  world  may  be  turned 
wc  all  know  who  have  seen  portraiia  of  the  Butuecnit.  I'rctty  ctieckf, 
too,  hare  suiTcrcd  in  this  respect,  and  some  have  thought  thai  patches 
were  but  the  dcsceudanli  of  those  eheuk-ncar*  which  the  primitive  wires 
of  primitivQ  aod  balt^fri'd  warriors  used  to  indict  on  tbemselTes,  in  ord«r 
to  look  like  their  much  battered  tiirdii.  'I'iiia  may  have  been  *o,  but 
another  origin,  and  ludved  more  ih&u  one,  may  be  asslgoed  Co  the  fa»hiuu 
of  wearing  pntcheii. 

Nothing,  1  believe,  is  more  certain  titan  that  the  patches  or  scant,  and 
the  tattooing  of  tnvago  tribes,  were  originally  uxod  by  them  to  celebrate 
some  particular  ereni,  tu  Iioaour  some  great  warrior,  or  to  pcrpcluate  the 
mcnioi-y  of  some  Tart  calainiiy.  There  i«,  however,  another  tbuoiy  touch- 
ing tliis  <|ucstion  wliidi  I  will  briefly  luirrute. 

Once  upon  a  time^^tbc  chronology  is  fixed  after  soma  such  fiuihion  by 
Clearchus — a  number  of  Thrneian  women  fell  captives  into  the  hands  of 
certain  Scythian  bdios.  The  priHonen  wtre  batter  faronnkl  than  their 
mistiusics,  and  as  this  pbiuant  fitct  did  not  eaeape  the  admiring  eyea  of 
their  masters,  the  Scythian  ladies  were  sorely  troubled  thereat;  and  there 
waa  di]»ension  in  many  a  houitchold. 

I'he  Scyiliiau  husbaudd,  liowever,  let  tbcir  hard-featured  wires  rait 
on,  but  iboy  made  Ilcbes  of  their  captive  handmaidens,  and  as  theM 
lifted  the  cup  to  the  brawny  h:mdt  of  their  lords,  the  latit-r,  with  thoir 
habitual  indiflerenca  to  propriety,  would  pat  tlic  dieck  of  the  bcaren, 
look  on  their  wives,  and  laugh  "  ounsumedly." 

And  the  cheekD  of  these  maidens,  glowing  as  the  roue  in  the  difTuNva 
layn  of  the  sun,  became  hHl<rful  in  the  eyes  of  [lie  much  vexed  matroiut 
How  they  might  mar  llie  beauty  that  wjia  there  enthroned  became  with 
the  commuoity  of  angry  wives  the  most  serious  social  question  of  the 
period.  Jealouay  shm'peocd  their  ingennily ;  and  tlic  motioQ  of  a  nifflod 
consort  of  one  of  the  moHt  fuithlew  of  the  husbands,  to  covex  the  pretty 
diceks  of  the  ouplivea  with  hideons  Hpotn,  wax  unanimoutly  adopted. 

But  what  *pot«  ?  I'hc  blooming  Thracian  girU  mould  not  drink  strong 
drinka,  Iik«  their  tluraly  and  bloated  owncra,  and  thereby  redden  their 
noaea  or  fix  fcver-patchea  on  their  cheeks.     A*  for  beating  them,  the  ejea

of  tbs  wcspcM  uemdl  all  the  brighter  fin-  tliQ  toira  which  &-tiig«d  their 
lid* — nay,  one  Scytblan  Lolbarlo  had  been  seen  nb«cJtit«ljr  kiming  them 
off.      There  u-u*  Dot  muub  of  the  Simftritan  «[>irit  in  bim,  but  ia  thil 
work  of  buraanity  iha  labour  took  tlia  guiio  of  m  labour  of  lov*. 
ladies  ncre  drivon  ta  their  witii'  «n<li ! 

At  ihii  JuDCIiiro,  one  of  (he  mora  tngry  fair,  playing  with  tlio  potal  of 
the  dagger  which  the  hud  drown  ftom  her  arncc,  Tomarkod  that  aha  ooaM 
^leerltilly  run  an  iucli  of  it  into  the  impertinent  cheeka  of  ibeM  foreign 
huasiM.  Till*  hint  tt^d  to  th«  luggnttion  of  aliuhing  their  faces.  The 
men  wore  jubt  tlieu  all  abgenl,  accii]>iad  in  oatten  of  htuiting  or  of  battle ; 
what  was  nuier  than  to  aciza  the  f^iir  captive*  and  moko  them  ugly 
for  evtr  ? 

Fear  of  tb«r  tertibls  conaorU,  liowaver,  iMtroincd  thorn  for  aithik; 
restrained  them,  indeed,  until  they  rtw^lred  to  to  ahape  their  MA  of 
vrngcanco  that  it  ahould  lako  tho  form  of  a  coiupliracnt  to  tfanr  hiufaandib 
Tlicreiipon,  ihey  teiaed  the  reluobint  priaonen,  bound  them,  Uid,  with 
necdli;-^,  pricked  the  right  cheek  of  each  into  tittle  ptUtcm*  of  aun,  moon, 
and  btun,  V(Iiii:li  they  filled  up  with  dye;  and,  when  the  Scythian  aqaine 
returned,  ancr  long  absence  fiom  home,  the  ladiM  pratnted  the  Hebe*, 
as  avvf  i-ditiuna  corrected  and  improved. 

The  accompliihcd  faet  waa  not  accepted  with  alacrity  by  the  gentle- 
men, and  yet  It  led  to  a  purmoitent  Tachion.  Tlie  acatlorcd  ligurca  were 
united  by  waving  Unes,  fiymmetry  wa«  given  to  the  pattern,  which  vai 
cstcndfd  to  both  clieekc,  and  the  i^cythinn  damea  adopted  it,  by  cspecU 
comniutij  of  thi'ir  tyriiiila.  Thus  wna  made  the  firrt  attempt  lo  introduce 
patehea,  not  placed  upon,  but  cut  iuto,  ths  flcib.  ll  only  partially  hk^^ 
ateded;  but  it  led  to  tattooing.  ^^| 

From  Scythia  to  K\y,  and  from  the  "onoe  upon  n  time"  of  CiMichoi 
to  the  ei-venlh  century  of  the  OhrisUan  era,  is  a  wide  atep  to  make  ever 
time  and  Epaon  ;  but  the  step  brings  tu  to  that  ([uoen  and  enint,  Ethel- 
redu,  whose  £iniiliar  Snxon  n;Lme,  St.  Audry,  and  her  own  huliila,  a*  w«U 
as  those  bought  and  sold  at  tho  fair  held  on  her  fonival  day  in  June,  have 
added  to  our  vucubulary  tliat  very  >it;uiticant  epithet,  tawdrjf.  Ethelrada 
had  been  n  lively  young  Ittdy,  and  had  worn  the  only  brilliant  neeUaca 
to  be  sn-n  in  the  Eust  Aaglion  court  of  htn:  lire  in  Suffolk.  But  mueh 
diMipatloii  and  two  husbaudu  had  made  her  luok  upon  all  worldly  cnjoy- 
inenis  as  so  much  vanity,  and  tho  queen  withdrawing  from  "  aodeiy  " — 
for  that  terrible  institution  wa4  in  Ibroe,  e\-en  in  thoae  early  days— ^nt 
honwlf  up  in  a  mooaiihrry,  took  to  rigorous  ways,  rtouunoed  the  oae  of 
water,  except  as  a  bevemi^e,  aud  became  eovcrcd  with  spots  about 
neck  and  fiico,  to  her  infiiiito  peace  of  mind  and  genBivl  satisfiotlon. 

Bt.  Audry  had  no  idea  tlmt  tbran  uriidghUy  patch«a  were  the  fetnlM  *i 
ecTcrity  of  life.  She  laid  them  to  llie  acoount  rather  of  luxury  and 
vanity.  "I  was  once  too  proud,"  aha  would  My,  "of  tlioae  t^lendid 
carbunclt's  which  my  niotlier,  Uereswylda,  gave  na  when  I  uiarriud  poor 
Toubcroht;  and  aow  I  have  an  OMortmcnt  of  tbna  which  I  think  ntof* 
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beauliAtt  ulill."  Hrr  nun*,  for  sho  wu  lad^'nbbMt  of  her  damp  conventi 
thought,  u  they  locked  at  li«r,  that  alie  would  be  noue  tita  leu  seemly  to 
tha  eyea  of  b«liald«n  if  sba  would  but  cover  vthitt  ah«  (Kllcd  her  car- 
buncles, wiili  patclies.  The  royal  lady-ubbess  vould  not  bear  of  it,  but 
thtraby  the  wcnring  of  patches  became  a  Byiobol.if  notof  roligioii,atl««t 
at  s  deaire  to  be  cunudend  rclif^IouH.  Lackiug  the  carbuncles,  peopio 
who  ndmiied  Ctbclr«diL  wore  the  patchca  na  if  tlie  wcarcra  potwuiscd  thoie 
preuous  signs  of  a  I'tgid  rule  «f  life  which  they  preloudod  10  cover. 
Common •H!U(c  folic,  trilh  ntaxooublu  way»  of  looking  at  b  maltcr, 
proQouDQed  this  ftuthion  as  being  a  thoroughly  tawdry  afiair. 

There  were  otbent  who  ventured  to  nuggenl  that  there  was  greater 
beauty  in  cleaullafsa  than  in  caibuDclos  or  spots  boru  of  low  diet  and 
nmch  dirt.  Thrnu  persons,  with  mudi  freedom,  spoke  of  Qxa  superiority 
ofuutual  to  metapboricul  ubluiiou ;  but  therrat  was  St.  Thomas  of  Ely 
sor«ly  irritated.  The  dirt  jialchcs  of  Queeu  Etlielreda  were  to  him  as 
bright  Stan  in  a  iirmauienl  of  spiritual  beauty.  "  Waih  !  "  lie  ivould 
extflaim ;  "  fie  upon  your  washing  !  BiM)di,'s,  Elhelrcda  w.nili«d  erery 
hour,  tliough  ye  know  it  nol  ?  " 

"  Oh  I "  osclitiiucd  the  captious  folk,  "  then  it  certainly  wu  not 
bcr  &ce  1 " 

"Face  here,  face  there  1  "  said  St.  Thoiuns;  "tho  good  queen  and 
Eninlly  lady  washed  her  Itcart  bnurty  ;  wliat  prolit  would  there  have  been 
to  Iter  in  washing  the  body,  al\«r  that  7  None  !  and  water  never  touched 
it,  except  it  fell  upon  her  in  the  form  of  rain." 

Accordingly,  tho  personal  citanlincst  of  the  queen  was  accounted 
as  ntucceesary,  seeing  the  amount  of  spiritual  bathing  to  which  she 
subjected  her  heart.  Iluw  long  Ktbclreda's  fuithion  prevailed  it  would 
be  difficult  to  dvlvrmine;  perhaps  the  tact  that  her  "spots"  were  lauded 
by  ThoQiM  of  Lly  led  to  tho  wearing  of  pntcbcn,  not  by  ladies,  but 
by  men. 

In  Webster'i  time  men  wore  patches  for  rhoiims  ;  and  Angelina,  in 
lb*  Elder  Brother,  alludes  to  jiutclies  being  worn  by  men,  ia  ha  spcccb 
to  Eustace : — 

'Til  not  a  fsro  I  on);  sm  b  love  wtA  j 
Hot  H'ill  I  lay  joat  tncc  Is  excellcnl, 
A  ntSMlBble  Iiutiling-fsce  to  court  the  irinil  witli  I 
^  Ncv  nor  jaat  vuits  each  ciny  in  nnw  aulti,

The  alluuoita  to  patches  iii  Buller  doaoto  lliat  die  woarin;;  of  tbmn  b^ 
me*  hkd  ptned  away,  but  that  Iho  fashion  was,  as  in  Beaumont  and 
Flotaher's  time,  wlioie  description  refrn  to  their  own  period,  the  aamc  oe 
lo  form  and  variety  with  that  noticed  in  the  above  quotation.  1  ihfuk 
the  fashion  ilied  out  under  tb4  CouuaonwcAltli,  but  tbot  il  icTirod  widi 
the  Jtostoratioo. 
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Qui«t  mta  ami  bonoC  women,  howcTcr,  were  not  mlvraj*  in  n  liurrj  to 
accept  ibc  fiuliioDa  stamped  hy  llic  njipruval  of  4uch  n  court  as  lliai  o^ 
Chnrlr*  tbc  ticcend.  I'atchci,  ncvcrtlidcio,  liud  n  iWinntipg  cSi-ct  OQ' 
apuie  of  the  most  Lonest  but.  Id  this  riwpcci,  mot t  yielding  of  irotuen.  Do 
you  not  Tcmcmbcr  tliiit  Augiut  muratuff  cf  1660,  wbca  liln.  Pep}**  cant* 
dowoatair*  to  breakout,  and  very  much  aittoniahod  tha  good,  yet  loo 
giiUani,  little  miio,  her  biubund  ?  Tlit-y  liad  bc«n  fivo  yean  niuri«d,  aod 
few  Iiad  been  ll)o  unlovirtf;  woidg  that  Iiad  {Hiated  belwoeD  thcon,  iboQ^ 
ihcTU  liad  been  a  iuw  Htnull  pruvocaliona  ea  either  aide.  In  aUeiit  wonder 
Mr.  I'epyji  lookid  u  hiH  lady.  He  mnk«»  no  record  of  harinft  titt^rol  a 
word,  but  he  regiKtiTwd  Ills  surprine  in  lus  diary.  "  This  ia  llie  first  dMy," 
htt  wriica,  on  the  SOib  of  Auguut,  "  (hat  ever  1  faw  my  wifo  wear  blade 
patchea,  siuce  we  were  married  !  " 

Ho  mnnircftiy  did  not  approve  of  th«  new  mode,  and  he  marked  lit 
spread  wiih  aumetbiug  Iik«  wouJer.  In  October,  be  visits  bin  friend  and 
patron  Lord  Sjindwicli,  who  the*  admire  patchct.  My  lord  ii  oslabtiahiog 
liinistJf  as  a  fine  g«iiileiiiau:  be  u  louklng  out  fur  a  French  cook,  ia  about 
la  engage  a  maalitr  of  the  horse,  and  Pcpyi  heard  liim  "  talk  rciy  bigfa, 
how  ho  would  have,"  uot  only  the  above  appendages  to  a  &mily  of  quality, 
but  have  aUo  "  bis  ludy  and  child  lu  wear  black  patcbe* ;  which 
Bwlhoughl  was  stmage  )  but,"  adds  Pepya,  discetiuog  th«  reason,  "  he  haa 
beoome  ■  perfect  courtier." 

As  with  the  patron,  su  with  the  client ;  and  in  tliis  matter  of  patdic^'l 
Pc^pys  ;-rsduully  Ik^^hk^  a  perfect  courtier  too.     Not  all  at  auc«',  however. 
It  look  him  another  mouth  before  he  could  irell  briug  his  miud  to  it;  not 
tliiit  the  strong-minded  Mm.  Pcpy*  had  censed  to  wwu-  potches,  bat 
hnd  worn  them  without  marital  sanctiou,  aud  she  was  a  triile  unlovely  i 
the  eyes  of  her  husband  accordingly.     l.^hat  huabond,  however,  waa 
philosoptior,  and  magnanimously  n^olvod  to  permit  what  bo  dared 
jwsitively  forbid.     In  November  he  iomcd  licence  to  hia  wife  to  do  that 
which  she  bad  been  doing  and  would  have  continued  to  do  without  iu 
But  ahe  gained  something  by  accepting  tlic  permission  without  affecting 
to  denpise  it,  for  Pcpys  remarks,  with  a  pretty  aad  uncooa^aa  almplKity, 

tn  November,  "My  wifo  secmi'd  very  prclly  to-dny,  it  being  the  fint . 

timo  1  hnd  ever  given  her  leave  to  wear  a  black  patch."  ^H 

Of  course,  he  now  admired  most  what  he  bad  onco  despised.  Hoor^B 
could  he  ever  liave  thought  thai  patches  marred  the  sunny  Somenetshini^ 
beauty  of  his  Elt>:iibethf  They  positively  hcaghtencd  it,  and  aet  her 
abuve  priiiees^ses.  When  he  saw  the  liaudsome  Heurielta  IhtcheM  ol 
Oi'leana,  who  had  ci>me  on  a  visit  to  her  brother,  CIiarl<;s  the  Second,  and 
his  <jwn  wife  standing  ni>t  far  from  her,  at  court,  t)ie  power  and  OKccUcBt 
ciicct  of  the  patch  was  cHbLblished  for  ever  in  bis  miud.  "  The  PrinocM 
Henrietta  ia  very  pretty,"  bo  snys,  "...  but  my  wiie  atODding  near  hCTi 
with  two  or  three  black  j^aiches  on,  and  well  dressed,  did  aeem  to  ma 
much  handsomer  thnn  she  ! "  Welt  said,  Mr.  Pci^-a  1  Tbo  EUxabetk 
St.  Michel  of  Ilia  courting  days  ({Ueened  it  over  HearietUi  of  Ei^iand  I 
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f  But  wlint  he  liud  once  disliked,  nnd  novr  ailmiMd  in  princcffics,  ludies 

gvaeruWy,  and  tiis  wife  in  pnrlicular,  became  inloterable  in  his  fj-m  when 
it  was  Btsitmcd  by  woircq  of  less  di-grcc.  In  two  years  tlic  patclitrs  bud 
got  among  the  niilUiiers,  On«  djiy  in  October,  1C62,  Mr.  Pt'iiys  sirollcd 
about  ibe  Exchange,  with  tbig  vaulting  profit  lo  bis  kiuiijie: — "Among 

t     other  things  obBtrving  one  rery  pretty  Esicbange  law,  witb  her  fncc  full  <if 
Uack  piitcbes,  which  tvni  a  Ptrnnge  aiglil." 
The  sigbt  was  no  lotigiix  strange  in  Queen  Annc'a  time.     The  Iftdici 
then  haii  re-adopted  pniuhea.     The  Sptctafor,  speiiiing  aa  one  of  tlie  four 
I      "  Indian  kings,"  or  Auierieaii  chtels,  who  were  then  bmng  lionized  about 
L^wn,  says: — "As  for  the  women  of  the  countiy,  they  look  like  angela; 
■ild  tliey  would  be  more  beaulirul  than  tbe  »un,  were  it  not  for  tlic  littlo 
fHftck  spots  th:it  break  out  in  thtir  faces,  nnd  sometimes  rise  in  very  odd 
figures.     I  have  observed  tliat  ihoae  little  lilemislu-»  wcur  off  very  "oon  j 
L     but  when  they  disjippenr  in  tiiie  part  of  the  fnce  ihey  ate  very  apt  lo  break 
'     out  in  another.     Insooiueh  lliut  I  have  seen  a  ipot  in  the  forthvad  iu  the 

ftfteruoon  which  was  upon  the  chin  in  tbe  morning  I  " 
L  Patches  have  gono  so  alowly  out  that  they  have  not  yet  allogethor 

I  expired.  The  "  beauty  spot,"  still  uKd  by  bumble  belles  in  out-uf-ihe- 
■  mty  districis,  ia  the  last  relie  of  the  old,  often  dying,  but  nover  entirely 
r   l3e«l  Eubion. 

In  Congrevc's  Way  of  the  World  a.  Indy  asks  if  all  the  powder  is  oulof 
her  hair,  and  gentlemen  are  introduei'd  who,  previous  to  being  admitted 
to  tbe  ladies,  comb  their  powdered  periwigs  as  they  ascend  the  stnircaae. 
Tlie  UM  of  powdiT  wua  known  in  the  nrmy  an  early  ns  1655,  and  Southey't 
quealion,  whether  men  or  women  firal  wore  it,  ia  therein  solved.  Powder 
wu  considered  a  great  digiiilicr  of  the  human  head ;  but  that  depends  on 
circnmatnncca.  A  bald-hendcd  monk  is  picluresque:  powder  him,  and  bo 
beoomes  a  cAricature.  The  &ct  in,  that  powder  eannot  beautify  without 
punt.  A  woman  delicately  powdered,  arti«iically  rouged,  and  her  eye- 
brows loH  as  nature  coloiucd  tJteni,  was  a  seduelive  picture  in  tho 
Georgian  era. 

Of  the  eaily  part  of  George  the  Third'a  reign  thi^re  were  not  two 
benutica  who  painted,  putclied,  nnd  powdered  more,  or  who  needed  it  1«», 
than  Ura.  Ilobart  and  Lady  Coventry;  the  former,  all  in  gaiixo  and 
L  »>tgk*i  "  like  a  spangled  pudding,"  as  a  fine  gentleman  remarked  ;  tbo 
f^  Wttff  in  a  light  blue  drej«,  covered  with  iiiund  apota  of  tilver,  which 
made  her  look,  according  to  tieorgc  Sdivyn,  like  '*  change  for  a  guinea." 
Poor  Lady  Coventry !  As  lung  oa  pnint  could  deceive  her,  tbe  woa 
alow  to  beliere  in  consumption ;  but  when  tbe  terrible  truth  forced  ilaelT 

I  upon  her,  she  lay,  all  unpointed  and  unpowdcrr.d,  gaxing  into  a  pocket- 
glais  till  alio  could  bear  no  longer  to  contemplate  the  brcaking-up  of  tbo 
wreck  of  bereelf.  Kor  would  ihc  olTcr  that  mdaneholy  spectacle  to  the 
•  ^mpathy  or  indifference  of  others.  Slie  posaod  from  couch  and  pocket- 
mirror  to  bed  and  closed  ouriaina;  nnd  with  no  other  light  than  thai  of* 
■pint-lamp  beneath  a  kettle  in  bcr  room,  ebe  rccaved  visitoiv  aud  the 
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DUDUftratlon  of  her  fon'onta,  never  doing  mor«  Oiim  ptuaing  ker  RuaU  bam] 
bctwevD  the  curlaiiu  wbiuh  hid  for  ever  iho  living  pale  faca  of  tlw  oom 
HipniDie  bcuiily. 

Uut  tbis  puiating  and  powderiug  liad  lu  contie  ae  well  as  iw  ■cUma 
«jdii.  ThiTu  wu  no  nuch  n  bighly-cokmntd  furail;  ia  nil  Europe  at  tbtt 
of  [he  Duku  of  Itoilena.  Wbeti  jroung,  he  woro  » lump  of  vvrnitlion  oa 
cnn  trmplc,  ilint  tcM  Dotico  might  bo  uketi  of  ttra  w«a  <»  llie  Mher. 
Wbea  old,  lie  manicd  a  amie  liighly-pcunUd  vooiaa  than  ha  had  orti 
bccii  B  duku;  and  wit*  said,  if  they  dnrcd  put  tlicir  be«t  tc^ether,  Um 
coloUFi  would  I'UQ  togttiitr,  like  lloau  on  a  couple  of  paJeUci  in  contML 
The  duke'i  kAct,  liciK^iLitJi,  iodulgod  in  tliis  fa^ion,  the  more  exlran- 
giiDtly  oa  die  graw  older  i  aod  Walpola  deutriboi  her  oa  fxiinied  and 
pn-lL-d  lilK  an  old  aummcr-lionx^  with  the  brinies  on  bcr  tbin  Bprooiing 
through  the  piaster.  Travellera  wended  mllca  out  of  llwlr  way  to  ne 
Uiia  gorgeouily  gol-up  fitmily ;  but  indued  there  were  (tmilar  cxhibitioH 
nt  home.  When  it  took  many  hours  to  auic  a  Jady'i  lii^ud  uud  com- 
pU-xion  tv  [lie  liumour  in  which  ahu  clicoiu  to  be  fur  the  day,  or  to  go 
with  to  ccurt,  the  bdy  hortelf  would  sii  up  in  Kate  t«r  an  hour  «t  two— 
an  cxliibitioa  for  her  (IrieiulH  aud  lier  IrieDda'  Mrvaota.  A  iulyVnatd 
excuacd  Keracir  for  arriving  lato  at  n  (toward'a-room  ptrty  al  Biehmeod, 
on  the  ground  of  her  laviug  gone  lo  see  the  Dueheia  of  Montrose,  who 
waa  "  only  ahotvcd  from  tiro  to  four." 

Thin  duchL-Ki'K  conten;purai}',  the  old  Dadieu  of  Bedford,  waa  a 
quicker  or  more  carelcea  dowager.  Wu  hare  an  intAance  of  ihi>  in  her 
hurry  ft  King  George*  coronation,  when  ahe  got  an  idle  lord  to  coluor 
btr  wrinkled  ulictkd  ua  ehe  waa  passing  llirough  lliat  appropriate  localitji 
the  Tainted  Cbombor.  "  IIuw  do  you  look  7 "  aaid  her  Grace  of  Queen*- 
bfrry.  "  Why,  liJce  on  orange-peach,  oil  red  and  yellow  1  "  But  tbia  hat 
pccrcng  aflected  an  o^itrome  plainness.  She  went  to  cbuich,  like  Madaaa 
Du  Barry  at  V^rauilliti,  without  rouge,  or  [«wduT,  or  pntchci ;  aad  tbt 
wont  to  court  quiti;  as  meanly  dreued  as  ovor  the  fomoua  Counteit  of 
Pfinbrulce,  of  the  pruviou.-!  century,  wna  ut  homo,  nnniely,  in  a  gown  and 
petticoat  of  red  flannel  ]  And  thai,  too,  at  a  time  whetL  not  only  «aJ 
luxuty  lu  dress  at  ita  highest,  but  kissing  on  the  forehead  vra*  introdoccd 
fat  the  rca*on  mentioned  by  Lady  Emily  Gayville,  in  Bnrgoyne'a  oomtdy, 
T^s  Beirut :  "  I  pt^rJt'utly  acknowledge  the  prui>rieiy  of  the  cusUiB.  It 
i«  ^mott  the  only  tipot  on  the  faco  where  the  touch  would  do(  riika 
oonrusion  uf  couplciiuna  ! " 

It  was  8Q  age,  in  short,  when  not  only  was  there  an  abuse  of  pajDi, 
hi)t  on  ahutie  of  powder.  Gurrick  dri-uud  Hamlet  ahauidly  coough  i 
but  ill  Frauuc,  in  Duels'  adaptation,  I ImuUt  appealed  on  the  slage  iaa 
powdered  wig;  but  to  did  OrtUtt;  0  ye  godsl  Ay,  o«  powdertd  ai 
liiiy  Trench  kcquey,  who  put  on  his  poudering  gown  and  maalc  as  iMoa 
ns  ho  rose,  drcstcd  hi<  head  nt  duj  Iiri^ak  oa  if  fa«  vtn  gottig  to  cany  it 
lo  court,  wviit  to  his  dirty  woik,  and  lien  wailed  at  dinner,  "  biti  ooiuaM 
un  Inchon,"  willi  a  llncc'daja'-old  pocket-bandkerfihief  doing  duly  as  ■ 
cravnC ! 
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Davenimt,  in  a  pasange  too  loDg  to  quote,  aaaerta  tbat  iLc  practice  of 
painting  came  to  us  from  France.  Tliin  i»  n  hold  amrtion,  coogidcring 
Uiat  tlio  firtt  illiiBlrious  stiatigvr  who  Lindeil  liere  from  tbat  t^ountrj  found 
our  ancestors  painted  from  head  to  fool,  and,  if  not  patcbctJ,  very  [inrllily 
llttocicd.  ]|  ia  Doi  clonr  to  mo  (hat  the  British  chiefs  may  not  iiavc  been 
pdvrdcrcd  aUo — after  a  manner ;  after  tliat,  for  inalanoe,  of  those  Gaulisli 
■od  tome  Germanic  chiefs  who  powdered  their  h^r  with  something 
resembling  gold-dunt.  Bu  l]iia  m  it  may,  painting  the  face  eiirtniiily 
(cccived  it*  hardest  blow  in  France.  Twtiillian  never  said  anything 
enurter  to  tltc  kdica  of  Lia  congregation  against  wearing  wigs — wiiielt 
might  be  made,  herenutrkcd,  of  the  hair  of  dead  people  who  were  dammed — 
tbao  tlie  Bi«hop  of  Amiena  of  a  hundred  yean  ntnce  said  to  a  lady  whoae 
conwicDCC  woa  at  issue  vrith  her  desire*  touching  tlio  wearing  of  rerwje. 
"Ah,  ah  I  "  exclaimed  the  good  prelate,  "  ono  caauiat  aflirms  in  one  tcnx, 
n  Mcond  casuist  iu  another.  1  chooic,  my  dear  madam,  a  l>apj>y  medium  ; 
1  sanction  roiigiitg.  i'aint,  dear  daughter,  paint,  ninco  you  to  wish ;  but 
ooly  on  one  check,  dear  lady  I "  and  tiiu  ckire  dame  ihcii^t  lauglted  till 
ahe  became  aa  rosy  aa  nature  or  modesty  evur  painted  niihal. 

Perhaps,  the  witty  and  pleasantly  cruel  bikhnp  wiia  thinking  of  the 
panagc  in  the  prophet  Jeremiah, — "  Tliough  iliuu  reuteat  thy  face  with 
painting,  in  vain  tholt  thou  mal;e  thyself  fair.  Thy  loTcra  will  dupiBD 
thee."  And  thi»  recollection  of  Jerumiuh  remtuda  uie  of  another  poasf^e 
io  Ivuab,  which  I  may  qiioic  after  all  thi«  gouiping,  and  au  cud  wtiou-ily 
with  the  hulica,  to  whom  at  this  mumeut  I  muce  capuciitliy  addrees  myself. 
The  crown  of  the  head  of  the  daughters  of  i^ion  woi  tlireulvncd  by  tho 
prophet,  brcuuac  of  ihtir  vanity,  their  pride  of  dreu  aad  their  haughty 
or  affected  carriage.  They  wen^  menaced  with  the  lost  of  all  that  Is  dear 
to  merely  rain  women, — ibo  Jong  titt  haa,  doubiliaw,  ofti-a  heeu  conned  h/ 
my  fair  perusL-m.  Did  it  ever  Dtrike  them  that  one  of  the  penalUea  foe 
vanity  U  which  the  daughters  of  Zion  were  to  be  condornuL-d  has  really, 
and  for  the  aaine  capecial  reason,  fallen  upon  the  daughtets  of  the  Ucutiltss  f 
With  Bomv  of  ihera,  at  lenxt,  excct*  in  style  of  drcas,  and  liccdlewneas  of 
peri]  whe»  they  wore  it,  have  realised  tliat  part  of  ihe  aulemu  prediction 
which  myi :  "  And  it  shall  come  to  ^tv»  tliat  there  sliall  bu  bunting  intUad 
H/iMMfy/"

aoliO  rf  Ailing  in  Germany,  and  joumfilism  is  rcfirctealed  hy  ratlicr  nwre 
than  tirdvo  hundred  ti«mpapcnt,  of  wliidi  two  bnndtvd  aad  Torij-iuM 
am  dailies-  Tbtse  last  figurta  show  «■  the  nctiritj  of  Gcmuinj  Proper, 
exdudiog  Posen  on  tho  part  of  Pruanji,  and  all  tlie  non-German  pos- 
KMion*  of  AusU-in.  Who  wonid  not  be  tomplcd  m  give  Germanj-  llie 
thle  oflhe  republic  of  luUcn,  hul  for  ihu  one  oirviiinBlnncv  wbicEi  r«nTt«n 
tbc  namo  inappropriate— 1  bo  csi«lenco  of  eomc  tbirly  reigning  aorereigM 
in  that  literary  lund  ? 

Wb<.-n  the  first  eatato  is  thus  predominant,  the  ftoirth  must  neccsaariljr 
be  dcpi'CMcd.  And  wc  foc  that  the  nciv^apf  r  writcn  of  Germany  diSitt 
in  many  vraya  fruiu  tlie  newspaper  wrilera  of  England,  just  lu  the  n«in> 
papers  of  the  two  countricji  arc  iritlely  diMimilnr.  Rut  the  diOerence  et 
type  springs  from  a  great  raricty  of  causes,  some  of  which  ore  aa  qnidly 
detected  in  the  newspapers  themselves  as  ibey  contd  be  czposMl  in  thii 
arlicle,  being  pnJnlblly  forced  on  the  most  cssuhI  reader.  Tlic  huccraa 
of  early  German  journalism  rcnmrkft  that  th«  nennest  slave  in  India,  to 
long  DS  he  can  write,  enjoys  a  freedom  of  th«  press  that  is  denied  ta  the 
most  eullivated  man  in  tlic  moat  educated  part  of  Eurnps.  No  one  caa 
have  followed  the  course  of  the  straggle  in  Pi-uaab  wilhoot  being  ovnscioni 
of  tlic  uarrow  limits  tbat  arc  Uicre  accorded  to  tlio  exprtasion  of  opimoo. 
In  reproducing  I^rd  Eltcnborough'a  speoA  on  Poland  in  February  lai^ 
one  of  the  most  influential  papers  ia  Germany  had  to  sacrificu  the  para- 
graph in  which  Pruuib  wm  warned  of  her  approaching  hxe.  **  |I«rc 
follows  a  pasuigQ  which  we  shall  not  reproduce,"  says  the  editor  ;  "  sa£oe 
it  that  ibc  orator  alluded  to  the  probability  of  a  dangerous  crisis  taking 
place  in  Pmsna  ii^tclf."  And  yet  tliis  pi^«r  was  not  a  Prussian  newspaper, 
Dor  one  that  the  Pnuuiau  Guvcrument  would  And  U  eaay  to  attadc ;  it  wss 
the  Avgtbarg  Gatttle,  the  most  generally  circulated  of  all  German  aem- 
papeni,  and  published  in  tlie  more  tolcruni  Bavaria. 

Wc  know  what  stringent  mcamrcs  are  enforced  under  ibe  prcM  Iswt 
of  France,  and  are  accustomed  to  read  of  firct  and  aecond  warnii^,  of 
ncwsi^apers  existing  only  on  ministerial  sufferance,  and  of  otb«ra  sop- 
pressed  by  Imperial  edict.  But  such  dc^tottsm  is  unknown  in  GenoHiy- 
Before  18^8,  indeed,  journalism  had  a  troubled  life,  and  in  many  of  the 
different  States  a  rigid  ccnscrship  exiotcd.  1'bis  formidable  instramsnl 
appeared  first  in  1629,  when  the  Diet  of  the  Empire,  asacmbled  al  Spder, 
decreed  that  all  printed  works  were  to  be  submitted  to  a  jndicious  penon 
appointed  to  cxainiuc  tLcm  by  the  supreme  authority.    In  the  ooune  of 
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time  each  wfiinite  Smu  took  into  iu  ovn  bands  the  work  of  Ifgislatiug 
for  nU  things  publUhed  in  its  tcn'iUirj,  and  the  preis  was  free  or  sbnokled 
as  Iho  Government  wna  liberal  or  illiberal.  In  Prtissin  the  censorship  wm 
mi!d  unJet  Freili-rick  the  Greal,  but  Hlrict  under  his  successor.  In 
Austria  it  wns  extremely  scTCie  during  ihe  reign  of  Maiia  Thercsn,  hut 
it  almost  diaappemed  under  Joseph  the  Second.  A  store  of  anecdotes  on 
the  working  of  the  Austrian  censorship  towards  the  ead  of  the  last 
century  ia  given  ia  the  aulotiiugraphy  of  a  Viennese  librettist  and 
joumnlist  of  that  time.  According  to  his  account,  both  prera  and  stage 
Were  under  the  absolute  authority  of  a  misRhi evens  atupidily.  One 
ccnuor  would  only  allow  the  word  God  to  be  employed  in  the  Conrt 
'riientrc ;  would  not  tolerate  a  parody  of  "  King  Lear  "  because  kings  ought 
;^  to  be  made  ridicidous  ;  forbndc  Schiller's  Don  Carlo*  becnuac  the 
kero  was  in  love  with  his  stepoiothor,  and  had  the  raurdcTcd  fatber  in 
The  Jlohhtra  turned  into  an  uncle.  The  mildest  possible  jokes  on  the 
Riyle  of  the  otHcinI  journal  of  Vienna  were  punished  with  a  fine.  AU 
dedications  ncrc  strictly  forbidden,  unlu»  tliey  were  accompanied  by  the 
consent  of  the  person  to  whom  they  were  oiTered,  and  when  a  composer 
wrote  a  sonata  to  the  tnants  of  Hummrl,  tlie  censor  asked  if  the  manes 
had  accepted  the  dedication.  Such  was  German  censorship  before  tha 
French  Revolution.  Under  Napoleon  the  whole  range  of  German  litera- 
ture was  bound  oTcr  to  be  subservient  to  France.  The  futc  of  I'aint,  a 
booktteUer  in  Nuremberg,  who  was  tried  by  a  French  court-mariia],  and 
■hot,  because  he  had  forwarded  to  an  Augsburg  bookjcllcr'ft  pamphlet 
against  Napoleon  that  he  had  received  &om  some  other  firm,  ia  suffi- 
ciently nntoHoiis,  though  the  fact*  arc  oftc{i  incorrectly  stated.  Even  the 
Ahnanach  dt  Gotha  liad  to  submit  to  the  decrees  of  t)ie  conqueror,  and  to 
adopt  a  new  standard  of  grncalogy.  Hut  when  Germany  reappeared  from 
under  the  flood  of  French  dominiun,  the  ancii^nt  censorship  came  Dp  again 
little  altered  by  its  dive.  Attempts  wurc  made  nt  the  Congress  of  Vienna 
to  have  liberal  regulutions  issued  for  the  press  of  Germany,  but  nothing 
came  of  them;  and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Ministers  of  the  Great  I'owcra 
at  Julian nieb erg,  in  1834,  and  at  Vienna,  in  1834,  increase  of  elrictueaa 
WHK  prescribed  by  Metlernich  and  Kusiia.  The  present  sinto  of  the  pren 
laws  of  Germany  has  not  been  clearly  deGced  in  any  book  that  I  can  hiy 
my  hands  on ;  but,  as  far  as  I  oan  asucrtain,  it  is  hy  no  means  satisfactory. 
A  virtual  censorship  cxitUi,  and  is  intrusted  to  thn  pulice,  an  ofhcisl  of 
whicli  has  the  power  of  si'iiing  the  whole  imprcsBion  of  any  paper  that 
attacks  the  home  Govcmnicnt,  or  the  Government  of  any  of  the  Slates  of 
the  Bund.  If  the  attack  la  unusually  violent,  amounting  to  treason  agsinst 
king  or  rotnistets,  tlio  paper  may  be  sent  to  one  of  the  upper  court*  for 
trial ',  in  which  cose  it  has  the  constitutional  safeguards  of  an  open  court 
and  trial  by  jury.  But  tho  editor  cannot  appeal  from  the  police  si-iiurv  to 
a  jury  of  his  countrymen :  he  cannot  chum  the  protection  of  the  law 
unleM  he  haa  done  something  to  descrva  its  conettrc.  His  appcul  goes  to 
K  lupcrior  ofUcer  of  the  poltoe  in  the  first  instance,  and  to  the  president  of 
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ilui  diitriel  gov«TniRCnt  in  the  Meoad.  If  thrM  two  i>fficial«  eonISm  tfci 
MJsure,  ba  baa  no  rudreM,  dales*  he  «booiM  to  bring;;  tb«  DialUr  before 
Um  pidilin  unA  bft  punisbod  cunstitniionnll^  fnr  objecting  to  an  arbitmy 
eoB6Mlili(>n.  To  quote  one  of  Moore's  tatiricnl  poems,  tlie  autborllJa 
"  slnny*  hnvv  law  on  lb«{r  iii<!r."  1'b«ir  pnwrni  on;  highly  elMlic, 
itrelcbing  widely  for  lli«  Gorernment,  and  conlra>cling  cloody  orooad  tbe 
Bubjftct.  Not  only  h.ia  fvtrj  Oovtminpnt  Ihii  power  orer  it«  own  papfn, 
but  it  can  conflicate  any  th:kt  com«  from  lli«  rett  of  Oennany,  can 
]ivoaccut«  alrangc  cditoni  in  eoittamaeiam,  or  )odg4t  a  complaint  ngaiiist  dttm 
bdbre  tbetr  mdre  tribunalR.  A  short  time  bnck  (no  editore  of  FmnldiiH 
were  MM«DMd,  ni  thnir  aViatenoc,  (o  a  trrm  of  imprinoninent  in  Prwa; 
ADi)  all  thePrunan  ofRciaU  were  instrncled  to  seixeand  tmpriaon  th«  sud 
enlpriU  if  erir  ihcry  let  foot  in  the  conntjy.  On«  of  the  ncRBlon  d 
Bremen  cannot  come  into  Bitvarin.  because  aa  editor  cf  a  Bremen  paper  be 
relbaed  to  give  np  tlii!  Bflme  of  a  Munich  cormpondent.  Tbi*  virtn4l 
exile  nMiy  hnv«  its  inMnt-«nicnces,  espeetiilly  if  an  editor  shuts  all  llie 
States  of  Germany  i^iuat  biinself,  ns  Dick  Swirdler  shut  nil  lh«  strvcU 
of  hi*  neighhmirhood.  But  the  governments  are  only  half  contented  wiih 
it,  and  greatly  prefer  bavinH  their  editors  on  the  spot.  The  Timft  i:t>m- 
•pondrnt  told  ns  llip  other  ilny  whnt  wm  done  with  refractory  jouroalids 
in  Vienna;  and  altlion^b  aiiicln  arc  nut  si^ed  in  Germany,  the  govern- 
nwTils  hfire  ftiSimpIe  wny  of  delecting  their  writers.  A  body  of  police  ti 
split  to  senrcb  the  newspaper  ollice  for  tlie  miuiiucript  of  an  obaoxknu 
article  shoultl  the  editor  refhw  the  author's  name ;  and  if  the  MS.  can  be 
found,  the  handwrititir^  is  easily  identiiicd. 

But  restraint*  on  the  liberty  of  the  press  sire  not  the  only  catiaea  of  |]m 
difiVvCBCe  between  German  and  Enj^ttiih  joumnlinn.  The  nomber  of 
indep«ndent  Htntc*  han  led  to  a  <IilFueian  of  newspaper  activity  or«r  an 
ImmenM  snrRlce,  and  to  a  conaequent  scattering  boA  of  ability  and  capital. 
A*  great  inlrlloRt*  appear  in  the  youth  of  nations  when  cultiratioD  if  DM 
genersi,  and  all  th«  power  and  knowledge  of  Iho  lime  are  ooooentialfd  In 
the  heads  of  a  feiv,  so  great  newiipapcrs  flourish  best  where  tknre  is  a 
decided  centre,  a  necewaty  limit  to  competition,  a  fusion  of  tbe  awst 
striking  talents.  la  Oermany  tlicrc  are  so  many  ntrwapapers  that  t&a 
mlc  of  one  interfcrrs  with  that  of  another,  and  the  writers  not  being 
sttfTjcienlly  paid  by  any  one  to  confine  ihctnselvea  to  It  atone,  miut  dillUe 
Iheir  matter  for  a  grr.it  many  olbcri.  I  have  given  tha  ctntistics  for  the 
whole  of  Germany  at  the  beginning  of  thia  paper :  of  the  chief  Suus^ 
Pnusia  hsis  52^  newspapers,  of  which  71  arc  dailies;  Austria  Pnqwr 
bas  77,  of  which  88  are  dailiee;  and  Bavaria  1&&,  of  which  it  ate 
dailies.  The  journals  of  Vienna  and  Berlin  arc  ot  coono  Tvxy  diflenat 
from  those  of  the  smaller  cnpilals,  being  supported  by  «  more  influentisl 
public,  and  living  in  the  centre  of  action.  Unt  the  acw^mpen  which  go 
inoai  generally  throughout  Oeraiany,  and  which  chiefly  reprewnt  Us 
journalism  abroad,  nro  not  those  of  Vienna  said  BcrCn,  but  the  Attythay 
Qiuttlt  nnd  the  Cologn*  Qatttle.     And  while  many  of  the  ci^italf  of 
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Kiulln*  Stales  hsTii  DO  d.iily  Dewnpapen  (ilio  prinalprJlty  of  Lichtttnolrin 
being  oMceraed  forlunnw  in  not  hnving;  nny  ntwjpnpcr  nt  bII)i  apnic  <if  llie 
fr*c  tttvrot  piiblinh  more  jmimals  tLaii  xhej  couM  support  tli^mselvvf,  for 
tt>e  beueBt  of  the  Slatn  around  them. 

A  picture  rf  the  nenapaper  ofEt-e  as  il  oxisU  In  Gennany  luay  best 
exemplify  thr  journal imic  lift  of  the  country.  In  llif  qnictfrt  putt  of  n 
ipiirt  old  toirn  JB  n  honao  of  tiuaint  arctittcdural  builil,  ItH  windows  pro- 
tected hy  wicntlitd  ironnorli,  earrring  the  mind  hack  to  Quintin  Mal^i, 
theamith  of  Antwerp.  Tou  push  ojiea  the  large  gale  and  find  yours«If 
Id  a  Taunted  hall,  n  court  nnd  garden  in  front  of  yon,  and  the  heavy  irtone 
tiaircnie  on  one  hnnd.  Th«  print ing-ofEce  stRndi  at  the  hack  of  the 
lioiue,  fliiiikeil  ty  an  aged  monnstery.  But  tor  the  speaktng-lubc  which 
runs  BcrnM  the  conrlynrd,  connecting  the  ^ditor'n  room  witJi  th«  printing' 
odioe,  but  for  the  clang  of  nuichinery,  and  the  constant  pSBAgc  of  mee- 
Ktiger*,  yon  would  think  ihnt  all  the  hnilding*  fbrrocd  one  moniuitia 
group,  such  is  the  mcdiiFval  air  they  hr(«ihe  in  their  Age  and  »o)itnde. 
Vp  the  staircase  is  the  redaction,  commnnicaling  on  each  Hide  with  the 
rooms  of  the  principal  editor*.  A  coitple  of  standing  denks,  a  tnhle  in  ihe 
middle  litti-rtd  with  prooA,  a  row  of  shelves  containing  nl!  the  news- 
papers of  the  world,  and  the  large  month  of  a  speaking  tnimpet,  com- 
poae  the  furniture  of  this  office.  Respectable  and  clntnly  boyii — it  i*  a 
profiinalion  to  call  them  printer'!  devils,  or  asaociiite  them  with  thoxe 
grimy,  villanoua  imp«  of  whom  we  have  portraiTa  in  our  lileritry  novels 
— ^»ine  in  with  proofs  for  correction.  A  sub-editor  is  cutting  out  pnra- 
grapba  from  a  German  paper,  or  concocting  tlie  news  of  the  day  in  siller- 
Mtiom  of  written  and  printpd  chnmctem.  The  French  editor  shows  yoti 
the  twelve  Parisian  daily  newspn[«>ra  out  of  which  he  h«  to  extract  the 
pith  of  f  rendi  eventJi,  and  weave  it  into  n  connected  narrative  between 
eight  in  the  evening  and  a  small  hour  of  the  morning.  And  oh  1  the  mm 
of  correspondence  that  haa  to  be  rend,  the  mov  of  nciripapcrs  of  nil 
people,  nations,  and  languages  that  must  be  skimined  over,  before  th« 
German  mind  caii  have  the  full  picture  of  the  doings  of  the  vrbole  world, 
which  is  necessary  to  satisfy  its  ihinrt  for  knowledge. 

The  VienneM  papers  approach  more  nearly  to  the  En^IJih  type  than 
tfaosn  of  the  rest  of  Germany.  This  is  do  doubt  owing  in  part  to  the  sixn 
of  the  city,  and  the  mode  of  life  adopted  by  its  inhabitants.  The  circn- 
fetion  of  some  of  the  chief  papers  in  Vienna  would  net  discrvdit  I..ondon, 
and  the  fortunes  that  hare  been  made  by  cdiloni  and  publishers  would 
create  envy.  The  editor  and  owner  of  one  paper  ie  supposed  to  moke 
10.CO0/.  a  year,  and  hni  jnst  married  n  counlnm.  Another  lias  retired 
from  the  post  of  editor  with  a  fortune  of  12,000/.  to  15,000/,  »  yesa-,  and 
haa  hU  country  seat  in  the  ncighbotirhood  of  Vienna,  with  a  parft  »W- 
ronnding  bis  mniuion,  and  telegraphic  communication  between  the  houM 
and  the  porter'a  lodge.  The  sodai  harmony  that  pTevnit*  among  jour- 
nnlittM  of  Vienna  is  well  known,  and  la  one  of  ihu  plesstinlent  fenluree  of 
ft     the  life  of  that  ca]ntal.     A  socioiy  has  been  orgmiscd,  the  heads  of  which 
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are  ckoe«i  fiom  editors  xni  yniWn,  vcithaat  nay 
views,  and  Ibu  bUtcr&it  foes  fa  oeirspaper  contn 
rancunt,  «n  the  mo«t  friendly  fooling.  The  «»uii 
followed  in  Berlin,  while  in  some  of  tlie  smaller 
fcrrnco  of  opinion  lead*  to  tlic  moiit  oxiiga;>:ratet 
the  amenitiea  of  li[«ntturo  are  preserved  any  t1 
lotcrcourae  ;  but  u  conlcnding  armits  paused  I 
drink  of  the  same  streArn,  and  exchanged  cirj 
should  sound  again,  to  onu  would  gladtj  see  o 
without  linlrcd  in  ihc  intervals  of  argninent.

The  number  of  correspondents  kept  np  by  evwy  paper,  ni  ihown  in 
tlie  rich  variety  of  hieroglj^idiics,  cannot  but  fill  one  with  wonder  at  t!io 
literary  roxourcca  of  Gcrmnny.  Pcrhnps  in  one  copy  of  «  dnily  jonrnal 
yoa  find  three  correepondenis  from  Vienna,  tbree  from  Berlin,  and  one 
spJoco  from  Mnnicli,  Stutignil,  Carlsruhe,  nnd  olher  minor  c-tpitnlx,  not 
to  mention  the  free  towns  of  Norlli  Germany.  Tliere  is  a  coriespoudent 
in  Londnn,  of  cotir«e,  nnd  nnotlicr  in  Paris,  srreral  in  Poland,  nnd  at  least 
half-n-doieii  in  Ituly.    The  Atgsbur\j  Gaulle  is  famed  for  ihe  tstent  of  ita 

I  foreign  relations,  being  snpplicd  by  two  regnlar  corrcKpond^'nts  ia 
America,  and  by  caxual  vrritera  dating  from  such  dJHl^nt  qtiarlers  n> 
JerutHlcm  and  llong  Koiig.  A  eeitain  fiimilinr  publicity  is  mnintainrd  in 
the  relations  between  editor  and  correspond  en  Is.     It  is  not  nnnaual  to  see 

^at  the  fool  of  a  letter  aome  exprestian  of  ihe  editor's  deriro  to  have  mora 
«f  the  Btmo  nnrare,  or  a  request  that  the  correspondent  will  cend  his 
address,  so  tluit  the  editor  may  commimicalo  with  him  poraooally.  But 
however  pleasant  sneh  a  recognition  of  jonr  merit*  may  hr,  il  is  by  no 
tncma  agreeable  if  your  (ntthi  itrc-  dwelt  on  witli  eijtial  distinctness.  Wlicn 
»  itatonient  ia  conlrHdiclud  you  read  an  editorial  note,  "  We  htive  requested 
thb  corTcflpondunt  not  to  write  to  us  again;"  or,  more  painfully  still, 
"  We  hare  turned  otT  tbe  correspondent  in  ((uefitioii."  Tlio  EugUuli 
joumsliiit  must  congrittuiatc  himself  on  being  exempt  from  sueh  a  public 
diaminal,  even  if  he  complains  of  tliu  vbftciirity  in  wliivb  his  favourite 
OompOMtions  are  liiddeu.  Nor  will  he  have  less  reason  to  bo  lliaukful 
when  the  tjuestion  of  payment  is  coonidcrcd.  The  general  rate  in  German 
newspapi-i!)  in  !il.  A  sheet,  which  Comes  to  about  a  penny  a  line.  Foieign 
corrcr]>ondcnt8  .ire  paid  rather  better,  espccinlly  those  in  tbe  East  and  iu 
America.  In  some  CMca  to  mucli  is  given  per  letter,  irrwpeclivc  of  the 
Ji-ngtb.  A  traveller  in  July  wilt  get  twelve  shilhiiga  a  letter;  aome 
Ooremrocnt  employ^  in  one  of  tlte  minor  capitals  has  five  sbillingsa  letter, 
and  keep*  the  paper  "  posted  " — ns  the  slang  is— with  nil  the  goasip  of  the 
Cocirt.  It  is  easy  to  conceive  that  when  sudi  is  tho  sonic  of  jiaymcol 
adopted  by  tlte  chief  papers,  the  German  journalist  must  have  aevvral 
strings  to  his  bow.  And  it  is  wc}t  known  that  a  man  who  corresponds 
with  one  paper  has  often  fire  or  six  olliers  to  whieh  he  communicates  tin 
anme  facta  with  slight  dianges  of  phrase.  A  journalist  living  in  Vienna

send  leltcts  over  half  Germany.  The  editor  of  one  paper  wi 
corre^iioDdeut  of  rnrions  othera;  or  »  sub-editor,  whose  leadiii| 
nrc  not  sppreciuted  nt  home,  ytiII  find  meaiu  to  emploj  tfacoi 
Litcniry  men  in  Berlin  will  nu  doubt  remember  on  amnslng  occu 
tliejear  1849,  which  cnuacd  a  considereble  stir  at  8teheIj''B,  tbi 
tioner'8,  where  joumaiista  mctt  do  congregate.  A  vmy  hard-worl 
not  very  brilli.int,  writer  uied  to  get  others  to  aMtist  him  in  disgi 
letters.  One  day  there  wu  an  important  fact  to  announce,  and  n 
hand  to  help  htm.  The  consequence  was  that  a  few  day«  sfter,  tl 
letter  in  Hi.t  different  piipeis  begun  with  the  striking  pbrvae,  "  T 
bna  exploded. "  If  notliing  el>e  came  of  the  exphMion,  the  lilcnt 
of  Berlin  were  pretty  certain  who  bad  apphed  the  match. 

When  I  say  that  a  Goreroment  employ^  mppliea  different  nei 
with  the  goMip  of  the  Court,  I  do  not  mean  that  Court  sccreta  uw  1; 
It  is  true  that  many  of  the  German  papers  hare  nn  official  ooe 
but  this  is  shown  in  nothing  mure  strongly  than  in  their  official  ri 
The  case  of  the  late  secretary  of  the  Duke  of  Cobarg  maj,  perhaj 
an  exception ;  but  it  seldom  happens  that  GoTemment  officials 
&ithful  to  their  regular  master  than  to  their  caraal  employer.  Th 
■pondent  shows  a  strange  familiarly  with  unpublished  ieapab 
convinced  that  the  Government  intends  to  lake  certain  atepa^  k 
the  beat  authority  tliat  such  and  such  rumoum  are  unfounded. 
anything  of  real  moment  occurs  in  Court  circles,  if  a  scandal  tok 
which  would  make  the  fortune  of  a  clubman,  the  correapondeul 
well-bred  to  let  a  hint  of  it  escape  him.  He  chronicles  roynl  appf 
in  the  most  fulsome  tone ;  convej'ing  the  facts  of  the  "  Court  Circn 
language  to  which  Jenkins  could  never  hare  aspired.  But  if  s 
runs  away  from  her  husband,  and  all  the  world  is  talking  aboul 
corienpondent  seems  to  be  in  total  ignorance.  In  all  other  casei 
ever,  he  ii  well-informed,  and  his  letters  are  sufficiently  full  of  a 
material  to  Supply  the  foreign  correspondents  of  other  nations.  lo 
he  is  probably  a  member  of  the  Chamber,  and  gets  all  the  private 
of  political  measures  from  the  k-adeni  of  his  party.  The  Londi 
respondcnco  of  one  of  the  chief  German  papers  is  supposed  to  c 
from  the  Privy  Council.  An  occasional  diange  of  symbol  is  ne 
with  some  of  these  writers,  when  they  are  near  the  persons  of 
but  they  are  generally  safb  from  detection,  as  it  is  notorioua  that  ( 
royalty  never  reads  the  papers. 

But  with  the  exception  of  these  official  persons,  the  German 
pnpcr  writer  ia  more  of  a  man  of  letters  than  his  brethren  in  Ei 
The  journalistic  mind,  as  it  appears  in  Rome  celebrated  editors,  is 
avertic  to  literature  in  the  abstract.  It  dwells  almost  oxclusirely 
Buhjccia  which  arc  interesting  at  the  present  moment,  the  subjects 
will  serve  for  the  next  leading  article.

It  coniiilpr*  bcjoks  jia  objects  for  reviewing,  great  iianics  oa  Bla^lo  for 
alluBioii,  and  past  evcnlg  uh  cuDitncuIatkB  or  predictions.  We  caoiitBatljr 
•oc  wriuT*  of  tliin  clnM,  whose  iiltcr  distaste  for  everjtliing  literary,  auil 
limited  acquuinliiiica  ivilU  t)ie  litcmturc  of  tlie  day,  s^rve  b»  sttigulur 
comments  on  their  nnplojitienl.  They  may  I'Cnsmmbty  bunst  of  bciug 
more  nliin  to  Miicautciy  ihnn  to  lliillnm;  biU  to  Macnuliiy  wjibout  bia 
chief  cba rat' tcri Stic.  As  tht-ru  are  two  kind*  of  Ministers  in  frnncc, 
tbcue  >vii!i  n  porllblin,  and  tliosc  wiUi  a  toice,  so  inigbt  somp  English 
journulists  br  cuUisl  Mt^tiibcni  of  X'nrliuiiicnt  with  a  pen.  I  doubt  il'  ony 
such  tpeciinens  ara  to  be  found  in  Germany.  JoOrDiiliHin  there  ia  ollai 
Idken  up  s«  n  temporary  nipporl,  n»  n  mciin*  of  increuuDg  a  profee^or's 
Kilary.  One  luun  who  is  engaged  on  n  luborioiw  work  which  will 
dcninnrl  the  bet^t  years  of  bin  life,  derolea  bis  sjinrc  hall'-bouts  to  newa- 
paper  correspond Dticc  Another,  who  ia  making  grave  resfarebea  in  lh« 
archivei  of  Italy  ot  tlie  Netherlands,  contributen  hia  pamiug  inipreniona 
of  trnrd,  and  u  cnnbled  to  proicctitu  hia  ncicntiJic  «itiidit^«  on  tlio  proceeds 
of  hia  lightur  tubouri.  PerhapK  the  moat  itriliing  cx.itnple  of  this  is  to 
be  found  in  Heine,  who  acted  for  n  long  lime  as  Pikris  correajMudcnl  of 
the  Avi/tburg  Gactlte,  and  the  n-priiil  of  whose  Paria  letters  hai  furmed 
ODG  of  his  best'knonn  woiks.  But  from  this  habit  a  certain  hEsarineM 
has  requited,  which,  together  with  nn  nhaence  of  dir«ct  inlfren,  la  atill 
conapicttous  in  the  Gvrmati  papers.  Sttll  the  pressure  of  daily  politics  ia 
gradually  making  itself  ftdt,  and  ia  driving  out  the  purely  literary  elemtnt, 
or  confining  it  to  the  /euiltfton.  Much  as  we  may  n^ret  thv  ealmlieas  nud 
the  e.\h:iustiveiiess  of  early  writen,  compared  with  tiie  reGkt<-«8  hii*te 
and  thi;  wiiiu!  onn-sidrdni'sx  (or  wUivh  tliey  are  tuo  oftfn  exchanged,  wu 
dtnnot  btil  accept  tlio  latter  features  as  Ifgiiimutc  attendants  of  pnliLiqnl 
growth,  and  we  cannot  exp<«t  even  llie  bleMingi  of  ui.<iistilutional  liberty 
without  a  certain  triiiu  of  allcadant  view. 
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ROSBII?,  aa  we  already 
Itii«w,  went  to  lii*  office  in 
Will  [dial  I  cm  tbo  morn- 
ing aft«r  bta  csmjm  frcnn 
Sebrighi'i,  «t  which  c»ta- 
UUhmenl  he  left  ilie  Squira 
of  Alltngton  in  mofcreiw 
miUi  Fowler  PratL  itfl 
had  »ccn  Fowlw  Prilt 
agniii  that  same  night,  snd 
the  cooree  of  llw  story 
will  hitrc  iilKiwa  what  tool 
pince  at  llial  Interview, 

He  went  Mily  to  hit 
oflicc,  knowing  that  lie  had 
bcrore  hin  iho  worf:  of 
writing  two  1ct(«n,  ndthef 
of  which  would  mn  rory 
glilil)'  from  bix  pm.  One 
was  to  b«  Iiift  minive  to  the 
f^uirc,  to  be  d«IiT«rcd  by 
bia  ftiead  ;  ibe  other,  that 
futttl  ti-iMto  to  poor  Lily,  Miiicli,  fM  llio  ilny  pasMil  away,  hi  found  hinuwlt 
Ulterly  uaabic  to  accoaiptinh.  The  lett«  to  tlic  t(|uirc  he  did  writ*,  uodiT 
cdtuin  thrrnts;  and,  as  w«  hnve  seen,  wns  coniidorod  to  bayc  degraded 
Lituaelf  to  tbu  vermin  rank  of  humanity  by  thu  meanneBof  liia  prodnclion. 
But  on  reaching  liis  office  he  found  lliat  other  ciir<«  awnited  liim,— 
caret  U'hich  h<;  wouli]  hnvr  Inkrn  niuirb  dtliglit  in  bearing,  Itad  thn  «tste  of 
hia  mind  enabled  Jiirn  to  laVo  d^-liglit  in  anjihing.  On  tntetlng  the  lobby 
cf  bis  oflice.  at  l*n  o'clock,  be  bconme  aware  that  he  wm  recdved  by  tJj« 
tncKse tigers  asscmblt^d  tbcie  with  almost  more  tlian  their  mnta]  ddcmor. 
lie  was  always  a  great  man  at  the  General  Con1^litt<^c  ORice ;  but  there  ir* 
ibadea  cf  gn:atne£s  and  thndox  of  dcfvrvncc,  which,  tliougfa  <piito  beycnd 
the  powerBof  diifinition,  DC-vc«heleM  iiinniresi  tbemKWea  clearly  toibeei- 
pcrienced  ear  and  eye.

addreraed  in  tlie  hnndwriling  or  his  old  friend,  Bullcrvcll,  the  outgoing 
■ecrelary.  "  I  shail  st^o  jcm  iu  tJic  morning,  nearly  na  (ooa  &>  you  get 
tliis,"  said  the  semi-offieiftl  note;  "  but  I  must  be  ibe  first  to  congmtiikte 
yotion  the  ac^uiutioii  of  my  old  ilious.  'Dny  will  be  vcrj'  cnsy  in  the 
wearing  to  yoti,  tliotigb  ihcy  jiiocbed  my  comH  a  little  iit  tinit.  I  dare 
iay  they  wuiit  new  soling,  and  pcrhupn  ibry  nre  ft  liltli-  down  ut  htv\» ;  hut 
you  will  find  8omi>  cxoclk'ut  cubbk'r  (o  muku  them  all  right,  and  nviII  give 
them  A  gmci!  in  lite  wutriiig  which  ihry  hnve  sndly  luukc<l  nince  they  cnme 
into  iny  iiossesaion.  I  wish  yoM  much  joy  with  them,"  Ac.  &c.  He  then 
opened  the  Inrger  official  letter,  but  thai  had  now  but  little  interest  for  him. 
He  could  have  made  a  copy  of  tho  contenU  without  seeing  tliem.  The 
Bonid  of  Commissioner*  had  had  great  plenstire  in  premotiug  him  to  the 
ofEco  of  secretary,  vacated  by  the  iiromotion  of  Mr.  Itutlerwdl  lo  a  teat  at 
their  own  Bohtxj  ;  and  then  the  letter  was  signed  by  Mr.  Butlerwell  biouotf. 

Uow  delightful  lo  hlui  would  have  been  thin  welcome  on  lua  return  to 
his  ofiicc  had  his  heart  in  other  respects  beea  free  froni  care  I  And  as  he 
thought  of  thi>s  he  remembered  all  Lily'i  charms.

Then  be  nicl  onn  or  »wo  oftiic  ddcr  cicrk»,  nnd  wa«  ennpriilulntod  *ith 
much  less  bt^arliuuM-  "  I  vtipposu  it'n  all  riglil,"  aiiid  i>n«  bluiTuld  {icndKiuiii, 
"  Aly  time  ig  gone  by,  I  know.  I  mail  icd  ino  tarly  to  be  nblo  lo  wear  « 
j;ood  coal  wlicn  1  wo*  young,  and  I  novae  wa*  aotjiiaiiitfd  witU  any  Inrda 
or  lt>rda'  fnirilie«."  The  sting  of  ibU  was  tlic  tlinrprr  because  CrubM  IumI 
bt^iiQ  Tu  tvid  bow  at»(i]uli-ly  UNclris  lobim  liud  bc-Gii  all  thai  Iiigh  intrml 
aiid  ii'ibia  connccitoa  which  bo  bad  roimi>d.  Uu  bnd  really  becii  |ir»> 
niDtod  brciiuiC  bii  Know  more  about  |iU  umU  ibnn  niiy  nf  the  «lb«r  mat, 
and  Ludy  Dq  Cuurcy'i*  influeiillal  rtbitiun  at  thu  India  Buui-tl  bud  not  yd 
even  bod  time  to  write  a  nolo  upon  tb«  tu^jccU 

At  eleven  Mr.  BuUtirwell  oamo  iulo  Cruibie's  room,  and  the  HW 
ecci'ctary  wnt  Airccd  to  clolba  bimsi-lf  in  Gmilti^  Air.  ]tntl<irw«II  wai  • 
|)Ii:nKmt,  buiidsimm  tiuiii  I'f  about  llHy,  ivlio  bad  ii«vtr  yut  ma  iti«  'iliaiiiN 
on  lii'e,  nnd  liad  never  &llcni]>icd  to  do  so.  lie  wn*  psibapfl  a  Utile  laart 
civil  |o  grent  men  aiul  a  little  more  putronlaing  to  tbDM  belowr  him  ibaa 
lie  would  have  been  bnd  be  been  pcribct.  Bui  l!ier«  v.ih  Kiniciliinjj  frank 
and  ICngliib  even  in  lii*  mvdo  of  bowing  betato  tin:  mighty  ones,  and  lo 
tlioce  ivbu  wei-e  nut  niigbly  tie  was  rather  too  oivil  ibaii  either  clcm  en- 
Hiipfrciilious.  lie  knew  ihut  he  wu  twl  very  clcncr,  btit  bo  knew  alw 
bow  to  use  thutui  who  were  olever.  Ue  aelduni  mule  Any  niiitakr,  and 
ira»  very  Kcnipnloiu  not  <o  tccjtil  on  hkh'ii  conu.  Though  ha  ind  na 
enemies,  yet  he  b.id  a  fiitnd  or  two;  and  wu  may  iberclcmi  my  of 
Mr.  ButttTwell  that  be  had  wiilkttl  bix  pntii  in  life  diHorwlly.

You're  going  to  be  allied 
(o  A  vcty  noble  fumily,  and  I  am  heartily  glad  to  hour  of  your  Btiooca*  la 
life."  Then  Butlerwcll  sliook  Iiiia  rery  coniinlly  by  the  band, — having 
olTered  him  no  nich  «p<'cijd  testimony  of  apjiruval  when  under  tho  belief 
llint  lie  WM  going  to  niarty  a  Bell,  a  Tail,  or  a  Bali.  All  tlia  siinio, 
Mr.  BultcrwoU  bogait  to  tliink  that  there  woa  tomclbinj  wrong.  He  had 
Ii.«td  from  on  indubilAble  source  llul  Croobio  bad  engaged  Iiimself  to  q 
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nit'co  of  « itquire  wirti  nhotn  ho  htiA  been  ttajring  nenr  GutMmcJe, — a  giri 
v-itliont  any  nioocy ;  ftnd  Mr.  Buttonvell,  in  l)>a  wisdom,  hu]  tlionght  hii 
fricad  Crosbic  to  be  rattier  a  fool  Tor  hi*  pMios.

which  create  gamblers  and  reckless  prodigals;  which  arc  the  promoters 
of  suicide.  How  could  he  avoid  writing  tliis  letter  to  Lily  ?  He  might 
blow  Ilia  brains  out,  and  so  let  there  be  an  end  of  it  all.  It  waa  to  suck

The  Board,  as  he  entered  the  room,  wus  not  Mieli  a  Board  as  the  puUic 
may.  perhaps,  imngiuc  such  Boards  to  he.  There  was  a  roui>d  tabic, 
will)  a  few  pens  lying  nbout,  and  a  comfortablo  I^ihem  arai-chair  at 
the  aide  of  it,  fkrthest  from  the  door.  Sir  KiifBe  Bnflle  was  l<wviD£  bis 
late  colleagues,  and  was  statidiiig  with  his  back  to  t)te  lire-placc:,  talking 
very  loudly.  Sir  Bnlllc  was  a  great  bully,  and  tlic  Beard  was  unconimucly 
gtad  to  be  rid  of  him  ;  but  an  this  was  to  be  his  last  appenranee  at 
the  Committee  Office,  they  subuiitled  to  his  voice  metkly.  Sir.  Uutterwel! 
wusaUinding  cluic  to  him,  essaying  to  laugh  mildly  at  Sir  Itaffle'sjclesL 
A  little  mun,  h.udly  more  than  live  feet  high,  nitli  small  but  hootst- 
looking  cycf,  and  cloac-cut  hair,  wa.s  atanding  behind  the  arm-ctiair, 
rubbing  his  hnnds  together,  and  longing  for  thg  d^utur«  of  Sir 
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in  order  tliat  lie  might  sit  down.  This  mui  Mr.  0|>limirt,  the  now  chur- 
moji,  in  prftise  of  wliose  Appointment  tlie  Duily  Jtipitvr  bud  bvva  to  loud, 
declaring  thai  tlip  present  Mioisler  waa  Ehowing  biuwcir  nuporior  to  all 
Miuisters  who  IihJ  ever  gone  before  bini,  in  giving  promotion  »olr\y  on 
tho  score  of  merit.  Tlio  Ditiljr  Jupiicr,  n  Tortniglit  since,  hnd  publitJied 
a  v«y  eloquent  article,  strongly  ndvociiling  ihc  cluiin*  of  Mr.  Optiiniat, 
•nd  wns  naluniily  plcnited  to  lind  lliut  its  advice  had  beta  lak'^n.  Hai 
nut  no  obedient  Minister  a  right  to  tlic  pniisc  of  those  powers  which 
he  obejs ? 

Mr.  Optimist  vrm,  in  Iniih,  nn  indiialrioua  little  geutleman,  vvry 
well  connected,  who  hud  served  the  public  all  hiii  life,  and  who 
was,  nt  any  rate,  honest  in  bis  dealings.  Nor  ivas  he  a  bully,  audi  aa 
hix  prcdeceiGor.  It  might,  however,  be  n  qnestion  wlictbcr  he  carried 
giina  enough  fur  the  couniiaiid  in  which  he  w:ib  new  to  be  employed. 
There  was  but  one  other  member  cf  the  Bonrd,  Mjijor  Fiasco  by  iinmo, 
»  discontented,  brokcu-hearltd,  Eilent  man,  who  had  been  scut  to  the 
Gcneml  Committee  ORicc  aome  fen  years  before  because  he  nas  not 
wanted  anywhtiro  else-  He  wiis  a  man  who  had  intended  to  do  grvat 
thing*  when  he  entered  public  \i(v,  and  hnd  possessed  the  talent  and 
eneT]gy  for  things  moderately  great,  lie  had  also  posscs^d  to  a  certain 
extent  the  ear  of  those  high  iu  office ;  but,  iu  seme  way,  matters  had  not 
gone  well  witli  him,  and  in  nmning  his  ctiursu  he  hitd  gone  on  the  wrong 
side  of  the  pest.  He  was  still  in  ihe  prime  of  life,  and  yet  all  men  knew 
that  Mnjor  Kinnco  had  notbing  fiirllicr  M  expect  from  the  public  or  from 
the  Govi^rument.  Indeed,  there  were  not  wanting  ihoie  who  ii;iid  that 
Ifajor  Fiasco  was  already  in  receipt  of  a  liberal  income,  for  which  h« 
gave  no  work  in  return ;  that  he  merely  filled  a  cHnir  for  four  houra 
a  day  four  or  five  days  u  week,  ugniiig  his  name  to  certain  forms  and 
docamonts,  reading,  or  pretending  to  read,  certain  paper*,  but,  in  truth, 
doing  no  good.  Major  Fiokco,  on  the  other  hand,  considered  himtclf 
to  be  a  deeply  injured  individual,  and  he  spent  his  life  in  brooding  over 
hi*  wrong*.     He  believed  now  in  nothing  and  in  nobody.     Ho  had  begun 

I      public  life  Blrivinj;  to  he  houest,  and  he  now  regarded  nil  around  him 

'  as  dishonest.  He  had  no  satisfaction  in  any  man  other  than  that  which  be 
found  when  come  event  would  show  to  him  tliat  this  or  that  othercompoer 
of  Ilia  own  bad  proved  himself  to  be  self-iuleiosted.  false,  or  fiaudulent, 
"  Don't  (ell  mo,  KulterwHI,"  ho  wouid  My — for  with  Mr.  Iltitlerwell 
he  maintained  aorae  semi-offieiul  intimacy,  and  he  would  take  that 
gentleman  by  the  button-hole,  holding  bim  c!os«.  "  Don't  tctl  m«.  I 
know  what  men  arc.  I've  seen  tJw  world.  I've  been  looking  at  things 
with  my  eyes  open.  I  knew  what  he  was  doing."  And  then  he  would 
tell  of  the  sly  deed  of  some  otBoinl  known  well  to  them  both,  not 
denouncing  it  by  any  nienns,  but  aflecilng  to  take  it  lor  granted  llmt 
tbc  man  in  question  was  a  rogue.  Buitorwelt  would  ohiug  hiashoulden, 
and  laugh  gently,  and  say  that,  U[xai  hia  word,  he  didu't  think  tbe  world 

I     ao  bod  as  Fiasco  made  it  out  to  be.

Mr.  Opiimist  W-liovcd  in  pverytliing,  but  o*  pec  (ally  be  Indiitvcd  in  ibo 
I'vimo  MiniUor,  in  ihe  Usily  Jupitvr,  in  iht  titncral  ConmiilUf  OIBc^ 
nm)  in  bimtKir.  lie  bnd  long  ibouybt  ibat  cveiything  w.ik  nmriy  riglili 
but  now  that  lie  bln^ulf  una  ubniniaD  at  ibo  Qeneial  C^iuuiliec  Office^ 
)io  wm  ((uile  Kuro  ibiit  cvcrytliing  miut  bo  right.  In  liir  ItaSie  Bulllv, 
iiiditnd,  be  bud  ui-vcr  bi-Iifveil ;  mid  now  it  wks  |>erlia]iB,  tlio  grviUrn  j"y 
tf  bin  lilc  tbnt  lie  jhotild  never  Dg'iio  be  cnllud  upon  to  bear  Uta  toncM  of 
lliat  ti.'1'riblc  knight's  liutctL  luiuL*.

Sacb 
u  tbe  conclusion  we  di-aw  from  tbe  fiLCta  recorded  by  Dr.  Bergbob  ot 
VeDciuela,  in  tho  Ard'iv  far  Anatomit.     They  ore  intcjcsiing  cnougb  to

Obtervationa  of  a  loose  cmpiricnl  kind  bavc  more  tbon  onico  bocn 
directed  to  tho  gradiutl  diminution  of  blue  cyo  lu  certain  diitricta,  wbcr« 
formerly  they  had  been  abundant ;  but  sucb  observations,  even  if  accu- 
rately tjibulnti^d,  and  not  iiic^rvly  relying  on  the  approxituntivc  t«timiil<'S  of 
ouual  remark,  wuiitd  be  of  small  value,  so  long  as  tliey  were  inuiilalL'd 
from  the  prubublc  causi^a  of  >uch  iliminution.  !Jo  ninny  cauMa  might 
co-operate  in  aucb  a  result,  tbat  uulcas  this  rvsuU  were  directly  and  onclu- 
■ivcly  connvctcd  with  some  one  known  csluic,  it  would  remain  an  unfer- 
tile remark.  Ucforc  any  propdsition  rei^x-'t'ling  tlie  future  fiite  of  fair  cora- 
ploxionn  can  near  a  Hcii^ulitlc  aspect,  it  must  base  it*elt  on  the  proved  facts 
ol  phyxiological  iiiheril.'mce.  That  wo  do  inherit  from  our  parent*  and  an* 
ocetors  every  pliyvical  peculiarity  wc  eidiibit,  is  a  fact  now  beyond  dispute. 

In  nil  thinking  minds  il  is  now  firmly  fixed,  ihut  nothing  occurs  in 
tlus  world  "by  accident;"  evtrylbing  imues  from  inexorable  law.  Uow- 
cver  »tnngc  and  sei^mingly  ciipricious  may  \xt  tho  forms  and  fcnttirea  of 
men,  tbeir  diapoiitiona  and  their  oplilude*,  liowurer  widely  children  oftlis 
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wama  imnexy  mnjr  differ  nmong  tack  olh^r,  not  one  of  ilime  pccolbiiiiiM 
on  wUch  the  diffierauet  Test,  but  owt«  its  origin  to  thft  Uwof  iiilin-iunce. 
Frocn  pnnnts,  TnMn  ^ixlparcnb^  from  ilie  race,  an<l  rroin  the  pnnTevIT 
Etock,  tbcra  fi<m  strcunii  of  ititlii^ncc  vrliich  dvtvriniae,  by  a  oonipoMtioa 
of  JuroM,  every  delsll  ot  iv*tatv,  every  dvgreo  oT  t4ilrat,  overy  prrdic 
tion  to  diwnid-,  and  which  mould  ltie)>1asikoreaiiiRBiinlo  ilniudividunlil 
TImm  ialliumcef  may  be  too  onrnptax  nttd  mblle  to  W  tinifonnly  «pp 
ciated;  but  tli«y  exist;  tL«y  are  invriutite;  lliey  aro  iuur«  or 
aj^rccbtble.  Th«  dwcorery  of  tbo  lam  of  inhmbmoo  »  the  probim  kt 
futurv  science  At  prcnent  wu  1int«  only  bcvn  able  to  discover  itiit  ibe  Ian 
exist,  and  to  coliect  aomo  of  ihelr  mniiifcftatioas  in  partii^iilnr  dii^cctiont.

Once  ngT«e  as  to  di« 
tenni  of  the  di-fiutlion.  aiid  deckre  ihnt  by  dark  hair  we  exclade  aQ 
riiodcs  of  browD,  nnd  by  dark  cyo  wi;  cxcludo  ull  iIimIus  of  blue  or  | 
and  lliu  facta  ndinil  of  no  equivoque. 

Hrncs  th«  iitvevtigationa  of  Dr.  Bi-rglicib  have  n  pcculinr  Talne; 
lind  they  been  more  extciuire,  would  have  funii*Jied  very  auiking  rcmlti; 
but  aa  tbey  are  they  point  to  curious  rcflc«tiona,  one  of  tbeae  being  the 
iocvitnlilc  dinppearanoi!  of  blue  eyen  at  aome  fulure  date.

A.  Fourk'cu  Cimilies  were  examined  in  this  class.    Tbey  nninti 
lorty-cight  children.     Of  thcto  forty-eight,  thcrw  were  twwity-uine 
dark  ryra,  and  only  twcn^-oiic  willi  dark  hair.  This  acetning  dixnptnef 
ia  owing  to  two  causes;  one  being  the  cuiioDs  fiict  that,  on  an  ave 
the  inHntnco  of  the  father  prt^minates  In  the  colour  of  tlie  eyes, 
the  mother's  induenoe  predominates  in  the  bnlr;  the  otlker  eatue 
tbul  hair,  which  nldraately  becomes  blade,  is,  in  chUdliood,  often 
'J'skiiig  the  colour  of  ibo  cyee,  as  the  least  rariable  standard,  wc  see 
twcDiy-Dine  out  of  foriy-cight  ore  dark.

So  mnrkcil  n  pndoiniiiiuicc  muat,  tbo  aullior  lliiuku,  In  dina 
ultiiiuitcly  exlin^iiith  Ihc  iktr.  Inlonnarff  how  ihcj  will,  tho  awnnliy 
pnTvtitK  will  gtiiOuiiUj'  extend  their  hercdiUiry  pritduuiijmncv.  It  is  no 
ul>jei.-liou  to  mich  a  coucliuion  that  dark  parrots  occiHioiially  havo  blondo 
cliiMrcn;  for  bloode  pnrcnls  nUii  acoii^ioniilly  liavc  diirk  cliitdrnn.

Tbia  ti»uU  muHt  uut  too  tiaitily  bo  generalized;  a  more  extraidvo 
induction  might  diow  that  what  hero  ec'Chis  due  to  tho  infliioQco  of  ecx 
vrsH  dne  to  other  oautie*.  Tliose  who  have  iiludic-d  the  lavr»  of  itihcritnnco 
are  fiir  from  nnanimotia  reapccting  iht;  iufln^nucs  of  »ox ;  indeed,  opinions 
diametrically  opposite  oacb  sfauw  an  ariay  of  ttrihiiig  fuuiK.  Fojiular 
prejudice,  iudcod,  attributes  to  mothers  the  prodomimUing  inilueoco  io 
th<^  pivicluction  of  ^<riiiu»;  as  we  sec  in  tfae  dictum,  that  "all  rcmnrkaUs 
men  liave  remarkahle  motliors."  This  is  somewhat  iu  accordanoe  Wldl 
Prydcn's  couplet  :-— 

Mo  nillier  eiin  InlViM  or  wit  or  t^racc; 

A  mother  rome*  aaaa^  and  msis  the  mcCt 

whidi  \i  only  parti  ally  true,  and  helps  to  explain  why  the  diildrcn  of  great 
men  arg  not  oflco  grral ;  but  the  couplet  would  be  c<jiially  true  if  tbe 
relative  punitions  of  faihcr  and  nioOier  were  transposed.  The  fact  Is  that 
both  parenla  inlluence  the  ofiipring,  and  therefore  cither  jKirent  may  mar 
the  Uansmiwion  of  genius.  With  rvgard  to  the  colour  of  hair  and  oyo^ 
kowever,  it  seems  tliat  tlicro  is  a  predominating  tendency  lu  favour  of  tho 
dark,  and  amnll  ai  this  is — one  hundred  to  aovcDty — In  courso  of  iim«  it 
muitt  end  tn  ilie  fbal  extinction  of  tbo  fuir.  Happily,  tluit  time  i« 
immenorly  rt-mote.

And  to  lier  brother  BJjiii 
Eugi^uic  de  Gui^t-in  wm  Vyladta  aud  Eleelra  in  one. 

'fho  Dnmo  of  Mniirico  do  Gujria, — that  yoiing  maa  so  glAcd,  »i 
nttniotiTe,  ea  careless  of  fame,  and  to  oiu'ly  nutched  awaj  ;  who  died  M 
S9 ;  who,  f.iys  his  tistcr,  "  l«t  what  he  did  be  lost  with  a  carel«wnCM  to 
tuijiiNt  to  htiiixi-lf,  »ft  no  valiiR  on  any  of  hi«owii  productions,  and  departed 
hence  without  resting  the  rich  liarvctt  which  seemed  IiIb  due;  "  who,  in 
iipile  of  hit  immaturity,  in  tpito  of  hi*  frngility,  cxcrdicd  such  *  diona, 
*■  farniahed  to  otlieia  so  mucli  of  lliat  whlcb  all  live  by,"  that  somv  yvan 
nA«r  his  death  his  Nstcr  found  in  a  countr}-  houw  where  ha  used  to  *tajr,j 
in  the  journal  of  a  younj^  girl  who  had  not  known  hitn,  but  n-ho  hnrd  '. 
family  speak  of  him,  his  name-,  the  date  of  his  death,  and  ibcae  wo 
"  il  ituit  lair  vie  (he  wiia  their  life);"  whose  talent,  ex(|uinio  m  llud 
KcalK,  will)  lcs!i  of  sunlight,  abundance,  nnd  facility  in  it  than  that  vt 
Kcnts,  btit  with  muru  of  dinliuciicn  and  power,  lutd  "lliat  winning,  deli- 
cate, and  beautifully  hoiipy  turn  of  esiTwsion  "  whicli  is  the  stamp  of  the 
matter, — is  beginning  lo  be  well  known  to  all  lovers  ol  literature.  This 
cstabtistinient  of  Maurice's  Dame  was  an  object  for  which  his  sister  Ku^nisi 
])aMionati.-ly  bbonrcd.  While  he  wns  alive,  kIio  placed  her  whole  joy  in 
the  floworicg  of  ibis  gifted  aatitrc;  when  he  was  dead,  tJie  had  no  o(t 
thought  than  to  niitUc  ihc  world  know  hint  as  *ba  knew  him.  She  ou 
lived  him  nine  year»,  and  her  clieribhed  task  for  those  yeais  wot  lo 
the  fragmenis  of  her  brother's  connKwition,  to  collect  tlicm,  lo  gel  then 
ptiblialieil.  In  pimuing  this  task  she  liiid  at  lint  clieering  hopes 
succen;  she  had  at  Inst  balHing  and  bitter  disappoint  me  ut.  Uer  earthly] 
busincM  was  at  an  end ;  «hc  died.  Ten  years  afterwards,  it  was  pcmiitto 
to  the  love  of  a  friend,  M.  'iV-buiien,  lo  accompliBli  for  Jkfaurtce's  meoMcy 
what  tlie  lovo  of  a  sister  bad  failed  to  accomplish.  Itnt  those  who  rtai^] 
with  dt-light  and  ailmii'nliDn,  t)iv  JDuma)  and  k-ttenCif  Miiurice  dc  Gu^iin,  i 
could  not  bul  be  uttraclc-d  mid  touched  by  this  si*ler  Eug^ie,  wlw  met 
tbcm  at  cTcry  pn^e.  Siio  soemcd  hardly  less  gifted,  hardly  tos  interesting  J 
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tliDR  Kfiiuricc  liiiusi^lf!  And  now  IS.  TrJbudun  lioi  done  for  itic  niiilcr 
vhnt  he  had  done  for  the  brother.  He  lias  published  the  joiiruul  of 
Mdlk-.  Eugenie  ilc  (iti^iin,  and  n  fi-w  (too  few,  nliu!)  of  her  Ictt«ni.  The 
book  has  made  a  profound  iuiprcstioii  in  Frauce ;  and  lUe  fame  which  Khe 
nought  only  for  hpr  brother  now  crowns  the  siatcr  also. 

Purls  of  MdlU",  di;  Guirin's  journal  were  scverid  ycnrsngo  prinlrd  for 
private  circulntioti,  and  n  wiit«r  in  Hie  Nalionol  Review  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fall  in  with  tlit^m.  The  bees  of  our  English  criticism  do  not 
oflCTi  i»ani  fo  far  nfii*ld  for  their  honey,  and  this  critic  divitrvi-s  thiiuks  for 
hating  flitlud  ill  hia  quest  of  blonscm  to  fortign  pnrts,  nnd  for  having; 
sotttud  upon  a  beautiful  flower  fotiDrl  there.  He  Imd  ihc  dlxcLTniaetit  lo 
see  that  AMIIe.  dc  Giicrin  wan  well  wortli  i-pc.iking  of,  and  ho  »poko 
of  her  will)  fcelicj^  and  apiircciution.  But  that,  as  I  havu  siiid,  wns 
leveral  years  ago  ;  even  a  true  end  feeling  homage  needs  to  bo  from 
timv  to  time  renewed,  if  the  mcniury  of  it*  object  is  to  endure ;  and  criti- 
cisin  must  not  lose  an  occasion  like  the  preaeni,  when  Mdlte.  de  Gufiin'a 
journal  ii  for  the  first  time  published  to  the  world,  of  directing  notice 
once  niorf  to  thin  religious  and  boaatifuf  charucUr. 

Eugi^-nic  dc  Gu^rin  wa»  bom  in  1805,  at  the  chltcan  of  Lo  Cayla,  tn 
Ltingucdoc.  Her  ^inily,  thoii^^h  reduced  in  circumxtincc*,  was  noble; 
aud  vreu  when  one  iH  a  snint  one  cannot  (]nile  forget  ihiit  oue  comes  vf 
the  stock  of  tlic  GiMrini  of  Italy,  or  that  o:ii>  couiiIk  among  one's  ances- 
tors n  Bie-hnp  of  Sonli*,  who  hird  iho  iiiarnh ailing  of  iht:  French  order  of 
biilile  on  iho  day  of  Konvincs.  I.c  Cnylu  was  a  solitary  place,  with  i[» 
terrace  lootcing  down  upon  a  stream-bed  and  valley ;  "  one  niny  pawi  dayv 
there  wiiliout  weing  any  living  thing  but  the  *her|>,  without  hearing  any 
living  thing  but  the  biids,"  M.  de  GuiTin,  Eugeuic's  father,  lout  bis  wife 
whvn  Eiifji^uiij  VM  thirteen  yeni's  old,  and  Maurice  seven ;  he  was  left  with 
four  chiliinrn,  Eugenie,  Klarie,  Ereuibert,  nud  ^luurice — of  whom  Eugriiie 
wn«  the  ddest,  and  Maurice  was  iJio  youngest.  This  yomigcal  child,  whoso 
beauty  and  delieiicy  b.id  made  him  the  object  of  his  mother's  most  anxious 
fondneff^  was  ccnimetidtd  by  her  in  dying  to  the  care  of  his  risler  Eiigifnie, 
Maurice  at  eleren  years  old  went  to  school  ut  Toidouse;  (hen  he  went  to 
ihe  College  Stanislas  at  Paris;  then  lie  becaiiic  a  inonibcr  of  a  religiotis 
cocicly.  which  M.  de  Lnmenuais  had  formed  at  La  Chi^auie  in  Britinny; 
nflerwsrds  he  lived  chiefly  at  Paris,  reluming  to  Lc  Cayla  at  ihe  oro  of 
29,  to  die.  Disluncv,  iu  those  days,  was  a  great  obstacle  to  frcrjuent 
niccttng)  of  the  seji^iralcd  member*  of  a  Fri-nch  family  of  narrow  means. 
Maurice  do  Gu^rin  was  iieldom  at  Le  Cayla  aAer  he  bnd  once  quitted  it, 
though  bis  few  visits  lo  his  home  wcra  long  oneir;  but  he  paa«ed  6ve 
years — the  period  of  bii  sojourn  in  Brillnny,  and  of  his  Unit  setlleine'nt  iu 
I>ari> — without  coming  home  at  all,  Iu  spile  of  the  check  from  ihovo 
ulueuce;,  in  spite  of  titc  more  serious  chock  from  a  temporary  alterailon 
in  Maurice's  religions  fcHinc?,  the  union  between  the  brother  and  tiller 
was  wonderfully  doie  and  firm.  For  ihcy  were  knit  together,  not  only 
hj  the  lie  of  blood  and  early  attachment,  but  also  by  the  lir  of  n  couiiuou 
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gCDiuK.  "  We  were,"  nyt  Eugenie,  "  two  cyea  lookiDg  out  of  en« 
betid."  Sli«  on  hnr  [wit  broi^bt  to  hor  lovo  for  ha  hrvihcr  th«  devotcd- 
ncM  or  ft  womni),  tli«  inic(i*ily  of  a  roclitse,  alnMiit  ilic  •ulioitailo  of 
iiuiiIkt.  Hur  tioine  duties  prcveateii  li«r  (htm  rolluwiog  tlie  wish,  wKi' 
oflcn  arnsc  in  1i<t,  to  juin  a  religions  sUtorhood.  'llicrc  U  n  Irace — jiul 
trnc<^ — oi'  au  caily  ultucliinunt  to  ii  coumq ;  but  be  died  wken  tAw  w 
twenty -four,  Aflur  ihst,  ebe  lived  for  Maurice,  tl  nu  far  Uiiurice  tluti 
in  addition  to  licr  conxtnnt  cormpoudcnc*  vritli  blm  by  letter,  sb«  U^ao 
in  1834  her  jourual,  wlii<:li  iras  M-nt  to  bira  hj  portiowi  as  it  wiw  fiiiiabed. 
Alt«T  Ilia  dtalh  iJit:  tried  lo  wulinue  it,  iiilil'iCiiiiiiiL  it  "  to  MauriM  in 
Heaven."  But  Lli«  etfort  was  biryond  h«r  strength ;  gradually  the  eoiric* 
become  rarer  nud  rarer;  and,  on  tlio  lant  day  of  December,  IdIO,  tbo  pr^j 
dropped  from  her  band;  ibe  journul  cnd». 

Oilier  uater»  huv«  lorcd  tbetr  brotben,  sad  it  ia  Dot  h«r  affection 
Maurice,  luliiiiralile  aa  lliis  iraa,  nrbicb  nloit<:  ctiiiid  bare  nuidv  £iig^ 
do  Guprin  celuhrntcd.  I  bnvc  Miid  ibut  boll)  brother  uud  Hstcr  1. 
genius  :  M.  Sainle  Beuve  goes  ao  far  aa  to  say  that  iho  aifl«r'8  genliu 
orjiial,  if  not  Riiptricir,  to  her  bnitbcr'n.  No  onu  luu  a  morv 
teniwct  fur  M.  SuintC!  Buiive'a  critics!  judguiciiia  than  1  bare  i  but  it 
to  mo  ihai  thia  particular  judgment  needa  to  be  n  little  cxjiIiuiimI  a&d 
guarded.  In  Maurice'^  fqxicial  talent,  which  va»  n  tal«nt  for  int(n|>(«tiag 
nature,  for  finding  vords  which  inoomparably  roodor  ibe  aubileat  impns- 
iiions  which  nature  mnttoupon  tin,  nhiuh  bring  the  intiiuittp  lifeofiuinue 
Winid«riully  nenr  lo  ue,  il  aeenia  it  nie  tb.il  bis  eialcr  Wiu  by  no  mciM 
bis  cqaab  f>Iio  ncrer,  indeed,  eipmsaas  ber«clf  without  grace  Hud  intij- 
ligcijcc ;  but  her  wmda,  when  idiQ  itpcalo  of  the  life  and  appearanors  cf 
nature,  are  in  geneml  but  iulelleotual  signs  ;  they  are  not  likv  her 
iMTDtlicr's — symliuli  ci^uivalont  with  the  tiling  symboliied.  They  briug 
the  notion  of  tbc  thing  deacribed  lo  the  miud,  tJiey  do  not  brii^  the 
iceliiig  of  it  lo  the  iinnginniion.  Writing  froni  thn  Nirunuid- — 
region  of  vast  woodlimda  iu  tlic  centre  of  Fruuco — "  It  doe«  ono  good,' 
siiys  Euj^ic,  "  to  be  going  about  in  the  inid»t  uf  this  euchaatiag  ni 
ii'illi  tlowen,  birds,  nud  rerduru  nil  round  one,  under  ibi*  Uu^  and  Uu* 
aVy  of  Ibe  Niveinaia.  How  1  lure  the  gi'udous  form  of  it,  and  tbwa 
litile  white  cloiid*  )ktq  and  lliere,  like  cusliioneof  cotton,  bung  aloAtO 
n-st  tli«  eye  in  thia  inimenaity  1 "  It  it  jirelly  nnd  graccftil,  but  how 
dilTerent  from  the  grave  and  prcgnunt  Mrokes  of  Mnurice'a  pencil !  "  I 
hikvc  been  along  tbo  Loire,  and  iccn  on  its  banks  the  plains  wbars 
iiiitiiri-  is  piiisuuil  and  guy  ;  I  liave  eeen  royal  and  nntiquo  dwellings,  all 
Rinrkcd  by  meinorics  which  have  their  ptucc  in  tlie  niouniful  Ic^nd  ol 
Luuimiily — Cbauiburd,  Blois,  Amboise,  ChtoiouCMux ;  then  the  towns  on 
tbi}  two  banks  of  the  river— Orleans,  Tours,  Sautnur,  Nantes  ;  and,  at  the 
wid  of  it  all,  the  Uccjin  iiimbling.  Frcm  these  I  posted  back  into  the  interior 
of  tiiu  country,  na  fur  -m  Bourgea  add  Nerers,  a  region  of  vast  woodbudi, 
in  which  murmurs  of  an  immense  I'ange  and  ftilaeM  "  (et  htau  tonfU  dt 
rumtUTi,  as,  with  on  expireauon  worthy  of  Wordsirorlb,  he  elwirberc  calli 
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tliom) "  I'l'evHil  ntid  never  c«uc,"  WwiJs  nliow  chanu  is  Jikc  that  of  iho 
Kiiii>i!f  of  the  niunimring  fonut  itseif,  and  yihtAH  ivrurbcrationti,  like 
theii')),  die  awuy  in  xhv  iitliulio  dlntiiiioe  at  tli«  soul. 

KEatirice'M  lifu  niu  in  iho  life  of  nature, snd  lh«  pastion  for  it  con«umtd 
liiiii;  it  would  Iinvu  Ixt-n  Bliimj^r  if  hit  ncccut  bnd  not  cnugkt  niurc  of 
llie  soul  of  imiuro  ilian  Eugi-iiii-'ii  ncct^iil,  whose  life  wna  elsi^wliere. 
"  Ynii  vilt  fitid  in  him,"  Mnanco  tajn  to  hiii  winter  of  n  frirnd  whura  lie 
was  rccouiui ending  to  her,  "you  will  fmd  in  him  ihai  wliith  you  love, 
find  which  MiiU  you  bdlur  than  unything  cl»u — fniirt/on,  I'ejfunon,  la 
myalidlt."  Unction,  tkc  pouring  Dut  of  tho  sovil,  thu  rupture  of  tlie 
niyslic,  vera  dcur  to  Uaurice  also ;  but  in  him  the  Ixiiit  of  bin  guniuN 
gave  eveo  to  tboae  a  special  direction  of  iU  onrn.  In  Eugiide  thej  took 
the  direction  most  native  and  liuaiiiBr  to  them  ;  their  ohjvct  wm  the 
retigiuuN  lifi'. 

And  yet,  if  «iie  an:>Iy£<JB  ihU  beiiuliful  nnd  niimt  inloresiing  okarncier 
quite  to  the  bottom,  it  i»  not  exactly  as  a  saint  that  I^ug^Rie  dc  Gu^o 
i*  rciaurknble.  Tli«  idenl  Kilntiti  a  nature  tike  Saint  Frau^oia  de  Sales  or 
Fifni^lon;  a  nature  of  ino^nbio  sweelncKi  itnd  svrcnity,  a  iiatnro  in  wbioli 
druggie  and  rcivolt  is  over,  nnd  the  wholv  ninn  («i  fur  as  i«  possible  to 
human  iiilirniily)  swallowed  np  in  love.  Saitii  Tliere^n  (it  is  Aldllo.  de 
Gu^riu  herself  who  rrniiudsuaof  it)  endured  tw<3ity  ycjtrsaf  unaceoptance 
and  ic]iulw!  in  her  prayers;  yea,  hut  tlie  Saint  Theresa  whom  Christendom 
knows  is  Saint  llter^'sn  rq>ulitcd  no  longer ;  it  t»  Snint  'rbercen  nccrpted, 
rcjoteing  in  luve,  riidiiint  with  ccclnsy.  Mdllc.  <le  Gut-riu  in  not  one  of 
ihceo  Mints  arrived  at  perfect  sweetnuis  and  calui,  steeped  in  eoKtaxy ; 
there  U  soineTlnng  prunitivc,  indomitable  in  li«r,  whioh  tJio  governs, 
indeed,  hut  which  chafes,  which  revolts;  Aomewbere  in  the  depths  of  that 
strong  nature  there  i«  u  utrtipglc,  lui  iinpationce,  an  inquietude,  an  ennui, 
wbicU  endures  to  the  end,  and  which  leaves  one,  when  one  finally  closes  her 
journal,  with  an  inipresnion  of  profound  nicliuicholy.  "  There  are  days," 
slie  writes  to  her  biolher,  "  when  one'it  nature  rolls  itself  up,  and  becomes 
n  hedgehog.  If  I  lutd  you  bore  at  tbii  moment,  here  clone  by  ine,  )i(iw  I 
should  prlek  you  I  how  abarp  and  bard  I  "  "  Poor  soul,  [war  loni,"  tlie 
cries  out  to  bcnclf  another  day,  "  what  is  tlie  mntlcr,  what  would  you 
linvfl  f  Where  I*  that  which  will  do  you  good  t  Kverjrtliing  U  greet), 
evei^'thing  is  in  bloom,  all  the  air  has  a  breath  of  flowers.  How  boautifiit 
it  in  I  well,  I  will  go  out.  No,  I  diould  be  alone,  and  all  this  beauty,  when 
one  is  alone,  is  worth  nothing.  What  shall  I  do  then  ?  Bead,  write, 
[■ray,  take  a  hoikct  of  csnd  on  my  head  like  that  bcrmit-iaint,  and  widk 
irltb  il?  Tes,  work,  work  I  keep  busy  the  body  whicli  dueHtniaehief  to  the 
tool  I  I  have  been  too  little  oceupivd  to-day,  and  that  is  hod  for  one,  and 
it  gives  a  certain  ennui  whiuh  1  huve  in  me  time  to  ferment." 

A  crrtain  ennui  which  J  havt  in  me :  her  wound  is  there.  In  vain  she 
follows  the  counsel  of  F^^uelou  :  "  If  Ood  tires  you,  U!l  Ifim  Ikat  kt  ttna 
ymi,"  Ko  doubt  (he  obtained  great  and  frwitient  solace  and  restoration 
irum  pmycr  :  "  Ttiis  morning  I  was  sud'ering;  welt,  at  |>reKnt  I  nni  culm, 
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- 1 
'  and  tliis  I  owe  to  fiuth,  aimplj  to  fuith,  to  on  act  of  fattb.     I  can  t 

■  jl  death  and  eternity  without  trouble,  without  alarm.     Over  a  deep  of 

there  floats  a  divine  cahii,  a  suavity  which  ia  the  work  of  God  onl 
vain  have  I  tried  other  things  at  a  time  like  this;  nothing  human  o 
the  sou!,  nothing  human  upholds  it : — 

A  I'eiifaiit  i]  faut  Ha  m£re, 
A  moD  into  il  fitut  men  Dicn." 
Still  the  eonui  reappears,  bringiug  with  it  hours  of  unutterable  i 
ness,  and  making  her  cling  to  her  one  great  earthly  h.-ipptnc: 
affection  for  her  brother — wilh  an  inteusenesa,  as  ansieiy,  u  deepen 
which  there  is  something  morbid,  and  by  which  she  is  occaaionally 
into  an  irritability,  a  jealousy,  which  she  herself  is  the  first,  iiid' 
censure,  which  she  severely  represses,  but  which  nevertheless  ]( 
Icnsc  of  pain, 

Mdlle.  de  Gudrin's  admirers  have  compared  Iter  to  Pascal,  and  i 
respects  the  comparison  is  just.  But  she  cannot  esactiy  be  classi 
Pascal,  any  more  than  with  Siiint  Francois  de  Sales.  Pascal  ia  a  m; 
the  inexhaustible  power  and  activity  of  his  mind  leave  him  no  leif 
enuui.  He  has  not  the  sweetness  and  serenity  of  the  perfect  soiat; 
perhaps,  "  der  sttenge,  kranke  Pascal, — the  teixre,  morbid  Paaca 
Goethe  (and,  strange  to  say,  Goethe  at  twenty-three,  an  age  whicb  1 
feels  Pascal's  charm  most  profoundly)  calls  him ;  but  the  etre 
movement  of  the  lifelong  conflict  waged  in  him  between  hia  soul  j 
reason  keep  him  full  of  fire,  full  of  agitation,  and  keep  his  roade 
witnesses  this  conflict,  animated  and  e.tcited  ;  the  sense  of  forlornDi 
dejected  weariness  which  clings  to  Etigdnic  de  Gu^rtu  does  not  Lei 
Pascal.  Eug<!nie  de  Gufrin  is  a  woman,  and  longs  for  a  state  < 
happiness,  for  an  aflfection  in  which  she  may  repose :  the  inward  1 
Saint  Theresa  or  F^neloa  would  have  satisfied  her ;  denied  this,  she 
rest  satisfied  with  the  triumphs  of  self-ahasement,  with  the  sombre 
trampling  the  pride  of  life  and  of  reason  undcrfuot,  of  reducing  all 
hope  and  joy  to  insignificance ;  she  repeals  the  magnificent  vc 
Bossuet,  words  which  both  Catholicism  and  Protestantism  have  i 
with  indefatigable  iteration:  "On  trouvc  an  fond  de  tout  le  vidi 
neant — at  the  boUom  of  everi/lhing  one  Jinda  emptlneaa  and  nothin 
but  she  feels,  as  every  one  but  the  true  mystic  must  ever  feel,  their  in< 
sterility. 

She  resembles  Pascal,  however,  by  the  clearness  and  firmness 
intelligence,  going  straight  and  instinclively  to  the  bottom  of  any 
ahe  is  dealing  witli,  and  expressing  herself  about  it  with  incom] 
precision;  never  fumbling  wilh  what  she  has  to  say, never  impi 
seizing  or  imperfectly  prestnting her  lliouglit.  And  to  this  admirul 
cision  she  joins  a  tightness  of  touch,  a  feminine  ea^e  and  grace,  a 
facility  which  are  her  oivn.  "  I  do  not  s.iy,"  writes  her  brother  Rl 
an  excellent  judge,  "  that  I  find  in  myself  a  dearth  of  expreseion 
have  not  this  abundance  of  your?,  this  productiveness  of  soul  which  i 
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fgrth,  which  coDrsot  along  withont  ever  faiiing,  and  nlway «  with  an  Infinite 
chiirai."  And  writing  to  hi-r  of  Mmo  composition  of  horn,  [irodticed  aAer 
Jicr  rcligiuUB  tctuplta  bad  for  a  loug  lime  keijt  tier  from  llic  cxcvciw!  of 
Iier  talent :  "  You  sec,  my  dcnr  Ttrloisc,"  he  ivrilcB,  "  ihat  your  talnit 
Uiio  iiltiiiiuii,  aincu  oAtir  n  period  1  know  not  how  long  of  povticitl  in^iction, 
a  trial  to  whidi  any  hall'-lnlenl  would  have  Kuccurubud,  it  rtiint  iU  lumd 
again  morn  vigorous  tlinn  ever.  It  ia  really  heart-breaking  to  wc  yon 
rcjireM  and  biuJ  down,  wilh  I  know  not  whiit  acmjiltM,  ynnr  npirit,  whicli 
trniiii  wiih  nil  the  force  of  its  nature  to  di-sclop  imll'  in  thiM  diteclicn. 
Otlwn  Iiuic  niado  it  a  ciisu  of  con.iciciicu  lor  yon  to  rroJat  lliis  inijiulfti',  and 
I  make  it  ono  fur  you  not  to  follow  it."  And  she  eaya  of  hcreelf,  on  oudoF 
her  freer  day*  :  "  It  is  the  instinct  of  my  life  to  writv,  nn  it  is  the  instinct 
of  ihw  founlaiu  to  Iluvr."  'J'hi'  thiirm  of  lier  exprestiou  is  not  a  §eii8U0Ui«  and 
imngiimtife  chiiini  like  Ihnl  of  Slnurice,  but  rather  nn  intclk-cluai  cliarm  j 
it  comua  from  the  texture  of  tlic  style  raibor  than  from  iu  ek-inent*  ;  it  ii 
not  so  uiucJi  in  the  words  as  in  tbo  turn  of  the  phin:;>',  in  the  happy  cast 
and  lluw  of  the  sentence.  Iteclusc  a^  fbc  was,  slic  had  a  great  coitc- 
spoudtncc  :  every  oui'  wiehed  to  have  letters  from  ber;  and  do  wonder. 

To  tiiiii  atrcuglh  of  inttlligcTica  nnd  talent  of  expression  cho  joined  a 
great  force  of  character,  lleligion  had  rnrly  possessed  itec-lf  of  thii  fbm 
of  character,  and  reinforced  it  ;  iu  llic  shadow  of  the  Ocventics,  in  th« 
»Ii.i;p  and  Ionic  nature  of  tliia  region  of  southern  France,  which  has  teen 
the  AlbigcnHiaiM,  which  ha*  Been  the  Cajuisard*,  Cutliolicism  too  is  fcnent 
aod  intenso.  I^ng^nio  do  Gucrin  was  brought  up  amidst  xlrong  ndigionf 
inlla«iiec%  and  they  found  in  her  a  nature  on  which  thoy  coutd  lay  firm 
hold.  I  have  nnid  thnt  she  vox  not  a  naiiit  of  the  order  of  Saint  Pran^trig 
dc  Saica  or  Feu(:Ion ;  pcrIia|iB  sliu  had  too  keen  an  intcliigeiiee  lo  sufTer 
hrr  to  bo  this,  too  forcible  and  impetuous  a  chnrncler.  But  1  did  not 
mean  to  imply  the  Ica>t  doutit  of  the  reality,  tlic  juoroundness,  of  her 
roligioua  life.  She  waa  penetrated  by  the  power  of  religion;  religion  was 
tlie  mniitcr- influence  of  her  life;  oho  derived  imiuunse  consolations  from 
rvligion,  she  earnestly  slrore  to  conform  hor  whole  nature  to  it ;  if  there 
WON  an  element  in  her  which  religion  could  not  perfectly  reach,  perfectly 
transmute,  she  groaned  over  thiJt  element  in  her,  she  chid  it,  she  itisde  it 
bow.  Almost  every  thought  in  her  was  brought  into  harmony  with 
religion;  and  what  few  llioughts  were  not  thus  Iwoiight  into  harmony 
wore  brought  into  subjection. 

Then  *ho  had  her  uffection  for  her  brother ;  nod  thin,  too,  thouglt 
perhaps  there  mighl  be  in  il  something  a  little  crer-eagcr,  a  Utile  loo 
absolute,  a  little  too  sUKCcplible,  wn.i  a  pure,  ndevotcd  nlTeciion.  It  vsa  not 
only  pninonate,  it  was  lender.  It  waa  lender,  pliant,  and  ai-lf-nacriGcing  to  a 
degree  that  not  in  ono  nature  out  of  a  ihouxrmd — of  n.iturM  ivilh  a  mind  and 
will  like  here — ia  found  ntlninalile.  She  thus  united  cxtraordiniiTy  power 
of  int^-UigCDcc,  extraordinary  force  of  character,  and  exlraordinary  strength 
of alTection;  and  all  these  under  the  control  ofa  deep  roligioiit  feeling. 

Thb  in  what  makes  her  oo  rcmarkuhic,  so  interesling.     I  sli.ill  try  and 
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make  her  speak  for  berself,  that  idie  may  slion  ub  tbc  clioracteri 
of  Iwr  rure  nature  ^vith  her  own  inimittible  touch. 

It  miiBt  be  n'mumbercd  that  her  journal  is  written  for  Mauri 
in  her  lifetiine  no  eyt  but  liis  ever  Eaw  it.  "  Ceei  n'est  paa  pour  I 
she  writes  j  "  c'«(  de  ViRlime,  c'est  de  V6me,  c'eat  pour  tin."  ' 
not  for  the  public  ;  it  contains  my  inmoat  tlioughla,  my  very  soul: 
ont."  And  Maurice,  this  ont,  was  a  kind  of  second  self  to  her. 
things  with  the  same  eyes ;  what  you  find  beautiful,  I  find  bcauti 
had  made  our  souls  of  one  piuce."  And  this  genuine  confident 
brother's  sympathy  gives  to  the  entries  in  her  journal  a  natura 
simple  freedom  rare  in  such  compositions.  She  felt  that  be  woul 
bland  her,  sod  be  interested  in  all  that  she  wrote. 

One  of  the  first  pages  of  her  journal  relates  an  incident  of  tl 
life  of  Le  Cay  la,  the  smaliest  detail  of  which  Maurice  liked  to  b 
]  in  relating  it  she  brings  this  umple  life  before  us.     She  is  ir 

November,  1834: — 

"  I  am  furious  with  the  grey  cat.  The  mischierous  beaflt  h 
away  with  a  iittle  half-frozen  pigeon,  which  I  was  trying  to  thai 
side  of  the  fire.  The  poor  little  thing  was  just  banning  to  comi 
I  meant  to  tame  him ;  he  would  have  grown  fond  of  me  ;  and 
my  whole  scheme  eaten  up  by  a  cat  I  This  event,  and  all  the  re 
day's  history,  luis  passed  in  the  kitchen.  Here  I  take  up  my  ■ 
the  morning  and  a  part  of  the  evening,  ever  since  I  am  without 
I  have  to  superintend  the  cook  ;  sometimes  papa  comes  down  on 
to  him  by  tiie  oven,  or  by  the  fireside,  some  bits  out  of  the  Ai 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Church.  This  book  struck  Pierril|  with  t 
ment.  '  Que  de  mwla  aqui  didins.'  What  a  lot  of  words  tl 
inside  it  I '  Thia  boy  ie  a  real  original.  One  evening  he  askc 
the  soul  was  inmiortnl ;  thun  aficrwards,  what  a  philosopher  wn 
hud  got  upon  great  questions,  as  you  see.  AVhcn  I  told  hiu 
philosopher  was  a  person  who  was  wise  and  learned :  '  Tiien,  niadi.-: 
you  are  a  philoau^iher.'  Tliis  was  said  with  an  air  of  umpli< 
eiiiccvity  which  might  have  niado  even  Socrates  take  it  as  a  com] 
but  it  made  me  laugh  so  much  thut  my  gravity  as  catechist  was 
that  evening.  A  day  or  two  ago  Pierril  left  us,  to  his  great  sorr 
time  with  ua  was  up  on  Saint  lirico's  day.  Now  he  goes  about 
little  dog,  I rufile- hunting.  If  he  comes  this  way  I  slioll  go  and  as 
he  still  thinks  I  look  like  a  philosopher." 

Her  good  sense  and  spirit  made  her  discharge  with  alacrity  he: 
hold  ta'tks  in  Cliifl  patriarchal  life  of  Le  Cayb,  and  treat  thcni  as  I 
n.itural  thing  in  tiie  world.  She  sometimes  complains,  to  be 
burning  her  lingers  at  the  kilchun  fire.  But  when  a  literary  frien 
brother  expri'sscs  enthusiasm  about  her  and  her  poetical  nature 
poi.-le!i.i,"  kIic  says,  "  nhoni  this  gentleman  beliuvcs  me  to  be,  is  i

S)ic  liiiil  liiioks,  too  ;  not  in  obundance,  not  for  the  fancying  thera :  llm 
liht  of  hcT  library  is  small,  and  it  is  enlarged  fcluwly  and  with  difficulty. 
The  iMterf  of  fiitiiil  Tliereta,  which  :ihc  had  long  wished  lo  get,  she  Mn 
in  the  hands  of  a  poor  servant  girl,  before  the  caa  |iri)cure  them  fur  lier» 
self.  "  What  tlii^n  !  "  is  hor  comm<:iil ;  "  vary  likely  jJic  toAkrs  a  bolter 
««.'  of  them  ihao  I  could."  But  she  haa  the  Imitation,  the  Spiritual 
Worts  of  ItoKiuct  and  Friit^lon,  the  J,ioa  of  the  Snintt,  Comcillc,  ICncint^ 
Andrf,  Cli<ii;icr,  and  Laiiiarlinc ;  M:Ldamu  du  Stuel's  tniok  on  Germany, 
and  Freneh  tron»liitions  of  Shnkspearc's  plays,  Onni.in,  the  I'icnr  of  Wak«- 
firiii,  Scott's  Old  Mortalily  and  HtJ^iaintUl,  and  ilie  Prametti  Spoti  of 
Unntuni.  Above  nil,  she  has  her  own  mind  ;  her  meditations  in  the 
lonely  Hold*,  on  the  ouk-grown  hill-side  of  "  Tlie  St-vui  Springs;  "  her 
incdtUidoiis  and  writing  in  her  own  room,  her  chumhrttu,  her  dHi' 
dtux  chts  noi,  where  every  night,  before  »lio  gues  to  bed,  she  opvms 
Iht)  window  lo  look  out  upon  the  sky — the  balmy  moonlit  sky  of 
l.a)i2Utfdoc.  This  life  of  rending,  tliinking,  and  writing,  wn«  the  lifo  sho 
liked  best,  tlie  lifo  that  most  truly  suited  hor.  "I  find  writing  lias  lMt;onie 
■Imonl  a  necessity  to  inv.  Whence  doex  it  nrise,  this  impuUo  to  gire 
uttvrancc  to  the  voice  of  one's  spirit,  to  pour  out  my  thoughta  before  God 
and  one  human  beitg?  I  say  one  bnmim  being,  becnn»oI  alwayt  imagine 
that  joti  are  prcucnt,  that  you  see  what  I  write.  In  the  stillneN*  of  a  lilb 
like  thia  vay  spirit  Sa  happy,  and,  aa  it  werci  dead  to  all  that  goes  on 
nptain  or  dowiuKain,  in  the  house  or  out  of  the  hoiuc.  But  this  does 
twt  last  long.  '  Come,  tny  pooi-  spirit,'  I  then  say  to  myself,  <  ne  luusl  go 
back  to  the  thing*  of  thi*  world.  And  I  take  my  spinning,  or  a  book,  or 
ajmuoopnn,  or  I  ]ilay  with  Wolf  or  Trilby.  Such  a  life  as  this  I  call 
heaven  upon  earth." 

T'aates  like  these,  joined  willi  a  talent  like  Mdtlc.  du  Guf  rin*(,  nntuvally 
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in)>pire  iboughlB  ot  literary  couipoHtttoo.     Bucb  tliottghts  she 
porlmps  she  would  have  been  happier  if  she  had  followed  thi'in  ; 
never  could  satisfy  herself  that  to  follow  them  was  quite  conustent 
religious  life,  and  her  projects  of  caniposition  ivere  gradti&ll/  relii 
"  Would  to  God  that  my  thoughts,  my  epirit,  Lad  never  ta 
flight  beyond  the  narrow  round  in  which  it  is  1117  lot  to  live.

Beautifully  as  she  says  all  this,  one  cannot,  I  think,  read  it  1 
sense  of  disquietude,  without  a  presentiment  that  this  ardent 
forcing  itself  from  its  natural  bent,  that  the  beatitude  of  the  trn 
will  never  be  its  earlhly  portion.  And  yet  how  simple  and  cha 
lier  picture  of  the  life  of  religion  which  she  chose  as  her  ark  c 
and  in  which  ehe  desijcd  to  place  all  her  happiness : 

"  Cloaks,  clogs,  umbrellaa,  all  the  apparatus  of  winter,  went 
this  morning  to  Andillac,  where  we  have  passed  the  whole  day;

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crcry  woman  y«Ti  meet,  and  tli«i,  ai  jou  go  ntonft,  such  a  tail:  nbout  llio 
potillry,  the  klircp  iind  con's,  llie  gcMxl  man  and  the  childrcu  1  My  j^reat 
ddight  in  tu  giru  a  kiss  to  tlicsu  cMldren,  and  to  kcc  tlicin  run  nwiiy  and 
liide  tbuir  blitsijing  fuces  in  llieir  mollier'ti  gowa.  Tliey  arc  alarmcil  a,t  tat 
dotimaiiclof,'  un  at  a  being  of  nnother  world.  Ooe  of  these  little  tbinga 
eaid  ibc  crfber  day  to  its  graTidinutlicr,  who  was  l4ilkiiig  of  uoining  to  tev 
\ie  :  '  Miaino,  you  niiiEtn'i  go  to  ibnl  cftHtlc  ;  tluTc  i»  a  bl.ick  liolc  there' 
What  ia  tile  reason  that  in  all  agya  llie  iioWl-'b  cbilttau  ban  bcwi  an  object 
of  iprror  ?  I*  it  bccauw  of  the  borroiB  (bat  werv  cciuiuiUed  tbero  In  old 
times  ?    I  cuppofc  w." 

Tlii«  Tague  borroy  of  ihc  cbAteAD,  elill  lingering  id  iho  mind  of  the 
FrcDuh  pt-iuant  fif^y  yc-urs  nlicr  bu  tins  stormt^d  it,  is  indi:cd  ciirion>',  and 
ia  one  of  the  iboiisund  indications  how  unlike  aristocracy  on  tbi'  Cuntiiivut 
Liu  been  to  nristocrncy  in  Englund.  But  this  ia  one  of  the  ^ruut  DiJitttirs 
irilli  wbicb  Mdllo.  do  tiu^rin  would  not  have  us  occupied;  let  ua  ptus  to 
tho  KuhJrcC  of  Cbrixlmna  in  Lungiit^doc  :

In 
(utb,  ouc'i  nbolu  aoul  ttinga  with  joy  at  tbi*  bonuiiilil  coming  of 
cai'tli, — a  coming  which  here  ia  aiinoimctd  on  all  aidi^a  of  ua 
by  niatia  and  by  uur  charming  nailatcl.\  Nothing  ut  I'nria  cnn  give  you 
n  notion  of  uhnt  Cbriitmaa  ia  with  us.  You  have  not  even  the  midnight 
mom.  We  all  of  ua  went  toil,  pnpnnt  our  head,  on  the  most  pcifcct  night 
poteikle.  Ntver  waa  there  a  finer  sky  than  ours  waa  that  inidnigtit, — ■ 
ae  fine  that  pnpit  kept  perpetually  tiirowing  back  the  hood  of  bia  clonk, 
that  he  might  look  u^i  at  the  vky.  Thu  ground  wax  white  with  hoar- 
fioit,  but  wo  wore  not  cold ;  bcridex,  the  air,  aa  wc  met  it,  waa  warmed 
by  th«  bundle*  of  bluxing  torchwood  whidi  our  aervanta  carried  in  front 
of  ua  to  light  us  on  our  way.  It  was  delightful,  I  do  nHMiro  you  ;  and 
I  ahauld  like  yuu  to  have  aceu  ua  there  on  our  road  to  church,  in  tlioM 
liinea  with  tlio  bushes  along  their  banks,  nx  white  o*  if  they  were 
in  flowtT,  The  hoar-frost  makua  the  moBt  lovely  Uowers.  Wc  naw  a 
long  apray  so  beautiful  thai  we  wanted  to  take  it  with  ua  as  n  garland 
for  tlio  communion  table,  but  it  melted  in  our  lianda :  all  flowiTS  fade  so 
focn !  1  wax  very  aurry  about  my  garland )  it  was  mournful  to  aee  it 
drip  away,  and  got  amaller  and  amullcr  every  minute." 

Tlie  rcUgioua  life  is  at  bollom  every  where  alike ;  but  it  la  curious  to 
note  ibc  viiriouancn  uf  ila  cutting  and  outward  circuitisl«ace.  Catboliciam 
baa  ibcao  ao  dilTerent  from  I'rotcstantism  !  and  in  Catholicism  tbcse 
acceaaoriea  have,  it  cannot  be  denied,  a  uobleiiess  and  amplitude  wliiob  in 
Pn>tC9>lunli&m  ia  olii-ti  wanting  to  ihcni.  In  Catholicism  liiey  have,  from 
the  antiquity  of  Uiia  form  of  reiigiun,  from  ita  preteuMonii  to  uuivciaality, 
from  ita  really  wide-spread  prevaleuce,  tiom  ICa  avnauousness,  aomelbing 
EnropOD,  nugual,  and  imaginativa  :    in  I'rolratantiim  t)ii-y  oAen  have,

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from  its  iaferiority  in  all  these  respects,  someUung  proTincial,  me 
prosaio.  In  revenge,  Protestant  ism  bas  a  future  before  it,  a  proi 
growth  in  alliaoce  with  the  vital  movement  of  modem  socie^ ; 
Catholicism  appears  to  bo  bent  on  widening  the  breach  between  itM 
the  modem  spirit,  to  be  iatally  losing  itself  in  the  multiplication  of  d 
Mariolatry,  and  miraole-mongcriiig.  But  the  style  and  circumsti 
actiud  Catholiciam  is  grander  than  its  present  tendency,  and  the  stj 
circuui  stance  of  Protestantiam  is  meaner  than  its  teadency.  Whili 
reading  the  journal  of  Mdlle.  de  Gu^rin,  there  came  into  my  hai 
memoir  and  poems  of  a  young  Englishwoman,  Miss  Emma  Tathan 
one  could  not  but  be  struck  with  the  singukr  contnst  which  t 
lives,  iu  their  setting  rather  than  in  their  inherent  quality,  present. 
Tatliam  had  not,  certainly,  Mdlle.  de  Gui^rin's  talent,  but  she  had  a 
vein  of  poetic  feeling,  a  genuine  aptitude  for  composition.  Boti 
fervent  Christians,  and  so  far,  the  two  lives  have  a  real  resemblauc 
in  the  setting  of  them,  what  a  diSerence  I  The  Frenchwonui 
Cittholic  in  Languedoc  ;  tho  Englixhwoman  is  a  Protestant  at  Mai 
Margate,  that  brick-and-mortar  image  of  English  Protestant lam, 
aenting  it  in  111  it$  prose,  all  its  uncomelincss, — let  me  add,  all  il 
brity.  Between  the  external  form  and  fiiahton  of  these  two  Jives,  fa 
the  Catholic  Mdlle.  de  Guerin's  nadaltt  at  the  Languedoc  Christmi 
chiipel  of  moss  at  Easter-time — her  doily  reading  of  the  life  of  i 
carrying  her  to  the  most  diverse  times,  places,  and  peoples — her  q 
when  she  wants  to  fix  her  mind  upon  the  staunchness  which  the  n 
aspirant  needs,  the  words  of  Saint  Macedoniua  to  a  hunter  whom 
in  the  mountains,  "  1  pursue  aflcr  God,  as  yoa  pursue  ader  game 
quoting,  when  she  wants  to  break  a  village  girl  of  disobedience 
mother,  the  story  of  the  ten  disobedient  children  whom  at  Hippo  St. . 
tine  saw  palsied ; — between  all  this  and  the  bare,  blank,  narrowly  ] 
setting  of  Miss  Tiithum's  Protestantism,  her  "  union  in  charch-fell 
with  the  worahippors  at  Kawley- Square  Chapei,  Mai^te ; "  her  "  a 
with  soU,  sweet  voice,  the  animating  lines— 

Hy  JeinB  to  know,  and  feci  hii  blood  fiow, 
Tis  lifo  cvcrkating,  'tis  heaven  below  ;" 

her  "young  female  teachers  belonging  to  the  Sunday -school,"  a

unlikencss  !  An  nnlikencss,  it  will  be  said,  in  that  which  ia  non-et 
and  iudifleront.  Non-esacniial — yes;  indifferent — no.  The  signs 
of  gr.ice  and  charm  in  English  Protestantism's  setting  of  its  religioui 
not  an  indilTercnt  matter  ;  it  is  a  real  weakness.  This  ought  i/e  i 
done,  and  not  to  have  left  the  otker  undone. 

I  have  said  that  the  present  tendency  of  Catholicism — the  Catli 
of  the  main  body  of  the  Catholic  clergy  and  laity — seems  likely  tc 
gerate  rather  than  to  remove  all  that  in  this  form  of  religion  i 
repugrumt  to  reason  ;  but  this  Catholicism  was  not  tliut  of  Mdlle.  de  ( 
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The  Insuflioieiicy  ofbcr  Calliulicitai  come*  from  ■  doctrine  which  I'rolrtt- 
antitm,  ton,  lian  adopted,  although  ProlMUuttiam,  from  iu  iiilierent  clement 
of  fi««(lani,  jnuy  find  it  caniur  to  cwu[h!  trom  it ;  n  doctrino  vriih  a  ocrtain 
Alintction  for  all  noblo  nutnres,  but,  in  Uia  iikhIitii  world  at  anjp  TtAe, 
incurably  stvrilc, — the  d<K:trinc  nf  thn  rmptincm  nnd  noihiiigncMs  of  humun 
lifv,  of  tltc  suiwrioriiy  of  rLRuunccment  lo  aciiviiy,  of  ijuii!ii»m  lo  energy; 
■he  doctrine  which  makrf.  fl^art  for  things  on  thitt  fide  of  tlie  gravo  a  foUyr 
mid  joy  ill  tilings  on  tlitu  nidc  of  thu  grave  .t  nin.  Uut  licr  (^tholiciniu  ii 
Ktuarkably  fi*tt  from  the  faulu  whitli  PruIeBUiiiis  cotitinoidy  think  iii- 
•upBTablu  from  Cxtholiciftn ;  the  rvtntion  lo  ihc  pTiusI,  ih«  prai:tic«  of  con- 
fcHMon,  oMUiiK!,  wh«u  the  tipoiik*  of  iheiu,  uii  uiipi-L't  which  is  uot  thai 
under  vbich  Ezctvr  Hall  knows  them,  but  which — unices  one  i»  of  the 
number  of  thonc  nbo  prefer  rrftttrding  that  by  which  mi'n  nnd  nntiotic  dio 
to  Kfjartling  that  by  which  ihty  live — one  is  glad  I o  study.  "  La  eon- 
fiuian"  nbo  snyH  twice  in  her  journnl,  "  not  qu'une  t.rpansion  iIh  rfpentir 
tUtat  raBHiur:"  and  hur  neukly  journey  to  the  confcwionAl  in  the  liillc 
church  of  Cahuznc  is  bcr  "  ctier  ptlerinage ;  "  tlio  lillle  church  n  llie  place 
wlicre  die  hiu  ''  laU*t  tant  <U  miura:" — 

"  Tliia  nioriiiiig."  iihe  writes  one  28lU  of  NovtmUer,  "  I  was  up  beforo 
daylight,  ilrfKKd  quickly,  naid  my  prayers,  and  el;irted  with  Marie  for 
Culitiioc.  Wlivii  Vic  got  tbL're  the  uhiij>el  voi  occupied,  nhicb  I  was  uot 
torty  fur.  I  like  not  lo  be  hurried,  and  to  have  lime,  before  1  go  in,  to 
lay  ban;  my  whole  (out  b<-forc  (rod.  This  ol'icn  talit^  nic  n  long  time, 
becaut«  uiy  thouglita  are  apt  lo  l>u  flying  about  like  tlimu  autumn  havcK, 
At  ten  o'clock  1  wm  on  my  knee*,  liilcniog  to  words  tbu  most  salutary  thai 
wen:  i-ver  apoken :  and  I  wi-nt  away  feeling  myself  a  betlw  being.  Eir<!ry 
burden  thrown  off  le^vis  us  wiiU  a  sense  of  brightness;  and  wlien  the  tioul 
baa  laid  down  the  load  I'f  its  sins  at  God's  foct,  it  fot'ia  as  if  it  had  wings. 
What  an  admirable  thing  la  couft'onion  !  What  conifurt,  what  light,  what 
Klr('tti!lb  is  given  me  every  time  aA«r  I  have  said,  /  have  aintud" 

This  b!«"ing  of  confetsioD  is  the  grmti-r,  Bhc  «y»,  "  the  mom  thfl 
hmrt  of  tliu  priest  lo  whom  we  oonUde  our  repvnlaiicc  is  like  that  diviDe 
hoart  which  '  has  so  loved  us.'  This  is  what  attaches  me  to  M.  BoTiet." 
M.  fiorio  was  the  cur£  of  faer  [utriali,  a  man  no  longtr  young,  and  of 
wlioM  loss,  when  be  waa  abuut  to  leave  iheni,  she  tlius  speaks : — 

"  Wbnt  a  grief  for  mc  1  how  much  I  Ion; in  losing  thia  fuithful  guidv  of 
my  conscience,  lu'art,  and  mind,  of  my  whole  adf  which  Gcd  Lad  appoiuti-d 
to  lje  in  his  chaige,  and  which  let  iUvlf  be  in  hia  charge  no  gWly  !  }lo 
knew  the  nwjlvc*  which  God  bud  put  in  my  liearl,  and  1  had  need  of  hia 
Iiclp  to  follow  them.  Our  new  cur6  c.iniiot  supply  his  plac«  ;  h«  is  H 
young  I  and  then  he  kcius  ho  inexperienced,  so  uiidvddcd  I  II  needs 
firainew  to  pluck  a  soul  lUt  uf  ibc  midst  of  the  world,  and  to  uphold  il 
against  tlte  aasaulla  of  flesh  nnd  blood.  It  is  Sjitiiitjay,  my  day  for  going 
to  Odiuxuc;  I  am  juat  going  there,  perhaps  1  shall  come  back  uiore 
tnuKjuih  God  has  always  gireo  me  soma  good  thing  tlicrc,  in  that 
diapi-l,  where  1  have  Idl  behind  oic  so  many  miscriv*." 
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Such  is  confession  for  her  \vhtn  the  priest  is  voilhj ;  and,  vrh«ai  1 
not  worthy,  she  knows  how  to  separate  the  man  from  the  office  : — 

"  To-day  I  am  going  to  do  something  which  I  dislike  ;  but  I  wil 
it,  with  God'd  help.  Do  not  think  I  am  on  my  way  to  the  stake ; 
only  that  I  am  going  to  confess  to  a  priest  in  whom  I  hare  not  confide 
but  who  is  the  only  one  here.  la  this  act  of  religion,  the  man  r 
always  he  separated  &om  the  prieat,  and  aometimea  the  man  must 
annihilated." 

The  same  clear  sense,  the  same  freedom  from  snperstition,  shows  i 
in  all  her  retigioua  life.  She  tells  ua,  to  be  sure,  how  once,  when  she 
a  little  girl,  alie  stained  a  new  frock,  and  on  praying,  in  her  alarm,  ^ 
image  of  the  Virgin  wliich  hnng  in  her  room,  saw  the  stains  vanish  :  « 
the  auBterest  Protestant  will  not  judge  such  Mariolatry  as  this  i 
harshly.  But,  in  general,  the  Virgin  Mary  fills,  in  the  religious  pari 
her  journal,  no  prominent  place ;  it  is  Jesus,  not  Mary.  "  Oli^  how 
has  Jesus  said  :  '  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  lac 
It  is  only  there,  only  in  the  hosom  of  God,  that  we  can  rightly  w 
rightly  rid  oiU'eelves  of  our  burden."  And  again  :  "  The  mystery  of 
ftring  mokes  one  grasp  the  belief  of  something  to  be  expiated,  tometl 
to  be  won.  I  sec  it  in  Jesus  Chrint,  the  Man  of  Sorrow.  It  was  neea. 
that  the  Son  of  Man  should  tuffer.  That  is  all  wc  know  in  the  trou 
and  calamities  of  life." 

And  who  has  ever  spoken  of  justification  more  impressively 
piously  than  Mdlle.  de  Gudrin  speaks  of  it,  when,  after  reckoning 
number  of  minutes  she  ha.i  lived,  she  e.tclaims  : — ■ 

"  My  God,  what  have  we  done  with  all  these  minutes  of  ours,  wl 
Thou,  too,  wilt  one  day  reckon  ?  Will  there  be  any  of  them  to  count 
(eternal  life  ?  will  there  be  many  of  them  7  will  there  be  ono  of  thi 
'  If  thou,  0  Lord,  wilt  be  extreme  to  mark  what  is  done  amisa,  O  L 
who  may  abide  it?*  This  close  scrutiny  of  oar  time  may  well  niab 
tremble,  all  of  us  vho  Lave  advanoed  more  than  a  few  steps  in  life ; 
God  will  judge  us  otherwise  than  as  he  judges  the  lilies  of  the  field 
have  never  been  able  to  understand  the  security  of  those  who  place  i 
whole  reliance,  in  presenting  themselves  before  God,  upon  a  good  cone 
in  the  ordinary  relations  of  human  life.  As  if  all  our  duties  were  < 
fined  within  the  narrow  sphere  of  this  world !  To  be  a  good  paren 
good  child,  a  good  citizen,  a  good  brother  or  sister,  is  not  enough  to  | 
cure  entrance  into  the  kingdom  of  heaveu.  God  demands  other  th. 
besides  these  kindly  social  virtues,  of  him  whom  he  means  to  crown  i 
an  eternity  of  glory." 

And,  with  this  Tcal  for  the  spirit  and  power  of  religion,  what  prvid( 
in  her  counsels  of  religious  practice;  what  dinccrnmcnt,  what  measi 
She  has  been  speaking  of  the  charm  of  the  Lives  of  the  Saintt,  and 
goes  on  : — 

"  Notwithstanding  this,  the  Livta  of  the  Saints  seem  to  me,  for  a  g 
many  people,  dangerous  reading.     1  would  not  recommend  ihcm  t 
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jsong  girl,  6r  even  16  K>me  vrorn«n  wlio  nte  no  longer  young;.  Wbst  one 
mdv  hn«  tiicli  povcr  upon  onn't  Ccrling* ;  niid  tli«ic,  cvvn  in  Kckinj; 
CoJ,  Huuictiini-s  go  astray.  AIi*»,  we  Iiavo  aeeo  it  in  poor  C."*  «wc. 
What  care  one  ought  to  t.-iko  wiih  n  young  pcrnon  ;  with  what  *li«  mt^x, 
wliat  Jic  writw,  licr  locicty,  Ikt  prayers,  all  of  them  lualtera  wliici 
dvnt.iDd  a  motlieL''8  lcn<lcr  watrhfulnofs  !  I  rmirmlier  many  thing*  I  did 
at  fourteen,  wliidi  my  mollicr,  hiul  »h«  livcil,  would  not  have  let  me  do. 
I  would  have  doiii:  anylhiiig  for  God's  »akc;  1  would  hove  cast  mywli 
into  nn  orcin,  and  assuredly  tilings  like  that  sie  not  God's  will :  he  is  not 
pIrBMd  1>y  the  hitrt  ono  cIocM  to  one's  health  through  th.at  ardent  but  iil- 
rogulnled  pitly  which,  »vhilo  it  impairs  the  hody,  often  leaves  many  a 
fnnit  flauri>hir>g.  And,  iherefure,  S«int  Francois  dc  .Snlea  used  to  nay  to 
lh«  iJUns  who  a^ed  his  leave  to  go  barefoot :  '  Change  your  brainjt,  and 
http  your  shoes.'  " 

Meanwhile  Slanrice,  in  a  live  years'  absence,  and  amid  the  ditilrsctions 
oi'Paria,  lott,  or  ser^mc.d  to  hit  iii«1cr  to  lose,  eonielhing  of  bis  fondnou  for 
bis  linniti  and  ita  inniaies ;  he  certainly  lo^l  his  i:;ii*ly  ruligioua  habits  and 
feelings.  It  la  on  thix  latter  losn  that  Mdlle.  do  Gui^riu'a  journal  olUiiest 
touches, — with  infinite  delicacy,  but  with  infinite  anguish:  — 

"  Oh  I  the  agony  of  being  in  fear  for  a  aoul's  aalration,  who  oan  describe 
it  t  That  which  caused  cur  Saviour  llio  fcecnptt  mili'cring,  in  the  agony 
of  Ills  Plission,  was  not  vo  inueh  tlie  thought  of  thu  tonueuls  liu  vrn»  to 
endure,  ns  the  ibotight  that  thcso  loinicnt«  would  be  of  no  At'nilfor  a  mnl- 
titudt?  of  sinners ;  for  nil  those  who  set  thetnitelvc*  againnt  thdr  redemp- 
tion, or  nlio  do  not  care  for  il.  The  move  anliclpaiiou  of  this  obuinaoy 
and  this  bcedleKiiwa  had  power  to  mate  sorrowful,  *vcn  unto  death,  tlio 
divine  Son  of  Man.  And  tliis  feeling  all  Christian  soitls,  according  to  the 
iDcasurc  of  faith  and  love  gmnled  them,  more  or  less  ehare," 

Maurice  returned  to  Le  Cuyla  in  the  iminnitr  of  1B37.  nnd  pnued  »ix 
months  there.  This  meeting  entirely  iMlorcd  the  union  belweon  him  nnd 
his  family.  "Thexc  six  months  with  us,"  writ/'S  hix  s-islcr,  "he  ill,  and 
jiiidiug  himsi-lf  BO  loved  by  ua  all,  bad  entitely  rtaltiieheJ  biiu  la  ua. 
Five  yram  without  string  u*  had  ptrlinp*  mndo  him  a  little  lose  ugbl  ol 
our  iifTeelion  for  him;  having  found  it  again,  he  mvt  it  with  all  the  strength 
of  bis  own.  lie  had  eo  (irmly  renewed,  before  lie  Ifft  iis,  all  family  lies, 
that  nothing  hut  death  could  have  broken  thciu."  Tlie  scpanitioD  in 
religious  inattm  between  ihe  biotlicT  and  sihter  griidually  diminiMihed,  and 
bel(>re  Maurice  died  it  h;id  crtued.  I  have  eWtvbrre  upoken  of  Alauricc's 
religious  feeling  jind  its  character.  It  is  probable  that  his  divcrgenvo 
from  his  sister  in  this  sphere  of  religion  was  never  so  wide  ns  she  feared, 
and  that  bin  retuiion  willi  )icr  waa  never  so  complete  as  slie  hoped.  "  His 
erroTH  were  passed,"  she  says,  "  Lit  illusions  were  clearod  away ;  by  the 
call  <>f  his  iitiliirt-,  by  original  disposilicii,  be  had  come  hack  to  lentimcnts 
of  oxler.  I  knew  all,  t  followed  each  of  bis  steps;  out  of  the  liery  ajihere 
of  the  paBsitms  (which  held  him  but  a  little  moment)  I  saw  him  p.-is8  iuto 
the  sphoro  of  the  Chrisllaa  life.    It  was  a  beauitl'ul  toul,  the  aoul  «C 
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Maurice."     But  the  illni'sa  whicU  bad  cansed  his  retmn  to  1 
■I  ■]  reappeared  after  lie  got  baci  to  Paris  in  tbe  winter  of  1837-8.

;-  From  such  complainings,  in  which  there  is  undoubtedly  bo 

morbid, — complainings  which  she  herself  blamed,  to  which  8he 
gave  way,  but  which,  in  presenting  her  character,  it  is  not  just 
wholly  oat  of  sight, — she  was  called  by  the  news  of  an  alarming  i 
her  brother's  illness.  For  some  days  the  entries  in  her  journal  s 
agony  of  apprehension.  "  He  coughs,  he  coughs  still !  Those  wo 
echoing  for  ever  in  my  ears,  and  pursue  me  wherever  I  go ;  ] 
look  at  the  leaves  on  the  trees  withotit  thinking  that  tbe  winter  w 
and  tliat  then  the  consumptive  die."  Then  she  went  to  bim  and 
him  back  by  slow  stages  to  Le  Cayla,  dying.  He  died  on  the 
July,  1839. 

Thenceforward  the  energy  of  life  ebbed  in  her ;  but  the  mail

Two  jntnt 
Vterwarda  I  come  liomr-,  ftiid  brought  wilh  mc  for  him  a  frock  of  tny  oirn 
making.  I  dressed  him  in  (lie  fiock,  and  took  htm  out  willi  me  »1ong 
by  the  wnrrm  nt  the  north  <rf  iho  lioHse,  atiJ  tlierc  be  walked  a  few  ii!rp« 
•lone,  his  first  walkinj;  alone,  and  1  rnti  with  delight  to  tell  nijr  mothur 
the  ncw«:  '  M.itiricp,  Hianricc  lias  begun  (o  walk  by  himsslf  I' — Recollec- 
tions which,  coming  back  to-dny,  break  (inc's  tiuirl  1  " 

Tlie  shortneM  and  sufTt-riug  of  her  brother's  life  filled  Iter  with  an 
ugoay  of  pity.  "  I'tior  htlovcd  soul,  you  biivo  had  hardly  any  liujipinoM 
htm  below;  your  lift)  has  hei-n  so  sliort,  your  repose  so  rare.  O  God, 
upholi)  me,  aiablish  my  heart  in  thy  fallb  I  Alas,  I  have  loo  little  of 
tills  sapporting  mc  I  How  wc  have  gazed  nt  him,  und  lorr<l  him,  and 
kissed  him — his  wife,  and  we,  his  wnteRi ;  he  lying  lifi-lesa  in  his  bed,  his 
head  on  ihr  pillow  nM  if  he  wci«  asleep  !  Th«i  w*  fulloaed  liini  to  the 
churchyard,  to  the  grare,  to  his  Inst  renting- place,  and  pruynd  over  him, 
and  wept  over  him ;  and  we  are  here  again,  and  I  am  writing  to  him 
a^D,  aa  if  he  vfetc  Hliiying  aivny  from  home,  as  if  he  wero  in  Pari*.  My 
belored  one,  can  it  be,  aball  wc  never  sec  one  another  again  on  carlh  ?  " 

Bat  in  heavrnT— and  here,  though  lore  and  hope  finally  prcvailiHi, 
tbe  very  pawdon  of  the  sister's  longing  Eomclimcs  innpired  torturing 
ut4]uietn<]e« : — 

"  I  am  broken  down  wiih  misery.  Iw.nnl  to  see  him.  Rvirry  moment 
I  pray  to  God  to  grant  me  this  gruce.  lleavvn,  the  world  of  spirits,  ia  it 
so  &r  from  us?  O  df|>th,  0  mytiteiy  of  the  other  life  which  separate* 
ns  !  I,  who  was  so  eagerly  nusious  about  him,  who  wanted  so  to  know 
all  that  happened  to  him, — wherever  be  may  be  now,  it  is  overl  t 
follow  him  into  the  three  abodes,  I  stop  wiatfiilly  in  the  place  of  btist,  I 
pass  on  lo  the  fiacc  of  iiuffering — lo  the  gulf  of  fire.  My  God,  my  God, 
no  I  Not  there  let  my  brother  be !  not  there !  And  he  is  not :  bi«  soul, 
the  soul  of  Slaurice,  among  the  lost  ....  horrible  fesr,  no  I  Bat  in 
|«irgalory,  where  the  sonl  is  cleansed  by  (iiflering,  ■where  the  fnilings  of 
the  benrt  arc  expiated,  the  doubtinga  of  tlie  spirit,  the  half-yieMings  to 
aril  ?  Perliapn  my  brother  ii  chero  and  cullVrt,  imd  calls  to  tis  amidat  hia 
anguish  of  repentance,  as  he  uied  to  call  to  us  amidst  his  bodily  tnlTering: 
'  Help  lue,  you  who  love  me.'  Te«,  beloved  one,  by  prayer.  1  will  go  and 
pray  J  prayer  has  been  such  a  poYrer  lo  mo,  and  I  will  pray  lo  the  end. 
Prayor !  Oh  t  and  prayer  for  the  dead  1  it  i»  the  <lew  of  ptirgatory." 

Often,  abts,  the  gracious  dew  irould  nut  fall;  the  air  of  her  soul  was 
parclied ;  lite  arid  wind,  which  was  somt^wlvero  in  the  depths  of  bcr  beinj^ 
bl«w.  She  marks  in  her  journal  the  firat  of  May,  "  this  ivtum  of  ibo 
lercHeat  month  in  the  year,"  only  to  keep  up  ihc  old  habit:  even  tbe 
monlli  of  May  can  no  longer  give  her  any  pleaaure :  "  Tout  wt  changi— 
all  it  ehauytd"  She  k  eruilied  by  ■■  the  roi»ery  which  has  nothtng  good 
in  it,  ibo  tearku,  dry  misery,  which  bruisea  the  hi^ri  like  a  hamowr." 
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"  I  am  ^ying  to  ererytliing.  I  am  dying  of  a  slow  morni 
condition  of  unutterable  suflcring.  Lie  there,  my  poor  journal  1 
gotten  with  all  this  world  whicli  u  fading  away  from  me.  I  * 
here  no  more  until  I  come  to  life  again,  until  God  re-awnkeos  i 
thiB  tomb  in  which  my  bouI  lid  buried.  Maurice,  my  beloved 
not  thus  with  mc  when  I  had  you  /  The  thought  of  Maurice  cou 
me  from  the  most  profound  depression :  to  have  him  in  the  w 
enough  for  me.  With  Maurice,  to  he  buried  alivo  Tfould  have  no 
dull  to  mc." 

And,  aa  a  harden  to  this  funereal  Btrain,  the  old  vide  ef  n/onl  of 
profound,  Boleuin,  sterile  : — •

not  in  the  world  duties  to  be  discharged  as  fiocrcd  and  as  bcaatifi:

And  there  she  stops,  and  a  day  or  two  oUcrwards  her  journal 
an  end.  A  few  fragments,  a  few  letters  carry  tis  oa  a  little 
ailer  the  22nd  of  August,  1846,  there  is  nothing.  To  make  ki 
brother's  genius  to  the  world  wns  the  one  tnsk  she  set  herself 
death ;  in  1840  came  Madame  Sand's  noble  tribute  to  him  in 
des  deux  Mondts;  then  followed  projeclB  of  raising  a  yet  more 
monument  to  hia  fame,  by  collecting  and  publishing  his  scatte 
positions :  these  projects,  I  have  already  said,  were  baffled  ;  '. 
GuiJrin's  letter  of  the  22nd  of  August,  1845,  relates  to  this  d 
ment.  In  silence,  during  nearly  three  ye.irs  more,  she  faded 
Le  Cayla.     She  died  on  the  31st  of  M.iy,  1848. 

M.  Tiebutien  has  sccomplished  the  pious  task  in  which 
Gu(^rin  was  baffled,  and  has  eslablislied  Maurice's  fuuic  ;  by  | 
tjiid  journal  he  has  established  Eugenie's  also.  She  was  verj 
from  her  brother  j  but  she  loo,  like  him,  had  that  in  her  whicli 
a  reputation.  Her  soul  has  the  snnie  characteristic  quality  as  ! 
— diitittction.  Of  this  quality  the  world  is  impatient;  it  clinfi 
it,  rails  at  it,  insulls  it,  hates  it :  it  ends  hy  reci^iving  its  iiidu 
by  undergoing  its  law.  This  quality  at  last  inexorably  coi 
world's  blunders,  and  fi.'ies  the  world's  ideals.  It  procures 
popular  poet  shall  not  finally  pass  for  a  Pindar,  nor  the  populm 
for  a  Tucitus,  nor  the  popular  preacher  for  a  Bossuet.  To  tb 
spirits  marked  by  this  rare  quality,  Maurice  and  Eugenie  c 
belong;  they  will  take  their  phice  in  the  sky  which  these  in' 
thine  close  to  one  another,  lucida  aidcra.

The  iBiming  iioul,  oppress  loog,  expnnds  and  bloswm*  into  song ;  but 
why  'iwtre  diflioult  to  stati-,  huico  here  winmeauelU  rolunw  eight. 

And  nh,  whitl  mi^chier^  Iiiin  cnviivn  who  claps  tiie  c<iitori;il  tiar  OQ  ! 
Til!  but  a  papier  li'lug,  nu  duubc ;  but  thotie  who  dcm  it  suou  find  out 
the  wcighl  of  lead — ah  mc,  how  wmiy  ! — one  little  fbolRcap  shed  miiy 
tarxy.  Pkamig,  we  hear,  to  gods  aud  men  waa  Mr.  William  GladntoDu 
when  he  caliQcd  tlie  j>iipi^r-duty  fuxs ;  hut  oh,  'twna  \i-iy  liord  on  Ue. 
Bnfore  be  took  the  impoeit  ofT,  uuu  giiutkmuii  wua  iuuud  euuugh  (he  wan 
Herculean,  but  still ! — )  to  hoar  the  letter*  IVoD]  Comhill:  two  m«a  arc 
needed  now,  and  tbew  are  dearly  going  at  the  kueea. 

Yet  happy  heart*  hud  wc  to-day  if  one  in  fifteen  hundred,  ny,  of  all 
tlic  pnckets,  while  and  blue,  which  v/n  diurually  go  through,  yielded  an 
ouiiee  of  sUirliDg  brainai  or  nught  but  headiichc  for  our  pnins.  Ah,  could 
the  CorrcspoDdent  wa  the  Editor  in  Ma  misery,  uo  more  ii^urious  ink  he'd 
■hcd,  but  tvora  of  lymputhy  inslrnd.  What  u  tliis  tale  ot  ttraw*  and 
bricks  ?  A  hen  wiili  fifty  ihouauiid  chicks  clupl  in  Sahara's  andy  plain 
to  p>-ck  the  wiltlumcss  lor  griiin — in  thnc  unhappy  fowl  is  seen  the  deapot 
of  a  Magaiiue.  Only  one  diffureuce  we  find  ;  but  tliat  ia  most  important, 
tnifld.  Instinct  compels  htr  patient  beak  i  ours — io  all  modesty  we 
•peak — is  kept  by  Consciehce  (sternly  chaste)  pegging  the  litertiry  waste 
Our  barns  are  stored,  our  garners— well,  the  stock  in  ihem'a  cousiderahle ; 
yet  when  we're  to  the  demrt  brought,  again  com«a  hiick  the  melting 
thought  that  Bij'mewhere  in  ita  depths  may  Iiide  one  little  seed,  which, 
multiplied  in  our  half  ocii:  on  Comhill,  might  nit  the  hind  with  gladncn 
fill.  Ejcpcrience  then  no  more  we  beed ;  but,  though  we  seldom  And  the 
aecd,  wc  read,  and  read,  and  rttad,  and  rfod. 

Never  of  us  shall  it  be  said,  we  lull  a  hopeful  line  unread.  When  to 
our  groaning  desk  wg  turn,  our  bowels  in  two  nenaua  yearn:  in  one,  at  our 
own  toils  the)-  sickuu  (alas,  puor  editor  1  poor  cliicketk  1),  but  on  the  whole 
they  rumble  moxt  in  grief  for  others'  kbour  losU  It  t(  •»  aad  I  Of  bards 
a  Rcoru,  of  rbajwodiiils  a  dozen  more  ;  of  criliaii  five ;  hiatcriana  atx  ;  eight 
asptmnta in  politics;  elcTen  doclora  of  revtnue;  twclTo  comic  writers  spic 
■od  span  new;  satiriKti  (not  thit  sort  of  men  to  be  put  olT  so  lightly)  ten; 
EMtaphyaioians  twenty-three— more  than  tliere  <txr  used  to  be;  noTclicts 
(female)  forty -nine,  and  two  mole  psraons  in  that  tine— those  at  the  prcnent 
hour  await  Uie  sentence  of  impartial  Fate.  The  thought  of  all  this  uselOB 
toil — this  waste  of  energy  and  oil,  tbesB  bit  ambitiMU  fondly  niin^  bot 
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eren  in  the  cradle  cunt — is  leoll;  grievous;  pnty  belkr^  O  bteUuen, 
we  really  gricvt. 

But  Mvbut  ia  to  be  done  7    We  know  that  long  as  wotd*  and  w« 
flow,  itnd  people  laay  to  Fortune  gn  by  way  of  PntcniMter  Row, 
gain  ix  fume  nnd  fume  In  gAui,  wc  may  itnpuriuiiaie  in  vaia  :  MJll  on  muit 
roll  tlie  uiifillcrtd  flood,  and  Icnvo  us  sticking  in  the  mad.     Well,  we 
aeeept  our  futu  ;  rcsigiit^d  lo  HufiV-r  meekly  for  maokiiiil ;  and  hcaveo  li 
fond  ihnt  w«  should  over  duKoiiroge  promiiing  vndcnvour.     It  is  our  hopoj 
from  day  to  day — tbc  liopc,  our  <'onifort  and  oar  aUy — to  fii>d 
proQiiBe,  or  *  gh"st  of  it :  wt  proniioe  (bat  we'll  mnke  the  moMt  of  it.

D  know«  how  wc  jnmped  at  him;  A  !~wc  norcr  tliall  forget 
the  (l.iy  whrn,  HtioktTig  lu  our  dulit's,  nc  wen:  busy  drinkii^  up  the 
qii«Ht  uf  [H-'urlesuiidhiiiity  i^nmc  upon  (/itt  pearl,  that  prtoolMsgom  !  JtfdaMin^ 
M  fond,  «t>  young,  ho  briglit,  you  bnvc  kind  nccrrts  of  dcliglit,  pco£>andly 
Bweet,  divinuly  dim,  uusbared,  uiigiit»»ed  at  ovrn  by  Aim;  but  nobody 
can  cvm'  know  tho  finllciing  tlirill.  Ilia  joynux  throe  which  MgitAto  ihi* 
bre«at  nliein-V-r  we  acent  »  new  couliibutor.  You  think,  ma'am,  lW« 
exnggcration ;  but  just  conccivp  the  *ituniion.  Suppose  before  you'd  lime 
to  My  "  Blest  hope  ! "  the  precious  clierHb  l.iy — papn'n  own  iiiing« !— in 
youi-armn;  nnd  then  before  those  sweet  alurmi  ftbout  (lie  future  «f  lil> 
nose,  Ilia  locks,  bin  tootby-pegs,  aroae^tlie  loveliest  cttrl*  mtwrincd  hit 
pntr,  his  prgji  Clime,  in  n  jieifiTl  m-l,  the  d.irling  [lug  grew  nobly  Greek, 
the  Dear  gut  on  his  legs  to  speak,  and  talked  and  laughed,  Mid  Ictpt  uid 
ran,  and  in  Koniu  tliirty  minuter'  Hpnn  became  a  liandtome  grave  yotmg 
mau  1  Conceive  that,  niadarn,  of  your  boy  ; — concdrc  your  own  «wift 
thocks  of  joy,  the  dnuid  that,  oh,  it  cuniiot  be  I  eeuriig  tn  splendid 
oertuinty! — lliis  done,  you  possibly  nioy  know  uur  lUttcring  thrill  and  fl 
joyous  throe.  S 

For  that's  how  geniuses  are  bora  to  us  upon  U)«  hill  of  Cora.  Ooa- 
cesled  from  »11  the  world  Ibcy  lie,  in  m-inntcript  and  modesty ;  w«  i^iy 
them  out  as  PliarsiJi's  dHughter  spied  liule  Moses  near  the  water ;  aad 
while  we  gaze,  the  glorious  thing — poet,  philosopbur  and  kiqg,  thinker 
of  thougbts  that  fiither  crevdn — rises  fuU-statured  through  iliu  reedi. 
Our  joy,  our  hope,  our  lia^noH,  no  connnon  language  can  «xpmk 
Ho,  boy  !  bring  hither  wreaths  of  rosea,  one  for  u*  and  one  for  Moees. 
He  shall  he  crowned  h<-fnro  we  ultwp !  Sot  now — ab,  now  wv'ra  all 
a-CTce;) !  Our  very  souls  to  goosellesh  turn  lett  other  edilon  should 
Iiitrn  ivhat  we  have  learned,  iitid  match  the  pHxe  almost  before  our 
hungry  eyes.  'Tis  but  a  moment,  and  wc  stand  before  our  genius  hat 
in  ham! :   ourx,  for  tn  chains  of  gold  he's  bound  I^nirv,  for  with  wmtths 

oi  coriM  he's  crowned  I lliere,   niodeiit  spirit  I   tliat's  ibe  way  w« 

jumped  at  B  and  courted  A  :  mci'c  morinl  men  of  art  and  ncdkc,  unspoiled 
by  tinsel  or  prclence.  If  what  they've  done  your  jwn  can  do,  take  oour^ 
and  he  courted  too.  The  famous  great  wo  coimt  our  onn;  send  us,  kind 
beavcn,  the  great  unknown  I 
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This  is  our  worst  diwistcr ;  when  seme  new  elar  swims  JDto  our  kto, 
twinkled  a  little  while,  nnd  then  unluckily  ttritiiB  nut  ng^iio:  nnd  tbnt  will 
hnppcit  in  ihc  space  of  Iwerily  periods — more  or  loss.  Again  vrn  m-jkrch  tbe 
njless  durk,  nguin  we  caleli  iho  titful  spark  1  BUiik  I  wink!  'tia  £Wcl 
qu^Dcbed  in  a  sea  of  boundlts*  mediocritj-.  Now  that'll  pHirpking. 
There's  a  kind  of  marsLy,  foggy,  feniiy  mind,  whose  Jiick-o'- lantern  wit 
delude  into  i!io  Kippitsst  Boliiude«  unwary  fimales,  guardsmen,  all  the 
innocent  uncritical.  They  don't  cunuem  ms;  ntir  lament  ix  made  for 
nobler  spirits,  spent  in  one  expiretwion  to  a  [la^  of  uuillumiiied  verbiage. 
We  flounder  on  with  ardent  sliire,  perieclly  hiippy,  for  our  share,  to  catcit 
K  thought,  a  glcnm  of  wit  from  time  to  time,  and  ponder  it.  But  Ibr 
the  rest,  whiit  can  be  done  ?  O  Lucircr !  uiihnppy  *rm  of  mornings 
always  at  the  duwn,  dtspel  the  muddy  Topoura  dr:iwn  from  cli.iot  that 
obdcureyoiir  light,  or  hasten  to  go  out  iii  night.  Vou  only  bother  us; 
tnd  yet — no,  don't  go  out,  but  try  to  get  less  intermittent  in  your  way 
of  adding  to  (bu  light  of  day.  We'll  watt;  well  keep  the  telescope 
of  watchful,  pHiicnt,  eager  hnpc  upon  your  ((Toits,  till  wt-'re  sure  you 
really  must  reinuin  obscure ;  or  till  your  evanescent  rays  kindle  into  a 
luting  bbie.  Why  not  ?  Tlic  cornels,  ]<eupl(;  s.iy,  will  all  be  planetti 
one  fine  day ;  and  wc  have  known  some  authors  very,  very,  very  comc- 
tary,  who  have  got  steadier,  and  are  a  good  large  useful  klod  of  star. 
Some  brains  to  stnrt  with,  and  the  rest  is  done  by  industry  and  taste. 
Who  tries  with  these,  and  then  complains  of  Ciilure,  starts  witliout  the 
brains. 

But  now  what  have  we  said?  This  is  a  most  vexatiouji  busincM !  To 
awcll  the  number  of  our  foes,  to  fortify  the  hearts  of  those  who  are  the 
terrors  rf  our  lot ;  that,  most  undoubtedly,  vin»  not  what  this  discumioo 
was  begun  for ;  but  now  we  havo  done  it,  and  are  done  for.

Tlie  murder's  out,  the  secret's  uiid ;  and  those  reports  so  widely  spread 
abroad  tiy  people  whom  we  fee  Iv  charge  us  with  ferocity,  they  all  go  for 
nothing.  Very  well,  we  cast  away  horn,  hoof,  and  tail,  and  unreservedly 
confess  ourselves  a  Sin  of  Trndemess.  Our  table  growiit,  my ;  well,  wc 
own,  that  hearing  it,  wu  also  grosn,  Tliai's  natural ;  but,  we  declare, 
we  only  groan — wc  never  awenr.  Our  givat  long-suffering  is  such  that 
nally  we  don't  mind  it  much ;  and  nothing  ean  be  mure  uoccre,  or 
•oriuus,  or  blunt,  timn  we  are  when  we  aver  that  «nce  the  wnnd  of  office 
ciunc  into  our  hand  we've  humbly  served  whoever  sought  to  do  us 
t«rvice :  n»  wc  ought.

cannot  learn  too  early,  th^it  the  worm  will  turn  I
